In  tUe  year  1740,  the  Proprietary  Government  sent  an  agent  to  New 
York,  to  transcribe  such  dooumenttt,  among  lis  Arohives,  relating  to  the 
settlement  of  the  Dutch  on  the  Delaware  river.  Many  of  these  paper* 
were  used  by  Mr.  Hazzard  In  the  preparation  of  bis  "Annaleof  Penn- 
sylvmiia."  Some  have  been  lost.  We  have  endeavored  to  All  up  the 
gape  by  oopying  from  the  Ooloninl  Documenta  of  A'ew  York  those 
papers  which  ore  of  special  value  to  Pennsylvanlans,  and  for  the  use  of 
which  the  Editora  tender  proper  ucknowledgementa.  The  following  Is 
a  copy  of  the  original  certitioate  of  the  Provinoial  authorities  of  New 
York:

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4  EDITORIAL  XOTE. 

The  dispute  at  that  period  between  the  Proprietaries  and  the  Lord 
Baltlmoreoonoeming  the  Provincial  boundaries  was,  no  doubt,  the  lead- 
ing motive  in  oopying  such  reoorde  bearing  on  the  early  oocupatlon  ot 
the  Delaware  by  the  Dutali.  The  papera  relating  to  the  Swedish  settle- 
ments were  or  little  account  in  terniinatlng  the  controversy,  and  henc« 
were  probably  never  oopied  or  translated  from  the  Arohives  of  Sweden, 
which  is  to  be  regretted  by  the  historian.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL  ON  THE 

REPORT  OF  THE  DISCOVERy  OF  NEW 

NETHERLAND. 

Satukday,  the  lltL  October,  1614. 
Pbesekt— President,  Mr,  Ghiesen. 

Messrs.  Biesman,  Westerholt,  Brienen,  Oldenbemevelt,  Bercken- 
rode,Driel,Teyling;en, Magnus,  Moesbei^n,  Ayloa,  U^enians. 

Appeared  at  the  Assembly  the  Deputies  from  the  United  Com- 
pany of  Merchants  wlio  have  discovered  and  found  New  Nether- 
land,  situate  in  America  between  New  France  and  Yirginia,  the 
sea  coasts  whereof  lie  in  the  Latitude  of  forty  to  forty-five  degrees. 
And  who  have  rendered  a  report  of  their  said  Discovery  and  finding, 
requesting,  in  consequence,  tlie  Grant  promised  by  their  High 
Miglit  in  esses'  published  placard.  Deliberation  being  had  thereon, 
their  High  Mightinesseehave  granted  and  allowed,  and  hereby  grant 
and  allow,  the  Petitioners  that  tlieyalone  shall  liave  the  right  to  re- 
sort to,  or  cause  to  be  frequented,  the  aforesaid  newly  discovered 
countries  situate  in  America  between  New  France  and  Virginia, 
the  sea  coasts  whereof  lie  in  the  Latitude  of  from  forty  to  forty-five 
degrees,  now  named  New  Netherland,  as  is  to  be  seen  by  a  Figura- 
tive Map  hereunto  annexed :  and  that  for  four  Voyages  within  the 
t«nn  of  three  years  coininencing  the  first  January  XVI'  and  fifteen 
next  coming,  or  sooner,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others, either  directly 
or  indirectly  sailing,  resorting  to,  or  frequenting  the  said  Newly 
discovered  and  found  Countries,  harbors  or  .places,  from  these 
United  Netherlands,  within  the  said  three  years,  on  pain  of  Confis- 
cation of  the  ships  and  goods  wherewith  the  attempt  shall  be  made 
contrary  hereunto, and  a  fine  of  Fifty  thousand  Netherland  Ducats, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  aforesaid  discoverers  or  finders ;  provided,  that 
tliat  their  High  Mightinesses  do  not  liereby  intend  any  prejudice  or 
diminution  to  their  previous  Charters  and  Concessions;  And  their 
meaning  also  is,  that  in  case  any  difference  or  misunderstanding 
happen  to  arise  or  proceed  from  tliis  their  Concession,  the  sameshall 
then  be  decided  by  them.    Therefore,  they  order  and  command  &c. 

The  resumption  of  the  enacted  Charter  is  further  proceeded  with, 
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and  some  difQculties  are  removed  in  the  distribution  of  the  Direct- 
ors and  Equipment  among  the  Provinces,  Quarters  and  Cities ;  in 
the  order  of  the  Salt-traders;  the  limits  on  this  side  and  through 
the  Strait  of  Magellan,  and  the  difficulties  started  thereupon  by  the 
East  India  Company,  with  whose  Deputies  communication  has  been 
had  by  Deputies  on  the  part  of  the  Lords  States  General ;  and  it  is 
agreed  in  full  Meeting,  that  this  Matter  should  be  examined  at  the 
first  Meetiug  of  the  Seventeen  Deputies,  and  for  that  and  other  con- 
siderations, the  aforesaid  busiue.ss  is  holdeu  for  further  deliberation  - 
and  postponed. 


GRANT  OF  EXCLUSIVE  TRADE  TO  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

The  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands  to  all  to  whom 
these  presents  shall  come,  Greeting,  Whereas  Gerrit  Jacobz  Wits- 
sen,  antient  Burgomaster  of  the  City  Amsterdam,  Jonas  Witssen, 
Simon  Morrissen,  owners  of  the  Ship  named  the  Little  Fox  whereof 
Jan  de  With  has  been  Skipper;  Hans  Ilongers,  Paulus  Pelgrom, 
Lambreclit  van  Tweenhuyzen,  owners  of  the  two  ships  named  the 
Tiger  and  the  Fortime,  whereof  Aedriaen  Block  and  Henrick  Cor- 
stiaenssen  were  Skippers  ;  Arnolt  van  Lybergen,  Wessel  Schenck, 
Hans  Claessen,  and  Berent  Sweertssen,  owners  of  the  Ship  named 
the  Nightingale.whereofThysVoIckertssen  was  Skipper,  Merchants 
of  the  aforesaid  City  Amstelredam,  and  Pieter  Clementssen  Brou- 
wer,  Jan  Clementssen  Kies,  and  Comelis  Volckertssen,  Merchants 
of  the  City  of  lloorn,  owners  of  the  Ship  named  the  Fortuyn, 
whei-eof  Comelis  Jacotesen  May  was  Skipper,  all  now  associated  in 
one  Company,  have  respectfully  represented  to  us,  that  tliey,  the 
petitioners,  after  great  expenses  and  damages  by  loss  of  ships  and 
other  dangers,  had,  during  the  present  year,  discovered  and  found 
with  the  above  named  five  shii>s,  certain  New  Lands  situate  in 
America,  between  New  France  and  Virginia,  the  Sea  coasts  whereof 
lie  between  forty  and  forty-five  degrees  of  Latitude,  and  now  called 
New  Netherland :  And  whereas  We  did,  in  the  month  of  March 
last,  for  the  promotion  and  increase  of  Commerce,  cause  to  be  pub- 
lislied  a  certain  General  Consent  and  Charter  setting  fortli,  that 
whosoever  should  tliereafter  discover  new  havens,  lands,  places,  or 
passages,  might  frequent,  or  cause  to  be  frequented,  for  four  voy- 
ages, such  newly  discovered  and  found  places,  i)assages,  havens,  or 
lands,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others  from  visiting  or  frequenting  the 
same  from  the  United  Netherlands,  until  the  said  first  discoverers 
and  finders  shall,  themselves,  have  completer!  the  said  four  Voyages, 
or  caused  the  same  to  be  done  witliin  the  time  prescribed  for  that 
purpose,  under  the  jienalties  expressed  in  the  said  Octroy,  &c.,  they 
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riequest  tb&t  we  would  accord  to  them  due  Act  of  the  aforesaid 
Octroy  in  the  usual  form: 

Which  bein);  considered,  We,  therefore,  in  Our  Assembly  liaving 
heard  the  [jei-tinent  Reiwrt  of  the  Petitioners,  relative  to  tlie  dis- 
coveries and  fliiding  of  the  said  new  Countries  between  the  above 
named  limits  and  degrees,  and  also  of  their  adventures,  have  con- 
seute<l  and  granted,  and  by  tliese  presents  do  consent  and  grant,  to 
the  said  Petitioners  now  united  iuto  one  Company,  that  they  sliall 
be  privileged  exclusively  to  frequent  or  cause  to  be  visited,  the 
above  newly  discovered  lands,  situate  in  America,  between  New 
France  and  Virginia,  whei-eof  the  B(tA  coasts  lie  between  the  fortieth 
and  forty-flftli  degrees  of  Latitude,  now  named  New  Netherland, 
as  can  be  seen  by  a  Figiirative  Map  liereunto  annexed,  and  that  for 
four  Voyages  within  the  term  of  tliree  Years,  commencing  the  first 
of  Jauuary,  Sixteen  hundred  and  Afteen  next  ensuing,  or  sooner, 
witliout  It  being  permitted  to  any  other  i>erson  from  the  United 
Netherlands,  to  sail  to,  navigate,  or  frequent  the  said  newly  dis- 
covered lands,  havens,  or  places,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  within 
the  said  three  Years,  on  pain  of  Confiscation  of  the  vessel  and  Cargo 
wherewith  infraction  hereof  shall  be  attempted,  and  a  fine  of  Fifty 
thousand  Netlierland  Ducats  for  the  benefit  of  said  discoverers  or 
finders;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  by  these  presents  We  do  not 
intend  to  prejudice  or  diminish  any  of  our  former  gi'ants  or  Char- 
ters; And  it  is  also  Our  intention,  that  if  any  disputes  or  differ- 
ences arise  from  these  Our  Concessions,  they  shall  1>e  decided  by 
Ourselves, 

We,  therefore,expresslycommandallGovemors,  Justices,  Officers, 
Magistrates,  and  inhabitants  of  the  aforesaid  United  Countries, 
that  they  allow  the  said  Company  peaceably  and  quietly  to  enjoy 
the  whole  benefit  of  this  Our  grant  and  consent,  ceasing  all  contra- 
dictions and  obstacles  to  the  contrary.  For  such  We  have  fojmd 
to  appertain  to  the  public  service.

Respectfully  represent  Gerrit  Jacob  Witsen  Burgomaster  at  Am- 
sterdam, Jonas  Witsen,  Lambrecht  van  Tweenlmyaen,  Paulua  Pel- 
grom  cum  socHs,  Directors  of  New  Netherland,  extending  from  40 
to  45  degrees,  situate  in  America  between  New  France  and  Vir- 
ginia, that  they  have,  at  great  and  excessive  expence,  discovere<l 
and  found  a  certain  couutr}-,  bay  and  tliree  rivers  situate  in  the 
Latitude  of  from  38  to  40  degrees,  {as  is  more  fully  to  be. seen  by 
the  Figurative  Map  hereunto  annexed)  in  a  small  Yacht  of  about 
eight  Lasts  burtlien,  culled  tbe  i.estleg»,  wliereof  Cornelius  Heu- 
drickaz°  of  Munnickendum  is  Skipper— Wliich  little  yacht  they,  the 
Petitionera,  caused  to  be  built  in  tlie  country  there,  and  employed 
tlie  aforesaid  Cornells  Uendricksz*  in  tlie  aforesaid  Countries  during 
the  space  of  three  years,  in  the  above  mentioned  little  Yacht,  look- 
ing for  new  countries,  havens,  bays  and  rivers.  And  whereas  Your 
High  and  Mighty  I^rdsliips,  did  in  March  1614,  jinblish  by  Placard, 
that  wliosoever  should  discover  any  new  countries,  bays  or  rivers, 
the  said  finders  and  discoverers  sliould  enjoy  for  their  discovery, 
the  grants  to  trade  and  tralHc  exclusively  for  four  Voyages  to  the 
aforesaid  countries,  oil  condition  of  making  a  Regiort  thei'eof  to

To  Ike  PrinM  of  Orange,  &c. 

The  Directors  of  tlje  Company  trading  to  New  Netherland,  situate 
in  latitude  from  40  to  45degrees,  between  NewFranceand  Virginia, 
reverently  represent  tliat  tltey,  tlie  iietitioners,  liave,  as  discoverers 
and  first  tinders  of  said  couuti-ies,  traded  tliitlier  now  several  years, 
in  virtue  of  a  certain  general  Oltarter  from  the  Higli  and  Mighty 
Lords  States  General,  dated  the  10"  March  1614;  tliat  tliey,  also, 
have  delivered  to  their  High  Mightinesses  tlieir  written  report,  with 
a  map  of  the  situation  and  usefulness  of  said  countries.  And  whereas 
the  petitioners'  Charter  has  expired,  so  tliat  every  one  is  now  at  lib- 
erty to  trade  thete,  they  have  again  sent  thither  two  ships,  in  onlei' 
to  preserve  the  reputation  of  said  trade ;  some  vessels  have  been 
likewise  sent  by  other  traders  exclusive  of  the  Company.  Now  it 
happens,  that  there  is  residing  at  Leyden  a  certain  English  Preacher, 
versed  in  the  Dutch  language,  who  is  well  inclined  to  proceed  thither 
to  live,  assuring  the  petitioners  that  he  has  the  means  of  inducing 
over  four  hundred  families  to  accomi»any  him  thither,  botli  out  of 
this  country  and  England,  providett  they  would  he  guarded  and  pre- 
Ber\'ed  from  all  violence  on  the  part  of  otiier  potentates,  by  the  au- 
thority and  under  the  protection  of  your  Princely  Excellency  and

Having  received  yo*  Lips  Irfis  of  the  15"  of  December  touching  the 
Hollanders  entering  a  year  since  and  planting  a  colonle  upon  some 
parts  of  the  North  of  Virginia  W'in  the  precinct  of  w^  his  Ma*^  had 
formerly  graunted  by  his  patent,  the  quiet  and  full  possession  unto 
particular  persons,  w*^  conuuandement  from  his  Ma''  to  move  the 
States  Generall,  not  only  to  make  stay  of  such  shipps  as  are  here 
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prepared  for  tbat  voyage,  but  likewise  t«  prohibit  the  further  prose- 
quution  of  that  plantatioo ;  I  tooke  the  liberty  W"  tlie  seasoa  gave 
me  (all  the  country  shipps  being  then,  as  they  still  are,  bound  in 
with  yce)  to  enforme  my  selfe  of  the  atate  of  the  business  before  I 
would  appeai-e  in  their  assembly ;  &  could  not  fynd  eytlier  by  such 
merchants  w*  whome  I  have  acquaintance  at  Amsterdam,  or  by  the 
Frince  of  Orange  &  some  of  tlie  States  of  whome  I  made  enquirie, 
any  more  in  the  matter,  but  tliat  about  fewer  or  five  years  since  two 
particular  companies  of  Amsterdam  merchants  began  a  trade  into 
those  parts  betwixt  40  and  45  degrees,  to  W  after  their  manner  they 
gave  their  own  names  of  New  Netherlands  a  soutli  &  a  north 
sea,  aTexel,ayiieland,  &  the  like;  whither  they  have  ever  since 
continued  to  send  shipjts  of  30  and  40  lasts  at  the  most  to  fetch 
f urres,  »-*  is  all  their  trade ;  for  the  providing  of  w""  they  have  cer- 
taine  factors  there  continually  resident  trading  W  savages,  and  at 
this  present  there  is  a  sbipp  at  Amsterdam  bound  for  tliose  parts ; 
but  I  cannot  leame  of  anie  Colonie  eytlier  already  planted  tliere  by 
these  people,  or  so  much  as  intended ;  &  I  have  ttiis  furtlier  rea»m 
to  believe  there  is  none,  because  w^in  these  few  montlis  divers  in- 
habitants of  this  country  to  aconaiderable  number  of  familyes  iiave 
bene  suters  unto  me,  to  procure  them  a  place  of  habitation  amongst 
his  Ma""  subjects  in  those  parts ;  w"  by  his  Ma""  order  was  made 
known  to  the  Directo"  of  the  plantacon,  and  yf  these  countrey  men 
were  in  any  such  way  themselves,  there  is  small  apparence  they 
would  desire  to  mingle  w"*  strangers  &  be  subject  to  their  govern- 
ment. Nevertlieles  because  more  may  be  knowne  to  yo'  Lip"  than

STATES  GENERAL. 

[TBANBI-ATED  from  the  FRENCH.] 

Genti-emen  :  I  have  received  express  orders  from  tlie  King  ray 
master  to  present  to  your  L'd'shps  additional  complaints  in  ri'^krd 
to  ManitimB  afFiiirs  caused  by  the  subjects  of  tliese  United  Prov- 
iuces,es[)ecially  by  the  Hollanders,  and  to  request  you,  in  his  name, 
to  apply  a  remedy  to  them  by  your  authority. 

Several  of  his  English  subjects,  Lords  and  other  persons  of  station 
and  quality  having  a  long  time  ago  tiiken  po8sej»ion  of  all  the  pre- 
cincts of  Virginia,  and  planted  their  settlement  in  certain  parts 
of  the  nortliern  qmirter  of  said  country,  wliich  takes  its  name  (Nova 
Anglia)  tlieretrom.  His  Majesty  desiring  the  successful  issue  of  so 
sacred  and  useful  an  enterpi-ise,  which  tends  to  the  advancement  of 
tbe  Ctu'istian  Religion  and  the  inci'ease  of  Trade,  granted  several 
years  ago,  as  is  notorious  to  every  one,  by  his  Letters  patent,  quiet 
and  full  possession  of  the  whole  of  the  said  country  to  several  pri- 
vate individUHLs. 

Notwithstanding  which  he  is  informed  that  some  Hollanders  have 
lost  year  landed  in  some  parts  of  said  country  and  thei-e  planted  a 
Colony,  altering  tlie  names  of  ports  and  harboui^  and  baptizing  tliem 
anew  after  tlieir  fashion,  intending  to  send  thither  other  ships  for 
the  continuance  of  said  plantation,  and  that  in  fact  they  have  now 
six  or  eight  vessels  all  ready  to  sail  thither. 

Now  H.  M,  having  iiicontestably  the  right  to  said  countiy  (jure 
j>i'ini(Bo<;cu//u(i'wiw)hascommandedme  to  represent  to  you  tlie-tate 
of  said  affair  and  requ&tt  you  in  his  name,  not  only  that  the  sliii>s 
ali'cadyequipiied  for  said  voyage  may,  by  your  authority,  bestopiicd, 
but  also  tliat  the  ulterior  prosecution  of  said  plantation  may  be  ex- 
pi-e-ssly  forbidden. 

Wlrich,genllcmen,  you  will  take,  if  you  please,  into  prompt  delib- 
eration, communicating  to  me,  at  the  earliest,  the  answer  wliich  1 
am  to  make  His  Majesty  on  your  part.

Friday,  the  22""  March,  1624. 

His  Excellency  appearing  in  the  Assembly,  in  hia  presence  areretid 
the  points  of  tlie  further  instruction  (or  the  Ambassadors  to  Eng- 
land, left  open  on  the  19"  February  last,  viz" :  thefourtli,7*  and  8" 
points  of  snid  instruction ;  and,  upon  consideration,  and  with  the 
advice  of  his  illustrious  Excellency,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded; 
first,  on  the  fourth  point,  rf^rding  the  West  India  Company  and 
the  letter  of  the  Lords  of  Langeracq,  of  the  1"  instant,  lately  re- 
ceived, mentioning  a  West  India  Company  begun  to  be  formed  in 
France,  that  copy  and  extract  shall  be  sent  to  Mess"  their  High 
Mightinesses'  deputies  at  present  attending  the  meeting  of  the  XtX 
of  the  West  India  Com|iany  at  Amsterdam,  to  submit  to  the  meet- 
ing, as  Diatters  are  in  such  a  condition  in  France  and  England  at 
present,  that  probably  a  West  India  Comi>any  will  be  formed  in  one 
and  the  other  kingdom,  or  else  some  expedition  Iw  undertaken, 
whether  they  will  not  embrace  this  occasion  and  consider  if  It  wuidd 
not  be  prudent  to  confe#on  a  combination  of  the  Companies,  or  of 
some  other  equipment  to  be  sent,  on  both  sides,  to  the  West  Indies, 
reflecting  that  this  Company  will  not,  of  itself ,  be  strong  enough, 
without  assistance  and  the  aid  and  cuo|)eration  of  others,  to  resist 
alone  such  a  powerful  force  as  is  put  to  sea  at  present  Ly  Spain,  to 
the  number  of  fifty  ships,  for  the  puri>ose  of  crushing  the  Company 
in  its  infancy ;  that  it  will  also  be  useful  to  i^ree  respecting  the  pres- 
ent and  the  future;  as  the  French  and  the  English  will  not  omit, 
when  this  Company  shall  havesustained  the  heaviest  of  the  burthen, 
to  frequent  the  places  which  may  be  incorporated  by  God's  gracious 
help,  and  from  which  tliey  cannot  be  excluded  without  falling  into 
the  same  difficulty  as  the  Bast  India  Company  had  with  them,  which 
can  now  be  easier  obviated,  either  by  a  combination  of  the  compa- 
nies or  by  some  mutual  equipment  to  be  executed  hereafter. 

On  the  T'l'  and  Eighth  iKiints,  it  is  deemed  prudent  first  to  wait  for 
advices  from  England,  of  tlie  success  of  t lie  affair  and  resolution 
there,  in  order,  when  that  is  seeu,  to  tie  able  to  resolve  thereuiwn 
with  better  foundation. 

And  whereas  his  Excellency  proposes  that  the  Ambassadors  ought 
neces-sarily  be  authorized,  in  case  any  league  be  concluded,  to  make 
some  present  to  Mess"  His  Majesty's  Commissioners  who  shall  be 
engaged  in  this  league,  as  is  usual  in  such  contracts.  It  is  resolved 
to  wait  the  advice  of  the  Ambassadors  themselves  as  to  what  they 
.sliould  think  best  to  be  done  in  the  case,  whilst  it  is  concluded  that 
the  gratuity  ought  to  be  regulated  in  proportion  to  the  advantage 
and  profit  to  be  derived  by  this  country  from  the  league.

Hotwrabk,  Worthy,  Wise,  and  right  Prudent  gentlemen  andfrUnda: 
Whereae  we  repaired  this  momicg  to  the  meeting  of  the  Directora 
of  tluB  city,  and,  after  sundry  conversations,  explained  to  their 
Honors  that  we  understood  that  a  certain  ship  was  fitting  out  here 
with  design  to  go  to  the  Virgintat  under  French  commitsiim,  iDtend- 
ing  to  take  along  good  carpenters  and  shipwrights  to  coustruct  a 
store,  houses  and  ships  there  iu  order  to  be  employed  elsewhere 
within  the  limits  of  the  charter.  This  then  appearing  to  be  a  mat- 
tor  of  great  consequence,  we  botb  deemed  it  proper  to  wait  on  the 
Magistrates  of  Hoom,  as  we  did  forthwith,  and  aftor  explanatory 
introduction,  requested  them,  as  Judges  and  administrators  of  the 
laws,  to  maintain  us  against  this  contravention  of  the  charter,  and 
its  amplification.  Whereupon  they  answered,  that  we  might  cer- 
tainly rely  on  them,  and  they  resolved,  wi1|i  our  previous  advice,  to 
summon  the  Skipper,  who  was  busy  taking  out  bis  ship,  and  about 
to  sail  forthwith,  to  demand  of  him  an  inventor;  thereof,  and  of  all 
that  is,  or  will  be  received  on  board.  The  Skipper  appearing  iu  our 
absence,  refused  to  comply,  saying  he  wishes  to  go  to  France,  want- 
ing to  know  who  acted  thus,  threatening  to  complain,  as  if  the  King 
of  France's  crown  were  attacked.  The  Burgomastors  finding  him 
thus  obstinato,  said  tliat  he  was  then  arrested  imtil  he  should  give 
satisfaction  herein,  against  which  he  has  protested,  and  demanded 
certificate  of  arrest.  We  thought  pro{>er  that  this  should  be  done 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  though  we 
are  not  expressly  authorized  hereunto.  We  request  your  advice 
whether  the  arrest  shall  continue,  and  what  f  lulher  shall  be  done  iu 
the  premises.  You  may  be  assured  that  a  certain  person  of  credit 
is  here,  who  was  lately  offered  a  share  of  that  ship,  well  knowing 
that  some  owners  reside  here  and  at  Amsterdam:  therefore,  the 
matter  ought,  in  our  opinion,  be  prosecuted,  for  tlie  sake  of  example, 
and  thereby  to  discourage  others,  who  are  disposed  to  go  the  same 
road.  Regarding  our  affairs,  we  have  done  nothing,  except  to  make 
some  preparatory  arrangements  to  facilitate  the  business  as  much 
as  possible,  expecting  to-day  the  De))Uties  of  the  respective  cities. 
The  Directors  of  Hoom  have  informed  us,  that  they  authorize,  or 
wrote  to  your  Commissoners  for  the  opening  of  their  subscription 
to  the  capital,  in  the  assurance  that  their  {wtitlou  shall  be  taken 
into  consideration.  What  relates  to  it,  your  Honors  will  presently 
know.

THE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  XIX.  TO  THE  STATES 
GENERAL. 

Extract. 

Hian  AND  Mighty  Lords  ; — We  have  heretofore  represented,  in 
writing,  to  your  High  Mightinesses,  that  our  constituents,  the  re- 
spective Oliambers  of  the  Incorporated  Wat  India  Vompany,  thinlc 
and  fear  that  the  utter  ruin  and  dissolution  of  said  Company  will  be 
the  consequence  of  the  present  negotiation /or  a  Truce  with  the  En- 
emy, and  liave  therefore  with  all  submission  besought  you.  High  and 
Mighty,  ttiat  you  would  be  pleased  to  be  careful  that  nothing  may 
be  done  to  the  prejudice  of  its  commenced  proceedings,  which  have 
been  of  snch  benefit  to  this  country ;  but  that  the  Company  may,  as 
heretofore,  be  also  in  future,  strengthened  and  supported,  and  con- 
tinue thus  sustained,  in  order  more  and  more  to  be  of  good  service 
to  this  state  and  the  stocliholders.  We  have  now  considered  it  fur- 
ther necessary  and  itaef ul  to  explain  to  you,  Uigh  and  Mighty,  in  all 
submission,  the  reasons  of  our  fear,  in  order  that  your  High  Might- 
inesses being  informed  thereof,  may  more  seriously  consider  the 
same ;  and  to  answer  all  such  objections  as  may  be  brought  forward 
to  the  contrary,  so  as  to  remove  all  arguments  which  may  influence 
you,  High  and  Miglity,  to  judge  otherwise,  of  the  importance  of  this 
matter. 

Your  High  Mightinesses  are  aware,  and  it  is  not  unknown  to  us, 
that  this  Company  was  in  the  commencement,  designed  principally 
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to  increase  Trade  and  Commerce,  without  whicli  the  great  multitude 
of  seameu  bestowed  by  God  on  thiscountry  cannot  be  employed,  and 
all  occupations  maintained  in  continual  action  and  prosperity ;  that, 
also,  those  who  supposed  themselves  most  conversant  with  this  trade, 
were  of  opinion  that  the  West  India  Countries  were  not  ao  exposed 
to  tlie  attacks  of  ourenemies  tlieSpaniaixls  and  Portuguese,  but  that 
trade  could  be  carried  on  witli  sundry  nations  and  peo|)le ;  colonists 
transported,  and  plantations  of  various  products  promot«iirfro™ 
which  advantages  could  be  derived  equal  to  tliose  our  af oresitid  ene- 
mies have  realized  since  many  years,  to  the  strengthening  consider- 
ably of  the  King  of  Spain's  finances.  And  in  caseof  delay  or  ill  suc- 
cess, it  was  exi)ected  to  make  good  a  portion  of  tlie  lass,  by  going  to 
Punta  df  1  Bey  for  salt ;  but  in  consequence  of  the  tedious  negotia- 
tions with  the  North  quarter,  we  are  entirely  cut  off  by  the  enemy 
from  the  Salt  Trade  at  the  Punta;  and  as  regards  general  trade, ex- 
perience has  now  made  us  wiser,  and  shown,  that  the  proposition  is 
founded  on  grounds  altogetlier  too  weak ;  and  that  the  trade  with 
those  nations  and  people,  who  still  remain  Independent  of  the  King 
of  Si)ain,  is  very  meager  and  trifling;  and  that  the  countries,  yet 
uninvaded,  are  for  the  most  part  of  little  consequence  and  unpro- 
ductive, or  if  good  and  fruitful,  are  very  ditficult  of  cultivation,  es- 
pecially for  our  i>eople,  who,  being  unaccustomed  to  so  hot  a  climate, 
can  with  great  difficulty  betake  themselves  to  agriculture  i  and  being 
unprovided  with  slaves,  and  not  used  to  the  employment  of  them, 
cannot,  like  tlie  Spaniards  and  Portuguese,  supply  through  others, 
their  own  insufflciency.  Moreover,  the  colonizing  such  wild  and  un- 
cultivated countries,  demands  more  inhabitants  tlian  we  can  well 
supply;  not  so  mucli  tlirough  lack  of  population,  in  which  our  pro- 
vinces abound,  as  from  the  fact,  that  all  who  are  inclined  to  do  any 
sort  of  work  here,  procure  enough  to  eat  without  any  trouble ;  and 
are,  therefore,  unwilling  to  go  far  from  home  on  an  uncertainty;  to 
this  may  be  added,  the  doubt  of  being  able  to  protect  it,  unless  at 
greater  and  heavier  expense  than  the  returns  are  worth  that  may 
prol>ably  be  derived  from  tlience.  But  in  order  that  you.  High  and 
Mighty,  may  be  correctly  informed  herein,  and  understand  the  sit- 
uation of  tlie  countries  yet  uninvaded  by  our  enemies,  we  sliall  ex- 
plain to  you  more  particularly  the  extent  and  condition  thereof, 
from  one  end  of  our  boundaries  in  West  India  to  the  other. 

The  limits  granted  to  us  by  Your  High  Mightinesses,  start  from, 
or  begin  on  the  North  at,  Hovn  Francia,  the  bounds  whereof  were 
extended  somewhat  too  far  by  the  French ;  so  ttiat  they  have  even 
been  inclined  to  dispute  us  New  Nelherlan^,  whicli  is  the  first  coun- 
try occupied  and  possessed  by  our  people ;  and  the  Company,  on  that 
account,  have  suffered,  of  late  years,  notorious  damage  by  reprisals. 
Now,  this  district,  which  we  have  named  New  JTeifteWniid,  although 
it  ought  to  be,  in  point  of  climate,  as  warm  and  as  well  adapted  for 
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tbe  cultivation  of  fruitant  least,  »stlie  furthest  frontiers  of  France 
tnwards  Spain  ;yet  it  has  been  found  much  colder,  and  tis  much 
aubji^et  to  frost  and  other  incoavetuences  aa  these;  nay,  as  more 
nortliern  countries.  Tlie  people  conveyed  by  iia  tiiither,  liave,  there- 
fore, found  but  scanty  means  of  livehhood  up  to  the  present  time ; 
and  have  not  been  any  profit,  but  a  drawback,  to  tills  Comi>any.  The 
trade  carried  on  there  in  pelti'lea,  is  right  advantageous;  but  one 
year  with  another,  we  can,  at  most,bring  home  only  Fifty  thousand 
guilders.  Proceeding  more  southerly,  next  comes  Viryinut,  i)Os- 
sessed  by  the  Btiglish ;  and  Floriiia.  so  far  as  it  lias  commerciiil  ad- 
vantages,by  the  Spaniards.  For,altliough  Florida  is  extensive,  the 
plaees  occupied  by  the  Spaniards  are  few,  and  the  liarbois,  even  for 
QiiddlinK  slii[>s,  so  rare  timt  there  is  but  very  small  probability  of 
being  able  to  execute  anything  advantageously  there.  The  large 
Island.s  are  settled  by  the  Spaniards,  etc.

PATEXT  TO  MESSRS.  UODYN  AND  BLOMMAEHT  FOR 
A  TRACT  OF  LAND  ON  DELAWARE  BAY. 

We,  the  Director  and  Council  in  New  Netherland,  residing  on 
the  Island  Manahatas  and  in  Fort  Amstei-dam,  under  the  authority 
of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Lord.s  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  and  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  Cham- 
ber at  Amsterdam,  hereby  acknowledge  and  declare,  that  on  this 
day,  the  date  imderwritten,  came  and  appeared  before  us,  in  tlieir 
proper  {lersona,  Queskakous  and  Eesanques  Siconesius,  and  the 
inhabitants  of  their  village,  situate  at  the  South  cai<e  of  the  Bay 
of  the  South  River,  and  freely  and  voluntarily  declared,  by  special 
authority  of  the  rulers  and  consent  of  the  Commonalty  there,  that 
they  already,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  of  June  of  the  [last  year, 
1629,  for  and  on  account  of  certain  parcels  of  cai^oes,  which  they, 
previous  to  the  passing  hereof,  acknowledged  to  have  received  and 
got  into  their  hands  and  power,  to  their  full  satisfaction,  have 
trausiMirted,  ceded,  given  over  and  conveyed  in  just,  true  and  free 
property,  as  they  hereby  transiwrt,  cede,  give  over  and  convey  to, 
and  for  the  behoof  of,  Mess"  Samuel  Godin  and  Samuel  Blominart, 
alwent ;  and  for  whom  We,  by  virtue  of  our  office,  under  proper 
stipulation,  do  accept  the  same,  namely:  the  Land  totliembelong- 
iUR,  situate  on  the  South  side  of  the  aforesaid  Bay,  by  us  called  The 
Bay  of  the  South  River,  extending  in  length  from  C.  Hinlojien  off 
unto  the  mouth  of  the  aforesaid  South  River,  about  eight  leagues 
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{groote  mylen),  and  half  a  league  in  breadth,  into  the  interior,  ex- 
tending to  a  certain  marsh  {leegU)  or  valley,  through  which  these 
limits  can  be  clearly  enough  distinguished.  And  that  with  all  the 
action,  right  and  jurisdiction  to  tliem  in  tiie  aforesaid  quality, 
therein  appertaining,  constituting  and  surrogating  the  said  Mesa" 
Godin  and  Blommaert  in  their  stead,  state,  real  and  actual  posses- 
sion thereof;  and  giving  them,  at  the  same  time,  full  and  irrevo- 
cable authority,  power  and  special  command,  to  hold  in  quiet  pos- 
session, occupancy  and  use,  tanquam  Actores  et  Frocuratores  in 
rem  Propriam,  tlie  aforesaid  land  acquired  by  the  above  mentioned 
Mess"  Godin  and  Blommaert,  or  those  who  may  hereafter  obtain' 
their  interest ;  also  to  do,  barter,  and  dispose  thereof,  as  they  may 
do  with  tlieir  own  well  and  lawfuUy  acquired  lands.  Without  they, 
the  Grantors,  having,  reserving,  or  retaining  for  the  future,  any, 
tiie  smallest  part,  right,  action  or  authority,  whether  of  property, 
command  or  jurisdiction  therein ;  but  now,  hereby,  forever  and  a 
day  desisting,  retiring  from,  abandoning  and  renouncing  the  same 
for  the  behoof  aforesaid ;  promising  further,  not  only  to  observe, 
futflU  and  to  hold  fast,  unbroken  and  irrevocable,  theis  their  con- 
veyance, and  whatever  may  be  done  in  virtue  thereof,  but,  also,  the 
said  pai-cel  of  land  to  maintain  against  every  one  and  to  deliver  free 
of  controversies,  gainsays  and  contradictions,  by  whomsoever  insti- 
tuted against  the  same.  All  in  good  faith  without  guile  or  deceit. 
In  Witness  is  this  confirmed  with  our  usual  signature  and  witli  our 
seal  dependant  therefrom.  Pone  on  the  aforesaid  Island  Mana- 
batas,  this  fifteenth  of  July,  XVI°  and  Uiiriy.

Right  Honorable:— In  y'yeareof  o'  Lord  God  1621.  or  there- 
abouts certaine  Hollanders  were  ui>on  the  coast  of  New  England 
trading  w"  y'  Indians  betwixt  Cape  Codd  and  Bay  do  la  Warre  in 
40.  degrees  of  Northerly  latitude,  being  a  parte  of  that  country 
which  was  granted  to  Sir  Walter  Rawleigh  by  Queene  Elizabeth  in 
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Adqo  1S84.  and  afterwards  to  divertte  of  hei  subjects  under  y  title 
of  Virginia;  which  countrey  was  divided  by  agreement  of  y* 
Vii^inia  company  and  the  North  East  parte  thereof  confirmed 
afterward  by  King  James  In  Anno  1<SU6  to  y*  President  and 
Counsell  for  y°  Plantations  there,  which  have  beene  settled  in 
Virginia  on  y' one  hand  tothe  Westwards,  now  about  fortie  yeares; 
and  in  New  England  on  the  other  hand  to  y°  Eastward  above  2S 
yearea  since.  The  sayd  Hollanders  as  Interlopers  fell  into  y* 
middle  betwixt  the  sayd  plantac6na,  and  at  their  retume,of  their 
voyage  aforesayd,  published  a  Mapp  in  y°  Low  countries  of  y  sayd 
sea  coaste  comprehended  betwixt  Virginia  and  Cape  Codd,  und'  y 
tytle  of  New  Netherlands,  giving  y  name  of  y  Prince  of  Aurange 
to  y°  countrie  and  river  of  Manahata,  where  y  Dutch  are  now 
planted,  (wli'''  sayd  countrey  was  many  yeares  before  discovered  by 
the  Englishmen  in  their  voyages  to  Virginia)  and  giveing  other 
Dutch  names  to  other  places  to  y  Eastward  of  y  sayd  Manahata 
river  as  far  as  Cape  Codd :  all  wh''  had  beene  formerly  discovered 
and  traded  unto  diverse  tymes  by  sev'all  Englishmen,  as  may  be 
proved.  And  S'  Samuell  Argall  Kn'  w^  many  English  planters 
were  ppareing  to  goe  and  sitt  downe  in  his  lott  of  land  upon  y'  sayd 
Manahata  river  at  the  same  tyme  when  the  Dutch  intruded,  w"* 
caused  a  Demurre  in  their  pcediug  until  King  James,  upon  com- 
plaint of  my  Lord  of  Arundel!  w"  8'  Ferdinando  Grorges  Kn'  and 
the  said  S'  Samuell  Argall  {form'ly  Gov  of  Virginia)  and  Cap' 
John  Mason)  of  y  sayd  Dutch  Intruders  in  An°  1621  had,  by  his 
Ma""  order  a  Irfi  to  y  Lord  of  Dorchester  their  Ambassado'  at  y 
Hague,  questioned  the  States  of  y°  Low  Countries  for  that  matter. 
Which  y  Lords  y  States  by  answer  (as  I  take  it)  of  their  ambassado' 
Sir  Nowell  Carronne  did  disclayme,  disavowing  any  such  act  that 
was  done  by  their  people  w"  their  authority:  w""  my  Lord  of 
Arundell  and  I  thinke  y  Lord  Baltimore  (then  Secretary  of  State) 
doe  remember,  and  S'  Ferdinando  Gorges  and  Captaine  Mason  can 
vitnesse  y  same.  Neverthelesse  y  yeare  following,  w"  (as  I  take 
ft)  was  1622,  the  aayd  Dutch  under  a  pretended  authority  from  y 
West  India  Company  of  Holland,maintayned  as  they  sayd  by  com- 
mission from  y  said  Prince  of  Aurange  did  retume  to  y  foresayd 
river  of  Manahata  and  made  plantation  there,  fortifying  themselves 
therein  twoseverall places, and  liav«' built shipps there, whereof  one 
was  sent  to  Holland  of  600  tunnes  or  thereabouts.  And  albeit  they 
were  warned  by  y  English  plantation  at  New  Plymouth  to  forbeare 
trade  and  not  to  make  any  settlement  in  those  partes,  letting  them 
know  that  they  were  the  territories  of  y  King  of  England,  yett 
neve^belesa  with  proude  and  contumacious  answers  (saying  they 
had  commission  to  light  against  such  as  should  disturbe  their 
settlement)  they  did  i)ersist  to  plant  and  trade,  vilefying  o'  Nation 
to  the  Indians  and  extolling  their  owne  people  and  countrye  of 
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Hollaud, and  have  made  sundiy  good  retumes  of  commodities  from 
thence  into  Holland ;  especially  this  year  they  have  returned  (as  it 
is  reported]  15000  Beaver  Skyniiee,  besides  other  commodities.

SIR  FERDINANDO    GORGES  TO   CAP*  MASON  ABOUT 
AN  EXPEDITION  ON  THE  DUTCH. 

Bbibtoll  the  6'"  Aprile  1632. 
Sir  :— On  Thursday  niglit  I  receaved  yours  of  the  30"  of  March, 
by  wli"''  I  understand  howe  you  have  pceeded  against  those  of  the 
Dutch  plantacon.  I  am  glade  the  business  is  before  the  Lords.  I 
hot>e  they  will  not  bee  over  hasty  in  concluding  a  busines  of  that 
nature,  considering  howe  much  it  concemes  both  the  honor  of  tlie 
Kiuge  and  State  to  make  good  the  interest  they  have  therein.  I'ou 
shalt>ee  assured  I  will  not  ptract  any  time  of  my  coming  upp,  butt 
I  must  acquaint  you  with  an  unhappy  accident  that  Ijefell  mee  the 
same  day  I  reseavtd  yours.  For  haveing  bene  w"  my  Lord  Pawlett 
and  divers  others  of  my  private  friends  att  a  horse  race,  I  tooke  ft 
fall  from  my  horse,  and  am  now  in  soe  much  extremetie  of  paine, 
as  I  am  not  able  to  move  or  stirr,  but  as  I  am  heliieil  by  maine 
strength  of  my  sTauntes;  notWstanding,  by  Gods  favo'  I  hope  to 
bee  w"  you  in  a  very  shorte  time,  what  sliifte  soever  I  make  to 
travell.  I  am  sory  to  lieere  you  are  soe  poorely  seconded  in  a  matter 
soe  just  and  hon""'*.  I  conceive  you  may  have  from  M'.  Sliirly  a 
coppy  of  that  w'""  came  to  my  hands  from  those  of  New  Plymouth, 
w""  more  ptieulers  than  came  to  mee.  Itt  may  please  you  that  hee 
may  hee  spoken  w*^  alwut  it,  I  doubt  not  but  att  my  cominge,  I 
shalbee  able  to  give  both  hb  Ma'"  and  the  Lords  sufficient  satis- 
faccon  for  to  fortifie  the  justefyinge  (not  the  stay  of  the  shipponeley) 
but  to  prosecute  their  displantiiig  from  thence.  And  that  w*^  is 
now  to  bee  desired  is,  that  wee  may  bee  heai'd  to  ajwake  before 
ought  bee  done  for  the  shipps  dispatch.  I  hope  you  will  make  some 
shlfte  to  sende  away  the  horses  I  sent  you  before  the  receipte  of  M' 
Eyres  to  the  contrary  for  I  knowe  they  will)ee  of  more  service  and 
worth  then  any  you  will  3er\'e  your  selves  Wall  att  the  Islands: 
besides  heere  is  noe  shipping  that  goes  from  hence  till  towards  the 
winter  quarter ;  but  wliat  you  doe  betweene  you,  shall  please  mee, 
thoughe  I  desire  extreamely  they  may  goe  att  this  present,  thoughe 
it  were  wholly  on  my  accompte  for  their  transpoitacon  w"  the 
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horses.  Lett  this  suffice  I  pray  you  for  this  present,  for  that  my 
paine  will  suSer  mee  to  say  noe  more  att  tliis  time,  save  only  I 
besoech  you  to  remember  my  humble  service  to  my  Lord  Marahall 
and  to  lett  his  hono'  linowe  the  misfortune  that  retaynes  mee  from 
attfnding  His  Lopp:  soe  soone  iis  uiy  tiarte  desires,  and  see  much 
yon  may  be  pleased  to  lett  my  Lord  of  Wurwick  knove  in  like 
manner,  w*  the  remembrance  of  my  service  to  his  Lopp.  beseeching 
him  not  to  bee  slacke  wherein  you  knowe  his  heliie  may  further  the 
best  wee  shall  gaine  thereby  willK-e  the  knowledge  of  what  may 
bee  expected  from  liim  hereafter ;  and  ao  I  comitt  you  to  God  and

associate  Delegate  to  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  M'  Olican  absent, 
written  at  Amsterdam  the  5*^  inst.,  and  seconded  by  the  verbal 
petition  of  Mr.  Adriaen  Pleterson,  Director  of  the  aforesaid  Com- 
pany, in  order  to  obtain  letters  to  Ambassador  Joaehimt  and  Deputy 
Govert  Brasser,  with  a  view  that,  through  their  intercession,  the 
Ship  EfitdTOcIU,  coming  from  New  Netherland  and  touching  at 
Plymouth,  in  England,  and  there  seized,  should  be  again  released 
and  discbai^ed ;  which,  being  considered,  it  is  hereby  resolved  and 
decided,  to  allow  and  grant  the  letters  aforesaid  in  the  best  form. 


To  Jtffgs"  Joaehimi  and  Browser,  their  High  Miglttinesgts^  Ambaasa- 
d/rr  and  Deputy  in  Enyland;  tke  7**  April,  1633. 

At  the  Hagde,  the  T"'  April,  1632. 
The  States,  etc. 
Honorable  :— The  Directors  deputed  to  the  Assembly  of  the 
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XIX.  of  the  West  India  Company,  at  Amsterdam,  have  represented 
to  us  that  the  Ship  Eendracht,  on  arriving  at  Plymouth,  from  New 
Netherland,  was,  by  the  Vice  admiral  and  Captains  of  the  Plymouth 
Castles,  siezed  on  the  false  information  of  the  provost  of  said  bhfp, 
who  was  dissatisfied,  because  he  could  not  have  his  earned  wages 
paid  to  him  there,  (which  he  must  first  receive  at  Amsterdam,)  and 
of  the  Pilot,  who,  in  opposition  to  the  Director  and  Skipper,  being 
on  shore  got  married.  But  a  settlement  being  bad,  with  much 
difficulty,  she  was  released  again,  and  the  aforesaid  provost,  having 
received  his  wages,  went  up  to  London,  and  before  the  ship  could 
depart,  brought  down  a  second  arrest,  in  which  the  ship  must 
remain  and  be  yet  detained  with  its  freight,  solely  ui>on  an  untrue 
representation  that  the  Peltries  were  tought  within  the  jurisdiction 
or  district  belonging  to  his  Majesty  of  Great  Britain,  whereas  they 
were,  on  the  contrary,  bartered  in  New  Netherland,  under  our 
resort  and  within  tlie  limits  of  the  above  named  Company's  charter, 
on  the  South  and  North  rivers,  where  there  are  not  any  English 
Colonies  or  Trading  Posts.  And  whereas,  by  such  arrest  and 
detention,  in  direct  contravention  of  the  Articles  of  the  Fifteen 
Years'  union,  and  especially  of  the  Concession  of  freedoms  granted 
by  his  said  Majesty  to  the  above  Company's  Ships,  said  company  is 
most  deeply  prejudiced,  and  put  to  excessively  great  expense,  such 
as  lose  of  wages  and  consumption  of  stores,  amounting,  daily,  to  a 
large  sum,  besides  the  loss  of  the  season  for  the  sale  of  peltries, 
which  go  mostly  to  Russia,  and  could  otherwise  have  been  sold  with 
the  peltries  already  advertised.  And,  moreover,  the  crew  of  the 
aforefaid  ship  had  so  much  the  more  time  afforded  them  to  take 
away,  in  violation  of  their  oath,  great  quantities  of  the  peltries 
belonging  to  the  Company,  and  to  convey  the  same  stealthily  into 
the  interior,  or  elsewhere.  Therefore,  ^e  cannot,  neither  must  we, 
neglect  to  request  and  solicit  you  hereby,  to  do  the  Company  such 
good  offices  and  kindnesses  with  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and 
other  persons,  if  necessary,  to  the  end  that  not  only  the  aforesaid 
ship  and  goods  may  be  immediately  released  from  arrest,  free  of 
costs  and  damages,  but.  also,  that  order  may  be  given  that  hereafter 
such  unfounded  attachments  and  impediments  may  be  avoided,  and 
the  Company  freed  from  such  inconveniences,  troubles  and  annoy- 
ances. And  in  case  the  aforesaid,  or  any  other  sliip,  may,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  unfounded  pretensions  of  the  Earl  of  Carlisle,  be 
troubled  about  a  certain  Island,  St.  Martin,  claimed  to  have  been 
given  him  by  the  King;  where,  nevertheless,  the  said  Earl  never 
had  any  people,  but  which  has  been  made  use  of  by  the  above  men- 
tioned Company,  you  will,  on  the  contrary,  allege  such  reasons  as 
you  will  consider  most  applicable  in  the  premises. 
Belying  on  which,  we  cununend  you  to  God's  protection. 
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MEiiSRS.  JOACHIMI  AND   BRASSER    TO    THE    STATES 
GENERAL. 

The  10*  April,  1632;  Stylo  novo.    In  London. 
Eigh  and  Mighty  Lords : 

My  Lords  :— Our  last  to  your  High  Mightineeses,  waa  of  the  28* 
of  last  month.  Since  then  we  have  complained  through  the  Lord 
High  Treasurer,  of  the  publication  of  the  Book  on  the  eventa  at 
Amboina ;  and  also,  requested  that  his  Lordship  would  prevent  the 
exportation  of  warlike  stores  to  the  enemy ;  setting  forth  the  advant- 
age which  this  kingdom  might,  in  time  and  place,  derive  therefrom. 
His  Lordship  Baid,  he  had  not  given  any  consent  to  have  the  book 
printed;  and  that  he  well  knew  the  Council  had  no  knowledge  of 
it.  That  the  Bishop,  or  Secretaries,  were  in  the  habit  of  giving 
Buch  licences ;  that  he  agreed  vrith  us,  it  were  better  omitted.  But 
that  such  was  permitted  in  the  case  of  the  East  India  Company, 
which  is  much  dissatisfled,  because  it  does  not  receive-any  satisfac- 
tion for  the  Amboina  aflair.  And  in  regard  to  the  export  of  war- 
like stores,  that  the  Council  had  requested  his  opinion  thereupon, 
in  connection  with  his  Majesty's  finances,  and  that  he  had  then 
disapproved  thereof.  We,  nevertheless,  have  been,  afterwards, 
informed  that  the  exportation  is  permitted  to  Spain  and  Italy.  His 
Lordship  told  us,  among  other  things,  tliat  he  had  copy  of  the  In- 
struction given  to  Don  Gunsalva  di  Cordua,  from  Spain,  to  the  effect 
ttiat>  he  should  proceed  quietly  in  all  other  matters,  except  in  regard 
to  the  reconciliation  of  the  King  with  his  mother  and  brother ;  that 
be  should  therein  proceed  zealously  and  earnestly. 

He  also  said,  he  had  advice  from  the  English  Ambassador,  resident 
in  France,  that  such  was  the  case ;  and  having  received  no  satisfac- 
tion therein,  he  had  refused  to  accept  a  costly  rapier  from  tlie  King, 
and  a  certain  present  from  the  Queen.  And  his  Lordship  added, 
moreover,  that  he  thought  the  flrat  news  we  should  receive  from 
Spain,  would,  also,  bring  intelligence  that  the  Spaniards  from  Cata- 
lonia had  fallen  on  France ;  for  which  purpose  great  Naval  prepara- 
tions were  making  in  the  Mediteraneau. 

We  likewise  addressed  ourselves  to  Mr.  Secretary  Kooke,  whom 
we  found  much  excited  in  the  India  affair ;  and  soon  observed,  tliat 
he  had  consented  to  the  publication  of  the  Book.  Hia  Lordship  was 
so  violent  in  the  matter,  that,  when  we  afterwards  spoke  to  him  of 
Captain  le  Clercq's  trial,  and  the  wrong  suffered  therein,  he  gave  us 
tor  answer,  Amboina.  When  he  complained  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Admiralty  at  Rotterdam,  in  the  case  of  the  owners  of  the  :ship 
the  Kint,  (the  Child,)  we  answered  thereunto,  that  we  should  afford 
his  Lordship  good  satisfaction,  whtnever  the  complaint  was  laid 
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bsforeus.  HisLordahiphathsincereceiveil  theSealnof  the  Foreign 
affuim ;  so  that,  hereafter,  all  these  matters  will  iiass  through  his 
hands.  We  liave  congratulated  hie  I>ordship,  and  expr«s»«>d  our 
satisfaction  that  his  Majesty  had  been  pleased  to  employ  him  thert- in, 
as  we  were  well  aware  that  liia  Lordsliip  was  always  disposed  to 
maintain  good  correspondence  between  this  kingdom  and  the  United 
Countries.  Indeed,  his  Lordship  Is,  also,  well  disposed  toward  the 
Refonned  religion,  and  not  favorable  to  ^i>ain;  and  labore  stren- 
uously to  establish  the.  English  nation  in  trade  and  commerce.  As 
all  matters  must  hencefortli  pass  through  the  tiauils  of  tliis  gentle- 
man, and  the  expeditions  be  advanced  by  him,  your  High  Migbti- 
nessea  will  please  to  consider  in  your  great  wisdom,  whether  it  would 
not  be  for  your  High  Mightinesses'  ser\ice  to  present  him  some 
token  of  uourteseyon  his  entrance  into  office.  Whatever  yom'  High 
UiglitiucHses  resolve  to  apropriate  thereto,  may  be  paid  here  from 
the  balance  of  the  payment  of  100,000  guildei-s  which  have  begun  to 
be  disbursed,  on  account  of  the  650,0(K)  for  which  Mr-  Carleton 
signed;  tlien,  should  there  be  a  deficit  of  3,  4  to  5,  lOOO  guilders, 
nothing,  in  our  opinion,  would  he  thought  about  it  here. 

His  Majesty  being  returned  here  on  the  first  of  April,  we  requested 
his  answer  to  our  proposals  made  at  New  Market,  and.  in  addition , 
complained  of  the  seizure  since  at  Plymouth  of  a  certain  ship  named 
the  HendraclU,  belonging  to  the  West  India  Company,  and  now 
coming  from  New  Netherland,  where  your  High  Mightinesses'  sub- 
jects have  long  peaceably  traded,  and,  moreover,  many  years  ago 
planted  a  colony  on  a  certain  island  named  Manathans,  situate  on 
the  river  also  of  the  same  name,  which  they  purchased  from  the 
native  inhabitants  and  paid  for.  That  your  High  Mightinesses'  said 
subjects  had  hitherto,  in  going  and  coming,  iieaeeably  made  use  of 
the  harbors  of  England,  without  opposition  from  any  quarter,  and 
that  a  ship  coming  from  thence,  was  now  seized  for  having  traded 
within  his  Majesty's  territories. 

The  Kinganawered  us  distinctly  on  every  particular;  saying  that 
the  affair  of  Captain  le  Clercq,  was,  in  itself,  a  triHe :  but  that  lie, 
moreover,  well  knew  that  the  matters  were,  in  principle,  of  great 
importance.  That  he,  therefore,  will  fully  inform  himself  about  the 
bringing  in  the  prizes  talien  from  our  enemies,  and  give  us  an  an- 
swer thereupon  afterwards ;  that  he  should  also  take  further  infor- 
mation relative  to  the  damage  indicted  on  us  by  our  enemies,  in  his 
roa^  and  harboi-a.  That  he  had  appointed  Commissionei-s  to  con- 
fer with  us  on  the  subject  of  the  publislied  books.  And,  regarding  the 
detention  of  the  ship  the  Eendraclit,tha.t  his  governor  at  Plymouth 
had  advised  him  of  it,  and  that  he  was  informed  that  your  High 
Mightinesses  had,  heretofore,  on  his  father's  complaint,  interdicted 
your  inhabitants  from  trading  to  those  parts.  But  he  added,  more- 
over, that  be  could  not  positively  say  what  the  circumstances  of 
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case  were.  Then  that  lie  ahould  take  further  in  format  ion  tliereon ; 
aail  as  we  urged  the  pruvbtioiial  I'elease  of  the  aliip,  Lis  Majesty  said, 
heoould  not  do  thai  so  loug  as  be  waa  not  certaiiiof  hisright.  Wliicb 
auswer  of  Lis  Majesty,  tbougli  expressed  iu  iwlite  t«rmii  and  with  a 
friendly  diaponition,  did  not  please  us,  because  the  sulyect  of  the 
tree  use  uf  the  harbors  was  thereby  postponed  to  tlie  great  prejudice 
of  your  lligh  Mightiuesaes  and  your  ialiabitants;  also,  because  his 
Maj*»ty  had  appointed  Uonuuissiunei-s  to  si»eak  with  us  about  the 
publisliiiig  of  the  books  on  Anibolna,  wliich  wo  could  not  but  suspect 
was  designedly  done  to  bring  up  the  A uiboiua  question  before  us  on 
that  occasion,  with  a  view  to  require  satjstactioii  tUerefur,  and 
meanwhile  to  keep  everything  in  sus|)ense.  We  were  afterwards 
couhnned  in  this  opinion,  l)e<:ause  tlie  Lord  High  Treasurer  pre- 
tended igiioranueof  the Hforesaid seizure,  whicii,  however,  was  oi.ule 
by  order  of  tlie  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  wheiepf  his  Lord- 
ship is  the  di*st :  Moreover,  being  desirous  tosiwakaboutitonanother 
occasion  to  his  Lordship,  he  let  us  know  that  .■Seci-etary  Kouku  had 
orders  to  give  us  an  auswer ;  coming  to  the  siiid  Kouke,  we  under- 
Btoud  from  him  that  he  bad  lieard  nothing  in  iiie  world  about  this 

We  ctumot  make  up  our  minds  to  attend  the  meeting  of  theC'om- 
uiissiouers,  for  we  are  not  instructed,  nor  provided,  lor  the  Ain- 
boiua  afEair,  as  we  have  stated  at  lengtli  in  out  previous  letter  to 
my  Lord,  the  i:'riuce  of  Unuige.  Mcanwiiile  we  ail  toi-eaee  tiiai.  tiie 
farther  things  go  here  the  woi'se  tliey  wLl  become. 

A  certain  puiiIicotUcerhera  informed  us,  that,l]avi]ig  understood 
the  Comicil  would  meet  on  the  4'"mst.,and  intending  lo  promote 
bis  own  interest,  he  went  to  speak  to  one  of  the  memtiers  about  it ; 
from  whom  he  understood  that  his  case  would  not  be  taken  up,  but 
that  the  IJouacil  would  exaniiue  an  important  question,  namely ; 
whether  the  King  of  Great  Britain  had  a  right  to  furbiil  all  foi-eign- 
ers  to  catch  heriiiig  in  his  seal.  We  ai-e  not  advised  of  the  result 
of  the  consultation  ;  but  according  to  the  infonnatiou  furnished  us 
by  the  above  mentioned  gentleman,  the  Lord  of  the  Council  stated 
to  him,  at  thesiime  time,  that  liis  Majesty  wasof  opinion  he  had  the 
power  and  was  at  liberty  to  do  so.  All  this  is  tlie  effect  of  K)iaiiish 
intrigue,  which,  we  fear,  will  proceed  further.  Wecannot  iiereeive 
that  hia  Majesty  is  indisposed  towards  us;  sed  qui  pro  nobis  iiitei-ce- 
dat  nemo  est,  because  we  have  neither  Saints  nor  Festivals,  where- 
in the  Spanish  nation  is  very  superstitious. 

We  are  still  awaiting  the  papersou  Ambolna,  as  well  as  those  re- 
lating to  the  moneys  voted  by  your  High  Mightinesses,  which  we 
heretofore  most  humbly  requested  might  be  sent  to  us. 

Your  High  Mightinesses  will  be  pleased  to  send  na,  at  the  same 
time,  everything  in  supjiort  of  the  right  of  Your  High  Mightinesses' 
hihabitants  to  trade  iu  New  Netherland,  inasmuch  as  that  will, 
3-Voi,.  V. 
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without  doubt,  be  moat  sharply  disi)Ut«d  here.    The  ship  the  JSen- 
dracht  has  over  live  thousand  beaver  skins  on  board. 

The  Resident  Carleton  and  U'  Bosliuil,  who  is  to  reside  near  your 
lIlRh  Mightinesses  in  tliejilaee  of  the  former,  have  been  to  visit  us, 
Kiiil  notitied  us  that  tliey  are  about  to  take  tlieir  dei>arture,  present- 
ing til eir  service.  Finally,  they  requested  that  weslioidd  recommend 
your  High  Mightinesses  to fnmish  tlie  aforesaid Boshuil  with  a  free 
hoii!*e,  and  ttmt  your  High  Miglitinesses  would  be  pteased  to  inter- 
pose a  word  in  favor  of  the  aforenamed  Oarleton'a  family,  that  they 
may  remain  a  month  or  more  after  May  in  the  old  house.  The 
aliove  named  Boshuil  hath  the  reputation  here  of  beuig  a  very 
honest  man,  and,  esiiecially,  that  he  is  well  inclined  to  maintain 
good  correjt|)ondence  between  his  Majesty  and  Your  High  Mighti- 
neHses.  We  submit  to  Your  High  Mightinesses'  wisdom  and  dis- 
cretion, whether  or  not  you  will  furnish  him  with  a  free  house. 
We  shall  merely  observe  thus  much,  that,  if  not  done,  it  will  again 
lay  oi)en  the  wound  of  the  refused  seat  in  the  Council,  and  t>e  inter- 
preted as  having  been  done  through  disrespect  for  his  Majesty, 
whose  agents  have,  heretofore,  been  supplied  by  Your  High  Mighti- 
nesses with  a  free  house. 

Sir  BroncWiorst  has  also  waited  on  us,  saying  that  he  understood 
your  High  Mightnesses  were  mailing  new  levies.  And  as  he  bati  a 
commission  to  raise  a  regiment,  be  requested  us,  whenever  your 
High  Mightint^saes  were  enlisting  new  forces,  to  acquaint  your 
High  Mightinesses  of  his  offer  to  raise  a  regiment  and  take  it  over 
at  his  own  expense. 

We  were  afterwanls  informed  that  application  would  be  made 
for  permission  to  convey  to  Dunkirk  a  large  quantity  of  Saltpeter, 
which  baa  arrived  from  India.  And  herewith,  commending  our- 
aelves,  most  respectfully,  to  your  High  Mightinesses' good  graces, 
we  shall  continuikUy  pray  Almighty  (.iod,  High  and  Mighty  Lords, 
that  he  may  bless  Your  High  Mightinesses'  wise  government  more 
and  more.

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WEST  INDIA  COMPANY  TO  THE  STATES  GENEllAL. 
To  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States  General  of  the  United  Nether- 

Hian  ANi>  Mighty  Lords  :— We  have  heretofore  complained  to 
your  High  Mightinesses  th«t  our  ship  the  Eendraeht,  coining  from 
Sew  Netherlitnd,  laden  with  iieltries,  Ac,  was  detained  at  Ply- 
mouth hy  his  Majesty's  coiumaiid,  under  pretence  that  our  i»eople 
had  traded  in  coiintrieH  claimed  to  belong  to  his  aforesaid  Majesty. 

WhereiiiHin  your  High  Mightineasea  were  plesused  to  instruct  your 
Amba'«»ador  and  Commissioner  to  prosecute,  vigorously,  the  dis- 
cliai^  of  the  said  ship  and  goods. 

Now,  we  have  received  a  letter  signed  by  Vour  High  Might iiiesses' 
dmliassador  and  Commissioner,  dated  London  the  10"  Apiil,  stil : 
nov.,  by  wliich  we  are  advised  as  follows: 

On  the  third  instant,  Pieter  Minuit  of  Wesel,  Director  on  behalf 
of  your  Comi>any  In  New  Netherland  and  Jan  Lami>o  of  Cantel- 
bergh,  Sheriff  on  the  Island  of  Manhaltes,  came  to  us  liere  and 
informed  us  that,  on  arriving  with  your  ship,  named  the  Eendraeht, 
in  the  i>ort  of  Plymouth,  were  tijere  arrested  for  having  traded  in 
countries  under  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  jurisdiction.  We  there- 
upon complained  to  his  Majesty;  related  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  and  requested  that  the  aforesaid  ship  may  be  provisionally 
re1ease<l.  His  Majesty  said,  that  he  had  been  advised  thereof  by 
his  governor  of  Plymouth,  and  had  been  informed  that,  on  a  former 
com]>Iaint,  by  his  father,  to  their  High  Mightinesses,  of  their  in- 
habitants having  traded  to  those  Countries,  their  High  Mighti- 
ness lia<l  forbidden  them  to  do  so;  but  he  did  not  know  precisely 
what  the  circumstances  were,  and  would  inform  himself  further  of 
it ;  And,  notwithstanding  our  repeated  demand  for  tlie  provisional 
relea.se  of  the  ship,  his  Majesty  was  jtleased,  on  the  contrary,  to 
persist,  Iwiiig  first  desirous  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  nature  of 
his  right.  We  addressed  ourselves,  with  a  similar  view  to  some 
Lords  of  the  Council,  and  received  substantially  the  same  answer. 

Wherefore,  we  have  deemed  it  to  be  onr  duty  to  inform  your  High 
Mightinesses  that ,  sub8e(|uent  to  the  first  discovery,  by  your  subjects 
in  the  year  1809,  of  tlie  North  River,  (coiimionly  called  the  Man- 
hatt<«*,  also  Rio  de  Montaigne  and  North  river,)  and  after  some 
of  your  inhabitants  liad  resorted  thither,  in  the  year  1610  and  fol- 
lowing years,  your  High  Mightine.sses  had  Anally,  in  the  year 
1615,  granted  some  of  your  inhabitants  a  charter  to  trade  to  those 
countries,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  persons,  and  that  they 
established  a  fort  and  garrison  there,  which  were  maintained  until 
the  charter  granted  to  tlie  West  India  ComiNiny  included  these  and 
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other  countries.  That  in  the  year  1606,  bis  Majesty  of  Great 
Bi'itaiii  granted  to  his  subjects  by  special  cliarter,  Skiuth  and  North 
of  t)ie  aforesaid  river,  under  the  names  of  New  Enghtud  and 
Virginia,  on  tlie express  conditiiin,  that  the  respective  Incorporated 
parties  should  remain  one  hundred  miles  apart  from  each  otlier, 
and  leave  so  much  between  them  both. 

Whereupon,  the  English  began,  about  the  year  1607,  to  settle  by 
the  river  Sagadalioc,  which  settlement  was  afterwards  abandoned, 
and  uo  new  plantation  undertaken  by  tbe  English  north  of  New 
Netherland,  before  the  year  1620,  when  one,  wbicli  tbey  called  New 
Plymouth,  was  commenced  behind  Cai>e  Cod. 

Tbe  English  themselves,  according  to  their  charter,  place  New 
England  on  the  coast  between  tlie  forty-first  and  forty-fifth  degi-eea 
of  latitude. 

But  the  English  began  in  the  year  1606,  to  resort  to  Virginia, 
which  is  south  of  our  territory  of  New  Netherland,  and  Hx  the 
boundaries,  according  to  their  charter,  from  tbe  thirty-seventh  to 
the  thirty-ninth  degree. 

So  that  our  boundaries,  according  to  their  own  shewing,  should 
be  from  the  thirty-ninth  degree  inclusive,  to  the  forty-Arst  degree, 
within  which  bounds  we  are  not  aware  that  they  ever  undertook 
any  iiL-mtation. 

What  boundaries  your  High  Mightinesses  havegrauted  to  your 
subjects,  can  be  seen  by  the  charter  issued  in  the  year  J615,  which 
your  High  Mightinesses  will  please  cause  to  be  looked  bito. 

We  have  not  the  sligliteat  knowledge  of  his  Majesty's  further 
all^atiuu  respectuig  the  demand  made  by  his  father,  and  tlie  result 
thereof. 

Ill  order  to  execute  this  business  effectually,  your  Uigli  Mighti- 
nesses will  be  pleased  to  have  this  examined,  and  cause  your  High 
Kligbtinesses'  Ambassador  to  Ix  duly  informed  thereof,  and  to  order 
the  release  of  our  ship  and  goods  to  be  prosecuted  and  obtained. 

It  ia  further  to  be  remarked :  that  inasmuch  as  the  inliabitunts 
of  those  countries  are  freemen,  and  neither  his  Britannic  Maj- 
esty's, nor  your  High  ^Mightinesses'  subjects,  they  are  free  to  trade 
with  whomsoever  they  please. 

That  bis  Majesty  may  likewise,  in  all  justice,  grant  his  subjects 
by  charter  the  riglit  to  trade  with  auy  i)eople,  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  others,  his  subjects,  as  your  High  Mightinesses  have  a  riglit  to 
do  by  yiiura. 

But,  that  it  is  directly  contrary  to  all  right  and  reason,  fur  one 
potentate  to  prevent  the  subjects  of  another  to  trade  in  countries 
whei-eof  his  peojjle  have  not  taken,  nor  obtained  actual  ]>ossession 
from  the  right  owners,  either  by  contract  or  purchase. 

Much  more,  to  lay  claim  to  countries  of  which  your  High 
Mightinesses'  subjects  have  acquired  the  property,  partly  by  con- 
federation with  the  owners  of  the  lands,  and  partly  by  purchase. 
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And  many  other  rensons  which  your  High  Miglitineaaes'  wiBdom 
will  better  sugg^t,  for  the  maiDtenance  of  your  sovereignty  and 
thp  freedom  of  trade  by  sea,  anil  alliances  with  distant  nations, 
whoare  not,  naturally,  tlie  subjects,  nor  bave  become  the  property, 
of  any  other  person,  by  conquest.

PATROONS  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND  TO  THE  STATES 
GENERAL.    JUNE,  1634. 

HiQH  AND  MiohttLords:— Whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the  reso 
lution  dat^  27th  March,  1634,  adopted  at  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX., 
and  the  petition  presented  to  your  High  M^Utinesses  and  postiled 
['jfapoatiUtert),  the  Patroons  of  New  Netherland  are,  by  their  High 
Mightinesses'  lett«ra  dated  13th  May  following,  cited  to  a]it>ear  at 
the  Hague;  the  Patroons  have  deemed  it  expedient  to  submit  to 
your  High  Mightiuesses : 

That  your  High  Mightinesses,  by  Charter  dat^  3d  June,  1621, 
granted  to  all  inhabitants,  stockholders  in  the  within  named  Com- 
pany exclusively,  the  navigation,  i)eopling  and  trade  to  the  West  In- 
dies, within  the  limits  therein  deaertljed,  investing  XIX.  persona 
with  the  entire  managment  thereof ;  expressly  stipulating,  that  your 
High  MightineHses,on  being  require<l  tfl prosecute  the  infraction  and 
contravention  of  such  public  resolutions,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
repaired  and  maintained. 

But  the  principal  stockholders  having  solicited  your  High  Might- 
inesses for  further  satisfaction,  your  High  Mightinesses,  by  amplifi- 
cation, agreed  and  approved  that  the  first  two  vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  Amsterdam  and  Zealand ;  iUm,  the  first  in  the  Maese 
Chamber,  sliould  successively  be  supplied  by  the  pruicipat  stockhold- 
ers of  the  respective  Chambers,  leaving  tliem  to  protect  whatever 
regarded  them  and  their  right,  both  in  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX. 
and  in  the  aforesaid  Chambers. 

Tlie  Comjiany,  reduced  to  this  firm  order  and  government,  totik 
specially  to  heart  your  High  M^htinesses'  motives  contained  in  the 
last  part  of  the  second  capital  article  of  tlie  Cliarter,  containing  two 
subjects;  namely,  contracting  and  formuig  alliances  with  princes 
and  natives  of  the  countries  witliin  their  limits,  or  promoting  the 
population  of  productive  and  uninhabited  regions. 

Ex|)erience  has  shown  that  the  prudent  management  of  tlie  Com- 
pany did  not  attend  tiie  attempts  to  carry  this  out  in  divers  quarters, 
both  on  the  Wild  coast  and  in  New  Netherland ;  the  conduct  of  the 
people  was  not  regulated ;  the  exjtenses  were  excessively  high,  and

the  want  of  success  beyond  expectation.  Tlie  accounts  having  been 
frequently  reviewed  at  the  Assembly  of  ttie  XIX.;  the  supplies 
requisite  for  the  planting  liaving  been  compared  with  the  returns 
received  from  the  Colonies,  it  was  finally  decreed  and  enacted,  at  the 
Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  on  the  10"  March,  16^,  in  the  presence  of 
yoTir  Iligli  Mightinesses'  dejmties,  tlie  Directors  delegated  by  the 
respective  Oliarabei's,  the  Directors  and  assessors  from  tlie  princljial 
stocktioldt^rs,  for  the  behoof  of  all  the  stockholders  in  the  said  Cona- 
pany,by  virtue  oftheCharter,todraw  up  Freedoms  and  Exemptions, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  General  West  India  Company,  and  advantage 
of  the  Patroons,  masters  and  private  persons. 

26  February,  1620.  Commissioners  reported  to  the  A.ssenibly  of 
the  XIX.,  and  it  was  resolved  tomakeanOrder,resuining  the  draft 
of  the  plantei's,  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting ;  to  consider  the  pro- 
posals of  certain  res)iectable  pTincii>al  stockholders,  to  draw  out  tlie 
differential  ixiints  and  refei-  them  to  the  Ctiambers. 

18  April,  1620.  Points  of  Reference  were  circulated ;  in  article  2 
of  which,  the  resiiective  Cliamhera  were  requested  to  appear  fully 
instructed  to  conclude  whether  the  articles  of  Freedoms  and  Exemp- 
tions submitted  at  various  preceding  Assemblies,  witli  the  annexed 
new  articles,  demanded  by  divers  principal  stockohlers,  might  be 
amplifieil  and  amended  according  to  circumstances. 

20  May,  1629.  Commissioners  are  named,  on  resuming  the  Order 
in  regard  to  Planters,  to  submit  the  draft  to  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX. 

7  June,  1620.  The  Freeiloms  are  enacted  in  terms  as  hereunto 
annexed. 

Whereupon  some  Directors  of  the  before  named  Comt»any,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  great  interest  they  possessetl  with  their  next  friends  in 
the  said  Comjiany,  (who  imported  [to  tlie  value  of]  more  than  two 
tons  of  gold ;)  animated  with  new  zeal  to  carry  out  their  Higli  Might- 
inesses' intention,  and  hoping  iu  consequence  for  tiod's  blessing, 
preceded  all  the  other  stockholders  by  way  of  a  good  example,  saving 
the  aforesaid  Company  from  exienses,  troubles  and  heavy  charges, 
and  further  involve*!  themselves  by  undertaking  divers  Piitroonshijis, 
till-  expenses  whereof,  incuiTed  and  laid  out  to  this  day,  amount  to 
not  far  from  one  ton  of  gold,  cash  down,  and  are  yearly  taxed,  in 
addition,  with  at  least  4S  tliousand  guilders  for  ttie  support  of  three 
of  tlieir  Pati-oonshiiw. 

The  Patroons  proceeding  on  daily,  notwitlistanding,  bought  and 
paid  for  not  only  the  groimds  lielonging  to  the  cliiefs  and  natives  of 
the  lands  in  New  Netherland,  but  also  their  rights  of  sovereignty 
{jura  Mujexlatis)  and  such  others  as  they  exercised  within  the  limits 
of  the  Patroons'  jnircliased  territories. 

So  that  on  the  28"'  November,  1630,  were  read  at  the  Assembly  of 
tlie  Directors,  the  deeds  of  conveyance  of  the  lands  and  jurisdictions 
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purchased  from  the  Saccimaes,  the  Lords  of  tlie  Country,  executed 
for  the  Itehoof  of  the  Fatroona.  their  »ucceasors ;  and  the  new  pr&- 
prietortt  were  accordingly  thereupon  conntratiilated. 

On  the  2' December,  lu  theyearafoi-eaaid,  the  patents  sent  to  the 
Patroons  from  New  Netherland  were  in  like  manner  also  iM^ain 
read,  recorded  in  the  Compauy'  Reffii^ter,  ordered  by  the  Assembly 
to  be  ensealeti  with  the  seal  of  New  Netherlaud ;  the  Patroons 
were  af^in  congratulated  and  handed  their  patents. 

16'"  ditto.  Tlie  Patroons,  on  resohition  of  the  Assembly,  deliv- 
ered t«  the  Company's  counsrl,  a  perfect  list  of  their  undertaken 
patroonshi]>s. 

M""  January,  1631.  The  Patroons'  Colonies  were  ex  supra 
abundant!  confirmed,  on  submitting  the  question  to  the  Assembly 
of  the  XIX.,  holden  in  Zealand. 

Contlding  ftdly  in  the  before  related  acts  and  solemnities,  the 
Patroons  would  never  have  incurred  any  exjiense,  had  they  ever 
imagined  that  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions,  which  were  a  mutual 
contract  of  profit  and  loss,  agreed  to  by  their  High  Mightinesses' 
Deputies,  tlie  Directors  of  the  respective  Chamberj,  the  Directors 
snd  Assessors  of  the  principal  Stockholders,  and  accepted  and 
entered  on  by  the  respective  Patroons  in  all  8ini;erity,  woulil  have 
been  at  any  time  questioned  and  pulled  to  pieces;  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, they  sup[K)sed  and  felt  assnre<l,  that  their  Hlgli  Miglitinnsses 
would,  in  course  of  time,  maintain  the  Patroons,  and,  if  necessary, 
when  requested,  provide  them  with  greater  privileges,  as  a  rcwiu'd 
for  ttieir  exceeding  zeal,  in  enlarging  the  bounditries  of  these 
countries  and  in  consideration  of  the  heavy  outlays  and  perilous 
dangers  which  tlieir  peoi)le  anil  property  must  experience,  and  have 
already  sustained,  both  on  land  and  water. 

But,  alas!  your  High  Mightinesses  will  remark  what  damage  the 
change  of  iwrsons  and  the  unsteadiness  of  humors  tiave  brought 
on  this  praiseworthy  Company  and  the  good  Patroons. 

The  manifold  occupations  relating  to  the  planting  of  Colonies, 
the  articles  of  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  drawn  up  A*  HiZH; 
revised,  enlai-ged  and  accepted  by  the  Patroons  in  1629;  who,  A° 
1B34I,  were  congratulated  thereu|ion:  A°  1G31,  ex  sniwrabunilanti 
confirmed,  are  secretly  undermined  on  the  30'"  October,  1631,  when 
new  articles  were  proposed,  thereby  the  previous  Freedoms  and 
Exemptions  were  no  longer  obtainable;  the  Patroons  iiaiticulHrly 
cummauded  to  perform  things  which  experience  taught  them  were 
impracticable ;  Vea,  all  the  exemptions  were  draw  into  dispute. 

28  May,  1632.  Some  of  the  princiital  stockliolders  suggested  to 
them  to  bring  in  gravamina  against  the  amende<l  fi-ee<loms. 

1  June,  1632,  is  drawn  up  and  eniwted  a  certain  placai-d,  purport- 
ing, as  it  appears,  to  b^  in  favor  of  the  I'atroons,  against  private 
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iiiiiividuals  carrying  on  the  prohibited  trade  in  jwltries  in  New 
NetherlHnd ;  acconUiig  to  the  copy  liereuiito  annexed. 

But,  converted,  through  evil  council,  Ity  rcBohition  of  tiie  18^ 
November,  1832,  to  the  injury  and  prejudice  of  the  Patroons, 
whereby  the  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  no  solemnly  enacted  on 
the  7"  June,  1029,  on  which  the  patroonships  were  registei-ed,  are, 
it  is  ])articularly  to  be  remarked,  disavowed. 

And,  in  order  to  deprive  the  Patroons  altofj^ther  of  the  trade, 
the  Director  in  New  Netlierland  was  ordered  to  apiwint  commis- 
saries and  assistantsinall  the  )>atroonshi))S,  to  affix  the  placard  and 
in  no  wise  to  suffer  any  of  the  Patroons  to  Interfere  in  the  fur  trade. 

The  Director  bad  no  sooner  arrived  in  New  Netherland,  than  lie 
proceeded  against  the  Patroons  pursuant  to  the  orders  given  him. 

Whereupon  the  Patroons  were  under  the  necessity  of  submitting 
their  grievances  to  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  and  It  was  mutually 
agreed  to  refer  all  differences  arising  therefrom,  to  their  High 
Mightinesses'  decision. 

The  Patroons  have  accordingly  handed  in,  at  the  request  of  the 
committee  of  the  Directors,  the  following  points  of  their  preten- 
sions and  well  founded  claim. 

PretcKKion  nnrf  Vhiim  of  the  Palrnimn  oj  Neic  Ketherland,  delivered 
to  their  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  rni-  the  Iff"  Jvne,  IUJ4  against 
the  Directors  the  Iitcorijorated  West  India  Company. 

1. — That  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions  promfeed  and  granted  to 
the  Patroons  and  their  i)eople  within  the  limits  of  New  Netherland 
and  the  dej«ndPneies  thereof,  must  be  truly  maintained  and  ob- 
sei-ved  by  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  according  to 
their  tenor  and  contents ;  and  are  to  l>e  holden  as  a  nmtual  con- 
tract, binding  on  Iwth  sides,  whereby  the  Pati-oons  were  invited  to 
send  their  ]>eople  and  goods  thither;  in  consequence  whereof ,  they 
claim  to  enjoy  inviolate,  the  privileges  contained  therein. 

2.— That  the  Company  having  U)»  to  the  19""  December,  163S,  re- 
l>eateilly  called  in  question  the  conceded  Freedoms,  are  bound  to 
make  good  the  manifest  damages  caused  thereby  to  the  Patroons. 

3.— That  in  the  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  mention  only  was 
made  of  the  pro)>erty  of  those  lands  of  which  the  Company  could, 
by  virtue  of  its  charter,  diaimse ;  and  siicli  extension  is  considered 
as  referring  alone  to  the  fertile  and  uninhabited  lands,  or  lands  on 
which  settlements  were  found  of  particular  Indians,  having  no 
chief,  whom  the  Patroons  were  Ixiund  to  satisfy  for  t!ie  soil ;  In 
addition  to  these,  within  the  limits  and  extensions  of  the  purchased 
patroonships,  exist  Lonlships  having  their  uwn  rights  and  jurisdic- 
tions, which  the  chiefs  of  said  nations  have  ceded  to  the  Patroons, 
exchislve  of  the  proprietovsliip  of  the  soil,  as  can  lie  seen  by  their 
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deeds  of  concession  and  conveyance.  The  Patroons  maintain  that 
such  prerogatives  and  advantages  in  that  country,  belong  abso- 
luti^Iy  to  tliem;  and  that  the  Coin))any  hatli  no  mure  power  over 
(he  Fatroons,  as  purchasers  of  such  lands,  than  it  liad  over  the 
lords  Sachems,  the  sellers,  inasmuch  as  their  High  Mightinesses' 
intention  by  the  charter  notoriously  was,  not  to  abridge  any  iwrsoii 
in  what  is  his,  and  consequently  cannot  be  burdened  with  the 
Veuia  testandi,  juslice  and  ix»Iiee  which  are  repugnant  to  the  r^ht 
already  acquired  by  the  Fatroons. 

4.— That  under  the  term  goods,  mentioned  in  Articles  X.,  XIII., 
XXVI.,miist  necessarily  be  understood  such  merchandist!,witliout 
which  the  peiinitted  trade  along  the  coast  of  Florida  and  New- 
foundland, cannot  be  curried  on,  nor  the  soil  of  the  Patroonships 
paid  for.  Item,  slices  and  stocking  and  other  necessaries  of  the 
[leople,  not  in  use  among  the  natives  of  the  country,  ought  to  be 
among  the  indisi>en sable  articles  for  agriculture,  of  use  only  to  the 
ti'iiants  of  the  Fatroons;  every  description  of  which  the  Company 
hHs  promised  to  convey  over  for  nothing. 

5.— That  the  Company  not  having  shiiB,  or  room  in  their  ships, 
for  the  use  of  the  Fatroons,  cannot,  conformably  to  the  XI'*  Article, 
refuse  or  any  longer  withhold  their  written  consent  from  the  Fa- 
troons. officially  demanding  the  same,  whereby  tlie  latter  would  lose 
the  season  and  voyage,  from  which  the  ruin  of  the  Colonies,  or  at 
least  great  loss,  would  follow. 

0.— That  all  places  in  New  Netherland,  the  island  of  Manhattan 
excepted,  are,  by  the  XII"  Article,  free  for  the  plantation  of  Colo- 
nies. 

7.— That  the  Fatroons  may  sail  from  the  coast  of  Florida  to  New- 
foundland, paying  5  per  centum  recognition :  therefore  the  Fatroons ' 
cannot  be  prevented  sending  shi|i3  or  yachts,  with  all  sorts  of  goods 
to  New  NetherlamI,  without  which  the  aforesaid  coasts  cannot  be 
fre<iuented,  nor  prizes  taken  from  the  enemy.    Art.  XITI.,  XIV., 

XVI.,  xxni. 

8.— Whereas  the  Company,  Art.  XV.,  first  absolutely,  and  after- 
wards by  restriction,  reserved  the  fur  trade  every  where  on  the  coast 
of  New  Netherland  and  the  places  circumjacent  thereto,  the  Fa- 
troons say,  that  the  inland  trade,  together  with  the  territories  of  the 
IwtroonshipB,  is  not  included  therein  ;  and,  therefore,  that  the  Fa- 
troons are  not  obligated  to  pay,  within  their  limits,  one  guilder  on 
each  merchantable  skin.  Item,  that  the  Fatroons,  on  payment  of 
one  guilder  for  each  merchantable  beaver  or  otter  skin,  may  jirocure 
in  trade  for  goods  obtained  there,  alt  sorts  of  furs,  outside  their 
Colonies,  and  every  where  about  the  coasts  of  New  Netherland,  and 
the  place.''  circumjacent  thereto,  where  the  Company  had  no  com- 
missaries at  the  time  of  granting  the  Fi-eedoms.  Item ;  Wampum 
being,  in  a  manner,  the  currency  of  the  country,  with  which  the 
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])rodiice  of  tlie  interior  is  paid  for,  niiiBt  'be,  conaidei-ed  as  obtained 
goodie,  l>eing  tlie  rapi-etteiitntive  thereof. 

9.— That  the  Comiuiiy,  pursuant  to  the  tenor  of  Art.  X.  and 
XVI.,  is  obliged  liere,  and  by  ita  servants  in  New  Nettierlaiid.  to 
give  seasonable  notice  to  the  Fatroiins  and  tlieir  commisHarieft,  when 
requestnl,  of  the  plures  which  remain  vacant  in  its  sliips.  in  order 
that  they  may  regulate  themselves  in  reganl  to  their  people,  goods, 
cattle  and  implements;  and  bavins  accommodation  in  their  shii>s, 
it  is  not  at  liberty  to  iT'fuse  the  Patroons  the  freighting  ttiereof ,  nor 
charge  more  than  the  allowed  freight. 

10.— Tliat  the  ap|)eHl3  to  the  Director  and  Council,  reserved  in 
civil  aetious  of  fifty  guilders  and  upwards,  dc)  not  piejudice  in  the 
least  the  higher  juiisdictions  and  other  privileges  of  the  Piitroiius. 

11.— Whereas  the  C'om|>any,  Art.  XXV.,  liatli  promised  to  take 
all  Colonists  of  New  Netherland  into  its  Siife  keeping,  to  assist  in 
defending  them,  as  well  as  possible,  against  all  internal  and  foreign 
wars  and  violence,  with  the  iwwer  it  may  have  there  ;  the  Com|iuny, 
or  its  servants,  failing  s6  to  do,  are  bound  to  make  good  the  damage 
which  the  Patroons'  (teople,  cattle  and  goods  there,  have  thereby 
su£Fere«t  and  still  sutler. 

12.— That  the  yi-eedoins  and  Exemptiuiis,  are  i)ermanent  for  all 
partners,  without  the  Comirany  having  the  iiower  to  infringe  or 
restrict  them,  to  the  prejuilice  of  the  PatrtHtna. 

13. — Tliat  the  exi>euMes  of  traveling,  umsnltations,  fees  &c.,  in- 
curre<l  or  to  l»e  incnn-ot  by  the  Patnx>n»,  for  the  maintenance  and 
jusi  ideation  of  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions,  for  the  service  of  the 
ComiNiny  and  advantage  of  all  i art ners,  ought  to  le  defray eil  by  the 
Incor|ior.ited  West  India  Ciim|>any. 

U.— That  the  Comiwny  cannot  affix,  in  the  Patroons'  Colonies, 
without  their  knowledge,  and  against  their  will,  placards  excluding 
eveiy  one  from  tlie  entire  fur  trade,  nor  hitroduee  Conmaiasaries 
there  to  trade ;  nor  constrain  the  Patroons'  inliabitants.  by  an  oath 
drawn  up  for  that  pur|>ose,  not  to  trade  in  jteltries,  wampum  or 
maize. 

1-5.— That  the  Patnwns'  Officers  and  Magistrates  in  New  Nether- 
land may  opixise  tliemselves  thereto :  and  should  the  Company,  at 
any  time,  enter  by  foive  of  ni-ms,  and  alHx  such  placards,  the  Pa- 
troons' iMturts  are  at  liltcrty  tn  tear  down  the  affixed  placanls.  as 
being  contrarj-  to  their  fi-eeiloms.  And  on  the  Patroons'  Siiiterior 
Offlcei-s  lieiiig  ari'ested  therefor,  which  we  jtrotest  against,  sliould  it 
ever  be  adjudged  that  their  Palnions  have  lost  the  gi-anted  Free- 
doms, such  prouee<lh]gs  shall  be  declared  null  and  voiil ;  the  Com- 
pany charged  in  futui-e  to  abstain  from  such  jiractices,  and  to  make 
good  the  ilamage  caused  thei-eby. 

IG.— Finally,  in  case  the  Comjiany  seek,  by  direct  or  indirect 
means,  to  iniluce  the  Patroons  to  abandon  their  Colonies,  it  shall  lie 
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declared  bound  to  make  good  »U  iiicurrwl  costs  and  damages  which 
the  PatntoiiH,  for  caust^D  iifuremeiitiuiMid,  iiboulil  liapiien  to  vxpe- 
rience  or  have  e\i>erienced.

PATROONS. 

An:grrer  of  the  Went  India  Company  Ui,  and  aijainut  the  Pretensinn 
mill  Claim  of  Mickofl  Paniiw,  Kilinen  Van  JtenKcInnr  and  Samwl 
Bl'riniuaert,  Pritrnims  m  JVcw  Netherlund,  liandtd  in  iind  lieiit- 
ered  to  thfir  Hiijh  MighUntsKti'  Deputies. 

Tlie  Directora  of  the  Went  Indin  Company  say,  that  heretofore 
each  Patroon  o£  the  Colonies  in  New  Netherlaiid.  huth  Riven  in  his 
seiwrate  remo  list  ranee  to  tlie  Assembly  of  the  NiLieteeii,  with  re- 
quest tliiit  the  aforesaid  Aseetnbly  disi>ose  thereof ;  it  can  therefrom 
be  seen  that  the  pretensions  of  tlie  atoreauid  Patroons  .affer,  and 
are  even  erected  on  different  foundations,  so  tliat  they  cannot  be 
Weil,  nor  speedily  nor  regularly  arranged,  much  less  ti'eiited  of,  in 
one  suit  in  ttie  name  of  all  the  Patroons.  The  Directors  afore- 
name  i,  tlierefore,  maintain  that  eacli  of  the  said  Pati-oons  sliali  be 
bound  to  institute  his  suitHeiMratcly,  with  vouctiers,  and  tlierein 
set  forth  what  he  bath,  both  in  genenil  and  in  particular,  against 
the  Company,  and  afterwards  draw  pertinent  conclusion. 

And  in  order  that  a  termination  be  put  at  once  to  said  differences, 
tliat  tlie  above  mentioned  Patroons  be  obliged  to  mention,  in  their 
respective  demands  all,  as  weli  general  as  particular,  questions  of 
which  they  have  any  knowledge,  and  on  which  they  may  intend  to 
institute  any  action  against  the  aforesaid  Company,  on  pain,  in 
defaidt  thereof,  of  their  Ix^iug  and  remaining  nonsuited,  as  they 
might  be,  if  the  Directors  liad  obtained  a  mandamus  on  the  motions 
(canfisen)  of  the  aforesaid  Patroons,  to  iiave  suit  instituted,  pursu- 
ant to  the  text  L  diffaniari  V.  de  ini/en.  H  manum. 

Nevertheless,  if  the  aforesaid  Patroons  declare  that  they  have  no 
particular  claim  against  the  aforesaid  Company,  and  will  not  insti- 
tute any  action  on  account  themif,  and  desire  and  expect  only  a 
decision  on  the  general  i>ointM  wliicli  concern  the  aforesiiid  Piitroons 
conjointly;  the  Directora  will  not  make  any  opi>osition  to  the  ex- 
amining and  deciding  tlie  claim  regarding  tlie  said  general  i>oints 
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by  them  conjointly  instituted,  saving  the  aforesaid  Company's  excep- 
tion and  defence  to  tlie  contraiy.

REPLY  OF  THE  PATROONS  TO  THE  WEST  INDIA 
COMPANY. 

High  and  Mighty  Lords:— The  Patroona  of  the  Colonies  in 
New  Netlieriand  having  seen  the  writing  delivered  on  behalf  of  the 
Directors  of  the  West  India  Company,  in  op|>osition  to  the  demand 
and  claim  of  the  said  Patroona,  commnnicate<l  in  writing  to  your 
High  Mightinesses,  tliey  B»y  in  reply  to  it:  As  the  foundation  of 
the  suit  which  they  may  institute,  in  proi>er  time,  gainst  the  alwve 
nnme<I  Directors,  for  indemnilicatlon  of  snch  damages  and  losses 
as  they  respectively  sliall  happen  to  have  suffered,  because  the 
aforesaid  Directors  have  not  allowed,  nor  suffered,  them  to  realize 
the  full  effect  of  the  granted  Exemptions  and  Freedoms,  mainly 
depends  ti|Kin  the  force  and  tenor  of  said  Exemptions  and  Free- 
doms; and  your  High  Mightinesses  would  he  uselessly  detained  by 
the  deduction  of  the  damages  and  losses  suffered  by  the  Patroons 
in  the  planting  and  continuance  of  their  respective  Colonies,  and 
the  consequences  thereof,  in  case  the  above  named  Directors  are 
not  bound  to  make  good  the  aforesaid  losses  and  damages,  for 
having  failed  to  carry  out  the  aforesaid  granted  and  accepted 
Exemjitions  and  Freedoms ;  therefore,  in  order  that  they  may  not 
raslily  enter  into  a  dispute  with  the  above  named  Directors,  about 
the  aforesaid  indemnity,  they  have  deemed  it  necessary  and  essen- 
tial to  tlie  de3|>atcli  of  business,  first  and  foremost,  to  request  your 
High  Mightinesses  (to  whom,  by  resolution  of  the  27""  JIai-cIi  last, 
adopted  in  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX,,  the  difterences  of  parties  on 
both  sides  are  refeiTed)  to  determine  the  force  and  tenor  of  the 
aforesaid  Exemptions;  as  tlie  Pretension  and  Claim  of  tlio 
Patroons  is  directed  to  that  and  to  no  other  end ;  in  order  that 
such  judgment  being  delivered,  the  act  being  one  of  wrong  and 
affecting  all  the  Patroons  in  common,  then  the  Patroons  will  have 
to  state  their  res|>ective  losses  and  damages.  an<l  adopt  pertinent 
conclusion  thereon ;  the  rather  as,  after  the  rendition  of  the  afore- 
said judgment,  they  shall  have  conjointly  to  determine  upon  the 
continuation  or  abandonment  of  their  Colonies,  and  as  there  is  no 
reason  for  postponing  the  wtid  judgment  until  the  decision  on  the 
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Patroons'  respective  losses,  which  by  reason  of  instruction  and  tlie 
distance  of  place,  will  experience  some  delay;  meiinwhlle  the 
Patroons,  in  tlieir  view  of  the  aforesaid  Exemptions  aiid  Freedoms, 
remniii  injured  and  would  be  further  dainuged  iu  their  means. 
The  aforesaid  Patroons  are  content,  on  the  rendition  of  tlie  above 
mentioned  judgment,  respectively  to  deliver  in  ttieir  declaration  of 
damages  and  losses,  and  to  proceed  further  in  the  matter,  by  a  cer- 
tain reasonable  time,  to  be  afterwards  fixed  by  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses, according  to  the  circu instances  of  aflairs  and  the  distance  of 
places.  And  for  these  reasons,  rejecting  the  dilatory  notice  of  tJie 
aforesaid  Directors,  tlie  abovenamed  Patroons  respectfully  request 
your  High  Mightinesses  to  be  pleased  to  onler  the  aforesaid  Direct- 
ors to  answer,  peremptorily,  their  aforesaid  declaration ;  and  in 
default  thereof  that  your  Iligli  Mightinesses  would  be  pleased 
to  render  youv  judgment  on  the  articles  contained  in  the  aforesaid 
petition,  in  such  wise  as  shall  appertain  to  just  equity  and  right, 
and  to  the  public  service.

It  is  after  previous  deliberation,  resolved 
and  couctnded,  to  postpone  this  matter  for  twelve  days ;  and  parties 
shall,  in  the  meanwhile,  endeavor  to  settle  their  differences  by  agree- 
ment and  mutual  accord ;  and  if  not,  their  High  Mightinetees  will, 
at  the  end  of  the  aforesaid  time,  have  the  said  difference  decided  by 
their  Deputies  agreeably  to  the  aforsaid  resolution  of  authority 
thereunto  granted. 
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Points  of  Reference,  wherexipon  all  the  Chambers  of  tlie  West  India 
Company  are  awnmoned  to  Amelerdam  on  the  31  July,  ICS4;  ex- 
tracted as  fir  OS  reluUs  to  Ike  malt-ers  of  A'etc  Netlierland.  Exhib- 
ited tS  July,  163i. 

8'"  Poiiit.—As  Aml)a8sador  Joacbimi  liatli  advised  the  Compjmy

THE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  XIX.  TO  THE  STATES 
GENERAL. 


High  and  Miohty  Lords:— The  j'ear  1634  approaches  now  to  a 
close,  and  the  West  India  Company  hath  not,  up  to  the  present  time, 
received  the  vote  of  the  subsidy  demanded  by  the  Council  of  State, 
many  months  since,  for  its  support  for  that  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  Deputies  from  the  XIX.  have,  with  such 
great  persistence,  applied  to  your  High  Mightinesses  therefor,  from 
time  to  time. 

And  now  clearly  made  manifested  both  to  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  to  the  resi>ective  provinces,  that  it  is  imi>08sih1e  for  the 
Com])any  to  ]>rosecute  any  longer  the  exiiensive  war  in  Brazil,  much 
less  to  accomplish  anything  of  advantage  to  this  State. 

Unless  your  High  Mightinesses  conthiue  to  affoi'd  it  liberal  assist- 
ance, and  not  only  promise  the  Comi>auy  that,  but  also  make  them 
sensible  of  it. 

Meanwhile  the  ComiKiny  abates  nothing  in  the  advancement  of 
Its  affairs,  but  has  done  more  than  was  expected  from  it. 

With  what  difficulty  that  was  effected,  your  High  Mightinesses 
can  sufficiently  understand,  by  comparing  the  heavy  expenses  of  the 
war  which  it  has  now  waged  for  so  many  years,  with  the  subsidies 
voted  us,  and  the  tri(!ling  profits  it  has  derived,  up  to  this  time, 
from  the  conquests. 
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What  the  end  of  tliis  is  to  be,  we  leave  your  High  Might  in  esses' 
pnident  wisdom  to  consider. 

Uf  this  we  must,  witli  all  submission,  warn  your  Ilieh  Mighti- 
nesses; unless  your  High  Miglitiiiesses  ]>rocured  a  vote  of  the 
required  suitsidies,  and  move  the  resi>ective  provinces,  so  tliat  tliey 
will  be  received  more  prom[itly  than  heretofore,  we  see  no  iirosi>ect 
of  lueetiiig  any  longer  the  heavy  ex]ienses  of  the  war.  The  great 
work  in  Brazil,  which  is  now  so  fiir  advanced,  that  an  end  to  it  is, 
in  a  manner,  jierceptible,  will  be  Interrupted  and  perljujis  entirely 
foil,  to  the  serious  disgmce  and  injury  of  tliis  State. 

Much  more  ought  to  liave  been  done  than  the  Comiiany  ever 
wished  to  solicit  from  your  High  Mightinesses,  in  order  to  acconi- 
plisbetl  an  undertalcing  of  such  vast  im|>ortance  to  the  country,  and 
not  oidy  to  render  that  work  secure,  but  to  give  the  King  of  Spain 
employment  elsewhere  by  way  of  diversion,  so  as  advantageously  to 
execute,  meanwhile,  the  affair  in  Brazil  ami  to  allow  this  State  to 
taste  the  fruits  thereof. 

We  have  submitted  to  yunr  Higli  Mightinesses  heretofore,  many 
reasons  which  ought  to  move  you  hereunto,  and  could  add  othei-s, 
werewe  not  convincedthatyourHighMightlnessesunderstand  them 
better,  and  give  tliem  as  deliberate  consideration  as  they  deserve. 

We  shall,  therefore,  not  detain  your  High  Mightinesses  with  a 
longer  deduction,  but  conclude  this,  our  remonstrance,  with  an 
humble  request: 

That  your  High  Mightinesses,  in  consideration  of  the  duties  lately 
and  still  daily  perfonned  by  the  Company  beyond  its  al)ility,  and  of 
the  benefit  this  titate  derived  therefrom. 

May  be  pleased  so  to  influence  the  respective  Provinces  that,  finally, 
the  required  vote  of  subsidies  may  be  obtained,  if  not  more,  at  least 
in  the  same  form  as  was  demanded  by  the  Council,  and  the  effect 
thereof  be  realiznt  as  promptly  as  necessity  re<|uires. 

So  that  we  may  prosecute  with  renewed  courage,  and  complete, 
witli  God's  blessing,  successftdly  our  b^un  worlt,  for  the  benefit  of 
this  State,  and  the  humiliation  of  the  common  enemy. 

The  Deputies  of  the  XIX.  are  also  instructed  to  explain  to  your 
High  Miglitinesses,  certaui  difficulties  they  ej(i>erienee  in  New 
Netherland,  from  tbe  English ;  whereof  Mr.  Joacbimi,  your  Higli 
Mightinesses'  Ambassador,  hath  advised  us. 

As  the  matter  consists  of  a  long  narrative,  and  many  circum- 
stances, which  would  detain  your  High  Mightinesses'  Assembly  too 
long,  they  respectfully  request  your  High  Mightinesses  to  be  pleased 
to  appoint  a  committee  from  your  midst,  to  wltom  we  may  communi- 
cate tbe  said  representation,  and  submit  the  means  whereby  further 
inconveniences  may  be  avoided.

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NEW  PROJECT  OF  FREEDOMS  AND  EXEMPTIONS. 

FrKctoms,  Privileges  and   Exfmpliona,  granted  by  Ike  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  Stales  General,  ex  plenilvdine  postelutis,  to  all  per- 
sons o/  cmidition,  inhahilavtx  of  these  countries,  Ui  be  qualijied  there- 
unto hy  their  Sigh  Mightinesses,  as  Lords  and  Patroons  of  yew 
Netherbxnd,  for  the  purpose  of  planting  Colonies  and  intritducing 
catlk-  Uiere,  all  for  the  ailvaneetnent  of  Ike  Incorporated  West  Jndia 
Company,  andfor  the  benefit  of  the  inlLabitantH  of  tliese  countries. 
Persona  admissible  thereunto  by  their  iligh  MJKbtiiiessea,  being 
inclined  to  plant  Colonies  in  New  Netherlaud,  sliall  he  permitted  to 
seud  tliither,  by  all  of  the  West  India  Oomiiany's  Bhi]«  and  yaohts 
going  thither,  tbi-ee  or  tour  pei-soiis,  to  examine  the  state  of  thii^cs 
there,  on  condition  of  paying  for  board  and  passage  out  and  bome, 
six  stuyvera  a  day,  and  those  wishing  to  eat  in  tlie  cabin,  twelve 
stuyvers. 

2.— And  in  case  of  offensive  or  defensive  operations,  they  must 
lend  assistancB  the  same  as  othera ;  and  if  any  of  the  enemv  a  ships 
be  captured,  they  shall  also  receive  their  share,  pro  rata,  according 
to  each  person's  quality;  to  wit,  those  not  eatiiiR  m  the  cdbm  the 
same  as  seamen;  and  those  whoboaixl  in  tiie  cabni,  a  share  eqtial  to 
that  of  the  superior  olHcei's,  calculated  one  with  another. 

3.— Herein  sliall  lie  preferred  such  persons  as  sliall  be  admitted 
first  on  their  High  Mightinesses'  list. 

4.— And  for  Lords  and  Patroons  of  New  Netherlaud  shall  Ije  ac- 
knowletlged  those  who  will,  ivithin  six  years  from  this  time,  (exclu- 
sive of  the  year  of  admission )  undertake  to  plant  in  New  Nether- 
laud a  Ciilonie  of  forty-eight  souls,  on  pain,  in  ease  of  iialiiable 
neglect,  of  being  deprived,  at  their  High  Mightinesses'  discretion,  of 
their  aciiuired  Fi-eedoms,  Privileges  and  Exemption. 

6.— But  every  one  is  notified  that  tlie  Company  reserves  unto  itself 
the  Island  of  Manliattes,  Fort,  Orange,  with  the  lauds  and  island 
appertaining  thereunto,  Stolen  Island,  the  land  of  Achasaemis,  Ara- 
gick  and  Hobokina,  togeathtr  Kith  t'nlonie  of  Sicanendale.  [Notk.— 
What  is  italicised  must  be  sustained  by  the  Company ;  otherwise  it 
were  letter  omitted.] 

6.— And  from  the  very  moment  that  the  Lords  and  Patroons  of 
New  Netlierland  have  designated  the  places  wliere  they  wish  to  plant 
their  Colonies,  and  have  obtained  admission  thei'eto  from  theii-  High 
Mightinesses,  they  shall  be  preferred  before  all  otliera,  for  such  lands 
as  they  have  selected. 

7.— But  if  they  are  not  aftenvards  pleased  with  the  places,  or  be 
deceived  in  the  selection  of  the  land,  they  shitll  have  another  oppor- 
tunity to  make  a  selection. 
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8.— And  the  Patroona  of  New  Netherland  may,  by  Deputy,  at  the 
places  wliere  tbey  will  plaiit  their  Colonies,  extend  their  liiinits  six 
miles  alouK  the  sea  const  or  on  both  aides  of  a  naviftable  tiver,  and 
so  deep  liuidward  in,  as  the  Lords  and  Fatroons  shall  demand,  with- 
out aiiy  oue  approachinK  within  seven  or  eight  miles  of  them, 
against  their  will. 

9. — And  he  flrat  occniiaiits  shall  not  be  prejudiced  in  their  ac- 
quired right,  but  forever  preserve  the  command  over  anch  liaya, 
riveis  and  islands,  aa  they  sliall  have  settled. 

10. —And  in  piopriety  forever  and  always  possess  all  the  land 
situate  within  the  Patroona'  limits,  together  with  all  the  fruits, 
BUperflcies,  minerals,  rivers  and  fouutains  thereof,  for  thim,  their 
heirs  or  assigns,  with  high,  middle  and  low  jurisdiction,  tenths, 
fishing,  fowling,  wind  and  [water]  mills  and  all  other  privileges, 
preeminences  and  rights,  to  be  holdeu  as  free,  allodial  and  {latci- 
monial  property. 

11.— And  should  the  Patrixina  come  to  proajier  in  their  Colonies, 
so  far  as  to  be  able  to  found  one  or  more  towns  or  cities,  they  shall 
have  authority  to  apiraint  officers  and  magistr<ites  therein;  enact 
laws  and  (lolice,  and  make  use  of  the  titles  and  arms  of  their  Colo- 
nies, according  to  their  will  and  pleasure. 

12.— The  Patroons  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using  for  their  own 
benefit,  all  adjoining  lands,  rivers  and  forests,  until  they  sliall  be 
taken  up  by  other  Patroona. 

13. — The  Patroona  shall  provisionally  furnish  proper  inatrnctions 
to  their  Colonies,'in  order  that  they  be  ruled  and  appointed,  both  in 
policeand  justice,  conformably  to  the  mode  of  government  observed 
here. 

14.— And  they  are  empowered  to  send  in  the  Company's  shiira,  all 
their  people  and  property  bound  thither,  on  paying  for  board  as  is 
hereinbefore  stated  in  Article  10;  for  freight  of  the  merchandise, 
5  per  100  cash  on  what  the  said  goods  have  cost  in  this  country; 
not  including  herein,  however,  cattle  and  agricultural  implements, 
which  the  Company  shall  convey  over  for  nothing ;  wherefore  they 
shall  reserve  the  fourth  part  of  all  sliips  and  yachts  which  will  sail 
thither;  but  the  Fatroons  shall  appropriate  such  vacant  places  for 
their  fodder,  they  providing  every  thing  necessary  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  cattle. 

13.— And  their  High  Mightinesses  shall  take  care  that  a  ship  or 
shall  sail  at  least  yearly  from  Amsterdam  to  New  Netherland,  yacht 

about  the  month  of so  that  the  Patrooona  here,  and 

their  Colonies  in  New  Netherland,  may  never  t>e  obstructed  in  the 
execution  of  their  good  intentions. 

16. — The  Fatroons  shall,  at  all  times,  be  privileged  to  send  their 
own  ships  to  New  Netherland;  and  in  going  and  returning,  to  at- 
4-VOL.  V. 
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tack  and  conquor,  offensivply  and  defensively,  the  enemies  of  this 
state,  and  to  secure  thereby  tlie  same  right  as  the  Incorporated 
West  India  Company  enjoys. 

17.— The  Patroons  of  New  Netherland  shall  have  the  privilefce  ot 
sailing  and  trading  along  the  whole  coast,  from  Florida  unto  New- 
foundland, and  to  all  tlie  Wild  Islands  of  the  West  Indies. 

IS.— The  Patroons  shall  likewise  be  at  liberty,  everj-  where 
around  the  coasts  of  New  Netherland  and  the  places  adjacent 
thereunto,  to  trade  tiieir  acquired  goods  for  al!  sorts  of  wares  and 
merchandise  to  be  had  there,  without  any  exception. 

19.— On  the  arrival  of  such  warea  here  In  the  ships  of  the  West 
India  Company,  there  shall  be  paid  for  the  freight  of  each  mer- 
chantable skin,  whetlier  otter  or  beaver,  one  guilder:  and  on  all 
bulky  articles,  such  as  pitch,  tar,  ashes,  timber,  grain,  Bsh,  salt, 
rosin  or  such  like,  ten  guilders  per  last  (estimated  at  4000  lbs.),  on 
condition  that  the  Company's  seamen  shall  be  obliged  to  wheel 
and  bring  the  salt  on  ship  board ;  with  this  understanding,  that  the 
Patroons'  own  ships  shall  l>e  alwaj's  {(referred,  and  on  coming  to 
this  country,  shall  enjoy  all  such  beneAt^  and  Freedoms,  as  are 
granted  to  the  Company. 

20.— All  wares  not  enumerated  in  the  proceeding  article,  and  not 
being  bulky  articles  (last  waerfn)  shall  pay  for  freight  1  guilder  per 
hundred  weiglit,and  wines,brandies,  vinegars,  verjuice,  10  guilders 
per  barrel, 

^.— Their  High  Mightinesses  promise  the  Patroons  not  to  im- 
pose on  their  Colonies,  any  Custom,  Toll,  Encise,  Impost  or  other 
tRx,  but  allow  them  to  enjoy  such  Free^loms  and  Exemptions  as 
are  granted,  or  shall  hereafter  be  granted  by  Charter  to  the  Com- 
pany. 

22. — No  i>erson  sliall  be  at  liberty  to  take  from  the  service  of  the 
Patnxms  any  of  their  Colonists  wlietlier  man,  woman,  son, 
daughter,  maid-servant,  or  man-«ervant,  even  tliough  solicited  by 
the  Colonists  themselves  to  receive  them  (except  by  written  consent 
of  their  Patroons),  during  the  term  of  yeantfor  which  they  are  bound 
to  their  Patroons;  after  the  expiration  of  which  time,  the  Patroons 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  send  back  to  this  country  the  Colonists  who 
leave  tlieir  service,  and  then  first  dischai^  them ;  and  if  any  Colo- 
nist run  away  to  another  Patroon,  or  resume  his  freedom  contrary 
to  his  contract,  other  Patroons  of  New  Netherland  shall  be  bound, 
and  do  promise  their  High  Mightinesses,  to  caa-wliim,  as  far  as  lies 
in  his  ])ower,  to  lie  surrendered  into  ttt(^  liands  of  his  Fatroon  or  his 
Commissary,  in  order  that  proceeilings  may  be  instituted  against 
such  Colonists,  according  to  circumstances. 

•ja. — Tlie  Patroons  discovering  shores,  biiys,  or  jilaces  adapted  to 
Fishing,  or  the  manufacture  of  Salt,  may  take  iiosses-sioii  of  them. 
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and  have  them  worked  in  perfe<;t  property,  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
"there. 

24.— They  shall  be  priviieKMl,  also,  to  send  their  ships  every  where 
to  fish,  and  so  to  go,  with  what  asti  been  caui;Jit,  to  tUl  neutrals  and 
friends  of  this  State. 

25. — And  if  an  J  Colonist  belonging  to  a  Patr<H)nhap|)en  to  discover 
minerab,  precious  stones,  crystals,  marble,  pearl  H^diery  or  such  like, 
tbey  shall  remain  the  Patroon'a  iiro|)erty,  provided  he  allow  such 
discoverer,  as  a  premium  therefor,  so  much  as  the  Patioon  shall  have 
stipulated  for  that  purpose. 

2t). — Their  High  Mightinesses,  together  with  the  Incorporated 
West  India  Company,  promise  to  assist  the  Patroons'  Colonists 
^Caiuet  all  foreign  and  domestic  wars  and  violence,  with  whatever 
force  they  have  in,  and  shall  bring  to,  New  Netherland. 

27.— Tht  Ptitroonsof  New  Netherland,  shall  be  bound  to  purHiase 
from  the  Lords  Sachems  in  New  Netherland,  the  soil  where  they 
propose  to  plant  their  Colonies,  and  shall  acquire  such  right  there- 
unto as  they  will  ^ree  for  with  the  said  Sachems. 

28. — The  Patroons  shall  also  {larttcularly  exert  theniselves  to  find 
speedy  means  to  maintain  a  Clergyman  and  Schoolmaster,  in  order 
that  Divine  Service  and  zeal  for  religion  may  be  planted  in  that 
country ;  and  send,  at  first,  a  Comforter  of  the  sick  thither, 

29.— The  respective  Patroons  sliall  be  [irivileged  to  keep  an  agent 
at  the  Island  Manhattes,  who  sliall  attend  as  a  member  of  Oouucil 
there,  and  have  seat  and  vote  at  all  the  meetings  and  deliberations, 
in  order  thereby  to  be  able  to  promote  the  necessary  protection  of  the 
Colonies. 

30.— Tlieir  High  Mightinesses  shall  exert  themselves  to  provide 
the  Patroons  with  person  boiin<l  to  service,  who  shall  l)e  obliged  to 
sene  out  their  bounden  time,  in  all  obedience,  for  their  hoard  and 
clotlting  only,  which  being  done,  on  bringing  to  this  countiy  a  cer- 
tificate thereof  from  the  Patroons  or  their  Commissaries,  such  per- 
sons shall  be  here  to  restore  to  their  former  state  and  freedom. 
[Note, — Vagabonds  and  outcasts,  who  live  on  alms,  and  in  idleness 
and  crime,  are  hereby  meant. 

31.— In  like  manner,  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  shall 
allot  to  each  Patroon  twelve  Black  men  and  women  out  of  the  prizes 
in  which  Negroes  shall  be  found,  for  the  advancement  of  the  Col- 
onies in  New  Netherland. 

32. — The  Incorporated  West  India  Company  undertakes  to  main- 
tain the  fort  and  stronghold  on  the  Island  of  Manhatten,  in  good 
defence  and  garrison,  and  to  allow  the  Patroons  to  enjoy  |ieaceal)ly 
and  quietly  these  Exemptions,  Privileges  and  Freedoms. 

33.— AH  privat*  and  poor  iieople  (orcrtnogen  penimen)  are  excluded 
from  these  Exemptions  I'rivjleges  and  Free<loms,  and  are  not  allow- 
to  Purchase  any  lands  or  grounds  from  the  Sachems  or  Indians  in 
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New  Netherlaiwl,  but  must  repair  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  re- 
8i«ctive  Ix»rds  Patroons. 
Thus  done  and  enacted. 


STATES  GENERAL  TO  THE  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  XIX. 

To  the  Afisemblg  of  the  XIX.  of  the  Weal  India  Company;  the  SO^ 

Avril,  IBS'. 

TnE  States, 

We  wrote  you  at  tliree  difEerent  times  last  year,  Ifi36,  to  pay  to 
Lubbert  Van  Dincklagen  hia  three  years  salary,  as  Fiscal  of  New 
Netherland,  with  the  costs  tliereon,or  in  case  of  refusal  to  show 
cause  to  the  contrary,  We  liave  since  received  your  letter,  written 
there  the  1(1*  October,  in  theaforsaid  year,  1636,  which, after  previous 
reading  and  examination,  we  placed  in  tlie  hands  of  the  above  named 
Vlnckli^ten,  to  make  bis  observations  thereuiton,  and  he,Dinck]ageQ, 
liath  represented  to  us  this  day,  by  petition,  that  he  having  exam- 
ined your  lett«r,  finds  tliat  it  states : 

First,  that  he.tlie  petitioner,  returned  from  New  Netherland  un- 
called for  and  without  orders. 

Secondly,  that  on  demanding  his  earned  monthly  wages,  the  com- 
missioners of  New  Netherland,  who  liad  previously  thoroughly 
informed  themselves  of,  and  examined  all  the  documents,  allowed 
him  all  auch  sums  of  money  as  were  afterwards  tendered  to  him, 
witliout  making  any  computation  of  the  amount. 

Thirdly,  that  he,  the  petitioner,  complaining  to  you,  several  per- 
sons were  appointed  from  your  body  witli  the  ordinary  Commii^jiou- 
ers,  to  review  the  whole  matter,  which  was  done  in  the  presence  of 
Mr.  Gerrard  Van  Arahcm,  Lord  of  Zeventer,  and  that  the  said  Mr. 
Arnhem,  had  informed  the  ordinary  Commissioners,  that  iu  his 
opinion,  lie,  the  petitioner,  had  been  more  than  satisfied  by  the 
allowance  of  tbe  aforesaid  small  sum  of  money. 

To  which  three  points,  he,  the  {>etitioner,  makes  answers,  by  the 
aforesaid  petition. 

First,  timt  lie  did  not  return  home  without  orders,  or  uncalled; 
but  that  he  considers  the  forcible  opposition  in  his  oflic«  iu  New 
Netherland,  his  illegal  removal  from  liis  said  office,  and  other  unbe- 
coming proceedings  of  Wouter  Van  Tweyler,  Director  in  New 
Netherland,  together  with  his  command  and  order  to  betake  himself 
to  Fatherland,  as  the  aforesaid  Dincklagen  can  prove,  to  be  a  recall 
and  order  to  return  home,  as  indeed  it  is. 
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Secondly,  that  the  sum  tendered  to  him  ia  no  more  than  nine 
months  of  what  is  due  him. 

Thirdly,  that  neither  examination,  nor  revision,  much  lens  recon- 
sideration of  the  matter  has  been  made  by  the  Commi^i oners,  but 
on  tlie  contrary,  that  the  petitioner's  vouchers  and  i>aper  were  re- 
jected, and  not  conaideied  worthy  either  of  perusal  or  examination 
by  them. 

Wherefore,  we  having  further  examined  the  petitioner's  case, 
find  the  same  to  l>e  just,  and  therefore  cannot  and  ought  not  omit 
hereby  officially  and  earnestly  to  request,  desire,  and  to  exliort  you 
once  more  for  the  third  time,  to  cause,  and  let  satisfaction  be  made 
him,  after  such  long  unfounded  delays  and  postponements ;  and  sliall 
confidently  rely  on  you  no  longer  remaining  in  default  herein,  so 
that  we  may  hereafter  be  freed  and  relieved  from  the  petitioner's 
troublesome,  but  well  founded,  solicitations.  And  with  this  view, 
we  have  requested  Messrs.,  our  deputies,  who  are  to  go  and  preside 
over  your  present  Assembly,  in  our  behalf,  earnestly  to  recommend 
and  iirRC  this  matter  on  you.  so  that  tlie  Petitioner  be  deprived  of 
cause  of  complanit.    Done  XXX'"  April,  1637. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL  TO  COMMIS- 
SION WILLEM  KIEFT,  DIRECTOR  OF  NEW 
NETIIEBLAND. 

Wednesday,  2*  September,  1837. 
Director  Elias  de  Raet  appeared  in  the  Assembly,  with  credentials 
from  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  [Company]  Chamber  at  Am- 
sterdam, of  the  first  instant,  and  prayed  their  High  Mi);htinesse8 
that  Commission  do  issue,  and  the  oath  be  entered  of  Willem 
KiEFT.  to  go  in  the  stead  of  Wouter  Van  Twyler,  as  Director  of 
New  Netherland.  Which  being  granted  by  tlieir  High  Might- 
inesses, the  aforesaid  Commission  is  ordered  to  be  iasued,  and  the 
aforesaid  Willem  Kieft  was  thereupon  sworn. 
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PROJECT  FOR  COLONIZING  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

Satdrdat,  IT"  April,  1638. 
Read  in  the  Assembly  a  certain  remonstrance,  presented  to  their 
llif!h  Mightinesses  in  the  name  und  on  the  hehalf  of  divers  partners 
and  stockholders  of  the  West  India  ComiNtny,  also  was  exhibited, 
in  addition,  a  certain  Project  regarding  the  planting  of  Colonies  in 
New  Netherland,  Whereunon  deliberatio;i  being  bad,  it  is  resolved 
and  concluded,  that  the  aforesaid  Bemonstrance  and  Project  be 
jilaced  in  the  hands  of  their  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  to  the 
present  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  here  at  the  Hague,  to  be  by  tliem 
communicated  to  that  Assembly,  and  further  to  manage  and  direct 
the  affair  there,  ao  that  proper  resolution  may  be  taken  tbereuiwD, 
one  way  or  the  other,  before  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.  adjourn. 


Monday,  26  April,  1638. 

Whereas  their  Higli  Mightinesses  leam  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  good  and  pious  clergymen  have  not  been  sent  to  labor  at  Brazil 
in  the  harvest  of  the  lord;  also  that  cljurch  disclipine  had  not  been 
duly  introduced,  mucli  less  practiced  there,  not  even  order  taken 
for  theestablishmeut  of  schools  forthe  education  of  the  rising  youth, 
that  they  may  be  brought  up  in  religion  and  piety. 

Secondly,  their  High  Mightinesses  receive  additional  information 
that  the  ixtpulation  in  New  Netherland  does  not  only  increase  as  it 
ought,  but  even  tliat  the  population  which  had  been  commenced  is 
decreasing,  and  appears  to  be  'neglected  by  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, so  that  the  inhabitants  of  foreign  princes  and  potentates,  are 
endeavoring  to  incorporate  New  Netherland,  and  if  not  seasonably 
attended  to  will  at  once  entirely  overrun  it. 

Therefore  their  High  Ikliglitinesses,  after  previous  deliberation, 
have  resolved  and  concluded  on  the  first  point,  hereby  to  instruct 
and  authorize  their  deputies  to  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  that  in 
conjunction  with  the  present  delegates  from  the  respective  Cham- 
l)er3  to  said  Assembly,  they  assist  in  making  and  enacting  such 
order,  that  Divine  Worshi|i  in  Brazil  \k  duly  attended  to,  church 
ordinance  and  discipline  introdiicwl,  and  practiced,  and  the  rising 
youth  educated  and  brought  up  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  in  the 
Christian  Reformed  religion. 
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On  the  second  point,  their  High  Mightinesses  have  resolved  and 
concluded,  that  before  tlie  present  delegates  from  the  respective 
ChamberB  to  the  aforesaid  present  Assembly  of  the  XIX.  adjourn, 
their  High  Mightinesses'  deputies  sliall  assist  in  making  and  enact- 
ing such  effectual  order  regarding  the  population  of  New  Netlier- 
laud,  and  thereunto  invite  all  good  inhabitantaof  these  Netherlands 
by  such  inducements  and  pre-eminences  as,  with  the  approbation  of 
their  High  Mightinesses,  they  shall  resolve  to  offer  to  all  colonists, 
so  that  this  Btat«  may  not  be  deprived  of  the  aforesaid  New  Nether- 
land  by  any  indirect  underhand  dealing  of  some  inhabitants  of 
this  country,  and  the  intrusion  and  invasion  of  those  of  foreign 
princes  and  potentates. 


REPORT   ON    THE   CONDITION   OF   THE   COLONY   OF 
NEW  NETHERLAND,  IN  1638. 

[On  the  30th  April,  1638,  the  Assembly  after  the  question  had 
been  previously  put,  referred  the  afore-said  to  the  DHputies  Noort- 
wyk,  Duyst  van  Voorhout,  Tienhoven  and  Swarzenberg.] 

Whereas  the  Lords  .States  General  obtain  unreliable  information 
on  the  affairs  of  New  Netherland;  that  it  is  retrograding  more 
and  more,  to  the  injury  o^  this  state  and  its  inhibitants,  it  is  de- 
manded: 

1.  How  far  do  the  limits  of  New  Xethertatid  extend  along  the  sea 

Their  High  Mightinesses  granted.  Anno  1614,  to  Jonas  Witzen 
and  Tweenhuyzen, by  special  charter,  and  on  the  expiration  thi^reof 
lo  the  West  India  Company  from  Virginia  to  wit,  from  Cicapou, 
along  the  aea  coast  to  Newfoundland. 

2.  Are  these  limits  still  in  the  possession,  at  the  present  time,  of 
the  West  India  Company,  and  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  t 

We  occupy  Mauritius  or  the  North  Kiver;  where  there  are  two 
forts.  Orange  and  Amsterdam;  and  there  is,  moreover,  one  House 
built  by  the  Company,  and  that  is  the  most  of  the  population. 

3.  If  not,  what  nations  have  seized  them ;  and  by  wtiat  right  and 
under  what  pretext? 

The  right,  is  that  of  the  strongest. 

The  English  extend  from  the  northeast  of  New  England  unto  the 
Fresh  River. 

4.  Can  the  Company  retain  the  remaining  territory ;  and  by  what 

If  there  be  people,  the  remainder  can  be  maintained  ;  from  the 
Xurth  river,  men  go  into  the  interior  as  far  as  they  please. 
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5.  What  Christian  nations  are  neighbors,  above  and  below  t 

The  English  enclose  us  from  Vii^nla  unto  New  Enji^land ;  and 
as  much  farther  as  our'14  have  been. 

G.  Uaa  the  ComiNiny  realized  prolit  oc  loss,  since  the  planting  of 
Kew  Xetherland  ? 

Losa.    Bnt  It  could  afford  profit,  principally  from  grain. 

7.  And  in  case  of  loss,  and  their  High  Mightinesses  consider  it 
advantageous  to  presei've  the  limits  of  Xew  XeCherlaud,  and  to  es- 
tablish the  population  on  a  better  and  surer  footing — 

The  Company  cannot  people  it;  because  the  Company  cannot 
i^ree  among  themselves ;  but  a  plan  of  throwing  itopen,  musf  be 
considered, 

8.  Whether  it  would  not,  therefore,  be  expedient  to  place  the  difl- 
trict  of  New  Netlierland  at  the  disposal  of  the  States  General  i* 

They  have  no  intention  so  to  do ;  unless  they  derived  proAt  by  it. 
But  they  hope,  now  that  they  have  taken  some  order  about  Brazil, 
that  it  will  prove  a  source  of  profit  In  time. 

They  propose  to  surrender  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  or  some- 
thing else.  Nothing  comes  from  Xew  Netherland  but  beaver  skins, 
mincks,  and  other  furs ;  considerable  grain  conld  be  raised  there  in 
course  of  time. 

[Note. — The  questions  in  tlie  above  paper  were  propounded  by 
the  States  General,  and  the  answers  are  by  Mr.  Rutger  Iluygeus 
who,  with  seven  other  gentlemen,  was  appointed  by  the  States  Gen- 
eral, on  the  23^  of  February,  1638,  to  preside  at  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX,  of  the  West  India  Company,  at  the  Hague.] 


JEROME  HAWLEY  TO  SEC.  WINDEBANKE. 

James  Towne  in  Vikginia,  8  May,  1638. 
Sight  JSm"-; 

Uppon  the  20th  of  March  last  I  took  the  bouldness  to  psent  you 
w"  my  letters,  wherein  I  gave  only  a  tuch  of  the  business  of  our 
Assembly,  referring  yo'  Uono'  to  the  generall  letters  sent  by  M' 
Kemp  from  the  Govenr  and  Councell.  Since  w"*  tyme  hearearrived 
a  Dutch  shipp  w"'  comission  from  the  yong  Queene  of  Sweaden  and 
signed  byeight  of  tlieCheife  Lonles  of  Sweden,  the  eoppe  whereof  I 
would  have  taken  tosend  to  yo'IIono' bnt  the  Ciiptayne  would  not 
pmitt  me  totakeanycoppe  thereof,  except  hee  might  have  free  trade 
for  tobacco  to  carry  to  Sweaden,  w'"  being  contrary  to  hts  Ma"  In- 
structions, the  Govern'  excused  himselfe  therof.  The  shi]i|)  re- 
mayned  heare  about  11)  dayes  to  refresh  w""  wood  and  water,  during 
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W'  tyme  theM'of  tlie  aald  shipp  made  knowne  tlmt  botlie liiinselfe 
anJ  another  sliipp  of  his  company  were  bound  fur  Delaware  Buye, 
w"  is  the  coutines  of  Virginea  and  New  England, and  tliere  they 
ptend  to  miike  a  iilantatiun  and  to  plant  tobacco,  w-''  the  Dutch  do 
allso  already  in  Iliidsonit  River,  w-'  is  the  very  next  river  Norttiard 
from  Delaware  Baye.  All  W"  beint;  bis  Ma"  territorys,  I  humbly 
the  consideration  thereof  unto  yo'  Hono'  and  yf  bis  Ma"'  slialbe 
pleased  to  tbinke  uppon  any  course  either  for  removing  them  and 
pvcnting  others  from  seating  upon  His  Ma"  terretorya,  I  humbly 
conceive  it  may  be  done  by  bia  Ma"  subjects  of  these  parts  making 
use  only  of  some  English  shippa  that  resort  heather  for  trade  yearly, 
and  be  no  charge  at  all  to  Hia  Ma'". 

I  am  not  yet  able  to  give  yo'  Hono'  so  good  an  accomptof  the  e»- 
tal«  of  His  Ma""  revenewe  heare  as  I  desire,  in  regard  it  was  late  in 
tlie  yeare  before  I  arrived,  and  the  business  of  our  Assembly  bathe 
taken  up  all  my  tyme  betberto,  but  by  the  next  returiie  of  shippini; 
I  shall  endeavor  to  bring  things  into  better  order  than  heretofore 
they  have  betn,  and  by  that  tyme  I  boape  to  make  it  appeare  that 
yo'  bontf  hatbe  done  His  Ma'"  service  in  giveing  liim  notice  of  the 
estate  of  his  revenue  in  these  parts ;  w^'  although  1  cannot  now 
saye  it  wilbe  great,  yet  I  peume  it  is  so  farr  considerable  as  that  His 
Ma"'  will  not  thinke  it  fitt  to  be  lost ;  for  I  doubt  not  but  it  will 
serve  to  defray  the  pention  w""  His  Ma"°  is  pleased  to  allowe  the 
Govern'  yearly.  W"  is  £1000  pr  ann  ;  yf  His  Ma"  be  pleased  to  im- 
ploye  it  that  waye,  and  I  hoape  to  improve  it  dayly,  as  new  comers 
doe  encrease  the  plantation,  besides  His  Ma"  costumes  from  hence 
wilbe  much  better  understood  than  heretofore  they  have  bein. 

Since  my  coming  to  the  place  of  Treasurer,  I  havedecerned  some 
under  band  oppositions  made  against  me,  but  littell  hathe  appeared 
in  publick,  therefore  I  cannot  particularly  laye  it  to  any  man's 
charge.  Aud  because  I  finde  tliat  it  cliietly  aymes  at  tlie  liindering 
me  in  makinR  any  benefltte  of  my  place  (wljereof  I  assure  yo'  Hono' 
I  have  not  yet  miide  the  value  of  five  pound  towards  my  charges) 
I  doe  therefore  make  it  my  linmble  sute  unto  yo'  Hono'  that  you 
wilbe  pleased  to  move  the  King  in  my  behalfe  and  pcuer  His  Ma" 
warrant  for  my  fees,  to  the  effect  of  tliis  I  send  enclosed,  w"  being 
added  to  yo'  former  favours,  will  much  encrease  my  obligations  to 
yo"  Hono'  and  I  slialt  still  remayue

ulrtideg  and  Conditions  draicn  up  and  published  6.v  the  Chamber 
of  Amsterdam,  with  the  ajjjirobation  of  their  High  Mightinesses,  the 
States  Oeneral  of  the  United  Netherlands,  in  confoTmity  to  the  au- 
Oiority  of  the  XIX:  on  which  the  Tespeclive  Lands  and  Places  in 
andaround  Kno  yttherland  shall,  from  now  hencefortcai-d,  be  traded 
to,  f requited  and  settled,  ofcoTfling  to  t>ich  form  of  government  and 
police  as  may  at  present,  or  sliall  hereafltr,  be  established  there  by 
tlie  Vimpany  or  its  agents. 

1.  Tlie  Conijiany  hereby  retains  to  itself,  and  to  such  officers  to 
whom  it  shall  commit  the  execution  thereof,  all  liigh  and  low  juriB- 
dictJon,  together  with  the  exercise  of  this  and  other  appendages  of 
public  aifairs;  in  order  that  its  Governors,  officers  and  all  others 
employed  by  it.  may  administer,  regulate,  manage  and  execute  the 
same,  under  their  High  Mightinesses,  according  to  the  instructions 
to  be  given  thereon  from  time  to  time,  witliout  it  being  permitted 
to  any  to  oppose  them  directly  or  indirectly,  on  pain  of  correction 
according  to  circumstances,  as  violaters  and  disturbers  of  the  public 
peace. 

2.  And  inasmuch  as  it  is  of  the  highest  improtance,  that,  in  the 
first  commencement  and  settlement  of  this  population,  proper  ar- 
rangement be  made  for  Divine  worship,  according  to  tlie  practice 
established  by  the  goverment  of  this  country,  Heligion  shall  Iw 
taught  and  preached  thei-e  according  to  the  Confession  and  formu- 
laries of  union  here  publicly  accepted  in  the  resi)ective  churches, 
with  which  every  one  shall  be  satislied  and  content,  without,  how- 
ever, it  being  inferred  from  this,  that  any  person  shall  be  hereby  In 
any  wise  constrained  or  aggrieved  in  his  conscience,  but  every  man 
shall  be  free  to  live  up  to  his  own  in  peace  and  decorum ;  provided 
he  avoid  f I'equenting  any  forbidden  assemblies  or  conventicles,  much 
less  collect  or  get  up  any  such;  and  further  abstain  from  public 
scandals  and  offences,  which  the  magistrate  is  charged  to  prevent 
by  all  fitting  reproofs  and  admonitions,  and  if  necessary,  to  advise 
the  Coni))any,  from  time  to  time,  of  what  may  occur  there  herein, 
so  that  confusions  and  misunderstandings  may  be  timely  obviated 
and  prevented. 
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3.  The  Company  shall  make  arrangements  throiigli  their  aKents, 
that  all  forts,  3 Iron gholda,  and  pulilic  places  which  have  heen,or 
may  be  hereafter,  built  there,  shall  l>e  the  properly  Doaintained,  pre- 
served and  improved  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  commonalty,  and 
and  tliat  the  general  assessment  to  be  paid  for  the  erection  and  coii' 
struction  thereof,  shall  l>e  levied  and  collected  with  the  least  incon- 
venience to  the  respective  inhabitants,  Vfithout  it  being  in  the  power 
of  the  Director  or  his  Council,  to  levy  any  tax  before  the  Company 
be  atlvised  thereof,  and  its  consent  be  obtained.  Which  asaessment 
shall  remain  specially  affected  to  such  works  and  charges,  for  the 
maintenance  whereof,  they  were  at  the  commencement  voted  and 
granted. 

4.  And  in  order  that  greater  attention  be  paid  to  the  cultivation 
and  settlement  of  those  countries,  and  that  no  one  be  excluded,  by 
private  possession  and  occuiiation,  from  the  uwof  the  public  waters, 
creeks,  bays  and  rivers,  and  from  appropriating  any  islands,  sands- 
pits  and  dry  marshes  therein  situate ;  all  these  shall  belong  first  to  the 
Company,  which  promises  to  make  such  arrangements,  through  tlie 
Director  and  Council  there,  touching  the  use  thereof,  that  all  the 
inhabitantsof  those  parts  simll  derive  therefrom  the  greatest  possible 
praflt  and  advantage,  unless  the  Company  may ,  by  actual  ex|>erience, 
deem  it  advisable  to  make  other  disposition  therein,  which  resolu- 
tion and  diaiwsition  every  one  shall  be  bound  to  olraerve,  without 
any  trouble  or  opposition.  And  if,  however,  any  one  happen  to  con- 
travene the  same,  he  shall  be  corrected  and  brought  to  iiis  duty  by 
public  authority. 

5.  Equal  justice  shall  he  administered,  in  all  civil  and  criminal 
mattent,  to  all  inhabitants  and  others  who  frequent  that  country, 
according  to  the  form  of  procedure,  and  the  laws  and  customs  al- 
ready made,  or  to  be  hereafter  enacted.  Expressly  charging  every 
officer  to  contribute  actively  and  firmly  hereunto  in  his  station,  as 
far  as  needs  may  be ;  and  that  without  any  regard  of  person  or  per- 
sons, even  though  the  matter  be  such  aa  to  concern  the  Company 
itself  particularly;  in  which  case  the  judges  shall  be  specially  bound 
to  declare  on  oath,  that  they  will  not  follow  any  other  order  or  law, 
than  such  as  all  private  i>ersons  are  obliged  to  obey  and  respect, 

6.  And  whereas  all  the  population  cannot  be  settled  on  one  place, 
but  must  be  disposed  according  to  the  inclination  of  those  going 
thither,  and  thecircurastancesofaffairsthere,  each  inhabitant  shall 
be  bound  willingly  to  accept,  and  honestly  and  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge at  his  place  of  reBi<lence,  according  to  hia  oath  and  troth  and 
the  instructions  given  concerning  ttie  same,  all  public  burthens 
and  duties,  such  as  the  office  of  magistrate  and  those  of  honor  or  au- 
thority ;  also,  those  in  any  way  relating  to  works  of  piety,  such  as 
churcliea,  without  claiming  any  recompense  or  reward  for  so  doing. 
But  such  chaises  and  offices  as  are  burdensome,  and  demand  the  oc- 
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cupation  of  the  whole  of  a  person's  time,  shull  be  remunerated  at  the 
discretion  of  tlie  Director  and  his  Council,  on  condition  of  giving 
the  Company  notiScation  tliereof,  and  obtaiuing  its  approbation 
therefor, 

7.  No  public  servants,  wetber  Director,  councillors,  military  cum- 
inanders,  commissaries,  skippers,  nor  any  others  in  the  recejjit  of 
ordinary  wages  from  the  Company,  shall,  unless  permitted  so  to  do, 
be  at  lil>erty  to  carry  on  any  trade  either  for  themselves,  or  as  factors, 
or  on  commission  for  others,  much  less  undertake  any  farms  or  Ixiuw- 
eries;  but  be  content  with  their  ordinary  wages.  And  if  they  hap- 
pen toti'an^ress  herein,  they  shall  immediately  be  deprived  of  such 
offices  and  qualities  as  they  may  be  invested  with,  and  forfeit,  more- 
over, their  earned  monthly  wages  and  any  purchased  lands  and  goods 
wtiich  may  be  discovered  contrary  to  this  article  in  their  possession, 
or  the  valud  thereof,  should  they  have  traded  or  conveyed  tliose 
away ;  and  the  respective  ofllcerH  and  Justices  are  commanded  to  en- 
force tlie  execution  hereof,  without  any  coimivance. 

8.  Eacli  householder  and  inhabitant  shall  bear  such  tax  and  public 
charge  as  shall  hereafter  be  considered  proper  for  the  maintenance 
of  Clergymen,  comforters  of  the  sick,  schoolmasters  and  such  like 
necessary  officers;  and  the  Director  and  Council  there  shah  be  writ- 
ten to  touching  the  fonn  hereof,  in  order,  on  receiving  furtlier  in- 
formation hereupon,  it  be  rendered  the  least  onerous  and  vexatious. 

9.  The  inhabitants  slial!  be  at  liberty  to  build  tliere  for  themselves, 
or  for  such  otiiers  as  shall  instruct  or  commission  them  thereunto, 
all  descriptions  of  craft,  either  large  are  small,  and  with  such  vessels 
and  no  others,  ascend  and  descend  all  rivers,  and  prosecute  their 
lawful  trade  and  baTt«r,  as  well  as  trade  therewith  along  the  entire 
coast,  from  Florida  to  Newfoundland.  And  in  case  tliey  happen, 
in  the  course  of  such  voyage,  to  take  any  of  the  eneniy's  stii^is,  they 
shall  bring  such  to  the  place  of  residence  of  the  Director  tliere,  to  be 
by  him  either  distributed,  or  sent  hither ;  one-third  part  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  Company,  and  two  thirds  for  the  captor,  provided,  if  the 
prize  come  over  here,  the  proper  share  for  the  Company  shall  Arst  be 
deducted. 

10.  And  should  any  wares  or  merchandises  from  and  neigliboring 
places  there,  or  from  any  other  kingdom  or  country,  be  landed 
from  any  foreign  ships  on  the  coast  of  New  Netherland  and  places 
circumjacent  thereto,  within  the  limits  of  our  Charter  and  the 
Comiwny's  possessions,  the  said  goods  shall  not  be  opened  nor  un- 
loaded until  tliey  are  duly  entered,  and  the  duties  tberenn  paid; 
which,  in  consequence  of  the  heavy  .}Xi>enses  and  charges  tlie  Com- 
pany has  to  meet,  and  the  great  burdens  lying  on  the  inhabitants 
of  this  state,  shall  be  reckoned  at  fifteen  i*er  cent  on  the  estimated 
value  of  the  said  goods  there ;  and  thirty  per  cent  on  whatever  shall 
be  exported  in  said  foreign  vessels.

11.  The  Company  will  take  under  its  protection  and  safeffiiard, 
all  those  who  resort  to,  or  inhabit ,  said  countries  under  the  i>l)e<lience 
of  their  High  Mightinesses,  the  Lords  States  General;  defend  them 
Hgainst  all  usaaulta  or  attacks,  ccTning  either  from  within  or  with- 
out, with  such  force  as  it  may  at  present  have,  or  hereafter  send, 
there ;  provided  that  every  one,  be  he-  trader  or  inhabitant,  who  hap- 
pens to  be  there,  freely  consent  to  l>e  employed  with  others  on  such 
occasion  for  self  defence,  under  command  of  the  respective  otticers; 
and  to  Ibis  end,  shnll  every  male  emigrant  take  with  him,  at  his 
own  costs  A  rausket  and  side  arms,  and  be  enrolled,  in  caso  of  ap- 
parent danger,  into  companies  or  squads. 

12.  Incaseanypersonshalldiscover  or  find  any  minerals,  whether 
gold,  silver  or  base  metals,  precious  stones,  crystals,  marble,  or  such 
like,  they  shall,  if  discovered  on  the  finder's  own  land,  remain  his 
property,  on  returning,  after  five  years,  one-llftli  part  of  tlie  pro- 
ceeds, without  deducting  any  of  the  ex|)euses;  and  that,  before  such 
minerAls  or  beforementioned  s|>ecie  shall  pi'ofit  him,  or  be  removed 
from  the  place  where  tliev  mav  be  found;  but  for  such  as  may  t* 
discovered  on  another  man's  proi>erty,  or  in  tlie  Company's  domain, 
or  on  unappropriated  land,  the  finder  shall  be  rewarded  according 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Director  and  Council,  unless  they  agi'ee 
among  themselves  in  a  friendly  manner;  which  agreement  thus 
made,  shall  be  observed. 

is.  In  addition  to  these  general  Articles,  another  shall  lie  intro- 
duced, to  obey  and  respect  such  instructions,  manifestoes  and  com- 
mands as  have  already  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be  issued,  with  the 
approbation  of  their  High  Mightinesses,  relative  to  the  settlement 
of  the  lands  and  trade  of  the  country. 

West  India  Company. 

(Vhereas  the  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company, 
Chamber  at  AmBt«rdam,  are  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  SIX., 
to  promote  and  improve  the  trade  and  population  of  New  Nether- 
land;  they,  therefore,  with  the  approl>ation  of  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses, hereby  make  known  to  all  and  every  the  inhabitants  of  this 
state,  or  its  alUes  and  friends,  who  niay  be  disjMtsed  to  take  up  and 
cultivate  any  lands  there,  and  to  make  use,  for  that  pun)ose,  of  the 
hsrltorsof  these  countries,that  they  may,  henceforth, convey  thither 
in  the  Company^s  ships,  such  cattle,  merchandise  and  pro[>erty  as 
they  shall  deem  advisable;  and  receive  the  returns  they  or  their 
agents  may  obtain  therefor  in  those  parts;  on  condition  that  all  the 
goods  shall  first  be  brought  to  the  Comjany's  store,  so  as  to  be  put 
on  ship  board  all  at  once,  in  the  best  manner,  on  payment  of  the 
following  duties  and  freights;  and  the  Directors  will  take  care  that 
they  shall  be  sent  thither  by  the  safest  conveyance  :— 

On  all  merchandises  going  thither,  tliere  shall  be  paid  to  the  Com- 
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l«iiy  here,  a  duty  of  ten  per  cent  Id  money,  |)ro))ortionably  to  their 
value;  aod  ou  those  comiiif;  thence  hither,  fifteen  per  cent  there,  iu 
kind  or  mouey,  at  the  choice  of  the  ComiiHny  or  its  agent ;  eighty-five 
remaining  for  the  owner.  And  if  any  one  happen  to  commit  an 
error,  in  the  valuation  of  liis  goods,  tlie  Company  shall  he  at  liberty  to 
talie  such  goods,  paying  one-sixth  more  than  they  are  entei-etlat;  but 
all  concealed  and  smuggled  goods,  either  in  this  country' or  that,which 
may  be  discovered  to  Imve  been  brought  on  board  the  Company's 
ships,  by  secret  plans  or  other  cunning  contrivaneeB,  shall  be  im- 
mediately forfeited  and  confiscated  to  the  profit  of  the  said  Com- 
I>any,  without  anyrightof  action  accruing  thereby.  For  the  freight 
of  cattle  and  goods,  which  will  be  sent  lience  there,  or  thence  here, 
tlie  owners  or  factors,  at  the  res|]ective  places  of  loading,  BJiall 
agree  with  the  Company  or  their  agents,  according  to  the  value  and 
condition  thereof,  until  a  final  arrangement  and  plan  Ire  established ; 
and  the  freight  must  be  paid  in  money,  at  the  place  of  unloading ; 
and  no  |)ersoii  shall  be  )>ermitted  to  toucli  or  remove  them,  tiefore  he 
makes  it  appear  that  both  the  duties  and  the  freight  are  fully  paid. 
And  one  per  cent  additional  for  every  month  that  they  remain  after 
being  discharged,  in  the  Company's  stores;  for  all  which  the  afore- 
said cattle  and  goods  shall  be  summarily  taken  in  execution,  or  the 
owners  personally  spoken  to,  according  to  the  choice  of  the  Direct- 
ors or  their  agents. 

And  whereas  it  is  the  Company's  intention  to  cause  those  coun- 
tries to  be  peopled  and  brought  into  cultivation  more  and  more,  the 
Director,  and  Council  there  shall  be  insti-ucted  to  accommodate 
every  one,  according  to  his  condition  and  means,  witli  as  much  land 
as  he  can  proiwrly  cultivate,  either  by  himself  or  with  his  family. 
Which  land,  thus  conceeded  to  any  person  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
pany, shall  remain  the  proi>erty  of  him,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  pro- 
vided he  shall  {lay  to  the  Company,  after  it  has  been  pastured  or 
cultivated  four  years,  the  lawful  tenths  of  all  fruits,  grain,  seed, 
tobacco,  cotton  and  such  like,  as  well  as  of  the  increase  of  all  sorts 
of  cattle;  of  which  property  a  proper  deed  sliall  be  given,  on  condi- 
tion that  tie  tnily  undeitake  the  cultivation  or  [tasture  thereof. 
Failing  therein,  he  sliall  incur,  in  addition  to  the  loss  of  such  land , 
such  iienalties  and  fines  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  on  at  tlie  time 
of  the  grant.  To  which  penalties  and  fines  his  successoi's  and  as- 
signs shall  be  also  bound.  And  in  order  to  obviate  all  confusion 
and  losses,  which  have  fonnerly  arisen  therefrom  and  are  hereafter 
to  be  ex[iected  in  a  still  graver  degree,  no  one  shall  henceforwai-d 
be  allowed  to  possess  or  hold  any  lands  or  bouses  in  those  jiarts, 
that  have  not  previously  come  through  the  hands  of  the  Company. 
The  Comjiany,  subject  to  the  High  and  Mighty  J^rds  States  Gen- 
eral, shall  take  care  that  the  places  and  countries  there  shall  be 
maintained  in  peace  and  quietness,  in  proper  police  and  justice,  under 
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its  ministers  or  tlieir  deputies,  conformably  t«  the  rettu lotions  and 
instructinns  thereupon  already  established  and  i«»ued,  or  to  be  here- 
after enacted  and  t{iven,  upon  a  knowledge  and  exiwrience  of  affairs. 
All  those  who  will  be  inclined  to  go  thitlier,  to  inhabit  the  country 
OT  to  trade,  shall  severally  declare  under  their  signature,  that  they 
will  volunturily  submit  to  these  regulationn,  and  to  the  orders  of  the 
Company,  and  shall  allow  all  questious  and  differences  there  arising 
to  be  decided  by  the  ordinary  courts  of  jnctice,  which  shall !«  estab- 
lished in  that  country,  and  freely  suffer  there  the  execution  of  the 
sentences  and  verdicts,  witliout  any  further  opposition.  And  sliall 
pay,  for  pass^e  and  board  in  the  state  room,  one  guilder,  in  the 
cabin  {hutu),  twelve  stivers,  and  between  decks  eight  stivers,  per 
diem.

Anihem,  Noortwj-ck,  Vosbergeii,  Weede,  Pruyssen,  Donckel  and 
Conders,  to  view  and  examine  thein  and  to  rei>ort.  The  said  Dep- 
uties of  their  High  Miglitiiiesses  may  proceed  fortliwith  thereupon. 


Thursday,  2  Septeuber,  1638. 
Heard  the  report  of  Mess"  Anihem,  Noortwyck,  Vosljergen, 
Weed,  Donckel  and  Cnndere  (M' Pruyssen  having  gone  away)  who, 
pursuant  to  their  High  Mightinesses'  resolutiim  of  the  SO''  of 
August  last,  viewed  and  examined  the  Articles  and  Conditions 
agreed  to  by  the  Amsterdam  Chamber,  with  the  approbation  of 
their  High  Mightinesses,  according  to  which  the  respective  coun- 
tries and  places  in  New  Netherland  and  its  circumjacents  should 
henceforth  be  traded  to,  frequented  and  inhabited.  Also  is  sub- 
mitted and  exhibited  to  the  Assembly  another  New  Project,  like- 
wise proposed  on  the  aforesaid  subject.    Which  being  taken  into 
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deliberntion,  their  Higli  MiRlitiness&s  have  resolved  and  conchided 
to  lieret)]'  declare  that  the  aforeeaid  Articles,  drawn  up  by  the  Am- 
Rterdam  Chamber,  are,  in  their  present  form  not  adapted  to  the 
service  and  promotion  of  the  Colonies  of  New  Netherland;  and 
their  High  Mightinesses,  therefore,  resolved  that  the  said  dntftetl 
Articles  and  Conditions  be  again  returned  to  Sieur  Johan  de  Laet, 
Director  of  the  West  India  Company,  to  which  is  to  -be  adjoined  the 
aforesaid  New  Project,  to  be  communicated  to  the  Cliamber  of  the 
West  India  Company  at  Amsterdam,  and  to  tell  it,  on  the  jiart  6f 
tlieir  High  Mightinesses,  to  send  some  deputies  hither  by  Monday 
next,  the  vi'"  instant,  in  order  that  the  entire  case  of  New  Nether- 
land may  be  further  viewed  and  examined  with  their  High  Klighti- 
iiesses'  former  deputies ;  their  joint  considerations  on  the  aforesaid 
subject  then  to  be  laid  before  their  High  Migiitinesses'  Assembly, 
to  the  end  that  such  resolutions  on  the  planting  of  Colonies  and 
stocking  Cattle  in  New  Netherland,  may  be  adopted  as  sliall  be 
found  to  be  most  for  the  service  of  this  State  and  the  advantage  of 
Company.

GENERAL. 

Enchutzen,17'»J,\nuart,  Anno  1639, 
Ilian  AND  Mighty  Lords:  Your  High  Mightinesses'  letter, 
dated  31"  December,  1638,  witli  the  annexed  memorial  of  the  Hnn"« 
M'SpierinKh,Residentof  the  Crown  of  Sweden,  was  handed  to  us  on 
the  13"'  inst,  but  the  previous  one,  dated  25""  October,  has  not  been 
received.  As  soon  as  we  had  seen  the  tenor  of  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses' said  letter,  we  were  i)repared  tn  obey  your  High  Miglitinesses* 
order  and  command,  and  with  that  view,  sent  an  express  immedi- 
ately to  Meilenblick,  which  brings  us  the  following  information: 

That  on  the  arrival  of  the  ship  there,  our  bi-other  Director,  wish- 
ing to  attend  to,  and  take  care  of,  the  import  duty,  granted  and 
conveyed  by  your  High  Mightinesses  to  the  Company,  sent  for  the 
skipper  of  that  ship;  in  whose  absence  the  pilot  appeared,  and  being 
asked.  Where  he  came  from  and  what  his  freight  was?  answered. 
From  the  West  Indies,  and  the  cargo  tobacco.  Being  further 
asked,  respecting  the  quantity  tliereof ,  said  thereunto,  that  he  was 
not  obliged  to  give  that  information,  as  he  did  not  know  who  made 
the  inquiry.  The  quality  of  our  confrere  being  made  known  to 
him,  he  i^rsisted  in  his  previous  answer,  adding,  I  am  no  skipper, 
and  the  ship  is  going  home  to  Sweden,  and  had  her  Majesty's  letters : 
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nhicli  being  denmndeil,  were  refused  to  be  shown.  Whereupon, 
the  pilot  having  departed,  he  returned,  shortly  after,  saying,  Our 
akiptier  has  just  arrived.  Whidi  skipper  being  sent  for,  he  an- 
swered. Whoever  wants  to  sjwak  with,  or  lias  any  thing  to  say  to 
me,  may  come  to  me;  so  that  tlie  Director  liad  the  said  akipiier 
summoned  by  the  city  marahal  to  produce  hia  commission:  this 
however  be  would  not  do,  but  again  answered  as  above.  Much 
being  the  case,  tlie  ship  was  placed  under  arrest.  Kotice  iiaving 
been  given  us  thereof,  we  immediately  sent  one  of  our  Chamber 
thither,  who,  with  the  Director  at  Medenblilc,  spoken  to  the  skip- 
per. He  then  exhibited  his  commission  from  tlie  Crown  of  Sweden.- 
This  done,  the  arrest  was  at  once  removed  and  he  was  allowed  to 
depart  with  the  ship,  as  soon  as  iie  pleased;  whereupon, he  took  his 
departure  without  any  discontent  or  verbal  protest.  This,  High 
and  Mighty  Loi-ds,  is  the  true  state  and  circumstances  of  the  case 
regarding  the  above  mentioned  ship;  whereby  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses can  preceive  how  honestly  every  thing  was  transacted,  doubt- 
ing not  but,  after  this  information,  all  cause  of  dissatisfaction  will 
be  removed  fixim  the  llon'''^  liesident's  mind ;  which  you,  ILlgh  and 
Mighty  Liords,  will  please  to  promote  to  the  best  of  your  jKiwer. 

tlerewith,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  we  pray  God  according  to  our 
bumbIeaupplicatiou,tu  be  pleased  to  grant  your  High  Mightinesses, 
a  prosperous  government,  for  the  welfare  of  oui'  dear  fatherland.

NETHEIILAND.    1640. 

Fr(tdom»  and  Bxfmptiona  granted  and  acconUd  by  the  Directors  of 
the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company  at  the  Assembly  of 
(Ac  XIJ^.,v:ith  the  approbation  of  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
Slulea  General  of  the  free  United  Xelkerlands,  to  all  Patroona, 
Miiilerg,  or  Private  persons  icho  icill  plant  any  Colonies  or  intro- 
duce cattle  in  JVeto  Nelherland.    Exhibital  JO^  July,  1040. 
All  good  inhabitants  of  the  Netherlands  and  all  others  inclined 
U)  plant  any  Colonies  in  New  Nettierland  shall  be  at  liberty  to  send 
three  or  four  persons  in  the  Company's  ships  going  thither,  to  ex-

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amine  the  circumstiinces  there,  on  couditlon  that  they  swear  to  the 
articles  as  well  as  the  ollicers  and  seaoien,  as  far  as  they  relate  to 
them,  and  pajfor  board  and  pa3K^c^0Ilt  aud  home,  to  wit,  those 
who  eat  in  the  master's  cabin,  (if  K-eii  stivers  per  day,  and  those  who 
Ko  and  eat  in  the  orlop,  shall  have  tlieir  board  and  p^sage  gratis. 
and  in  case  of  an  attack,offensive  or  defensive,  they  si  mil  be  obliged 
to  lend  a  hand  witi)  the  others,  on  condition  of  receivinK,  sliould 
any  of  the  enemy's  sliiia  be  overcome,  their  share  of  the  booty  pro 
rain,  each  according  to  his  qiialiiy,  to  wit—the  Cuionist^ealingout 
of  the  Cabin  shall  be  rated  with  the  seamen,  and  those  eating  in  the 
cabin  with  the  Company's  servants  who  board  there  and  iiave  tlie 
lowest  rate  of  pay. 

In  the  selection  of  lands,  those  who  shall  liave  first  notified  and 
presented  themselves  to  tlie  Company,  whether  Patroons  or  private 
Colonists,  sliall  be  preferred  to  others  wlio  may  follow. 

In  case  any  one  be  deceived  in  selecting  ground,  or  should  the 
place  b;  him  chosen  afterwards  not  please  liim,  lie  will,  ui>on  pre- 
vious representation  to  the  Governor  and  Council  then  be  at  liberty 
to  select  another  situation. 

For  Patroons  and  Feudatories  of  New  Net herland,  shall  1>e  ac- 
knowledged all  such  as  shall  ship  hence,  and  plant  there  a  Culonie 
of  fifty  souls,  above  fifteen  years  of  age,  witliin  the  s))ace  of  three 
years  after  having  made  a  declaration  and  given  notice  thereof,  to 
some  Chamber  of  the  Company  here  or  to  the  Governor  or  Council 
tliere;  namely,  one-third  part  within  the  year,  and  so  forth,  from 
year  to  year,  until  the  numl)er  be  completed ;  on  pain  of  losing, 
through  notorious  neglect,  the  obtained  Freedoms  and  cattle.  Itut 
they  sliall  be  warned  that  the  Comiiany  reserves  the  Island  Maii- 
liattes  to  itself. 

AH  Patroons  and  Feudatories  shall,  ou  requesting  it,  be  granted 
Venia  Teslandi,  or  the  power  to  dispose  of,  or  bequeath  liis  fief  by 
Will. 

For  Masters  or  Colonists,  shall  be  acknowledged,  those  wlio  will 
remove  to  New  Netlierlandwitli  five  souls  above  fifteen  years;  to  all 
such,  our  Governor  there  shall  grant  in  pro|)erty  one  hundred 
morgens,  Rhineiand  measure,  of  laud,  contiguous  one  to  the  other, 
wherever  they  please  to  select. 

And  tlie  Patroons,  of  themselves  cr  by  their  agents,  at  the  places 
where  they  will  plant  their  Colonies,  sliall  liave  the  privilege  to  ex- 
tend the  latter  one  mile  (consisting  of,  or  estimated  at,  l(iOO  Rhiue- 
land  )>erches)  along  the  coast,  bay,  or  a  navigable  river,  and  two 
contiguous  miles  landward  in  ;  it  being  well  understood,  that  no 
two  Patroimshi|>s  sliall  be  selected  on  both  sides  of  a  river  or  bay. 
riglit  opposite  toeach  otiier;  and  that  the  Company  retains  to  itself 
the  pro|>erty  of  the  lands  lying  between  tlie  limits  of  the  Colonies, 
to  dispose  tiiereof  hereafter  according  to  its  pleasure ;  and  that  the 
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Patroons  and  Colonists  shall  be  obliged  to  give  each  other  an  out- 
let and  i»9ue,  {uylteweeylien  emle  uytleieaUren)  at  the  nearest  pliice 
^aiitl  at  the  smallest  expense;  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  it  shall 
be  settled  in  the  presence  und  by  the  decision  of  the  Governor  for 
the  time  being. 

The  Patroons  sliall  forever  possess  all  the  lands  situate  within 
their  liiaits,  together  with  tlie  pro<luce,  superflties,  minerals,  rivers 
and  fountains  thereof,  with  bigli,  low  and  middle  jurisdiction,  liimt- 
iug,  fisliing,  fowling  and  milling,  tlie  1  .nds  remaining  allodial,  but 
the  jurisdiction  as  of  a  perpetual  hereditary  lief,  devolvabte  by  death 
as  well  to  females  as  to  males,  and  fealty  and  homage  for  which  is 
to  be  rendere<l  to  the  Company,  on  each  of  such  oocasinns,  with  a 
pair  of  iron  gauntlets,  redeemable  by  twenty  guilders  within  a  year 
and  six  weeks,  at  tlie  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  Iiere,  or  before  the 
Governor  there ;  with  this  understanding,  that  in  case  of  division  of 
said  tiet  or  jurisdiction,  be  it  high, middle  or  low,  the  parts  shall  be 
aud  remain  of  the  same  nature  as  was  origimdiy  conferred  on  the 
whole, and  fealty  and  homage  mustbe  rendered  lor  each  part  thei'eof 
by  a  pair  of  iron  gauntlets,  redeemable  by  twenty  guilders,  as  afore- 

And  should  any  Patroon,  in  course  of  time,  happen  to  prosper  in 
his  Colonic  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be  able  to  found  one  or  more 
towns,  he  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  officers  and  magistrates 
there,  and  make  use  of  the  title  of  his  Colonic,  according  to  the 
pleasure  and  the  quality  of  the  persons,  all  saving  the  Company's 
regalia. 

And  should  it  happen  that  thedwellingplacesof  private  Colonists 
become  so  numerous  as  to  be  accounted  towns,  villages  or  cities, 
tlteCompany  shall  give  orders  respecting  the  subaltern  government, 
magistrates  and  ministers  of  justice,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
said  towns  and  villages  in  a  triple  number  of  the  best  qualified, from 
which  a  choice  and  selection  is  to  be  made  by  the  Uuvernor  and 
Council;  and  those  shall  determine  all  questions  and  suits  within 
their  district. 

The  Patroons  who  will  send  Colonies  thither,  shall  furnish  them 
with  due  instruction  ^reeably  to  the  mode  of  goveniment  lioth  in 
police  nnd  justice  established,  or  to  be  established,  by  the  Assembly 
of  the  XLX.,  which  they  shall  first  exhibit  to  the  Directors  of  the 
re8i>ective  Cliambers,  and  have  approved  by  the  Assembly  of  the 
XIX. 

Tlie  Patroons  And  Colonists  shall  have  the  privilege  of  sending 
their  jieople  and  property  there  in  the  Company's  ships,  on  condi- 
tion of  swearing  allegiiince,  and  paying  to  the  Company  for  the  con- 
veyance of  the  people,  as  in  tlie  first  article,  and  for  freight  of  the 
goods  requisite  for  their  bouwery,  ttve  per  cent  on  the  cost  of  the 
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goods  liere,  without,  however,  including  herein  the  cattle,  on  the 
freight  of  which  the  Company  shall  be  liberal. 

But  ill  Ciise  it  should  come  to  pass  that  ttie  Companr  have  n<\ 
shii»  to  dispatch,  or  tlmt  there  be  no  room  Jn  tlie  sttilinj;  vessels,  in 
such  a  case  tlie  Patroons  and  Colonists  can  upon  previously  com- 
municating their  determination  to,  and  obtaining  the  consent  of 
the  Company  in  writing,  send  their  own  shii«  thither,  provided,  in 
going  and  returning,  they  shall  not  leave  tlie  ordinary  track  laid 
down,  and  take  a  supercargo,  whose  board  shall  be  at  the  expense 
of  tlie  Patroons  or  Colonists,  and  whose  wages  shall  be  |>aid  by  the 
Comirany;  on  jiain,  in  case  of  contravention,  of  forfeithig  their 
ship  and  goods  to,  and  for  the  l)ehalf  of,  the  Company,  it  remaining 
optional  with  the  Patroons,  during  the  term  of  the  current  grant, 
and  no  longer,  to  convey  over  their  cattle,  wares  and  |)eople  in  the 
Company's  ships,  in  their  own  or  in  chartered  vessels. 

And,  whereas,  it  is  the  Company's  intention  llrst  to  settle  the 
Island  of  tlie  Manliattes,  it  shall  provisionally  be  the  staple  of  all 
produce  and  wares  accruing  on  the  North  river  and  the  country 
thereabout,  before  they  can  he  sent  further,  except  those  witicli  by 
nature  itself  are  useless,  there,  or  cannot  l>e  brought  there  except 
with  great  loss  to  the  owners,  in  which  case  the  latter  shall  be 
bound  to  give  timely  notice  of  sucli  inconvenience  to  the  Com|>any 
here,  or  to  the  Governor  and  Council  there,  tlmt  it  be  provided  for, 
acconling  as  the  circumstances  shall  be  found  to  require. 

All  Patroons,  Colonists  and  inhabitants  there,  as  well  as  the 
stockholders  in  the  Company  here,  shall  be  privileged  to  sail  and 
trade  to  the  entire  coast,  from  Florida  to  N^ewfoundland,  on  the 
following  conditions : 

First,  that  all  goods  which  will  be  sent  hence  for  sale  there, 
whether  freighted  by  tlie  Company,  or  by  Colonists,  or  the  stock- 
holders themselves,  must  be  brought  into  the  Company's  stores  for 
iiisifection  and  paymeut  of  the  pTO]>er  duties,  to  wit :  ten  per  cent 
on  the  cash  cost  of  the  article  here,  besides  convoy-freight  and 
avemge,  an  agreement  being  made  for  the  freights  of  what  may 
be  sent  in  the  Company's  stiips:  and  bulk  wilt  not  be  allowed  to 
be  broken  any  wtiere  except  at  the  Manhattes,  or  such  place  as  the 
Company  here  may  order,  so  as  to  i»  at  liberty,  after  proiier  insjiec- 
tion  of  their  loading  and  the  entrj-  thereof,  to  depart  to  whatever 
place  tliey  think  proper. 

And  on  the  otiier  wares  which  will  be  sent  thence  hither,  shall  be 
paid  here,  over  and  alxive  the  convoy  duty  granted  by  the  Stitte  to 
the  Company,  five  per  cent,  according  to  the  valuation  to  be  made 
here,  on  such  penalty  as  aforsaid;  but  an  agreement  must  be  made 
with  the  Governor  and  Council  there,  for  the  freight  of  any  of  the 
goods  that  are  being  sent  from  there  in  the  Company's  ships,  as 
aforesaid;  and  on  all  beavers,  otters  and  other  peltries,  which  will

be  aent  from  there  bere,  sball  be  paid  to  the  Governor  and  Council 
there,  ten  per  cent,  all  in  kind,  and  due  receipt  for  tlie  payment 
thereof,  sli^ll  be  brought  aloug,  on  pain  of  confiscation  of  all  the 
furti  wbicb  vfIII  be  found  not  to  have  paid  any  tiling  for  the  beiioof 
of  the  Company,  and  with  that  to  be  exempt  from  further  duty. 

And  in  case  said  private  stiips,  in  going  or  coming,  or  in  ranging 
aloug  the  coast  from  Florida  to  Newfoundland,  hap|)en  to  capture 
any  prizes,  they  shall,  in  like  manner  be  obliged  to  bring  the  same, 
or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  brought,  to  the  Governor  and  Council  in 
New  Netheriand,  or  to  the  Cliamtier  whence  they  re8|>ectively 
sailed,  to  be  rewarded  by  them,  and  the  third  part  tliereof,  shall  be 
retained  for  the  Company,  before  deducting  his  Highness'  and  the 
State's  portion,  the  two  other  third  iKirta  for  tbemselves,  in  return 
for  their  incurred  expenses  and  risk,  all  in  pursuance  of  the  Com- 
pany's order. 

In  like  manner  they  shall  not  be  at  liberty  to  depart  thence  with 
their  goods  obtained  in  barter,  without  first  returning  to  ttie  said 
place,  to  enter  their  goods  there  and  to  obtain  proper  clearance, 
signed  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  they  shall  be  bound  to 
return  to  this  country,  with  tlieir  ships  and  yachts,  to  the  place  they 
sailed  from,  in  order  to  discharge  all  their  freight  into  tlie  Com- 
pany's stores,  according  to  the  register  and  clearance  to  be  brought 
from  thence,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  their  siiip  and  goods  for  tlie  Com- 
pany's behoof,  should  they  go  and  break  bulk  elsewhere,  or  have  any 
unregistered  goods  on  board. 

The  Company  promises,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present 
charter  and  no  longer,  not  to  burden  the  Fatroons  and  Colonists  in 
that  country,  either  with  customs,  toll,  excise,  imposts  or  auy  other 
contributions,  and  after  the  expiration  hereof,  at  farthest,  with  no 
great  duty  than  is  imposed  on  goods  in  this  country. 

The  Company  shall  not  take  from  the  service  of  the  Patmons  or 
Colonists,  their  man  servants  or  maid  servants,  even  though  some 
person  stiould  solicit  it ;  nor  receive  them,  much  less  sutler  them  to 
go  from  their  master's  service  to  that  of  another,  during  the  term 
of  such  yeaiB  as  they  are  bound  for;  and  if  any  mail  servant  or 
maid  servants  run  away,  or  take  his  freedom  contrary  to  contract, 
the  Comi>any  shall,  according  to  its  means,  cause  such  to  be  deliv- 
ered into  the  hands  of  their  masters,  to  he  proceeded  agJiinst  ac- 
cording to  tlie  circumstances  of  the  case. 

From  all  definitive  judgments  pronounced  by  the  Courts  of  tlie 
Patroons  or  Colonists,  for  an  amount  exceeding  one  ]iundre<l  guild- 
ers, or  from  such  as  entail  infamy,  also  from  all  sentences  pro- 
nounced in  matters  criminal,  on  ordinary  prosecution,  conformable 
to  the  custom  of  this  country,  an  appeal  shall  lie  to  tlie  Governor 
and  Council  of  the  Company  in  New  Netheriand. 

All  Fatruona,  Colonists  and  inhabitants  are  allowed  free  hunting 
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and  fisliing.  both  by  liiiid  and  by  water,  generally  in  [inblic  woods 
and  rivers  in  the  extent  of  their  lands,  according  to  the  order  to  be 
made  thei-eupon  by  the  Governor  and  Council ;  and  the  Patroons 
exclusively  within  the  limits  of  their  Colonies,  with  the  clear  under- 
standing that  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  not  l)e  excluded  there- 
from. 

All  Patroons,  inhabitants  or  Colonists,  are  also  allowed  to  send 
sliiia  along  the  coast  of  New  Netherland  and  the  countries  circum- 
jacent thereunto,  to  fish  for  Cod,  &c.,  and  to  proceed  with  the 
catcli  straight  to  Italy  or  other  neutral  countries,  on  condition  of 
liaying  to  the  Comiiany  for  duty,  in  such  case,  six  guilders  iier  last, 
and  on  coming  here  with  their  freight,  it  sliall  Ite  allowable  and 
suOicient  to  pay  the  Company  the  custom  dues  alone,  without  con- 
vfying,  under  pretence  of  this  consent,  any  other  goods  elsewhere, 
on  jKiin  of  arbitary  punishment,  it  remaining  iit  the  pleasure  of  the 
Company  to  put  a  supercargo  on  board  each  ship,  on  such  conditions 
and  terms  as  hereinbefore  set  forth. 

If  any  Patroons,  inliabitants  or  Colonists  happen  by  ttieir  indna- 
try,  diligence  or  otherwise  to  discover  any  minerals,  precioiis  stones, 
crystals,  marbles,  pearlfiaheries  or  sncli  like  within  tlie  limits  of 
their  lands,  all  anch  Patroons  and  Colonists  shall  give  one-fifth  part 
of  the  iiett  jiroceeds  to  the  Company,  which  for  this  puriiose  shall 
have  the  iwwer  to  appoint  one  or  more  ins)ieetors,  at  tiift  charge  of 
SDid  mines  and  pearl flsl leri ps ;  hut  any  (me  finding  auel.  without 
their  limits,  tlie  same  shall  l>clong  to  the  Company  on  iKiying  the 
discoverer  such  premium  as  the  merits  of  the  case  shall  deniimd. 

Tlie  Com|iany  shall  take  all  Colonists,  whether  free  or  liound  to 
service,  under  their  protection,  defend  them  as  far  as  lies  in  their 
power  with  the  force  uhich  it  has  there,  agsiinst  all  domestic  and 
foreign. wars  and  violence,  on  condition  that  the  Patroons  and 
Colonists  sliall,  in  such  case,  put  themselves  in  a  suitable  state  of 
defence  for  which  puriiose  each  male  emigrant  shall  be  obliged  to 
provide  himself,  at  his  own  6x;ieiise,  witli  a  gun  or  musket  of  the 
Oomjiany's  regular  calibre,  or  a  cutlass  and  side  arms. 

As  no  other  fteljgioo  sliall  be  publicly  admitted  in  New  Nether- 
land  except  the  Beformed,  as  it  is  at  present  preached  and  practiced 
by  public  authority  in  the  United  Netherlands;  and  for  Ihispuriwse 
he  (.'omttany  shall  provide  and  maintain  good  and  suitable  preachers, 
school mastei's  and  comfoi'ters  of  the  sick. 

The  imrticular  Colonifs  which  hapiien  to  lie  on  tlie  respective 
rivers,  bays  or  islands  shall  have  ttie  privilege  (to  wit,  each  river  or 
island  for  itself)  of  designating  a  deputy  who  shall  give  the  Gover- 
Hor  and  Council,  oC  that  country  information  resiiecting  tiis  Colonie, 
and  promote  its  intei-est  with  tlie  Council;  one  of  which  deputies 
shall  he  changed  everj'  two  years,  and  all  the  Colonies  shall  be 
obliged  to  communicate  to  the  Governor  and  Council  there  a  iwrti- 
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neiit  report,  at  least  every  twelve  montlis,  of  their  condition  and  of 
the  liinds  in  their  viciulty. 

Tiie  Comimny  shall  exert  itself  to  provide  the  Fatroons  and 
Colonists,  on  their  order,  with  as  many  Bliicks  as  possible,  witliout 
however  being  further  or  longer  obligated  therato  titan  shall  tie 
agreeable. 

The  Company  reserves  unto  itself  ail  large  and  small  tytheu,  all 
waif»,  the  right  of  minti^^,  laying  out  highways,  erecting  forts, 
makint;  war  and  peace,  together  with  all  wildernesses,  founding  of 
cities,  towns  and  churches,  retiiinlng  the  supreme  autliority,  sov- 
ereignty and  supremacy,  the  interpretation  of  all  ol)scuritv  which 
may  arise  out  of  this  Grant,  with  such  understanding,  however, 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  alter  or  diminish  what  has  been 
granted  heretofore  to  the  Patroons  in  regard  to  high,  middle  and 
low  jurisdiction. 

The  Company  shall,  accordingly,  appoint  and  keep  there  a  Gov- 
ernor, competent  Councillors,  O Ulcers  and  other  Ministers  of  Jus- 
tice for  the  protection  of  the  good  and  the  punishment  of  the 
wicked :  which  Governor  and  Councillors,  who  are  now,  or  may  be 
hereafter,  appointed  by  the  Company,  shall  take  ci^nizance.  In  the 
firet  instance,  of  matters  appertaining  to  the  freedom,  supremacy, 
domain,.finani;es  and  rights  of  the  General  West  India  Company; 
of  complaints  which  any  one  (whether  stranger,  neighbor  or  inhab- 
itant of  the  aforesaid  country)  may  m»ke  in  case  of  privilege,  inno- 
vation, dissuetude,  customs,  usages,  laws  or  iiedigrees;  declare  the 
same  corrupt  or  abolish  tliem  as  bad,  if  circumstances  so  demand; 
of  the  cases  of  minor  children,  widows,  orphans  and  other  unfortu- 
nate persons,  regarding  whom  complaint  shall  first  be  made  to  the 
Council  holding  prerogative  jurisdiction  in  order  to  olitain  justice 
there ;  of  alt  contracts  or  obligations ;  of  matters  pertaining  to  i)os- 
session  of  benefices,  fiefs,  cases  of  lesis  majestatis,  of  religion  and 
all  criminal  matters  and  excesses  prescribed  and  uuchallenged,  and 
all  persons  by  prevention  may  receive  acquittance  from  matters 
tliere  complained  of;  and  generally  take  cognizance  of,  and  ad- 
minister law  and  justice  in,  all  cases  appertaining  to  the  supremacy 
of  the  Company.

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and  I,  desiring  to  have  said  freight  discharged  liei-e,  gave  notice,  in 
tlie  ordinaiy  course  of  trade,  of  said  cargo  at  the  customs  througli  my 
agent  at  Amsterdam,  who  applied  for  a  penult  to  unload ;  but  this 
was  refused  him,  and  iie  was  referred  fi-oni  there  to  the  West  India 
Company ;  this  astonished  me  not  a  little,  as  I  do  not  know  where- 
fore he  is  referred  from  one  to  the  other  when  the  customs  and 
duties  thereof  are  offei-ed  to  be  paid.  Therefore  I  would  hereby 
request  your  High  Mightinesses  to  be  pleased  to  give  such  orders 
and  instruction  to  whomesoever  has  charge  and  authority  over  the 
customs  and  duties  that  they  will  no  longer  refuse  to  allow  this  her 
Royal  Majesty's  ship  to  be  unloaded  and  discliarged  iu  diie  course 
of  trade,  but  that  such  be  done  without  hinderance,  least  the  per- 
isliable  goods  remain  on  board  to  their  damage;  expecting  which 
sjteedily  from  your  High  Mightinesses,

BESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL  ON  A 

FURTHER  MEMORIAL  OF  THE  SWEDISH 

RESIDENT. 

Saturday,  IS'"  October,  1644, 
Read  to  the  Assembly  a  certain  additional  Memorial  presented  to 
tlieir  High  Mightinesses  by  and  on  behalf  of  Re^Uhnt  Spierinijh. 
stating  in  substance,  that  lie  hath  seen  that  tlieir  High  Mightitieases 
have  been  pleased  to  resolve  that  copy  of  his  previous  Memo.ial  to 
their  High  Mightinesses,  presented  the  W  instant,  resjwcting  the 
discharging  her  Royal  Majesty's  ship  the  Fame,  be  referred  to  the 
present  delegated  Directors  of  tlie  West  India  Company,  in  order 
to  furnish  their  High  Mightinesses,  at  their  earliest  convenience, 
with  information  reganling  this  affair.  Mr.  Spieringh  being  now 
aware  of  the  object  of  this  reference,  which  can  no  otherwise  be 
be  interpreted  than  as  tending  to  tlie  disiesiiect  and  disparagement 
of  her  Royal  Majesty,  cannot  therefore  accept  siieli  resolution  nor 
send  it  to  her  Royal  Majesty  (unless  on  refusal  of  any  other)  as 
it  will  surprise  her  to  learn  that  a  remonstrance  from  one  Sovereign 
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to  another  should  be  referred  to  private  indiviiluals,  or  to  a  |irivate 
Comimiiy  or  Bwird,  or  wliatever  else  it  may  be  calleil,  totally  un- 
known, in  tlie-ae  premises,  to  her  Royul  Mnjesty.  TheirHigh  Mighti- 
nesses have  placed  Mr.  Spierintjh'a  afoiesaid  Memorial  lit  the  hands 
of  such  as'they  pleased,  but  he  ex|>ect3  an  answer  and  resolution 
from  none  but  their  High  Mightinesses;  and  that  speedily,  accord- 
ing to  the  urgency  of  the  case,  in  order  to  discharge  the  aforesaid 
shi[>,  after  satisfying  the  customs,  according  to  the  usage  of  ti'ade 
iu  regard  to  other  foreign  independent  sovereigns;  or  that  their 
High  Mightinesses  will  be  pleased  to  communicate  to  him  the  rea- 
Eona  wliy  he  has  been  detained ;  referred  from  one  to  the  other  to 
the  serious  damage  of  the  perishable  wares  which  are  lying  on  ship 
board,  and  of  others  now  bearing  higli  price.  Which  Ijeing  consid- 
ered, it  is  resolved  and  concluded,  that  the  cargo  of  the  said  ship 
the  Fame  shall  be  regulated  as  regards  the  duties,  in  the  same  way 
as  those  of  the  French,  English,  Danish  and  other  foreign  nations 
that  bring  and  discharge  such  or  similar  cai^oes  here;  to  wit, 
the  ordinary  import  duties,  and  in  addition  eight  per  cent,  both 
made  over  among  other  things  to  the  West  India  Company  of  these 
ports,  in  place  of  sut>3idies;  all  in  conformity,  to  the  8""  Article  of 
their  High  Mightinesses'  regulation  of  the  16"'  October,  1637,  and 
their  conBrmatory  resolution  of  the  24'"  July,  IMl  .following  there- 
upon.

Mr.  Peter  Spiring  Silvercroon,  hereditary  proprietor  of  North 
Holm,  Councillor  of  Finance  to  her  Royal  Majesty  of  Sweden,  and 
her  resident  near  your  High  Mightinesses,  being,  at  his  request, 
in  conference  on  the  Sti'"  October  with  some  of  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses' Deputies,  proposed  that  he,  the  Resident,  be  furnished  with 
a  copy  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  resolution  of  the  IS"  October,  in 
answer  to  the  memorial  he  presented  relative  to  the  discharging  of 
her  Majesty's  Skip  i/ie  Fame,  which,  coming  from  New  Sweden,  had 
run  in  to  these  parts;  stating,  iu  substance,  that  your  HighMight- 
inesses  declared  the  cargo  of  the  above  named  ship,  the  Fame, 
should  be  regulated  in  legaid  to  duties,  the  same  as  the  ships  of  the 
French,  English,  Danish  and  other  foreign  nations  that  bring  and 
discharge  such  or  similar  loading  here,  to  wit:  the  ordinary  im- 
port duty,  and  in  addition  8  per  cent,  lx)th  made  over,  among  other 
things,  to  the  West  India  Comjiany  of  this  CouTitry  in  conformity 
to  your  High  Mightinesses' resolution  in  this  regard.  To  which, 
your  High  Mightinesses'  resolution,  he,  the  Resident,  submitted. 
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that  whatever  the  French,  Englisli,  Danish  and  other  foreign  na- 
tions gHve  or  did  not  give,  w»s  not  binding  on  him  »3  lie  whs  suffer- 
ing on  his  own  meiits  and  demerits,  which  remitined  unaffrated  and 
undiminished.  Moreover,  few  or  no  such  examples  cuutd  be  pro- 
duced ;  and  even  if  they  were,  they  should  not  be  obligations  on  her 
Royal  Majesty,  or  even  otherwise  be  drawn  into  precedent;  that, 
on  examination  of  ttieir  nature  and  circumstances,  it  miglit  be  found 
that  audi  French,  English  and  Danes  were  mere  private  persons,  and 
then,  still,  mere  inhabitants  of  tliese  countries,  who,  in  comparison 
with  her  Royal  Majesty's  ship,  her  Royal  Majesty's  property,  oould 
not  come  into  any  consideration  or  be  cited  as  precedent ;  and  with 
the  same  readiness  tliat  Frenchmen  and  Englislimen  are  instanced 
in  opiwsition  to  her  Royal  Majesty  can  Swedes  be  equally  cited 
against  others. 

The  proposition  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies,  that  her 
Royal  Majesty  should  pay  tlie  same  as  otlier  inliabitants  of  these 
countries,  the  Resident  would  ronsidei  very  strange,  as  an  attempt 
to  place  a  Sovereign  and  Crowned  head  on  a  level  with  inhabit- 
ants of  this  State;  the  Resident  expected  greater  respect  would  be 
paid  her  Royal  Majesty  than  to  place  her  on  an  equality  witli  pri- 
vate individuals.  If  this  State,  either  by  its  Ambassadors  or  otliers, 
had  made  or  submitted  any  request  to  her  Majesty,  lie,  the  Resi- 
dent, was  convinced  timt  in  such  or  like  cases, it  would  be  treated 
with  much  greater  respect.  Moreover,  tim  aforesaid  proposition 
was  altogether  different  in  character,  inasmuch  as  its  object  was  to 
impose  subsidies  and  contributions  on  her  Royal  Majesty  and  tliere- 
by  tax  her  for  the  benefit  of  some  private  Inhabitants  of  this  State; 
inasmuch  as  tiiese  duties  were  not  contributed  to  the  State,  but  to  pri- 
vate persons  who  were  slmjily  authorized  thereunto,  and  wlto  were 
furnished  by  the  State  witli  a  |>aper  cloak ;  and  therefore,  if  her  Maj- 
esty is  to  be  treated  in  all  casesinthesametnannerastheiuhabitants 
of  these  countries  (none  of  whom  is  understood  to  !«  exempt),  then 
her  Royal  Majesty  must  even  so  be  released  from  suchduty,  or  must 
be  acknowledged,  not  onlyto  be  exempt  from, bnt  even  must  appro- 
priate, such  impost,  the  same  as  the  West  India  Com|iany,  which 
consists  merely  of  private  individuals.  Moi'euver,  your  High  Might- 
inesses had  no  more  right  to  declare  that  this  her  Royal  Majesty's 
ship  should  pay  duty  to  a  West  India  Board,  than  to  an  East  India 
or  a  Greenland  Company,  or  any  other  set  of  individuals,  wliicli 
would  be  without  end ;  and  levied  and  extorted  with,  certainly,  as 
little  justice. 

Regarding  the  S  yter  cent  in  addition  to  the  import  duty :  although 
he,  tlie  Resident,  did  not  agree  to  it,  he  nevertheless  proposed  this 
question;  whetlier it  had  reference  to  the  principal, the  risk. the 
profit,  the  entire,  or  what  else;  also,  if  tlie  valuation  of  the  goonls 
was  to  apply  to  the  place  where  they  were  procured,  liere  where  they 
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were  Ixxi^ht,  or  tliere,  where  they  would  be  consumed ;  your  High 
Might  in eitses  will  be  pleiised  to  weiKh  all  the  pointa  and  justly  to  ex- 
amine tliia  case ;  and  ahoiild  the  West  India  Com[)any,:tceordine  to 
its  t>le:iHure  and  resolution,  increiu'te  the  value  and  duty,  your  Iligli 
MJKlitinesnes  will  please  to  bear  in  mind,  what,  under  stimllac  uir- 
cunii4tances,  had  heretofore  occurred  i.i  Prussia,  with  her  Koyal 
Majesty,  in  regard  to  the  licenaea.  when  your  High  Mightinesses' 
AiulNifisadors  argued  and  maintained  that  her  Koyal  Majesty  could 
not  levy  any  tolls  there,  notwithstanding  her  Koyal  Majesty  had  won 
those  countries  by  the  swoi'd ;  and  had,  moreover,  in  this  instance, 
es[)ecial  treaties  in  her  favor.  Although  it  was  then  pi'etendecl  that 
noduty  was  imposeil  on  the  good.'*  except  according  to  the  entry  of  the 
merchant  and  the  place  where  they  wre  loaded  and  purchased ;  for 
if  the  goods  were  rated  too  high,  her  Royal  Majesty  must  l>e  obliged 
to  take  them  at  that  appniiHal,  and  add  as  mucli  more  thereto  for  the 
protection  of  the  merchant;  it  will  now, on  the  contrary, be  claimed 
with  indee<l,less  Justice,  tliat  the  West  India  Company  is  at  liberty 
to  value  the  goods  as  liigh  as  it  chooses,  taking  the  jiayinent  in 
monej-  or  in  kind,  when  the  best  would  be  selecte<l ;  whereby  all 
would  be  converted  and  drawn  to  its  own  pn)fit.  Besides,  tlie  West 
India  Company  could,  with  so  much  the  less  grace  claim  any  duty, 
iniismucti  aa  it  had,  heretofin  c,  under  grant  from  her  Koyal  Majesty, 
ashai-e  in  this  Swedish  Company,  having  also  acknowledged  it  for 
an  a1)snltire  and  free  Company;  and,  then, ships  front  the  Kingdom, 
from  Neir  Sirerfen,  having  sailed  and  been  loaded  and  discharged 
here,  off  and  on,  were  never  subjected  to,  much  less  paid  such  duty; 
and  hence,so  far  from  there  beingany  right  and  eiiuity  for  such  im- 
position, it  ought,  on  the  contrary,  now  to  be  considered  in  direct 
opiiosition  to  all  right  and  equity,  after  the  West  India  Company 
had  surrendered  its  shares,  and  her  Royal  Majesty  had  liought  it  out 
and  exclusively  acquii-ed  those  shares  herself;  wliei-elore  nothing 
similar  conld  now  be  levied  by  virtue,  and  in  regard  of  said  pur- 
chase: And  still  so  much  the  less  so,  inasmuch  as  this,  her  Royal 
Miijesty's  ship  had  traded  to,  and  came  from,  a  country  which  her 
hot/al  Majenty  had  riijhlfulhj  purrknsed,  and  obliiintd  possffsiim  of, 
from  the  riijkt  ovaers;  where,  previously,  her  Royal  Majesty  had 
found  neither  sbiiw,  commerce,  nor  tra<le,  but  had  establiHlie<l  them, 
and  bad  erected  her  arms  there,  and  thus  had,  first,  reduced  every 
tiling  to  onler;  and,  accordingly,  no  ]>erson  there  was  a  subject,  nor 
could  any  duty  reasonably  or  rightfully  be  claimed;  further,  this 
Royal  ship  ran  in  here  for  no  other  pur[>ose  than  solely  with  the  in- 
teiitiim  to  revictual,  and  sail  to  the  Kingdom,  when  fully  loaded, 
but  ill  consequence  of  the  trouble  and  war  which  has  ari.sen  be- 
tween the  Swedes  and  Danes,  slie  must  remain  here,  anil  is  unable 
to  complete  her  voyage  because  your  High  Mightinc3.Hes  did  not  ob- 
sen-e,  according  to  the  letter  and  meaning,  the  well  estalilished 
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alliance,  tlie  imi-ixirt  of  which  was  to  maintHhi.atminst  all  force, 
leciiirocally  and  on  both  aides,  tlie  fiuedom  of  navigation  and  com- 
mei'Ce  in  the  East  and  North  seas;  and  because  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses had  acted  so  partially  herein. 

Further,  lie  the  Resident  had  seen  by  a  sealed  Actt  of  the  13" 
October  (beiiift  your  [ligh  MightinetiHes'  aboveuientioned  I'esolution 
of  the  15'")  wliich  was  published  by  the  West  India  Company,  that 
the  latter  had,  in  quality  of  sovei-eign,  presumed  to  pliice  two  of  its 
[leople  as  kee|>ers  on  board  tlie  Hoyiil  ship,  and  he  therefore  desires 
to  know  from  your  High  Miglituiessen,  whether  or  uot  tliat  was 
done  by  jour  High  Mightinesses' order  and  knowledge;  if  not,  if 
the  West  India  Company  could  of  its  own  authority,  witlaiid  pleasure 
hostllely  usurp  such  pretension,  i>ower  and  jurisdiction,  it  could  not 
be  considered  other  than  an  aiTogance  and  insolence,  disresiiectful 
in  the  holiest  degree  to  her  Royal  Majesty,  if,  indeed,  it  were  done 
by  order,  and  with  the  knowledge,  of  your  High  Mightinesses  (which 
is  scarcely  credible)  your  High  minhtinesses  will  please  to  consider 
with  what  great  resiiect  your  High  Miglitin esses' ships  tiave  ever  been 
ti'eiitud  in  her  Royal  Majesty's  kingdom  and  within  her  juiisdiction; 
and  that  her  Royal  Majesty  never  exiiected  different  treatment  from 
your  High  Mightinesses;  that  the  ships  which  had  heretofore  con- 
vejed  your  High  Mightinesses"  Ambassadors  to  Prussia  were  not 
once  inspected,  nor  detained,  nor  any  i)eople  placed  on  board  of 
them,  although  they  were  laden  with  uiercliaud  se;  that  even  the 
ships,  which  went  to  fetch,  or  bring,  the  Ambassadors  back,  were 
not  examined;  sucti  ahiiH  and  goods  were  also  passed  free  as  the 
Ambassadors  on  their  voyage  requested;  and  that  from  no  other 
motive  or  view,  than  simply  out  of  the  a-spect  entertained  for  your 
High  Mightinesses'  Ambassadoi'sandtliis  btate;  contrary  to  wliich, 
this  disrespect  is  now  exhibited  towards  this  her  Royal  Majesty's 
sliip,  carrying  only  royal  freight.  But  should  your  High  Migliti- 
□esH  entertain  no  such  regard,  he,  the  Resident  nevertheless  re«iuests, 
that  those  two  pei'sons  may  be  again  removed  from  the  vessel,  so 
that  no  further  inconvenience  or  mischief  may  accrue  to  her  Maj- 
esty's dignity  from  such  prejudicial  acts  and  liostilities  of  wliich, 
by  this  remonstrance,  be,  the  Resident,  will  then  be  blameless;  and 
as  a  further  security  that  no  fraud  shall  be  committed  on  the  cargo, 
lie,  the  Resident,  as  her  Majesty's  Minister,  asJiures  your  iligli 
Mightinesses  that  a  list  thereof  sliall  be  delivered  in,  if  your  High 
Mightinesses  require  it.  Provided,  nevertheless,  in  all  tilings  that 
he  the  Resident,  be  not  underatood  as  )>aying  any,  even  the  smallest 
duty  from  this  her  Royal  Majesty's  ship,  as  well  for  reasons  above 
recited,  as  because  it  is  prejudicial  to  her  Majesty's  dignity;  con- 
trary to  the  alliance  and  opposed  to  the  intimacy  and  friendsliip 
which  were  therein  to  continue  between  her  Royal  Majesty  and 
your  High  Mightinesses;  and  therefore  ex^iects  from  your  High 
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UifE'itineBses  a  resolution  nnd  cood  conclusion  on  this,  liia  Remons- 
trance. Wisliing  you  from  God  Almighty  a  long  and  {irost>erons 
government.

NETHERL  AND.— 1644. 

Btport  and  Advice  on  the  Condition  of  JTeio  Ketkerlaiul,  drairn  up 
/(■(Mil  diicumenta  and  pafiers  pUiced  by  commisiion  of  tlie  Assembly 
of  the  XIX.,  <UiUd  15"  Dec  ICU,  *n  Ike  hands  of  tlte  Oeiterai  Boanl 
of  acc'iunts,  to  examine  the  same,  to  mttie  a  diijest  thereof,  and  to  iid- 
vine  the  AanenMy  how  the  decay  there  can  he  prevented,  poiru'ation 
inereaaed,  ngricuJture  adcanced,  and  thai  couitlry  v:holly  impr(,v€d 
fnr  the  Ciimpany^s  bene^. 

NKtr  Netherland,  8ituat«  in  America,  between  English  Vir- 
ginia and  New  England,  extending  from  the  South  river,  lying  in 
Ui  degrees,  to  Cape  Malabar,  in  ti»e  latitude  of  41idegree3,  was  first 
frequented  by  tlie  inhabitants  of  this  country  in  the  year  159a,  and 
especially  by  tbose  of  the  Greenland  Company,  but  without  iniikiag 
any  fixed  settlements,  only  as  a  shelter  in  the  winter.  For  which 
purpose  they  erected  on  tlie  North  and  South  rivers  there,  two  little 
furts  against  the  incursions  of  the  Indians.  A  charter  was  after- 
wards, on  the  11*  Octoljer,  1614,  granted  by  their  High  Mightinesses 
to  Gerrit  Jacobsz.  Witaen,  antient  burgoraaetei  of  the  city  of  Am- 
sterdam, Jonas  WitBz,  Syraon  Monisen,  Lambert  van  Tweenhuy- 
zen,  Wessel  Schenck  and  associates,  all  inhabitants  of  these  parts, 
to  trade  exclusive!]'  to  the  newly  discovered  countries,  situate  in 
America,  between  New  France  and  Virginia,  and  now  called  New 
Netherhuid,  to  resort  thither  exclusively  for  the  term  of  three  years, 
without  any  other  persons  being  able, during  that  time,  to  frequent 
that  place  from  this  country,  on  pain  of  confiscation  of  ships  and 
goods,  and  a  tine  of  lifty  thousand  Netherland  ducats. 

In  the  years  1622  and  1S23,  the  West  India  Company  took  posses- 
sion, by  virtue  of  their  charter,  of  the  said  country,  and  conveyed 
thither,  in  their  ship,  the  New  Netherland,  divers  Colonists  under 
tlie  direction  of  Cornells  Jacobsz.  Mey,  and  Adriaeii  Jorissz.  Tien- 
point,  which  Directors,  in  the  year  1824,  built  Fort  Orange  on  the 
North  River,  and  Fort  Nassau  on  the  South  River,  and  after  that, 
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ill  1620,Fort  Anist«rdHmon  the Manliattes.  Inall  wliidi.gaiTisons 
were  coiitinuiilly  maintained,  and  tr»de  was  caiTled  on  in  those  sev- 
eral diatricta  with  yaclits,  sloops  and  other  craft.  And  in  tlie  year 
1629,  the  Freedoms  and  Exemptions  conceded  by  the  Hon""  Assem- 
bly of  the  XIX.  were  published,  with  their  Ilifth  MiKlitinesses'  ap- 
probation. Thereupon  divers  Patroons  and  Colonists  resorted 
thither  and  endeavored  to  lulvancc  agriculture  and  populatiou.  For 
further  security,  Fort  Good  Hope  vais  also  erected  in  1633.  on  the 
Freshriver.  Itutsaid  populationdid  not  experience  any  spi-eial  ini- 
l>ulse  until  the  year  1639,  when  tlie  Fur  trade  with  the  Indians, 
which  had  been  previously  resei-ved  to  tlie  Company,  as  tlirown 
free  and  o|)eii  toeverybody ;  at  which  time  not  only  the  inhabitants 
there  residing  spread  themselves  far  and  wide,  but  eveiin  ew  Colo- 
nists came  thither  from  Fatherlaud;  and  the  neighboring  English, 
both  from  Virginia  and  New  England  repaired  to  us.  So  that  in 
place  of  seven  Bouweries,  full  thirty  were  planted  and  full  one  hun- 
dred more  expected  in  a  short  time  from  the  plantations  which  were 
taken  ui»;  insomuch  that  there  was  every  apt>eiirance  that  provisions 
might  be  furnished  in  two  or  three  years  for  ten  thousand  men. 

Although  the  hope  was  now  entertained  that  the  country  would 
by  such  means  arrive  nt  a  flourish  ing  pass,  yet  it  afterwards  api)earcd 
thattheabusesatteudant  onthe  free  ti'ade  was  thecaiise  of  its  ruin- 
First;  because  theColonists,  each  with  a  view  toadvance  his  own 
interest,  sepirated  themselves  from  one  another,  and  settled  far  In 
the  interior  of  the  Country,  the  better  to  trade  with  the  Indians, 
whom  they  then  sought  to  allure  to  their  houses  by  excessive  famil- 
iarity and  treating.  By  this  course  tliey  brouglit  tliemselves  tnto 
disrepute  with  the  Indians,  who,  not  having  beer,  always  treitted 
alike,  made  this  cause  the  enmity. 

Secondly :  in  consequence  of  the  proximity  to  the  Indians,  whose 
lands  lay  unfenced,  the  cattle  belonging  to  our  people,  straying 
without  herdsmen,  seriously  damaged  their  corn  or  maize.  This 
occasioned  much  complaint,  and  no  redress  following,  they  re- 
venged themselves,  killing  both  the  cattle  and  horses. 

Tkirdlij:  not  only  the  Uolonist-",  but  also  the  free  traders  pro- 
ceeding from  this  country,  sold  for  furs  in  consequence  of  the  great 
profit,  Hre-arms  to  the  Mohawks  for  full  4(H)  men,  with  powder  and 
lead ;  which,  being  refused  to  the  other  tribes  when  demanded,  in- 
creased the  hatred  and  enmity  of  the  latter. 

Fourthly:  it  happened,  in  addition  to  this, that  the  Director  had, 
a  few  years  after,  Imiiosed  a  contribution  of  maize  on  the  Indians, 
whereby  they  were  totally  estranged  from  our  people. 

Hence  arose  divers  threats  and  injurious  occurrences,  which 
finally  broke  out  into  acts  of  hostility,  so  that,  lirst :  the  Karitan 
Indians  attempted  to  make  away  with  one  of  our  sloops,  and  after- 
wards killed  some  liogs  on  fjtaten  Island.    Whereupon  the  Director 
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dispatched  eiithty  soldiers  thither  to  avenge  tlie  act,  who  burnt 
tlieir  corn  and  killed  three  or  four  of  their  people,  Botli  aides  then 
desisted  from  further  proceedings. 

Next  it  happened  that  a  Wecliquaeakeck  Indian  murdered,  abont 
the  year  IWO,  an  old  man  in  his  own  liouse  witli  an  axe,  for  which 
no  satisfaction  having  been  aftorded  by  the  tribe.  12  men,  choiien 
from  the  Commonalty,  afterwni'ds  resolved,  in  the  year  1S42,  to  re- 
venge the  murder  by  open  war;  but  notliing  was  done  at  tlie  time 
in  consequence  of  missing  the  enemy,  who,  observing  what  was  de- 
signed against  tiiem,  sued  for  |)eace. 

Some  time  aftei'wards  the  Hackingsack  Indians  designedly  shot, 
with  an  arrow,  a  Dutchman,  who  sat  thatching  »  house.  The  Com- 
monalty were  very  much  troubled  at  this,  dreading  the  recurrence 
of  other  such  acts.  And  while  theDirector  was  seeking  in  vain  for 
satisfaction,  God  seemed  to  have  taken  vengeance  on  tliose  of  Wit- 
quesclmck,  through  the  Mahikan  Indians,  who  sui-prizing,  slew 
full  TO  of  them  and  le<l  many  women  and  children  away  into  cap- 
tivity. Tliis  obliged  tlie  remainder  to  fly  to  our  people  at  the  Man- 
hattans, where  they  were  received  into  the  houses,  and  fed  by  the 
Director  during  fourteen  days.  Shortly  after  this,  seized  with  aic 
other  panic,  they  fled  with  the  Hackingsack,  fully  a  ttiouHiind 
strong,  to  tlie  vicinity  of  the  fort,  and  over  the  river  Povonia. 
Some  of  tlie  12  men  i>erceiving  this,  the  ])irector,  on  the  petition  of 
three  of  them,  namely,  Jan  Janse  Damen,  Abriliam  Plangh  and 
'  Maryn  Adriaense  who  signed  in  the  name  of  the  entire  body,  au- 
thorized an  attack  on  the  abovementioned  Indians,  in  the  course  of 
the  night  between  the  27"  and  28"  of  February,  1643,  by  a  party  of 
soldiers  and  burghers,  who,  with  cruel  tyranny,  slew  tiO  of  them, 
and  took  30  prisoners.  And  although  the  Commonalty  protested 
against  the  Director  and  tlie  afoi'esaid  three  p:rson3,  on  account  of 
these  hasty  and  severe  proceedings,  as  liaviiig  taken  place  without 
tlieir  knowledge  or  consent,  they  were  obliged,  notwithstanding,  to 
declare  open  war  against  full  eleven  tribes  of  Indians,  who  rose  in 
arms  on  that  account.  The  consequence  was  that  about  one  thou- 
sand of  these,  and  many  soldiers  and  colonists  belonging  to  us,  were 
killed.  Almost  all  the  bouweiies  were  also  destroyed,  so  that  only 
three  remained  on  the  Manhattes,  and  two  on  Staten  Island,  and 
the  greater  part  of  the  cattle  were  destroyed.  Whatever  i-emaiued 
of  these  had  to  be  kept  in  a  very  small  enclosure,  excejit  in  Hensse- 
laers  Colonic,  lying  on  the  North  river,  m  the  neighborhood  of  Foi't 
Orange,  which  experienced  no  trouble  and  enjoyed  peace,  because 
they  continued  to  sell  fire  arms  and  powder  to  the  Indians  even 
during  the  war  against  our  people. 

The  Com|>any  thus  experienced  the  greatest  destruction  and  dam- 
age, as  well  by  the  consumption  of  their  ammunition  and  the  ready 
money  expended  in  purchasing  this  at  a  higli  rate,  as  by  reinforcing 
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the  garrison,  by  the  enlisting  of  as  many  Englishmen  as  could  be 
hired  in  that  country ;  fifty  of  whom  tlie  Colonists  solemnly  engaged 
to  i>ay,  but  the  payment  Dot  having  followed,  remained  as  a  charge 
npon  the  Company.  Those  indebted  to  the  Company  were  hereby 
finally  reduced  to  such  a  state  that  they  had  no  means  to  pay  their 
debts. 

To  remedy  this  great  decay,  various  suggeations  were  made  by 
the  J)irector  and  tlie  Commonalty. 

First,  that  to  restore  peace  and  quiet  throughout  the  land,  the 
Indians  who  had  waged  war  against  us,  sliould  be  wholly  destroyed 
and  exterminated.  The  Director  demanded,  for  that  purpose,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  soldiers,  armed  with  musl^etB  and  coats  of  mail, 
and  provided  with  sulficient  munitions  of  war;  inasmuch  as  he 
estimated  the  number  of  tlie  Indians,  our  enemies,  not  to  be  above 
three  hundred  strong.  The  Commonalty,  maintaining  that  they 
were  some  thousands  strong,  considered  the  accomplishment  of 
such  a  proposal  im[>ossible  ;  they  were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be 
better  to  secure  public  tranquillity  by  a  geuenil  peace.  Tliey  have 
little  hope  of  this,  so  long  as  the  present  rulers  remain  there;  be- 
cause the  Indians  are  in  no  way  to  be  pacitled  (as  they  themselves 
declare  to  our's)  until  the  Director  is  removed  thence,  calling  daily 
for  Wouter,  Wo uter— meaning  Wouter  van  Twiller. 

Secondly,  in  order  to  prevent  war  in  future,  the  Colonists  ought 
to  settle  nearer  each  other,  on  suitable  places,  with  a  view  of  being 
thus  formed  into  villages  and  towns,  to  be  the  better  able  to  protect ' 
each  other  in  time  of  need.  Being  separated  from  the  Natives 
will  prevent  the  cattle  damaging  the  corn  belonging  to  the  Indians, 
which,  added  to  excessive  familiarity  in  associating  with  them,  was 
the  cause  of  many  difficulties.  The  employment  of  Indiana  as  do- 
mestic servants  will  thus  also  be  put  an  end  to. 

Thirdly,  for  Isetter  security  a;^ainst  enemies,  and  to  ensure  re- 
spect from  neighbors,  it  would  be  advisable  immediately  to  con- 
struct Port  Amsterdam  of  stone ;  fur  it  is  now  in  such  ruin  tliat 
men  pass  into  it,  over  the  walls,  without  making  use  of  the  gale ; 
tiiis,  according  to  the  calculation  of  the  Director,  would  cost  only 
20  to  25  thousand  guilders. 

Fourthly,  the  settlement  of  the  boundaries  between  the  English 
and  our  people  by  the  Crown  of  England  and  this  State  ought  to  be 
urged  in  e\;f  ry  way,  in  oi-der  to  prevent  all  diflicultie^  with  that 
nation,  inasmuch  as  they  have  Iwgun,  since  the  year  1633,  to  usurp 
the  Fresh  River,  notwithstanding  the  Company  had  previously 
taken  entire  possession  of  it ;  aud,  on  the  tj'"  June,  Anno  1633  (be- 
fore any  Englishmen  had  ever  been  on  or  near  that  river),  purciiased 
land  from  the  Indians  twenty  miles  up  the  same,  and  built  fort 
Good  Hope  thereupon  and  kept  possession  thereupon  with  our 
people.    After  which  time,  namely,  on  W  September,  the  English 
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flrat  arrived  from  New  Plaimoiith  Kiid  MHthiises  bny,  before  tliat 
tort,  mid  declared  they  wished  to  ei-ect  a  lodge  thi'ee  miles  above  H ; 
«liich  the  Commisaary  lesidiiig  there  opposed  un  lung  as  he  could  ; 
bnt  waa  necessitated  to  permit  it  under  i>rotettt,  at;curding  to  in- 
structiuQs.  Meanwhile  divers  letters,  protests  and  notices  were  ex- 
clia»t{ed  l>etween  their  Governour  and  our  Director.  And  it  Anally 
came  to  pass  tliat  they  came,  in  the  year  1635  and  1630,  up  the  afore- 
said river  with  sundry  families  and  cattle,  settling  themselves  down 
there,  far  and  near,  even  on  tlie  land  situate  around  and  by  oitr 
fort,  and  the  property  of  whicli  belonged  to  ua.  Which  laud  they 
have  pHi'celled  among  themselves,  endeavouring  to  prescribe  uuto  us 
laws,  because,  having  built  a  house  or  two  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  they  pretend  thereby  to  have  the  key  thereof. 

Fi/tAIi/,  it  would  be  advisable,  for  tlie  beneflt  of  that  country,  flrst 
of  all,  to  facilitate  emigration  to  New  Netherlands,  us  had  been 
done  a  long  time  since,  or  at  least  to  credit  the  passeiigei's  for  a  time, 
in  order  to  allure  Colonists  thither,  and  afterward  W  introduce  a 
goodly  portion  of  farm  servants  and  negroes  into  tliat  country.  By 
wliode  labor  agriculture  would  be  so  mucli  promoted  that  a  great 
quantity  of  provisions  could  be  exported  tlience  to  Brazil. 

Sixtkltf,  the  rendezvous  of  vessels  of  war  could  be  established  in 
New  Netlierland,  and  it  is  better  adapted  than  the  Island  of  Cura- 
sao, in  consequence  of  its  abundance  of  provisions  and  of  building 
timber,  and  because  all  parts  of  the  West  Indies  are  safer  and 
easier  of  access  from  that  quarter,  and  the  designs  against  the 
enemy  can  be  kept  better  concealed. 

UkretiUili/,  it  would  be  advanti^(eous  for  the  Comp-any  to  keep  a 
well  supplied  store  and  cellar  there,  in  order  to  accommodate  the 
inhabitants,  at  a  certain  reasonable  price,  either  for  money  or  pro- 
duce, wiiicli  will  otherwise  be  overvalued  or  monoiKilized  by  private 
traders.  But  if  private  individuals  ai'e  allowed  to  continue  trading, 
a  Sxed  price  ought  to  be  placed  on  their  imported  wai-es.  Tlje  sys 
tern  of  giving  credit  ought  also  be  abolished,  as  the  Company  aulTers 
great  loss  therefrom,  and  their  servants  ought  to  be  piomjjtly  paid 
their  board  money  and  monthly  wages. 

Finally,  'tis  proposed  that  the  Council  consist  of  four  or  five  per- 
sons for  the  maintenance  of  justice  and  the  authority  of  the  Com- 
pany, as  well  as  the  respect  of  the  neighboring  Colonies. 

From  all  this,  it  is  to  be  seen  into  wliat  confusion  and  ruin  New 
Netherland  has  at  present  fallen,  all  caused  by  the  rash  uodertakinfc 
of  so  unnecessary  a  war,  without  ttie  knowledge,  much  less  the  order 
of  the  XIX.,  and  against  the  will  of  the  Commonalty  there ;  and 
what  excessive  expenditure  is  now  required  from  the  Uom|iany ,  both 
for  succor  and  redress;  no  apparent  profits  can  be  expected  there 
for  some  yeara ;  but,  on  the  contrary ,  it  is  found  from  the  Company's 
booksin  the  Amsterdam  Chamber,  that  the  district  of  New  Nether- 
6— Vol.  \. 
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land,  instead  of  being  a  Rource  of  profit,  bas  coat  the  Company, 
from  the  year  1626  tw  the  year  1044  incluaive,  over  560,000  guilders. 
dtMiucting  the  returns  received  tlierefrom.  It  would,  therefore,  be 
worth  considering  if  it  would  not  be  better  for  the  Company,  by 
Hbaiirtoiiing  New  Netherlanrt,  to  rid  itself  of  such  heavy  expenses 
altogether,  than  by  retaining  it  to  continue  them. 

But  inasmuch  xs  the  Company  has,  by  its  conceded  Freedoms, 
promised  to  take  all  Colonists,  as  well  freemen  as  servants,  under 
its  protection,  and  to  aid  in  defending  them  against  all  foreign  iind 
domestic  wars ;  and  as  tlie  improvement  of  affairs  by  good  orders 
from  here,  and  better  government  there,  is  not  altogether  hopeless ; 
so  that  this  place  may  be  preserved,  in  tbe  first  instance,  with  small 
proBts,  or  at  least  without  loss ;  we  are,  therefore,  of  opinion,  under 
correction,  that  the  Company  cannot  decently  or  consistently  aban- 
don it. 

With  a  view  to  come  at  such  orders  and  redress,  we  submit  to  the 
Honorable  Assembly  the  following  points:— 

First  the  Ixjundary ;  An  agreement  ought  speedily, and  flrat  of  all, 
be  made  with  the  English  hereupon, as  it  is  found,  that  in  consequence 
of  their  great  population,  they  daily  encroach  more  and  more  on 
our  territory.  That  being  fixed,  it  ought  to  be  conditioned,  thxt 
the  English  who  may  And  themselves  within  our  district,  or  should 
desire  to  come  into  it,  sliall  be  amenable  to  our  government  and 
acknowledged  only  as  original  siibjccts. 

Scamdly:  the  country  ought,  in  every  respect,  be  again  reduced 
to  peace  and  quietness,  and  the  advice  of  tlie  present  Director, 
utterly  to  exterminate  all  enemies  by  force,  be,  by  no  means, 
adopted ;  not  only  because  it  is  impossible  and  uncliristianlike  so 
to  do,  but  it  would  not  be  advantageous  to  the  Company  to  incur  so 
great  an  expense  as  it  requires  on  so  uncertain  a  result  and  so  small 
an  appearance  of  profit.  And,  therefore,  they  should  not  deem  it 
impolitic  to  adopt  the  advice  of  the  Commonalty,  and  to  endeavor, 
by  all  iKwaible  means,  to  conciliate  and  to  satisf}-  the  Indians  by  re- 
calling the  Director  and  Council,  who  are  responsible  for  that 
bloody  proceeding  of  the  28""  February,  1043,  that  they  may  justify 
and  vindicate  their  government  before  tbe  Hon""  Assembly  of  the 
XIX.,  in  whose  stead  a  person  ought  to  be  sent  thither  as  Director, 
endowed  with  sufficient  qualities  to  promote,  on  the  one  side,  the  in- 
terests of  the  Conijiany  and  the  welfare  of  tlie  Commonalty,  and  to 
maintain,  on  tbe  otlier,  good  corres|)ondence  with  the  neighboring 
people,  and  especially  with  the  Indians. 

Thirdly :  it  would  be  advisable  to  carry  out  and  put  into  practice 
the  plan  of  the  Director,  already  alluded  to,  that  the  Colonists 
should  settle,  a  certain  number  of  families  together,  on  some  of  the 
most  suitable  places,  in  the  form  of  hamlets,  towns  and  villages,  as 
tbe  English  are  wont  to  do,  n'ho  thereby  live  more  securely ;  and 
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such  was  the  Company's  intention  in  tlie  granting  of  the  printed 
Freedoms  and  amplification  thereof. 

Fourthly:  it  will,  first  of  all,  be  necessary  to  hasten  the  repair  of 
fort  Amsterdam.  And  we  are  of  opinion  that  this  will  be  effected 
in  a  proper  and  in  the  cheapest  manner,  witli  good  clay  and  flnn 
sods.  Tlie  soldiers,  by  some  presents,  conld  be  encouraged  there- 
unto  and  obliged  to  keep  it,  for  the  future,  in  good  repair.  The  Di- 
rector ought  to  be  particularly  commanded  to  pay  strict  attention 
thereto. 

Fifthly:  we  are  of  opinion,  under  correction,  that  for  the  security 
of  the  aforesaid  fort,  and  of  such  other  place  as  might  require  it, 
the  persons  specified  in  the  annexed  list  would  be  sufiicient,  on  such 
allowances  as  are  thereunto  adjoined.  Superadding  that  the  Colo- 
nists and  their  servants  should,  under  certain  penalties,  t)e  obliged 
to  provide  themselves  with  good  firelocks  and  other  weapons  for 
their  own  defence.  Also,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  themselves,  in 
time  of  need,  with  the  assistance  of  the  garrison,  against  a  general 
attack,  without  the  Director,  Colonists,  or  any  person  whatsoever, 
having  the  power  to  enlist  any  soldiers,  I*  they  few  or  many,  at  the 
Company's  expense. 

tiixthly :  a  Council  ought  to  be  established  there  to  consist  of  three 
persons,  namely,  the  Director  as  President,  the  Vice  and  the  Fiscal, 
as  assistants.  By  which  Council  shall  be  treated  and  decided  all 
cases  relating  to  the  police,  justice,  dignity  and  rights  of  the  Com- 
pany. With  this  understanding,  however,  that  in  criminal  cases 
the  Commander  shall  take  the  place  of  the  Fiscal,  with  the  addition, 
also,  of  two  capable  members  of  the  Commonalty;  Further,  as  the 
respective  Colonies  are  allowed  by  the  28*  article  of  tlie  Free<loms 
to  delegate  one  or  two  persons  to  report  their  state  and  condition  to 
the  Director  and  Council,  at  least  once  a  year,  so  are  we  of  opinion 
that  the  said  delegates  sliould.  moreover,  assemble  every  six  months, 
at  the  summons  of  the  Director  and  Council,  for  mutual  good  un- 
derstanding and  the  general  advancement  of  the  public  welfare,  to 
aid  in  advising  them,  besides,  upon  all  aSaii-s  relating  to  the  pros- 
perity of  their  Colonies,  the  conciliation  of  the  Indians  and  neigh- 
bors, the  maintenance  of  the  Freedoms  and  Privileges,  the  removal 
of  all  abuses  and  the  support  of  the  laws  and  statutes.  Also,  to 
oltserve  that  the  Amsterdiun  measure,  ell  and  weight  shall  be  used 
tliroughout  the  entire  conutry . 

Secenthly:  Particular  provision  must  be  made  for  the  vigorous 
encouragement  of  the  population  and  cultivation  of  the  soil.  It 
will  be  promoting  this  object  to  afford  as  many  facilities  as  possible 
to  emigrating  Colonists  and  freemen,  who  are  inclined  to  go  thither ; 
and  to  cause  them  to  settle  down  first  on  the  Island  of  Manbattes. 
Allowing  them  as  much  land  as  they  will  l}e  able  to  cultivate, 
whether  in  raising  tobacco,  whereunto  that  Island,  on  account  of 
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its  (Treat  fertility,  is  considered  well  adapted ;  or  grain  and  other  . 
crojm  from  which  they  will  expect  to  derive  the  gi'eateat  profit. 

And  for  the  advancement  of  the  ctdtivatiou  of  the  land  there,  it 
would  not  be  unwise  to  allow,  at  the  request  of  the  Patroons,  Colo- 
nists and  other  farmers,  the  introduction,  from  Brazil  there,  of  aa 
many  N  egroes  as  they  would  be  disposed  to  pay  for  at  a  fair  price ; 
which  Negroes  would  accomplish  more  work  for  their  masters,  andat 
a  less  expense,  than  farm  servants,  who  must  be  bribed  to  go  thither 
by  a  great  deal  of  money  and  promises. 

Eighthly :  in  order  to  encourage  population  still  more,  we  would 
advise  that  it  were  best  to  confine  tlie  trade  with  the  Indians  exclu- 
sively to  the  Patroons,  Colonists  and  free  i)eopIe  who  reside  there, 
without  |>ermittiug  any  commission  merchants  ('comtniMie  vaerderaj 
to  traffic  in  any  manner  with  the  Indians;  but  to  be  satisfied  with 
the  exchange  of  their  cargoes  for  the  peltries,  tobacco,  wheat  and 
other  country  produce  of  the  free  inhabitants. 

But  It  should  be  absolutely  f.irbidden  that  either  freemen  should 
sell  to  the  Indians,  or  commission  merchants  to  freemen,  any  arms 
or  munitions  of  war,  on  a  certain  heavy  penalty  to  be  thereunto 
enacted,  lest  the  Indians,  deriving  strength  from  such  a  trade,  may, 
in  course  of  time,  be  encouraged  to  do  us  more  harm  than  they  van 
now,  in  their  impotency,  inflict.  But  it  will  suflice  that  each  of  the 
free  inhabitaiits  shall  be  provided  v.ith  a  goo«l  gun  and  side  arms, 
for  self-defence,  as  hereinbefore  laid  down  in  the  5"  |>olnt ;  which 
arms  ought  to  l)e  insjiected  by  the  Director  every  six  moutlis. 

And  for  the  greater  encouragement  of  the  good  jreople  of  Sew 
Netherland,  it  Is  submitted  that  the  llon'^'  Assembly  take  into  con- 
sideration whether  it  would  not  tend  to  the  advantage  of  those  jkjs- 
sessiiHiH  to  allow  all  resident  Patroons  and  Colonists  to  ex)>ort  their 
pi-oduce  to  Brazil,  under  proper  duty  and  toll,  as  flour, oatmeal,  {teas, 
beans,  pipe  staves,  planks,  siiuare  and  other  timl>er,  fit  for  the  build- 
ing of  shipsand  houses,abound  there.  Al.io,  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  fisheries  there,  that  they  and  none  other  be  allowed  to  sell  at 
the  Recief ,  the  fish  and  caviare  which  are  caught,  cured  and  itaehed 
in  that  country.  And  that  those  of  New  Netherland  shall  also  be 
permitted  to  take  s:dt  on  the  coast  of  Brazil,  in  the  vicinity  of  Siara, 
or  in  the  West  Indies,  for  the  purpose  of  salting  green  or  dry  fisli. 
Also  to  erect  pans  in  New  Netherland  to  refine  stdt ,  and  adapt  it  for 
use  with  fish  and  meat,  as  fine  salt.  And  on  arriving  in  Brazil, 
they  shall  be  bound  to  deliver  every  thing  into  the  Conii»iny'8  store, 
and  on  payment  of  tlie  proper  duty  and  toll,  whether  in  money  or 
kind,  to  disiK>se  of  the  same ;  without  exporting  any  money  thence, 
but  taking,  as  a  letuni  cargo,  staves,  sugiir,  confectionary,  ginger, 
tobacco, cotton  and  other  prodiice  of  the  country,  with  proiwr  entries 
thereof,  both  as  to  quality  and  quantity ;  and  therewith  to  sail  di- 
rect to  New  Netherland,  without  touching  at  any  iiort  on  the  way, 
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to  sell  or  barter  any  part  thereof,  under  any  pretence  whatsoever. 
Wlierefore  they  should  receive  a  supercargo  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
pany to  make  a  report  of  the  whole  to  it,  and  to  return  in  the  next 
ship  from  New  Netherland  to  Brazil.  And  for  the  prevention  of  all 
further  smuggling,  the  skip|>er9  muat  be  obligated,  on  i>ain of  loss  of 
the  ship  and  cargo,  to  touch  at  Paraiba,  after  being  inspected  at  the 
Recief ,  in  order  to  be  again  viaited  there  on  the  Company's  behalf. 

Which  trade  being  thus  adjusted,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  the 
Com[>any  to  be  burdened  with  any  further  equipments  or  the  pur- 
chaae  of  cargoes ;  it  will  be,  moreover,  relieved  from  numerous  ser- 
vants required  therefor.  The  garrison  being  to  1)6  rationed  at  their 
own  expeuse,  will  be  amply  supplied  for  that  purpose  witli  necessa- 
ries by  the  freemen  and  inhabitants  there. 

But  in  order  to  meet  theexpenses  which  theCompany  has  to  incur, 
for  the  support  of  the  garrison  and  the  otiier  servants,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  keep  a  shar)'  eye  on  the  receipt  of  the  dutied,  tolls  and 
other  dues,  already  imposed  and  yet  to  be  imposed  on  the  ex|>orted 
and  imported  goods.  From  which,  we  are  of  o|Jinioii,  that  the  ex- 
penses to  be  incurred  by  the  Company  can  be  fully  defrayed,  with 
the  hope  of  greal«r  and  more  ample  profit,  by  tite  increase  of  the 
population.

INSTRUCTIONS    TO   THE    DIRECTOR  GENERAL    AND 
COUNCIL  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

Inntrvction  of  the  Ikpvlieii  U)  the  Annembly  'of  Hie  XIX.  of  the  Oen- 
eriil  Incorporated   Went  India   Company,  for    the  Director    and 
Coti'icilof  JTeir  KetlierJand,  according  to  tcAioft,  (ftey  are prorition- 
ally,  and  until  further  order,  to  reflate  tketnsflves. 
The  supreme  government  in  the  countries  of  New  Netherland, 

shall  consist  of  three  persona,  namely:  the  Director  as  President, 
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Ilia  Vice  and  t)ie  Fiscal,  by  wbom  occurring  matters  ap))ertuiniiig 
to  the  [N>Uce,  Justice,  militia,  dignity,  and  riglits  of  tlie  CnmtHiny, 
shaU  be  treated  and  decided,  eacli,  nevertheless,  being  txiund  to 
viDiiicate  hie  own  conimiaaion. 

Willi  this  tinderstuniling,  liowever,  that  in  all  cases  wheiviii  the 
Advocate  Hscal  shall  be  bound  to  prosecute,  whether  civilly  or  crlin* 
iiiallj,  for  the  preservation  of  tlie  right  of  the  supreme  government 
ortlie  Company,  the  military  command  Hliall  succeed  to  Iiih  place, 
and  in  criminal  cases,  two  capable  persons  from  the  Conimonalty 
sliall,  moreover,  lie  joined  from  the  district  or  Uoloiiie  where  the 
crime  or  dee^l  was  committed. 

Kcganliug  tlie  prosecution  of  the  settlement  of  the  limits  between 
Xen  X etherland  and  the  Engli^,  it  is  not  yet  determined  to  proceed 
liierein ;  hut  the  Director  and  Council  are  enjoined  to  see  tliat  the 
Eoglisli  do  not  inoroach  further  on  tlie  Company's  lands.  Mean- 
while, they  are  to  try  if  the  settlement  of  the  limits  cannot  be  ar- 
lauged  yonder  with  the  aforesaid  English,  and  if  these  are  found  so 
inclined,  advice  thereof  shall  be  sent  here  by  the  firat  opportuuity. 
togetlier  with  pertinent  information  what  extent  of  the  Company's 
iHiidsthe  English  possess,  in  order  to  be  instructed  thereupon,  when 
seen;  all,  with  this  understandhig  however,  that  the  aforesaid  Eng- 
lish who  are  at  present  and  have  settled,  within  the  Company's  dis- 
trict, or  who  will  be  dis)>osed  to  come  and  settle  therein,  must  be 
subject  to  the  Company's  government  there,  and  to  that  end  take 
the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Iligli  and  Mighty  Lords  StatesGeneral  and 
the  West  India  Company,  and  consequently  be,  at  the  same  time. 
Hccounted  in  nc  other  wise  than  as  original  aubjects. 

In  order  to  reestablish  peace  and  quietness,  in  the  country,  they 
shall  endeavor,  by  sll  possible  means  to  {lacify  and  give  satisfaction 
to  the  Indians ;  and  the  Director  and  Council  are  enjoined  to  pro* 
mote,  on  the  one  side,  the  Company's  interest  and  the  welfare  of  the 
Commonalty,  and  on  the  other  hand,  to  maintain  good  correepond- 
enre  with  the  neighbors,  and  especially  with  the  Indians. 

Tliey  shall  endeavor  as  much  as  possible,  that  the  colonists  settle 
ttiemjelves  with  a  certain  number  of  families  on  some  of  the  most 
Miitahle  places,  in  tlie  manner  of  villages,  towns  and  hamlets,  as  tlie 
Gngiisb  are  in  the  habit  of  doing,  who  thereby  live  more  securely ; 
tliis  was  also  the  Company's  intention  when  it  granted  the  hereto- 
fore printed  Freedoms,  and  the  amplification  thereof. 

The  aforesaid  Director  and  Council  shall  speedily  advance  the  re- 
pairs of  Fort  Amsterdam. for  which  purpose  it  is  thouglit  to  be  best, 
ami  least  expensive  to  the  Comp;my,  to  have  it  repaired  with  clay, 
earth  and  firm  sods,  and  that  efforts  be  made,  by  some  presents,  to 
encourage  the  soldiers  thereto,  and  to  oblige  them  to  keep  it  in  iier- 
manent  repair.  Also.aaitisof  the  highest  importancetotliecoloniets 
ti)  have  a  gootl  and  safe  retreat  in  case  of  necessity  (which  God  for- 
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bid),  they  ought  tobeiuduced,  for  this  ont^e,  to  iissist  the  work;  and 
the  Director  is  commanded  to  pay  strict  attention  in  future  to  the 
ordinary  reimirs. 

The  personij  bd'eisafter  speciHed,  shall  be  maintained  for ganison- 
ii^  the  fort,  at  such  allowance  as  shall  be  most  advantageous  to  the 
Company,  and  for  greater  security,  the  Colonists  and  their  servants 
shall  be  bound  under  certain  penalty,  to  provide  themselves  with 
good  guu9  and  other  arms  for  their  defence,  in  order  to  be,  with  the 
garrison  in  time  of  need,  a  watch  against  any  general  attack,  with- 
out the  Director,  colonists  or  any  other  person  whatsoever,  having 
the  power  of  enlisting  any  soldiers,  be  they  few  or  many,  at  the  Com- 
pany's expense. 

Further,  inasmuch  as  the  respective  colonies  were  allowed  by  the 
Freedoms,  to  commission  one  or  two  persons,  to  inform  the  IMrector 
and  Council,  at  least  every  twelve  months,  of  the  state  and  condition 
of  their  Colonies,  the  same  is  again  confirmed. 

The  Director  and  Council  shall  cause  the  Colonists  and  freemen 
to  settle,  first  of  all,  on  the  Island  Manhattesand  pointout  to  them 
as  much  land  as  they  shall  be  able  to  cultivate,  either  in  planting 
tobacco  or  grain  or  any  other  crops  to  which  the  soU  isadapted,  and 
from  which  they  will  expect  to  be  able  to  derive  the  largest  profit. 

And  for  the  promotion  of  agriculture  there,  it  is  deemed  proper  to 
permit,  at  the  request  of  the  Patroons,  colonists  and  other  farmers, 
the  conveyance  thither  of  as  many  Negroes  as  they  are  willing  to 
purchase  at  a  fair  price;  and  the  Director  and  Council  shall  notify 
the  Assembly  hereof  every  year,  when  further  order  shall  be  taken 
regarding  the  transport  of  Negroes  thither. 

And  although  it  Is  proposed,forthegreater  encouragement  of  the 
population,  to  reserve  the  trade  with  the  Indians  exclusively  to  the 
Patroons,  Colonists  and  free  farmers  resident  there,  without  permits 
ting  any  imixirt  merchants  {permistie  vaerderg)  to  carry  on  any  in- 
terior trade  with  said  Indians,  it  is,  nevertheless,  resolved,  asr^ards 
this,  to  adhere  to  the  existing  practice,  but  the  Director  and  Council 
sliall  tiike  information  hereuiKtn,  toserveasadvice  to  the  Assembly. 

The  aforesaid  Director  and  Council  shall  pay  strict  regard  tliat  no 
arms  or  munitions  of  war  shall  be  sold  by  the  f  i*eemen  to  the  Indians, 
nor  by  the  import  merchants  to  the  freemen  or  Indians  upon  certain 
heavy  penalties  to  be  thereon  enacted,  but  the  freemen  who  shall 
requft^  any  tiling  of  the  sort,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  procure  them  from 
the  Company's  store,  on  the  order  of  the  Directors  and  Council. 

And  whereas  the  Company  hath  now  resolved  to  throw  open  to 
private  persons  the  trade  which  it  hath  exclusively  carried  on  with 
New  Netherland,  and  to  empower  the  re8i>ective  Chambers  of  the 
Company  to  give  permission  to  all  private  inhabitants  of  these  coun- 
tries to  sail  with  their  own  3hi|)S  to  New  Netherland,  the  Virginias, 
the  Swedish,  English  and  French  colonies,  the  Bermudas  or  any 
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otiier  places  situate  thereabouts,  acconliiig  to  thedrafted  regulation, 
they  shall,  therefore,  strictly  observe  and  cause  tn  be  observed,  that 
the  contents  thereof  sliall  be  attended  to,  as  much  as  is  in  their 
power,  proceeding  against  the  eontraveners,  agreeably  to  the  first 
article  of  the  charter,  and  the  tenor  of  the  regulation  already  enacted, 
or  to  be  hereafter  made,  and  regarding  the  receipts  of  duties,  tolls, 
and  other  customs  already,  or  to  be  hereafter,  imposed  as  well  on 
exported,  as  on  imported,  goods,  for  so  much  thereof  as  shall  have 
to  be  paid  in  that,  and  not  in  this,  country. 

All  which  Points  and  Articles  the  Director  and  Council  shall  be 
bound  to  observe  and  to  follow,  as  closely  as  possible,  regulating 
themselves  further  according  to  the  In  struct  ions  heretofore  given  for 
the  government  of  those  countries,  so  far  as  they  are  not  by  these 
presents  altered,  or  may  not  be  hereafter  changed,  which  power  this 
Assembly  reserves  unto  itself.

The  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands  to  all  those  to 
whom  these  Presents  shall  come,  or  who  sliall  liear  tliem  read, 
Healtli.  Be  it  Known:  Whereas  We  have  deemed  it  advisable 
for  the  advancement  of  the  affairs  of  the  General  Incorporated 
West  India  Company  not  only  to  maintain  the  trade  and  popula- 
tion on  the  coast  of  New  Netherland  aud  the  places  situate  there- 
about ;  also,  the  Islands  Curasao,  Buenaire,  Aruba  and  tlieir  de- 
pendencies, which  have  hitherto  been  encouraged  thither  from  this 
ctiuntry,  but  also  to  make  new  treaties  and  alliancea  wltli  foreign 
princes  and  to  inflict  as  much  injury  as  jfossible  on  the  enemy  in 
his  forts  and  strongholds  as  well  by  sea  as  by  land ;  for  which  pur- 
poses it  becomes  necessary  to  appoint  a  person  Director;  We, there- 
fore, confiding  in  the  probity  and  experience  of  Petrus  Stiiyvesaut, 
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formerly  entrusted  with  Uur  affairs  in,  and  the  goverument  of,  the 
aforesaid  Island  of  Curasao  and  the  places  thereon  depending,  We, 
being  well  pleased  with  his  services  there,  have  commissioned  and 
aptiointeil,  and  b;  these  presents  do  commiseion  and  appoint  the 
said  PetruM  StujTi'esant,  Director  in  the  aforesaid  countries  of  New 
Netherland,  and  the  iilaces  tliereunto  adjoining,  together  with  the 
aforementioned  Islands  of  Cura^o,  Beunaire,  Aruba,  and  their  de- 
pendencies; to  administer,  with  the  Council  as  well  now  as  here- 
after appointed  with  him,  the  said  ofiice  of  Dii'ector,  both  on  water 
and  on  land,  and  in  said  quality,  to  attend  carefully  to  the  advance- 
ment, pn>motioii  and  preservation  of  friendship,  alliances,  trade 
and  commerce;  to  direct  all  matters  appertaining  to  traffic  and 
war,  and  to  maintain,  in  all  tilings  there,  good  order  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  United  Netherlands  and  the  General  West  India  Com- 
pany; to  establish  regularity  for  the  safeguard  of  the  places  and 
forts  therein ;  to  administer  law  and  justice  as  well  civil  as  criminal ; 
and,  moreover,  to  perform  all  that  concerns  his  ofiice  and  duties  in 
accordance  witli  the  Charter,  and  the  general  and  particular  in- 
structions herewith  given,  and  to  l>e  hereafter  given  him,  as  a  good 
and  taitlif  ul  Director  is  bound  and  obliged,  hy  his  oath  in  Our  hands 
to  do;  Which  done,  We,  therefore,  order  and  command  all  other 
officers,  common  soldiers,  together  with  the  inhabitants  and  natives 
residing  in  the  aforesaid  places  as  subjects,  and  all  whom  it  may 
concern,  to  acknowledge,  respect  and  obey  the  said  Petnis  Stu}"ve- 
santaaUur  Director  hi  the  countries  and  places  of  New  Nether- 
land, and  in  the  Islands  of  Curajao,  Beunaire,  Aruba,  and  their 
de)iendencies,  and  to  afford  all  help,  countenance  and  assistance  in 
the  performance  of  these  things,  as  We  have  found  the  same  to  be 
for  the  advantage  of  tlie  Company.

JOURNAL  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND. 
Written  in  the  years  I64I,  I6i£.  I643,  1644,  I645  and  JG46. 

Brief  Description  of  New  Nelkerlatid. 
New  Nktherland,  so  called  because  it  was  first  frequented  and 
peopled  by  the  free  Netherlanders,  is  a  province  in  the  most  north- 
erly part  of  America,  situate  between  N.  England  (which  hounds  it 
on  the  N.  E.  side)  and  Virginia,  lying  to  the  S.  W.  Its  entire 
length  is  washed  by  the  ocean  and  has  a  clean  sandy  beach  resem- 
bling very  much  that  of  Flanders  or  Holland.having,  except  the 
rivers,  few  hays  or  harbors  for  slaps.    The  air  is  very  temperate,  in- 
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dining  to  dryneas,  hettlthly,  little  subject  to  sickness.  TIib  four 
seasons  of  the  year  are  about  as  in  Fiunce  or  the  Netlierlauds ;  the 
difference  being,  the  spring  is  shorter,  because  it  begins  later;  the 
summer  is  hotter,  because  it  comes  on  more  suddenly ;  the  autumn 
is  long  and  very  pleasant ;  the  winter  cold  and  liable  to  miieh  snow. 
Two  winds  ordinarily  prevail,  the  N.  W.  in  winter,  and  the  S.  \V. 
in  summer;  the  other  winds  are  not  common;  the  N.  W.  corre- 
sponds with  our  N.  E.,  because  it  blows  across  the  country  from 
the  cold  point,  like  our  N.  E.  The  S.  W.  is  dry  and  hot  tike  our  S. 
E.,  because  it  comes  from  the  warm  countries ;  the  N .  E.  is  cold 
and  wet  like  our  S.  W.,  for  similar  reasons.  The  aspect  of  the 
country  is  very  like  that  of  France;  the  land  la  reasonably  high 
and  level,  to  wit,  along  the  coast,  broken  by  small  hills  which  are 
rocky  and  unfit  for  cultivation ;  further  in  the  interior  are  jtretty 
high  mountains,  exhibiting  generally  strong  indications  of  miner- 
als; between  those  mountains  flow  a  gi'eat  number  of  small  streams; 
there  are  even  in  places,  some,  but  not  many,  lofty  mountains  of 
extraordinary  height ;  in  fertility,  the  country  falls  behind  no  prov- 
ince in  Europe  both  as  to  excellence  and  cleanness  of  fruits  and 
seeds.  There  are  three  principal  rivers,  namely :  the  Fresh,  the 
Mauritius,  and  the  Sjouth  rivers ;  all  three  reasonably  wide  and 
deep,  adapted  to  the  navigation  of  large  ships  twenty-five  leagues 
up,  and  of  common  sloops  even  unto  the  falls ;  a  canal  extends  from 
the  river  Mauritius  to  beyond  the  Freeh  river,  and  forms  an  island 
forty  leagues  in  length,  called  Long  Island.  This  is  the  ordinary 
passage  from  N.  England  to  Virginia,  having  on  both  sides  many 
harbors  for  anchorage,  so  that  people  make  no  ditficulty  about  navi- 
gating it  in  winter.  The  country  is  for  the  most  part  covered  with 
trees,  except  a  few  ^-alleys  and  some  large  flats,  seven  or  eight 
leagues  and  less  in  extent ;  the  trees  conslet  as  in  Europe,  of  oak, 
hickor>-,  chestnut,  vines.  The  animals  also  are  of  the  same  species 
as  ours,  except  lions  and  some  other  strange  beasts ;  many  liears, 
abundance  of  wolves,  which  harm  nothing  but  small  cattle.  Elks 
and  deer  in  vast  numl>ers,  foxes,  beavers,  otters,  minx,  and  such 
like.  The  fowls  which  are  natural  to  the  country  are  turkeys,  like 
ours,  swans,  geese  of  three  sorts,  ducks,  teals,  cranes,  herons,  bit- 
terns; two  sorts  of  partidges,  four  sorts  of  heath  fowl  or  pheasants. 
The  river  fish  is  like  that  of  Europe,  namely :  carp,  sturgeon,  sal- 
mon, pike,  perch,  roach,  eel,  etc.  In  the  salt  waters  are  found  cod, 
Bhelllish,  herring,  and  so  forth;  also  abundance  of  oysters  and  mus- 
cles. 

Thelndiansareof  ordinary  stature,  strong  and  broad  shouldered; 
olivecolor,lightandnimbleof  foot, subtle  indisposition, of  few  words, 
which  they  previously  well  consider ;  hypocritical,  treacherous,  vin- 
dictive, brave  and  pertinacious  in  self  defence ;  in  time  of  need,  reso* 
lute  to  die.     They  seem  to  despise  all  the  torments  that  mat  be 
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infli<'ted  on  them,  and  do  not  utter  a  sinitle  moan,  they  go  almost 
naked,  except  a  flap  which  haiiga  before  their  nakedness,  and  on 
their  shoulders  a  deer  skin,  or  a  mantle,  a  fathom  square,  of  woven 
turkey  feathers,  or  of  t>eltrie8  sewed  together ;  they  make  use  now 
generally  of  blue  or  red  (dnffeb).  in  consequence  of  the  frequent 
visits  of  the  Christians.  In  winter  they  make  shoes  of  deer  skin, 
manufactured  after  their  fashion.  Except  their  cliiefs,  they  liave 
generally  but  one  wife  whom  tliey  frequently  change  according  to 
caprice;  siie  must  do  all  ttie  work,  plant  corn  and  cut  wood,  and  at- 
tend to  whatever  else  is  to  be  done.  The  Indians  are  divided  into 
various  nations.  They  differ  even  in  language,  which  would  be  al- 
together too  long  to  be  related  in  this  brief  space.  They  dwell  to- 
gether, mostly  from  friendship,  in  tribes  commanded  by  a  chief, 
who  is  the  General,  and  usually  called  ^Sackema ;  he  does  not  possess 
much  authority  and  but  little  distinction,  unless  in  their  dances  and 
other  ceremonies.  They  have  hardly  any  knowledge  of  God ;  no 
Divine  Worship,  no  law,  no  justice ;  the  strongest  does  wliat  he 
plea.ses,  and  the  young  men  are  masters.  Their  weapons  are  the  bow 
and  arrow,  in  the  use  of  whicti  tliey  are  wonderful  adepts.  Hunt- 
ing and  Hshlng,  in  addition  to  the  maize  which  the  women  plant, 
furnish  them  food. 

Jiy  Wham  and  How  Xew  Netherland  vas  peopled. 
The  subjects  of  the  Loi-ds  States  General,  had  frequented  this 
country  a  long  time  ago,  solely  for  the  pui-pose  of  the  fur  trade. 
Since  the  year  16^3,  tlie  Incorporated  West  India  Company  caused 
four  flirts  to  be  erected,  two  on  the  Biver  Mauritius,  and  one  on 
each  of  the  others ;  the  largest,  which  their  Honors  named  New 
Amsterdam,  stands  on  the  i)oint  formed  by  the  Mauritius  and  the 
other  river  already  mentioned  j  six  and  thirty  miles  higher  up,  is 
anotljer  fort  called  Oninge ;  that  on  the  south  river  is  named 
Nassauw,  and  tliat  on  the  Fresh  river,  the  Good  Hope,  in  which 
the  Company  hath  since  continually  maintained  garrisons.  In  the 
b^inning,  their  Honors  sent  thither  a  certain  number  uf  settlers, 
and  caused  to  be  erected  at  great  expense,  three  saw  mills,  which 
never  realized  any  profit  of  consequence,  on  account  of  their  great 
chai^ ;  a  great  deal  of  money  was  also  ex|(ended  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  country,  but  it  never  began  to  be  settled  until  everj' 
one  was  permitted  to  trade  with  the  Indians,  inasmuch  as,  up  to 
that  time,  no  one  calculated  to  remain  there  longer  than  the  expira- 
tion of  his  bounden  time,  and  therefore  did  not  apply  himself  to 
agriculture ;  yea,  even  the  Colonic  of  Renselaerswyck  was  of  little 
consequence.  But  as  soon  as  the  trade  was  oi>ened,  many  servants 
who  had  prosjwred  under  the  Company  applied  for  their  discharge, 
htiilt  houses  and  formed  plantations,  spread  themselves  far  and  wide, 
each  seeking  the  best  land,  and  to  l)e  nearest  to  tlie  Indians,  In  order 
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thna  to  trade  with  tbem  advantageously ;  others  bought  sloops  with 
which  to  sell  goods  at  the  north  and  at  the  south,  and  as  the  Di- 
rectois  gave  free  passage  from  Holland  thither,  that  also  caused 
many  to  come.  On  the  other  hand,  the  English  came  buth  from 
Virginia  and  N.  England,  on  account  of  the  good  opportunity  to 
plant  tobacco  here  ;  Aist,  divers  servants,  whose  time  had  expired  ; 
afterwards,  families,  and  finally,  entire  colonies,  having  been  forced 
to  quit  that  place,  in  order  to  enjoy  freedom  oC  conscience,  and  to 
escape  from  tlie  insupportable  government  of  Xew  England,  and  be- 
cause many  more  commodities  were  to  be  obtained  here  than  there, 
so  that  in  place  of  seim  bomcmes  and  Itno  ((i  three  plantations  which 
were  here,  Ikirti/  bouicertM  were  to  be  seen  as  well  cultivated  and 
slocked  as  in  Europe,  [and]  one  hundred  plantations  which,  in  two 
or  three  [years]  would  tiecome  regular  bouweries,  for  after  the  to- 
bacco was  out  of  the  ground,  com  was  planted  there  without  plougli- 
ing.  and  the  winter  was  employed  preparing  new  lands.  The  Eng- 
lish colonies  had  settled  imder  us  by  patent  on  equal  terms  witli  the 
others.  Each  of  these  was  in  appearance  not  less  than  one  hundred 
families  strong, exclusive  of  the  Colon ie  of  Rensselaerswyck,  which 
isprofipering,  with  that  of  MyndertMeyndertsz  andCornebsMelyn, 
who  began  first.  Also  the  Village  of  M.  Amsterdam  around  the 
fort,  one  hundred  families,  so  that  there  was  appearance  of  produc- 
ing supplies  in  a  year  for  fourteen  thousand  souls,  witliout  straight- 
ening the  country,  and  had  there  not  been  a  want  of  laborers  or 
farmservants,  twice  as  much  could  Ije  raised, considering  that  fifty 
lastsof  rye  and  fifty  lasts  of  peas  were  still  remaining  around  the  fort, 
after  a  large  quantity  had  been  burnt  and  destroyed  by  the  Indians, 
who  in  a  short  time  quickly  brought  this  country  to  nought  and  bad 
well  nigh  destroyed  this  bright  hope,  in  the  manner  following, 

7  he  Causes  and  Consequence  of  (Ae  New  Netkerland  War. 

We  have  already  stated  tliat  the  Liberty  to  trade  with  the  Indians 
was  the  cause  of  the  increase  of  population  in  N,  Netherland.  We 
shall  now  show  that  it  also  is  the  cause  of  its  ruin ;  producing  two 
opposite  effects,  and  that  not  without  reason  as  will  appear  from 
what  follows. 

This  Liberty,  then,  which  in  every  respect  was  most  gratefully  re- 
ceived ;  which  should  have  been  used  like  a  precious  gift,  was  very 
soon  perverted  to  a  great  abuse.  For  every  one  thought  ttiat  now 
was  the  acceptable  time  to  make  his  fortune ;  withdrew  himself 
from  Ills  fellow,  as  if  deeming  lum  suspected  and  the  enemy  of  his 
desire,  sought  communication  with  the  Indians  from  whom  it  ap- 
peared his  profit  was  to  be  derived,  all  contrary  to  their  High 
Mightinesses'  motto.  That  created  first,  a  division  of  power  of 
dangerous  consequence ;  then  produced  altogethertoo  much  famili- 
arity with  the  Indians,  which  in  a  short  time  brought  forth  con- 
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tempt,  usually  the  Father  of  Ilote.  For,  not  satiefled  with  merely 
taking  them  into  their  iiocises  in  the  r^ustomary  mnimer,  they  Ht- 
'  ti'AGted  tht>m  by  extraoiilinary attention,  such  aa  admitting  them  to 
Til ble,  laying  nnpkins  before  tliem,  presenting  Wine  to  thetn  and 
more  of  that  kind  of  thing,  which  tliey  did  not  receive  lihe  Eaop"3 
man,  but  iis  their  due  and  desert,  insomuch  that  they  were  not  con- 
tent, hut  began  to  liHte,  when  such  civilities  were  not  nhown  them. 
To  this  familiarity  Hnd  freedom  succeeded  another  Evil:  as  the 
cattle  usually  roamed  through  the  Woods  without  a  Ilenlsman.they 
f  i-equently  came  among  the  corn  of  the  Indians  which  was  unfenced 
on  all  aides,  committing  great  damage  (here:  this  led  to  ti*equent 
complaints  on  the  part  of  the  latter,  and,  finally,  to  I'eveiige  on  the 
cattle,  without  sparing  even  the  horses  which  were  valuable  in  the 
country.  Moreover,  many  of  our's  took  the  Indians  into  their  em-- 
ploy,  making  use  of  them  in  their  house  work ;  thus  exposing  to 
them  our  entire  circumstances ;  soon  becoming  weary  of  work,  the 
Indians  took  leg-bail  and  stole  much  more  than  the  amount  of  their 
wages.  This  Liberty  caused  still  greater  mischief:  for  the  inhab- 
itants of  Renselaerswyck,  who  were  as  many  traders  as  pei-sons, 
perceiving  that  the  Mohawks  were  craving  for  guns,  which  some  of 
them  had  already  received  from  the  English,  paying  for  each  as 
many  as  Twenty  Beavers  and  for  a  pound  of  powder  as  many  as  Ten 
to  Twelve  guilders,  came  dovm  in  greater  numliers  than  usual  where 
guns  were  plenty,  purchasing  them  at  a  fair  price,  realizing  in  this 
way  considerable  profit ;  they  afterwards  obtained  some  from  their 
Patroon  for  self  defence,  in  time  of  need,  as  we  suppose.  This  ex- 
traordinary gain  was  not  long  kept  secret,  the  traders  coming  from 
Holland  soon  got  scent  of  it,  and  from  time  to  time  brought  over 
great  quantities,  so  that  the  Mohawks  in  a  short  time  were  seen 
with  fire  locks;  powder  and  lead  in  proi)Ortion,  Four  hundred 
armed  men  knew  how  to  make  use  of  their  advantage,  especially 
against  their  enemies,  dnelllng  along  tbe  River  of  Canada,  against 
whom  they  have  now  achieved  many  proHtable  forays  where  before 
they  had  but  little  advantage ;  this  caused  them  also  to  be  resi)ected 
by  the  surrounding  Indians  even  as  &r  as  the  Sea  coast,  who  must 
generally  psiy  them  tribute,  whereas,  on  the  contrary,  they  were  for- 
merly obliged  to  contribute  to  these.  On  this  account  the  Indians 
endeavoi-ed  no  less  to  procure  Guns,  and  through  the  familiarity 
which  existed  between  them  and  our  j)eople,  began  to  solicit  the 
latter  for  guns  and  powder,  but  as  such  was  forbidden  on  pain  of 
Drath,  and  could  not  remain  secret  in  consequence  of  the  general 
conversation,  they  could  not  hn  obtained.  This,  added  to  the  pre- 
vious contempt,  greatly  augmented  the  hatred  which  stimulated 
them  to  consjiire  against  us,  beginning  first  with  insults  which  they 
everywhere  indiscreetly  uttei'eil,  railing  at  us  as  iinttrioUy  (that  ia 
to  say)  cowards— that  we  might,  hideed  be  something  on  water,but

of  no  account  on  land,  and  that  we  had  neither  n  great  Sachem  nor 
Cliiefs.    [Here  (mojhh/(»  are  wanting.] 

Iieuf  \Viti]ueschre«lc,  living  N.  E.  of  the  Inland  Manliattan,  per- 
petrated iinotlier  miu^er  in  the  house  of  all  old  man,a  wlieelwright, 
irith  whom  he  was  acquainted  (having  lieen  in  hia  sons  sci-vice) ; 
being  well  received  and  supplied  with  foo<l,  and  jvetendiiig  a  de- 
sire to  bny  something,  whilst  the  old  man  vas  taking  from  the 
chest  the  cloth  the  Indian  wanted,  the  latter  took  up  an  axe  and 
cut  his  head  off;  moreover,  plundering  the  house,  and  tlicn  ran 
away.  This  outrage  otiHgeil  the  Director  to  demand  satiMfaction 
from  the  S;vchem  who  refused  it,  Baying,  That  he  was  sony  twenty 
Christians  liad  nnt  been  murdered  and  that  this  Indian  had  only 
avpn(rp<l  the  ileath  of  his  Uncle  wlio  had  been  slain  over  one  and 
'  twenty  years  previously  by  the  Dutch.  Whereuiwn,  the  Conuuon- 
alty  were  called  together  by  the  Director  to  consider  this  affair; 
who  all  ii|)))eared  and  presently  twelve  men  delegated  from  among 
them,  answered  the  [inHiositions,  and  resolved  at  once  on  war, 
should  the  murderer  be  refused ;  that  the  attack  should  be  made  in 
the  harvest  when  the  Indians  were  htmting-,  meanwhile,  an  effort 
should  be  again  made  by  kindness  to  obtain  Justice,  which  was  ac- 
cordingly several  times  sought  for  but  in  vain. 

Ttie  time  being  come,  many  olwtaclea  arose  and  operations  were 
|)OHt|ioned  until  the  year  16i2,  when  it  was  resolved  to  avenge  the 
peqietrated  outrage.  Thereupon  spies  looked  u\>  the  Indians  who 
lay  in  tlieir  village  suspecting  nothing,  and  eighty  men  were  de- 
tailed and  sent  thither  under  the  command  of  Ensign  Ilendrick 
van  Dyck.  The  guide  being  come  with  the  troojis  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  Indian  wigwams,  lost  his  way  in  consequence  of  the 
darkness  of  the  night.  The  Ensign  became  Impatient  and  turned 
back  without  having  accomplished  any  thing.  The  jouniey,  how. 
ever,  was  not  without  effect,  for  the  Indians,  who  remarked  by  the 
trail  made  by  our  people  in  marching,  that  they  hail  narrowly  es- 
ca)ied  discovery,  sued  for  \te&ce,  which  was  gnmtert  thorn  on  condi- 
tion tliat  they  should  either  deliver  up  the  murderer  or  inflict  justice 
themselves.    This  they  promised,  but  did  not  keep  their  word. 

Snmf  weeks  after  this,  Miantenimo,  princl|ial  ijachem  of  Stoops 
Bay,  came  here  with  one  hundred  men,  piissing  through  all  the  In- 
dian Villages  soliciting  tliein  to  a  general  War  against  both  the 
English  and  the  Dntcli,  whereupon  some  of  the  neighboring  In- 
dians attempted  to  set  our  i>owder  on  fire  and  to  i>oiam  the  Director, 
or  to  enchant  him  by  their  devilry,  as  their  ill  will  was  afterwards 
matle  manifest  as  well  in  fact  as  by  reiwrt.  Tliosc-  of  llackingsack, 
otherwise  called  Achter  Col,  had,  with  their  neighbors,  kille<l  an 
Englishman,  a  servant  of  one  David  Pietersz.,  and  a  few  days  after 
shot  dea<l,  in  an  equally  treacherous  manner,  a  Dutchman  who  sat 
rooBng  a  house  in  the  Colonic  of  Myndert  Meyndertz,  having  set-

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lied  there  against  the  udria  of  the  DtrecUir  and  tlte  kUI  of  the  Jiuliaus, 
and  liad  caiiaed,  by  the  continual  damage  the  cattle  comniitteil,  uo 
little  disiiatisfiiction  to  tlie  Indians,  and  contributed  Kreatly  to  the 
W»r.  The  Commonalty  began  then  to  be  afraid,  and  not  witbout 
reason,  having  the  Indians  daily  in  tbeir  bouses.  The  murderers 
were  fi-equently  demanded,  either  living  or  dead,  even  witli  a.  pro- 
mise of  I'ewanl ;  a  scoffing  answer  was  always  returned  by  the  In- 
dians, who  laughed  at  us.  Finally,  the  Commonalty.  M^riuuxly 
distrusting  the  Director,  susi^cting  bim  of  conniving  witli  the 
Indians,  that  an  attempt  was  making  to  sell  Cbristtan  blood,  and 
resolved,  that  tbe  will  of  the  entire  Commonalty  was  surrendered 
to  him,  inasmucb  as  he  would  not  avenge  blood,  tbey  would  do  it, 
be  the  consequence  what  it  may.  Tlje  Director  hereupon  advised 
Facbam,  the  Hncbem,  who  interested  himself  in  this  matter,  wam- 
.  ing  bim  that  we  would  wait  no  longer,  inasmuch  as  satisfaction  had 
not  been  given. 

Meanwhile  God  wreaked  vengeance  on  those  of  Witquescbeck 
without  our  knowledge  tbrongb  tbe  Mahicanders  dwelling  below 
Fort  Orange,  who  slew  seventeen  of  tliem  iiiid  made  prisoners  of  r 
many  women  and  children ;  tbe  remainder  fled  through  a  deep  snow 
to  the  houses  of  the  Christians  on  and  around  the  Island  Maiibatens. 
Tliey  were  most  humanely  received,  being  half  dead  of  cold  and 
hunger,  and  supported  for  f<mrteen  days ;  even  some  of  tbe  Direc- 
tor's com  was  sent  to  tliem.  A  short  time  after,  another  juinic 
seized  the  Indians,  which  caused  them  to  lly  to  divers  places  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Dutcli.  This  opportunity  to  wreak  vengeance  for 
the  innocent  blood,  induced  some  of  the  Twelve  men  to  rei)r«fent 
to  the  Director  that  the  time  was  now  come;  whereupon,  they  re- 
ceived for  answer,  that  they  should  put  their  request  in  writing; 
which  was  done,  by  tliree,  in  tbe  name  of  all,  in  a  i)etition  to  be 
allowed  to  attack  those  of  Hackingsack,  lying  in  two  divisions — on 
the  Uanbatens  and  at  Favonia.  This  was  granted  aft«r  a  pro- 
tracted discussion,  too  long  to  be  reported  here,  so  that  the  design 
was  execute<l  that  same  night;  the  Durgliers  attacked  those  who 
lay  a  sliort  mile  from  the  fort,  and  the  Soldiers  those  of  Pavonia; 
at  which  two  i>laces  about  eighty  Indians  were  killed,  and  thirty 
were  taken  prisoners.  Next  morning,  before  the  return  uf  the 
ti'oops,  a  man  and  woman  were  shot  at  Pavonia,  who  had  come 
either  through  curiosity  to  look  at,  or  to  plunder  the  dead;  the  sol- 
diers rescued  a  young  chUd,  which  tlie  woman  bad  in  her  arms. 

Tlie  Christians  residuigon  Long  Island  also  requested  by  petition 
to  be  allowed  to  attack  and  slay  the  Indians  thei'eabout,  whicli  was 
refused ;  as  these  especially  had  done  us  no  harm  and  showed  us 
every  friendsliip.  (Yea,  had  even  voluntarily  killed  some  of  the 
Baritaus,  our  enemies,  hereinbefore  mentioned.)  Vet,  notwith- 
standing, some  Christians  attempted,  secretly  with  two  wagons,  to

gteal  maize  from  these  Indiana;  which,  they  i>erceiving,  endeavored 
to  prevent;  tliereuiion  three  Indians  were  shot  dead;  two  lionses 
standing  opposite  the  fort,  were  in  return  forthwith  set  on  fire. 
The  I>irector  knowing  nought  of  this,  sent  at  once  some  person  to 
inquire  the  reason.  The  Indians  showing  tliemselve^  afar  off,  called 
out — Be  ye  our  friends  ?  Ye  are  mere  corn  stealers— making  them 
also  ^larties.  This  induced  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  burnt 
houses  to  upbraid,  therewitti,  one  Maryn  AdrJaenzen,  who,  at  his 
own  request,  had  led  the  freeman  in  the  attack  on  the  Indians,  and 
who,  being  reinforced  by  an  Engllsli  troop,  had  afterwards  uiider- 
taiceD  two  bootless  exiieditions  in  tlie  open  field.  Imagimng  that 
the  Director  had  accused  him,  t)eing  one  of  the  signers  of  the  jieti- 
tion,  )ic  determined  to  revenge  himself.  With  this  resolution  he 
proceeded  to  the  Director's  house,  armed  with  a  pistol,  loaded  and 
cocked,  and  a  hanger  by  hla  side;  coming  unawares  into  the  Direc- 
tor's room,  he  presents  his  pistol  at  him,  saying,  What  devilish  lies 
art  thou  reporting  of  me '(  but  by  the  promptness  of  one  of  the  by- 
standers, the  shot  was  prevented,  and  he  arrested.  A  short  time 
after.  Marine's  man  and  another  entered  the  fort,  each  carrying  a 
loaded  gun  and  pistol — the  first  fired  at  the  Doctor,  who  having  had 
notice,  withdrew  to  his  house,  the  bullets  passed  into  the  walls 
along  side  the  door  behind  him ;  the  sentinel  firing  immediately  at 
the  fellow  who  had  discharged  hisgun,  brought  him  down.  Sliortly 
afterwards,  some  of  the  Commonalty  colleutcd  before  the  Director, 
riotously  demanding  the  prisoner;  tliey  were  answered,  that  their 
request  should  be  presented  in  order  and  in  writing;  which  was 
done  by  ai>out  ^  men,  who  asked  the  Director  to  pardon  the  crimi- 
nal. The  matter  was  referred  to  them  to  decide  conscientiously 
thereupon;  in  such  wise,  that  they  immediately  went  forth;  with- 
out hearing  parties  or  seeing  any  complaints  or  documents,  they 
etrndemn  him  in  a  fine  of  five  hundred  (juilderg,  ajtd  to  wnain  three 
months  away  from  the  Manlmlenn ;  but,  on  account  oniie  import- 
ance of  the  affair,  and  some  considerations,  it  was  resolved  to  send 
the  criminal,  with  his  trial,  to  Holland,  which  .    .   .    . 

The  winter  i»a8sed  in  this  confusion,  mingled  with  great  terror; 
the  season  came  for  driving  out  the  cattle,  which  obliged  many  to 
desire  peace.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Indians  seeing  also  that  it 
was  time  to  )>lant  maize,  were  not  less  aolicitious  for  a  cessation  of 
hostilities ;  so,  after  some  negotiation,  peace  was  concluded  in  May, 
A°  1G43,  rather  in  consequence  of  the  importunity  of  some,  than  of 
the  opinion  entertained  by  others,  that  it  would  be  durable. 

The  Indians  kept  still  after  this  i)eace,  associating  daily  with  our 
people ;  yea,  even  the  greatest  chiefs  came  to  visit  the  Director. 
Ueanwhile  Pacham.  a  crafty  man,  ran  through  all  the  villages,  urg- 
ing the  Indians  to  a  general  massacre.  Thereupon  it  happened  that 
certain  Indians  called  Wappuigers,  dwelling  gixteen  leagues  up  the 
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river,  with  whom  we  never  had  the  least  trouble,  seiwd  a  boat  com- 
ing from  Fort  Orange,  wherein  were  only  two  men,  and  full  four 
hundred  beavers.  This  great  booty  stimulated  others  to  follow  tlie 
exauiple ;  bo  tliat  they  seized  two  boats  more,  iutending  trt  overhaul 
the  fourth  also ;  from  which  tliey  were  driven,  with  a  loss  of  six  In- 
dians. Nine  Christians,  including  two  women,  were  murdered  in 
these  captured  barka;  one  woman  and  two  children  remaining 
prisoners.  The  rest  of  the  Indians,  as  soon  as  their  maize  was  ripe, 
followed  this  example;  and  through  semblance  of  selling  beavers, 
killed  an  old  man  and  woman,  leaving  another  man  with  five 
wounds,  who,  however,  fle<l  to  the  fort,  in  a  lK)at,  with  a  little  child 
in  his  arms,  which,  in  the  first  outbreak,  had  lost  father  and  mother, 
and  now  grandfather  and  grandmother:  being  thus  twice  re.  cued, 
through  God's  mereiful  blessing. from  the  hands  of  the  Indians; 
first,  when  two  years  old.  Nothing  was  now  heard  but  murders: 
roost  of  which  were  committed  under  pretense  of  coming  to  put 
Christians  on  their  guard. 

Finally,  the  Indians  took  the  field  and  attacked  the  bouweries  at 
Favonia.  Two  ships  of  war  and  a  privateer  were  here  at  the  time, 
and  saved  considerable  cattle  and  grain.  Probably  it  was  not  pos- 
sible to  prevent  tlie  destruction  of  four  bouwerlea  on  Pavonia, 
which  were  burnt ;  not  by  open  violence,  but  by  stealthily  creeping 
through  the  bush  with  fire  in  hand,  and  in  this  way  igniting  the 
roofs,  which  are  all  either  of  reed  or  straw  ;  one  covered  with  ptank 
was  preserved  at  the  time. 

The  Commonalty  were  called  together,  who  were  sore  distressed. 
They  chose  Eight,  in  the  stead  of  the  previous  Twelve,  persons  to 
aid  in  advising  what  was  best ;  but  occupied  as  each  one  was,  in 
taking  care  of  his  own,  nothing  beneficial  was  adopted  at  that  time ; 
nevertheless,  it  was  resolved  that  as  many  Englishmen  as  were  in 
the  country,  should  bo  enlisted,  who  were.  Indeed,  now  proposing 
to  dei>art;  the  third  part  of  these  were  to  be  jaid  by  the  Common- 
alty, who  so  luomised,  but  the  i»ay  did  not  follow. 

Terror  increasing  all  over  the  land,  the  Eight  men  asseml>led, 
drew  up  a  proiwsal  in  writing  wherein  they  demanded,  that  dele- 
gates should  be  sent  to  our  English  neighbors,  at  the  North,  to  re- 
quest an  auxiliary  force  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  men,  for  whose 
pay  a  bill  of  Exchange  should  be  given  for  twenty-five  thousand 
guilders;  that  N.  Netherland  should  be  mortgaged  to  tlie  English 
as  security  for  the  iiayment  thereof,  (one  of  tlie  most  influential 
among  tlie  Eight  men  had,  by  letter,  enforced  by  precedents,  pre- 
viously endeavored  to  jiersuade  tiie  Director  to  this  couifle ;  as  they 
had  resolved  to  do  a  few  days  before)  that  the  provision  destined  for 
Curasao  should  be  discharged  from  the  vessels  and  the  major  part  ol 
ttie  men  belonging  to  them  detaine<l,  and  that  tlie  ships  be  sent

away  thus  empty.  This  was  not  agreed  to,  nor  deemed  expe<lient 
bj-  tbe  Director.    [Here  four  pntieg  are  tnanling.] 

[An  expedition  was  despatched  consisting  of soldiers]  nnder 

the  command  of  the  Sergeunt ;  XL.  Burghers  nnder  Jochem  Pieter- 
sen,  their  Captain ;  XXXV.  Englishmen  under  Lieutenant  Back- 
ster;  lint  to  prevent  all  confusion,  Councillor  La  Montagne  was 
appointed  General.  Coming  to  Stateii  Island,  ttiey  marched  the 
whole  night ;  the  huts  were  found  empty  and  abandoned  by  the  In- 
dians :  they  got  5  or  6  hundred  skejiels  of  corn  and  burnt  the  re- 
mainder without  accomplishing  anything  else. 

Mayane,  a  Sachem,  residing  eight  miles  N.  E.  of  us,  between 
Greeuwieb  (that  lies  within  our  jurisdiction)  and  Stantford,  which 
is  English,  a  flerce  Indian  who,  alone,  dared  to  attack  with  bow  and 
arrows,  tliree  Christians  armed  with  guns,  one  of  whom  lie  stiot 
dead  ;  was,  whUst  engaged  with  tlie  other,  killed  by  the  third  Christ- 
ian and  bis  head  brought  hither.  It  was  then  known  and  under- 
stood, for  the  first  time,  that  lie  and  his  Indians  had  done  us  much 
injurj',  though  we  never  had  any  difference  with  Iiim.  Understand- 
ing further  that  they  lay  in  their  houses  very  quiet  and  without 
sua|>ici0D  in  the  neigbliorhood  of  the  English,  it  was  determined  to 
hunt  them  up  and  attack  them.  One  hundred  and  twenty  men 
were  sent  tliitber  nnder  the  preceding  command.  The  iieople  landed 
at  Greenwich  in  the  evening  from  three  yachts,  marched  the  entire 
night  but  could  not  find  the  Indians,  either  because  the  guide  had 
given  warning,  or  had  himself  gone  astray.  Retreat  was  made  to 
the  yachts  in  order  to  depart  as  secretly  as  jiossible ;  passing  through 
Stantford  some  Englishmen  were  encountered  who  offered  to  le^d 
ours  to  the  place  where  some  Indians  were ;  tliereupon  four  scouts 
were  sent  in  divers  directions  to  make  a  discovery,  who,  on  return- 
ing, reported  that  the  Indians  had  some  notice  of  our  people  from 
the  salute  the  Ehglishmen  fired,  but  without  any  ceitainty  ;  wliere- 
upon  five  and  twenty  of  the  bravest  men  were  at  once  commanded 
to  proceed  thither  to  the  nearest  village  with  great  diligence.  They 
made  thejoitmey,  kilting  eighteen  or  twenty  Indians,  capturing  an 
old  man,  two  women  and  some  children  to  exchange  for  ours.  The 
other  troojis,  on  reaching  the  place  immediately  in  the  yachts,  found 
the  huts  empty. 

The  o]<t  Indian,  captnred  above,  having  promised  to  lead  us  to 
Wetquescheck,  which  consisted  of  tliree  Castles,  sixty-five  men 
were  disi»tched  under  Baxter  and  Peter  Cock,  who  found  them 
empty,  though  thirty  Indians  eoukl  have  stood  against  Two  Hun- 
dred soldiers, inasmuch  as  the  castles  were  coiistnicteil  nf  plank  five 
inches  thick,  nine  feet  high,  and  braced  around  with  thick  plunk 
studded  with  portholes.  Our  people  burnt  two,reserving  the  third 
for  a  retreat.  Marching  S  or  B  leagues  further,  they  discovered 
nothing  but  a  few  huts,  which  they  could  not  sunirize  as  they 
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were  discovere<l.  They  returned,  having  killed  only  one  or  two 
Indians,  taken  some  women  and  children  prisoners  and  burnt  some 
corn.  Meanwhile,  we  were  advised  that  Fennewltz,  one  of  the  old- 
est and  most  experienced  Indians  in  the  country,  and  who,  in  the 
first  conspiracy,  had  given  the  most  dangerous  counsel,  to  wit: 
that  they  should  wait  and  not  attack  the  Dutch  until  all  suspicion 
liad  been  lulled,  and  then  divide  themselves  equally  through  the 
houses  of  the  Christians  and  slaughter  all  of  them  in  one  nii;ht; 
was  secretly  waging  war  against  us  with  his  tribe  who  killed  some 
of  our  people  and  set  fire  to  the  houses.  It  was,  therefore,  resolved 
to  send  tiiither  a  troopof  one  hundred  and  twenty  men,  the  Burgh- 
ers iu  their  Comi)aiiy,  the  English,  under  Sei^ant  Major  van  der 
Hyl,  (who,  a  few  days  previously,  had  offered  his  services  and  was 
accepted),  the  old  soldiers  under  Peter  Cock,  all  commanded  by  Mr. 
La  Montague,  to  proceed  hence  in  three  Yachts,  land  in  Scout's  Bay 
on  Long  Island,  march  towards  Heemstede,  where  there  is  an  Eng- 
lish Colonie  dependent  on  us.  Some  who  bad  been  sent  forward  in 
advance,  dexterously  killed  an  Indiau  who  was  out  as  a  spy.  Our 
force  formed  themselves  into  two  divisions.  Van  der  Hil,  with  four- 
t«eii  English  towards  the  smallest,  and  Eighty  men  towards  the 
largest  village,  named  Matsepe;  both  were  very  successful,  killing 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  men ;  one  man  of  ours  remained  ou 
the  field  and  three  were  wounded. 

Our  forces  being  returned  from  this  expedition,  Captaiu  van  der 
Hilwasdispatched  to  Stantfort  to  get  some  information  thereof  the 
Indians.  He  reported  that  the  guide  who  had  formerly  served  us 
and  had  gone  astray  in  the  night,  was  now  in  great  danger  of  his 
life  from  the  Indians,  of  whom  there  were  about  Ave  hundred  to- 
gether, and  offered  to  lead  us  there  to  prove  that  the  former  mis- 
chance was  not  his  fault.  One  hundred  and  thirty  men  w-ere 
accordingly  dispatched  under  the  aforesaid  Gen'  van  der  Hil  and 
EnsignHendrickvanDyck.  Theyembarked  in  three  yachts, lauded 
at  Greenwich,  where  they  were  obliged  to  pass  the  night  by  reason 
of  the  great  Snow  and  Storm;  in  the  morning  they  marched  N.  W. 
up  over  Stony  Hills,  over  which  some  were  obliged  to  creep.  In  the 
evening,  about  eight  o'clock,  they  came  within  a  league  of  the  In- 
dians, and  inasmuch  as  tbey  should  have  arrived  too  early  and  had 
to  cross  two  Rivers,  one  of  two  hundred  feet  wide  and  three  deep, 
and  that  the  men  could  not  aftei'wards  rest  in  consequence  of  the 
cold,  it  was  determiued  to  remain  there  until  about  ten  o'clock. 
Onlers  having  l)cen  given  as  to  the  mode  to  be  observed  in  attack- 
ing the  Indians,  the  men  marched  forward  ton'ards  the  huts,  which 
were  set  up  iu  three  rows,  street  fashion, each  Eighty  paces  in  length, 
in  alow  recessof  the  mountain, affording  complete  shelter  from  the 
N.  W.  wind.  The  moon  was  then  at  the  full  and  threw  a  sLrong 
light  against  the  mountain,  so  that  many  winters'  days  were  not 
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clearer  than  it  then  was.  On  arriving,  the  enemy  were  found  on 
the  alert  and  on  their  guard,  so  that  onr  i>eo))le  determined  to  chaifce 
and  surround  the  huts,  sword  in  hand.  The  Indians  behaved  like 
soMierM,  deployed  in  small  bands,  so  that  we  had  in  a  short  time  one 
dead  and  twelve  wounded.  They  were  likewise  so  hard  pressed  that 
it  was  imjiossible  for  one  to  escai*.  In  a  brief  s]>ace  of  time,  one 
hiiiKlre<t  and  eighty  were  counted  dead  outside  the  houses.  Pres- 
ently none  durst  come  forth,  keeping  themselves  within  the  houses, 
discharging  arrows  through  the  lioles.  The  General  seeing  that 
nothing  else  was  to  be  done,  resolved,  with  Serjeant  Major  Van 
der  Ilil,  to  set  fire  to  the  huts;  whereupon,  the  Indians  tried  every 
way  to  escape,  not  succeeding  in  whieli  they  returned  back  to  the 
flames,  preferring  to  perish  by  Are  than  to  die  by  our  hands.  What 
was  most  wonderful  is,  that  among  this  vast  collection,  of  Men, 
Women  and  Children,  not  one  was  heard  to  crj-  or  to  scream.  Ac- 
cording to  the  report  of  the  Indians  themselves,  the  number  then 
destroyed  exceeded  five  hundred.  Some  say, full  700,  among  whom 
were  also  25  Wappingers,  our  God  Itaving  collected  together  there 
the  greater  number  of  our  enemies,  to  celebrate  one  of  thtir  festi- 
vakt;  no  more  than  eight  men  in  all  escat>ed,  of  whom  even  three 
were  severely  wounded. 

The  fight  ended,  several  fires  were  built  in  consequence  of  the 
great  coid;  the  wounded,  fifteen  in  number,  were  dressed  and  senti- 
nels having  been  posted  by  the  General,  the  troops  bivouacked  there 
tor  the  remainder  of  the  night.  On  the  next  day,  the  party  set  out 
much  refreslied  in  good  order,  so  as  to  arrive  at  Stantfort  in  the 
evening.  They  marched  with  great  courage  over  that  wearisome 
mountain,  God  affording  extraordinary  strength  to  the  wounded, 
some  of  whom  were  badly  hurt;  and  came  in  the  afternoon  to  Stant- 
fort,  after  a  march  of  two  days  and  one  night,  with  little  rest. 
The  English  received  our  peo|)le  in  a  very  friendly  manner,  affording 
them  every  comfort.  In  two  days  they  reached  here.  A  thanksgiv- 
mg  was  proclaimed  on  their  arrival.    [ITie  remai'idtr  is  wanting.] 


EEPORT  OF  ANDREAS  HUDDE,  COMMISSARY  ON  THE 
DELAWARE. 

A  short  ind  failhfal  decluTatton  of  Ike  provedurts  of  John  PrinU, 
governor  of  the  Steedish  troops  on  the  South  (or  Deluware)  river,  in 
Xttti  Xetherland«,  and  of  llie  iiosseaaion  taken  by  the  Sicedee  on  the 
name  Hver,  as  it  teas  aecerlained,  on  the  Ist  November,  J645. 
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At  tbe  entrance  of  the  river,  taken  from  its  mouth  three  miles 
upwards,  on  tiie  east  shore,  is  a  fort  named  Elsenburgh,  usually 
garrisoned  with  twelve  men  commanded  by  a  lieutenant,  havii^  four 
guns,  iron  and  brass,  of  twelve  lbs.  iron,  one  pata-hooft ;  which  fort 
was  not  constructed  before,  but  hiiilt  by  the  aforesaid  John  Printz. 
a  short  wliile  after  he  arrived  on  tlie  aforesaid  river.  By  means  i>f 
this  fort  the  aforesaid  Printz  closes  the  entrance  of  the  river,  so 
that  all  vessels,  eitlier  those  arrived  from  hence,  or  other  places, 
are  com]>elled  to  cast  tlieir  anchor,  not  excepting  those  of  tlie  noble 
company  as  is  evident  from  several  yachts  comity  from  tlie  ilan- 
liattans,  which,  wishing  to  pursue  their  voyage  towanis  tlie  place 
of  their  destination  witliout  stopping  often,  were  injured  by  cannon 
balls,  and  were  in  imminent  danger  of  losing  some  of  their  crew ; 
so  that  they  must  proceed  with  small  craft  upwards  of  six  miles 
towards  the  aforesaid  Printz,  to  obtain  liis  consent  that  tiiey  may 
s  til  higher  up  the  river,  no  matter  whether  they  are  Englislinien  or 
Ketherlanders,  without  imying  any  i-egard  to  their  conimissiuns. 

Further  up  the  river  about  three  miles,  on  the  west  shore,  on  a 
creek  called  the  Minquas  creek,  so  named  as  it  runs  pretty  near  the 
Miuquas  land,  is  another  fort  named  Christina.  This  fort  lies  al>out 
a  half  mile  in  the  creek,  and  is  nearly  encircled  by  a  marsli,  except 
on  the  north-west  side,  where  it  can  be  approached  by  land.  At  its 
south-west  side  it  touches  the  kill ;  but  although  it  is  actually  in 
a  pretty  good  order,  yet  it  might  he  made  stronger.  This  fort  baa 
no  permanent  garrison,  but  otherwise  it  is  well  provideii,  and  is  the 
princiiHil  i)lace  of  trade,  in  which  the  commissary  holds  his  resi- 
dence ;  and  here  is  a  magazine  of  all  sorts  of  goods. 

This  is  the  fii-st  fort  constructed  by  the  Swedes  under  the  com- 
mand of  one  Peter  Minult,  in  ttie  year  lOSlj,  although  tiie  conii>any 
had  then  a  suiBcient  gaiTison  on  tlie  river,  and  sullicient  fortifica- 
tions, men  and  iinmiunitions  of  wai',  and  had  been  iu  possession  of 
this  coimtrj-  more  than  fourteen  years  before  this  settlement  of 
the  Swi'dcs;  Khkh  I'ltcr  Minull  seri:ed  the  Hon.  Qimpany  Uere  an 
iJirccUir. 

Somewhat  farther  on  the  same  side,  about  two  (Dutch)  miles. 
there  are  some  plantations,  whicli  are  continued  nearly  a  mile ;  but 
few  hou.sca  only  are  built,  and  these  at  considerable  distance  one 
from  the  other.  The  farthest  of  these  is  not  far  from  Tinnekonk, 
which  is  an  island,  and  is  towards  the  river  side,  securetl  by  creeks 
and  uiidi-rwood;  there  tlie  governor,  John  Printz,  keeps  his  i-esi- 
dence.  This  is  a  pretty  strong  fort,  constructed  by  laying  very 
heavy  himlock  [tfreencn]  logs  the  one  on  the  other;  but  this  fort, 
with  all  its  buildings,  was  burnt  down  on  the  5th  of  Deceml)er, 
1G45.  Farther  on,  at  the  same  side,  till  you  come  to  the  Schuylkill, 
l>eing  about  two  miles,  there  is  not  a  single  plantation,  neither  at 
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Tioiieknnk,  because  near  the  rivf  r  nothing  is  to  be  nii'l  but  under- 
wool  and  valley  laiiilH. 

In  regard  to  this  (^t-hiiylkill,  tliene  are  landH  pni-chaMftt  and  |ios- 
sesse*!  by  tlie  comimiy.  He  employed  the  coiiiimiiy's  ciinienter, 
and  coTistnicte<l  there  a  fort  on  a  veiy  convenient  «|Kit  on  an  island 
near  the  borders  of  the  kill,  which  is  from  tiu!  west  side  st^eiired  by 
another  ei-cek,  and  from  the  south-Houlh-east  and  east  xides  witli 
underwoo<l  and  valley  lands.  It  kiys  about  the  distance  of  a  gun- 
shot in  the  kill.  On  the  foutli  side  of  this  kill,  on  the  siiioe  island, 
beautiful  corn  is  raised.  This  fort  eaiiniit,  in  any  manner  what- 
ever, obtaiu  any  enntrol  on  the  river,  but  it  hiis  the  coiimiund  over 
the  wliole  creek,  while  this  kill  or  ertek  i»  the  only  remaining  ave- 
nue for  trade  with  the  Alinqiuis,  and  without  thiM  trade  the  river 
is  of  little  value. 

At  a  little  distance  from  this  fort  was  a  creek  to  llie  farthest  dis- 
tant woimI,  which  place  is  named  Kinsessing  by  the  saviijjes,  which 
was  1>ef<>re  a  certain  and  invariable  resort  for  trade  with  the  MIn- 
qiUM,  but  which  is  now  opjiosed  by  the  Swedes  having  tlieie  built  a 
strong  house.  About  half  a  mile  furtlier  iu  the  woiiils,  tiovemor 
Printz  constructed  a  mill  on  u  kill  which  nnis  in  the  sea  not  far  to 
the  ?outb  of  Matimiekonk,  and  on  this  kill  a  strong  building  jnnt 
by  in  the  path  which  lettds  to  the  Mhiqiias;  and  this  plane  is  called 
hy  the  ttavages  Kakarikunk.  So  that  no  access  to  the  Minqnas  is 
left  o|>en ;  and  he,  too,  controls  nearly  all  the  trade  of  the  siivages 
on  the  river,  as  the  greatest  iKtrt  of  them  go  a  hunting  in  that 
neigh tmurh 004),  which  they  are  not  able  to  do  without  pa-ssing  by 
his  residence. 

In  reg-.krd  to  his  foroe,  it  consists  at  utmost  of  eighly  or  ninety 
men,  freemen  as  well  as  servants,  with  whom  lie  must  garrison  all 
his  strong  places.  I  shall  not  mention  here  the  fortifications  and 
possesitious  of  the  comjiany,  as  being  sufficiently  well  known. 

Resj)ecting  the  procedures  of  the  Swedes,  when  on  the  '23il  June, 
I6Wt,  a  shallop  with  a  considerable  cargo  was  dispatched  to  me,  but 
which  was  the  property  of  individuals,  I  gave  orders  to  go  to  the 
Schuylkill  near  the  right ,  and  to  wait  there  for  the  Jlinqiuis.  When 
arTive<l  there,  Jurriaen  lllancke,  the  triwler  of  the  sliwip,  was  com- 
manded to  leave  that  spot  at  once,  as  belonging  to  the  crown ;  of 
which  I  received  notice,  when  I  directly  went  thither  with  four 
men,  to  examine  how  matters  storxi.  When  I  receive*]  there  the 
same  notice,  I  requested  tiiat  they  would  inform  their  govenmr 
that  this  place  liud  always  been  a  trading  i>lace,  and  that  thus  he 
wou]<l  act  with  discretion,  and  avoid  giving  cause  for  discord:  on 
which  the  next  day  the  minister  of  the  gos|iel  was  dcs|Hitched.  who 
dei'laretl  to  me  that  he  had  orders  that  it  the  bark  was  in  the 
Schuylkill,  he  should  compel  her  to  leave  it.  I  auswereil  him  that 
I  iiist  must  see  the  signature  and  seal  of  the  govcnior,  by  which  he 
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intetided  to  forbid  the  comiwny  to  trade  with  their  goods  in  any 
part  of  tlie  river.  1  farther  requested,  that  this  might  lie  done  with 
discretion,  and  that  the  alliauce  between  their  High  Mightinesses 
and  her  Royal  Majesty  uilglit  be  taken  in  consideration ;  wliile  I 
farther  entered  a  jiroteat  against  any  losses  and  hindrances  that 
might  t>e  tlie  natural  conseqnence.  On  which  the  aforesaid  John 
Printz  dispatched  towards  me  the  commissary  Hendrick  Hiiygen, 
with  two  of  hia  officers,  as  Carel  Jansen,  a  Finn  by  birth,  his  book- 
Iteejier,  and  Gregory  Van  Dycit,  liis  sergeant  {Kocht  meesUr),  a 
native  of  the  Hague, and  demanded  my  answer  u|>on  some  articles, 
of  whicli  I  demanded  an  answer — I  intended  to  say  a  copy — when 
I  would  answer  him  in  wi-iting.  He  replied,  he  had  no  orders  to 
do  so,  and  ttiat  he  dared  not  to  do  it.  When  I  did  give  hini,never- 
tlieless,  a  verbal  answer,  to  avoid  giving  him  any  offence,  I  did  so 
in  the  presence,  on  my  jiart,  of  Bander  Boyer,  sergeant  (wachtmeeu- 
ter),  Philip  Gemeei't,  and  Jurriaen  Blaucke,  all  freemen ;  and  the 
following  were  the  articles  and  answers  uj>on  these,  briefly,  as  I 
could  not  remember  the  whole,  since  they  were  read  by  them  with 
much  haste  :— 

"  Submission  by  tlie  Honorable  John  Printz,  governor  in  behalf 
of  the  crown  of  Sweden  on  the  South  river  in  New  Netherlaiid, 
communicated  by  Hendrick  Huygeii ,  commissiiry,  a  native  of  Cleef , 
Carel  Jansen, book-keeiier, by  biilh  a  Finn, and  Gi-egory  VanDyck, 
sergeant  (wachtmeester),  a  native  of  the  Hague,  of  the  following 
articles,  in  presence  of  the  alxive  named  persons  on  my  side. 

Art.  1  &  2.— On  tlie  Schuylkill,  in  what  manner  the  property  of 
it  is  ascertained  and  understood;  what  are  and  liow  far  are  ex- 
tended its  limits? 

Answer.  Tliat  the  acts  relative  to  the  division  of  tlie  limits,  are 
at  the  Manhattans,  where  he  may  obtain  correct  information. 

AiiT.  3,  4,  &  6.— Query :  If  he  ever  offended  me  or  any  of  mine 
with  words  or  deeds  ? 

Answer.  Tliat  he  left  me  and  mine  alone;  but  that  lie  offended 
ttie  comiiauy  and  afterwards  their  High  Mightinesses — in  so  far 
it  was  said  to  me  in  his  name,  that  he  would  drive  me  from  the  kill 
by  force. 

Art.  6  &  7.— That  the  Governor  had  sent  for  the  Minquas  at  the 
expense  of  the  crown,  and  that  when  they  arrived,  I  lured  them 
from  the  Schuylkill. 

Answer.  Tliat  the  Sachem  was  last  spring  with  me,  and  that  I 
defrayed  his  expenses,  and  made  a  contract  with  bin)  that  as  soon 
as  1  received  some  goods,  either  I  would  send  him  directly  a  mes- 
senger, or  tiiat  I  would  come  down,  if  1  received  any  infonnation. 

AitT.  H. — That  I  comjielled  by  force  Jurriaen  Blanck  to  sail  up 
and  fasten  his  bark  to  the  bridge. 
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Answer.'  That  he  commanded  hini  to  suit  up,  but  thut  lie  knows 
not  of  any  compulsion. 

Aht.  9.— Tliat  I  took  up  arms  without  any  juHt  cause,  and  that 
I  had  answered  upon  his  interdict,  tliat  I  would  i-eniain  there,  and 
should  see  who  woukl  be  so  daring  as  to  drive  me  away. 

Answer,  That  I  made  no  use  of  any  arms,  much  less  shewed 
any  hostile  intention  or  committed  any  act  of  hostility — but  rather 
endeavoured  to  prevent  it  without  betraying  the  privileges  of  their 
High  Mightinesses." 

The  affair  did  not  remain  at  rent  in  thi»  manner,  but  he  sent  on 
llie  1st  July  following  a  waniiug  to  Blaiicke, of  which  the  following 
is  a  copy : — 

"  My  Good  Friend  BLASCKEt  I  have  i-et-eived  again  complaints 
of  several  of  Her  Majesty's  inhabitants,  how  that  thou  art  comjielled 
with  thy  bark  contrary  to  the  letter  of  thy  commission  to  remain 
there,  under  the  pretext  that  thou  art  olJiged  to  do  so  by  Andries 
Hndde,  who  takes  care  of  the  interests  and  disposes  of  the  lauds  of 
their  High  Mightinesses  as  commissioned  by  tliem.  So  is  it,  that  I 
friendly  admonish  you,  as  soon  as  you  shall  liave  been  informed  of 
these  contents,  that  you  directly  leave  that  sjiot ;  as  your  commis- 
sion implies,  with  your  trading  vessel  in  the  Schuylkill,  seek  the 
s|K)t  where  usually  the  sloo|«  are  accustomed  to  trade — which  shall 
not  1»  prohibited;  neither  do  I  desire  that  my  subjects  sliall  be 
admitted  there,  from  resiiect  and  friendship  for  the  commander  and 
his  commissions  as  long  as  you  are  remaining  and  trading  in  the 
Schuylkill,  or  that  they  would  obstruct  your  interests.  But  if  you 
should  act  against  these  my  ordera,  and  despise  my  warning,  which 
you  are  in  duty  bound  to  ol)ey,  so  shall  your  bark  with  its  whole 
cargo,  in  conformity  with  the  orders  of  her  Royal  Majesty,  as  it  is 
stn)Ugly  expressed  in  her  Majesty's  orders— be  confiscated :  of  which 
you  may  be  fully  persuaded,  iti  case  that  you  act  against  my  orders, 
bone  at  Tinnekonk,  20  June,  1646. 

(Signed)  JOHN  PRINTZ." 

On  this  warning  Jurriaen  Blancke  departed  from  thence,  but  by 
no  means  by  my  orders,  but  through  fear  that  his  bark  and  goods 
laden  in  it  might  he  confiscated,  as  hewnaaprivateperaon,  to  whom 
it  would  be  a  very  difficult  task  to  obtain  its  recovery — more  so,  as 
it  was  not  in  my  power  to  give  him  any  security,  since  I  was  en- 
tirely ignorant  of  the  cause  of  contest  Iwtween  the  company  and 
the  Swe<ies. 

I  immediately  informed  tiie  Director  General  Kieft  of  this  event- 
viz,  on  the  12th  July;  so  too  1  communicated  to  him  how  the  trade 
with  the  M'nquas  might  be  continued,  as  it  was  the  plan  of  the 
aforesaid  Printz  and  his  associates  to  deprive  the  coini>any  and  its 
colonists  of  this  t>ene&t  by  all  means. 
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While  in  the  mean  time  I  was  c(imman<led  by  a  letter  of  the 
director-^neral  to  enquire  about  certain  miiieralH  in  this  country  ; 
BO  I  went  for  this  purpose  to  Saiikikans,  and  tried  to  penetrate  to 
the  great  falls,  where  if  the  samples  might  be  credited  there  was  a 
great  hoiw  of  success.  Now  it  hapiieneii,  that  when  I  would  i«ss 
the  lirst  fall,  a  sachem,  named  Wirakehen,  sto)>))ed  me  and  as);e(l 
where  I  would  go  i*  I  answered  him  that  I  intended  to  go  ujiward.. 
He  rei)lied,  that  tliia  was  not  permitted,  and  that  lie  wished  to 
know  why  I  came  hither— what  was  my  object  ?  He  informed  me 
at  last,  after  various  discourses,  that  tlie  Swedisli  Governor  lold 
one  Mecrkedt,  a  aacliem  residing  near  Tinnekonk,  that  we  had  an 
intention  to  build  a  house  near  the  great  falls,  and  that  in  the  v<^s- 
sels  which  were  to  be  exi>ected,  250  men  would  arrive — wliich  would 
be  sent  hither  from  the  Alan liuttans— and  would  kill  alt  the  savages 
below  on  tlie  river ;  and  that  this  fort  wiCs  to  be  garrisoned  in  tlie 
house  which  we  intended  to  build  up  the  river,  and  would  prevent 
the  savages  residing  up  the  river  to  come  to  their  assistance,  ao  that 
no  more  should  be  able  to  escajie;  and  in  proof  of  all  this  it  wits 
stated  that  we  would  first  come  up  in  a  suuill  vt!SHcl  to  visit  and 
explore  the  ai>ot,  and  that  we  would  kill  two  savagea  to  obtain  by 
it  some  pretext,  but  that  he,  Printz,  would  never  i>ermlt  it.  and 
would  certainly  expel  us  from  the  river;  and  although  I  en)|>1oyed 
diffei'ent  means  to  succeed  in  coining  up  to  the  falls,  yet  I  waa 
stopjicd  every  time,  and  always  with  the  same  objection,  so  that  I 
was  compelled  at  lengtli  to  give  it  up. 

And  as  on  the  7th  September  following  a  letter  was  delivei-ed  ine 
In  which  t  waa  imtieriously  commanded  to  purchase  some  land  fnun 
the  savages,  which  was  situated  on  the  west  sliore  al<out  a  mile  dis- 
tant from  Fort  Nassau  to  the  north,  so  I  took  ixosession  of  that 
spot  on  the  >Kh  following,  and  erected  on  it  the  amis  of  the  com- 
pany, and.  as  the  proprietor  was  not  at  home,  I  was  obliged  to  delay 
the  conclusion  of  the  purchase  till  the  25tli  of  the  same  niontli. 
After  the  purchase  was  accomplished,  the  original  jn'oprietor  went 
with  me  to  the  spot,  and  assisted  in  fixing  tlie  arms  of  the  coiniMiny 
to  a  pole,  which  was  fixed  in  the  gnnmd  on  tlie  limits.  Shortly 
after  this,  several  fr(*men  made  preparations  to  build  on  this  newly- 
acquired  possession,  almut  which  time  the  Swedish  Commissary 
Huygen  caiTied  our  arms,  which  I  had  afUxnl,  with  him  down  on 
on  the  8th  of  October,  which  as  he  said,  he  had  taken  by  order  of 
his  governor:  on  which  a  onsiderable  altfrcation  took  place,  and 
among  othei-s,  about  tlie  gieut  abuse  committed  by  his  seiK^ant 
{vacJitmetster)  and  other  Swedes  ou  the SOtli  Seittember  last,  against 
all  good  onler  and  decency,  and  after  the  guard  was  already  on 
duty— when  I  kept  him  for  sometime  In  the  guard-house  l)e«!liles  a 
severe  reproof,  and  demauded  of  his  governor  to  correct  and  pniiish 
him,  so  that  it  might  evidently  ajijiear,  that  he  had  no  share  wliat- 
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ever  in  such  &  violent  outrage,  or,  if  similar  excesses  were  again 
renewed.  I  would  directly  iulUct  puiiishmeDt  as  usually  is  done  on 
BJBiiliir  turbulent  jwrsons. 

Oil  wliicli  event  u  i>rotesl,  of  which  the  (ollowing  is  a  copy,  was 
iieUvere«l  on  the  16th  of  the  foIlowinR  month  by  order  of  the  afore- 
said John  I'ruitz,  through  two  of  his  freemen,  Oloff  Stille  aud 
Moens  Flom. 

'*  AxDiciES  IIuDDE  1 1  remind  you  again  by  this  written  wiirniiig— 
as  bi-fore  wiia  done  veibally  in  person  by  the  commissary  Ileiidiick 
Iliiygeii — that  you  will  discontinue  the  injuries  of  which  you  have 
been  guilty  against  the  Royal  Majesty  in  Sweden,  my  most  gracious 
Queeiit  aguiuut  Uer  KoyuJ  Majesty's  rights,  pretensions,  soil  and 
land,  without  showuig  the  least  respect  to  Her  Royal  Majesty's 
magnificence,  reputation  and  highness ;  and  that  you  will  do  so  no 
more,  and  then  considering  how  little  it  would  be  becoming  lier 
Royal  Majesty  to  bear  such  gross  violence,  and  what  great  disasters 
might  originate  from  it,  yea,  might  be  exjieeted.  Secondly—with 
what  reluctance,  as  I  tliink,  your  nation  or  your  mastei's  would  for 
such  a  trilte  come  in  contlict  with  Her  Royal  Majesty,  as  you  have 
no  shadow  of  right  for  this  your  gross  conduct,  particularly  for  your 
secret  and  unlanfnl  purchase  of  land  from  the  savages,  by  which 
you  evidently  betrayed  your  conviction  of  the  justice,  equity  and 
antiquity  of  your  preteusive  claims,  of  which  you  so  loudly  boasted, 
and  wliieii  by  tbis  purchase  have  been  brought  to  hght;  shewing 
clearly  that  you  had  no  shadow  of  right  to  that  place,  of  which  ye 
liave  taken  possession,  no  more  tlian  to  others  on  this  river  which 
you  now  claim,  iu  which  however  you  was  never  molested  by  Her 
Majesty  or  her  Plenipotentiaries;  neither  was  it  ever  attempted  by 
them  to  uiidennine  you  iu  a  sinister  way ;  aU  this  I  can  freely  bring 
forward  in  my  defence,  to  excul|iate  me  from  all  future  calamities, 
of  which  we  give  you  a  waroingand  place  it  to  your  account.  Dated 
N.  Gothenburg,  30  Sept.  1640."  Below  in  the  margin  was  the  fol- 
lowhig:  "The  onleis,  to  which  you  appeal,  may  very  well  have 
been  occasioned  by  unjust  and  unfair  reports,  and  it  would  well 
become  you  to  send  him  correct  information  of  this  whole  transac- 
tion, iis  you  were  present  on  tlie  spot. 

JOHN  PRINTZ." 
As  I  was  obliged  to  go  up  the  river  on  the  next  day  to  take  care 
of  some  very  ui^ent  business,  I  was  informed  at  my  return  that  the 
Swedish  governor  had  forbidden  his  subjects  to  enter  into  any  trans- 
actions with  our  i)eople,  which  is  often  put  in  practice  by  professed 
enemies,  but  never  was  adopted  by  allies  the  one  against  the  other ; 
and  as  I  then  was  farther  informed  that  the  Swede  found  fault  with 
me  because  I  did  not  send  him  an  answer  to  his  protest,  I  wrote  the 
following  protest,  which  I  sent  him  on  the  23d  of  October,  by  the

"  To  the  noble  g<n-trnor  De  J'eer  John  Printx — 

Sir  Governor  I  On  the  evetiiiiR  of  the  16th  Inst.  Hih  novo,  was 
delivered  to  me  an  actbyOloff  StiUe  mid  MoensFlom,  dated  on  the 
80th  September,  s/ito  vtteri,  by  which  your  Honour  warns  me  to 
desist  from  any  injuries  which  I  should  have  duue  or  committed 
E^inst  the  lands  of  her  Royal  MajOKty  of  Sweden,  which  however 
remain  yet  unknown  to  nie  till  this  moment;  and  if  your  Houour 
liad  condescended  to  explain  wherein  these  consisted,  I  should  not 
have  liesitated  to  alter  my  course,  if  yon  Honour's  insinuations  liad 
been  correct,  as  I  am  entirely  ignorant  that  I  liave  left  undone  any- 
thing which  might  have  a  tendency  to  the  preservation  of  our 
mutual  intercourse,  much  less  that  I  should  have  committed  any 
act  of  gross  violence.  I  purchRsed  tlie  land  not  in  a  clandestine 
manner,  neither  unjustly,  except  that  your  Honour  calls  that  a 
clandestine  manner  which  is  not  performed  with  your  Honour's 
knowledge.  I  purchased  It  from  the  real  owner.  If  he  sold  that 
land  previously  to  your  Honour,  then  he  imposed  u))ou  me  shame- 
fully. The  place  which  we  possess,  we  jjossesa  in  deed,  in  Just 
property,  perhaps  before  the  name  of  the  South  river  was  heard  of 
in  Sweden.  I  cannot  say,  certainly  I  am  ignorant,  if  my  lord  ajid 
master  has  lieen  unjustly  informed— only  that  I  explained  to  him  the 
whole  transaction  in  truth  and  justice,  and  so  I  will  continue  U>  do 
by  the  first  o)jportunity  that  I  may  obtain,  and  transmit  to  him 
your  act  with  this  my  answer  upon  it,  to  be  further  informed  by 
him  what  he  may  think  proper  to  command,  and  wliat  I  shall  be 
obliged  to  execute ;  and  whereas  your  commissary  coming  down  on 
the  8th  instant,  had  taken  off  the  arms  which  I  hung  up  on  the 
purchased  lands,  tearing  them  down  in  an  insolent  and  hostile 
manner  with  these  threatening  words—"  that  although  it  had  been 
the  colours  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  that  were  lioisted  there,  tie 
would  have  thrown  these  too  under  his  feet ; "  besides  many  bloody 
menaces,  which  have  been  reported  to  me  from  time  to  time,  which 
can  have  no  other  tendency  than  to  cause  great  calamities;  and 
whereas  this  not  only  concerns  my  nation  and  masters,  but  is  na 
infringement  on  the  autliority  of  tlieir  High  Mightinesses  the 
States  General,  and  that  of  his  Highness  the  Prince  of  Orange, 
and  so  too  of  that  noble  Director,  which  is  insulted  by  it — so  is  it, 
that  I  am  comt^elled  against  my  will  to  send  your  Honour  this  an- 
swer, by  which  I  must  protest  before  God  and  the  whole  world: 
as  also  I  protest  by  this  that  I  am  innocent  of  all  the  disasters, 
difflculties,  losses,  and  what  further  might  follow  from  these  pro- 
cedures, or  wiiich  might  originate  from  tiiem.  but  that  to  the 
contrary  I  performed  every  thing,  and  endeavoured  to  employ  all

means, bj  wliiclia  good  cnri'espondence and  rniitiial  liarmnnj  miglit 
be  promoted— so  as  I  deem  myself  obliged  to  do,  in  so  far  us  my 
lionoiirand  oath  shall  permit  it— Hnd  I  will  cjonflde  that  it  is  yoiir 
Honour's  intention  to  act  in  the  same  manner— at  leant  from  the 
consideration  that  we  wlio  are  Uliristians  will  not  place  oni-selves 
as  a  stumbliiig-hloclc  or  langhing-stock  to  those  savage  tieathena, 
nhicl)  I  trust,  that  shall  remain  ho,  aa  it  is  by  your  affectionate

On  the  South  river  in  New  Netherlands,  October  22d,  ltt46." 

When  tiie sergeant  returned,  he  reported— that  as  soon  aa  he  ar- 
rived at  the  governor's,  who  stood  bt'fore  his  door,  he  wisheil  him  a 
Rood  morning,  and  said  further  I  bring  you  a  gi-eeting  from  the 
Commissary  iliidde,  who  sends  you  this  act  in  answer  to  yours; 
when  he,  John  Printz,  took  it  from  his  hand,  and  threw  it  towards 
one  of  his  attendants  who  stood  near  him,  saying — "there,  take 
care  of  it."  The  other  picked  it  up  from  the  ground,  and  to<)kcai'e 
o(  it.  The  governor  then  departed  to  meet  some  Englislmien  just 
aTived  from  New  England ;  after  some  interval  the  sergeant  askeil 
to  see  the  governor  to  obtiiin  an  answer;  but  notwithstanding  he 
tame  there  in  the  discharge  ot  his  dnty,  he  nevertheless  was  thrown 
out  of  doors,  the  governor  taking  a  gun  in  his  hand  from  the  wall 
to  shoot  him  as  he  fmmtined.but  was  prevented  from  leaving  his 

And  whereas  the  aforsesaid  governor  John  Printz  leaves  nothing 
untried  to  render  us  suspected,  as  well  among  the  savases  as  among 
the  Christians— yea,  often  is  conniving  when  the  aubjocts  of  tlie 
company,  as  well  freemen  as  servants,  when  aiTiving  at  t'!C  iiliice 
where  he  reaidea,  are  in  n  most  unreasonable  manner  abused,  so  tliat 
they  are  often,  on  returning  liome,  bloody  and  bruised — so  many 
examples  are  at  hand  for  a  similar  treatment  by  the  savages — and 
more  particularly  so  from  the  Amiewsick  savjiges  who  endeavoured 
to  surprise  us  on  the  12tli  May,  16-17,  at  noon,  althongh  it  was  ren- 
drert  void  by  God's  mercy  and  correct  informations,  and  through  a 
misunderstanding  amongst  them — and  as  he  openly  dec)ar<>s  tijat 
the  company  has  no  right  whatever  on  this  river,  and  tliat  he  i>ur- 
chased  the  land  in  behalf  of  the  crown  of  Sweden ;  so  iis  to  the 
Minquas  land,  that  the  company  could  not  trust  on  their  old  unin- 
terrupted possession — tttiit  tlu  devil  iwts  tke  oldest  possfsmir  of  hell, 
IM  ihnt  he  B(nnftimen  ndmitteil  a  younger  one— so  as  he  openly  de- 
clared at  his  own  table  on  the  3d  June,  1647,  in  my  presence  and  that 
ot  my  wife,  with  many  other  equally  vulgar  expressions  starving 
and  intended  for  the  same  purpose ;  but — and  what  is  worse — he 
made  it  openly  manifest  by  stubborn  deeds— more  particularly  by 
enclosing  the  river,  so  that  no  vessel  can  enter  it  on  any  account 
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except  with  lita  previous  consent,  notwithatandiD);  they  mny  iiHve 
be«n  pi'oviOi'd  with  the  most  respcutiitilc  commissions,  by  which 
doing  he  not  ojily  greatly  iiijuits  the  fifcnien,  but  retanis  tlieir 
jouiiiey,  to  their  great  loss.  He  fartlier  Ju  tliis  manner  shametiilly 
vilifies  their  High  Mightinesses  by  denying  tiiem  their  due  res[iect— 
despising  and  treating  as  frivolous  and  instguificant  tlie  commis- 
sions lu  virtue  of  tlieic  High  Mightinesses'  plenitude  of  iwwer, 
gi-auteil  i[i  tlieir  name  by  t  itir  Director  General  to  the  freemen. 
And  whereas  tliese  freemen  have  repeatedly  complained  to  me,  yet 
ii  was  not  in  my  power  to  afford  them  any  relief,  except— what  I 
often  did— by  renewing  my  ren)onstrance8 ;  so  is  it  at  last,  that 
several  f leem^  n,  lying  liere  at  anchor,  came  to  me  on  ttie  29th  July 
last,  and  humbly  solicited  tliat  I  wuuld  prepare  and  present  in  their 
behalf  ii  request  to  the  Director  Generul,  Peter  Stuy  vesant,  petitlou- 
ing  relief  from  the  liindrances  which  tlu  y  met  with. 

This  I  effected  and  transmitted  the  iitrtitioii ;  when,  on  the  15th 
of  August,  was  delivered  to  me  a  protest  of  tlie  aforesaid  Peter 
Stuyvesant  on  the  same  tr.msaction.  which  I  delivei-di  on  the  ITth 
instant  to  Governor  Pnntz,  and  received  for  answer,  thut  he  would 
answer  him  in  wiiting.  As  I  obtained  by  his  letter  iiermission  to 
come  thither,  so  I  went  and  arrived  uii  the  Tth  of  December  at 
Manhattans,  where  I  delivered  to  the  aforesaid  director  the  written 
answer  of  Governor  Printz. 

It  hapiiened  in  the  mean  time,  during  tiiis  winter,  in  thebegiiniing 
of  the  year,  that  on  the  evening  of  tiie  2d  of  April,  1648,  a  vessel 
aiTived  from  below,  with  a  mlioveT  sail,  without  colours,  so  that  I 
was  doubtful,  as  not  knowing  frem  where  it  came  or  what  it  was : 
whereon  1  oi-dered  a  gun  to  be  fired  over  it,  but  it  pui-sued  its 
course.  I  oixlered  a  gun  to  belired  the  second  time,  but  it  was  not 
more  minded  than  at  tlie  first  timo-~whereon  I  despatcbe<l  dii-ectly 
eight  men  in  its  pursuit ;  but  as  tlie  wind  was  fair,  and  the  weather 
vei7  hazy,  and  besides  very  dari,  tliey  could  not  reach  it ;  but  after 
two  or  three  days,  I  discovered  tliat  it  was  the  Swedish  liark ;  which 
again  descending  tliC  dver,  I  asked  the  skipper  by  what  cause  he 
passed  the  fort  wlUi  a  doorgenekoteit  steugel,  without  showing  his 
coloura,  by  which  it  might  be  known  who  his  master  was,  though 
he  had  tlie  colours  with  him,  as  was  evident  since  they  were  now 
flying;  he  answered  very  contemptuously,  that  if  he  luid  known 
that  this  would  have  come  in  consideration,  be  would  not  have  done 
it  now,  but  that  lie  should  certainly  do  so  iu  future,  if  it  was  to 
irritate  and  as  a  mark  of  his  contempt— on  which  I  delivered  to  him 
the  following  act  for  liis  Governor,  of  which  this  is  a  copy. 
"  A'o6(e  and  ralitint  Jnkn  Frintz :  — 

Whereas  your  shallop  on  the  M  instant,  towards  evening,  sailed 
by  the  fort,  and  contniry  to  custom  hath  lowei'ed  his  colours  before 
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it  arrived  near  Fort  Nassau,  and  passed  without  shewing  his  colours, 
by  which  it  could  be  Hscertainwl  who  was  his  master,  contrary  to 
our  arrangemeiiU,  which  you  approved,  viz.  that  our  vesselscoming 
in  the  river,  are  to  stop  near  the  forts,  even  when  it  is  sufficiently 
kDOWD  from  where  tliey  come,  so  that  neither  your  subjects  nor 
ours  might  be  exposed  to  any  mishap :  while  it  was  to  be  feared 
that  otherwise,  under  this  cover,  one  or  other  foreign  nation,  to 
our  great  injury,  might  pass  by.  Wherefore  I  can  not  withhold  my 
deep  surprise  with  wliat  object  in  view  your  Honour  permitted  this 
ve^el  to  pass  by  the  fort  under  such  a  disguise.  As  far  aa  I  can 
judge,  and  considering  what  in  such  case  might  and  ought  to  be 
done  against  others  arriving  here  without  orders,  it  is  certainly  not 
the  right  course  to  cultivate  a  goo  1  understanding  between  neigh-: 
hours,  but  it  rather  produces  roiauoderstanding,  which  I  could  not 
have  expected  to  have  met  with.  I  will  in  future  in  a  similar  ciise 
not  neglect  wliat  my  duty,  U>  maintain  the  due  respect  towards 
their  High  Mightinesses  and  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  rights 
and  immunities  of  my  lonls  and  masters,  requires  of  me ;  wiiere- 
fore  I  earnestly  solicit,  that  your  Honour  shall  prevent  it  in  future— 
as  by  a  contrary  conduct  I  should  be  compelled,  whenever  any 
difficnlties  from  it  might  arise,  in  Ijehalf  of  my  own  innocence,  to 
enter  my  protest— more  so,  as  the  skipper,  Claert  Huygen,  had  the 
effrontery  to  boast,  that  he  only  acted  so  to  insult  me,  and  that  ho 
should  regret  it  if  he  did  otherwise  in  the  future.    Farewell.

As  I  was  informed  during  the  whole  winter  that  the  Swedes 
brought  together  a  large  quantity  of  logs  {greene),  and  tliat  already 
a  great  number  has  l>een  carried  to  the  Schuylkill,  which  made  me 
apprehend,  that  the  governor  had  an  intention  to  construct  some 
buildings  near  the  place  where  the  vessels  are  now  usually  laying  at 
anchor;  and  aa  these  trading  as  before  had  been  driven  from 
Kiusessing,  and  we  cannot  otherwise  approach  the  large  woods  to 
trade  with  the  Minquas,  by  which  consequently  this  trade  being 
lost  to  us,  the  possession  of  this  river,  aa  I  well  observed  before, 
would  deserve  very  little  consideration  ;  wherefore  I  dared  not  to 
withhold  this  communication,  more  ao  as  I  had  no  orders  with  re- 
gard to  its  preservation ,  so  that  I  now  wait  for  the  orders,  what  to 
do  in  case  the  Swede  might  build,  and  again  might  take  possession 
of  some  yet  unoccupied  places,  in  which  case  I  should  humbly  pi-o- 
pose  to  take  possession  of  the  tract  of  land  nearest  to  him  in  the 
name  of  the  company.  It  hapjwned  now  that  on  the  fourth  of  the 
same  month,  some  of  the  sachems  came  to  me  from  the  savages  of 
Passayonk,  who  asked  me  why  I  did  not  build  on  the  Schuylkill; 
that  the  Swedes  had  already  there  some  buildings  constructed.  On 
which  I  made  lui  inquiry  about  it  the  next  day,  and  receiving 
&-VOL.  V. 
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correct  information  with  regard  to  the  anticipation  by  the  Swede, 
and  particularly  so  with  regiird  to  some  places  of  the  liighest  im- 
portiince ;  I  directly  prepared  myself  tu  build  near  the  place,  and 
went  thither  on  the  2Tth  next,  with  tlie  must  necessary  timl>er, 
calling  then  without  delay  for  the  sachems,  and  stated  to  them  that 
at  present  I  came  there  with  the  int«nli()n  to  build  on  that  spot 
which  they  had  granted  me.  On  which  they  sent  an  errand  to  the 
Swedes,  who  lived  there  already,  and  commanded  him  to  depart 
from  thence,  iusinuating  that  they  had  taken  possession  of  that 
spot  in  a  clandestine  way,  and  that  against  tlieir  will,  and  that  they 
bad  made  a  cession  for  the  present  to  me ;  that  I  too  should  build 
there;  on  which  two  of  the  principal  sachems,  as  Maart^Hoock 
and  Wissemenets,  planted  there  with  their  own  liands  the  colours 
of  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  ordered  that  I  should  fire  a  gun  three 
times,  as  a  mark  that  I  had  taken  possession. 

This  was  effected,  and  then  we  raised  the  house  in  the  presence 
of  the  cliiefs.  Towards  evening  tlie  Swedish  commissar>-  arrived 
there  with  seven  or  eight  men,  and  asked  me  with  whose  permission 
or  order  I  did  raise  tiiat  building.  I  answered,  by  orders  of  my 
masters,  and  with  the  previous  consent  of  the  savages;  then  jmus- 
ing  a  little,  he  asked  me  further,  it  I  had  it  in  my  power  to  show 
an  act,  that  I  did  so  by  oi-der  of  my  m^mter,  and  not  on  letters  of 
some  freemen  ?  I  answered  yea;  that  I  was  ready  to  produce  it, 
after  he  should  have  delivered  me  an  act,  by  wliose  orders  be  made 
such  a  demand.  In  the  mean  time,  the  sacliems  siiid  to  Hendrick 
Huygen  and  bis  company,  that  they  should  grant  us  that  tract  of 
land,  and  that  we  would  settle  there ;  and  asked  by  whose  orders 
they  (Swedes)  did  erect  huildings  there  y—if  it  was  not  enough, 
that  they  were  already  in  possession  of  Matennekonk,  the  Schuyl- 
kill, Einsesslng,  Kakanken,  Uiihind,  and  other  places  possessed  by 
the  Swedes,  all  which  they  had  stolen  from  them  ?  that  Menne- 
wit  now  about  eleven  years  past,  had  no  more  than  six  soudl  tr:iets 
of  land  ui>on  Fagliaghacking,  purchased  to  plant  there  some 
tobacco,  of  whicli  tlie  natives,  in  jcratitude,  should  enjoy  the  half  of 
tiie  produce.  If  they  coming  to  them  (pointing  at  the  Swedes) 
should  be  permitted,  when  purehasing  a  tract  of  land,  to  take  the 
next  adjoining  to  it,  as  the  Swedes  had  done  here  on  the  river,  and 
yet  continued  to  do,  that  they  were  greatly  surprised,  indeed,  that 
they  (the  Swedes)  would  prescribe  laws  to  them,  who  were  the 
original  and  natural  proprietors  of  the  land,  even  as  if  they  might 
not  do  with  their  own  what  they  wished;  that  they  (the  SwetlesJ 
arrived  only  lately  on  the  river,  and  had  taken  already  so  much 
land  from  HiAi,  which  they  actually  settled,  while  we,  pointing  at 
us,  never  had  taken  from  them  any  land,  although  we  had  dwelt 
hfre  and  conversed  with  them  more  than  thirty  years. 

Thus  I  continued  the  commenced  work,  surrounding  the  house 
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vith  p&lisades,  Ixwause  the  Swedes  had  destrofed  before  the  bouae 
which  the  company  possessed  on  the  ^k:buylkill,  and  built  a  fort  in 
its  place,  and  they  might  do  pierhapa  the  same  here.  While  we  thus 
were  at  work,  arrives  Moeus  Klingo,  lieutenant  at  the  fort  on  the 
Schuylkill,  with  twenty-four  men  fully  armed,  with  cliarfted  mus- 
kets, and  bearing  maces,  marching  in  ranks.  He  asked  if  we  in- 
tended to  finish  that  work,  and  if  we  would  proceed  with  it  'i  To 
which  I  auBwered,  what  was  commenced  must  be  finished  too. 
Upon  which  he  commanded  that  his  men  should  lay  down  their 
muakeU,  and  that  each  of  them  should  take  his  axe  iu  his  hand, 
and  cut  dowu  every  tree  which  stood  around  or  near  the  house, 
destroying  even  the  fruit  trees  which  I  had  planted  there. 

On  which  arrived  here  on  the  Tth  of  June  the  honourable  com- 
niittee  of  the  members  of  the  high  council,  L.  Van  Xiinckiagen, 
second,  and  the  honourable  La  Montagne,  to  which  honourable  men 
men  the  principal  chiefs  and  original  proprietors  made  on  the  tenth 
of  the  same  month  a  public  transfer  of  the  Schuylkill,  and 
sanctioned  the  foi'mer  purchase  to  Arent  Corst,  before  commissary 
on  the  same  Schuylkill,  and  all  the  adjoining  lands;  of  all  which 
tiieir  honours  took  a  public  and  lawful  possession. 

After  which  said  honourable  committee,  with  a  becoming  suite, 
Bailed  to  Tinnekonck,  and  were  received  there  by  the  commissary 
nuygen  and  Lieutenant  Passegay,  who  left  them  about  half  an 
bonr  in  the  open  air  and  constant  rain ;  and  after  they  were  ad- 
mitted to  an  audience,  delivered  among  others  their  solemn  protest 
against  the  aforesaid  Frintz  against  bis  illegal  possession  of  the 
Schuylkill,  on  which  he  promised  to  answer  before  their  dejiarture. 

And  as  some  freemen  solicited  that  they  might  be  permitted  to 
build,  so  were  by  their  honoui's  assigned  the  different  spots  to  them 
on  which  they  might  settle.  Upon  this  one  Hans  Jacobsen  made 
on  the  second  July  next  a  beginning  to  settle  himself  on  the  Schuyl- 
kill, which  was  prevented  by  the  Swedes,  the  son  of  the  governor 
Friniz  being  commanded  to  execute  this  exploit,  who  tried  to  com- 
pel the  aforesaid  Hans  to  break  down  wliat  he  had  ali-eiuly  raised, 
and  when  the  aforesaid  Hans  declined  to  do  so,  he  did  it  himself, 
and  burnt  the  whole,  with  the  following  menaces  "  tliat  if  he  there 
came  again  and  dared  to  build,  he  would  carry  oft  with  him  a  good 
drubbing." 

Not  better  fate  waited  one  Thomas  Braes,  who  went  thither  on 
Che  sixth  instant,  to  settle  himself  at  New  Holm,  a  certain  place  to 
which  they  had  given  this  name.  He  was  there  scarce  three  hours, 
when  the  Swedes  under  the  command  of  one  Gregory  Y^"  Dyck, 
sergeant  (uocAtmeealer),  arrived  there,  and  pulled  down,  as  before 
in  similar  cases  was  put  in  practice,  all  that  had  been  raised  by 
him,  with  a  warning  that  he  should  directly  retreat,  or  they  would 
beat  him  off.    In  this  situation  affairs  remained  for  that  time. 
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While  I  in  the  mean  time  was  commaDded  to  come  to  the  Man- 
hKtt»ns,  I  went  thither,  and  arrived  there  oa  the  eiehth  day  of 
September;  when  there  I  made  my  report  of  the  situation  of  the 
South  river,  and  delivered  further  in  writinR  what  in  my  opinion 
was  necessary  and  practicable.  At  this  time  notice  was  received 
by  land,  that  tlte  Swede  had  placed  a  Iiouse  just  before  the  fort 
Beavera  Rbeede,  by  which  the  access  to  the  fort  was  entirely  barrl- 
cH^Ioed.  As  the  winter  season  was  approaching,  I  returned  again 
on  the  5th  of  October,  with  a  few  freemen,  to  whom  were  delivered 
letters  patent,  to  settle  and  build  on  the  Scliuylkill ;  with  wliom 
toeing  arrived  on  tlie  ISth  October  in  the  South  river  of  New 
Ketlierland,  I  was  directly  informed  that  the  Swede  placed  his  best 
hope  on  the  country  of  the  Minquaa  against  the  bargain  concluded 
by  UB.  Wlierefore,  to  prevent  similar  frivolous  pretensions,  and  to 
shew  that  the  contract  was  by  no  means  broken  by  the  honourable 
ciHnmlttee,  I  sent  the  following  note  to  Hendrick  Huygens,  which 
be  might  deliver  to  his  governor :  — 

[Copy.'] 
"  HONOUBAHLE  AND  OBLIGING  GooD  Frfend  :  Accept  my  cnrd- 
ial  sanitation.  It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  was  informed  on  my  re- 
turn, that  our  fugitives  can  find  no  residence  in  the  Minquas  country, 
against  the  good  intentions  indeed  of  our  director  general,  who 
will  not  permit  that  any  thing  shall  be  undertaken  by  his  subjects 
against  our  contract,  but  he  expects  that  similar  conduct  shall  be 
holden  from  both  sides ;  and  as  I  am  certain  tliat  some  late  pro- 
ceedings must  srouse  his  suspicions,  so  I  considered  it  my  duty  to 
send  you  this  note  in  my  defence,  confident  that  on  this  point  your 
governor  will  alter  his  mind.  And  whereas  our  freemen  are  jier- 
mitted  to  follow  and  promote  their  private  concerns,  so  is  it  that 
meanwhile  one  of  the  Swedish  oflicera  named  Peter  Jochems,  in 
contempt  of  us,  tore  by  night  the  patisadoes  from  the  fort  Rheede 
with  violence  asunder,  broke  them  all  in  this  manner  in  pieces,  and 
making  use  of  the  greatest  violence,  us  well  in  words  as  deeds, 
whereon  they  renewed  their  labours,  so  that  the  whole  was  tinislied 
on  the  4th  of  Novemljer,  which  then  for  the  second  time  was  ton> 
down  the  Swedes,  wlio  broke  with  great  violence  every  piece  of 
timber— of  which  proceedings  I  transmitted  a  faithful  account  to 
the  director  general.  And  whereas  I  do  not  possess  any  otiier  arms 
but  pai>er  against  similar  procedures,  so  did  I  deem  it  necessary  to 
send  the  inclosed  protest  to  his  Honor  John  Printz."

"  Whereas  by  order  and  commission  of  our  director  general  P. 

Stuyvesant,  .Symen  Roet,  Peter  Ilarmensen,  and  Cornelius  Mannt- 

ser  were  authorized  to  build  on  the  Mast-makers  comer,  so  is  it. 
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that  tiiymen  Roet,  in  virtue  of  this  commission,  made  a  beginning 
OD  tlie  4th  of  November  to  ritise  a  house  011  the  Maat-makers 
comer,  which  waa  forbidden  liim  at  that  time  by  your  deputies; 
yet,notwith8taudingal1  his  entrtatie8,0|>ea  force  was  used  by  your 
subjects  to  destroy  bis  wotlt.  Tlie  intercession  of  tbe  peraons 
qualified  by  our  lords  and  masters  with  tlie  su peri  n tendance  of  this 
colouy  were  utterly  in  vain.  So  too  was  tlieir  remonstrance,  that 
allies  aa  we  are  ought  not  to  meet  one  .another  with  force  and  vio- 
lence, but  on  the  contrary  act  tt^ther  in  harmony  as  goocf  and  true 
coufcderates,  leaving,  if  some  disputes  did  arise,  tlieir  decision  to 
ouraupreme  sovereign,  by  which  amicable  conduct  the  undersigned 
is  willing  to  leave  the  point  in  dispute  as  it  now  is,  till  he  shall 
receive  further  orders. 

Wlien  with  the  rising  sun  they  were  warned  that  a  committee 
had  arrived,  which  consisted  of  Alexander  Boyer  and  Adrian  van 
Tienhoven,  a  warning  was  given  to  double  the  exertions,  liewing 
and  chopping  till  the  whole  was  ruined,  under  the  most  contempti- 
ble and  shameless  expressions  on  all  them  who  endeavoured  tu  ot>ey 
the  orders  of  their  mast«rs.  Proceedings,  indeed,  which  can  have 
no  other  tendency  than  to  foster  mutual  rancor  and  enmity,  being 
far  remote  from  goud  neighbourship,  which  we  in  every  event  en- 
deavoured to  cultivate,  and  carefully  avoided  what  might  give 
offence,  although  more  than  once  our  most  kind  dispositions  were 
in  a  ainater  and  malicious  manner  interpreted. 

"On  all  which  insolences  and  marks  of  disrespect  shewn  to  a  legal 
coDumiasion,  invested  with  authority  of  their  High  Mightinesses, 
and  his  highness  tbe  Prince  of  Orange,  as  well  as  that  of  our  lords 
mayors,  with  an  open  breach  of  harmony  and  friendship,  we  are 
now  compelled  to  protest,  before  God  and  the  world,  that  we  are 
innocent  of  all  the  dilBculties  which  might  arise  from  similar  pro- 
cedures, and  opeuly  declare,  that  we  from  our  side  aimed  at  notliing 
else  than  what  might  be  conducive  to  preserve  a  good  friendship, 
and  in  belialf  of  which  we  are  yet  willing  to  oblige  ourselves,  as  we 
int«nd  to  remain  your  affectionate  friend.

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A  DECLABATION  SHEWING  THE  ILLEGALITY  AMD 

UNLAWFULL  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 

PATENT  OF  MARYLAND. 


In  the  yeare  1607,  divers  preceding  discoveryea  liaveing  coDlirmed 
an  opinion  tbat  the  Countrie  of  Yii^nia  waa  fltt  for  plantatiou,  it 
pleased  God  tn  affect  the  minds  of  verie  manie  wortliiely  disi>osed 
noblemen  gentlemen  and  others,  to  conceave  It  as  a  matter  of  great 
religion  and  honor  to  undertake  the  worke  of  perfecting  a  Christian 
plantation  in  those  parts ;  whereupon  King  James  was  pleased  to 
become  the  first  founder  of  this  noble  work,  and  by  his  Letters  Pat- 
tents  from  time  to  time  renewed  and  enlarged,  granted  all  ample 
privileges  &  immunities  both  to  those  tbat  manuaged  the  business 
in  England  and  t«  those  that  went  to  Inhabite  there :  which  gave 
soe  great  an  inconragement  that  60  Earles  and  Barona  S50  {(nights 
and  600  gentlemen  and  merchants  of  primest  ranke  became  incor- 
porated and  were  originally  named  in  the  Letters  Fattents  by  the 
name  of  The  Company  of  Yii^nia,  being  a  greater  union  of  nobles 
and  commons  than  ever  concurred  in  tbat  kingdome  to  sueli  an  un- 
dertaking. But  neverthetesse  partly  by  the  natural]  difflcultyea  inci- 
dent to  all  new  plantations,  but  chiefly  tlirougb  the  unnatural]  and 
faulty  impediments  arising  by  the  crosse  agitations  of  two  powerf  uU 
factions  in  the  Comi>any,  the  worke  went  heavely  on  for  the  first  12 
yeares,  appearing  desperat  in  the  eeverall  ill  successes  thereof.  And 
though  afterwards  some  what  advanced  and  prosperous,  yett  in  the 
yeare  1021,  by  thefatallblowof  a  massaker,  it  was  almost  shattered 
to  pieces  and  brought  to  a  calamitous  condition ;  which  occasion, 
the  contrarie  faction  presently  tooke  hold  of,  in  soe  much  that  they 
eYcee<lingIy  scandalized  action,  and  cared  not  to  cast  an  aspersion 
on  the  countrie  and  on  the  whole  managem' by  that  affaire;  andtheil 
strongly  possessed  and  advised  the  then  Kinge  against  the  forme  of 
the  Companyes  government  as  consisting  of  an  excessive  numt)er  of 
CounselloL-s  and  a  confused  [wpularity,  as  being  a  nurse  of  parlia- 
mentary spiritsand  obnoxious  to  monarchical!  govemm*.  HereuiK>n 
an  order  was  made  the  8^  October  1623  at  the  Counsell  Table, 
whereby  the  Company  were  moved  to  give  their  assents  for  surrend- 
Ing  their  Pattent  and  altering  their  forme  of  goverment,  and  a  new 
one  was  proi>osed  wherein  tbe  right  and  interests  of  all  men  should 
be  preserved,  W"  order  the  Company  not  submitting  unto,  a  Quo 
Warranto  was  directed  for  the  calling  in  of  tlieir  Pattent  and  an  ad- 
vantage being  taken  upon  their  inbpleading,  the  Pattent  was  con- 
demnnl  in  Trinity  Terme  following  but  for  manie  yeares  after  noe 
iudgment  entered,  and  to  this  time  not  vacated  upon  tbe  Record  of 
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tbe  Office  of  the  Rolls,  whereby  some  that  sought  the  overthrow  of 
tlip  Lord  Baltimores  pnttcnt  for  Maryland  in  the  begiBing  of  the 
Itarlameat  in  Anno  1640  tookeout  tha  Virginia  Patten  t  i^aine  under 
tbK  Broad  Seale  of  Eiiglaml ;  tlierefore  thought  by  prime  lawyers 
nun'  to  be  unquestionably  in  force,  and  that  of  Maryland  inconsist- 
ent and  void.  Thus  in  breife  was  the  late  Comi>any  dissolved  and 
A  comtHsiOQ  given  to  divers  Lonls  and  otiiers  for  present  direction 
and  ordering  the  afliiirea  of  Virginia,  and  tliat  they  should  adviae 
touching  a  better  forme  of  gDvernmeiit  for  advanaing  &  establishing 
(he  Colony.  Then  issued  also  severall  proclamations  and  severall 
oMera  of  the  Counsel!  Table,  w*  great  asshurances  under  the  Broad 
Soiile  and  Privy  Seale  tliat  all  men  w^  the  Adventurers  and  Planters 
should  be  asahured  that  theire  rights  and  interests  should  be  con- 
servrd  and  enlargeil,  onely  alteration  made  in  point  of  govermeiit ; 
liut  both  that  comission  and  the  renewing  of  the  Companyes  charter 
expirvd,  and  all  those  procee<linges  were  delayed  by  reason  of  the  death 
of  King  James,  W'  then  suddenly  ensued.  Tlie  principall  3G0i)e  of 
(hat  Comission  was,  tliat  they  should  found  a  better  forme  of  gover- 
meiit for  the  Plantations  advancement,  and  therein  was  especially 
promised  I  he  conservation  of  every  man's  right:  intentions  worthy 
tiie  wisdome  of  soe  great  a  Prince.  But  nothinge  was  done  by  those 
Comissioners  touchinge  eitlier  of  those  ends,  nor  by  those  whose  pro- 
secution these  tilings  happined,  who  tiaving  attained  tlieire  private 
ends  of  spieene  and  proint,  upon  the  clianges  and  revolutions  of  eii- 
■tiuuig  times,  deserted  the  intei'est  of  the  Colony  and  left  her  welt- 
ring  in  her  bloud,  unsupplied  w'»  ^munition  and  armes.  In  the  heate 
of  a  difficult  wan-  with  the  In<lians,  the  bnrtlien  and  charge  whereof 
was  onely  uiidergon  by  the  remayning  planters,  who  tlius  forsaken 
by  her  former  friends,  were  constrained  both  to  light  and  worke  for 
their  lives  and  sulisistance,  and  thereby  preserved  tlie  Colony  from 
desertion,  and  at  last  restored  her  to  {teace  and  plentie.  And  then 
about  the  yeare  1633  the  Lord  Baltimore  pretending,  though  not 
tmelie  that  the  gresitest  part  of  the  countrie  was  unplanted,  procured 
that  the  aforesaid  judgement  soe  longe  delaynl  was  entered,  and  ob- 
tayned  a  Pattent  for  that  iwrte  now  called  Maryland  v^  hee  hath 
since  held  with  a  few  i>eople  and  small  adventurers,  debarring  those 
to  whome  it  jusllie  belonged,  from  planting  it  destroying  and  ruyn- 
ating  tliose  formerlie  feated  under  Virginia  at  the  lie  of  Kent,  and 
interdicting  traide  w"*  the  Indians  for  furrs,  discovered  and  begun 
by  them,  w=*  since  by  tliat  meanes  is  iiijoyed  by  tlie  Sweeds  and 
Dutch,  and  doth  bring  them  in  yearely  manie  thousand  pounds, 
vhich  trade  moiight  have  bin  solie  in  the  English  nations  hands,  )iad 
not  tlie  Lord  of  Baltimore  intenlicted  it,  seased  nil  vesaellsanddis- 
planted  theire  plantations;  w-""  Swwtlis  and  Dutch  doe  trade  for 
preat  guantities  of  gunns,  iMiwder  and  shot  w'"  our  Indians,  to  the 
tofiiU  indaiigvring  this  Colony  if  not  timely  prevented.    Such  a 
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grounde  worke  had  the  Patt«nt  of  Maryland  upoti  the  riglit€fl  and 
Inbors  of  others  &,  as  unreasonable  have  been  the  whole  proceedings 
Jt  inaiiagement  of  theire  Colony  and  iuteresta :  at  theire  first  arrival] 
siin>rizing  and  confiscating  many  vessells  w""  the  goods  of  diveis 
that  they  found  trading  w*^  the  natives  under  the  coniissious  of  Yir- 
gini»  &  professing  an  establisliment  of  the  Romish  relligion  onely, 
they  suppressed  the  poore  protestantsainougst  them,  and  carried  ou 
tlie  whole  frame  of  theire  goverment  in  tlie  Lord  Proprietors  name, 
all  their  proceedings  jiidicature  tryallsand  warrants  in  his  uame, 
power  &  dignity  and  from  him  onely;  not  the  least  mention  of  a 
King  in  all  tlieire  govennent,  to  that  purpose  forcedly  imposing 
oathes  of  fidelity  &  to  mainetaine  his  regall  jurisdictions  and  prorog- 
atives  &  dominion,  to  protect  cheifly  the  Romane  Cathotiche  religion 
in  the  free  exercise  thereof;  and  all  done  by  yearelie  instructions 
from  him  out  of  England,  as  if  hee  had  been  al»olute  Prince  and 
King.  By  all  which  it  iseosily  evident  that  the  pattent  of  Maryland 
was  grounded  on  noegoodfoundatiou,  the  King beeiugmisijifornied, 
when  in  noe  thinge  more  deeply  and  directlye  could  the  honour  and 
justice  of  his  throne  be  concerned  then  in  conferming  and  consem- 
ing  the  interest  of  soe  great  a  conjuncture  of  nobles  knights  and 
gentlemen,  and  merchants  of  primest  ranck,  who  soe  piously  and 
worthily  adventured  theire  moneys  and  expended  theire  estates  and 
paines,  whose  rights  and  interests  though  theire  Pattent  were  called 
in  for  the  time,  yett  had  received  the  moat  soleme  declarations  of 
asslturances  under  the  Broad  Seale  and  Privy  Signette,  orders  of 
Counsell,  letters  lo  the  Colony  and  by  generall  proclamation  there 
and  here  in  England,  that  it  were  impious  to  thincke  that  either  the 
then  Kinge  or  Kinge  James,  being  rightlie  informed,  would  ever 
liave  granted  such  a  imtteiit  as  this  of  Maryland  is,  being  nere  two 
third  parts  of  the  better  territory  of  Vii-giuia,  and  as  uoe  way  con- 
sistent w*  equity  and  the  honor  and  publique  faith  of  the  kingdome, 
soe  was  no  waie  in  tlie  absolute  and  regall  jioweis  asahunied  and 
executed  by  him,  agreeable  to  the  late  Monarchicall  Government  or 
the  present  authoritie  of  the  Commune-Wealth  of  England,  and 
most  injurious  to  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  noblu  Adventurers 
and  the  itaiiieful  and  iudifaticable  planters  who  had  soe  longe  con- 
served her  from  toLall  mine. 

A  shorte  and  successive  narration  of  the  moste  of  the  affoisaid 
publique  assurances  followes,  viz'. 

1.  First  by  an  order  of  the  Counsell  8  Octoh.  1623  (before  the  Law 
Warrants)  brought  to  anne  the  mindes  of  the  adventurers  and 
Planters  against  any  mistaken  feare  and  apprehension,  as  if  their 
estates  should  receive  prejudice. 

2.  And  whereas  the  Loi-ds  of  the  Counsell  were  informed  that  the 
intended  change  of  the  govennent  had  begott  a  generall  discour- 
agnient  among  the  Adventurers,  notW'^atanding  sundrie  other  de- 
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clarations  made  at  the  Board  viva  voce,  and  that  former  act  of 
Couiisell,  their  Lo""  were  pleased  by  an  order  ot  the  20'"  Octob.  1623 
to  declare  againe  that  there  was  no  other  intention,  but  onely  and 
meerelie  the  reforming  and  change  of  y'  present  goverment  and 
that  no  matt  should  receive  any  prejudice  but  have  his  estate  fullie 
and  whollie  confermed,  and  if  in  any  thinge  it  were  found  defective, 
better  to  be  secured.  Which  order  by  their  Lo"^  eomaud  was  sent 
oi-er  and  published  in  Virginia  and  tlieire  Generall  Assembly,  for 
eucouragment  of  tiie  Planters. 

la-JA.  3.  Kinge  James  was  allso  pleased  to  expresse  the  same  in 
his  comission  to  sundry  of  his  owue  Privy  Counsell  and  other  Comis- 
sioners  for  tlie  time  being,  for  the  affayres  of  Virginia  15"°  July  1624 
that  his  lutention  was  to  alter  the  Letlres  Patents  as  to  the  forme 
of  goverment,  but  w*  preservation  of  the  interests  of  every  Adven- 
turer and  Planter. 

1624.  4.  And  the  like  dechiration  of  the  Kings  intention  was 
expressed  in  the  comission  under  the  Broad  Seale  then  sent  to  S' 
Francis  Wyatt  and  the  Counsell  then  appoynted  by  his  Ma"°  to 
governe  and  dire4:t  the  affaires  and  people  in  Virginia ;  and  the  like 
hath  bin  inserted  in  all  King  Cliarles  comjssions  that  have  bin  given 
to  all  the  Governors  of  Virginia  that  have  been  since  that  time  to 
this  present.  Neither  was  there  any  alteration  of  the  orders  and 
instructions  formerly  given  by  the  Company  for  the  goverment  of 
the  Colony,  but  rather  a  confenuation  and  approbation  of  them, 
that  they  stand  in  force  to  this  dale ;  aoe  that  in  no  point  were  they 
ever  taxed  for  misgoverment. 

1625.  5,  Alaoe  then  King  Charles  by  ki$  Proclamation  13'"  May 
anno  1*  declared  that  his  aime  was  onely  to  reduce  the  goverment 
into  such  a  right  course  as  might  best  agree  w'"  tlie  forme  held  in 
the  rest  of  his  monarchy,  and  not  intended  to  Impeach  the  inteivst 
of  any  Adventurer  or  Planter. 

1626.  6.  The  Lords  of  the  Counsell  by  their  letters  dated  Oetob. 
M"  1625,  signify  that  the  Kings  pleasure  was  to  iierserve  every 
mans  perticuler  right  and  the  Planters  to  iiijoye  theire  former  priv- 
iledgKi,  w"  addition  of  other  requisite  immunities,  encouraging  also 
the  Planters  to  discoveryes  by  sea  and  land  and  to  perfect  the  trade 
of  furrs.  Which  letter  according  to  their  Lo^  cdmund  tliereiii  ex- 
pressed, was  jiublished  in  Virginia  for  their  encouragment. 

1628.  7.  Tlie  King  also  for  the  encouragment  of  the  Planters  by 
his  royal  letters  J2"'  Septemb.  1628  was  pleased  to  promise  thereby 
to  reuew  and  conferme  unto  the  Colony,  under  the  Great  Scale  of 
En^and,  theire  lands  and  priviledges  formerly  grante<l  tliem. 

1834.  8.  And  when  the  Generall  Assembly  consisting  of  tlie  Gov- 
ernor Counsell  and  Burgesses  of  the  whole  Colony  complained  to  the 
Lords  of  the  Counsell  of  the  interruption  of  theire  trade  by  the 
Lord  Bnltimorea  Deputyes,  tlieir  Lordshipes  were  jileased  by  theire 
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lettere  of  the  22*  July  16S4.  to  signifie  that  the  Plantation  of  Vir- 
ginia should  eujoy  theire  estatta  and  trades  with  the  same  free- 
domes  A  priviledges  as  tliey  did  before  the  recalling  of  their  pattent. 

By  all  which  it  appears  that  howsoever  the  goverment  could  not 
be  reduced  from  that  popular  forme  of  the  Company  in  England 
but  by  revocation  of  the  Patent  itselfe ;  yett  in  respect  of  both  the 
Kings  declarations  and  the  Lords  order,  the  Adventurers  &  Planters 
of  Virginia,  as  to  theire  rights  and  privile<Igea  according  to  the  rule 
of  equitie,  remaine  in  tlie  same  condition  as  if  noe  such  judgment 
had  bin  given. 

Obj :  But  they  often  answere  hereunto  to  this  effect,  though  not 
tniely  neither :— That  the  Lord  Baltimore  Patent  takes  in  noe  jiart 
that  the  Virginians  liad  then  planted,  and  soe  the  interest  of  all 
men  is  pei-served,  and  that  Maryland  is  noe  other  than  as  a  per- 
ticuler  plantation,  as  tlie  Company  used  to  grant  to  divers  Adven- 
turers and  Planters,  and  that  the  Kinge  might  doe  as  much  as  tlie 
Company  while  tliey  stood. 

Ana'  1.  Wee  replie  that  the  Adventurers  and  Planters  were  en- 
couraged to  exi>end  their  estates  in  soe  vast  a  proportion  and  to 
hazard  theire  lives  in  all  extremityes,  allwayes  accompanying  new 
beginnings  in  hope  that  theire  shares  \i\mR  y  division  of  tlie  lands 
{being  200  miles  along  the  seashore  and  into  the  land  from  sea  to 
sea)  would  recomjence  them  and  theire  heires.  This  interest,  by 
this  Patent  of  the  Lord  of  Baltiraores,  comprehending  two  degrees 
W"  is  sixscore  miles,  is  wholly  taken  from  them,  and  scarce  is  their 
any  roome  for  any  Adventurers  to  take  up  any  land  due  unto  tliem. 

2"'  All  adventurers  of  the  Company  were  Tenants  in  common  to 
all  the  land  which  was  not  actually  devided  and  sett  out,  and  theire 
claime  cannot  justly  be  wipt  out  thus ;  and  yett  theire  interests 
sayed  to  be  reserved. 

3*'i  That  the  Lord  of  Baltimore  might  have  as  large  a  proportion 
of  land  as  ever  was  granted  to  any  by  tlieComiiany;  but  wee  thincke 
agreeing  to  reason  that  bee  should  people  it,  and  either  ehowe  Lis 
right  to  it  by  the  adventure  of  iieople  sent  over  to  plant  it ;  vr^  was 
by  the  Company  appoynted  to  bee  ,:.0  acres  to  evrie  person  trans- 
ported thither,  or  els  to  have  soe  manie  sliarea  of  land  as  hee  can 
showe  right  to,  by  the  adventure  of  money  in  the  old  stocke.  Other- 
wise how  unreasonable  is  it  he  stiould  possess  two  third  partes  of 
the  Bay  of  Virginia,  W"  niaie  truely  be  sayd  to  be  as  bigg  as  the 
Eingdome  of  England  &  Scotland  ane  yet  now  In  seventene  yeai-es, 
have  not  more  men  there,  except  such  as  have  gone  from  Virginia, 
then  can  or  doe  i>lant  three  or  fower  hundred  acres,  and  those 
cheifly  Imployed  in  tobacco,  and  the  great  name  of  Maryland  is  in 
effect  made  hut  a  factorie  for  trade,  a  nursery  of  Jesuites,  and  a 
barre  to  keepe  off  other  planters  from  the  best  and  temperatest 
partes  of  the  countrey,  W*  being  further  remoate  from  the  sea,  and

more  northward,  are  thought  somewhat  healtlifuller  than  the  lower 
parts  of  Virginia. 

4""  Wee  say  tiiat  after  wee  had  discovered  &  brought  the  Indians 
of  those  ikartes  of  Maryland  to  a  trade  of  come  and  bever,  by  vertue 
of  tlie  Kings  instructions  under  the  Broad  Seale  wt'expeuce  of  our 
blouds  aud  estates,  and  exercised  annuall  entercourxe  W"  them 
above  eight  Hud  tweiitie  yeares,  how  can  it  be  said  that  our  interests 
are  preserved,  when  wee  are  interdicted  the  trade,  our  veasells  & 
goods  seized,  our  persons  imprisoned  and  men  sluine,  and  tlie  whole 
trade  assumed  only  to  tlie  Lord  Italtimorea  use. 

5''  Wee  clearely  claime  rigbt  by  )>088ession,hiiving  planted  the  Isle 
of  Kent  almost  three  yearea  before  ever  tlie  name  Uarylaiid  was 
heard  of,  &  Burgesses  for  that  place  setting  in  the  Assemblyes  of 
Virginia;  whereby  it  is  evident  that  the  Lord  of  Baltiniores  sug< 
ge«tion  to  the  King  tliat  those  pai-ts  wei-e  uncultivated  and  un- 
planted,  unlesse  by  barbarous  iieople  not  having  knowledge  of  God, 
was  a  misinformation,  and  by  it  tliat  Patent  appeares  illegally 
gntlen.  Andif  the  Lord  of  Baltimore  takes  awaie  those  lands  (who 
have  also  purchased  the  interest  of  the  natives,  a  right  not  incon- 
siderable) and  seize  theire  goods,  aud  that  in  an  hostile  manner,  as 
bee  hath  done.  How  chu  it  be  said  those  mens  rights  and  interests 
are  preserved,  they  being  the  first  discoverers  of  that  Hand  by  ver- 
tue of  the  Kings  Comission  and  planted  there  under  the  goverment 
of  Virginia,  on  the  confidence  they  apprehended  from  the  former 
asshurauces,  and  their  begann  in  great  parte  the  trade  of  furres, 
w"  is  now  usurped  by  the  Dutch  &  Swedes,  the  Lord  Baltimore  not 
beeing  able  to  manage  it  himselfe. 

How  unjust  an  intrusion  tlien  will  the  Lord  of  Baiti  mo  res  patent 
apijeare,  w"''  overthrowes  the  interest  of  sou  many  noblemen  gentle- 
men and  poore  plioters  [for  the  Company  of  Virginia  were  of  a 
nature  diversified  from  other  companyes)  w-''  if  it  had  not  been 
founded  on  soe  good  grounds,  yett  theire  zeale  and  pious  indeavors 
to  propagate  the  true  Christian  relligion,  to  eidarge  the  English 
Dominions  and  to  encrease  the  trade  and  strength  of  shiiipiiig  and 
considerably  the  customes,  doth  deserve  justice  W^  additiuu  of  a 
reward  for  soe  hon^  aud  good  intentions. 
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REMOXSTRANCE  OF  THE  DEPUTIES  FROM  SEW 
NETHERLAND. 


Among  all  tlie  enU'n>ri3ing  people  in  the  world,  who  searcti  for 
foreign  countries,  n»vigalile  waters  and  trade,  tliose  wlio  bear  the 
name  of  Nottierlanders  will  very  easily  be  able  to  hold  their  rank 
among  tlie  foremost^  as  is  sufficiently  known  to  all  those  wlio  have 
in  any  wise  saluted  the  threshold  of  history.  It  will,  in  like  manner, 
be  also,  conflrraed  by  our  following  Relation,  for  in  the  year  of 
Christ  1609,  was  the  Countty,  of  which  we  now  propose  to  sjieak, 
first  found  and  discovered  at  the  expense  of  the  General  East  India 
Comt>any — though  directing  their  aim  and  design  elsewhere — by  the 
ship  tie  Halve  Mane,  whereof  Henry  Hudson  was  master  and  factor. 
It  was  afterwards  named  New  Netlierland  by  our  people,  and  that 
very  justly,  for  it  was  first  discovered,  and  taken  itosaession  of,  by 
Netherlaiiders  and  at  their  ex|)ense,  so  tliat  even  at  the  present  day, 
the  natives  of  the  country,  (who  are  so  old  as  to  remember  the 
event)  testify,  that  on  seeing  the  Dutch  ships  on  their  fir^t  coming 
here,  they  kaew  not  what  to  make  of  them,  and  could  not  compre- 
hend, whetlier  they  came  down  from  Heaven  or  whether  they  were 
Devils.  Some  among  them,  on  its  first  approach,  even  imagined  it 
to  be  a  flsh,  or  some  sea  monster,  so  that  a  strange  nmior  concern- 
ing it  tiew  throughout  the  whole  country.  "We  have  heard  the  In- 
diansalsofrequently  say,  that  they  knew  of  no  other  world  or  people 
previous  to  the  arrival  of  the  Netherlandere  here.  For  these 
reasons,  therefore,  and  on  account  of  the  similarity  of  Climate, 
Situation  and  fertility,  this  place  is  rightly  called  New  NetiikB' 
LAND.  It  is  situate  along  the  North  Coast  of  North  America,  in 
the  latitude  of  38,39,40, 41, 42  degrees,  or  tliereabouts.  It  is  bomided 
on  the  North  East  side  by  New  England,  on  the  South  West  by 
Virginia;  the  coast  trends  mostly  South  West  and  North  East, 
and  is  washed  by  the  Ocean ;  on  the  North  runs  the  river  of  Canada, 
a  great  way  off  in  the  interior;  the  North  West  side  is  partly  still 
unknown. 

The  land  of  itself  la  fertile,  and  capable  of  being  entirely  culti- 
vated by  an  abundance  of  jwople,  were  it  judiciously  divided  ac- 
cording to  circumstances.  The  climate  here  is  pleasant,  and  more 
temjierate  than  in  Netlierland.  Tlie  winds  are  changeable  and 
blow  from  all  points,  but  generally  from  the  South  west  and  North 
west:  The  summer  furnishes  the  first  of  these,  the  winter  the 
latter,  which  sometimes  blows  very  sharply,  but  it  is,  nevertheless, 
the  preser\'ation  of  the  country,  in  regard  of  tlie  public  health;  for, 
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h^lag  very  brdcing  and  pure,  it  drives  all  dninps  Hnd  8iii)ei-fluoiis 
moisture  verj'  far  from  the  land,  or  exhausts  itself.  The  Coast  is 
generally  i-lean  and  sandy;  the  Foreland  doubles  or  is  broken  into 
Islands.  To  the  east  of  the  North  Biver  liea  Long  Island,  about  40 
leaifiies  in  length,  forming  !\flne  wide  river  which  ojiens  into  the 
Ocean  at  each  extremity  and  affords  a  very  convenient  passage  in- 
side, along  the  shores,  without  much  risk  from  the  Sea,  on  account 
of  the  great  abundance  of  safe  bays  and  other  anchorage  grounds; 
so  that  vessels  can  securely  sail  through  It,  both  Eastward  and 
Westward,  even  in  the  winter.  There  are  several  inlets  along  the 
south  coast,  before  reaching  the  South  River,  but  they  are  mostly 
muddy  and  sandy ;  nevertheless,  with  proper  exi«rience,  they  could 
be  made  use  of.  Inside  these  again,  are  large  bays  and  valleys,  but 
the  bays  are  for  the  most  part  shallow.  On  the  Sea  side  the  land  is 
commonly  sandy  or  compact  (gingelachlkh),  not  very  high,  yet  tol- 
erably fertile,  so  that  it  is  for  the  most  part  covered  witli  handsome 

The  Country  generally  is  in  many  places  hilly,  with  some  high 
Mountains,  likewise  many  very  fine  Flats  and  Maize  lands,  together 
with  extensive  Valleys,  some  of  which  are  salt,  others  again  are 
fresh ;  all  very  good  Meadows.  With  the  exception  of  the  Maize 
lands,  flats  and  valleys,  which  have  few  or  no  trees  and  could  with 
little  labor  be  converted  into  goo<I  tillage  land,  the  soil  is  com- 
monly covered  witli  all  sorts  of  timber  standing,  however,  without 
order  as  in  other  wildernesses. 

Tlie  seasons  here  are  about  the  same  as  in  Netherland,  but  the 
summer  is  warmer  and  begins  more  suddenly;  the  winter  is  cold, 
and  far  in  the  interior,  or  towards  the  most  northern  part,  colder 
than  in  Netherland ;  'tis  likewise  subject  to  a  great  deal  of  Snow 
which  also  remains  a  longtime,  far  in  the  interior  however, fully  3. 
-t  (?  5  months  on  the  ground ;  but  near  the  Seacoast  it  is  quickly 
dissolved  by  the  Southerly  wind;  moreover,  Thunder,  Lightning, 
Rain,  heavy  showers.  Hail,  Snow,  Rime,  Dew,  Frost  and  such  like 
are  the  same  here  as  in  Netherland,  except  that  in  summer  'tis  sub- 
ject to  more  sudden  tornadoes. 

The  soil  is  fit  and  adapted  to  the  bearing  of  all  kinds  both  of 
Winter  and  Summer  crops,  and  that  with  less  labor  and  tilling 
than  in  Netherland.  It  produces  several  kinds  of  timber,  suitable 
for  the  construction  of  houses  and  ships,  be  they  large  or  small,  con- 
sisting of  various  sorts  of  oak,  to  wit; — Post  oak,  smooth  white 
bark,  rough  white  bark,  grey  bark,  black  Imfk  and  still  another 
sort,  which,  by  reason  of  its  softness,  is  called  butter  oak;  (6)  but 
it  is  the  poorest  of  all,  and  not  very  valuable.  The  others,  if  culti- 
vated as  in  Netherland,  would  be  as  good  as  any  Flemish  or  Bra- 
bant oaks;  various  sorts  of  Nut  timber,  such  as  oil  nut,  large  and 
small ;  hickory,  also  large  and  small.    This  timlwr  is  very  abundant 
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here,  and  much  used  as  firewood,  for  which  it  is  also  right  well 
adapted;  Chestnuts,  as  in  Netherland,  but  they  grow  wihl  witliout 
regularity;  three  sorts  of  Beeches,  such  as  the  water  beech,  common 
beech  and  hedge  beech,  axhandle  wood,  two  sorts  of  canoe  wood, 
Hsh,  birch,  pine,  lathwood,  Imberen  or  wild  cedar,  linden,  alder, 
willow,  thom,  elder,  with  divers  other  species  adapted  to  many 
purposes,  but  the  names  thereof  are  unknown  to  ua ;  we  will  gladly 
submit  them  to  carpenters  for  further  examinatioti. 

The  fruits  which  the  country  naturally  produces  consist  chiefly  of 
acomH,  some  of  them  very  sweet,  nuts  of  various  sorts,  chestnuts, 
beechnuts,  but  not  many,  mull>errys,  plums,  medlars,  wild  cherries 
and  black  currants,  gooseberries,  abundance  of  liazel  nuts,  small 
apples,  a  great  abundance  of  strawberiies  throughout  the  entire 
country  witli  considerable  other  fruits  and  roots,  of  which  the 
Indians  make  use.  There  are  also  quantities  of  bill-berries  or  blue- 
berries together  with  ground  nuts  and  artichokes.  Almost  the 
whole  country,  as  well  the  forests  as  the  maize  lauds  and  flats,  is 
full  of  vines,  but  principally— as  if  they  had  been  planted  there — 
around  and  along  the  banks  of  the  brooks,  streams  and  rivers  which 
course  and  flow  in  abundance  very  couvetiieutly  and  agreeably  all 
through  the  land.  The  grai)e3  are  of  many  varieties;  some  white, 
some  blue,  some  very  fleshy  and  flt  only  to  make  raisins  of ;  some 
again  are  juicy,  some  very  large,  others  on  the  contrary  small ;  their 
juice  is  pleasant  and  some  of  it  white,  like  French  or  BJieuish  Wine  ; 
that  of  others,  again,  a  very  deep  red,  like  Tent;  some  even  paler; 
the  vines  run  far  up  the  trees  and  t"*  shaded  by  their  leaves,  so  that 
the  gragies  are  slow  in  ripening  and  a  little  sour,  but  were  cultiva- 
tion and  knowledge  applied  here,  doubtlessHS  fine  Wines  would  then 
be  made  as  in  any  other  wine  growing  coiuitries.  As  for  the  rest, 
all  fruits  which  will  grow  in  Netherland  will  also  thrive  in  New 
Xetherland,  without  requiring  as  much  care  as  must  be  given  to  the 
former.  AH  garden  fruits  succeed  likewise  very  well  there,  but  are 
drier,  sweeter  and  better  flavored  than  in  Netherland.  As  a  proof 
of  this,  we  may  properly  instance  melons  and  citrous  or  water- 
melons, which  readily  grow,  in  New  Netherland,  in  the  fields,  if  the 
briars  and  weeds  be  only  kept  from  them,  whereas  in  Netherland 
they  require  particular  attention  in  gardens,  either  from  amateurs 
or  those  who  raise  them  for  piofit,  and  yet  are  not  near  as  pei-fect 
nor  as  i>alatable  as  they  usually  ai-e  in  New  Netherland.  All  kiuds 
of  pumpkins,  or  such  like,  grow  there  mucli  drier,  sweeter,  more 
delicious,  and  of  better  flavor,  wliich  is  caused  by  the  temperateuess 
and  pleasantness  of  the  climate. 

The  domestic  cattle  are  (6)  here  in  size  and  other  respects  about 
the  same  as  in  Netlierlaud,  but  the  English  cows  and  swine  thrive 
and  feed  best ;  yea,  appear  to  be  better  suited  to  this  country  than 
those  from  Holland ;  they  require  also  less  trouble;  expense  and 
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attention,  for  it  is  not  necessaiy  to  look  so  much  after  the  inferior 
stock,  such  as  swine  in  winter ;  but  If  done  in  some  sort,  whenever 
there  ia  deep  snow,  'twill  be  so  much  the  better.  Milcli  cows,  ulso 
are  mucli  less  trouble  than  in  IIolLitnd,  for,  most  of  tlte  time,  or 
when  necessity  demands,  a  little  hay  is  only  occasionally  tlirowu  to 
th«m. 

Tlie  wild  animals  liere  consist  i)rincipaUy  of  lions,  but  they  ai« 
few;  bears,of  which  there  are  many ;  elks,  a  great  number  of  deer, 
some  of  V  hich  are  entirely  white  and  others  wliolly  black,  but  the 
latter  are  very  rare.'  The  Indians  say  that  tlie  white  deer  have  a 
great  retinue  of  other  deer,  by  which  they  are  higldy  esteemed,  be- 
loved and  honored,  and  that  it  is  quite  the  contrary  with  regard  to 
those  tliat  are  black.  There  are,  itesides,  divers  other  large  animals 
in  the  interior,  but  tliey  are  unknown  to  Christians ;  also,  wolves, 
but  dangerous  only  to  small  cattle ;  likewise  beavers,  otters,  fishers, 
catamountA,  foxes,  racoons,  minks,  hares,  muskrats  about  as  large 
as  cats,  martens  and  squirrels,  some  of  whictt  can  even  fly ;  tliei-e 
are,  besides,  woodchucks  and  divers  other  small  animals,  but  for  the 
most  {lart,  as  we  are  informed,  unknown  to  the  Christians. 

Ttie  country  is  in  no  wise  deprived  of  its  share  of  birds,  for  there 
are  found  great  numl>erB  of  birds  of  pr«y,  such  as :  two  varieties  ot 
Eagles,  some  tliey  name  white  heads,  which  have  a  white  head, 
white  tail  and  white  striking  feathers :  the  others  are  the  common. 
Alao,  Hawks,  Sakers,  Sparrowliaws,  Duck-liawks,  (steencryters). 
Chicken-hawks  and  various  other  sorts,  all  birds  of  prey, and  capable 
of  being  trained  and  used  for  falconry,  though  some  of  them  differ 
somewliat  in  shape  front  those  in  Netherland.  Here  is,  also,  a  bird 
of  a  white  color  with  a  head  like  a  cat's,  and  a  body  like  a  big  owl. 
We  know  no  name  for  it  in  Dutcli.  In  France  they  call  it  Grand 
dux,  and  it  Is  held  In  high  estimation.  The  other  land  birds  con* 
sist  mostly  of  Turkeys,  the  same  as  in  Netherland,  but  wild,  and 
best  and  plentiest  in  winter ;  also  various  sorts  of  partridges,  some 
smaller,  some  larger,  tlian  in  Netberhind ;  Plover,  wood  and  water 
Snipe.  Pheasants,  Heath-hens,  also  Cranes,  Herons,  Bitterns,  nmlti- 
tudes  of  Pigeons  closely  resemblmg  wood  pigeons,  but  a  little 
smaller  ;  likewise.  Quails,  Merlins,  Ttiruslies,  Sand-pipers,  but  dif- 
fering in  some  respects  from  the  Dutch  species.  There  are  also 
other  small  birds,  some  of  which  sing,  but  the  names  of  most  of 
tliem  are  unknown  to  us,  and  would  also  take  too  long  to  enumerate. 

Different  sorts  of  water  fowl  likewise  are  found  tliere,  whicli  are 
all  very  good  and  fit  to  eat;  such  as  Swans,  similar  to  those  in 
Netherland,  and  fully  as  large ;  three  species  of  Geese,  to  wit,  grey 
geese,  which  are  the  largest  and  best ;  {?]  Brant  geese,  and  White 
heads;  Dycks  of  various  sorts;  Wii^eons,  Divers,  Coots,  Spoonbills, 
and  several  other  kinds,  but  not  so  numerous  as  the  foregoing. 

The  River  Fiah  here  is  almost  tlie  same  as  in  Netherland,  and 
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NIne-eywor  lampreys,  but  much  more  abundiint  and  larger  than 
in  Xetherlnnd ;  there  are  various  other  species  of  fish,  of  which  we 
know  not  the  names. 

In  the  salt  water  are  found  cod-lish,  shell-fish,  weak-fisli,  herring, 
mackerelithornbaeks,  flounders,  phiice,shet>pH-heads.(H(fen{>ras('nu,) 
bL-ick-tish,  ^arks,  [zeekonden,)  tami/Tis  and  divers  otherH,  t(^ether 
with  lobsters,  crabs,  concks,  from  which  tlie  Indians  make  white  and 
black  wampum,  abundance  of  oysters  Hnd  muscles,  with  many  other 
similar  sorts  of  shell  fisli  resembling  each  other,  with  the  names  of 
whioli  we  are  not  acquainted.  There  are,  also,  both  sea  and  land 
tortoises. 

The  venomous  reptiles  found  tiiere,  consist  cliiefly  of  adders  and 
lizards,  hut  they  do  little  or  no  barm ;  there  are  various  sorts  of 
snakes,  but  not  dangerous;  if  they  possibly  can,  they  retreat  before 
Iteople  (else  they  are  usually  killed)  except  the  rattle-snake,  which 
hasarattteon  the  tail,  wherewith  it  makes  a  very  loud  noise  when- 
ever it  is  angry,  or  intends  to  bite;  it  grows  a  joint  longer  every 
year.  This  snake  is  very  mttltgnant  and  not  inclined  to  retreat  be- 
fore a  man  or  any  other  creature.  Whoever  is  bit  by  one  nins  great 
risk  of  his  life,  if  not  immediately  attended  to;  but  the  best  of  it 
is,  tliey  are  not  numerous ;  and  the  true  Serpenlaria  grows  spontane- 
ously here,  which  is  very  highly  prized  by  the  Indians,  as  Iteing  an 
unfailing  cure. 

The  Meilicinal  plants  discovered  np  to  the  present  time  in  New 
N'etherland.  after  a  little  search,  are,  principally,  as  far  as  they  have 
come  to  our  knowledge,  Capelli  vtneris  (Maidenhair,)  Sehohpendria 
(Hounds  tongue),  Angelica  (Belly-ache  root),  Poltfpodi am  (Fern), 
Ferbewcumaiftum  (white Mullein),  Valceus iiacerdotU  vel  Jfarie  (Moc- 
casin plant),  Atriplex  hortenaw  vel  marina  (garden  or  marine  Orach), 
ChorliwmlurrittK  (tower Mustard),  Calamus  aTfmiaticus  (Sweet  flag), 
Sasgafrax  (Sassafras),  Boeit  virginiarutn  (Sumach),  Bantmculus 
(Crowfoot),  Pioii<«3o  (Plantain),  £ttr«a}>a8toi-i«  (Shepherd's purse), 
Maha  (Mallow),  Origanum  (Marjoram),  Geranium  (Crane's  hill), 
.<421A(a (Marsh  mallows),  Cm(ro((m;>3ett(Jo({apAne  (Spice  bush),  riola 
(Violet),  /ri'os  (Blue  flag),  Indigo  sihestris  (wild  Indigo),  Sigillimi 
sitlamonis  (Solomon's  seal),  Sonj/uis  chiKonitim  (Dragoons  blood), 
ConxoUda  (Comfrey),  MUlrfolium  (Milfoil), several  si)eciea  of  Fern, 
various  wild  lilies,  Agrimony  (wild  Leek),  Varduus  henedi^tw 
(Blessed  Thistle),  St-rpfntaria  (Snakeroot)  Indian  figs,  which  grow 
on  t)ie  leaves.  Tarragon  (Wormwood),  and  numerous  other  plants 
and  flowers:  but  as  we  are  not  skilled  in  ttiose  things,  we  cannot 
say  much  about  them,  Nevertheless  we  doubt  not  but  amateurs 
would  be  able  to  find  there  divers  simples  of  great  and  varied  vir- 
tues in  which  we  have  confidence,  principally  because  tlie  Indians 
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can  ciire  very  severe  and  dangerous  wounds  and  sores  by  roots, 
leaves  and  other  trilles. 

It  is  certain  that  the  Indigo  Sylvtilria  grows  spontaneously  here 
without  any  human  aid  or  cultivation.  Without  douht.were  there 
jieople  and  were  attention  turned  to  it,  It  could  Ve  ensily  raised; 
at  least  the  other  species  would  grow  very  well  here,  and  yield  a  good 
profit.  We  have  seen  proof  of  this  in  the  Cotonie  of  Uenscela4^r8- 
wfck,  but  it  was  sown  entirely  too  late  and  upon  a  barren  rock 
where  there  was  little  earth ;  though  it  came  well  up,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  the  drought  turned  all  yellow,  withered  and  was  neglected. 
Notwithstanding,  it  is  evident  tliat,  were  it  well  managed,  it  would 
perfectly  succeed.  Planting  of  madder  would  also  undoubtedly 
thrive  well,  even  better  than  in  Zealand,  in  regard  of  the  lands  and 
other  circumstances. 

VHrious  minerdls  have  also  been  discovered  here,  both  accident- 
ally and  by  trifling  search ;  some  experiments  have  been  made  on 
these,  according  to  the  limited  means  of  this  country ,  and  they  have 
been  found  good.  Attempts  have  been  made  several  times  to  send 
specimens  of  them  to  Fatherhind;  once  by  Arent  van  Coreusa,  by 
way  of  New  Haven  and  England;  but  the  ship  foundered,  and  no 
tidings  of  it  were  ever  received.  Director  William  Kieft  ag^in  had 
several  specimens  afterwards  with  him  in  the  ship  the  Princess, but 
they  were, aUo,  lost  with  him.  The  mountains  and  mines,  however, 
remain,  and  can  easily  be  found  again  whenever  there  is  any  dispo- 
sition to  incur  the  trouble  and  expeuae. 

They  have  already  progressed  so  far  in  New  England  that  they 
cast  iron  pots,  cannon,  sliot  and  similar  articles  from  the  mineral 
tbey  have  there;  and  we  believe  that  here  it  only  requires  a  com- 
mencement, for  we  have,  and  there  are  found  in  New  Netherland 
two  sorts  of  marcasite,  wliite  and  yellow:  mines  of  quicksilver,  of 
gold, silver, copper,  iron,  black  lead  and  haitl  coal, and  there  is  little 
doubt  but  tin  and  lead  are,  also,  to  be  fomid  there ;  but  who  will 
look  for  them,  or  who  wilt  make  any  use  of  them,  as  long  as  there 
is  not  a  larger  number  of  people. 

Fuller's  earth  is,  also,  found  here  in  abundance ;  likewise  bole, 
and  white,  red,yellow,blue,gray  and  black  clay,  which  is  very  solid 
and  greasy,  and  would  be  suitable  for  many  pur|K)ses,  together  with 
earth  for  brick  and  tiles.  Here  are  also  mountain  crystal,  glass  like 
that  in  Muscovy,  great  abundance  of  green  serpentine,  giey  hearth- 
stone, slate,  brown  griudstoiie,  flint,  pebbles,  i>aving  stones,  large 
quantities  of  every  sort  of  quarry  stone  suitable  for  the  manufac- 
tory of  millstones  and  for  the  construction  of  all  sorts  of  buildings. 
Here  also  are  plume-alum  and  divers  other  mor  ants,  which  might 
be  applicable  to  the  service  of  nutn.  There  are  also  various  descrip- 
tions uf  dyes  here,  but  the  Christians  are  not  ex|>erienced  in  them, 
though  they  ai'e  seen  daily  on  the  Indians  who  arc  conversant  with, 
»-VOL.  V. 
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and  also  make  use  of  them,  to  jiaiut  tliemselves  of  divent  colors. 
Were  it  not  for  lack  of  explorei-s,  they  could  be  easily  discovered 
aiid  employed. 


Of  the  Americans,  or  Natives ;  their  ApjKarance,  Occupation  and 

Food. 
The  natives  are  generally  well  limbed,  slender  around  the  waist, 
broad  shouldered;  all  having  black  hair  and  brown  eyes:  they  are 
very  nimble  and  swift  of  pace,  well  adapted  to  travel  on  foot  and  to 
carrj' heavy  burdens;  they  are  dirty  and  slovenly  in  all  their  liabits; 
make  light  of  all  sorts  of  liardahiis,  being  by  natnre  and  from 
youth  U|>ward  accustomed  thereimto.  They  resemble  Braziliaa')  in 
color,  or  are  its  tawny  as  those  (wople  who  aometintea  nimble  through 
Netherland  and  are  called  Uiiwies.  Generally,  the  men  have  very 
little  or  no  beard,  some  e\'en  pluck  It  out;  they  use  very  few  words, 
which  they  previously  well  consider.  Naturally  tliey  are  quite 
modest,  without  giiile  and  inexperienced,  but  in  their  way  haughty 
enough,  ready  and  quick  witted  to  comprehend  or  learn,  be  it  good 
or  bad,  whatever  they  are  most  inclined  to.  As  soldiers  they  are 
far  from  being  honorable,  but  perfldlons  and  accomplish  all  their 
designs  by  treachery ;  they  also  use  many  stratagems  to  deceive 
their  enemies  and  execute  by  night  almost  all  their  plans  that  are 
in  any  way  hazardous.  The  thirst  for  revenge  seems  innate  in 
them ;  they  are  very  i)ertinacioiis  in  self  defence,  when  thej-  cannot 
escape ;  which,  under  other  circumstances,  they  like  to  do ;  and 
they  make  little  of  death,  when  it  is  inevitable,  and  despise  all  tor- 
tures that  can  be  indicted  on  them  at  the  stake,  exhibiting  no 
faintheartedness,  but  generally  singing  until  they  are  dead.  They 
-  also  know  right  well  how  to  cure  wonnds  and  burta,  or  inveterate 
sores  and  injuries,  by  means  of  herbs  and  roots  indigenous  to  the 
country,  and  which  are  known  to  them.  The  clothing  as  well  of 
men  as  of  women  consists  of  a  piece  of  duffels,  or  of  deerskin  leather 
or  elk  hide  around  the  body,  to  cover  their  nakedness.  Some  have 
&  bearskin  of  which  they  make  doublets;  others  again,  coats  of  the 
skins  of  raccoons,  wild  cats,  wolves,  dogs,  ftshera,  squirrels,  beavers 
and  the  like ;  and  they  even  have  made  themselves  some  of  turkey's 
feathers;  now  they  make  use  for  the  most  part  of  dulfels  (;loth 
which  they  obtain  in  trade  from  the  Christians;  they  make  their 
stockings  and  shoes  of  deerskins  or  elk  hides,  some  even  have  shoes 
of  com  husks  whereof  they  also  make  sacks.  Their  money  consists 
of  white  and  black  "Wampum  which  they  themselves  manufacture ; 
theirmeasure  and  value  is  the  hand  or  fathom,  and  if  it  becom  that  is 
to  be  measured,  'tis  done  by  the  deiiottw  which  are  b^s  of  their  own 
making.    Their  ornaments  consist  of  scoring  their  bodies,  or  paint- 
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ing  them  of  various  culoifi,  sometimes  entirely  blavk,  if  they  are  in 
mourning:  but  mostly  tlieface.  They  twine  l>oth  while  and  black 
w.impum  aroutiil  tlieir  heads;  formevly  tliey  were  not  wont  to 
eovCT  these,  bnt  now  they  ure  b^inning  to  wear  bonnets  or  caps, 
wliich  they  purchase  from  the  Christiiins ;  they  wear  Wampum  in 
ttie  ears,  nround  the  neck  and  around  the  waist,  and  thus  in  their 
way  are  mighty  fine.  They  have  also  long  deei-s-hair  whicli  Is  dyed 
red,  whereof  they  make  ringlets  to  encircle  the  head ;  and  other  fine 
hair  of  the  same  color,  wliich  hungs  around  the  neck  in  braids, 
whereof  they  are  very  vain.  They  freijuently  smear  their  skin  and 
hair  with  all  sorts  of  grease.  Almost  all  of  them  can  swin ;  they 
themselves  conatnict  the  boats  they  use,  which  are  of  two  sorts; 
some,  of  entire  trees  excavated  with  fire,  axes  and  adzes;  the  Christ- 
ians call  these  t'anoes ;  othei's,  ngiiln,  called  also  canoes,  are  made 
of  bark,  and  in  these  they  can  move  very  rapidly. 

Traces,  and  nothing  more,  of  the  institution  of  marriage  can  be 
perceived  among  them.  The  man  and  woman  unite  together  with- 
out any  special  ceremony,  except  that  the  former,  by  agreement 
previously  made  with  the  latter,  presents  her  with  some  wampum 
or  clotii,  which  he  frequently  takes  back  on  separating,  if  this  occur 
any  ways  swm.  Both  men  and  women  are  excessively  unchaste  and 
lascivious,  without  the  least  particle  of  shame ;  and  this  is  the 
reason  that  the  men  so  frequently  change  their  wives  and  the  wo- 
men their  husbands.  They  have,  usually,  but  one  wife ;  sometimes 
even  two  or  three,  but  this  mostly  obtains  among  the  chiefs.  They 
have  also  among  them  different  ranks  of  people,  such  as  noble  and 
ignoble.  The  men  are  generally  lazy  and  will  not  work  until  they 
l)ecome  old  and  of  no  consideration;  then  they  make  spoons  and 
wooden  bowls,  traps,  nets,  and  various  other  such  trifles;  in  other 
respects,  they  do  nothing  but  fish,  hunt  and  go  to  war.  The  women 
must  perform  the  remainder  of  the  labor,  such  as  planting  com, 
rutting  and  hauling  firewood,  cooking,  attending  the  children,  and 
whatever  else  has  to  be  done.  Their  dwellings  are  constructed  of 
hickory  poles  set  in  the  ground  and  bent  bow  fashion,  like  arches, 
and  then  covered  with  hark  which  they  peel  in  quantities  for  that 
purpone.  ^me,  but  principally  the  chief's  houses,  have,  inside, 
portraits  and  pictures  somewhat  rudely  carved.  When  fishing  and 
hunting,  they  lie  under  the  blue  sky,  or  little  better.  They  do  not 
remain  long  in  one  place,  but  remove  several  times  a  year  and  re- 
pair, according  to  the  season,  to  wherever  food  appears  to  them,t>e- 
forehand,  best  and  easiest  to  be  obtained. 

They  are  divided  into  various  tribes  and  languages.  Each  tribe 
usually  dwells  together,  and  there  is  one  among  them  who  is  chief ; 
but  he  does  Dot  possess  much  power  or  distinction,  except  in  their 
dances  and  in  time  of  war.  Some  have  scarcely  any  knowledge  of 
God;   others  very  little.    Nevertheless,  they  relat«  very  strange 
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fables  of  the  Deity.  In  general,  they  have  a  ^reat  dread  of  the  Devil, 
who  gives  them  wonderful  trouble;  some  converse  freely  on  the 
subject  and  ullow  tlieniselves  to  be  strangely  imposed  upon  by  him ; 
but  tlieir  devils,  they  siy,  will  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
Dutch.  Scarcely  a  word  is  heard,  here  ot  any  ghost  or  such 
like.  Offerings  are  sometimes  made  to  tliem.  but  with  little  cere- 
mony. They  believe,  also,  in  an  Immortality  of  tlie  soul;  Imve, 
likewise,  some  knowledge  of  the  Sun,  Moon  and  Stars,  many  of 
which  they  even  know  iiow  to  name;  they  are  passable  judges  of 
the  weather.  There  is  scarcely  any  law  or  justice  among  them,  ex- 
cept sometimes  in  war  matters,  and  then  very  little.  The  next  of 
kin  is  the  avenger;  the  youngest  are  the  most  daring,  who  mostly 
do  HB  they  like.  Their  weapons  used  to  be  a  war  elub  and  the  bow 
and  arrow,  which  tliey  know  how  to  use  with  wonderful  skill. 
Now,  those  residing  near,  or  trading  considerably  with  the  Christ- 
ians, make  use  of  firi-looksand  hatcliets,  which  they  obtain  in  barter. 
They  ate  excessively  fond  of  guns;  spare  no  expense  on  them,  and 
are  so  expert  with  them  that,  in  this  respect,  they  excel  many 
Chrislians.  Their  fare,  or  food,  is  iK>or  and  gross,  for  they  drink 
water,  having  no  other  beverage ;  they  eat  the  flesh  of  all  sorts  of 
game  tliat  the  country  supplies ;  even  badgers,  dogs,  eagles,  and 
similar  trash,  which  Christians  in  no  way  regard  ;  these  they  cook 
anduseuncleansedandundressird.  Moreover. all  sorts  of  flsh;  tike- 
wise,  snakes,  frogs,  and  such  like,  which  they  usually  cook  with  the 
offals  and  entrails.  Tliey  know,  also,  haw  to  preserve  fish  and  metit 
for  the  winter  in  order  tlieu  to  cook  them  with  Indian  meal.  They 
make  their  bread,  but  of  veiy  indifferent  quality, of  maize,  which  they 
also  cook  whole,  or  broken  in  wooden  mortars.  The  women  like- 
wise perform  this  labor  and  make  a  pap  or  poiTidge,  called  by  some, 
Sapsis,  by  others,  Duundure,  whiuli  is  their  daily  food;  they  mix 
this,  also,  thoroughly  with  little  beans,  of  different  colors,  raised 
by  themselves ;  this  is  esteemed  by  them  ratlier  as  a  dainty,  than  as 
a  dally  dish. 


By  Whom  New  Nelherland  tcon  First  Occupied,  and  hoic  far  its 
Boundaries  KxUnd. 
That  New  Netherland  was  first  discovered ,  owned  and  settled  by 
Netherlands,  has  already  been  stated ;  but  inasmuch  as  considerable 
dispute  has  arisen  on  this  [Kiint,  not  only  with  the  Swedes,  who  have 
little  ])retensc,  but  principally  with  the  English,  who  have  already 
usurjied  and  settled  a  great  jurtion  thereof;  'twillbe,  therefore,  nec- 
essary to  treat  of  each  in  particular  somewhat  more  precisely  and 
at  targe.  But  inasmuch  as  divers  ingenious  persons  have  treated  of 
this  matter  in  its  length  and  breadtli,  and  as  tliose  pretensious  are

abeurb  and  require  but  few  arguments,  we  shall  dispose  thereof  as 
briefly  aa  is  in  any  wise  possible. 

After  their  High  Mightinesses,  tlie  Lords  States  General,  were 
pleased,  in  the  year  XVI"  and  twenty-two,  to  include  this  Pro- 
vince within  the  Ciiarter  of  the  West  India  Company,  the  lat- 
ter considered  it  necessary  to  take  complete  possession  of  this 
naturally  beautiful  and  noble  Province ;  this,  indeed,  did  follow  in 
course  of  time,  but  according  as  circumstances  permitted,  as  in  all 
beginnings;  for  since  the  year  of  our  Lord  XVI"  and  twenty-three, 
four  forts  have  been  built  there  by  order  of  the  Lords  Majors,  one 
on  the  south  point  of  Manhattans  island,  at  the  junction  of  the 
East  and  North  rivers,  and  named  New  Amsterdam,  where  the 
staple  right  of  New  Netherland  is  designed  to  he.  Another,  called 
Orange,  is  in  the  Cotonie  Renselaerswyck,  thirty-six  leagues  higiier* 
up  on  the  west  side  of  the  last  named  river,  three  leagues  below  the 
Kahoos,  or  Great  falb  of  the  Mohawk  kill;  but  there  never  has 
been,  as  yet,  any  difference  with  foreigners  about  that  (North)  river. 
On  the  South  river  stands  fort  Naasou,  and  on  the  Fresh  river,  the 
Good  Hope.  In  these  four  forts  there  has  always  been  some  garrison 
from  the  beginning  to  the  present  time,  though  just  now  they  are 
ail  in  avery  poor  condition,  both  as  regards  themselves  and  the  gar- 
rison. 

These  forts,  as  well  north  and  south,  were  located  not  only  to 
close  and  command  the  said  rivers,  but  as  far  as  property  by  occu- 
pation extended,  to  possess  as  well  all  the  lauds  compreliended 
between  them  as  round  about  them,  and  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
river;  to  declare  them  the  Hon.  Company's  own,  and  to  guard  them 
against  all  nations  whether  foreign  or  indigenous,  that  would  at- 
tempt to  seize  the  same  against  its  will  and  consent.  Nevertlieleas, 
thisbas  been,  but  principally  on  the  North  east  side  of  NewNethei^ 
land,  in  no  wise  regarded  or  respected  by  the  English  residing  to  the 
Eastward;  for  notwithstanding  sufficient  possession  was  already 
taken  by  the  erection  and  garrisoning  of  fort  Good  Hope,  and  no 
neglect  to  warn  them  occasionally  has  occurred,  in  order  to  make 
known  our  right,  and  to  protest  against  them  for  usurpation,  force 
and  violence,  yet  have  they,  disregarding  all  this,  seized  and  occu- 
pied, and  still  retain,  the  largest  and  best  part  of  New  Netherland, 
to  wit:  East  of  the  North  river,  beginning  at  Cape  Cod,  named  in 
1600  by  our  own  people  New  Holland,  (whereof  also,  possession  was 
taken,  if  we  are  correctly  informed,  by  the  erection  of  tlieir  High 
Mightinesses  arms)  down  to  within  six  leagues  of  the  North  river ; 
for  the  English  have  now  a  village  called  Stanfort,  from  which  place 
a  man  can  reach  the  North  river  and  return  home  on  a  Summer's 
day,  according  to  the  knowledge  acquired  of  tlie  Indian  i>aths. 
Again,  the  English  of  New  Haven  have  a  Trading  [>ost  situate  toi 
the  East  or  South  eaat  of  Magdalen  island,  at  no  greater  distance 
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than  six  Ipagues  from  the  North  river;  for  tliat  island  bes  on  the 
Eaat  side  of  tlie  North  river,  231  leagues  above  Fort  Amsterdam ; 
atid  tlie  Trading  i>ost  is  established  witli  no  other  design  tlian  in 
attract  or  wliolly  to  destroy  the  entire  trade  of  tlie  North  rivw, 
wiiere  it  now  passes  down  entirely  free.  They,  moreover,  made  re- 
peated efforts  eight  or  nine  years  ago,  to  purchase  a  large  tract 
of  land  from  the  Indians,  as  we  understood  from  the  latter;  this 
would  have  been  rather  with  a  view  to  attract  the  trade  than  anj- 
tliing  else,  for  it  was  situate  ou  tlie  east  side,  not  more  than  three 
or  four  leagues  from  the  Colonie  of  Renselaerswyck. 

These  people  will  now  accuse  us  of  this  and  similar  things,  all 
under  the  pretence  of  an  excessively  scrupulous  conscience,  notwith- 
standing King  James,  of  most  glorious  memory,  incorporated  tbe 
Tirginia  Companies,  with  a  condition  that  tliey  must  remain  apart 
from  each  other  one  hundred  miles,  according  to  our  reckoning. 
They  are  willing  to  avail  themselvea  of  this  giant,  but  In  no  wise 
to  comply  with  tlie  tenns  stipulated  in  the  patent. 

All  tlie  islands,  bays,  harbors,  rivers,  kills  and  jtlaces,  eveii  a 
great  way  on  the  other  side  of  New  Holland  or  Caite  Cod,  have 
Dutch  names,  which  were  given  them,  long  before  thej  had  suy 
others,  by  our  Butch  navtgatoi-s  and  tnidera  when  they  first  began 
to  discover  and  trade  to  those  parts.  The  English  themselves  are 
well  aware  of  this,  but  so  long  as  they  can  manage  it,  and  things 
get  along  to  their  liking,  they  will  not  admit  tbe  fact ;  for  those  of 
the  Fresh  river  desired  to  enter  into  an  arrangement,  and  to  [ay  a 
yearly  acknowledgement,  or  to  purcliase  the  fee.  This,  indeed  is  a 
proof  positive,  tliat  the  right  is  well  known  to  them,  and  they, 
themselves,  had  nothing  in  concience  against  it,  though  they  now 
from  time  to  time,  have  forged  and  invented  many  things  to  serve 
them  for  a  screen  or  fence,  or  indeed  ns  a  pretext  for  delay. 

In  like  manner  thoseof  Rhode  Island,  when  they  were  at  variant 
with  those  of  the  Bay,  solicited  leave  to  take  shelter  under  the 
Dutch,  and  to  be  subject  to  them ;  there  are  {iroofs  and  documents 
in  abundance,  with  the  Secretary  or  Dii-ectorsof  the  Comi>any.  of 
all  these  things,  and  of  wliat  we  shall  relate  In  the  following  i>ages. 

In  sliort  'tis  thus  far  with  tlie  Englisli,  that  they  arc  very  willinK 
to  recognize  the  Xetherlonders,  and  make  use  of  them  as  a  cloak  in 
time  of  need,  but  again  when  this  is  jtast,  they  regard  them  notanil 
make  fools  of  them.  This  proceeds  entirely  from  having  neglected 
to  people  the  country,  or  to  si)eak  plainer  and  more  correctly,  from 
a  desire  through  motivesof  selHshnes-s,  tu  !4cra|>e  all  the  fat  into  one 
or  two  pots,  and  therefore  to  continue  trade,  and  neglect  population. 

I»ng  Island,  which  is  a  crown  of  the  province  by  rea»ou  of  its 
great  advant^e  of  excellent  bays  and  harlmrs  as  well  asconvenieut 
nnd  feitile  lands, they  have  also  entirely  nsurix'd,  except  Breukelen 
and  Amersfoort,  two  Dutch  villages  of  little  moment  on  the 
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West  end;  and  some  Englisli  settlements,  such  as  Gravesend, 
Greenwich,  Mespat  whence  the  people  were  driven  away  in  the 
War  !»nd  which  waaafterwardaconfiacatedby  Director  Kief  t,  but  the 
projuietor  apiieaied  and  so  it  yet  remains,  and  there  are  very  few 
people  in  the  place  now.  Flustiing,  which  is  a  tiandsome  village  and 
tolerably  stocked  with  cattle ;  the  fourth  and  laat  is  Heemst«e,  which 
is  superior  to  all  the  rest,  for  it  is  very  rich  in  cattle. 

But  now,  since  we  have  entered  on  the  subject  of  Long  Island, 
we  shall  treat  of  it  somewhat  more  at  length,  because  the  Eng- 
lish (H'eAtly  banker  after  it.  Tue  Ose-.m  on  the  south,  and  the 
BaHt  river  on  the  north  side  form  tliis  Island,  wliich,  as  we  have 
already  remarked,  is  a  crown  of  New  Xetherland,  on  account  of  its 
convenient  position,  its  suitable  harbors,  and  anchorage  grounds. 
The  East  river,  which  separates  it  from  ifanhithans  laUnd  as  far 
as  the  He1lgat«,  is  tolerably  wide  and  coiiveuient.  Our  freemen 
resided  on  tliatlsland  down  from  the  very  ftrdt, according  as  circum- 
stances permitted.  In  the  ytKir  1640,  a  Scotchman  cama  to  Dii-ecLor 
Kieftwithan  Euglishcommission,  and  claimed  this  Island:  but  his 
preten.iiouwasnot  much  respected;  he  thereforeagain  departed  with- 
out having  accomplished  any  thing  except  imposing  on  the  lower 
classes.  Afterwards  Director  Kieft  broke  up  and  scattered  the 
English  who  were  desirous  to  settle  at  Oyster  bay,  and  thus  it  re- 
mained for  a  while  at  that  time. 

In  the  year  1647,  a  Scotchman  came  here  who  called  himaelf  Cap- 
tain Forester,  aud  claimed  that  Island  for  tlie  Dowi^er  of  Starlingh, 
wbose  governor  he  represeuted  himself  to  be.  Ho  had  a  commission 
dated  in  the  XVIII"  year  of  King  James,  but  it  was  not  signed  by 
his  Majesty  nor  any  one  else.  Dependent  from  it  was  an  old  seal 
that  could  not  be  deciphei'cd.  His  commission  inclnded  the  entire, 
island,  with  five  leagues  around,  both  mainland  and  islands.  He 
had  also  a  [>owerof  attorney  from  Maria  Dowager  of  Stearling,  and 
this  w:k9  all ;  nevertheless,  the  man  was  very  consequential,  and 
'  said  on  his  first  arrival.  Chat  became  here  to  see  Governor  Stuy- 
vesant's  commission,  and,  if  it  was  better  than  his,  he  would  give 
way  to  him ;  if  not,  the  other  must  yield.  To  be  brief,  the  Director 
took  a  copy  of  the  papers,  and  sent  the  man  over  in  the  ship,  the 
Fufcieiiier;  buthe  did  not  reach  Holland,  for  having  touched  at 
England  he  left  the  vessel  there,  and  never  troubled  the  Captaiu 
The  English  have  since  talked  loudly  of  it,  aud  gave  out  that  he 
had  returned  to  Boston,  but  lie  had  not  been  seen.  It  is  to  be 
feared,  were  he  to  come  now,  that  something  untoward  might  really 
liappen,  wherefore  it  would  be  very  wise  to  hasten  the  redress  of 
SewSetherland. 
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Of  the  Frfsk  Kivcr. 
Sometime  after  the  cnoiplelioD  on  the  Fresh  River  of  Fort  Good 
Mope;  which  was  begun  in  the  year  16:23,  an  English  schooner  ar- 
rived there,  but  Jacob  van  Curler,  the  Compaiiy't)  Comwiasar)', 
protestedagainst  it  byorder  of  tlie'Director  Wouter  van  Twiller; 
yet  notwithstanding  this  protest,  tliey  came  there  about  ayear  or  two 
aftervi-ards  with  some  families,  wliereupon  another  protest  was 
served  on  them ;  but  it  waa  very  evident  tliat  these  people  cared  very 
little  for  it,  for  nothwitlistanding  repeated  protests  to  the  contrary, 
tbey  Anally  invaded  and  usurned  the  entire  Fresli  river,  and  ttnaily 
sunk  so  low  in  sliamelessness  as  to  have  seized  in  the  year  1640,  the 
Company's  lands  around  the  fort.  And  when  this  was  protested 
against,  they  paid  no  attention  to  it.  They  have  proceeded  even 
further,  and  have  severely  beaten  the  Company's  people  with  sticks 
aud  clubs,  and  when  the  latter  were  on  their  land  for  the  purpose 
of  workhjg,forcibly  threw  their  plow  and  other  implements  Into 
the  river  and  impounded  the  horses.  The  same  thing  occurred 
repeatedly  aftem'ards,  and  they  also  took  up  the  hogs  and  cows  lie- 
longing  to  the  Fort,  and  even  frequently  sold  some  of  them,  for 
damages  as  they  say.  Protests  have  lieen  made  against  all  thetie  acts 
and  each  of  them  in  particular,  but  they  were  mocked  at ;  sundry 
very  severe  letters  were  written  to  their  Govemore  in  Latin  on  this 
subject,  minute  or  copy  whereof  remains  witli  the  Company's  offi- 
cers,  who  can  furnish  a  fuller  account  of  this  afEair;  but  all  op|x>- 
sition  was  vain;  for  they  having  now  a  smack  of  the  excellency  and 
convenience  of  this  river,  and  remarking  the  difference  between  the 
laud  there  and  that  more  easterly,  will  not  consent  to  go  back,  nor 
easily  submit  to  their  High  Mightinesses'  protection  unless  respect- 
fully invited  thereunto,  which  it  was  desirable  might  have  happened 
from  the  llrst. 


Of  Iht  Dutch  Title  to  the  Freah  Riotr. 
In  the  beginning,  before  the  English  were  ever  spoken  of,  our 
people,  as  we  find  it  written,  first  carefully  explored  and  discovered 
the  northern  i>artsof  New  Netherland  and  some  distance  on  the  other 
side  of  Cape  Cod,  And  even  planted  an  ensign  on,  and  took  pos- 
session of  Cape  Cod.  Anno  1614,  our  traders  not  only  trafficked  at 
the  Fi-esh  river,  but  had  also  ascended  it  before  any  English  people 
had  ever  dreamed  of  coming  there ;  the  latter  arrived  there  for  the 
first  time  in  the  year  1636,  after  our  Fort  Good  Hope  had  been  a  long 
time  in  existence,  and  almost  all  the  laud  on  both  sides  of  the  river 
had  been  bought  by  our  people  from  the  Indians,  which  purchase 
tiKik  place  principally  in  the  year  1632;  and  Kievits  hook  was  pur- 
chased at  that  time  also  by  one  Hans  Eencluys,  an  ofHcer  of  the 
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Company.  The  States'  arms  were  also  affixed  at  this  Hook  to  a 
treein  token  or  possession, but  the  English,  who  still  occupy  the  Fresh 
river,  threw  them  down,  and  engraved  a  fool's  fiwe  in  their  stead. 
Whether  this  was  done  by  autliority  or  not,  we  can  not  say ;  such  is 
probable,  and  no  other  than  an  affirmative  opinion  can  ))e  entertain- 
ed ;  this  much  has  come  to  pass— they  have  been  informed  of  it  in 
varions  letters,  wliicli  never  produced  any  result;  but  tliey  have  in 
addition,  contra  jus  genlivm  per  fas  et  nefas,  invaded  tlie  whole,  be- 
cause, as  they  say,  the  land  lay  unoccupied  and  waste,  which  was 
none  of  their  business,  and,  besides,  was  not  true ;  for  on  the  river 
a  fort  had  been  already  erected,  which  continued  to  he  occupied  by 
a  garrison.  Adjoining  the  fort,  was  also  a  neat  bouwery  belonging 
to  the  Dutch  or  the  Company ;  and  most  of  the  land  was  purchased 
and  owned.  Their  High  Mightinesses'  arms  were  set  up  at  Kievits 
hook,  which  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  so  that  everything  possible 
was  done  except  that  the  country  was  not  wholly  occupied,  and  the 
English  would  have  it  so;  forsooth,  aa  if  these  people,  who  now  by 
means  ot  their  greater  numbers  do  as  they  please,  were  at  liberty  to 
dictate  the  law  to  our  nation  within  its  own  purchased  lands  and 
limits,  and  to  order  how  and  in  what  manner  it  must  settle  the  coun- 
try, and  if  it  do  not  happen  to  suit  exactly  their  desire  and  pleasure, 
then  they  are  at  liberty  to  invade  and  appropriate  our  waters,  lands 
and  jurisdictioD. 


OfUie  BotUnbergh,  by  the  Engligh  called  New  Haven;  andof  other 
Places  of  minor  importance. 

All  the  \illages  settled  by  tlie  English  from  New  Holland  or  Cape 
Cod  unto  Stamford,  within  the  Dutch  limits, amount  toabout  thirty, 
and  may  be  estimated  at  nearly  five  thousand  persons  capable  of  bear- 
ing anus;  their  cattle  including  cows  and  horses,  are  computed  at 
thirty  thousand ',  their  goats  and  liogs  cannot  be  stated ;  it  is  impos- 
sible to  as  certain  precisely  both  the  one  and  the  other,  for  tliere  are 
divers  places  which  cannot  well  be  put  down  as  villages,  and  yet  are 
heginninffs  of  them.  Amoung  the  whole  of  these,  the  Rodenbergh 
or  New  Haven  is  the  principal;  it  has  a  Governor,  contains  about 
thirteen  hundred  and  forty  families,  and  is  a  province  or  member  of 
New  England,  there  being  four  in  all. 

This  place  was  begun  eleven  years  ago,  in  the  year  1638,  and 
they  have  since  hived  further  out  and  formed  Milford,  Stratford, 
Stamford,  and  the  Trading  House  already  referred  to. 

Director  Kieft  hath  caused  divers  protests,  both  in  Latin  and 
other  languages,  to  be  served  on  these  people,  commanding  them  by 
virtue  of  his  commissions.  In  the  name  of  the  Lords  States  General, 
tiis  Serene  Highness  of  Orange,  and  the  Honorable  Directors  of  the 
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Iiicorinrated  West  India  Company,  to  desist  from  their  pi'oceedings 
and  iiBurpations,  aod  Id  case  of  lefusul,  warning  them  thereby  tliat 
satisfaction  sitould  ht  required  of  them,  uooie  time  or  othe'r,  accord- 
ing as  cii'L'umataiices  might  allow;  but  it  was  knocking  at  a  deaf 
man's  door,  for  they  did  not  heed  it,  nor  give  it  any  attention;  but, 
on  tlie  contrary,  had  recourse  to  several  subterfuges,  circumstances, 
false  pretences  and  sopliistical  arguments,  to  give  a  color  to  tlieir 
actions,  and  to  cast  a  doubt  and  impeach  our  lawful  claim  and  valid 
title  to  the  premises.  General  Stuyvesant  hath  also  had  rei«ated 
difference  with  them  on  this  subject,  but  it  remains  in  statu  quo. 
The  farthest  tliat  they  liave  ever  been  willing  to  come  is,  to  decUre 
that  the  matter  could  never  be  arranged  iu  this  country,  and  tbat 
they  were  content  and  very  desirous  that  their  High  Mightiuesaes 
sliould  arrange  it  with  their  Sovereigns,  and  as  this  in  very  necessary, 
iniismuch  as  the  English  already  occupy  and  liave  seized  nearly  the 
half  of  Xew  Xetherland,  which  hereafter  can  well  be  of  great  im- 
portance, so  it  is  earnestly  to  be  desired,  that  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses would  please  to  press  this  matter,  before  it  proceed  farther, 
and  the  breach  become  irreparable. 

We  should  now  pass  from  this  to  the  South  river,  by  the  English 
called  Delaware  biiy,  with  a  view  first  to  describe  the  boundaries  in 
this  way,  consecutively;  but  we  cannot  omit,  in  passing,  to  say 
that  there  was  here,  both  in  Director  Kieft'a  time  and  in  that  of 
General  Stuyvesant,  a  certain  Englishioau  who  called  himself  Sir 
Eduard  Ploeyden,  and  styled  himself  Earl  Palatine  of  New  Albion ; 
he  represented  and  claimed  that  the  country  from  the  west  side  of 
the  North  river  unto  Virginia,  whs  liis,  by  grant  from  King  James 
of  England,  but  he  said  be  did  not  wish  to  create  any  difficulty  vitb 
the  Dutch,  though  he  was  very  much  piqued  at  John  Prius,  the 
Swedish  Governor  at  the  South  river,  on  account  of  some  affronts 
he  had  received  from  him,  which  are  too  long  to  relate;  he  added, 
that  he,  at  a  pro|>er  opportunity,  should  meet  that  gentleman,  and 
take  i>ossesHion  of  the  river.  Iu  fine,  accordiug  to  the  Euglisli  reck- 
oning, it  comes  to  this :  Nothing  remains  for  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses' subjects;  one  must  have  thus  far,  and  another  must  have  so 
far,  so  that  between  tliemselves  they  never  fall  short. 


Of  Ike  South  River  and  the  Boundaries  thereabout. 
As  we  are  now  about  to  speuk  of  the  Soutli  river,  and  tl)e  most 
Soutlierly  part  of  New  Netherland,  we  shall  l>egin  from  the  com- 
mencement, though  others  have  also  tnuited  fully  of  it,  and  shall 
state  eveiy  thing,  at  the  same  time,  as  briefly  as  possible.  The 
boundaries,  according  to  our  experience,  extend  at  this  place  to 
Cape  ]Iiuloi<en,  four  leagues  south  of  Cape  Coruelius,  iu  the  lati- 
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tude  of  thirty-6ight  degrees.  Tlie  coast  trends  on  an  average  West, 
SoutJi  West  and  Westerly,  and  though  tliis  Cape  HinlopeD  is  uot 
mucli  eat«euieU,  yet  it  uugbt  to  be  taken  into  consideration  as 
being  favorably  situated,  not  only  as  regards  the  convenience  of  tlie 
country,  but  uliio  as  relates  to  the  trade  with  tlie  Indiaus  on  tlie 
South  river,  to  secure  whieli  the  Euglisli  and  Swedes  are  making 
great  efforts,  as  we  sliall  presently  show.  Were  tlie  boundaries 
het«  settled,  tliey  would  all  be  properly,  and  without  any  further 
trouble,  deprived  of  it,  and  thus  tUe  enjoyment  of  the  produce  both 
of  the  eartb  and  of  the  trade,  would  i-emain  with  their  High 
Mightinesses'  subjects. 


0/  Ike  South  Bay  and  South  River. 

The  SoutU  bay  and  South  river,  by  many  called  the  second  great 
river  of  New  Netherland,  is  situated  in  latitude  39  degrees  33  min- 
utes; it  has  two  headlands  or  capes;  the  most  northerly  is  called 
Cape  May,  the  most  southerly,  Cape  Cornelius,  and  the  bay  itself 
was  named  New  Fort-May.  but  the  present  time,  Godyn's  Bay. 
These  names  were  given  to  the  places  about  ttie  time  of  the  first 
discovery,  before  they  liad  any  others.  The  discuvery  itself  was 
made  at  the  same  time  as  that  of  the  North  river,  by  the  same  alilp 
and  crew,  who  entered  the  South  bay  before  they  arrived  at  the 
North  bay,  as  isall  to  be  read  in  its  length  and  breadth  in  Johannes 
De  Laet's  Aifuice  Werelt. 

In  the  year  1623,  at  the  same  time  that  forts  were  erected  on  the 
North  and  Fresh  rivers,  Fort  Naasou  was  erected  upon  this  river, 
which,  in  common  conversation,  is  called  the  South  river;  but  it 
was  the  first  of  the  four,  and  for  the  same  pnrpose  and  object  as 
the  others,  as  hereinbefore  related.  The  fort  stands  on  the  East 
shore  fifteen  leagues  up  the  river.  Yet  it  would  have  done  as  well 
OD  the  West  bank.  The  bay  trends  nearly  North  and  South ;  it  is 
called  New  Port-May,  or  Godyn's  bay;  it  iB  nine  leagues  long  be- 
fore coming  to  the  river,  and  six  leagues  wide,  so  that  one  shore 
cannot  be  seen  fiom  the  other.  It  is  somewhat  dangerous  for  in- 
experienced persons,  on  account  of  some  bars;  otherwise,  there  ia 
water  enough  for  those  acquainted  with  the  courses.  This  bay 
and  river  are  compared  to  the  river  Amazou,  by  connoisseurs;  to 
wit,  by  those  who  have  seen  both.  In  Reneral,  it  is  considered  by 
every  person  one  of  the  finest,  best  and  pleasantest  rivers  In  the 
world,  on  account  of  its  own  and  other  attendant  conveniences. 
Fourteen  streams  flow  into  this  river,  the  smallest  of  them  naviga- 
ble for  two  or  three  leagues,  and  every  where,  on  both  sides,  are 
pretty  good  flats  in  great  abundance.  Two  leagues  from  Cai>e  Coi^ 
aelius,  on  the  West  side  of  the  entrance,  lies  a  certain  kill  which

might  well  l)e  called  an  ordinary  river,  or  stream, for  it  is  wide,n}iviga- 
ble  far  up,  and  lias  it  fine  roadstead  forshipsof  all  dimensions.  There 
is  no  other  in  the  entire  bay  equal  t  •  it  forgixidness  and  convenience. 
The  direct  channel,  in  aailiiig  up,  runs  close  by  it.  This  place  is 
called  the  Whore  Kill.  What  this  name  is  derived  from,  we  know 
not.  This  much  is  certain,  that  this  jilace  was  taken  np  and  colo- 
nized by  Netherlanders  years  before  any  English  or  Swedes  came 
thei-e.  The  States'arms  were  also  set  upat  thisplaceincop|ier;  but 
as  tliey  were  tbrown  down  by  some  insolent  Indians,  the  Commis- 
sary there  resented  it  very  strongly  and  demanded  the  head  of  the 
offender.  Tlie  Indians,  knowing  nothing  better,  hrought  a  head. 
Baying  it  was  that  of  the  tran^essor,  and  herewith  it  was  thought 
the  affair  was  arranged;  but  sometime  afterwards,  whilst  our 
j)eople  were  wholly  unconscious  of  the  design,  and  engaged  in  tbeir 
field  labor,  the  Indians  came,  ui  the  guise  of  friendship  and,  dis- 
tributing themselves  all  around,  according  to  the  number  of  the 
Dutch,  overpowered  and  murdered  them.  In  this  way  was  this 
Colony  again  reduced  to  nought,  howbeit  sealed  with  blood  and 
purchased  dearly  enough. 

Tliere  is  another  creek  on  the  East  side,  called  Hogs  creek,  three 
leagues  below  the  mouth  of  the  river.  Some  English  people  had 
settled  there,but  were  driven  away  by  Director  Kieft,  who  protested 
against  them,  having  been,  in  some  degree  assisted  by  the  Swedes. 
They  agreed  together  to  keep  out  the  English. 

The  Swedish  Governor,  thinking  his  opportunity  now  come,  had 
afort,ca1IedElBenburch,erectedatthisplace,  and  took  great  liber- 
ties with  every  one,  even  with  the  Company's  yachts,  or  such  as 
would  go  up  the  South  river ;  for  before  this  tort  must  they  all 
strike,  none  excepted,  and  two  men  are  here  sent  on  board  in  order 
to  ascertain  whence  the  yaclits  or  ships  come.  It  is' nothing  less  than 
searching;  it  will  probably  terminate  in  that.  What  right  these 
people  have  to  do  so,  we  know  not ;  we  cannot  comprehend  how 
servants  of  other  i>owers,  as  they  represent  themselves,  but  by 
what  commission  is  not  known  here,  make  themselves  so  much 
masters,  and  assume  authority,  over  land  and  property  l>eloiiging  to 
and  iwssessed  by  others  and  sealed  with  their  blood,  independent  of 
the  Charter.       ' 

The  Minquas  Kill  is  the  firat  up  the  river,  and  tliere  the  Swedes 
have  built  Fort  Christina.  This  place  is  conveniently  situated,  for 
large  vessels  can  lie  right  against  the  bank,  to  load  and  unload. 
Amongst  the  rest,  is  a  place  up  the  river  called  SchuylkiU,  a  fine 
navigiible  stream  which  also  was  heretofore,  in  possession  of  tbe 
Netherlanders  ;  but  what  is  its  condition  ?  The  Swedes  now  have 
it  also  mostly  under  tlieir  control.  There  are,  moreover,  several 
beautiful  and  pleasant  islands  and  other  places,  heretofore  also  in 
the  occu|)atioii  of  the  Ketherlanders,  and  still  bearing  the  names 
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the;  gave,  and  various  other  circumstances,  which  afford  sufficient 
HDd  conclusive  evidence  that  the  river  belongs  to  the  Netherlanders 
and  not  to  the  Swedes.  Their  beginnings  can  ot  themselves  convict 
them;  for  one  Minnewits,  who  had  previously  Ijeen  Director  at 
the  Manhatans  for  the  West  India  Comiwny,  came  to  this  river 
eleven  years  ago— in  the  year  1838— with  tJie  ship  de  KalmershiUel 
and  the  yacht  de  Vogelgryp,  representing  on  the  contrary,  to  the 
Netherlanders  who  resiiled  at  the  river  on  behalf  of  the  Company 
and  of  Mr.  Yan  der  Nederliorst,  that  he  was  on  a  voyage  to  the 
West  Indies,  and  that  he  wished  first  to  transact  some  business  there 
la  passing,  and  to  take  in  a  supply  of  wood  and  water,  when  he 
should  depart.  A  while  afterwards  some  of  our  people  relumed 
tbittier  and  still  found  them  there ;  but  then  they  already  hnd  pre- 
pared a  little  garden  of  salad,  pot  herbs  and  such  like.  Our  people 
wondered  at  this;  inquired  what  it  meant,  and  If  they  intended  to 
remain  there  ?  They  offered  divers  reasons  and  subterfuges  in  ex- 
planation; nevertheless,  some  presumed  that  such  was  their  design. 
The  third  time,  'twas  clearly  seen  by  the  building  of  a  fort,  what 
their  design  and  intentiou  were.  Director  Kieft,  on  obtaining  in- 
formation of  the  matter,  protested,  but  in  vain.  It  was  their  de- 
termination not  to  depart  thence,  as  the  sequel  of  the  matter  clearly 
and  plainly  showed.  As  a  proof  of  this,  the  arms  of  their  High 
Might  iiiesfles  were  erected  ak>ove  Machibachansio,  at  the  Sankikans, 
by  order  of  Director  Kieft,  in  token  tliat  tlie  river  with  all  tlie  ad- 
joining countries  and  circumjacent  lands  and  superficies  were  under 
the  control  and  in  the  possession  of  their  High  Mightinesses-  But 
what  fruit  did  that  bear,  save  lasting  scorn  and  decreased  respect  ? 
For  the  Swedeawith  insufferable  inBnIence,have  thrown  tliem  down, 
and  so  'tis  allowed  to  remain ;  and  'tis  considered,  especially  by  the 
Governor,  a  brilliant  achievement.  'Tis  true  that  several  protests 
were  made  both  against  this  and  other  matters  tBat  occurred,  but 
they  produced  as  little  effect  as  the  Bight  of  a  crow  overhead, 
and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  if  this  Governor  had  an  adequate  force, 
there  would  have  been  more  mad  fi-eaks  with  him  than  with  the 
English  or  any  of  their  Governors.  And  this  is,  in  brief,  the  case  of 
the  Swedes ;  tlje  Company's  officers  ought  to  be  able  to  make  a  per- 
tinent report  on  the  subject,  as  they  have  in  their  possession  all  the 
papers  and  documents,  to  which  and  to  the  journals,  we  refer. 

The  English  have  also  sought  at  divers  times  and  places  to  annex 
this  river,  being,  as  tliey  say,  the  nearest  to  it ;  but  they  have  been 
prevented  hitherto  in  this,  by  divers  protests,  and  also  by  their  being 
expelled  by  force,  well  knowing  that  if  they  but  once  happen  to  settle 
there,  the  river  would  be  lost,  or  cause  considerable  trouble;  for 
they  would  swarm  to  it  in  great  numbers.  It  is  currently  reiwrted 
here  every  day,  and  we  are  informed,  that  the  English  will  soon 
repair  thither  with  several  families.    'Tis  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that 
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if  these  people  come  to  settle  there,  they  will  bo  rapidly  spread  them- 
selves over  every  place,  that  shortly  neither  Dutch  nor  Swedes  will 
have  much  to  say  there ;  at  least,  there  will  be  a  risk  of  losine  the 
river,  in  whole  or  in  part,,  if  some  particular  precaution  be  not  taken ; 
and  this,  then,  would  be  the  fruit  of  want  of  population;  yet  with 
all,  the  Directors  of  the  Company  have  not  to  thia  day  paid  any  at- 
tention or  regard,  worth  mentioning,  to  tiie  matter.  Tliough  it  has 
been  communicated  to  tliem  fully  and  by  divers  letters,  they  have 
been  a  serious  obstruction  and  an  impediment ;  for  it  fares  with 
this  as  with  the  rest— Greed  hath  befooled  Wisdom  ;  for  the  report 
now  prevails  that  the  English  will  build  a  village  and  trading  house 
there ;  and,  in  truth,  if  they  begin,  there  is  no  one  liere  on  the  part 
of  the  Company  who  can  prevent  them,  or  api»arently  offer  them 
much  opposition.  And  not  longer  ago  than  last  year,  divers  free- 
men, among  whom  were  even  some  of  ourselves,  and  all  of  whom 
without  exception  had  or  could  iiave  good  employers  in  Fatherland, 
requested  liberty  to  make  a  settlement  there;  to  wit,  a  trading 
hotue.  some  bouweries  and  gilantations,  on  condition  and  provided 
some  suitable  Freedoms  and  Exemptions  were  granted  ;  but  this  the 
General  refused,  saying,  he  could  not  do  it  as  he  had  no  order  nor 
instructions  to  that  effect  from  the  Hon"*  Lords  Majors ;  l>ut  if 
they  chose  to  make  a  b^inning  there,  without  Freedoms  or  such 
like,  that  could  in  some  respect  tie  done.  And  when  we  repreeented 
to  his  Honor  that  such  were  offered  us  by  the  neighbors  all  round, 
if  we  would  only  declare  ouiwwillingneas  to  acknowledge  ourselves 
members  of  their  government,  and  that  this  phiceran  a  thousand 
dangers  from  the  Swetles  and  English ;  his  Honor  replied,  that  he 
well  knew  It,  and  that  it  was  as  we  represented,  whereof  in  fact  he 
was  fully  aware.  Reason  was  on  our  side,  but  the  instructions  he 
hail  from  his  superiors  were  such  that  lie  could  not  justify  It  before 
tliem.  Now  we  are  Wind  in  these  matters,  but  one  of  two  things 
must  be  true;  either  it  must  be  the  fault  of  the  Director  or  ot 
the  Company,  or  of  both.  Whichsoever  be  the  case,  the  one  shifts 
the  blame  on  the  other,  and  between  them,  all  runs  to  ruin. 
Strangers  possess  the  land  and  fare  right  well,  and  mock  us  if 
we  say  any  tl.ing.  They  enjoy  free  Privileges  and  Exemptions, 
the  like  of  which,  were  our  Netherlaiiders  to  possess,  they  would 
(with  God's  help,  without  which  we  can  do  nothing)  doubtless 
flourish  RS  well  as,  if  not  better,  than  the  English.  Therefore,  the 
Comi>Hny,oritBservants,  have  been,  up  to  this  time,  the  obstruction 
and  the  cause  that  the  country  does  not  make  greater  progress.  It 
is  not  to  Ijc  expected  that  'twill  fare  any  better,  but  much  worse 
whilst  It  is  under  their  control,  such  is  their  greediness  and  mis- 
government  ;  but  tlie  right  time  to  treat  of  this  matter  is  not  yet 
arrived. 
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Of  the  Voni-enicnce  and  Exctilen<:e  (if  the  Witters. 
Having  treated  of  the  aitiiation  of  the  laii<1  and  iU  bouiulHries. 
ami  having  spoken,  consequently,  of  the  location  of  the  rivers,  it 
will  not  be  foreitii  to  our  purpose  to  add  a  word  rP8|*ctijig  the 
goodness  and  convenience  of  the  waters,  wjiicli  are  salt,  brackish 
and  fresh,  according  to  their  locality.  There  are,  in  New  Netlier- 
land,  four  principal  rivers ;  the  most  southerly  is  conimoiily  citlled 
the  Soi'Tii  RiVEK,  the  bay,  before  entering  the  river,  Godyn's  bay ; 
the  river  Is  so  named  not  because  its  course  south,  but  because  it 
is  the  most  southerly  river  of  New  Netlierland.  It  is  iminediately 
south  of  another,  which  is  also  the  principal  and  best  as  regards 
trade  and  population,  and  is  called  Bio  MoNTA>fJE.<>,  on  account  of 
some  mountains,  or  Mauritius'  river,  commonly  the  North  river, 
because  its  course  is  mainly,  and  for  a  great  distance,  towards  the 
north.  ,The  third  is  the  East  Kiveb,  so  named  because  it  stretches 
East  from  the  Manathans.  This  is  esteemed  by  many  not  a  river 
but  a  bay,  because  'tis  very  wide  in  some  places,  and  oi)ens  at  both 
ends  into  the  sea.  We,  however,  consider  it  a  river,  and  it  is  gen- 
erally so  reckoned.  The  fourth  is  the  Fresh  river,  because  its 
water  is,  for  the  most  part,  fresh,  more  so  than  that  of  the 
others.  In  addition  to  tliese  rivers,  there  are  still  many  and 
various  bays,  harlx.rs  and  inlets,  very  convenient  and  useful,  some 
of  which  fully  deserve  the  name  of  rivers.  There  is  also  abund- 
ance of  lakes,  some  large,  some  small,  besides  navigable  kills, 
which  are  very  like  rivers,  and  multitudes  of  creeks  very  useful 
for  navigating  over  all  parts  of  the  country,  as  the  Map  of  New 
Netlierland  will  demonstrate  to  us.  There  are,  besides,  many  and 
various  waterfalls  and  streams  adapted  for  the  erection  of  all  sorts 
of  mills  for  man's  use,  and  innumerable  small  rivulets  iind  brooks 
throughout  the  whole  land,  as  arteries  through  a  body ;  the  water 
of  all  is  fresh,  except  of  some  few  at  the  sea  side  which  are  salt  and 
fresh,  or  brackish,  all  very  good  drink  for  wild  and  domestic  ani- 
mals ;  discharging  their  surplus  watere  into  the  rivers  or  into  the 
sea-  In  addition  to  all  these,  there  are  fountains  and  springs,  in- 
numerable, every  where  throughout  the  country. even  at  places  .wliere 
they  would  not  be  expected,  as  on  cliffs  and  rocks,  from  which  they 
burst  fortli  like  water  spouts;  and  some  are  of  such  a  nature  that 
they  are  worthy  attention,  not  only  because  they  are  all,  except  those 
in  the  thickets,  very  clear  and  pure,  but  many  have  this  peculiarity, 
that  in  the  winter  they  smoke  from  heat,  and  in  summer  are  so  cool 
that  even  in  the  hottest  part  of  the  season  the  hand  can,  with  diffi- 
culty, tolerate  them  on  account  of  the  cold.  And  this  circimistance 
rendera  them  very  pleasant  for  the  service  of  man  and  beast,  by 
whom  they  can  be  used  without  danger;  for  should  any  one  drink 
thereof,  it  does  him  no  harm,  even  though  it  be  very  warm 
weather.    This  much  being  stated  regarding  the  property,  conve- 
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nience,  goodness  and  fertility  of  this  province,  in  whicb  respects  it 
need  not  yield,  as  far  aa  our  limiteii  exiwrieuce  estenda,  to  any 
province  in  Europe;  and  as  relates  to  trade,  wherein  Europe,  and 
especially  Netherland,  excels,  this  province  not  only  lies  very  con- 
venient and  suitable  for  it,  but  were  there  only  population,  would 
be  found  to  have  exported  more  commodities  by  and  of  itself  to 
other  countries  than  it  needed  to  import  from  elsewhere.  These 
beini;  considered,  twill  be  very  little  labor  for  the  intelligent  to 
estimate  and  to  compute  exactly  what  importance  this  naturally 
noble  province  is  to  tlie  Netherland  nation,  what  service  it  miglit 
hereafter  be  to  it,  and  what  a  refuge  it  would  be  for  all  the  needy 
In  Netherland,  as  well  of  higli  and  middle  as  of  low  degree,  for  it 
is  much  easier  for  people  of  industry  to  ohtjiin  a  living  here  than  in 
Netherland.  We  cannot  sufficiently  thank  the  Fountain  of  all 
Goodness  for  having  conducted  us  into  so  good,  so  fertile  and  so 
wholesome  a  land,  which  we,  however,  did  not  deserve,  on  account 
of  our  manifold  sins  exceedingly  increased  by  us  every  day  in  tills 
country.  We  are  also  l>ehoIden,  in  the  iiighest  degree,  to  the  In- 
dians, who  not  only  surrendered  this  tich  and  fertile  country,  and 
for  a  trifle  made  it  over  to  us,  but  did,  over  and  above,  also  enrich 
us  with  their  valuable  and  mutual  trade,  so  that  there  is  none  iu 
New  Netlierland,  or  trading  to  that  country,  hut  is  under  obliga- 
tion thereby.  Great  is  our  shame  now,  and  fortunate  should  we  be 
did  we  duly  acknowledge  this  benefit,  and  in  return  for  what  the 
Indians  had  shared  with  us  of  their  substance,  endeavor,  as  much 
as  in  us  lay,  to  divide  with  tliem  the  Good  Eternal.  It  is  to  lie 
feared  that  for  tliis  injury  tl)ey  will  stand  up  against  us  at  the  last 
day.  I,ord  of  Hosts  I  forgive  us  that  we  have  not  hittierto  com- 
ported ourselves  better  in  this  matter ;  but  grant  us  the  means  and 
direct  our  hearts  that  we  in  future  duly  acquit  ourselves  herein  unto 
the  salvation  of  our  own  and  their  souls,  and  the  glorifying  of  Tliy 
Holy  name,  for  Christ  liis  sake,  Amrn. 

'Tis  respectfully  submitted  that  the  trouble  which  will  attend  the 
adjustment  of  the  boundaries,  and  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  at 
first  for  the  increase  of  the  population  of  tlii?  Country  ought  to  lie 
disregarded,  and  it  ought  to  be  borne  in  mind  tliat  l>eginnings  are 
difficult,  and  that  sowing  would  be  irksome  were  men  are  not  com- 
forted by  reaping.  We  trust  and  are  confident  that  your  High 
Mightinesses'  very  great  experieuce  will  accomplisti  this  better  than 
we  are  able  to  suggest ;  but  it  may  probably  appear  strange  to  your 
Higti  Mightinesses  and  some  other  friends  before  whom  tliis  may 
come,  that  we  sjieak  so  highly  as  we  do,  and  as  we  know  to  be  tnie, 
of  this  place,  and  yet  complain  of  its  indigence  and  iwverty  and  he* 
seech  lielp,  asttisbince,  redress,  diminution  of  burdens,  t<opulation 
and  otliersimilarbenefitsforlt,  and  sliow  that  it  is  in  a  ixwraud 
ruinous  condition;  yea,  so  low,  that  unless  it  receive  esjecial  aid 
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and  awistance  it  will  utterly  fall  away  and  be  ruled  by  foreigners. 
It  becumes  therefore  incumbent  to  point  out  the  tine  reason  and 
cause  why  New  Netherland  is  in  its  present  low  conditiou,  wbich 
we  sliall  do  as  correctly,  minutely  and  truthfully  as  will  be  in  any 
wise  possible,  according  to  the  facts  as  we  have  seen,  found  and 
heard  them ;  but  as  this  relation  not  only  wil!  call  forth  and  expe- 
rience much  opposition  and  reproach,  as  it  will  greatly  excite 
many  against  it,  we  therefore  most  humbly  pray  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  all  well  wishers  whom  this  may  reach,  not  to  allow  the 
truth  to  yield  to  falsehoods,  previously  trumped  up  and  invented: 
and  not  to  admit  any  evidence  against  it,  except  «.f  such  impartial 
persons  as  have  not  either  directly  or  iudirectly  been  injuriously 
affected  by,  nor  bad  a  hand  in,  tlie  ruin  of  New  Netherland,  nor 
are  otherwise  under  obligation  to  it.  And  with  this  olwervation, 
we  proceed  to  the  reasons  and  sole  cause  of  the  evil,  whliih  we  truly, 
though  briefly  and  indistinctly  set  fortli  in  the  beginning  o£  our 
petition  to  your  High  Mightinesses. 


Of  the  Heasima  and  Cause  of  the  Ortat  Decay  of  Nein  Netherlanil. 

As  we  shall  treat  of  the  reasons  and  causes  by  whicli  New  Neth- 
erland has  been  reduced  to  its  present  low  and  ruinous  conditiou, 
BO  we  consider  it  necessary  Arst  to  enumerate  them  separately;  and, 
in  accordance  with  our  daily  experience  as  far  as  our  knowledge 
extends,  we  here  assert  in  one  word,  and  none  better  offers,  that 
the  cause  is  bad  government  with  its  attendants  and  consetiuences. 
With  our  best  light  we  cannot  perceive  any  other  than  this  to  be 
the  Hole  and  true  foundation  stone  of  the  decay  and  ruin  in  New 
Netherland.  This  government  from  wliicli  so  much  abuse  proceeds, 
is  two  fold;  to  wit,  in  Fatherland  by  the  Company,  and  in  this 
CouDtry.  We  shall  Arst  briefly  proceed  to  point  out  some  orders 
and  mistakes  of  Fatherland,  and  afterwards  i>aa3  to  the  others,  and 
see  bow  they  have  here  grown  up  and  waxed  strong. 

In  tlie  infancy  of  this  country,  the  Directors  adopted  wrong  plans 
and  in  our  opinion  looked  more  to  their  own  profit  than  to  the  coun- 
try's welfare,  and  truste<l  more  to  interested  than  to  sound  advice. 
This  is  evident  from  the  unnecessaiy  expenses  incurred  from  time 
to  time;  the  heavy  accounts  from  New  Netherlaud;  the  taking  up 
Colonies  mostly  by  Directors ;  their  carrying  on  commerce,  to  which 
end  trade  has  l)eeu  regulated,  and  fiually  from  not  colonizing  the 
wunlrj-.  It  seemed  at  first  as  if  tlie  Company  did  intend  to  settle 
th la  place  with  its  own  servants,  which  must  be  a  great  mistake; 
for  su  soon  as  their  time  was  up,  they  returned  home  carrying  with 
them  Dotbing  except  a  trifle  in  their  purse  and,  for  the  country,  the 
bad  reputation  of  great  hunger,  &c.  Meanwhile  there  was  no  profit 
10-VOL.  V. 
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but  heavy  monthly  bills,  AS  the  accounts  from  New  Netherland  will 
testify. 

Had  the  Hon""  West  India  Company  attended  in  the  beginning 
to  population,  instead  of  incurring  great  expense  for  tilings  un- 
neci^wuiry,  which  might  be  attended  to  at  more  favorable  times  and 
then  could  also  be  better  done,  the  New  Netherland  account  would 
not  be  so  large  as  it  is  now;  ftrst,  by  the  constructiOD  of  the  ship 
yievrr  NetrJanl,  at  an  excessive  expense;  of  three  costly  mills,  l^ 
making  brick,  burning  tar,  manufacturing  ashes,  salt,  and  similar 
undertakings,  which  through  bad  management  and  calculation, 
came  wholly  too  little  or  nothing,  notwithstanding  the  excessive 
expenditure.  Had  this  been  applied  to  colonizing  the  country, 
and  transporting  cattle,  the  place  might  now  be  of  considerable  im- 
portance. 

Tliis  country  and  its  position  are  mucli  better  and  more  conve- 
nient than  that  occupied  by  the  English,  and  had  not  self  interest 
and  private  speculation  tieen  attended  to,  assuredly,  the  North  of 
England  would  not  have  outstripiied  us  so  much. 

Ha<l  the  first  Exemptions  been  honestly  carried  out,  according  to 
their  tenor  and  not  with  particularviews,  the  friends  of  New  Neth- 
erland  would  certainly  have  made  greater  exertions  to  bring  out 
settlers  and  to  take  uji  land.  The  other  clauses  which  were  intro- 
duced, have  always  discouraged  individuals  and  kept  them  down, 
80  that  those  of  them  who  had  any  skill,  on  becoming  aware  of  the 
the  facts,  dare  venture  nothing.  It  is  very  true  thiit  the  Company 
luith  brought  over  some  |)ersons.  but  it  did  not  persevere,  so  that 
little  advantage  followed;  it  had,  also,  no  proper  commencement, 
for  'twas  done  as  if  without  any  plan. 

It  is  imiKissible  to  relate  and  pertinently  to  describe,  in  what  and 
how  many  instances  the  Comisiny  hath  Injured  and  ob3tructe<i  this 
country.  It  was  unwilling  that  our  nation  should  take  up  land,  as 
appears  from  the  case  of  Jacob  Walingen  and  his  associates,  at  the 
Fresh  river  and  now  recently  as  regards  tlie  South  river,  and  in 
the  meanwhile  have  foreigners  intruded  there,  and  nothing  has 
been  done  except  a  prohibition  and  protest  against  it.  Nothing 
else  could  well  be  done,  for  ttie  garrisons  are  not  sent  out  complete 
agreeably  to  the  Exemption,  so  that  the  fault  of  New  Netherland's 
low  condition  lies  aa  much  at  the  door  of  Fatherland,  as  of  this 
place;  yea,  the  seed  of  the  war  was,  according  to  Director  Kieft, 
first  sown  in  Fatherland,  for  he  said  that  he  had  express  order  to 
exact  the  contribution  from  the  Indians;  this  would  have  been 
ver}- good,  had  the  country  been  |)eopIed,but  in  this  instance  it  was 
premature. 

Trade,  without  which,  when  lawful, no  country  prospers,  has  alM 
fallen  otT  so  much  in  consequence  of  the  Company's  acts,  that  it  is 
without  a  parallel,  and  more  slavish  than  free,  owing  to  high  duties 
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and  all  the  inspections  and  trouble  that  accompany  it.  We  highly 
approve  of  inspection  according  to  the  orders  given  by  the  Company 
to  its  ofAcers,  and  su  far  aa  'tis  done  to  check  smuij^giera,  who  liiive 
mined  the  country,  and  now  go  out  from  all  parts;  but  it  ought, 
nevertheless,  be  executed  without  partially,  which  is  not  always  the 
case.  The  duty  is  hiffh ;  of  inspection  and  seizures  there  ia  no  lack, 
and  thus  lawful  trade  is  turned  aside,  except  some  little  which  ia 
carried  on  only  pro  forma,  in  order  to  pu.sh  smuggUnK  under  this 
cloak.  Mean whila  the  Christiiuia  are  treated  almost  like  Indians 
in  the  purchase  of  necessaries  which  they  cannot  do  without;  this 
causes  great  complaint,  distress  and  poverty.  Thus,  for  example : 
—the  merchants  sell  their  dry  goods,  which  are  subject  to  little  loss, 
at  a  hundred  t«r  cent  advance,  and  that  freely,  according  as  there 
is  a  demand  for,or  scarcity  of  this  or  that  article;  petty  traders 
who  bring  small  lots  and  others  who  speculate,  buy  up  those  goods 
from  the  merchants,  and  sell  them  again  to  the  common  people  who 
cannot  do  without  them,  often  at  anotlier  advance  of  cent  per  cent. 
more  or  less,  according  as  they  are  pursuaded  or  disposed.  More  is 
taken  on  liquors  which  are  subject  to  considerable  leakage,  and 
those  who  purchase  such  from  them ,  pursue  a  course  similar  to  that 
stated  of  the  dry  goods,  and  generally  with  so  much  shrewdness, 
that  the  goods  are  disposed  by  the  first,  secon<l  and  third  hands,  at 
an  advance  of  one  and  two  hundred,  and  more  per  cent.  It  would 
be  impossible  for  us  to  enumerate  all  the  practices  that  are  had  re- 
course to,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  self  or  individual  interest ; 
whilst  little  thought  is  bestowed  on  introducing  people  into  tlie 
country.  We  intended  to  be  silent.  But  the  people  have,  more- 
over, been  driven  away  by  liarsli  and  unwarrantable  proceedings; 
their  Honors,  however,  authorized  this,  for  they  instructed  Director 
Kieft  to  pick  out  faults  where  none  existed,  and  to  consider  a  par- 
tial, as  a  complete,  error  aud  so  forth.  It  has  also  been  seen  how 
the  letters  of  the  Eight  Uen  have  been  treated,  and  the  result; 
besides  many  additional  ordei'S  and  instructions  which  are  not 
knowu  to  us,  and  are  alike  ruinous;  but  laying  this  aside  for  the 
present,  with  a  word  now  and  again  by  way  of  remark,  let  us  pro- 
ceed to  examine  bow  their  servants,  and  the  Directors  and  their 
friends,  have  fattened  here  from  time  to  time,  having  played  with 
their  employers  and  the  people  as  the  cat  plays  with  the  mouse.  It 
would,  indeed,  be  very  easy  U>  give  an  account  of  their  miinage- 
ment  and  course  from  the  l)eglnning,  but  as  the  most  of  us  were  not 
here  at  that  time,  and  conse<|uently  not  eye  witnesses,  and  as  it  was 
long  ago  and  has  partially  escaped  recollection,  and  did  not  seem  to 
us  so  Iwd  as  afterwards  when  land  was  granted  free,  and  the  free- 
men began  U>  increase,  we  shall  therefore  pass  over  the  beginning, 
and  let  Mr.  LubbertvanDinglagen,Vice-Govemorof  New  Nether- 
land,  describe  the  administration  of  Director  Wouter  van  Twiller 
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with  which  he  is  known  to  be  conversant,  and  treat  only  of  the  two 
last  sad  and  senseless  extravagances— we  should  aay,  lidmiiiistra- 
tioiis—of  Director  Kieft,  which  is  now  in  truth  past,  but  its  evil 
consequences  remain ;  and  of  Director  Btuyvesant,  which  still 
stands,  if  that  can  be  said  to  stand  which  lies  completely  prostrate. 
The  Dii'ectors  in  this  country  tjeing  at  a  distance  from  their  mas- 
ters, looked  close  to  their  own  advantage.  They  liave  always  known 
how  to  manage  theic  own  affairs  handsomely,  with  little  loss  to 
themselves,  yet  under  plausible  pretexts,  such  .as  public  interest, 
&c.  Tliey  liave  also  comported  themselves  just  as  if  they  were  Sover- 
eigns of  the  country ;  aa  they  would  have  it,  so  must  it  always  be, 
and  as  they  desired  it,  so  it  was.  "  The  Board  of  Managers, "  say 
they,  "are,  indeed,  masters  in  Fatherland,  but  we  are  masters  in  this 
land.  Aa  they  decide,  so  'twill  go;  there  is  no  appeal."  And  it 
has  not  been  difficult  for  them  hitherto  t«  put  this  in  practice ;  for 
the  people  were  few,  and  the  majority  of  these  very  simple  and 
uniformed;  they,  moreover,  had  business  with  the  Directors  every 
day,  and  If  there  were  any  men  of  intelligence  among  them,  who 
could  walk  on  their  own  feet,  efforts  were  made  to  conciliate  these. 
It  was  impossible  at  first  fully  to  comprehend  their  policy,  which 
was  always  artful  and  imtidious,  especially  as  it  was  so  often  suc- 
cessful in  this  respect,  and  had  sometimes  quite  a  long  duration. 
Director  Kieft  himself  said,  and  allowed  others  to  repeat  it,  that  in 
this  coimtry  he  was  i^overeign  and  the  same  as  the  Prince  in  Netlier- 
land.  He  was  told  so  repeatedly  here,  and  never  made  any  particu- 
lar objection  to  it.  The  refusal  of  appeal  and  other  such  acts, 
prove  it  so  conclusively,  that,  in  our  opinion,  it  does  not  require  any 
further  evidence.  This  present  Director  does,  also,  the  same  thing, 
for  he  ton  M-as  quite  at  home  iu  refusing  appeals.  He  also  quotes 
right  readily  this  maxim,  "The  Prince  is  above  the  law,"  and  ap- 
plies it  to  his  own  caxe  with  so  much,  arrogance,  as  to  make  even 
himself  ashamed.  These  Directors,  then, liavingthepower  iu  their 
own  hands,  conld  do,  and  did  whatever  they  chose,  according  to 
their  good  will  and  plejisure,  and  whatever  was,  must  be  right. 
because  it  was  agreeable  to  them.  'TIS  well  kni>wn  that  those  who 
arrogate  to  themselves,  and  exercise  power,  for  the  purpose  of  issu- 
ing such  commands  as  they  please,  frequently  commniid  and  re- 
quire more  than  they  really  ought;  and  whether  it  be  proper  or  not, 
tliere  are  always  some  person  there  to  praise  it;  si>mc  through  a  de- 
sire to  witness  and  abet  evil;  others,  from  fear;  and  thus  do  people 
still  continue  to  complain,  with  .Tan  Vergas,  de  cUmenlia  ducia,  of 
the  clemency  of  the  Duke.  Itut  that  we  may  give  no  one  reason  to 
suspect  that  we  blow  to  hard,  'twill  be  proiwr  to  illustrate  the  close 
of  Director  Kieft's  administration,  and  the  government  of  l>irector 
Stuyvesant  a  little  l)efoi-e  our  departure  by  a  few  examples,  but  we 
willingly  admit,  that  it  will  not  be  in  our  power  fully  to  relate  all 
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the  particuliirs,  as  they  were  transacted  so  secretly,  and  with  ao 
luucb  duplicity  and  tiuile.  We  sliall,  however,  expose  some  or  them 
awordinfi  to  our  ability,  and  let  an  opinion  be  formed  of  the  Lion 
l>y  I  lis  paw. 

Casting  our  eye,  then,  over  Director  Kieft'a  administration,  we 
come  first  to  tlie  (JUurch,  and  we  shall  8i»eak  after  that,  of  the  pub- 
lic property,  both  ecclesiastical  and  civil.  But  as  this  man  is  now 
ilrad,  and  some  of  his  proceedings  and  acts  are  freely  discussed  by 
Jiicliem  PieterasCnyterand  Cornells  Molyn,  we  shall  dispose  of  this 
injintasciirtlyas  we  possibly  can. 

Previous  to  Director  Kieft's  bringing  unnecessaiy  war  upon  the 
country,  his  principal  aim  and  object  were  to  take  good  care  of  him- 
self.and  toleiive  behind  him  a  great  name,  but  without  any  expense 
fitber  to  liimself  or  the  Company ;  for  he  has  never  yet  done  iiny- 
tliing  remarkable  for  the  country  by  which  it  was  improved.  With 
tliai  view  he  considered  the  errection  of  a  Church  very  necessary, 
1*102  a  public  work,  the  rather  us  it  was  in  contemplation  at  that 
time  to  build  a  place  of  worship  iu  Renselaerswyck.  Bearing  this 
in  mind,  he  commuuicate<l  his  views  to  the  church  wardens,  of 
TTliom  he  himself  was  one,  who  readily  approved  of  and  praised  the 
project.  The  place  where  it  should  stand  was  then  discussed.  The 
Director  wished  and  insisted  that  it  should  be  located  in  the  fort, 
where  it  was  erected  in  spite  of  the  others.  And  truly,  the  location 
is  98  suitable  aa  a  fifth  wheel  to  a  coach ;  for,  besides  being  small,  the 
fort  lies  on  a  point,  which  would  be  of  more  importance  in  case  of 
population;  the  Church,  which  ought  to  be  Dwue<l  by  the  people 
wlio  defrayed  the  expen.'te  of  its  construction,  intercepts  and  turns 
aside  the  Southeast  wind  from  the  gristmill  which  stands  in  that 
\'i(;Inity ;  and  this  is  also  one  of  the  causes  why-a  scarcity  of  bread 
lirevaiis  frequently  in  summer  for  want  of  grinding.  But  this  is 
not  the  sole  cause;  for  the  mill  is  neglected,  and  having  been  leaky 
most  of  the  time,  it  has  t)ecome  decayed  and  somewhat  rotten,  so 
that  it  cannot  now  work  with  any  more  than  two  arms,  and  has 
mne  on  thus  for  all  of  five  years.  But  returning  to  the  Church 
fnim  which  the  gristmill  has  for  the  moment  diverted  us;  theDirec- 
lor  concluded,  then,  to  have  one  built  and  on  the  spot  which  he 
lierferreti.  He  lacked  money ;  and  where  was  this  to  be  got?  It 
liappened,  about  this  time,  that  Everardus  Bogardus,  the  clergy- 
man, gave  in  marriage  a  daughter,  by  his  first  wife.  The  Dii-ector 
thought  this  a  good  time  for  his  purpose,  and  set  to  work  after  the 
fourth  or  fifth  drink;  and  he  himself  setting  a  liberal  example,  let 
tlie  wedding  guests  sign  whatever  they  were  disiK>sed  to  give  to- 
"anls  the  Churcli.  Each,  then,  with  a  light  head,  subscribed  away 
'^t  a  handsome  rate,  one  competing  with  the  other;  and  although 
some  heartily  rei^ented  it  when  their  senses  came  back,  they  were 
fhliged  nevertbelesa,  to  lay ;  nothing  could  avail  against  it.    The 
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Church.theti,waslocat«d  in  tbefort.in  opposition  toeveryone*3opin- 
ion.  Tlie  honor  and  owuerabip  of  that  work  must  be  inferred  from 
thelDScriptioD,whicli,  in  ouropinion,  is  somewhat  ambiguous,  and 
reads  thus:  Anno.  1M2.  Willem  Kieft,DibectedrGenerael, 
heeft  lie  getaeente  desen  umple  doen  bouwen.  But,  laying  that  aside, 
the  people  nevertheless,  paid  for  tlie  churcli. 

It  ifi  now  our  time  to  speak  of  the  ciiurch  property,  and  to  do  the 
truth  no  violence,  we  are  not  aware  tliat  there  ever  lias  been  any, 
or  that  the  church  hath  any,  revenue,  except  what  is  given  to  it. 
Neither  the  Company  nor  the  Director  ever  t«ok  the  least  pains  or 
trouble  to  obtain  or  provide  any. 

The  plate  has  been  a  long  time  passed  around  for  a  Common  school 
which  baa  be«n  l)uilt  with  words ;  for,  as  yet,  the  first  stoue  is  not 
laid ;  some  materials  have  only  been  provided.  However,  the  money 
given  for  the  purpose  hath  all  disappeared  and  is  mostly  spent,  80 
that  it  falls  somewhat  short;  and  nothing  permanent  has  as  yet  been 
effected  for  this  purpose. 

The  Poor,  who,  however,  are  beat  provided  for,  having  nothii^ 
except  what  is  collected  in  the  church  in  addition  to  a  few  Ones 
and  voluntary  offerings  from  the  inhabitants;  but  a  conaiderabie  por- 
tion of  tlie  money  is  in  the  liands  of  the  Company,  who  took  it,  from 
time  to  time,  and  retained  it.  Tbey  have  long  promised  to  pay  in- 
terest, but  notwitli standing  all  that  was  done  in  the  matter  neitlier 
principal  nor  interest  can  be  ohtained  from  them. 

There  is,  occasionally,  a  flying  report  of  an  hospital  and  of  asylums 
for  orphans  and  for  old  men,  &c.,  but  asyet  notas^of  anattempt, 
order  or  regulation  has  been  made  about  them.  From  all  these, 
then,  it  is  sufficiently  apparent,  that  scarcely  any  proper  care  or 
diligence  has  been  used  by  the  Company  or  its  officers,  for  any  ec- 
clesiastical property;  and,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertjiined,  nothing  in 
the  least  has  been  done  from  the  t>eginning  up  to  the  present  time, 
but  on  the  contrary,  every  care  and  [tains  have  been  taken  to  attach 
minions  closely,  or  to  make  new  ones,  as  we  sliall  hereafter  show 
in  its  own  time,  and  now  proceed  and  see,  what  have  been  the  pub- 
lic resourres  of  the  government  up  to  the  time  of  our  departure,  so 
that  it  may  be  manifest  what  pains  and  diligence  the  Directors 
have  used  and  exercised  in  this  particular. 

There  was  not  indeed  at  first,  in  Director  Kieft '8  »dmiiustration, 
BO  favorable  a»  opportimity  as  since,  because  the  duties  on  the  pel- 
tries were  collected  in  Fatherland,  and  the  freemen  bad  not  yet 
granted  any  excise,  but  after  the  public  calamity — we  mean,  the 
rash  war— was  brought  on  us,  the  duties  on  the  |)eltries  began  to 
collected-  in  this  country-,  and  an  effort  was  made  to  impose  a  beer 
excise,  about  which  a  conference  was  had  with  the  Eight  men.  then 
chosen  from  among  the  people,  who  did  not  understand  it ;  but  re- 
quested to  know  in  what  manner  and  on  what  footing  it  would  be 
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establiabed  and  how  long  it  was  to  continue.  Director  Kieft  prom- 
ia«d  that  it  should  continue  only  until  the  arrival  of  a  Company's 
ship,  &  new  Director,  or  until  the  end  of  tlie  war.  And  though  all 
Dearly  duubt«d  this,  and  It  waa  not  agreed  to,  yet  he  introduced  it 
by  force.  The  Ijeer  lielonging  to  the  brewers  who  would  not  con- 
sent to  an  excise,  was  distribut«d  among  the  soldiers  as  a  prize,  and 
so  it  lias  conttuued ;  but  it  has  produced  great  strife  and  discontent ; 
for  from  that  time  forward  the  Director  endeavored  to  divide  the 
country  and  to  establish  a  taction ;  those  who  were  on  his  side  could 
not  do  amiss,  however  badly  they  behaved;  these  who  were  opitosed 
to  him  were  always  wrong,  however  well  they  acted,  and  the  order 
to  consider  lialf  au  error  ae  a  whole  one,  was  then  strictly  enforced. 
So  giear  was  the  Director's  jealousy  tiiat  he  could  not  without 
Buapicion  suffer  disinterested  persons  to  visit  his  partizaus. 

After  the  war  tisd  been  terminated  according  to  the  Director's 
own  statement,  though  in  our  opinion  it  will  never  be  finished  until 
the  country  be  peopled,  every  one  hoped  that  this  excise  would  cease ; 
but  Director  Kieft  postponed  that  until  the  arrival  of  a  new 
Director,  who  was  very  anxiously  wished  for,  and  finally  appeared ; 
but  like  the  crowning  of  Rehoboam ;  for,  instead  of  abolishing  the 
beer  excise,  his  first  act  was  to  superadd  thereto  a  wine  excise  and 
other  intolerable  burdens ;  so  that  some  of  the  Commonalty,  as  they 
then  had  no  advocate,  were  themselves  under  tlie  necessity  of  re- 
monstrating, but  instead  of  the  relief  they  expected,  they  received 
a  Bomcwliat  sharp  reprimand  from  the  Director,  and  subsequently 
obtained  awritten  answer  which,  as  was  hia  custom,  he  had  couched 
ia  so  lengthy  and  so  diffuse  a  style,  that  poor  humble  people,  such 
'as  are  here,  must  inevitably  commit  mistakes  regarding  it.  And 
thus  have  further  attempts  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  impose 
new  taxes  and  burthens.  In  flue,  it  is  so  managed  that  a  consider- 
able sum  was  received  in  Director  Kieft 's  time,  as  well  from  duties 
as  from  other  souices  which  are  estimated  to  amount,  one  year  with 
another,  to  16,000  guilders,  exclusive  of  tlie  customs  paid  in  Fatlier- 
laui],  which  must  indeed  be  also  collected  from  the  poor  people  here, 
for  the  goodsare  aftei-warda  sold,  and  are  now  intolerably  dear.  The 
revenue  reached  a  somewhat  higher  sum  in  Director  Stuyvesant's 
time.  It  is  estimated  that  about  30,000  guildei's  are  now  di'awn 
from  the  people,  yearly,  in  duties,  confiscations,  excise,  &c. ;  and 
yet  it  is  not  fair,  that  the  more  one  has  the  more  lie  will  have.  It 
was  however,  allowable,  that  as  much  as  possible  should  be  con- 
tributed when  it  was  to  be  employed  for  the  public  good;  and 
inasmuch  as  it  was  promised  and  enacted,  in  all  placards,  that  all 
the  money  was  to  be  employed  for  commendable  and  necessary  public 
works,  let  us  now  examine  for  a  moment  what  laudable  public  works 
there  are  in  this  country,  and  what  fruits  all  the  donations  and  con- 
tribtioos  have  hitherto  borne.    But  in  order  not  to  commit  any  error 
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in  thin  matter,  we  iniist  not  be  iinderstood  to  include  the  goods  and 
effeettt  of  the  Hon''''  Company,  and  wiiicli  are  its  pi'operty,  for  wliat- 
ever  belongs  particularly  to  any  person,  never  was  public  ;  and  the 
Company's  proiterty  in  this  country,  including  forts,  canDOn, 
ammunition,  fann-houses.  wnrehonses,  dwelling-houses,  buildings, 
horses,  cattle,  vessels,  and  whatevei' else  may  be,  (Kissibly  amount  to 
between  60,000  and  70,000  guilders.  And  it  is  veiy  probable  that 
the  de!)l3  against  it  aie  somewluit  more.  But  laying  t'lis  aside,  wo 
shall  turn  ouv  attention  to  the  public  pi-oiwrty,  and  see  how  tlie 
money  has  from  time  to  time  Ijeen  employed  according  to  tlie 
placards.  If  we  are  correctly  informed,  and  have  fully  investigated 
and  examined  all  these,  we  cannot  ascertain  or  find  that  any  thing— 
we  say  any  thing— big  or  little,  worth  mentioning,  was  done,  built 
or  constructed,  during  Director  Kieft's  administration,  in  which 
the  )>eople  were  concerned  or  bad  any  intei-est,  except  the  Church, 
of  wtiiehwe  iiave  already  spoken.  Yea,  so  much  n^ligeiice  and 
carelessness  prevailed  In  the  matter,  that  nothing  was  pro|H)sed, 
undertaken  or  done  with  even  an  ostensible  ajipearance  of  siitisfy- 
ing  the  people;  on  the  contrary,  whatever  was  contributed  by  the 
Commonalty  was  alMorbed  among  the  Comi>any's  property;  and  the 
effects  and  means  even  of  the  latter,  both  In  one  place  and  the  other, 
have  tieen  squandered  for  the  purpose  of  making  friends,  sei^uring 
witnesses,  and  in  oitier  to  get  rid  of  accusers  on  tJie  subject  of  the 
waging  of  the  war.  Even  the  Negroes,  which  were  obtained  with 
Tamandere,weresoldforpork  and  peas;  something  wonderfnl  was  to 
be  i)erformed  with  this,  but  they  just  dripped  tlirough  the  fingers. 
There  are  yet  sundry  other  Negroes  in  this  country,  some  of  whom 
iiave  been  manumitted  on  account  of  their  long  service;  but  their  * 
child  rencontinueshives,  contrary  to  all  public  law. that  anyone  Ivorn 
of  a  free  Christian  mother  should,  notwithstanding,  be  a  slave  and 
obliffed  so  to  remain.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to  relate  eveiy  thing 
thathasoccurred.  Whoeverdid  not  assent  andapplaud  was  watched, 
and  when  opiwrtunity  offered,  was  remeinliered.  We  now  submit 
to  all  intelligent  iiersons  what  fruit  this  has  tjome,  and  what  a  way 
thiswasto  obtain  good  testimony.  Man  is  by  nature  covetous,  and 
li&isesiiecially  so  who  is  needy.  But  we  shall  give  some  few  instances 
of  this  when  we  treat  of  DirectorKieft's  administration  in  particular, 
and  now  to  proceed  to  that  of  Director  Stuyveaant, and  to  see  wliat 
has  been  Its  course  here,  up  to  tlie  time  of  our  deiiarture. 

Mr.  Stuyvesant  has  been,  almost  the  whole  of  the  time  from  his 
fli-st  coming  to  our  leaving,  busy  building,  laying  masonry,  con- 
struct ing,  breaking  up,  refitting  and  so  forth ;  but  generally,  on  the 
Comi>any 's  account  and  little  to  their  iulvanti^ce,  for  ou  some  things 
more  is  expended  than  tliey  are  worth  ;  however  he  at  first  put  the 
church  ill  order,  which  had  come  into  his  hands  in  very  bad  rejiair, 
and  shortly  afterwards  constructed  a  wooden  wharf,  each  of  which 
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isof  great  use  and  very  convenient ;  but  subsequent  to  tliis  weknow 
of  ijothing  either  done  or  Dinde,  that  in  entitled  to  the  n^iine  of  public 
work.  NotwithsUinding,  the  leceipts  have  been  sutticiently  ample, 
a§  is  evident  from  the  yearly  account ;  yet,  like  dropsical  i>ei>ple,  the 
ciy  was  atill  incessantly  for  more.  As  a  consequence,  (treat  diacon- 
teot  arose  in  a  short  time  every  where,  not  only  amoiiK  the  burf^hers, 
who  liad  very  little  to  say,  but  also  even  among  the  Com)>a]>y^9 
i^icerit,  so  that  divers  protests  passed  between  them  on  Hccount  of 
the  expense  and  waste  consequent  on  unnecessary  councillors,  offi- 
cers, servants  and  so  forth,  entirely  unknown  to  the  Majnres.  and  by 
reason  of  the  appropriation  and  em|iloymeiit,  for  private  piiriwses, 
of  funds  and  means  which  were  raised  from  the  public  :  but  all  in 
vain;  littleor  no  improvement  followed.  And  the  more  {Hwple  tried 
to  aid,  restore  and  mend  matters,  the  woi-se  has  it  been  ;  for,  swayed 
by  pride,  a  determination  entirely  contrary  was  adopted,  as  if  it 
wereadisgracetofolluwadvice,  and  as  if  every  thing  should  proceed 
from  one  head.  Tlie  fruits  of  this  conduct  can  speak  and  testify  of 
themselves.  People  liave  been  here  now  so  long,  and  would  beat 
ever)'  bush ;  yet  not  a  thing  had  been  done  conceminR  weights  and 
measures  or  the  like,  previous  to  tiie  23''  July,  of  the  year  ie4»,  at 
which  time  the  i)eople  were  notilled  that  an  order  on  the  subject 
would  be  issued  the  ensuing  August,  which  the  Fiscal  would  then 
enforce — this  was  as  much  as  to  say;  "Water  the  pigeons." 
Mjch  discontent  and  division  also  frequently  prevail  among  the 
people  in  regai'd  to  the  weights  and  measures ;  and  as  these  were 
never  stamped,  there  can  be  no  uniformity.  The  belief  likewise 
obtains,  that  some  whose  consciences  are  laii^e,  have  two  sets  of 
them,  but  we  cannot  affirm  the  fact.  The  Comi>any'3  grain  measure 
has  always  been  sus|)ected ;  but  who  daies  say  so f  The  payment 
in  Wampum,  which  is  the  currency  here,  has  never  been  placed  on  a 
sure  footing,  although  the  Select  men  requested  it,  and  showed  how 
it  could  be  done,  and  added  conclusive  reasons  in  Bup)>ort  thereof. 
But  it  has  always  been  misconceived  and  distasteful.  And  when 
any  thing  was  said  to  the  Dii'ector  on  these  and  similar  subjects, 
more  than  pleased  him,  a  great  deal  of  ill  and  spiteful  language  was 
received  ;  even  those  who  were  officially  brought  to  B|>eak  with  him 
of  such  things,  if  he  were  not  in  good  humor,  were  berated  as  rascals, 
bear  skinners,  &c. 

The  Fort  under  which  [leople  wiU  take  shelter,  and  from  which, 
it  seems,  all  authority  proceeds,  lies  like  a  mole-hiU  or  a  ruin.  It 
does  not  contain  a  single  gun-carriage,  and  there  is  not  a  piece  of 
cannon  on  a  suitable  frame,  or  on  a  sound  platform.  It  was  jiro- 
claimed,  at  first,  that  it  should  be  re|iaired,  coustnicted  with  five 
bastions,  and  be  made  a  first  class  fort.  The  Select  men  were  also 
asked  for  money  for  the  puriMwe;  but  they  excused  themselves  on 
the  plea  that  the  jieople  were  very  iwor.    Every  one  was  also  greatly 
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dissatisfied,  and  feared  tliat  the  Director  would  be  more  liarsb  and 
severe,  could  lie  once  rely  on  his  fort.  It  remains  sticking  between 
these.  He  will,  doubtless,  contrive  by  various  circiimstancea  to 
throw  the  blame  an  the  Commonalty,  who  are  innocent,  altlioui;h 
the  Director  desired  to  have  the  money  from  them,  and  pretended 
to  have  au  order  to  that  effect  from  their  High  Mightinesses  ;  for 
had  he  applied  to  that  object  one-fourtfa  of  the  money  which  whs 
collected  in  his  time  from  the  Commonalty,  it  would,  certainly,  not 
have  fallen  short,  as  the  wine  excise  was  imposed  expressly  for  that 
purpose.  But  so  it  was ;  a  thousand  ways  was  sought  to  shear  the 
sheep  before  the  wool  had  grown.  Thus,  in  regard  to  public  works, 
there  is  little  difference  between  Director  Kieft  and  Director  tituy- 
vesant;  for  after  the  erection  of  the  Church,  the  former  became 
negligent  and  instituted  personal  actions  against  whomsoever  be 
bad  a  prejudice.  The  latter  hath  had  much  better  and  more  oppor- 
tunities to  assist  the  people  than  bis  predecessor ;  for  he  had  no  v»r. 
He  differs  from  him  also,  being  more  active  and  malignant  in  look- 
ing np  causes  of  prosecution  i^aiiist  his  innocent  opponents,  than 
ever  his  predecessor  had  been. 

The  AtlminisiTation  of  Director  Kiefl  in  PaHkuiaT. 

Sufficient  has  been  said  relative  to  what  Director  Kieft  hath  done 
in  civil  and  ecclesiasticid  matters ;  whether  buildings,  resources  or 
revenues.  It  remains  for  us  to  visit  the  Council  clianiber  and  bring 
out  some  specimens,  according  to  our  promise.  Herein  we  shall  also 
study  conciseness. 

The  Council  consisted,  then,  of  Director  Kieft  and  Monsieur  La 
Montangie;  the  Director  had  two  votes  and  Mr.  LaMontangie  one; 
itnd  yet  it  was  a  high  crime  to  appeal  from  their  judgments.  Cor^ 
nelis  van  der  Uooykens  sat  witli  them  as  Fiscal,  and  Cornells  van 
TLienhoven  as  Secretary.  And,  moreover,  whenever  anything  ex- 
traordinary came  up,  the  Director  had  ii  few  additional  invited,  ac- 
coiding  to  his  pleasure;  these  were  mostly  ofticers  of  the  Company. 
This,  however,  hap))ened  but  seldom,  yet  it  produced  dissatisfaction. 
Neither  the  Twelve  men  nor  the  Eigiit  after  them,  had  voice  or 
opinion  in  cases  before  the  court ;  they  were  chosen  in  view-  of  the 
war  and  some  other  occurrences,  in  order  to  serve  ns  a  cloak  and  h 
cats|iaw.  In  other  resjiects,  they  were  of  no  consideration,  and 
little  regarded  when  tiiey  pro|)08ed  anything  in  opiiosition  to  the 
views  of  the  Director,  who  imagined  himself,  or  would  fain  per- 
suade others,  that  be  was  Sovereign  and  that  it  was  absolutely  iii 
his  power  to  do,  or  to  permit,  everytliing;  and  he  heeded  little  that 
the  safety  of  tlie  People  was  the  supreme  law,  as  was  clearly  mani- 
fest in  the  war ;  although  an  effort  was  made  by  subterfugees  and 
piles  of  certihcates  and  petitions,  to  shove  the  respoiisihility  on 
others,  wiien  the  spit  was  turned  into  the  ashes.    But  this  was  done 
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because  thioES  went  too  far,  and  everyjine  laid  the  damafce  and 
bloodshed  at  bis  door.  La  Montangie  said  that  he  prot<;Hted  against 
it,  but  that  he  was  mixed  up  with  it  against  his  will  and  to  his 
deep  regret ;  and  afterwards,  when  it  did  talie  place,  that  he  pre- 
tended to  assist  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  Iitecretary  Cornells  van 
Tienlioven  also  says,  lie  had  scarcely  any  band  in  it,  and  that  he  had 
done  nothinR  in  the  premises  excejit  by  the  express  order  of  the  Di- 
rector ;  but  this  was  not  believed,  for  there  are  some  who  heard  La 
Montangie  aay,  tliat  had  not  the  (Secretary  brouglit  a  false  report, 
the  affair  would  have  never  happened.  There  are  also  some  others 
who  know  it,  and  almost  every  one  believes  it,  to  be  so,  and  indeed 
it  seems  very  likely.  No  confidence  was  placed  in  Fiscal  Van  der 
Hooykens  in  consequence  of  bis  drinking,  In  which  all  his  science 
consisted;  neither  had  he  any  experience  in  this  comitry,  and  at  the 
commencement,  frequently  cursed  the  war  as  being  against  bis  will, 
so  that  the  responsibility  remains  and  must  rest  with  the  Dii'ector 
and  (Secretary  Thienlioveu.  To  the  Director  was  intrusted  the  su- 
preme authority;  did  any  one  advise  biro  to  the  country's  ruin, 
tie  must  not  follow  such  advice,  and  afterwards  endeavor  to  throw 
tbe  blame  off  his  shoulders  on  people  who  will  excuse  themselves 
although  tbey  are,  in  our  opinion,  not  wholly  blameless.  We  tielieve 
the  war  to  have  been  caused  by  tbe  exaction  of  the  contribution,  for 
which  the  Director  said  he  had  the  order  of  the  Majores,  and  by  his 
own  imprudent  expeditions,  which  manifested  theraselves  chietly  in 
the  mysterious  toast ;  but  there  are  friends  whom  tiiis  closely  con- 
cerns and  who  have  already  undertaken  it.  We  shall  leave  the  mat- 
ter to  them,  and  give  a  few  specimens  of  bis  aspirations  after 
sovereignty,  omitting  several  others  for  the  sake  of  brevity. 

At  this  point  we  are  met  by  one  Franuiscus  Douthy,  an  English 
clergyman  here,  and  one  Arnoldua  van  Hardenbergh.  a  free  mer- 
chant, also  of  this  place ;  but  as  this  will  probably  come  before  your 
Uigli  Mightineases  in  full  session,  in  the  cases  In  which  they  ap|>ear, 
we  shall  give  merely  a  summary  of  them.  This  clergyman,  Fran- 
ciscus  Douthy,  came  to  New  England  at  the  commencement  of  the 
.  troubles  in  England,  in  order  to  escape  tliem,  and  found  that  he 
bad  got  out  of  the  frying  pan  into  the  fire.  He  betook  himself,  In 
consequence,  under  the  protection  of  the  Netherianders,  in  order 
that  he  may,  according  to  the  Dutch  reformation,  enjoy  freedom  of 
conscience,  which  he  unexpectedly  missed  in  New  England ;  and 
the  Director  granted  and  conveyed  to  him  an  absolute  patent,  with 
manorial  privileges.  He  added  some  families  now  to  his  settlement, 
in  thecouiseot  one  year;  but  tbe  war  b.eaking  out,'tliey  were  all 
driven  off  their  lands,  with  the  loss  of  some  people,  and  tbe  destruc- 
tion of  many  cattle,  of  almost  all  their  bouses,  and  whatever  they 
bad ;  they  returned  a  while  after  that,  and  having  consumed  more 
than  tliey  knew  bow  to  obtain,  tbey  came  to  the  Manathans,  whither 
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all  the  refiigpes  at  that  time  fled,  and  Mnstcr  Doiithy  was  minister 
thei%.  After  tlie  flame  of  war  bad  died  awny,  tind  peace  liad  l)e«:n 
concluded,  in  such  a  manner,  however,  that  iio  one  had  much  relt- 
Hiice  on  it.  some  retu.ned  ^^In  to  tlieir  land.  Tiie  Director  would 
fain  siee  tliis  man  gn  back  to  liis  land,  in  onler  that  every  thing 
should  liave  the  appearance  of  beiiit;  an-anged,  but  as  peace  was 
dnuhlful,  and  Master  Doutliy  had  no  means  to  begin  with,  hi;  was 
not  in  a  hiirrj  ;  hewent,  however,  sometime  after,  and  resided  there 
half  a  year,  but  he  again  removed,  as  it  was  seized ;  for  In  the  hope 
that  some  otiiera  would  e-stublish  a  village  there,  a  suit  was  insti- 
tuted against  tlie  Minister,  and  carried  so  far,  tliat  the  land  was 
conilsratcd.  Master  Doutliy  finding  himself  aggrieved,  apiiealed 
from  tlie  judgment.  Tiie  Director  answered,  tliere  was  no  a|>i>ea] 
from  his  decision  which  must  be  final,  and  in  consequence  of  his 
remark,  sentenced  tlie  Minister  to  he  imprisoned  for  the  space  of  :^ 
hours,  and  then  pay  25  guilders  We  have  always  considered  tliis 
act  tyrannical,  and  regarded  it  as  an  instance  of  sovereignly.  Ar- 
uol'lus  van  Ilardenbei^h's  case  resembles  this  very  much  in  its  re- 
9int,  for  after  Seger  Tlieunisse  liad  been  murdered  by  the  Indians, 
at  the  Beei'egat,  and  the  yacltt  had  returned  to  the  Manatlians,  tlie 
Director  and  Council  at>i)ointed  Aniotdus  van  Uanlenbergh  and 
two  others,  curators  of  the  estate,  and  the  yacht  was  searched. 
And  in  it  was  found  some  property  which  had  not  been  entered, 
wherefore  tlie  Fiscal  summoned  the  curatorsintocourt,  and  claimed 
that  the  proiwrty  was  forfeited  to  the  Company.  The  curators  o|v 
posed  it,  and  gave  Hardenberch  charge  of  the  suit,  who  after  some 
proceedinga,  was  cast.  As  lie  now  found  himself  aggrieved  aa  agent 
for  the  general  owners,  he  appealed  to  such  judges  as  the  owners 
would  elect.  Then  the  game  was  re|)fate<l ;  it  wns  a  high  crime; 
the  Fiscal  made  great  prel«nce  and  a  judgment  was  pronounced, 
the  contents  whereof  were  as  follows: — "Having  seen  the  written 
'*  demand  of  Fiscal  Van  der  Hoeikens  of  and  against  Arnoldu.s  van 
"  Harden  burch,  and  tliaC  in  relation  to  the  appeal  from  our  judgment, 
"datwl  2H"'  April  last,  as  appears  by  the  signature  of  the  above 
"  named  A.  van  Ilardentierch,  from  which  judgment  no  appeal  can  . 
"lie,  as  the  commission  of  their  High  Miglitines.ses  the  Ijordl^tatea 
"General  and  his  Highness. of  Orange,  proves  to  him;  therefore, 
"  the  Director  General  and  Council  of  New  Netherlatid,  regarding 
"the  dangerous  consequences  which  tend  to  the  injury  of  the 
"  supreme  aflthority  of  the  magistracy  of  this  country,  condemn  the 
"aforesaid  Amoldus  van  Hardenberch  in  the  fine  of  25  guilders, 
"  payable  immediately,  or  to  be  imprisoned  until  the  line  be  paid,  as 
"  an  exanijile  to  others."  If  the  lion  be  now  known  by  liis  )>aw,  it 
can  tie  seen  thattliese  people  make  nothing  of  the  name  of  your 
HighMightinesses,HisHighnef«nf  Orange,  the  hoiiorof  the  magis- 
tracy, and  have  used  the  words,  dangerous  consequences,  an  example 
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to  others  and  more  of  the  like  description,  in  order  to  play  off  their 
own  personalis  therewith.  We  have,  therefore,  placed  this  act 
aloiif^ide  of  that  perpetrated  against  the  Minister  Uouthy;  aud 
many  more  such  pieces,  or  similar  ones,  are  to  be  found  in  the 
record,  if  the  entries  be  not  altered,  which  is  gravely  suspected,  as 
alterations  have  been  sometimes  seen  in  tliem.  It  is,  then,  suf- 
Acieiitly  apparent,  that  pretty  much  every  thing  has  gone  amiss,  and 
herewith  shall  we  quit  the  suliject,  and  puss  on  to  Director  Stuyves- 
ant's  administration,  with  a  word,  however,  first  regarding  the 
clause  sinisterly  introduced  into  the  patents,  as  the  sequ<;t  will 
enable  one  easily  to  det«i'mine.  For  by  the  patents  absolute  cou- 
ve>*ance  was  granted  to  the  jieople  who  then  thought  ail  was  safe, 
and  that  they  were  masters  of  what  they  possessed.  The  i>atenta 
were  uext  called  in,  on  pretence  tliat  something  had  been  forgotten 
in  tlieni ;  but  it  was  not  so,  only  'twas  imagined  that  something 
liail  been  surrendered  in  the  grant,  and  therefore  a  clause  was  added 
to  the  patents,  which  were  signed  anew ;  this  conflicts  directly  with 
the  patent,  so  that  without  distorting  its  tenor  in  the  least,  there  ia 
now  a  contradiction  in  one  and  the  same  patent ;  for  the  old  deeds 
read  thus :— "  And  they  enter  on  the  land  and  valleys  which  apper- 
tain thereunto  of  old."  And  the  clause  says, — No  valley  to  be  used 
before  the  Company ;  which  can  easily  use  all  of  it  and  have  their 
competency.  Another  clause  Is  usually  insei-ted  in  the  patents, 
which  is  objected  to  by  every  one,  to  wit :  That  they  must  he  subject 
to  all  burthens  which  are  already,  or  shall  hereafter  be  imposed.— 
That  can  be  carried  out  ad  infinitum,  and  it  has  already  Ijeen  en- 
forced against  divers  inhabitants,  and  has  discouraged  otliers  from 
undertakinft  anything  on  such  conditions. 

The  Administration  of  Direvtor  Slui/vesant,  in  Particular. 
We  sincerely  wish  we  were  already  through  this  administration, 
for  it  hath  been  heavy  upon  us,  and  we  are  conscious  of  our  feeble 
power ;  we  will,  nevertheless,  make  a  beginning,  and  as  we  have  al- 
ready treated  of  the  publicproperty,ecclesiHstical  and  civil,  we  sliall 
examine  into  the  administration  of  justice  and  the  rendering  of 
judgment  between  man  and  man,  and  demonstrate,  as  with  aflnger, 
in  the  first  place,  tlie  manner  of  the  Director  and  Council.  As  re- 
gards the  Director,  his  manner  in  court  tins  been,  from  Ida  first 
arrival  unto  tliis  time,  to  browtieat,  dispute  with  and  harikss  one  of 
the  two  parties ;  not  as  beseemetli  a  judge,  but  like  a  zealous  advo- 
cate. This  has  caused  great  discontent  everywhere,  and  has  gone 
80  far  and  iiad  such  an  effect  on  some,  that  many  dare^ot  bring  any 
suits  before  the  court,  if  they  do  not  stand  well,  or  passably  so  with 
the  Director;  for,  whom  he  opposeth  hath  both  aun  and  moon 
against  tiim.  In  addition  to  the  tact  that  he  hath  himaelf  appointed  ' 
and  obliged  so  many  Councillors,  some  of  whom  also  are  well  dis- 
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posed,  so  tlial  he  can  conRtrain  ttie  others  by  plurality  of  votes,  he 
likewise  frequently  stibmits  his  opinion  in  writing,  and  that  aofullf 
andsoamply  that  it  takes  up  some  side,  and  then  hia  word  is:  "Gen- 
tlemen, this  is  my  opinion ;  if  any  one  have  aught  to  object  to  it,  let 
him  express  it."  If  any  one,  then,  on  the  instant,  offer  objectioD, 
which  is  not  very  easy  unless  he  be  well-rounded,  bis  Uonor burets 
fortli,  incontinently,  into  a  rage  and  m»kes  such  a  to-do  that  it  is 
dreadful ;  yea,  he  frequently  abuses  the  Councillor  aa  this  and  aa 
that,  in  foul  languaaebetter  befitting  the  fishmarket  than  the  Coun- 
cil board;  and  if  all  this  be  tolerated,  he  will  not  be  satisfied  until 
he  have  his  way.  To  prove  this  by  example  and  certiflcatea,  though 
possible,  would,  however,  carry  ns  to  too  great  a  length.  But,  we 
all  say  and  affirm,  that  such  haa,  from  the  commencement,  been 
and  still  continues  di»ily  to  be,  the  common  practice,  and  that  this 
is  the  conduct  and  bearing  In  the  Council  of  the  Director  who  isprea- 
ident  and  head  thereof.  Let  us  now,  also,  cursorily,  apeak  of  each  of 
the  other  Councillors.  LnBEBX  van  Dinelaobn,  the  Vice-Gover- 
Qor,hatli  for  a  long  time  exhibited  great  dissatisfaction, and  on  sev- 
eral occasions,  and  for  divers  matters,  hath  protested  against  the 
Director  and  his  appointed  Council,  but  it  is  only  of  lat«,  after  some 
others  had  oilered  oiiposition.  lie  had  been  previously  so  influenced 
by  fear  that  he  durst  not  oppose  the  Director,  but  was  obliged  to 
let  many  things  take  their  course  and  submit  to  them,  to  which,  he 
afterwards  declared,  he  had  ijreat  objection  because  they  were  un- 
just, but  he  saw  no  other  way  to  secure  peace;  for  the  Director  bim- 
self  said,  iu  Council,  that  he  would  treat  him  worse  than  Wonter 
van  Twjller  had  ever  done,  if  he  would  not  obey  his  wishes.  This 
mau  is  then  ovenuled.  Let  us  now  proceed  further.  Monsieur  La 
Montauie  had  been  in  the  Council  in  Kieft's  time,  and  was  then,!? 
many,  greatly  susi>ec ted  ;  he  hath  no  commission  from  Fatherland; 
was,  also, driven  oS  his  laud  by  the  war;  is  deeply  in  the  Company's 
debt,  and  is,  therefore,  under  the  necessity  of  dissembling  ;  but  it  is 
sufficiently  notorious  and  iias  been  heard  from  himself,  that  he  was 
not  pleased  with,  and  disapproved  of  that  administration.  Brian 
Muyson  [Nuton],  lieutenant  of  the  soldiers  comes  next.  This  man 
dreads  the  Director,  and  honors  him  as  his  benefactor ;  besides  be- 
ing very  ignorant  and  inex])erienced  in  the  law,  he  is  totally  imac- 
quainted  with  our  Dutch  language,  so  that  he  is  entirely  unqualified 
to  reply  to  the  elaborately  written  opinions,  except  that  he  indeed 
must  and  will  say.  Yes.  Adriiin  Keyaer,  the  Commissary,  who 
came  here  as  Secretary,  is  also  sometimes  admitted  to  the  Council. 
This  man  hath  not  forgotten  much  law,  but  says,  himself,  that  he 
lets  God's  water  run  over  Ood's  field.  This  man,  then,  can  say 
nothing,  and  dare  not  say  anything ;  for  so  much  devolves  on  him 
that  it  is  i>e3t  that  he  keep  quiet.  The  Captains  of  the  ships  have 
also  a  vote  in  the  Council  when  they  are  ashore,  such  as  Jelmer 
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Tomas  and  Fnulus  Lenaeraae,  who  was  appointed  Navnl  ai^nt  on 
bis  first  arriving  here,  and  has  always  had  a  seat  in  the  Council,  but 
he  is,  now,  a  freeman.  Every  one  can  easily  imagine  the  amount 
of  knowledge  these  men,  who  have  spent  all  their  lives  Ht  sea  and 
have  been  brought  up  to  ship  business,  iwsseessof  matters  of  lawand 
of  husbandmen's  disputes;  besides  which,  the  Director  keeps  them 
so  dependent  that  they  dare  not  speak,  as  will  appear  from  this  cir- 
cumstance at  Curasao,  before  the  Director  ever  saw  New  Nether- 
land.  As  they  were  discoursing  about  the  value  of  Caracks,  the 
Director  himself  said  to  the  minister  and  others ;  "  Domine  Johan- 
nes, I  tbought  I  had  brought  honest  skippers  with  me,  but  I  find 
that  I  tiHve  brought  a  pack  of  thieves/'  And  tlilswas  said  of  these 
gentlemen  Councillors,  but  priucipally  of  the  Naval  officer, for  Cap- 
tain Jelmer  was  mostly  all  the  time  at  sea.  But  they  let  it  pass 
unnoticed,  a  sign  that  they  were  deiiendent ;  they  did  not  fare  the 
worse  for  it,  however,  for  Paulus  Lenaertse  hath  but  trifling  wages 
and  yet  has  built  a  better  dwelling-house  here  than  any  other  per- 
son. How  this  is  done.  Is  too  deep  for  us ;  for  though  the  Director 
is  aware  of  these  things,  he  nevertheless  observes  silence  when 
Paulus  Lenaertse  begins  to  get  excited,  which  he  would  not  suffer 
from  any  other  person ;  and  this  gives  rise  to  divers  unfavorable 
aarmises.  To  complete  the  bench  of  justice,  there  still  remain  the 
Secretary  and  the  Fiscal  Ilendrick  van  Dyck,  who  has  been  formerly 
here  as  Ensign.  Director  Stuyvesant  excluded  him  twenty-nine 
months  from  the  Council  board,  for  the  reason,  among  others,  as 
his  Honor  stated,  that  he  cannot  keep  a  secret,  but  divulges  what- 
ever is  done  there.  He  also  frequently  declared  tliat  he  was  a  villain, 
a  scoundrel,  a  thief,  &c.  And  all  this  is  well  known  to  the  Fiscal, 
but  he  dare  not  adopt  the  right  course  in  the  matter ;  and,  in  our 
opinion,  'tis  not  advisable  for  him  to  do  so ;  for  he  is  a  man  wholly 
intolerable  alike  In  words  and  deeds.  What  shall  we  say  of  one 
whose  head  is  a  trouble  to  him  and  whose  screw  is  loose,  especially 
when  it  is  surrounded  by  a  little  sap  in  the  wood,  which  is  no  rare 
occurrence,  as  be  is  master  at  home.  Cornells  van  Thienhoven,  the 
Secretary,  comes  nest.  A  great  deal  might  be  said  of  this  man; 
more  even  than  we  are  able  to  set  forth.  For  brevity's  sake,  how- 
ever, we  shall  select  here  and  there  afew  traits.  He  iscratty,  subtle, 
intelligent,  sharp-witted— good  gifts  when  properly  applied.  He  is 
oneof  those  who  have  Ijeeti  longest  in  this  country ;  is  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  every  circumstance  relating  both  to  the  Christians 
and  the  Indians.  With  the  Indians  even,  he  has  run  about  like  an 
Indian,  with  little  covering  and  a  patch  before  him  through  lust  for 
the  prostitutes  to  whom  he  has  ever  been  excessively  addicted,  and 
with  whom  be  has  bad  so  much  intercourse,  that  no  punishment  nor 
menaces  of  the  Director  can  drive  him  from  them.  He  is  a  great 
.  adept  at  dissimulation,  and  even  when  laughing,  intends  to  bite. 
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and  professes  the  warmest  friendship  where  he  hates  the  deepest. 
To  everyone  who  lias  business  with  him— and  there  is  scarcely  one 
but  hHS — lie  gives  a  favorable  reply,  promises  aasiatance  and  assists 
scarcely  anybody,  or  leads  them  continually  off  on  some  course  or 
the  other  except  the  Minister's  friends.  In  his  words  and  acts  he 
is  louse,  false,  deceitful  and  (civen  to  lying ;  prodigal  of  promiiies, 
and  when  it  comes  to  performance,  noliody  is  home.  The  origin  of 
the  war  was  attributed,  principally,  to  him  and  some  of  his  friends. 
The  Director  was  led  astray  by  bis  false  reports  and  lies,and  this  is 
theopiuiou  and declamtion  of  both  reiiabls Indians  aud  Christiana. 
Ifowif  the  Voice  of  the  People  be,  according  to  the  maxini,  the 
Yoiceof  God.of  tbisman  hardly  any  good  can,  with  truth,  t>e  said, 
and  no  evil  concealed.  With  the  exce|)tion  of  the  Director  and  bis 
party,  the  whole  country  cries  out  against  him,  as  a  villain,  a  mur- 
derer and  a  traitor,  and  tliat  he  must  quit  the  country  or  there  will 
not  be  any  peace  with  the  Indians.  Director  Stuyvesant  u'as,  at 
Bi-st  and  also  afterwards,  well  informed  of  this ;  who,  neverttieleas, 
retained  bim  in  odlce,  and  gave  bim  so  mucli  latitude  that  every- 
thing follows  his  l>ehest  more  than  if  he  were  President ;  yea,  who 
even  says,  tliat  he  is  well  content  to  employ  bim  ;  but  that  stone  is 
still  rolling.  We  are  convinced,  and  do  believe,  that  he  misleads 
the  General  in  many  resiiects,  and  causes  bim  to  do  much  evil  that 
otherwise  woidd  not  be  committed.  In  a  word,  he  is  a  proximate 
cause  of  hi8  ruin  and  of  the  country's  difficulty ;  but,  it  seem.s,  the 
Director  can  not,  or  will  not  see  it.  For,  wlien  some  persons  repre- 
sented the  matter  to  bim,  'twas  of  no  avail ;  but  an  effort  was  made 
to  palliate  it,  and  so  to  manage  that  no  one  in  Fatherland,  where 
tlie  truth  may  lie  freely  spoken,  could  molest  him  for  the  puriiose  of 
getting  at  the  truth,  which  is  by  no  means  their  object.  Tlie  at- 
tributes, tlien,  of  the  memljers  of  the  Council  having  been  fixed,  it 
is  easy  to  conjecture  that  the  Court  people  stood  by  each  other 
for  the  puri>ose  of  upholding  the  imaginary  Sovereignty.  Aud  in 
order  to  gloze  over  that  matter  altogether.  Sine  men  were  chosen 
as  representatives  of  the  entire  Commonalty,  aud  it  was  in  the  com- 
missions and  instruction  declared,  that  what  these  men  did,  should 
be  the  act  of  the  whole  iieople ;  as  it,  indeed,  was  when  it  accorded 
with  the  Directors  opinion  and  views,  for  they  represent  the  entire 
people.  Dut  when  it  happened  otherwise,  then  tliey  were  Boobies, 
usurers,  rebels,  and  such  like.  But,  to  understand  this  properly, 
'twill  be  best  to  briefly  state,  in  chronolt^cal  order,  every  occur- 
rence here  during  his  administration,  and  how  unjustly  those  have 
been  treated  who  have  sought  the  good  of  the  country. 

His  flrst  arrival — for  we  apeak  not  hereof  what  passed  oq  the 
voyage— was  peacock  like,  with  great  state  and  pomposity;  the  re- 
port that  his  Honor  wished  to  remain  here  only  three  years  and 
other  boasts  induced  some  to  think  that  he  would  not  act  the  fntfaer. 
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The  word  Mtn  Hebr  Grnerael  and  such  like  titles,  were  never 
known  liere  before.  He  was  busy  almost  every  day  issuing  procla- 
mations of  various  sorts,  most  of  wliich  were  never  observed  and 
have  long  since  died,  the  wine  excise  excepted ,  for  that  was  a  source 
of  profit.  The  proceedings  against  the  Eight  men,  particularly 
agtunst  .Tochum  Pieters  Cuytter  and  Cornelia  Molyn  occuri'ed  also 
in  the  beginning,  and  the  Director  manifested  so  much  partiality 
tlierein,  that  he  afforded  many  an  npiwrtunity  of  judging  of  his 
chuacterand  its  nature,  but  little  to  liis  advantage;  for  every  one 
clearly  saw  and  remarked  that  Director  Kieft  had  more  favor  and 
aid  and  counsel  in  his  suit  than  his  adversary,  and  that  one  Direc- 
tor WHS  the  advocate  of  the  other,  as  Director  Stuyvesaut's  own 
own  words  imported  and  signified  when  he  said ;  "  These  Boorish 
brutes  would  hereafter  endeavor  to  knock  me  over  also,  but  I  shall 
DOW  manage  it  so  that  they  will  have  their  bellies  full  in  all  time  to 
Eome."  And  howitwasmanaged  the  result  of  the  suit  can  testify, 
tor  they  must  pay  lines  and  were  cruelly  banished,  and  in  order 
that  nothing  should  be  wanting,  when  Cornells  Molyn  pleaded  for 
grace  until  intelligence  of  the  result  of  his  appeal  in  Fatherland 
should  be  received,  he  was  tiireatened,  as  Molyn  who  is  a  living 
man  hath  himself  declared,  in  these  or  similar  words: — "HiLd  I 
known,  Molyn,  that  you  would  have  divulged  our  sentence,  or 
brought  it  before  their  High  Mightinesses,  I  should  have  had  you 
hanged  forthwith  on  the  highest  tree  in  New  Netherland."  Now 
asthisoccurred  before  two  pairs  of  eye8,it  can  be  denied;  it  may  not 
be  true,  bnt  what  is  remarkable,  it  is  so  contirraed  by  similar  cases 
ta  not  to  admit  of  a  doubt;  for  it  once  came  to  pass  in  the  Mhiis- 
ter'a  house,  after  their  dei»rture,  when  the  Consistory  had  met 
there  and  was  risen,  that  one  Amoldus  van  Henlenberch  related 
the  proceedings  relative  to  Seger  Tlieunisse,  and  how  be  had  ap- 
pealed as  curator,  from  the  ju^ment,  whereupon  the  Director,  who 
liadsat  there  as  an  Elder,  took  up  the  word  and  answered:  "People 
may  think  of  appealing  during  my  time— should  any  one  do  so,  I 
would  have  him  made  a  foot  shorter,  pack  the  pieces  oft  to  Holland 
and  let  him  appeal  in  that  way."  O  cruel  wordsl  what  more 
could  a  Sovereign  do?  And  all  this  is  still  further  conflnned,  for 
after  Jochem  Pieterese  Ouyter  and  Oomelis  Molyn  went  to  Father- 
land to  prosecute  their  appeal,  and  letters  were  received  here  from 
them,  and  it  was  nimored  that  they  were  maintained  or  would  be 
successful,  the  Director,  speaking  of  Jochim  Pieterss  Cuyter  and 
Comelig  Molyn,  openly  declared  at  various  times  and  on  many  oc- 
casions, both  in  presence  of  inhabitants  and  stangers,  that  "  Even 
tho'  they  return  and  bring  a  States'  order  they  would  be  no  better 
off  than  they  were;  I  should  immediately  send  them  back,  unless 
their  High  Mightinesses  summon  me."  His  Honor  has  always 
maintahied  that  no  appeal  lay,  or  could  Ue  trom  this  country,  and 
U-VoL.  V. 
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tliut  he  was  sufiicieutly  able  to  jiruve  it.  And  when  some  would 
not  believe  it,  eepecially  in  caaes  agaiiiHt  tlie  Company  or  its  cLief 
OlUcers,  a  Rreat  many  extracts  from  divers  autiiorities  were  <|OUt«d, 
not  much  to  the  point  however.  In  the  l>eginniiig,  uIho,  when  Di- 
rector Kiefl  was  still  here,  the  English  Clergj-man  requested  per- 
mission tu  de|>art  to  the  Islands  or  to  Netheiland,  as  he  had  lived 
and  labored  a  long  while  without  proper  miuntenance,  and  as  his 
land  was  now  confiscated;  but  be  always  received  an  unfavorable 
answer  and  was  tlireatened  with  this  and  tliat.  Finally,  it  came 
to  pass  that  tie  may  dejiart  on  condition  of  promising  under  bis  hand 
that,  wherever  he  should  go,  he  would  not  mention,  nor  complain 
of  the  manner  he  was  treated  here  in  New  Netherland  by  Director 
Kieth  or  tituyvesant.  This  ttie  man  himself  declares.  Mr.  Dinb- 
lagen  and  Commander  Looper,  who  were  then  members  of  the 
Council,  also  vouch  for  its  truth.  If  the  IMrectors  can  now  justi^- 
it  to  their  own  consciences,  'tis  a  wonder  wliat  they  will  then  do 
with  such  certificates;  and  manyotberthingsof  a  similar  character 
have  occurred,  but  very  secretly. 

At  lirat,  the  Hon  "'■'Director  also  began  to  condemn  ver>- severely  tbe 
contraband  trade,  which  indeed  was  a  very  commendable  act,  were 
the  law  passed  and  enforced;  but  he  would  himself  do  what  be  for- 
bade to  others,  and  this  tlte  peple  will  not  understand.  His  Honor 
said  aitd  openly  maintained,  that  it  was  lawful  tor  him  on  the  Com- 
pany's account  to  sell  powder,  lead  and  guns  to  the  Indians,  but  for 
no  one  else;  that  he  would  have  a  resolution  passed  to  that  effect 
and  even  commence  the  work.  What  the  purport  of  the  itsolution 
is,  we  know  not;  but  the  character  uf  the  action  is  notorious  to 
every  inhabitant,  for  through  liis  employes  the  Director  hath  pub- 
licly carried  on  trade  with  tlie  Indians;  and  he  hath  deprived  free- 
men uf  one  or  two  guns  which  they  bud  brought  with  them  fur  tbeir 
own  use  and  amusement ;  for  some  of  which  he  paid  what  he  thougbt 
proper,  for  others  nothing ;  and  then  sold  them  tu  the  Indians.  But 
this  could  amount  to  nothing,  and  bad  little  effect;  some  other 
course  must  be  adopted.  And  witli  this  view,  one  Gerrit  Viistriek, 
a  trader,  was  authorized  to  bring  witli  him  a  case  of  guns,  as  is  as- 
certained, in  order,  as  it  was  reported,  to  supply  tlie  Jndiaiis  with 
a  sparing  hand.  The  transaction  with  this  case  was  bo  public, 
that  not  a  man  at  the  Uanhatans  but  knew  of  it,  and  peojile  had 
plenty  to  do,  to  quiet  the  public ;  every  one  made  his  own  comment, 
for  it  was  remarked  that  the  vessel,  as  others  indeed  before  it,  liad 
not  been  instiected,  and  it  was  presumed  that  a  great  quantity  of 
(i;uns,  powder  and  lead  were  on  board  the  ship  for  the  Governor,  but 
as  tlie  lirst  did  not  succeed  very  well,  nothing  was  said  respecting 
the  i-emainder.  But  this  might  Iiave  passed  off  did  not  every  one 
remark  what  an  excuse  and  justiUcation  the  Director's  doing  so 
afforded  to  all  others,  both  the  skipjxtrand  trader,  who  bad  early 
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information  of  it  and  now  were  reported  to  liiive  brouglit  out  g:una 
to  a  large  amount.  And  greater  cre<lit  whs  attaclied  to  this,  as  they 
proceeded  to  the  right  place  and  the  returns  they  realized,  though 
dumb,  speak.  This  created  inexpressible  dissatisfaction  among  the 
common  people,  and  even  among  the  other  offlcers,  and  had  not  the 
people  been  both  persuaded  and  restraine<I,  something  serious 
might  have  been  the  consequence.  It  is  also  added : — "  The  Direct- 
"  oT  is  in,  and  carries  on,  all  sorts  of  business  all  over  the  country, 
"for  he  hath  various  stores  of  his  awn ;  he  is  a  brewer,  hath  bouw- 
"eriFS,  is  part  owner  of  ships,  a  miTchE  iit  and  trader  both  in  law- 
" ful  and  contraband  articles."  The  Director,  however,  disregards 
what  is  said,  and  exhibits  the  Company's  order  for  so  doing,  add- 
ing that  lie  should  receive  by  the  Vah-kenier  a  supply  of  powder  and 
l«ail  for  this  purpose.  In  fine,  he  who  forbids  the  ti-ade  to  others  on 
pain  of  death,  will  carry  it  on  himself,  both  covertly  and  publicly, 
and  desires,  contrary  to  all  sound  principles,  that  his  example  shall 
not  be  followed.  And  if  others  happen  to  follow  it,  which  indeed 
ia  too  often  secretly  the  case,  then  away  with  such  people  to  tlie 
gallows.  This  have  we  witnessed  in  the  otse  of  Jacob  Kyntgens 
luid  Jncob  van  ScheiTaerlioren,  who  were  capitally  prosecuted  for 
this  offence,  and  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  was  (experienced  before 
Ibey  could  be  got  off.  and  even  tlien  they  were  banished  as  felons 
and  their  property  was  confiscated.  By  the  repeated  interposition 
of  several  worthy  citizens,  the  ttanishment  was  revoked,  but  the 
property  which  was  somewhat  considerable,  they  being  imi>orter8, 
remained  confiscated. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  relating  here  what  happened  to  one  Joost 
Theuniss:  Backer,  as  he  has  complained  tous  that  his  case  was  one 
of  gross  injustice,  which  it  indeed  is.  For  the  man,  being  an  honest 
Burgher  here,  of  good  repute,  though  moderate  means,  was  thrust 
into  prison,  atid  cliarges  raked  up  i4^inst  him  from  every  hole  and 
comer,  on  the  information  of  one  of  the  Company's  servants,  who, 
according  to  tlie  statement  of  the  General  and  Council,  had  riclily 
merited  the  gallows  three  times,  and  for  whom  even  a  new  one  had 
heen  erected,  which,  however,  he  had  out  of  mercy,  escaped ;  finally, 
not  a  shadow  of  a  charge  being  established,  the  accused  was  lib- 
erated, after  13  days  imprisonment,  on  giving  suHictent  bail.  If  the 
Fiscal  should  RuA  anytliing,  he  is  to  institute  his  action,  but  up  to 
this  time  nothing  has  been  done.  A  considerable  time  having 
elapsed,  we,  as  organ  of  the  Commonalty,  respectfully  demanded, 
at  his  request,  as  his  ball  was  importunate,  that  the  man  should 
have  his  trial  and  be  punished  according  to  his  deserts,  if  he 
were  gailty ;  if  not,  that  be  be  discharged.  But  it  availed  nothing, 
for  we  received  injurious  language,  and  the  Fiscal  was  allowed  to 
vomit  forth  whatever  came  into  his  mouth,  and  the  man  became 
the  subJKt  every  where  of  dislike,  and  was  abused  as  a  hideous

monster.  Did  he  petition  for  anything,  even  if  it  were  just,  he  re- 
ceived coarse,  angry  abuse;  IiIb  petition  was  not  received,  and  jus- 
tice was  denied  liim.  Ttiese  things  cause  great  diBsatiafaetion,  and 
excite  thouglita  of  abandoning  tlie  country.  Fiet^r  van  der  Linden 
fared  no  better,  but  he  waa  not  imprisoned,  thougli  many  were,  the 
most  of  wliom  are  frightened,  and  would  speak  if  they  dare.  Now 
as  the  Company  itself  carries  on  tlie  forbidden  trade,  the  people 
tliink  that  it  is  uo  sin  for  them  too  to  prosecute  it,  if  tliey  can  do  ho 
with  impunity.  And  this  gives  rise  to  an  incredible  amount  of 
smuggling  and  fraud.  It  does  not  appear  to  prevail  this  year  as 
mucli  as  usual.  The  publication  of  a  placard  offering  freedom  and 
protection  here  to  those  liable  to  civil  or  criminal  prosecution  in 
New  England,  hatli  also  greatly  embittered  the  minds  of  the  Eng- 
lish, and  it  was  considered  to  be  by  every  one  of  evil  consequence. 
Mr.  Stnyvesimt's  promptness  at  confiscating,  causes  also  great  dis- 
content among  the  inhabitants.  Scarce  a  ship  comes  in,  or  near 
tl)ts  place,  that  he  does  not  look  on  as  a  prize,  unless  it  be  the  prop- 
erty of  friends.  Great  pretensions  will  be  set  up  on  this  subject, 
though  with  slender  profit.  Their  merits  we  shall  not  question; 
but  confiscation  hath  made  so  much  noise  in  New  Netlierland,  that 
none  of  those  hi  any  nay  in  bad  odor,  considers  ins  property  secure. 
Were  the  noise  thereof  confined  exclusively  to  the  country,  it  were 
well;  but  he  lias  spread  it  himself,  throughout  tlie  neigliboring 
English,  both  north  and  south,  even  to  the  West  Indies  and  Carib- 
bee  Islands;  everywhere  there  is  such  evil  report,  that  not  a  ship 
dare  venture  here  from  those  parts.  Worthy  and  reliable  people 
who  come  thence  here  by  way  of  Boston,  and  others  trading  hence 
to  Boston,  assure  us  that  more  than  25  ships  would  come  annually 
here  from  the  Islands,  were  they  not  afraid  of  confiscation.  This 
refers  only  to  these  places;  the  same  report  fliea  all  over,  and  cai^ 
riea  similar  terror,  so  that  this  Vulture  is  sorely  destructive  of  the 
prosperity  of  New  Netherland ;  it  diverts  trade  and  renders  the 
people  discontented;  for  other  places,  not  so  convenient  aa  this, 
have  more  shipping.  All  permanent  inhabitants,  whether  mer- 
chant, burgher,  farmer,  planter,  working  man  or  servant,  suffer 
great  damage  in  consequence;  for  were  there  plenty  of  shipping 
here,  everytliing  would  be  cheaper,  and  necessaries  more  easily  ob- 
tamed  than  now ;  whether  goods  or  articles  which  the  people  tbem- 
seives  get  through  God's  blessing,  out  of  the  earth,  or  otherwise 
raise,  tliey  would  meet  a  more  ready  and  a  more  profitable  demand. 
People  and  privileges  create  trade.  New  England  and  Virginia 
especially,  afford  a  clear  example  that  this  policy  causes  prosperity. 
Now  all  the  debts  and  claims  are  called  in  which  Director  Keith 
left  uncollected,  and  whicli  were  due  for  the  most  part  by  poor  and 
impoverished  people,  who  commenced  with  nothing  and  wlio  lost 
their  savings  in  the  war,  by  which  they  were  compelled  to  atMn- 
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doD  their  houses,  lands,  ciittle,  and  other  means;  and  when  they 
pleaded,  that  they  were  unable  to  i>ay— timt  tliey  had  lout  their  all 
by  thenar;  that  Master  would  please  only  to  have  piitlence— they 
were  repnbted,  and  the  resolution  thereupon  adopted  and  indeed  put 
iiito  execution,  to  the  effect  that  those  who  do  not  discharge  the 
claims  of  the  ComiHuiy,  must  pay  the  interest,  notwithstanding  the 
debts  were  incurred  in  and  hy  the  war,  and  the  people  are  unable 
to  pay  either  principal  or  interest.  Again,  he  will  not  pay  the  Just 
debts  which  Director  Kief  t  hath  left  behind  on  Company's  account, 
whether  consisting  o(  earned  moutlily  wages,  delivered  grain,  or 
any  other  lawfully  proved  liabilities;  and  when  we  object  to  this, 
that  it  is  identically  the  same,  people  growl  and  will  have  it  so. 
We  have  by  petition  and  i-emonstrauce  so  far  succeeded,  that  the 
collection  of  the  debts  is  postponed  for  a  time. 

In  addition,  the  Company's  land  is  so  burdened,  taxed  and  kept 
down  that  the  inhabitants  are  unable  to  compete  with  their  neigh- 
bors o(  Virginia  or  New  England,  or  to  undertake  anything.  It 
appears,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  New  Netherland,  as  far  as  our 
knowledge  extends,  believe,  that  the  Directors  in  Holhmd  pay  no 
heed  or  attention  to  New  Netherland,  except  when  something  is 
to  be  received  from  it,  which  is  a  reason  that  less  is  received  by 
them.  The  extreme  distress  of  war  which  has  prevailed  here, 
clearly  demonstrates  that  they  never  inquired  whether  New  Nether- 
land sank  ur  swam  ;  for  when  application  was  made  to  them  in  such 
emergency  for  aid  and  assistance,  whicli  tliey  were  bound  by  honor 
and  by  promise  according  to  the  Exemptions  to  furnisli,  uuasked, 
they  never  attempted  to  do  anything  in  the  case  at  tlieir  own  ex- 
pense. We  let  the  expense  go.  They  never  caused  any  good  order 
or  regulation  to  be  adopted  in  the  matter,  although  such  had  been 
beneficently  ordered  and  recommended  by  your  High  Migiitinesses. 
Tliey  never  even  authorized  an  investigation  to  be  made  into  tlie 
causes  and  true  origin  of  the  war,  or  attempted  to  punish  tliose  who 
had  rashly  commenced  It.  Hence  no  little  suspicion  attaches  to 
their  order  concerning  it ;  'tis  certain,  at  least,  that  their  offlcers 
were  chosen  more  from  favor  and  f nendship,  than  from  merit ;  this 
does  not  improve  their  affairs,  but  it  is  for  the  most  |>art  the  stock- 
buldeis'  damage  and  loss.  Many  of  the  others  doubtless  under- 
stood their  designs.  In  tine,  they  fall  far  too  short  in  the  protection 
they  owe  the  country,  for  it  bears  no  resemblance  to  it.  Yet  ttiey 
know  well  how  to  increase  the  public  burdens,  for  in  the  instances 
in  the  Exemptions,  in  which  they  promise  not  to  exceed  5  per  cent, 
they  now  exact  16.  'TIS  an  old  saying,  he  scrapes  a  good  deal  who 
scrapes  half,  but  it  does  not  reach  that  far.  The  excuses  and  eva- 
alODs  they  have  recourse  to,  as  regards  merchandise,  smuggling,  &e., 
which  time  has  taught  them  in  order  to  give  a  coloring  to  their 
acts,areof  no  value  nor  consideration,  for  there  is  nothing  iu  them 
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to  be  refuted :  but  too  much  or  this.  Meanwhile,  we  shall  be  read; 
to  do  so,  if  necessity  require.  There  ai'e  more  of  these  and  iiinum- 
ei'Hble  other  impositions,  which  we  cannot  detail,  tliough  tend- 
ing to  the  damage,  injury  and  rain  of  the  country.  When  tlie 
inhabitants  or  we  go  to  the  Director  or  other  of  the  Company's 
officers,  and  represent  the  prosperity  of  our  neiglibors,  and  complain 
of  our  own  desolate  and  ruinous  condition,  we  get  no  otiier  answer 
from  tliem  that  they  effectually  see  and  observe  it,  but  cannot, 
nevertheless,  redress  it ;  for  they  obey  and  must  adhere  to  the  Com- 
pany's oixlers,  and  if  we  have  anj'thing  to  say,  we  must  petition 
their  masters,  the  Company,  or  your  High  Mightinesses,  wliich  we 
also  have  considered,  in  truth  and  in  deed  to  be  necessary.  It  is 
now  more  than  a  year  since  the  select  men  concluded  and  consid- 
eied  it  pi'ojier  to  send  a  deputation  to  your  High  Mightinesses. 
The  Director  approved  it,  ,and  not  only  assented  to  it,  but  strongly 
urged  it  also.  It  was  well  advanced  in  the  mill,  so  that  already 
mention  began  to  be  made  of  a  delegate,  hut,  however,  nothing 
came  of  it.  For  this  reason  :  When  a  commencement  was  about 
to  be  made,  the  Director  required  that  the  proceedings  should  be 
according  to  his  pleasure,  and  to  this  some,  who  perceived  tiie  ob- 
ject, would  not  consent ;  tlie  affair  wei.t  to  sleep  in  consequence. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  English,  on  whom  reliance  had  been  placed, 
and  who  were  associated  in  this  huainess,  withdrew  from  it  at  the 
time  when  tlie  affair  began  to  be  more  urgent,  and  the  Nine  men 
were  changed  the  following  year,  when  Mr.  Stuyvesant  again  urged 
the  matter  strougly,  and  declared  that  he  had  already  written  to  in- 
form  the  Company  that  some  persons  were  about  to  come  over. 
After  the  election,  then,  and  before  the  new  incumbents  were  sworn, 
It  was  verbally,  or  orally  resolved  and  concluded,  that  the  depuUt- 
tion  should  be  proceeded  with,  whatever  the  consequences.  .Some 
time  elapsed  before  the  Nine  men  were  sworn  in  anew,  on  account 
of  some  enlargement  of  the  commission,  wliich  was  at  last  issued, 
recorded  and  signed ;  but  we  have  never  been  able  to  obtain  an  au- 
thentic transcript  of  It,  though  the  Director  frequently  promised  it 
to  us,  and  we  have  frequently  aiii>lied  for  it. 

As  i)eople  liad  long  waited  in  vain  for  the  action  of  the  Comjiany 
which,  from  time  to  time,  promised  improvement  but  made  things 
worse,  the  Select  men  adopted  a  resolution  to  delegate  some  itersous; 
this  they  sent  to  the  Director  and  requested  ])ermission  to  speak  to 
the  Commonalty  on  the  sr.bject ;  but  their  proposition  was  not  well 
received  and  a  ver}'  long  t>ostll  was  annexed  to  tlieir  written  i>eti- 
tion  to  the  effect  that  they  must  act  conjointly  with,  and  follow  the 
onler  of,  the  Director  with  many  other  things  which  scarcely  ac- 
corded with  our  design,  and  wen-,  in  our  opinion,  impracticable. 
For  various  reasims,  which  we  l:ave  set  forth  in  writing,  we  con- 
sidered it  inexpedient  to  act  conjointly,  hut  we  ottered  his  Honor, 
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if  he  would  permit  us  to  proceed,  we  should  uot  send  nnything  to 
Fatlierlnnd  without  f umisUiug  him  a  copy  of  it ;  we  sttould  be  very 
glad  if  he  could,  then,  vindicate  himself,  but  to  follow  his  directions 
in  this  matter  seemed  to  us  not  to  l>e  founded  in  reason,  but  was  in 
direct  opposition  to  the  welfare  of  the  country.  Besides,  we  had 
never  promised  iior  agreed  to  do  so,  and  were  bound  by  oath  to  seek 
the  prosperity  of  the  country,  as  we  have  always  been  disposed  to  do, 
according  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge. 

It  is  stated  in  the  postil  above  mentioned,  if  we  read  it  aright, 
that  we  shall  inquire  how  far  the  ))eople  would  cooperate  with  us  in 
this  businetis,  and  how  the  expense  should  be  defrayed,  but  the 
Director  explained  it  differently  from  what  we  understood  it.  Now, 
as  the  Director  would  not  convenethe  Commonalty,  as  we  proposed, 
nor  allow  us  to  ilo  so,  we  went  around  from  liouse  to  house,  and 
spoke  to  the  people.  From  this  time  forward  the  General  burned 
with  ra^,  and  in  our  opinion  has  never  been  effectually  appeased 
since,  although  we  were  not  aware  but  that  we  had  obeyed  his  order 
in  the  premises.  However,  it  was  concluded  that  the  Nine  Men 
should  not  act  in  conjunction  with  him,  nor  follow  his  directions  in 
what  appertained  to  the  matter,  and  that  excited  in  his  breast  a 
bitter  and  irreconcilable  hatred  against  them  all,  but  principally 
against  those  whom  he  presumed  were  the  chief  originators  of  it. 
And  although  these  persons  had  idways  been  his  good  and  cherished 
friends,  and  he  had  even  a  short  time  before,  esteemed  them  the 
honestest,  most  cai>able,  most  intelligent  and  most  virtuous  of  the 
country,  yet  as  soon  as  they  did  not  follow  his  wishes,  they  were 
this  and  that,someof  them  rascals,  liars,  rebels,  usurers;  in  a  word, 
hanging  was  almost  too  good  for  them.  Heretofore,  the  expediting 
the  deputation  had  been  earnestly  pressed:  now,  it  was  time  enough 
six  months  hence,  and  a  sheet  of  paper  could  contain  all  that  was 
proi>er  or  necessary  to  be  stated.  Various  reports  were  also  set 
afloat  among  thepeoplf  ,and  an  effort  was  made,  principally  through 
the  English,  to  nuUi^  the  Board  of  Nine  Men;  but  all  of  these 
underhand  intrigues  were  discovered,  and  when  it  was  perceived 
that  this  labor  would  be  vain,  an  attempt  was  made  to  create  a 
diversion  by  instituting  personal  actions  against  some  who  were 
considered  the  bell-wethers.  Accusations  were  made  against  them 
and  tliey  were  prosecuted  by  the  Fiscal  and  the  other  subordinate 
officers,  who  made  them  out  to  be  about  the  biggest  villains  in  the 
country,  where  they  had  shortly  before  been  recf^nized  as  the  best 
of  persons  and  most  deserving  children.  To  accomplish  that,  an 
op{>ortunity  now  offered  which  (to  use  the  Director's  own  words) 
was  as  precious  to  Itim  as  his  own  life.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1649,  we  clearly  saw  and  perceived  that  not  only  should  we 
have  considerable  to  do  as  retarded  the  delegation,  but  that  we 
should  with  difficulty  accomplish  it;   we  therefore  considered  it 
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necessary  to  make  out  a  series  of  memoranda  in  order  to  draw  up  a 
proper  Jounial  from  tlieiii,  when  occasion  allowed.  Tbia  task  de- 
volved on  one  Adriakn  Van  deii  Domck  wIio.  according  to  a 
resolution  wtiicli  wa^  adopted  at  tlie  same  time,  was  lodged  in  a 
room  ill  one  Michiel  Janas'  house.  One  day  wlien  Van  der  Donck 
was  abroad,  the  General  seized  this  rough  draft  with  his  own  band, 
placed  Van  der  Donck  the  day  following  under  arrest,  convened  the 
Supreme  Council,  accused  him  of  having  committed  Orimen  lesie 
Majestatis,  and  took  the  matter  so  seriously  that  scarcely  anythuig 
was  to  be  done — either  the  delegation  must  be  a  joint  one,  and 
then  it  remained  still  to  be  arranged — or  sutficient  cause  of  action 
was  fuiuished  by  the  Journal,  as  the  gentleman  designated  the  rough 
notes  from  which  the  Journal  was  to  be  prepared ;  "for,"  said  he, 
"it  contaiusgross  slanders  against  their  High  Mightinesses."  And 
when  we  would  explain  It,  and  requested  the  draft  in  order  to  cor- 
rect it,  as  the  writer  would  not  insbt  upon  it,  but  admitted  he  was 
fully  aware  that  there  were  mistakes  in  it,  in  consequence  of  hurry 
and  similar  causes,  as  be  had  a  great  deiU  to  do  and  the  most  part  of  it 
was  not  revised ;  our  petition  was  designated  a  libel,  unworthy  of 
any  answer,  the  writer  of  which  would  be  punished  as  an  example 
to  others.  In  flne,  we  could  not,  in  any  way,  manage  to  make  it 
right.  Vander  Donck  was  forbad  tlie  Council  and  our  Sessionsalso, 
and  we  were  notified  officially  of  the  circumstance ;  yet,  he  could 
not  get  a  release  from  his  oath,  and  in  order  to  cut  oft  the  proper 
means  of  proof,  a  proliibitory  notice  was  issued  to  ttie  effect  tluit  no 
testimony  nor  other  document  should  be  valid,  except  those  written 
by  the  Secretary.  This  was  of  no  service  to  any  person,  and  it  was 
a  general  complaint  tliat  no  business  could  be  got  forward.  Director 
Kieft  did  the  self-same  thing  when  he  was  apprehensive  that  com- 
plaints would  be  got  upagainat  him.  And  this  istljeir  usual  course, 
to  do  everything  they  can  think  of  to  uphold  their  acts.  Those  who 
were  ofiluially  obliged  to  take  a  part  in  public  affairs  and  did  so, 
were  fortunate  if  they  acted  in  accordance  witti  the  General's  will 
and  pleasure;  if  tliey  did  not,  they  were  prosecuted  and  sued,  incar- 
cerated, guarded  by  soldiers,  so  that  no  i»ersoii  might  speak  to  them, 
angrily  abused  as  all  sorts  of  dangerous  monstei'S,  threatened  to  be 
taught  this  and  that  and  everything  was  done,  and  recourse  had  to 
every  expedient  that  could  be  invented  or  ripped  up  i^uinst  them. 
We  cannot  dwell  long  on  this,  but  refer  to  tlie  Journal  kept  of  it, 
and  to  the  wilting  which  the  Director  himself  will  furnish.  Your 
Iligh  Mightinesses,  and  such  other  friends  as  happen  to  see  it,  can 
easily  infer,  from  the  preceding  Relation,  what  trouble  and  labor 
we  have  had  on  our  shoulders,  with  which  we  would  have  most 
willingly  dispensed,  liad  it  not  been  for  the  love  of  the  country  and 
of  the  truth,  which,  us  far  as  we  know,  hatli  long  lain  in  the  grave. 
Ttie  trouble  and  dillieulty,  though  wauting  no  addition,  have  not 
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wearied  us,  or  ratlier,  will  iiot  be  to  us  so  great  a  source  of  grief  as 
i«the  sorrowful  couditiou  of  Xew  Netberlnud,  now  lying  at  its  last 
gasp.  But  we  liope  and  trust  that  our  afllictiou  and  (lie  sufftrings 
of  tlie  inhabitants  and  people  of  tlie  country,  will  excite  commisera- 
tion in  ;our  High  Mightinesses,  in  order  tliat  New  Netlierland  may 
irjoice. 


ill  What  3funner  New  Netkerland  sfiould  he  Relieved  . 

Although  we  are  satisfied  and  fully  aware,  that,  as  res)>ectB  pub- 
lic reforms,  we  are  but  as  children,  and  tliat  your  High  Migliti- 
D(3se8  are  fully  competent  in  the  case,  yet  we  beseecti  you  to  pardon 
and  excHse  us,  if  we,  according  to  our  humble  conception  thereof, 
make  a  few  suggestions  in  addition  to  wliat  we  have  already  con- 
sidered, in  our  petition  to  your  High  Mightinesses,  to  be  necessary. 

Ill  our  opinion  this  country  will  never  flourish  under  the  Hon"'" 
CoDipany's  govcrnuient ;  on  tlie  coutraiy  'twill  waste  and  decay  in 
itself,  unless  the  Company  Ije,  in  consequence,  reformed.  It  would, 
therefore^  be  better  and  more  advanti^eous  for  the  country  and 
ttit^iuaelves  were  they  rid  of  it  and  the  remnant  of  ttieir  property 
transported  hence. 

To  9|ieak  si>eciiically :  care  ought  to  be  taken  of  the  public  prop- 
erty, botii  ecclesiastical  and  civil,  which  in  the  beginning  can  ilty 
lie  spared  or  dispensed  with.  It  ia  doubtful  but  Divine  Worsliip 
must  tie  entirely  intermitted  in  consequence  of  the  Clergyman's 
departure,  and  the  Company's  inability.  There  ought  to  be  also  a 
Public  school  provided  witli  at  least  two  good  teacliers,  so  that  the 
youtli,  in  so  wild  a  country,  where  there  ard  so  many  dissolute 
peojile,  may,  first  of  all,  lie  well  instructed  and  indoctrinated  not 
only  in  reading  and  writing,  but  also  in  the  knowledge  andfear  of  the 
Lord.  Now,  the  school  is  kept  very  irregularly,  by  this  one  or  that, 
according  to  his  fancy,  as  long  as  he  thinks  proper.  Tliere  ougiit 
tvlie, likewise.  Asylums  foraged  men,  for orplians,  and  similiar  in- 
stitutions. The  clergyman  who  now  returns  liome,  could  give 
fuller  information  on  the  subji  ct.  The  country  must  also  be  pro- 
vided witl)  moral,  honorable  and  intelligent  rules  who  are  not  very 
indigent  nor  yet  very  covetous.  A  covetous  ruler  makes  jwor  sub- 
jects, and  the  mode  in  which  tiie  country  is  now  governed,  b  a 
great  aifliction  and  not  to  be  tolerated;  for  no  one  is  unmolested 
nor  secure  in  his  property  any  longer  tlian  tlie  Director  pleases, 
wlio  is  generaUy  very  proae  to  confiscation.  And  tt)ough  men  act 
fairly  and  give  him  his  due,  yet  it  is  necessary  still  to  continue  to 
please  him  if  one  would  have  quietness.  Good  population  should 
follow  good  government,  as  we  liave  demonstrated,  according  to  our 
ability  m  our  petition.  And  altiiougb  free  passages  and  tlie  fitting 
out  of  ships,  were  such  requisite,  would,  at  first,  cause  expense,  yet 
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when  the  result  is  considered,  such  &n  outlay  would  be  immeaa- 
urably  well  employed,  if  fttrmers  and  laborers  with  other  people  in 
straiglitened  circumstances,  of  whom  Fatherland  has  plenty  to 
spare,  were  liy  that  means  introduced  withwhat  little  they  may  have, 
into  the  country.  We  ho|»e  it  would  then  prosper,  especially  had 
it  what  we  consider  t«  be  the  mother  of  population,  good  Priv- 
ileges and  Exemptions,  which  could  encouisfte  the  inhabitant; 
attract  navigation  and  profitable  trade,  and  with  the  pleasantness, 
convenience,  salubrity  and  productiveness  of  the  country,  allure 
every  one  hitlier.  If  a  Boundary  were  added  in  the  protection,  to 
what  has  been  already  done,  then  with  God's  help  everything 
would,  in  human  probability,  go  well,  and  New  Netherland  could 
be,  in  a  short  time,  a  brave  place,  able,  also,  to  be  of  service  to  the 
Netherland  Stat«,  to  richly  repay  ex|>ended  outlays  and  to  thank 
her  benefactors. 

High  and  Mighty  Lordsl  We  have  taken  the  liberty  to  write  this 
Hemoiistnince,  and  to  submit  the  ease  as  we  have  done,  through 
love  of  the  truth,  and  because  we  have  felt  bound  to  do  so  by  our 
oath  and  conscience.  It  is  tnie  that  all  of  us,  either  toother  or 
individually,  have  not  seen,  heard  or  had  a  knowledge  of  the  entire 
contents  in  every  particular;  neverthele.ss  it  contains  nothing  but 
what  some  among  us  well  know  to  be  true  and  credible.  We  all 
know  the  greatest  part  of  it  to  be  truth;  some  are  acquainted  with 
ttie  remainder  of  it.  and  have  also  heard  it  from  trustworthy  per- 
sons, and  sincerely  believe  it  to  be  wholly  true.  We  hope  your 
High  Mightinesses  will  pardon  our  presumption,  and  be  indulgent 
to  our  plainess  of  style,  com])osition  and  method.  In  conclusion, 
we  commit  your  High  Mightinesses'  persons,  deliberations  and 
measures  with  your  people  both  at  home  and  abroad,  together  with 
allfriendsof  New  Netherland,  to  the  merciful  guidance  and  pro- 
tection of  the  Most  High,  whom  we  supplicate  to  grant  prosperity  to 
your  High  Mightinesses  in  time  and  eternity.    Amen.

IIioH  AXD  Mighty  Lords!  The  Delegates  from  New  Nether- 
land  represent  with  due  respect,  tliat  they  delivered  into  the  Assem- 
bly here,  on  the  13>^  October,  164S,  a  certain  petition  and  commis- 
sion, setting  forth  the  sober,  and  utterly  ruinous  condition  of  New 
Nctherlaud ;  and,  moreover,  have  communicated  to  the  committee 
divers  other  papei-s,  together  with  aperfect  mapof  the  countiy,  and 
its!)itu»tioQ,  as  well  as  some  dimples  of  the  fruits  and  peltries  pro- 
duced thei-e;  also,  furnished  full  verbal  information  on  every  subject 
in  particular;  iKtrformed, likewise, all  theduties  they  could  remember, 
according  to  the  directions  and  inatructions  of  their  principals  in 
SeivNetherland.in  order  to  obtain  thorough  redress.  Whereupon 
sonieof  the  Board  of  Directors  were  inclined  to  act  inconsiderately, 
Hsis  their  usual  custom, and  to  criminate  and  countermine  what  the 
petitioners  have  done,  accusing  tbem  of  being  unworthy  of  all  credit, 
demanding  unseasonably  further  proof  of  matters,  in  onler,  as  the 
petitioners  cannot  but  apprehend,  thus,  by  controversy,  to  delay 
and  protract  the  good  work. 

Independent  of  the  petitioners  and  their  constituents  being  public, 
and  for  the  country's  interests,  sworn  individuals,  who  therefore  in 
suth  case  deserve  full  credit,  their  proofs  are  as  palpable  as  the  sun 
at  clear  noon,  inasmuch  as  they  have  asserted,  that  disorder  and  an 
insufferable  government,  with  their  consequences,  in  conjunction 
with  the  covetousness  of  some  individuals,  are  the  sole  cause  and 
laient  of  all  that  ruin  and  mischief,  as  the  injurious  fniits  thereof 
amply  testify,  because  Heaven  lias  not  visited  New  Netherland  with 
any  extraordinary,  unavoidable  calamities,  except  such  as  have 
originated  with  the  Company  and  its  agents.  Again,  that  country 
is  more  favored  and  better  situated  than  New  England ;  the  Dutch 
aLs<i  commenced  planting  their  resjiective  lands  many  years  before 
tLe  Engl^h,  yet,  notw it h stand ini(.  New  England  is  populous,  rich, 
prosperous,  driving  an  immense  trade  and  commerce  almost  with 
[he  entire  universe ;  yea,  is  flourishing,  whitet  New  Netiierland,  on 
the  contrary,  is  a  <lesert,  usurped  on  the  east  side  by  the  English, 
and  on  the  southwest  side  by  tt)e  Swedes,  despite  of  hrst  possession 
taken  by  this  State;  and  is,  moreover,  impoverished,  liarrassed  and 
afflicted;  yea,  reduced  to  utter  ruin  by  the  aforesaid  bad  govern- 
ment. Pending  the  war,  remoustrances  and  complaints  against  it 
wne  addressed,  in  abundance,  both  verbally  and  in  writing  to  the 
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Amsterdam  Chamber  of  the  XIX.  Fiii»ll;,  when  hope  and  help 
there  was  none,  the  matter  was  communicated  to  your  High  Miglit- 
iiieases.  The  entire  conntry  liath  long  felt  the  evil  effects  of  the 
war ;  and  felt  it  the  more  tlirougli  the  danger  of  Indian  revenge ;  and 
it  will  continue  to  exiwrieuee  it,  until  those  in  that  country  who 
are  res|ionsible  for  the  mischiefs,  and  were  instructed  and  sworn  by 
your  High  Mightinesses  to  correct  the  evil  by  strict  justice,  are  re- 
called home;  until  Cornells  van  Tienhoven,  Secretary  of  New  Neth- 
erland,now  here  at  Hague,  nbo  a  chief  cause  of  the  ruin  (as  i9tol>e 
seen  by  the  copy  of  a  petition  hereuiitoannexed),  be  removed  out  of 
tlie  country,  and  until  po|iulation  be  encouraged,  of  which  there 
is  little  appearance,  unle  s  your  High  Mightinesses  will  please  to 
assume  the  supervision  and  prnt«ctiou  of  the  country  absolutely  to 
yourselves,  and  to  fayor  it  with  a  good  civil  govern'oent,  composed 
of  those  interested  in  the  country ;  unalteraUe  Privileges  and  Ex- 
emptions together  with  a  settlement  of  the  boundaries,  which  is 
very  necessary  for  the  country  and  its  peace.  Such  is,  alsci,  vei? 
just ;  for  it  was  taken  possession  of  from  Cape  Hinlopen  to  Stitteu 
Hook  or  Cape  Cod,  by  joor  High  Mightinesses'  subjects  and  this 
State,  in  the  year  1809,  before  any  English  or  Swedes  had  thought 
of  coming  thither. 

Wherefore  we,  the  petitioners,  iu  our  quality  aforesaid,  have  re- 
coui-se  to  your  High  Mightinesses,  humbly  praying  and  urgently 
beseeching,  as  the  Spring  is  at  hand,  aud  ttie  season  for  preparation 
daily  api>ruaclieB,  and  the  Delegates  are  here  at  heavy  expense  that 
the  affairs  of  New  Netherland  and  its  Kedress  be  favorably  consid- 
ered,and  that  it  be  provisionally  encouraged  by  the  enactment,  at 
an  early  day,  of  a  good  ordinance. 

To  the  end  that  tlie  worthy  patriots  and  the  well  meaning  people 
in  that  country  may  no  longer  be  frustrated  in  their  hope,  but  en- 
tirely relieved  and  released  from  oppression  and  slavery;  and  that 
this  State  may  not  bewholly  dispossessed  of  that  Rne  country,  which 
alone  is  of  greiiter  extent  than  the  Seventeen  Dutch  Province  s  and 
which,  in  the  liour  of  need,  will  be  found  a  strong  arm,  by  the  as- 
sistance it  will  render  in  people  and  provisions;  for  after  population 
shall  have  increased,  your  High  Mightinesses  will  carry  on  a  very 
large  trade  from  the  one  to  the  other  of  your  own  countries— hi oc 
iude  et  inde  hinc— without  any  save  your  High  Mightinesies'  Imv- 
ing  control  or  authority  overy  it.    Which  doing,  etc.

The  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands  have,  after  pre- 
vious deliberation,  placed  this  Itemonsti'auce  in  the  hands  of  the 
Lords  Aertsbergen  and  the  others  their  High  Mightinesses'  Depu- 
ties for  the  West  India  Company's  affairs,  to  investigate  and  exam- 
ine it ;  to  extract  the  important  points  therefrom,  aud  report  on  the 
whole.

SECRETARY  VAN  TIENHOVEN'S  OBSERVATIONS  ON 

THE  BOUNDARY  AND  COLONIZATION 

OF  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

Oi*eri'(rtion3  OH  the  SettUnient  of  tiie  Boimdary.  and  on  the  Coloniza- 
tion of  Jieie  Nelkfrland.    Furnished  SS"*  Fehrtutry,  1S50. 

TIte  settlement  of  the  boundary  is  highly  necessary,  in  order  to 
avoid,  in  future,  all  dilHculties  with  those  of  New  Englaml  and 
Vii^nia;  it  will  also  promote  the  quiet  of  the  Dutch  Nation  in 
New  Netherland,  as  many  would  be  thereby  encouraged  tn  under- 
take Colonies,  Bouweries  and  Plantations,  in  that  country. 

Tliis  settlement  of  the  boundary  was,  in  my  opinion,  not  easy  to 
be  obtained  before  the  present  time,  in  consequence  of  the  troubles 
Id  England ;  the  rather,  as  those  of  Virginia  declare  for  Charles 
the  Second,  and  those  of  New  EuKland  for  the  Parliament. 

In  order  then  to  block  the  further  progress  of  the  English,  I  would 
suggest  (under  correction),  that  we  should  proviaionally  set  about 
hitching  on  to  New  Netherland  the  most  distant  lands  lying  be- 
tween the  Dutch  Nation  and  the  English,  which  are  yet  vacant 
and  in  no  one's  possession,  by  the  occupation  thei-eof  in  manner 
hereinafter  described. 

Ist.  Having  been  plainly  tricked  by  the  English  out  of  the  Fresh 
River,  notwithstanding  a  block  house,  called  the  Hope,  had  been 
erected  21  leagues  up  the  river,  in  the  year  1633,  long  before  the 
Engtish  had  been  there, — a  sign  of  first  and  earliest  possession — 
nothingcould,at  first,  be  done  in  that  quarter,  except  to  repair  SHid 
house,  the  Hope,  and  keep  it  as  heretofore  occupied  by  a  suitable 
garrison ,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  prior  possession  of  the  most 
remote  boundary. 

2nd.  The  village  of  Greenwich  belonging  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses', t>eiDg  the  furthest  place  where  tiie  Director  and  CouncO  ex- 
ercise authority,  in  the  name  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  States 
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G«?neral  aDd  of  the  West  India  Company,  is  separated  from  the  Eng- 
lish village  Stamfurd.by  a  small  stream ;  so  that  the  English  along  the 
main  north  coast  cannot  approach  nearer  New  Netlierland,  without 
being  obliged  to  settle  between  Greenwich  and  New  Amsterdam, 
where  tliere  is  an  interval  of  about  seven  leagues  of  country :  And 
to  prevent  that ,  Director  Stuyvesant  purchased  these  lands  last  sum- 
mer from  the  native  and  right  owners  thereof,  and  jiaid  for  them, on 
account  of  the  West  India  Company. 

3d.  For  the  security  of  the  beautiful  North  river,  on  whicli  New 
Amsterdam  stands,  it  would  not  be  unwise  to  take  possession  first 
of  the  land  situate  on  the  west  ttank  of  the  East  river,  between 
Greenwich  and  New  Amsterdam,  establishing  villages,  bouweries 
and  plantations  there;  this  done,  there  need  be  no  dread  of  the 
further  |)rogr(!«8  of  the  English  on  tliat  side,  and  the  North  river, 
whence  most  of  the  jieltries  are  brought  down,  would  also  be  pro- 
tected. The  North  river  is  about  eight  leagues  west  of  the  East 
river  at  Greenwich. 

4tli.  Long  Island  which  extends  in  length  from  the  heights  oppo- 
site Statcn  Island,  is  washed  on  Uie  south  side  by  the  Great  Ocean ; 
on  tlie  north,  by  the  East  river,  which  divides  it  from  New  Amster- 
dam and  the  aforementioned  lands.  It  is  full  thirty  leagues  long 
from  the  west  to  northeastern  i>oint,andatthe  west  end  2,  and  fur- 
ther eastward  4,  8, 12  and  15  leagues  broad.  It  is  the  levelest  and 
finest  soil  in  New  Netlierland ;  very  well  adapted  for  agriculture 
and  the  rearing  of  all  sorts  of  cattle;  furnished  with  t)eautiful  val- 
leys, navigable  harbors,  rivers  and  bays,  the  chief  of  which  are 
Hempstead  bay,  Martin  Gerritsen's  bay.  Oyster  bay,  the  Cromme 
gouw,  being  a  considerable  inland  sea,  (whose  shores  are  inhabited 
by  Indians,)  and  in  which  are  various  other  fair  and  fertile  islands. 
The  greatest  part  of  the  Wampum, for  which  the  furs  are  truded,  b 
manufiictured  there  by  the  Natives, 

The  English  of  the  Colony  of  New  Haven  settled  two  villages  at 
the  bight  of  the  aforesaid  inland  sea,  about  three  leagues  from  the 
East  point  of  said  Island ;  one  called  Southam|>ton,  containing 
about  10  (ii .  12  houses,  [the  other]  Southold,  about  30  houses. 

The  undernamed  towns  are  planted  on  said  Island,  and  are  all 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Lords  States 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  viz. 

Hemsteede,  Gravesend,  Flushing,  Amerafoort,  and  Breukelen, 
with  divers  bouweries  and  plantations. 

The  further  progress  of  the  English  on  Long  Island  would,  in  my 
opinion,  under  correction,  be  prevented  and  estopped,  without  the 
settlement  of  the  boundaiy,  by  the  following  meatis : — 

First,  by  purchasing  from  the  natives  the  lands  situate  on  the 
East  point  of  Long  Island,  not  already  bought ;  that  done,  by  taking 
possession  of  the  East  point  which  is  about  tbre«  leagues  from 
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S<juthHmi>t4>n,  ami  by  seciirii^  ita  posscssior,  at  firat  by  a  Redoubt 
and  H  small  garrison,  or  settling  it  by  meatis  of  a  Colonie.  Tlie 
west  poiut  of  the  aforesaid  sea  being  taken  possession  of  in  like 
iiiaiiner,  the  villages  of  Soutlianipton  and  Soutlioid  would  be  shut 
iu:  iifter  tliis  is  accomplished,  .SiketeuHacky,  Oyster  bay  and  Mar- 
tin Uerrilseu's  bay  mnst  also  be  taken  |)ossession  of.  The  wbole  ol 
Loug  Island  would  be  thereby  secured  to  New  Netlierlaud.  aud  the 
dvsi^  of  the  English  hi  regard  to  tlie  domination  of  said  conve- 
nient harbors,  be  rendered  fruitless  aud  null. 

The  South  river,  situate  thirty  le^ues  south  of  the  Great  Bay  of 
tlie  North  river,  as  computed  along  tlie  coast,  has  been  possessed 
and  frequented  by  the  Dutch  more  tiiau  twenty-eight  years  before 
aiiy  foreign  nation  had  been  there.  Ten  yeaw  ago  the  Swedes  lined 
aaid  river  with  four  forts,  and,  by  means  thereof,  endeavor  to  seize 
ou  the  entire  river. 

Tlie  further  progi'ess  of  the  Swedes,  could  be  prevented  and  neu- 
tralized by  planting  a  Colonie  at  Swanendael,  otherwise  called  the 
IVhorekill,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Bay;  another  on  tlie  east  side; 
auduu  the  west  bank,  at  tlieCoiniKiny's  Redoubt,  named  Bevers- 
nvde,  about  seven  leagues  above  Fort  Cristina.  Tliis  beinc  done, 
theSwedescouldnot  take  up  any  more  laud,  either  above  or  below, 
nor  extend  their  pretended  jurisdiction  any  farther. 

N'o  difference  has  arisen  between  the  Dutch  and  the  English  of 
Virginia  on  tlie  subject  of  boundary,  because  they  have  not  owned 
what  we,  Netberlanders,  iKtssess.  However,  it  would  not  be  im- 
(iiilitic  to  determine  the  boundary  between  Virginia  and  New  Neth- 
frl3nd,so  that  all  future  misunderstandings  aud  diffei-ences  on  this 
ht^l  may  be  prevented. 

The  settlement  of  the  boundary  by  possession  can  never  be  effected, 
picept  by  sending  out  working  [>eople  and  disbursing  money  neces- 
sary for  such  work ;  and  in  order  to  encourage  those  who  are  able 
to  make  disbursements,  firm  and  i>ermanent  privileges  should  be 
granted,  consistent  with  the  right  accruing  from  the  chaiter 
granted  to  tlie  West  India  Company. 

For  the  conveyance  of  farmers  and  their  families,  and  of  liandi- 
craftsmeo,  are  required : 

A  large  fly-boat  of  200  lasts,  which  would  be  chartered  for  tiie 
voyage  out,  for  fl.  flOOO. 

A  vessel  of  200  lasts,  would  probably  carry  over  260  iieraons,  ex- 
clusive of  the  Bhips  crew ;  they  would  require  for  food,  for  the  voy- 
age, each  at  least  30  guilders,  fl.  7500. 

Every  230  farmers  would  require  a  su)ierintendent. 

A  cleigyman ;  or,  in  his  place  provisioually,  a  Comforter  of  the 
sick,  who  could  also  act  as  schoolmaster. 

A  surgeon,  provided  with  medicines. 
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A  biacksmitli,  who  is  conversant  with  the  treatment  of  hoisea 
and  cattle. 

Three  or  four  houBe-carpentei's,  who  can  tey  brick. 

One  cooper. 

One  wheel  wTight. 

Otlier  tradesmen,  such  as  tailors  and  alioemakers,  follow  with 
time. 

A  necessary  supply  of  munitions  of  war,  for  the  defence  of  the 
Colonists,  in  ciise  of  misunderstanding  with  the  natives. 

Farming  implements,  such  as  axes, adzes,  mattocks,  spades,  rope, 
I'toughshares,  kc. 

Tliese  people  arriving  in  New  Netlierland  would  require  to  be 
victualed  for  at  least  a  year ;  for  little  produce  is  to  be  expected  the 
second  yeiir,  from  the  newly  cultivated  land.  It  is  not  necessary  to 
send  the  food  from  Europe,  since  it  can  be  supplied  by  the  Dutch 
and  the  English.    Oil  and  vinegar  alone  must  come  from  here. 

Cattle,  such  as  horses,  cows,  liogs,  need  not  be  sent  from  this 
place,  in  consequence  of  the  great  expense,  as  they  can  be  got  at  a 
rensonahle  price  from  the  Dutch,  and  principally  among  the  Eng- 
lish, who  have  plenty  of  them. 

The  foregoing  is  what  I,  with  all  submission,  briefly,  and  accord- 
ing to  my  imperfect  knowledge,  communicate  on  paper  to  your 
High  Mightinesses  on  tlie  subject  of  the  settlement  of  the  Boimda- 
ries  by  possession,  such  as  peopling  it  witli  one  or  more  Colonies 
in  New  Netlierland.  I  pray  the  All-wise  God,  to  preside  over  your 
High  Mightinesses'  Assembly,  and  to  bo  pleased  to  permit  your 
resolutions  to  redound  to  the  honor  of  his  namf ,  the  prosperity  of 
bis  Cliurch  and  to  the  peace  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  subjects.

New  Nethekland. 
The  Directors  deputed  by  the  West  India  Company  do  not  deem 
it  expedient  to  conjointly  advise  your  High  Mightinesses  in  the 
present  instance  on  the  afTairtt  of  New  Netlierland,  and  the  places 
thereunto  belonging,  inasmuch  as  the  superintendence  thereof  has 
hitherto  been  with  the  Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  which,  also  spe- 
cially declares  its  opin  ion  thereupon ,  as  to  the  manner  that  euperin- 
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tendence  ought  to  be  directed  in  future  for  the  greatest  advantage. 
TIk  other  Chambers  liave  merely  requested  copy  thereof,  to  be 
communicated  to  their  constituents,  with  the  underataudiiig,  how- 
ever, that  tlie  aforesaid  Amsterdam  Cliamber  shall,  meaiiwliile,  re- 
maia  and  coutinue  invested  with  the  aforesaid  superiuteudence, 
and  provisionally  put  in  practice,  as  far  as  possible,  the  foUowing 

Proviswnal  Plan  for  the  Trade,  Colonization  and  advantage  of 
Xew  Netherland,  and  of  the  Island  of  Curasao,  Bonayro  and 
Jrufcrt,  dependent  on  the  said  government. 

Whicli  places  have  been  managed  exclusively  by  the  Chamber  of 
Amsterdam  from  the  year  VH5  up  to  the  date  hereof,  although  it 
was  resolved  in  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  on  the  6"*  July  of  the 
same  year,  that  they  should  be  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Chambers  in  common.  With  this  view,  an  estimate  was  computed 
of  the  expense  of  Director  Stuyvesant^s  outfit,  which  was  divided 
according  to  the  quota  to  be  furnished  by  each  Chamber  respect- 
ivelj,  lu  the  meantime,  the  Chamber  at  Amsterdam  undertook  to 
fit  out  at  its  own  cost  two  ships,  namely  the  Princesae  and  Oroote 
Oerrit.  Afterwards,  however,  in  October  following,  at  the  meeting 
of  the  XIX.,  in  Zealand,  it  hapi>eried  tliat  some  Chambers  found  it 
difficult  to  share  the  ex|>enses,  and  thus  this  sui>er  in  tendence  has 
remained  exclusively  to  this  date  with  the  Chamber  at  Amsterdam. 

Again,  the  Committee  of  the  Amsterdam  Chamber  considered 
'twould  be  better  that  those  countries  should  remain  bound  to  all 
tbeCtiambers  in  common,  but  as  trading  to  these  pl|Kes  in  rotation 
could  not  conveniently  be  carried  into  execution,  the  Commission- 
ers, subject  to  a  better  decision,  were  of  opinion,  that  it  would  be 
best,  that  the  outfitting  should  remain  with  the  Amstei'dam  Cham- 
ber,and  be  done  thro ugli  its  commissioners,  to  be  appointed  fur  that 
purpose,  to  whom  likewise  all  returns  must  be  consigned  under 
bond  that  they  bo  responsible  to  the  respective  Cliambers,  to  appro- 
priate to  each  its  contingent  proportion. 

Now,  in  order  to  be  able  projwrly  to  provide  good  order  and  neces- 
saries tor  those  coasts,  and  to  supply  them  with  troops  for  tlie  de- 
fence of  the  four  forts  in  New  Netherland  and  one  at  Cura9ao,  we 
consider  that  the  garrisoning  of  the  Drst  four  requires  100  men  under 
the  command  of  sub-ollicers,  as  the  country  is  at  peace ;  12  soldiers 
only  need  be  sent  to  the  last  place  under  a  commander  at  low  wages. 

Tocarry  out  the  above,  we  judge  the  sum  of  fl to  be 

oecessary.  As  the  respective  Chambers  might  consider  this  amount 
burdensome,  it  must  l>e  decided  whether  it  shall  be  raised  on  inter- 
est at  4  per  cent,  pledging  for  both  princi|)al  and  interest  all  the 
effects  and  returns  coming  tlieoce,  tc^ether  with  the  whole  Terri- 
12-VaL.  V. 
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tory  still  belonginK  to  the  Company,  and  not  conveyed  to  Colonists; 
Hnd  especially  the  Island  of  Manhataiis. 

As  the  islands  of  Curasao,  Bonaire  and  Araba  have  been  found 
for  many  years  to  be  only  a  burden  to  the  Company,  not  producing 
any  profit,  we,  have,  therefore,  considered  whether  it  would  not  be 
well  to  request  permission  of  the  Supreme  government  to  give  up 
said  Islands :  but  if  such  were  not  feasible,  'twould,  in  our  opinion, 
be  best,  to  permit  every  one  to  establish  Colonies  on  said  Isknda,  ta 
distribute  and  concede  the  land  free  of  rent,  and  to  allow  all  to  cut 

Logwood  on  paying  aduty  of ;  that  every  one,  no  matter 

of  what  nation,  shall  beat  liberty  to  bring  from  said  Island, aa  many 
horses  and  as  much  salt  as  he  may  think  pro|)er  on  payment  of  duty. 

namely,  tor  the  horses  fl per  head ;  and  for  ejteh  latl  of 

salt  f1 ;  provided  neither  horses  nor  salt  be  convened  to 

any  other  place  than  New  Netherland. 

As  for  the  last  mentioned  country,  we  consider  littleor  no  change 
necessary  in  regard  to  Colonists  who  have  planted  Colonies  there 
already,  but  to  permit  them  to  enjoy  the  Freedoms  granted  on  the 
in  the  year  1680. 

But  as  those  Colonists  formerly  complained  that  they  were  not 
allowed  to  export  the  products  of  their  lands  for  their  own  benefit 
beyond  the  territory  of  New  Netherland,  they  were  permitted  t« 
export  such  produce  in  their  own  ships  to  Brazil,  on  condition  that 
tliey  should  not  return  thence  to  New  Netherland  again  with  any 
Brazilian  products. 

Tills  should  in  our  opinion  be  enlarged ;  so  that  said  Traders  on 
disposing  of  their  ))roduce  and  cropa  in  any  of  the  Com|Hiny's  dis- 
tricts, shall  be  privileged  to  come  back  with  their  ships  and  returns 
to  the  place  whence  they  sailed,  on  condition  of  paying  the  duties 
to  be  imposed  thereon. 

Also,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  New  Netherland  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  purchase  Negroes  wheresoever  they  may  think  necessary,  except 
the  coast  of  Guinea,  and  bring  them  into  New  Netherland  to  work 
on  their  bouweries,  on  i>ayment  of  a  duty  of  fl per  bead. 

We  should  above  all  things  consider  it  necessary  to  provide  ways 
and  means;  we  are  of  opinion  that  permission  should  be  obtained 
from  the  Magistrates  of  some  Pravinces  ami  Cities,  to  take  from 
the  alms-houses  or  orphan  asylums  300  @.  400  boys  and  girls  of  10, 
12  to  15  years  of  age,  with  their  consent,  however,  and  that  their 
passage  and  board  could  be  procured  for  fl.  fiO  or  60  per  head.  With 
that  recognition  a  large  ship  might  be  chartered,  suitable  for  the 
conveyance  of  horses  and  siilt  from  Cuni9ao  and  afterwards  return 
hither  with  a  cargo  of  Logwood.  It  must  be,  further,  dechired  that 
said  children  shall  not  remain  l>ouiid  to  their  miisters  for  a  longer 
term  than  6  or  7  years,  unless Ijeing  girls,  they  come,  meanwhile,  to 
maiTy,  in  which  event  they  should  have  the  option  of  hiring  again 
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with  liieir  masters  or  mistresses,  or  of  remaining  wtiolly  at  lilierty 
and  of  settiinR  there,  on  condition  that  they  be  ailowed  ao  much 
land  as  the  Director  shall  consider  it  proper  each  should  have  for 
the  support  of  her  family,  free  from  all  rents  and  exemptions  for 
the  term  of  10  years  after  entering  on  such  land ;  but  the  inhabi- 
tants shall  have,  after  the  lapse  of  the  aforesaid  term  of  yej»r3,  the 
t«ntti  of  their  incomes. 

Now,  it  will  bo  Id  the  highest  degree  necessary,  to  endeavor  some 
settlement  of  Boundary  with  the  English  on  any  terms  wliatsoever ; 
aiid  as  no  opportunity  might  offer  for  tlie  negotiation  of  any  Bound- 
ary line  eitiier  in  the  name  of  King  or  Parliament,  or  of  existing 
Powers,  in  consequence  of  violent  interruptions  in  the  government 
of  England,  we  should  not  deem  it  unwise  to  empower  the  Director 
to  aitree  provisionally,  with  our  neighbors  the  English  on  some  line 
of  Boundary,  for  which  they  themselves  have  made  overtures,  aub- 
ject  to  the  approbation  of  each  of  tlie  principals. 


INFORMATION    RESPECTING    LAND    IN    NEW 
NETHER  LAND. 

Infarmaliffn  relative  to  taking  «p  land  in  Kew  Nelkerland,  in  th^ 

form  of  Colonies  or  jn-ivale  boawries.    J)eliveredin  by  Secretary  van 

lienhoren,  on  tht  4"  of  March,  1G50. 

If  any  one  be  disposed  to  begin  either  by  himself  or  others,  Colo- 
nies, BouwerJes  or  Plantations  in  New  Netherland,  whicli  lies  in 
the  latitude  of  one  and  forty  degrees  and  a  half,  he  shall  lirst  have 
to  inform  himself  fully  of  tlie  situation  of  the  lands  lying  on  the 
rivers,  havens  and  bays,  in  order  thus  to  select  the  most  suitable, 
and  particularly  the  most  convenient  grounds:  It  is  therefore  to  be 
home  in  mind,  that  the  lands  in  New  Netherland  are  not  all  level 
and  flat, and  adapted  to  raising  of  grain,  inasmuch  as  they  are,  with 
the  exception  of  some  few  flats,  generally  covered  with  timber,  in 
divers  places  also  with  large  and  small  stones. 

In  onler,  tiieu  first  to  describe  those  lands  which  are  actually  the 
most  convenient  and  the  best  and  ought  to  beoccupied  tlie  earliest, 
where  aud  how  located,  I  shall  enumerate  the  following  places,  and 
commend  the  remainder  to  the  consideration  of  proprietors  of  this 
country. 

I  tiegin  then  at  the  most  easterly  comer  of  Long  Island,  being  a 
point  situate  on  the  Main  Ocean,  inclosing  witliin,  westward,  a  large 
inland  sea,  adorned  with;divera  fair  havens  and  bays,  fit  for  all  sorts 
of  craft;  this  point  is  entirely  covered  with  trees,  without  any  fiats, 
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and  is  somewhat  hill;  and  stony,  ver;  coiiveulent  for  c<  d  lisliiiiK. 
wbicli  Itj  most  successfully  followed  by  the  natives  during  tlie  seiisoii. 

This  point  is  also  well  adapted  to  secure  tlie  trade  of  tlie  Indioiiii 
in  Wampum,  {the  mine  of  New  Netherland.)  since  in  and  about 
the  abovemeutioned  sea  and  the  islands  therein  situate,  lie  thu 
coclcleB  whereof  Wampum  is  made,  from  wliich  great  piofit  could 
be  realized  by  those  who  would  plant  a  colonic  or  hamlet  at  tlie 
aforesaid  Point,  for  the  cultivation  of  the  land,  for  raising  all  sorts 
of  cattle,  for  lishing  and  the  wampum  trade. 

It  would  be  necessary,  in  such  case,  to  settle  on  the  aforesaid 
land  some  persons  thoroughly  conversant  with  agriculture,  uud 
others  with  the  fishery. 

Oysterbay,  so  called  from  the  great  abimdaiice  of  Rue  and  delicate 
oysters  which  are  found  there,  is  about  a  short  league  across,  or  in 
width  at  the  mouth ;  deep  and  navigable,  witiiout  eitlier  rocks  or 
sands,  runs  inland  nearly  west,  and  divides  itself  into  two  riven, 
which  are  broad  and  clear,  on  which  lie  some  flue  maize  lands, 
formerly  cultivated  by  the  Indians,soine  of  which  are  still  worked: 
theycouldbeliadfor  a  trifle.  This  land  la  situate  on  such  beautiful 
bay  and  rivers,  that  it  could,  at  little  cost,  be  converted  into  gixnl 
farms,  fit  for  the  plough ;  thei-e  are  here, also,  some  fine  hay-valleys. 

MaTtin  Oerrilatm's  bay  or  MartinnehcnKk,  is  much  deej«r  aiid 
wider  than  Oyster  bay,  and  runs  westward  in,  divides  into  tlirw 
rivers,  two  of  which  are  navigable  ;  tlie  smallest  stream  runs  up  in 
front  of  the  Indian  village,  called  Martinne  houck,  where  they  have 
their  (ilantations.  This  tribe  is  not  strong,  and  consists  of  about  liu 
families'  There  were  formerly  in  and  about  this  bay ,  great  numlwrs 
of  Indian  Plantations,  which  now  lie  waste  and  vacant.  This  land 
is  mostly  level,  and  of  good  quality,  well  adapted  for  grain  and 
rearing  of  all  sorts  of  cattle ;  on  the  rivers  are  numerous  valleys  of 
sweet  and  salt  meadows ;  all  sorts  of  river  fish  are  also  caught  there. 

Sellout's  bay,  on  the  East  river,  is  also  very  open  and  navigable, 
with  one  river  running  into  it;  on  said  river  are  also  fine  maize 
lands,  level  and  not  stony,  with  right  beautiful  valleys.  Beyond 
said  river  is  a  very  convenient  hook  of  laud,  somewhat  large,  encii- 
cled  by  a  large  valley  and  river,  wliere  all  descriptions  of  cattle  c»n 
be  reared  and  fed,  such  convenience  l)eing  a  great  accommodation 
for  the  settlers,  who  otherwise  must  search  for  their  cattle  frequently 
several  days  in  the  bush. 

The  coimtry  on  the  East  river  beween  Greenwicli  and  the  island 
Mauhattaas,  is  for  the  most  part  covered  with  trees,  but  yet  flat  and 
suitable  land,  with  numerous  streams  and  valleys,  right  good  soil 
for  grain,  together  with  fresii  hay,  and  meadow,  lands. 

Wi(iiuaeskeck,on  the  North  river,  five  leagues  above  New  Amster- 
dam, is  very  good  and  suitable  land  (or  agriculture,  very  extensive 
maize  land,  on  which  the  Indians  liave  planted— proceeding  from

tbo  aliore  and  iiiknd 'tis  flat  and  mostly  level,  well  watered  by  small 
etn^ms  and  nimiiDg  springs.  It  lies  l^etween  the  East  and  North 
rivere  and  is  situate  between  a  rivulet  of  Sintinck  and  Armonck. 

In  the  Bay  o(  the  North  river,  alwut  two  leauues  from  Sandy 
llMih.liesan  inlet  or  small  hay;  on  the  south  shore  of  said  bay, 
called  A'c^sirufncl:,  there  are  also  right  good  maize  lands  which  have 
not  been  cultivated  by  the  natives  for  a  long  time.  This  district 
is  well  a<1apted  for  raising  and  feeding  all  sorts  of  cattle,  and  is 
esteeraed  by  many  not  ill  adapted  for  fisheries;  a  good  trade  in  furs 
could  also  be  carried  on  there,  and  tis  likewise  accessible  to  all 
brge  vessels  coming  from  sea,  which  are  often  obliged  to  lie  to  or 
anchor  behind  Sandy  Hook,  either  in  consequence  of  contrary  winds, 
or  for  want  of  a  pilot. 

The  district  inhabited  by  a  nation  called  Haritangs,  is  situate  on 
a  fresh  water  river,  that  flows  through  the  centre  of  the  low  land 
wliioh  the  Indians  cultivated.  This  vacant  territory  lies  between 
tu'o  high  mountains,  far  distant  the  one  from  the  other.  It  is  the 
handsomest  and  pleasanteat  country  that  man  can  behold,  and 
furnished  the  Indians  with  abundance  of  maize,  beans,  pumpkins, 
and  other  fruits.  This  district  was  abandoned  by  the  natives  for 
two  reasons;  the  flrst  and  princi|ial  is,  that  finding  themselves  un- 
able to  resist  the  Southern  Indians,  they  migrated  further  inland; 
tlie  second,  because  this  country  was  flooded  every  spring  like  Ren- 
Belaer's  colonic,  frequently  spoiling  and  destroying  their  supplies  of 
maize  which  were  stored  in  holes  under  ground. 

Through  tins  valley  pass  large  numbers  of  all  sorts  of  tribes,  on 
their  way  north  or  east ;  this  land  is  therefore  not  only  adapted  for 
raising  gmin  and  rearing  all  description  of  cattle,  but  also  very  con- 
venient for  trade  with  the  Indians. 

On  both  sides  of  the  South  bay  and  South  river  also  lie  some 
haLdM)me  lands,  not  only  suitable,  but  very  convenient  for  agricul- 
ture and  trade. 

I  have  aheady  stated  where  the  flrst  Colonists  should,  in  my 
opinion,  settle,  regard  l>eing  had  to  the  convenience  of  those  lands 
in  the  possession  of  wbicli  other  nations  being  anticii>ated,  they 
would  not  be  able  to  extend  their  pretended  limits  further,  and 
great  peace  and  security  would  be  afforded  to  the  inhabitants.  I 
sliall  here  further  state  the  time  when  those  emigrating  hence,  to 
and  arriving  in  New  Netherlaiid  will  take  up  land,  and  how  each 
will  afterwards  earn  a  living  and  settle  in  the  most  economical 
manner  according  to  the  fashion  of  the  country. 

Boors  and  others  who  are  obliged  to  work  at  flrst  in  Colonies 
ought  to  sail  from  this  country  in  tlie  fore  or  latter  part  of  winter 
in  onler  to  arrive  with  God's  help  in  New  Netherland  early  in 
the  Spring,  in  March,  or  at  latest  in  April,  so  as  to  be  able  to 
plant,  during  that  summer,  garden  vegetables,  maize  and  l>eans, 
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and  moreover  employ  the  whole  summer  in  clearing  land  and  build- 
ing cotta)^,  as  I  shall  liereafter  describe. 

All  tbeii  who  arrive  iu  New  Netherlaud  must  immediatelj  set 
about  preparing  the  soil,  so  as  to  be  able,  if  possible  to  plaut  some 
winter  grain,  and  to  proceed  the  next  winter  to  cut  and  clear  the 
timber.  The  trees  are  usually  felled  from  the  stump,  cut  up  and 
burnt  in  the  field,  unless  ^ucli  aa  are  suitable  for  building,  for  ]>ati- 
sades,  i>osts  and  rails,  wbicb  must  be  prepared  during  the  winter,  so 
as  to  be  set  up  in  the  spring  on  the  new  made  land  which  is  inteuded 
to  be  BOWTi,  in  order  that  the  cattle  may  not  in  any  wise  injure  tlie 
crops.  In  most  lauds  is  found  a  certain  root,  called  red  Wort  el. 
which  must  before  ploughing,  be  extirpated  with  a  hoe,  expressly 
made  for  that  purpose.  This  being  done  in  the  wiut«r,  some  pluuRli 
right  around  the  stumps,  should  time  or  uircum stances  not  allow 
these  to  be  rtmoved ;  others  plant  tobacco,  maize  and  beima,  at  first. 
The  soil  even  thus  becomes  very  mellow,  and  they  sow  winter  grain 
the  next  fall.  From  tobacco,  can  be  realized  some  of  the  exiieuaes 
incurred  in  clearing  the  land.  The  maize  and  beans  help  to  suii- 
port  both  men  and  cattle.  The  farmer  having  thus  begun,  must 
endeavor,  every  year,  to  clear  as  much  new  land  aa  be  possibly  caa, 
and  sow  it  with  such  seed  as  he  considers  most  suitable. 

It  is  not  necessary  that  the  husbandman  should  take  up  nnich 
stock  in  tlie  beginning,  since  clearing  land  and  othernecessary  lutwr 
do  not  permit  him  to  save  much  hay  and  to  build  bams  for  stabling. 
One  pair  of  draft  horses  or  a  yolce  of  oxen  only  is  necessary,  to  riiie 
the  planks  for  buildings,  or  palisades  or  rails  from  the  land  to  ttie 
place  where  they  are  to  be  set. 

The  farmer  can  get  all  sorts  of  cattle  in  the  course  of  the  second 
summer,  when  he  will  have  more  leisure  to  cut  and  bring  Uome  hay. 
also  to  build  houses  and  bames  for  men  and  cattle. 

Of  the  Buildiiig  of  Housea  at  First. 

Before  b^inning  to  build,  'twill  above  all  things  be  necessarj'  to 
select  a  well  located  spot,  either  on  some  river  or  bay,  suitable  for 
the  settlement  of  a  vilh^e  or  hamlet.  This  is  previously  projierly 
surveyed  and  divided  into  lots,  with  good  streets  accoi'ding  to  the 
situation  of  the  place.  This  hamlet  can  be  fenced  all  around  with 
high  palisades  or  long  boards  and  closed  with  gates,  which  is  advan- 
tageous iu  case  of  attack  by  the  natives,  who  heretofore  used  to  ex- 
hibit their  insolence  in  new  plantations. 

Oiilbide  the  village  or  hamlet,  other  land  must  be  laid  out  which 
can  iu  general  be  fenced  and  preiiared  at  the  most  trifling  exi>ense. 

Those  in  New  Netherland  and  especially  in  New  England,  who 
have  no  means  to  bnild  farm-houses  at  first  according  to  their  wishes, 
dig  a  square  pit  in  the  ground, cellar  fashion,  six  or  seven  feet  deep, 
as  long  and  as  broad  as  they  think  projier,  case  the  earth  inside  all 
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round  the  wall  with  timber,  which  they  line  with  the  t»ark  of  treea 
or  something  else  to  prevent  the  cuving  in  of  the  earth ;  floor  thia 
cellar  with  plank  and  waiDSCot  it  overhead  (or  a  ceiling,  raise  a 
roof  of  apara  clear  up  luid  cover  the  apars  with  bark  or  gieea  sods, 
BO  that  they  can  live  dry  and  warm  iu  theae  houses  with  their  entire 
families  for  two,  throe  and  four  years,  it  being  understood  that  par- 
titions are  run  througli  tliose  cellars  which  are  adapted  to  the  size  of 
the  family.  The  wealtliy  and  principal  men  in  New  England,  in  the 
beginning  of  tlie  Colonies,  commenced  tlieir  first  dwelling-houses 
in  this  fasliion  for  two  reasons;  first,  In  order  nut  to  waste  time 
huildiiig  and  not  to  want  food  the  next  season;  secondly,  in  order 
not  to  discourase  poorer  laboring  people  whom  they  brought  over 
in  numbers  from  Fatherland.  In  tiie  course  of  three  (^  four  years, 
wlien  tlie  country  became  adapted  to  agriculture,  they  built  them- 
selves tiandsome  houses,  s[>euding  on  them  several  thousands. 

After  the  houses  are  built  in  the  above  described  manner,  or  other- 
nise  according  to  each  person's  means  and  fancy,  gardena  are  made 
und  planted  in  season  with  all  sorts  of  pot-herbs,  principally  par- 
siiiie,  carrots  and  cabbage,  which  bring  great  plenty  into  the  lius- 
baudiuan's  dwelling.  The  maize  can  serve  as  bread  for  men,  and 
food  for  cattle. 

The  hogs,  after  having  picked  up  their  food  for  some  months  in 
tiie  noods,  are  crammed  with  com  in  the  fail ;  when  fat  they  are 
liillHl  and  furnish  a  very  hard  and  clean  pork ;  a  good  article  for  the 
Lusbandman  who  gradually  and  in  time  begins  to  purchase  hoi'ses 
and  cows  with  tlie  produce  of  liis  grain  and  the  increase  of  his  hogs, 
and  instead  of  a  cellar  as  aforesaid,  builds  good  farm-houses  and 
barns. 

Vf  the  Neceasary  Cattle. 

The  cattle  necessary  in  a  ColOnie  or  private  laouwery  in  New 
Netlierla[id,  are  good  mares  and  sound  stallions. 

Yoke-oxen  for  the  plough,  inasmucli  as  in  new  lands,  fullot  roots, 
oxen  go  foi'ward  steadily  under  the  plough,  and  horses  stand  still, 
or  with  a  start  break  the  harness  in  pieces. 

Milcli-cows  of  kindlydisi>osit1on,and  good  bulls, sheep, sows, etc. 
Fowb  are  well  adapted  to  Ixmweiies. 

Tliese  cattle  are  abundant  in  New  Netherland,  and  especially 
in  New  England,  and  to  be  liad  at  a  reasonable  price,  except  sheep, 
which  the  English  do  not  sell,  and  are  rare  iu  New  Netberland.

Sheep  are  not  sold  there. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  in  a  Colonie  each  fanner  has  to  be  pro- 
vided by  his  landlord  with  at  least  one  yoke  of  oxen  or  with  two 
mares  in  their  stead,  two  cows,  one  or  two  sows,  for  the  purpose  of 
increase,  the  use  of  the  farm  and  the  support  of  his  family. 

If  the  above  cattle  multiply  in  the  course  of  time  with  God's  bless- 
ing, the  bouweries  can  be  fully  stocked  with  necessary  cattle,  and 
new  bouweries  setoff  with  the  remainder, as  is  thepracticein  Rensel- 
aer's  Colonie  and  other  places,  and  so  on  tie  novo,  so  as  to  lay  out  no 
money  for  stock. 

All  fanning  implements  necessary  for  the  land  must  be  also  pro- 
cured, except  wagon  and  plough  which  can  be  made  there. 

And  as  it  is  found  by  experience  in  New  Netherland.  that  farmers 
can  with  difficulty  obtain  from  the  soil  enough  to  provide  themselves 
with  necessary  victuals  and  support,  those  who  purpose  planting 
Oolonie8,mu9t  supply  their  farmersand  families  with  necessary  food 
for  at  least  two  or  three  years,  if  not  altogether,  it  must  be  done  at 
least  in  part. 

Ifeeeseary  Supplies  for  tke  Farmer. 
If  no  wheat  or  rye  can  be  had  for  bread,  maize  can  be  always  had 
in  season  from  the  Indians  at  a  reasonable  price.    The  skepel  costs 
ordinarily  10  @.  15  stivers  when  bought  from  the  Indians. 
Beef,  Vinegar, 

Pork,  Peas  and 

Butter  or  oil  instead ;  Beans. 

Saladoiland  vinegar  are  not  easy  to  be  had  in  that  country  except 
at  an  excessively  high  prtee  from  the  Dutch  traders. 

All  this  being  arranged  it  must  be  noted  what  description  of  ptople 
are  best  adapted  for  agriculture  in  New  Netherland,  and  to  perform 
the  most  service  and  return  the  most  profit  in  the  beginning. 

First,  a  i)erson  is  necessary  to  superintend  the  norkingmen ;  he 
ought  to  be  acquainted  with  farming. 

Industrious  country  jieople,  conversant  with  the  working  and  cul- 
tivation of  land,  and  ixtssessing  a  knowledge  of  cattle. 

It  would  not  be  improfltable  to  add  to  these  sonie  Highland  boora 
from  the  Veluwe,  Gulick,  Cleef  and  Berg. 
Northerners  are  a  people  adapted  to  cutting  down  trees  and  clear- 
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inft  laDd,  inasmuch  as  they  are  very  laborious  and  accustomed  to 
vork  in  the  woods. 

Xorthernerecan  do  almost  anything ;  some  can  build  much,  otliera 
ahttle,  and  construct  small  craft  which  they  call  yawls. 

Carpenters  who  can  lay  brick. 

Smiths  conversant  with  heavy  work,  curing  cattle  and  provided 
with  suitable  medicines. 

One  or  more  surgeons,  accordint;  to  the  number  of  the  people,  with 
H  chest  well  supplied  with  all  sorts  of  drugs. 

One  or  more  coopers. 

A  clergyman,  comforter  of  the  sick,  or  precentor  who  could  also 
act  as  schoolmaster. 

A  wheelwright. 

All  other  tradesmen  would  follow  in  time ;  the  above  mentioned 
mechanics  are  the  most  necessary  at  first.  In  order  to  promote  pop- 
ulation through  such  and  other  means,  the  people  must  be  provided 
witli  Freedoms  and  Privileges  so  as  to  induce  thera  to  quit  their 
Fatherhind.  and  emigrate  with  their  families  beyond  the  sea  to  this 
far  distant  New  Netlierland.  And  as  poor  peoplehave  nomeans  to 
defray  the  cost  of  passag**  and  otiier  exiienses,  it  were  desirable  that 
wealthy  tndividiinis  wonid  expend  some  capital,  to  i)eople  thiscouii- 
tr?,  or  like  the  English  of  New  England,  at  their  own  expense  ' 
remove  themselves  with  funds  and  a  large  body  of  working  men, 
and  provide  those  without  means  with  land,  dwelling,  cattle,  tools 
and  necessary  supiwrt ;  and  that,  until  they  could  derive  the  neces- 
sary maintainance  from  the  soil  and  the  increase  of  cattle,  after 
which  time  they  would  be  able  to  pay  yearly  a  reasonable  quit-rent 
to  their  lords  and  masters  from  the  effects  In  their  ixtssession. 

Bf  the  population  and  cultivation  of  theaforeBaid  lands  those  who 
will  liave  disbursed  funds  for  the  removal  of  the  laboring  classes, 
the  purchase  of  cattle  and  all  other  exi)enses,  would,  in  process  of 
some  years,  after  God  had  blessed  the  tillage  and  the  increase  of  the 
cattle,  derive  a  considerable  revenue  in  grain,  beef,  jKtrk,  hotter  and 
tobacco,  which  form  at  first  the  earliettt  returns,  and  in  time  can  be 
improved  by  industry,  such  as  making  jjot  and  i>earl  iishes,  clap- 
boards, knees  for  ship  building,  staves,  all  sorts  of  pine  and  oak 
plank,  masts  for  lai^  shi)is,  square  timl)er  and  ash  and  hickory 
planks;  in  which  a  staple  trade  could  be  established.  The  English 
of  Ne  V England  put  this  in  practice,  as  is  to  be  seen,  after  the  land 
had  been  first  brought  to  proper  condition ;  they  sell  their  provisions 
at  the  Carribean  Islands,  staves  at  Madeira  and  the  Canaries,  masts 
and  fish  in  S|)ain  and  Portugal  and  bring  in  return  all  sorts  of  com- 
modities: so  much  of  these  returns  as  they  do  not  consume,  are 
again  distributed  by  them  throughout  all  the  islands  known  and  in- 
habited in  the  Northern  part  of  America.  Tims,  through  the 
variety  of  the  returns  which  of  necessity  were  received,  a  profitable 
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trade  is  already  established  in  New  England,  wliicli  can  alao  lie  riglit 
well  set  on  foot  by  the  Nethertandei'S,  if  the  population  of  the 
country  wei-e  promoted. 

The  following  is  the  mode  puntued  by  the  West  India  Company 
in  the  fii-st  pLtnting  of  Boiiweries. 

The  Company,  at  their  own  i-ost  and  in  tlieir  own  ships  convojed 
severed  boors  to  "Sew  Ketlierland,  and  gave  these  the  foUoniiig 
terms  ;— 

The  farmer,  being  conveyed  witli  his  family  over  sea  to  Xew 
Netherlaiid,  was  granted  by  the  Company  for  the  term  of  six  years 
a  Bouwerie,  whici)  was  partly  cleared,  and  a  good  part  of  which  was 
fit  for  tlie  [ilougli. 

TheCompany  furnished  the  farmer  a  house,  bam,  farming  iiu|)Ie- 
ments  and  toiils,  together  with  four  hoi-sea,  four  cowa,  sheep  aiid 
pigs  in  propoi-tion,  the  usufruct  and  enjoyment  of  wliicli  tiie  hus- 
bandman sliDuld  have  during  the  six  years,  and  on  the  expiration 
thereof,  return  the  number  of  cattle  lie  received.  The  entire  in- 
crease remained  with  the  fanner.  The  farmer  was  bound  to  i«y 
yearly  one  hundred  guilders  and  eighty  |K>unds  of  butter  rent  for 
tlie  cleared  land  and  bouwerie. 

The  country  people  wlio  obtained  the  above  mentioned  conditions 
all  pros|)ered  during  tlieir  residence  on  the  Cimipany's  lands. 

Afterwards  the  cattle  ijelonaing  to  the  ConiiMny  in  New  Nether- 
land  were  distributed  forsome  years  among  those  witohad  no  means 
to  purchase  stock. 

The  risk  of  the  cattle  dying  is  sliared  in  common,  and  after  the 
expiration  of  the  contract  the  Comi>any  receives,  if  the  cattle  live. 
the  niimber  the  husbandman  first  received,  and  tlie  increase  whicli 
is  over,  is  divided  half  and  half ;  by  these  means  many  jieople  have 
obtained  stock  and,  even  to  this  day,  tlie  Company  have  still  consid- 
erable cattle  among  the  Colonists,  who  make  use  on  the  above  con- 
ditions of  the  horses  in  cultivating  the  farm ;  the  cows  serve  for  th* 
increase  of  the  stock  and  for  the  supiiort  of  the  family. 

The  foregoing  is  what  is  necessaryto  be  communicated  at  present 
respecting  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  Colonies  and  relative  to 
supplies.  What  regards  the  government  and  preservation  of  swli 
Colonies  and  what  persons  ought  to  be  in  authority  there  and  vrliD 
these  ouglit  to  be,  I  leave  to  the  wise  and  prudent  consideration  <if 
your  noble  High  Mightinesses.  Meanwhile  I  pray  the  Creator  of 
Heaven  and  Earth  to  endow  your  High  Mightinesses  with  the  Spirit 
of  grace  and  wisdom,  so  that  all  your  High  Mightinesses' delibera- 
tions may  lend  to  theadvantageof  theCountryandits  InliabitaLls.

Frm'ififiiHtl  Order  respecting  the  OoveriimeiU,  Presercatton  amd  Pto- 
pUni/  of  Ifewi  Netkerland. 
Messrs.  van  Aertzber^n  uud  the  otiier  your  Higli  Miglitiiieaaes' 
Couiuiitlee  on  West  India  iiffairs,  having  been  for  some  months  in 
conference  with  tlie  Directors  delegated  by  tlie  Chamber  at  Amster- 
dmii  and  ottiers  of  the  West  IiidJa  Company,  on  matters  brought 
before  your  High  Miglit  in  esses,  botli  by  tlie  Delegates  from  New 
Netherland  and  the  Directors  there,  from  an<l  on  belialf  of  the  Peo- 
ple, ill  dive.ra  written  und  verbal  remonstrances  and  memorials,  Lave, 
at  the  rettueHt  of  the  Directors  of  the  Amsterdam  Cliamber,  con- 
aeLted  to  pass  over  divera  matters  contained  in  the  Great  Kemon- 
sTK.ixcE  of  the  people,  and  to  apply  tliemselves  to  the  principal 
puhits,  on  theexpress  assurance  from  tlie  aforesaid  Directors  that  they 
truuld  receive  all  just  and  resiiectful  representations.  And  to  this 
end,  jjaving  inquired  Into  tlie  system  of  government  hitherto  main- 
tained in  New  Netherland,  the  heavy  burthens  which  the  Company 
bat!)  in  consequence  born,  and  the  small  profit  derived  therefrom, 
tie  destruction  of  the  imputation,  the  neglect  in  applying  remedies 
to  errors  and  excesses;  and.  considering  that  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses cannot,  and  ought  not  any  longer  approve  of  the  perverse 
ailministration  of  the  privileges  and  benefits  granted  by  charter  to 
to  the  stockholdei's  of  the  West  India  Oom])any;  of  the  commis- 
sioiiei's  of  New  Netherland,  under  the  authority  of  the  Obamlier  at 
AinHterdam,  tieglectingor  opposing  the  good  plans  and  offers  sub- 
mitted for  the  security  of  the  boundaries  and  llie  increase  of  the 
population  of  the  country:  And  whereas  your  High  Miglitinesses, 
AS  sovereigns  over  your  subjects,  are  well  quulitied,  nay,  hound  to 
sen  tliat  the  property  of  the  latter,  (still  in  a  condition  to  be  saved 
and  improved  if  no  time  be  lost  and  good  care  he  taken)  shall  not 
l)e  allowed  to  go  to  ruin  or  fall  into  the  liands  of  others ;  Therefore, 
we,  your  High  Mightinesses'  Committee,  are  of  opinion  that  the 
preseri'ation  of  those  countries  and  benefits,  wliich  were  originally 
granled  by  you  High  Mightinesses  not  to  the  Directors  of  the  Ctiam- 
ber  at  Amsterdam,  but  to  all  the  stockholders  of  ttie  West  India 
Company  scattered  throughout  tlie  Provinces,  demands,  other  or- 
ders tlian  those  issued  heretofore  for  the  government  theretif,  the 
increase  and  establishment  of  the  population,  raising  and  bestring 
of  necessary  taxes,  the  prevention  of  dangers  and  general  ruin  simi- 
lar to  what  has  been  bitterly  exjierienced  for  a  few  years;  and 
further,  for  the  effectual  removal  of  all  sorts  of  evils  and  troubles,

wliich  have  been  elaborately  submitted  to  your  Hi^li  Mightinesses: 
And  in  nrder  that  the  comiilaints  of  tlie  Nation's  subjects,  non 
heard  and  examined  for  the  s(»ace  of  five  months,  may  be  deferred 
no  longer  by  conferences  and  objections,  but  remedied  by  good  reso- 
lutions. 

We  wouli],  therefore,  be  of  opinion  that  your  High  Uiglitinetses 
do,  with  tlie  advice  and  communication  of  the  Directors  now  sum- 
moned from  all  the  Clianibers  of  the  West  India  Comi>any,  the 
major  i>iirt  of  whom  are  in  attendence,  ))ermit  the  Delegates  from 
New  Netherland  to  return  tliis  season,  to  encourage  and  animate 
all  tlie  i)ihabitants  tliere  sedulously  to  attend  to  the  cultivation  of 
the  soil  and  to  the  improvement,  security  and  increase  of  the  popu- 
lation within  their  limits.  And,  accordingly,  tliat  the  offer  res|>ect- 
ing  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and  farmers  which  they  made, 
ought  to  be  speedily  accepted  and  executed;  and,  fnrtlier.  that  this 
Provisional  Oruer  be  enacted  and  also  furnished  tliem. 

1. — First  Whereas  tiieir  High  Miglitinesses  have  received  the 
strange  and  unex))ected  intelligence  that  contributions  have  been 
demanded  from  the  Aborigines  of  the  country  and,  such  having 
been  refused,  that  the  late  Director  Kieft,  under  pretense  that  tlie 
people  so  deniitnded  by  petition,  signed  liowever,  by  merely  three 
persons,  bad  waged  against  tliose  Aborigines  an  unnecessary,  bloiNly 
and  runious  war,  the  instigators  whereof  have  not  been  duly  in- 
quired after,  or  pnnislied,  the  Director  and  Council  shall  in  future 
be  careful  that  [no  war]  be  undertaken  against  the  Aborigines  of 
"  the  country  or  neighbors  of  New  Netherland,  without  their  High 
Mightinesses'  knowledge.  And  in  case  any  misunderstanding  and 
trouble  may  arise  Ijetween  or  with  said  Aborigines  or  neighbors,  all 
possible  means  shall  be  made  use  of  to  remove  the  same,  before  mst- 
ters  come  to  extremities,  and  advice  shall- l)e  sent  at  once  to  their 
High  Mightinesses  of  what  might  transpire  in  the  premises. 

2.— Secondly,  Jan  Jansen  Damen  and  Abraham  Planck,  having 
presented  the  petition,  whereupon  the  war  was  commenced,  shall 
be  sent  to  their  High  Mightinesses,  that  information  may  be  ob- 
tained from  tliem  from  what  occurred,  and  who  had  induced  them 
to  present  the  aforesitid  petition. 

3.— Thirdly,  that  those  who,  contrary  to  express  orders  and  pro- 
hibition, hSve  undertaken  to  sell  and  barter  articles  of  contraband, 
such  as  guns,  pistols,  jxtwder  and  lead  to  the  Aborigines,  and  thus 
exirased  themselves,  with  all  those  who  actually  reside,  or  hereafter 
may  come  to  New  Netherland,  to  the  imminent  danger  of  being 
suddenly  attacked,  massacred  and  driven  off.  shall  be  punished  for 
the  excesses  herein  committed,  especially  for  what  occurred  during 
the  war,  when  subjects  of  this  State  dared  to  strengtiien  their 
enemies  by  the  sale  of  prohibited  articles  of  contraband.  And 
whereas  this  evil  has  now  reached  that  stage  that  the  trade  in  the 
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aforesftid  contrabiind  goods  cannot  easily  be  cut  short  or  forbidden, 
without  evident  dancer  of  new  war  and  trouble  between  the  sub- 
jects of  this  State  and  the  Aborigines,  the  Council  of  New  Nether- 
land  sliall  be  notified,  and  ordered  to  take  uare  that  none  of  the 
aforesitid  articles  of  contraband  shall  be  hereafter  traded  and  sold 
either  by  colnniats  or  other  inhabitants,  except  with  its  knowledge 
and  by  its  order,  the  guns  to  be  charged  at  6  guilders,  tlie  pistols 
at  4  guilders,  the  pound  of  powder  at  six  stivers,  all  for  the  beneAt 
of  the  public  interests  there;  so  as  in  time,  when  it  can,  in  their 
opinion,  be  safely  done,  to  forbid  the  trade  alti^ether  under  heavy 
penalties  to  be  tliei'eunto  enacted. 

4.— Fourthly,  whereas  tlieir  High  Mightinesses  learn  that  the 
people  of  Xew  Netherlaiid  either  ai'e  not  obliged,  or  have  them- 
selves forgotten  to  possess  and  make  use  of  arms  necess:iry  for  their 
own  defence,  therefore,  the  inhabitants  generally,  shall  be  bound 
each  to  provide  himself  with  a  good  gun  and  the  requisite  powder 
and  lead,  and  be  enrolled  and  formed  into  companies,  liave  the  said 
guns  stamped  and  inspected,  witli  a  prohibition  against  the  sate  of 
such  stamped  guns,  on  pain  of  himself  or  family  being  deprived 
thereof. 

5.— The  forts  shall  all  be  well  maintained  and  taken  cai-e  of  at  the 
places  wiiere,  for  the  occupation  o[  the  country,  they  have  been,  or 
shall  by  order  hereafter  be  erected ;  the  magaziue  therein  provided 
with  necessary  munitions  of  war,  the  houses  and  court  yards  built 
either  within  the  walls  or  at  a  short  distance  around  them,  with- 
out, however,  impeding  the  defence  which  must  be  made  therefrom ; 
causing  the  inhabitants  to  dwell  so  close  and  compact  together, 
that  they  be  able  to  help,  aid  and  defend  each  other. 

8. — New  Netlierland  being  at  present  provided  with  only  one  cler- 
gyman, orders  shall  be  given  forthwith  for  the  immediate  calling  and 
support  of  at  least  three  preachers ;  one  to  attend  to  l>ivine  service 
at  Renselaer's  colonic;  the  second  in  and  about  the  city  of  New 
Amsterdam,  and  the  third  in  the  distant  places ;  and  the  Common- 
alty sliall  also  be  obliged  to  have  the, youth  instructed  by  good 
school  masters. 

7  — Whereas  it  is  found  that  greater  pains  have  generally  been 
taken  to  promote  the  fur  trade  than  the  agriculture  and  jiopulation 
of  the  country,  the  Supreme  Council  there,  sliall,  in  consequence, 
above  all  things,  provide  that  cattle  be  not  exported,  but  be  as 
much  as  possible  retained  and  reared  there;  also  that  a  good  quan- 
tity of  grain  be  kept  in  store,  to  be  furnished  and  sold  at  a  reason- 
able price  to  newly  arriving  immigrants,  who  are  to  be  assisted  and 
favored  in  every  manner,  and  be  located  on  good  landa, suitable  for 
cultivation,  taking  care  therein  that  they  shall  dwell  as  close  and 
as  compact  together  as  possible  on  sucli  lands  and  places  as  shall  be 
considered  best  and  most  suitable  for  homestead,  bouwerie,  planta-

tion  and  security ;  the  Patroons  of  Colonies  remaining  at  liberty  to 
improve  their  oi\ii  lands  as  they  think  proper,  they  being  likewise 
obliged  to  settle  titeir  colonists  in  the  form  of  villages. 

8. — The  Council  shall  also  provide  for  the  establishment  and  con- 
tinuance of  a  good  trade  and  commerce  in  provisions  and  other 
commodities  between  New  Xetherland  and  the  national  forts  in 
Brazil,  {lennittiiig  the  merchants  to  take  in  all  sorts  of  wares  there, 
and  to  Ijring  back  whatever  they  shall  deem  proper. 

9. — The  propositions  as  they  are  drami  shall  be  amplified  for  the 
relief  of  the  Directors  of  the  Amsterdam  Chamber  and  the  incre^ise 
of  the  public  revenue,  without  embarrassing  the  State  or  West 
India  Company,  in  such  wise  tlwt  instead  of  20,000  guilders  or 
thereaboTits,  which  the  Amsterdam  Chamber  now  draws  annually, 
it  sliall  be  able  to  derive  fifty  thousand  guildera  and  by  degrees  in- 
crease fuiiher  to  the  essential  advantage  of  the  worthy  stock- 
holders, and  to  that  end,  the  Supreme  Council  stiall  be  written  to 
and  instructed  to  have  the  Colonists,  or  their  Patroons,  and  the 
people  of  New  Netherland  convoked,  and  to  endeavor  to  induce 
them  to  consent  to,  assume  and  bear  the  aforesaid  charges,  causing 
them  to  collect  and  manage  the  fnnds  and  to  pay  the  taxes  in  such 
proportion  as  they  sliall  themselves  enact. 

10.— The  request  for  Freedoms  and  Exemptions  shall  be  more 
fully  examined,  with  the  considerations  moved  thereupon. 

11.— The  Council,  of  New  Netherland  shall  consistof  a  President 
or  Director ;  a  Vice  Director  and  of  three  Councillors,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  their  High  Mightinesses  and  the 
West  India  Company,  and  the  otlier  two  selected  from  the  inhabi- 
tants of  that  country. 

12.— For  which  purpose  the  Director  and  Councilshall  he  bound  to 
call  a  meeting  of  the  Patroons  of  Colonies  or  their  agents,  and  of 
the  deputies  of  the  Commonalty,  to  be  held  within  the  city  of  New 
Amsterdam  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  four  qualified  iiersons 
from  whom  two  shall  be  selected  who  shall  be  thereunto  qualified 
by  their  High  Mightine.sses  and  those  of  tlie  West  India  Company. 
These  two  elected  Councillors  shall  serve  four  consecutive  years, 
but  on  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  four  years,  one  of  the  two 
may  by  lot  continue  two  years  more  and  the  other  retire  in  order 
to  present  two  others  in  future,  biennially,  by  a  new  nomination, 
in  manner  as  aforesaid. 

13.— The  Advocate-flscal  shall  have  both  seat  and  vote  in  said 
Council  in  matters  not  appertaining  to  his  office. 

14.— Petrus  Stuyvesant,  the  present  Director,  shall  be  instructed 
to  return  home  and  report. 

15. — And  a  suitable  person  conversant  with  Agricultural  matters 
and  the  nature  of  soils,  shall  be  forthwith  dispatched  and  sent  by 
the  first  opportunity  to  New  Netherland  to  take  charge  of  the  lands 
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situated  on  both  sides  of  the  Great  North  river,  extending  south- 
erly to  the  South  river,  aiid  northerly  to  tlie  Fresh  river,  with  in- 
structions bHsed  on  tlie  Consiileiations  exhibited  conjointly  by  the 
Dirtctorsand  the  Delejnites  f rom  New  Netherland. 

m.— Ou  the  incrense  of  the  po|>ulution  and  the  augmentation  of  the 
iuliabitants,  a  Court  of  Juatice  aliall  he  est»blished  in  the  province. 

]".— And  witlitn  tlie  city  of  New  Amsterdam  a  municipal  govern- 
meut,  consisting  of  one  Sheriff,  two  Burgomasters  and  five  Schepeus. 

IK.— Meanwhile  shall  the  Nine  Selectmen  continue  three  years 
!nnger,and  have  jurisdiction  over  small  causeaarising  between  Man 
and  Man,  to  adjudicate  deSnitely  on  suits  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
lifty  guilders  and  on  higlier  amounts  under  privilege  of  appeal. 

18,— AU  inhabitants  now  there,  or  arriving  hereafter  in  the  coun- 
try, shall  take  an  oatli  of  fidelity,  according  to  the  form  to  be  sent 
to  the  Supreme  Council. 

3i.— Private  vessels  proceeding  to  the  north  parts  of  America  and 
the  islands  thereabout,  aliali  be  oijliged  to  convey  over  all  passengers 
who  will  pi-esent  themselves  to  be  taken  to  New  Netherland,  to  the 

number  at  least  of persons  for  every  ship  whose  burthen 

is and  more  in  pro|x>rtion. 

21.— Finally,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  guilders  at  least  shall 
hereafter  be  annually  appropriated  from  funds  pointed  out  by  the 
Delegates  from  New  Netherland,  for  the  conveyance  of  families,  or 
those  who  will  apply  themselves  to  agriculture,  and  are  not  able  to 
lay  their  passage  and  exiwnses.  And  for  this  purpose,  two  shi{)8 
shall,  agreeably  to  concluded  arrangements,  be  chartered  and  pro- 
viaioned,  with  this  underatanding,  tliat  double  the  exftense  of  pas- 
atge  and  provisions  shall  be  exacted  from  all  immigrants  who  will, 
after  the  expiration  of  four  years,  have  the  means  of  payment,  or 
otherwise  desire  to  quit  the  country. 


OBSERVATIONS  OP  THE  CHAMBER  AT  AMSTERDAM 
ON  THE  PRECEDING  REPORT. 

To  tlu  Koble  Mighty  Lords,  lite  CommitUe  of  (Ae  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  StaUs  Oentral  of  the  United  Netberlanda  for  the  affairs  of 
Oie  Wttl  India  Company. 

Tlie  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  of  the 
Ctiamber  at  Amsterdam,  having  communication  of  the  annexed 
writing,  and  being  ordered  td  submit  their  opinion  tiiereon,  state, 
under  correction,  as  their  conclusion  on  the  first,— That  they  most 
respectfully  request  to  know  how,  and  by  what  means  it  appears  to 
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their  High  Mightinesses  that  tlie  war  against  the  IndiaDs  was  ud- 
dertaken  solely  on  the  petition  of  tliree  persona,  esi)ecial)y  as  they  the 
Directors  are  otherwise  informed,  as  can  be  seen  from  a  certain  re- 
port sent  over  liy  the  late  Director. 

2.-— This  article  rehit«s  to  the  statement  in  the  first. 

3.— The  trade  in  articles  of  contrabrand  has  been  alway  forbid- 
den ;  and  we  cannot  consider  it 'wise  to  give  private  persons,  yet,  so 
much  latitude.  But  if  some  of  tlie  aforesaid  wares  must,  however, 
to  avoid  offence,  be  sold  witti  a  sparing  hand,  such  shall  t>e  permit- 
ted by  the  Director  and  Council,  with  knowledge  of  circumstances 
and  only  when  necessary.  This  small  charge  is  also  wholly  uunec- 
essai7,  ina.-)much  as  the  Indians  will  readily  pureliase  guns  in  the 
spring  (a  .  12U  guilders,  and  a  pound  of  powder,  (it .  10  or  1^  guilders. 

6.— Those  of  the  Colonic  Rensslaers-Wyck  must  pay  their  own 
clergyman,  and  are  busy  inquiring  for  a  person.  New  Amsterdam 
is  provided,  and  none  is  yet  provided  in  the  out-lying  places. 

8.— This  point  is  fully  treated  in  the  Freedoms. 

9.— The  purport  of  this  article  ought  to  l>e  made  clearer  in  order 
to  render  it  intelligible.  In  all  cases  we  cannot  understand  how  the 
inhabitants  can  be  brought  to  bear  the  ex^ienses.  Inasmuch  as  it  is 
already  stated  that  they  complain  alraut  a  small  impost  on  beer  aud 
wine,  which  is,  however,  paid  only  by  the  tapst«rs. 

10. — The  subject  of  the  Freedoms  forms  a  particular  report,  which 
will  be  approved  by  us  when  the  copy  thereof  is  ready. 

II.— Tlie  Council  ought  to  remain  constituted  as  lately  enacted 
by  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.;  it  can  then  be  conceded,  for  the  sHt- 
isfaction  of  the  people,  that  two  of  their  number  shall  be  adjoined 
to  the  aforesaid  Council,  to  be  selected  by  the  Company  here  from 
a  nomination  of  a  triple  uumber  to  be  previously  made  by  the  afure- 
said  Commonalty. 

12.— This  article  is  co.dependent  on  what  has  been  already  stated. 

14.— The  Directors  consider  tliis  coming  over  to  lie  entirely  unne- 
cessary, unless  some  reasons  to  the  contrary  be  alleged.  Aud  in 
case  some  information  Iw  reciuired  on  the  affairs  in  New  Netlier- 
land,  in  addition  to  what  Secretary  van  Tienhoven  can  furnish,  the 
Vice  Director  might  come  home. 

15. — Tliey  consider  this  to  be  co-deiwndent  on  the  preceding. 

16.— The  judicature  ought  to  be  left  as  established,  both  in  the 
Comjianv's  lands  and  in  tlie  Colonies. 

20.— This  order  is  in  regard  of  some  private  ships,  impracticable 
and  useless  for  the  Company.  Only  tins  can  he  enacted,  tliat  all 
ships  entered  for  New  Netherland  shall  be  obliged  to  convey  over 
as  many  persons  as  they  have  lasts  burthen. 

21. — ISo  long  as  the  Company  continues  in  its  present  straitened 
condition  and  want  of  money,  it  cannot  pledge  itself  to  these 
15,000  guilders  per  annum.    And  neither  would  the  creditors  of  the 
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Company  allow  its  money  to  be  employed  for  aueh  a  purpose,  whilst 
their  debts  remain  unpaid.

Frttdome  and  Exemption*  granted  and  alUnced  by  the  Incorporated 
Wnl  India  Company  to  atl  lho»e  who  tkall  be  wilting  to  repair  to 
New  Nethtrlartd.    ExhiMUd  2i  May,  1650. 

That  all  inhabitants  of  these  United  Provinces  and  other  neigh, 
boring  countries,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  repair  to  New  Netherland  in 
tbe  ships  of  the  Company,  or  even  of  private  persons  trading  under 
tbe  Company's  commission,  on  condition  that  tbey  be  bound  pre- 
viously to  hand  in  their  names  to  the  Directors,  to  be  enregistered 
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and  to  agree  with  the  skippers  for  their  passage  money  and  board. 
for  which  purpose  the  Directors  shall  take  care  tliat  said  skipiters 
shall  be  ordered  to  take  as  many  freemen  along  with  tliein  as  tliey 
can  conveniently  accommodate,  and  not  to  overcharge  them  for 
passage  money  and  board. 

The  aforesaid  freemen  shall  be  accepted  according  to  the  order  of 
their  application,  so  that  whoever  comes  first  sliall  be  accommodated 
first,  without  any  difference;  and  should  it  occur  that  morei>erson8 
lii'esent  themselves  than  can  be  conveyed  in  the  ship  or  shiiis  lying 
ready  to  sail,  those  remaining  shall  be  preferred  in  the  next  suc- 
ceeding vessel ;  with  this  understanding,  however,  that  it  shall  be 
done  forthwith  and  without  any  delay  in  case  those  remaining  over 
be  in  such  number  that,  with  their  passage  money  and  board,  a.  ship 
can  be  freighted  and  their  maintenance  provided  on  the  voyage. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  aforesaid  persons  in  New  Netherland,  tliey 
shall  be  allowed  and  granted  the  privilege  of  choosing  and  taking 
up,  under  quit  rent  or  as  a  flef ,  such  )tarcels  of  land  as  they  shall  in 
any  way  be  able  to  cidtivate  for  the  production  of  all  sorts  of  fruits 
and  crops  of  those  parts,  on  condition  that  tliey  shall  be  bound  to 
commence  the  same  within  the  year, on  pain  of  being  again  deprived 
of  said  lands. 

Said  persons  shall  enjoy  Exemption  from  Tenths  of  all  the  afore- 
said fruits  and  crops  for  the  term  of  years,  and  thence- 
forth one  additional  year's  Exemption  for  every  legitimate  child 
they  shall  convey  thither  or  get  there. 

And  should  any  among  the  aforesaid  persons  have  an  inclination 
to  pasture  animals,  horses  or  cattle,  and  to  support  themselves  in 
that  way,  they  shall  be  shown  clean  and  good  pasture  lands,  as  far 
as  circumstances  will  in  any  wise  admit. 

And  they  shall  be  at  liberty,  gratuitously,  to  cut  and  draw,  and 
to  cause  to  be  cut  and  drawn,  from  the  public  forests  as  much  fire- 
wood, and  as  much  timber  as  they  shall  require  for  the  construction 
of  houses  and  vessels. 

Andtheyshallalsoenjoyfreedomofbuntingandfishingin  the  public 
woods  and  streams,  subject  to  the  regulations  to  be  made  therein  hy 
the  Director  and  Council. 

And  if  any  one  be  disposed  to  settle  on  a  spot  not  as  yet  the 
property  of  the  Company  but  belonging  to  the  natives  of  the  country, 
be  shall  be  obliged  to  satisfy  them  for  the  soil,  which  can  be  effected 
very  reasonably  and  for  a  few  trifles,  in  presence  of  some  person 
representing  the  Company. 

Whoever  will  desire  to  erect,  as  Patroon,  a  Colonic  in  New  Neth- 
erland, shall  be  also  at  liberty  to  do  30,  and  for  that  purpose  to  look 
out,  either  himself  or  by  others,  according  to  circumstances;  on 
condition  that  he  declare  that  he  will  undertake  to  plant  therein 
within  the  space  of  four  years,  after  giving  notice  to  any  of  the

lo  tlie  full  amount  of  one  hundred  persons,  on  pain  of  losing,  by 
notorious  neglect,  the  freedoms  obtained.  But  lie  shall  be  advised 
Ibat  the  Company  reserves  unto  itself  the  iisliiiid  of  the  Manltattea. 

And  from  the  lirst  moment  that  he  shall  liave  signified  the  places 
wliere  be  intends  to  plant  liis  Colonic,  he  shall  be  preferred  before 
all  others  in  the  free  possession  of  suuli  hinds  as  he  shall  have 
selected  there;  but  in  case  such  places  shall  not  be  afterwards 
agreeable,  or  a  mistake  occur  in  the  choice  of  the  ground,  another 
opportunity  shall  be  granted  to  make  a  second  selection  upon  Re- 
monstnuice  .having  been  previously  presented  to  the  Director  and 
Council. 

And  Patroons  shall  be  at  liberty,  through  tlieir  agents,  at  the 
place  where  they  intend  to  plant  their  Colonies,  to  extend  their 
limits  four  leagues  along  the  coast,  or  on  one  side  of  a  navigable 
river,  or  two  leiigues  along  both  sides  of  one  river,  and  as  far  inland 
as  the  circumstances  of  the  occupants  will  permit;  which  circum- 
stances shalj  be  considered  by,  and  be  at  the  dixcretion  of,  the 
Director  and  Council  there ;  but  iis  regards  the  lands  situate  with- 
out the  bounds  of  the  Colonies,  the  patroons  shall  not  t>e  entitled 
to  claim  any  authoi-ity  thereupon,  on  one  pretense  or  the  other,  Ijut 
remain  contented  with  the  lands  pointed  out  to  them,  leaving  the 
disposal  of  the  additional  lands  at  the  Coni|niny's  discretion,  either 
to  grant  them  to  other  Patroons  or  to  be  possessed  and  cultivated 
by  private  Colonists,  in  wliich  case  the  Patroons  of  the  respective 
Culonies,  or  individual  occupants  shall  be  bound  to  observe  good 
neighborhood,  and  to  afford  each  other  free  outdrift  and  issue  at  the 
nearest  place  and  smallest  expense,  appealing,  at  all  times,  in  case 
of  diSereuce,  to  the  decision  of  the  Director  and  Council  to  be 
appointed  for  the  time  being  l)y  the  Company. 

All  the  kinds  situate  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  together  with 
»1I  the  fruits,  sujierflcies  minerals,  rivers  and  fountains  thereof,  sliall 
llie  Patroons  possess  forever  In  propriety,  witli  high,  middle  and 
kiw  jurisdiction,  huntiug,  fishing,  fowling  and  milling,  the  lands 
reniHining allodial;  butthejurisdictionbelieldasa  jterpetual  hered- 
itary fief,  feality  and  homage  for  which,  when  it  devolves,  shall  be 
renewed  to  the  Company  by  a  pair  of  iron  gauntlets,  redeemable 
with  twenty  guilders  within  a  year  and  six  weeks. 

And  should  any  one  in  course  of  time  iiapi>en  to  prosper  in  his 
Colonic  to  the  degree  that  he  would  come  to  plant  one  or  more  towns, 
he  shall  be  authorized  to  ap|ioint  oflicers  and  magistrates  therein, 
and  make  use  of  the  title  of  his  Colonic  according  to  the  pleasure 
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and  quality  of  the  i^rsons,  all,  however,  with  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX. 

Venia  teatandi,  or  patent  to  authorize  the  dixpositl  of  the  afore- 
said feudal  estate  by  will,  shall  also  be  granted  to  all  Patrooiis  who 
request  it. 

The  Patroons  shall  also  l>e  at  liberty  to  make  use  of  all  iidjacent 
Innds,  rivers  aud  wowls  of  any  use  to  them,  until  the  same  be  alloted 
by  this  Company  to  other  Patroons  or  individuals. 

Whoever  shall  send  colonists  over  shall  furnish  them  with  proper 
instructions  in  order  that  they  may  be  ruled  and  governed  both  in 
police  aud  justice,  conformably  to  the  manner  of  goveniiuent  in  us« 
lieie,  which  instructions  they  shall  pi-evionsly  submit  to,  and  cause 
to  lie  approved  by,  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  on  pain  of  forfeitinK 
their  obtaiued  right  and  jurisdiction. 

The  Patroons  and  Colonists  wishing  to  prosecute  trade,  and  to 
send,  for  that  purpose,  any  cargoes  by  the  Company's  Ships,  shall 
l«y  thereupon  the  same  duties  as  other  private  merchants;  but  as 
reganls  the  necessaries  for  the  Colonists,  and  implements  necessary 
for  agriculture,  they  may  be  conveyed  over  for  a  trifling  gratuity, 
or  even  for  nothing,  at  the  discretion  of  tlie  Board  of  Directors. 

But  in  case  it  be  not  convenient,  or  suitable  for  the  Company  to 
send  any  ships,  or  if  there  be  no  room  in  the  sailing  vessels,  then 
the  Patroons,  aud  also  all  other  private  pei'sons,  shall  be  at  liberty, 
after  having  previously  communicated  their  intention  to  the  Cum. 
l)any,  and  obtained  its  written  consent,  to  send  thither  their  own 
shi|>8  or  yachts,  provided  that  in  going  or  returning,  tbey  do  not  di- 
vei^e  from  their  ordinary  corirse ;  and  give  the  Company  security 
to  that  effect,  and  take  an  assistant  along  to  be  boarde<l  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Patroons  or  of  the  private  individuals,  and  to  be  paid 
his  monthly  wages  by  the  Company ;  on  pain,  if  acting  contrary,  of 
forfeiting  their  obtained  right  and  title  to  the  Uolonie. 

And  whereas  it  is  the  Company's  intentioik  to  colonize  the  island 
of  the  Manhattes  tirat,  the  staple  of  all  produce  and  wares  accruing 
on  the  North  river  and  the  country  tliei-Ciibout,  shall  be  provision- 
ally there,  before  they  can  be  sent  further,  with  the  exception  of 
those  which  are  natui-ally  useless  there,  or  cannot  be  brought  thither 
without  serious  damage  to  the  owners;  in  which  case,  the  owners 
thereof,  shall  be  obliged  to  give  timely  notice  in  writing  of  such 
inconvenience,  to  the  Company  here,  or  to  the  Director  aud  Coun- 
cil theie,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  remedied  as  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  shall  appertain. 

All  Patroons,  colonists  and  inhabitants  of  New  Netherland,  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  sail  to,  aud  trade  along  the  entire  coast  from  Florida 
unto  Newfoundland,  provided  they  return  with  all  the  goods  they 
obtain  in  barter,  flrst  to  the  island  of  tiie  Manliattes,  and  jiay  five 
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percent  duty  to  the  Company,  In  order,  if  ivossible,  to  be  sent  thence 
to  the  aforeauld  countiiea  after  proper  Inventory  of  all  tlie  cargo. 

Siiid  I'atroons,  culonietft  and  iiiliabitanta,  shall  be  also  at  liberty 
to  trade  their  gnods  obtained  there,  everywhere  on  the  coast  of  New 
Xetherland  and  parts  circumjacent  thereunto,  for  all  eorta  of  mer- 
cbandise  to  be  niet  with  there,  conditioned  that  such  traders  shall 
be  obliged  to  bring  to  the  island  of  tlie  Manliattes,  if  it  be  anywise 
possible,  all  the  goods  that  tliey  will  be  able  to  procure,  in  order  that 
t'ompuny's  dues  may  t>e  paid,  and  further  tliat  said  gooils  be  sent 
by  the  ships  hither,  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Dii-ector  and  Coun- 
cil, or  of  their  agents;  or  if  they  come  to  this  country,  without 
such  having  beendone,that  they  be  discharged,  with  the  Company's 
knowledge,  under  proper  inventory  and  payment  of  the  duty  accrued 
thereon,  on  pain  of  forfeiting  said  goods  or  the  value  thereof. 

The  Company  promises  that  it  will  not  take  from  the  service  of 
the  Patroons  any  colonists,  wliether  man  or  women,  son  or  daugh- 
ter, man  servant  or  maid  seri'ant;  and  should  any  desire  tlie  same, 
that  it  will  not  receive,  much  less  permit  them  to  leave  tlie  service 
of  their  Patroon  for  that  of  another,  except  by  previously  written 
consent  of  their  Patroon  ;  and  this  during  sucli  term  of  years  as  they 
are  bound  to  their  Patroon ;  at  the  expiration  wliereof ,  the  Patixions 
sliall  be  at  liberly  to  cause  the  colonists,  who  may  he  unwilling  to 
continue  in  their  service,  to  be  brought  hither,  to  be  then  for  the 
first  time  restoi'ed  to  their  freedom ;  and  should  any  colonist  run 
away  to  another  Patroon,  or  resume  his  freedom  in  violation  of  his 
contract,  the  Company  also  promises  to  have  him,  as  far  as  lies  in 
its  power,  surrendered  into  the  hands  of  his  Palroon  or  his  Commis- 
sary, to  be  there  proceeded  against  according  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  ciise,  s^reeably  to  the  practice  and  uses  of  this  country. 

An  appeal  shall  lie,  conformably  to  the  custom  of  these  countries, 
to  the  Company's  Director  nud  Council  in  New  Netherland,  or  to 
suchgovernmentassliall  be  established  there, from  all  detinitive  judg- 
ments pronounced  by  the  courts  of  the  Patroons,  exceeding  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  guilders,  or  such  as  attach  infamy  ;  and,  also,  from 
all  judgments,  in  criminal  cases  on  ordinary  prosecutions. 

Whosoever,  whether  Colonists  of  Patroons  for  their  Patroons,  or 
Freemen  for  themselves,  or  other  individuals  for  their  masters, 
shall  discover  siiores,  bays  or  other  places  suitable  for  fisheries,  or 
for  the  erection  of  salt-ponds,  may  take  possession  thereof  and  work 
them  as  their  own  absolute  proi)erty  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others. 
And  the  Patroons  of  Colonists  are  allowed  to  send  ships  along  the 
CoHSt  of  New  Netherland  for  the  lishing  of  cod,  and  to  proceed 
with  their  catch  directly  to  Italy  or  other  neutral  countries,  on  con- 
dition of  paying  the  Company  in  such  case  six  guilders  iier  last 
duty;  and  should  they  touch  here  with  their  cargo,  they  sliall  be 
free  [to  continue  their  voyage]  but  they  shall  not,  under  pretext  of 
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this,  or  the  Company's  consent  our;  any  other  wares  to  Italy  on 
|iain  of  arbitrary  punishment,  the  Company  remaining  at  liberty  to 
place  a  supercargo  on  board  of  each  ship. 

The  aforesaid  Colonists  and  free  men  shall  also  be  at  liberty  to 
export  and  convey  all  the  products  and  crops  of  the  uoimtry  in  their 
own,  or  in  chartered  ships  free  of  duty,  to  Brazil  and  other  places 
situate  in  the  West  India  Company's  territory,  the  coast  of  Guinea 
excepted. 

But  they  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  same  duties  as  the  inhabitants 
of  this  country  on  the  returns  which  they  will  obtain  for  them  in 
trade  and  import  into  New  Netherland  or  here ;  taut  on  Negroes 
they  shall  not  pay  more  than  20  guilders  per  head. 

And  in  case  it  happen  that  the  ships  of  the  aforesaid  Colonists 
and  Freemen  should  in  going  or  returning  overpower  any  Portu- 
guese prizes,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  convey  them  forthwith  either 
to  Brazil,  or  New  Netherland,  or  to  this  country,  in  oixier  to  re- 
ceive the  benefit  thereof  and  that  they  be  declared  good  prizes,  on 
such  duty  as  is  paid  by  other  inhabitants  of  this  country. 

And  in  case  any  of  the  Colonists  should  by  his  industry  and  dili- 
gence happen  to  discover  any  minenUs,  precious  stones,  crystals, 
marble  or  such  like,  also,  any  pearl  fishery,  the  same  shall  remain 
the  property  of  the  Fatroon  or  Patroons  of  all  such  Colanie,  on  cou- 
dition  of  allowing  the  finder  such  reward  as  the  Patroons  shall  have, 
beforehand,  sti))ulated  with  such  colonist  by  contract;  and  the 
Patroons  shall  be  exempt  from  all  such  recognition  to  the  ComiHtny 
for  the  term  of  eight  years,  and  pay  for  bringing  them  hither  only 
two  per  cent.;  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  eight  years, 
for  duty  and  freight,  the  eighth  part  of  what  they  may  be  worth  in 
this  country. 

The  Company  will  request  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands  to  take  all  Patroons,  colonists 
and  inhabitants,  whether  free  or  bond,  under  their  protection  in 
like  manner  as  the  Company,  as  far  as  it  lies  in  its  power,  is  doing ; 
and  accordingly  promises  to  assist  in  defending  as  far  as  it  will  be 
able,  with  the  force  it  hath  there,  the  aforesaid  Patroons,  colonists 
and  others  against  all  foreign  war  and  violence,  on  condition  that 
said  persons  shall,  on  such  occurrence,  properly  defend  themselvee; 
for  which  purpose  every  male  person  going  over  there  shall  tie 
obliged  to  provide  himself  at  his  own  expense,  with  a  firelock  or 
musket  of  the  usual  calibre. 

The  Patroons  and  Colonists,  shall  also,  particularly  endeavor  to 
devise,  in  tlie  speediest  mimuer,  some  means  among  ttieroselves 
whereby  they  will  be  able  to  sup)iort  a  Clergyman  and  School- 
master, tliat  the  service  of  God  and  zeal  for  religion  may  not  grow 
cool  among  them ;  and  they  shall  provide  at  first  for  a  comforter  of 
the  sick  there. 
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Tbe  Company  reserves  unto  itself  all  great  and  sniitli  tithes,  all 
vaifs  and  estrays,  the  right  of  establisliing  mints,  liighwaya  and 
torts,  declaring  war  and  making  |>eace,  all  wildeniesaes,  planting 
cities,  towns  and  churches,  and  all  according  to  the  Charter  and 
DDder  the  supreme  sovereign  rule  of  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands;  and  that,  saving  un- 
ctianged  and  undiminished  whatever  is  heretofore  granted  to  the 
I^troons  in  the  matter  of  high,  middle  and  low  jurisdiction. 

Accordingly,  the  Company  shall  appoint  and  keep  there  a  Direct- 
or, competent  councillon,  officers  and  other  ministers  of  justice, 
for  the  protection  of  tlie  good,  and  the  punishment  of  tlie  wicked ; 
wliicli  governor  and  council,  now,  or  liereafter  to  be,  ap)«inted  by 
tlie  (;ompany,  shall  take  cc^iitzance,  in  the  first  Instance,  of  affairs 
appertaining  to  the  freedom,  dignity,  domain, fliiatice  and  rights  of 
tbe  General  West  India  Company ;  of  the  comphijnts  wliich  any 
one,  as  well  strangers,  neighbors  of  the  aforesaid  countries  as  in- 
habitants thereof,  may  make  in  cases  of  privilege.  Innovation  or 
disuetude  of  customs,  uses,  statutes  or  descents;  witli  i>ower  to 
declare  the  same  corrupt  and  to  abrogate  them  as  vicious,  if  aiieh 
should  be  found  equitable ;  of  matters  appertaining  to  minor  chil- 
dreu,  widows,  orphans  and  other  unfortunate  persons  who  complain 
first  to  the  Council  in  order  to  obtain' justice;  of  all  contracts  or 
obligations;  holding  prerogative  jurisdiction,  of  personal  property, 
possession  of  beiieSces,  flefs,  of  crimen  less;  majestatis,  of  religion, 
and  of  criminal  cases  and  exce-sses  being  prescribeil  and  unchal- 
lenged ;  and  may  by  prevention  receive  all  jwrsons  to  be  purged  of 
matters  brought  in  accusation  against  them  there,  and  generally 
take  cognizance  of,  and  administer  law  and  justice  in  every  case 
affecting  tlie  dignity  of  the  Com|»ny. 

Tiius  done  by  the  Committee  of  the  Gleneral  Incor|x>rated  Weat 
India  Company  in  the  Hague  the 

Tbe  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands  liaving  seen  and 
considered  the  precedinK  Freedoms  and  Exemption.*,  have  approved 
and  ratified,  as  their  High  Miglitjnesses  do  hereby  approve  and 
ratify  the  same.  Requiring  and  ordering  the  Director  and  Council 
of  Xew  Nt'therland  to  regulate  and  conduct  themselves  agreeably 
thereunto.  Done  at  the  Assembly  of  the  aforesaid  states  General, 
etc. 
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TRANSLATION  OF  NEWS  FROM  NEW  ENGLAND,  1650. 

The  Governor  of  New  Netlierland  has  been  received  and  treated 
like  a  Prince  wherever  he  (lassed;  for  which  lie  expressed  himself 
vprj- grateful.  On  arriving  at  the  Court  of  the  New  England  Com- 
missioners, he  meant  that  the  matters  in  dispnte  should  l>e  disciisaed 
and  debated  there;  wherefore  his  Honor  submitted  divers  charges 
and  grievances.  He  particularly  asserted  the  Boundaiy  to  extend 
from  Cape  Cod  to  the  Fre.ih  River  and  30  forth,  and  dwelt  on  tlie 
usurpation  of  territorj',  lauds,  &c  ;  but  they  answered  him  that  they 
had  not  come  to  question  or  to  be  questioned ;  excusing  themselveB 
and  dechninghispremisesastliey  could  not  admit  of  such  pre  teusiuns 
whicli,  as  far  as  they  were  concerned,  were  mere  idle  talk  without 
proof.  They  finally  drew  and  got  him  so  far  along  by  a  sweet  and 
right  subtile  line,  in  order,  liowheit,  to  reach  the  matter  itself,  tliat 
they  have  mutually  referred  their  differences  about  boundaries,  .St., 
to  four  Arbitrators.  The  English  chose  their  own  people,  and  in- 
stead of  Dutchmen  the  Governor  of  New  Netherland  named  Mr. 
Willett  and  George  Baxter,  two  Englishmen.  The  imitter  remain- 
ing under  their  consideration,  and  the  English  meanwhile,  coDtiiiii- 
iiig  to  entertain  and  treat  him  like  a  Prince,  knowing  that  he  was 
pleased  therewith,  the  decision  of  the  Arbitrators  finally  followed, 
to  wit :  not  only  were  tlie  aforesaid  Governor's  pretensions  declared 
null  and  of  iiu  avail,  but  the  English  limits  are  four  leagues  West 
of  Greenwich,  and  are  to  include  Greenwich;  the  remainder  is  to 
constitute  New  Netherland.  Thus  East  of  the  Manhattans,  the 
limits  of  New  Netherland  will  be  about  four  leagues,  and  in  aiWi- 
tion  to  that,  from  Oysterbay  east  on  Long  Island,  is  to  be  New 
England,  and  west,  New  Netlierland.  The  English  lay  claim  to  ttie 
South  river  aitainst  which  the  Dutch  Governor  warmly  protested; 
but  the  English  have  answered  that  they  should  persist  in,  and  re- 
tain ]>ossession  of  what  they  claim.  In  fine,  it  looks  as  if  everything 
would  -thortly  be  English,  for  experience  shows  that  the  boundan 
line  four  leagues  west  of  Greenwich  encroaches  as  it  goes  into  tli>; 
interior  of  Ihe  country  and  that  the  English  will  in  a  short  time  be 
jn  the  neighborhood  of  Fort  Orange  and  tlie  trade.  The  Dulch 
Governor  is  absolutely  stripped  of  the  Fresh  river  and  New  Haveu, 
esjieciaily  and  particularly  of  New  Haven,  on  which  he  declares  he 
has  not,  nor  ever  had,  any  pretensions.  And  then  his  former  various 
protests  and  menaces  were  read  to  him,  and  among  the  rest,  his  letter 
that  the  blood  should  be  on  their  own  heads,  which  he  denied,  say- 
ing :  that  such  was  an  error  of  his  Secretary.  The  English  will  not 
trouble  him,  at  present,  respecting  the  capture  of  Westenhuysen's 
ship  which  lay  at  New  Haveit  and  was  confiscated  by  the  Dutcii 
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Govpnior,  as  he  has  requested,  and  obtained  from  tbe  Euglisb  Com- 
mlssioiiers,  iMrmission  to  pass  and  repass.  But  time  will  tell  what 
circuiii»tuiiues  will  brinR  about  on  the  next  opportunity,  for  the 
Commiwionei-s  have  given  Westenliiiysen  a  writing  under  their 
band  that  the  Dutch  Governor  has  not,  and  never  had  any  claim  to 
Sew  Haven.  Moreover,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Coloniea  a  firm  alii- 
anw  was  entered  into  tietween  both  Nations,  tlie  English  and  the 
Dutch,  to  the  effect  that  they  shall  help  to  defend  each  other,  as 
good  neighbors,  against  all  enemies,  and  mutually  entertain  good 
cormiiondence  and  trade,  the  Indian  ti-ade  excepted,  which  remains 
uncliauged  ;  also,  the  Dutch  Governor  shall  be  at  liberty  to  assist  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Commissioners.  Tlie  English  declare  that  they 
have  nothing  to  do  with  Rhode  Island,  therefore  the  Goventor  may 
Eeek  satisfaction  as  best  he  can  for  the  prize  permitted  there. 
When  tlie  four  Arbitrators  abovementioned  had  made  their  report, 
ajid  it  was  brought  to  the  ears  of  the  Govenioi*,  he  made  a  great 
complaint  against  his  two  chosen  agents,  crying  out :  I've  been 
betrayed;  I've  been  betrayed!  Wliich  hearing,  some  of  the  Eng- 
lish who  were  waiting  outside,  supposed  that  lie  hail  run  mad,  and 
were  disposed  to  go  and  fetch  i>eople  to  tie  him.  It  seems  he  never 
im!igine<t  that  such  hard  pills  would  be  given  him  to  digest.  Xew 
England  is  thoroughly  united  with  the  Dutch  Governor  to  her 
satisfaction  and  is  well  content  with  him;  s|>eaksof  him  in  terms 
of  great  praise,  especially  because  he  is  so  liberal  and  hath  allowed 
himself  to  be  entrapped  by  lier  courtesy  and  hath  conceded  Green- 
wich. Valid,  perfect  copies,  aikd  verification  of  the  whole  have 
been  niiide  and  the  Governor  with  his  two  Commissioners  hath 
subwribed  the  entire  negotiation.  But  as  regards  the  surrender  of 
Gii^nwich  and  the  other  limits  concluded  upon,  he  hath  voted  and 
signed  as  Governor,  subject,  however,  tothe  approbation  of  his 
Council,  under  promise  to  [wrsuade  them  thereunto  as  much  as 
possible. 

Finally,  'tis  resolved  to  send  the  aforesaid  Treaty  to  the  West 
India  Compimy,  the  States  and  the  Parliament,  in  order  that  it  may 
be  ratified  as  early  a  possible.

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  the  ship  St.  Eeninio,  com- 
manded by  Mr.  Wllhelm  Westerhuysen  came  to  trade,  and  was 
about  three  years  ago  taken  out  uf  the  harbor  of  New  Haven,  which 
is  a  part  of  New  England,  granted  by  patent  from  the  King  of 
England,  received  by  the  English  and  actually  settled  by  them,  and 
no  part  of  New  Netherland.  So  that  on  what  prtt';nse  or  by  what 
order  the  abovementioned  seizure  was  made,  we  the  Conmiissioners 
of  the  United  Colonies  of  New  England  leave  to  the  consideration 
of  each  and  every,  before  whom  the  matter  may  come  in  suit ;  the 
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Governor  of  New  Netlierland  acknowledging  that  such  was  not 
done  under  pretence  of  hnving  a  cluiin  to  that  place.  Dated  at 
Hartford,  the  23""  of  September,  IflSO,  Augustan  style.

ExtraclfrDmtfu  XXXVI  artKhs,  sid)miafd  to  the  Council  rf  Statt 
of  the  llejnAlic  of  England.  SI  Ftbrvary,  165?. 
11.  The  inhabitants  and  subjects  of  the  aforesaid  Republic  of 
England,  and  of  the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  shsll 
sail  and  trade  to  the  Carribee  Islands  and  to  Virginia,  free  and 
unmolested,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  have  hitherto  resorted  tu 
and  traded  with  these  places,  without  any  distinction  as  to  whether 
those  islands  and  places  were  first  or  last  occupied  or  possessed  by 
the  inhabitants  and  subjects  of  the  aforesaid  Republic,  or  of  the 
United  Netherlands,  any  prohibition  puplished  or  promulgated  to 
the  contrary  notwithsUinding. 
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12  And  with  a  view,  in  like  manner,  to  maintain  frieniinhip, 

peace  and  good  neighborhood  between  both  the  Nations  aforesaid 

on  tbe  Continent  of  North  America,  a  just,  certain  and  immovable 

Boundary  hue  there  shall  be  settled  and  determined  as  soon  as 

poisible.

The  Councell  hath  considered  the  Thirty  six  Articles  exhibited 

by  your  Lordships  to  their  Commission"  the  J|  February,  and 

liave  returned  answer  thereunto  in  the  following  particulars— 

11.  For  answere  to  the  Eleventh  wee  say,  Ttiat  the  people  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  England  having  been e  al way es  strictly  forbidden 
Trade  in  all  Plantations  &  places  belonging  to  the  peoi>le  of  the 
United  Provinces  that  are  not  within  the  Netherlands;  Wee  shall 
acquiesce  therein  and  shall  therefore  forbeare  to  sayle  or  trade  with 
any  of  their  plantations  abroad ;  and  shall  not  interrupt  or  disturbe 
them  in  their  aayling  to  them.— And  as  for  their  tradeing  to  any  of 
tbe  English  plantations  it  ia  forbidden  by  the  late  Act  for  Encrease 
of  the  Navigation  of  this  Nation,  from  which  wee  thinke  not  fit  to 
recede. 

12.  To  the  Twelfth  wee  any  that  the  English  were  the  First 
Planters  of  the  Northerne  ftrme  land  of  America,  and  have  plan- 
tationsthere  from  the  Southermost  part  of  Virginia  in  thirtie  seven 
degrees  of  North  latitude,  to  Newfoundland  in  Fiftie  two  degrees ; 
and  not  knowing  of  any  plantation  of  the  Netherlauders  tliere, 
save  a  small  number  up  in  Hudson's  Itiver,  Wee  thinke  it  not  nec- 
eKsary  at  present  to  settle  tbe  limits,  which  may  be  done  hereafter 
in  convenient  tyme. 

These  things  wee  have  thought  fit  to  Exhibite  to  yo''  Excellencies, 
upon  thos^  things  you  propounded  in  yo'  paper  of  Thirtie  six 
articles.  What  remaynes  further  to  he  offered  on  your  part  for 
consumatlng  the  treaty  shall  In  convenient  tyme  be  alsoe  exhibited 
to  yo'  Excellencies.

Tuesday,  3'  September,  16.52. 
Whereas  their  Higli  Mightinesses  are  certainly  informed  that 
New  Netherland  is  in  great  danger  aud  imminently  exposed  to  in- 
vasion, suprisal  and  to  tlie  besieging  of  tlie  cities  and  fortresses 
tliere,  by  tlie  English,  it  is,  therefore,  upon  consideration  resolved 
and  concluded  that  a  letter  be  written  to  the  presiding  Chaml>er  of 
the  West  India  Company  of  this  country,  to  notifiy  the  Director, 
his  council  aud  those  of  the  government  of  the  Commonalty  in  New 
Netherland  aforesaid  thereof,  and  earnestly  recommend  tbem  to 
garrison,  provision  and  complete  the  fortresses  in  New  Amsterdam 
and  elKewliere  in  the  speediest  and  strongest  manner,  also  to  muster 
their  militia  and  other  forces  in  as  large  a  number  as  iu  anywise 
))ossible,  and  to  be  generally  on  tiie  aleit,  for  the  obviating  of  all 
dreaded  misfortunes.

Netherlandt. 
The  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  now 
present  representing  the  Assembly  uf  the  XIX.  met  here  at  (lie 
Hague,  most  respectfully  submit:  That  the  English  nation 
bordering  on  our  territory  of  New  Netherland  on  the  North,  Lave 
fur  some  years  been  endeavoring  by  undue  practices  and  meiuis  to 
invade,  on  unfounded  pretences,  our  lands  and  jurisdiction ;  many 
protests  have  been  made  against  such  proceedings,  but  remarking 
that  they,  relying  on  their  numbers,  having  more  people  than  we, 
and  we  being  apprehensive  of  further  invasions  from  time  to  time, 
in  order  to  obviate  all  troubles  between  them  and  us,  the  Directoi? 
had  resolved  to  instruct  their  Governor  to  employ  all  means,  to  in- 
duce that  nation  by  all  fair  offers  to  come  to  a  neighborly,  good 
coiTespondence  and  provisional  settlement  of  the  Boundary,  which 
order  he  bath  obeyed,  and  accordingly,  so  far  succeeded  tliat  the 
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English  consented  to  confer  tliereupon  with  our  Governor,  whlcli 
conference  also  followed. 

Od  the  invitutiofi  of  that  English  nation  of  New  Englund,  the 
Governor  did,  in  the  year  IGSO,  i)roceed  to  Hartford,  and  attend  the 
Meeting  of  theirdeputies,  called  fovthatpur]H)8e,  where,  in  friendly 
n<^tiution,  a  provisional  Boundary  was  agreed  u|X)n,  subject  to  the 
apjiroval  of  llieir  respective  suiwriors,  as  yonrHigh  Mightinesses 
can  see  by  tlie  extract  of  Governor  Stuyvesant'a  desiKttch  dated 
26^  Soveniber  1650.  Since  timt  time  the  aforesaid  Directors  had 
requesteil  your  High  Mightinesses,  to  instruct  Mess"  Cats  and 
others,  yonr  High  Mightinesses'  extraordinary  ambassadors,  on 
their  departure  for  England,  to  ratify,  in  the  negotiation  with  the 
government  of  England,  this  boundaiy  line,  wliich  we  doubt  not 
nould  be  done,  had  nut  God  the  Lord  been  pleased,  on  account  of 
our  sins,  to  cut  short  for  a  time,  the  thread  of  that  negotiation,  and 
we  are  now  informed  thrtt  some  extraordinary  ambassadors  have 
gone  tliitljer,  to  renew  negotiations,  whereunto  the  Abnighty  will 
grant  his  gracious  blessing  for  his  honor  and  tlie  welfare  of  these 
countries,  the  aforesaid  Directors  ex-ofHcio,  could  not  omit  humbly 
prajina  your  High  Mightinesses,  that  the  aforesoid  extraonlinary 
amUtasadors  may  be  intrusted  In  their  commission  with  this  set- 
llemeiit  of  the  boundarj',  not  only  as  regards  those  of  New  England, 
bordering  on  our  territory  on  theNorth,  who  are  now  agitnting  un- 
founded questions, doubtless  by  order  of  thegovernment  of  England, 
but  also  on  the  other  aide,  to  the  South,  with  the  English  of  Vir- 
ginia. Although  theseexhibit,  as  yet,  every  incHnariou  to  continue 
good  neighborly  correspondence  and  commerce  with  us,  we,  never- 
theless, doubt  not  but  your  High  Mightinesses  will,  in  your  cus- 
tomary profound  wisdom,  conclude  how  extremely  necessiiry  it  is, 
that  those  boundaries  bo  settled  once  for  all,  to  the  end  that  our 
natiunabeady  inhabiting  those  parts,  may  remain  assured  of  life 
and  property  and  many  people  bo  induced  thereby,  in  consequence 
of  such  security,  to  remove  thither.  And  whereas,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  every  i)er3on  conversant  with  the  subject,  that  this  country  can 
in  a  few  yeara,  derive  f;om  New  Netherland  many  necessaries  of 
use  here,  which  we  omit  so  as  not  to  trouble  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses with  prolixity,  we  therefore,  finally,  once  more  humbly  pray 
and  beseech,  what  is  hereinbefore  stated,  and  that  the  |)remises  may 
be  commended  to  Mess"  the  extraordinary  ambassadors,  agreeble 
to  the  draft  of  the  division  of  the  boundaiy  hereunto  annexed. 
Which  doing,  etc.

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Dencrlption  of  the  Boundariex  nj  New  2fHherland. 

New  Netiiekland,  lying  in  the  Norlhern  part  of  America,  in 
Latitude  41i  decrees  noith  of  tlie  Equator,  was  frequented  by  tlie 
subjects  of  the  United  Provinces  long  before  llie  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  States  General  had  granted  the  West  India  Coin|«iiy  a 
Charter  not  only  further  to  explore  and  trade  at  that  quurter  and 
Coast,  as  was  done  by  individuals  before  the  Charter,  but  to  tak« 
possession,  to  hihabit  and,  as  circumstances  permitted,  to  i>euple 
tlie  country. 

lmme<liately  after  obtaining  the  Charter,  the  Ifon""  Directore 
sent  divers  shijM  to  New  Netlierland  with  people  and  cattle,  wUich 
people,  being  for  the  most  part  servants  of  the  aforesaid  ConipHiiy. 
purchased  many  and  various  lands;  among  othera,  on  the  North 
(alias  Maurice)  river,  Staten  island,  Pavonia,  Iloboocken,  Xut 
Island  and  the  Island  of  Manhattans  with  many  other  lands  there- 
abouts; on  which  Island  of  Manhattans  was  built  Fort  Amsterdam 
and  subsequently  the  City  of  Amsterdam.  A  very  extensive  tract 
of  country  was  also  purchased  from  the  Natives,  being  Mahikanders. 
36  leagues  up  the  North  river,  where  Fort  Orange  was  foundeit  on 
behalf  of  the  Company,  and  afterwards  tlie  Colonic  of  Bense- 
laerswyk. 

From  the  Southern  Indiana  a  large  tract  of  land,  called  Swanen- 
daal,  WHS  purchased  on  the  West  Shore  of  the  South  bay,  not  far 
from  Cape  Hin<Ilopen,  and  taken  possession  of  by  the  building  of  a 
small  fort,  where  28  men  were,  one  day,  treacherously  munlered  by 
the  Indians.  (Jn  the  East  bank  of  the  8outh  river  is  built  Fort 
Nassau,  and  on  the  West  bank,  tlie  Redoubt  Beversreede,  situate 
at  the  Schuylkil.  These  above  described  lands,  foils  and  rivera 
were  taken  possession  of,  inhabited,  built,  traded  at  and  frequented 
on  the  account  of  the  above  mentioned  CoropHny,  and  the  same  is 
continued  up  to  this  date. 

In  the  year  1633,  Wolter  van  Twiller,  at  the  time  Director  in  Sew 
Netlierland,  purchased  the  territory  called  Conittekock,  situate  on 
the  Fresh  Riverof  New  Netlierland,  longbefore  any  other  Christian 
Nation  had  Iieen  there.  Yan  Twiller,  immediately  after  the  xale, 
payment  and  conveyance,  caused  jKissession  to  be  taken  of  that 
land,  and  therefor  the  account  of  the  Company  had  Fort  Hope 
built,  which  is  continually  to  this  date  occupied  by  a  garrison  who 
also  made  a  bouwerie  there  and  cultivated  the  .<«)il. 

This  aforesaid  land,  called  bythe  Natives  Conittekock,  lies  about 
ao  to  21  leagues  up  the  river,  being  situate  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Chief  Sequeen,  which  Chief  or  Sakima  was,  in  his  time.  Lord  and 
right  owner  of  the  entire  river  and  the  lands  thereabouts.  But  inas- 
much as  a  difficulty  arose  between  the  Chief  of  the  Pwiuatoos. 
named  Meantioni  and  the  Sequeen,  respecting  the  jurisdiction  and 
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propriety  of  said  river,  tliese  Sukimas  or  Chiefs  agreed  to  meet  and 
tight  in  tlie  field,  each  with  his  entire  force,  on  condition  that  whoso 
mnained  conqueror  should,  himself  and  his  successors  be  and 
wnuiin  forever.  Lord  and  ri^t  owner  of  said  Fi-eali  river.  After 
thret'  several  pitched  battles  Meantinomy,  Chief  of  the  Pequ»toos, 
remiiiiied  the  victor,  and  the  Sequeen,  so  beaten  and  defeated  ttiat 
be  is  become  subject  to  the  Pequatoos,  witli  whose  consent  he  and 
his  leniHining  people  repaired  under  the  protection  of  the  Dutcli, 
Mid  for  greater  security,  the  Sequeen  and  his  tribe  on  the  Conitte 
Cwk,  went  to  dwell  close  by  Fort  Hope,  which  is  also  expressly 
cijudltioued  in  the  purchase  of  Conitte  kock,  as  can  he  proved  by 
Sjiiiiuiisaen  the  son  of  the  liite  Sequeen,  wlio  is  still  living. 

Ttjjii  land  Coiiittekock  was  purchased  from  the  Fequatoos  as  con- 
qiiernra,  with  the  free  will  and  consent  of  the  Sequeen,  who  as  well 
'is  Meantinomy  aforesaid  lawfully  conceded  all  therlght  he  possessed, 
to  tlie  Company,  so  thitt  the  Hon"^  Directors  aforementioned  have 
aci[uiied  their  riglit  to  this  Country  and  jurisdiction  from  the  Na- 
tists  and  just  pntprietora,  by  purehMse, free  conveyance  and  payment. 

CouittekiH^k  which  is  a  very  extensive  and  beautiful  Hat,  extend- 
lug  along  the  river  and  so  inland  in  a  westerly  direction,  is  sit- 
uate on  the  West  bank  of  the  Fresh  river.  In  Spring  'tis  daily 
"vertlowed  back  to  the  hill  in  consequence  of  the  rising  of  the  river, 
like  the  Nile. 

In  the  year  1635  one  Mi.  Pinsen  established  a  trading  house  and 
liliiitalion  on  said  Fresh  river  about  Fort  Hope,  against  which  Di- 
rect»r  Twlller  protested  tlirougli  one  Andries  Hudde,  in  the  name 
of  the  Company, 

Tlie  English  proceeding,  notwithstanding,  have  founded  about 
a  small  gunshot  from  Fort  Hope,  the  town  called  Hertfoort,  and 
'itlier  :)ettlement8  on  the  Company's  purchased  lands,  contrary  to 
pn'^ioiis  protests;  so  that  the  English  of  Hertfoort  left  to  Foi-t 
Hope  scarcely  ground  enough  to  supi)ly  the  corn  and  vegetables 
mt-fssary  for  the  people  of  said  fort ;  of  those  lands  they  robbed 
iheComiiany  by  force,  contrary  to  all  public  law, 

A|jprehcnsive  that  they  might  experience  hereafter  some  incon- 
venience on  account  of  the  af()rementioned  proceedings,  the  English 
"f  Hertfoort  sent  down  three  deputies  to  enter  into  some  arrange- 
ment with  the  Director  of  New  Netherland,  with  which  vjew  they 
submitted  some  points,  whereof  the  Governor  of  Hertfoort  was  to 
i-nmmiinicate  the  ratiHcation ;  this  has  not  been  done  to  this  date, 
and  tlie  difference  has  remained  in  gtatti  qua. 

We  have,  thus  far,  spoken  of  the  right  whereby  the  aforesaid 
U«st  India  Company,  in  virtue  of  the  Charter,  have  taken  posses- 
sion u[  those  lands, to  wit:  by  its  lawful  and  voluntary  sale  and 
convejance  by  the  natives,  which  can  be  proved  by  Christians  and 
Indians  still  living.

Having  heretofore  mi:iitioned  the  bintlti  which  the  Hon"'  Directors 
caused  t"  be  purchased  by  tlieir  servants  on  the  South  bay  near 
CapeHiiidloi)eri,oii  both  sides  of  the  South  river,  on  tlieXortlibay, 
the  Nortli  river,  and  on  the  Fresh  rinpr,  whereof  they  took  possfs- 
sion  by  forts  and  hamlets,  long  before  any  Christian  nation  had 
settled  on  said  lands-,  which  places  have,  since  the  origin  of  tlje 
Company,  continued  garrisoned  at  its  expense,  unto  this  day— 

We  sliatl  now  state  how  long  and  liow  wide  the  limits  of  Mew 
Netherland  can  be  asserted  along  the  C"ast,  inasmuch  aa  it  has  been 
discovered  and  frequented  by  the  Dutch  nation,  in  virtue  of  the 
abovementioned  charter,  long  before  any  of  the  English  visited  that 
coast,  as  can  be  demonstrated  by  old  maps  whereon  tiie  islands, 
bays  and  rivers  stand  recorded  by  Dutch  names. 

The  limits  of  New  Netlierland,  as  cUimed  then,  would  he  from 
Cape  Hindloiien,  on  the  south,  to  Cajie  Cod,  on  the  east,  including 
thei-ein  Long  Island,  situate  right  in  front  of  New  Netlierland, 
whence  it  is  separated  by  an  arm  of  tlie  sea,  called  the  East  River, 
which  begins  at  Cimey  Island,  in  tlie  North  bay  of  the  North  river, 
and  runs  again  into  the  sea  at  tlie  eastward,  near  Fisher's  Island, 
op)<osite  tlicPeqiiatoos  river,  together  witli  all  other  Ijays,  rivers  and 
islands  situate  westwani  of  (Jape  Cod ,  and  especially  the  island  named 
tjueten is.  lying  in  Sloop  bay,  wliich  was  purchased,  paid  for  and  taken 
possessionof  in  the  year  1637,011  theCompany'saccourit.  These  lands 
aforesaid,  were  esteemed  the  boundaries  of  old, and  because  ihedilB 
culties  under  which  the  Hon^^UomiHiny  has  labored  of  late  years  have 
not  allowed  it  tooccu{iy  the  aforesaid  pretended  limits,  the  English  of 
Boston  and  Plymouth,  in  New  Netherland,  situate  one  hundred 
leagues  from  the  Manhatans  or  New  Amsterdam,  did,  contrarj-  to 
every  law  of  nations,  come  some  few  years  ago  inside  the  boundary 
and  Fort  Ho|)e,  on  the  Fresh  river,  against  numerous  notifications 
and  protests,  us  far  as  Greenwich,  situate  about  eight  leagues  from 
New  Amsterdam,  and  have  planted  on  the  usurped  lands  divers 
towns,  villages  and  hamlets,  thus  retaining  the  Com]iany's  land  by 
force  and  violence.  Not  content  witli  that,  the  said  English  have 
formed  on  I^ng  Island,  two  little  villages  called  Southold  and 
Bouthampton,  allliough  tlieir  High  Mightinesses' subjects  had  long 
before  taken  iiossession  of  that  Island,  and  founded  thereon  divers 
towns  and  hamlets,  with  many  houweries  and  plantations.  These 
villages  and  hamlets  are  named  Aniersfoort,  Vlissingen,  Heemstede. 
Gravesande,  Ureuekelen,  MisiHieeht  and  Gauwanes,  £c.,  so  that 
Long  Island  rightfully  belongs,  1>oth  by  first  purchase,  possession 
and  ancient  I'esoil,  to  the  Dutch  nation  and  not  to  the  Englisti. 

In  order  tlien  to  establish  a  g<Mid.  firm  and  in'efragable  boundary 
with  our  neighbors,  the  English  of  New  England;  and  as  their 
Higii  Mightinesses' subjects  will  not  be  able  to  retain  pretended 
Jorisdiilion  over  the  kinds  aforesitid;  and  iu  order  to  somewhat 
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gratify,  as  far  as  is  possible  and  reasoiialile,  the  neighbors  of  New 
Ed^UikI,  so  u  to  live  ill  future  with  them,  in  North  Amt^rica,  iu 
peace  Riiii  good  ueighborhood,  I  subjoin  some  suggestions  respecting 
llje  division  of  the  boundary  in  timt  country. 

First :  I  insist  that  the  boundary  of  New  Netherland  along  the 
aea  rOHst,  should  be  calculated  from  thu  South  bay,  beginning'iit 
Cape  Hiudlopen,  and  including  the  South  river,  unto  Godyn's  iwint 
beiug  the  South  hm)k  of  the  North  bay,  or  beginning  of  the  Nortli 
river,  extending  from  said  North  bay  30  leagues  southward  along 
tlie  coast  unto  Cape  Uindlopen. 

It  is  til  be  remarked  that  the  English  never  inhabited  nor  pur- 
cbased,  much  less  took  jtossessinn  of  any  land  south  of  the  North 
bay  or  Uodyii's  point  t«  Cai*  Hindloopen,  so  that  in  this  qnaiter 
tlit-re  is  nil  dispute  between  our  nation  and  those  of  New  England, 
nor  with  those  of  Virginia,  who  lie  south  of,  and  are  in  good  t^nns 
witii  them;  there  is,  therefore,  no  trouble  on  that  side  witli  tliuse 
of  A'irguiia,  inasmuch  as  tliey  never  committed  any  usurpation  on 
the  Dutch  bounds. 

From  Godyn's,  or  Sandy  Hook  eastward  along  Long  Island  30 
lei^ues  in  length  along  tlie  great  Ocean,  unto  the  east  end  tiiereof, 
wliich  lies  right  opposite  Fisher's  Island  and  tlie  Pequatoos  river; 
from  this  river,  both  uutside  and  inside  Long  Island  through  the 
East  river,  the  limits  of  New  Netlierland  might  be  couiputwl, 
Bbould  they  be  arrange<l  in  a  friendly  manner,  in  wiiich  enat  over  BO 
leugaes  of  country  from  Oajie  Cod  westward  to  the  Pequatoos  river, 
for  many  years  included  within  the  Hon'**  Company's  limits,  are 
left  to  our  neighbors,  so  that  from  Amsterdam  along  the  East  river 
inside,  would  remain  not  mure  than  30  leagues,  whereiu  must  be 
JQcluded  Long  Island  and  the  islands  thereunto  belonging  situate 
in  the  Cromme  guuw,  Fisher's  Island  and  all  others  lying  in  the 
East  river,  such  as  the  Archeppela,  and  those  between  New  Haven 
and  Stamfort. 

Here  'tis  to  be  further  observed,  tliat  long  before  the  English 
came  to  dwell  beyond  the  river  Pequato,  tlie  Dutch  nation,  by  Direct- 
or Kifft,  caused  possession  to  be  taken  of  tlie  lands  situate  on  said 
river,  both  on  the  mainland  and  on  Long  Island,  by  the  setting  up 
of  tlie  arms  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Lords  States  General, 
wtiich  arms  were  at  divers  places  torn  down  by  one  Lieutenant 
•Houst,  and  the  lauds,  contrary  to  all  right  and  protest,  afterwards 
tHkeii  up  by  the  English,  in  whicli  district  they  have  founded  many 
villages  and  hamlets,  ao  that  they  have  enroached  on  the  lands  as 
fiir as  Fetucquapocli,  otherwise  called  Greenwich,  in  such  wise  tliat 
there  is  not  move  than  eight  leagues  distance  between  that  place 
and  New  Amsterdam,  whereby  of  90  leagues  to  tlie  East,  the  Dutch 
at  present  peaceably  occupy  no  more  than  8.  Twould,  therefore, 
Ik  tail  and  honorable  that  the  West  India  C(imi>any  should  possess 
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the  lands  and  bounds  from  the  river  Pequato  Fokets,  or  at  least 
from  the  East  bank  of  the  Fresh  river,  wliich  weis  long  since  taken 
possession  of,  and  has  been  occupied  bj  a  fort  and  garrison  from 
the  year  1633  to  this  day. 

But  in  case  any  discussion  arise  respecting  the  towns  of  Ilert- 
foort  and  New  Haven,  with  the  villages  and  hamlets  on  tlitm  de- 
)>endiug,  which  towns  and  villages  lie  westward  of  Fort  IIoi)e  and 
and  the  Fresh  river,  as  far  as  Greenwich,  tliese  places  should  be  left 
their  laws  and  magistrates,  only  swearing  all^iance  and  fidelity 
and  paying  tiie  Company,  as  Pntrouns,  such  acknowledgment  as 
may  be  agreed  on,  whether  Tenths  or  other  Royalties. 

Sliould,  however,  the  abovenamed  towns  and  villages,  not  con- 
sent to  come  under  the  obedience  of  the  States  General,  and  of  the 
Company,  'twould,  for  the  sake  of  the  |>eitce  of  both  nations,  not  be 
unwise  to  agree,  if  possible,  to  the  following  Boundary: 

From  Cape  Ilindloopen  along  the  sea  coast  unto  Godyn's  point, 
and  tlience  proceeding  along  the  Mainland  inside  Long  Island, 
througii  unto  Stamfort,  wliich  is  se|)erated  from  Greenwich  by  a  lit- 
tle river;  and  the  islands  thereunto  belonging,  together  with  Long 
Island,  must  remain  entirely  with  the  Dutch;  because,  as  before 
stated,  they  were  taken  possession  of  and  inhabited  long  before  the 
English  came  to  lodge  thereon ;  tbe  two  little  villages  of  South- 
ampton and  Southold  must,  in  such  case,  repair  and  puss  under  this 
State. 

The  Company  might  agree  that  Fort;  Hope  and  the  Fresh  river 
lands  be  held  as  a  Manor,  on  condition  that  the  Flat  wliich  extends 
east  from  the  hill  to  the  river  should  belong  to  and  remain  forever 
for  the  the  use  of  the  house  the  Hope,  as  the  land  already  does, 
having  been  obtained  by  lawful  purchase  and  conveyance  from  the 
Natives  and  right  owners. 

In  like  manner,  should  the  Fresh  river  happen  to  fall  to  the 
English  on  the  settlement  of  the  Boundary,  care  ought  to  l)e  taken 
that  all  ve8seis,whetlier  large  or  8mall,9liould  be  free  to  sail  up  and 
down  said  river  to  Port  Hope  and  trade  there,  without  let  or  hin- 
drance or  being  subject  to  search  or  Inspection ;  also,  be  free  from 
all  tolls  and  imposts,  which  it  is  to  be  apprehended  the  English 
would  establisii,  the  rather  as  they  have  built  a  stone  lte<loubt  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river;  but  here  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  none 
other  than  those  who  would  come  there  commissioned  by  the  Direct- 
or  in  New  Netherlaiid  or  by  Mfsra"  the  Managers  from  Fatherland, 
should  be  exempt  from  the  bunlens  aforesaid. 

This  is  what  I  have  Iteen  able  to  pro|iose  for  the  service  of  the 
lIon''",theCompaiiy,  touching  the  B(mndHry.  I  pray  God,  that  Ihe 
wished  for  limits  of  New  Nelherland  miiy  be  once  settled,  so  lliat 
trade  may  improve,  and  thefanuercnitivatehis  fields  withjileasure.

Memoir  rtsptctiuy  the  tcefl  eiitabliiihtd  boundaries  and  jurtjidiction 
Mmtd  bn  the  Ineorynruted  West  India  Company,  in  virtue  of  iti 
Charter,  over  the  territoriet  *itunle  in  the  yorthern  part  of  America, 
in  Imitude front  38  to  iH  degrees. 

Which  laiida  they  have  many  years  since  possessed,  accoi-ding  to 
Ihe  Description  hereunto  annexed,  No.  2,  before  any  other  nations 
had  come  thereabout,  or  discovered  them;  but  on  the  favorable 
accinials  received  here  frum  tliose  [xirts,  the  English  sent  some  ships 
and  people  tliitiier,  whom  they  settled  to  the  Southward  of  us.  That 
cnuutry  they  named  Virginia.  In  like  manner  they,  also,  have 
plflnted  Colonies  to  the  North  oC  us,  which  country  they  call  New 
Bngluiid.whither  they  conveyedao  many  people  that  they  in  a  short 
time  greatly  outnumbered  our  nation.  Becoming  presnmptious  in 
consequence,  they  began  to  enroach  on  our  limits,  and  invaded 
many  lauds  contrary  to  our  formal  intenlicts  and  protests,  bo  that 
at  the  North  this  Nation  did  not  hesitate  to  make  themselves  luast- 
en  of  the  greater  jiart  of  the  Fresh  river,  notwithstanding  we  had 
tliere  erected  a  trading  house  and  fiirt  called  the  Hope,  wliich  we, 
likewise,  occupied  and  garrisoned.  Regardless  hereof,  the  English, 
on  their  side,  have  proceeded  to  extend  their  Colonies  over  many  of 
our  lands  purchased  from  the  Indians,  and  would  have  done  their 
bed  to  usurp  the  largest  and  finest  portion  of  our  territory, 

Had  not  the  Managers  concluded  to  order  their  Director  to  pre- 
vent either  by  force  or  by  friendly  agreement  as  far  as  possible,  any 
farther  en  roach  roent. 

The  consequf^uce  thereof,  that  he  presented  himself  in  the  year 
1650,  at  an  Assembly  of  the  Colonies,  holden  at  llerfort,  on  the 
Frexh  river,  where  in  divers  conferences  and  negotiations  it  was  so 
far  mutually  arranged  and  agreed  upon,  that  from  that  hour  for- 
ward neither  should  enroach  on  the  other,  and  this  Treaty  should 
he  considered  a  Provisional  Boundary,  subject  to  the  approbation 
of  their  respective  principals,  as  is  to  be  seen  by  the  despatch  of 
Petrus  Stuyvesant,  Director  of  New  Netherlatid,  dated  26"'  Novem- 
ber, 1&50.  Althoi^h  we  herein  find  ourselves  considerably  ag- 
grieveil,  for  the  reasons  above  set  forth,  wherennto  we  might  with 
great  justice  and  here  especially  in  case  hostilities  were  commenced 
in  Christendom  against  the  English,  as  the  English  Nation  in  that 
^untry  make  such  demonstrations  as  if  they  meant  to  suprise  our 
lands  there  by  force,  having  already  not  only  forbidden  all  trade, 
correspondence  and  transport  of  provisions  to  our  colonies,  but  also 
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endeavored  by  evil  practices  to  seduce  the  inliabitants  (mnstlj 
EngUsb  by  birtli)  of  divers  villages  under  obedience  and  anom 
fidelity  to  their  High  Miglitinesaes  and  the  Company,  to  throw  off 
these  obligations  as  being  of  no  force,  and  that  on  a  false  siipiNisitton 
and  unfounded  calumny;  yet,  in  the  hope  that  a  desireable  peace 
might  be  concluded  between  this  ^^tate  and  the  present  government 
of  England,  said  Directors  are  of  opinion  that  'Hh  highly  necessary 
that  the  ambassadors  gone  to  England,  be  Instructed  to  commend 
this  boundary  to  the  actual  government  of  England,  so  that  the 
same  maybe  con  flnned  agreeably  to  the  Description  aforesaid.  But 
duly  couBidering  that  that  nation  cannot  be  easily  removed  from 
the  lands  of  which  they  have,  for  so  long  a  time  been  in  usurped 
possession,  and  tliat  it  were  unwise  in  the  Oomiiany,  unless  driven 
thereto  by  extreme  necessity,  to  come  to  contention  or  hostilities 
with  that  nation,  inasmuch  as  they  are  much  stronger  in  point  of 
numl>er3  than  our  people,  the  Directors  thereof,  regardless  of  our 
well-founded  pretentio  is,  would  deem  it  more  necessary  to  agree 
with  that  nation  even  to  the  extent  of  assenting  to  the  Provisional 
Boundary  concluded  by  our  Director  with  them  at  the  Meeting  of 
the  Colonies  at  Herfort,  in  the  year  1650.  as  it  is  to  be  seen  by  the 
despatch  dated  26"  November,  from  which  it  can  be  noted,  that  the 
only  condition  mutually  agreed  to,  is,  that  they  will  no  longer 
encroach  on  each  other ;  this  was  so  stated  on  account  of  the  straits 
our  nation  find  themselves  in  at  present  in  that  country. 

Neither  can  we  omit  on  this  occjision  to  remark  the  great  iniport- 
ance  to  the  Commonalty  and  subjects  of  those  countries,  of  the  trade 
to  the  Barbadoes,  and  other  circumjacent  places,  which  trade  was 
prosecuted  by  our  nation  many  years  ago  with  great  profit,  until 
the  English  by  direction  and  order  of  its  present  government,  went 
thither  with  a  i)owerful  fleet,  and  reduced  those  Islands  partly  by 
force  and  juirtly  on  terms,  and  contrary  to  caj)itulationB  and  pro- 
mises, would  oblige  the  inhabitants  there  not  to  trade  with  any.  ex- 
cept themselves.  AH  which  is  i.i  dir*ct  oi>position  ttt  the  conditions 
agreed  ujwn  as  aforesaid,  which  plainly  set  fortli  that  those  inhatk 
itants  shall  be  at  liberty  to  trade  with  all  nations  and  iMnticuIarty 
wilh  ours,  as  they  also  try  to  do.  up  to  this  time,  with  all  the  ships 
that  arrive  there  from  these  parts,  w  bene  verno  English  ships  are 
.  on  the  coast,  or  our  cniizera  hapiK.'n  fon-ibly  to  keep  the  English 
ships  in  check. 

We  consider  it  (under  correction)  unnecessary  to  represent  at  any 
length  what  riches  can  yearly  be  introduced  here  from  those  coun- 
tries, and  what  pros|>erity  this  trade  hatli  conferred  on  the  inhaW- 
taiits  of  these  parts,  which  miglit  still  further  increase  liereafter, 
ttie  importance  of  this  matter  being  submitted  to  the  Lords  of  the 
Supreme  government  in  divers  lengthy  renioustrances,  so  that  we  had 
rather  refer  thereto  than  to  prolong  this  affair  by  tedious  reiwtitions. 
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We  shall  presume  to  add  only  tliis  one  word— that,  in  the  opinion 
of  those  who  claim  to  possees  full  knowledRe  of  the  subject,  this 
trade  is  so  important  that  the  riches  and  prosperity  it  will  bring  to 
this  country  would  equal  t)ie  treasures  yearly  received  from  tlie  East 
Indies,  and  tlie  Directors  consequently  pledge  themselves,  to  repre- 
sent this  matter  in  a  short  time,  in  a  true  Ughc,  not  doubting,  but 
so  important  a  subject  will  be  considered  by  their  High  Mightinesses 
in  the  Instruction  to  be  given  to  Mess"  the  Ambassadors.

Eilract  from  the  despatch  (if  Pelms  Stuyveaant,  Director  in  Weio 

Ntlherland,  addressed  to  the  Chamber  of  the  West  India  Company 

at  Amatfrdamt  dated  ?ff*  Noretnber,  tC50. 

In  my  last  by  the  Vakkenier,  I  mentioned  my  intention  to  meet 
tlie  Commissioners  of  the  English  Colonies  in  their  appointed  meet- 
ing at  Ilerford  on  the  I'resh  river,  for  the  purpose  of  projiosing  a 
Provisional  Boundary.  The  following  will  sei-ve  as  a  brief  account 
of  our  tranaactioDS. 

In  regard  toour  official  character  wherewith  you  have  been  pleased 
to  invest  us,  we  have  experienced,  both  in  going  and  returning, 
much  honor,  respect  and  friendship  from  the  English  Colonies  and 
Villages,  as  well  as  from  Messrs.  the  Commissioners  assembled  as 
States. 

Some  charges  were  brought  in  against  the  late  Director  Kieft  and 
aatisfaelion  demanded  therefore ;  they  were  principally  that  Director 
Kieft  had  obstructed  their  trading  houses  and  possession  on  the 
South  river  and  on  Long  Island  in  Scliouws  bay,  whence  they  were 
expelled  and  removed.    This  was  easily  answered. 

We  have  held  divers  meetings  and  consultations  respecting  the 
limits,  which  was  the  chief  oecasioji  of  my  proceeding  thither. 

And  have  so  far  progressed  provisionally,  until  further  meeting 
and  subject  to  ratification  by  the  principals  on  l>otb  sides,  that  no 
encroacliments  shall  meanwhile  be  put  in  practice  or  committed  on 
either  side,  either  on  tiie  mainland  between  Stamfoort  and  Green- 
wich, or  on  Long  Island  at  Oysterbay.  In  the  meantime  we  shall 
be  guide<l  by  whatever  we  learn  from  your  Honors  respecting  the 
negotiationa  of  Ambassador  Scliaep. 

Filially,  a  discussion  ensued  respecting  the  formation  of  a  ueigh- 
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borl}'  union  in  form  of  a  league  or  guarantee  against  the  offensive 
inaoience  and  arrogance  of  the  Barbarians  and  Natives,  whereunto 
they  appeared  to  us  disposed.    But  as  the  English  nation  is  so  much 
stronger  thaw  ours  in  these  parts,  I  proposed  tliat  the  Commis- 
sioners in  BucI)  extremiiy,  whether  defensive  or  offensive,  ought  to 
bring  a  double  number  at  least  to  our  single  quota.    To  which  they 
replied,  that  they  then  ought  to  have  a  double  vote  in  declaring  the 
lawfulne»sof  the  defence,  or  offence;  this  their  High  Mightinesses 
and  the  Comiwiny  might  consider  disreputable.    Its  conclusion  was 
therefore  postponed  until  the  opinion  of  the  principals  on  both  sides 
be  received.    This,  it  strikes  me  would  be  ii  needful  and  desirable 
matter  for  this  State  and  the  only  means  to  reduce  the  insolence  of 
the  Mohawks,  and  to  prevent  the  Indians  attempting  anything 
against  either  the  one  or  the  other  Nation,  and  at  once  pi-event  all 
fui'ther  invasion  and  usurpation  on  the  lands  situated  within  this 
jruisdiction,  which  1  have  considered  necessary  to  communicate  to 
your  Honors,  awaiting  your  advice  thereon.

AMBA.'iSADORS  BEVERNINGK  AND  NIEUPOORT  TO 
SECRETARY  RUYSCH. 

Westminster,  if  November. 
Silt:  In  answer  and  reply  to  their  High  Mightinesses'  letter  and 
Besolutiiiu  of  the  29'"  September,  res{>ecting  the  Boundary  between 
the  English  and  those  of  this  State  in  New  Netherland,  they  will 
be  hereby  resi>ectf ully  informed,  that  among<the  documents  i-elating 
to  thix  nwtter  we  have  found  uo  other  Instruction  than  the  Memoir 
numltered  1,  touching  the  Limits  and  Jurisdiction  claime<l  there :  a 
Description  of  tlie  Limits  there,  No.  2,  and  two  Extracts,  of  letters 
written  by  Director  Stuyvesandt,  the  tirst  of  the  20*  Novemlier. 
I6d0,atid  the  uther  of  the  2T'' July  last;  with  a  figurative  Map  of 
the  situation  of  these  Countries.    And,howbeit  we  have  clearly  un- 
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derstood  from  the  aforesaid  Map  and  Memoir,  the  intentions  of 
Mess"  thP  Directors,  regarding  tlie  pretended  I^imits ;  yet  as  re- 
gards the  Title  and  right  thereunto,  we  do  not  (witli  res|>ect)  find 
ourselves  so  well  provided  with  the  irrefragable  i-easons  and  argu- 
meijts  which  are  requisite  in  dealing  with  such  a  Nation  as  this. 
and  in  such  a  matter,  consisting  entirely  of  facts ;  the  first  occupa- 
tion and  possession  as  well  as  the  purchase  of  the  grounds  and  lands 
being  merely  in  general  |)resupp<»ied,  but  notliing  in  the  world  lias 
reached  us  in  su|iiiort  eitiier  of  the  one  or  the  other.  Yet,  accord- 
ing to  the  letter  even  of  Director  Stoyvesandt,  the  English  there 
made  this  objection  to  liim :  That  their  High  Mightinesses'  subjects 
in  those  (larts,  had  not  any  patent  from  them,  nor  any  proof  of  pur- 
chase. Wiierefore  we  have  taken  the  trouble  not  only  further  to  in- 
[Drm  ourselves  by  those  who  may  have  fuller  knowledge  of  this 
matter  but  to  look  up  attentively  the  descriptions  by  the  Engli^ 
tlieniselves,  in  order  to  leani  therefrom  what  we  consider  applicable 
to  our  purpose.  Yet  we  cannot  in  all  this,  satisfy  onrselves  as  to 
the  unsoundness  of  the  position  of  those  on  this  side  who  allege  not 
only  the  right  of  purchase  but  also  of  notorious  prior  iwssession  in 
divers  jiarts,  as  we  are  iriformed  by  them.  Having  also  been  unable 
tu  learn  aught  of  any  Pi'ovisional  agreement  concluded  at  Hartford 
in  the  year  1650,  mentioned  in  Stuyvesandt's  first  letter,  above  le- 
ferrwl  to,  or  to  find  any  other  proof  tiiereof  among  the  pai>ers  than 
tlie  mere  mention  of  it.  when  an  authentic  extract,  or  something 
similar,  in  a  matter  of  such  imiiort«nce  ought  to  be  exhibited; 
and,  moreover,  having  observed  in  tlie  answer  which  the  Lords 
of  the  Couucil  gave  lieretofore  to  the  IS"  of  the  3*1  articles,  that 
they  seem  entirely  to  ignore  their  High  Mightinesses  having  any 
Monies  in  those  parts;  nay,  they  waive  defining  the  Boundaiy 
entirely  as  of  no  consideration ;  and  having  seen  from  the  letters 
aforesaid  of  the  abovementioned  Stuyvesandt,  first,  that  he  is  of 
opinion  that  the  English  cannot  be  removed  from  what  they  occupy, 
and  that  they  are  in  possession  as  the  strongest,  tliey  having  crawled 
witbin  eight  leagues  of  the  Manliattans  and  the  North  River;  and 
Kcondly,  that  he  is  everywhere  of  opinion  that  we  ought  to  hold 
what  we  have,  though  at  the  loss  nf  wliat  is  already  taken  away,  in 
order  to  exclude  the  English  at  least  from  the  district  lying  between 
the  aforesaid  North  and  South  Rivers,  presui>poslng  that  by  far  the 
best  lands  are  to  be  found  there ;  and  that  lie  appears  convinced 
that  nothing  final  will  ever  be  concluded  here  in  Eurojie  between 
the  two  States  respecting  the  Boundary,  without  the  consent  of 
those  English  who  are  on  the  ground ;  we  also  being  of  this  last 
opinion— that  the  most  we  liave  to  expect  here  will  lie  a  reference 
lo  the  Governors  and  Council  there  for  information,  whilst  accord- 
iiiK  to  the  nature  and  interest  of  this  government,  we  cannot  see 
tliat  they  will  engage  in  it  otherwise  as  principals,  and  that  by  such 
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reference  with  writing  hither  and  thittier  so  miicli  time  is  lost ;  we 
have,  under  correction,  considered  it  our  duty  respectfully  to  siib- 
mit  to  tbcirlligh  Mit;htiiiesties,wlietlier  they  would  not  l>e  of  opin- 
ion that  we  should  so  direct  this  mutter,  that  autliority  he  sent  from 
both  governments  to  the  Governors  aforesaid  to  come  mutually  to 
an  agreement  in  that  country  in  the  hest  and  most  friendly  manner, 
subject  to  the  ai>iiroval  and  ratification  of  holh  Rovemments,  Here- 
upon we  shiill  ex|>ei:t  their  Higli  Might iiieisses'  oi-ders  by  the  tirat  op- 
)iortunity,  hiivhig  meanwhile  prepared  the  inclosed  Memoraiiduiii  in 
order,  at  the  first  Conference,  to  exixiHe  our  intention  and  in  rt^si>ect 
to  the  alternative,  to  forward  the  work  according  to  their  High 
Mighthu'twes'  good  intention  and  subse<|uent  resolutions.  We  re-

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES  GENERAL  OS  THE 
PRECEDING  PAPERS. 

Wednesday,  fl*  December,  1654. 
Tlie  Assembly  again  liad  under  consideration  the  desiiatch  of 
their  High  Mightinesses'  Aitiltassadors  m  England,  wTilten  in 
Westmiiistci-,  the  27'"  of  the  last  montli,  addressed  with  an  ajipendix 
to  Secretary  Rnysch,  rantaining  full  information  of  what  they  had 
done  in  the  matter  of  the  Boundary  in  New  Netlierland,  between 
the  subjects  of  this  Stat«  and  those  of  England.  Which  being  con- 
sidered, it  is  resolved  and  concluded,  that  co|iy  of  said  letter  and 
aiii)endix  be  sent  to  the  presiding  Chamber  of  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, at  Zealand,  and  to  that  of  Amsterdam,  requesting  and  requir- 
ing them  to  commnnicHt«  tlieir  opinions  and  advice  thereupon  at 
the  earliest  period,  together  with  pertinent  iiiformatiou  ou  all  the 
jioints  more  fully  set  forth  in  that  letter. 


Mininir,  drmin  vp  from  direra  klters, }iapera  and  docuiuents  com- 
prising the  sUaation  of  Nae  NelheTland,  v:ho  its  first  dincovererg 
and  2>osiiegHOrs  vxre.  together  milk  the  vnreaxonable  and  riiilent 
vgurpation»  conimUled  by  the  Euglish  thei-e  on  the  lunda  lying  viikin 
the  limits  of  the  Inrorporated  Wejil  India  'Jotnpany.

received  2  January,  lG5ti. 

New  Netiierlakd  is  situate  on  the  nortli  coast  of  America,  in 
latitude  38  to  41j  degrees  or  thereabouts  along  the  coast,  being 
bounded  on  the  Northeast  by  the  countries  now  called  New  Eng- 
land, and  on  the  Southwest  by  Virginia. 

This  district  or  country,  which  is  right  good  and  salubrious,  was 
first  discovered  and  found,  m  the  year  16O0,  by  the  Netherlander. 
as  its  name  imports,  at  their  own  cost  by  means  of  one  llendrick 
Hudson,  Skip|>er  and  Merchant,  in  the  ship  the  ifaii-eMaoi*  sailing 
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in  the  service  of  tlie  Incorporated  East  India  Company ;  for  the 
Natives  or  Indians  on  liis  lirst  arriving  there,  regarded  tlie  ship 
with  mighty  wonder  and  looked  upon  it  as  a  .Sea  monster,  declaring 
that  such  a  ship  or  people  had  never  before  been  there. 

That  this  country  was  flnt  of  all  discovered  and  found  out  by 
Xrtherlanders,  api>ears  »l30  from  the  fact  that  all  the  islands,  bays, 
harbors,  rivers  and  places,  even  a  great  way  on  either  side  of  Cape 
Coil,  called  by  our  people  New  Holland,  have  Dutch  names  which 
were  given  by  Dutch  navigiitors  and  traders. 

In  the  year  1610,  some  merchants  again  sent  a  ship  thither  from 
this  country  and  obtained  afterwards  from  the  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  States  General  a  grant  to  resort  and  trade  exclusively  to  those 
parts,  to  which  end  they,  likewise,  in  the  year  1615,  built  on  the 
}iorth  River,  about  the  Manhattans,  a  redoubt  or  little  fort,  wherein 
was  left  a  small  garrison,  some  people  usually  remaining  thereto 
carry  on  trade  with  the  Natives  or  Indians.  This  was  continued 
add  maintained  until  their  High  Mightinesses  did,  in  the  year  1622, 
inchide  this  country  of  New  Netherland  In  the  Charter  of  the  West 
India  Comiiany. 

This  Province  of  New  Netherland  was,  then,  immediately  occu- 
pied and  taken  possession  of  hy  the  said  Company,  as  circumstances 
perniitteil,  as  is  the  case  In  all  new  undeitakings.  For  which  pur- 
pose they  caused  to  be  built  there,  since  the  year  1623,  four  forts,  to 
wit:  two  on  the  North  River,  namely,  Amsterdam  and  Orange, one 
on  the  ^uuth  River,  called  Nassouw,  and  the  last  on  the  Fresh  River 
called  the  Hope.  From  the  beginning  a  garrison  has  betm  always 
stationed  and  maintained  In  all  these  forts. 

Tlie  aforesaid  (Jonipany  had  evecte<l  these  forts  both  Southward 
and  Northward,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  closing  and  ap[ii-opri- 
ating  the  aforesaid  rivers,  hut  likewise  the  lands  around  tliem  and 
witlun  tlieir  larders,  (l>eing  then  abi>ut  sixty  leagues  along  the  coast,) 
and  on  the  other  side  of  the  rivers  so  far  as  title  hy  occupation  tends 
til  possession,  to  declare  as  their  own  and  to  preserve  them  against 
all  foreign  or  domestic  nations  who  would  endeavor  to  usurp  the 
same  contrary  to  the  Company's  will  and  pleasure. 

And  for  greater  (juiet  and  security  and  in  order  lawfully  to  con- 
firm tiieir  possession ,  the  Company  caused  their  servants  to  purchase 
from  the  Natives  there,  many  and  divers  lands  situated  on  various 
places,  tlie  deeds  and  conveyances  whereof  remain  with  the  Direct- 
oiB  in  New  Netherland ;  Boundary  posts  were  erected  thereupon 
and  til  tliese  were  alfixed  the  arms  of  their  High  Mightinesses  in 
order  to  notify  other  nations  coming  there,  that  the  country  is 
owned  and  possessed. 

The  subsequent  circumstances  of  the  country  alone  prevented  the 
occupation  by  forts  of  the  rivers  of  Pe<|uatoo3  focket  and  Marin- 
kansick,  otherwise  called  l^loops  Bay,  these  being  situate  this  side 
of  Cape  Cod. 
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Which  circumMtaiices  beitiR  pert'Hved  by  the  English  of  New  Plj-- 
moiitli  in  New  England,  they  began  to  build  imine  leagues  »1)0Vft)ii' 
Company's  fort,  the  Hoi»e,  a  trading  tiouse  of  which  one  Mastrr 
F^in^ten  was  the  first  commander. 

Woiiter  v«n  Twiller,  ttie  Coinpany's  DireoUir  duly  iinits-atiil 
against  this  in  the  year  16.S3,  and  admonlHhed  theaaid  Prinseti  to  re- 
move without  the  Companv's  i>03sessed  jurisdiction,  who,  refusing, 
placed  himwlf  on  thedefenuive.  Thii^Frinsen  remained  in  possession, 
thuuffli  unlawfully,  because  the  Company's  servants  were  not  au- 
thorized to  sliow  any  liostility  to  the  English. 

The  latter  becoming  bold  from  time  to  time  in  their  coiintr>-. 
Increasing  in  number?  in  consequence  of  the  tninbles  in  England, 
encroached  towanis  the  west  below  Cajie  Cod  on  the  Dutch  liuiits, 
absorbing  Rliode  Island,  BIocx  Island,  Martin's  Vineyard,  !>loi>ia 
Bay,  hiiwbeit,  possession  had  been  taken  of  it,  in  the  year  163t],  for 
the  ComiMiuy  by  one  Abi'aham  Pieterssen  of  Haerlemon  the  Island 
Quelenis  situate  in  front  of  said  bay,  aud  Pequatiioa  river  whirh 
tliey  pretend  to  have  conquered  by  force  of  arms  fi-om  the  natives, 
inasmuch  as  they  have  wholly  subjugated  that  Xation. 

The  EngliBli  not  satisHed  with  the  foregoing  usurpations,  though 
situate  within  the  New  Netiierland  limits,  continued  tliese  impruper 
proet^ediiigs,  and  have,  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations  ( inasiniicli 
aa  all  the  lands  thereabouts  were  jinrchased  hy  tlie  Comi>any'.i  »ei- 
vauts)  and  against  a  multitude  of  protests,  founded  a  comely  city, 
calletl  Hartford,  about  a  gunshot  from  Foit  Hope  on  tlie  Frwiti 
River,  togetlier  with  divers  other  towns  and  hamlets. 

The  Englisii  afterwards  perceiving  no  consequence  or  obstruction 
to  fi.llow  those  protests,  went  on  and  six  letigne*  to  the  westward 
built  a  handsome  city  called  New  Haven  with  some  villages  and 
hamlets.    Divei-s  protests  were  made  against  tliis,  as  afon'said. 

Long  Island  whicli  is  encompassed  Southwardly  by  the  Great 
Ocean  and  Northwardly  by  the  East  lUver,  and  is  alx>ut  SO  leagues 
in  length,  was,  before  the  English  had  any  pretension,  or  everniad'' 
any  claim  to  it,  taken  possession  of  by  the  Dutch  by  planting  tlie 
villagesof  Amersfoort,  Heem9tede,Flu8hiug,Graveaendaud  Hreuck- 
elen  witii  a  goodly  numberof  bouweries  and  plantations,  the  inhab- 
itants whereof  are  all  subjects  and  vassals  uf  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses and  of  the  Company. 

Notwithstanding  which  the  English  of  New  Haven,  (called  RihI- 
enljergh  by  the  Dutch  of  olden  limes)  have  planted  on  the  East  end 
of  Ijong  Island  two  little  villages  named  Southampton  and  Sonthold. 

[In  like  manner]  in  the  Krommegou  which  is  an  inland  sea  in 
Long  Island,  have  they  usuri)ed  what  is  called  Uarnaeta  Islaud. 
whicii  belongs  to  Long  Island,  and  lies  very  convenient  for  the  Cod 
Fisheiy. 

The  Company  remarking  that  no  benefit  was  derived  from  pio-

tests,  but  tliat  the  Ei));lis)i  pruceedcd  boldly  and  continuously  in  their 
unrighteous  usurpations  there,  wrote,  in  order  to  stay  further  en- 
troachuieut,  to  their  J)irector  Stuyve'saut  whom  they  mitliorized  to 
i^reeuu  a  Provisional  Boundary  witli  tlie  English.  He  aceurdingly, 
reiwired  to  a  certain  meeting  of  Commisslonera  summoned  by  tlie 
English  nt  Hartford,  wliere  they  mutually  agreed  and  concluded  on 
a  I'rovisiouHl  Boundary  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  principals 
on  both  sides,  na  can  be  more  fully  seen  by  the  letter  dated  20  No- 
veuiber,  1850,  of  the  afoi-esajd  Director  with  whom  the  agreement 
thereof  remains. 
Yet  the  aforesaid  English  cud  not  respect  this  Provisional  Boundary 
wliicli  was  concluded  at  such  a  sacrifice  and  to  such  prejudice  of  the 
Company's  established  right,  obtained  by  prior  possession  and  itur- 
cliase  of  the  lands,  as  ali'eady  stated;  for  some  time  aftem-ai-d,  and 
now  lately,  tliey  have  not  hesitated  to  commit  fresh  usun>atiou  on 
the  iHiids  situate  within  the  aforesaid  Provisional  Boundary,  pur- 
ctianed  from  the  natives  or  owners  and  piud  for  by  the  said  Direutnr 
some  years  l>efore,  as  can  be  seen  by  his  letter  dated  the  '^'"  July, 
lliM.  All  which  insufferable  usurimtions  by  neighbors  and  allies, 
are  in  every  piirt  a  violation  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  consequently  ' 
ought  not  and  cannot  be  longer  endured,  unless  by  wantonly  alMtn- 
doiiiiy^  and  giving  up  this  Noble  Province  of  New  NetherUnd, 
wliJcli  is  of  sucti  great  importance  to  this  State.  As  such  abandon- 
ment would  be  highly  disieputable  to  this  country  and  detrimental 
to  its  inliabitants,  we  will  trust  that  tlieir  High  Mightinesses  will 
nuiiiitain  the  Company  in  their  good  liglit,  and  moreover  take  care 
that  a  mutual  Boundary  between  the  nations  in  tliose  parts  shall  at 
ODce  be  concluded  and  determined.  The  sooner  this  is  effected  the 
better,  ere  the  rupture  become  irremediable. 

I[)  this  manner,  then,  have  the  English  by  unrighteous  usui-pa- 
tioiis,  made  themselves  masters  of  all  tlie  beforementioued  places, 
and  especially  of  the  beautiful  Fresli  river.  They  well  knew  tliat 
tbe  Company  had  not  only  ratified  the  iiossession  of  the  ufui'esaid 
river  by  the  construction  of  its  fort  and  some  buuweriea  l>e.sides. 
but  that  it  had,  particularly  in  the  year  1032,  purcliased  fi-om  the 
mttives  and  proprietors  many  lands  thereabout,  which  were  accord- 
ingly conveyed  toil,  lungltel'orethecoming  thither  of  any  Engliah, 
who  ftrst  arrived  there  in  the  year  1636. 

N'either  is  it  unknown  to  tlieni  tliat  the  Company  did,  almut  the 
same  time,  cause  to  he  pur^;has(^  by  one  Ilaus  van  der  Sluys,  a 
certain  place  called  Kivitshoeek,  as  tlieir  High  Mightinesses'  arms 
were  affixed  to  a  tree,  at  that  place,  in  token  of  possession ;  the 
Englisli  not  only  pulled  them  down,  but  even  carvetlabuffoon's  face 
hi  their  stead,  in  gross  contempt  and  disrespect  of  their  High 
ilightinesses',  and  although  satisfaction  was  repeatedly  demanded 
for  this,  nought  has  resulted  or  could  be  obtained.    Subsequently, 
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and  about  the  time  the  troubles  between  the  King  and  his  Parlia- 
ment broke  out  in  Endlnnd  in  acts  or  hostility,  the  Enitlish  who 
have  BO  unlawfully  usun>ed  the  aforesaid  Fresh  river,  made  an  offer 
to  the  Company's  servants  in  those  parts  to  pay  a  yearly  acknowl- 
edgment or  buy  them  out,  for  which  purpose  tliey  also  sent  hither 
one  Mr.  Hugh  Peters,  a  minister  at  Salem,  whom  they  empowered 
and  authorized  to  agree  with  the  Com|iany  about  this  matter; 
which,  indeed,  is  a  uure  sign  and  proof  that  they  are  conscious  of 
occupying  not  their  own,  but  the  Company^  lawful  lands. 

In  like  manner  did  ttie  English  usurpers  of  Rliode  island,  wlien 
at  loggerheads  with  tliose  of  the  Bay,  also  apply  to  the  Compeiny's 
servants  tliere  to  permit  them  to  bide,  and  even  to  settle  among  the 
Dutch,  of  all  whicti  the  pieces  and  documents  remain  with  the 
Directors  of  New  Netlierland. 

Butsincetliechangeoccurredinthegovemment of  England,  they 
have,  in  order  to  gloze  over  their  actions,  had  recourse  to  divers 
subterfuges,  circumstances,  forged  pretenses  and  false  arKumenls,  to 
obscure  and  oveithrow  the  Company's  lawfid  claims  and  just  rigiit, 
so  that  the  Oonkpany's  servants  have  had  various  differences  with 
them  on  this  head,  and  ( tiefore  the  Provisional  Boundary  was  con- 
cluded,) the  most  tlie  English  could  be  hmnglit  to,  was  to  declxre 
that  tlie  matter  could  not  lie  arranged  in  tliat  country,  and  that  they 
were  fully  content,  and  wished  that  their  High  Mightinesses  should 
settle  tlie  difference  with  their  Sovereign  here. 


GOVEUNOU  RISING'S  OFFICIAL  REPORT. 

Jieport  concerning  the  konUle  and  trcackerotis  invasion  of  the  Hfredith 
cnlony  in  A'orti  Srecin,  by  the  Duft-b.  under  the  commnnd  of  P. 
S(ui/tf»nji(,  <jnrernor  of  the  JVeio  Nttherlands,  itherefore  the  faithful 
guhjectH  if  liis  TOi/al  m--jesty  of  Stceden,  icho  hate  endured  suiA 
vioJenee  do  miwl  humblii  betabe  thentsehea  to  hix  royal  mnjeity^i 
jiwrt  ijridnus  shelter  and  protertion,  to  the  intent  thai  they  may  bt 
miitniMd  and  indemnified  for  the  ivromis  and  injuries  which  thry 
hare  fuffered. 

In  the  year  Iftii-i,  on  the  30th  day  of  August,  tlie  Dutch  from  the 
North  river,  where  Manhattan  or  New  Amsterdam  is  situated, 
with  seven  8hi(«  or  vessels,  under  commnnd  of  tlie  said  P.  Stuyve- 
sant,  having  on  Ixiard  9iH)  or  7U0  men,  arrived  in  the  South  River, 
where  Nova  Svecia  lietli,  and  ancliored  before  the  fortress  of  Elfs- 
borg,  which  was  tlien  dismantled  and  ruinous;  the  next  day,  ttiey 
passed  Fort  Ciisimir.and  bringing  to  a  little  above,  tliey  liuided. 
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and  immediately  summoned  Sven  Sclmte,  who  was  in  commiiiid,  to 
auirender  the  fort,  enforcing  their  summons  both  witli  meimcea  iinil 
persuasion ;  and  proceeded  to  throw  up  some  works.  Some  time 
before  tliis,  hiiving  learned  from  the  savages  timt  the  Dutch  were 
Hbout  to  assail  us,  we  had  caused  Fort  Casimir  to  be  tjiipi>lie<l  with 
men  and  munitions  to  tlie  best  of  our  ability,  and  had  drawn  up  a 
resolution  in  writing  to  defend  the  fort  in  case  the  Dutcli  siiould 
attacic  it,  ordering  Captain  Schiite,  tlie  commandant,  to  send  on 
board  tlieir  siiips,  when  they  approaciied,  and  demand  of  tliem 
whether  ttiey  came  as  friends,  and  in  any  case  to  warn  ttiem  not  to 
mn  by  the  fort,  upon  pain  of  l)eing  fli-ed  upon,  (whicii  in  sucli  case 
tliey  could  not  reckon  an  act  of  Itostility).  But  if  they  were  minded 
to  treat  with  us  as  friends  concerning  our  territory  and  boundaries, 
be  sliould  compliment  them  with  a  Swedisli  national  salute,  and 
assure  them  tlial  we  were  well  disiwsed  to  a  fast  f  i-iendship.  Never- 
theless, Captain  Sven  Schiite  not  only  suffered  the  Dutch  slii)>s  to 
pass  the  fort  without  remonstrance  or  firing  a  gun,  wliei'eby  they 
liained  the  command  botli  of  the  fort  and  of  the  whole  river,  aod 
cut  off  tlie  communication  between  the  forts,  by  )iosting  troojs  l^e- 
tween  them,  as  high  upas  Christina  creek,  but  surrendered  the  fort 
to  Stuyve»int  by  a  dishonourable  capitulation,  in  which  he  foi'got 
tostipulate  a  place  to  which  he,  with  his  people  and  effects,  might 
retire ;  he  also  subscribed  the  capitulation,  not  in  the  fort  or  in  any 
iniliFferent  place,  but  on  board  a  Dutch  ship.  So  Stuyvesant  de- 
tained the  garrison,  and  transported  most  of  them  to  Manahataiis, 
whereby  we  were  greatly  reduced  in  strength  and  endangered,  and 
not  even  knowing  as  yet  that  Fort  Casimir  had  so  suddenly  fallen 
into  the  enemy's  hands,  we  had  sent  thitber  in  the  mean  time  nine 
or  ten  of  our  Ijest  men  to  strengthen  the  garrison.  This  detach- 
ment, when  they  had  crossed  Christina  creek  betimes  in  the  morn- 
ing, found  the  Dutch  posted  there,  who  immediately  attacked  them, 
titty  or  sixty  men  strong,  and  summoned  them  to  surrender;  but 
tbey  put  titemselves  in  i>osture  of  d.-'fenoe,  and  after  a  skirmish  witli 
the  Dutcii,  were  all  taken  prisonera,  except  two,  who  retreated  to 
the  boat,  and  were  several  times  fired  upon  by  the  enemy,  but  with- 
out being  slain  or  wounded.  Upon  this  we  fired  upon  the  Dutch 
from  the  sconce,  with  a  great  gun,  whereupon  they  retired  into  the 
woods,  and  afterwards  treated  harshly  and  cruelly  sucli  of  our  people 
as  fell  into  their  hands. 

The  same  day  tlie  factor  Elsvii  was  sent  down  fiom  Fort  Christina 
to  Stuyvesant  to  demand  an  explanation  of  his  conduct,  and  to  dis- 
suade him  from  further  hostilities,  as  we  could  not  be  persuaded 
that  he  seriously  purposed  to  disturb  us  in  the  lawful  dominions  of 
his  Koyal  Majesty  and  our  principids.  But  as  Stuyvesant  Imd  so 
cheaply  obtiiined  possession  of  Fort  Casimir,  whither  we  had  sent 
our  best  soldiers,  thus  depriving  ourselves  In  a  great  measure  both 
15- Vol.  V. 
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of  men  and  munitions,  he  would  give  Elsvii  no  satisfaction,  but 
claimed  the  whole  river  and  all  our  territory,  and  had  well  uieh  de- 
tained hilsvii  as  a  spy.  When  we  learned  this  we  collected  all  the 
people  we  cou'd  for  the  defence  of  Fort  Christina,  and  labotired 
with  all  our  might,  by  night  and  by  day,  in  strengtiiening  the  ratn- 
liarts,  and  filling  gabions.  The  next  day,  being  September  2d,  tlie 
Dutch  shewed  themselves  in  considerable  strength  on  the  0pi>O8ite 
bank  of  Cliristina  creek,  but  attempted  no  hostile  operations.  On 
the  morning  of  the  3d,  they  hiilated  their  flag  nii  our  shallop,  whicli 
lay  drawn  upon  the  beach,  and  appeareil  to  be  about  establlsliing 
themselves  in  a  neighboring  house.  We  therefore  sent  over  Ueu- 
tenant  Sven  Hook,  with  a  drummer,  to  demand  what  tliey  pur- 
posed, for  what  cause  ttiey  posted  themselves  there,  and  for  what 
we  should  hold  them.  When  he  had  nearly  crossed  the  crcf  k,  he 
asked  them  from  the  boat,  whether  he  miglit  freely  go  to  them  V 
They  answered  yes ;  and  whether,  after  discharging  liis  comiaission , 
he  might  freely  return  P  to  which  also  they  answered,  yea.  us  w*; 
could  all  plainly  hear  in  Fort  Christina,  and  can  bear  witness  ac- 
cordingly. .So  tlie  drummer  rowed  the  lioattothe  shore,  without 
beat  of  drum,  because  the  lieutenant  already  hjid  their  (tHrol,  and 
knowing  no  cause  of  hostility,  he  supposed  this  ceremony  to  tie  iin- 
necesaary.  They  then  Ixitli  went  on  sliore,  and  an  officer  met  them, 
and  conducted  them  some  distance  to  a  house,  where  the  enemy 
had  already  taken  up  a  position.  The  Dutch  then  sent  our  lieuten- 
ant down  to  Stuyvesant,  pretending  that  he  was  a  spy,  and  Stuyve- 
sant  arrested  him  and  threw  him  into  the  ship's  hold,  but  Capt. 
Frldr.  Kbnish  detained  tlie  drummer  and  his  drum  in  bis  own 
custody,  and  thus  they  treatwl  our  messengers,  contrary  to  the  laws 
and  customs  of  all  civilized  nations. 

By  the  4tli  tliey  Itad  planted  gabions  about  the  house  on  the  oppo- 
site bank  of  Christina  creek,  and  afterwards  threw  up  a  battery 
under  cover  of  them,  and  entrenched  tiiemselves  there.  Some  of 
our  people  interjireted  all  this  as  indicating  the  purpose  of  the  Dutch 
to  be  to  claim  and  hold  all  our  territory  up  to  the  creek,  and  to  con- 
struct a  fort  there,  not  yet  believing  that  they  would,  in  contempt 
of  public  peace,  and  witliout  any  known  cause,  commence  hostili- 
ties agaiuKt  us,  until  they  had  set  up  some  claim,  or  promnlgated 
some  protest  against  us,  whei-eas  up  to  tiiis  time  we  had  i-eceived 
from  them  neither  message  iior  letter  assigning  any  manner  of  Ciiuse 
or  complaint. 

On  tlie  SUi,  the  Dutch  ships  went  up  to  Third  Hook((ndt"e  Uttcl-). 
where  they  landed  their  men,  who  then  t>assed  over  to  Timber 
Island,  and  thence  over  the  great  falls  (sf<Nyre/fltfe(), and  so  invested 
Fort  Christina  on  all  sides.  They  brought  their  ships  into  the 
mouth  of  the  creek,  and  planted  their  great  guns  on  tlio  western 
side  of  the  fort,  and  when  we  burnt  a  little  powder  in  a  couple  of 
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pieces  to  3cal«<  them,  they  fired  several  shots  over  our  heads  from 
Timber  iBland,  where  they  had  taken  post  in  a  house,  and  announced 
to  ua,  tiiat  they  had  taken  up  a  position  on  the  west  side,  hy  reguliir 
volleys.  We  coutinued  to  prepare  ourselves  to  make  the  best  de- 
fence which  our  streugth  would  allow,  if  we  should  be  attacked, 
for  we  were  not  yet  satisfied  what  the  Dutcli  intended ;  but  in  a 
short  time  an  Indian  came  in  to  us  with  a  letter  from  Stuyvesant,  in 
wliich  lie  arrogantly  claimed  the  whole  river,  and  required  tpe  and 
all  the  Swedes  either  to  evacuate  the  country,  or  to  remain  there 
under  Dutch  protection,  threatening  with  tlie  consequences  in  case 
of  refusal.  Hereto  1  answered  brielly,  by  letter,  that  I  would  reply 
to  this  :  xtraordiuary  demand  by  special  messengers,  and  sent  liim 
mj  answer  by  the  same  Indi.m.  We  then  held  a  general  council  of 
war,  as  to  what  should  be  done,  if  the  Dutch  assaulted  us  by  storm 
or  battery ;  and  it  was  determined  that  we  should  in  any  case  main- 
tain thedefensive,  and  make  the  best  resistance  we  could,  but  should 
not  commence  or  provoke  hostilities,  ou  account  of  our  weakness 
and  want  of  supplies ;  that  we  should  wait  until  they  fired  upon  us, 
or  began  to  storm  the  works,  and  then  defend  ourselves  as  long  as 
we  could,  and  leave  the  consequences  to  be  redressed  by  our  gracious 
superiors. 

The  Dutch  now  began  to  encroach  upon  us  more  and  more  every 
day.  Tliey  killed  our  cattle,  goats,  swine  and  ponltry,  broke  o|>en 
houses,  pillaged  tlie  people  without  the  sconce  of  their  property, 
and  higher  up  the  river  they  plundered  many,  and  stripped  them  to 
the  skin.  At  New  Gottenberg  they  robbed  Mr.  Papegoija's  wife  of 
all  she  had,  with  man;  others,  who  had  collected  their  property  to- 
gether there.  They  continued  to  advance  their  approaches  to  Fort 
Christina,  (wliich  was  a  small  and  feeble  work,  and  lay  upon  low 
ground,  and  could  be  commanded  from  the  suri-ou tiding  heights), 
and  threw  up  two  batteries  besides  those  on  the  opposite  bank  and 
on  Timber  Island,  and  hoisted  their  Hags  on  all  of  them,  as  well  as 
ononr  ship  in  Fish  creek,  all  which  hostile  acts,  injuries  and  insults 
,  wewere,toour  great  mortification, compelled  towitnessand  suffer, 
being  unable  to  resist  them,  by  reason  of  our  want  of  men  and 
powder,  whereof  our  supply  scarcely  sufficed  for  a  single  round  for 
our  guns.  Notwithstanding  nil  this,  we  still  trusted  that  Ihey 
would  at  length  be  persuaded  to  hear  reason,  and  accordingly  on 
the  Tth  we  sent  messengei-s  down  to  Stuyvesant  at  Fort  Ciisimir, 
with  a  written  commission,  whereby  we  sought  to  dissuade  him 
from  further  hostilities,  protesting  against  his  invasion  and  dis- 
turbance of  our  proper  territory  without  cause  assigned,  or  declara- 
tion denying,  as  far  as  they  could,  our  right  of  possession  in  the 
river;  also  suggesting  to  him  the  jealousies  between  our  respective 
wvereigns,  and  other  consequencies  of  great  moment  which  would 
ensue ;  that  we  were  determined  to  defend  our  rights  to  the  utmost 
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of  our  sti-ength,  and  that  lie  must  answtir  for  all  consequeDCes,  and 
finally  required  liim  to  ceikse  lioatili ties,  and  to  retire  with  his  people 
from  Fort  Christiua.  But  all  this  availed  nothing  with  him,  uud 
on  the  contrary  he  peraisted  in  liis  claim  to  the  whole  river,  and 
woiiM  listen  to  no  teems  of  accommodation,  declaring  that  Huch 
were  his  orders,  and  that  those  who  had  given  them  might  answer 
for  the  consequences.  11*3  then  wrote  me  a  letter  on  the  9th,  in 
which  he  anticipates  all  teims  of  acconimoilatiou,  will  not  allow 
that  we  have  any  rights  to  the  said  river,  seeks  to  refute  our  argu- 
ments, and  styles  our  i>ossessiou  a  usurpation,  and  so  interpi'ets  ever)' 
point  to  his  own  advantage. 

As  we  still  determined  to  maintain  our  own  defence,  and  abide  the 
result,  the  enemy  continued  to  carry  on  their  approaches  day  and 
night,  and  with  our  little  force  of  about  thirty  men  we  could  make 
no  sorties,  or  prevent  him  from  gaining  positions  from  wliicn  lie 
could  command  the  sconce  so  completely,  tliat  tliere  w;is  not  a  s)iot 
ontherainpaitswlicreamancould  stand  in  security, and  as  lie  now 
daily  advanced  his  works,  and  summoned  ns  to  capitulate,  with 
threats  of  Riving  no  quarter,  our  men  proposed  to  us  to  goout  and  t  o' 
tobriiigStnyvesanttoreason.  both  on  account  of  our  want  of  supplies, 
and  the  advanced  condition  of  the  enemy's  works,  and  especially 
because  our  pi-ovisions  wei'e  scanty  and  would  soon  be  exhausted. 
Besides  our  few  and  hastily  collected  i>eople  were  getting  worn  out. 
partly  sick,  and  jiartly  ill  disposed,  and  some  had  deserted,  i'rum 
these  considerations,  and  the  fear  of  a  mutiny,  it  was  agreed,  that 
land  Elsvii  should  goout  the  next  day  and  hold  a  parley  with  Sluy- 
vesant,  and  endeavour  to  restrain  him  from  forcible  uieasures,  and 
to  bring  him  to  reason.  We  accordingly  went  out  for  this  purpose 
on  the  13th,  and  btuyvesant  and  Nicatius  de  .Syile  met  us  between 
the  sconce  and  their  most  advanced  viotk.  We  solemnly  protested 
against  his  procedure  and  liis  hostile  conduct,  and  replied  veibally 
to  his  last  mentioned  letter,  confirmed  our  title  with  the  best  ai-gu- 
ments  we  could,  and  held  a  long  discussion  with  them ;  but  alt  this 
produced  no  impression  upon  them,  and  they  maintained  lliHr  first 
ground,  and  insisted  u|ion  the  suiTender  of  Fort  Christina  uml  liie 
whole  river;  to  which  we  replied  that  we  would  defend  ourselves 
and  resist  tliem  to  the  last,  clearly  showing  them  that  tiiey  were 
unjustly  invading  our  possessions,  and  declaring  that  we  would  ap- 
peal to  our  government  to  redress  our  wrongs,  and  protect  our 
rights  thus  forcibly  trenched  upon,  and  so  we  went  back  to  tlie 
sconce,  exhorted  our  men  to  a  mauly  defence,  and  encouraged  them 
as  well  as  we  were  able. 

As  soon  as  the  Dutch  had  nearly  completed  their  works,  they 
brought  the  guns  of  all  their  batteries  to  bear  upon  us,  and  on  the 
1-lth  instant  foiiually  sunnuone<l  Fort  Christina,  with  harsh  men- 
aces, by  a  drunnner  and  a  messenger,  to  capitulate  within  Iwenty- 
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[onr  lioiirs.  We  then  assembler!  a  general  council  of  the  whole 
l^rrison.  and  it  was  found  to  be  tlieir  unanimous  opinion,  that  In- 
jLsmuch  as  we  had  not  sufficient  Htreiijjtli  for  our  defence,  (the 
Dutch  liaving  complptMl  their  works  against  the  sconce,  and  neitlier 
the  sconce  nor  the  garrison  being  able  to  stand  an  assault.)  and 
\wre  in  want  of  both  powder  nnd  other  munitions,  and  had  no  hope 
itf  relief,  tlierefore  they  were  all  of  opinion,  that  we  should  make 
tlit^  best  terras  we  could  obtiiiu  with  the  Dutch ;  all  which  ma;  be 
*ffn  tiy  the  documents.  So  the  next  day  we  announced  to  tbe 
fwmy,  that  we  would  consider  their  summons  witliJn  the  time  pret- 
iwTibed,  and  being  now  reduced,  by  onr  want  of  supplies  and  weak 
roiKlJtion,  to  yield  to  the  violence  practised  upon  us,  we  concluded 
ii  eipitiilation  with  Stuyve-wnt,  as  may  be  found  by  the  original 
Hni(iii|;  the  documents,  and  surrendered  Fort  Christina  to  him  on 
the  loth  instant,  stipulating  that  tlie  guns  and  all  the  effects  be- 
iDiiKing  to  the  crown  or  tlie  company  should  be  restored  by  the 
Dutch,  according  to  the  inventory,  upon  demand,  and  reserving  the 
restitation  of  our  sovereign's  rights  in  time  and  manner  fitting ; 
pravidir.g  also,  that  tbe  Dutch  sliould  freely  transport  to  Sweden 
I'lth  us,  and  as  many  Swedes  as  chose  to  accompany  us,  for  we 
lielil  it  better  that  tbe  people  should  be  restored  to  their  Father- 
luiid's  service  than  to  leave  them  there  in  misery,  without  the  ne- 
wisaries  of  life,  in  which  case  they  would  have  entered  the  service 
uf  Clie  Dutch  or  English,  and  never  again  advantaged  their  country. 


Westminster,  tlie  hist  day  of  the  year  1655. 
Biak  and  Mighty  Lorda : 

Mt  Lords:  I  saw  a  letter  a  few  days  since  which  was  written 
in  Plymouth  the  22*  instant,  stating  tiiat  three  Diiteh  ships,  coming 
OH  private  account  from  New  Netherland,  were  obliged  by  stress  of 
nrather  to  run  into  that  port,  and  tliat  in  them  arrived  Mi'.  John 
Risen  with  several  Swedish  soldiers,  who  report  that  three  forts  and 
whatever  they  iHMsessed  thereabouts  had  Ijeen  seized  by  the  Dutch 
in  those  jKirts":  that  the  Savages  or  Indians  had,  at  the  same  time, 
made  a  descent  on  the  Dutch  Colonies,  but  were  repulsed,  and  that 
tliey  killed  only  about  30  Dutchmen  and  burnt  sorae  few  mean  farm- 
hfiiises.  Tlie  aforesaid  Risen  had  given  out  that  it  is  his  intention 
to  apply  to  the  Swedish  Ambassador  liere,  but  has  not  yet  made  his 
appearance.    Those  three  ships  which  are  homeward  bound,  will  be 
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able  to  give  the  most  correct  iiifonniitiuu  of  wliat  lias  occurr^. 
Letters  have  also  been  received  from  tlie  city  announcing  the  ar- 
riviil  of  a  frigate  called  the  Namptv:ich,  which,  with  a  man-of-war 
named  the  AnsuraiKe,  had,  after  conveying  some  mei'chantmen  as 
far  as  the  Latitude  of  the  river  of  Lisbon,  captured  three  French 
ships-of-war  coming  from  the  bay  of  Cascais.  The  Namptwidi 
frigate  being  the  best  sailer,  engaged  the  flagship  of  30  guns,  com- 
manded by  Uollaert,  who,  previous  to  this,  had  been  in  the  service 
of  the  Kind  of  Spain,  at  Dunkirk ;  and  the  Asswance,  not  being  as 
good  a  Hailer  as  the  other  two  French  ships,  and  knowing  that  the 
other  frigate  would  have  a  diflicult  task,  came  to  its  assistance, 
whereupon  Collaert  being  unwilling  to  surrender,  the  English  sunk 
the  ship,  but  he  and  6  or  7  men  were  saved  and  brought  to  Plymouth. 
The  sliip  the  Assurance  having  lost  her  bowsprit  and  foremast,  went 
into  Lisbon  fcr  reitairs.  The  above  engagement  took  place  before 
the  publication  of  the  Treaty,  and  consequently  before  the  cessa- 
tion of  hostilities.  A  man-of-war  of  10  guns,  commanded  by  one 
Captain  Turner,  under  a  commission  from  the  Duke  of  York,  was 
brought  into  the  same  harbor  by  one  of  the  frigates  belongiug  to 
this  State.  With  tiiese  exce]itions  we  have  not  received  any  news 
here  from  sea  since  my  last  despatch.  The  Theologians  who  were 
apiH)inted  to  give  their  opinion  on  the  proposals  submitted  by  Manas- 
seh  Beu  Israel  regarding  the  Jews,  and  had  not  yet  spoken  at  the 
previous  conference,  pronounced  their  opinion  on  Tuesday  last ,  and, 
as  I  am  informed,  were,  for  the  most  part,  in  favor  of  the  Jews 
being  admitted  as  Merchants,  but  considered  the  public  toleration 
of  their  Synagogue  to  be  of  grave  cunseijuence.  I  cannot  leam  tliat 
aQything  is  as  yet  decided,  as  the  Lord  Protector,  liaving  beard  the 
opinion  of  othei-s,  does  not  yet  think  proi>er  to  let  his  own  be  known. 

In  a  church  of  which  Mr.  John  SimiMon  wasformerly  the  Pastnr. 
one  Comet  Day  did,  a  short  time  since,  in  the  iiresence  t>f  a  num- 
ber of  people  who  were  assembled  to  hear  the  sermon,  ascend  the 
pulpit,  and  read  to  the  Congregation  a  very  abominable  iiasquinade 
against  the  Government,  which  lie  attacked  with  the  bitterest  ex- 
pressions tliat  can  be  thought  of;  the  abovenamed  Simpson  after- 
wards climbed  into  the  pulpit  and  read  a  text,  and  directed  the 
whole  of  his  sermon  according  to  the  contents  of  the  piisquinade 
already  read  by  the  foi-mer;  he  was  thereupon  arrested,  but  tlie 
other  is  not  to  be  found;  he  and  Mr.  Feach  were  formerly  detained 
a  long  time  prisoners  in  Windsor  Castle:  he  was  liberated  on  his 
promising  to  remain  (luiet. 

Tlie  lieet  was  got  in  readiness  liere  with  the  greatest  dispatch, 
and  many  are  of  opinion  tliat  General  Blake  miglit  easily  put  to  sea 
with  tiie  largest  of  the  ships  in  a  few  weeks. 

Wherewith  concluding,  1  sliall  at  tlie  end  of  the  year  wish  from 
the  Ixiltom  of  my  heart  your  Higli  lliglitinesses'  laudable  govern- 
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meot,  in  the  beslDning  of  the  New  Year,  all  prosperity,  and  ever

Received  a  despatch  from  >[r.  Nieupoort,  their  High  Mlgliti- 
nesses'  Extraordinary  Ambassador  in  England,  written  at  West- 
minster the  31  December  last,  togetlier  with  two  letters  from  him  of 
ttiesame  date  to  Secretary  Riiysch,  along  with  an  inclosura  advising 
among  other  things  that  some  Swedish  Soldiers  had  arrived  in 
England  from  New  Netherland,  who  were  expelled  thence  by  those 
of  thi.s  nation.  Which  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  con- 
cluded that  the  Presiding  Ciiamber  of  the  West  India  Company 
sliall^be  written  to,  to  trancmit  information  without  delay,  on  this 
point  to  their  High  Mightinesses. 


WESTMissTEn,  7  Januaiy,  1656. 
Hl(/h  and  Mighty  Lords : 

Mt  Lords:  A  certain  merchant  here  in  London,  attending  to 
the  business  of  the  West  India  Company,  comnmnicated  to  me,  a 
few  ilajs  ago,  a  letter  from  Mr.  Stuyvesandt,  Director-General  of 
Sew  Setherland,  handed  to  him  by  Mr.  Joiian  Rising,  I »t6  Gov- 
ernor for  the  Crown  of  Sweden ,  on  the  South  River  of  New  Neth- 
laud  aforesaid,  wherein  the  abovenaraed  Stuyvesandt  writes  tliat  lie 
liad.  on  the  express  order  and  instructions  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Incorporated  West  India  Company,  lately  reduced  the  said  South 
River,  under  that  Company's  obedience;  with  a  formal  Capitula- 
IJon,  whereby  it  was  stipulated,  tliat  the  skipper  with  wliom  the 
^venamed  Johan  Rising  and  the  factor  Henrick  Elsu^ck,  should

sail,  was  instructed  to  land  tliem  inFranceoriDEn|;land,and  that 
Dii-<e  tor-General  Stuy  veaandt  was  to  loan  or  furnish  the  former  ex- 
chan;re  for  the  sum  of  thre*  hundred  pounds  Flemlah,  for  the  iirose- 
cution  of  his  voyi^e,  &c..  which  the  abovunamed  Rising  cominj; 
liere  to  London  from  Plymouth,  at  once  demanded  from  the  said 
merchant. 

No  news  has  been  received  here  from  sea  since  my  last,  from  any 
quarter,  nor  from  Scotland  nor  Ireland,  and  nothing  worth  meu- 
tinnine  lias  occurred  siuce  Christmas  day.  V  ice-Admiral  de  Ruyter 
is  highly  praised  for  having  befriended  the  Rhii>s  of  this  nation,  and 
so  valiantly  attacked  the  enemies  of  all  Christendom.  Tlie  Lord 
Protector  with  the  Council  held  a  special  day  of  Fasting  and 
Thanksgiving  on  the  day  before  yesterday,  and  I  am  assured  that 
abont  forty  first  class  ships  will  be  ready  for  sea  within  a  utotitli, 
among  wliicli  will  be  the  large  frigate  the  Kastby  and  the  ship  ^{so- 
lution ,  each  carrying  over  eighty  guns  and  live  hundred  men.  1  am 
infornie<I  that  General  Blake  will  go  in  the  first,  and  Vice-Admiral 
Lawson  in  the  second ;  Major  Bourne  is  to  be  employed  as  Reai^ 
Admiral  of  the  aforesaid  fleet.  I  am,  moreover,  informed  by  relia- 
ble authority,  that  full  fourteen  or  fifteen  good  ships  are  gone  quietly 
from  time  to  time,  some  before  some  afterwards,  to  the  West  Indies 
with  all  sorts  of  stores,  so  that  tliey  hoi>e  to  have  their  fleet  in  tlose 
parts  stifHciently  reinfoi-ced  to  make  head  against  any  hostile  demon- 
stration. I  am  told  that  a  hundred  and  twenty  cavalr},  selected 
from  all  the  regiments  of  hoi-se,  entered  the  city  on  the  day  befure 
yesterday,  who  are  to  serve  under  a  cornet,  as  a  mounted  guard  to 
the  Lord  Protector ;  they  are  all  disciplined  men,  who  have  Ber\td 
at  least  seven  years,  and  each  of  them,  as  I'm  informed,  is  allowed 
a  servant  and  four  shillings  sterling  a  day.  The  Lieutenant  of  the 
former  body  guard,  consisting  of  forty  persons,  mostly  gentlenien, 
is  ap^winted  Captain  of  the  corps.  The  Majors  General  in  the  re- 
8i)ective  Provinces,  continue  according  to  their  instructions,  to  pro- 
vide  against  new  disturbances,  whereby  many  have  been  brouglit 
into  great  difficulties.  Nothing  furtlier  has  been  done  respecting 
the  pi'oposals  of  the  Jews. 

Wherewith  ending,  I  wish  your  High  Mightinesses  all  happiness 
and  prosi^erity,  and  shall  always  be  and  remain, 
High  and  Mighty  I>ords.

B  HcconipHiiyiiig  extract  of  AmbassHdor  NieiiiMiort's 
spatch  dated  the  81  Decemter  lust.    In  answer  thertuntu  we 
It*,  that  in  tlie  montli  of  May,  16St,  one  John  Ryssen  who  repre- 
ited  himself  us  being  commiiwioned  by  the  Crown  of  Sweden, 
■ived,  with  a  certain  ship  and  some  people,  in  the  New  Nether- 
d  province  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  of  tliis  coun- 
•;  and  tliere,  contrary  to  tlie  law  of  nations,  made  hiuiHelf  master 
[lie  aforesaid  Company's  fortress  named  Casimier,  situate  on  the 
«  Ith  river,  and  thus  disitossessed  iis  of  a  place  which  we  had  occu- 
I  il  for  many  years  in  peace  and  quietness.    Being  advised  thei-eof 
J  ilie  Director-General,  we  chartered  the  ship  the  Waeg  last  yeai' 
■  Ml  the  Worshipful  Burgomasters  of  this  city,  and  sent  off  some 
n  hei-  to  recover  the  aforesaid  fort  from  the  said  Jan  Itysen , 
'  \  '  to  bring  it  under  the  Company's  obedience.    This  being  accnm- 
\  ,  :ed,  he  resolved  to  repairhitherwith  some  people,  and  embarked 
"J  oard  one  of  the  three  ships,  which  having  ■3aiie<l  fiiim  New 
lerland,  flrut  ran  into  Plymouth  in  England  by  contiary  winds, 
V  hiive  arrived  in  the  Texel.    The  pa]iers  and  documents 
banded  us,  for  the  first  time,  to^ay,  so  that  we  have  not  yet 
u  opportunity  to  examine  them.    Notwithstanding,  we  could 
f  .S  imit  advising  your  High  Mightinesses  of  what  precedes  in  or- 
■jj  hat  pursuant  to  your  rwiuest,  the  earliest  information  may  be 
5  shed;  yet  we  offer  to  be  prcparetl  to  submit  to  your  High 
itinesses  »  full  reiwrt  of  what  has  occurred,  should  you  con- 
it  necessary.

Hiyk  and  Miyhly  LanU: 

In  our  provisional  answer  of  the  13"'  of  this  current  month  to 
your  High  Mightiuessea  despatch  of  the  0'"  instant  concerning  tlie 
Swedes  who  have  arrived  from  New  Netherland,  we  offered  lo 
furnish  a  further  Report  of  what  occurred  there,  which  we  liave 
since  had  prepai'ed  witli  the  proper  veriticatious;  and  have  rejtolveil 
to  transmit  herewith  to  your  High  Mightinesses  with  an  humble 
request,  tiiat  on  considering  them  the  circunistances  of  the  ca.se 
and  the  reasons  tliei'eunto  npiwrtiiining,  you  will  please  not  to  take 
it  ill  of  the  Company,  that  it  had  so  far  regiiided  the  honor  of  tliia 
estate  as  to  evhice  at  some  i-esentment  ut  the  several  atfronts,  in- 
juries and  danniges  peiitetnited  against  us  hy  tlie  Swedes  in  the 
aforesaid  district,  and  that  we  have  provi(Ie<l,  as  far  as  it  lay  in  oui 
power,  that  the  unheai'd  of  and  hostile  usurjtations  of  that  nation 
be  afforded  no  new  occasion  to  attempt,  unhindered  and  at  theli 
])leasure,  similar  invasions  of  the  Com|iany's  possessions,  us  dailv 
ex]>erience  hath  sufficiently  taught.  We  farther  pray  your  Higli 
Mightinesses  to  allow  youi-selves  to  be  persuaded  to  grant  the  Com. 
pany  the  needful  assistance,  so  that  this  noble  Province  which  liatli 
begun  to  prosper  right  well  iu  trade  and  agriculture,  and  woidd, 
under  other  circumstances,  l)e  veiy  useful,  and  serve  even  as  a  gran- 
ary to  this  State,  may  not  come  to  decay,  and  thus  Ije  only  a  burthen 
which  otherwise  would  lie  a  means  of  such  notable  profit.     Where- 
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with  praying  God  Almighty  to  be  pleased  to  bless  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses' persons  and  govermeut,  we  reniiiiii

firtr,  situated  in  New  Setlierlaiul,  and  of  tlie  uneeenili/  proeetdinga 
oj'iht  SiCfiUii  there:  presented  to  lla  High  and  Mighty  Lords  Slatet 
General  of  the  United  Xttherlands.     Itcceived  ,'*"  Janmiry,  IGa6. 
Tlie  lDcor]X)rated  West  India  Company  of  this  couutrj'  took  pos- 
«33ion,  in  the  year  102G,  among  other  places,  of  the  Soutli  liver  situat- 
ed in  New  Netherland,  and  there  erected  or  caused  to  be  built,  two 
[msts  or  fortresses ;  the  one  and  the  lai-gest  called  Nassau,  16  leagues 
u|ittie  river  on  the  east  baolc,  being  tlitir  southern  frontier;  and  tlie 
wittier  named  Severs  reede,  down  the  river  on  the  west  bank,  al>out 
tile  lands  of  the  Schuylkil;  a  place  wonderfully  convenient  and  so 
called  on  account  of  the  Beaver  trade  which  was  prosecuted  there 
to  a  cousidentble  amount  with  the  natives  aud  Indiaits. 

The  Company  also  bought,  or  caused  to  be  l>ought  from  the  natives 
uiid  owners,  about  the  same  time,  many  lauds,  in  order  thus  to  be 
able,  as  first  discoverers  and  possessors,  to  settle  this  river  jnore 
lieacfHbly,  qnietly  and  with  greater  riglit. 

This  South  River  was  deemed  the  finest  of  all  North  America, 
l«h I g  wide,  deep  and  navigable;  also  greatly  atxtunding  in  llsh,  es- 
lieeially  tn  plenty  of  sturgeon,  from  the  roe  of  which  caviar  in  vast 
quantity  can  be  manufactured. 

Tlie  soil  hereabouts;  and  on  both  sides  of  said  river,  is  very  fertile 
iind  the  most  [>ait  of  it  exceedingly  weU  adapted  for  tillage  and  grain ; 
it  also  produces  various  desci'iptioiis  of  fruits. 

Thousands  of  Beavers  can  t>e  bought  here  and  around  the  Schuyl- 
kil, or  Bevero  reede,  the  Comiany's  constructed  Redoubt,  which 
ure  lirnught  down  in  great  abundance  by  the  Southern  Indians  (called 
Miuquas)  and  the  Black  Indians,  so  that  this  river  has  l)een  always 
lield  in  great  esteem  and  repute  by  the  Compauy  and  its  Agents,  on 
iiccourit  of  its  fitness  and  great  convenience  both  for  TriUie  aud 
Agriculture. 

This  River  had  been  for  many  years  in  the  peaceable  and  (|uiet 
1iii!%sesttlon  of  the  Com)>any  until,  at  length,  a  certain  |>er3on  named 
Pipter  Minuyt,  forgetful  of  the  benefits  conferred  on  him  by  the 
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Company,  whose  Director  he  had  been  in  New  Netheiland.  cast  his 
eye  iii)OU  it.  But  not  knowing  under  what  [tertence  to  go  there,  he 
proeee<led  to  Sweden  and  having,  as 'twiis  asserted,  obtHinert  ii  Com- 
mission  from  that  Crown,  transixirted  himself  thence  forthwitii  to 
the  South  Biver  with  one  or  two  shii«  and  some  Swedes,  the  most 
of  wliora  were  banditti,  were  in  the- year  1638,  and  eonaequeiiUy  full 
twelve  years  after  the  Company  had  come  there,  he  had  a  fort 
erected  called  Christina,  about  five  (ti .  six  leagues  betow  the  Com- 
pany's foi't  Nassau,  notwitlistanding  as  Qrst  discoverers  and  |)os- 
aessora  of  the  aforesaid  river,  tiie  latter  liad  caused  its  Senants  to 
protest  i-e|)eatedly  against  them;  as.  ap|>ear3  by  divers  letters  o( 
their  Director  Willem  Kieft,  extracts  whereof  are  liereunto  an- 
nexed mider  N"  1. 

Tlie  land  named  the  Sehuylkil,  where,  as  alreadj  mentioned,  fort 
Severs  reede  stands,  was  purchased  from  the  right  owners  anil 
princiiKil  Indians  in  the  year  1633,  by  Arent  Corsseu,  tlie  Com- 
pany's Servant,  and  conveyed  to  the  Comimny,  which  conveyance 
the  aforesaid  Indian  Cliiefs  did  also,  in  the  year  l&iB,  renew  and 
contirm,  as  can  be  seen  by  tlie  Deed  and  conveyance  annexed,  N"  2. 
The  Swedes,  notwithstanding,  have  erected  a  fort  on  these  grounds 
and  streams  so  indisputably  belonging  to  the  Company,  namely,  on 
the  jiolnt  of  the  Shuylkil  aforesaid,  by  them  culled  Kievit's  hook, 
and  moreover  built  there  also  a  trading  house  right  in  front  of  the 
gate  of  the  Company's  fortress  Bevers  reede,  not  a  rod  from  the 
gate,  whereby  our  i)eople  were  wholly  shut  out  fi'om  the  sight  of  the 
road,  so  as  the  better  to  deprive  the  Comi>any  of  the  Beaver  trade, 
whereunto  tliey  directed  all  their  efforts,  and  so  ruined  the  trade, 
that  it  has  become  unprofitable  to  the  Comiwny,  to  its  serious  dam- 
age and  toss.  And  although  the  Comi>any  had,  on  account  of  these 
intolerable  and  insufferable  proceedings,  sufficient  cause  to  drive 
the  Swedes  thence,  which  conid  then  have  been  easily  effected,  yet 
neglecting  so  to  do  for  [(eace  sake  and  in  order  to  obviate  any  trou- 
ble between  both  nations,  it  only  protested,  as  before. 

The  Swedes,  disregarding  all  onr  protests,  have  abused,  scoffed 
and  arrogantly  treated  this  forbearance  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
pany's Servants;  for,  having  erected  a  third  fort,  named  Elsborgli. 
on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  river,  they  became  so  insolent,  that  they 
not  only  overhauled  there  the  sIooiki  and  boats  provided  with  the 
Conipany's  commission,  and  obstructed  them  on  their  voyage,  but 
even,  under  pretence  of  instiection,  took  therefi-om  the  best  [skins] 
to  the  serious  damage  of  the  i)eople  and  the  gross  contempt  of  this 
State  and  of  the  Company,  who,  by  virtue  of  first  discover)',  had  so 
righteously  pos.sessed  and  owned  this  river;  and  John  Prints, tlie 
Swedith  Governor,  did  not  hesitate  repeatedly  to  say,  that  the 
aforesaid  little  fort  Elsboi^  was  placed  there  for  the  purpose  of 
shutting  up  the  river. 
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Tbe  Swedes,  who  were  daily  increasing  in  numbers  and  arrogance, 
have  not  only  charged  their  people  not  to  trnde  with  the  Comp.my's 
settlers  nor  to  pny  them  tbeir  debls,  but  also  stiictly  forbade  our 
itettlers  aforesaid  to  make  any  bouweries,  plantations  or  gardens 
between  their  trading  boiuie  and  tlie  Company's  fort  Bevera  I'eede, 
though  it  WHS  many  years  before  the  arrival  uf  the  l:iwedes  tliei-e, 
the  Compaiiy'8  own  and  iudispiitable  land,  pui-cliased  from  the  na- 
tives aitd  right  owners,  and  by  Deed  conveyed  to  tlie  Company  as 
aforeaaid.  Which,  notwithstanding,  theii'  intolerable  insolence  be- 
came so  excessive,  that  contrary  to  all  public  law,  they  by  force 
broke  down  and  wholly  destroyed  tlie  houses,  plantations  and  gar- 
dens already  erected  and  made  on  tbe  aforesaid  Company's  own 
lands,  tu  tlie  further  contempt  of  this  State  and  Company,  and  to 
the  serious  iojury  and  damage  of  those  who,  as  subjects,  had  re- 
paired and  settled  tliere  under  their  High  Mightinesses'  and  the 
Compiiiiy's  protection  ;  as  more  fully  appears  by  divers  p»|>ers  and 
documents  received  from  New  Netherland.  and  among  tbe  rest  by 
a  certain  Remonstrance  presented  there  by  the  said  subjects  to 
Petrus  Stuyvesaut,  the  Company's  Director;  copy  wliereof  is  an- 
nexed, N"  3. 

It  is  suBlciently  apparent  from  all  these  unheard  of  and  insuffer- 
able proceedings,  that  their  intention -was  thus  to  dispossess  and 
unseat  the  Company  from  the  entire  river.  Wherefore,  Dii-ector 
Stuyvesant  was  under  tbe  necessity  of  proceeding  thitlier  in  {lerson 
iu  the  year  1661,  for  the  preservation  and  protection  of  the  Com- 
pany's right  and  Jurisdiction,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  its  inhab- 
itants; where  being  arrived,  he,  by  letters  and  messengers  made 
kuowu  and  caused  to  be  communicated  to  Johan  Printz,  the  Swedish 
Governor,  tbe  right  tbe  Company  had,  by  virtue  of  first  discovery 
and  taken  possession,  generally  to  the  aforesaid  river,  con  tinned 
and  rendered  uidisputable  by  the  purchase  of  divers  lands,  includ- 
ing tbe  ^chuylkil  district,  which  pui-cbase  and  conveyance  was 
effected  many  years  before  the  coming  there  of  the  Swedes,  as  is  to  be 
proved  by  deeds  and  conveyances;  reiiuesting  him,  therefore,  to 
sliow  in  like  maimer  by  similar  evidence,  wimt  lauds  there  liad  been 
purcha«e<l  by  him  or  his,  and  were,  consequently,  conveyed  to  tliem 
by  tbe  natives  and  proprietors. 

Tbe  result  was  only  a  simi)le  writing,  wherein  tlie  aforesaid 
(iovernor  designated  tbe  Swedisli  limits  wide  and  broad  6[iough ; 
but  without  any  justification  or  proi>er  proof;  having  recourse  to 
the  subterfuge  that  the  deeds  of  tlie  purchase  and  conveyance  of 
the  acquired  lands  there,  wei-e  not  at  hand,  but  in  the  Chancei'y  at 
Stockholm,  where,  he  said,  he  had  indeed  seen  them. 

Twas  shortly  after  made  manifest,  that  these  subterfuges  were 
destitute  of  truth,  for  said  Governor  then  for  the  first  time  tried  to 
buy  from  a  certain  Sachem  or  Indian  chief,  named  Waspangzewan, 
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sucli  lands  as  he  already  occupied,  and  insisled  were  included  within 
his  limits.  Wliereiinto  the  said  Indian  cliief  not  being  willing,  ns 
fused  because,  as  he  said,  the  Swedes  had  so  long  occupied  the 
aforesaid,  his  lands,  partly  against  hia  will  and  by  force,  without 
having  ever  given  liim  the  least  satisfaction  ;  as  said  chief  had  him- 
self, in  presence  of  divers  respectable  i^rsons  declared  both  verbally 
and  in  writing  to  Director  Btuyvesant ;  to  whom  he  then  presented, 
and  in  due  form  conveyed  for  the  Compmy,  as  a  perpetual  and 
hereditary  i)OS8easion,  his  lands  aforesaid,  with  their  ItilLs  and  super. 
licies,  so  unjustly  and  fore i by  occupied  by  the  Swedes,  situate  Iwth 
on  the  east  and  west  shoi-ea,  and  on  the  east  shore  beginning  fnim 
tlie  Naricon  creek, extending  in  a  westerly  direction  down  the  river 
unto  Maet9ing8iiiK,and  on  the  west  shore  beginning  from  a  certain 
creelc  called  Necltatoesing,  extending  from  the  river  westward  untu 
Settoen  soene,  otherwise  called  the  Minquaas  kill,  whe.e  the 
Swedish  fort  Christina  stands.  Ail  which  can  be  more  fully  anil 
clearly  seen  in  the  aforesaid  written  declaration,  and  in  the  deed 
and  conveyance  of  said  lands;  authentic  cjjpy  whereof  is  annexed 
hereunto,  N'  4. 

Notwitlistanding  all  this,  and  for  still  further  peace  and  security. 
the  said  Director  Stuyvesant  sent  for  all  the  other  Indian  chiefs  vet 
dwelling  about  the  aforesaid  river,  and  wlio  were  owners  of  tlie 
lands  situate  therealiouts,  and  in  presence  of  divers  persons,  ac- 
cording to  their  annexed  written  declaration  No.  5,  proposed  tn 
them  some  questions;  among  the  rest,  lie  divers  times  distinctly 
and  in  express  terms,  had  the  question  put  to  them.  Whether  they 
had  ever  sold  or  given  any  lands  there  to  the  Swedes,  as  these  al- 
leged V  AU  of  whom  thereupon  unanimously  and  positively  an- 
swei-ed.  No ;  only  the  ground  on  wiiich  the  Swedisli  fort  Otiristina 
stood,  and  a  certain  garden  to  plant  tobacco.  Declaring  further, 
that  tliey  gave  the  Company  all  the  land,  from  the  aforesaid  fort 
Cliristiim  down  to  Boomtjes  hook,  being  some  leagues,  to  do  tliere- 
witli  as  it  pleased.  Politely  thanking  them  therefor,  the  said  Di- 
rector preferred  making  them  satisfaction  and  a  present  in  return, 
which  they  also  have  siiecially  and  as  satisfitction  accepted,  as  may 
be  seen  by  the  deeds  thereof,  executed  in  due  form  under  the  signa- 
ture of  their  own  hands ;  copy  of  which  is  hereimto  annexed,  N°  6. 

Tills  being  thus  done  for  the  prevention  of  further  trouble  and 
for  tlie  removal  of  all  possible  pretests  the  Swedes  miglit  set  up. 
Director  Stuyveaant  found  it  necessary  for  the  greater  security  of 
the  Comiiany's  jurisdiction  and  the  protection  of  its  people,  to  build 
another  fort  on  the  Siiid  river,  and  to  raze  fort  Nassau,  which  lay 
too  high  up  and  at  too  inconvenient  a  distance.  And  selecting  for 
that  purpose  a  tolerably  suitable  spot  on  the  Company's  own  land, 
conveyed  by  deed  as  aforesaid,  about  a  league  from  the  Swedish  fort 
Christina,  and  having  completed  the  fort  which  he  called  Casimir, 
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aod  provided  it  with  a  garrison  and  munitions  of  war,  aceordint; 
to  circuDiBtaiices,  the  aforesaid  Dlnfctor  before  his  departure,  had 
divers  verbal  conferences  with  Johan  Printz,  the  Swedish  Governor, 
and  they  mutually  promised  not  to  commit  any  hostile  or  vexations 
acts  Hgainat  one  another,  but  to  miiiiitttin  toKether  all  neit;hborly 
frieiidalitp  and  corrcitpondence,  as  good  friends  and  allies  are  bound 
to  do. 

Afterwards,  this  Swedish  Governor  being  gone,  and  the  affali's  of 
the  Swedes  there  going  to  decay,  In  consequence  of  not  having  re- 
ceived any  assistance,  those  who  were  still  remaining  in  those  i>arta 
caused  application  to  be  made  to  Director  Stuy  vesant  tliat  the  Com- 
pany would  protect  and  take  them  iind^r  its  care  and  guardianship, 
offering  for  that  purpose  to  behave  as  inhabitants  and  subjects  of 
this  Stftt« ;  as  is  to  be  seen  by  the  annexed  extract  of  said  Director's 
despatch,  diited  6'^  Octolier,  I0<5.1,N''T.  And  although  many  would 
have  seized  that  opportunity  thus  to  be  rid  of  them  and  to  be  mas- 
ter of  those  who,  by  force  and  contrary  to  repeated  protests,  had 
settled  there,  and  at  whose  hands  they  had.  In  addition,  suffered  so 
many  affronts,  injuries  and  losses,  yet  such  was  not  done,  but  the 
said  Director  even  did  not  want  and  was  unwilling  to  accept  this 
their  offer  of  removing  under  the  Company's  obedience,  merely  in 
order  to  prevent  and  obviate  all  difficulties  and  conipliiinta  which 
might  be  made  and  put  forth  in  this  country  al>out  the  matter. 

This  civility  and  peaceable  proceeding  done  with  so  good  and  up- 
right a  meaning  and  intention,met  witha  very  ill  return;  for  after- 
wards in  the  month  of  May  of  the  year  1654,  came  a  Swedisli  ship 
full  of  people  into  the  aforesaid  South  river,  with  a  new  Governor 
who,  contrary  to  all  right  and  reason,  forcibly  mode  themselves 
masters  of  the  Company's  newly  erected  fort  Caaimir,  8trip|)ed  the 
Comiany's  people  and  soldiers,  who  were  but  few  in  number,  of 
their  arms  and  thrust  them  forth,  an<l  obliged  and  forced  the  free 
men  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Swedish  Governor,  as  they 
were  not  resolved  to  leave  all  their  property  there ;  as  further  is  to 
be  seen  by  the  coi)y  of  the  collected  atHdavits  thereof  made,  and  by 
the  annexed  extracts  of  the  letters  of  Director  Stuyvesant  and  Ger- 
rtt  Bicker,  late  commandant  of  said  fort  Caaimir,  N"  8. 

Making  theaiselves,  in  this  wise,  wholly  masters  of  tliat  fine  and 
navigable  river,  to  which  they  never  had  any  (irelentlon  nor  right, 
inasmuch  as  the  Company  had,  before  the  arrival  of  any  Christian 
Nation  there,  taken  and  caused  to  be  taken  ivossession  thereof  full 
12  years  before  the  c  lining  of  the  Swedes;  which  |>ossession  was 
further  confirmed  and  rendered  indisputable  liy  prior  and  legal  pur- 
chase of  many  and  divers  lands  made  over  to  them  by  pro|>er  deeds 
and  conveyances,  as  already  sulficiently  proved  ;  so  that  the  Sweites 
cannot  justify  tliia  atrocious  and  unheard  of  action  by  any  just 
pretext  or  appearance  in  the  world,  as  the  new  Swedish  Governor 
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also  seema  Hiifflcieiitly  to  admit  in  his  letter  which  he  wrote  on  tJiis 
subject  to  Director  Stiiyvesant;  for  he  says,  that  tiiis  ia  %  matter 
of  greater  importance  than  will  be  able  to  be  adjusted  by  sen'aittA 
who  as  he  observes — and  thia  is  to  be  remarked— mnst  only  obey 
orders;  excusing  this  his  improper  proceedings  by  the  commands 
which  lie  b!id  hereunto  received  from  tlie  Crown  of  Sweden  ;  as  is 
to  be  seen  by  the  annexed  extract  of  said  letter,  N-  9. 

T!»e  Director-General  of  New  Netlieiland  (who  was,  at  first, 
(freatly  ptiined  by  this  affair,  as  he  received  nothing  but  threats  io 
reply  to  his  friendly  demand  for  restitution,)  found  it  expedient  to 
resent  tiiis  wrong  last  year,  on  receipt  of  the  reinforcement  sent 
lieiice.  And  thereupon  dejferted  witli  his  supplementary  force  for 
the  l^outh  river,  and  with  Gml's  help,  reduced,  without  bloodshed, 
the  afoi'esaid  foil  Casiniir  again  under  the  obedience  of  this  State 
and  Company,  on  the  11'"  September,  1(155,  according  to  the  annexed 
Capitulation,  N°  10. 

And  us  the  Governor  of  Fort  Christina,  named  John  Rising,  so 
unjustly  fllehett  ttie  possession  of  tlie  aforesaid  fort  in  tlie  year  1654, 
from  this  State  and  the  Company,  !is  already  narrated,  and  as  noth- 
ing was  to  be  exiiected  but  that  he  would  undertake  a  similar  at- 
tempt after  the  departure  of  the  aforesaid  Director-General,  the 
latter,  therefore,  summoned  the  aforesaid  Fort  Christina,  and  ob- 
tained possession  thereof  in  lilie  manner,  without  any  bloodshed, 
on  tlie  £>'"  of  the  same  month,  accoi-ding  to  the  capitulation  here- 
unto annexed,  N"!!. 

And  tliougli  the  aforesaid  action,  according  to  the  law  of  nations 
and  for  divers  reasons, could  be  maintained  and  defended,  the  Com- 
pany,nevertheless,  in  order  to  showand  to  declare  before  all  the  world 
that  it  does  not  seek  enmity  with  any  one,  nor  ask  aught  belonging 
to  anotlier,  but  only  endeavoi-s  to  maintain  and  defend  its  own,  al- 
lowed on  tlie  same  day  an  offer  in  writing  to  be  made,  to  restore 
the  said  suiTcndered  Fort  Christina  to  the  said  John  Rising  on  hon- 
orable and  reasonalile  conditions  to  be  sworn  to  and  solemnly  ful- 
filled by  liini  and  his  ottlcers  as  Agents  on  the  behalf  of  her  Royal 
Majesty  of  Sweden  on  the  one  part,  and  tlie  Director-General  and 
Council,  as  Agents  of  this  State  and  the  Com|>any,  on  the  other. 
But  tbis  offer  was  rejected  by  said  John  Rising,  ou  pretence  that 
the  matter  was  not  within  his  attribute,  and  he  preferred  to  adhere 
to  the  Capitulation  which  had  l>een  concluded.

Of  a  fewer  doled  ss*  April,  less. 
The  aasistant  of  Fort  NiissMm  writes  tliat  Miiiuyt  was  at  tlie 
South  river  and  XvoA  sent  liis  sloop  above  the  fort.  II ;  would, 
Hflerwards,  again  go  up,  whicb  our  |>eoi>le  preveuted.  And  Peter  ' 
Mey  sailed  down  aboard  of  him,  demanding  to  see  his  commission 
wliieh  he  refused  to  exhibit,  saying  he  will  build  a  fort  there,  and 
his  Queen  had  as  much  right  tliere  as  the  Company.  I  liave  sent 
Jan  J»nsen,  the  Commissary  of  the  fort  tliither,  and  instructed  him, 
in  case  Minuyt  alioiild  attempt  anything  to  our  prejudice-to  protest 
aeainst  him  in  due  form.    I  hourly  exi*ct  news  from  there,  etc.

Minuyt  erected  a  fort  on  tlie  South  River  live  leagues  from  ours;

fort  provided  with  all       -■ ■ — ^^  sorts  of  goods  and  provisions ; 

liad  posts  set  up  with  "f^  -n  c  these  letters.  Jan  Janseu,  the 
Commissary  at  Fort  "•  *^  "*  Nassau  had  protested  by  my 
orders,  to  which  he  gave  an  answer,  copy  whereof  is  annexed  here- 
unto. We  subsequently  Rent  from  this  place  thither  a  draught  of 
a  protest  which  was  reail  to  him,  whereunto  he  would  not  answer. 
This  proceeding  is  highly  prejudicial  to  the  Comitany,  etc. 

Of  copy  of  a  certain  letter,  wilkmU  date. 
In  regiird  to  the  South  River,  affairs  remain  in  the  .same  position 
as  last  year.  Trade  there  is  of  small  amount,  l>ecau3e  the  -Swede, 
by  underselling,  had  depressed,  and  continues  still  to  keep  down  the 
market ;  to  behold  this  contentedly,  to  he  thus  hectored,  deprived  of 
the  trade  and  robbed  of  our  land,  is  a  vast  annoyance,  &". 

Of  a  leUer  duted  g.Octofter,  JS39. 
Fort  Nassau  in  the  South  River  is  a  heavy  charge  to  the  Com- 
pany; both  on  account  of  the  strong  garrison  and  tlie  sloop.  We 
see  no  means  of  lessening  it  on  account  of  the  Swedes  who  have  set- 
tled five  leagues  from  there,  within  our  jurisdiction,  though  tliey 
well  know  that  the  mouth  of  t)ie  river  is  sealed  with  our  blood,  and 
that  possession  has  been  taken  of  it,  al)ove  and  below.  Since  their 
arrival  there,  we  have  fallen  short  full  30,000  in  the  trade,  and  still 
daily  suffer  through  their  means.  Should  they  move  off,  whicli  tliey 
16-VOL.  V. 
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must  Boon  do,  if  not  reinforced,  we  will  never  coiieeut  to,  if  we  nre 
strong  enough  to  prevent,  the  settlement  of  any  one  witbtn  gur 
limiU,  which  ought  to  have  btten  tlie  ease  in  this  instance. 

Of  a  letter  dated  the  last  of  May,  lefO. 

The  Swedes  in  the  Sonth  River  were  resolved  to  move  off  and  to 
come  here.  On  the  day  before  their  departure,  a  ship  arrived  with 
a  reinforcement;  they  have  greatly  injured,  and  still  do  baro)  to 
theCumi)any;  the  trade  is  wholly  ruined,  etc. 

Of  a  letter  dated  the  15'^  October,  I64O. 

The  Swedes  on  the  South  River  were  last  spring  reinforced  with 
a  ship,  and  fresh  settlers  and  goods.  Othgrwiss  they  were  entirely 
agreed  to  come  over  here  with  onr  people,  &c. 

We  shall  treat  the  Swedes  with  all  civility,  although  they  are  be- 
ginning to  exhibit  much  hostility,  anch  as  forcibly  sailing  up  past 
our  fort,  trading,  threatening  to  run  off  with  our  sloop,  and  so  forth.

Twere  desirable  that  your  Honor  had  ouce  resolved  to  come  here 
in  person,  to  look  once  into  the  condition  of  this  river,  for  the  In- 
dians do  here  whatever  they  please.  The  house  they  erected  at  Fort 
Uevers  reede,  is  the  greatest  insult  in  the  world  that  can  be  offered 
to  the  Director  of  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company, 
it  has  been  placed  about  12  (a)  13  feet  from  our  palisades,  and  ther«- 
bf  shut  us  out  from  sight  of  the  water  or  kill.  Secondly  they  have 
occupied  all  the  land  round  about  us,  whereupon  they  have  this 
year  pL-inted  maize ;  so  that  we,  at  present,  have  not,  adjoining  the 
fort,  as  much  land  as  will  this  year  make  a  little  garden;  'tis  a 
shame  for  them  to  act  thus.  I  trust,  Sir,  you  will  provide  against 
It.  Symon  Root  hath  bt^un  to  build  bis  house,  but  'tis  ^aln 
thrown  down  under  foot  by  violence  and  force,  etc.

Tlie  uii<]emanied  good  vassals  and  subjects,  residing  under  tlip 
sovereignty  of  tlieir  llightinesses  tlie  Loi'ds  States  General  of  tlie 
the  United  Netherland,  tlie  Netherlands,  the  patroonahip  of  the 
General  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  and  tlie  government  of 
tlie  honorable  and  valiant  Director-General  Peter  Stuyvesandt,  on 
tlie  Island  Ahnimime  in  the  Schuylkil,  in  the  South  River  of  Xev 
Netherland;  humbly  represent— Whereas,  in  the  month  of  March 
last  we,  by  humble  i)etition  have  set  fortli  to  your  Honor  the  losses 
we  have  suffered  by  the  pniceedings  of  tlie  Swedes,  on  which  i*ti- 
tioiis  your  Honor  did  not  scruple,  at  great  trouble  to  repair  hither 
for  the  relief  of  us  your  ever  faithful  subjects,  which  affection  and 
as  it  were  fatherly  care,  we  thankfully  acknowledge.  But  tlionKh 
we  with  full  contldenee  assure  ourselves  of  being  able  to  dwell  herr 
on  this  South  river  aforesaid  with  greater  security  in  future,  to 
maintain  our  families  by  our  industry  and  diligence,  yet  we  arc. 
nevertheless,  up  to  this  day,  by  ojien  force  and  general  violence  ob- 
structed in  yourbonored  commission,  chiefly,  (coming  to  jiarticiilar 
facts):— 

I,  the  undersigned  Symon  Root,  most  humbly  request  due  in- 
demnity for  incuiTed  losses  and  dami^es ;  first,  for  the  opiwsitinii 
the  Swedesoffered  to  my  building  at  Wigquakoing  in  the  year  1647; 
inasmuch  as  the  throwing  down  the  llon'^"  Company's  arms,  and 
the  destruction  of  tlie  building  erected  by  Commissary  Aiidries 
Hudde,  rendered  it  suflicientty  apparent,  that  fuillier  oceupatiun 
there  would  be  prevented  by  them. 

In  like  inanner  also,  in  the  year  lft49.  Lieutenant  Swem  Sclioete 
and  his  assistants,  by  force  of  arms,  regardless  of  friendly  remon- 
strances and  legal  i)rotests,  xitterly  ruined,  broke  in  pieces  and  en- 
tirely annihilated  the  tiouse  brought  to  the  Mastemaeckers  hook,  «t 
which  tlie  foundation  timbers  wei-e  laid  and  the  ties  aet  up. 

In  like  manner,  I,  Cornells  Mourisen,  liave  tieen  afmid  to  settle. 
according  to  lawful  commission,  authority  and  deed,  on  my  desig- 
nated place  west  of  the  Mastemaeckers  tiook. 

Also,  in  June  of  the  year  IMS,  Governor  John  Priutz,  with  liis 
force,  hath  seized  by  violence  the  sloop  called  the  Zwpcurt,  belong- 
ing to  me  Juriaen  Planck,  and  prevented  my  voyage. 

On  the  last  of  December,  in  tlie  year  1647,  tlie  aforesaid  John 
Printz,  did  in  like  manner,  with  foree  and  violence,  seize  me,  Jiin 
Geraet,  with  my  boat  called  tlie  Siraeni,  visited  the  yaelit,  and 
handled  the  goods  in  an  unchristiaiilike  manner  and  to  the  greal 
loss  and  damage  of  me  Jan  Geraet,  turned  them  uiiside down;  took 
out  my  munitions  of  war,  wliich  consisted  of  about  60  lbs.  of  i>ow-

iler  and  six  guna,  but  on  my  promising  to  use  them  only  when 
obliged,  returned  me  some  powder,  about  47  lbs.  and  three  guna; 
the  remainder  he  kept  for  himself. 

Piu^uing  the  violence  aforesaid:  Commissary  Iludde  did,  fn  tlie 
jrcar  1651,  on  the  equitable  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Fort 
Bevers  rede,  namely,  Cornells  Monrissen,  Symon  Root  and  Philip 
-Innsen,  allow  and  point  out  at  a  certain  pLice  Iwhiiid  Fort  Bevers 
rede,  »  small  piece  of  ground  to  plant  some  garden  stuff  in,  which 
lieing  approved  by  us,  was  utterly  and  at  once  destroyed  by  an  ex- 
press sent  down  by  Mr.  John  Printz,  and  the  fence  for  the  preser- 
iiition  of  the  seed  publicly  burnt. 

In  like  manner,  did  we,  Peter  Cornelissen  and  Reynier  Dominions, 
about  the  middle  of  April,  on  the  showing  of  the  abovenaraed 
Commissary,  make  preparation  to  build  on  the  abovementioned 
Island  Ilaronuuuny,  west  of  the  Swede's  plantation,  and  laid  the 
ground  timbers  and  set  up  the  ties,  which  are  destroyed ;  yea,  all 
the  entire  work  was  cut  up  into  fire-wood. 

In  the  same  way,  we  Sander  Leeudertaen  also  had  land  granted  to 
us  by  express  command  and  onler  of  the  Director-General  Peter 
Stuyvesant  on  the  aforesaid  Island  of  Aharommuuy,  with  Abraliam 
Staets  and  Gerrit  Hendricksen;  the  land  was  measured  by  the  said 
ComuuBSary  on  the  22°^  May,  to  which  I  Sander  Leendeitsen  have 
liroiight  my  clapboards;  but  the  building  was  forcibly  prevented 
about  the  24'*  May,  by  the  Swedish  Governor's  Deputies,  Hendrick 
IIu)-gen  and  Jan  Papegay,  fully  armed. 

For  which  force  and  liindrance  of  our  necessary  business,  resorted 
to  by  tbe  Swedes,  do  we,  both  inhabitants  and  sloop  traders,  hereby 
complain  to  your  Honor  and  demand  due  reparation  for  tlie  same, 
and  each  for  his  suffered  damages  done  him.  In  like  manner,  we 
also  con)plain  to  your  Honor,  for  inasmuch  as  we,  the  aforesaid 
Sjinnn  Root  and  Comelis  Monriseu,  have  been  refused  iiayment  by 
the  Swedish  subjects,  on  the  ground  that,  being  subjects,  they  need 
not  to  pay  us.  In  like  manner,  we  also  declare  that  tlie  S\yedi3h 
subjects  have  stated  to  us,  that  they  have  been  forbidden  by  their 
Governor,  John  Prints,  to  ti"ade  in  any  way  with  us,  which,  also, 
was  manifest  on  divers  voyages.  We,  the  undersigned  do  declare 
all  what  is  above  written  to  be  true  and  truthful,  and  if  necessary 
will  confirm  the  same  by  solemn  oath  before  all  courts  and  judges. 
In  testimony  of  the  truth  we  have  signe<l  this  in  presence  of  the 
undernamed  witnesses.  Done  in  Fort  Bevers  rede,  tlie  Id"  July,

We,  the  undersigned  hereby  declare  and  testify,  with  offer  to  con- 
flrm  the  same  by  oatti  on  the  requisition  of  the  valiant  and  honor- 
able Mr.  Peter  Stuyveaant  Director  General  of  Curasao  and  Sew 
Xetlierland  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States 
General  and  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  [Company,]  that 
on  the  date  hereof,  in  presence  of  the  said  Director,  did  come  and 
ap|>ear  in  proper  person  a  certain  Siichem  or  Chief  well  known  to 
lis.  called  Wapjwnghzewan,  who  hath  declared  to  us,  who  are  well 
versed  in  the  Indian  langnage,  and  at  the  same  time  besouglit  us  to

the  river  unto  Sittoensaene,  otherwise  called  the  Minquaas  Kill, 
where  Fort  Cliristina  stands;  all  wliich  lands  with  their  kills  and 
superficies  both  on  the  west  and  on  the  east  shores,  have  always  been 
the  proiierty  of,  and  still  belong  to  him  Wappingzewan,  as  lie  de- 
clares and  offers  to  prove  by  the  Xatives;  also,  notwithstanding 
partly  occupied  on  the  west  side  by  the  Swedes  and  without  liis,  the 
owner's  knowledge  or  consent,  partly  settled,  although  never  pur- 
chased, nor  attempted  to  be  bought,  except  now  3  or  6  days  ago, 
since  we  landed  and  began  to  build  here.  Which  aforesaid  lands  he, 
the  Machem  now  was  not  inclined  to  sell  nor  to  convey  to  the 
Swedish  Governor  because  said  Governor,  without  acknowledging 
hlin  as  proprietor,  had  taken  the  land  and  had,  against  his,  the 
Sachem's  will,  and  without  asking  iiermission,  settled  it  in  part 
without  offering  him  any  sittisfaction;  but  being  more  favorable  to 
the  miicb  respected  General,  the  great  Sachem  of  tlie  Manliattans, 
lie  is  willing  to  present  him  the  land  and  the  property  tliereof ,  as  his 
friends  Mattahoorti,  Aquaboom,  Pemenatta  and  Sinquees  liad  done 
wit!)  their  lands,  called  Taraicongh;  wliich,  also,  the  aforesaid

Grasmeer,  V.  D,  M,  Cornelia  de  Potter,  merchant,  Isaack  Allerton 
of  Suffolk,  merchant,  Brian  Neuton,  Captain -lieutenant,  George 
Baxter,  Ensign,  Isaack  de  foreest.  Select  man,  do  hereby  certify  and 
declare  on  the  requisition  of  the  Noble,  Valiant  and  Honorable 
PetruB  Stuyvesant,  Director-General  of  Curasao,  New  Nether- 
laud,  that  on  Saturday,  being  the  9""  of  July,  new  style,  of  this  cur- 
rent year  1651,  in  our  presence  and  view,  before  the  said  General, 
in  their  proper  persons,  freely  came  and  appeared  with  other  natives, 
inhabitants  of  New  Netherland,  three,  so  named  Sachems  or  Chiefs, 
t^  name  Mattehoom,  Femenatta  and  Sinquesz,  who  in  our  presence, 
on  the  propositions  submitted  to  them  by  the  General,  through  the 
Interi>reter  Sander  Boyer,  in  presence  of  the  undemained  witnesses, 
sU  of  whom  are  well  versed  in  tlie  langui^e  of  the  Indiiins  on  this 
river;  namely,  Andries  Hudtle,  commissary,  Roelolf  de  Hues,  Jan 
Andrieaz,  and  Pieter  HarmenHen.  all  four  free  inhabitants  and 
traders  on  the  river,  residing  at  Fort  Nassau,  have  answered  sut>- 
atantially  iis  follows  and,  after  the  same  was  read,  confirmed  it  by 
solemn  sliaking  of  the  hands  of  the  General  and  of  us  the  under- 
signed. 

Fiist,  the  said  General  caused  the  Interpreter  to  ask  namely  Mat- 
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thehoom,  Pemenattha  and  Sinquessen,  whetber  they  were  Chiefs 
and  Proprietors  nf  the  lands  situate  on  the  west  side  of  this  riiei 
at  preHent  partly  incorporated  and  settled  b;  the  Swede  ?  Wliere- 
unto,  Matthehoorn  in  the  name  of  all,  answers,  that  they  were  great 
Chiefs  and  Proprietors  of  tlie  lands,  both  by  ownerstiip  and  by  de- 
scent and  ajipoiutmeiit  of  Minquaaa  and  River  Indians ;  wlierefore 
they  had  power  to  sell  and  make  over  the  lands ;  and  what  tliej  did, 
that  sliould  be  done  and  remain. 

Secondly,  it  being  proposed  and  asked  by  the  General,  through 
the  Interpreter,  what  and  liow  much  land  the  Swedes  had  bought 
from  the  Sacliems  or  Chiefs  on  tliis  river 't 

Mattahoom,  the  .Sachem,  answered  by  asking  another  question. 
Why  was  not  the  Sacliem  of  the  Swedes  present  that  tliey  might 
ask  himself,  and  hear  him  ?  The  General-s  reply  was,  that  beiug 
invited,  he  was  apparently  unwilling  to  come. 

Tlie  Chief  Mattehoorn  answered,  secondly— that  all  Nations 
coming  to  tlie  river  were  welcome  to  tiiera,  and  tliat  they  sold  their 
land  indiscriminately  to  tlie  first  who  asked  it. 

Thirdly,  tlie  Chief  Mattehoorn  declared  that  tlie  Dutch  nation 
have  been  the  earliest  comers  and  discoverers  of  the  river,  who  also, 
Gi'st  of  all,  settled  tliereon  among  them,  and  that  they  have  always 
maintained  good  friendship  and  commerce  with  the  Dutch  ;  adding 
thei'eunto  an  account  of  presents  which  were  exchanged  between 
them  and  the  Dutch  Nation.  Aa  a  further  evidence  and  declar- 
ation, he  also  added,  that  one  Cornells  with  one  eye,  or  a  Rim  ou  bis 
eye,  was  the  first  who  coming  here,  made  his  dwelling  on  the  river. 

N,  B.  The  aforesaid  did  not  fully  answer  the  proposition  of  the 
General,  who  then,  througli  his  intTpreter,  repeatet!  and  renewed 
the  question  in  the  following  manner ;  tliat  it  was  neither  his  nor 
his  nation's  custom  to  buy  or  occupy  any  landij  which  were  right- 
fully bought  and  occupied  by  any  other  nation ;  he,  therefore,  re- 
quested, before  proceeding  to  purchase  any  more  lands,  first  to  knuw 
whiit  lands  tlie  Swede  had  bought,  and  of  whom,  and  what  lands 
were  now  free,  and  who  were  the  right  owners.  The  question  thus 
put,  the  Sachem  Mattehoorn  made  the  following  declaration  ;  That 
when  Muiiuit  came  to  the  country  with  a  ship,  he  lay  before  the  Min- 
qua:ks  Kil,  wliere  he  the  Sachem  tlien  had  a  house  and  lived;  that 
Minuyt  tlien  presented  liim  witli  and  gave  him  a  kettle  and  other 
trilles,  lequesting  of  him  as  much  land  as  Minuyt  could  set  a  house 
on,  and  a  plantation  included  between  6  trees,  which  \v,  the  Sactiem, 
sold  liiin,  anil  Minuyt  promised  him  half  the  tol)acco,  that  wonld 
gi'ow  on  the  plantation,  although  it  was  never  given  to  him.  He 
declared  further,  that  neither  tlie  Swedes  nor  any  other  nation  hail 
bought  lands  of  them  as  riglit  owners,  except  the  )>atcli  on  which 
Fort  Ciiristina  stood,  and  tliat  all  the  other  houses  of  the  Swedes, 
built  at  Tinnecongh,  Uingeesingh  in  the  Schuylkil  and  at  other 
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places  were  set  up  tliece  against  the  will  and  consent  of  the  Indians, 
andtliHt  neither  they,  nor  any  other  natives  had  received  anything 
therefor, 

Bitt  that  the  present  Swedisli  Governor  had  3  («■  4  yeara  ago, 
bought  from  the  ilantas  Indian  named  Siscohoka,  still  living  and 
from  IMechekyralames,  now  dead,  some  land  on  the  weat  shore  and 
set  his  feuce  thereu|M>n,  to  wit,  from  Wychqnahoyngh,  named  by 
our  )<eople  Crereceur,  unto  about,  Mechechasou,  of  wliich  lands  they 
were  not  Chiefs  uor  Proprietor3,but  one  Kyckesycken,  in  our  tongue 
Live  Turkey.  It  is  conflmied  by  the  aforesaid  Sachem's  declaration, 
that  the  Uuid  which  the  Swede  at  present  occui'iea,  was  bought 
neither  by  him  nor  by  any  other  Nation,  except  where  Fort  Chris- 
tina stands  and  the  Schuylkil,  heretofore  conveyed  to  Arent  Corssen. 
The  General  further  asked  through  the  Interpreter  whether  they, 
tiie  Sacliems  were,  then,  right  owners  of  that  land  at  present  oc- 
cupied by  the  Swede  on  the  west  shore,  and  further  westward  to 
the  Bay  or  mouth  of  the  river,  and  whether  they  will  sell  the  afure- 
said  laiid  that  still  remains  unsold.  The  answer  of  the  aforesaid 
Sachems  was :  If  we  sell  tlie  Great  Sachem  of  the  Manhattans  the 
land  from  the  Schuylkil  down  to  the  Bay,  where  then  will  the  houses 
of  the  Swedes  remain  't  Will  the  Suchem  of  the  Swedes,  then,  not 
do  lis  harm,  on  that  account,  or  put  us  in  prison  or  beat  us ;  thus 
making,  through  fear,  some  scruple  to  sell  the  intermediate  laiula 
occupied  by  the  Swede.  Whereupon  the  General  made  answer, 
that  they  need  expect  little  or  no  difiicnity  therefrom,  inasmuch  as 
the  Schuylkil  lands  were  given  and  conveyed  17  (.ij}  IS  years  ago  to 
Arent  Cor^aen,  which  deed  he,  the  Sachem  did  renew  and  confirm 
in  the  years  1648,  and  again  confirmed,  so  that  there  was  no  question 
OD  this  head.  Therefore  the  aforesaid  Sachems  were  again  in- 
foroied  by  the  General,  that  he  was  not  dis|)0sed  to  make  any  trouble 
nor  to  buy  any  lands  that  were  purchased  by  the  Swede  or  any  other 
nation,  but  what  were  fiee  and  unsold.  lie,  thei-efore,  had  the 
question  once  more  put  to  them,  whether  the  lands  from  the  west 
point  of  the  Uiuquaas  Kil  down  to  tlie  Bay  or  the  mouth  of  the 
river  were  free  and  unsold,  and  would  they  sell  them  to  the  Gen- 
eral ?  To  which  the  Sachem  answered  :  Why,  Sachem,  do  you  ask 
that  question  so  often  'f  We  told  you  the  lands  are  not  sold  to  any 
person. 

After  a  little  consultation  together,  the  three  Sachems  aforesaid 
rose  up,  to  wil^-Uattehoorn  Penienatta  and  Sinquesz,  and  Peme- 
natta  spoke,  saying:  The  Swede  builds  and  plants,  indeed,  on  our 
lands,  without  buying  them  or  asking  us.  Wherefore  siiould  we 
refuse  you.  Great  Sachem,  the  laud  ?  ,  We  will  rather  present  than 
sell  tbe  Great  Sachem  the  land,  so  that,  should  the  Swedes  again 
pull  down  the  Dutch  houses  and  diive  away  the  people,  you  may 
not  tbink  ill  of  us,  and  we  may  wot  draw  down  your  displeasure; 
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which  the  Genera)  havinf;  promised  and  consented,  they  presented 
him  tlie  aforsaid  land,  and  the  Sachems  gave  him  and  the  remain- 
ing bystanders  the  hand,  in  sign  of  conveyance  and  free  gift ;  to  wit 
— tlie  land  from  the  west  point  of  the  Minqnaas  Kil,  wiiere  Fort 
Christina  stands,  called  in  theirlanguageSupeskongh,unto  Boomp- 
gens  hook,  in  their  language  called  Ncuw!iing9.  And  Femenatta, 
the  present  and  ceding  proprietor,  stipulatefi  that  whenever  any- 
thing is  the  matter  with  his  gim,  it  shall  be  repaired  for  nothing, 
and  when  lie  come  empty  among  our  people,  they  shall  remember 
[to  give]  him  some  maize,  and  again  a  token  of  friendship.  This 
we,  undersigned,  declare  aubstanlially  thus  occurred  before  us,  and 
by  the  Interpreter  Sander  Boyer,  present  with  four  others  versed  In 
the  Indian  tongue,  who  confirm  the  snnie,  being  ready,  when  neces- 
sary and  on  being  re<inired,  to  ratify  this  on  oath.  Thus  done  at 
Fort  Nassau,  on  the  South  river  of  New  Netlierland,  this  9  July, 
1651.  (Signed)  Wilhelmns  Grasmeer,  elergjman,  Cornells  de  Pot- 
ter, Isiiack  Alderton,  Bryan  Nenton,  George  Baxter,  A.  Hudde, 
Alexander  Boyer,  as  Interpreter,  B  de  Haes,  the  W  mark  of  Jan 
Aiidriesen  made  by  himself.  Lower  stood.  We  the  undei-sigued 
declare  that  in  our  presence  the  named  witnesses  have  signed  with 
their  own  hand  and  all  are  of  competent  age  and  credible  witnesses. 
Signed:  Mart«n  Cregier,  Captain  Lieutenant  of  New  Amsterdam 
burghess  company ;  Abraham  Staats,  Surgeon  and  elder  of  Ren- 
slaers  Wyck.

We  Amattehooren,  Peminackan,  Aukehoorn  and  Sinquees,  Sa- 
chems and  right  owners  of  the  lands  situate  on  the  west  shoiT  of 
the  South  River  of  New  Netherland,  do  hereby  certify  and  declare, 
that  we,  for  ourselves,  our  heirs  and  co-heirs  of  free  will  and  well 
advised  inclination,  have  this  19  July,  given  and  voluntarily  pre- 
sented to  Peter  Stuyvesant,  Chief  Sachem  of  the  Manliatans,  a  cer- 
tain portion  of  land  named  Tamecongh,  situate  on  the  west  shore 
of  the  aforsaid  river,  beginning  at  the  west  point  of  the  JliiKiuaas 
Kil,  called  in  the  Indian  tongue  Suppeckough,  untc  the  mouth  of 
the  bay  ur  river  called  Boompjes  hook,  and  in  the  Indian  language 
Canaiesse,  and  so  far  landward  in  as  our  right  extends.  To  wit.  to 
the  bounds  and  limits  of  the  Mintiuaes  country ;  which  lands  were 
never  before  sold  or  conveyed  to  any  nation  in  the  world. 
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We,  the  abovenamed  Sachenia  and  proprietora,  Amattalioom, 
Pnolaackan,  Ackeboom  and  Sinqueea  do,  on  the  date  unwritten, 
duif  cede  and  convey  the  same,  with  all  appendices  and  dei>eud- 
eociee  thereof,  unto  the  Sachem  of  the  Manhatans,  named  Peter 
ytnjvMant,  Dii-ector  of  Sew  Netherland  for  the  General  Incor- 
porated West  India  Company,  Hurrendering,  therefore,  in  presence 
i>f  the  undernamed  nitnesse.i,  Fiaclitms  of  the  Minquaa,  to  wit: 
Jonimy  and  Toiinahoorn,  Pimaduase  and  Oanjiowa  Rocquaea,  and 
tlie  aiider^igned  Cliriatian  witncssea,  for  the  behoof  and  at  the  re- 
i[uestof  the  Honorable  P.  Stuy vesaut,  for  the  West  India  Company, 
all  actual  and  real  possession,  iiroiterty,  right  and  Jurisdiction,  not 
only  for  ourselves,  but  also  for  all  our  heirs  and  co-heira,  Ivereby 
surroiiating  and  ennstitutiiig  him  right  Sachem  and  proprietor  in 
our  place,  without  we,  the  grantei-s,  reserving  any  part,  right  or 
jurisdiction  in  the  aforesaid  lands,  streams,  kills  and  superficies 
thereof,  the  hunting  and  fishing  excepted.  In  further  asauranee 
au<l  testimony  thereof,  we  declare  before  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
undernamed  Christian  witnesses  and  aforesaid  Sachems,  that  we, 
the  in~<inteTs,  have,  in  full  satisfaction  and  contentment,  and  as  a 
recompense  and  return  for  our  lands  aforesaid. 

Received  twelve  coats  of  duffebi,  twelve  kettles,  twelve  axes,  12 
adzes,  24  knives,  12  bars  of  lead,  and  four  guns  with  some  powder, 
and  on  condition  and  express  terms  that  we  shall  from  now  hence- 
forth, leave  the  afoi'said  lands,  trees,  fruits,  kills  and  rivet's,  solely 
iod  absolutely  (the  bunting  and  fishing  excepted),  to  the  disposal 
and  pleasure  of  the  aforesaid  Sachem  or  Director,  Peter  Stuyveaant, 
or  whomsoever  shall  obtain  his  action  with  express  stipulations  and 
promise  tliat  we  will  not  hereafter  sell  or  transport  the  aforesaid 
lauJs,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  any  other  nation,  nor  plant  com  there- 
lifnD,  except  with  liLs  con  ent.  Whereupon  we  have  received  and 
enjoyed  the  aforesaid  cargoes.  All  done  without  any  guile  or  de- 
ceit, and  signed  with  our  customary  marks,  on  the  land  Camecouck 
itself;  this  19  July,  1655,    Lower  stood:

Tlie  Swedes  on  the  South  river  would  be  well  inclined  to  rejair 
among  us,  in  case  we  will  take  them  under  our  safeguard.  Hitljer- 
to  and  until  we  receive  furtlier  information  from  your  Honors,  we 
decline  their  projxtsitl,  inasmucti  as  we  know  not  whether  it  would 
be  well  or  ill  received.  I  only  request  your  Honors  to  take  this 
matter  into  your  further  consideration,  and  to  communicate  to  us 
your  opinion  tliei-eupon  by  the  earliest  opportunity,  etc.

YeaterdaVi  the  7""  June,  your  Honor's  very  welcome  letter  was 
handed  to  me  by  Lourens  Hansen,  to  wliich  this  shall  serve  as  an- 
swer. 

On  the  last  of  May,  I  descried  a  sail,  but  not  knowing  whnt  it 
was,  sent  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven  in  comiwiny  with  some  free  tne" 
to  aaceitain  the  particulars ;  wlio  unex|)ectcdly  returned  hither  on 
the  next  day  alwut  two  hoiirs  before  the  ship,  with  intelligent, 
that  she  was  a  Swedish  vessel  full  of  |)eople  with  a  new  Goveiuiw, 
and  that  he  will  have  this  place  and  fort,  as  it  stood  on  ground  lie- 
longing  to  the  Crown,  as  they  alleged;  about  an  hour  after  tliis 
news,  came  Captain  Swan  .Schote  with  tlie  ship's  boat  and  about 
twenty  soldiers,  wtio  on  coming  up,  I  welcomed  aa  friends,  judgiug 
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that  if  he  wished  to  attempt  anything,  he  would  at  least  (jive  no- 
tice. But  on  the  contmrj',  he  made  hie  men  come  quickly  in  with 
him,  and  at  tlie  point  of  the  sword,  demanded  the  surrender  of  the 
river  and  of  the  fort.  Though  I  cumplained,  I  could,  with  dilflculty 
obtain  respite  enough  to  send  two  Deputies  on  board  to  demand  of 
tlie  Governor  his  commission  and  a  little  time  for  consultation ;  but 
before  the  messengers  liad  got  on  board,  two  shotted  guns  were  fired 
over  the  fort,  as  a  signal ;  whereuiwn  tlie  |>eoiiIe  immediately  were 
deprived  of  their  side  anns,  and  aim  was  taken  to  Are  at  lliem,  lie- 
canse  tliey  did  not  surrender  their  pieces,  whicli  were  immediately 
torn  from  their  slioulders ;  and  llie  guns  at  the  bastions  were  forth- 
with manned;  the  messengers  returning,  brouglit  word  that  he 
would  not  give  an  hour's  delay,  and  that  he  had  his  commission  on 
board  tlie  ship  and  that  we  should  soon  see  its  bullets;  and  the 
soldiers  were  forthwith  driven  out  the  fort  and  their  property  de- 
tained as  well  as  mine,  and  I  could  scarcely  induce  him,  by  prayer, 
not  to  be  turned  out  naked  with  his  wife  and  children ;  and  all  the 
prc>i>erty  in  this  fort  was  confiscated  by  itiem ;  yea,  the  very  grain, 
and  they  have  hardly  left  ine  enough  to  live  with,  etc. 

The  Governor  asserts  that  Her  Majesty  of  Sweden,  hath  permis- 
sion from  ttieir  lUgh  Mightinesses  to  take  prompt  ixissession  of  this 


Extract  of  the  Utter  wriUen  hy  the  Hon"'  Peter  Slui/resant,  Direetor 
General  in  N'ew  2>'elherla}id,  to  the  Directors  of  the  West  India 
Lonipani/,  Chamber  at  AmDterdam.  Dated  f  7"  July,  I654. 
A  ship  arrived  last  May,  in  the  South  River  of  New  Netherland, 
said  to  l>elong  to  the  thrown  of  Sweden,  with  some  considerable  rein- 
forcements; alx)ut,  as  is  stated,  three  hundred  souls,  with  a  new 
Governor ;  wlio  lyuig  in  front  of  our  Fort  Casimier  fired  two  (n  . 
three  guns  as  a  salute.  Whereut)on  20  (".  30  armed  soldiers  landed 
from  the  ship  and  were  duly  welcomed  on  shore,  In  front  of  the  gate 
of  the  fort  by  our  Commandant  there,  named  Gerrit  Bicker ;  there- 
upon conducted  through  tlie  gate,  which  stood  oiwn,  into  tlie  fort, 
where  being  come,  they  immediately  divided  themselves,  some  to 
the  bastions  or  bulwarks  of  the  fort,  others  overpowered  the  few 
men  belonging  to  the  Cum))any,  l>eing  at  tlie  time  10  or  12  soldiers, 
and  in  this  manner  made  themselves  inasiers  of  the  fort.  -Seven  or 
eight  of  theCompany's  soldiers  have  come  hither  with  Adriaen  van 
TJenhoven.  The  remainder,  with  Commandant  Bicker  and  almost 
all  ^he  freemen,  have  remained  there,  and  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity 
to  the  new  Swedish  Governor. 

The  fuller  details  of  this  scandalous  surrender  of  the  abovemen- 
tioiied  fort,  and  the  truth  thereof,  your  Honors  can  deduce  from 
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the  annexed  copies  of  depositions  and  unsized  letter  of  the  above- 
named  Bicker  in  answer  to  mine,  wliich  we  b»ve  received  over- 
land, etc. 

Depositions, 
Before  nie,  Comelis  van  Ruyven,  admitted  Secretary  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  West  India  Com  pan  r,  in  New  Netherland,  appeared 
Adriaen  van  Tienhoven,aged  36  yeai-s,  a  native  of  Breuckeleo,  lat« 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Justice  in  the  Sjouth  river,  who  at  the  requi- 
sition of  Corueha  van  Tienhoven, Fiscal,  in  presence  of  and  before 
the  Hon^NicMsiua  de  Sille, first  Councillor  of  New  Netlierland, 
testifies  and  declares,  in  place  and  on  promise  of  a  solemn  outb,  if 
necessary,  that  it  is  true  and  truthful  that  by  him,  the  dcfkonent, 
and  otiier  iuhabitants  as  well  belonging  to  FortCasimier  as  freemen 
thereabout,  was  seen  on  the  evening  of  Saturday,  being  the  30" 
May,  a  ship,  without  knowing  whether  it  whs  Dutch  or  English,  or 
of  other  uation.  Whei^upon  Commandant  Gerrit  Bicker  hoisted 
tlie  Prince's  flag  on  said  fort  and  commanded  this  deponent  accom- 
pauied  by  four  freemen,  namely,  Egbert  Uerritse,  Cornells Teunisse, 
Comelis  Mauritz  and  Peter  Harmans  to  proceed  to  the  ship  afore- 
said, in  order  to  ascertain  whence  she  came.  And  on  Sunday  fore- 
noon, about  6  o'clock,  he,  the  deponent,  with  the  four  freemen,  re- 
turned ashore.reporting  that  she  was  a  Swedish  ship,  having  on 
board  a  new  Governor  of  the  Swedes,  and  many  otiier  people ;  also, 
that  the  Swedes  intended  to  surprize  and  capture  said  Fort  Cast- 
mier  for  the  Crown  of  Sweden,  Tiiereuj^on,  all  the  freemen  and 
the  Hon'^Company's  servants  addressed  themselves  to  Commandant 
Bicker,  and  i-equested  him  to  give  orders  for  defending  tlie  place. 
To  which  Bicker  answered:  What  should  I  do?  there  isno  powder. 
He  neither  gave  nor  issued  any  order,  and  about  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  the  Swedes  landed  armed,  to  tlie  number  of  about  3U 
men,  whereui>on  Bicker  went  to  meet  them,  saluting  and  welcom- 
iug  them  and  led  them  into  the  fort,  of  which  tliey  immediately 
took  iHissession,  stripping  the  soldiers  of  alltlieir  arms  including 
their  side  arms.  He,  the  deponent,  seeinK  that  Commandiint 
Bicker  stood  still,  not  once  demanding  or  asking  for  their  Commis- 
sion or  order  for  such  proceeding,  turned  to  the  Captain  of  the 
Swedes,  named  Sweus  Schoote,  and  inquired  of  him,  wliere  his 
Commission  or  order  was?  To  which  he,  deponent,  received  for 
answer:  I  have  nothing  to  do  with  you;  let  your  commander  speak. 
Further,  he,  the  deponeut,  asked  Gerrit  Bicker  there  present, 
whether  he  may  not  go  al>oard  to  see  wliether  be  might  not  get  a 
sight  of  the  Governor  John  Hysingh's  Coumiissiou  or  order ;  which 
Bicker  allowed  him  to  do.  Thereupon  went  he,  the  deponent,  hc- 
companied  by  Peter  Ebel,  Burgher  Serjeant,  on  board  and  requested 
of  the  new  Swedish  Governor  copy  of  any  Commission  or  order  he 
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might  liave  to  tnke  forcible  possession  of  Fort  Cusimier,  situate  in 
tLe  South  river  of  New  Netherland,  and  the  lands  belonging  to  tlio 
Hon"'  West  India  Comiany,  Whereunto  he  received  for  auswer 
from  the  Swedish  Governor,  tliat  he  did  so  by  orders  from  Her 
Majesty  in  Sweden,  who,  said  he,  had  sent  AmlMissadors  to  tlieir 
High  Mightinesses,  to  ascertain  whether  their  High  Mightinesses 
had  given  orders  and  instructions  to  build  Fort  Casituier  on  this 
place,  and  to  usurp  the  bounds  of  the  territory  belonging  to  the 
Crown;  whereunto,  as  the  Governor  stated,  tlieir  High  Mighti- 
iiesaea  had  answered,  that  Her  Majesty  must  inquire  of  tlie  Uon''"^ 
West  India  Company  al^out  it;  the  Directors  of  which  had  also 
given  for  answer,  tliat  they  liad  not  issued  any  oi-ders  for  overstep- 
ping the  Swedish  bounds,  niucli  less  for  the  erection  of  Fort  Casi- 
mier;  and  that  tliey  iiad  further  told  the  Swedish  Aml>asHadors: 
If  our  people  are  in  your  way  there,  drive  them  off.  Therenptm, 
the  Governor  slapped  him,  deponent,  on  the  breast,  and  said :  Go, 
tell  your  Governor  that.  He,theUeponent,  coming  ashore  with  his 
companion,  Feter  Ebel,  found  the  fort  beset  with  Swedish  sentinels, 
as  well  near  the  guns  as  on  the  walls,  and  could  not  enter  the 
fort  without  their  consent.  All  which  he,  the  deiHtnent,  declares 
to  be  true  and  offers  to  verify  tlie  same  on  oath,  whenever  necessarj' 
and  on  being  required.  Ady,  11"' June,  A°  1654.  New  Amsterdam, 
New*Netherland.

In  Court.  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven  late  Clerk  of  tlie  South  river 
of  New  Nethertand  being  legally  summoned  by  the  Fiscal,  and  the 
above  written  his  declaration  dated  ll"'June  A°  1654,  being  diS;- 
tinctly  read  to  him,  word  for  word,  and  beiug  asked,  on  ttie  requi- 
sition of  the  Fiscal,  if  the  aforesaid  his  deposition  is,  in  all  its  parts 
true  and  truthful,  and  whether  lie  is  prepared  to  conhrm  it,  with  a 
good  conscience,  by  solemn  Oiith,  Thereupon  Adriaen  van  Tien- 
hoven, in  presence  of  the  Fiscal  Cornelia  van  Tienhoven  answered :

Before  me,  Comelis  van  Ruyven,  Secretary  of  New  Netherland 
residing  in  Fort  Amsterdam  in  New  Netherland,  ap|)eai'ed  tlie 
worthy  Peter  Ebel  of  Meckelenburch  freeman,  aged  about  40  years, 
who,  on  the  requisition  of  Comelis  van  Tienhoven,  Fiscal  of  New 
Netherland,  in  presence  and  before  the  Hon"'  Mr.  Nicasius  de  Sille, 
first  Councillor,  testifies  and  declares  in  ]ilace  and  ou  promise  of  a 
solemn  oath,  if  nece.ssary,  that  it  it  is  true  and  certain  tltat  by  him 
the  deponent  and  other  inhabitants  both  of  Fort  Casimier  and  free- 
men thereabout  was  seen  on  Saturday  evening,  tieiug  the  30"'of  May, 
a  ship  without  Imowing  whether  she  was  Dutch,  English,  or  of  some 
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other  Nation.  Whereupon  the  Commaiidniit  Gerritt  Bicker  had 
the  flag  of  said  fort  hoisted,  and  commanded  Aririaen  van  Tien- 
lioven,  accomimnied  by  four  freemen  to  proceed  to  the  ship  to  ascer- 
tain whence  she  ciim'e.  The  abovenamed  commanded  penton 
returned  from  onboard  on  Sim  day  forenoon,  about  eight  o'clock, 
and  re])Orted  that  it  was  a  Swedish  ship  on  board  which  was  a  Jien' 
Governor  of  tlie  Swedes  and  many  other  people,  also  tiiat  the 
Swedes  intended  to  Hun>i'iKe  and  capture  the  aforesaid  Fort 
CasimJer  for  tlie  Crown  of  Sweden.  Thereuiion  all  the  freemen 
and  the  Hon''''  Company's  servants,  or  at  least,  a  majority  of  tliem, 
(he,  the  deixinent,  esi>ecially,  being  Sergeant  of  the  burghers)  ad- 
dressed themselves  to  the  Commandantand  requested  that  he 
would  give  orders  for  defence.  To  which  Bicker  answered :  What 
should  I  do  y  He  did  not  give  nor  issue  any  order;  the  dejionent 
requested  the  Commandant  to  allow  the  gates  to  be  locked,  which 
he  did  not.  About  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  Swedes,  with 
about  3D  men  armed,  landed  from  on  1>oard  the  ship  which  fired 
shotted  gnus  over  the  fort.  Altliongh  advised  of  the  designs  of  the 
Swedes, and  seeing  the  armed  soldiers  land  withaCaptainandl  jeii- 
tenant,theCommandant,witlioutgivingany  orders  tothe  soldiers  nor 
directing  them  to  seeto  their  arms,  nor  providing  tliem  with  powder. 
which  he  said  he  had  not,  went  out  of  the  fort  to  welcome,  receive 
and  conduct  tlieSwe<Ies  into  the  fort,  of  which  they  immediately 
took  possession  and  disaimed  the  soldiers  to  such  a  degree  that  tbe>' 
could  not  retain  their  side  arms.  This  being  accomplished,  the 
l>eCoreiiamed  Commandant  Bicker  commanded  Adriaen  van  Tien- 
hoven,und  requested  this  deponent,  to  go  to  the  Swedish  ship  and  the 
newly  arrived  Swedish  Goveinor  to  inquire  and  ask  the  reasons,  and 
by  what  authority  his  men  foi-cibly  took  possession  of,  and  invaded 
Fort  Casimier,  situate  on  the  South  river  of  New  Netherlarid,  for 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Crown  of  Sweden.  The  Swedish  Governor, 
whose  name  is  John  Hysingh,  answei-ed  that  he  did  so  by  authority 
of  lier  Majesty  in  Sweden,  who,  he  also  stated,  had  sent  Aml>as3a- 
dors  to  their  High  Might ines-sea  to  aswrtaiii  if  their  Higli  Mighti- 
nesses had  authorized  and  ordered  to  locate  Fort  Casimier  at  tliis 
place,  and  to  encroach  on  the  limits  of  territory  belonging  to  tlie 
Crown,  To  which,  as  the  Governor  alleged,  their  High  Mightinesses 
answered.  No.  Also,  that  her  Majesty  had  addressed  the  West 
India  Comjiany,  whose  Directors  had  given  for  answer,  that  they 
had  not  authorized  the  encroachment  on  the  Swedish  limits,  much 
less  the  building  of  Fort  Casimier  in  the  South  river,  and  that  they 
had  further  told  the  Swedisii  Ambassadore  ;  If  our  peofile  are  in 
your  waythere,  drive  them  off.  Moreover,  the  Governor  ,^thereupon, 
slappt'd  Adriaen  van  Tienhoven  on  the  breast  with  his  hand  and 
said  :  Go  your  way  and  tell  your  Governor  that,  Adriaen  van  Tien- 
hoven  and  he,  the  deponent,  coming  ashore,  found  the  fort  occupied, 
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Swedish  sentinels  by  the  guns  on  the  walls,  without  whose  iwmiis- 
aion  they  could  not  enter  the  fort.  This,  the  deiionent  declares  to 
be  true  and  certain,  offering  to  verify  the  same  by  an  oath  if  neces- 
sary and  when  required.

Before,  etc.,  appeared  Cornells  JansenCoelen,8kiiH)er  of  the  yacht 
Y  Vliegende  hart,  who  deiKiseth  iind  declareth  the  same  as  Peter 
Ebel,  except  that  he  does  not  know  that  Bicker  was  requested  to 
fCive  orders,  and  that  he  did  not  hear  the  conversa^tion  Adriaen  van 
Tienhoven  had  with  the  Swedish  Governor.  Alan,  he  heard  the 
Swedish  officers  sny :  if  the  soldiers  will  not  willingly  surrender  their 
arms,  fire  on  them.  All  which  he  declares  to  be  true,  and  promises 
to  verify  the  same  on  oath,  if  necessary.'  Adyl2^June,lftH.  New 
Amsterdam.

Before  me.  Cornells  van  Uuyven,  etc.,  ap))eaTed  Ellas  Emmons  of 
Swol,  aged  37  years,  who  on  the  requisition  of  the  Fiscal,  Coinelis 
van  Tienhoven,  and  in  presence  of  the  lion''''  Nicasius  de  Sille,  hrst 
Councillor,  deposed  and  declared,  that  he  and  another  did,  on  the 
30"  of  May  last,  see  a  ship,  not  knowing  what  ship  she  was,  and 
that,  by  orders  of  the  Commandant  Bicker,  one  Adriaen  van  Tien- 
hovei)  and  some  free  men,  were  Hent  thither  to  inquire  what  vessel 
it  was ;  who.  returning,  related  that  she  was  a  Swedish  ship,  and 
that  she  had  come  to  seize  fort  Casimier,  situate  on  the  South  river 
of  New  Netherland,  which  the  Commandant  learning,  he  left  the 
people  with  whom  be  then  was  standing,  consisting  of  some  freemen 
and  servants  of  the  Company,  and  turning  about,  went  away  with- 
out givingor  causing  to  l)e  given,  any  orders  for  theoccasion.  After 
the  Commandant  had  surrendered  the  fortress,  he,  the  deiMuent,  as 
a  servant  of  the  West  India  Company,  re<iuested  his  anus  of  tlie 
Commandant,  which  he  repeatedly  refused,  and  said,  that  they  had 
faOen  to  the  Crown  of  Sweden.

solemn  oath,  that  by  him,  the  deponent  and  others,  both  inhab-

Bicker,  had  the  Prince's  flag  hoiated,  and  commanded  Adriaen  van 
Tienhoven,  in  company  witli  some  freemen  to  board  said  ship.  Wlio 
returned  and  reported,  that  slie  was  a  Swedish  ship,  and  that  she 
came  to  seize  the  fort  for  the  Crown  of  Sweden,  whereupon  soiup 
of  the  giirrison  repaired  tor  orders  to  the  Commandant  for  the  d«- 
fence  of  tlie  fort.  To  wliom  he  gave  for  answer :  What  shall  I  do?

I  cannot  neglect  acquaititing  your  Honor  that  I,  being  safely  ar- 
rived some  days  since  in  the  Boyal  3liip  the  Aren,  with  a  goodly 
munberof  jjeuple  from  the  Kiugdoni  of  Sweden,  have  by  tlie  judg- 
ment and  in  the  name  of  lier  Royal  Majesty  of  Sweden,  my  most 
graciouHQueen,sunimonedtheforterectedat  tbeSand  point,  wliiclj, 
after  exclusion  of  further  delay,  was  voluntarily  surrendered  with 
the  adjoining  Colonists,  who  learning  the  reasonable  conditiuus 
offered  thein,  together  with  the  liberty  of  going  or  remainmg,  re- 
paired mider  the  obedience  of  Her  Royal  Majesty  aforesaid,  aud 
afterwards  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  at  our  hands.  As 
this  is  a  matter  of  greater  conseciuence  than  can  be  decided  among 
Servants,  who  must  only  obey  oMere,  the  Sorvereigns  on  both  sides 
have  to  settle  this  matter  among  themselves,  and  agree  among  tlieui- 
selvea  about  it,  etc.

aud  muskets  belonging  totbeCi'own,shall  beand  remain  at  tlieilis- 
posal  of  the  Commandant,  to  remove,  or  liave  them  removed  frimi 
the  fort,  whenever  tlie  Conunandant  shall  have  an  oiiixirtmiity. 

Thirdly.  All  his  private  movables  shall  be  delivered  undamageii 
to  the  Commandant,  to  take  away  with  him,  or  to  have  them  re- 
move<l  whenever  he  pleases,  together  with  the  prot)erty  of  all  tlif 
oificers.

Fii^t.— AH  gnns,  ammunition,  material,  proviiiions  and  other  ef- 
fK'ts  belonging  to  the  Most  Illustrious  Crown  of  Sweden  and  the 
Sjutb  Company,  at  present  in  and  about  Fort  Christina,  shall  be 
Mild  remain  to  the  above  Crown  and  South  Company,  and  itdeiwuds 
iiLi  the  plea-Hure  of  the  Governor  to  take  tliem  with  him  or  to  deliver 
them  to  the  eaid  General  I'etrus  Stuyvesant,  on  condition  they  being 
ilcmanded,  shall  be  restored  without  any  delay. 

2.— Govenior  Johan  Rising  together  with  all  superior  and  inferior 
•iffiters,  servants  and  soldieis  shall  march  out  with  drum  beating, 
life  playing,  colore  dying,  match  lighting,  bullets  in  the  mouth,  with 
Imnd  and  side  amis,  first  to  Timber  Island,  whither  the  jwople, 
lifter  they  will  have  left  the  fort,  sliall  lie  safely  conveyed,  and  lodge 
in  the  houses  there  until  the  dejwrture  in  the  ship  Waey  of  the  Gov- 
ernor wlio  with  his  suite  and  proiieriiy  shall  at  furtliettt  within 
tlie  space  of  fourteen  days,  be  safely  and  certainly  conveyed  and 
brought  to  Simdyhook,  situate  five  le^uea  outside  tlie  Maiihataus. 
Meanwhile  Governor  Rising  and  Factor  Elswyck  shall  be  allowed 
to  remain  witit  four  or  Ave  servants,  so  long  in  the  fort,  for  the  pur- 
I'lse  of  arranging  their  affairs. 

3.— j\JI  writings,  letters,  documents  and  actes  belonging  to  the 
Crown  of  Sweden,  the  Southern  Company  or  to  private  i>ersons, 
fuund  in  Fort  Christina,  remain  untouched,  undisturbed  and  un- 
examined in  the  Governor's  hands,  to  carry  tbem  away  whitherso- 
ever he  pleases. 

4.— None  of  the  officers,  soldiers,  servants  or  freemen  of  the  Crown 
"f  Sweden  or  of  the  Southern  Company,  shall  bo  detained  against 
their  will,  but  be  allowed  to  depart  witli  the  Governor,  free  and 
unhindered,  if  they  please. 

4.— All  ministers,  otHcers.  soldiers  and  freemen  of  tlie  Crown  of 
Sweden  and  Southern  Company,  shall  retain  tlieir  pro|>er  movables, 
uuhindered  and  uninjured. 

B.— Should  any  servants  or  freemen  be  willing  but  not  ready  now, 
tn  depart  with  tlie  Governor  ami  his  suite,  they  shall  be  allowed  one 
yeHraiidsix  weeks  to  dispose  of  their  real  and  personal  property, on 
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condition  tbat  they  take  the  proper  oath  of  fidelity  for  the  time  that 
they  remain  on  the  liver. 

7,— Should  there  be  any  Swedes  or  Fina  disinclined  to  depart. 
Governor  Risingh  shall  be  at  liberty  to  admonisti  them  to  leave, 
and  if  inclined  to  accompany  liim  on  aiich  admonition,  they  sluUl 
not  be  detained  or  prevented  by  the  Geueral,  and  those  who  vrill, 
then,  remain  here,  and  earn  their  living  in  the  country,  shall  enjoy 
the  freedom  of  the  Augsburgti  Confession,  and  one  person  to  in- 
struct tliem  tlierein. 

8.— Mr.  Johan  Risingh,  Factor  Elswyck  with  other  high  and  low 
officers,  soldiers  and  freemen  who  will  now  depart  with  tlieir  proper 
movables,  shall  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  General  with  a 
proper  ship,  which  sliall  receive  them  at  Sandyhooh  from  the  coming 
vessel  and  convey  them  to  tlie  Texei,  and  thence  directly  with  a  hoy, 
sloop  or  other  suitable  craft,  toGottenburgh,  without  any  charge; 
but  such  sloop,  or  ship  shall  not  be  detained  at  Gottenburgh  for 
which  Mr.  Risingh  is  responsible. 

9. — Should  Governor  Rising!),  Factor  Elswyck,  or  any  servants  of 
the  Crown  of  Sweden  or  tlie  Southern  Company,  have  engaged 
themselves  on  behalf  of  said  Crown  or  Company  for  any  debts,  they 
shall  not  be  arrested  therefor  within  the  said  General's  government, 

10.— Governor  Risingh  shall  be  at  liberty  to  inform  himself  of  the 
conduct  of  the  late  Commandant  Sehute,  his  officers  and  other  sol- 
diers in  the  surrender  of  the  fort  on  the  Sand  i>oint. 

11. — Provided  the  Governor  engage  himself  to  cause  the  people 
under  bis  command  to  quit  Fort  Christina,  and  deliver  it  up  to  the 
Geueral  on  ttiis  day,  the  }  |  of  this  month  of  September.  Done  and 
subscribed  on  the  f^,  aforesaid,  of  the  year  1655,  at  the  place  of  pa- 
role, between  fort  Christina  and  the  Generars  eucanipment.

Meanwhile,  hypothe- 
cating for  the  moneys  aforesaid,  an  equivalent  in  the  Crown  or  the 
Southern  Company's  effects  be  left,  under  receipt,  in  the  hands  of 
tlie  General;  contsponding  duplicates  liereof,  to  be  made  and  to  be 
signed  on  both  sides.

Received  a  letter  from  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company, 
Oluunber  at  Amsterdam,  dated  tlie  24"'  instant,  and  therewith  in 
accordance  with  their  HiRh  Mightinesaes'  iterated  letter,  a  Deduc- 
tion with  the  pa|>ers  and  corroborative  documents  belonging  to  the 
same,  and  relating  to  the  Swedes  who  have  come  over  from  New 
Netheriand.  Which  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded 
to  refer  the  aforesaid  letter,  deduction,  papera  and  corroborative 
documents,  to  Messrs.  Huygens  and  otiier  their  Iligli  Mightinesses' 
Deputies,  for  the  West  India  Company's  affairs,  to  insiwct,  examine 
and  report  thereon.  Secrecy  thereupon  was  most  particularly  recom- 
mended. 


AMBASSADOR  HAROLD  APPELBOOM  TO  THE  STATES 
GENERAL. 

The  undersigned  Resident  Minister  of  Sweden  finds  himself,  by 
special  instructiona,  obliged  to  represent  hereby  to  your  High 
Mightinesses  that  the  Commander  in  New  Netheriand  for  the  West 
India  Company  of  this  country  had,  this  last  summer,  attacked  the 
Swedish  Company  occupying  the  South  river  of  Florida  most  unex  - 
pectedly  and  witli  force  of  arms,  seized  on  its  forts,  drove  out  the 
inhabitants,  and  thus  wholly  dispossessed  the  Swe<tish  Company  of 
its  districts.  'TIS  true  and  beyond  dispute  that  the  said  Swedish 
Company  hath  acquired  the  lands  they  occupied  on  the  aforesaid 
South  river  opltmo  titulo  juris  and  bought  them  from  the  Indians 
themselves  as  the  right  owners  thereof,  and  accordingly  have  had 
peaceable  pottsession  of  said  lauds  for  many  years  past,  without  the 
West  India  Comiwny  of  this  country  having  put  forth,  or  even  law- 
fully had  any  claim  to  it.  Therefore,  tjie  aforesaid  Resident  does 
Dot  doubt  but  that  these  hostilities  will  call  forth  your  High  Might- 
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inessea'  especial  displeasure, and  request  hereby  in  a  friendly  manner 
in  tlie  name  of  liis  Royal  Majesty,  his  most  gracious  Master,  that 
your  High  MiKhtinesses  will  be  pleased  to  issue  such  order  for  the 
redress  of  such  indecent  proceedings  of  the  West  India  Company 
aforesaid, as  equity,  justice,  mutual  friendship  between  both  Nations 
and  the  importance  of  the  matter  itself  demand,  and  is  exi)ected 
from  your  profound  wisdom,  wliereby  the  abovementioned  Swedish 
Company  may  be  indernnifled.  As  for  the  rest,  the  aforesaid  Resi- 
dent wishes  your  Higli  Migtitinesses  a  fortunate  and  prosperous 
government.

thei-efore.thatprompt  order  may  be  issued  fortheiedreasof  tbe.tfore- 
said  proceeding,  and  that  the  said  Swedish  Company  may  be  indem- 
nified. Which  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  to 
examine  further  the  information  on  the  same  subject,  heretofore 
sent  in  by  the  Directors  of  the  West  India  Company  of  this  country 
to  their  High  Mightinesses,  in  order  whensuch  is  examined,  further 
resolution  may  he  adopted  in  the  matter  aforesaid,  as  shall  be 
deemed  proper.

of  Plorida,  seized  its  fork),  expelled  the  inhabitants  and  tlius 
wboUy  dispossessed  tlie  said  Swedish  Company  of  its  districts; 
requestiug  tlieir  Hixli  Mightinesses,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
aforesaid  Memorial,  to  be  pleased  to  issue,  for  tiie  redi'ess  of  such 
iudecent  proceedings  of  tiie  aforesaid  West  India  Con  pa  y  of  tl  s 
country,  such  prompt  order  ase<iuity, justiceand  mut  alfre  ds)  p 
between  botli  Nations  and  tlie  im])ortance  of  the  matte  tself 
demand. 

Wliich  being  considerwl,  it  is  resolved  and  conclu  led  Hat  tie 
aforesaid  Memorial,  blether  with  certain  ample  infnrmat  1  eret  v 
fore  furnished  by  the  said  West  IndiaCompany  of  tbis  country  on  the 
foregoing  subject,  and  the  documents  tliereunto  belonging,  t>e  fur- 
ther examined  and  investigated  by  a  Committee  of  their  Great 
Mightinessesandadraft  of  an  answer  to  the  aforesaid  Memorial  be 
by  them  prepared,  and  a  reiwrt  thereof,  and  of  their  opinions  regard- 
ijig  the  said  subject,  be  made  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  Assembly 
here;  to  wiiich  end  the  gentlemen  from  Amsterdam,  Rotterdam 
and  Iloornare  requested  anduppoiuted,  as  they  are  hereby  requested 
and  commissioned. 


AaREEMENT  BETWEEN  TIIE  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY 

AND  THE  CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM  RESPECTING 

A  COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVEU. 


Conditlong  to  be  a^ted  upi:n  with  the  West  India  Cumpany.  Received 
Jl  August,  J6S6. 

1 . — The  West  India  Company  shall  approve,  and  as  far  as  lies  in 
its  power,  give  effect  to,  the  aeconipanying  Agreement,  basis  and 
regulation  on  which  the  City  of  Amsterdam  is  to  plant  Colonies  in 
New  Netherland. 

2.— Tlieii'  High  Mightinesses  and  the  Company  are  to  ce<le  and 
grant  to  the  City  of  Amsterdam,  as  founder  and  planters  of  the 
plHce,  high,  middle  and  low  jurisdiction,  in  order  the  better  to 
nmJntain  the  requisite  authority  there. 

3. — The  City  shall  possess  the  jurisdiction  aforesaid,  in  form  of  a 
fief,  successively  appointing  to  that  end  a  |>erson  on  whom  it  shall 
be  (confer re<l,  on  payment  of  certain  seignorial  dues.  (Hetrgeicaden.J 
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4.— The  Sovereignty  and  supreme  authority,  with  whatever  de- 
pends thereupon,  remaining,  nevertheless,  in  their  Higli  Mighti- 
nesses and  iu  the  Cum|)any,  so  far  as  the  same  is  authorized  by  the 
Charter. 

6. — And  wliilst  the  government  of  Amsterdam  hath  no  intention 
to  extend  any  autliority  or  power  abroad,  but  merely  designs  to  pro- 
mote commerce,  which  is  the  soul  of  this  city,  so  it  will  be  content 
to  make  over  and  convey  everything  to  the  Company  aforesaid,  in 
case  their  High  Mightinesses  aud  the  Company  aforesaid  be  inclined 
to  reimburse,  within  the  first  ten  years,  to  the  City  of  Amsterdam, 
the  moneys  disbursed  with  simple  interest  at  5  iwr  cent  yearly,  on 
condition  that  the  said  Cumpauy.  in  such  case,  remain  bound  to 
make  good  to  tiie  Colonists  the  Agreement  heretofore  drawn  up  and 
hereunto  annexed. 


CONDITIOXS  OFFERED  BY  THE  CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM 
TO  SETTLERS  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 

Draft  of  Condilitnia  to  he  offered  tn  (hone  who  may  be  sent  as  Colonists 
to  New  Nelherlaiid.    Secch-ed  II  August,  l>J5r,. 

1. — The  Colonists  should  go  thither  in  suitable  ships  with  their 
families,  requisite  household  furniture  and  additional  necessaries; 
for  which  purpose  license  shall  be  ap[ilied  for  and  obtained 
from  the  Amsterdam  Chamber  of  the  West  India  Company. 

2. — The  City  of  Amstei'dam  may  make  the  best  agreement  it  can 
with  the  skippers  for  the  tranS[iortattou  of  both  people  and  goods. 

3. — Said  City  is  to  advance  the  )»i8sage  money,  on  condition  that 
it  be  hereafter  repaid  to  the  City  in  manner  hereinafter  mentioned. 

4.— To  tlie  end  that  the  said  Colonists  may  gaiii  their  livelihood 
there  safely,  honestly  and  prosiwrously,  the  City  aforesaid  doth  be- 
forehand guarantee  as  follows : 

5.— First.  Said  City  shall  provide  aud  assign  a  fruitful  soil  in  a 
healthy  and  temperate  climate,  watei'ed  by  aud  situated  upon  a 
fresh  water  river  which  can  be  navigated  by  large  shi|is ;  for  which 
purpose  an  agreement  shall  be  previously  made  with  the  West  India 
Comi)any  for  a  place  at  ita  disposal  and  to  which  no  other  persona 
have  any  claim. 

B.— Here  the  City  shall  lay  out  a  proi>er  piece  of  land  on  a  river 
side  for  a  safe  habitation  and  residence  of  the  Colonists,  and  fortify 
it  with  a  ditch  without  and  a  wail  within;  and  divide  tlie  inclosed 
land  into  sti-eets,  a  market,  and  lots  suitable  for  the  use  as  well  of 
traders  and  uiechaiiics  as  of  farmei's ;  aud  all  this  at  the  ex|iense  of 
the  city. 
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".— The  City  of  Amsterdam  ahall  send  thitUer  a  proper  person  for 
Scboolmaster,  wbo  sball  also  read  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  set  the 
Psalms. 

8.— The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  provlsioiinlly  and  until  fui-tJier 
opportunity  provide  the  salary  o(  said  Scliooluiaster, 

9.— And  to  the  end  tliat  tlie  Colonista  going  thither,  may  be  pro 
vided  with  all  proper  necessaries,  as  far  as  possible,  the  City  of  Aii:- 
sterdam  shall  furnish  them  fur  one  year  with  clothing  and  all  sorts 
of  seed  grain ;  and,  moreover,  ahall  build,  in  the  place  aforesaid,  a 
large  magazine  or  warehouse,  wherein  it  shall  keep  all  sorts  of  arti- 
cles, botb  for  clothing  and  the  subsistence  of  the  people  and  supply 
them  witli  all  sorts  of  seed  grain;  it  shall,  likewise,  keep  a  factor 
there,  who  shall  funiish  everything  necessary  for  clothing,  house- 
keeping and  farming,  and  sell  these  at  tlte  same  prices  they  are  sold 
here,  the  Company's  custom  excepted. 

10.— Concerning  the  Company's  custom,  the  City  siiall  agree 
therefore  as  tavoi-ably  as  possible  and  especially  that  the  duty  to  be 
paid  ID  New  Netheriand,  ahall  be  employed  in  building  and  main- 
taining public  works  by  those  thereunto  to  be  authorized  by  the 
West  India  Company  and  the  City. 

II.— The  said  fortified  place  allotted  for  the  residence  of  the 
Colonists,  whether  called  a  city  or  town,  shall  be  regulated  in  mat- 
t«rsof  Police  and  the  administration  ofjustice  in  the  same  manner 
as  here  in  Amsterdam,  whereof  the  practice  and  custom,  particu- 
larly in  regard  to  descents,  shall  be  adhered  to. 

12.- Tbey  shall  flist  have  one  Schout  or  officer  as  the  head  of 
Justice,  instructed  as  is  the  custom  here. 

13. — The  Schout  shall  be  ap|xiiuted  in  the  name  of  their  High 
Mightinesses  and  the  West  India  Company,  by  the  Deputies  of 
Amsterdam,  who,  lor  this  purpose  shall  give  authority  to  the  Di- 
rector by  a  iKiwer  of  Attorney. 

14. — They  shall,  moreover,  have  three  Burgomasters,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  common  Burghers,  from  the  lioiiestest,  fittest 
and  richest. 

15.— And  five  or  seven  Schepens,  to  which  end  the  body  of  the 
Bui^bers  shall  nominate  a  double  number,  in  order  that  the  Di- 
rector, by  power  of  attorney, as  mentioned  in  Article  13,  may  make 
an  election  from  them. 

16. — On  the  increase  of  the  city  or  town  to  two  hundred  fiimities 
or  upwards,  these  shall  choose  a  Common  Council  of  XXI.  persons, 
who  shall  meet  with  the  Burgomasters,  and  resolve  together  on  all 
matters  relating  to  the  City  government ;  but  this  Common  Coun- 
cil, once  instituted,  shall  thereafter  have  power,  in  case  of  the  death 
of  one  or  more  of  its  membera,  to  fill  vacancies  by  a  new  election, 
unanimously,  or  by  plurality  of  votes;  in  like  manner  the  said 
Common  Council  shall  annually  choose  the  Burgomasters  in  man- 
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iier  as  aforesaid,  and  also  liave  the  nnniiriation  of  a  double  number 
out  of  which  the  Scbepens  shall  be  chosen  in  manner  as  alrexdy 
mentioned. 

IT. — The  Scbepens  shall  give  judgments  for  all  sums  under  one 
hundred  guilders  ;  but  in  cases  exceeding  one  bundred  guilders,  the 
party  aggrieved  shall  be  allowed  an  appeal  to  tbe  Director-Gieneral 
and  Council  of  New  Netberland. 

]8.~Suid  Scbe|>ens  shall  also  pronounce  sentence  in  all  crtniinal 
■  cases,  but  an  api>eal  therefrom  shall  be  provisionally  allowed. 

19.— The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  agree  with  a  smith,  a  wheel- 
wright aTid  a  carpenter  to  go  and  live  therefor  the  convenience  and 
service  of  the  Colonists. 

20.— The  City  of  Amsterdam  aforesaid,  shall  divide  all  tlie  lands 
round  about  said  town  or  city,  into  suitable  fields  for  plough  land, 
pasture  and  meadow  land,  laid  out  on  proi)er  roads  for  going  to, and 
coming  from,  them. 

21. — Every  jierson  who  will  follow  farming  shall  have  in  free,  fast 
and  durable  property,  as  many  morgens,  aa  well  of  plough  laud  as 
of  pa.stureand  meadow.asheand  his  family  will  be  able  to  improve, 
and  will  require  for  grazing,  be  it  20  (n  30  or  more  morgens ;  pro- 
vided all  such  lands  which  will  tw  given  and  conveyed  in  fee  to 
each  of  the  Colonists,  shall  by  thein  in  two  years  from  the  convey- 
ance, be  brought  under  cultivation,  on  penalty  of  the  same  being 
taken  from  them  and  given  to  others. 

22. — Each  of  the  Colonists  shall  settle  and  use  his  land  freely, 
without  paying  poundage,  horn  money  or  salt  money,  for  ten  years, 
reckoning  from  the  year  in  which  the  land  ix  first  sown  or  pastured : 
which  ten  yeai-s  Lelng  expired,  they  shall  not  be  taxed  higher  tlian 
those  who  are  taxed  lowest  in  any  other  district  under  the  govern- 
ment of  tbe  Directors  of  the  West  India  Com|»aty,  in  New  Nether- 
land.  They  shall,  also,  be  exempt  from  tenths  for  the  term  of 
twenty  years  reckoning  from  the  year  in  which  the  lands  will  be 
first  sown  ;  and  on  the  expiration  of  said  20  years,  the  tenths  shall 
then  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Amsterdam ;  with  the  understanding 
always,  that  lialf  of  these  tenths  shall  be  expended  for  the  8U|>port 
of  the  public  works  and  of  the  i)ersons  employed  in  the  public  ser- 
vice there.  In  like  manner,  also,  whenever  any  poundage  or  otiier 
taxes  shall  be  paid,  the  money  shall  be  employed  in  constructing 
public  works  and  keeping  tliem  in  repair,  and  in  defraying  the  saU- 
ries  of  persons  in  service  in  that  country. 

23,— TlieOity  of  Amsterdam  should  make  arrangements  tliatshiio 
shall  be  continually  and  consecutively  sent  from  Holland  to  load 
and  bring  over  grain,  seed,  timber,  and  all  other  produce  most  prof- 
itable to  the  Colonists,  who  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  at  liberty  to 
charter  private  vessels,  provided  they  be  consigned  to  the  City  of 
Amsterdam. 
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M.— Wherefore,  the  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  have  projier  store- 
houses here  for  the  storage  of  the  grain  and  other  property  of  the 
Coloniata,  to  be  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  name,  and  shall  return  the 
[iroceeds  thereof  in  such  articles  as  the  owners  shall  direct,  deduct- 
iDg  only  two  per  cent  for  commission,  and  one-tenth  of  the  net 
proceeds  in  payment  of  the  disburse  me  nta  made  by  tlie  said  City  for 
the  freight  and  passage  of  the  persons  and  goods  of  the  Uoloniats ; 
Hnd  that  until  the  aforesaid  disbursements  are  refunded  and  no 
longer. 

2S.—TheOoIonistsin  New  Netherlaiidshallbe  at  liberty  to  take  out 
of  the  City's  warehoiise  whatever  they  may  require,  at  the  fixed 
price,  provided  the  account  thereof  he  transmitted  with  the  Colo- 
nists' goods,  in  order  to  be  deducted  therefrom. 

26.-'Tite  Colonists  may,  for  building  houses  and  vessels  and  car- 
tying  on  tmde,  cut  as  much  timber  as  they  think  fit,  without  paying 
an>thiug  therefor,  not  only  in  the  nearest  and  most  convenient  for- 
ests, but  also  in  any  other  places  situate  in  the  district,  and  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Company  in  New  Netherland,and  not  al- 
ready granted  to  and  owned  by  any  private  person,  pravided  they 
submit  to  the  regulation  in  that  l>ehalf  made,  or  hereafter  to  be 
made,  as  ui  Article  28. 

27.— The  Burgomasters  of  Amsterdam  as  founders  and  Patroons, 
and  as  possessors  of  the  jurisdiction,  shall  appoint  the  secretary, 
messenger,  and  other  inferior  ofilcers. 

2X.— Hunting  in  the  woods  and  fishing  in  all  the  waters  and  rivers, 
not  heretofore  owned  by  other  persons,  shall  be  free  to  each  of  the 
Colonists,  under  certain  r^ulations  to  be  made  respecting  them,  by 
authority  of  tlie  Company  or  their  High  Mightinesses. 

29.— The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  provide  for  the  transportation 
ot  ull  tools  and  farming  implements,  free  and  without  paying  any 
duly. 

30.— And  in  regard  to  articles  which  are  sent  as  merehandise,  they 
shall  pay  to  the  IMrectors  of  the  West  India  Company,  as  duty,  ac- 
conling  to  the  specification  In  tlie  subjoined 
Table.

Amplification  of  the  aforesaid  draft  of  Conditions. 

Any  of  the  Colonists  who  by  himself  or  his  family  or  any  person 
in  his  service,  shall  discover  any  minerals,  crystals,  pi'ecious  stones, 
marbles,  etc.,  of  whatever  nature  tliey  may  tie,  may  possess  and 
keep  them  ashis  own,  without  paying  any  impost  or  duty  for  them, 
for  the  term  of  ten  years;  but  after  the  expiration  thereof,  he  shall 
be  held  to  pay  the  Company  one-tenth  |)art  of  the  proceeds. 

The  following  was  exhibited  with  the  3  drafts  of  Conditions,  and 
refers  to  Article  9  :— 

The  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  cause  a  convenient  warehotise  to 
be  prepared  wherein  shall  be  dejmsited  all  the  goods  t)ie  said  City 
intends  to  send  to  its  Colonie  in  New  Netherland,  where  they  may 
be  insiiected,  in  the  presence  of  a  person  apgtointed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  City  of  Amsterdam,  by  any  one  authorized  by  the  Di- 
rectors of  tl^e  West  India  Comi>any,  and  marked  with  tlie  marks  of 
the  City  and  Comi>uny,  the  duty  thereon  being  jwid  to  the  Company 
according  to  the  list  hereof  to  be  made  and  agreed  on. 

Which  goods  may, then, be  laden  with  the  Company's  knowledge, 
in  any  vessel  or  vessels  the  said  City  will  be  able  to  obtain. 

If  the  City  of  Amsterdam  shall  ship  any  goods  or  freight  in  any 
vessel  going  to  New  Netherland,  it  shall  submit  to  the  same  regu- 
lations as  others. 

But  if  the  City  of  Amsterdam  sliall  send  away  its  own,  or  any 
chartered  ship,  laden  only  with  its  own  goods,  it  shall  send  that 
ship  or  ships  directly  to  its  own  city,  town  or  Colonie,  provided  that 
all  the  goods  put  on  board  be  opened  In  the  City's  warehouse  there 
in  the  presence  of  some  person  belonging  to  the  Company  appointed 
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for  that  purpose,  to  whom  also  the  letters  and  coDimiaaion  from  tlie 
Ooiopaiiy  shall  l)e  delivered. 

[n  like  nianner  all  wares,  produce  or  merchandise  imported  from 
the  City's  Colonie  must  be  brought  whole  into  the  City  here  and 
opened  in  the  City's  wareliouBe  in  the  presence  of  a  iwrson  appointed 
for  that  pur|M>se  by  the  Comi«ny,  and  the  duties  due  to  the  Country 
and  the  CompMny  must  be  paid  thereon. 


Saturday,  the  12  August,  1656. 
Beceived  a  letter  from  the  Committee  of  the  respective  Chambers 
of  the  West  India  Company  repreisenting  tlie  Assembly  of  the 
Nineteen  convened  at  Amsterdam,  dated  there  the  lO""  instant, 
ti^ther  with  some  appendices  iu  answer  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses' desi)atch  of  the  1"  of  this  month,  and  in  conformity  thereto, 
information  and  advice  on  the  Petition  and  Papers  presented  by  the 
presiding  Chamber  of  Amstenlam  to  their  High  Mightinesses  in 
order  to  obtain  their  approbation  and  ratification  of  the  Conditions 
entered  into  by  said  Chamber  with  the  Burgomasters  of  the  City  of 
Amsterdam  for  planting  Colonies  iu  Sew  Netheriand.  "Which 
being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  the  aforesaid 
letter  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mess"  van  der  Capelle  to 
Ryssel  and  others  their  H^h  Mightinesses'  Deputies  for  the  affairs 
of  the  West  India  Company,  to  investigiite,  examine  and  report 
thereon.  Tlien  ia  the  foregoing  conclusion  formed  by  Mr,  van 
Benswoude. 


REPORT     OF    THE     COMMITTEE     OF    THE     STATES 
GENERAL  ON  THE  FOUEGOIX(r  CONDITIOKS, 

Mtmoraiiduvi  of  llie  Htpi/rl. 

Wednehdat,  V  August,  1666. 
The  Coinmittee  have  read  and  examine<l  the  letter  of  the  Assem- 
bly of  the  Nineteen  from  Amsterdam  the  10  August  with  the 
Agreement  concluded  between  tlie  AVest  ludia  Company  Chamber 
at  Amst«rdam  and  the  City  of  Anisterdam  for  the  peopling  of  New 
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Netherland  by  planting  Colonies  tliere  on  the  Conditions  therein 
stipulated. 

Aijo  read  the  draft  of  articles  to  be  granted  to  Colonists  by  tiie 
City  of  Amstenlam ; 

And  tind  the  stipulation  of  the  City  of  Amsteidam  and  the  draft 
of  tlie  articles  contain  nothing  prejudicial  to  tlie  public  interests. 


Fort  Amsterdam,  the  13"  April,  1657. 

To  the  Htmnrahle  Directors  on  tlu  behalf  of  the  city  of  AtnsteTilam, 
CommiisiotUTS  for  Qit  nianatjement  of  itn  Colonie  in  New  Nether- 

UonoTablt,  Worahipfvl,  Wiee  and  PTudent  Gentlemen : 

Mj  last  to  four  Honors  was  dated  the  25""  Deceniber,  1656,  and 
was  written  from  the  Texel,  when  I  went  to  sea  and  set  sail  in  the 
ship  Pn'n*  Mnuritt,  Mr.  Dirck  Cornelias*  honingh,  and  the  ships 
Bur  and  OefcifrwAe  B]om,  which  performed  tlie  office  of  Admiral, 
as  the  above  mentioned  vessel  was  greatly  clogged,  and  it  was  dis- 
covered, also,  that  neither  the  skipper,  pilot,  nor  any  superior  officer 
belouKiiig  to  the  ship,  had  ever  been  in  Xew  Netlierland,  or  fre- 
quented its  coast.  But  indifferent  luck  followed  this  arranKenient, 
for  ill  the  night  of  the  28"'  of  the  same  montli,  these  three  stiips, 
overtaken  by  bad  weather  or  a  storm,  was  separated  from  each  other ; 
they  from  ours  and  we  from  theirs.  We  afterwards  experienced, 
now  and  then,  divers  inconveniences,  from  the  sails,  which  were 
lilown  out  of  the  bolts,  from  the  shot,  which  rolled  out  of  the  car- 
riages, and  from  the  breaking  and  shipping  of  the  sea,  which  rushed 
so  heavily  and  im|>etuous1y  over  ttie  deck  as  to  make  a  large  crack 
or  vent  in  a  certain  great  beam  called  the  fisher;  six  or  seven  of  the 
crew  went  very  near  being  swept  overboard  at  once  by  a  sea,  which, 
liowever,  happily  flowed  by.  A?  the  ship  was  a  bad  sailer,  tlie 
southern  course  was  chosen.  Having  reached  as  far  as  the  :^  de- 
(tree  of  North  latitude  on  the  IT*  of  February,  tlie  course  was 
changed  in  order  to  expedite  our  voyi^e,  and  land  was  descried  a 
little  south  of  Cajie  Romatne,  whence  we  sailed  forward  and  some- 
times saw  some  low  land,  which  created  a  hope  tiiat  we  should  ar- 
rive with  the  above  named  ship  in  a  few  days  at  the  Maiihattes. 
Die  Lord  God  not  vouchsafing  this,  througli  the  ignorance  of  the 
itkipper,  pilot  and  other  of  the  ship's  officers,  about  eleven  o'clock 
on  the  night  o.  the  8^  pf  March,  ^ter  we  had  sailed  tliat  day  in  26, 
18— Vol.  V. 
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16  and  10  fathoms  of  water,  although  the  skipper,  inirsuant  to  my 
customary  warning,  liai)  promised,  not  an  hour  before,  to  take  good 
care  and  not  to  apare  the  lead,  and  that  be  should  quickly  cast  an- 
clior  and  then  come  into  tlie  cabin  to  report  or  communicate  the 
matter,  yet  tlie  men  unexpectedly  called  out  eight  and  nine  fathoms. 
Wishing,  t)iereu[)on,  to  tack,  and  the  ship  refusing,  aheiniinediatcly 
stniclc,aiid  BO  shoved,  which  she  afterwards  continued  to  do  harder 
and  harder,  so  that  we  were  not  a  moment  certain  whether  we 
should  leave  there  alive  or  iwrish.  After  |>assing  througli  most  of 
the  darkness  of  that  night  in  the  greatest  anxiety  and  fear,  we  found 
bursflvca,  at  day-break,  about  a  gunshot  from  the  shore,  but  beiufc 
between  the  shoals  and  the  strand  in  such  a  b!id|>osition,aiid  ignor- 
ant whether  this  place  was  south  or  north  of  the  Mahhattes,  it  was 
unanimously  resolved,  first  to  save  our  lives  and  then  to  exert  every 
nerve  fx»  save  as  much  as  we  jmssibly  could.  Accordingly  on  the 
B"'  of  March,  in  severe,  bitter  and  freezing  weather,  with  drifting 
ice,  after  great  trouble,  through  dnngerous  breakers  in  a  very  leaky 
boat,  with  considerable  water  in  it,  we  succeeded  in  rencliing  the 
shore  on  a  broken  spit  or  foreland,  on  which  neither  bush  nor  grass 
grew,  nor  was  any  tree  or  flre-wood  to  be  found.  On  the  third  day 
we,  for  the  first  time,  saw  and  spoke  some  Indians,  who  informi-d 
us  that  it  was  the  foreland  of  Long  Island,  and  that  the  place  was 
called  Secovtagk.  Meanwhile,  the  ship  gettingnearer  the  shore,  we, 
from  time  to  time,  unloaded  and  saved  all  the  dry  articles.  Having 
met  and  experienced  this  misfortune,  I  sent  an  Indian  wltli  ad\ice 
thereof,  to  General  Stuyvesant,  who  immediately  sent  us  a  small 
sloop  and  came,  himself,  on  the  second  day  after,  to  us  at  the  above 
mentioned  place,  which  lies  about  twenty  leagues  north  of  the  Man- 
hattcs.  On  the  other,  or  land,  side  of  said  place,  a  small  opening  or 
inlet  to  a  river  has  been  discovered,  which  a  small  sloop  can  enter; 
but  most  of  the  goods  were  brought  over  land  to  the  other  side  to 
be  loaded  on  the  river.  Working,  with  great  labor  and  industry,  I 
liave  discharged  most  all  of  the  goods,  as  far  as  it  whs  possible,  and 
brought  them  to  the  above  named  place;  bnt  before  they  could  all 
be  got  out  the  ship  stove  into  a  thousand  splinters  and  pieces.  But 
to  transport  the  wood-work  from  tlie  above  named  place  hither,  is 
not  worth  the  freiglit  and  ex|>ense;  besides,  the  stone,  tiles,  lime, 
coals,  etc.,  are  lost  and  washed  away.  Tiie  other  remaining  goods 
are,  aeconiing  to  specification,  put  on  boai-d  nine  craft,  both  yachts 
and  schooners,  with  a  perfect  account  of  what  goods  are  shipped  in 
each,  be  conveyed  to  the  Manhattes,  where,  being  come,  1  have  been 
obliged,  and  have  resolved,  for  the  prosecution  of  the  voyage,  to  liire 
the  ship  the  VtrgtMe  Btver,  agreeably  to  the  charter  jwrty  thereof, 
and  have  agree<l  to  pay  thi-ee  thousand  guilders,  Holland  currency, 
for  the  freight;  whereby  the  expenses  here  will  be  somewhat  in- 
creased.   To  meet  this,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  make  use  of  some  of 
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the  caTgoes.  as  these  ixiniinaud  a  hif^her  price  here,  such  hs  duffels 
{'! .  St  and  (a.  4  gl.  the  ell;  the  linen.  111  to  30  stivers  the  ell,  and 
otiiera  ill  proportion.  But  on  the  other  hand,  the  freight  of  the 
aliip  Print  Mavriu,  for  the  terra  ot  four  or  five  months,  with  the 
monUily  wages  and  victualing  of  the  seamen,  would  not  amount  to 
less.  I  am,  God  liiiows,  most  sorry  that  this  misfortune  should  just 
now  overtake  me  and  all  tlie  rest,  in  the  first  ship  proceeding  thither, 
aiul  superadd,  moreover,  such  tabor  and  inconvenience  that,  1  fear, 
we  shall  yet  pay  dear  for  it.  In  the  meantime,  I  trust  and  will  not 
doubt  that  Almighty  God  will  bless  and  prosper  the  well  begun 
affair  of  the  Colonie,  which  ai>t>ear8  considenible. 

Ill  regard  to  the  season  of  disi>atching  ships  for  the  winter,  'tis 
better  that  tliey  be  reaily,  and,  if  possible,  sail  in  the  last  of  Septem- 
ber or  beginiihig  of  Octolier,  so  as  to  bo  here  in  December,  or  by 
ttie  middle  of  that  month,  when  it  is  still  fair,  mild  and  ordinarily 
good  weather,  as  good  pre^iarations  can  then  be  timely  made  for 
whatever  is  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  winter,  bo  that  evirything 
may  be  seasonably  rea<ly  in  the  spring.  The  latter  i>art  of  the 
winter  lias  been  severe, and,  up  to  April,  the  weather  has  been  cold, 
rnu);h  and  disagreeable.  The  most  of  that  time  is  now  lost,  but 
liad  we  arrived  wll  safely,  I  could  not,  at  the  south,  be  10  or  U  days 
moreforward,  as  the  ships,  the  tfe/tIer,scA<  Ji/om  and  the  ifwr,  which 
arrived  some  10  days  after,  would  have  taken  all  the  mouth  of  April 
ere  tbey  could  be  unloaded  and  the  goods  again  transliip|>ed ;  but  by 
coDtiniMl,  steady,  vigorous  and  niiceasing  exertions,  we  have  now 
hmuglit  things  so  far  that  the  ship  the  Bever  is  now  fully  laden. 
I'oiir  Honors  will  please,  in  future,  to  observe,  above  all  things, 
that  tine  of  the  officers  of  the  ships  coming  hitiier,  whether  skipper 
or  pilot,  be  somewhat  conversant  with  this  coast,  or  hath  sailed 
liither;  many  such  are  now  to  be  found  and  esisy  to  be  got.  It  will 
also  be  most  necessary,  if  not  already  done,  that  I  be  immediately 
provided  with  some  suitable  little  vessels,  to  wit ;  one  or  two  prams, 
which  are  here  called,  also,  scows  or  champaua,  a  good  row  boat, 
a  sloop  of  nine  or  ten  lusts  and  a  schooner.  The  boat  Is  more  re- 
quired; without  it  much  cannot  be  accomplished  here. 

As  stono  and  tiles  are  most  necessiiry,  please  to  supply  again, 
liereafter,  at  pleasure,  materials  of  which  I  am  now  stripped  by  this 
misFortune;  also,  smiths'  coals,  grindstones,  which  have  remained 
in  the  ship ;  as  I  exiiect  to  be  able  to  get  suitable  timber  here  as  well 
as  lime,  they  need  not  be  sent. 

I  understand  that  i>ork,  beef,  peas,  etc.,  are  to  be  Imd  clieaper 
here  than  they  can  be  sent  from  Holland,  to  wit :  beef  and  pork  at 
4  and  6  stivers  the  pound ;  peas,  three  or  3i  guilders  the  skepel,  pay- 
able in  merchandize,  such  as  duffels,  linen,  etc..  at  aforesaid  prices. 
Aud  such  cargoes  are  of  use  for  the  purchase  of  cattle  ;  therefore, 
please  remember  to  send  some  of  these  articles  continually,  as  the 
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cargoes  are  estimated  in  the  purcliase  uf  beef  and  pork,  these  can- 
not cost  above  two  or  three  iind  a  half  stivers  the  pound,  or  there- 
about, a  httle  more  or  less,  according  to  circumstances,  so  tbat  man; 
expenses,  with  some  freight  and  risli,  can  be  saved. 

The  ship  Bever  is  now  ready  to  sail  with  us  to  the  South  River. 
God  grant  we  may  arrive  there  speedily  and  in  safety. 

It  will  be  necessary  that  a  proper  warehouse  be  got  ready  yonder, 
and  set  up,  and  being  again  taken  to  pieces,be  sent,  with  its  appur- 
tenances, by  the  first  opimrtunity,  as,  here  without  materials,  good 
tools  and  car|«nt«r9,  none  of  those  sent  over  as  servants  Ijeing  atile 
tomakeaitythinggoodorsuitable,  it  will  bealongaud  tedious  job. 
I  shall  require  also,  a  proper  young  man  who  is  somewhat  ready 
and  apt  at  the  pen,  to  serve  nie  as  clerk  or  secretary,  and  to  write 
down  and  enter  the  daily  occurring  events,  and,  morever,  to  cojij- 
wliat  may  be  found  necessary. 

In  like  manner,  should  more  ships  and  people  come  here,  it  will 
fall  somewhat  heavy  on  Commissary  Teynevelt,  as  he  is  alivady 
pretty  wtll  advanced  in  years,  aud  about  sixty  years  of  age. 

Should  a  person  suited  for  the  office  of  Schout  offer  himself  please, 
make  no  delay  in  tlie  matter,  as,  wlien  more  people  come  here,  such 
an  officer  cannot  be  well  disiiensed  with  among  new  arid  rough 
people. 

I  also  fully  hope,  and  have  placed  my  entire  reliance  on  a  clergy- 
man coming  over  in  the  flrat  ship,  so  that  all  our  work  may  begin 
in  the  fear  of  Gud,Hnd  obtain  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty;  that 
those  tliat  have  little  knowledge  or  light  may  not  become  Itack- 
sliders;  and  those  who  are  still  weak  in  the  faith  may  be  further 
strengthened.  A  learned  and  aged  man  who  hath  good  gifts  and  is 
wellacquaintedandconversantwitheliurch  government,  would  be  uf 
much  use  there.  This  should  not  be  deferred,  as  it  is  a  scandal  not 
to  liave  either  Church  or  Minister  there,  whenever  any  of  the  neigh- 
boring people,  aud  even  those  wlio  intend  to  settle,  come.  I.  there- 
fore, request  that  this  may  be  taken  into  the  gi'eatest  consider- 
ation, witli  an  effort  to  accomplish  it  most  speedily. 

I  learn  and  understand  here  nothing  Init  what  Ls  good  of  tiie 
lands  on  the  South  river.  The  original  deeds  of  purcliase  are  here 
and  were  offered  to  be  delivered  to  me,  but  for  greater  security  I 
havedeterminedthattheyshould  remain  here  ill  the Secretary'aotBce 
imtil  further  order,  taking  only  authentic  copies  thereof,  which  ar.' 
here  inclosed,  to  wit:  N°  1  is  one  prejwratory  to  the  purchase  of  tite 
land;  Jf°2  is  the  deed  of  it.  I  also  send  a  deed  conveying  Fort 
Casiniyr,  now  New  Amstel,  and  all  the  lands  thereunto  belonging- 
llerewith  is  a  seco::d,  or  otlux,  donation  deed  or  conveyance  of 
some  presentedlandssituateon  theeast  bank,  aswellasof  at>ortion 
of  land  on  the  west  side,  wliereof  no  deed  lias  as  yet  been  given  by 
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General  Stuyvesant,  because  he  Iwth  no  special  instruction  regard- 
ing it  from  the  Directors ;  this  tliey  can  do  on  some  future  occasion. 

There  being  other  good  lands  whicii,  I  un<lerstand,  are  useful  to 
tlie  Colonie,  I  shall,  from  time  to  time,  write  over  about  them  and 
about  other  circumstances.  Tliere  are  a  great  many  people  here 
who  request  permission  to  go  to  the  South  river  on  the  conditions 
granted  by  the  city.  I  told  them  they  could  communicate  their 
desire  to  me  in  a  written  upplicatiun  when  I  should  arrive  at  that 
place,  and  t  abouM  then  make  every  eflort  to  nccommodate  them  as 
much  as  pos-Mble,  but  I  shall  bear  in  mind  to  include  therein  as 
many  conditions,  for  the  ease  of  my  principals,  as  can  be  beneficial 
and  proper. 

In  order  to  prevent  disturbances,  it  will  also  be  neccessary  that 
the  soldiers  be  placed  on  a  certain  allowance  for  rations,  payable  to 
them  in  kind  or  in  cash,  weekly  or  monthly.  I  have  noticed  that 
Buch  is  provisionally  fixed  at  sixty  guilders  a  year,  but  it  must  be 
expected  that  your  tionora  will,  moreover,  be  pleased  to  direct  the 
time  when  it  shall  commence  anil  be  observed.  In  my  ojitnion,  the 
sum  of  sixty  guilders  is  too  little,  and  I  think,  under  correction, 
that  it  might  be  raised  to  thirty  stivers  per  week,  which  would 
amount  to  seventy-eight  guilders.  But  your  honors  will  please  to 
dispose  hereof  as  you  will  think  proi)er;  and  I  shall  pray  (iod, 

Honorable,  Worshipful,  Wise  and  Prudent  Gentlemen  I 
to  bless  your  administration  and  to  keep  your  i)ersons  iu  continual 
health  and  prosiierity.

TICE-DIREOTOn  ALRIOHS  TO  THE  BURGOMASTERS 
OF  AMSTERDAM. 

FoBT  New  Amstel,  7"  May,  A°  1657. 
liight  Wcrgkip/ul,  Most  Wise  and  Prudent  Lordn. 

My  Lords  :  As  you  have  been  pleased  to  employ,  and,  by  com- 
mission aud  otherwise  to  command  me  to  repair  to  the  South  river, 
there  to  perform  my  bounden  duty  to  your  Colonie  to  that  end  I 
embarked  on  the  21"  December,  of  last  year,  in  the  ship  Prina 
Maurila,  with  one  hundred  aud  thirteen  souls,  including  Colonists, 
free  mechanics,  soldiers  and  attendants,  together  with  sixteen, 
matrosses,  in  all  120  souls,  and  proceeded  with  them  on  the  proposed 
voyage,  and  after  some  storm  and  other  obstacles,  reached,  on  the 
8"*  of  March,  the  vicinity  of  the  Maiihattes,  aud  was  iu  daily  ex- 
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pectation  of  arriving  there.  But  the  Lord  Uod  did  not  vouchsafe 
this,  for,  through  ignorance  of  the  sliipper  and  pilot  wtio  were  never 
on  thU  coast,  and  of  otiicr  nffict^rs  of  the  ship,  having  neared  the 
shore  in  tlie  evening,  she  immediately  grounded,  and  bo  slioved, 
which  continued  afterwards  liarder  and  liarder,  that  we  were  not  for 
a  moment,  sure  of  our  lives,  and  seeing  no  escape  in  tlie  morning,  we 
unanimously  resolved  to  save  ourselves  on  a  broken  coast,  wiiich  we, 
some  days  later  understooil  to  be  Long  lalaod,  and  then  brought  the 
ship  as  close  to  thebeachas  was  possible,  saved,  with  the  great  labor, 
most  of  the  goods.  These  we  brought  over  the  broken  coast  to  a  little 
river  and,  whilst  there,  sent  for  nine  several  sloops,  in  order  to 
transport  in  them  whatever  was  saved,  to  be  put  on  board  another 
vessel.  An  agreement  was  made  to  this  effect,  as  by  the  Charter 
party,  with  the  skipper  of  the  Bever,  when  at  the  Manhattes  or 
New  Amsterdam.  I  have  about  SO  i>ersons  more,  who  arrived  with 
other  ships,  and  in  order  to  go  to  the  Uolonie,  have  also  taken  up 
with  the  ship  iJerer,  which,  having  completed  her  cargo,  set  .sail, 
on  the  16^  of  April,  from  the  harltor  of  New  Amsterdam,  and 
arrived  in  the  Colonic  and  at  Fort  New  Amstel  on  the  21"  ditto, 
where  I  have  been  put  in  possession  agreeably  to  tlie  deed  of  con- 
veyance executed  for  me  by  the  Director-General  in  Fort  New  Am- 
sterdam. Authenticated  and  other  copies  of  tliis  deed  were  sent 
by  the  ships  Bever  and  Oelderse  Blom  to  the  Directors  at  Anister- 
<lam. 

The  situation  and  quality  of  the  lands  on  the  South  river  are  good 
and  highly  considered,  the  rather,  as  I  i>erceive,  that  (livers  other 
families,  from  various  places,  evince  an  inclination,  and  request  per- 
mission to  remove  or  to  settle  on  the  above  named  river  on  the 
granted  conditions.  When  I  was  at  the  Alanhattes  I  promised  to 
accommodate  as  many  as  was  possible  of  them,  after  I  had  reached 
the  South  river,  and  it  they  then  would  communicate  their  request 
again  and  in  writing,  I  shall  remember  to  add  such  suitable  conditions 
thereto,  nay,  as  much  as  possible  shall  be  tlien  done  as  will  save 
your  Honors  from  any  disbursements  for  such  as  come  hither. 

Further,  I  Imve  granted  to  the  Colonists  and  free  mechanics  here, 
on  their  request, 24  or  2d  lots  for  house  and  garden,  each  lot  about 
3U  feet  front  and  180  feet  deep;  the  Colonists  and  some  freemen  are 
zealously  at  work ;  the  aforesaid  places  are  mostly  all  fenced,  and 
preimred  for  gardens,  even  wiillst  busy  planting,  for  which  it  is  now 
theseiison.  As  soon  as  the  gardens  are  finished,  and  the  people  are 
somewhat  undercover,  they  will  look  at  the  lands,  a  poitiou  of  which 
will  be  grAnted  and  conveyed  to  each,  tiieu,  by  lot.  Here  is  still  a 
good  deal  of  line  land  lying  waste  for  want  of  people,  who,  with 
whatever  appertains  tliereto,  will,  f  hope,  bs  ssnt  out  by  the  first  op- 
portunity. As  I  find  now,  at  first,  a  gre-iit  deal  of  one  sort  and 
another  to  do,  Ihave  not, as  yet, had  time  to  inform  myself  of  divers 
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circumstances.  Not  onecarpeater  has  been  sent  out  in  service  with 
us,  Icouldnot  save  any  atone  or  lime  or  smith's  coals, because  the 
ship,  after  she  was  almost  discharged,  went  intoa  thousand  splinters 
and  pitKes.  And,  as  tliere  was  scarcely  any  storehouse ,  £  Jiave  been 
nbliged  to  fix  something  tent  fashion,  to  preserve  the  goods  which, 
in  such  a  manner  or  with  sucli  covering,  are  not  sufficiently  pro- 
tected from  rain,  rotting,  &c.  Therefore,  necessaries  are  n»iuired 
to  be  sent  hither  for  a  large  storehouse ;  also  suitable  boats  and  a 
Minister,  all  which  are  of  the  greatest  necessity.  An  there  was  no 
powder-house  here,  I  have  had  a  cellar  constructed  under  the  walls, 
30  th»t  the  powder  may  be  preserved  in  a  sure  place  which  is  beyond 
danger.  Meanwhile,  the  ship  Sever  has  been  discharged  within  her 
ten  allowed  days.  The  soldiers,  with  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant, 
marched  overland  because  there  was  no  room  in  the  Sever,  above- 
mentioned,  toallowoftlieir  coming  by  water.  The  ship  experiencing 
contrary  wind,  the  soldiers,  on  that  account,  started  somewhat  later 
from  the  Manhattes,  and  therefore  arrived  at  tliefort  sixdays  after 

The  fort  is  nearly  falling,  especially  in  front  of  the  beach  ;  this 
will  have  to  be  repaired,  which  will  be  done  in  its  own  time. 

Little  is  thought  here  of  the  inhabitants  or  natives  and  other 
ueiglihors,  and  we  shall  be  sufficiently  cautious  towards  them,  not 
to  give  them  the  least  occasion  to  be  dissatisfied,  but  useevery  exer- 
tion to  treat  them  with  all  friendship  and  kindness,  in  order  to 
maintain,  as  occasion  shall  require,  all  good  alliance. 

Moreover,  I  shall,  as  in  duty  bound,  so  acquit  myself  in  my  station 
that  you  shall  be  satished  and  content.  Herewith,  abbreviating,  1 
shall,  on  the  earliest  occasion,  furnish  fuller  information  of  what 
ielat«eto  this  Colonie,  according  to  further  experience.  I  shall  also 
tnuismit  a  little  map  of  this  District,  especially  of  its  extent,  with 
the  condition  and  extent  of  the  buildings  in  this  fort;  likewise  a 
perfect  little  sketch  of  this  fortification.  To  this  purpose,  I  must 
receive  the  assistance  of  a  land  surveyor.  With  my  dutiful  respects. 
I  pray  Almighty  God,  Honorable,  Right  Worshipful,  Most  Wise 
and  Very  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  government  and  to 
grant  you,  personnlly,  continual  health  and  prosperity.

Fort  New  Amstel,  on  the  South  Ttiver,  8^  May,  16S7. 
HonoTalik,  Worghtpful,  Wise  and  Itight  Prudent  Qentlemen: 

My  last  was  on  the  12^  of  April,  since  whicli,  the  ship  Herer  being 
loaded,  I  embarked  in  her  on  the  16"  April,  and  proceeded  from 
the  road-steRd  in  front  of  the  Mantialtes  to  Fort  Casimir  in  tlie 
South  river  where  he  arrived  on  the  25""  ditto,  Gkxl  be  praised,  with 
about  125  souls,  followed  on  the  1"  May  by  36  soldiers,  with  whom 
were  some  freemen,  who  traveled  over  land  with  the  Captain  and 
Lieutenant.  On  the  day  of  my  arrival  I  t«ok  possession  of  the  fort, 
the  keys  of  which  were  delivered  nie  by  the  Vice-Director  Jaquet, 
and  the  place  vacated,  agreeably  to  the  deed  conveyed  to  me  at  the 
Manhattes  by  the  Hon''''  Mr.  Stuyvesaiit,  Director-General  of  New 
Netherland,  etc.,  whereof  I  have  transmitted  an  authentic  copy. 
But  the  fortifications  and  all  the  buildings  are  in  a  very  ruinous 
condition,  whereby  from  the  want  of  a  store-house,  etc.,  I  now  find 
myself  considerably  embarrassed.  In  order  to  unload  the  goods.  1 
moreover,  put  up  a  tent,  but  in  consequence  of  unsettled  and  rainy 
weather,  have  been  obliged  to  arrange  matters  here  as  well  as  I  can, 
not  as  I  would.  The  house  is  covered  with  oax  shingles  which  are 
so  shrunk,  drawn  up,  and  in  part  rotten,  that  scarcely  a  dry  siiot 
can  be  found  when  it  rains.  Andastherewasno  place  for  the  pow- 
der, and  only  from  eight  to  ten  kegs  in  the  house,  I  have  thought  it 
bestto  haveapowder-house  constructed  under  thesoutheast  bastion 
of  the  fort  for  the  greater  security  of  about  36  or  40  kegs.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  I  unloaded  ^nd  dispatched  the  ship  Bever  in  the  quickest 
time. 

To  each  of  tlie  Colonists  and  free  tradesmen  I  sliowed  and  con- 
veyed in  fee  a  lot  30  feet  in  breadth  and  about  isi  in  depth,  which  was 
soim  fenced  or  encircled  with  palisades.  The  greatest  portion  of 
them  are  prepared  forgardens,  which,  for  the  most  part,  are  ali-eady 
planted,  and  am  now  busy  itroviding  each  with  some  sort  of  lodging 
in  order  to  get  under  cov«r.  8o  quick  as  that  is  done,  1  sliall  look 
out  lor  land,  so  as  to  distribute  a  portion  to  each  by  lot.  And  as  I 
have  been  wholly  deprived  of  materials  such  as  stone,  tiles  and  lime 
for  the  mason;  Item,  wood-work  and  carpenters;  coals  and  other 
necessiiries  for  the  aniitli,  I  most  Iminbly  request  your  Honors  to  be 
pleased  to  take  some  trouble  to  send  out  a  stoi-ehouse  or  necessary 
materials  for  such ;  should  tlie  freight  be  too  high,  I  shall  endeavor 
to  get  boards,  but  these  will  not  be  wliat  such  work  demands ;  tliey 
will  be  badly  sawetl,  and  not  easily  had. 

Of  the  effects  and  property  belonging  to  the  Company,  I  have  taken 
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thesliot  and  atnunition,  furniture  ((rei/n8<joed«ren],with  some  neces- 
sary cuttle  which  I  cannot  do  witliout.  for  hauling  palisades  and 
other  timber  absolutely  required  for  the  repairs  of  the  fort ;  thisand 
theiniiicurriagesandplatfonusareina  most  ruinous  condition,  and 
the  building  Kre«tly  out  of  order ;  these  and  much  other  work  are 
jng;reatuee<lofim|irovement  and  repair.  The  proi)erty  made  over 
is  specified  itccording  to  inventory  as  to  be  seen  annexed. 

Tlie  laud,  here  is  Kood  and  fertile,  and  better  and  liner  in  the 
vicinity.  If  one,  two  or  more  hundred  men  additional  are  sent 
here,  be  pleased  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  wise,  first  of 
all,  to  secure  all  the  lands  at  present  lying  within  the  Company's 
jurisdiction,  or  claimed  and  heretofore  occupied,  or  to  be  occupied 
by  it,  on  Ixith  sides  of  the  8outli  river,  so  as  to  prevent  many  claims 
or  questions  which  may  be  set  up  thereto  by  private  persons  in  con- 
sequence of  some  right  ownership  through  individual  purchase,  gift 
or  other  privilt^. 

Regarding  the  jieople  who  are  sent  hither  by  your  Honors'  per- 
mission, [  think  it  would  be  wise  that  the  most  or  greater  |iortion 
of  those  forwarde<l  should  be  males,  inasmuch  as  strong  and  work- 
ing people  are,  in  the  first  instance,  the  most  serviceable  in  these 
parts,  and  can  do  more  than  those  who  are  weakly. 

And  as  some  freemen,  who  do  not  apply  themselves  to  farming, 
and  tiie  soldiers,  most  of  whom,  in  addition  to  their  wives  and  chil- 
dren, have  brought  over  servant  girla  for  their  housework,  are  im- 
portimate,  yea,  would  draw  right  plentifully  from  tlie  store;  wliilst 
from  many  of  them,  in  my  opinion,  but  little  is  to  l>e  expected  In 
return ;  and  wlienever  proi>er  reasons  are  objected  to  such  a  course, 
they  become  very  touchy  and  make  a  great  uproar,  and  unreasona- 
bly say,  that  they  have  been  brought  hither  and  cannot  get  what 
they  require  and  therefore  suffer  from  want,  Ac;  and  the  soldiers, 
in  like  manner,  are  mostly  dissatisfied,  although  good  rations  have 
hitherto,  been  issued  to  them  and  their  wives,  and  will  innist  on 
them  for  their  servant  maids  and  children,  have  the  goodness,  there- 
fore, not  to  postpone  stating  liow  many  rations,  or  for  what  amount 
of  money  they  are  entitled  to  draw,  annually,  from  the  store,  or 
when  their  fixed  or  apportioned  board  money  shall  annually  com- 
mence here.  This,  by  no  means,  ought  to  be  in  force  any  longer 
than  the  end  of  the  year  from  the  date  of  tlieir  sailins.  This,  also, 
ought  be  the  case  with  all  Colonists  and  tradesmen,  if  your  Honors 
liave  no  objection,  but  llie  Colonists  ought  to  be  allowed  12  montlis 
after  their  arrival 

In  regard  to  the  Bay  of  tliis  river,  which  is  about  five  leagues 
wide  and  nine  long,  as  strange  skipi^rs  or  pilots,  wlio  are  i^^uorant. 
of,  or  unacquainted  with  it,  will  find  tliis  somewhat  serious  imis- 
mucii  as  there  are  many  s;uid-bauks,  slioals,  and  fiats  wliich  extend 
to  u  coiisidei'able  distance,  I  have  conferred  with  some  seafaring 
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l>eople  on  tlie  subject,  in  order  to  aacertain  by  what  means  ttinse 
obstructions  could  be  remedied,  or  luanaRed  so  as  to  insure  tbe 
greatest  saftty  or  least  danger.  It  was  agreed  tliat  it  would  be  of 
use  to  lay  five  or  six  buoys  there ;  to  sound  the  shoals  in  the  most 
exact  manner,  an<l  then  to  write  a  description  thereof  for  general 
information.  Your  honors  will  please  to  consider  of  this  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  fonnd  proper.  There  is  a  very  good  land  at  the 
mouth  of  tlie  Bay,  where  some  i)eople  might  be  settled,  to  the  num- 
ber of  one  hundred,  or  at  least  eighty,  men.  If  many  persons  were 
sent  here  in  a  short  time,  then  a  sloop  might  also  sail  hither  and 
thither,  to  drive  some  trade,  and,  meanwhile,  to  look  out  at  sea  for 
arriving  vessels  and  then  to  pilot  or  bring  them  in. 

I  find,  likewise,  tl^at  the  greater  tlie  immlgi-ation  hither,  the 
greater  is  the  iro)N>i-tation  of  all  sorts  of  merchandize,  especially  of 
strong  liquors,  such  as  brandies  and  distille^l  waters,  as  there  is  nn 
impost  tiiereij])on  when  retailed  by  tapstera.tavetn-keepersor others. 
The  consequence  is,  that  mitny,  for  the  sake  of  the  protit.  seek  to 
sell  them,  and  do  sell  them  to  the  Indians,  who,  by  dnmkeuness, 
tjecome  very  rude,  and  quarrelsonie  and  disorderly.  Should  your 
Honors  make  any  objection  to  putting  some  imiHist  on  this  trade 
for  the  removal  of  such  evils,  I  shall,  nevertheless,  me:inwhile, 
think  of  and  try  to  introduce  other  means,  according  to  circum- 
stances, for  the  prevention  thereof. 

As  many  ])ersons  repair  hither  for  puiiKtses  of  agriculture,  and 
also  for  building  huts  or  houses,  some  cariienters'  tools  are  i-e<|uired, 
of  which  each  family  hath  great  need,  such  as  hand-saws,  adzes, 
axes,  augers,  etc.,  nails,  to  wit,  double  and  single  medium,  two- 
inch  nails,  wainscot  nails,  the  latter  most,  and  three  times  as  many 
as  of  the  others,  for  clapboards,  which  are  used  here  instead  of  tiles 
for  covering  roofs ;  iron  and  copper  pots  and  kettles,  also,  are  in  much 
demand  liere.  The  agricultural  implements  ought,  by  all  means, 
bed  of  tlie  strongest  and  best  kind,  not  liable  to  break  or  to  become 
loose  by  use,  namely,  hoes,  axes,  siiades,  shovels,  etc,  lum.  We 
have  great  need  of  10  or  1,200  He.  of  sheet  lead,  2  or  3  grindstones, 
and  also  a  bundle  of  steel,  together  with  all  sorts  of  measures,  skeiwls 
and  small  measures,  quarter  casks,  and  some  of  less  dimensions, 
which  Corss  Jans i,  says  were  not  put  on  board ;  quait  measures, 
etc.,  and  small  weights,  few  of  which  were  brought  here  and  are 
ditticult  to  be  had. 

Please,  also,  not  to  forget  sending  some  reams  of  |>aper. 

Also,  when  sending,  do  not,  by  any  means,  forget,  if  convenient, 
or  when  forwarding  cai^joes,  to  let  us  have  Pork  somewhat  plenti- 
.fully,  in  order  to  be  able  to  buy  up  here,  on  the  best  terms,  in  season, 
or  at  the  fitting  time,  all  sorts  of  necessary  jirovisions,  which  can  be 
jmrchased  here  cheap,  as  already  stated ;  and  as  Salt  in  this  place  is 
worth  alH>ut  'S(ii  .34  guilders,of  this  cun'ency,  the  skeiiel, and  some- 
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times  a  little  more,  wliich,  being  paid  for  in  goods,  I  etttimate  would 
ataud  in  about  iialf  in  Holland  curKiicy,  I  stiould  tike  mucli  to 
liavea  supply  of  it  especiallj  tor  curing  l>eef,  pork,  &c,,  which  I 
shall  attempt  by  the  next  opportunity  if  you  havn  no  objections; 
unless  it  be  previously  found  req|iisite,  inasmuch  as  it  is  profltable 
and  most  useful,  to  puvctiHse  one  or  two  hundred  deer  or  the  vetii- 
S1111  thereof  on  commi^ion.  These,  us  I  am  informed,  are  to  he 
liad,  at  u)t>st,  for  three  guilders  and  less,  because  they  are  shot  by 
thoHsands  here  every  year.  The  carcass  of  eacli  deer  might  weigh,  ■ 
one  with  another,  in  meat,  at  least  00  and  70,  80  and  90,  and  some- 
times even  lUO  lbs.,  which,  again,  is  to  be  pitid  for  in  goods;  that 
amounts  to  only  half  in  Holland  currency,  as  I  shall  be  able,  with 
full  certainty,  to  advise  you  by  the  next  opportunity,  Rlter  further 
ex|ierience  and  fiuiil  purchase. 

The  two  seins  wliich  were  seni  iu  the  Prin«  MauriU  are  almost 
»|ioi1ed  and  in  part  rotten,  as  the  ship  made  coiLtiderable  water 
when  it  was  stranded,  and  pievloua  to  its  being  discharged,  where- 
by the  nets  gut  wet ;  therefore,  please  furnish  us  with  othei-s,  by  the 
firat  opportunity,  as  they  are  very  necessiiry  and  useful  for  the  pur-  " 
|iose  of  making  the  rations  and  provisions  go  further- 
Herewith  ending,  I  shall  pray  God,  Honorable,  Worshipful,  Wise 
aiid  Right  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  administration,  and 
to  pre9er\'e  yourselves  in  lasting  prosperity  and  healtli.

N'ine  thousand  gl.  at  the  interest  thereof  at  three  and  a  half  per 
cent,  per  annum,  we  promise  to  repay  jirecisely  12  m.  after  date 
Ueraot  the  above  named  Margareta,  daughter  of  Ghysljert  Uomelis- 
seii  Fujck,  or  tlie  liearer  hereof,  in  heavy  silver  money  (the  iwtacoon 
Hi  ^  stiv.  and  the  dncatoon  at  03  stivers),  and  that  under  pledge  of 
tliis  city's  means  and  revenue,  Iwiing  si)ecia11y  authorized  thereunto 
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by  resolution  of  the  9'"  March  past,  ndoiited  by  the  Right  Worshtif- 
ful  Burgomasters  ;uii)  Common  Cuuiicil  of  this  city,  without  the 
above  niimed  Commissioners  and  Directors  being  hereafter  in  any 
wise  holden  or  resiMusible  therefor,  either  in  their  persons  or  pro- 
perty. In  testimony  of  the  truth  whereof,  the  above  named  Com- 
missionera  and  Directors  have  signed  this,  the  8''  of  May,  XVI 
hundred  and  fifty-seven,  in  Amsterdam.

VICE-DIRECTOR    ALUICHS   TO    THE    COMMISSIOXEBS 
OF  THE  COLONIE  OX  THE  DELAWARE. 

HanorabU,  Worshipful,  Wine,  Eight  Prudent  Qeitlletnfn: 

My  last  to  your  IIoDora  was  dated  theS"' instant,  whereunto  I  re- 
fer; iievertlieless,  I  am  under  tlie  necessity  tfi  re|)eat  here,  and 
again  herein  respectfully  to  request  you  to  be  pleased,  should  you 
not  have  already  sent  out  the  materiab  necessary  for  a  suitatite 
warehouse,  as  well  two  carpenters  at  least,  who,  without  whom  we 
cannot  get  along,  and  the  requisite  boat  and  clergjiuau,  no  longer 
topostiHineforwarding  tliem,for,  in  consetjuence  of  the  hea\-y  rain 
that  frequently  falls  here  in  great  quantities,  which  will  leak 
through  any  old  sails,  thei'e  is  imminent  danger  tliat  wliatever  is 
dry  or  susceptible  of  damage,  will  be  spoileil. 

As  an  aiwlogy  for,  or  in  place  of  a  storeiiouse,  we  have  only  a  sort 
of  hut  made  of  pro|>3  and  boards,  and  covered  with  old  sails,  which 
I,  through  great  necessity,  was  obliged  to  take  from  the  late  skipper 
of  the  Prills  Maurils,  on  condition  of  paying  for  them,  and  he 
would  give  short  credit.  I  have  therefore  secured  tlirs,  jw  I  must 
close  at  once  with  hini ;  tis  a  large  topmastsait,  a  pretty  fair  piece, 
and  a  mainsail,  tolerably  tight.  I  had  them  valued  by  Paulus 
Leenders,  Buq^master,  in  New  Amsteidam.  and  Claes  Willemsz. 
skipper  of  Beer,  who  estimated  them  at  10  and  11  stivei-s  the  ell, 
amounting  together  to  three  hundred  and  forty-six  guilders  of  this 
currency,  which  is  30  or  more  iter  cent,  lighter  than  Holland  cur- 
rency. In  exchange  for  this  is  delivered  to  him  wherewith  to  sup- 
port his  people  from  the  1"  to  tlie  15'°  of  April,  since  the  loss  uf  the 
ship  and  since  the  goods  were  put  again  on  board  a  small  sloop  and 
sent  to  the  Mauhattes;  this  was  fur  IS  men,  estimated  at  least  at  7 
stivers  per  day,  and  after  that,  again  at  tlie  Mauhattes,  was  de- 
livered out  of  the  ship  Becer  what  is  specified  in  the  annexed  ac- 
count, the  amount  whereof  Is  by  guess  at  my  valuation  ;  it  can  be 
again  valued  there,  inasmuch  as  the  price  or  what  the  provisions 
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coat,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  invoice ;  tliey  cun  then  be  offset  i^aiost 
one  auotber. 

A^aiQ,  the  skipper,  in  consequence  of  the  niisCoi-tuiie  that  has 
overtiiken  us,  is  inclined  tu  refuse  justifying  the  bills  of  liiding.  In 
reasonable  fairness  and  under  the  circumstances,  all  is  or  should  be 
considered,  since,  in  such  misfortune  or  mishap,  much  went  entirely 
to  loss.  There  occurred  not  only  much  leakage  in  the  liiiuors,  but 
on  shore  much  was  stolen  in  the  dischai^ng,  &a. ;  and  how  was  it 
kept  or  preserved  during  the  night  ?  The  sentinels  crawled  under, 
drew  out  in  tubs  wliat  was  found  sutticient.  Some  of  the  dry 
goods,entirelyscatteredabout,were  wet  aiidiiijured  by  tlie  quantity 
of  water  4n  the  ship,  and  the  skipper  could  not  resolve  on  cutting  a 
hole  in  tlie  vessel  to  let  the  water  run  out ;  and,  moreover,  one  thing 
or  the  other  was  wholly  carried  away  and  lost;  amongst  the  rest,  a 
barrel  of  hams,  smoked  beef  and  tongues,  a  box  with  side  arms 
Isedarmen]  and  a  flag.  I  would  have  willingly  bought  his  flag  and 
have  offered  to  pay  him  for  it,  but  he  will  not  give  up  nor  surrender 
it;  some  tul)s  of  bullets,  whole  pikes,  two  newly  made  tackles,  some 
Si>anish  wine  and  oil,  also,  other  goods  such  as  fans,  muds,  sieves, 
skepels  and  other  small  measures,  have  been  tlirowu  uverlx)ard  and 
drifted  away,  few  of  whicli  were  recoveied,  and  only  about  some 
dozen  muds;  some  of  these,  again,  broken  or  stove  into  pieces  by 
being  thrown  overboard,  were  swept  away.  I  have  therefore  re- 
solved, by  advice,  t<i  have  hia  goods  seized,  which  have  been  aaved 
and  brought  to  tlie  Maidiattes,  in  order  to  bring  him  to  reason,  be- 
cause, also,  he  lias  not  consented  to  give  me  receipts  for  the  provi- 
sions lie  applied  for  there,  and  which  were  delivered  from  the  sltip, 
dt  Bfer;  but  I  have  let  it  be  known  that  he  may  take  his  goo<l3  on 
giving  security,  and  dispose  of  them  to  his  benefit,  according  to  his 
pleasure.  The  matter  can  be  better  disposed  of  in  this  counti-y, 
where  all  the  circumstances  of  the  loss  and  misfortune  are  beat 
known  and  understood,  tlian  elsewhere,  and  'twas  done  principally 
with  this  view;  whether  the  proprietors  decide  on  setting  up  any 
claim  against  the  above  namnl  skip])er,  or  be  willing  to  acquiesce, 
I  expect  their  pleasure  by  receipt. 

In  regai-d  to  the  rations,  these  are  issued  according  to  the  annexed 
table  determined  on  here,  except  that  tish  is  also  used,  in  order  to 
make  the  provisions  go  fartlier.  The  rations  cannot  well  l)e  issued 
otherwise  than  etiually  among  the  Colonists,  free  handicrafts  men 
and  soldiers,  in  order  to  prevent  disputes  and  dissatisfaction,  which 
are  of  no  use  here.  It  is  also  to  be  considered  that  there  are  many 
who  have  heavy  families,  for  all  sergeants  and  corporals  have 
brought  over  maid  servants  with  them ;  provisions  must,  of  neces- 
sity, lie  issued  both  for  their  wives  and  themselves,  and  for  their 
maids  and  children.  At  the  lowest  calculation,  a  soldier  who  earns 
twelve  guilders  a  month  receives  in  weekly  rations  for  himself  one. 
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his  wife  one,  and  the  maid  andchild,  both  one;  in  all,  thre«  rations: 
arid  in  four  weeks  twelve,  which,  in  a  year  of  62  weeks,  each  ration 
at  least  at  30  stivers,  amoniita,  for  such  married  people,  to  'J3i 
guilders  yearly,  exclusive  of  daily  necessaries,  auch  as  Htocbings, 
slioes,  shirts,  clothing,  etc. ;  this  will  still  run  on  and  ouglit  to  be 
continued  until  further  orders,  so  as  to  avoid  at  the  outset  much 
umbrage,  and  I  expect  the  diminution  or  augmentation  in  value 
thereof,  and  at  what  price  eiwli  species  shall  be  chai^^ ;  also,  es- 
pecially the  first  cost  of  all  the  goods,  liow  and  at  what  prices  shall 
these  be  charged  to  the  people.  When  the  cost  of  all  the  goods  is 
specified  or  marked,  about  6(1  per  cent,  should,  in  myopinion.be 
a<lded  for  advances,  risk,  waste, freight,  labor  and  other expenHes of 
packing,  etc.  But  the  provisions  can  hardly  bear  this,  and  ought 
to  t>e  put  down  lower,  with  the  full  understanding  tliat  all  be  duue 
under  limitation  and  order  as  your  Honors  have  already  made,  or 
shall,  as  a  general  liasls  or  measure,  stilt  further  decide  on. 

Since  my  preceding  letters  I  have  made  some  enquiry,  and  taken 
some  information  respecting  the  country  and  its  advantages,  also 
regarding  the  situation  of  this  fort,  and  the  circumjacent  lands.  I 
tiave,  accordingly,  comprised  in  a  little  map  the  location  of  Fort 
New  Amstel  and  the  adjohiing  territory  belonging  thereunto :  also 
of  Fort  Christina,  now  called  Altona ;  and  in  like  manner,  sliown. 
generally,  how  near  it  is  to  ^'irginia  or  the  English  river,  which 
can  be  reachetl  in  two  days,  or  even  less.  On  this  road  or  way,  'tis 
also  said,  is  a  good  and  rich  iron  mine,  and  it  so,  £  shall,  at  the 
earliest  moment,  liave  a  sample  brought  in.  'Tia  situate  or  con- 
tained in  a  certain  mountain,  near  which  is  a  cataract  or  waterfall, 
on  a  river  that  runs  i)ast  and  cinse  by  the  place,  and  is  adapted  to 
the  turning  of  mills.  This  river  likewise,  a&onls  facilities  for 
bringing  away  such  substance  in  a  boat,  as  can  l>e  further  seen  in 
the  rough  sketch  of  the  above  mentioned  map  annexed  hereunto, 

I  have,  also,  di'awn  up  a  plan  of  a  city,  as  is  to  be  seen  in  tlie  ac- 
companying sketch ;  the  circumstances  and  situation  of  the  siiot  are 
not  very  much  unsulted  or  ill-iulapted  for  such  fortification,  inas- 
much as  the  place  where  the  ditches  of  the  city  are  to  run,  and  the 
two  harbors  are,  but  particularly  one.  in  some  sense,  and  apparently 
suited  thereto  by  nature,  save  that  in  a  matter  of  such  importance 
there  are  still  many  considerations,  and  notiiing  will  possibly  be 
effected  without  iuconveniencesarialngagainst  it.  I  am  conviuced 
tliat  the  first  harbor,  by  clearing  it,  could  be  so  made  that  a  hirge 
ship  could  sail  into  and  be  discharge<l  and  loaded  in  it ;  by  this  ac- 
commodation the  ships  would  be  protected  against. and  prepared  for, 
the  drifting  of  ice,  which  sometimes  here,  of  a  winter's  day,  Ikin-s 
in  such  masses  that  no  ship,  lying  in  the  river  could,  without  dan- 
ger, withstand  it;  add  to  this,  that  they  could  then  be  limded  and 
unloaded  with  greater  convenience.    I  shall  willingly  await  other 
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considerations  and  opinions  thereupon,  should  the  nuitter  come,  in 
any  wi»e,  under  deliberation. 

Xo  one  here  is  very  conversant  with  engineering  on  whose  survey 
and  judgment  reliance  could,  or  dare,  be  placed  in  a  matter  of  such 
great  importance.  I  was  obliged  to  have  laid  out,  as  l^est  I  could, 
the  tiouse  lots  and  gardens  b;  a  man  who  possesses  some  trilling 
knowledge  of  land  surveying.  The  people  were  anxious  and  crsiv- 
ing  to  be  under  a  roof,  in  order  to  do  something  for  their  own  sup- 
1>ort,  which  unusually  is  willing  labor,  for  b»d  they  gone  immedi- 
ately inland,  they  would  have  to  go  and  settle  more  aiiart  or  sepa- 
rated, at  their  own  risk  and  to  the  general  insecuilty,  and  could 
never  be  brought  to  dwell  within  (the  town)  near  each  other.  And 
1  tliink  it  ought  to  be  the  nile,  not  to  give  land  to  any  (xtrson  unless 
lie  reside  here  himself,  or  Is  domiciled,  and  have  kept  or  whs  keeping 
a  man  and  anus,  inasmuch  hs  'tia  of  primary  necessity  to  establish 
a  capital,  where  a  goodly  number  of  inhabitants  live  t<^{etber  and 
in  good  order. 

The  condition  of  the  land  on  the  other  side  of  this  river  is  like- 
wiae  gooil  and  fertile ;  nor  is  it  bad  policy  to  b^in  a  hamlet  or  vil- 
lage there,  were  it  right  opposite  this  place  or  nearly  so,  in  order  to 
completely  defend  this  river  thereby,  which  these  lands  and  phices 
flescrve;  neither  can  it  do  any  harm  at  first  to  keep  a  strict  watch 
here  and  there,  so  as  to  ascertain  somewhat  the  intentions  or  actions 
of  the  Swedes.  There  are  many  here  thoroughly  conversant  witli 
the  circumstances  of  this  phice,  and  they  are  trying  to  keeji  the 
claim  of  the  Crown  alive ;  that  is  not  of  much  moment,  but  neither 
ought  it  to  be  taken  too  little  into  account. 

I  have  also  made  one  drawing  of  Fort  New  Amstel,but  it  is 
somewhat  handsomely  sketched ;  the  walls  are  not  nearly  half  so 
good  as  they  appear  on  paper,  and  it  threatens  to  fall  down  where 
there  is  much  fluiierstructu re  before  it  can  be  rebuilt  or  re|Mired. 
It  is,  moreover,  small,  so  that  it  would  afford  but  poor  accommoda- 
tion for  the  Captain  and  Lieutenant,  which,  however,  it  has  not  yet 
donrt  for  want  of  materials  and  carpenters.  Each,  in  particular, 
liaa  already  a  somewhat  hit^  femily  and  movables.  Wherefore, 
ifhen  at  the  Manhattes,  each  of  them,  knowing  the  condition  and 
smallness  of  the  fort,  did  hire  a  projwr  house  which  they  occupy 
and  need.  For  these  reasons  none  can  or  will,  as  yet,  watch  iu  the 
fort. 

The  storehouse  in  the  fort  is  much  too  small ;  and  when  a  more 
suitable  one  is  built  it  will  only  make  the  space  narrower  or  more 
limited,  but  the  preservation  of  tlie  goods  is  most  impoi-taiit.  The 
|»ople  must  be  secured  thereby,  and  also  by  their  own  good  care  and 
attention.  I  have,  therefore,  made  a  sketch  of  the  fort  and  also  of 
its  proximate  dimensions,  so  as  to  ascertain  them  and  to  order  cvery- 
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tiling  proportionxlly  ;  if  it  come  to  this,  1  shall  duly  consider  wliat 
course  to  take  for  the  clispnaition  anil  atTAnKement  thereof. 

The  Colonists,  free  meclianics,  civil  servants,  with  tlie  ftvemen 
who  were  liere  liefore  our  arrival,  and  some  few  who  have  come  aiid 
settled  here  since,  may  amount,  altogether,  to  about  sixty  meii 
capable  uf  bearint;  arms.  They  shall  and  will  be  )ilB<¥d  undFT 
bur^hei'  ofticera  to  keep  watch  and  ward, Agreeably  to  the  conditions 
which  are  thereunto  enacted;  this  is  of  use  for  tlie  s*%uritj  and 
strength  of  this  Oolonie. 

The  gun -carriages,  and  whatever  belongs  to  them,  are  lad  and 
mostly  all  unserviceable;  if  hew  ones  be  made,  the  sun  and  heat 
will  immediately  dry  tliem  up,  and  cause  them  to  split  and  nsirp 
(persptfren),, unless  tarred,  they  will  be,  in  a  short  time,  rendered 
wholly  useless.  Therefore,  a  stock  of  five  or  six  tons  of  tar  ought 
to  be  seut  hither. 

In  like  manner,  for  private  houses  on  25  new  lots,  on  each  of  wlilch 
a  small  building  has  been,  or  will  hereafter  be,  erected.  Tliough 
country  fasldon  and  make,  they  reiiuire  n  quantity  of  ntuls,  es|ie- 
cially  double  and  single  ones,  a  good  many  si)ikes,  and  not  a  few 
wainscot  nails,  inasmuch  as  a  great  number  of  theae  are  used  tar 
clapboarding,  or  roofing  the  houses  witli  wood. 

Mr.  Jan  Oosting,  the  Surgeon,  hath  given  in  tliis  annexed  mem- 
oraiidum  of  necessary  medicines,  whicli,  he  says,  will  not  amount 
to  much.  He  requests  that  they  be  seut  out  by  the  earliest  opjNtT- 
tunity.

As  a  beginning,  something,  'twill  be  seen,  is  to  be  done  here;  al- 
ready some  iiersons  have  traded  a  large  qnantity ;  this  trade,  most 
proMbly,  will  ex^ierience  a  considerable  augmentation  and  improve- 
ment.  so  that  it  would  not  be  surprising  if  a  large  quantity  of  pel- 
tries will  be  sent  over  as  a  return  cargo  in  the  first  coming  a\n\». 

And  as  there  are  many  good  kinds  of  timber  here,  it  is  a  matter 
of  couHidenition  wliether  the  inlmbitants  will  not  find  herein,  iu 
course  of  tinie,  a  source  of  advantage  and  profit,  moreover,  as  it 
supplies,  with  toliacco,  loading  for  tlie  arriving  ships.  And  I  have 
heard  that  some  Swedes  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  cut  masts 
on  condition  of  piiying  reasonable  freight  thereon.  I  shall  talk  with 
them  on  this  subject  more  fully  and  finally  on  the  next  opportunity. 
In  order  tliat  this  Beaver  country  may  be  better  remembered,  I  also 
send  with  this  a  beaver  skin,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  somewhat  of 
a  curiosity. 

Heiewith  ending  I  will  pray  God,  Honorable,  Worthy,  Wise  and 
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Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  Honors'  government,  and  to  pre- 
serve your  Honors'  peraons  in  contiiiuat  healtli.

tUtractfrom  the  Utter  of  Evert  PieUraon,  Comforter  of  the  Sick,  and 
Scltoolmwftfr  in  the  Colonie  esU^lishtd  by  this  city,  Amsttrilinn,  on 
Uie  Sovth  Titer,  in  New  yilherland,  daUd  10"  August,  1657. 
We  arrived  here  at  the  South  river,  on  tlie  25"  April,  and  found 

3)  families  tbere,  mostly  Swedes,  not  more  than  5  or  6  families  be- 
19-VoL.  V. 
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lonfnns  to  our  nation.  I  find  the  land  Jiere  right  good  and  well 
timbered.  I  have  been  full  5  or  6  hourn  in  the  interior  in  the  noods, 
and  found  fine  oak  and  hickory  trees ;  also,  excellent  land  for  tillage, 
and  saw  many  plants  growing,  except  nettles,  8ll  very  good,  w  tbat 
the  land  produces  whatever  it  can,  but  of  the  best  kind  :  I  theref<H« 
firmly  believe  were  we  to  have  1  or  2  thousand  hearty  farmers  ire 
should  reap  an  excellent  crop  here,  where,  therefore,  nothing  is 
wanting  but  people.  Wharves  are  already  laid  ont  here  and  almost 
built ;  land  is  also  given  out  already,  and  every  effort  made  to  get 
the  winter  grain  in  the  ground.  Tour  Honors  are  also  informed 
that  there  is  considerable  black  walnut  timber  here  to  make 
gim-stochs  with ;  you  can  have  enquiries  made  of  the  gunsmitia 
what  it  is  worth,  and  whether  they  purchase  by  the  stick  or  foot. 
'  and  how  long  the  pieces  must  be,  and  then  calculate  the  profit  to  he 
made  on  it.  It  costs  only  the  labor,  and  makes  good  ballast,  for  s 
great  deal  of  it  is  worked  up  at  home.  I  already  begin  to  keep 
school,  and  have  25  children,  etc.

Honorable,  Worshipful,  Wise  and  Highl  Prudent  GenUemen: 

My  last  letters  to  you  were  dated  the  IS"*  April  and  8*  and  6*  nf 
May,  and  were  sent  by  the  ships,  Beer,  Qelderse  hinm  and  Brvtr. 
1  hope  they  have  all  got  safe  to  hand,  and  refer  thereunto.  I  had  re- 
quested therein  a  sloop  and  a  scow  or  cliampan,row-Ix>at, yacht  and 
galliot,  tnit  learn  that  a  row-boat  and  galliot  are  coming  and  sent  by 
the  Waeei,  which  is  looked  for  witli  great  impatience.  But  the  scow 
and  yacht  of  8  or  9  lasts  are  also  very  necessary  here. 

I  expect  that  a  large  qiiantity  of  material,  such  as  bricks  (jriwnenj, 
tiles,  smiths'  coals,  etc.,  will  t)e  sent  out ;  they  are  much  needed 
here,  as  we  have  not  a  solitary  brick  in  store  to  repair  an  oven  which 
is  in  ruin.  We  have  here  only  a  little  oven  which  is  unsuitable, 
and  cannot  last  longer.  Two  more  must  therefore  be  built,  where- 
fore I  expect  what  thereunto  belongeth  as  well  as  other  neceasaiy 
materials. 
Provisions,  generally,  arc  very  scarce,  and  the  arrival  of  the  ship. 
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the  Waeg,  is  anxiously  lookal  for;  otherwise,  we  shall  be  in  great 
distress.  I  have  already  had  aooiba.  of  EiiRlish  pork  purchased  at 
the  Manhattes,  payable  in  Duffles,  at  4  guilders  the  ell. 

And,  as  I  was  somewhat  apprehensive,  and  moreover  greatly 
afraid,  that  no  warehouse  would  be  sent  over  early,  which  is 
the  cause  of  greater  inconvenience  and  injury  than  can  be  ex- 
pressed.! have  theiefore  been  obliKed  to  conclude,  and  have  deemed 
it  proper  to  have  a  storehouse  built.  But  an  we  have  no  brick  here, 
and  as  it  must  be  constructed  entii'ely  of  wood,  and  there  is  no 
room  ill-  the  fort  to  set  up  coarse  and  rough  work,  and  of  areat 
dimensions,  I  have  had  it  located  on  one  side  and  under  the  fort  for 
protection  of  the  work,  56  feet  long  and  25  feet  wide,  9  hi({h,  with 
a  ceiling,  but  I  cannot  get  any  suitable  carpenters ;  consequently, 
it  makes  little  progress.  Notwithstandin);,  I  do  all  I  can.  Your 
HonuTS  will  please  not  to  omit  sending  out  3  or  4  of  the  be.sl  car- 
penters who  are  well  versed  in  their  work.  They  are  the  cheapest, 
iiiaHmuch  as  they  save  time,  and  the  work  is  tetter  made  and  faster. 
Tliey  will  have  steady  employment  here,  as  there  is  considerable  to 
be  made  and  repaired-  Three  or  four  carpenters  only  came  over 
among  the  freemen  :  one  of  them  is  sometimes  sick  or  ailing;  the 
other  will  not  work ;  the  third  demands  something  better,  and  so 
forth,  so  that  it  is  a  very  troublesome  and  difficult  matter. 

Furthermore,  as  a  secretary  or  clerk  was  necessary  for  the  dis- 
patch of  law  suits  and  occniTing  differences  or  questions,  I  have 
been  otiliged  provisionally  to  engage  Andries  Hudde,  who  also  un- 
derstands somewhat  of  surveying,  in  which  he  can  likewise  l>e,  in 
some  defcree,  useful ;  and ,  as  he  hath  HUed  the  same  oHice  for  the 
company,  and  is  here  domiciled,  nettled  and  also  licensed,  1  have 
agreed  with  him  for  30  guilders,  this  currency,  a  month,  i>ayable 
here,  with  rations.  Such  was  the  salary  and  board  received  before 
by  him,  he  a'so  provisionally  performing  the  dutiesof  Deputy  Sheriff 
(for  wbich  office  he  was  proposed  and  recommended  by  the  Deputies 
of  tbe  Commonalty)  for  the  avails  or  emoluments  thereof,  without 
haviiiR  any  other  perquisite  in  respect  thereto,  all  subject  to  your 
Honors^  approval,  or  until  another  be  nent  out. 

As  relates  to  the  deed  given  me  of  hmds  for  your  Honors'  Colonie 
here,  it  is  only  from  Boomtjes  hook  to  Christina  kill,  including  also 
many  inferior  tracts,  of  which  there  are  several  better  here,  both 
in  the  Bay  and  on  the  river.  And  it  were  most  proi>er,  when  this 
established  Colonie  shall  become  successful,  as  is  to  he  lioi)ed,  that 
the  whole  should  be  placed  under  one  head  of  government.  But  so 
soon  as  only  five  or  six  himdred  are  here  in  one  place,  they  must  be 
located  and  spi-ead  farther  apart,  as  there  is  still  here  much  excel- 
lent and  flue  land,  under  tbe  jurisdiction  of  and  belonging  to  the 
Ct>mpany.  Besides,  there  are  also  many  Netherlanders  and  other 
inhabitants  here  who,  with  the  consent  and  permission  of  the  gov- 
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eminent,  have  purchased  and  possess  deeds  of  some  miles,  or  many 
thousand  moreens,  of  land,  which  could  be  obtained  easily  for  a 
trifle  or  very  little.  And  I  think  it  would  be  of  advantage  to  ac- 
quire, by  degrees,  as  much  us  possible  of  it,  because  occasions  often 
present  tliemselves  to  me  to  prevent  any  of  them  hy)>othecating 
their  right  or  pi-ojwrty  to  tlie  English  or  other  nations.  But  what 
the  Company  owns  on  the  South  river  must  be  wholly  under  your 
Honors'  autliority. 

I  have  understood  here  that  the  General  proposes  to  send  a  Vice- 
Director  to  Fort  Altona,  and  is  offering  favorable  terms  in  order  to 
plant  a  Colonie  there.    Time  will  determine  wliat  progress  it  wHl 

Being  hitherto  obliged  to  furnish  and  supply  the  rations  of  the 
soldiers,  and  aisn  of  their  wives  and  cluldreii,  a  large  consumption 
was  tlie  consequence.  Add  to  this,  that  a  great  deal  of  dry  pro- 
visions were  injured  and  ruined  by  water  in  consequence  of  the 
wreckof  the  ship.  We  are  now  approaching  the  end,  and  are  long- 
ing for  the  arrival  of  the  ship  Waeg,  with  the  Galiot,  to  which  all 
eyes  are  beginning  to  be  turned,  both  for  those  without  who  intend 
to  repair  hither,  as  for  the  encouragement  of  the  insiders ;  l)ecau»e 
already  many  dilUculties  are  created  tty  reason  of  the  war  whicli, 
it  A  reported,  exists  IwtweeD  the  Crown  of  France  and  us,  where- 
fore 'lis  feared  tiiat  the  ship  or  ships  may  be  late  in  coming,  and 
this  might  then  cause  inconvenience  here. 

I  trust,  as  I  observe  from  the  letter,  that  the  Waeg  will  supply 
and  bring  over  everytlimg  that  is  most  necessary.  Besides,  1  am 
here  in  want  of  all  sorts  of  measures  and  of  wliatever  ap))ertains 
thereunto,  so  that  I  am  inconvenienced  on  all  sides.  Cors  .lanseu, 
the  steward,  hath  gone  away  and  broken  his  troth ;  i.e  is,  there- 
fore, ontlawed,  his  wages  conllscated  for  the  profit  of  the  State,  and 
himself  banished  for  tliree  times  seven  years  from  tliLs  southern 
Colonie. 

Be  pleased,  from  time  to  time,  to  let  the  prices  of  all  goods,  pix>- 
visions,  iron  ware,  and  all  ottter  necessaries  whatsoever  wliicli  :ire 
sent  here,  be  written  out  with  the  invoices. 

When  receivingand  sending  people,  please  to  observe  tliat  the  most 
of  those  drawn  and  sent,  be  conversant  with  farming  and  acouA- 
tomed  to  work,  so  ttiat  everytliing  may  t>e  more  exjtei'tly  done  and 
more  speedily  flnislied. 

[  liave  already  stated  that  there  is  a  very  fine  and  excellent 
country  culled  the  Whorekill,  abounding  very  much  in  wild  animaLs. 
l)irds,  fish,  etc.,  and  tlie  lalfd  is  so  good  and  fertile  that  the  like  is 
nowlierc  to  be  found.  It  lies  at  the  entrance  of  tlie  Bay,  about  two 
leagues  up  from  Uai)e  Hinlopen.  I  shall  .send  a  draft  of  it  by  the 
next  opiwrtuuity.  Please  I o  keep  it  recommended;  the  place  can 
be  convenient ly  visited  with  a  yaclit  of  «or  10fiisl«,but  some  people 
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must  be  there  for  security.  Tills  can  be  regularly  done,  or  set  aboat 
ill  course  of  time,  after  numben  are  sent  and  have  aiTived  here,  and 
mi<re  of  the  place  is  taken  up. 

And  wliereae  eonsidenible  proviHioiis  and  liquors  are  being  forced 
liere  at  excessive  prices  by  private  individuals,  as  well  retailers  as 
tavern-keepers  and  tapsters,  and  as  there  is  neither  bilker  uor  brewer 
liere,  and  thin  drink  makes  liungry  bellies  which  recoil  on  the  store, 
Hnil  as  working  people  mnst  sometimes  take  a  drink  of  beer  or  wine 
lo  comfort  their  hearts,  I  resolved,  with  the  advice  of  tlie  Municipal 
Kovernment,  and  on  the  representation  of  those  authorized  by  the 
Cuininonalty,  that  the  tapsters  and  tavern-keepers  should  not  re- 
tail the  can  of  Manhattan  beer  for  more  than  nine  stivers  which 
tliey  used  to  sell  for  fifteen ,  and  the  wine  in  proportion,  to  the  end 
that  tlie  articles  of  food  which  are  scarce  here,  and  sometimes  not 
to  be  had,  and  which  are  imported,  such  as  wheaten  Hour,  English 
loaves  or  bread,  bntter,  rice,  etc.,  when  not  abundant  here,  may  be 
also  regulated  at  a  reasonable  price,  for  the  good,  relief  and  advan- 
tage o(  all  the  inhabitants  and  settlers.  This  is  a  new  beginning, 
deUcate  in  all  or  many  respects,  and  accompanied  by  many  difficul- 
ties; but  hitherto  everytljjng  has  come  on  well  and  in  good  order; 
vvnj  possible  effort  will  \>e  made  to  continue  so;  the  jieople  are 
Hell,  and  well  disposed,  but  the  soldiers  are  sufficiently  inclined  to 
l)e  troublesome  and  importunate. 

It  also  sometimes  i>ccurs  to  me,  I  know  not  wherefore,  that  a  cer- 
tain pereun  who  is  bound  especially  to  promote  peace  and  quiet, 
seeks  to  cause  disturbance  by  himself,  or  by  others,  in  my  absence. 
I  tliuught  this  was  best  met  by  civility  and  reason,  and  I  avoid,  as 
much  as  possible,  to  afford  any  man  the  least  cause  of  dissatisfac- 
tion. If  It  happen  that  any  one  should  furnish  any  food  for  mis- 
construction, please  to  reflect  and  fully  to  believe  that  such  person 
ntn  well  be  spared  from  this  plage. 

By  the  ship  de  Meulen  has  arrived  your  Honors'  most  welcome 
letter,  dated  10""  April,  which  reached  me  for  the  first  time  on  the 
but  day  of  July.  I  have  been  much  pleased  to  learn  by  it  that  the 
xliip  ik  Waeg  was  taking  in  a  cargo,  together  with  a  schooner  and 
several  families  of  Colonists  and  free  tradesmen,  etc.,  also  provis- 
ions,goods  and  materials,  and  a  Clergyman ;  this  affords  me  pleasure. 
They  were  then  to  leave  for  this  place  in  about  15  or  16  days  after  the 
ilwve  date,  but  nothing  has  yet  been  heard  of  tliem  up  to  this  day. 
1  liiive,  also,  word  from  the  Manhattes  that  no  news  nf  them  had 
Iteen  received  there  up  to  the  6"*  instant.  I  have  understood  that 
tlie  Watg  was  to  go  there  first ;  'tis  somewhat  out  of  the  way,  and 
injurious  to  this  place.  The  Bay  of  this  river  is  shallow  {licht),  and 
such  appropriation  ought  to  be  made  to  render  it  safer  and  Ivetter 
for  incoming  ships,  that  oi)erations  may  be  commenced  without 
delay;  this  would  bring  a  greater  resort,  commerce  and  improve- 
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went  to  this  place,  not  oiily  from  thence  but  also  from  neigliboring 
Colonies. 

The  amount  of  your  Honors'  disbursements  is  large  at  first ;  the 
thing  is  here  for  whicli  and  to  which  all  was  done,  and  what  is  still 
of  much  greater  importance,  tlie  result  thereof,  and  what  is  to  be 
expected  from  it  remain  yet  unknown.  Were  a  vigorous  policy  soon 
or  now  immediately  adopttid  and  put  in  force,  it  will  in  my  opinion, 
afford  proof  that  such  vigor  was  not  employed  in  vain,  and  without 
foundation. 

I  have  seen  the  proposal  respecting  the  loading  of  the  ship  the 
Waeg.  I  should  willingly  see  it  sail  to  its  destination  from  ttiis 
place,  with  a  full  cargo,  and  not  from  the  Manliattes.  Since  I  have 
received  your  Honors'  letters,  I  have  endeavored  to  encourage  some 
persons  to  bring  some  timber  together  to  freight  it.  A  sort  of  be- 
ginning has  been  made.  I  fear  tliey  will  be  distressed  for  want  of 
hands.  It  would  be  higl)ly  gratifying  to  me  sliould  the  first  of  the 
ships  belonging  to  the  city  arrived  there  direct  with  a  return  cargo  of 
timber  from  this  place.  I  am  very  anxious  for  that,  and  if  it  will 
succeed  in  the  brief  time  that  is  allowed,  I  dare  assure  your  Hon- 
ors at  least  of  another  ship  load  or  ixirhaps  two  in  the  spring,  unless, 
as  already  observed,  we  come  to  want  hands  to  do  the  work  here, 
which,  indeed,  is  heavy  work. 

As  provisions  are  now  rapidly  consumed  and  run  low,  I  have  been 
obliged  to  discover  means  whereby  I  may,  as  best  I  can,  provide 
some  stock  of  supplies.  I  shall  write  more  fully  on  this  subject  in 
my  next. 

Should  one  or  two  brickmakers  offer  to  come  hither  in  service  or 
else  as  free  men,  there  is  a  good  opportunity  for  them;  please  en- 
gage tliem,  and  let  them  comtj  over  in  the  one  capacity  or  other,  at 
pleasure. 

I  have,  up  to  this  time,  issued  such  reasonable  and  necessary 
rations  as  circumstances,  in  any  wise  permitt^,  but  it  has  been 
impossible  to  excuse  the  distribution  to  soldiers'  wives,  their  maids 
and  children;  to  wit.  the  women  the  same  as  the  men,  and  the 
maids  with  the  children,  each  half  a  ration,  as  is  to  be  seen  iit  the 
annexed  list. 

In  course  of  time  it  will  be  requisite  to  send  out  some  wax,  tureen 
or  red,  as  may  be  proi>er,  with  a  seal  for  tills  place. 

Herewith  ending,  I  shall  pray  God,  Honorable,  Worshipful,  Wise 
and  Right  Prudent  Gentlemen,  to  bless  your  administration,  and 
to  preserve  your  Honors'  [>ersons  in  continual  health.

be  commissioned  and  requested  to  consider  and  examine  said  mat- 
ters maturely  and  to  report  their  conclusion  and  opinion  ac- 
cordingly. 


RESOLUTIONS    GRANTING    FURTHER    AID    TO    THE 
COLONIE  ON   THE  DELAWARE. 

IS"'  October,  1657. 

The  Coramittee  appointed  on  the  7"  September  last  to  examine 
the  application  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Colonie  in  New 
Xetherland  to  be  supplied  with  16,000  gl.  for  the  equipment  and 
dispatch  of  a  ship,  have  this  day  reported ;  That  the  Commisionerti 
of  the  Colonie  had  informed  them  that  they  meant  henceforth  to 
promote  the  work  with  a  yearly  outfit,  and,  as  they  should  require 
only  16  (d\  20  thousand  gl.  for  each  venture,  not  doubting  but  the 
good  fruits  of  the  plajiting  this  Colonie  would  manifest  themselves 
in  a  short  time,  sooner  or  later;  the  Committee  of  this  Council, as 
their  opinion,  therefore,  consider,  inasmuch  as  such  subsidy  is 
moderate,  and  would  still  further  diminish  in  course  of  time,  thai 
thp  required  subsidy  ought  to  lie  continued  and  granted  said  Com- 
mifsioners,  by  reason  of  the  notorious  appearances  of  increase  in 
the  Colonie. 

Which  report  being  heard,  the  Committee  is  thanked  for  the 
trouble  they  have  taken,  and  it  is  accordingly  resolved  that  for  this 
once,  the  required  16  thousand  guilders  shall  be  granted,  and  for 
the  raising  thereof  tiie  revenue,  means  and  effects  of  this  city, 
shall  be  bound,  as  has  heretofore  been  done,  the  council  reserving 
tn  itself,  W  determine,  then,  in  regard  to  tlie  future.

The  application  of  tiie  Commissioners  or  IHrectors  of  the  Colonie 
in  Hew  Netherland  to  be  supplied  with  a  sum  ot  20  thousand  gl. 
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for  the  fitting  out  of  a  ship  to  be  sent  thither  with  a  number  of  per- 
sona who  offBrtoRO  there,  for  the  advancement  of  said  Colonie, 
having  been  submitted  by  MeHS"  the  Biii^o  masters,  to  the  Council. 
It  is,  after  deliberation,  remarked  that  the  reasons  and  motives 
which  led  to  the  prosecution  of  said  Colouie,  still  continue,  and 
from  time  to  time  afford  more  probable  tokens  of  a  good  result ;  and 
it  is  therefore  i'esolve<l  that  the  above  named  Commissioners  shall 
be  allowed  the  required  20  thousand  gl.  for  the  next  outfit,  on  like 
negotiation  and  pledge,  as  is  expressed  in  the  resolution  adopted  on 
the  13"  October,  IBoT.

My  last  to  your  Honors  waa  dated  tlie  26*^  of  June,  and  went  with 
tlie  8lii]i  tlie  Vertjutde  Sonne,  AdolfF  Wyngaert,  skipijer.  whose  de- 
parture, notwithstanding  he  was  detained  a  considerable  time 
repairing  and  fixing,  in  consequence  of  his  disabled  condition  when 
lie  arrived,  waa  delayed  over  14  days  longer  by  unfavorable  wind 
and  weather.  I  hope,  nevertlieless,  that  tlie  above  named  alup  will 
have  safely  arrived  in  due  season,  which  God  grant.  1  long  to 
hear  it. 

1. — The  provisions  bronght  over,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  arriving 
veasela,  are  becoming  very  scarce,  through  great  consumption,  let 
alone  the  fact  that  in  the  transmitting  of  them,  what  was  required 
fur  the  soldiers  and  civil  officers  was  little  thought  of. 

Your  Honors  had  heretofore  ordered  that  Beeckman  should  be 
pmiJoyed  in  the  purchasing  of  provisions  at  the  Manhattans.  He 
is  now  placed  at,  or  in  Fort  Altona,  as  Vice-Director. 

2.— In  regard  to  the  salt  wliich  your  Honore  suppose  isquite  plenty 
at  the  Manhattans,  that  is  a  mistalce.  We  have  only  a  hogshead 
aud  a  cask,  and  can  hardly  get  any  titere  for  money.  A  skepel  of 
salt,  lis  said,  costs  a  beaver  there,  which  is  12  gl,  more  or  Ic.'^,  this 
currency,  so  that  we  shall  be  sorely  distressed  in  consequence. 
Hardly  a  cup  of  salt  can  be  had  for  extraordinary  occasions ;  this 
causes  great  discontent  and  uproar.  In  well  regulated  places,  it 
dues  bapt>en,  t'^at  scarcity  and  want, of  one  part  or  the  other, occurs; 
much  more  is  this  the  case  in  afar  distant  and  newly  begun  Colonic, 
wLich,  at  least,  ought  to  be  provided  for  one  year  with  whatever 
is  not  produced  as  yet  in  this  covmtry,  or  procured  tlirough 
utbers  and  can  be  brought  from  the  neigliboring  jilaces.  In  other 
products  which  grow  liere,  we  may  have  bad  years  by  a  sliort  crop, 
the  worm  and  other  ill-luck,  excessive  drought,  continual  rain,  severe 
sickness,  etc'.,  for  it  "has  already  occurred  here  that  the  worm  has 
apiieared  in  vast  quantities  and  seriously  injured  the  crops  and  gar- 
dens; much  grain  has  been  ruined  by  long  rains,  and  Inconsequence 
<if  severe  and  general  sickness,  scarcely  60Uskepels  have  been  saved, 
where  900  have  been  sown.  Rye  is  worth  here  at  least  nine  guilders 
the  sack,  which  is  equal  to  324  guilders  the  last.  Wliite  peas  Ti  or 
NkI.  the  sack.  Little  or  no  butter  is  to  be  had  here;  clieese,  less; 
aud  whenever  any  one  is  about  going  on  a  journey,  lie  can  hardly 
Rtt  anything  more  than  dry  bresid,  or  he  must  carry  along  a  pot  or 
ketlle  to  cook  some  food.  This,  fi-equeutly,  time  does  not  |>ermit. 
Therefore,  once  more,  as  a  reminder  or  repetition,  it  were  well  that 
snnie  rye-meat,  groats  and  cheese,  etc'.,  were  sent  in  all  the  ships. 
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3.— I  have  appointed  Mr.  Inojosaa  to  go  to  the  Manhattans ;  I  shiUl. 
by  this  occasion,  demand  tlie  original  deeds  of  this  place  :  also,  learn 
what  in  to  be  done  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  at  the  Whorektlt,  and 
apeak  about  the  price  of  6  or  lOcattle,  inchiding  2  horses  wliich  were 
received  witli  the  fort,  but  never  sent  for  and  were  given  out  od 
halves  to  tiie  Swedes.  Therefore,  as  linrsesare  necessarily  required 
here  for  agriculture,  means  should  be  devised  and  the  opiKirtunity 
of  vessels  seized,  to  obtain  a  good  supply  of  liorses  and  salt  from  that 
place. 

4. — The  buoys  will,  on  the  earliest  opportunity,  be  laid  down,  as 
soon  as  possible,  in  the  most  suitable  parts  of  the  Bay ;  but  stones 
are  wanting,  which  will  be  looked  up  and  prepared  for  the  purpose. 

In  regard  to  the  fort,  tis,  with  whatever  is  on,  or  in  it,  in  a  great 
state  of  decay.  I  cannot  any  longer  ]>ostpone  its  removal,  but  have 
been  obliged,  for  the  storage  and  delivery  of  goods,  and  for  a  resi- 
dence of  the  Commissary,  to  re.solve  on  building  a  house  of  plank, 
about  50  feet  in  length  and  JO  in  breadth  ;  also,  I  caused  to  be  re- 
paired i  of  tlie  house  in  which  1  have  been  lodging  very  uncomfort- 
ably, tlie  grtuiter  |»art  wliereof  is  still  so  leaky,  that  it  is  with  tlie 
greatest  dtthculty  anytliiug  can  be  kept  dry.  The  rest  remains  still 
unfinished,  until  we  receive  more  brick,  lime  and  tiles,  which  are 
much  wanting  here.  I  have  also  li;id  a  new  guard-house  built,  and 
a  new  bakery,  30 feet  long  and  :a)  wide;  the  lower  story  9, and  the 
second  ti  feet  high  ;  half  of  it  remains  still  tmroofed  for  want  of 
tiles.  We  shall  be  obliged  to  pull  down  and  rebuild  the  soldiers' 
barracks  immediately,  and  afterwards  the  fortification  itself,  a  cun- 
siderable  |iart  of  which  is  washed  away  outside  on  the  river;  there- 
fore, no  cliarige  of  site  can  be  made  liere  in  regard  of  the  building 
that  has  been  done,  and,  since  it  is  the  first  place  where  |K>ssession 
was  taken  in  your  Honor's  behalf,  it  must  remain  the  oldest  and 
lowest,  as  tlie  alteration  entails,  Ixsides,  much  labor,  time  and  ex- 
pense. 1  shall  therefore  let  it  stand,  and  not  attempt  the  least 
change  of  site  in  this  case. 

The  ship  de  MeuUn  has,  God  be  praised,  safely  arrived  oa  tlie  ii" 
ult°,  after  a  voyage  of  13  weeks,  and  experiencing  great  want  ut 
water,  to  such  a  degree,  that  for  some  days  it  was  impossible  tu 
cook.  Tlie  i>eople  suffered  considerably  from  sickness,  and  lo  or  11 
died.  When  the  vessel  reached  this  vicinity,  with  much  contrary 
wind,  it  was  obliged  to  seek  a  i>ort,  and  on  arriving  here,  caused  us 
a  great  deal  of  joy,  although  it  brought  many  mouths  without  bring- 
ing with  tliem  a  mite  of  any  sortof  provisions,and  the  season  Iteing 
now  advanced,  beavers  or  peltries  can,  with  difficulty  he  bartered. 
DufHes,  also,  are  scarce,  though  in  demand,  particularly  at  tliis 
time,  and  even  constantly. 

5.— I  liad  ex|>ected,  at  least,  the  supply  of  some  provisions,  such  as 
rye-flour,  groats  and  some  cheese.    Tlie  galliot  must  also  be  pri'' 
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vUioned ;  there  Is  a  set  of  insolent  fellows  oii  boai'd  her,  who,  when 
9be  is  liiid  up,  wlU  not  lay  a  hand  to  work ;  if  there  be  anything  to 
do,  and  there  is  never  any  want  of  work  here,  they  will  not  atir  for 
l«ai  Iban  rix  dollar  or  3  guilders  a  day.  Oai-penters,  masons  and 
otlier  mechanics  earn  4  guilders;  this  aniuunU  to  considerable  iti 
extensive  works,  but  it  is,  on  the  other  hand,  to  be  borne  in  mind 
tliat  tliis  country  currency  is  also  very  high,  and  that  an  ell  of  duf- 
Iles  uists  4  guilders  in  wampum. 

6  —There  is  no  reason  or  plea  for  declining  or  refusing  to  supply 
tlie  old  or  Hrst  inhabitants  from  the  store  for  their  money.  There 
is  DO  uierclianl's  store  here,  nor  scarcely  any  one  that  hath  provi- 
sious  for  sale  for  the  daily  supply  of  the  inlmbitants;  nay,  not  even 
bread,  although  there  are  over  6U0  souls  in  tliia  place.  Whoever  has 
anything  will  not  sell  it,  and  whoao  has  not,  cannot.  Things  here 
are  in  their  infancy,  and  demand  time.  Many  who  come  hilher  are 
3»  poor  as  worms,  and  lazy  witlial,  and  will  not  work,  unless  com- 
{vlied  by  necessity.  This  gives  great  umbrage,  and  to  keep  all  mat- 
ters straight  affords  plenty  of  oceujiation. 

In  regard  to  the  limber,  which  you  are  surprised,  has  been  sent 
hence  as  freight,  whoever  has  anytliing  here  tu  load  ought  not  to  be 
repulsed  but  encouraged,  and  such  is  necessary  here ;  it  things  are 
Ui  succeed,  we  must  oiierate  in  that  way.  Therefoi'e,  I  shall  much 
mther  animate  the  people  to  labor  that  discourage  them.  It  is  not 
Ui  ]>e  wondered  at,  if  the  work,  at  first,  be  not  so  i>erfect  and  profit- 
al)tc.  Practice  renders  the  people  more  expert, and  'tis  better  to  do 
liumethiug  good  than  to  be  employed  uselessly  or  uuproStably.  The 
timber  was  sent  ttuit  labor  may  be  supported.  Though  at  jiresent 
iliaeredited  and  brought  into  disrepute,  it  will  soon  surmount  the 
ililliculty  when  improved,  and  faults  or  accidents  are  remedied  or 
removed.  Tliat  the  ship  sliould  have  arrived  sooner  home,  1()  or  12 
Uajs  were  employed  in  taking  the  timber  in;  it  lay  on  the  bank 
alongside  the  vessel  and  the  crew  undertook  to  haul  and  load  it  for 
'Ml  gl.,  or  thereabouts;  it  was  the  finest  weather  that  could  be  ex- 
pected, so  that  it  can  easily  be  determined  whether  tliis  could  be 
effected  sooner,  in  half  the  time.  It  ought  not  to  be  laid  to  my 
cliarge  if  others  wasted  the  time  al  the  Manhattans  aud  on  the  voy- 
age. I  shall  faithfully  study  the  interest  of  the  city,  but  I  am  not 
ri^punsible  for  delays  cau^  by  others.  In  like  manner,  the  ship 
de  Sonne  took  a  month,  or  a  little  more,  to  load,  in  coijse<itlence  of 
having  been  in  a  damped  and  bad  condition  and  requiring  con- 
siderable time  to  be  caulked.  About  130  iron  Imlts  were  made  and 
used  iu  her  repairs,  exclusive  of  spikes,  &c.  Though  the  heavy 
freights  absorb  all  the  profit  of  the  timber,  yet  it  is  better  that  the 
peqile,  who  are  inclined  to  lie  industrious,  should  be  accommodated, 
although  they  derive  no  profit,  than  that  they  be  deprived  of  the 
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smallest  oiiportunity  to  send  off  their  goods,  for  whicli  no  nianiipr 
of  reason  can  be  given. 

The  wise  resolution  which  has  heen  ado|ited  to  annex  to  this 
liiace  tlie  Wliorekill  and  the  country  from  Boomtiens  liook  to  C'lij* 
llinlooi>en  is  advantageoua  and  excellent.  It  will  be  no  sooner  |nir- 
cliHHed  than  I  shall  haxten  the  conveyance,  and  take  immedialt 
possession,  of  it;  but  send  then  in  the  spring  or  in  the  ships  sailing 
in  December,  a  good  numt>er  of  strong  and  hard  workinx  men. 
Should  they  not  be  forthcoming  so  speedily  or  promptly  at  tlie  tinn', 
they  can  be  supplied  by  Iwys  of  15, 16  or  17  years  and  over,  bearing 
in  mind,  particularly,  that  they  be  robust.  Whatever  is  to  be  ac- 
complished here  must  be  expected  from  labor.  I  shall  take  care  lo 
build  a  redoubt  or  stronghold  in  the  mosi  favorable  position,  but  1 
desire  much  to  have  a  amall  vessel  also,  similar  to  a  Wiering  galliot 
of  10  or  12  but)).  We  are  r:>t  yet  in  a  condition  to  build  such  acratt 
here;  one  thing  is  wanting  and  then  another,  and  the  work  does 
not  prugresSf  The  slowness  and  interruption  are  most  injurious 
and  damaging. 

Resort  to  New  England  and  Virginia :  Evei?  prudence  shall  l>e 
made  use  of  in  tliis  regard;  I  know  it  is  required,  and  I  shall,  witb 
all  circum8i)ection,  observe  whatever  the  service  and  necessity  li-rr 
will  hapiien  to  demand. 

7.— The  fruits  or  products  tliereof  by  cultivation  here:  Whatever 
is  possible  is  done  in  tltis  matter.  But  a  young  or  unwilling  hunv 
must  first  be  taught  and  broke  in,  so  that  he  may  be  fit  for  tlie  bridle 
or  tor  draft.  It  is  even  so  here  for  the  most  jwrt  with  the  people. 
and  also  with  the  soil  which  has  first  to  be  cleaied  of  small  and  lutge 
trees  and  other  brualiwood,  then  broken  up,  as  opi>ortuiiity  offers, 
and  ploughed  and  sowed  in  due  course;  then  the  whole  remains  lo 
be  fenced  and  so  ordered,  that  wild  and  domestic  animals  may  uot 
destroy  or  trample  the  crops  or  render  alUlie  lalwr  fruitless. 

The  children  sent  over  from  the  Almshouse  have  safely  arrive'l 
and  were  in  sufficient  request,  so  that  all  are  bound  out  with  ont 
and  the  other;  theoldest  for  2  years, the  others, and  tlie  in»jor  por- 
tion, for  3  years,  and  theyoungest  for  4  years,  earning  40. 60  anil  Sd 
guilders  duringtheabove  period, and  at  the  end  of  the  term  will  lie 
fitted  out  in  the  same  mitnner  as  they  are  at  present ;  the  coudilious 
are  no  worse,  but  rather  better  than  were  pre.icribed  in  the  fomi 
transmitted.  Please  to  continue  sending  othei-a  from  time  to  tiine ; 
but,  if  possible,  none  ought  to  come  less  than  IS  years  of  age  and 
somewhat  strong,  as  little  profit  is  to  be  expected  here  without 
labor ;  but  from  people  with  large  families  or  many  small  children. 
little  is  to  be  expected.  Wlien  the  men  die  they  do  not  leave  ii 
stiver  behind.  The  public  must  provide  the  coRin,  pay  all  the  debts, 
and  feed,  or  maintain,  those  who  survive. 

8.— Respecting  the  sloop  to  be  built  here:  No  person  ever  ctuae 
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over  acquainted  with  such  busiiieHS  and  wilting  or  able  to  work  at 
it.  We  have  no  aawyers ;  one  articled  smith,  little  iron  and  coals  for 
li«ftvy  work ;  free  dmlths  are  extraordlnailly  scarce,  and  it  in  not 
aiisisable  to  get  mucli  work  done  tiy  them ;  sails,  ropes  and  many 
otiier  indittpensable  necessaries  are  long  exi>ected  from  time  to  time 
hefore  anything  can  be  finished. 

9.— The  materials  are  arrived  but  no  tiles,  qnantitics  of  which  are 
inucti  needed  here.  The  bnck-maker  is  dead.  Iron  pitdlocks, 
wythe3,sicklea,tliatchen4'  knives,  adzes,  saws,  crosscut-saws,  picks, 
iron  puts  and  kettleH,  6,IH)01l>s.  of  iron,  smitlis'  coals,  fire-brick,  lime, 
steel  and  powder  are  required;  therefore,  please  make  some  room 
f"i  them  when  sending,  also  for  two-incb  nails,  were  it  ll)U  thou- 
sand, but  3,  6,  7,  a  and  0-inch,  not  until  demanded,  as  there  is  but 
little  heavy  building  here  as  yet.  Do  not  forget  plenty  of  carpen- 
ters' tools,  mostly  hand-saws,  crosscut -saws,  adz«3,  augers,  etc*. 

III.— In  regard  to  contraband  giwds:  I  could  not  help  what  hap- 
lieiieU  in  the  previous  matters  for  reasons  which  you  will  please  to 
i^oimider,  but  since  there  is  a  cbimge  in  that  service,  I  shall  see  tliat 
piviiei  attention  be  paid  in  future.  Res)>ecting  what  came  in  de 
TTneg,  on  seeing  and  noticing  that  the  goods  were  of  that  descrip- 
ting,  I  had  them  removed  to  the  store  and  after  they  had  remained 
tliere  some  months,  wa?  requested  to  take  them  on  the  city's  ac- 
cjiuiit,  at  the  original  cost  in  Holland.  This  wiia  refused  and  not 
listennl  to:  wherefore,  at  last,  tlie  case  was  opened  and  found  to 
i-i>atsin  five-and-t hilly  guns,  which  I  sej/.ed  and  delivered  to  the 
Ensign  of  the  Burgher  croiu  for  distribution  among  the  meu  com- 
ing ever  wlio  ai'e  under  the  Company's  jurisdiction  and  not  pro- 
vLiled  with  any  arms,  which  was  done.  If  any  person  prefer  any 
claim  to  them,  it  should  lie  proved  before  the  Sheriff  or  Fiscal,  who 
"ill  then  be  obliged  to  protect  the  public  right;  and  in  my  opinion, 
under  existing  circumstances,  nothing  further<ought  to  be  done  in 
this  inatter,  for  the  reason  that,  Urst:  I  do  not  desire  to  dig  up  any 
•>^<[uestion8or  disimtes;  and.  secondly :  because  on  account  of  the 
xmall  profit  realized  in  this  trade,  there  will  be  no  inducement  to 
traflic  in  such  goods  any  more.  Besides,  he  la  not  the  man  who 
liath  originated  it;  'twas  brought  on  him  by  friends  who  believed 
that  (hey  could  pass  unobse^^'ell  under  his  cloak,  which  now,  most 
a^urdly,  tliey  have  missed.  Were  any  further  trouble  to  arise 
llierefrom,  it  would  be  to  the  prejudice  of  tlie  person  and  a  scandal 
and  annoyance  to  him  where  be  resides ;  this  would  be  of  no  service 
to  us ;  i>eaGe  and  quiet  are  of  much  more  benefit  to  us. 

11.— In  res))ect  to  the  Swediali  nation  and  their  lands,  which  are 
now  partly  viicant  and  iiartly  occupied  and  cultivated  by  them ; 
Tlisre  are  two  pareels  of  the  best  land  on  the  river  on  the  west 
l>aiik.  the  first  of  which  is  above  Marietiens  hook  a>>nut  two  leagues 
along  the  river  and  4  leagues  into  the  interior;  the  second,  on  a 
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guesR,  about  3  leagues  alonff  the  same,  including  Sc))uylkil,  Passi- 
jonek,  Quinsessingh,  right  excellent  land,  the  grants  or  deeds 
whereof,  signed  in  original  by  Queen  Christina,  I  have  seen;  thej 
remain  here.  I  Iwlieve  the  proprietors,  xs  they  style  themselves,  or 
those  who  hold  the  ground-briefs,  would  willingly  dispose  of  them 
for  a  trilte,  according  to  their  value  and  worth.  In  like  manner, 
there  are  some  old  inliabitants  here,  sworn  subjects  of  this  Prov- 
ince, who,  in  the  years  1652  and  1653,  purchased  with  the  conwnl 
of  the  Geneml,  fi'om  the  Indian  nation,  about  two  leagues  oq  the 
east  bank  of  this  river,  just  above  old  Fort  Nassou,  and  then  a  sec- 
ond tract  of  5i  leagues  along  this  river,  with  convenient  Kills,  woods 
and  fine  laud,  wliich  it  would  also  be  well  to  obtain ;  but  1  cad 
easily  underatund  that  this  title  is  not  perfectly  clear,  and  could 
alone  be  considered  as  pretenses  or  claims;  first,  although  the  Com- 
pany hath  full  authority  over  what  the  Swedes  possess,  and  also 
sho^vs  the  jwople  that  it  will  use  it  for  its  own  a<lvantage,  which  the 
General  considei-s  to  be  the  most  ex|>edient,  neverthelefls,  by  with- 
drawing the  letters  of  donation,  tite  claim  from  without  would  cease, 
and  the  propriety  or  pretended  title  would  be  extinguished  by  a  con- 
veyance to  be  executed  in  addition  to  their  t*  be  surrendered  deeds. 

Res]iecting  tlie  Dutch,  the  case  is:  In  the  troubles,  when  the 
Swedes  came  here,  they  were  permitted  to  purcliase  in  order  to  pre- 
vent the  above  nientioued  lands  being  sold  by  the  Indians  or  natives 
to  the  Swedish  nation.  But  your  Honors  will  be  better  able  to  un- 
derstand the  whole  matter  by  the  grant  and  deed,  whereof  1  shall 
endeavor  to  obtain  copies,  which  I  will  transmit.  Meanwhile  I 
should  not  be  surprised  were  men  here  to  get  some  sort  of  lien  on 
the  above  mentioned  pretended  proprietors;  that  is,  to  advance  lo 
them,  if  they  should  desire  it,  some  money  or  merchandise,  to  wit, 
on  a  league  of  country  or  thereabouts,  50,  60  or  7(1  (fiiilders  at  most, 
which,  in  Holland  ctrrenuy.  is  50, 60  or  TO  ells  of  Osnabnrgh  black 
linen ;  tliis  is  sold  at  15, 16, 18,  and  even  easily  for  20  stivers,  on  con- 
dition that  they  pledge  their  deeds  aud  patents  in  return,  by  which 
meims  some  title  may  be  obtained,  and  any  conveyance,  mortgage 
or  other  incumbrance  thereon  to  the  English  may  be  prevented. 
Whatis  further  to  be  considered  in  the  premises,  your  Honors  can, 
in  due  season,  hereafter  determine. 

What  relates  to  the  admitting  or  permitting  the  English  nation : 
No  steps  shall  be  taken  to  the  prejudice  of  our  own  interests. 

12. — The  cattle  purchased  here  and  distributed  among  the  Colo- 
nists on  halves:  The  reitson  is  this ;  None  of  t)ie  Coloni-Sts  wanted 
any  of  them  entirely  at  their  own  risk;  first,  because  winter  was 
approaching,  and  they  were  unprovided  with  hay  or  forage ;  secondly, 
because  the  land,  being  wild  and  full  of  trees,  the  cattle  easily 
fltrayedaway  or  got  lost,  and  niightl>e  killed  by  the  Indians;  thirdly, 
they  objected  and  could  not  agree,  under  such  insecurity  or  risk,  to

embarrasa  themselveB  with  their  sliare  or  half,  especially  as  the  cat- 
tle from  Virginiaartaceu3tomed,(orthe  most  part,  to  run  wild  and 
are  hard  to  be  managed. 

XotwiMiatandiiig  all  this,  I  was  oblijted  to  buy  in  the  cattle,  for 
had  not  such  been  done,  no  iwrnon  would  ever  be  willing  to  bring  an 
aDimal  or  anything  for  SHle  here. 

13. — For  the  city  I  have  considered,  were  these  to  be  given  on 
credit  and  people  to  have  a  iierfect  title  to  them,  then  much  traffic 
and  changing  thereof  would  follow,  to  the  great  prejudice  of  the 
Company,  and  whenever  a  man  conies  to  hang  his  head ,  becomes 
sick  or  unable  to  work,  then  there  is  not  a  penny  to  the  good,  and 
everything  must  be  remitted,  and  in  addition,  women  and  many 
little  children,  are  to  be  supported.  'Tia,  as  yet,  somewhat  too  soon 
to  send  many  women  and  amnltitudeoflittlechildren  here;  it  will 
be  more  advisable  and  safer  when  crops  are  gathered  and  abimdance 
prevails,  and  everything  is  cheaper;  therefore  the  people  ought  not 
to  l>e  so  much  trusted,  and  consequently  less  loss  wonld  accrue. 
The  season  now  being  had,  rainy  and  unhealthy,  rye  is  held  at  4 
fTuildera  the  skepel ;  but  the  usual  price  here  Is  3  gl.,  and  I  have 
never  bought  it  for  less.  I  wish  I  could  get  it  now  for  that,  which 
is334gl.  thel((s(. 

14. — The  Virginia  trade  might  be  easily  cultivated,  where  there 
plenty  of  goods  here;  and  when  brought  a  little  into  shape,  reputa- 
tion or  rank,  there  will  be  private  persons  enough  to  lay  hold  of  it. 
to  whom  it  can  be  given  up  and  left. 

As  to  what  concerns  some  fugitives  who  came  with  two  boats 
from  Virginia,  ami  were  stranded  on  Cape  Hinlopen,  there  was  noth- 
ing secret  in  the  matter,  which  was  simply  thus;  Tliey  have  been 
here  one,  two  or  three  months,  and  on  fuiiher  inquiry,  mostly  left 
this  plitce  for  the  Manhattans  and  the  north,  except  one  whom  I  ar- 
rested and  sent  back. 

15. — But,  meanwhile,  I  perceive  they  have  an  eye  to  land  lying  on 
this  side  the  Virginia  river:  it  will  now  be  included  in  tlie  district 
between  this  place  and  Cai>e  Hinlopen,  to  prevent  which  the  largest 
number  of  people  possible  ought  to  be  sent  out,  but  provisions  ought 
particularly  be  sent  with  them  until  circumstances  here  shall  be  in 
a  somewhat  better  ancLmore  favorable  condition. 

What  has  been  granted  to  Mr.  Alexander  Hinojos,sa  on  his  Peti- 
tion for  some  brick,  shall  be  transcribed  according  to  order. 

Jan  Barents,  late  chief  boatswain  on  board  the  Friiii  Miiiirlbi, 
now  deceased ;  I  liiul  given  him  a  certificate  that  he  was  employed 
here,  in  order  that  he  may  receive  his  wages  on  liis  deiKirtiire  in 
the  d«  H'  ey,  butit  was  not  my  intention  that  he  should  receive 
such  pay  on  board  the  ship.  In  future  I  shall  so  enlarge  on  it  as  to 
prevent  such  persons  receiving  more  than  of  right  l)elongs  to  them 
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ttnd  tlie;  have  earned.  He  was  an  industrious  and  diligeot  man, 
who  endeavored  to  net  faitlifully  by  tliose  wliom  lie  served. 

One  of  the  miners  timt  caine  over  ia  sick,  which  ali'eiidy  discour- 
ages the  nthtr.  I  sliall  endeavor  to  clieer  him  up,  and  in  time,  also, 
supply  liim  witli  what  they  and  [  deaire,  and  may  be  consistent 
witli  tlie  public  and  city's  good. 

I  have  received  the  |)olice  and  law  books  which  were  sent  out,  con- 
sisting of  2  piirts,  and  a  duplicate  of  eacli;  they  will  be  a  great 
convenience  to  us  and  we  shiitl  make  use  of  them;  but  [not]  Uk 
by-laws  of  the  city,  at  the  end  of  which  the  customs  of  Antwerp 
are  annexed  and  printe<l,  wliereof  mention  was  frequently  made  iji 
the  despatch. 

16.— Of  the  account;  I  greatly  wish  that  the  Commissary-  had 
more  experience  and  time.  He  has  some  excuse  from  his  illness, 
which  laste<1  full  S  m.  during  that  period  he  lay  flat  aud  was  oflen 
very  low.  This  bus  caused  much  more  work  to  accumulate,  besides 
the  impossibility  lie  is  under  of  attending  to  everything.  'Tis  very 
ttasy  to  reiiuire  from  one,  alone,  what  would  supply  five  with  pleiitv 
uf  work.  1  have  repeate<lly  written  fora  clerk  or  book-keeper;  Iltm, 
for  a  secretary  aiid  st^liout,  without  any  result;  not  a  word  have  I 
received  in  answer.  I  employ  some  now,  provisiouHlly,  but  witL- 
out  w^^es;  not  much  is  asked,  therefore  please  to  provide  particu- 
larly what  is  required.  Tliei'eare  about  GUO  souls  here  now;  among 
these  are  many  rough  t>eople  who  furnish  plenty  of  work;  scarctly 
an  hour  piutses  witliout  having  talk  or  trouble  with  one  or  the  other 
of  them ;  add  to  this,  bo  much  to  lie  done,  to  be  thought  of  and  ar- 
ranged, or  to  be  written,  that  but  little  time  remains  for  me  to  do 
the  work  of  auotlier  person ;  yet  that  now  in  bis  sickness  even  con- 
sumes time,  and,  meanwhile,  work  incre-ases  and  accumulates  for 
him,  which  please  also  to  eonsider  and  to  make  further  disposition 
therein.  Tliere  is  no  baker  iiere,  so  that  all  tlie  bread  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Colonie  comes  mostly  to  the  store ;  and  there  is  but  a 
small  supply  of  grain  and  flour,  and  a  poor  place  to  store  it.  I 
therefore,  allow  another  frame  house  to  be  built,  3i)  feet  wide  and 
3fl  feet  long ;  the  first  slory  10  feet,  the  3^  of  7  feet  with  a  roof  which 
requires  some  thousand  tiles.  Besides  this,  many  erected  houses, 
the  store  or  dwellings  for  the  Commissary,  guard-house,  barracks, 
bakehouse,  etc.,  and  }  of  my  own  dwelling  are  not  yet  tiled,  wbich 
I  have  anxiously  desired  aud  endeavored  to  acconiplisli.  Plenty  of 
lirick  and  lime,  much  iron  work,  iron  and  coals  ought  to  besent 
out. 

Uoetie  Jacobs,  daughter  of  Geertruyt  Braems,  whom  the  skipper 
is  authorized  to  take  over  with  him,  is,  iiccording  to  such  authority, 
at  tlie  onU'i's  of  said  skipper.  But  I  shall  hardly  be  i>aid  by  Jeuriaeo 
Syineiis,  who  brought  lier  over,  for  the  passage  money  aud  tlie 
year's  provisions,  &c.,  delivered  from  the  store;  he  is  frequently 
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sick  and  unable  to  work;  thus  people  Income  impoverislied  fcwt. 
Therefore,  seod  only,  for  the  most  jwrt,  men  or  servants,  or  young, 
growing,  strong  people.  When  these  die,  we  do  not  inherit  heavy 
burthens  and  maintenance  with  a  small  estate. 

William  van  Rasenberg.  who  came  over  as  Surgeon,  puts  forth 
sundry  claims  against  people  whom  he  attended  on  the  passaRe,  in- 
asmuch as  his  wages  did  not  run  at  the  time  and  on  the  voyage, 
and  he  used  his  own  provisions,  There  were  on  board  the  ship  con- 
siderable sickness,  accidents,  and  hardslup  in  consequence  of  a  tedi- 
ous voyage.  One  liundi-ed  souls  required  at  least  a  hogsliead  or 
two  of  Frencli  wine  and  one  of  brandy,  and  a  tub  of  prunes  had 
also  to  be  furnished  for  refresliment  and  comfort  to  those  sick  of 
scurvy  and  suffering  from  other  troubles,  throuf^  the  protracted 
voyage;  for,  from  want  thereof,  the  people  become  so  low  that 
death  followed,  which  is  a  pretty  serious  matter.  Here,  on  shore, ' 
I  see  clearly  tliat  the  poor,  weak,  sick,  or  indigent,  sometimes  have 
need  necessarily  of  this  and  that  to  support  them,  which  one  can- 
not easily,  or  will  not,  cefuse;  though  it  be  sometimes  but  a  spoon- 
ful, frequently  repeated,  it  amounts  to  more  than  is  supiwsed.  The 
twrber  also  speaks  of  a  house  which  Master  Jan  occupied  being  too 
small  for  him;  he  hath  a  wife,  servant  and  child  or  children  also. 
If  be  hire,  as  he  says,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  he  shall  be  obliged 
to  show  a  paper  to  that  effect.  People's  words,  or  what  they  ver- 
bally produced  for  their  own  profit,  cannot  be  accepted. 

Francis  Gunde  owes  22  gl.  to  Styntte  Jacobs  in  the  PriHcenkoff, 
or  to  the  wife  of  the  man  servant  in  the  Princenhoff-  It  will  be  en- 
tered and  charged  to  his  account. 

I  might  enlarge  this  further,  but  time  does  not  permit,  and  the 
sloop  is  ready  to  sail  for  the  Manliattans.  I  must,  therefore,  abre- 
viate,  wherewith  concluding,  I  shall  pray  God,

to  bless  your  administration,  and  also  to  preserve  you  all  in  con- 
tinual prosperity  and  health;  remaining,

The  BurgomaBtera  hnve  submitted  to  the  Council,  nnd  dliown  \r/ 
account,  timt  the  returns  brouglit  hither  from  the  Soutli  river  of 
New  Netherlrtnd,have  not  producdi  ho  much  as  would  meet  the 
expenses  incurred,  but  liave  fallen  short  about  7,000  guilders.  And 
upon  deliberation,  it  is  agreed  thiit  the  Commissioners  <>t  the  New 
Netlierland  Colonie  shall  borrow  »  like  sum  of  7,000  gl.  from  tivc 
Orphan  Chamlier,  at  interest,  to  defray  witli  it  the  remaining  n- 
penses;  and  'tis,  moreover,  resolved  to  request  the  commission 
■  Mess"  Uomelis  de  Graefl,  Barim  of  South  Polsbroeck,  Niculaes  van 
Loon,  and  Cornells  Geelvinck  to  consider  in  what  manner  tlie  HfncF- 
said  Colonie  can  be  advanced  at  less  cost  than  heretofore,  and  w- 
port  thereon  to  the  Council.

The  committee  appointed  by  resolution  of  the  Common  CouDcil 
on  the  If)"'  of  October  last  to  consider  in  what  manner  the  New 
Netherland  Colonie  can  be  improved  at  a  less  expense  than  hereto- 
fore, and  to  submit  their  opinion  thereupon  to  the  Council,  having, 
agi'eeably  to  aaidcomnilsiiioa,  examined  and  considered  the  Condi- 
tions which  were  offered  on  behalf  of  this  city  to  all  those  who  will 
proceed  to  New  Netlierland  aa  Colonists,  and  heard  the  siiggestimis 
of  the  Commissioners  and  Directm-a  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie  tliere- 
on,  liavfj  reported  as  their  opinion  that  the  following  alterations 
ought  to  be  made  in  the  aforesaid  Conditions : 

First:  That  the  ninth  article,  imposing  entirely  too  great  a 
burthen  on  the  city,  ought  to  be  expunged  and  so  communiaited  to 
the  Director  of  the  altove  named  Colonie  in  New  Netherland  wilh 
orders  that  be  shall  have  to  distribute  the  provisions  remaining  in 
store  tljere  only  to  those  who  have  removed  thitlier  lieretofore- 
which  tieing  done,  he  will  have  to  disiiose  of  what  is  found  on  lisiid 
in  said  store  to  the  best  possible  advantage. 

That  the  exemption  from  tenths,  mentioned  in  the  H'  article, 
oi^ht  generally  to  expiie  with  Ihe  year  1678,  without  makinj;  -my 
diffei-ence  between  those  to  whom  the  lands  were  granted. early  or 
late,  with  an  exception,  however,  in  regard  of  snch  as  shall  have 
brought  their  lands  under  cultivation  l»efore  the  year  1658,  in  whose 
favor  the  aforesaid  privilege  should  not  continue  longer  than  XX. 
years,  and  consequently  expire  so  much  sooner  than  the  yiar  I67«, 
as  they  shall  have  cleared  their  lands  before  the  year  106H.    Abo. 
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that  the  exemptioD  from  poundage,  horn  and  salt  monej',  ought,  re- 
garding all  indiscriminately,  not  to  continue  any  longer  tliantlie  year 
1G68,  when  such  taxes  shall  be  then  imposed  by  the  Director,  ac- 
cording as  the  inclosed  lands  are  situated  near  or  at  a  distance. 

That  the  23'  article  ought  to  be  erased,  and  in  lieu  thereof  it 
ought  to  be  enacted,  that  tlie  Colonista  shall  be  obliged  to  address 
and  consign  to  this  city  or  its  Commissioners  all  the  merchandise 
which  they  will  send  thence,  in  order  to  be  disposed  of  and  con- 
verted into  cash  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  owners,  as  is  granted. 

That  in  place  of  the  25<^  aiticle,  it  ought  to  be  conditioned  that 
the  gooda  which  the  city  may  liave  in  its  store  tliere,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  th«  Colonists  requiring  them  for  cash,  or  its  equivalent, 
calculated  at  as  low  a  price  as  will  be  reasonable,  without  the  city 
being  obliged  to  keep  the  store  continually  stocked. 

And,  finally,  that  further  arrangement  ought  to  be  made  with  the 
Wettt  Didia  Company  respecting  the  regulation  mentioned  in  the 
33'  article,  to  the  end  that  it  may  be  modified  in  favor  of  the  city. 

Which,  being  considered,  the  Council  agreed  to  the  report  of  the 
committee,  and  accordingly  resolve  and  conclude,  that  the  iibove 
enumerated  changes  shall  be  mmie,  yet  in  such  a  manner  that  what 
lias  been  promised  to  those  who  have  already  proceeded  to  New 
Netherland  shall  be  performed  \  and  the  gentlemen  of  the  commit- 
tee are  thanked  for  their  trouble. 


BEMON8TRANCE   RESPECTING  THE  COLONIE  ON 
THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 

Remonstrance  pregenlfd  on  the to  the  liiyhl  Worship- 
ful tJte  Burgomasters  and  Regents  of  the  Cilg  of  Avistcrdam. 
The  Commissioners  and  Directors  appointed  and  intrusted  with 
the  mani^ement  of  your  Worships'  Colonie  in  New  Netherland, 
having  seen  the  modiflcation  and  alteration  your  Worshi|>s  have 
been  pleased  to  make  in  the  public  conditions  offered  to  all  who 
might  goto  the  said  Colouie  in  New  Netherland,  have  remarked 
therein  stilt  something  which,  under  correction,  they  think  ought 
to  be  changed ;  and  namely : 

In  the  SS"  and  ^j"  Arlidea, 
which  by  this  change,  remain  the  22"  and  23"  articles,  whereby  the 
Colonists  and  other  freemen  without  distinction,  are  bound  to  ad- 
dress and  consign  to  this  city  all  products  and  merchandise  that 
they  will  send  thence,  to  be  by  its  Commissioners  disposed  of  and 
converted  into  cash  for  the  beat  advantage  of  the  owners,  and  the 
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proceeds  thereof  remitted  back  Id  sucIi  goods  as  the  owners  shall 
order,  etc. 

This  has  the  appearance  of  great  slavery  and  restriction,  very  of- 
fensive to  the  (leople,  and  therefore  we  have  been  wiliing  resi^ct- 
fully  to  submit  to  yonr  Worships  whether,  for  the  advancement  of 
population  and  agriculture  a  distinction  ought  not  to  be  made,  and 
the  rule  be  applied  alone  to  those  who  are  found  in  debt  to  the  city, 
in  order,  when  auch  debts  are  discharged  eitlier  by  the  consignment 
of  tlieir  property  here,  or  to  the  Director  in  that  country,  they  may 
be  at  liberty  to  send  and  consign  their  agricultural  products,  salWd 
and  dried  flsh,  together  with  whatever  is  to  be  obtained  there  by  in- 
dustry, to  such  persons  as  they  please,  not  only  here  In  this  city  but 
also  to  other  countries,  such  as  Spain,  Italy,  the  Caribbee  isbinds. 
etc.,  and  such  principally,  because  we  understand  that  the  West 
India  Company  are  resolved  to  grant  the  like  provisionally  to  their 
inhabitants  in  New  Netherland  (under  such  conditions  as  may  be 
seen  in  the  preceding  extract),  such  freedom  and  liberty  being  con- 
sidered the  only  means  to  encourage  the  people  to  the  cultivation  of 
the  soil  and  to  make  them  more  industrious,  whereby  the  lands  may 
be  necessarily  improved ;  by  this  means  also  will  the  city  obtain 
much  honor  in  the  payment  of  its  disbursements,  because  every  one 
will  strive,  by  the  discharge  of  hia  delrt,  to  arrive  at  that  freedom 
and  liberty,  whereas,  on  the  contrary,  by  refusing  It,  all  will  eventu- 
ally leave  timt  place  for  the  Manhattans  in  the  Compa!iy'8  district. 

In  Uie  30"  Article, 
which  is  now  the  29^,  enumerating  the  benefits  to  be  enjoyed  bv 
those  who  discover  minerals,  crystals,  precious  ston^,  etc.  lu  case 
this  article  must  be  imdeistood  according  to  the  letter  and  as  it 
reads,  viz'.,  that  one-10"'  part  of  such  discovered  minerals  must  ■« 
paid  to  the  Company,  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  had  better  be  wholly 
omitted  here,  wlien  it  can  be  t^cain  inserted  in  the  general  condi- 
tions having  relation  to  this  particular.  In  which  place  yoiu' 
Worships  may  then  insert  such  tantwm  for  this  city,  in  addition  to 
what  the  discoverers  must  pay  to  the  Com.pany,  as  you  will  think 
proper. 


RESOLUTION    OF    THE    COMMON    COUNCIL    OF    THE 
CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM. 

10"  March.  1658. 
On  the  Remonstrance  of  the  Directors  of  the  city's  Colonie  in 
'  New  Netherland,  recorded  in  Muniment  Register  B.,  fol.  26,  re- 
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specting  the  encouragmeiit  of  said  Colonic,  submitted  by  Mees",  the 
Bui^mastfTS,  to  the  Council,  it  is  resolved  and  coneiuded  that  ar- 
ticle ....  concerning  the  bringing  over  aU  the  products  of  said 
Colonie  to  this  city,  sltall  be  amplilted  in  manner  as  follows : 

That  the  Cotooists  who  will  have  paid  the  city  their  board  and 
paesHge  money,  and  discharged  their  other  debts,  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  bring  into  such  liarbors  and  kingdoms  as  they  coniiider  shall  be 
tor  their  greatest  advantage,  their  wares,  products  or  merchandise 
raised  in  the  Colonie;  except  beavers  and  other  peltriee ;  also,  all 
other  wares  and  goods,  under  wliatever  name,  which  shall  be  des- 
tioed  for  Xetherland,  the  east  or  tlje  ikorth,  and  they  shall  t>e  bomid 
to  bring  them  to  this  city,  to  pay  the  public  and  the  Company's 
duty  thereon,  and  genentlly  to  conduct  themselves  preeisely  agree- 
ably to  the  regulation  granted  by  the  Company  to  the  iuhabitants 
of  New  Netberland. 

Accordingly,  authorizing  the  aforesaid  Directors  to  alter  the  ar- 
ticles conflicting  herewith,  and  to  arrange  them  conformably  to 
what  precedes. 

It  is,  moreover,  also  resolved  and  concluded  that  the  article  re- 
specting the  discoveries  of  minerals,  marbles,  precious  stones,  etc., 
shall  be  wholly  erased  and  expunged,  and  said  Directors  are  likewise 
itutboTized  to  agree  with  said  discoverers  for  the  best  advantage  of 
the  city.

In  our  last,  dat«d  the  13'"  February,  1669,  dispatched  by  the  pri- 
vate trader  de  Trim,  proceeding  to  the  Uanhataus,  duplicate  where- 
of is  inclosed,  we  have  advised  you  of  the  cause  of  our  neglecting 
to  answer  divert  letters  and  papers  received  by  the  ship  de  Sonne  ; 
and  though  they  are  now  taken  up,  yet  the  sudden  and  altogether 
unexpected  departure  of  this  vessel  hath  allowed  us  no  time  to  do 
BO  as  requisite  and  point  by  point.  We,  therefore,  have  undertaken 
to  answer  the  aforesaid  letters  only  generally,  and  in  some  of  their 
principal  points,  without  coulining  ourselves  to  any  order,  as  you 
will  be  able  to  perceive  from  what  follows : 

It  afforded  us  pleasure  to  learn  the  good  disposition  evinced  by 
the  Governor  of  Virginia  to  encourage  and  establish  trade  l^etween 
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both  natioua,  nnd  conseiiuently  cannot  do  otberwixe  than  recom- 
mend the  promotion  thereof,  lartlcularly.  to  you.  But  aa  that 
Governor  is  not  absolute  master,  but  dependent  on  the  Lord  Pro- 
tector and  his  government  here  in  Europe,  you  must  proceed  in  the 
matter  with  such  c  ire  urns  |>ectiun  and  prudence,  that  you  there  will 
avoid  any  embarrassment.and  consequently,  this  city,  any  loss  and 
damage. 

It  is  not  strange  that  the  provisions  in  the  store  tliere  are  scaiitj 
since  scarcely  any  went  over,  for  in  truth  it  liad  much  to  I>ear  seeing 
that  agriculture  is  pr<^;(resslng  so  slowly,  not  so  much,  we  believe, 
on  account  of  the  building  of  bouses  and  the  gt>neral  sickness 
which  hath  prevailed  there,  a»  from  the  al>sence  of  all  regularity  in 
the  cultivation  of  the  lands,  or  from  tiie  people  not  having  leeo 
constrained  thereunto.  This  might  well  have  come  to  pass,  the 
rather  as  some  of  them  were  giving  out  that  they  would  not  |iut 
their  hand  to  anything  during  the  Blessed  yejir,  as  they  called  the 
year  when  they  were  provisioned,  but  resort  to  the  store.  Such 
persona  should  really  liave  Ijeen  forced  to  work,  by  close-listedness: 
for  though  the  previously  offered  Conditions  are  herein  couched  iu 
general  terms  and  ini conditionally,  yet  living  experience  ougiit  to 
have  taught  you  what  this  state  of  things  required,  and,  conse- 
quently, you  ought  not  to  have  allowed  the  good  intention  of  thia 
city  to  liave  been  abused  in  this  wise.  In  order,  then,  to  prevent 
the  recurrence  thereof  hereafter,  the  city  hath  resolved  to  expunge 
the  wholeof  the 9*^  article  from  the  said  Conditions, and, furthermore, 
to  make  such  alterations  tlierein  as  you  will  be  able  to  learn  from 
the  copies  annexed.  Every  person.  Instead,  is  now  permitted,  tor 
the  discharge  of  bia  indebtedness  to  this  city,  and  for  the  greater 
encouragement  of  agriculture,  to  send  his  crops,  etc..  to  such  coun- 
tries and  parts  as  he  will  think  proper.  As  to  the  provisions  aod 
clothing  whicli  may  be  found  remaining  in  the  store,  on  the  an- 
nulling of  the  previous  order,  you  are  recommended  to  disiiose  of 
all  tliem  for  the  grratest  advantage  of  the  city,  so  and  in  such  mao- 
ner  as  shall  be  found  exjtedient. 

We  are  much  pleased  to  learn  tlie  improvement  of  the  church 
and  congregation  and  approve  the  purchase  of  the  liouse  in  which 
service  was  performed,  but  not  tlie  assessment  and  deduction 
prescribed  there  for  all  real  estate  ( vaste  goederen ),  iuasmncli  as 
we  liave  resolved  that,  agreeably  to  the  practice  in  thia  country, 
the  40'^  ]>enny  shall  be  deducted  from  all  voluntary  aales  of  real  es- 
tate, and  the  W"  from  those  by  execution,  and  therefore  only  i  per 
cent,  and  no  more,  for  the  Secretary,  besides  his  fees  for  writing 
and  dispatcl).  This,  we  understand,  is  also  the  practice  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Manhattans.  As  to  what  further  relates  to  the  in- 
vention of  such  burdens  on  the  commonalty,  you  are  ordered  »ntl 
instructed  iu  future,  not  to  resort  to  such  proceeding  without  our 
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knriw]edg(!,  unless  the  most  impe.mtive  and  eKtreme  necesaity  In 
this  regard  citiinot  ndmit  of  any  deliiy. 

The  bold  undertaking  of  the  Swedish  Fiiruon  tn  preach  In  the 
Colonic  there  without  permission  does  not  greatly  please  us.  And 
us  we  will  assuredly,  that,  as  yet,  no  other  religiou  but  the  Reformed 
caa  nor  may  be  tolerated  there,  so  you  must,  by  proper  means,  put 
an  end  to  ur  prevent  such  presumption  on  the  part  of  other  seuta- 

The  required  materials  of  tiles,  brick,  lime,  coals  and  iron  work, 
t^^^ether  with  the  powder  and  the  little  )>ell  necessiiry  for  the 
church  there ;  also,  the  brewer's  kettle  for  Henilrick  Kip,  will  be 
sent  you  by  the  first  opportunity ;  and  as  tiie  freight  and  other 
charges  amount  to  coDBiderable,  whatever  of  sue!)  wares  may  be 
sold  there,  must,  henceforth,  be  sold  at  an  advance  of  50  per  cent, 
which  mnsl  also  be  the  case  with  the  clothing.  And  this  not  only 
to  the  soldiers,  as  we  had  indicated  to  you  in  oure  of  tiie  7"  of  De- 
cember, lt>3T,  but  also  to  the  freemen,  as  we  And  that  we  otherwise 
shall  suffer  loss,  as  you  cori'ectly  apprehended. 

The  timber  received  in  the  de  Vergfl'le  Sonne,  like  that  previ- 
ously sent,  is  found  to  t>e  so  indifferent  that  half  the  ship's  freight 
could  not  be  realized  from  it  at  public  sale.  The  net  return  from  it 
amounted  to  only  H.  1,0TH.9.8.  Therefore,  tliat  so  much  should  be 
due  the  city  by  the  shippers,  who,  we  dare  say,  have  suffered  loss 
already  hereby,  we  shall  not  argue,  but,  meanwhile,  it  all  falls  on 
this  city,  which,  truly.  Is  not  tliereby  encouraged.  Therefore,  you, 
are  hereby  again  admonislied  and  ordered,  in  case  there  be  no 
heavier  oak  or  hickory  to  be  had  there,  to  suspend  sending  any  in 
future,  uidess  the  ships  chartered  by  the  city  must  otherwise  leave 
that  place  or  the  Manhattans  without  a  cargo ;  you  have,  then,  to 
regulate  yourself  accordingly. 

We  approve  of  the  purchase  of  the  lots  and  plantiitions;  also,  of 
preparing  and  building  a  store,  barracks  (or  the  soldiers,  bakery, 
guard-houae,  watch-house  for  the  biirgher  cori«,  etc.  But  as  the 
expenses  incurred  by  such  buildings  and  public  works  must  be  met 
by  the  city,  so,  indeed  circumspection  ought  to  be  used  herein  and 
economy  studied  as  much  as  possible ;  for  it  Is  yet  too  premature  to 
attend  to  the  ornamenting  of  such  and  other  public  works,  and  to 
neglect  what  is  most  essential,  such  as  the  pushing  forward  the 
cultivation  of  the  soil,  which  is  the  principal,  yea,  the  sole  object 
wherefore  this  city  hath  established  this  Colonic.  This,  then,  cer- 
tainly ought  to  have  the  first  place,  in  order  to  confirm  and  improve 
the  good  opinion  this  city  entertained  tliereof  when  it,  too  imper- 
ceptibly, suffei-ed  such  general  charges  and  expenses.  Such,  then, 
ought  to  be  introduced  and  practised.  We,  on  our  side,  wdl  not 
fail,  henceforth,  to  dii-ect  our  attention,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the 
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sendinfi;  thither  of  a  larger  number  of  Boors  conversiint  with^agri- 
culture. 

Oil  examining  the  draft  sent  over  of  a  deed  of  lots  nhi:h  )>ave 
been  conceded  yonder,  we  And  omitted  the  bond  whereby  the 
grantees  of  such  lots  oblige  themselves  to  build  on  It  within  £. 
We  liave,  therefore,  resolved  that  the  aforesaid  draft  shall  be  am- 
pliDed  by  the  following  clatiso,  namely :  That  he,  to  wit,  the  grantee 
of  such  lot ,  or  his  assigns,  are  bound  and  held  to  build,  or  cause  build- 
ing to  be  erected,  on  the  lot  or  lots  within  6  months  from  this  time,  as- 
suredly to  mnkeabeidniiing  thereof  ,oa  pain  of  forfeiting  the  aforesaid 
or  lotfl,  and  (laying,  in  addition,  a  fine  of  25  guilders,  together  with 
becoming  subject  to  all  such  public  charges  and  duties  as  are  al- 
ready or  may  hereafter  be  imposed.  With  this  amplification,  we 
thus  approve  of  that  draft,  as  we  aLso  approve  of  the  method  you 
use  in  the  issuing  of  provisions  and  other  ailicles  to  the  soldiers 
and  Colonists,  debiting  them  therefor  in  their  accounts  at  the  same 
price  as  they  sell  at  the  Manhattans.  This  plan  must  be  followed 
aud  observed  under  similiar  circumstances,  in  order  to  keep  pace, 
as  far  as  posible,  with  tliat  place. 

We  readily  believe  that  there  are  still  many  inhabitants  there 
wbo  earnestly  solicit  the  privilege  of  having  some  cattle,  on  tlie 
previous  plan  and  condition  of  half  the  increase.  As  we  fear,  by 
that  arrangement,  such  contractors  will  sliear  the  slieep,  and  this 
city  the  hogs,  you  ought  to  have  truly  aud  fully  mentioned  what 
reasons  induced  you  to  contrav.-ne  our  orders  in  this  matter,  as 
stated  in  ours  of  the  ?"■  June,  165S;  then  possibly,  we  should  have 
been  better  pleased  and  more  satisfied.  We  must  now  wait  pn- 
tiently  for  these  reasons  as  well  as  for  the  conditions  on  which 
those  cattle  are  given  out  on  half  the  increase ;  namely,  how  long 
and  until  what  time  are  the  young  calves  left  with  the  mother,  and 
when  are  they  delivered  to  the  city,  and  what  further  conditions 
are  added.  Otherwise,  we  cannot  judge  of  this  matter,  and  conse- 
quently cannot  yet  fully  compi-elieud  the  proposal  you  have  sub- 
mitted, althougli  we  have  had  it  under  consideration. 

We  have  all  been  pleased  with  the  formula  of  the  oath  taken  by 
those  jjeisons  who  arrive  yonder,  and  with  the  placards  and  the 
publication  of  a  day  of  Thanksgiving,  and  accoi-dingly  hereby  ap- 
prove thereof.  We,  in  like  manner,  on  the  foregoing  conditions, 
approve  of  the  granting  of  some  land  situate  near  Christina  kil  to 
Jan  Pnul  Jacquet,  in  lieu  of  certain  41  morgens  which  he  then  sur- 
rendci-ed  to  the  city. 

Vi'v.  do  not  now  consider  strange,  but  deem  important,  ttie  rea- 
sons submitted  by  you  in  favor  of  tlie  appeal  lying  to  the  Direttor 
and  Council  there,  from  judgments  pronounced  between  11.  lOU  and 
11.  600,  and,  therefore,  those  only  exceeding  fl.  600,  may  be  taken  in 
api>eal  before  the  Director  and  Council  of  New  Netherlaud.    We 
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aluill  accordiogly  forego  our  epeciilations  on  this  subject,  in  order 
to  see  by  what  means  it  could  be  more  fitly  and  certainly  obtained 
and  elaborated  liere.  In  like  manner,  we  judge  it  proper  tbat  Sche- 
tena  there  sbull  not  be  ut  liberty  to  grant  any  execution  unknown 
to  the  Director,  fur  this  reason— in  order  to  be  able  to  consider  be- 
forehand, and,  above  all  things,  to  preserve  tlie  interest  of  tills 
eitr;  this  practice  must  tlierefore  be  observed. 

Weliavebeen  particularly  pleased  to  learn  that  everything  is  going 
on  peaceably  and  harmoniously  tliere,  and  that  there  is  great  appear- 
ance of  the  Colonie  flourishing  more  and  more  in  future.  That 
8ucb  may  continue,  we  must  continually  consider  by  wliat  means 
its  prosperity  is  to  be  promote<l,  and  the  consequent  advantage  of 
this  city  discovered,  which  will  not  then  fail  in  itsduty,  being  even 
at  present  already  busy  in  devising  means  whereby  carsoes  might 
be  sent  thither,  and  consequently  trade  and  commerce  attracted. 
I  sliall  advise  you  in  due  season  of  the  result  thereof. 

We  have  sold,  at  a  reasonable  price,  the  20  tubs  of  tobacco  sent 
hither  on  account  of  one  Captain  Thomas  Btegge ;  tliey  have  ren- 

derednetthesumuffl .asistobeseenby  theaccountan- 

nexed.  in  case  a  like  number  of  tubs  liad  been  sent,  as  we  were 
advised,  we  should  have  proceeded  here  with  the  purchase  of  the 
required  Dogger  and  its  appurtenances,  and,  without  doubt,  sent 
them  on  herewith.  We  sliall  still  expect  the  remainder  of  the  to- 
bacco, unless  said  Captain  Stegge  had  changed  his  mind,  and  accord- 
iaglj  advised  us  to  the  contrary,  when  we  sliall  exiwiid  the  said  re- 
ceived moneys  here,  or  else  remit  them  in  such  manner  as  lie  shall 
direct. 

We  will  not  question  tbat  the  order  and  method  adopted  by  you  in 
regard  tu  the  issuingof  the  rations,  both  to  the  soldiers  and  Colonists, 
have  given  much  trouble ;  but  as  those  to  the  Colonists,  which  are 
the  principal,  have  now  ceased,  we  cannot  think  that  the  Commis- 
saries, unless  a  clerk  or  book-kee|)er,  are  required  there,  so  that  we 
shall  look  for,  by  the  first  opportunity  thence,  not  only  the  copy  of 
monthly  wages  and  Colonists'  books,  with  the  rolls  of  Judgments 
and  resolutions  which  have  been  passed  during  your  time,  but  also 
and  esi>ecially  a  pertinent  statement  and  account  of  your  adminis- 
tratioD  in  that  country.  Herein,  particularly,  thsre  must  not  be 
any  neglect  or  evasion,  as  it  would  avail  nothing  with  us,  and  con- 
sequently would  not  be  favorably  interpreted  or  explained.  We  will 
hope  that  you  will  endeavor  to  prevent  it. 

Thus  much  briefly  ami  as  far  as  time  hath  permitted,  in  answer 
to  your  private  and  general  letter  received.  Siince  then,  and  now 
r<wntly,  we  have  imlirectly  heard  tliat  there  is  a  great  pi-ohabllity 
of  miuerahi being  discovered  in  New  Netherland, and  even  some  cop- 
|>er  ore  whicli  has  come  from  hence,  has  also  been  shown  to  us.  In 
order,  then,  to  inquire  fuitber  about  it,  we  have  examined  Claes  de 
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Biiyt^r,  an  nld  and  experienced  inhabitant  of  tliut  country,  from 
whom  we  hHve  learned  thus  inucti.thHt  the  reported  copiier  mine 
does  not  lie  on  the  South  ilver,  but  that  a  crystal  mountain  nassil- 
uate  between  that  Culonie  and  the  Manhattans,  whereof  he  liim- 
self  had  brniiKht  (livers  pieces  and  specimena;  furthermore  that  tlie 
actcnowledKed  gold  mine  was  apiwirently  tliere,  for  lie,  having  kept 
house  some  time  with  ttie  Indians  living  high  up  the  river  and  about 
Bacliom^s  country,  had  understood  from  them  that  quicksilver  wiU 
to  be  found  there.  Of  the  tnith  of  this  matter  we  can  say  nothing, 
bnt  tliis  is  genemlly  believed  for  a  cert.iiiity,  that  minerals  are  to  be 
had  there.  You  are  therefore  hereby  recommended  to  inquire  pre- 
cisely into  the  matter  there,  anii,  if  possible,  to  employ  for  that  pur- 
pose  the  aforesaid  de  Ruyter,  who  is  returning  to  New  Netherlund, 
iu  order  that  you  miiy  be  able  to  ascertain  the  truth  of  the  report. 
In  such  case, you  are  not  to  neglect  sending  us  s])ecimeus  both  of  the 
one  and  of  the  other,  to  be  tested  here  which  we  shail  then,  at  the 
pn>per  time,  anxiously  expect. 

The  reason  that  30*  article,  relHting  to  the  discoverer  of  sucii 
mi.ierala,  is  now  omitted  in  the  accompanying  copies  and  conditimis 
is,  because  there  is  a  contract  between  this  city  and  the  company, 
whereby  the  latter  alone  is  benefited,  so  that  the  city  must  enter  iuw 
a  further  contract  with  such  discoverers  of  minerals  in  their  district 
there,  namely,  to  pay,  over  ai)d  above  the  10  jier  cent,  to  the  com- 
pany, at  least  one  20"*  part  of  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  tlie  city, 
or  as  much  more  as  shall  be  agreed  on  for  its  advantage.  We  hare 
judged  it  necessary  to  preadvise  yoii  hereof  in  this  letter,  to  the  end 
that  it  may  be  hence  forward  put  in  force  when  occasion  present. 

You  will  learn  from  the  accompanying  list  what  families  or  free 
people  are  going  over  at  pieaent,  whom  we  have  consented,  at  their 
request,  to  send  out  in  advance  by  one  of  tliese  ships  named  tie  B«c€r. 
which  is  going  to  New  Amsterdam,  aa  their  circumstances  did  not 
permit  tliem  to  wait  any  longer.

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make  dei.'lHratioii  and  give  Hutice  who  tliuae  persons  are,  and  liow 
Duined,  to  wit ;  Hans  Uoeloff ,  of  Stockholm,  Andries  Tliomaaeii,  of 
Jutland  ill  Deumark,  Cornells  JurriiieiiHeii,  of  Wiuseren  hi  Sweden, 
Jacob  Jansen,  of  Aiitwen>.  Jan  Hinger.  of  Utrecht,  and  Evert 
Bniuta.  of  Amerafort,  all  soldiers,  who  have  enlisted  in  such  service 
for  a  considerable  time.  .Some  of  tbeni  have  deserted  froiij  here 
witboiit  a  pa8»,  in  consequence  of  bad  conduct,  others  through  re- 
belbon  and  wicked  disobedience.  And,  being  informed  that  they 
areskulking  within  your  Honor's  Jurisdiction,  we  were  unwillinK 
to  neglect  to  greet  your  Honor  herewith  by  tlie  bearer  of  this  letter, 
and  also  respectfully  to  i-equest,  for  the  maintenance  of  justice, 
that  those  persons, as  well  as  all  such  who,  to  get  rid  of  tlie))ayment 
of  tiieir  debts,  have  absconded  from  hence,  whom  we  shall,  from 
tinie  to  time,  make  further  known,  may,  at  our  ex[)ense,  be  sent 
back,  aa  we  have  heretofore  doiio  by  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  on 
liis  Excellency's  rei^uest,  who  hath  also  promised  to  reciprocate; 
for  which  reason  we  trust  that  equity  and  the  pulicy  proper  to  main- 
tain neighlKirly  friendship,  have  a  place  in  your  Honor's  breast,  and 
that  your  Honor  will  condescend  to  grant  us  this  requeat.  We 
fiffther  ask,  in  order  to  prevent  sucli  desertion,  that  henceforth 
none  of  our  nation  may  t)e  permitted  to  come  from  this  place  with- 
in your  Honor's  jurisdiction,  except  such  as  can  exliibit  a  passport 
or  free  leave  under  our  hand  ;  on  this,  our  Special  frieudship  and 
the  service  of  this  State  deiiend,  and  we  shall  reciprocate  in  like 
inanner.and  even  much  farther;  desiring  your  Honor  will  please 
toallow  usto  receive  a  note  in  answer  to  this.  Awaiting  which, 
we  remain,  after  suitable  compliments  and  commendation  unto 
God's  protection,

Htmorabk  and  Right  Worehijyful  Sir  : 

Sir,  Mess",  the  Bui^m listers  »nd  RpRents  of  the  city  of  Amster- 
dam, having  resolved  and  concluded  to  plant  a  Onlonie  in  New 
Netherland  on  the  South  river,  and  having  appointed  Commis- 
sioners and  IJlrectora  in  your  city  for  the  advancement  thereof,  in 
order  that  everything  requisite  should  be  regulated  in  the  most 
suitable  manner,  the  ship  the  Print  Maurits  was  accordini;ly  first 
'liapatched  with  about  35  Colonists  ns  free  handicraftsmen,  among 
whom  were  some  few  workmen  and  some  future  aervantmen,  but 
the  major  part  were  tradespeople,  wlio  did  not  learn  thi-ir  trade 
vfry  well  and  mn  away  from  Iheir  masters  too  early  in  consequence 
of  their  own  viciousness.  There  were,  also,  47  soldiers  and  10  civil 
servants,  with  76  women,  children  and  maid  servants. 

Some  others  followed  in  de  Waeg,  de  Sonne  and  de  Mm'rn.  but  of 
no  good  repute;  scarcely  three  good  farmers  were  to  be  found  among 
the  whole  lot.  The  total  that  came  over  amounted  to  about  137 
tradesmen  and  servants :  70  soldiers  and  civil  servants,  the  crew  of 
the  sloop  included,  in  addition  to  about  300  women  and  children, 
and  the  maid  servants  of  the  married  freemen,  soldiers,  etc.,  and 
who  alone  came  here  single  women. 

From  time  to  time  I  requested  and  recommended  successively,  in 
divers  letters,  that  only  men  and  stout,  growing  farm  servants  be 
sent  nut,  and  many  women  and  children,  be  omitted  for  the  present, 
as  agriculture  could  not  be  advanced  without  good  fanners  and 
strong,  laboring  men. 

After  the  loss  and  wreck  of  the  ship  Privs  Maurits,  the  goods,  by 
extraordinary  labor,  were  mostly  saved  and  brought  hither,  poascH- 
sioii  having  been  taken  of  this  place. 

I  also  found  the  government  to  consist  of  a  Military  Council  over 
the  soldiers  who  were  here  of  old :  the  ancient  inhabitants  lieing 
about  12  (n  .  13  families,  whose  disputes  or  diflerencea  were  <lecided 
by  the  Commander  and  two  persons  as  schepens  and  one  Seci-etary 
thereunto  autliorized  by  the  General  on  t)ehalf  of  the  West  India 
Comiany,  whom  I  informed,  at  the  time,  timt  this  place  luid  come 
under  other  masters,  to  whose  orders  they  had  to  submit,  where- 
upon they  alleged  that  althougli  such  was  now  the  case,  yet  they 
expected,  nevertheless,  that  they  might  be  jiermitted,  according  to 
the  Conditions  offered,  to  continue  under  municl|>Hl  government. 
as  was  ordained  on  behalf  of  the  Company  and  the  Director-Gen- 
eral. They  were  allowed  to  continue  in  order  to  decide  all  differ- 
ences which  might  arise  between  burgher  and  bui^lier  or  freemen 
and  inhabitants. 
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As  for  the  rest,  the  Council  and  I  disiKised  of  all  ptiblic  affairs 
and  wliatever  cuncerned  the  militury  and  militia;  questions  !» 
tween  the  servants  of  the  city,  such  as  civil  oHlcerB  and  freemen, 
misunderstand ings  arising  among  and  received  from  the  schepen  or 
burgher  [court]  until  the  arrival  of  the  shi|i  de  fpMg,  when  T  Com- 
mon Councilmen  and  from  them  three  new  scbepena  were  ohaem- 
alao.  another  Secretary  and  Sellout, 

Two  Elders  and  two  Deacons, 

But  before,  and  immediately  on,my  coming,  lots  or  groimdsireir 
distributed  and  shown  to  every  one,  in  order  to  their  belnj;  regu- 
larly built  un  and  fenced. 

And  before  I  bad  been  a  month  here,  I  proposed  to  all  those  io- 
clined  to  agriculture  to  look  up  land  tbemselvesfor  their  satisfaction, 
which  they  did.  Moreover,  I  allowed  to  be  measured  out  to  every 
one  as  much  Isnd  as  he  required  and  marked,  as  more  fully  appean 
by  the  written  record  sent  to  the  gentlemeu  at  home. 

Furthermore,  I  found  hei'e  few  or  no  houses ;  therefore,  since  all 
goods  were  to  be  secured  against  the  rain  and  from  being  tuken 
away,  I  had  first  built  a  large  store,  26  (a  .  27  feet  wide,  54  feel  long. 
the  first  story  10  feet  high  with  a  loft  under  the  roof  above,  foradnell- 
ing,a  storehouse  and  oiher  necessary  conveniences.  Andastbefort 
was  small  where  the  married  soldiers  with  their  wives  and  childr«i 
were  nut  well  slieltered  and  would  not  live,  I  had  erected,  right  un- 
der the  fort,  a  long  barrack,  16  to  17  feet  wide  and  190  feet  in  length, 
the  room  9  feet  high,  and  covered  with  reed,  also,  divided  into  11 
copartments ;  likewise,  inside  the  fort,  a  guard-house  16  feet  wide, 
20  feet  long,  covered  with  boards.  Afterwards,  in  the  square,! 
bake-house  of  about  IS  feet  wide,  31  (a  .  32  feet  long  and  the  flnt 
story  10,  and  the  second  7  feet  high,  n  Itli  a  garret  under  the  roof 
which  was  covered  with  borrowed  tiles,  I  had.  also,  one-third  of 
my  dwelling  raised  and  improved  with  a  square  loft  covered  with 
tiles  in  order  to  be  lodged  somewhat  dry.  As  adweUing  for  the  Com- 
missary for  the  distribution  of  the  rations,  I  built  a  house  of  square 
timber  21  (ir.  22  feet  wide,  SO  feet  long,  the  story  about  9  feet  high 
and  garret,  the  roof  covered  with  boards  for  want  of  tiles.  More- 
over, outside  the  fort,  I  had  repaired,  according  to  the  eiigencie*, 
the  Clergyman's  house  and  that  of  the  smith.  Item:  had  a  burgher 
watcb-liouse  built  of  1<^;  it  is  about  20  feet  square,  the  Gr^t  tluxj 
9,  the  2d  8  feet,  and  covered  with  tiles.  Other  public  lots  were, 
likewise,  set  off  in  the  square,  so  that  this  settlement  is  now  pretty 
well  looking  and  convenient  1  with  llObuusesbuilt,  which,  at  6r«, 
afforded  plenty  of  employment,  the  rather,  as  not  many  brought 
either  money  or  means  with  them,  for  which  reason  they  were 
obliged  to  perforin  heavier  work  almost  alone  and  with  but  little 
assistance. 

Meanwhile,  agriculture  was  not  neglected,  but  attended  to  as 
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mucb  as  possible,  according  aa  circumstances  peiinitted.  But,  on 
the  ottier  hand,  there  came  k  general  sickness,  attended  by  burning 
fevers,  etc.,  which  surely  fatigued  and  oppressed  tlie  people,  and 
made  them  groan.  In  consequence,  house-building  for  the  com- 
mencement of  a  city, and  the  tillageof  tlie  land  for  a  suitable liarvest 
of  grain,  went  forward  but  poorly,  and  not  so  much  progress  fol- 
lowed as  was  desirable. 

The  second  year  was  so  wet  and  unseasonable  that  hardly  grain 
enoutth  for  the  people  and  the  cattle  could  be  saved-,  add  to  which 
a  multitude  of  new  cases  of  sickness  again  broke  out  with  such 
severity,  that  nearly  the  tenth  part  of  the  people  lingered  aiid  lived 
in  misery,  under  continual  sickness,  fevers  and  langoura.  Fully 
more  than  100  persons  perished  in  consequ'  nee,  and  a  great  many 
cattle  were  lost.  By  this  means,  most  of  tlielaborwas  at  atastand- 
stilt ;  this  gave  rise  to  scarcity  and  dearth ;  most  of  what  the  |>eople 
had  saved  was  spent  in  their  poverty,  whereupon  a  severe,  hard  and 
long  winter  followed. 

This  summer,  or  the  third  year,  I  undertook  a  granary  or  baru 
and  a  new  stable  for  the  cattle ;  also  to  have  the  lands  fenced,  be- 
cause the  people  were  without  means,  and  could  not  accomplish  this 
of  tliemselves.  I  began  it  on  an  advance,  and  allowed  between  400 
and  500  rods  of  fence  to  be  made ;  Item,  enlarged  by  one-half  the 
t^liurch  or  place  where  service  was  performed  on  Sundays.  Some 
considerable  victuals  were  given  on  this  occasion,  for,  where  every- 
thing ia  dune  voluntarily  or  by  free  labor  here,  one  must  attend  to, 
run  after  and  keep  all  things  in  view  where  many  works  are  mean- 
while going  on  for  the  improvement  of  this  place,  and  whatever 
agriculture  demands.  But  as  the  people  can  effect  but  little  herein, 
and  are  unaccustomed  to  farming,  and  new  lands  here  require  such 
immense  labor,  and,  as  those  who  have  no  assistance,  must  do  the 
work  themselves,  being  unable  to  pay  servants'  or  laboi'crs'  wiiges, 
as  these  are  very  high  here,  they,  as  yet,  can  ill  or  imperfectly  get 
along,  for  they  do  not  well  understand  the  work,  and  have  the  mis* 
fortnue  of  one  or  two  months'  sickness.  All  this  puts  many  in 
arrears. 

Now  it  comes  again  to  pass  that  the  English  of  Maryland,  above 
■Virginia,  whereof  I»rd  Balthus  Muor,  residing  in  old  England,  is 
Governor,  lay  claim  to  this  placeand  say  it  appertains  to  his  district. 
The  al>ove  named  Lord  B.  Moor  hatb  written,  or  given  sliarp  and 
strict  orders  hereupon  to  M'  Josiaa  Feudal,  who  governs  Maryland 
in  his  al)sence,  to  make  a  minute  inquiry  and  examination  respect- 
ing the  boundaries  and  jurisdiction  of  hisdistricliu  these  countries, 
tAgive  notice  thereof,  to  summon. and  now  to  employ  furthermeans 
according  to  his  power  and  the  conjuncture  of  affairs.  This  is  public 
here  at  present,  and  causes  much  uncertainty  aud  trouble  among 
tbe  people.  Almost  everything  is,  as  a  cousequence,  at  a  staud,  and 
ai-VOL.  V. 
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tvvvy  one  is  trying  to  remove  and  racatie ;  and  althongli,  in  mj 
opinion,  tliis  is  not  so  serious,  yet  It  is  seized  on  as  a  pretext  by 
many  lazy  and  idle  people,  none  of  wliom  have  any  prospect  of  ever 
being  able  to  pay.  On  tliis  account,  tliey  pretend  tlial  they  oufriit 
still  continue  to  be  supported  fi-om  the  store,  which  is  unsdvisable 
and  would  be  endless ;  they  assert  that  such  should  be  and  imagine 
[would  be]  done,  by  ttie  English,  because,  aa  they  re|iort,  better  land 
and  abundance  of  stock  are  to  be  had  there  ;  also,  2,000  or  2,5U0  lbs. 
of  toliacco  per  annum  can  be  earned  exclusive  of  board,  wliich  might 
eiisily  be  promised,  because  tiie  English  harvest  is  yet  to  be  saved. 
but  iheyare  few  to  give  it,  the  English  being,  as  yet,  assisted  by 
each  other,  wliich,  in  these  troubles,  it  is  hard  to  remedy  here, 
since,  in  consequence  of  more  extensive  settlement,  we  have  few 
people  here. 

Divers  letters  have  been  written  and  applications  made  from  here 
that  provisions  may  be  continued  to  be  sent,  as  but  small  store  has 
been  laid  in  either  by  the  old  Inhabitants  or  new  comers,  in  codk- 
quence  of  bad  years  and  much  sickness. 

The  ship  de  Meuhn  came  up  late  last  autunm  with  100  souls  with- 
out a  handful  of  provisions.  It  was  impossible  to  proceed  to  the 
north  and  south,  and  nsthing  could  be  had  from  the  Manhattans  in 
the  fall  and  before  the  frost,  as  winter  set  in  on  us  suddenly  and 
early. 

The  Commissioners  and  Dkectors  considei-ed  so  much  building 
very  strange  and  unnecessary,  but  no  work  was  done  but  what  was 
essential,  and  if  work  cannot  be  furnished  iu  this  place  by  the  city 
to  some  2.5  or  more,  a  day,  then  they  cannot  live  here.  If  such  be 
stopped,  'twill  cause  many  to  go  idle  who  must  seek  employment  in 
one  or  other  neighboring  place  in  order  to  earn  their  living,  as  now 
happens  whenever  any  remove  to  the  English  and  even  to  tlie  Man- 
hattaiis. 

It  almost  seemsasif  those  of  the  South  and  K  orth  are  jealous  and 
dread  this  place  becoming  great  and  flourishing.  To  prevent  this 
happy  event,  1  believe  mucii  is  done  to  excite  prejudice  against  it 
and  to  depreciate  us,  to  foment  dissent  ions  and  to  entice  people 
away.  I'or  field  labor  here  being  too  severe  for  divers  free  handi- 
crafts people,  such  as  various  sorts  of  weavers,  tailors,  shoemaken. 
button-makers,  etc.,  and  they  being  unwilling  to  work  at  it,  and 
tlie  city  having  nothing  for  them  to  do  and  they  having  no  pro- 
visions, easily  found  a  pretext  for  loaBngabout;  for,  in  consequence 
of  laziness,  they  never  pi-osiwr,  and  no  i>ayment  is  to  be  expected 
from  them. 

The  enlargement  of  this  Colonie  has  been  attended  to  according 
to  order;  besides  that,  a  new  fortiflcatiou  and  settlement  were  made 
at  the  Whore  or  Sickoneysincks  kill,  which  have  been  daily  visited. 
It  was,  therefore,  expected  that  a  ship  would  have  arrived  in  the 
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spring;  it  being  now  late  in  the  yeur,  and  none  expected,  great  dis- 
courngtment  has  ensued.  Add  to  this,  the  maize  cvop,  etc.,  is  now 
injured  by  the  Indians,  and  in  tliis  manner  the  hospital  is  robbt^ 
and  breiid  taken  out  of  tlie  mouth,  whicli  we,  from  weakness,  can- 
not prevent. 

Tlie  West  India  Conipany  are  also  enlaiging  their  conditions  to 
the  inhabited  places,  with  full  exeniptioiiK  from  Ixiard  and  i>assage 
mouey.  Tiie  number  of  croakers  is  thereby  incresised  to  the  dis- 
paraRenient  of  tbia  place.  I  yet  liope,  on  that  iiccount,  tliat  a  good 
ship  is  at  hand  and  to  arrive  froni  day  to  day.  Should  it  happen 
otherwise,  it  is  ini|>ossible  to  keep  tliis  place  up;  it  will  daily  dn- 
cluie  and  be  placed  in  gi'eater  danger.  It  is  considered  necessary 
and  proper  to  point  all  this  out,  res|>ectf tfUy,  t«  your  Honor  in  order 
to  prevent  any  more  damage,  and  so  to  direct  the  management  of 
this  Colony  that  no  bad,  but  the  best  course  may  be  adopted. 

These  lauds  and  eonveniencies  are  many  and  important,  were  they 
somewhat  assisted. 

llere,cnneequently,  it  wouldbe  highly  necessary  to  demand  2  or  3 
persons  as  Councillors,  or  of  superior  rank  with  oHlces  annexed,  as 
may  be  deemed  most  expedient,  iu  order  to  establish  everything 
regularly  and  on  a  good  basis. 

This  Colony  is  in  length,  along  the  Bay,  about  S  leagues,  and  on 
the  river  7;  inland,  it  is  tolerably  deep,  tlie  next  place  being  about 
a  day's  Journey  off.  The  expense  will  not  be  incurred  in  vain,  but 
richly  repaid  here;  therefore,  I  humbly  pray  that  this  place  may  be 
pFotM;ted.  It  will  bring  honor  and  profit  if  well  supported,  perhaps 
before  it  is  supposed  or  expected;  this  State  is  nut  worse,  but 
tolerably  well,  and  much  better  than  it  was.  although  a  little  scum 
BtiU  gel^  on  the  surface;  It  is  gradually  improving  once  more;  I 
recummend  it  to  the  patronage  of  all,  which  I  fully  expect. 

In  reaped  to  the  3  persons  sent  as  Councillors,  the  first  hath 
asked  for  and  obtained  his  dis<;harge ;  the  tliird,  who  was  Commis- 
sary, is  dead,  and  his  place  still  vacant.  The  second  should  com- 
mand at  the  Sickoneysincka  kill,  in  order  to  establish  possession  and 
guverniuent  firmly  there.  But,  as  things  appear  to  be  somewhat 
struggling  here,  I  propose  that  he,  M'  Ilinoyossa,  shall  return  home 
in  the  spring  to  make  a  verbal  report  on  everytliing,  and,  as  letters 
eanuot  be  answered  so  readily,  he,  on  his  arrival,  will  be  able  to 
to  give  information  and  satisfaction  on  every  point.  Finally,  I 
shall  pray  God  to  bless  your  Honor's  government  and  to  preserve 
your  Honor  iu  continual  health  and  prosperity,  remaining 
Your  Honor's  obedient  and 
Faithful  Servant,

August  to  the  S2^  Sepl&ntber,  IC5H,  so  far  as  they  reiaU  to  Set 

Ifetherland. 

Monday,  the  26'*  August,  165a. 

Dom'  Pmeliua.Cop  a  groen  and  Van  Noort,  clergymen  enter,  whn 
represented  that  the  Venerable  Classis  at  present  met  in  this  city, 
had  deputed  to  greet  this  Assembly  and  to  inform  it : 

1. — First.  That  they  had  learned  that  various  sects  were  residing 
in  New  Netherlaiid,  niimely,  divera  Quakei's  at  the  Red  Silt  or 
Shode  Island,  and  a  numfter  of  LtUherans  at  New  Amgtfrdam  nni? 
(Ae  Sovth  river,  who  were  pioiHigHting  their  doctrine  there,  request- 
ing that  provision  be  made  therein,  and  their  conventicles  pre- 
vented. 

2.— I'iiecondly-  As,  according  to  letters  from  the  brethren  in  »« 
Netherland,  some  Dutch  and  English  clergyman  were  required  llieie, 
they  wish  and  request  tliat  this  Assembly,  in  support  thereof,  may 
adopts  favorableresolution,andprovide  the  place  with  mareMiais- 
ters. 

8.— Thirdly.  As  three  clergymen  have  died  some  time  since  in 
Guinea,  and  in  the  meantime  the  congregation  are  «-ithf)ut  any, 
they  submit  and  propose  to  this  Assembly,  in  order  to  proceed  nwre 
assurdly  therein  and  to  provide  the  congregation  there  always,  as 
far  as  iiossible-  with  one  clergyman,  whether  a  second  onglit  not  be 
sent  thither  in  addition  to  tbe  minister  who  sailed  in  the  last  sliip. 
"4.— Fourthly.  Tliey  demand  jiayment  of  the  arrears  of  the  salary 
earned  by  i>«  Pofftemttw,  at  present  a  minister  in  New  Netherland: 
also,  that  Reverend  Asstetten's  widow,  who  has  been  referred  to 
this  Assembly  by  the  Zealand  Chaml>fr,  may  be  paid  what  is  due. 
Which  l)eing  considered,  and  question  being  put,  it  is  resolved  and 
concluded,  and  told  to  the  aforesaid  D°°,  wlio,  being  without,  were 
again  invited  In,  namely,  that  the  llrst  and  second  parts'of  tlieir 
aforesaid  pro)>os;ils  and  request  concerntd  the  presiding  Charal>erof 
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Amsterdam,  whose  delegates  being  at  present  nt  this  meeting;,  had 
undertaken  to  communicate  the  same  to  their  principals,  that 
jiroper  order  may  be  taken  tbereon.  But  what  regard  the  third 
division  of  tlieir  requeat,  viz.,  tlie  despatching  a  second  preaclier  to 
Guinea,  that  this  Assemlily  considers  one  Minister  enough  for  that 
place  as  tliere  is  but  a  small  congregation  there,  and  those  from  the 
surrounding  forts  and  places  came  to  church  to  EI  Mina,  and  at- 
tend divine  service  there.  Fourthly,  the  minister,  Polhemius,  in 
regard  to  his  petition,  is  referred  to  the  presiding  Chamber  of  Am- 
sterdam, to  make  due  disposition  thereof.  And  the  widow  Asstet- 
ten'a  petition,  consisting,  in  fact,  of  three  parta,  etc. 

Wednesday,  3'^  Sept',  1659. 

The  first  point  for  consideration,  whereupon  many  deliberations 
bare  been  now  for  some  time  had,  but  no  conclusion  come  to  by  the 
different  memliers  is  resumed,  in  order  to  finally  bring  the  respect- 
ive chambers  to  closer  connection,  good  correspondence  and  union, 
the  result  of  which  will  evidently  be  their  complete  restoration  and 
preservation,  the  present  deputies  from  all  the  chambers  represent- 
ing tlie  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  resolved  and  enacted 

1.— First  and  foremost,  each  chamber,  etc. 

7.— And  in  r^ard  to  New  Netherland,  where  the  Amsterdam 
Chamber,  and  the  Wild  Coast,  where  the  Zealand  Chamber  has 
each  already  its  Colonies,  the  other  Chambers  res[iectively  will  be 
at  liberty  ( the  resolutions  heretofore  adopted  thereti[ioii,  remaining 
in  full  force )  1 1  plant  their  Colonies  also  in  those  parts  in  suitable 
places,  having  no  proprietors,  and  to  allow  other  persons  to  come 
into  their  Colonies,  all  with  previous  noti  heat  ion,  knowledge  and 
approbation  r>f  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  and  upon  an  equal  foot- 
ing, order  and  proper  regulation,  not  conflicting  with  the  ali-eady 
established  Colonies  of  Amsterdam  and  Zealand,  on  the  planting  of 
which  Colonies,  belonging  to  said  respective  chambers  in  those 
places  and  coasts,  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  thereby  shall  be  de- 
clared and  assumed  as  a  common  charge,  in  order  that  the  reparti- 
tion of  the  Company's  receipts,  hereinbefore  more  fully  specified, 
shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner,  as  it  will  be  put  into  practice  on 
the  behalf  of  the  Chanlbers  of  Amstei'dani  and  Zealand,  by  virtue 
of  this  resolution,  and  tlie  profits  accruing  therefrom  for  the  com- 
mon advantage. 

S. — What  relates  to  the  general  tiiide  on  the  Coast  of  Guinea, 
etc. 
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PROTEST  OF  THE  VICE-DIKECTOR  AND  COUKCIL  OF 
NEW  AMSTEL  AGAINST  OOLONEL  UTIE. 

Colonel  Natuaniel  Utie:  Whereas  you  appeared  yesterday 
afternoon,  at  your  request,  in  our  Council,  and  there  read  and  ex- 
hibite<l  a  uertain  Instruction,  which  you  stated  was  doue  by  oider 
of  M'  Jiisiaa  Fendel,  Lieutenant  of  the  Lord  Baltamoor,  but  vitb- 
out  day  or  date,  or  place  wliere  written,  beiiiK  signed  by  Philip  Cal- 
ver',Sefi-etary,  coDcerning  our  settlement  on  Delaware  bay, or  tbid 
Colony  here. 

In  wliich  said  instruction,  it  is  simply  stated  and  alleged  thai 
this  place  is  situate  in  tite  aforesaid  Lord  Baltimoor'a  Provinw, 
and  tliat,  therefore,  this  Government  should  depart  hence  with  its 
people  aa  soon  as  you  had  Klven  notice  hereof.  Moreover,  you  in- 
sisted t)mt  all  the  lands,  between  thirty-eight  and  forty  degree 
east  and  west,  from  sea  to  sea,  belonged  to  the  above  named  Lord 
Ualtimoors,'  Governor  at  Maryland,  and  whatever  was  in  dispute 
concerning  this,  had  lately  been  settled  and  arranged  in  Uld  Eng- 
land. 

Narrating  the  whole  only,  without  producing  any  required  proofs, 
or  sending  them  to  ua,  as  we  should  have  been  pleased  to  have  your 
proposals  in  writing,  in  order  to  prevent  further  misunderstanding. 

You  further  make  known,  with  words  of  greater  weight,  to  wit, 
that,  in  case  our  delaying  to  depart  immediately,  you  will  be  guilt- 
less of  the  vast  quality  of  Innocent  blood  that  may  then  he  shed  on 
this  account. 

Unexpected  and  strange  to  us  are  ttiese  proceedings  aud  treat- 
ment on  the  part  of  Cbristain  brethren  and  neighlwre,  with  wbom 
we  never  sought,  and  still  do  not  seek  anything  else  than  to  matn- 
taju  fiood  friendsliip,  and  to  whom  we  iiave  never  given  any  cause 
of  offence. 

We  therefore,  again  request  the  proof  already  required  from  yon, 
or  some  extract  serving  as  a  veriflcation  of  your  chief  assertion,  ot 
property  and  Iwundary  of  the  lauds,  whetlier  they  were  conquertd

We  offer  to  exhibit  to  you,  this  iiiBtaiit,  such  right  as  we  have  re- 
ceived for  the  possession  of  this  place,  both  by  tfrunt  from  their 
High  Mightinesses,  the  Lords  States-General  of  tlie  Unitwl  Nether- 
lands, and  by  lawful  convf yauce  or  deed  from  the  West  India  Cora- 
|MQy,  in  consequence  of  fair'purchase  and  i>aynient. 

But  if  any  misunderstanding  arise  in  the  propositions  of  one  or 
of  the  otlier,  let  the  difference  be  referred  to  the  Supreme  authority, 
such  as  the  Parliament  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States- 
General  :  otherwise,  as  we  are  new  comers  in  these  parts,  and  the 
circumstances  of  this  case,  or  what  may  be  in  the  Archives  and 
elsewhere  concerning  it,  are  not  known  to  us,  we  refer  ourselves  to 
the  opposite  proofs  to  be  produced  by  the  General  of  New  Netlier- 
land,  under  whom  we  resort. 

Further;  the  second  part  of  your  Honor's  instruction  continues, 
that  you  are  to  offer  to  some  people  and  inliabitants  here,  favorable 
terms  of  agreement  for  planting  and  for  trade  with  those  of  Mary- 
land, witii  promise  of  protection  and  larger  freedom,  which  already 
has,  in  some  measure,  been  made  here  to  those  bound  by  oath  to 
their  Lords,  m<isters,  and  to  others  who  owe  considerable  sum", 
and  who,  seduced  by  such  offers,  are  wavering,  abandon  their  com- 
menced work  and  opportunity,  get  inti>  arrears  and  run  away. 
They  thus  become  ruined  and  tlieir  masters  are  cheated  out  of 
what  is  owing  to  them.  Wherefore  we  ai^e  under  the  necessity  of 
protesting,  us  we  do  hereby  protest,  against  you  and  your  principals 
for  all  damages,  injuries  and  losses  already  incnrred  and  still  to  be 
suffered,  in  order  to  recover  the  same  at  one  time  or  another,  ac- 
conlingly  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

For  the  continuance  of  peace  and  quietness  between  the  subjects 
of  the  Republic  of  England  and  their  Iligh  Mightinesses,  the  Lords 
States-General,  we  refer  to  the  ariicles  of  peace,  treaties  of  alli- 
ance, made  and  concluded  on  the  5"'  April,  in  the  year  1034,  obliga- 
tory on  all  governments,  whether  in  America  or  in  Europe, 
whereby  Ihey  were  all  ordered  and  commanded  not  to  inflict,  the 
one  or  the  other,  any  hostility,  injury  or  damage,  as  more  fully 
afipears  by  article  16. 

We  trust,  nevertheless,  that  you  will  please  to  take  all  the  prem- 
ises into  consideration  and  proceed  no  otherwise  than  as  equity  and 
justice  require. 

We  declare  that  we  are  in  no  wise  inclined  to  commit  the  least 
injustice,  but  are  very  willing  to  second,  or  to  yield  to,  those  who 
have  the  best  right.    We  refer  whatever  exceeds,  goes  beyond,  or  is 
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opposed  to,  this  and  all  unreasonable  proposals  to  the  supreme  gov- 
ernment, or  else  protest  againat  all  damages,  as  above. 

It  is,  also,  proposed  that,  in  order  to  obtain  a  further  answer  hera- 
nntp,  tlie  General  shall  be  expressly  written  to;  wlierefore  the  Col- 
onel has  allowed  and  granted  the  time  at  least  of  thr«e  weeks,  or 
thereabouts,  in  order  that  a  rescript  or  answer  may  be  received.

Himorabh,  Worahip/ul,  Wise,  MoM  Prudent: 

This  serves  only  as  a  cover  of  the  inclosed  duplicates  of  letters 
written  and  lately  sent  you  and  tlie  Worshipful  Bu[|;oma»ter  de 
Graeft.  Since  then,  after  lung  and  previous  threatening,  the  trou- 
bles which  the  English  are  fomenting,  unjustly  and  without  reason, 
have  overtaken  us.  TJiey  will  not  listen  to,  nor  make  use  of,  any 
reasons,  making  only  a  verbil  statement  and  delivering  an  instruc- 
tion, instead  of  credential  and  commission,  without  date  or  place 
of  execution,  all  which  ta  obscure,  I,  therefore,  could  do  uotiiing 
more  than  give  a  written  answer  with  protests  to  Colonel  Nathanie 
Utie,  delegate  from  Josias  Fendel,  Lieutenant  of  Baltamoor,  who 
is  Governor  of  Maryland,  tlie  2"^  )tart  of  Virginia,  which  lies  off  tl»e 
English  liver  and  adjoins  us;  they  can  come  here  from  the  nearest 
imint  in  a  day  or  a  day  and  a  half.  As  they  do  not  suhmit  nor  will 
employ  any  reasons,  so  we  are  obliged  to  listen  to  and  see  what  is 
intolerable.  They  insist  that  we  shall  move  off,  or  submit  to  tbem 
immediately,  or  at  furthest,  within  thi-ee  weeks.  Here  are  only  14 
(n  .  15  soldiers,  half  of  whom  are  sick  and  unfit  for  service ;  llie  re- 
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mainder  are  at  the  Whorekill.  The  burghers  will  hardly  leave 
thfir  houses  and  property  and  defend  the  fort;  everything  is  at  a 
stand;  it  Is  dangerous  for  people  to  begin  anything  or  to  invest 
means  or  labor  in  a  place  not  free,  and  to  which  otiiers  lay  claim. 
I  may  now,  cuii sequent) y,  admit,  in  tlie  face  of  all  these  obstacles 
wliich  are  occuritig  from  year  to  year,  tlmt  I  find  myself  unfortu- 
nate. Mr.  Beeclinian,  Vice-Director,  residing  at  Altoim,  on  the 
part  of  the  Hon'^  West  India  Company,  and  I  have  sent  post  after 
post  to  the  Manhattans.  But  aa  the  Indians  bave,  again,  killed 
three  or  four  Dutchmen,  no  person  can  go  through ;  one  messenger, 
who  was  eight  days  out,  returned  without  accomplishing  his  pur- 
pose. We  have  no  vessel ;  the  sloop  went  to  the  Manhattans  before 
the  arrival  of  the  English;  the  boat  is  unfit  to  goto  sea;  we  lack 
even  powder,  for  which  I  wrot«  over  a  year  and  a  day  ago;  biit  it  is 
loi^  and  somewhat  tate  in  being  sent.  We  shall  do  our  best,  ac- 
cording to  time  and  circumstances,  hoping  that  God  Almighty  will 
give  a  favorable  issue.  To  his  gracious  protectiou  I  commend  your 
Honors,  and  remain.

VICE-DIRECTOR  AXRICHS  TO  BURGOMASTER  DE 
GRAAFF. 

Honirrable  and  Afoal  Worshipful  Sir : 

The  first  and  last  letter  sent  you  yesterday,  was  by  a  ship,  the 
name  of  which  I  do  not  know,  that  was  to  sail  from  the  Manliattans 
in  a  few  days.  1  foi^t,  I  think,  through  hast,  to  state  the  number 
of  houses  here;  there  are  110  in  this  place, and  16  (o.  IT  more  on 
land  belonging  to  our  nation,  and  13  (li;.  14  belonging  to  tlie  Swedes. 
In  that  letter  I  had  also  stated  that  2(4.3  qualified  ]>enions  are 
needed  who,  it  may  readily  be  supposed,  can  find  some  employment 
here.    I  have  therefore  drawn  up  a  brief  plan  as  to  the  services  you 
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might  ex])ect  from  tbeni.  AccordinK  to  ray  opinion,  under  corrw- 
tion,  tlii^y  miRht  be  employed,  at  flreC,  iis  ordinary  Countnllors  10 
delilHTate  and  to  resolve  on  all  matters  wliatsoever,  except  such 
law  suita,  differences  and  contests  occurlng  between  Burgher  and 
Burgher,  as  tlie  Scliepens  decide.  They  might  also  conjointly  have 
charge  of  tlie  chamber  of  accounts  and  tlie  office  of  Surmgate  ( DW 
meestergchiip),  for  which  there  ia  plenty  of  business  here  already: 
also  what  appertains  to  public  buildings  and  fortification.  Be:4ides 
that,  the  first,  as  Commissary,  should  have  the  iiarticular  superin- 
tendence of  all  receiiitA  and  delivery  or  sale  of  goods,  provi»uii9. 
stores,  ammunition  and  materials  for  building  of  fortiHcatium, 
The  second,  as  Commissary  of  mercliandise,  for  which  tlie  jjrofits 
of  a  capital  of  one  hundred  thousand  guilders,  over  and  above  the 
ordinary  interest,  might  serve  as  a  fund  to  defray  all  charges  and 
expenses  here,  the  capital  remaining  intact.  Ttie  tliird  might  act 
as  generid  book-keeper,  to  record  everything,  to  arrange  the  books 
with  what  deiiends  tliereon— these  three  persons  conjointly  remain- 
ing bound  to  send,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  principals  at  honir. 
[copies]  of  all  documents  executed  here,  wheliier  i-eaolutions,  cun- 
tracts,  land  patents,  minutes  or  pleadings  in  suits  at  law  and  otliir 
differences  or  di»putes,  judgments,  etc.,  without  any  exception. 
With  eoiiseiit  of  those  yonder  the  duties  of  Schout,  Secretary,  aiwi 
also,  indeed,  of  Commissai?,  of  or  over  agriculture  might  be  tnuis- 
ferred  to  the  above  named  persons,  to  witness  and  snpeiiiitend. 
moreover,  all  business  appertaining  to  this  8tat«  or  city.  In  aiich 
wise,  the  proprietors  would  receive  entire  and  in  full,  and  clearly 
know,  what  passes  here,  so  as  to  delibenite  and  to  give  orders  on 
all  things  with  more  certainty.  Moreover,  were  you  to  be  pleased 
to  establish  more  sjieedily  and  assuredly,  a  well  begim  project,  I 
think,  under  coiTect ion,  that  30or25families,  of  good  agriculturists 
and  farmers,  well  acquainted  and  conversant  with  the  keepin)(of 
cattle  and  whatever  is  connected  therewith,  might  each  be  offend. 
in  the  first  place,  30  or  40  cows  (more  or  leas,  according  to  circum- 
stances), mostly  milch  cows,  the  remainder  somewhat  younger,atid 
other  cattle  on  halves  for  tlie  term  of  4  or  6  years,  nu  condition 
that,  on  the  expiration  of  siicli  time  those  of  the  cattle  fumialicd 
that  have  died,  strayed  or  lieen  lost,  be  first  made  good  by  the  pn> 
prietor  from  the  beat  and  oldest  of  the  increase-^  the  remainder  of 
the  increase  then  to  be  divideti,  half  for  the  proprietor  and  halffor 
the  farmer,  unless  10  to  12  lbs.  of  butter  could  be  annually  got  from 
each  milch  cow  for  the  behoof  or  profit  of  the  proprietor,  or,  if  better 
conditions  could  be  obtained,  it  would  be  well  that  they  should 
take  effect  on  the  increase  of  the  cattle,  which  would  cause  an 
abundance  of  milk  and  bntter  at  a  cheap  rate.  Hereunto,  earh 
person  should  be  allowed  two  hundred  morgens  of  land  or  more. 
The  purchase  and  expense  of  a  thousand  head  of  cattle  to  be  brouglil 
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Iiere.  demand  40  (n  .  50  tlioiisand  guilders  at  most,  in  merchandise, 
oorusistiiig  of  broiid  Duffels,  grey  Usiiiiburg  linen,  a  part  bleiiclied: 
also,  htOM\  Flemisli  linen  and  such  like  articles,  brandy  and  dis- 
tilled iiiiuora  in  ankers  and  hulf  aums,  stockings,  shoes,  shirts  and 
some  woolens  of  divers  sorts.  What  are  most  in  demand  here  are 
Duftel3,-grey  Osnaburgs  and  strong  liquors,  and  tlien,  from  time  to 
time,  there  ouglitti  be  sent  with  all  tlie  shii>s,  of  which  two  at  least 
sliould  arrive  every  year,  25  g<HNl  farmers,  who  can  till  the  hiud. 
Clearing  land  furnishes  considerable  employment  here;  ploughing, 
souring,  mowing  and  tlirashing  require  strong  people,  accustomed 
to  iiilwr,  most  of  whom  should.  af>  far  as  (lossible,  be  men. 

Having  written  thus  far  asa  supplement  to  my  former  letter.dated 
HT'August.thehitljertolongdreaded  and  apprehended  triennial  mis- 
fortune occurred  on  the  8"  instant,  namely,  the  dissatisfaction  tliut 
the  English  foment  unlawfully  and  unreasonably,  even  without  hav- 
ingorirotwishingto  give, any  reasons.  I  have,  therefore, delivered  to 
(be  Deputy  In  answer  to  theirunfoutided  pretence  andproposal,a  writ- 
leu  Protest,  which  is  transmit  ted  lie  re  with.  Weliavebcen,  tiitherto, 
unfortunate  on  account  of  the  contentions  which  have  annually  oc- 
curred here.  I  have  sent  oft  messenger  after  messenger  to  tlie 
Manhattans  overland,  but  no  one  can  get  through  as  the  Indiana 
there  have  again  killed  four  Dutchmen.  A  messenger,  who  had 
lieen  outeight  days,  returns  without  executing  his  business.  When 
the  Enftllsh  came,  the  sloop  was  at  the  Manhattims,  where  she  still 
rcmaiiw.  so  that  we  liave  been  obliged  to  charter  expressly  a  private 
vessel  that  came  tlience  the  day  before  yesterday,  to  send  a  letter, 
with  the  annexed  documents,  to  tlie  General.  I  exf)ect  that  assist- 
ance will  Ri>eedily  arrive,  which  God  grant,  to  whose  gracious 
jirotection  I  commend  your  Honor.    I  remain.

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Dtflaration  and  Mnnifent  ddivered  by  iraj/  of  a  Sfiieclt  In  tilt  Honm- 
nbie  OoKernor  and  Council  of  tlu  Pronnce  of  Mnrylmtd,  Vhaaptai 
ba>j,fr<nn  the  Honorable  Goctrnor-General  and  Council  of  Ik 
Province  of  Xeu:  yelherland. 

Ubserving,  first  and  foremost,  the  original  riElit  and  title  the  sub- 
jects of  the  Higb  and  Mighty  the  States-General  of  the  VaiUA 
PmvmcfS,  uuder  the  proprietary  of  the  Loi-ds  of  the  West  iDdia 
Company  of  Anutterdfliu,  in  Holland,  possess  to  the  Province  rf 
New  Xetherland,  wliicli  stretchetli  itself  along  tlie  great  Ocean, 
from  38  to  about  42  degrees,  and  theuce  'including  aU  riven, 
islands  and  Main  continent)  nortlierly  up  unto  the  river  of  Canada, 
having  on  the  west  side  Vireiuia  and  now  Maryland,  upon  tbe 
great  Bay  of  Chesapeake,  and  on  the  east,  New  England  ;  to  wit, 
that  their  rijtht  and  title  to  that  part  of  tlie  newly  found  world  ot 
America,  partly  come  down  to  them,  first  from  the  King  of  Spain, 
being  at  the  time  his  subjects  or  vassals,  as  tbe  first  discoverer  and 
founder  of  that  New  World,  who,  in  those  day8,after  war  had  been 
waged  and  peace  concluded,  did  renounce  and  give  over  uuto  tl>« 
Unite^l  Republic  ot  the  Seven  Provinces  aforesaid,  alt  his  right  and 
title  in  such  countries  and  dominion  as  they  have,  in  process  of 
time,  conquered  and  settled  in  Europe,  America  and  elsewhere, 
wherefore  the  above  said  Province  of  New  Netherlaiid,  tbe  islands 
of  Curasao  and  Brazil  became,  in  this  regard,  the  true,  proper  inherit- 
Hiice  of  the  Dutch  nation  in  those  parts. 

Secondly,  As  for  the  question  generally :  The  French,  by  one  Je- 
han  de  Verazzano,  a  Florentine,  were,  in  the  year  of  our  Ixtrd  God 
Almighty  1524,  the  second  followersaud  discoverers  in  the  northern 
parts  of  this  America.  Then  came  first  the  English  and  Dutch  in 
like  manner,  and  took  possession  of  the  parts  we  are  now  in :  for 
since  the  year  16oe  or  1607  to  about  18  or  20,  tbe  English  establislied 
only  this  Colony  of  Virginia,  by  distinct  patent,  from  34  to  about  38, 
the  Dutch  the  Manhattans,  from  38  to  42,  and  New  England  from  42 
to45degrees;  the  French,  beat«n  in  Florida,  retain  Canada ;  Spain, 
the  West  Indies  or  Mexico;  Portugal, Brazil.  And  thusistheXew 
World  divided  among  the  Cliriatian  Princes  of  Euro()e.  by  commu- 
nication of  each  other's  Ambassadors,  to  tliat  effect,  mutually  agreed 
upon.  For  which  reason  King  James,  of  Englaud,  did  expressly 
will,  command  and  require  that  the  Colony  or  Province  of  Virginia 
and  the  Province  of  New  England  should  remain  asunder  and  not 
meet  together  within  the  distance  and  space  of  about  a  hundred 
leagues,  which  was  allotted  for  the  Dutch  plantations,  then  called 
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bj  the  General  name  of  Manhattans,  after  the  name  of  the  Indlnns, 
who  first  inhabited  the  same.  And  here  'tis  to  be  noted  that  they 
commit  a  Rrave  mistake  who  will  confine  the  general  name  of  Man- 
hattans aforesaid  to  the  jiarticular  city,  which  is  only  built  on  a  little 
island  ;  aa  already  stated,  it  si;n<ifies  the  whole  country  and  Prov- 
ince, or  at  least  the  same  particular  place  in  the  Province  ;  As,  for 
siample,  it  is  frequent,  vrith  many, still  at  this  day.  to  say— to  go  to 
the  Manhattans,  or  to  come  from  the  Manhattans— when  they  mean 
the  whole  Province,  as  they  do  by  the  name  of  Virginia  or  Mary- 
land, for  the  particular  town  itself  is  n*ver  named  the  Manhattans, 
but  New  Araaterdam. 

And  in  regard  to  the  South  river,  or  as  it  is  called  by  the  English, 
Delaware  bay,  in  particular;  The  said  river  was,  in  tlie  primitive 
time,  likewise  possessed,  and  a  Colonic  planted  on  the  western  shore 
within  the  aonth  cape,  called  the  WhorekiU  eveii  unto  this  day. 
Tbe  Dutch  had  erected  their  States'  arms  and  a  little  fort  tlieie  and 
everywhere  in  their  country,  but  were,  after  some  time,  all  slain 
snA  murdered  by  the  Indians;  so  that  the  po.%ession  of  this  river, 
from  the  very  first,  was  in  its  Infancy  sealed  with  the  blood  of  a 
great  many  souls.  Afterwards,  in  the  year  1623,  Fort  Nass<iu  was 
built  al)out  15  leagues  up  the  river  on  the  eastern  shore,  tiesides 
many  other  places  in  process  of  time,  by  the  Dutch,  and  the  Dutch 
Swedes  settled  here  and  there,  until  the  Governor-General  imd  Coun- 
cil of  New  Netherland  thought  good  to  remove  the  said  Fort  Nas- 
»ou,  in  the  year  IflSO,  down  the  river  back  again,  and  there  fix  a 
town  or  village,  as  it  is  at  this  day,  without  any  man,  from  Mary- 
land or  Virginia,  ever  making  protest  or  pretence  against  it.  We 
say,  furthermore,  that  we  have  the  propriety  and  just  right  and  title 
of  the  whole  river  and  of  all  our  above  said  Province,  lawfully  ol>- 
taioed  and  legally  bought  from  the  Indians,  the  native  proprietors, 
especially  the  western  side,  which  we  maintain  we  have  purchiwed, 
from  time  to  time,  to  tbis  date,  landward  into  the  west  as  far  as, 
and  much  farther  than,  our  line  and  limits  are  as  yet  extended  and 
seated.  By  virtue  of  all  which,  and  the  right  and  title  alwve  nien- 
'  tioncd,  we  have,  as  Is  publicly  known  to  this  day,  always  main- 
tained and  defended,  and  will  forever  defend  the  said  river,  against 
all  usun>ers  and  obstructors. 

Thirdly.  From  that  primitive  time  aforsaid  have  the  Dutch 
uation  in  the  Province  of  New  Netherland,  and  the  English  nation 
in  the  Province  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  aforesaid,  everywhere 
maintained  friendly  and  neighboring  correspondence  together,  and 
even,  which  is  very  proper  to  1«  noted,  in  the  last  o|>en  war,  with- 
out any  pretence,  injury  or  molestation  one  against  the  other;  until 
opon  the  eight  day  of  September,  tills  current  year,  16.59,  Colonel 
Nathaniel  Utie  came  to  our  aforesaid  Soi)th  river  {by  tlie  English 
called  Delaware  bay),  into  the  town  and  Fort  New  Amstel,  erected, 
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as  Btate<},  in  tlie  year  1550,  and  witbotit  any  special  c 
lawful  authority  exhibited  from  any  State,  Prince,  Parliament  or 
Goveniinent,oi)lybyapiece  of  paper  and  cartabel  in  the  form  of  ui 
instruction  from  Philip  Calvert,  Secretary,  written  without  year  or 
day,  or  no  name  or  place,  neither  signed  nor  sealed  by  any  State, 
Prince,  Parliament  or  Government,  in  a  commanding  manner  re- 
quired, in  a  strauffe  way,  that  the  place  and  country  should  be  dr- 
livered  up  to  tlie  Province  of  Maryland,  as  he  saith,  for  my  Lord 
Baltliimoi-e,  Koing  from  house  to  house  to  draw  and  seduce  the  in- 
habitants  into  a  revolt  against  their  right,  lawful  Liords,  Sovereigns, 
Governor  andProvince,  threatening,  in  case  of  no  immediate  voluu- 
tary  submission  and  obedience,  to  come  again  and  bring  the  people 
tliereunto  by  force  of  amis,  tire  and  sword,  whereuutu  he  saith  a 
great  comiiany  of  multitude  were  expi-eBsly  kept  in  readiness.  Xiiy, 
that  the  whole  Province  of  Maryland  would  rise  and  come  to  redupt 
them,  and  that  they  then  shoulil  he  plundered  and  tlieir  houses  taken 
from  them,  and  so  forth.  Against  such  action  and  insulting  and 
illegal  proceedings  the  Deputy  Governor  and  magistrates  of  tlie 
aforesaid  river  and  Colonic  have  protested  and  answei-ed  under  the 
signature  of  their  own  hands,  dated  the  O'"  of  September,  1636,  last 
past,  insinuating  that  the  further  occu|iation  of  that  great  buslncM 
of  consequence  did  belong  and  must  be  referred  to  the  Honorable 
Governor-General  and  Council  of  the  whole  Province  of  New  Xetlier- 
land,  of  whom  an  answer  might  be  expected  within  three  weeks' 
time.  Who,  aft^-r  having  furnished  aid  and  assistance  to  their  sub- 
jects in  the  afoi-esaid  river,  have  sent  us  the  underwritten  Ambas- 
sadors and  messengers  with  all  speed  hither  to  you,  the  HonoraUr 
Governor  and  Council,  Assembly,  or  whom  it  in  any  way  may  coa- 
cem,  in  the  Province  of  Maryland  in  Chesa|)eake  bity.  to  declare 
and  make  known  by  power  and  authority  of  our  commission,  where- 
of we  herewith  deliver  a  duplicate : 

First.  That  the  aforesaid  injurious  acts  are  done  not  only  against 
the  law  of  nations,  neighborly  friendship  and  common  equity,  but 
also  directly  contrary  to  tiie  amity,  confederacy  and  peace,  made 
and  concluded  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  IQoi,  between  the  two  na- 
tions of  the  Republic  of  England  and  the  Republic  of  the  United 
Provinces  and  their  subjects  all  over  the  world  (vizt.).  Articles  2, 3, 
S,  6,  9,  10  are  16,  whereby  we  proclaim  that  the  said  amity  and 
peace  are  disturbed  and  interrupted  by  the  said  Nathaniel  Utie  ot 
his  principals  of  the  Province  of  Kfaryiaud,  against  the  Province  of 
New  Netherland  aforesaid,  and  therefore  protest,  and  in  virtue  of 
the  at>ove  said  Ift*^  article  of  pesice  and  amity,  demand  justice  and 
satisfaction  for  all  those  wrougs  and  damages  the  Province  of  New 
Netlierland  and  their  subjects  have  already  by  the  aforesaid  injuri- 
ous proceedings,  suffei'ed,  or  hei'eaflCT  may  come  to  suffer. 

Secondly.  We  demand  that  all  the  Dutch  and  Swedish  people. 
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suljjeets,  runaways  and  fugitives,  who  from  time  to  time,  eapeciully 
this  present  year  (for  the  most  iwrt,  rleeply  indebted  or  delinquents), 
are eome over  and  are  skulking  in  tliis  Provhice of  Marjtnixl, bestmt 
biick  to  our  South  river  and  C'olonie,  as  ^tis  strongly  stisi>ecteil  tliat, 
incited  by  the  above  said  odious  and  injurious  design,  ttiey  are 
thvreuuto  encouraged  from  hand  to  liand.  Declaring  tliat  tlte 
Honorable  Governor-General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  are 
in  readiness  to  do  the  iike  by  sending  l)ack  to  Marjland  all  the  run- 
aways and  fugitives  who  may  come  into  their  jurisdiction  and  gov- 
ernment aforesaid;  with  notice,  in  case  of  refusal,  that,  according 
to  tlie  law  of  retaliation,  the  Honorable  Govemor-General  and 
Council  of  New  Netherland  aforesaid  hold  themselves  consti-ained, 
necessitated  and  excuse<l  to  publisli  free  lilierty,  access  and  recess 
to  all  planters,  servants,  negroes,  fugitives  and  runa^vays  who,  from 
timeto  time,  maycomeout  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Maryland  Into  the 
jurisdiction  of  New  Netherland,  aforesaid. 

And  (to  Bay  something,  by  way  of  remark,  to  tbe  suppose  claim 
or  pretence  i>f  my  J^ord  Baltliimore's  patent  unto  our  aforesaid 
South  river  or  Delaware  l»ay).  we  utterly  disown,  reject  and  deny, 
that  any  ]iower  and  authority  (except  i>eace  bieakera  and  those  wlio 
act  as  public  enemies,  who  rest  only  u|)on  their  strength  and  self- 
will),  may  or  can  legally  come  to  reduce  to  subjugate  the  subjeuts 
in  said  river  from  tlieir  right,  lawful  Lords  and  proprietors,  who 
have  tieen  forty  years  undeniable,  justly  and  lawfully  possessed  and 
settled  as  above  said,  whilst,  on  the  contrary,  Lord  13a]  th  am  ore's 
patent  is  of  no  longer  standing  and  settlement  than  aixiiit  24  or  27 
years,  and  does  not  contain  any  particular  expression  or  sjieciai  title 
to  take  that  river  of  Delawai-e  Iwy  from  the  Dutch;  nay,  not  so 
much  as  Sr.  Eduard  Ploetsen,  in  former  time,  would  make  us  be- 
lieve he  had,  when  it  was  afterwards  proved  and  found  out  that  he 
had  only  subretively  and  fraudently  obtained  something  to  that 
puipose  which  was  invalid.  And,  assuming  tliat  the  said  Lord 
Baltamore  or  any  otlier  person  hatli  any  seeming  title  to  the  afore- 
said river  or  Delaware  bay,  then  his  Lordship,  according  to  the  30" 
article  of  the  peace  and  confederacy,  should  have  repaired  before 
the  18''  of  May,  16.52,  to  the  Honorable  Commissioners  apiK)inted  by 
both  States  for  the  deteiini nation  of  such  and  tlie  like  difTeivnces 
as  mighthavearisenor  occurred  between  the  two  nations  in  distant 
parts  of  the  world  between  the  year  1611  and  the  IH'"  of  May,  1052; 
after  the  expiration  of  wliicli  time,  it  is  in  plain  terms  prohibited 
and  proclaimed  that  then  no  farther  claims  should  be  admitted, 
which  is  to  be  olwyed.  To  prove  the  true  meaning  and  interpreta- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  thirtieth  article  by  two  palpable  examples  and 
by  evidence  of  your  own  ci-eation  and  chiefest  authority,  the  lie- 
public  of  England,  we  say— tliat  when  New  EngUind,  in  former 
days,  claimed,  on  ita  side,  also  some  interest  in  our  limits,  and  tlie 
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Lord  Protf  ctor'ii  ships  in  open  war  were  sent  hither  to  subdue  tbe 
Mforesnid  Province  of  New  Netberland,  the  latter  renounced  and 
abandoned  ttieir  deaigu  when  peace  was  concluded,  and  went  against 
the  French ;  so  that  the  right  and  title  the  Dutch  nation  have  unto 
their  Province  of  New  Netherland  aforesaid,  stand  ever  since,  to 
this  day  and  forever,  more  and  more  confirroed  and  ratified.  Bui, 
forasmucli  as  mention  and  qnestion  are  now  made  of  our  western 
limits,  and  we  have  thereupon  preceived  and  suspected  that  tiM 
Bay  of  Chesapeake,  in  tlie  uppermost  part  thereof,  winds  so  much 
to  tlie  northeiist  and  runs  into  our  line  about  Sassafrax  and  Elk 
rivers,  we  therefore  lay  also  claim  t<)  those  )>arts  until,  by  due  ex- 
atnination  liereaft«r,  tbe  truth  hereof  may  be  found  out  or  agreed 
and  settled  amongst  us  otherwise. 

Lastly  and  finally,  to  conclude  :  The  Honorable  Governor-General 
and  Council  of  New  Netherland  aforesaid,  do  declare  and  notify 
that  as  they ,  on  their  side,  have  never  intended  any  wrong  or  offence 
to  the  Province  of  Virginia,  or  now,  Maryland,  in  the  Bay  of  C'hss- 
Hiwake,  so  they  desire  to  continue  still  there  with  all  neijchborlf 
amity,  confederacy  and  friendship,  saving  or  providing  only  tlist 
justiceand  satisfaction  be  given  as  hereinbefore  stated.  Propound- 
ing furtlier,  by  way  of  advice,  to  prevent  further  mtschlef,  that 
three  reasonable  persons  on  each  side,  may  be  appointed  out  of  each 
Province  aforesaid,  to  meet  a  certain  day  and  lime  about  half  waj 
between  the  Bay  of  Chesapeake  and  the  aforesaid  South  river  or 
Delaware  bay,  at  a  certain  hill  where  the  heads  of  Sassafrax  and  of 
another  river  which  flows  into  our  river,  come  almost  cloee  together, 
with  full  ]>ower  and  commission  there  to  settle  Ihe  bounds  and 
limits  between  tlie  aforesaid  Province  of  Maryland  forever,  if  pos- 
sible, otherwise  to  refer  any  difference  that  may  exist,  in  case  of 
dis)wreement,to  the  Lords  Proprietors  or  Sovereigns  in  Europe,  on 
both  sides ;  but,  in  the  meanwhile,  all  further  hostility  and  infrac- 
tion on  each  other  to  cease  and  determine  ;  so  that  the  Honorable 
Governor-tietieral  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  being  hereof 
assured,  further  charges  and  damages  excused,  may  call  their  sol- 
diers home  who  are  kept  there  ouly  to  delend  their  Province  and 
Colonic  aforesaid,  and  a  fair  correspondence  may  be,  on  both  ddn, 
maintained,  as  hath  heretofore  always  been  the  case  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  If  this  be  refused  and  not  accepted,  we  do  proclaim  our 
innocence  and  ignorance  to  all  the  world,  and  do  protest,  generally, 
against  all  wrongs,  injuries,  costs  and  damages  already  sustained 
and  suffered,  or  as  yet  to  be  suffered  and  sustained ;  declaring  and 
manifesting  that  we  are,  and  then  shall  Iw,  necessitated  and  forced 
[to  proceed],  by  way  of  retort  and  reprisal,  according  to  the  24"  ar- 
ticle of  the  i>eace,  in  order  to  preserve  and  maintain  our  right  and 
propriety  to  our  aforesaid  South  river  Colonte,  or  Delaware  bay. 
and  our  subjects  lives,  liberties  and  estates,  as  God,  in  our  Just 
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cause,  staaU  strengthen  and  enable  us.  Desirtng  this  may  be  re- 
corded and  notified  unto  all  whom  it  in  any  way  may  concern,  with 
the  true  meaning  and  tenor  thereof,  and  that  a  speedy  answer  and 
dispatch  may  be  given  to  us  in  writing  from  you,  the  Honorable 
Goremor  and  Council  of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  to  be  returned 
to  our  Honorable  Governor-General  and  Council  of  the  Province  of 
New  Netberl and,  and  recorded  in  like  manner. 

And  so  wishing  God  Almighty  to  conduct  both  your  Honors  to  all 
prudent  results,  so  that  we  may  live  neighborly  together  in  this 
wilderness,  to  the  advancement  of  God's  glory  and  of  the  kingdom 
of  Heaven  amongst  the  Heathen, and  not  totbedeetructionof  each 
other's  CTirL'itian  blood,  whereby  the  Heathen  and  barbarous  Indians 
are  strengthened,  but  rather  that  we  may  conclude  a  lei^ue  of  love 
and  alliance  together  against  them.

BALTIMORE. 

-Ertracf  out  of  y'  patents  off  my  Lord  Ceciliua  Calvert,  Knight  and 
Baron  Balthamoor,  etc. 

II.— Whereas  our  well  beloved  and  right  trusty  subject ,  Ceciliub 
Calvert,  Baron  vt  Baltimore,  in  our  kingdom  of  Ireland,  son 
and  heir  of  Georoe  Calvert,  knight,  late  Baron  of  Baltimore, 
in  our  said  kingdom  of  Ireland,  treading  in  the  steps  of  bis  father, 
being  animated  with  a  laudable  and  pious  zeal  for  extending  the 
ChrUtian  reltgion,  and  also  the  territories  of  our  empire,  hath  hum- 
bly besought  leave  of  us  that  he  may  transport,  by  his  own  industry 
and  expense,  a  numerous  Colony  of  the  English  nation,  to  a  certain 
region  hereinafter  descrit>ed,  in  a  country  hitherto  uncultivated,  in 
the  parts  of  America,  snd  partly  occupied  by  savages,  having  no 
knowledge  of  the  Divine  Being,  and  that  all  that  region,  with  some 
certainprivilegesand  Jurisdictions  appertaining  unto  the  wholesome 
government  ftnd  state  of  his  Colony  and  r^ion  aforesaid,  may,  by 
our  Royal  Highness,  be  given,  granted  and  confirmed  unto  him  and 
hisheiis.

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TiMORE,  of  our  special  grace,  certain  knowledj^e.and  mere  motinn, 
have  oiVEN',  granted  aqd  confirmed,  and  by  tliis,  our  vnw-iit 
ciiARTEit,  for  U3,  our  heirs  and  succeaaors,  do  niVE,  obant  aud 
CONFIRM, unto  the  aforesaid  C'ecilil's,  now  Baron  of  Baltimore, 
his  lieirs  and  asaJEus,  all  that  part  of  tlie  Peninsula,  or  ChcrsoMf. 
lyin);  in  the  t>arts  of  America,  Inttween  the  ocean  on  the  east,  »aA

To  say.  Reserved  only  what  the  Hon'  Govuer'-Generale  and  Oon- 
tfl  of  the  New  Netherl*  in  the  behalf  off  On'  Lords  proprietore  and 
Souveraignes,  the  high  and  mightie  States-General  olf  the  United 
Province  might  have  to  alleadge  against  it. 

Wee  repevte  snd  replye  on'  former  declaration  nnd  maiiifesta- 
timie,  the  Sixth  oil  this  jnstance,  delivered  unto  the  Honorable 
(ioiivemor  and  Councelle  off  the  Proyhice  of  Marylandt,  and  says 
further : 

That  the  origi nail  and  fundatiou  off  tlie  aforee''  patent  sheweth 
and  raaked  appear  that  Mylord  Baltamore  lieus  hath  to  his  Royall 
Miijeatie  off  England  petitioned  for  a  Country  in  the  i>arte  off 
-America  that  was  not  seated  and  taken  in  before,  one  lie  inhabited 
m  liee  saith  by  a  certain  barbarous  peo|ile,  the  Indians,  uppon  w' 
cioiind  his  Royatl  Majesty,  did  grant  and  confirai  the  pateiite.

Therefore,  [it  was]  in  hia  Royal  Mayeatyes  intention 
Kiid  justice,  not  to  have  given  and  graun ttd  that  parte  off  a  Country 
w:  before  was  taken  in  posseasione  and  seated  [by  the  subjects  of 
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the  High  and  M^hty  States^eneral  of  the  United]  Provinces  as  'a 
declared  and  nmnifested  lieretofore  soo  that  the  clayme  Mjlord 
Kalth  a  morn's  patent  speaks  oft  to  Delawar  baye  or  a  parte  there  off 
in  severall  other  respects  and  particulars  is  in  valide,  off  which  we 
desire  that  notice  ni'tye  bee  taken.    Actum  as  above. 


GOVERNOR  AND  COUNCIL  OF  MARYLAND  TO  THE 
DIRECTOR,  &c.,  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND. 


Honorable  Gentlemes:  We  hax-e  received  your  letters  of 
credence  by  the  hands  of  Mess"  Augustine  Ileerman  and  Resolved 
Waldron,  your  Ambassadors,  wherein,  as  we  find  many  expressions 
of  love  and  amity,  we  aceompt  ourselves  obliged  to  return  y<m  real 
tbanks  in  unfolding  the  cause  which,  as  it  seems,  hath  been  the 
reason  of  your  astonishment,  and,  as  the  matter  shall  permit,  give 
you  that  satisfaction  which,  with  reason,  yon  can  expect,  and  which 
we  likewise  sliall  expect  from  you  in  the  rendering  U>  us  as  substi- 
tutes of  the  Right  Honorable  Oecilius,  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore. 
Lord  Proprietary  of  this  Province,  &c.,  that  part  of  his  Lordship's 
Province  lying  in  Delaware  bay,  to  us  entrusted,  and  by  you,  as  it 
seems,  injuriously  seated  in  prejudice  to  his  Lordship's  just  ri^t 
and  title. 

For  answer,  therefore,  unto  your  demands,  by  your  said  agents 
made,  we  say  that  Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie  was  by  us,  in  pursuance 
of  a  command  from  tlie  Right  Honorable  Lord  Proprietary,  ordered 
to  make  his  repair  to  a  certain  people  seated  upon  Delaware  bay, 
witliin  the  40th  degree  of  northerly  latitude  from  the  equinoctial 
line,  to  let  them  know  that  they  were  residing  within  our  jurisdic* 
tion  without  our  knowledge,  much  less  our  license,  without  grant 
of  land  from,  or  oath  of  fidelity  to  his  Ixirdship  taken,  both  which 
are  expressly  by  his  conditions  of  plantiition  and  laws  to  all  comers 
here  to  inhabit,  conditioned  and  enjoined ;  and,  further,  to  offer 
mito  them  such  conditions  in  case  they  intended  there  to  stay,  as 
we  oui'selves  enjoy.  Bnt  in  case  of  refusal  and  abode  there  made, 
to  let  them  know  we  should  use  lawful  means  to  reduce  them  to 
that  obedience  which  all  people  within  the  degree  aforesaid  an 
bound  to  yield  unto  us  intrusted  within  this  Province  by  tlie  Right 
Honorable  Lord  Baltemore,  sole  and  absolute  Lord  and  ProprieUuy 
of  tlie  same,  by  patent  under  the  great  seal  of  England,  l>eariug 
date  20*^  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God  163  ,  and  since  t^ 
act  of  Parliament  conflrmed  {a  copy  whereof  we  have  showu  to 
your  said  Ambassadors).  And  since  you,  by  your  wrilng  as  well 
by  your  Ambassadors,  do  insinuate  that  the  said  Colony  in  Debt-

ware  bay  is  seated  there  by  and  under  your  command,  we  do  pro- 
t«st.as  well  against  them  aiid  you,  as  against  all  ottier  persons, 
either  principals  or  abettors  in  the  said  intrusion  upon  our  bounds 
and  confines,  in  order  all  dam^es  and  costs  in  due  time,  and  by 
all  lawful  means  to  recover  which  we  either  have  exjierienced,  or 
shall  at  any  time  liereaft«r  sustain,  as  well  as  the  place  so  seated 
within  our  bounds  and  limits,  and  unjustly  by  you  retained. 

The  original  right  of  the  Kings  of  England  to  this  country  and 
lenitory  must  be  our  endeavor  to  maintain,  not  our  discourse  to 
controvert,  or  in  the  least  our  attempt  to  yield  up,  as  being  that 
which  we  can  neither  accept  from  any  other  power  nor  suri'ender  to 
aD^  other  authority,  without  the  consent  of  our  Supreme  Magistracy, 
their  successors  in  the  government  of  England,  though  we  cannot 
but  remind  you  that  is  no  difficult  matter  to  show  the  utter  n^lity 
■rf  your  pretended  title  to  that  part  of  this  Province  where  tliose 
people  live,  who  are  now,  if  at  all,  for  the  first  time  owned  by  the 
High  and  Mighty  States,  to  be  seated  iu  Delaware  bay,  by  their  order 
and  authority,  and  that  your  patent  (if  you  have  any)  from  the 
States-General  of  the  United  Provinces,  is  invalid,  void  and  of  no 
effect. 

And  as  to  those  instructions  by  us  delivered  to  tlie  said  Colonel 
Nathaniel  TJtie,  so  much  insisted  on  Ijy  you,  we  say :  tliey  are  such 
as  every  person,  inhabitant  of  this  Province,  ought  to  take  notice 
of  as  being  subscribed  by  the  iseeretary  of  this  Province,  and  to  no 
other  did  we  give  them  or  he  make  use  of  them.  Neither  can  we 
believe  the  High  and  Mighty  States-General,  &c.,  do  think  or  will 
now  own  those  people  at  Delaware  bay  to  be  tliere  seated  by  their 
authority,  since  they  have  heretofore  protested  to  the  Supreme  au- 
thority tiien  in  England,  not  to  own  their  intrusion  upon  their  ter- 
ritories and  dominions.  As  to  indebted  pei-sons,  if  any  be  liere  that 
are  to  you  engaged,  our  couits  are  0|>eii  and  our  justice  sp.'edy,  and 
denied  to  none  that  shall  demand  it  of  us,  which  we  tbink  is  as 
QiNch  as  can,  in  reason,  be  expected,  and  the  self  same  course  we 
take,  and  the  only  remedy  we  afford  to  our  neighbor  Colony  of  Vir- 
ginia and  our  fellow-subjects  and  brethern  of  England.  Thus 
hoping  that  you  will  seriously  weigh  the  consequences  of  your  ac- 
tions, we  rest  in  expectation  of  sucli  a  compliance,  as  the  style  you  ■ 
give  yourselves  imports  having  taught  us  to  subscril>e  ourselves 
Your  affectionate  friends  and  neighbors,

Set  out  on  our  journey  f  rojn  New 
Arnstel  about  noon,  aecompuuied  by  Resolved  Wuldron  nnd  ourat- 
t»cl led  soldiers  and  RUides,  nnd,  after  traveling  almtit  an  liour.  ar- 
rived at  a  small  creek  wliich  comes  from  the  buntini;  country,  iJiir 
coui-se,  as  we  computed,  was  W.  N.  W.  Aixtut  fcur  miles  and  a 
half  further  came  lo  a  little  creek  or  run  of  water,  which  we  sup. 
lK)se  flows  from  Jaeger's  (the  Hunter's).  Our  course  was  due  wesl, 
and,  having  traveled  aliout  three  miles  further,  came  to  another  run 
of  water  flowing  soutljwards,  where  we  must  encamp  for  the  night, 
as  the  Indians  would  not  jiroceed  any  farther.  Nothing  occurred 
on  the  way  except  hearing  a  shot  ftred  to  the  north  of  ua,  which  the 
Indians  doubted  not  was  by  an  Englishman.  Whereu|>on  ne  fired 
3  shots,  to  see  if  we  should  be  answered,  but  observed  nothing. 

October  1"',  Wednesday.  In  the  morning, beforesunrise. proceeded 
on  our  course  W.  by  S.,  and  so  directly  Sonth  again,  crossed  two 
little  runs  of  water,  branches,  as  we  surmised,  of  the  Soutli  river, 
and  some  dry  thickets.  The  country  afterwards  became  hilly,  and 
again  low  ;  about  9  o'clock,  came  to  the  first  stream  that,  tlie  In- 
dians said,  flowed  into  the  Buy  of  Virginia,  where  we  breakfasted: 
we  computed  it  to  be  about  5  leagues  from  New  Amstel.  This 
stream,  the  Indians  stated,  is  called,  in  their  tongue,  Cimumtu. 
which  signifies  Hare  river,  because  the  whole  of  this  point  [hoteki 
Is  so  named. 

From  this  spring  we  pioceeiled  S.  W. and  W.  S.  W. straight  across 

ttie  woods,  without  a  jiath,  and  about  1  league  or  somewhat  more, 

stnick,as  was  presumed,  the  same  kill;  following  it  along  to  where 

the  tide  comes  up,  we  found  the  boat  which  the  Indians  mentioned. 

.  hauled  on  shore,  and  almost  entirely  dried  up. 

We  embarked  and  dismissed  our  4  guides,  but  Sander  Poeyer, 
with  his  Indian,  accomiuiiiied  us;  shortly  after  we  pushed  off,  the 
■  bo;it  b'  came  half  full  of  water,  whereupon  we  were  obliged  to  laml 
and  turn  the  boat  uitside  down;  we  caulked  the  seams  somewhat 
with  old  linen,  our  i)eople  having  left  behind  them  the  tow  which 
hail  l)een  given  them  for  ttiat  purpose,  and  thus  made  it  a  little 
tighter,  but  one  wasobliged  to  sit  continually  and  bail  out  the  water. 
Ill  that  way,  wc  came  with  the  snine  tide  a  good  league  and  a  half 
down  Elk  liver,  and  found  ourselves  at  its  east  branch,  where  wf 
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built  a  Bre  in  the  woods,  and  proceed«l  with  tlie  night  ebb  on  our 
jouriipy  with  great  laUir,  us  tlie  bait  was  very  leaky,  and  we  had 
neiHier  rudder  nor  owr,  but  merely  puddles  [pagayen). 

October  2*,  Thursday.  Having  paddled  down  Elk  river  almost 
the  whole  of  the  night,  cameabout  8  o'clock  to  Sassaf  rax  river,  where 

westopped  during  that  tide  at ,  on  the  plantation  of  one 

Mr.  John  Turner.  Here  we  found  Abraham  the  Fin,  a  soldier  who 
liad  run  away  from  Christina  with  a  Dutch  woman,  and  whom 
tlie  hunter  brought  hither.  We  offered  him  the  Greneriil's  pardon, 
in  case  he  would  return  to  New  Amstel  within  6  months,  and 
slionld  he  tlien  be  unwilling  to  reside  at  that  place,  he  would  be  ut 
liUrty  to  go  to  tlie  Manhattans.  The  woman  accepted  these  con- 
ditiuns,  having  3  months  more  to  serve,  when  she  would  return. 
But  the  soldier  raised  many  objections.  We  prevailed,  however, 
so  fill  on  him,  that  he  made  us  a  jiair  of  new  oars.  We  set  Sander 
Poeyer  on  shore  here  to  obtain  Information,  but  we  could  not  learn 
anything,  as  the  only  residents  there  were  some  Swedes  and  Finns, 
who  had  run  away  in  the  time  of  Governor  Prins.  llavjng  thus 
had  a  little  rest,  and  the  tide  being  favorable,  we  prosecuted  our 
course :  we  had  only  purshed  off  from  the  shore,  when  the  aforesaid 
Abraliam  followed  us  with  one  Marcus,  the  Fin,  in  a  canoe,  and 
would  not  let  us  pass,  as  they  claimed  the  boat,  and,  notwithstand- 
ing we  iuisured  tbein  that  they  should  have  the  boat  on  our  return, 
tliey  forcibly  held  on  to  us,  and  this  Marcus  drew  a  pocket-i)i3tol 
and  threatened  to  Are  if  we  would  not  stop.  They  had,  besides, 
twosnaphaunce;  we  Anally  got  rid  of  them  with  a  great  deal  ado. 
On  leavuig  the  river,  we  heard  a  heavy  firing  on  Colonel  Utie's  Is- 
land, otherwise  called ,  whicli  we  presumed  must  have 

proceeded  from  SO  or  60  men;  it  was  mingled  with  music.  This 
lasted  until  night,  so  that  we  conjectured  they  were  making  ready 
to  gi>  to  the  south  river.  On  looking  aroinid  fi>r  information,  we 
accidentially  found  an  infant  plantation  on  our  road,  where  i>eople 
liad  come  and  were  busy  cutting  down  timber  for  a  house,  but  the 
carpenter,  who  was  one  of  my  acquaintances,  knew  not  what  the 
flring  meant,  unless  it  might  possibly  be  some  feasting  or  frolic. 
He  invited  us,  it  being  late,  to  remain  with  him  through  the  night, 
AS  there  wus  not  another  house  on  the  way  between  this  and  Kent 
island,  but  we  proceeded  on  our  course  and  got  2  lei^ues  farther. 
We  would  have  gladly  dispatched  an  Indian,  could  we  have  got 
one,  to  carry  intelligence  to  New  Amstel  and  to  return  to  the 
Swedes  with  the  boat,  but  we  feared  to  be  detained,  so  that  we  liad 
no  doubt  but  Sander  Poeyer  would  have  done  his  duty  on  that  oc- 

ITiia  Sassafrax  river  rises  close  by  our  creek,  which  empties  hear 
Reedy  iiiland.  There  is  only  a  high  hill  lietween  the  two,  whence 
both  streams  are  equally  visible.    From  that  place  tlie  wouien  sai<l 
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Blie  came  down  witb  the  buuter.  I  understood  that  ships  could  bsU 
up  as  far  aa  tliia  river,  but  no  furttier,  because  it  is  tlien  shallow 
and  navigable  only  for  sloops,  especially  Elk  river,  which  is  quite 
shallow. 

October  3",  Friday.    We  rowed  forward  during  the  tide  of  that 
Highland  day  until  opposite  Pools  island,  which  we  estimate  t«  tie 

miles  £rom  Sassafras  river.    It  lies  on  the  west  shore, 

and  we  passed  with  our  leaky  boat  along  the  east  shore,  obsening 
nothing  on  the  way  except  that  there  was  no  fxesh  wat4>r  t^  be 
found  far  beyond  here  and  Kent  island.  We  arrived,  ton-ards  even- 
ing, at  the  north  end  of  Kent  island,  where,  meeting  a  strong  flood 
tideagainst  U8, and  being  (atiKued,  we  took  upour  quarters  witliCsp- 

tain Wikx,  who  resides  on  the  point  and  is  one  of  the  3 

magistrates  of  that  island.  Getting  into  discourse  with  huu,  we 
could  team  nothing  of  any  general  design  that  the  English  might 
have,  up  to  tliis  time,  of  invading  the  South  river,  but  lie  had  un- 
derstood that  it  belonged  to  MaryLii;d,  and  they  were  bound,  by 
engagement,  to  aid  in  maintaining  my  Lord  Dalthamoce's  patent, 
or  right  and  title.  We  replied,  on  the  contrary  and  said,  we  should 
be  able  to  prove  that  the  river  belonged  to  us  of  old  and  to  no  one 
else,  and  whoever  should  wish  to  have  it,  must,  by  force  of  arms 
wrest  it  from  us;  but  that  we,  in  the  meantime,  were  prepared, and 
that  100  soldiers  had  already  arrived  and  fully  100  more  were  ex- 
pected, to  defend  the  river  to  the  last  man.  But  we  hoped  that  tlie 
English,  with  whom  we  had  lived  so  long  in  neighborly  friendsliiii, 
would  not  try  to  get  another  man's  land  and  rights,  and  thereby 
commence  an  open  war,  etc.  From  this  conversation,  he  turned  to 
certain  news  he  had  heard  from  Mr.  Bateman,  which  Mr.  Wright, 
the  Indian  Interperter,  had  brought  down  to  Accomacq,  frtun 
above  the  Bay,  that  in  regard  to  the  war  which  the  ludians  and 
the  Englisli  were  at  present  waging  against  one  another,  tlie  for- 
mer acknowledged  that  they  were  incited  by  the  Dutch  of  the 
Whorekill  to  murder  the  English,  and  that  it  happened  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner.  A  certain  Indian  met  a  Dutchman  in  tlie  Whore- 
kill and  told  him  that  he  intended  to  kill  a  Dutchman  ttecause  his 
father  had  been  formerly  alaiu  by  one.  Wliereunto  the  Dutuhmao 
answered,  tliat  his  father  bad  been  killed  by  an  Englisliman  and 
not  by  a  Dutchman,  and  therefore  that  he  should  revenge  himself 
on  one  of  tlie  latter.  Thereupon  the  Indian  went  off  and  slew  an 
Englishman,  and  in  this  way  the  war  commenced.  It  was  suspect- 
ed that  the  Dutch  had  not  only  secretly  fomented  it,  but  had  for- 
nislie4l  the  Indians  witli  powder  and  ball  and  guns,  with  which  the) 
were  most  abundantly  supplied,  a  circumstance  tliat  the  EngM 
took  very  ill.  At  first  denying,  tlien  extenuating  the  case,  I  in- 
quired the  name  of  the  Dutchman  who  had  given  the  Indian  such 
counsel;  but  he  answered,  lie  did  not  know;  in  such  matters  uowit- 
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nesses  were  called  publicly,  but  in  secret,  ho  that  Ue  could  not  be 
persuaded  to  the  contrary. 

We  further  inquired  for  a  boat  to  convey  ub  thence  to  the  Gover- 
nor aud  back,  as  our  Uttle  skiff  could  not  be  used  an;  longer,  and 
vaa;  also,  too  small.  lie  offered  us  hi»  own,  but  Inquired  what 
security  he  should  have  that  he  would  get  the  boat  back  or  be  paid  for 
it,  as  he  had  frequeutly  before  been  deceived  in  that  manner.  To 
which  we  stated,  that  we  could  not  give  him  tmy  other  security 
tliau  our  word  aud  credentiub,  and  that  we  should  draw  for  security 
and  pa; meut  on  Mr.  Browne,  who,  we  presumed,  was  arrived  with 
bis  ketch  at  Seavoru.  And  so  we  agreed  at  20  lbs.  of  tobacco  per  day 
for  the  l)oat,  and  20  lbs.  tobacco  for  one  man  to  accompany  us, 
which  was  the  lowest  terms  we  could  agree  on.  Otherwise,  we 
should  have  been  greatly  |)eri)lexed,  aa  we  could  not  learn  of  any 

other  opportunity  here.    We  found  here 's  wife,  who 

3»id  she  had  come  away  with  her  husband's  consent,  as  he  intended 
to  follow  her;  but  when  w«  offered  her  pardon  if  she  were  willing 
to  return  with  us.  Captain  Wikx  complained  that  she  was  so  lazy 
that  she  did  not  earn  her  salt;  whereupon  we  observed,  that  it  was 
easy  to  infer  from  this,  that  she  had  run  away  from  the  South  river 
through  lazines  and  unwillingness  to  work. 

October  4"  We  sailed  or  rowed  over  the  Seavom  to  see  if  Mr. 
Browue  had  arrived  there  and  would  accept  the  dmft,  but  he  had 
not  come.  Captain  Wicx  wished  to  lodge  us  tluit  night  at  Colonel 
Utie's.  who  we  understood,  was  at  his  plantation  at  Seavorn,  but 
ve  declined,  saying  that  we  l>elieved  he  was  above  on  his  island,  as 
there  had  been  so  much  flrine,  and  so  we  took  up  our  quarters,  it 

being  dark,  at  the  house  of  Mr ,  father-in-law  of  Godt- 

fried  ilarmer,  the  Indian  trader,  who,  only  a  few  days  before,  had 
Kone  up  to  his  plantation;  but  his  wife  and  child  were  at  home. 
We  gave  the  former  to  understand  that  our  nation  attdbuted  great 
blame  to  Godtfried  for  enticing  and  transporting  our  tugitives  from 
New  Arastel,  and  that  l^e  would,  therefore,  do  well  to  get  the  run- 
aways back  again  there.  Whereupon  his  father-in-law  and  mother- 
in-law  excused  him,  saying  that  they  had  come,  from  time  to  time, 
to  him,  and  had  eaten  him  so  bare  that  he  would  scai'ce  have  food 
enough  for  liiraaelf  for  the  winter,  and  that  he  could  not  get  the 
people  to  return  noi"  could  he  refuse  them  a  night's  lodging,  with 
niany  other  excuses  and  complaiuts  that  the  majority  of  the  people 
tliey  had  seen,  and  even  a  poor,  old  man,  with  his  wife  and  child, 
whom  they  had  received  in  the  greatest  misery,  were  utterly  idle 
and  lazy,  and  not  worth  their  food ;  nay,  that  they  were  too  lazy  to 
wash  their  own  spoons  aud  the  plates  which  they  ate  off.  We  again 
took  occasion  to  answer,  that  it  was  evident  enough  from  this,  tliat 
the  people  had  not  run  awuy  an  account  of  the  badness  of  the  place, 
nor  on  account  of  ill-treatment,  but  because  they  had  neglected,  at 
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the  time,  to  do  anything  for  a  living  and  had  come  to  Virginia  to 
gain  the  bread  of  idleness.  But  it  was  replied  with  all  tliMi,iuaiir 
had  died  of  hunger,  and  the  people  had  heen  refused  bread  for  ninney. 
etc.  To  this  we  again  replied,  that  this  could  not  be  KupptKwd  to  l« 
true.  Nevertheless,  even  had  they  suffered  any  wrong,  they  oiust 
complain  to  the  Genei-alaiid  Council  of  New  Netherland  and  rnit 
run  to  u  stRinge  nation.  To  which  they  made  answer,  that  tk 
Director  in  the  South  river  had  refused  and  prevented  their  passage; 
with  many  other  debates,  too  long  t«  be  here  stat«d,  the  sulwlaact 
whereof  was  Anally  as  follows:  That  the  General  and  Council  of 
New  Netherland  sliouiil  publish  a  general  pardon  so  that  eaeli  may 
reestablish  liim-telf,  and  that  the  condition  of  the  Colonic  bs  re- 
dressed, nnd  that  those  who  will  not  remain  there  but  wish  t'lgoto 
the  Manhattans,  be  conveyed  thither.  The  old  man,  who  is  a  far- 
mer and  husbandman,  promise^l  to  accom|>any  us  back  to  the  Miin- 
hattaiiB,  but  not  to  remain  in  the  Colonie,  wliich  was  allowed  liim. 
We  understood,  also,  that  there  were  nany  in  Seavom  who  liired 
themselves  and  their  children  as  servants.  We  requested  that  tliey 
be  notilieil  to  return. 

October^:  Sunday.    Rising  early  in  tlie  moniing,  gave  a 

~~7"^25  draft  on  Mr,  Brown  to  pay  Ca|itain  Josias  Wits, 

on  acMunt  of  General  Stuyvesant.  in  New  Nethei^ 
land,  BO  much  of  hisgoodsfor  the  hire  or  use  of  the  boat,to  tliei-aliie 
of  20  lbs.  of  tobacco,  and  for  one  man  to  accompany  ua,  aLs.)  a>  lbs. 
of  tobacMi,  the  amount  wliereof  should  he  stated  on  our  return,  and 
reimbursed  in  beavers  or  other  articles  at  the  Manhattans.  I)ut 
this  was  not  suliicient  for  Captain  Wicks;  he  madd  ua  sign  an  oldi- 
gation  that  we  should  deliver  Ills  boat  safe  at  his  house,  pay  theie- 
for  1500  lbs,  of  tobacco,  at  Seavoni  or  Kent,  or  make  it  good  in 
brandy  at  the  Manhattans.  Being  thus  agreed,  we  received  intelli- 
gence that  Colonel  Utie  was  at  home  at  his  plantation,  and  Captain 
Wicks  imiiortuned  us  to  ]iay  him  a  visit.  But  we  answered  that  we 
dare  not  lose  the  op)iortimity  of  wind  aiul  weather,  and  tliat  our 
message  to  the  Governor  rwiuired  dispatch,  and  therefore  Colonel 
Utie  must  excuse  us  from  visiting  him.  As  it  was  Sunday, 
It  would  too  probably  retard  and  detain  ua,  for  whieli  we  could 
not  answer,  and  thus,  with  such  tike  excuses,  we  set  forti)  on 
our  journey,  with  a  fair  breeze  and  fine  weather,  which  brought  us 
towards  evening  to  &Iay  Bitlingsly's  plantation  at  the  ClifEs,  esti- 
mated to  l>e  ,  .  miles  from  Seavorn.  We  did  not  observe  any  pub- 
lic prejiai-ations  against  the  South  river. 

Ottoberfi;  Monday.  Reached  I'atuxen  river  towards  even- 

Septembersf.    inR- where  our  jwople  requested  a  night's  hnlgingat 

Mr.  Coersy's.    He  welcomed  lis  i>oliteiy,  being  one 

of  the  Coiuicil  with  whom  we  had  divers  friendly  con  verssit  ions,  and 

observed  that  Colonel  Utie  had  l)een  authorized  to  state  at  the  Col- 
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onw  of  New  Amstel  that  it  was  seated  within  tlietr  limite,  uiid 
slitiulil  t))«refore  ttubmit  to  them,  but  not  to  go  to  work  with  Hiicii 
nienHces;  and  he  was  not  well  pleased  that,  on  that  aceouiit,  100 
3oldiei-H,  iia  we  stated,  liad  gone  thitlier,  for  whose  sakes  we  are  tlie 
morf  tirf^ed  to  hasten  our  journey.  We  also  learned  here  that  my 
Lord  Dalthsmoor's  patent  diited  oidy  for  some  time  in  the  year 
1634,  to  which  we  answered  that  our  patent  was  issued  full  40  yeare. 
Whereii|wn  they  chiiined  to  derive  theii-s  originally  from  Sir  Waller 
Kalegh  sinee  the  year  15M,  and  we,  on  the  other  hand,  take  our 
oritfiii,  as  vnsaalfl  and  subjects,  tnim  the  King  of  Spain,  then  the 
first  finder  and  founder  of  all  America.  Thus  concluded  we  our 
conver^Ltion,  with  the  hoiw,  which  we  mutually  expressed,  tliat 
this  mntter  miglit  he  settled  and  adjusted  without  bloodshed. 

Ot'tober  7 :  Tuesday.  Left  our  boat  thei'e  and  marchtd  a-foot 

Sfi>tciiiber^-'7     ""f'l'l^n''  "'"*'  English  miles,  to  the  Secretary's,  Mr. 

Philip  Calvert,  and  Mr.  Coersy  conducted  us  full  3 
English  tnileHun  the  right  load.  Reaching  Mr.  Calvert's  planta- 
tion early  in  the  afternoon,  we  sent  two  of  ourpeople  in  advance  to 
announce  our  approach  and  that  we  could  not  forliear  iMying  liim 
our  ref  i>ects.  requesting  passage  across  his  creek  to  Mr.  Overzee's, 
with  whom  we  proiKised  tu  lodge,  whereupon  he  invited  us  in,  and 
after  salutation  we  informed  him  that  we  had  been  sent  from  tlie 
(Jovernor-General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  to  the  Govenior 
and  Council  of  Maryland  on  weighty  affairs,  requesting  him,  tliere- 
fore,  with  all  speed,  to  be  pleased  to  send  iutelligence  thereof  to  the 
Governor,  who  lived  .  .  English  miles  farther  u)),  and  to  recom- 
mend tlmt  we  have  aii  early  audience  and  disjtatch.  "We  then  took 
our  le«ve,  ci'Osse<l  the  creek  and  arrived  at  Mr.  Symon  Overzee's, to 
wbooi  we  were  very  welcome  guests. 

October  8  r  Wednesday.  Mr.  Overzee  having  invited  the  Sec- 

Seuteniber^     retary,  Mr.  Philip  Oalvei-t,  to  dine,  lie  eame,  being 

the  next  neighbor,  early  in  the  forenoon  to  visit  us, 
whoui  we  again  requested,  in  Mr,  Overzee's  presence,  to  inform 
Governor  ffendal,  as  early  as  possible,  of  our  coming,  so  titat  we 
may  have  an  audience  and  1>e  dismissed  without  delay,  as  the  busi- 
ness was  of  great  consequence,  and  caused  daily  great  exiienses  not 
only  as  regards  ourselves  individually,  who  had,  in  addition,  at  our 
cost ,  a  tK>at  with  a  man  at  40  lbs.  of  tolwicco  per  day,  but  princiiially 
in  rt^Kard  to  the  military  and  other  preparations  and  expenses,  which 
were  expressly  awaiting  our  return  with  over  100  soldiera  who  had 
come  from  the  Manhattans.  Th#n'Ui)on  he  promised  to  do  his  ut- 
most, hut  that  notliing  could  be  effected  before  the  next  court, 
which  was  to  meet  on  .  .  of  Octot)er.  We  then  conversed  alxiut 
New  Xetherland  and  Virginia,  and  tlie  conveniences  of  both  beini; 
considered,  he  wished  Maryland  may  he  so  fortunate  as  to  have 
cities  and  villages  like  tlie  Manhattans.    And  hereabouts,  we  gave 
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him  to  imderstand  that  Munhattana  signified  the  entire  country, 
having  preserved  the  ancient  name  of  the  Indian  nation  among 
whom  the  Dutch  had  first  settled.  And  in  this  way  proceeded  Co 
the  boundaries,  when  lie  said  that  the  Maryland  patent  extended 
along  the  sea  froro  S8  to  40  degrees,  wherein  Delaware  bay  was  also 
included,  and  so  across  to  Painans  island  and  thence  to  the  source 
of  Potomax  river.  To  which  we  observed,  that  the  38*  to  the  W 
de^cree  must  be  understood  [to  apply]  only  to  the  upper  part  of 
Cheseapeak  bay,  and  that  then  the  Colony  of  Yireinia  ext«nd(d 
from  the  lower  part  of  the  said  bay  to  the  sea.  To  this  he  replied : 
Not  80 ;  and  that  It  was  expressly  stipulated  that  they  should  ex- 
tend unto  New  Englan.l,  whereupon  we  inquired:  If  they  wish  to 
toucl)  New  England,  where  would  New  Netherland  be  in  that  case? 
He  answered:  He  knew  not.  And  we  said,  that  therefore,  we, 
both  of  us,  well  knew  that  such  was  a  mistake ;  that  our  people 
were  in  [lossession  of  New  Netheiland  and  had  settled  on  that  place 
several  years  before  Lord  Baltliamoer  had  obtained  his  patent; 
further  alleging,  among  other  things,  that  Sir  Edm.  Ployten  luid, 
in  former  times,  set  up  a  claim  to  Delaware  bay,  and  that,  there- 
fore, one  claim  must  be  as  good  as  the  other.  Wliereunto  he  replied 
that  Floyten  had  had  no  commission,  and  lay  in  jail  in  England  on 
account  of  his  debts,  relating  that  he  had  solicited  a  patent  for 
Xovitni  A  Ibium  from  the  King,  but  it  was  refused  him,  and  he  there- 
upon applied  lo  the  Viceroy  of  Ireland,  from  whom  he  had  obtHioed 
a  patent,  but  that  it  was  of  no  value.  Hereupon  we  confounded 
him  by  his  uwn  words,  and  said,  that  it  was  not  certain  nlietlier 
my  Lord  Balthamoor's  claiiD  to  Delaware  bay,  sliould  he  have  aRT. 
was  not  obtained  by  falseiiood  and  misrepresentation,  since  it  was 
very  probable  that  the  King  of  England  would  not  have  done  any- 
thing against  us,  as  he  once  had  knowledge  of,  and  consented  to, 
the  Dutch  plantation  of  New  Netherland,  and  had  most  expressly 
ordered  and  commanded  those  of  Virginia  and  New  England,  as 
we  sliould  prove  by  thefr  own  English  authorities,  not  to  approach 
within  one  hundred  leagues  of  each  other.  It  was,  therefore,  clear 
and  evident,  if  their  patent  set  forth  that  they  could  go  as  far  as 
New  England,  that  it  was  fraudulently  obtained  and  of  no  value 
whatsoever. 

Thni'aday.  Nothing  occurred,  except  drawingup 
Octol)er  9 :  our  proposals,  which  we  thought  best  to  do  ia  En- 
September  29.    Stish,  in  order  to  bring  matters  sooner  to  a  speedy 

conclusion. 
Friday.    Again,  nothinghasoccurred,  except  that 
^October  10.      ^-e  heard  the  Secretary  has  communicated  our  ar- 
Septeniber  30.    r'val  to  the  Governor  by  a  letter  forwarded  from

October  V, Saturday.  Ag»fn,iiothlngspccialhasoccurred.  We 
are  impatiently  waitin);  for  the  Governor's  answer. 

October  V.  Sunday.  Accompanied  Mr.  Overzee  to  Secretary  ChI- 
verts  to  dinner,  wbere  Mr.  Douglit;,  the  Minister,  accidentally 
called.  jVfter  tlie  cloth  was  removed,  talked  about  his  chartaor 
Bia|>s  of  the  country,  of  which  be  laid  on  tbe  table  two  that  were 
engraved  and  one  in  manuscript.  One  was  printed  at  Amsterdam, 
by  direction  of  Captain  Smith,  the  first  discoverer  of  the  Great  bay 
of  Chesapeake,  or  Virginia ;  the  second  appeared  also  to  Ite  printed 
at  Amsterdam,  at  the  time  of  Lord  Salthamoor's  patent ;  we  knew 
not  by  vFhom  or  where  tbe  manuscript  one  was  drawn.  All  differed, 
one  from  the  other.  He  wished  to  prove  from  them  the  extent  of 
Lord  Balthamoor's  boundaries,  but  we,  on  the  contrary,  showed 
and  maintained  that  if  Chesapeake  bay  ran,  above,  so  crooked  to- 
wards tbe  northeast,  they  would  come  so  far  within  our  line.  To 
this,  he  asked  how  could  that  be,  for  the  English  first  discovered  and 
poaseseed  all  these  parts.  Thereunto,  we  answered  that  the  Dutch 
were  three  year«  earlier  in  our  parts  than  they  in  tlieirs.  To  which 
he  replied,  that  they  took  tbeir  t>eginning  from  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  ; 
and  we  said  we  derive  our  origin  from  the  King  of  Spain.  Itut,  he 
retorted,  you  were  not  yet  a  free  and  independent  n  ttion.  He  was 
tbeo  told  that  the  King  of  Spain  was,  at  the  time  of  the  discovery 
of  America,  our  King,  and  we  were  as  much  his  vassals  and  sub- 
jects as  they  were  the  subjects  of  their  King  or  Republic  of  Eng- 
land, but  afterwards,  when  we  were  obliged  to  take  up  arms,  and 
achieved  our  liberty,  the  King  of  Spain  conveyed  over,  and  to,  us, 
in  full  propriety,  by  lawful  right  and  title,  all  his  own  and  other  con- 
quered lands  in  Europe  and  America.  To  this,  he  said  that  the 
King  of  Spain  was,  indeed,  in  the  West  Indies,  but  not  so  far  to  the 
Dorth,  and  that  tbe  English  were  the  first  discuvei-ers.  And  we 
attain  observed  that  the  contrary  could  be  proved  from  iSpanish 
journals  and  chronicles,  and  also  that  even  the  Ti-ench  had,  in  the 
year  1524,  been  before  them  in  these  parts.  Lastly,  being  half 
ai^^y,  be  demanded  whether  the  English  had  not  been  the  fii-st  in 
Delaware  bay,  for  it  obtained  its  name  from  them.  And  we  an- 
swered. No ;  that  the  Dutch  liad  been  the  first  in  the  river,  long 
before  Lord  Delaware  ever  came  to  Virginia,  and  we  f^ain  asked : 
What  right  had  the  Kings  of  Spain,  France  or  England,  more  than 
tbe  Hollanders  or  tbe  Dutch,  to  the  New  World— America  V  But 
these  and  such'  like  discourses,  running  liiglier  and  higher,  were 
left  off ;  he  said  he  had  invited  us  as  a  welcome  to  tlie  country,  and 
thenceforward  we  conversed  on  other  subjects,  and  parted  from 
<uie  another  with  expressions  of  friendship. 

October  V,  Monday.    Nothing  occurred. 

October  y,  Tuesday.  This  being  Court  day  at  Poluxent,  and 
Mr.  Overzee  going  thither,  we  deemed  it  advisable  to  liave  a  request 
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only  presented  to  [the  Court]  for  audience  and  a  place  of  receptino, 
copy  wlitreof  is  hereunto  annexed. 

Octol>er  y,  Wednesday.  In  the  evening,  about  sunset,  we  re- 
ceived in  answer,  m\  invitation  written  by  Philip  Calvert:  in  the 
name  and  on  the  belialf  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  that  we  slmuW 
have  au  audience  at  tlie  house  of  Mr.  Bateman,  sending,  with  tliis 
view,  two  horses  to  coiivey  us  there. 

October  ','■  Thursday.  We  took  our  deimrture  in  the  morning 
from  Mr.  Overzee's  for  Mr.  Bateman's,  at  Potuxen,  being  about  IB 
or  W  Eiislisli  miles,  and  about  between  3  and  4  o'clock  in  tlie  after- 
noon, aiTived  Governor  ■losiali  ffendiill  with  Philip  Calvert  and  tlie 
Councillors  William  Stoue,  Thomas  (ierrard,  Xatha»iel  Utye,  C<l- 
ward  lAiyd,  Luke  Barber,  Baker  Broukx,  who,  aft«r  having  wel- 
comed UD,  and,  after  we  had  complimented  them  on  the  part  o[  uiu 
Director-General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland,  thanked  us  cor- 
dially ;  and  dinner  lieing  ready,  the  Governor  said  he  would  give  us 
Kti  audience  after  we  had  dined.  And,  sitting  down  to  tat>le.  tlir; 
placed  me  beside  the  Governor  on  his  left  band  ;  on  his  right  nt 
Philip  Calvert,  the  Secretary,  next  to  him  Re  olved  Waldron,  and 
so  on  the  other  members  of  tlie  Council  around  the  table.  During 
the  dinner  a  varied  conversation  was  tield. 

The  cloth  having  been  removed,  we  were  invited  to  the  audience, 
and  after  we  had  again  presented  the  friendly,  neighborly  respects 
and  compliments  of  the  Honorable  Director-General  and  Conncjl  at 
New  Netherland,  we  delivered,  in  the  first  place,  our  lett^  rs  of  cre- 
dence, which  the  Governor,  oiiening  and  seeing  that  they  were 
written  in  Dutch,  had  Mr.  Overzee  called  to  tranalate  them.  Mean- 
while, tlieir  substnnce  being  stated,  we  proceeded  to  deliver  our 
speech  in  Englisl),  by  way  of  Declaration  and  Manifest,  which,  for 
this  pur)iose,  we  Itad  previously  coniinitte<l  to  itajier.  In  order  that 
no  mistake  may  l>e  liereafter  ]>leaded  In  the  one  or  the  other,  we 
gave  the  ik-cretary  the  original,  with  the  retiuesl  that  he  wouki  be 
pleased  to  collate  it  witli  us,  and  we  distinctly' and  clearly  read  the 
duplicate,  which  we  moi-eover  delivered  uiuler  the  seal  of  our  com- 
mission, decliiring,  when  we  had  finistied,  tliHt  that  was  all  we  had 
to  say,  and  to  |)ro)Kise,  at  that  time,  on  the  )>art  and  in  the  name  of 
the  Direetor-fieneral  and  Conncil,  subscribing  the  same  with  our 
own  liand,  in  the  presence  of  ;<ll ;  and  we  exchanged  the  duplicate 
for  the  original,  and  the  original  again  for  the  copy,  wificit  we  n- 
turned,  and  left  them  the  other. 

We  perceived  a  sjreHt  change,  for  some  of  the  Council,  as  it  seem.', 
hud  no  correct  knowledge  of  what  )>hssi^I  ;  and  the  Governor,  in 
iinswer,  inquired  whetlier  his  letter,  which  he  had  sent  ajiart  from, 
or  by  Cohinel  Utie,  had  not  been  shown  to  the  Governor-General  nf 
the  MaiihattaiLS  f  We  replied.  No :  hia  Honor  had  not  seen  any 
letter,  but  th<it  we  had,  indeed,  understood,  at  the  South  river,  that 
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Mr.  Alrjclis  had  received  a  private  letterinanswer  toliis,  but  with- 
uut  day  or  date,  or  place  where  written,  witereof  tlie  General  did 
not  take  iiny  notice.  Wliereupon  the  Governor  made  anuwer,  that 
lie  tiHd  luiltiinff  to  do  with  tlie  government  of  tlie  Ihl^nhattans,  but 
witli  tlie  (ioveri)or  and  people  wlio  liad  lately  seated  theuiselves 
nilliin  liis  limits  in  Delaware  bay,  to  whom  tliey  had  aeut  Colonel 
L'tie ;  not  ttmt  he  should  have  communicated  Iiis  instruction  which 
had  been  given  him  for  his  guidance  and  vindication  only,  aa  we 
were  not  obliged  to  deliver  our  instruction  to  them.  To  this  we  re- 
I'lied,  that  the  Governor  and  people  in  the  South  river  were  not  a 
separate,  but  subaltern  and  dependent  government,  and  simply 
Deputy  Governor  and  membera  of  New  Netherland,  so  that  what- 
ever was  presented  and  given  to  them  in  the  matter  of  chief  juris- 
diction, etc.,  did  not  affect  them  but  the  Genei'al  and  Council,  tuid 
eonsequently,  the  whole  SState  of  New  Netherland,  and  the  Lords 
proprietors  ttiereot;  yea,  the  sovereignty  of  their  High  MightJ- 
netaes.  Whereunto  he  again  rejoined,  that  they  did  not  know  nor 
iiiHlerstand  any  better  than  that  the  Governor  In  Delaware  derived 
Ilia  com mlasiuu  from  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  and  had  come  with  his 
people  to  settle  there  as  a  separate  government.  To  which  we  again 
iinswered.  No ;  but  that  the  city  of  Amsterdam  owned  the  place  as 
a  Coloiiie  and  iiarticular  district  of  New  Netherland,  which  was 
siniilai',  in  manner  and  style,  to  their  counties  in  Vii^inia  or  Mary- 
land, and  we  luul  more  such  Colonies  planted  in  New  Netherland, 
w  that  whatever  injury  was  done  to  the  Colonic  of  New  Amstel, 
ivaa,I  say,  inflicted  on  the  entire  State  of  New  Netherland.  Mean- 
while, Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie  began  to  bluster  and  to  say,  that  they 
ought  not  to  take  any  notice  at  all  of  this  matter ;  his  acts  had  been 
directed  against  a  people  that  had  intruded  Into  my  Lord  Baltha- 
uiore's  Province,  and  if  the  Governor  and  Council  will  again  com- 
mand him.  he  will  again  act  as  he  had  done.  We  rejoined  thereto, 
It  iie  returned  and  comported  himself  as  he  had  done,  he  would  lose 
tlie  name  of  Ambassador  and  be  dealt  by  as  a  disturber  of  the  pub- 
lie  peace,  because  a  l>eputy  or  Ambassador  coul  I  not  attempt  any- 
tliiiig  except  to  notify  the  magistracy  and  Uegents  o(  the  place  in 
a  courteous  manner  of  liis  embassy ;  Imt  to  summon  a  place  hy  lire 
and  sword  was  tlie  style  of  avowed  enmity,  war  and  hostility.  To 
this  he  replied,  that  he  had  done  nothing  in  contradiction  to  his 
comtnissiim  and  instructions.  To  which  we  rejoined,  that  tliey  had 
oaly  to  look  at  the  answer  he  had  brought  back,  which  would  clearly 
show  how  he  had  acted.  And  he,  thereupon,  furtlier  said,  that  be 
lieanl  they  bad  tlifeateneil  to  send  him  to  Ilolluntl ;  he  only  wished 
tim'  had  done  so.  We  replied,  that  should  lie  return  and  act  as  he 
liad  done,  probably  he  would  not  fare  any  better.  Wliereu|>on  he 
in<|uired,  how,  then,  should  he  l«have  f  He  had  certainly  sent  two 
nteii  before  him  to  announce  his  ap[iroacli ;  afterwards  put  up  at  the 
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public  tftvem,  and  was  he,  then,  not  to  walk  out  and  aee  the  place 
and  converse  with  tlie  people  who  requested  to  haveBome  discourse 
with  him?  To  which  we  again  remonstrated,  that  he  was  at  libertf 
to  see  the  place  and  converse  with  the  people,  but  not  to  excite  tbero 
to  revolt  and  rebellion  iigainst  tbeir  magistrates,  and  threaten  them 
with  being  plundered  and  robbed  in  case  they  would  not  willingly 
surrender.  So  that  these  criminations  and  recriminations  being 
bandied  somewhat  sharply  and  angrily,  especially  by  the  Colonel, 
the  Governor  was  pleased  to  put  a  stop  to  him,  and  we  weie  st 
liberty  to  express  our  meaning  without  any  intemiption,  whereupon 
we  referred  entirely  to  our  Manifest  and  Declaration,  and  to  the 
answer  which  Colonel  Uty  himself  had  brought  from  New  Amstel. 
We  requested  that  such  might  be  taken  into  consideratioa  and  that 
no  frivolous  discourses  be  allowed. 

The  Governor  submitted  to  the  Council,  among  other  things, 
that  we  had  come  without  asking  proper  permission,  which  Colonel 
Uty  might  have  given  and  signified.  To  which  we  answered  that 
we  were  not  acquainted  with  the  state  and  form  of  their  govern- 
ment, but  that  we  should  in  future  regulate  ourselves  according  to 
such  custom  as  may  be  pleasing  to  them  to  establish  on  such  pass- 
age. Hereupon,  Colonel  Utie  began  again  to  exclaim,  saying  that 
we  ought  to  have  first  recognir^  htm  and  gone  to  his  island,  and  in- 
quired if  we  should  be  permitted  to  proceed  farther,  adding,  in  so 
many  words  that,  had  be  met  us,  or  had  he  known  of  our  coining, 
he  would  have  detained  us  there,  and  not  allowed  us  to  go  on. 
But  one  of  the  Council  softened  that  expression  by  saying  that  we 
should  have  been  furnished  with  a  better  boat  and  accommodation, 
for  we  had  stated  that  we  had  come  down  In  a  small,  leaky  boat, 
and  dartd  not  venture  from  the  shore.  But  we  readily  discovered 
that,  had  we  not  done  our  best  to  avoid  Colonel  Utie  on  the  way, 
he  would  at  once  endeavored  to  prerent  our  design  : 

At  length,  aft«r  some  debate,  we  were  invited  to  withdraw,  and, 
after  a  short  deliberation,  were  recalled  and  informed  that  they 
had  acted  by  special  order  and  command  of  Lord  Baltimoor,  wbose 
right  and  jurisdiction  they  are  sworn  to  maintain,  and  that  they 
would  exhibit  Lord  Baltimoor's  patent  on  the  morrow,  until  when 
they  should  defer  any  further  public  business,  and  pass  the  remain- 
der of  the  evening  over  a  glass  of  wine,  promising,  on  our  request, 
to  dismiss  U8  by  next  Saturday. 

Meanwiiile,  we  proceeded  to  engage  one  and  another  of  them, 
from  time  to  time,  in  private  conversation,  and  at  one  time  to  dis- 
pose them  to  a  friendly  course,  and  to  have  the  claim  they  set  up  to 
our  limits,  and  we  to  theirs,  decided  by  commissioners,  in  order  to 
avoid  further  mischief  and  bloodshed;  at  another,  to  agree  to  an 
Intimate  correspondence  and  confederation  for  reciprocal  trade  and 
intercourse.    We  found  the  majority  of  them  favorably  inclined  to 
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litis  view,  but  yet,  they  gave  it  to  be  understood  that  it  was  not  in 
their  power,  and  had  no  other  commission  than  to  defend  Lord 
Baltimoor's  lawful  patent,  This  they  were  diapoeed  to  do,  how 
ever,  with  all  possible  and  justifiable  prudence. 

I  had  also  a  private  conversation  on  that  point  with  the  Gover- 
nor, who  declared  that  he  would  prefer  to  continue  in  peace  and 
quietness  than  to  live  in  hostility  and  war. 

Octobei-  Vi  Friday  morning.  After  breakfast,  the  Governor  and 
Council  laid  before  us  Lord  Balthamoor's  patent,  and  read  to  us 
the  article  respecting  hia  j  urisdiction.  We  requested  a  copy  there- 
of, ^tben  we  should  answer  it.  We  were  then  allowed  to  make  an 
extract  of  it  ourselves.  Meanwhile,  the  Governor  and  Council 
went  to  hold  their  Court  at  the  next  town,  whilst  we,  in  the  mean- 
time, read  and  reread  the  above  mentioned  patent,  extracting  the 
point  resiiecting  the  boundary,  to  which  we  drew  up  on  paper  a 
written  refutation.  For  we  found  that  it  was  set  forth  in  the  pre- 
amble ttiat  Lord  Dalthamoer  had  applied  to  and  petitioned  His 
Majesty  for  a  tract  of  country  in  America,  which  was  neither  cul- 
tivated nor  planted,  but  only  inhabited,  as  yet,  by  barbarous  In- 
cUans.  In  answer  whereunto,  we  maintained  that  our  South 
river,  called,  of  old,  Nassaw  river,  had  been  long  before  occupied, 
appropriated  and  purchased  by  us  in  virtue  of  a  commission  and 
grant  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Lords  States-General  of  the 
United  Netherlands,  and  therefore  that  it  was  his  Royal  MiOeaty's 
inteDtion and  justice  not  to  have  given  away  and  granted  that  part 
of  a  country  which  had  been  previously  taken  possession  of  and 
settled  by  the  subjects  of  their  High  Mightinesses  the  Lords  States- 
General,  as  already  declared  and  demonstrated,  and  that  Lord 
Balthamor's  patent  was  invalid  where  it  makes  mention  of  Uelo- 
war  bay,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  well  as  in  various  other  respects 
and  particulars.  We  requested  a  note  might  lie  made  of  this.  The 
liovernor  and  Council  returning  in  the  afternoon, and  supper  iteing 
over,  we  delivered  the  above  mentioned  answer  in  writing,  having 
read  the  same  aloud.  Whereupon  we  perceived  another  change, 
and  the  Governor  made  his  defence:  That,  on  the  contrary,  our  as- 
aertiou  and  action  were  Invalid,  for  the  aforesaid  patent  was 
granted  by  the  King,  with  full  knowledge  and  understanding  of 
the  case,  that  Delowar  bay  should  remain  and  belong  to  the  Eng- 
lish, and  demanded  a  view  of  our  patent  to  N^w  Netherland.  We 
answered  that  we  had  it  not  to  show  them,  much  less  had  we  come 
for  that  purpose,  but  only  to  prepare  a  way  for  a  future  meeting  of 
deputies  on  both  sides,  then  to  dispose  chietly  of  that  point,  agree- 
ably to  our  advice  contained  in  our  declaration.  The  Governor 
thereupon  made  answer  that  they  then  ought  not  to  have  exhibited 
their  patent,  from  which  we  concluded  that  they  regretted  having 
iiscovered  and  exposed  themselves  so  far.  saying  if  that  part  of  the 
23- Vol.  V. 
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patent  was  invalid,  or  if  they  yielded  it,  the  entire  patent  wouM 
then  become  void.  We  replied  to  that ;  we  would  not  make  any 
further  observation  on  that  article,  except  so  far  as  it  coDcemed 
us,  and  they  set  up  a  claim  to  our  litnita.  Whereupon  the  Gover- 
nor rejoined :  That  Col.  Clabborn  had  heretofore  set  up  the  same 
exceptiou  against  Lord  Balthamoer  in  re^rd  to  the  Island  of  Kent, 
of  which  said  Col.  Clabborn  held  that  he  had  taken  actual  posses- 
sion before  the  aforesaid  patent  had  been  granted,  but  that  it  did 
not  avail,  and  fared  badly  with  him,  so  that  he  was  obliged  to  beg 
his  life  from  I^onl  Baithetnor.  To  this  we  answered  that  tliis  wa» 
a  different  case  t  that  we  were  not  subjects  of  England,  btit  a  free, 
aoToreign  people  belonging  to  the  Dutcli  nation,  who,  as  we  bad 
already  declared,  had  as  much  right  to  take  possession  of  any  huids 
in  America  as  any  other  nation.  And  with  this  and  such  like  de- 
bates, wiis  the  meeting  adjourned  for  the  night. 

October  V-  Saturday.  The  Governor  and  Council  being  met  in 
order  to  our  dismissal,  they  again  demanded  the  exhibition  of  the 
patent  we  had  to  the  South  river.  We  gave  them  for  answer,  that 
we  had  not  brought  it  with  us,  but  referred  that  point  to  future 
Commissioners  on  both  sides,  and  we  again  withdrew.  They  drew 
up  their  answer,  which  they  read  to  us  who  were  called  in  for  that 
purpose. 

Hereupon  we  asked  their  Honors*  whether  this  writing  contained 
all  tbey  had  to  dispatch  by  us.  To  this  they  declared,  they  bad 
nothing  else  ;  but  that  they  persisted  therein.  We,  then,  again  in- 
quired, how  we  were  to  act  in  the  matter  of  our  military ;  whether 
all  further  hostility  and  encroachment  should  cease,  and  we  might 
safety  send  back  our  gan-isons  and  soldiers,  or  whetlier  we  must  let 
them  continue  there.  To  this  they  answered,  that  we  must  please 
ourselves  in  that  matter,  and  they  would  act  as  tbey  thought  best. 
Whereunto  we  replied,  tliat  we  should,  in  that  case  remain  on  our 
defensive,  as  we  had  declared  and  protested,  and  tliat  we  hoped, 
nevertheless,  that  they  would  not  be  guilty  of  any  clandestine  at- 
tack and  treachery,  as  is  usual  iii  public  and  open  war,  but  accord- 
ing to  the  custom  in  neighborly  and  public  peace  and  alliance  bt- 
tween  nations,  first  give  notice  and  warning  that  friendship  is  at  an 
end.  To  which  they  rejoined :  that  they  should  act  therein  as  wouM 
be  most  advisable.  We  further  inquired,  wliat  was  to  be  the  under- 
standing on  the  subject  of  our  fugitives,  and  received  for  answer, 
that  they  should,  by  law,  oblige  such  as  were  in  debt,  to  pay,  but 
they  did  not  mean  to  send  tliem  back,  inasmuch  as  they  considend 
the  people  in  Delowar  liay  to  be  imder  their  jurisdiction,  and  cuu- 
SHinently  were  not  fugitives  from  the  General  and  Council  of  the 
Manhattans.  Wliereu[)on  we  replied,  that  we  too  would  adhere  lo 
the  hx  lalimiis,  in  order  to  act  in  like  manner  towards  their  fugi- 
tives.   And  thus  terminated  our  meeting  and  business. 
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The  Governor  also  asked  what  D"tch  Swedes  meant— why  we 
named  them  so  in  our  Declaration  'i  And  we  answered,  becanse  the 
greateet  number  of  them  were  i>artnera  of  Dutchmen  and  formerly 
resorted  under  the  Hon'''*  Coini)any's  jurisdiction,  and  had  been 
heretofore  connived  at,  until  tbey  began  to  be  so  insolent  iu  tlie  river 
M  Dot  to  hesitate  forcibly  to  seize,  in  a  treacherous  manner,  on  Fort 
New  Anistel,  previously  Casimier,  whereby  the  General  and  Council 
of  New  Netherlaiid  were  compelleil  and  obliged  to  clear  and  purge 
the  river,  once  for  all,  of  such  dishonest  and  hypocritical  friends. 

October  J,*,  Sunday  morning.  Again,  having  breakfasted,  their 
Honors'  answer,  fairly  written  out  by  the  Secretary,  was  placed  in 
our  hands,  and  so  tixtk  a  most  friendly  leave,  as  we  could  not  but 
perceive,  that  were  it  in  their  i>ower  they  would  willingly  incline  to 
a  friendly  agreement,  but  tliatthey  must  first  have  authority  to  that 
effect  from  Lord  Baltliamoer,  or  otherwise  wait  for  sucti  order  as  he 
may  send  respecting  it  this  summer ;  for  1  so  understood,  in  private 
conversation,  from  the  Secretary,  Philip  Calvert,  who  is  Lord  Bal- 
thamoer's  half-brotlier,  that  they  expected  something  to  this  pur- 
pose, tliougli  they  knew  not  what;  for  Lord  Baltliamoer  bad,  last 
year,  ordered  them  to  inform  him  what  they  had  done  with  the  peo- 
ple of  Delowar  bay,  to  which  tbey  luid  answered,  that  tUey  could 
uot  yet  write  anything  as  to  the  eSect,  but  that  they  intended  to  do 
so  and  so. 

We  had,  likewise,  some  private  conversation  on  the  subject  of  es- 
tablishing mutual  trade  and  commerce,  overland,  between  Maryland 
aod  Delowar  bay,  which,  I  aasui-ed  him,  could  easily  be  curried  on, 
as  soon  as  this  question  was  terminated  and  the  limits  on  both  sides 
adjusted.  1  recommended  him  to  notify  liis  brother  thereof,  in 
order  to  engage  bim  therein  in  all  reasonableness,  for  uot  only  his 
Province  in  general,  but  himself,  in  particular,  would  be  most  es- 
sentially benefited  by  such  trade,  so  that  an  eflort  might  ttien  be 
made  to  establish  an  easy  passage  by  laud  for  mutual  intercourse. 

He  also  particularly  in<iulred  about  the  Hill,  which  we  liud  pro- 
posed in  our  declaration  for  a  neutral  meeting,  where  tlie  Sassafrax 
river,  in  Virginia,  and  ttie  creek  whicli  entei'S  the  Soutti  river  be- 
hind Ki»;dy  island,  seem  to  take  their  rise ;  and  we  are  to  institute 
and  make  further  iuquiiy  respecting  that  Hill  at  tiie  eitrliest  op- 
portunity. 

Finally,  we  returned  togetlier  from  Patuxen  river  to  St.  Mary's, 
to  our  quarters  at  Master  Simon  Overzee's. 

October  {3,  Monday.  Nothing  particular  occurred,  except  pre- 
paring to  dispatch  liesolved  Watdron  to  the  Soutti  river  and  the 
Manhattans. 

October  }  J.Tuesday.  Sent  off  Resolved  Waldron  ou  bis  return, 
overland,  with  the  reports,  iiapers  and  documents  resi>ei.'ting  our 
negotiations,  and  I  set  out  for  Virginia  to  ascertain  the  opinions  of 
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the  Governor  and  others  there  concerning  this  inatt«r,  and  thus  to 
create  some  diversion  between  them  both ;  also,  to  clear  ourselvei, 
at  the  same  time,  of  the  slander  which  some  i»eople  seek  to  attach 
to  us,  that  we  had  excited  the  Indiana  to  massacre  the  English  at 
Accomacq. 

God  grant  that  the  whole  may  redound  to  the  glory  of  His  name 
and  the  general  advantage  and  safety  of  ua  all,  and  that  we  ma;  be 
directed  by  His  Divine  Majesty.    Amen.

MESSRS.  HEERMANS  AND    WALDRON  TO    DIRECTOR 
STUYVESANT. 

Dat«d  ?}  October,  1659,  At  St.  Mary's,  in  Maryland. 
Right  Honorable,  Wise,  Prudent  the  Honorable  Petrxis  Stuyvrsaril, 

Director-General  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  New  Netherland. 

Messieurs  :  We  repaired,  in  obetllence  to  our  commission,  from 
the  Soutti  river  to  Virginia,  with  as  much  dispatch  as  possible,  but 
we  could  not  accomplish  the  business  nor  get  it  disposed  of  sooner. 

Your  Honors  will  learn  from  the  annexed  jou'.'nal  the  transactiom 
from  day  to  day,  and  from  the  duplicate  of  the  adjoined  Manifest 
and  Declaration,  what  we  set  forth,  not IQed  and  protested,  on  your 
part  to  the  Governor  and  Council  assembled  in  Council,  as  well  as 
the  opinion  we  submitted  and  communicated  to  them.  Hereupon 
they,  however,  hare  not  been  willing  to  do  anything  final,  as  your 
Honora  can  see  from  their  answer  inclosed  herein,  the  substanM 
whereof  cannot  be  considered  anything  else  than  simply  the  justifi- 
cation of  what  Colonel  Nathaniel  Utie  did  in  New  Amstel ;  tbat  it 
was  done  by  their  authority,  and  that  they  still  adhere  thereto,  w 
far  as  being  commanded  thereunto  by  their  Lord  Baltamoor,  inde- 
pendent of  whom  they  cannot  do  anything,  much  less  act  in  tbe 
matter  of  his  patent  and  boundary,  and  therefore  tbe  business  i»  to 
be  left  standing.  The  Declaration  and  Manifest  which  we  drew  up 
and  presented,  shows  on  what  basis  we  placed  our  case.  W<^  doubt 
not  but  it  will  meet  with  your  approbation,  and  that  you  will  season- 
ably prepare  whatever  is  to  serve  thereunto  hereafter,  for  if  we  will 
retain  what  webave,alltlieallegationBwesubmitted  to  them  must 
be  punctually  proved,  whereof  I  shall  give  your  Honors  a  fuller  ac- 
count when  I  return  home.  Meanwhile,  I  find  the  public  service 
and  your  Honor's  reputation  require  that  I  proceed  hence  to  Vir- 
ginia to  the  Governor  there,  to  communicate  tbe  state  of  aflaiis  in 
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your  Honor's  nume,  and  to  inform  and  prevail  so  far  on  him,  in  op- 
position to  the  action  of  Maryland,  if  he  will  not  takeour  part,  that 
be  will  not  oppose  us,  but  if  it  cannot  be  otherwise,  that  he  at  least 
will  remain  neutral  and  our  confedenited  friend.  And,  at  the  same 
time  to  inquire  into  the  state  and  circumstances  of  Lord  Baltimore 
in  England,  and  bow  the  boundary  can  beet  be  effected.  Uy 
opinion  is  that,  possibly,  it  would  not  be  unwise  for  the  Directors, 
who  have  cause  enough  to  do  30,  to  depute  one  of  their  Board  to 
Lord  Baltimore  to  see  whether  an  agreement  could  not  be  made 
quietly  with  him.  But,  Brat  of  all,  the  South  river  and  the  Vir- 
ginias, withthelandsand  kills  between  both,  ought  to  be  laid  down 
on  an  exact  scale  as  to  longitude  and  latitude,  in  a  perfect  map,  that 
the  extent  of  country  on  both  sides  may  be  correctly  seen,  and 
the  work  aft«rwards  proceeded  with,  for  some  maps  which  the  Eng- 
lish have  here  are  utterly  imperfect  and  prejudicial  to  us.  The 
sooner  this  is  done,  the  better,  before  Baltamoor  whispers  in 
the  ears  of  the  States  of  England,  and  thus  make  the  matter  much 
more  difficult.  Meanwhile,  the  places  and  forts  in  the  South  river 
ought  not  to  remain  without  considerable  force,  through  fear  of  a 
sudden  invasion,  for  which  I  observe,  as  yet,  no  preparation  or  dis- 
position ;  but  a  sleepily  enemy  is  not  to  be  trusted. 

Thus  far  have  I  found  myself  obliged  to  notify  your  Honors,  pro- 
visionally. I  shall  further  use  my  utmost  diligence  to  examine  and 
understand,  as  well  as  possible,  whatever  will  in  any  wise  relate  to 
;our  Honors'  reputation,  and  the  greatest  proAt  and  advantage  of 
the  Hon"*  the  West  India  Company,  and  commending  your  Honors 
to  God's  Holy  care  and  protection.

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the  city  is  dunned  for  the  pnyment  of  the  interest  which  ia  due  on 
the  moneys  borrowed  on  int«rest  on  account  of  this  city,  for  the 
promotion  of  said  Colonic,  as  well  as  of  some  bills  of  exchange 
drawD  on  this  city  for  account  of  that  Colonie.  amounting,  flnt.foi 
the  payment  of  interest  and  exchanice,  to  the  sum  of  about  12,ono 
gI.,to  meet  which  sum,  no  moneys  can  be  found,  except  by  borrow 
ing. 

Which  being  considered,  the  city  consents  to  the  negotiation  of 
the  aforesaid  12,000  gl.,  and  Cornells  de  Graefl,  Baron  of  youth 
Polsbroeck,  Sieur  Nicolaes  Tulp,  Sieur  Gilles  Valckenier,  Mr.  Ueo- 
rick  HiKift,  Mr.  Peter  Cloeck  and  Coenradt  Burgh  are  appoinled, 
in  default  of  the  aforesaid  agreement,  to  call  on  theWest  India 
Com|iany,  (which,  however,  shall  not  be  insisted  on),  to  consult  in 
what  manner  the  city  can  best  be  released  from  the  burden  of  the 
aforesaid  Colon  ie.

SHERIFF  VAN  SWERINGEN  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS 
OP  THE  COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWABE  BIVEB. 

Gentlehen;— I  cannot  forbear,  by  this  occasion,  saluting  yon 
and  offering  you  my  humble  service.  I  hope  your  Honors  will  be 
disposed  to  accept  it,  on  my  Petition  by  the  aliip  the  Son, etc. ,03  I 
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liave  been  admitted,  subject  to  jrour  Honoris  approbation,  Schout 
and  Councillor  ia  the  stead  of  the  late  Commissary  Rynevelt,  whose 
place,  as  Commissary,  I  bave  filled,  since  his  death,  to  the  26"'  No- 
vember, 1659,  only  for  want  of  others,  as  I  have  never  been  inclined  ' 
to  continue  in  such  employ,  as  your  Honors  will  liave  fully  seen 
p*r  my  last.  I  have,  also,  verbally  told  the  Director  that  I  was  not 
willing  to  do  so,  whereupon  he  answered  me,  I  shall  tbiuk  of  it. 
Tliis  is  all  tliat  is  to  be  expected  wlieuever  anything  is  asked  of 
bim.  Some  time  afterwards,  I  allowed  Dominie  Welius  to  request 
it,  Hegaveforanswer:  When  his  house  is  built:  which  heplainly 
saw  could  hardly  be  done  in  a  year  for  want  of  workmen,  and  be- 
cause of  the  size  of  that  house,  which  ia,  at  present,  about  linished, 
so  that  now  I  am  heard  by  my  Petition  and  discharge  for  the  term 
of  3  months.  Thereupon,  Cornells  van  Gezel  hath  taken  charge  of 
ttie  store  by  inventory,  but  I  have  nothing  to  say  to  the  specifying 
of  the  3  months,  but  can  well  consider  that  men,  on  tiie  expiration 
of  3  months,  will  not  i-etract  and  restore  me  tlierein  and  again  make 
an  inventory  of  the  store.  It  appears  to  be  a  tritk  to  hold  me  bound 
to  it,  and  also  in  regard  that  he  bath  placed  his  nephew  therein,  to 
to  which  Mr.  d'llinojossa  is  somewhat  opposed  because  they  are  too 
uearly  related,  and  for  other  reasons  thereto  adduced. 

What  now  appertains  to  the  books  or  accounts:  'tis  now,  by  the 
hard  driving  of  Mr.  Uinojossa,  resolved  that  they  shall  be  pre|iared, 
liut  I  still  fear  nothing  will  come  of  it,  for  tlie  Director,  as  I  liear, 
bos  to  your  Honors  thrown  the  blame  on  us,  and  that  they  cannot, 
therefore,  be  ready.  But  I  wonder  much  that  so  clever  a  man,  who 
appears  to  be  so  expert  at  book-keeping,  should  have  recourse  to 
Buchpitifulexcusesbeforeso  wise  a  board  as  your  Honors.  I  should 
tear  being  severely  reproved  therefor. 

On  this  subject  I  have  submitted  a  proposal  to  bim  through  Mr. 
Hinojossa,  viz.:  that  the  accounts,  or  what  the  people  have  re- 
ceived, both  in  provisions  and  merchandise,  in  the  year  ]6o7,  were 
delivered  by  him  throu);h  the  aforesaid  Rynevelt ;  now  what  apper- 
tains to  the  year  '68  is  also  ready,  tlie  same  as  '67,  so  tliat  his  Honor, 
if  he  have  any  desire,  can  easily  go  on,  and  1  offer  to  subjoin  1659 
also,  before  he  wants  it,  or  forfeit  100  guilders.  To  this  be  made 
answer:  What  I  have  is  mere  child's  work;  wherein  his  Honor 
spoke  correctly,  for  he  treats  the  Coinmissary  as  a  mei'e  child  and 
would  never  make  bim  wiser,  withholding  his  commission  and  in- 
struction. He  himself  kept  the  books  of  monthly  wages,  whereof 
be  will  boast  some  night  or  morning,  but  I  trust  'twill  meet  wiih 
very  little  consideration  from  you,  for,  when  tlie  Commissary  knew 
what  his  oflBce  was,  it  made  him  frequently  sad,  asking  Mr.  Alrichs 
for  his  instruction,  to  which,  in  [my]  presence,  he  gave  for  answer : 
My  order  is  yomr  instruction.  Whereupon  Jonkh'  Rynevelt  was 
obliged  to  apply  for  it  further  off,  and  his  instruction  followed  by 
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the  Son,  but  thiiiga  were  then  brought  in  a  train,  as  already  stattd, 
80  tliat  nothing  then  remained  to  be  done,  and  shortly  after  lie  died, 
after  having  accomplished  liis  time  here  honestly  and  pioush',  con- 
stantly endeavoring  honorably  to  advance  the  public  interests  of 
the  city ;  but  the  good  man  has  been  always  put  oft  by  his  goodoesa. 
so  that  he  liiid  nothing  either  here  or  there. 

To  return,  then,  to  the  foregoing,  relative  to  the  accounts,  it  can 
well  be  considered  tliat  whoever  simply  and  faithfully  coiiflnes  him- 
self to  disbursing  to  this  one  and  that,  on  the  Director's  order.oiD- 
not  deliviT  Ills  accoinit,  except  on  a  debit  sheet,  the  same  us  any 
one,  in  like  manner  the  provisions  from  year  to  year,  but  to  iimiii^ 
his  credit,  that  must  be  the  business  of  him  who  receives  the  debt. 
purcliases  wares,  holds  the  proceeds  in  hand  and  disposes  thej«iif : 
but  dis|)osiiig  of  city's  means  is  now,  God  help  it,  an  easy  iuait«t 
here,  as  tJiey  are  few  or  none  except  about  2,000  guilders  in  mer- 
eliandiise  and  what  General  Stuyvesant  hath  sent  on  credit,  notwitb 
standing  there  must  be  a  considerable  sum,  in  luldition.  There's 
still  in  store  some  shirts,  women's  hose,  and  some  bales  of  coarse 
cloth,  witli  a  iiarcei  of  hats  and  shoes ;  the  best  wares  are  dishuTsed 
for  provisions  procured  in  the  Huiine  many  of  which  were  sold  bj 
me  for  Wampum  on  the  Director's  order,  in  small  quantities,  so 
that  the  store  might  well  be  called  a  grocery.  The  proceeds  I  car 
ried  every  week  to  his  house  or  he  gave  orders  on  me,  which,  at  tbe 
eud,amonuted  lo  so  much  tbatl  sometimes  must  disburse4or5 
hundred  guihlera  of  my  own,  which  I  could  not  do  any  longer,  it 
tending  to  the  injury  of  those  whose  goods  I  liad  on  baud,  wtiicb 
gave  me  more  and  more  an  aversion  to  the  store.  Again,  tlnwigli 
all  this  selling,  cliafFering  and  bartering,  I  dreaded  to  come,  tiually, 
into  trouble  with  the  Director;  for  confused  accounts  and  an  em|i(v 
treasury  bring  a  man  to  bis  wit's  euda,  and  his  Honor  is  daily  talk- 
ing of  rendering  an  account,  and  I  would  readily  shove  ever)tliing 
from  his  head,  but  I  hold  myself  excused  from  that,  as  Ihaveuevcr 
been  willing  to  takeany  justification  upon  myself,  for  divers  ren-soii^. 
such  as  the  leakint.>S8  of  the  store  in  the  fort;  the  detacliis};  tlie 
store  from  our  dwelling,  and  the  tike;  and  although  he  hath,  ui)  to 
this  time,  kept  me  against  my  will,  I  have  asked  liim  what  w»ges  I 
should  have  for  my  past  time,  or  at  least  to  give  nie  a  certitirate 
that  I  had  served  so  long;  he  refused  it,  but  I  rely,  herein,  ou  yuuf 
Honor's  discretion;  yet  I  shidl  not  neglect  faithfully  to  serve  tbe 
city  of  Amsterdam  in  the  olHce  which  I  now  unworthily  fill. 

Herewith  1  commend  your  Worshi|s  to  the  protection  of  God 
Almighty,  who  will  always  keep  and  preserve  you  and  direct  your 
Honor's  midertakiiig  to  tlie  advancement  of  this  Colonie  and  God's 
Church.

Sib:  Willi  due  respect  and  reverence  have  I  hereby  taken  the 
liberty  to  (creet  you,  through  bounden  duty  of  gratitude  to  do- 
vote  to  you  nil  the  daya  of  my  life.  I  hope  you  will  not  couBider 
tbe  iusiguiflcance  of  my  person,  but  excuae  the  previous  and  present 
boldneas  of  bo  freely  writing  to  your  Honor. 

Such  being  the  case,  I  cannot  neglect  hereby  to  communicate  my 
promotion;  about  a  year  and  a  half  after  my  departure  from  Patria, 
with  your  Honor's  favorable  recommendation,  1  liave  been  ap- 
pointed Scbout  here,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  Hon"'  tbe 
Principals ;  previously  I  liave  taken  care  of  the  store  as  clerk,  and, 
after  J.  Ryrivelt's  death,  as  Commissary,  from  which  I  have  now 
requested  to  be  discliarged,  as  I  have,  though,  unworthy,  been  re- 
cently made  Second  Councillor  with  Joncker  Alexander  d'HinoJoasa, 
flrst  Councillor  and  Captain  Lieutenant  of  the  Militai'y  here,  who 
iutends  to  go  aver  io  tlie  spring  to  represent  this  miserable  place, 
God  help  it.  The  Military  were  few  when  the  English  come  down 
on  us,  as  your  Honor  will  have  fully  seen  by  the  papers  in  the 
eax  transrnitted ;  the  store  is  empty  and  repaired,  tlie  most  being 
distributed  among  the  people ;  but  much  unnecessary  expense  is  in- 
curred, wbich  might  have  tieen  spared,  and  the  honor  of  the  city, 
which  is  here  now  so  scandalously  cried  down,  might  have  been 
preserved,  and  one  debt  after  the  other  liave  been  remitted ;  even 
the  property  of  the  orphans,  inclusive,  hath  been  retained,  so  that 
the  continual, craving  for  and  recommendation  to  send  over  tlie 
books,  is  not  strange  i  this  should  now  be  commenced,  but  I  l>e- 
lieve  nil  again  will  remain  in  an-ears.  The  Director  will  apparently 
lay  the  blame,  as  he  daUy  does,  on  the  death  of  the  Ciimmissary, 
and  now  on  me,  but  I  can  in  no  wise  excuse  him,  inasmuch  as  the 
late  CommLssary  being  held  in  little  esteem  by  the  Director,  the 
latter  withheld  his  commission,  and,  on  being  applied  to  for  it,  said: 
My  order  is  your  instruction ;  kept  the  books  of  montlily  wages 
himself,  sent  orders  only  with  a  boy  to  have  from  the  store  what- 
ever he  pleased,  so  that  said  Commissary  complained  thereof  to  his 
auperiors,  who  have  sent  him  a  commission  conformable  to  that  the 
Director  had  belonging  to  tiim.  Nottung  but  a  journal  is  kept  iu 
tbe  store ;  what  came  in  was  by  the  Director  received,  traded,  etc. ; 
'twas  not  for  us  to  know  whether  'twas  fgrthe  city  or  on  his  Honor's 
private  account;  therefore,  we  could  not  return  to  him  except 
what  we  have  given  to  the  people;  Ijow  lie  bath  means  to  balance 
the  credit  with  the  debit,  he  himself  must  know,  for  he  hath  bought 
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all  those  dear  enough.  Thus,  also,  we  cannot  make  out  that  special 
vindication,  (or  neither  Rynevelt  nor  I  have  ever  issued  any  goods 
by  measure  or  weight ;  all  was  done  by  guess,  I  am  grieved  to  be  . 
obliged  to  put  nuch  things  to  paper,  as  still  young  in  this  office,  I 
have  been  the  city's  unworthy  servant ;  but  it  pains  me  that  every- 
thing has  been  done  so  inconsiderately,  whereby  so  noble  a  city, 
whereof  all  the  world  boasts,  hath  been  slandered  both  here  and  in 
surrounding  places. 

Secondly,  if  things  become  worse,  I,  individually,  am  ruined,  fer 
I  have  received  here  some  goods  from  my  brother,  all  which  I  have 
laid  out  in  the  house,  horses  and  mules  (mu«Ean),  which  cost  me  full 
4  @  6  thousand  guilders,  Holland  currency ;  besides  that,  I  am 
also  married ;  yet.  I  hope  that  their  Right  Worshipful  Honors  will 
not  allow  the  work  to  stick ;  I  trust  Mr.  Hinojossa's  proposals  wiU 
serve  in  this  matter  to  redress  everything  at  trifling  cost. 

I  shall  herewith  conclude,  recommending  myself  to  your  good 
fovor.  I  dare  not  proceed  farther  herein,  for  all  that  I  am  well  ac- 
quainted with  a  history  of  this  place.  I  refer  to  Mr.  Hinojossa, 
who  again  yesterday  told  and  requested  me  to  communicate  to  your 
Honor  hia  coming:  he  will  then  bring  everything  clear  enough  on 
the  carpet.  Herewith  I  commend  your  Honor  to  the  mercy  and 
protection  of  the  Most  High  God.and  remain  your  obedient  humble 
servant.

Mr.    HINOJOSSA    TO    THE    COMMISSIONERS   OF    THE 
CtJLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 

Honorable,    Wise,  Right  Prudent,  Moat  Worshipfid,  the  Gonimw- 
aUmers  and  IHredorf  appoiiUed  over  the  Colonie,  on  the  behalf  of 
the  Righl  Worakipful  Burgotnaslers  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam : 
RiGOT  Worshipful  Gentlemen  ;    My  last  to  you  was  of  \^ 
August  by  way  of  Manhattans,  under  cover  of  the  Director-Gen- 
eral, which  I  hope  shall  have  been  duly  handed  to  you.    I  should 
now  transmit  the  copy  herewith,  but  the  sudden  departure  of  tlie 
sloop  does  not  permit  it.    AVhether  this  be  in  order  to  deprive  me  of 
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the  opportunity  of  writing  thereby  or  wherefore  it  is,  I  shall  pass 
over,  but  with  ditliculty  have  I  been  able  to  obtain  tliis.  I  ^all 
therefore  only  cursorily  relate  the  contents,  which  is  the  low  condi- 
tion of  theColonie,  and  how  that  occurred;  also  its  renewed  pro- 
gress, Hnd  what  concerns  this  river  and  can  he  procured  from  it,  and 
the  trade  which  is  to  he  carried  on  and  had  liere ;  but  I  refer  myself 
especially  to  my  verhal  representation,  as  I,  for  certain  weighty 
reasona,  do  not  trust  to  writing  over  nor  to  tlie  pen,  hut  prefer  vert>al 
comniiinication,  except  that  I  sliall  feed  each  soul  according  to  this 
inclosed  list,  and  hope  to  give  you  verbal  exphmation,  so  as  to  re- 
cover moneys  disbursed  with  interest  thereof,  less  than  7  (u  .  8,  and 
that  your  Uonora'  Colonic  shall  be  full  of  people  and  cattle,  and 
alialltlientlourish,through  the  mercy  of  God.  Man  employs  means, 
but  God  must  bless  them,  othenvise  are  they  lost.  The  Colonists 
to  be  delivered  here — a  thousand  souls— who  will  work  the  land  with 
plenty  of  cattle,  and  support  all  the  servants  Ave  years,  the  freight 
or  passage  money  of  the  Colonists,  or  else  the  ex|>enses  of  the  ]ieo- 
ple  and  crew  of  the  ship,  also  for  a  term  of  Ave  years ;  then  sliall 
the  Colonie  be  considerable  enough  and  peopled,  and  the  city  re- 
lieved of  disbursements,  such  as  maintaining  servants,  and  receive 
something  yearly.  All  this  shall  1  perform,  by  God's  help,  with  one 
huQdre<l  thousand  guilders,  and  I  shall  each  time  give  security  for 
tlie  moneys  I  shall  receive,  until  your  Honors  have  obtained,  to  your 
Kitisfaction,  the  handwriting  of  each  individual,  that  he  liath  had 
the  promised  rutionsaccordiug  to  agreement,  and  besides  what  tliey 
bave  done,  tt^ether  with  the  declaration  of  the  overseers  that  it  is 
so;  ail  this  wi.hout  prejudice  to  the  Director,  simply  in  quality  as 
Commissary,  Captain  and  Councillor,  and  that  shall  be  without 
stipulation  of  wages,  but  shall  submit  to  the  profund  discretion  of 
yout  Honors,  according  to  merits  and  your  Honors'  favor  with 
gratitude  and  thanks,  whereof  1  have  already  requested  and  still 
crave,  so  as  by  your  order  to  be  sent  for  in  the  spring.  But  since 
my  last,  so  much  change  has  taken  place  here,  tliat  I  tliink  it  to  be 
very  proi)er  to  de|)art  sooner,  wherefore  I  have  asked  the  Director's 
permission  to  go  in  January,  by  way  of  Virginia,  to  Holland,  simply 
giving  him  as  a  reason  fur  my  dei>arture,  to  acquaint  your  Honors 
with  the  low  condition  of  this  phice.  Thereupon  answered,  first : 
I  cannot  spare  you  from  here ;  secondly,  before  I  allow  you  to  leave, 
my  accounts  must  be  arranged.  Then,  on  the  first  point,  I  said: 
Should  t  happen  to  die,  you  would  have  to  s|>are  me.  I  inquired, 
when  would  the  books  be  ready  i"  He  answered  the  first  of  March, 
and  that  I  might  go  then.  But  I  ex|>ect  that  if  I  do  not  leave,  ex- 
cept with  his  permission,  I  shall  wait  a  long  time.  Therefore,  I 
shall  anxiously  look  for  your  Honors'  order  ;  also  the  sending  for 
the  galiot,  which  is  running  behind— I  say  running  behind,  partly 
because  the  freights  do  not  pay  the  expenses,  wages  and  t>oard  of 
24-VoL.

the  skipper  and  crew,  saying  nothing  of  the  wear  and  toar  of  tlif 
ga]int,Haili),&c.  But,  more  than  this,  the  little  freight  which  il 
[iniduccs  is  likewise  wholly  wasted  licre,  and  also  the  excliancfs 
and  what  the  one  hath  i>aid  the  other,  the  freight  mooeys  of  ihe 
shiii,  the  Otdih  son  and  thonsands  which  hia  Honor  owes  here.  s« 
that  my  heart  almost  breaks  when  I  reflect  on  and  consider  everi- 
thing,  besides  my  individual  Ions,  which  is  considerable,  aa  well  »s 
that  of  otiier  inhabitikiits.  I  shall  then  even  draw  up  what  is  iliir 
here,  what  he  considers  to  be  public  debts,  that  is,  what  I  know, 
exclusive  of  what  I  do  nut  know.  Please  not  to  inten>ret  me  un- 
favorably, because  I  am  bound  by  God  and  the  Lords  I  serve,  to  Jo 
it.  And  even  nowadays,  all  that  he  can  gripe  and  catch,  is  lie  in- 
clined for,  provided 'tis  only  to  l>e  had  on  credit,  so  that,  in  i>resenw 
of  Gerrit  van  Sweringen  and  Conielis  van  Gezel,  his  nephew,  whom 
he  hath  now  upiwinted  Commissary,  I  lately  said:  I  have  offerrd 
opjiosition  enough,  but  what  his  Honor  wills,  that  will  he  do.  Xo« 
he,  Van  Gezel, hath  invested  his  means  in  clipboards;  lie  meaii^  ti> 
keep  the  weather  out  of  tlie  store ;  but  what  does  that  avail  ?  TL* 
too  late:  the  Uttle  ham  is  all  eaten,  the  store  is  empty,  so  Ihf 
Director  requests  goods  and  provisions  from  the  Director-flenpral ; 
whereupon  I  said ;  Sir,  how  will  you  pay  for  them  ?  Tuming  liiiu- 
self  around  in  liis  bed,  though  sick  lie  was,  lie  answered :  Why  '^" 
you  trouble  yourself  about  that ;  you  are  altogether  too  thick  headed! 
It  appears,  if  his  Honor  can  get  a  tiling,  he  thinks  very  little  iilwiil 
restitution.  He  longs  much  for  a  ship,  but  I  siioutd  be  sorry  to  fv 
it,  as  'twould  be  all  wasted.  This  shall  serve'  for  coiiclusioD.  Dial 
the  Regents  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  should  not  allow  the  pasi  I" 
stop  so  noble  a  work,  but  consider  the  reward  they  have  to  exi-ect 
from  God  and  the  thanks  from  man,  and  not  to  look  to  the  exiienw 
of  my  little  plan.  But  I  trust  that  previous  disbursements  wliieli 
are,  as  it  were  gone,  will  be  hereby  i-ecovered,  and  I  think  that  Gol 
presents  this  means,  in  order  that  so  noble  a  int>jeet  should  not  l-e 
smothered  in  the  birth,  as  such  tender  and  new  beKinnings  eainml 
beasmucli-,  be  pleased  to  take  this,  my  boldness,  in  good  part,  ami 
consider  that  I  am  driven  tliereto  for  the  improvement  of  my  liouse. 
and  secondly,  by  the  duty  I  owe  my  I^ords  and  masters.  Herewilti 
slial!  I  commend  m>'self  to  your  Honors'  good  favor,  and  pray  C,c\ 
the  Lord  that  his  Alniightiness  may  bless  your  administratiou.  si> 
that  we  may  live  peaceably  and  quietly  under  it,  in  all  godlinessHiid 
uprightness.

VICE-DIRECTOR  ALRICHS  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF 
THE  COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 


Honorable,  Wise,  Right  pRiTDBNT :    This  will  serve  to  cover 
the  duplicates  of  the  letters  transmitted  heretofore  on  the  20"  Sep- 
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tember,  uader  the  inclosed  previous  envelope  to  the  Manhattans,  to 
advise  ynii  of  the  troubles  wliich  tlie  English  endeiivoT  to  fotneat 
against  us, as  the  ships  li»d  sailed  and  tliose  duplicates  came  back,  as 
may  be  seen  by  said  envelope,  and  also  by  the  annexed  papers,  viz: 
the  summons  of  the  English,  the  answer,  insinuation  and  pnjl«st 
against  it,  which  we  returned.  Whereupon  we  received  the  assist- 
ance for  which  we  and  also  Mr,  Willem  Beeckman,  Vice-Director 
over  the  Comi^ny's  limits  in  this  river,  made  application  to  tbe 
Director-General  and  Council,  under  the  command  of  the  t;omnu»- 
sioners,  Secretary  van  Uuyven,  and  Captain  Martin  Kryger,  who, 
after  exhibiting  their  letter  of  credence  and  commission,  dispatched 
two  delegates,  Jonk'  Augustinus  Hermans  and  Resolvert  Waldroo, 
to  Maryland,  to  the  English  Go  vent  or,  named  Jusias  Fendel,  whose 
Vindication  is  to  be  seen  annexed.  From  the  one  and  the  other,  an 
opinion  can  be  formed  of  ouv  condition,  whicli,  in  truth,is  very  low, 
for  we  now  are  subject  to  one  and  another  drawback  continuallj, 
from  the  begimiing  and  undertaking  of  this  Colonie,  so  that  we  ate 
f n  need  at  once  of  an  entirely  new  heart,  and  of  peojde  adapted  for  ag- 
riculture, such  as  we  have  had  heretofore  for  the  most  part;  besides, 
the  pretensions  which  the  English  put  forth  to  this  river  and  terri- 
tory ought,  above  all  things,  be  removed,  in  such  wise  as  the  Hon" 
West  India  Company  shall  find  must  advantageous  to  tiiemselvts 
and  tu  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  lands,  for,  otherwise,  no  man  will 
be  willing  or  can  remain  here,  much  less  w  ill  any  person  come  hitlier, 
but,  on  the  contrary, private  interested  persons,  who  haveeroployed 
and  invested  their  means  here  in  houses  and  lands,  will  claim  indem- 
nity for  losses  caused  by  the  pretensions  of  the  English,  so  that,  in 
uncertainty,  such  conjectures  liave  arisen  in  the  minds  of  all  and 
every  one,  that  'tis  unknown  how  or  what  at  last  will  come  of  It. 
Meanwhile,  they  accuse  the  city  and  proprietors,  for,  say  they,  a 
quiet  and  peaceable  country,  to  which  no  man  hath  a  right,  was 
promised  them,  which  damage  not  only  is  considerable,  simply  fm 
each  individual,  but  is  of  still  more  importance  for  tiie  city  itself, 
by  the  retrt^ression  and  stopple  which  the  Colonie  in  general 
suffers,  exclusive  of  the  costs  already  incurred  for  expenses,  repair- 
ing and  strengthening  this  fortress  since  the  commencement  ot  tbe 
troubles  with  the  English,  amountli^  to  over  three  thousand  guild- 
era,  on  which  amount,  as  well  as  for  the  maintenance  of  more 
military,  inasmuch  as  we  are  obliged  and  necessitated  to  enlist  as 
many  asix)ssible  of  the  Colonists  to  strengthen  and  presence  this  fort, 
the  city's  credit  is  burthened  more  and  more.  We  therefore  wi^,  a* 
has  frequently  been  retjuested,  that  the  required  stores  may  be  sent 
liver,  which  we  all  along  have  expected,  andare  still  daily  expecting. 
Should  they  not  arrive  in  the  spring,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  allow 
everything  to  take  its  course;  nevertheless,  in  order  to  prevent  that, 
it  is  resolved  and  concluded  to  depute  Mr.  Uinojoasa  next  spring  ta 
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jonr  Honora  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  the  cHuaes  of  the  low 
condition  of  the  Colonie,  viz:  first,  the  want  of  indiistriouii  jXHjple 
Tho  uiiderstiind  agriculture,  »nd  the  superabundHnce  of  la^,  idle 
and  alt-devourinK  men,  who  know  no  more  about  work  and  fiirming 
than  women  and  children;  who  are  only  good  to  eat  and  drink,  and 
pertinaciously  insist  th»t  a  year's  support  was  promised  them ;  sec- 
ondly, the  intemperate  air  and  heavy  rains,  which  have  caused  a 
l>nor  crop  of  all  the  means  of  supiiort  for  men ,  and  of  forage  for  cattle, 
and  consequently  great  scarcity  and  loss  both  in  the  one  and  the 
other:  thirdly,  un healthiness,  flickn ess.  disease,  violent  and  pesti- 
lential fevers  and  other  tedious  disorders  which  have  continued 
every  year,  whereof  many  have  died.  The  proclamation  of  days  of 
fastingand  prayer  on  this  account,  observed  from  time  to  time,  and 
the  lists  of  the  dead  also  sent  over,  are  proofs  thereof.  All  the  in- 
habitants of  New  Netherland  are  visited  with  those  plagues,  but 
none  however,  so  severely  as  our  people,  which  also,  nevertheless, 
continue,  for,  at  present,  those  here  are  still,  for  the  most  part,  tor- 
mented, as  I,  myself,  have  been ;  I  am  now  confined  to  my  bed 
between  2  and  3  months,  iind  so  severely  attacked  by  tertian  ague, 
that  nothing  less  than  death  has  been  expected  every  other  day,  and 
all  tilings  were  directed  accordingly ;  but  now,  thank  God,  I  begin 
to  be  somewhat  better,  so  that  at  present  I  begin  again  to  leave  the 
bed  for  a  little  while,  which  inconveniences  have  consequently  been 
productive  of  more  trouble  to  us  than  to  other  old  inhabitants, 
who  apparently  have  been  better  able  to  withstand  a  bad  time ;  for, 
by  the  aforesaid  occurrences,  has  this  Colonie,  like  a  tender  plant, 
been  crushed  and  down-trodden  ;  fourthly,  agriculture,  which  was 
manifesting  a  favorable  beginning,  is  all  at  once  thrown  into  a  heap 
tiy  the  impending  and  all-destroying  English  war.  Fifthly,  and 
lastly,  the  uneasiness  and  dread  created, by  the  aforesaid  impending 
war,  among  us  and  the  common  iieople,  of  being  9trii)i>ed  of  their 
proi)erty,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  offer  of  good  conditiims  nia«ie 
tliem  by  the  Englisli  whenever  they  would  come  and  dwell  among 
them ;  add  to  this,  their  being  enticed  and  protected  by  those  of  the 
Manhattans,  have  been  the  cause  that  many  among  tiiem  have  re- 
moved hither  and  thither.  It  was  hoped  that  this  dread  would 
have  been  dispelled  by  the  arrival  of  the  reinforcement  with  the 
Commissioners,  Secretary  Cornells  van  Ruyven  and  Captain  Mar- 
ten Kryger.  whereas  they  have  caused  as  much  greater  diaiiuietude, 
33  by  the  annexed  declarations  can  be  seen,  and  is  transparent.  All 
which,  with  many  other  things,  will  he  verbally  demonstrated  to 
your  Honors  more  clearly  and  fully  by  Mr.  IIinojossa,and  also  how 
and  what  is  serviceable  for  the  improvement  of  this  Colonie,  in 
order  to  develop  the  constitution  and  circumstances  of  these  lands, 
and  to  that  end,  help  to  concert  and  to  point  out  the  means  for  the 
best  advantage  and  profit  of  the  city. 
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Concerning  the  accounts:  As  ComtniBsary  Rynevelt  and  his  buc- 
cesaor,  Gerrit  van  Sweringen,  have  been  unfit  to  make  out  proper 
accounts,  and  I,  myself,  have  continually  bo  many  occupations, 
that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  devote  my  time  tliereto,  they,  there- 
tore,  are  not  ready,  as  they  ought  to  be.  Wherefore  I  pray  your 
Honors  to  entertain  the  reasons  and  ali  things  duly  to  cotiaider. 
Nevertheless,  we  hope,  with  God's  heip,  to  transmit  them  in  the 
spring  by  Mr.  Hinojossa,  in  such  form  aa  will  be  possible,  not 
doubting  but  your  Houors  will  experience  contentment  and  satis- 
faction therein.  Previous  letters  had  promised  the  sending  of  assist- 
ance of  servants,  and  the  laat,  a  ship  with  divera  stores,  such  as  iron, 
coals,  brick,  lime,  powder,  a  brew-kettle  and  such  like,  which  we  h;»ve 
anxiously  expected,  as  well  as  refreshments  for  the  common  people, 
vi7,:  prunes,  currants,  French  wine,  etc.,  as  'tis  impossible,  in  this 
vexatious  sickness,  to  live  without  them,  and  they  were  always  to 
bf  received  by  the  arrival  of  tlie  ship  or  sliips,  but  as  tliese  did  qoI 
come,  want  is  frequently  experienced.  In  consequence  of  tlie  fail- 
ure of  the  aforesaid  materials,  tiie  people  were  not  accommodated, 
but  everything  is  at  a  stand-still. 

Again,  you  are  advised  that  our  Minister,  D'  Everadus  Wellus, 
hath  died  on  the  S*^  instant,  to  the  sorrow  and  grief  of  ua  all. 

The  Dii'ector-Gener^il,  requesting  the  gallot  to  send  provisions 
and  other  necessaries  by  her  to  Curasao,  his  Honor  hatli  ctiart«re<l 
her  for  the  t«rm  of  3  months,  to  make  a  voyage  thither  and  back, 
for  tlie  sum  of  five  hundred  guilders  a  month.  This  could  not  he 
refused,  on  account  of  needful  service  for  the  Hon"'*  Company. 

Your  Honors  are  again  hereby  i-espectfully  requested  to  imy  as 
muelj  attention  as  possible  to  the  sending  another  Minister  hitlter 
very  speedily,  so  that  the  congregation  now  liere  collected  may  not 
come  all  at  once  to  grow  wild.  ^^  herewith  commending  your 
Honors  to  God's  protection.

Honorahle^  Wise,  FrutJenl  and  Right  Discreet  Gentlemen ! 

(Jektlbmen  :  As  the  ship  Superamundi  now  lies  ready  to  sail  for 
Piitria,  I  caituot  omit  to  greet  your  Honors  witli  tliese  few  lines. 

Having  returned  on  the  19-"  Marcli  to  the  U»iiliattans  with  the 
lialiut,  to  undertake  anotlier  voyage  to  Cui'afao  for  the  Hon'''" 
Petnis  Stuyvesant,  iind  in  tlie  employment  of  the  Hon"'"  West 
ludin  Company,  and  am  at  present  somewhat  in  want  of  cordage, 
canvas,  and  also  of  an  anchor,  which  was  lost  in  the  South  river 
H'hiUt  I  lay  sick  at  the  Manhattans,  for  the  common  rope  is  scarcely 
good  for  anything;  'tis  as  it  were  burnt  in  the  manufacture;  at 
least  it  appears  so.  The  purchase  of  new  rope  here  would  be  very  ex- 
pensive, so  that  I  shall  examine  it  well  this  time,  for  I  must  have 
:i  or  3  bales  for  hointing  lines,  I  have  bad  a  new  toiisail  made  here ; 
t  am  getting  a  new  mizzen.  I  have  requested  one  of  the  anchors 
lying  at  Curasao  from  Mr.  Stuy^esant,  who  gave  me  for  answer: 
Tijat  I  must  speak  to  Mr.  Bocx  about  it. 

As  regards  the  galiot :  If  it  remain  in  this  country  longer  than 
my  time,  considerable  expeuse  must  be  incurred,  and  everything 
that  is  to  be  piirchased  here  is  mighty  dear,  and  if  it  be  not  ordered 
to  return  home  by  the  summer,  tlie  goods  I  have  heretofore  written 
for  mu.Ht  be  sent  out. 

As  regards  our  new  Colonic,  established  by  your  Honors :  At 
present  'tis  iu  a  low  condition,  and  should  there  be  no  change,  I 
fear  'twill  be  lower ;  but  that  will  be  learned  from  divers  private 
individuals.  My  own  opinion  is,  that  almost  all  the  people  will 
leave  that  place — some  for  Virginia,  otbera  for  the  Manhattans,  as 
it  seems.  Many  here  attribute  this  to  the  fault  of  Mr.  Alrichs,  but 
I  leave  that  aside  ;  but  'tis  phinful  to  beliold  how  the  people  here 
complain. 

Wliat  regards  the  clamor  which  has  always  prevailed  respecting 
the  English,  you  will  be  fully  informed  of  what  has  transpired  by 
divers  letters,  both  from  Secretary  van  Uuyven  and  others,  but 
heavy  expenses  will  be  incurred ;  had  Mr.  Alrichs  sent  off  in  the 
galiot  or  in  a  yacht  to  the  Manhattans,  those  who  came  to  demand 
the  place,  as  I  and  many  others  plainly  counseled  him  to  do,  it 
would  have  made  a  difference  fully  of  from  one  to  6  thousand  guild- 
(!i3  by  this  time ;  the  cause  and  pretence  which  the  English  of 
^laryland  set  nj),  proceed  only  from  one  Baltmo :  and  from  some  of 
our  own  people  who  went  thither  fiom  here  and  afterwards  per- 
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suaded  the  EogliBh  that  the;  could  take  the  place  without  much 
difficulty. 

What  reEards  the  arrest  of  tlie  galiot  by  one  Reyndert  Jansen 
Hooi-eu,  on  a  contract  entered  into  with  Lieutenant  Hinojossa  for 
the  purchase  of  some  provisions,  such  as  pork,  beef,  wheat  and 
peas:  As  the  above  [wraon  was  not  paid  according  to  contracl,  he 
caused  the  galiot  to  be  arrested,  and  as  I  had  cleared  here  to  go  to 
the  Stoutli  river  I  was  obliged  to  givt  security  for  the  demand,  anJ 
on  coming  to  the  south  river  I  went  to  Mr.  Alrich  and  the  Lieu- 
tenant, taking  also  the  protest  which  I  had  served  on  the  aforesaid 
Reyndert  Jansen  Ilooren,  with  the  answer  he  made  tbereunlo. 
My  security  is  Captain  Jan  Jacobsen,  heretofore  a  resident  of  Am- 
sterdam. Neither  Mr.  Alrlchs  nor  tiie  Lieutenant  has  done  any. 
thing  in  the  matter  except  writing  a  few  words  to  Mr,  Verlet,  who 
will  not  trouble  himself  about  the  affair.  So  au  extraordinary  ses- 
sion of  the  Court  was  demanded  yesterday  t>y  tliis  Ilooren  in  onler 
to  cite  and  oblige  Captain  Jan  Jacob  to  pay,  who  gave  me  for  nn. 
swer  that  he  should  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Council  and,  if  he  were 
then  condemned  to  i>ay,  he  should  again  put  the  galiot  under  arrest. 
Hereupon  I  consulted  with  Mr.  Stiiyvesant,  who  answered  me,  that 
I  should  pay  it  and  release  the  security,  which  I  considered  inex- 
pedient and  said,  that  I  had  trouble  enough  for  myself  and  toj 
|)eople,  that  I  must  disburse  so  much  in  victuals  and  drink,  that  I 
alivady  had  my  belly  full,  but  if  they  will  moiiigi^e  the  galiot  anil 
draw  exchange  and  make  contracls,  they  must  be  responsible  for 
it ;  that's  their  af^lr.  for  whiuh  1  am  not  responsible ;  and  what  I 
do  1  shall  vindicate  to  my  superiors.  Of  all  the  flue  cargoes  sent  liy 
tlie  aliip  the  Wofg  and  by  the  galiot  and  the  Son  and  the  Mtulen.  it 
may  be  said :  'Tis  im[K>ssible  that  they  are  lost ;  I  firmly  believe 
not  a  particle  remains  and  still  always  in  poverty,  so  that  things 
are  in  a  low  condition  here  at  pi'esent,  as  you  may  suppose. 

What  regards  the  building  carried  on  there, 'tis  of  little  expense: 
the  first  winter  I  remained  there,  I  made  application  for  my  crew 
to  l>e  allowed  to  assist  the  canwuters,  in  putting  the  Director's 
house  under  cover.  I  gave  35  days  with  my  carpenter  and  pilot; 
he  promised  to  pay  me  as  much  as  he  had  given  one  bats  Joost.  but 
when  the  work  and  also  the  church  and  guard-house  were  finishe<i, 
he  put  me  off  and  paid  me  in  sweet  words;  but  be  hath  paid  niv 
canienter  and  pilot. 

Bespecting  my  discharge  when  my  three  years  are  expired.  I  liave 
written  to  you,  gentlemen,  l)efore  tliis,  to  be  pleased  to  see  and  Head 
a  good  and  suitjible  skipiier  in  my  place,  if  the  galiot  is  to  reaiain 
longer  in  this  country,  as  I  intend,  with  the  help  of  God,  to  return 
home  next  summer.  I  should  not  desire  to  do  so  were  it  here  as  in 
other  places,  for  I  am  always  ready  and  willing  to  serve  you  eveii 
during  my  whole  life;  but  when  I  arrive  home.  I  shall  make  such 
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report  as  will  prevent  any  expression  of  displeaaure  against  me. 
The  death  of  Everardus  Welius,  uur  Minister,  wbo  piously  rested 
in  the  Lord  on  the  9"  instant,  lias  caused  deep  sorrow  here  and  es- 
pecially  among  tlie  virtuous,  who  now  are  almost  disconsolate. 

Also,  Cornelia  Harpersen  de  Jager  was  liiiewise  buried  here  at 
tlie  Manhattans  on  the  20"  instant,  so  that  almost  all  the  people  are 
dead,  run  away,  or  banished,  and  very  little  hope  is  remaining,  and 
Ihere  is  every  appearance  of  tliat  little  being  less. 

Herewith  ending,  I  pray  God,  the  Lord, for  your  Honors,  tliat  He 
may  he  pleased  yuur  Honors,  collectively,  in  health  to  spare  unto 
salvation.    Amen.

James  Neale,  make  for  the  behoof  and  by  authority  (as 
you  state)  of  Cecilius  Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore,  whereby  you  re- 
quire that  tbe  Directors  of  the  aforesaid  Company  shall  command 
some  of  their  settlers  on  the  South  river  of  New  Nethertand,  and 
particularly  the  Colonists  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  to  pay  submis- 
sion and  homage  to  the  above  mentioned  Lord  or  his  Attorney,  by 
virtue  of  a  certain  grant  made  to  ht.s  Lordship  by  Charles  I.,  of  im- 
mortal memory,  King  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland,  etc.,

use  of  such  means  as  God  and  nature  have  provided  them  with. 
Finding  themselves  fortilied  with  much  greater  reason  than  you,

they  have  taken  to  thentselves  to  witliin  8  (u>.  9  lea^^ues  of  the  Man- 
hattans, the  Fresh  river  there  situate,  wherein  not  only  the  inhabi- 
tants of  this  Stat«  have  heretofore  had  their  Colonies  and  ptanti- 
tions,  but  also  the  Company,  a  trading  house  or  fortress. 

Whereui)on  Director-General  Stuyvesant,  in  order  to  prevent  any 
further  usurpations,  and,  as  much  as  possible,  amicably  to  biwter 
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the  samp,  has  been  obliged  to  agree,  in  the  year  185  ,  on  a  boundary 
line  with  those  of  New  England,  wliich  has  been  approved  by  their 
Higii  Mightinesses,  without  any  f  iirtlier  result  in  England,  althongli 
ttie  Ambassadors  of  the  State  tlieir  being,  on  receiving  instructions 
to  that  effect,  have  requested  it,  and  received,  for' answer,  tliat  the 
government  there  had  no  knowledge  of  the  matter  and  liad  received 
no  notice  thereof  from  New  England. 

In  like  manner,  that  the  English  nation  is  now  seeking  to  dispos- 
sess the  Company  of  the  North  river  and  to  invade  its  shore,  where- 
of the  papers  prepared  by  the  Chamber  of  Amsterdam  remain  in 
the  ComiMiny'a  hands;  which,  being  deliberated  on,  and  it  being 
considered  that  their  High  Mightinesses' Ambassadors  are  about  to 
depart  for  England,  it  is,  therefore,  resolved  and  concluded,  tliat  tlie 
presiding  Chamber  of  Amsterdam  shall  be,  as  it  is  hereby  requested, 
to  communicate  the  aforsaid  to  their  High  Mightinesses,  tlie  Ix)rd8 
States-General,  and  to  request  that  they  would  be  pleased  to  give 
the  Ambassadors  the  above  boundary  witli  the  Crown  of  England 
in  pliai^,  and  the  same  most  warmly  to  recommend;  Whereunto 
shall  be  adjoined  the  business  of  the  South  river  or  New  Amstel,to 
which  Cecil ius  Calvart,  Baron  of  Baltimoi'e,  is  laying  claim,  regard- 
less, nevertheless,  that  the  pUce  has  been  so  many  years  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Comimny,  without  tlie  aforesaid  Baron  of  Baltimore 
having  had  any  knowledge  of  it  or  laid  any  claim  thereto. 

So  that  their  Exceli'^'  may  also  duly  attend  to  said  business  In 
Engtand,'shouldthe  above  mentioned  Lord  Cecilius  Baltimore  hap- 
pen there  to  put  forth  anything  further.  This  session  is  spent  with  ■ 
the  afoi-esaid  resolution  together  with  some  turttier  conversation 
concerning  the  Company's  affairs  and  what  stands  inserted  in  the 
Secret  ResMdutiou. 

And  the  Commissioners  appointed  heretofore  respecting  the  affairs 
of  the  officers  of  Cape  Verd  and  Ilio  Gambia,  are  requested  to  ex- 
amine the  matter  this  afternoon,  so  that  the  peraons  who  are  ex- 
tremly  solicitous  may  obtain  a  termination  to  their  aSairs  and  be 
dispatched.

SKIPPER  HUYS  TO  THE  COMMISSIONERS  FOR  THE 
COLONIE  ON  THE  DELAWAllE  RIVER. 

On  board  the  galiot  N.  Ainstel,  lying  before  the 

Manhattans,  80"'  September,  1660. 
Hon"',  Jtighl  tcise.  Prudent  and  very  dincrext  Gentlemen: 

Gentlemen  :  I  hope  that  my  last,  sent  you  per  tlie  eliips  JUoes- 
man  and  Vtrgulde  Bever,  together  with  a  large  package  of  Iwoks 
and  letters  by  the  sliip  Bonlekoe.  has  safely  come  to  hand.  I  had 
then  written  that  I  doubted  not  my  discharge  did  come  by  the  ship 
VerguUU  Otter,  but  up  to  this  time  I  liave  not  had  intelligence 
thereof,  therefore  was  I  fuily  resolved  to  return  in  the  ship  Eycken- 
tioom,  having  appointed  In  my  place  one  David  Jochemsen,  residing 
here  at  the  Manhattans,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Mr.  d'Hinojossa. 
The  last  time  I  was  in  tlie  South  river,  I  informed  Mr.  d'Hinojossa 
thereof ;  he  gave  for  answer  that  he  could  not  well  do  it,  bnt  he  was 
expecting  news  by  the  lirst  ships  how  it  was  to  fare  with  the  South 
river,  and  that  he  hoped  to  receive  early  information  either  by  Yir- 
ginia  or  the  lirat  ship  coming  from  Fatherland,  and  that  we  must 
have  patience  until  then.  Whereunto  we  made  adswer,  I  and  my 
pilot,  we  have  exceeded  the  three  years  by  three  mouths,  and  the 
crew  were  tlie  whole  time  growling  and  murdering,  and  swearing 
by  Death  and  the  Devil,  and  insisting  on  their  discharge,  so  tliat 
the  two  wIh>  have  now  come  over,  have  requested  their  discharge, 
and  others  tlieir  accounts  for  the  three  years  which  have  expired, 
26-VOL.  V. 
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exclusive  of  myself  and  tlie  pilot,  and  also  a  list  which  I  have  sen 
over  to  my  wife  of  what  I  had  furnished  the  sailors,  as  appearn  t>; 
their  account.  I  doubt  not  your  Honors  will  pay  the  wife  what  sh 
really  requireB;  the  rest  to  friends.  I  shall  request  your  Honors  t< 
giaut  me  my  petition ;  that  is,  what  I  have  so  often  written  to  voi 
about,  to  order  another  in  my  place ;  one  will  leave  here  to  reques 
it  of  your  Honors;  my  opinion  is,  David  Jochemsen,  nam«d  ti 
above,  is  a  proper  man. 

The  galiot  is  now  again  chartered  for  six  months  to  Mr.  CorneU 
Willet,  to  go  with  him  to  Virginia,  and  on  her  return  thence,  t 
C'ura9ao.  I  should  send  over  tlie  chaiter  party,  tis  not  as  yet  clea 
but  it  will  earn  2,500  guilders  in  the  space  of  six  months.  In  my  opii 
ion,  I  bad  rather  send  her  at  Christmas  to  Fatherland,  had  I  hail  li«r 
hauled  ashore,  but  I  have  nothing  to  say  as  to  that ;  and  wlien  tli 
timeisallexpire4l,nota  stiver  is  to  the  good;  all  at  once, 'tis  bnu 
all  forgotten.  Meanwhile,  am  1  always  out  of  pocliet  for  pitch  iiu 
tar  and  sail  cloth,  and  sail  making,  which  your  Honors  will  not  1j 
surprised  at  when  once  you  see  my  account.  The  galiot  hath  nni 
been  in  the  Hon''''  West  India  Company's  service  over  8  months, » 
500  guilders  per  month,  whereof  not  a  doit,  I  understand,  is  fortli 
coming.  I  have  asked  the  Director  and  Supreme  Council  whethe 
I  could  not  get  as  much  as  was  to  be  disbursed  or  still  to  be  im 
for  tiie  galiot  and  necessaries.  Was  answered  Yes,  but  if  for  rtis 
bursenients  prior  to  her  entering  into  their  service,  they  will  pa; 
nothing. 

What  regards  the  danger  wliich  we  in  the  river  run  from  ttii 
English  sliips  on  the  lookout  in  Virginia ;  good  security  Is  given  ti

it  would  still  prosper,  and  the  people  who  still  remain  there  woulc 
again  begin  to  pluck  up  fresh  courage. 

At  present  the  Indians  keep  themselves  very  quiet;  I  hope  tb 
now  almost  entirely  over  with  them,  for  this  place,  the  Manhatt^^ 
is  quite  rich  of  people,  and  there  are,  at  present,  fully  over  threi 
hundred  and  fifty  houses,  so  that  it  b^ins  to  be  a  brave  place,  anc 
divers  brave  villages  are  rising  up  which  are  built  in  good  order 
May  God,  tlieliord,  grant  it  may  so  continue  to  impiuve. 

Breaking  oft.  I  pray  God,  the  Lord,  for  your  Honors'  health  am 
prosperity  unto  salvation.    Amen.

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REMONSTRANCE  OF  THE  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY. 

5''  November.  1660, 
7b  Ike  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  States-Oeiteral  of  the  UniUd  JVetAtr- 
lands: 

Tlie  Directors  of  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company, 
rejiresenting  the  Assembly  of  tbe  XIX.,  respectfully  state  that  tliey, 
as  nell  as  theme  of  the  aforesaid  Company  at  the  Chamber  of  Am- 
sterdam in  particular,  liave  heretofore  frequently  represented  to 
your  High  Mightinesses  tliat  tlie  Englisli  nation  boi-dering  at  the 
North  side  on  our  lands  of  New  Netherlimd,  has  for  many  years 
been  trying  and  endeavoring,  by  unseemly  practices  and  means,  on 
unfounded  pretences,  to  invade  our  lands  and  jurisdictions  there. 

Yea,  has  progressed  so  far  in  them,  that  of  the  three  chief  rivers 
which  lie  within  the  limits  of  New  Netlierland,  viz',  The  South 
river,  North  river  and  Fresli  river,  it  had,  by  such  usurpations, 
made  itself  complete  master  of  the  last  named; 

Also  of  a  portion  of  Long  Island,  lying  on  the  East  end,  all  con- 
trary to  a  multitude  of  protests. 

And  that  such  nation,  in  these,  its  insufferable  proceedings, 
seems  to  have  been  backed  by  the  Eugliah  government  here, so  that 
greater  and  more  hostile  attempts  and  designs  on  its  part  were 
aftem'aj'ds  the  consequence,  fur  some  liad  tried,  by  sinister  means 
aud  open  practices,  to  debauch  your  High  Mightioesses'  and  the 
Company's  inhabitants  there, and  to  seduce  them  from  tlie  oath  and 
obedience  they  owed  the  same ;  all  which,  and  how  it  happened  from 
the  begiiming  down,  can  be  seen  in  tlie  accompanying  Deduction  and 
the  appendices  thereunto  appertaining. 

And  although  the  Directors  had  hoped  that, on  the  discovery  and 
exposure  of  such  unrighteous  and  hostile  designs,  that  nation,  as  if 
overwhelmed  by  shame,  would  have  thenceforth  abstained  fi-om  its 
BO  unjust  usurpation  of  the  Company's  lands  and  jurisdiction ; 

Yet  they  find  that,  still  recently  and  namely  last  year,  ItiSS,  it  has 
endeavored  to  settle  on  the  North  river,  with  a  view  to  disiwssess 
and  thrust  the  Company  in  time  therefrom,  or  at  least  to  draw  ofE 
and  destroy  the  Beaver  trade.  And  howbeit  the  Company's  officers 
in  that  country  have  opposed  this,  aud  plainly  and  fully  proved  the 
want  of  foundation  on  the  part  of  the  Englisli  in  this  instance,  and 
consequently  clearly  refuted  their  frivolous  exceptions,  evasions 
and  pi-etences,  as  Is  also  to  be  seen  by  the  aforesaid  Deduction ; 
nevertheless,  they  have  learned  by  the  last  accounts  from  New 
Netberland,  that  the  English  neighbors  from  the  North  adhere  to 
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williuglf ,  and  to  fonn  a  Colo- 

Aiiotlier  aud  aggravated  difficulty  has,  in  additiou,  arisen  from 
the  Eitglish  oeighbors  situated  at  tlie  South  between  Virginia  and 
the  Soutli  river,  in  a  place  called  Ideixilaiit,  who  have  pi-eamned,  at 
the  latter  part  of  the  last  year,  to  snnimou,  by  fire  and  swurd,  not 
only  the  fortress  iianied  Xew  Amstel,  lying  on  the  aforeaaiil  South 
river,  and  where  the  Worshipful  government  of  the  city  of  Anister- 
dam  hatl)  established  and  included  its  Colonie,  but.  and  of  a  conw- 
quence  also,  the  entire  South  river,  and  that  in  virtue  of  a  certain 
patent  or  grant  given  and  accorded  to  a  certain  Baron  Baltimort, 
by  Charles  the  First,  King  of  England,  of  illustrious  memory; 

Notwitlistanding  it  apjiears,  from  the  aforesaid  patent  itself,  that 
'twas  obtainfei  and  procured  from  his  Royal  Majesty  on  fraudulent 
rejtresentations ;  namely,  that  the  lands  were  not,  at  the  time,  in 
the  possession  of  any  one,  the  contrary  whereof,  'tis  conclusitelj 
proved,  was  done  by  the  Dutch  nation,  which  hath  taken  possession 
of  the  aforesaid  river  many  years  before  the  said  i>atent  was  ob- 
tflined ;  as  can  also  be  seen  in  the  aforementioned  Deduction. 

So  tiiat  the  Company  is  menaced  ^id  in  danger  of  being  utterly 
ousted  and  expelled  from  its  so  justly  [lossessed  New  Xethertind 
Province  in  that  American  country,  on  both  sides ;  namely,  by  tlie 
English  on  the  North  and  Soutii,  who  outnumber  our  people  tliere: 
whereby  this  State  and  its  loyal  inhabitants  are  about  to  loseClie 
benefits,  advantages  and  profits,  which,  in  respect  of  divers  con- 
veniences they  now  possess  and  daily  expect  more  and  more  to  ^njnj 
(to  avoid  prolixity  these  are  liere  omitted,  having  been,  heretofore, 
frequently  demonstrated ) ;  the  aforesaid  Province  being  already 
brought  to  such  a  iiosture  that  It  not  only  can  sul>3ist  of  itself  but 
is  beginning  to  produce  reasonable  fruits  and  revenue;  so  that, 
with  God's  help,  it  will,  in  a  few  years,  reimburse,  especially  it 
what  is  usuriHHl  be  restored  and  peaceable  possession  be  tlien  i*r. 
mitted,  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  settlement  and  advancement 
thereof,  which  amount  to  far  beyond  ten  tons  of  gold. 

Wherefore  the.  Directors  have  considered  it  tlieir  duty,  hereby, 
humlily  to  request  you.  High  and  Mighty,  to  be  pleased,  on  lliis  oc- 
casion, to  commission  and  instruct  the  Ambassiidors  now  al"iul  tn 
proceed  to  England,  not  only  to  complain  of  all  such  nnseemly  and 
hostile  proceedings,  bnt,  and  particularly,  also,  further  seriously  to 
nrge,  request  and  intreat  his  Majesty  the  King  of  England: 

First— That  Baron  Baltimore,  who  resides  in  England,  may  dwiS 
from  his  unfounded  pretensions  and  coiise<iuently  leave  our  iieoiile 
yonder  unmolested. 

And  at  least  allow  this  matter  to  remain  in  statu  until  Commis- 
sioners on  both  sides  shonid  there  make  and  agree  ujion  a  bounJaiy 
between  Sleirilant  and  New  Nethorland. 
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Secondly ^That  hla  Majesty  may  resolve  and  order  that  the  Fresh 
river  and  tlie  lands  on  both  sides  thereof,  together  with  a  part  of 
Long  Island,  unjustly  tisui-|)ed  from  tlie  Comi>any  by  tlie  Engllsli  of 
tlie  Xorth,  may  be  again  reatnred  to  it,  and  consequently  that  the 
English,  who  have  settled  tliere  and  are  willing  to  remain,  shall  be 
iiouml  to  comport  tliemselves  like  the  other  your  High  M^hti- 
nessesHnd  the  Company's  vassals  and  subjects  there,  &c. 

And  thirdly — Tliat  a  boundary  line  between  the  said  Northern 
English  and  the  Company  be  then  made  and  concluded,  as  being 
the  only  means  to  pi-eclude  and  prevent  tlieir  invasions  and  uaurpa- 
tioiid  in  future. 

And  as  the  Company  will  hereby,  in  all  appearance,  arrive  at  a 
Itenceable  possession,  and  the  result  will  tend  to  the  great  peace  of 
both  nations  in  those  parts,  we  cannot  (with  submission)  doubt  but 
you,  Iligh  and  Mighty,  will  make  sucti  good  order  in  tlie  premises 
and  cause  such  aid  to  be  contributed  as  the  importance  of  the  case 
and  your  wisdom  shall  dictate. 

We  shall  only  add,  on  this  occasion,  as  King  Charles  the  First,  of 
illustrious  memory,  tlie  fatlier  of  Ids  pi'esent  Royal  Majesty  hath 
pleased,  on  the  most  humble  Petition  of  the  West  India  Company, 
to  declare  and  consent  that  its  8hi|«,  whether  equipped  for  com- 
merce or  war,  botli  in  the  voyage  out  and  home,  shall  have  and  en- 
joy, without  any  molestation,  hindrance  and  obstacle,  free  ingress 
»nd  egress  in  and  for  all  his  l^fajesty's  harbors,  roadsteads  and 
i:reel[8.  as  is  more  fully  to  be  seen  by  his  act  of  consent  given  at 
Wiiilehall  on  the  S""  September,  1627,  copy  whereof  is  liereunto  an- 
nexed; tliat  your  High  Mightinesses  will  please  to  instruct  and 
cnmmission  the  Ambassadors  to  procure  from  his  Majesty  the  con- 
firmation and  renewal  of  the  act  of  consent  aforesaid,  so  that  the 
Company  may,  on  all  occasions,  malte  use  of  it  according  to  circum- 
stances.   Which  doing,  &c. 
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No.  2. 

DEDUCTION,  OR  BRIEF  AND  CLEAR  ACCOUNT  OF  THE 
SITUATION  OF  NEW  NETHERLAND;  WHO  HAVE 
BEEN  ITS  FIRST  DISCOVERERS  AND  POSSESSOIfc-, 
TOGETHER  WITH  THE  UNSEEMLY  AND  HOSTILE 
USURPATION  COMMITTED  BV  THE  ENGLISH 
NEIGHBORS  ON  THE  LANDS  LYING  THERE  WITH- 
IN THE  LIMITS  OF  THE  INCORPORATED  WEST 
INDIA  COMPANY. 


New  Netheklanu  is  situated  on  the  north  coaat  of  Amerira. 
in  latitude  38  to  4U  degrees,  or  thereabouts,  along  the  coast,  lieiiig 
bounded  on  the  Nortlieast  by  the  countries  now  called  New  Eng- 
land, and  on  the  Southwest  Virginia. 

This  district  or  country,  which  is  right  fruitful,  good  and  salu- 
brious, was  lii-st  discovered  and  found  in  the  year  1G09,  by  tite 
Netherlandei-s,  as  its  name  imports,  at  their  owu  cost,  by  means  ot 
one  Hendriek  Hudson,  skiiii)er  and  merchant,  in  the  ship  the  Hukt 
JU^uene  sailing  in  the  service  of  the  incor|>oi'ated  East  India  Com- 
pany ;  for  tlie  natives  or  Indians,  on  his  first  cominK  there,  reganled 
the  shi])  with  mighty  wonder  and  looked  upon  it  as  a  sea  monsUi. 
declaring  that  sucli  a  ship  or  people  had  never  been  there. 

Tlie  discovery  of  tiiis  country  by  Netherlanders  is  further  fon- 
firmed  by  the  fact  tliat  all  the  islands,  bays,  harbors,  rivers,  kills  and 
places,  even  a  great  way  on  eitlier  side  of  Cajte  Cod,  called  by  our 
people  New  Holland,  have  Dutch  names,  which  were  given  by 
Dutch  navigators  and  traders. 

In  tlie  year  following  this  discovery,  namely  in  1610,  some  lan- 
chants  again  sent  a  ship  thither  from  this  country,  and  obtaintii 
afterwards  from  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States-General  a  gnM 
to  resort  and  trade  exclusively  to  these  i>arts,  as  aiqtears  by  the 
copy  hereunto  annexed  uuder  letter  A.,  to  which  end  they  likewise, 
in  the  year  1615,  built  on  the  North  river,  about  the  Island  Msn- 
liattans,  a  redoubt  or  little  fort,  wherein  was  left  a  small  garrison. 
some  people  usually  remaining  thei-e  to  carry  on  trade  willi  the 
Natives  or  Indians.  This  was  continued  and  maintained  until 
their  High  Migtitinesses  did,  in  tlie  year  1622,  include  this  counlr) 
of  New  Netherland  in  the  charter  of  the  West  India  Company. 

This  Province  of  New  Netherland  was  then  immediately  occiiiiied 
and  taken  possession  of  by  the  said  Company,  according  as  cir- 
cumstances |)ermitted,  as  in  the  case  in  all  new  undertakings.  For 
which  purpose  they  caused  to  be  built  there,  since  the  year  10:3. 
four  forts,  to  wit ;  two  on  the  Nortli  river,  namely  AmsterdaiD  auJ 
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Orange',  one  on  the  South  river,  caUed  Nassaw,  and  the  last  on  the 
Fresh  river,  called  The  Hope.  From  the  beginning,  a  garrison  has 
been  always  stationed  and  maintained  In  all  these  forts. 

The  Company  had  erected  these  forts  both  Southward  and  North- 
ward, not  only  with  a  view  to  close  and  appropriate  the  aforesaid 
rivera,  but  likewise  as  far  aa  title  by  occupation  tends,  the  lunds 
around  them  and  within  their  borders  (being  then  about  sixty 
leajfiies  along  the  coast], and  on  tlie  other  side  of  the  rivers,  to  possess- 
to  declare  as  their  own  and  to  preserve  against  all  foreign  or  domes- 
tic nations,  who  will  endeavor  to  usurp  the  same,  contrary  to  the 
Company's  will  and  pleasure. 

j\jid  for  greater  quiet  and  security,  and,  in  order  more  lawfully 
to  confirm  ^heir  possession,  the  Company  caused  their  servants  to 
purchase  from  the  nations  there, as  can  be  seen  by  divers  resolutioiiM, 
deeds  and  conveyances,  many  and  divers  lands  situated  in  various 
places  within  their  aforesaid  limits,  whereon  boundary  iKmts  were 
erected,  to  which  their  High  Mightinesses'  arms  were  aStxed,  in 
order  to  notify  other  nations  coming  there  that  the  country  was 
owned  and  possessed. 

The  subsequent  circumstances  of  the  Company  alone  prevented 
the  occupation,  by  forts,  of  the  River  PcquatWocket,  Nariknnsick, 
otherwwe  called  Sloo[i's  Bay,  which  are  situate  behind  Cajw  Cod. 

Wliicli  circumstances  being  observed  by  the  English  of  New  Ply. 
mouth,  in  New  England,  they  began  to  build,  some  leagues  above 
the  Company's  fort  The  Hope,  a  trading-house  of  which  one  Master 
Plnsen  was  the  first  commander. 

Wouter  van  Twiller,  the  Com[>any'B  Director,  duly  protested 
against  this  in  the  year  1635,  and  admonished  the  said  Pinnen  to 
remove  without  the  Company's  possessed  jurisdiction,  who,  refus- 
ing, placed  himself  on  the  defensive.  Tliis  Pinsen  remained,  thougli 
unlawfully  in  possession,  because  the  Company's  servants  were  not 
authorized  to  show  any  hostility  to  the  English. 

The  latter,  becoming  bold,  from  time  to  time,  on  account  of  the 
increase  of  numbers  in  their  country,  in  consequence  of  the  troubles 
in  England,  encroached  Westerly  below  Cape  Cod,  on  the  Dutch 
limits,  absorbing  Hhode  Island,  Block  Island,  Martin's  Vineyard, 
Sloop's  Bay,  howbeit  possession  had  been  taken  thereof,  for  the 
Company,  in  the  year  1636,  by  one  Abraham  Pieterss.,  of  Haerlem, 
on  the  Island  of  <jueteurs,  situate  in  front  of  said  bay,  and  Pequa- 
tors  river,  which  they  pretend  to  have  conquered  by  force  of  arms 
from  the  natives,  inasmuch  as  they  have  wholly  subjugated  that 
nation. 

The  English,  not  satisfled  with  the  forgoing  usurpations  within 
the  limits  of  New  Netherland,  continued  these  impro|>er  proceed- 
ings, and  have,  contrary  to  the  law  of  nations  [inasmuch  as  all  the 
lands  thereabouts  were  purcliascdby  the  Company's  servants)  and 
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against  a  multitude  of  protests,  founded  a  comely  city,  called  Hart- 
ford, about  H  gunshot  fiym  Fort  Hope,  on  tlie  Fresh  river,  together 
with  divers  other  towns  and  hamlets. 

The  Euglish,  aft€rwBrda  perceiving  no  consequence  or  obstructioii 
to  follow  those  protests,  went  on  in  their  unseemly  nsuqiLitions  and 
built,  six  leagues  to  the  Westward,  a  handsome  city  called  New 
Haven,  with  some  villages  and  hamlets.  Divers  protests  were  made 
against  this,  as  aforesaid. 

Long  Isliuid,  which  13  encompassed  Southwardly  by  the  Great 
ocean  and  Northwardly  by  the  East  river,  is  about  30  leagues  in 
length,  anil  was,  before  the  English  liad  any  pretension  or  e?er 
made  any  claim  to  it,  taken  ix>s3esBion  of  by  the  Dutch  in  the  name 
of  the  Company,  by  plantiuK  the  villages  of  Amersfoort,  Heemstede, 
Flushing,  Graveseiid  and  Breuckelen,  with  a  goodly  numter  of 
bouwerifs  and  plantations,  the  inhabitants  thereof  being  all  sub- 
jects and  vassals  of  their  High  Mightiuessea  and  of  the  Conipanj- 

Not  with  standing  which,  tliat  Island  has  not  remained  free  rrom 
such  unseemly  usurpers,  for  the  English  of  New  Haven  (called 
Ro<lenbergh  by  the  Dutch  of  olden  times)  have  plaut«d,  on  the  eiut 
end  of  Long  Island,  two  little  villages  named  Southampton  and 
Southold. 

In  like  manner,  in  the  Kromme  Gouw,  which  is  an  inland  sea  in 
Long  Island,  have  they  U3ur|>ed  what  iscalled  Garnart's  Island,  be- 
longing to  Long  Island,  and  lying  vei?  convenient  for  the  cod  and 
other  fishery. 

Yea,  this  usurpation  is  intermixed  with  the  greatest  contemirt 
and  contumely  in  the  world ;  for  thougli  'twas  knon'n  to  the  Englisb 
that  the  Company  had  caused  to  be  purcliased  ail  the  landson  Lonft 
Island  which  were  belonging  to  a  certain  Chief  or  Sachem  named 
Fensauits,  and  though  their  High  Mightinesses'  arms  were,  in  token 
of  possession,  affixed  there  to  a  certain  tree,  yet  that  nation  listh 
not  only  thrown  down  the  aforesaid  arms  but  carved  a  fool's  face 
in  the  place  thei'eof  to  the  gross  disparagement  of  their  Uigb 
Uigh  tin  esses. 

Whose  subjects  then  have  been  forced  also  to  submit  to  many  in- 
juries and  affronts  from  that  nation,  both  in  their  persons  and  prop- 
erty, as  also  apiKars,  among  other  matters,  from  a  certain  appendix 
annexed  under  letter  B. 

And  although,  for  all  such  indecorous  proceedings,  sat  isf act  ion 
has  liten,  divers  times,  demanded  by  letter,  yet  hath  none  resulted 
nor  can  any  be  obtahied. 

In  this  wise,  then,  have  the  English,  by  unrighteous  usurpatioa, 
made  themselves  masters  of  all  the  beforementioned  places  and 
particularly  of  the  beautiful  Fresh  river,  notwithstauding  they  well 
knew  and  were  aware  that  the  Company  had  not  only  ratilied  the 
possession  of  the  aforesaid  river  by  the  constructioo  of  its  fortress 
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au<!  some  bouwnries  besides,  but  that  it  liad  purchased,  long  before 
their  coming,  from  the  natives  and  proprietors,  many  lands  tlierea- 
bouts,  wliich  were,  accordingly,  conveyed  to  it. 

Thiscan  also  Ije  suffleiently  proved  by  what  those  of  New  England, 
the  usurpers  of  the  aforesaid  Freali  river,  liave  done  at  the  lime  the 
troubles  between  King  Charles  L,  of  illustrious  memory,  and  his 
Parliaiuent  tiad  burst  forth  in  England  to  acts  of  hostility;  viz', 
offering  to  pay  to  tlie  Com|iany's  officers  there  an  annual  aciinowl- 
edgement,  or  to  conclude  n  bargain  with  them;  also,  to  this  end, 
sending  hither,  in  tlie  year  1641,  one  Mr.  Hugh  Peters,  a  Minister 
at  Salem,  witii  instruction  and  authority  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  tlie  Company  on  that  subject,  lx)th  which  can,  also,  in  some 
wise,  be  seen  from  tlie  copy  of  the  letter  of  credence  and  of  the 
written  proposition  herennto  annexed  under  Letter  C. 

Xn  like  manner,  also,  did  the  Rliode  Island  nsnrjiers,  when  at  Ic^- 
gerheads  witli  those  of  The  Bay,  apply  to  the  Company's  otticera  in 
those  iKirts  to  permit  them  to  come  and  hide  among  the  Dutch  ;  all 
which  can  more  clearly  and  fully  be  proved  and  conlirmed  by  the 
papers  and  documents  remaining  with  the  Company's  officers  in 
New  Netherland. 

But  since  the  unfavorable  cliange  in  the  government  of  England, 
that  nation,  in  order  to  gloze  over  its  doings  yonder,  hatli  had  re- 
e<>ni-se  to  divers  subterfuges,  circumstances,  forged  pretences  and 
false  arguments  to  obscure  and  overthrow  the  Company's  lawful 
claims  and  just  right;  afterwards,  from  time  to  time,  pi-oceeding 
persistently  and  even  boldly  in  this  their  so  unrigiiteoiis  uHurpation 
on  the  Company's  lands  and  jurisdiction,  unto  the  palpable  injury 
of  this  State  and  Company. 

Neither  did  they  rest  satisfied  with  tliis  intolerable  usuriiation, 
for  it  u!>|>ears  their  cupidity  was  extending  further,  when  some  of 
tliat  nation  endeavore<l,  by  siuister  means  and  o|<en  practices,  to 
dispossess  and  drive  the  Company  wholly  from  tliat  country  of 
America,  or  at  least  to  bring  its  subjects  there  under  their  govern- 
ment. These  means  consisted  ia  debaucliing  and  incititi.;  tliem, 
atid  endeavoring  to  seduce  tiiem  from  the  oath  titey  have  talfen  and 
by  which  tlie?  were  bound  to  the  Comiiany;  as  is  sufficiently  ap- 
parent, among  the  rest,  liy  a  certain  seditious  and  mutinous  letter 
written  by  one  Joiiu  Onderliill,  copy  wiiereof  is  annexed  under 
Letter  D. 

Whereupon  it  followed,  on  theO'"  March,  1655,  when  the  difficulties 
liere  between  England  and  Netiieiland  bad  long  lieen  adjusted,  that 
some  seditious  Englislmien,  among  wliom  were  George  Baxter  and 
James  Huybert,  inhabitants  of  this  !jtate  and  under  the  Compiiny, 
did.  in  tbetownof  Grave.send,  on  I^ng  Island,  publicly,  and  l>efore 
all  the  world,  declare  themselves  subjects  of  tlie  Government  or 
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Bepublic  of  Englnnd,  to  that  end  setting  up  its  anna  there;  as  can 
be  seen  by  tbe  annexed  copy  under  Letter  E. 

Xotwithstandinf;  these  mutinoiiB  subjects  knew,  for  a  certuiriiy. 
tlmt  tlie  tjtiite  or  Government  of  Englnnd  bad  not  a  shadow  of  claim 
in  the  world  to  this  village  of  Gravesend,  which  was  lying,  wilh 
Reemstedf ,  Amersfoit,  Breuckelen,  Flushing  and  some  othen,ou 
Long  Ixliiiid ;  aa  can  l>e  clearly  enough  seen  by  the  supplicAtory  and 
huinhle  letters  which  the  nfoi-esaid  English  and  Magistrates  of  the 
villages  aforesaid,  and  particularly  Gravesend  and  Heerastede,  have. 
from  time  to  time,  addressed  to  the  Directors  of  the  West  IndiH 
Conii>any,  Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  as  their  Lords  and  Pstrooiis, 
whereof  some  eoi)ie«  are  annexed  under  Letter  F. 

And  although  this  attempt  did  ul>ort  tlirough  the  foresight  of  Ihe 
Company's  ollicers,  yet  that  nation  did  not  long  lie  still,  but,  as  khs 
their  custom,  continued  to  encroach  on  and  in  our  lands  and  juris- 
diction, and,  among  others;  on  the  aforesaid  Long  Island,  nhicb 
altiiough  protested  against,  yet  have  those  who  had  squatted  tlwre 
dared  to  give  a  very  strange  and  serious  answer  (which  was  not  Ilie 
first  time) ;  aa  can  be  seen  from  the  two  copies  of  Protest  anil  An- 
swer annexed  under  I.<etter  G. 

By  tliRse  strange  and  unlieard-of  proceedings  of  tbe  English.  tli< 
Conii'any'a  officers  in  that  country  were  greatly  embarrassed,  beiiis 
apprehensive  that  such  insufferable  action  and  baldness  niiglit  U 
encouraged ;  wherefore  they  then  have  communicated  these  tjiiii).'^ 
from  time  to  time,  to  the  neighboring  Governors  of  New  Eiigluml 
by  way  of  comjilaint,  and  besought  tiiem  that  such  hostile  -Mtm 
and  insufferable  usurpsition  be  not  countenanced,  but  rather  o|> 
posed,  by  them  aa  good  neighbors  and  allies  were  hound  and  holder 

Whereuiwn  many  excuses  were  made,  but  not  such  as  could  re 
move  the  presumption  to  the  contrary ;  which  was  more  conflnsH 
and  strengthened  when  advice  was  received  that  they  had  seni 
thence,  by  way  of  Boston,  to  Old  England,  one  James  Grover,  niu 
of  George  Baxter  and  James  ILiyliert'a  accomi)lices,  and  tlie  vrr 
man  who  hiid  set  up  tlie  arms  of  the  Bepublic  of  England  in  tin 
village  of  Gravesend. 

Which  James  Grover  afterwards  came  there,  in  the  year  Hi)- 
bringing  with  him  a  letter  from  the  pretended  Protector,  tllivpi 
Cromwell,  addressed  to  the  English  inhabitants  of  Long  Islariil 
which  he  aftemards  presented  to  the  Magistrates  of  the  village  u 
Gravesend,  belonging,  as  already  stated,  to  the  Company's  juriadic 
tion,t«  lie  opened  and  read;  as  is  to  be  seen  by  two  copies  of  letter 
written  hy  the  Comjiany's  officers  there  and  annexed  under  IM* 
II.  This  could  not  tend  to  any  other  puqjose  than  to  dissuade  aiic 
deduce  the  inhabitants  of  this  State  and  Company  from  the  ohedi 
ence  and  oath  they  had  taken  and  were  owing  to  the  same. 
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From  this  mode  of  proceeding,  it  clearly  ap|iears  that  such  usiirii- 
ers  and  mutineers  were  backed  up  and  encouraged  even  b;  the  Enn- 
lish  home  government. 

Which  support  and  encour^^ment  then  have  so  countenanced 
and  emboldened  those  of  New  England,  ttiat,  notwithstanding 
they  disiwssessed  and  shoved  the  Comi>any  from  the  entire  Fresh 
river,  as  also  from  the  Eaat«rn  part  of  Long  Island,  yet,  not  satis- 
Hed  nitli  that,  they  have  cast  their  eyes  on  the  North  river,  in  the 
nejgliborhood  of  aplace  called  Wapping's  kill,  situate  between  Forts 
Amsterdam  and  Orange,  with  a  view  to  diapOMsess  the  Company,  in 
time,  of  it ;  nay,  at  least  to  draw  off  the  beaver  trade.  But  not 
being  well  able  to  effect  tlieir  purpose  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  Comjtany's  officers,  they  requested  of  tbem  free 
pHssage,  under  color  of  planting  a  Golonie  thei'e,  maintaining  that 
it  could  not  be  refused  them,  in  regard,  particularly  (as  they  say), 
that  the  aforeiiaid  selected  plaiie,  according  to  a  certain  patent 
grnnted  by  the  illustrious  King  Charles  I.,  was  within  the  resort  of 
ifa.ss;ichu setts  Colony,  And,  although  it  be  objected  thereto  and 
clearly  and  plainly  shown  that,  even  admitting  such  ])atent  to  tiave 
been  granted,  it  could  not  take  away  the  power  and  authority  of 
the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  States-General  of  the  Free  United 
Netherlands,  whose  subjects  first  discovered  that  country  of  Amer- 
ica, and  particularly  the  North  river,  and  also  had  taken  possession 
thereof  afterwards,  under  cliiirter  from  their  High  Mightinesses,  as 
heretofore  set  forth,  being  long  before  the  illustrious  King  Charles' 
fnther  succeeded  to  the  kingdom,  which  first  happened  in  the  year 
IBii.  Notwith8taiidinKthi8,we  learn  bythela.st  despatches  received 
from  New  Netberland  tliat  that  nation  at  the  North  still  remain 
disposed,  with  or  without  consent,  to  plant  a  Colonic  on  the  North 
river  aforesaid. 

About  the  same  time,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  aforesaid  year 
1659,  news  arrived  here  that  some  other  Englishmen  in  the  South, 
from  a  place  called  the  Province  of  Meixilant,  situate  in  Ohesapeak 
bay,  between  ti.e  South  river  and  Virginia,  have  had  the  presump- 
tion to  demand,  by  fire  and  sword,  not  only  the  fortress  called  New 
Amstel,  lying  on  tlie  aforesaid  South  river,  where  the  worshipful 
government  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  have  established  and  included 
their  Colonic,  but  and  of  a  consequence,  also  the  aforesaid  entire 
river,  with  bold  and  intolerable  menaces,  founding  tlieir  right  on  a 
certain  patent  or  grant  which  the  illustrious  King  Charles  I.  ha<l 
also  given  to  Cecilius  Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore,  who  is  residing 
here  in  Old  England. 

This  unheard  of  and  hostile  mode  of  summons  took  the  Compa- 
ny's ollicera  there  greatly  by  surprise,  having  never  exi)ected  any 
pretence  or  claim  from  that  quarter,  which  also  could  not  he  put 
tortli  with  any  sort  of  foundation,  it  being  a  jrface  within  the  resort 
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of  the  Province  of  New  Netherland,  the  iioaseasiou  of  this  Snitli 
river,  being  itself  sealed  with  the  blood  of  their  High  Mightinesses' 
subjects ;  for  the  Comitany  ha\'ing,  in  ita  infancy,  planted  a  Colouie 
called  the  Whorekill,  and  erected  H  small  fort  thereon  ttie  west  aide 
of  the  bay,  within  the  South  Uane,  they  were  all  in  course  o[  some 
time,  niurdeied  and  slain  by  the  Indiiiua. 

And  Afterwards,  in  the  year  1G23,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  tbe 
West  India  Company  caused  Fort  Nassau  to  be  erected  15  io.  16 
leagues  up  the  river  on  the  east  bank  (which  was  maintained  with 
aconstantgarris'n  until  the  year  1660,  when  it  was  removed  thence, 
and  the  river  downwards  on  the  west  hank  was  included  where  ttie 
forti'ess  New  Ainatel  is  now  standing) ;  in  like  manner,  also,  some 
time  after,  downwards  on  the  west  hank  a  redoubt,  called  Itivtis, 
or  Bevers  i^de,  was  erected  on  the  Schuylkill ;  by  that  means,  hav- 
ing purcliase<l  from  the  natives  many  and  divera  lands,  in  order  to 
hold  the  possession  with  quieter  conscience,  the  Company  meaiil, 
as  it  doth  still  mean,  to  have  its  possession  in  that  <iuarter  so 
strengthened,  that  its  right  thereto  is  incontrovertible. 

In  order,  tlien,to  maintain  that  riglit.as  mucii  as  possihle,  against 
such  evil-minded  neiglibors,  tlie  Company's  otficers  were  not  only 
obliged,  at  a  great  expense,  to  secure  the  t>osse)tsion  of  said  Foit 
New  Amstel,  witli  a  force  of  70  and  more  sokliers,  but  they  hsve 
also,  £or  peace  sake,  to  prevent  further  mischief,  resolved  on  an 
Embassy  to  tlie  Governor  and  Council  of  Merrilant,  to  dissuade 
and  deter  them,  if  possible,  from  their  so  unrighteous  design,  and 
accordiJigly  to  furnish  them  a  clear  and  precise  explanation  of  tlte 
incontrovertible  right  their  High  Mightinesses  and  the  C^mpMij 
were  having  to  said  river,  with  further  offer,  irrefragahly  and  fw- 
ever  to  fix  the  boundary  between  the  Pruvmce  of  Merrilant  and 
New  Netiierland,  by  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  on  both  sides, 
or  else,  in  caae  of  disagreement,  to  i-efer  the  matter  to  the  respective 
Sovereigns  in  Euroiie;  and  if  all  this  were  refused, generally  to  pro- 
test against  all  damages,  costs  and  losses  which  already  hud  been 
suffered,  and  would  still  accrue,  as  can  he  se«n  in  its  length  and 
breadtli,  in  tbe  copy  of  ttie  Declaration  or  Manifest,  politely  drawn 
up  by  tlie  aforesaid  Ambassadors,  and  delivered  over  to  the  said 
Governor  and  Council  of  Merrilant,  annexed  under  letter  J. 

And  such  Emliassy  and  explanation  of  mattei's,  in  like  uanner, 
ouglil  to  have  made  tliem,  when  sufDciently  convinced,  t«  deast 
from  their  design,  as  less  stublxim  and  more  peaceable  neighlwn 
would  liave  done;  yet  have  tliey  continued  persistent  in  tticir  pre- 
vious claim,  viz',  that  tlie  fortress  and  Colonie  of  New  Amstel,  and, 
of  a  consequence,  the  entire  South  river,  was  lying  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Province  of  Merrilant,  accordiug  to  the  pretendtd 
patent  or  charter  granted  to  the  above  named  Baron  Baltbasar 
Moire. 
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After  which,  alao,  did  tlie  aforesitid  Baron  dow  recently,  and 
namely,  on  the  vii"  June,  1660,  aend  unto  the  Directors  of  the  Incor- 
poratetl  West  India  Company  at  Amatcrdnm,  a  traiiBlatioii  of  the 
aforesaid  patrnt  or  grant,  in  confirmation  of  tiie  claim  put  forth  by 
him  aud  his  in  that  quarter,  and  accordingly  demanding  submission 
and  otiedience  of  the  aforesaid  place  and  inhabitants  of  New  Ams- 
t«l,  or,  in  case  of  refusal,  protesting  agaiiist  said  Company  and  de- 
claring that  he,  at  a  more  convenient  time,  shall  and  will  reduce  the 
aforesaid  Colonie  under  his  authority  ami  obedience. 

Which  came  upon  the  Directors  with  so  much  the  greater  sur- 
prise, a»  it  can  be  clearly  proved  even  by  the  aforesaid  patent  or 
grant,  tliat  their  High  Mightinesses  and  the  Company's  subjects 
have  been  the  flrst  possessors  of  the  South  river,  for  the  date  of  the 
aforesHid  patent  is  June,  1832. 

And  tliat  it  was  obtained  on  fraudulent  or  at  least  on  ignorant  pre- 
tences, for  the  aforesaid  patent  states,  among  other  things,  in  sub- 
stance :  That  tlie  Baron  of  Baltimore  was  petitioning  his  Royal 
Majesty  for  permission  to  transport,  at  his  own  expense,  a  consid- 
erable Colony  of  tlie  English  nation  to  a  country  or  territory  in  the 
hitherto  uncnltivated  and  unplanted  |>arts  of  America,  although 
inhnbited  in  some  parts  thereof  by  certain  savage  people,  possessing 
no  knowledge  of  Almitrhty  God. 

Ergo,  not  in  a  place  which  was  already  possessed,  planted  and 
cultivated,  by  other  free  nations  and  Christians,  being  subjects  of 
their  High  Mightinesses,  the  Lords  States-General,  on  a  charter 
thereto  specially  granted,  and  that  so  many  years  before,  as  already 
30  clearly  aiul  conclusively  demonstrated. 

King  Charles  the  First,  of  illustrious  memory,  being  likewise  of 
too  generous  and  ton  just  a  nature  to  give  away  and  present  to  his 
subjects,  lands  and  places  already  p}>asessed  and  governed  by  other 
fre«  nations  and  his  allies,  and  over  which,  consequently,  no  dis- 
position in  the  world  appertained  or  belonged  to  him. 

Unless  such  be  claimed,  on  tite  ground  tliat  the  English  nation 
have  had  a  settlement  prior  to  aud  before  the  Netiierlanders,  about 
that  part  of  America,  to  wit,  in  Virginia. 

If  that  have  weight,  tlie  Dutch  nation  must,  we  think,  be  alto- 
gether preferred,  being  considered,  as  in  former  times,  namely  vas- 
sala  and  subjects  of  tlie  King  of  S|>ain,  first  tinder  aud  founder  of 
this  new  American  world,  who,  by  the  conclusion  of  the  peace, 
hatli  made  over  to  the  United  Nettterland  Province,  all  his  right 
and  title  to  such  country  and  domains  as  they  should  conquer,  in 
process  of  time,  in  Europe,  America,  etc. 

The  French  having  Ijeen  the  second  followers  and  discoverers  of 
this  Northoni  part  of  America,  who  are  come  there  in  the  year  1524. 

The  English  came  there,  for  the  first  time,  many  years  after. 

Bi't  deeming  such  claim  and  forced  argument  unnecessary,  they 
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are  of  opinion  (with  submission)  that  they  have  deduced  and  pTO(«d 
clearly  aud  iilainl;  enough,  that  their  High  Mightinesses  and  the 
West  India  Company's  aubjects  have  been  the  first  discnverera  and 
possessors,  not  only  of  the  South  river,  but  also  of  the  North  met 
and  Kresh  river,  all  lying  within  the  limits  of  New  Netherlaod,  as 
hereinbefore  laid  down  and  described. 

Therefore,  the  Directors  cannot  doubt  but  their  H^h  Mighti- 
nesses will  maintain  the  Company,  and  cause  it  to  be  supported  in 
its  so  righteous  possession,  and  will  accordtngly  exert  every  nuana, 
and  have  the  same  employed,  that,  on  the  one  side,  the  £Dgli^t>f 
the  South,  namely  the  Baron  Baltimore,  may  desist  and  cease  trom 
his  unjust  pretension  to  the  fortress  or  Colonie  of  New  Amstel  and 
the  South  river,  and  on  the  other,  that  those  of  the  north,  or  Se* 
England  be  prevented  and  hindered,  not  only  from  settline  and 
taking  possession  of  the  North  river,  but,  and  chiefly  be  constrained 
to  restore  the  entire  Fresh  river  and  lands  lying  on  both  sides  tli«re- 
of,  together,  also,  with  a  part  of  Long  Island,  all  by  them  holh 
forcibly  and  unrighteously  usurped,  so  that  the  Company  may 
finally  succeed  in  reaping  the  fruits  and  benefits  promised,  if  it  be 
left  in  peaceable  possession  of  its  New  Netherland  conquests  that 
stand  the  Company  in  so  dear,  having  cost  it  many  tons  of  gold  be- 
fore they  were  brought  to  such  a  state. 


STATES4JENERAL  TO  THEIR  AMBASSADORS  TO 
ENGLAND. 

The  Statai,  Ac.: 

Hon**  :  We  have  thought  proper  herewith  to  send  to  your  Honots 
the  annexed  extract  of  our  resolutions,  adopted  on  the  petition  of 
those  of  the  West  India  Company  of  these  ports,  with  and  besides 
the  papers  thereunto  appertaining,  and  to  the  end  as  in  the  resolu- 
tion set  forth.  Wherewith  ending,  Ac,  at  the  Hague,  5"  Novem- 
ber, 1660. 


le*  November,  1860. 
After  deliberation,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  the  gentle- 
men appoint«d  by  resolution  of  the  8*^  November,  of  last  year,  and 
of  the  25<^  August  last,  a  Committee  for  the  affairs  of  the  >'e<r 
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Ifetherland  Colonie  shall  be  exhorted  and  requested  to  brinK  their 
busi.iess  to  a  close  at  the  earliest  period  and  to  report  their  con- 
alderation  and  advice  ;  and  whereas  some  payments  regarding  said 
Colon  ie  are  so  pressing  as  not  t^  admit  of  any  delay,  it  is  consented 
tbat  a  sum  of  six  thousand  guilders  shall,  mean  while,. be  disbursed 
by  this  city  to  be  employed  for  the  aforesaid  urgent  payments. 


6"  January,  18B1. 
Mess",  the  Commissioners,  by  iirevious  resolution  of  tills  Council 
appointed  for  the  affairs  of  this  city's  Colonie  in  New  Netherland, 
liave  reported  that,  although  they  had  not  yet  been  able  to  render  a 
ptsitive  opinion  on  its  afliiirs,  yet  they  could  not  abstain  from  repre- 
senting to  the  Council  that  tlie  reputation  of  the  city  meanwhile 
demanded  that  the  Directors  of  tliat  Colonie  be  provided  with  funds 
for  the  payment  of  the  accrued  interest  on  the  loiui  negotiated  by 
them,  with  the  approval  of  this  Council ;  also  for  the  satisfaction 
of  theiieople  who  have  served  the  city  there,  and  have  already  long 
Bolicited  their  pay ;  whereiuito  is  required  a  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty  guilders.  Which  being  considered,  it  is  re- 
solved and  concluded  that  Mess",  the  Treasurers,  shall  advance  to 
said  Directors  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
guilders,  and  to  that  end  said  Treasurers  are  authorized,  in  addition 
to  the  130.000  guilders,  this  day  allowed,  by  previous  resolution,  to 
be  negotiated,  to  raise  the  aforesaid  sum  of  fifteen  tliousand  two 
hundred  and  fifty  guilders,  on  the  like  terms,  as  is  resolved  in  regard 
to  the  said  150,000  guilders. 


Right  W&rthipfvl  OenlUmen: 

The  Commissioners  and  Directors  of  your  Colonie  In  New  Neth- 
eiland  having  received  the  alteration  made  in  the  Conditions,  by 
resolution  of  the  Council,  have  caused  the  same  to  be  posted, 
agreeably  to  your  Worships'  instructions,  and  every  diligence  shall 
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be  forthwith  used  for  the  advancement  of  the  Colonic,  for  thi 
greutentteiieAt  and  profit  of  the  city;  whereunto  ma;Godfrra>ithi! 
blessing. 

In  order  to  attain  this  object,  ttiey  cannot  avoid  respectfiill;  U 
submit  to  your  Worsldps  wliether  it  would  not  be  considered,  ii 
your  profound  wisdom,  proper  to  apply  to  the  West  India  CompHS} 
for  a  change  of  certain  artieke  in  the  presei)t  Conditions,  wliicli  an 
not  very  advantageous  to  your  Wursliips,  and  are  offensive  to  manv 
botli  Retcents  and  private  persons ;  and  the  Oomitany  possibly,  b; 
tlie  removal  or  moditiCHtion  of  them,  may  bring  about  a  speeilje 
auginentation  of  the  Colonic  and  a  more  frequent  resort  thereto. 

The  fli-st  article  that  comes  under  consideration  is  the  13*^,  in  tin 
old  Conditions  (which  we  sJiall  refer  to  herein),  providing  that  th< 
Siieriff  and,  article  IS",  that  theSchepena  shall  be  appointed,  in  thi 
name  of  their  High  Mightinesses  and  the  West  India  Conipany,  It; 
the  Deputies  of  Amsterdam,  who,  for  tliat  purpose,  shall  givt  i 
iwwer  of  attorney  to  the  Director. 

The  Commissioners  are  respectfully  of  opinion  that,  besides  Higli 
Middle  and  Low  Jurisdiction  which  the  Company  conferred  on  juu 
Worships,  the  disposal  of  the  offices  whereby  such  must  be  wei 
cised,  namely  that  of  the  Sheriff  and  other  members  of  the  Court 
ought  also  be  gmnted. 

Secondly,  The  17"  article  extends  the  judgment  or  decision  of  tb 
Schepens  of  your  Worsliija' Colonic  no  farther  than  to  one  huiidre> 
guilders ;  that  for  a  higher  sum  being  subject  to  an  appeal  to  th 
Director-General  and  Council  of  Kew  Netherland  ;  and  by  anicl 
18""  an  appeal  is  also  allowed  in  criminal  cases. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  the  government  of  jom 
Worships'  Colonic  ought  finally  piimounce  judgment,  or  at  Iras 
that  the  sum  which  men  might  prosecute  should  be  somewhat  in 
creased  ;  in  all  cases  that  no  appeal  be  allowed  in  criminal  cusvs. 

Thirdly.  Although  your  WorsliijB  have  been  pleased,  by  tliern 
larging  of  the  SO""  article,  whereby  the  fiudeis  of  minerals,  etc. 
were  allowed  the  property  tliereof,  on  condition  of  i>aying  alier  tb 
lapse  of  ten  years,  one-tenth  of  the  proceeds  to  the  Company,  [i 
take  the  aforesaid  minerals  on  said  condition  from  them,  autUorii 
ing  your  Worships'  commissioners  to  write  to  the  Director  to  iigw 
will)  tlie  finders  for  the  best  advantage  of  the  city. 

The  Commissioners  are  still  of  opinion  that  the  aforesaid  t^ 
ought  to  Ije,  if  not  entirely  removed,  at  least  rendered  as  light  n 
can  in  any  wise  1^  agreed  ui)oii. 

And  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that  not  only  your  AVoi 
sliiiM'  goods,  but  also  those  of  all  private  meixihauts  who  are  williu; 
to  trade  to  your  Worshife' Colonic,  ought  to  be  allowed  toltes^u 
to  it  dii-ect,  and  tliat  trade  be  carried  on  with  it,  without  bein 
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bound  to  run  to  New  Amsterdnm,  believing  that  the  Compjiiiy  will 
not  be  injured,  but  possibly  derive  more  benefit  from  tlits  tlinn  from 
tie  system  which  has  been  hitherto  in  practice.    For; 

First.  On  many  goods  all,  and  from  all  the  greatest  part  of 
the  duties  were  paid  here,  so  that,  as  htite  fraud  can  be  com* 
mitted  in  your  Worships'  Colonic,  where  they  must  always  keep 
somebody,  as  at  New  Amsterdam. 

Secondly.  'Tis  more  profitable  to  tiiem  to  benefit  an  entire 
country,  especially  that  which  through  agiicutture,  which  ia 
carried  on  far  and  wide,  must  return  its  profits,  than  merely 
one  place,  whereby  Colonists  are  rendered  unwilling  lo  spread 
themselves  throughout  the  country  to  cultivate  it,  but  repair 
all  to  settle  at  that  privileged  place,  and  lay  up  goods,  which 
has  commonly  been  the  cause  of  the  slow  increase,  and  fre- 
quently the  ruin  of  the  Colonies  of  our  nation. 

Thirdly.  Afore  duty  shall  undoubtedly  be  collected  whenever 
people  will  be  at  liberty  to  go  from  liere  direct  to  trade  to  your 
Worships'  Oolonie,  which  is  as  easy  of  acces.s  as  New  Amster- 
dam ;  nearer  for  those  who  go  from  Europe,  the  West  Indies 
and  the  Islands ;  of  warmer  climate  and  certainly  of  as  good 
quality  of  soli. 

Fourthly.  The  Company  is  interested  in  the  prosperous  popu- 
lation and  maintenance  of  your  Worships'  [Colonie],  wliich,  in 
case  of  rupture  with  the  English  or  Swedes,  must  abide  the 
first  brunt  and  be  a  wall  unto  those  of  the  North,  although 
they  willingly  admit  that  the  communication  with  the  Vit^lnian 
English  hath  brought  the  Colonie,  up  to  this  time,  no  loss  but 
profit. 
Finally.  The  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  tliat  the  duty  on  the 
merchandise  which  goes  to  New  Netherland,  amounting  to  14|,  121 
and  m  per  cent,  if  not  entirely  taken  off.  as  far  as  your  Worships 
are  concerned,  ought  at  least  be  somewhat  diminished  ;  certainly, 
if  themerchanls  sending  their  wai-es  to  New  Netherland  are  allowed 
to  agree  at  a  less  price,  such  also  ought  to  be  the  ease  with  your 
Worships,  who,  in  all  instances,  ought  to  be  placed  un  a  level  with 
those  of  New  Amsterdam. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  AMSTERDAM. 

9  March,  1661. 
The  Commissioners  appointed  by  resolution  of  the  Council  of  the 
8"  November,  to  consider  {in  default  of  any  agreement  being  con- 
cluded with  the  West  India  Company,  pursuant  to  the  previous 
26- Vol.  V. 
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resolution  of  the  30"  September,  of  said  year,  to  surrendpr  to  add 
Company,  on  reasonable  conditions,  the  Colonie  undertaken  to  be 
planted  in  New  Netherland  by  this  city,  wliicli  agreement  the  Uodh- 
eil,  nevertheless,  resolves  shall  be  insistetl  on)  in  what  manner  ttae 
city  would  be  most  suitably  freed  from  the  burthen  of  the  aforestid 
Colonie,  a  Memorial  of  the  Director  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie,  tend- 
ing  to  the  mHinteuance  of  tlie  same  by  disbursing  a  smalt  sum  of 
money ,  being  also  by  resolution  of  the  25"  of  August,  A"  1860,  jilaofd 
in  the  hands  of  the  said  Commissioners: 

Have  reported  that,  in  pursuance  and  fulfillment  of  the  afonaaid 
resolutions,  after  having  perceived  that  there  was  no  appearance  of 
any  negotiation  b^ing  concluded  with  the  West  India  Compaii]'  fot 
the  conveyance  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie,  according  to  the  intent  o( 
tills  Council,  they  stt  about  inquiring,  first :  What  the  )>rincipa1 
causes  were  thattiie  Colonie  aforesaid  did  not  increase  according  to 
the  design  of  this  city  V  secondly:  In  what  manner  could  a  ivmedy 
be  applied?  and, lastly,  drew  up  a  sketch  of  the  means  wliicli, after 
provision  is  first  made  for  tliose  olwtacles.  should  be  emplo¥*Kl  lo 
redress  the  Colonie,  and  what  sum  of  money  would  be  required, 
unce  for  all,  for  that  redress,  so  that  the  Colonie  in  future  may  be 
able  to  support  itself,  and  the  city  in  time  expect  the  fruits  thereof- 

In  regard  to  the  fii'St ;  The  said  Commissioners  say,  that  they  are 
informed  by  tliose  who  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  city  tliere 
and  retunied  hither,  tliat  the  late  Director  did  not  at  the  first  start 
apply  himself  to  the  work  with  auflicient  diligence  and  dexteritj, 
especially  to  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  so  that  the  Colonislfl,  not 
being  able  to  gain  their  subsistence,  did  mostly  run  away. 

Which  running  away  was  further  caused  by  t)ie  difference  tbat 
arose  between  Director-General  8tuyvesandt  and  the  officers  of  tbt 
city's  Colonie,  both  in  the  matter  of  jurisdiction  and  uthenriar. 
whereby  also  the  remaining  Colonists  were  rendered  unsettled. 

Moreover,  the  Colonists  find  it  peculiarly  onerous  that  they  iw 
obliged  to  repair  before  the  Director-General  and  Council  of  Sew 
Ketherland  in  cases  of  appeal,  where  the  amount  exceeds  one  hun- 
dred guilders,  and  tliat  no  eOlcient  police  can  be  maintained,  be- 
cause an  appeal  is  permitted  in  criminal  matters. 

It  is  also  highly  injurious  to  the  Colonic,  that,  according  lotbe 
SO"*  articli;  of  the  Conditions,  the  goods  of  private  persons  whirh 
the  city  happens  to  send  over  on  freight,  together  with  the  giwds 
belonging  to  the  city,  laden  in  a  common  ship,  cannot  be  con^fyed 
direct  to  the  aforesaid  Colonie,  but  must  first  be  discharged  umI 
opened  at  Mew  Amsterdam,  or  some  other  place  belonging  lo  the 
Company. 

And  great  disputes  have  arisen  in  consequence  of  the  Company^ 
ser%'ants  claiming  the  money  arising  from  the  privilege  of  andior- 
ing  in  tlie  South  river  in  front  of  the  city's  Colonie.

Against  the  aforesaid  mismanagement,  the  Commisaioners  say. 
that  it  waa  provisiunally  supplied  with  another  person,  who,  with 
great  zeal,  is  endeavoring  t<)  promote  the  reestablish  me  nt  of  the 
Colon  ie. 

And  they  are  of  opinion  that  tlie  aforesaid  difference  about  juris- 
diction could  be  remedied  by  the  Company  holding  their  Director 
tohia  duty  and  sharply  interdicting  him  from  undertaking  anything 
contrary  to  the  right  of  the  city's  Uolonie,  instructing  him,  on  the 
contrary,  to  favor  every wliere  the  promotion  thereof,  and  to  live  on 
good  understanding  witli  its  officers,  to  which  effect,  on  complaint 
made  to  the  aforesaid  Company  in  tliis  particular,  very  enrneat  let- 
ters have  already  been  sent  off  to  aaid  Director. 

Against  the  oppressiveness  of  the  appeal,  a  provision  could  also 
bf  made,  as  the  Company  consented  that  the  Schepens  of  the  afore- 
said Colonie  shall  henceforth  pronounce  judgment  in  civil  actions 
unto  600  gl.,  Holland  currency,  and  in  all  criminal  cases  indiffer- 
ently. Likewise,  against  the  injustice  of  the  aforesaid  30">  article, 
that  the  Company  allows  the  contents  thereof  to  be  takeu  out  of 
the  conditions;  and,  as  to  the  31"  article,  nothing  moi-e  was 
allowed  than  that,  whenever  the  city  is  sending  oft  its  own  or  a 
chartered  ship,  loaded  solely  with  the  city's  own  goods,  such  ship 
D)ny  proceed  directly  to  the  city's  Colonie.  This  was  amplified 
and  changed,  so  that  all  ships  which  the  city  hapiieiis  to  send  to 
its  Culonie,  whetlier  they  be  laden  with  goods  belonging  to  the  city 
or  to  private  individuals,  together  with  all  other  private  ships  which 
are  allowed  and  permitted  by  the  city  to  trade  and  frequent  the 
Colonie  aforesaid,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  direct  to  said  Col- 
onie without  first  touching  at  New  Amsterdam  or  any  other  of 
the  Company's  places,  and  are,  therefore,  so  far  released  from  the 
observance  of  the  rule,  remaining  nevertheless,  subject  to  the  same 
rule  in  all  other  points,  such  as,  namely,  that  the  goods  and  ships 
aforesaid  to  be  loaded  shall,  as  before,  be  brought  into  the  Com- 
pany's warehouse  here,  for  inspection  and  to  be  marked  with  the 
city's  and  Company's  marks,  by  some  person  on  the  part  of  the 
Company,  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  the  city ;  and,  more- 
over, that  the  duty  thereuiwn  be  paid,  agreeably  to  the  tariff;  also 
that,  on  the  arrival  of  the  ship  in  the  city's  Colonie  in  New  Nether- 
land,  the  cargo  shall  again  be  opened  in  a  warehouse,  iu  the  pres- 
ence of  some  person  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Com- 
paoy  and  on  behalf  of  the  city. 

Ijkewise  that  the  differences  and  difflculties  arising  on  occasion  of 
the  privilege  of  anchoring,  together  with  all  others  tiiat  may  in  fu- 
ture again  hajipen  between  tlie  respective  officers,  tlirough  propin- 
quity, could  be  removed  and  avoided  whenever  the  Company  shall 
conclude  to  make  over  to  the  city  the  lands  on  the  east  side  of  the 
South  river,  as  far  as  the  city's  district  extends  at  pre.sent  on  the 
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west  aide,  all  such  jurjadiction  »nd  rights  as  said  city  hath  hereto- 
fure  obtained  on  the  aforesaid  west  side,  and  the  limits  of  the  Colo- 
nic shall  be  extended  northwards  up  to  Upland  Kil ;  as  the  Directon 
of  the  Chamber  here  already  accorded  and  agreed  to  bring  the  two 
afoi-esaid  poiDts  before  the  Assembly  of  the  XIX.,  and  to  help  to 
procure  the  approbation  of  the  States-General  thereto.  And  ts  re- 
gards the  third,  communication  was  sent  on  behalf  of  the  atore- 
mentioned  Commissioners  to  the  aforesaid  Directors  who  had  giTen 
to  understand  thereupon,  that  whenever  the  aforesaid  Colonic  vts 
maintained  by  the  city,  and  serious  an^ngement  was  made  fat 
populating  it  by  conveying  people  thither,  the  Company  would  not 
throw  any  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  extension  of  the  limits  afore- 
said. 

The  abovementioned  Commissioners  consider  the  means  wherehj 
the  Colonic  aforesaid  might  be  redressed,  to  be  these ; 

Namely :  That  the  military  who  are  in  the  senice  and  pay  of  the 
city  be  discharged,  leaving  the  Colonists  to  provide  for  their  own 
defence,  whereunto  'tis  considei-ed  that  they  will  be  competent,  es- 
pecially when  they  shall  be  reinforced  with  people,  which  point  will 
be  hereafter  treated  of;  whereunto  the  military  might  be  induced 
to  cooperate,  without  pay,  by  distributing  lands  among  them  for 
their  own  support,  under  bond  to  serve  the  Colonic  as  soldieis  to 
time  of  need,  and  in  that  case  to  draw  pay. 

Further,  for  populating  the  Colonie,  that  a  goodly  number  of  fr« 
people  lie  gratuitously  conveyed  over,  with  their  necessary  baggigf. 
by  the  city,  and  nothing  more  should  be  disbursed  except  a  piece  ot 
land  for  tbem  to  support  themselves  on,  as  has  been  the  practice  of 
the  Company  for  many  years  with  good  success,  and  now  plenty  (rf 
people  are  to  be  found  who  would  very  willingly  repair  thither. 

And  (or  the  greater  advancement  of  farming,  it  would  besidw, 
be  well  to  engage  provisionally,  25  or  30  farm  servants  from  West- 
phalia or  Gelderland,  who  are  willing  and  accustomed  to  work. 
together  with  some  boys,  and  pay  them  board  and  wages,  at  tbr  ex- 
pense of  the  Colonie,  on  condition  that  the  product  of  their  labor 
shall  in  return  be  enjoyed  by  the  Colonie. 

That  the  civil  servants  who  are  drawing  pay  be  reduced  to  as  few 
in  number,  and  as  small  an  amount  of  wages  as  is  in  anywise  pow- 
ble,  so  that  there  be  retained  in  service  only :

Nothing  is  set  down  for  the  salaries  of  the  civil  sei'vants,  nor  yet 
for  the  wagesofthef  irm  servants  and  lioys,  nor  for  their  board,  as 
they  should  be  engaged  or  continued  on  condition  that  tliey  shall  so 
improve  tlie  aforesaid  cargoes  and  other  effects  of  the  Colonic  there, 
and  likewise  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  that  from  the  proceeds  of 
those  cargoes  and  what  shall  be  obtained  from  timeto  time  for  them, 
together  with  the  produce  of  the  lands  which  will  be  cultivated  by 
tlie  aforesaid  farm  servants  and  boys,  tlieir  salaries  or  wages,  and 
their  board  aliall  be  abundantly  provided;  on  which  condition  the 
principal  of  the  officers  offer  their  services,  provided  that  2  months' 
wages  be  advanced  to  those  only  who  are  to  be  taken  up  new. 

Neither  is  anything  set  down  for  the  board  on  the  voyuge  of  tlie 
sforesaid  free  people,  farm  servants  and  boys,  estimated  at  it  stivers 
a  day  each  for  about  Suiontlis;  nor  for  the  aforesaid  2  months' 
wages  in  hand,  as  it  was  calculated  that  the  proflts  which  the  afore- 
said ship  will  realize  on  the  outward  and  chiefly  on  the  liomeward 
voyage,  with' the  outward  freight  of  private  merchandise,  will  be 
more  than  equivalent  to  the  aforesaid  board  and  monthly  wages  In 
hand. 

So  that,  in  all  cases,  no  more  than  the  above  24,628  guilders  wilt 
be  required,  once  for  all,  for  the  redress  of  the  Colonie,  whicli  sum 
should  be  the  less  burdensome  seeing  that  whenever  it  would  he 
concluded  to  abandon  the  Colonie  on  i>ayment  of  the  already  dis- 
bursed monthly  iiaymeiits,  &c.,  a  considerable  sum  which  the  city 
would  be  then  owing  must  be  furnished;  that  debt  will,  in  case  the 
aforesaid  24,628  guilders  are  appropriated,  be  refunded  by  the  Colo- 
nie itself. 
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Further,  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion,  if  this  CouncU  resolw 
to  maintain  tlie  Coloiiie,  that  it  will  be  liigbi;  advantageous  for  tbe 
redrtas  and  promotion  thereof,  that  the  city  admit  some  privat* 
individuHla  to  a  share  of  one-lialf  the  Colonic,  without  those  per 
BOOS,  however,  being  liable  for  any  of  tlie  expenses  wliicit  havelteeu 
heretofore  incurred,  hut  only  for  what  is  hereafter  neceasar)'  for  its 
redress  and  continuation,  and  ttierefore  to  participate  in  half  tbe 
gains;  with  this  understanding,  that  the  private  persons  to  bo  ad- 
mitted as  aforesaid,  should  be  allowed  with  the  Directors  on  bebalf 
of  this  city  to  be  appointed  for  the  management  of  the  Uolonie,  the 
management  and  supervision  with  an  equal  number  of  votes  as  tbe 
Directors,  provided  that  the  city  Directors  should  preside;  and, in 
case  of  an  equality  of  votes,  one  Commissioner  be  appointed,  on  the 
behalf  of  the  city,  to  help  to  arrange  the  difference ;  for,  beyond  all 
doubt,  the  work  would  be  attended  to  with  more  zeal  and  assiduity 
by  private  person  who  are  interested,  and  such  also  would  redound 
to  the  advantage  of  the  city. 

And  then,  within  the  time  expressed  in  the  condition,  the  tenths 
are  to  be  looked  for;  and  the  Colunie  being  again  brought  into 
shape,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  |>eop]e  who  have  gone  away  and 
are  imi>overished  will  return  thither,  and  become  able,  with  tbe 
prosperity  of  the  (Jolonie,  to  repay  the  city  what  has  been  disbureed 
for  them.  In  addition  to  this,  the  probability  is,  that  considerable 
gain  would  accrue  from  the  convenience  of  certain  creeks  which 
have  been  discovered  penetrating  into  the  interior  of  the  countrj, 
and  are  navigable  for  small  boats  to  within  a  quarter  of  an  hour's 
distance  of  the  district  of  the  English,  with  whom  a  great  trade  on 
be  carried  on  from  this  side,  as  those  who  have  been  theie  have 
found  to  their  great  profit;  and  this,  exclusive  of  the  great  pros- 
perity which  this  city  would  consequently  derive  in  general  from 
the  frequent  navigation  and  commerce  to  this  Colonic. 

Whicli  being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  to  maintiiiii 
and  continue  said  Colonie  on  the  footing  proposed  by  the  aforesaid 
Commissioners,  who  are  thanked  for  the  trouble  they  have  taken.

Meyntie  Willems,  wife  of  John  Barentsen,  lute  freeman  in  this 
city's  Colonie  in  New  Netlierland  and  there  deceased, appeiired  and 
delivered  to  the  meeting  a  certain  written  inventory,  acte,  »nd  ob- 
ligation, whereby  Hans  Block,  gunner  in  tlie  service  of  tlie  afore- 
said city's  Colonie,  acknowledges  to  liave  purcliased  such  property 
as  is  therein  specified,  and  was  left  by  her  deceased  husband, 
amounting,  altogether,  to  about  nine  huntlred  and  eighty  guilders, 
he  promising  thereby  to  make  payment  in  beavers  or  other  returns, 
"I  else  in  default  thereof,  to  allow  the  same  to  be  paid  here  out  of 
his  wages ;  and  as  she  had  received  liereu])on,  after  long  waiting, 
only  300  guilders,  she  requested  our  aid,  in  order  that  she  may  make 
use  of  the  alternative,  namely,  that  the  balance,  which  is  now  about 
six  hundred  and  eighty  guildei's,  may  be  paid  her  from  bia  wages. 
Wheieugkon  the  account  of  the  said  Hans  Rluck,  as  entered  in  the 
book  of  montlily  wiiges  last  received  thence,  being  examined,  it  is 
found  that  nearly  that  sum  is  due  bitn  there,  yet  as  not  the  slightest 
entry  to  above  effect  is  found,  and  he  consequently  might  since  that 
lime,  have  taken  up  and  received  his  wages  tiiere  in  whole  or  in 
part ;  ii  is  acconlingly  resolved,  after  question  l>eing  put,  to  decline 
the  payment  in  this  instance  for  the  present,  and  until  she  exhibit 
to  us  an  original  settlement  of  account  of  Hans  Block's  monthly 
wages  earned  and  due,  together  with  an  assignment  or  power  of 
attorney,  executt  d  from  him  to  her,  as  is  customary,  or  certainly 
ought  to  be  the  practice.

The  Burgomasters  An<1  Regents  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam  To  atl 
and  every  by  these  Presents  make  known  :  That,  by  resolution  of 
the  Burgomiisters  and  XXXVI.  Councillors  of  the  aforesaid  city,  a 
proper  number  of  Commissioners  from  tlie  midst  of  their  Worships' 
Assembly  has  been  ordered  seriously  to  inquire  into  the  condition 
of  the  Colonie  named  New  Amstel,the  planting  whereof  by  the 
city  aforesaid  has  been  commenced  on  the  South  river;  and,  in  ad- 
dition, to  consider  in  what  manner  the  above  named  Colonie  may 
be  further  maintained  and  brought  to  a  Hourishiug  state ;  also,  that 
the  said  Burgomasters  and  XXXVI.  Councillors,  having  found, 
when  the  afore -aid  Commissioners,  after  laborious  application,  made 
a  rejwrt  of  their  opinions,  thai  provision  must  be  made  for  divers 
points  tending  to  the  embarrassment  of  the  Colonie  ;  also  that  said 
Colonie  must  be  relieved  of  divers  ordinary  expenses ;  the  clearing 
andcultlvationofthelandssituated  thereabout,  zealously  promoted, 
and,  in  addition  thereto,  that  a  goodly  sum  of  money  ougtit  to  be 
disbursed  for  the  maintenance  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie:  Their 
Worsliips have,  upon  maturedeliberation,  resolved,  first ;  To  employ 
all  possible  diligence  for  the  removal  of  said  embarrassments,  the 
chief  of  which  have  already  been  put  out  of  the  way,  namely,  that 
henceforth  the  Schepens  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie  shall  pronounce 
and  decree  Judgment  in  civil  suits  to  six  hundred  guilders,  Holland 
currency,  and  in  all  criminal  cases  indifferently,  without  appeal  ot 
reprieve,  instead  of  having,  as  heretofore,  appeals  from  their  judg- 
ments amounting  to  above  one  hundred  guilders,  allowed  to  the 
Director-General  and  Council  of  New  Netherland  at  vast  expense, 
trouble  and  loss  of  time  to  the  Colonists,  and,  in  all  criminal  cases, 
to  the  hinderance  of  maintaining  good  police.  Likewise,  that  aO 
ships  which  this  city  happens  to  send  to  its  Colonie,  whether  freighted 
with  city  property  or  goods  of  individuals;  also,  all  other  ships  of 
private  persons  permitted  by  said  city  to  frequent  and  trade  to  the 
aforesaid  Colonie,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  directly  hence  to  the 
above  mentioned  Colonie,  without  touching  at  New  Amsterdam  or 
any  other  of  the  West  India  Company's  places,  which  could  not 
heretofore  be  done,  to  the  manifest  injury  of  that  Colonie.  That, 
further,  for  the  relief  of  said  Colonie,  their  Worships  have  resolved 
to  dismiss  the  military  who  are  tliere  in  the  service  and  pay  of  tiie 
aforesaid  city,  and  to  reduce  the  public  officers  who  receive  salaries, 
to  as  small  a  number  and  as  low  wages  as  is  in  any  wise  {Kissiblf. 
And,  to  the  end  that  agriculture  be  promoted,  to  send  over  gratis! 
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goodly  number  of  free  people  and  have  them  distributed  on  said 
lands ;  abto.  to  send  thither  In  the  city's  service  some  laboring  men 
wlio  are  accustomed  to  the  cultivation  of  the  soil ;  and,  Anally,  as 
retrards  the  money  means,  amounting  to  about  25,000  gl.,  the  afore- 
said Burgomasters  and  XXXVI.  Uomiclllore  have  resolved,  once  for 
all,  to  the  end  that  the  advancement  of  their  Colonie  be  encouraged 
with  more  zeal,  to  adjohi  to  tliem  some  private  merchants  to  take 
an  interest  for  one-half  in  this  Colonie,  on  such  rights  and  condi- 
tiniiH  as  the  Burgomast^id  afoi-esaid  have  affi^eed  upon  with  the 
Directors  of  the  West  India  Company,  which  also  are  approved  by 
their  High  Mightinesses,  without,  however,  such  private  individu- 
als being  responsible  for  any  of  the  expenses  which  have  heretofore 
been  incurred,  but  in  such  manner  that  they  sIihU  contribute  only 
one-half  of  what  is  hencefoi-th  necessarv- for  the  continuance  of  the 
Colonie  aforesaid,  and  in  return  shall  enjoy  one-half  of  all  the  profits; 
also  possess,  together  with  tlie  Directors  to  be  appointed  on  the  part 
of  this  city,  the  management  of  tlie  Colonic,  with  a  number  of  votes 
equal  to  those  of  tlie  Directors  aforesaid ;  on  condition  that  the 
city's  Directors  sliall  preside,  and,  in  case  the  votes  are  equal,  one 
Commissioner  sliall  be  appointed,  on  the  part  of  this  city,  to  assist 
io  settling  the  difference.

TIte  Commissioners  and  Directors  of  this  city's  Coloiiie  in  >'. 
Netherlaud,  having  repi'esented  to  the  Burgomasters  that  tlie  Direcl- 
ors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  had  allowed  those  uf 
New  Amstei'dara  and  other  inhabitants  of  N.  Netherlaud,  on  tlieir 
petition,  to  export  their  wares  and  products  which  grow  there,  and 
cannot  be  profitably  sold  here,  to  other  places  both  in  and  outwf 
Europe,  but  under  certain  limitations,  as  more  fully  appear  by  reso- 
lution of  the  said  Company,  with  the  request  that  their  Honois 
will  be  pleased  to  allow  this  city's  Colonists  to  enjoy  the  lite 
freedom. 

Secondly.  That  the  30'"  article,  which  grants  to  the  discoverers 
of  minerals  in  the  aforesaid  Colonie  the  property  of  said  muietals. 
on  condition  that  they  pay  ^  thereof  to  the  West  India  Company, 
after  the  lapse  of  ten  years,  confers  no  advantage  on  the  city,  to 
which,  according  to  the  general  conditions  made  with  paid  Com- 
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pany.  such  minerals  devolve  and  were  granted ;  and  the  same  oufibt 
to  be  expunged  therefrom,  and  CoinmiaaJoners  authorized  to  agree 
thereon  with  the  discoverers  of  minerals  and  snch  things. 

It  is,  after  consideration,  resolved  and  concluded  on  the  first,  to 
amplify  tlie  conditions  with  the  following  article.    That: 

Tlie  Colonists  who  shall  have  paid  their  board  and  passage  money, 
and  discharged  their  other  obligations,  shall  be  empowered  to  bring 
their  wares,  produce  and  goods,  the  growth  of  the  Colonip,  unto 
such  ports  and  Icingdams  as  they  think  proper,  to  sell  the  same  to 
the  best  advaati^;e,  except  tienvera  and  other  peltries;  likewise,  to 
bring  all  wares  or  merchandise,  however  named,  which  they  shall 
destine  for  Netherland,  East  or  North,  to  this  city,  to  pay  the  pub- 
lic and  Company's  duties,  and  generally  to  govern  themselves  pre- 
cisely according  to  the  regulation  given  by  the  Company  to  the 
inhabitants  of  N.  Netherland. 

And  the  aforesaid  Directors  are  accordingly  authorized  to  rescind 
the  articles  contravening  this  one,  or  to  arrange  them  agreeably  to 
the  instruction  of  this  resolution. 

On  the  2",  it  is  resolved  to  expnnge  the  80"  article  of  the  present 
conditions,  and  the  Directors  are  authorized  to  agree  with  the  dis- 
coverers of  minerals,  marbles,  precious  stones,  to  the  best  advan- 
tage of  the  city.

Wliereas  we  remain,  at  all  tim^s,  disposetl  to  advance  this  dtj"* 
Colonie  in  New  Netberlaiid,  therefore  liave  we,  with  the  knowledge 
and  consent  of  the  XXXVI.  Councillors,  resolved  to  enter  into  the 
following  ^reement  to  that  end  with  Piet«r  Curneliaz  Plockbof, 
of  Zierikzee,  viz: 

He,  Pieter  Cornelisz  Plookhoy,  undertakes  to  present  to  us,  u 
soon  as  possible,  XXIIII.  men,  who,  with  him,  makinf;  a  Society 
of  XXV,  pei'sons,  shall  bind  themselves  to  depart  by  the  firet  sail- 
ing ship  or  ships  to  the  aforesaid  city's  Colonie  to  reside  tliereand 
to  work  at  the  cnltivation  of  the  land,  fishing,  handicnift,  etc.,  and 
to  be  as  diligent  as  possible  not  only  to  the  end  that  they  should  lite 
properly  by  such  labor,  but  that  provisions  may  thereby  be  made 
for  other  coming  persona  and  families. 

Therefore  the  aforesaid  Society  of  XXV.  male  persons,  whether 
the  same  be  more  or  less,  according  as  they  may  increase  or  dimin- 
ish, shall,  for  the  whole,  and,  moreover,  each  member  of  said  societj 
for  himself  individually,  have  the  privilege  of  selecting,  taking  Dp 
and  appropriating  as  much  land,  the  property  of  no  other  person, 
whether  in  the  Whorekill  or  in  any  other  |>art  of  the  district  of  this 
Colonie  wherever  it  may  lie,  as  they  shall  be  willing  and  able  to 
cultivate  and  pasture.  Whichlands,  both  divided  and  undivided. 
the  aforesaid  Society  and  Colonists  res|iectively  shall  occupy  in  full 
property,  to  do  therewith  as  to  them  shall'seem  good. 

And  the  aforesaid  Colonists,  for  the  peace,  union  and  welfare  of 
their  Society,  such  rules  and  orders  shall  be  emiwwered  to  enact  as 
they  shall  think  proper,  provided,  nevertheless,  that  each  person 
who  may  consider  himself  wronged  shall  be  at  liberty  to  appeal  to 
the  Magistrate  there  or  here. 

The  aforesaid  8,x:iety,  and  each  member  thereof  in  particular, 
shall,  for  their  further  encour^ement,  be  granted  freedom  frotn 
Tenths  and  all  other  imposts,  howsoever  they  be  named,  for  the 
term  of  XX.  years, 

And  there  shall  be  paid,  likewise,  to  each  of  the  aforesaid  25  per- 
sons, by  form  of  a  loan,  a  sum  of  one  hundred  guilders  to  provide 
himself  therefrom  with  necessaries  according  to  pleasure,  on  condi- 
tion that  such  sum  is  understood  to  include  his  passage  money  only, 
and  not  tliose  of  his  wife  and  children,  who  sliall  be  conveyed  ovn 
at  the  expense  of  the  city,  conformably  to  the  printed  Conditions- 

Therefore  the  aforesaid  XXV.  Colonists  promise  and  bind  them- 
selves, tnsolirfum.  the  one  for  the  other,  to  repay  the  aforesaid  2.ill0 
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guilders  to  this  city  agreeably  to  the  21  and  22  articles  of  the  Condi- 
tions relating  to  tlie  city's  Oolonie,  last  printed  and  publislied. 

Then,  in  case  any  of  the  aforesaid  25  men  should  wish  to  leave  the 
Society  befoi-e  the  time  of  tlie  full  payment  of  said  2,504)  guilders,  in 
order  to  return  hitlier,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so,  on  cimdition 
of  leaving  to  the  Society  tlie  undivided  land,  cattle  and  all  other 
common  property,  and  taking  with  liim  liis  own  particular  goods, 
so  that  the  repayment  may  be  effected  by  the  remaining  Colonists. 
Therefore  the  passage  money  of  such  Colonist  and  family  as  have 
gone  away  shall  be  paid  by  the  Society  uut  of  the  common  stock  in 
return  for  his  contributed  labor. 

And  if  any  person  will  go  over,  or  make  tlie  voyi^te  at  his  own 
expense  and  yet  wish  to  save  or  even  sell  his  share  in  the  common 
fund,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so,  on  condition  that  he  previously 
put  one  in  his  place  or  sell  to  such  a  one  as  the  Society  respectively 
shall  approve  of,  in  order  to  help  to  have  a  strict  eye  over  the  com- 
mon labor  and  other  things  besides. 

The  aforesaid  Society  and  individual  members  thereof  remaining 
further  bound  to  observe,  in  all  respects,  the  aforesaid  printed  arti- 
cles. In  like  manner,  also,  the  explanation  of  whatever  should 
hereio  be  found  to  demand  further  interpretation  remains  reserved 
unto  the  Burgomasters  of  this  State.

NEW  AMSTEL. 


Honorable.  Prudent,  Moat  IHiKreet  Gentkmen  : 

We  received  yesterday  evening  your  letter,  from  which  we  learned 
with  anxiety  the  murder  of  a  Dutchman  and  the  burning  of  a  house 
near  the  Fortress  of  New  Amstel,  and  the  consequent  justifiable 
apprehension  of  the  inhabitants,  and  also  the  request  of  M.  d'Hin- 
ojossa  to  send  a  reinforcement  of  12  men  at  the  city's  expense; 
this  request  has  already  been  granted  by  us.  But,  regarding  the 
passage  thither  of  the  trifliDgasBistancedemanded,whetlier  itis  to 
be  sent  by  land  or  outside  around;  if  over  land, 'tis  an  objection  that 
so  small  anumber  might  very  easily  be  overpowered  and  massacred  on 
the  march  by  the  Indians,  if  these  be  inclined  to  war ;  round  about 
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by  sea  would  take  a  very  Iouk  tiine,aDd  so  small  a  number  could 
not  essentially  serve  and  defend  both  places,  New  Amstel  and 
Altunae.  Huvinfc,  besides,  considered  Mr.  Beecknian's  advice  urn] 
tbe  verbal  report  of  the  bearer  of  the  letter,  we  are  inclined  to  hnpe 
that  the  trouble  may  pass  over;  nay,  that  it  is  not  so  bad  and  dHD- 
gerous  as  the  inliabitants  of  New  Amstel  appreliend.  We  have, 
therefore,  concluded  first  to  dispatch  this  with  speed  by  the  bearer 
of  yours  and  Claea  Jnnsen  Ruyter,  tlie  Interpreter,  the  latter  of 
whom  we  have  expressly  commanded  to  make  all  possible  speed  and 
haste,  and  take  pi'ecise  information  from  all  the  Indians  aa  to  the 
contiiinaiice  of  the  matter  remonst rated  on ;  if  anything  be  leiimed. 
to  return  hither,  dto  cito.  In  tliis  case,  the  required  assistance,  and, 
according  to  the  circumstances  of  bis  report,  a  greater  number  will 
be  sent  to  your  Honors.  If  he  learn  nothing  of  consequence  or  no 
news,  lie  Is  directed  to  proceed  onward  and  to  hand  these  to  youi 
Honors  in  person,nnd  to  bring  back  speedily  your  opinion.  Where. 
with,  ending  for  the  present,  we  slmll,  after  greeting,  commend  vou 
all  together  to  God's  care  and  protection.

Fort  Amstekdam,  in  New  Netherland,  16"  T"",  A"  1682- 
Honorable,  Wise,  Prudent  and  Jiighl  WoTttiipfut : 

After  our  last  was  closed,  and  the  skipi)er  bad  departed  about 
noon  yesterday,  with  the  letters,  we  received  late  in  tbe  evening  the 
annexed  from  Director  d'Hinojossa,  which  we  deem  necesaarjto 
communicate  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  Commissioners  of  tbe 
city's  Colouie,  in  order  that  you  and  they,  according  to  your  far 
seeing  judgment,  may  adopt  such  regulation  for  the  better  securit]^ 
of  this  far  distant  place,  as  your  good  and  wise  Council  may  devise. 
From  the  annexe*)  copy  of  the  letter  speedily  dispatched  in  answer 
to  the  first,  your  Honors  can  partly  deduce  how  the  matter  h»9 
vien'ed  by  us :  things  must  improve  by  time.  &f eanwbile,  we  slnll 
not  fail  to  look  to  tlie  security  of  both  the  one  and  the  other  plHce. 
and  to  contribute  thereto  as  far  as  present  circumstances  penuit  ns. 
Tliei'cfore,  your  Honors  and  the  CommisBionera  may  be  a8sui«d. 
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ihould  any  collision  occur  or  happen  there  or  elsewhere,  we  should 
find  ouiselves  forthwith  in  want  of  good  powder.  Our  supply  con- 
sists of  only  about  2,500  @.  3,000  pounds  in  all;  but  as  the  greater 
part  of  it  is  some  years  old  and  has  lain  too  long,  we  could  not  rely 
on  it  in  time  ot  need.  We  therefore  will  respectfully  request  your 
Honors  to  send  over  a  good  quantity  by  the  tlrst;  opportunity,  and 
annually  afterwards,  in  order  to  have  a  supply  of  good  powder  con- 
stantly on  hand,  to  the  extent  of  5  @.  600  pounds,  in  which  case  we 
should,  from  time  to  time,  have  the  old  powder  sent  back,  in  order 
to  be  made  over  again.  We  are  much  at  a  loss  for  drums  and  skins 
for  drum-heads,  in  consequence  ot  being  obliged  to  supi>ly  the  out- 
lying villages  with  them, at  their  request;  none  can  be  obtained 
here,  as  they  are  not  imported  by  private  persons.  We  therefore  re- 
quest  your  Honors  to  provide  us  with  some,  next  spring.  Where- 
with, hastily  ending,  we  shall,  after  hearty  greeting,  commend  your 
Honors  to  the  care  and  protection  of  God,  and  remain.

the  neglect  of  those  Goveraors  in  not  taking  a  view  of  all  forrain 
built  ships  which  come  into  their  Plantations  whether  thej  hare  a 
Certificate  of  their  being  made  free  according  to  y*  act,  asalso in 
not  duly  taking  Bond,  (before  any  ship  be  permitted  to  lade)  that 
whatever  eomodities  they  shall  take  in  at  any  of  his  Ma""  Planta- 
tions, tlie  same  shall  be  carrieil  into  some  other  of  his  Ma""  Plan- 
tations, or  into  England,  Ireliind,  Wales,  or  Towne  of  Berwick  upon

feet  account  be  kept  by  you  in  that  Plantation  of  all  ships  that  shall 
loade  there,  and  return  y'  names  both  of  y*  masters  :<ud  }"  ships. 
together  w"*  true  copies  of  all  such  Bonds  as  shall  be  biken  by  jou 
there  twice  in  every  yeare  unto  y°  offices  of  y*  Custom  House  in 
London  as  aforesaid ;  which  if  you  shall  forbeare  to  do,  upon  in- 
formation thereof  and  that  any  ships  freiglited  there  shall  contrarj 
to  y  law  trade  into  forrain  parts,  his  Ma"*  will  interpret  It  a  vetj 
greate  neglect  in  you,  forwhich  he  is  resolved  to  cause  the  breach 
of  y  said  act  to  be  prosecuted  according  to  y  tenour  thereof,  and 
discharge  you  from  that  employment.  It  being  his  pleasure  that 
the  said  Law  be  very  strictly  observed  in  regard  it  much  eoncemetli 
y  Trade  of  this  Kingdome.  All  which  wee  have  thought  good*  lo 
lett  you  kuowe,  that  you  may  not  pretend  ignorance,  bui  observe  all 
■  such  orders  as  aredirected  by  y  said  act,  whereof  you  may  not  fajle 
as  you  will  answer  y  cont.ary  at  your  perill,  and  so,  &c.  Dattd,

Upon  cumplaint  now  mode  to  this  Councill  by  the  Farmers  of  His 
Ma"  Customs,  of  greate  abuses  comitted  luid  done  aswelt  by  the 
Inhitants  and  Planters  on,  as  by  the  Masters,  mariners,  and  traders, 
to  Virginia,  New  England,  Maryland,  Long  Island  &c.  who  under 
pretence  of  furuisbing  some  of  those  plantacons  &  other  His  M" 
dominions,  doe  both  by  land  and  water  carry  and  convey  greate 
quantitiesof  tobacco  to  the  Dutch,  whose  plantaconsare  contiguous, 
the  custome  whereof  would  amount  to  tenne  thousand  pounds  per 
annum  or  upwards,  thereby  eluding  the  late  Act  of  Navigacon  and 
defrauding  His  Ma'".  For  redresae  whereof  they  prayed  Jhe  advice 
and  asaistance  of  this  CouiiciU.  Now  upon  conaideiacon  and  debate 
thereof  had,  it  is  thought  fitt  and  ordered  that  the  said  Fanners  of 
His  Ma"  Customs,  some  whereof  were  now  present  &  of  this  Ooun- 
cUl.  (taking  unto  them  M''  Digges  and  M'  Jetleriea  two  membera  of 
thia  Councill  likewise  who  know  thoae  parta  and  trade)  doe  draw 
up  the  forme  of  a  letter  (aa  from  His  Ma'")  to  lie  directed  to  the  re- 
spective Governo"  of  y'  severall  plantacons  aforesaid,  therein  laye- 
ing  downe  such  rules  and  instruccons  by  them  to  be  obsei-ved  and 
put  in  practice,  as  in  their  judgetn"  may  most  availe  to  the  reform- 
aeon  of  those  abuses;  &  to  bring  the  same  into  this  Conncill  on 
Saturday  next  by  three  of  the  clouk  in  the  afternoone,  to  Le  by  them 
peruaed  and  preaented  to  Hia  Ma'"  that  thej  may  be  speedily  dis- 
patched and  sent,  as  the  necessitie  of  the  time  and  affaire  doth  re- 
quire.

We 
find  onrselves  under  the  necessity,  officially,  of  making  known  to 
yoii,  with  dne  resi>ect,  that  since  the  commencement  of  this  Colo- 
nie,  WB  have  borrowe.l  on  interest  by  yonr  Worsliipa'  order  from 
the  Orplian  Chamber  nnd  some  private  individuate,  a  sum  of 
il.  132,000,  at  34  per  cent  per  annum,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
&.  4.620  of  interest,  and  that  to  our  soriow,  we  have  not  as  yet  i^e- 
ceived  any,  or  but  few,considerHble  returns  therefrom,  out  of  which 
the  above  mentioned  interest  can  be  realized,  so  that,  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  worttiy  people,  the  above  sum  must  be  yearly  raised  on 
your  Worships'  account.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  . 
OF  AMSTERDAM. 

22-  Febniary,  16B3. 
Tlie  Burgomasters  liave  proposed  to  the  Council  that  they  liave 
:ewiveil  advices  from  tlie  Colonic  of  this  city  in  New  Netlierhiud, 
;h«t  Uie  redress  of  matters  tliere  was  already  advanced  after  such  a 
uaiiner  that  ere  long  retuniH  of  tlie  expenses  incurred  may  be  ex- 
pected thence.  But  in  order  tlie  better  to  forward  the  pros|)erity  of 
liat  Colonie,  'twas  demanded  that  it  should  have  less  connection 
«'itli  the  West  India  Company,  and  that  it  be  provided  with  a 
greater  extent  of  jurisdiction  and  autliority,  aliso  with  some  means 
n  money.  Which  beintc  delilserated  on,  Mess"  Henrick  Dirckz 
'[li^^l,  L'ornells  de  Graeff,  Baron  of  S<.>uth  Polsbroeck,  D'  Joan 
jlaeu,  Cornells  Ueelvincli,  Nicolaes  van  Loon  and  D''  Frans  Reaell, 
xtK  apiwinted  a  Committee  to  consider,  according  to  the  informa- 
ion  received  from  the  Diiectoi-s  of  the  Colonie  afoi-esaid,  in  what 
iianiier  said  Colonie  can  most  properly  be  separated  from  tlie  con- 
leclion  with  said  Company,  and  be  provided  with  more  extensive 
urisdictiou  and  autliority,  also  with  some  means  in  money  at  the 
east  cost  to  this  city,  and  to  report  their  opinions  and  advice  there- 
ipun. 


WME  THOUGHTS  ON  THE  COLONIE  AT  THE  SOUTH 
RIVER  IN  NEW  NETHEBLAND. 

First.  Why  the  city  of  Amsterdam  ought  not  only  to  continue, 
lut  with  great  vigor,  advance  it. 

'Tis  linown  to  every  one  and  beyond  contradiction,  that  all  trade 
i  frnm  time  to  time  falling  off  in  our  rountry,  also  that  there  is 
othiug  in  view  from  which  any  improvement  is  to  be  exjiected; 
nd  this  not  occurring,  'tis  also  beyond  dispute  that  the  ruin  of  the 
late,  but  principally  of  Amsterdam,  is  in  time  to  be  thence  appre- 
tnJed,  since  it  exists  by  trade  only.  Whence  this  diversion  of 
rade  proceeds  is  notorious ;  it  piincipally  proceeds  from  the  great 
■alnusy  which  our  prosperity  has  excited  among  all  the  Potentates 
f  Europe,  and  therefore  every  possible  obstacle  has  been  thrown  in 
ur  way  by  France,  England,  Sweden  and  Denmark.  This  is  so 
iitorious  that  I  think,  in  order  to  avoid  prolixity,  it  is  unnecessary 
1  lie  minute.  The  second  cause  whereby  trade  has  been  diverted 
fit  only  by  the  aforesaid  Kingdoms,  but  by  the  Hanse  Towns  which 
ioora  whilst  we  are  decaying,  is  the  excessive  rate  of  the  convoys 
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both  on  the  outfacing  and  incoming  goods.  But  ou  the  former  'ti: 
to  be  considered,  since  all  tlie  Potentates  of  Europe  embarrass  uui 
tr»de,  how  nuich  profit  ia  to  be  expected  from  New  Netherlawi 
where  if  it  were  peopled,  no  one  can  embarrass  us,  it  being  beyunt 
eontradictiiin  the  finest  country  in  the  world;  where 'everytli in) 
can  be  produced  that  Is  grown  in  France  or  the  Baltic  |  (><«t*H),  auc 
which  can  in  course  of  time  be  as  great  as  both  those  Kinsdum; 
together.  The  English  afford  us  an  instance  of  the  worthiness  o 
New  Netherland,  which  from  their  Colony  alone  already  sends  M 
vessels,  both  large  and  small,  to  the  Islands.  There  is  now  as  t^onc 
nn  opportunity  as  ever  can  offer  for  increasing  the  population  nitt 
nnmberH  of  men,  mechanics,  &c.,  from  home  and  from  Gemuii]' 
Norway,  tlie  East,  Westphalia  and  those  countries  which  have  berr 
ruined  within  two  years  by  haM  times,  but  principally  by  the  ft 
secution  to  which  those  of  The  Faith  throughout  tlie  entire  o:

These  expenses  for  a  settlement  of  50  iiiei 
need  not  continue  longer  than  until  there  be  an  abundance  of  Colu 
nista,  which  will  be  the  case  in  a  year  or  two  were  the  matter  tatei 
zealously  in  hand;  andlnaveryfewyears  tlie  trade  to  NewNetlier 
land  from  Amsterdam  alone  will  be  very  considerable  were  noW; 
to  be  admitted  but  those  who  apply;  and  trade  wilt  come  not  onli 
from  the  city's  Colonic  but  from  the  English  who  offer,  if  we  iril 
trade  with  them,  to  make  a  little  slit  in  the  door,  whereby  we  cac 
reach  them  overland  without  having  recourse  to  the  passage  by  sea 
lest  trade  with  them  may  be  forbidden  by  the  Kingdom  of  Englanil 
which  will  not  allow  us  that  in  their  Colony.  Now  whereas  ever) 
considerable  sum  employed  by  the  city,  is  expended  with  regard  n 
its  advant^e  or  profit,  they  think  such  is  hereinbefore  sufficientl; 
proved  by  good  ai^ument.  No  money  can  be  more  usefully  (lis 
bursed  than  for  this  Colonie,  and  that  will  certainly  be  only  a  mat 
ter  of  a  loan.

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Now,  to  effect  tills  with  good  aucceaa,  'tia  necessary  tbat  a  suffi- 
cient fund  be  assigned  to  the  Commissioners,  whereof  they  might 
dispose  unfler  the  supervision  and  with  communication  of  the 
Rifcht  Worshipful  Burgomasters;  for  'tis  certain  that  the  Colonie 
of  the  South  river  is  nigh  fallen  to  ruin,  because  what  hss  been 
needed  for  each  equipage,  has  dragged  along  in  the  Council  a  very 
long  time  before  any  resolution  was  adopted  thereupon,  wherefore 
the  ships  took  their  departure,  the  suitable  season  was  lost  and

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  AMSTERDAM.

Ib  also  beard  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  the  22^  Feb- 
ruary last  to  consider  in  wliat  way  the  city's  Colonie  in  New  Nrth- 
erland  can  best  be  benefitted,  stating,  in  substance,  that  having 
heard  tlieopinionsof  the  Directors  of  the  aforesaid  Colonie  snbniitted 
in  writing  to  the  Council  and  registered  in  Muniment  Register  D., 
folio  80,  they  cannot  think  otherwise  than  that,  if  said  Colonie  lie 
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|HT)])erly  OTstained  for  a  few  ycHra,  it  would,  by  tlie  inci-easeof  in- 
liabitiints,  fiintish  great  trade  to  this  city,  ms  the  liind  was  found  to 
liroduce  almoat  all  tlie  Hiticles  which  must  at  present  be  brouglit 
[roin  the  Baltic  (Oostzee). 

That  the  aforesaid  proper  support  could  be  furnished  were  a  suf- 
ficient aum  of  3  ''«  .  4  tous  of  gold  laid  aside  to  enable  such  equipage 
aLid  other  necessaries  a:^  tlie  good  of  the  service  may  demand,  to  be 
Lumually  supplied,  at  pi-opcr  seasons,  from  the  income  thereof,  with- 
out being  obliged  to  apply  over  and  over  again  to  this  Council  for 
iwrmiasion  and  subsidy  therefor;  since  it  appears  sufficiently  clear 
auil  api>arent  that  the  slow  progress  of  said  Colonie  arose  f r.  m  tlie 
tedious  deliberations  on  the  state  and  provision  of  the  aforesaid 
subsidy,  whei-el>y  the  season  for  the  departure  of  the  ships  was  fi-e- 
queiitly  lost;  aa  well  as  from  tiie  scarcity  of  those  subsidies  which 
frequently  could  not  suffice  for  providing  so  many  neceasjiries  as 
we  always  demanded  in  the  first  beginnings  of  a  Colonie.

tlie  latter  had  commuDicatetl  a  written  exti-act  tmm  their  resolu- 
tioiia,  to  the  effect  that  half  the  duty  of  tiiia  Unlonie  be  ce<ied  to  tlie 
city,  and,  furthermore,  that  Ihe  appeals  from  their  Culonie  to  the 
Direetor  and  Council  of  New  Netlierland  be  abolished,  or  elm>  tliat 
in  tlie  cases  from  tlieir  Coloiiie,  whiuh,  by  appeal,  devolve  on  the 
Director  and  Council,  an  appeal  may  lie  to  the  Supi-eme  Court  here: 
The  wliole  matter  Ijeing  considered,  it  is  resolved  to  place  the  nfort^- 
said  written  extiiict  in  the  liaiids  of  the  C<)mmittee  on  New  Nether- 
land,  fur  immediate  examination  and  re{iort. 

Monday,  30^  July,  1663. 

The  Committee  on  New  Netlierland,  having  made  a  report  on 
the  ftlemoir  of  tlie  city'u  Commis^oiieni,  dated  i:!"'  of  July,  which 
was  submitteil  to  the  meeting  on  the  13'^  next  ensuing,  the  opinion 
of  the  aforesikid  Committee  is  heard,  and  everything  being  duly  ex- 
amined, it  ia  unanimously  resolved  and  concluded  that  the  follow- 
ing shall  be  furnished,  as  an  answer: 

The  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company,  Chamber 
at  Amsterdam,  having  seen  and  examined  the  Memoir  of  Mess"  the 
Comtuissiuners  and  Directors  of  this  city  up<in  their  Coionie  in  New 
Nttherland,  dated  the  l^"*  instant,  consisting  of  two  points,  tirst : 
That  in  place,  as  at  present,  according  to  the  Company's  order  and 
the  Conditions  enacted  with  the  Right  Worshipful  Burgomaaters 
of  this  city,  all  tlie  New  Netherland  duties  and  convoys  must  be 
paid  to  tlie  Company,  the  afoi'esaid  Directors  resigning  a  portion 
thereof,  are  willing  to  grant  and  eoncede  the  same  Lo  the  city  afore- 
said, for  reasons  set  forth  in  the  aforesaid  Memoir,  that  the  said 
city  may  henceforth  absolutely  receive  and  administer  the  convoys 
and  dnties  of  all  such  goods  as  will  be  sent  hence  direct  to  the  South 
river  in  New  Netherland,  ]irovided  that  the  aforesaid  city  keep  a 
proper  account  of  the  receipt  and  administration  theioof,  and  (lay 
one-half  of  the  clear  proceeds  to  the  Comiiany,  and  they  may  retain 
the  other  half  for  tliemselves;  witli  express  restriction  tliat  the 
aforesaid  other  half  shall  be  employed  for  the  advantage  and  greater 
security  of  their  Coionie,  in  erecting  and  repairing  public  works, 
maintaining  their  olticers  and  such  like  things,  with  offer  to  prove 
the  same  at  all  times. 

Secondly.  That,  from  judgments  pronounced  by  the  Director 
and  Council  of  New  Netlierland,  in  matters  devolved  ori  them  by 
appeal  from  the  aforesaid  city's  Coionie,  according  to  the  agree- 
ment, an  appenlnuty,  if  necessary,  be  allowed  to  the  Supreme  Court 
of  this  country. 

The  above  named  Directoi-s,  having  taken  all  the  aforesaid  into 
consideration,  and  especially  weighed  on  one  hand  the  re^isous  ad- 
vanced by  the  aforesaid  Commissioners  and  Directors,  and,  on  the 
30— Vol.  V. 
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other  hand,  the  constitution  of  the  charter,  orders  and  rules  eiiiuted 
by  their  Higlj  Mightinesscii  for  tlte  Company;  in  order  to  Hcquivsce 
in  the  aforesitid  request  in  favor  of  the  aforesaid  city's  Colonie.  is 
far  as  it  may  in  no  wise  prejudice  tlie  Company,  they  have  resolved, 
on  the  first,  to  request  the  aforenamed  Commissioners  and  Direc ton 
to  excuse  the  Company,  so  far  as  relates  to  their  request,  for  the 
receipt  and  administration  of  the  duty  and  convoys ;  but,  neverthe- 
less, the  Company  grants  and  consents  that  one-half  the  clear  pro- 
ceeds of  the  convoys  and  duty  from  all  the  goods  to  be  sent  diiwt 
from  hence  to  the  aforesaid  city's  Colonie  in  New  Netherland,  shall 
he  received  by  tlie  aforesaid  city  for  the  term  of  eight  consecutive 
years,  m  that  the  receipt  and  administiiition  of  the  duty  and  con- 
voys aforesaid  shall  effectually  remain,  as  hitherto,  without  any 
change  be  made  hereby  therein^  but  the  half  of  the  net  proceeds 
shall  be  |>aid  by  the  Company  to  the  city  aforesaid,  to  be  ex|ieiided 
and  employed  as  requested  in  the  iifoiesaid  Memoir,  all  with  this 
understanding,  that  the  above  mentioned  Commissioners  shall  also 
punctually  ol>8ei"ve  and  execute  all  tlie  foregoing  agreements  and 
consents,  esitecially  what  has  been  by  the  Directoi's  resolved  on  the 
18"  of  February  last,  on  tlie  first  point  of  their  petition,  regaid  beinc 
had,  on  the  one  side,  to  the  evil  consequences  which  might  nrise  in 
other  of  the  Company's  districts;  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  im- 
possibility which  exists  that  judgments  pronounced  In  their  Higb

Directors  of  the  West  India  Comiwny  to  a  certain  Memoir  to  litem 
delivered  on  the  l'2f*  July  last,  containing  two  different  points, 
namely,  first,  that  the  city  may  be  allowed  to  receive  the  dutiessnd 
convoys  of  goods  and  merchandise  going  hence  direct  to  the  iSoutli 
river  of  New  Netherland,  on  condition  of  |>aying  one-half  the  net 
proceeds  thereof  to  the  said  Company  ;  and  secnndly,  that  from  Ott 
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jndgir.enta  pronounced  by  the  Director-Genenil  and  Council  of  New 
Sftherland  in  casea  devolved  on  them  by  appeal  from  fwid  city's 
Colonic,  an  appeal  may  also  lie  to  the  Supreme  Court  here ;  linve 
observed  tiy  the  aforesaid  written  aiiHwer,  on  the  flrst  point,  that 
th*  said  Company  does  In  fact  concede  to  the  city  tiie  half  of  the 
aforesaid  duty  and  convoy  for  the  term  of  8  years,  but  that  the  same 
must  be  collected  by  the  aforesaid  Company  which  accordint^ly 
would  have  to  pay  over  the  half  to  the  city ;  this  being  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  Commissioners,  who  have  principally  observed 
that  the  natnro  of  the  case  is  such  that  the  city  up  to  this  time  hath 
resened  this  trade  not  for  privat*  individuals  but  exclusively  for 
herself,  their  Honors  therefore  think  that  the  Company,  wishing  to 
avoid  double  trouble,  requires  only  to  be  paid,  so  long  as  the  trade 
is  carried  on  directly  and  immediately  by  the  city,  the  half  of  the 
the  net  proceeds  of  the  duty  and  convoy  to  which  such  goods  and 
merchandiseas  the  city  will  send  thither,  are  subject;  furthermore, 
have  no  objection  to  the  Comiiany  receiving  the  duties  and  con- 
voys OD  the  goods  which  will  be  sent  thither  by  private  iuilividuals, 
provided  the  city  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint,  in  the  Company's 
oOlce,  a  person  who  shall  there  receive  for  it  the  half  of  those  duties 
and  convoys. 

In  regard  to  the  2°'  point :  Uf  the  appeals.  As  the  Company 
makes  so  many  objections,  this  point  will  be  given  up,  and  as  the 
planting  of  this  Colonic  Imth  already  cost  the  city  considerable,  and 
the  latter  therefore  deserves  to  be  encouraged  in  order,  with  more 
power  and  zeal  than  heretofore,  to  advance  the  work,  which  will 
still  require  many  thousands,  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  that 
the  time  is  now  come  when  the  city  must  provide  for  its  relief,  to 
the  end  that  it  may  enjoy  the  effect  of  the  Conditions  which  she  en- 
tered into  with  the  West  India  Com|Niny  and  have  been  appioved 
by  their  High  Mightinesses,  vizt.,  That  the  toll  or  duty,  by  which- 
ever name  it  goes,  that  is  paid  in  the  city's  Colonie  on  the  South 
river,  may  be  exi«iided  now  by  the  city  in  the  construction  and 
maintHiiiiiiK  of  the  pulilic  works,  as  expressly  directed  by  the  tj'^ 
article  of  the  printed  Conditions  and  is  verlfally  also  more  fully  ex- 
pressed. The  Commissioners  and  Directors,  above  named,  there- 
fore doubt  not  but  the  Company  will  now  consent  hereunto,  at  least 
if  it  desire  to  see  so  good  a  work  zealously  taken  in  hand  and  ad- 
vanced, both  for  the  greater  security  of  its  interests  there  and  for 
the  advantage  of  this  State  in  general;  in  which  case  the  tolls  afore- 
said might  be  received  both  by  those  who  will  be  appointed  there 
by  the  Company  and  by  the  city,  in  order  to  obtain  more  certain  in- 
formation that  they  were  employed  no  otherwise  than  in  the  con- 
struction aud  preparation  of  the  public  works,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  proved ;  the  surplus  thereof  shall  be  paid  back  to  the  Com- 
pany, as  the  city  is  not  requiring  it  for  herself. 
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And  whereas  (freat  complaints  have  been  frequently  made  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  coloiiiats  ruuiiiaK  awuy  from  the  city's  Col- 
onie,  which  necessarily  tends  to  injure  the  city'ri  interests  in  tliat 
iiuui'tcr ;  they  are,  therefore,  of  opinion  that,  in  order  to  obvml«  ;ill 
distrusts  lietween  olHcers  on  both  sides  there,  it  would  be  very  mJ- 
vantageoua  that  said  Company  should  expressly  order  its  officers  nut 
to  harbor  any  |)ersons  coming  from  tlie  city's  Coloiiie,  unless  |iii>> 
vided  with  proper  passports,  otherwise  to  send  tbem  Itack  on  demaiid. 
said  Commissioners  undertaking  to  reciprocate  and  act  iii  the  aauir 
way  in  case  any  one  sliould  come  over  in  the  same  manner  from  tlir 
Company's  district.

The  Commissioners  of  New  Netlierland  being,  pursuant  to  thpir 
resolution  of  the  3""  instant,  in  further  conference  with  the  Ci>ni- 
missionera  and  Directors  of  the  city's  district  on  the  South  river, 
and  having  made  a  report  thereof,  after  hearing  their  opinions  and 
the  additional  Memoir  of  the  aforesaid  city's  Commissioners  of  tlif

sented  to,  and  further  to  request  the  Comiiany,  having  laid  asiOe 
divers  and  weighty  motives  to  the  contrary,  zealously  to  encounp* 
tlie  advancement  of  tlie  aforesaid  Colonle  in  the  s|>eediest  mannF-r. 
Agrees  with  the  register  of  the  aforesaid  resolutions,

Rtpiirt  of  the  Commiggioners  and  Directors  over  this  citi/'x  Colonk  U 
New  Netherlaiid  to  the  Right  Worshipful,  the  Burgonai»ters.  wi*- 
mitted  the  lO""  Attgust,  tH63. 

Your  Worships  have  been  heretofore  informed  that  the  L'oiDtiil-^ 
sioners  and  Directors  bad,  by  their  own  experience  and  knowleilRt. 
seen  and  perceived  the  obstruction  and  damage  inflicted  on  the  Cul- 
onie  in  New  Netherland,  especially  in  the  matter  of  judicature.  aiiJ 
that  accordingly  to  obviate  it  liad  obtained  from  the  West  lfA\i 
Comiiany  not  only  that  there  sliould  be  iio  appeal  in  criminul  cases, 
but  that  the  sum  to  be  decided  by  ttie  decree  of  the  Schepensoftlie 
city's  Culonie  should,  instead  of  100  guilders,  be  advanced  to  Hi 
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jtuilderf,  HolUtnils;  also,  tliat  to  tlie  cityshould  be  surrendered  and 
conveyed  the  whole  of  tlie  South  river,  from  the  sea  upwards  so  far 
33  tlie  said  river  extends,  and  on  the  North  aide  three  leagues  from 
the  river's  bank  landward  in.  and  on  the  South  side  as  far  as  the 
land  extends  in  that  direction  to  the  Eii^liAh  Cotonie ;  and  aa  the 
Worshipful  Council  of  this  city  did,  afterwards,  ou  the  le"'  March, 
of  this  year,  rwiuest  and  apinint  Mr.  Cornells  de  Graef,  Iiord  of 
South  Polsbroeck,  with  aud  besides  the  Commissioners  aforesaid,  to 
figree.  if  possible,  by  fnrtlier  conference  with  the  West  India  Com- 
|iany,  not  only  to  abolish  appeals  in  toto,  hut  also,  that  henceforth 
tlje  city  should  receive  the  duty  on  the  goods  and  mei-chandise  going 
lience  direct  to  the  South  river,  for  the  defraying  of  the  ex|)enses 
wliicli  are  to  be  incurred  ;  and  as  the  said  business  has  now  Anally 
been  concluded  with  the  West  India  Company  aforesaid,  therefore, 
nnl  only  an  explanation  hereof  will  now  be  f^iveii,  hiTt  also  this  sup- 
[rfementary  report  is  re!S|)ectfully  submitted  to  your  Worships  of  the 
state  of  the  city's  affairs  there,  and  by  what  means  they  can  be 
maintained  and  advanced. 

First.  Concerning  the  abrogation  of  the  appeal,  and  that  accord- 
ingly from  the  judgment  [pronounced]  by  the  Director  and  Council 
of  \ew  Netherland  in  mattersdevolved  by  appeal,  there  shall  lie  an 
aijpeal  to  the  Sclie))ens  of  this  city  or  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  this 
country ;  It  has  been  considered  by  the  Compiiny,  to  that  end  a])- 
pljing  ample  reasons  wherefore  it  could  not  be  done  ;  tlie  same  was 
then  abandoned,  as  we  were  not  able  to  perceive  how  the  city  or  its 
inhabitants  could  hereby,  certainly  not  for  the  present,  be  prejudice<l, 
as  cases  exceeding  600guilderswill  be  of  very  rare  occurrence  there. 

Concerning  the  2."''  (loint ;  The  aforesaid  Company  has  granted  to 
the  city,  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  the  net  half  of  the  receipts  of 
the  duty  and  convoy  of  goods  going  hence  direct  to  the  South  river, 
and  that  for  the  building  and  maintaining  its  public  works  and  sup- 
porting the  oflicers  there;  accordiiiglyonlyhalf  of thedutyandcon- 
voyof  thegocxlKandmercliandisewhichare  sent  on  behalf  of  the  city 
is  jiaid  to  the  Company,  at  whose  office  shall,  furthermore,  be  received 
the  duty  and  convoy  of  the  goods  which  will  be  shipped  thither  by 
private  i>ersons,  but  the  city,  in  order  to  be  served  faithfully  and 
betimes,  shall  be  empowered  to  apjioint  a  iK'rson  there  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  half  thereof  on  its  account. 

Having,  moreover,  obtained  from  the  said  Com|iany,  for  a  like 
number  of  years,  the  toll  or  duty  which  is  i>ald  In  New  Jietherlaiid 
both  on  beaveis  and  oilier  |)eltries  and  Virginia  or  Maryland  to- 
bacco, whereof  the  last  pays  30  stivers  and  the  first  lOi  guilders  per 
HiO  export  duty  (including  the  4  stivers  per  beaver)  and  whatever 
additional  might  be  luid  on  other  and  all  such  returns,  likewise  for 
the  erection  and  maintaining  of  public  works;  which  is  conse- 
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qiietitly  of  such  consideration  as  will  tiereinatter  be  more  fully  sub- 
mitted. 

And  as  the  city's  Colonie  h&a  also  heretofore  been  grieTousIf  in- 
jured by  the  running  away  of  its  colonists,  said  Uompany  hiUli.  on 
the  request  presented  by  the  Commissaries  aforesaid  on  this  occa- 
sion, also  promised  to  introduce  strict  order  to  the  end  ttiat  uo  per- 
sons coming  from  tlie  city's  Colonie  to  the  Manhattans  without  a 
proper  ]tas.<<|>ort,  shall  be  harbored  there  but  sent  back  again,  wliicli 
shall  also  be  done  recipi'ocally  by  the  city,  in  order  thus  to  obviate 
and  remove  all  troubles  between  the  governments  on  either  side. 

This  being  thus  transacted  with  the  West  India  Company  at  a 
further  conference,  we  shall  now  proceed  to  tlie  state  or  condition 
of  the  Colonie  itself,  and  by  what  ineaiis  it  could  be  maintained  and 
advanced. 

Concerning  the  state  or  condition  of  the  Colonie  itaelf .  that  beint 
considered  as  it  will  be  conveyed  to  the  city,  namely  the  eutti'r 
river,  as  hereinbefore  specified,  it  is  found  that  the  Swedes,  Finsand 
other  nations  have  made  and  erected  there  110  good  bouweria. 
stocked  with  about  2,00(1  cows  and  oxen,  20  horses, HO  sheep  and  sev- 
eral thousand  swine. 

The  lands  being  particularly  productive  and  adajited  both  for  till- 
age and  iMisture,  having  exceedingly  fruitful  valleys,  which,  being 
di'ained  at  a  small  expense,  then  return  30  (^  40  fold  for  what's 
sown,  besides  producing  two  crops  a  yeai',  are  therefore,  nut  on)]' 
suitable  for  wheat  and  all  sorts  of  grain,  as  experience  hath  already 
abundantly  shown,  but  also  for  hemp  and  tlax ;  and  rice  will  al^ 
thrive  and  grow  there  particularly  well,  the  low  grounds  being 
thereto  well  adapte9.  A  proof  of  this  shall  then  be  taken  by  the  fint 
opportunity;  also  of  French  prunes  and  other  fruits.  Thus,  peiiplf 
only  must  be  sent  there,  who  are  laborious  and  skilled  in  fanning. 
No  Hollanders  but  other  foreign  nations  must  be  employed  and  at- 
tracted for  this  purpose,  theSwedeJi  a..d  Fins  (who  are  already  there 
in  reasonable  numbers)  being,  among  othei's,  hereunto  particularly 
fitted,  and  of  whom  many  families  or  households  are  from  time  to 
time  ex|>ected,  as  they  have  been  untitled  by  their  countrymen  in 
the  aforesaid  Colonie  of  the  good  opportunity  ttiere.  Already  some 
families  of  them  have  come  from  Swe<len  to  the  number  of  32  souls, 
wlio  only  are  waiting  for  tlie  dejiarture  of  a  ship  thither.  On  this 
occasion  some  cattle  must  t*  given  to  them  there  by  the  city  on  liaU 
the  increase,  to  promote  the  cultivation  of  the  soil ;  they  will  be 
bound  to  restore  these  cattle  with  half  their  increase  in  about  4  or 
5  years  at  most,  whereby  not  only  agriculture  will  be  promoted  in 
the  most  economical  way,  but  the  city  will  aliW  be  thereby  benefitted. 
And  concerning  the  passage  money  whiclj,  together  with  a  fewfanu- 
ing  implements,  the  city  is  advancing  them  only  in  form  of  a  loan. 
tlie  same  shall  be  made  good  in  the  space  of  3  ye^trs  from  the  pro- 
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(luce  of  the  land  they  ahall  hapi>en  to  realize  there,  and  especially  in 
utieat  to  \te  calculated  at  ooly  30  stivei-s  the  skepel ;  thus,  the  city 
will  uot  suffer  any  loss  from  this,  but  be  well  repaid  its  accrued 
interest. 

And,  as  agriculture  is  of  very  great  impoitance  to  this  city,  no 
le«s  so  is  the  trade  which  can  be  very  conveniently  carried  on  there 
not  only  with  the  natives  of  the  country,  but  also  and  principally 
with  the  neifchboring  English  of  Merrllaiid,  who  occupy  themselves 
chiefly  with  the  planting  of  tobacco,  and  are  gi'eatly  inclined  to  such 
trade,  on  account  of  the  suitableness  and  convenience  of  the  places 
and  kills  which  run  in  both  directions,  none  being  more  than  »  half 
hour's  distance  from  the  other.  On  one  of  these,  at  our  side,  called 
Apoqiitnians  kill,  a  stone  house  in  form  of  a  redoubt  ought  to  be 
built,  in  order  to  carry  on  trade  there  more  conveniently,  as  we 
cannot  but  conclude  from  the  reports  of  Director  d'Uinojassa,  and 
also  from  the  circumstances  that  this  trade  of  tobacco  might  be 
carried  on  with  great  advantage  for  the  city,  for  which  reason  it 
iiuicht,  in  our  opinion,  make  an  experiment  in  the  case,  and,  ac- 
cordingly, in  the  first  place  now,  such  a  cargo  as  is  suitable  for  that 
piirpnseought  to  be  sent  thither,  amounting  to  12(3).  )5,lK)0gl.,  not 
ilmibtin-'  but  the  city  will  derive  a  handsome  profit  therefrom. 

This  trade  being  of  so  much  the  mora  importance,  inasmuch  as 
the  country  produce  of  the  Colonie  might  hereby  be  sold  off  and 
consumed,  and  especially  the  barley  and  buckwheat,  from  which  the 
city  or  individuals  there  might  brew  strong  beer,  which  is  much 
sought  for  by  the  Englisli,  who  do  not  manufacture  any.  and  there- 
fore can  be  sold  with  great  profit  for  tobacco. 

So  that  from  both  these,  namely  agriculture  and  trade,  the  ex- 
I>eiises  will  be  sutficiently  met,  as  these  consist  there  only  in  the 
constructionandmaintenaneeof  the  public  works  and  city's  officers; 
on  account  of  the  taking  up  and  occupying  the  entire  river,  the 
tinmlter  must  now  be  increased  by  15  (^ .  16  soldiers,  which  are  con- 
sidered sufficient  to  the  necessary  settlement  and  defence  of  this 
place. 

Against  this  is  to  be  estimated  the  toll  and  duty  which,  by  the 
i)l>ening  of  the  trade  in  beaver  and  other  peltries  with  the  Indians, 
might  be  realized  at  the  South  river;  this  is  said  to  have  annually 
been  10,000  skins,  being  lOi  i>er  cent,  with  4  stivers  quit-rent ;  thus, 
it  Bh.'uld  annually  aniountto fl,  6,(IO0.0U.OO 

And  from  the  tobacco,  which  ynyn  a  duty  of  li  fl, 
per  100;  incase  only  1,000  tubs  were  exported  yearly 
by  private  individuals,  which  will  doubtlessi be  done 
in  time,  that  would  amount  yearly  (each  tub  being 
estimated  at  400  lbs.)  to 6,000.00.00 

Exclusive  of  the  jffofits  to  be  derived  from  2  (ai.  3  breweries 
which  the  city  possesses  there  already,  and  from  which  great  profit 
can  be  realized. 
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As  also  from  the  city's  cuttle  to  be  given  out  oa  halves,  as  above. 

Item,  ID  time,  likewise,  from  the  10*" ;  Home  of  tlie  Swedish  bouw- 
eries  there  are  already  over  two  years  iu  arrear,  aiid  tliese  arctais 
must  therefore  be  paid  to  tlie  city. 

Yet,  as  pnivision  must  be  made  here  for  the  expenses  of  the  pas- 
sage and  board  of  the  colonists  who  will  happen  to  go  tbitlier  (and 
tlie  gi'eater  the  numbei'  of  these  from  time  to  time,  the  sooner  Kill 
the  city  reap  the  fruits  thereof),  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  to  find 
means  thereunto,  and  that  merely  for  the  space  of  3  years  and  no 
longer,  in  order  vigorously  to  promote  bo  good  a  work,  which,  we 
are  of  opinion,  under  correction,  will  tend  to  the  best  advantage  of 
the  State  in  geneml  and  this  city  in  particular,  believing  that  it  will 
then  be  »o  far  advanced,  that  such  passage  money  wilt  be  able  tu  be 
derived  from  the  revenue  of  the  Colonie  itself. 

And  as  your  worships  have  been  informed  on  the  14"ult°tlMt 
Director  Alexander  d'Hinojossa  wiis  to  sail  hence  for  tlie  Siuth 
river  with  lOD  colonists,  includini;  32  Finns,  and  that  in  addition 
such  ftirgoes  were  to  be  sent  as  were  required  at  first  as  an  enperi- 
ment  for  the  Menilaiid  trade,  the  Commissioners  above  njentioned 
have  considered  it  their  duty  hereby  to  remind  your  Worehips there- 
of, as  it  caimot  adniit  of  any  furtlier  delay  in  case  the  season  of  the 
year  is  to  be  taken  advantage  of.  Your  Worships  are,  therefore,  re- 
quented  to  give  orders  to  the  end  that  this  money  for  the  aforesaid 
Merri  laud  trade  maybe  placed  in  our  hands  to  enable  us  topurclisse 
the  necessary  merchandise  therewith,  and  in  case  your  WorBbi|» 
may  not  be  disposed  to  the  whole  of  thU,  and  couHequentiy  be 
pleased  to  participate  only  in  half,  be  the  same  more  or  leas,  or  in- 
deed,  in  none  of  it,  in  such  circumstances  the  Commutsiouere  offer 
to  make  up  the  requisite  sum,  or  else  to  have  the  whole  put  on 
board,  by  whom  then,  furthermore,  a  ship  will  be  looked  up,  in 
which  will  then  be  most  speedily  dispatched  the  aforesaid  cargo  snd 
people,  for  the  payment  of  whose  passHge  they  have  still  some  of  the 
city's  money  on  hand. 


RESOLUTIONS    OF    THE    COUNCIL  OF   THE  CITV  OF

Mr.  Comelis  de  Graef ,  Lord  of  South  Polabroeck,  being  appointed 

by  previous  resolution  of  the  IB'"  of  March  last,  with  the  Commi*- 

sioners  and  Directors  of  this  city's  Colonie  in  New  Netherlxnd.  to 

resume  the  conference  witii  the  Dii-ectors  of  the  West  India  Com- 
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pany,  for  the  punxtse  of  obtaiiiiiif;  from  said  Company,  for  the  !»- 
hoof  of  the  aforesaid  C<»lonie,  tlie  Conditions  contiiined  in  the 
aforeHHid'Commiasianers'  resolution,  hath  summarily  reported  the 
result  nf  tlie  aforesaid  conference,  and  referred  more  fully  to  the 
written  rei>ort  this  day  delivered  to  Meas",  the  burgomasters,  In  the 
narae  of  s»id  Commissioners,  setting  forth  what  was  consented  and 
agreed  to  hy  the  aforementioned  Directors  in  the  aforesaid  confer- 
ence, also  theiictual  condit  ionof  the  said  Colonic  and  what  is  thought 
necessary  tor  tlie  promotion  and  itdvantage  thereof;  which  written 
I{eport,a3  i-ecorded  in  Muniment  Register,  D.,fol.  108,  beingread  and 
considei'ed ,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  to  send  u  cargo  nf  merchan- 
dise to  the  value  of  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand  guilders,  to  the  afoi'e- 
said  ColODie,  to  be  traded  there  as  an  experiment,  namely,  half  on 
account  of  the  city  and  the  other  half  on  account  of  said  Commis- 
sioners and  Directors;  w hereunto  the  city  and  the  Commissioners 
shall  eiicli  funiish  half  the  sum,  and  in  return  each  shuU  partici- 
pate in  half  the  profits  and  loss  accruing  on  the  aforesaid  cargoes. 
And  it  is  further  recommended  by  the  Council  that  not  only  Swedes 
and  Finns  but  also  people  of  other  nalions  should  be  accepted  as 
colonists  to  be  sent  over.

The  Commissioners  and  Directors  having  considered  that  a  suita- 
ble ship  ought  to  be  sent  this  year,  and  before  the  f  mst,  to  the  South 
river,  not  only  with  a  goodly  numl)er  of  farmers,  besides  the  imple- 
ments required  for  agriciiltund  purposes,  but  also  with  some  cargoes 
and  goods  for  the  continuance  and  promotion  both  of  agriculture 
and  trade,  together  likewise  with  a  good  quantity  of  ammunition 
and  materials  to  bring  and  maintain  tliat  place  in  a  pro|)er  state  of 
defence,  and  having  accordingly  submitted  their  siteculatinns  as  to 
the  expenses  which  should  be  incurred  for  this  outlit  and  what  de- 
pends thereon,  are  of  opinion,  under  correction,  that  besides  other 
things  there  would  he  required  fur  that  purpose,  viz' ; 

Tlie  passage  and  board  of  the  farmers  to  be  conveyed  over  ;  item, 
the  amount  of  their  implements,  also  ammunition  and  materials 
and  what  depends  thereojj ,  about  the  sum  of  13  (</ .  14,U(I0  guilders. 
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For  cnrgofs  and  goods  bntli  for  the  trade  with  the  Merrikinden 
and  the  IndiuiiD.  together  about  36  (a  .  36,000  guilders. 

In  addition  to  this,  it  willbeiiecesaary.aceording  to  the  report  of 
Director  Alexander  d'llinojossa,  to  Bend  thither  ImmediHtetT  SO 
nettroea  who  are  particularly  adapted  to  the  preinration  of  the  tsI- 
leys,  whicii  are  found  exceedingly  fertile,  as  can  expressly  be  seen 
bytlie  letters  liiat  received,  and  for  other  he-avy  woric ;  also  for  the 
advancement  of  agriculture,  which  we,  too,  can  apprehend ;  where- 
fore we,  under  correction,  are  of  opinion  that  a  contract  ought  to  be 
ent«r«i  into  with  the  West  India  Company  here  for  the  delivery  of 
such  a  number;  we  think  they  can  be  obtained  for  230  guilderseach, 
or  thereabout,  which,  in  such  ca.se,  would  be  for  50  negroes  fl.lt. SOO. 

Your  WorHhii>a  must  likewise  be  informed  that,  on  the  last  two 
outfits,  both  in  the  passage  money  of  the  persons  going  over  as  In 
freight  and  averages  of  the  goods  sent  witlt  them,  there  wasa  delkit 
of  about  8,000  gl.,  as  far  as  can  be  moat  correctly  ascertained. 

And,  although  all  this  amounts,  for  this  turn,  to  a  large  sum,  jet 
the  Commi3.sionera  and  Directors  aforenamed  are  and  remain  ol 
opinion,  after  having  thoroughly  examined  and  investigated  tbe 
nature  and  qualities  of  these  outlandish  Colonies,  t)hat  the  oulb; 
wliich  now  and  hereafter  must  be  incurred,  will,  with  God's  IjIm- 
ing,  be  in  its  time  abundantly  rei)aid. 

And  to  show  their  sincerity  in  this  their  opinion,  the  Corami*- 
sioners  do  hereby  offer  to  share  one-half  the  expense  which  willbt 
incurred  after  this,  in  ttie  advancement  of  tlie  Colonie. 

Beginning,  accordingly,  from  now  forward,  and  with  tins  jiro- 
jected  venture,  fully  imderstanding  tliat  they  will  then  alsoahaie, 
they  and  their  heirs,  in  half  of  all  tlie  effects  and  rights  whidi  tbe 
city  already  possesses  in  that  country,  of  what  nature  soever  the 
same  may  be ;  on  the  other  hand,  they,  tlie  Commissioners  afoie- 
said,  will  ah  are  notonly  the  half  of  the  ab^ve  8,000  gl.,  but  alsosach 
debts  as  shall  be  i>aid  in  that  country  on  account  of  the  city :  iirthii 
case,  the  profit  and  loss  in  the  farming,  etc..  whicli.after  thiHtime. 
will  arise,  shall  be  divided  and  charged  half  and  half,  as  the  natme 
and  equity  of  the  matter  will  then  deteiinine. 

And,  although  your  Worsliips  have  participated  the  last  time  oolj 
for  ith  part  in  the  cargoes  for  the  common  trade,  and  liere  wnuU 
\ie  willing  to  partici|)ate  only  for  a  like  quarter  in  the  purchase  uf 
tlie  required  cargoes  now  to  be  sent ;  nevertheless,  whenever  juur 
Worahil»  may  afterwards  so  resolve,  you  will  be  always  hereafter  it 
liberty  to  enter  for  the  half  in  this  trade  and  venture,  in  order  to 
have,  in  this  way,  an  equal  atiare  in  everything. 

And  as  it  has  been  heretofore  noticed  tliat  some  membersof  your 
Worsliipful  Council  have  eiitei-tained  u  different  opinion  respecting 
the  founding  and  pnigi-ess  of  this  Colonie,  yea  even  now  jierbaps  not 
enough  will  be  hereby  effected, and  your  Worships  accordingly  m*! 
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resolve  to  appoint  a  committee  tlie  better  to  be  informed  by  U8  of 
everything,  we  therefore  Intend  to  be  able  to  give  tbem  such  an  cx- 
ptanation  of  things  as  Hhall  be  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Only  respectfully  requesting,  as  time  is  |iassing  and  tliework  is  of 
so  much  importance  as  not  to  admit  well  of  delay,  that  your  Wor- 
sbiiH  wonld  be  pleased  to  allow  your  resolution  hereon  to  reach  us 
u  speedily  as  possible,  and  especially  tiiat  regarding  the  slaves,  for 
procuring  which  the  West  India  Company  here  has  a  ship  ready  to 
sail,  but  before  lier  departure,  whicli  will  take  place  in  4  (»'.  5  days. 
a  contnict  must  t^e  made  with  the  Comiiany  for  the  delivery  of  the 
said  50  iieail,  or  else  anotiier  entire  year  will  have  been  lost,  which 
*ould  tend  to  the  serious  disadvantage  of  agriculture  in  that  coun- 
try, as  your  Worsliips  will  be  able  yourselves  to  perceive  from  what 
pmiedes,  whose  resolution  hereupon  then  we  shall  expect  imme- 
diately.   Meanwhile  remaining,  &c.

The  Burgomastei-s  have  submitted  to  the  Council  some  pro|M)t<als 
of  the  (Commissioners  and  Directors  of  the  city's  Colonic  in  New 
Xctherlimd.resitectiug  its  maintenance  and  advancement  and  wliat 
to  that  eud  should  at  pivsent  be  taken  by  the  liaud  and  put  in  o|iera- 
tioii;  according  to  the  aforesaid  proposal  contained  in  writing  and 
euregistered  in  Muniment  Itegister,  D.,  ful.  148.. 

Wliich  tieing  considered,  Mr.  Joris  Backer,  Mr.  Peter  Cloeck, 
Dr.  Joan  Blueu,  Oornelis  Geclvinck  and  Gerard  Hasselaar  are  re- 
quested and  appointed  to  hear  the  aforesaid  Commissioners  anil 
Direi'lors  further  toucliing  said  proposal,  and  to  examine  the  same 
auU  to  report  their  opinions  and  advice  thereupon  at  the  earliest 
moment.

Heard  the  report  and  advice  of  the  Committee  of  this  Council, 
which,  pursuant  and  for  the  fulfillment  of  its  resolution,  date<l  the 
24"  instant,  bad  further  heard  the  Commissihiieni  and  Directors  of 
this  city's  Colonic  iu  New  Netherland,  and  afterwards  examined 
and  weighed  some  I*roi>osals  touching  the  maintenance  and  ad- 
vancement of  said  Colonie,  and  what  ought  at  present  be  inider- 
taken  and  put  in  opemti<in  for  that  purpose  according  to  said  Pri>- 
pfwals  submitted  iu  writing  and  enregisteied  in  Muniment  Book, 
D.,  fol.  148. 
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Whicli  being  considered  it  ia  resolved  and  concluded  that  the 
above  mentioned  Uommi§aioriers  and  Directors  of  tlie  aforesaid 
Colonie  aliall,  according  to  tlieir  proposed  offer,  slitire  for  onHialf 
in  tlie  exiiensea  Viiicli  will  henceforth  be  incurred  in  the  planting 
uf  said  Colonie  from  this  time  forward  and  in  the  projected  adveu- 
ture,  so  that  they,  tlie  Commissioners  and  Directors,  shall,  for 
themselves  and  their  heirs,  particiiiat«  for  oue4ialf  in  all  the  ef^erU 
and  rights  wliich  the  city  ali-eady  possesses  and  may  hereafter  ob- 
tain in  that  quarter,  of  what  nature  soever  they  may  be ;  thervfora 
they,  tlie  Commissioners  and  Directors,  siiall  also  bear  the  half  in 
tlie  sum  of  eiglit  thousand  guilders  which  ai'e  deficient  ou  the  ivo 
last  ventures  to  the  aforesaid  (Jolonie,  both  in  passage  moiiev  of  tlie 
colonists  that  went  over  and  in  freiglit  and  average  sent  with  them, 
and  in  all  debts  that  will  be  paid  in  New  Netherlaiid  on  ttie  part  of 
this  city.  And  this  on  condition  that  all  the  Tenths,  together  with 
all  profits  and  losses  which  will  liereafter  accrue  in  farming  and 
otherwixe,  sliall  be  shared  and  borne  half  and  half;  the  agreement 
with  Director  d'HinoJnssa  res[ieuting  tlie  farming  on  the  behalf  vf 
this  city  remaining  valid. 

But  so  far  as  regards  the  cui^oes  of  merclinndise  to  be  now  sent 
thither  to  be  traded,  it  is  understood  tliat  the  city  shaU  liave  only 
one-f?urth  share  therein,  the  remaining  tliree-fourths  being  for  tlif 
account  of  the  Commissioners  and  Directors ;  on  condition,  iipver 
Iheless,  that  the  city  shall  be  at  liberty,  if  desiring  it,  to  participate 
for  one-half  in  the  cargoes  whicli  hereafter  shall  l)e  sent  to  the  Ciiii*- 
nie  aforesaid.  And  the  Burgomasters  are  further  authorized  to 
borrow  on  interest  through  tlie  medium  of  said  Commissioner!'  and 
Directors,  the  moneys  at  present  required  lX)tli  for  the  |»ssage  of 
the  new  colonists  and  for  other  necessaries  and  for  the  purchase  of 
slaves  and  tlie  cargoes  of  goods  to  be  sent  off,  &c.,  according  tn  the 
foregoing  Pro[Hisal8  and  as  far  as  tlie  share  of  this  city  amounts  to. 
And  the  Uommissioners  are  thanked  for  the  trouble  they  have  taier. 


BEMONSTRANCE  OF  THE  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY. 

Totk&Higk  and  Mighty  Lords  Staltg-Oetural : 

The  Directors  of  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company 
respectfully  remonsti-ate  against  the  unreasonable  and  nniustifiahle 
proceedings  of  the  English  in  America,  who  not  only  have  forcibly 
settled  themselves  on  many  districts  first  discovered  and  taken  into 
possession  by  tlie  Company, as  appeared  by  the  tokeus  thereof  sbii'li 
had  been  sitechdly  set  np,  and  had  still  been  standing  at  the  time  of 
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this  forcibly  entry  of  the  EhkHsIi,  but  also  invaded  several  places 
which  had  been  broiiKbt  under  cultivation,  and  wliere  towns  und' 
villafceH  had  been  organized  under  their  own  governments  in  the 
name  of  your  High  MightinesHes.  As  a  ground  for  their  unright- 
eous conduct,  they  perverted  merely  vague  patents  from  the  King 
of  Great  Britain,  conveyinK  to  them  (as  was  reasonable]  those  lands 
which  were  not  occupied  by  others.  The  Company  not  l>elng  able, 
as  they  were  taken  by  surprise,  to  |>revent  these  proceedinipi,  in 
every  instance  at  first  attempted  means  of  reconciliation  before  re- 
eounte  would  be  had  to  force.  For  this  end,  they  used,  from  time 
to  time,  many  efforts  to  procure  a  settled  boundary  line  between 
the  possessions  of  the  two  nations,  agreed  upon  either  here  in 
America  or  else  in  Europe,  believing  that  by  this  means  all  future 
difficulties  might  be  prevented  and  requesting  the  aid  and  influence 
of  your  High  Mightinesses  for  the  attainment  of  that  end.  The 
Uonipany  advanced  so  far  in  the  matter  in  America,  that,  in  the 
year  SIxttwn  hundred  and  fifty,  there  was  established  at  Hartford  a 
l*rovisional  boundary  line, subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  supreme 
governments  on  t>oth  sides,  and  your  High  Mightinesses  insisted, 
thi-ougb  yuur  Ambassadors  in  England,  either  that  a  boundary 
might  be  concluded  on  here,  or  that  the  one  ol  HartfonI  miglit  be 
approved,  or  else  that  some  persons  in  America  might  be  autliorized 
on  both  sides  to  draw  up  a  Boundary  line.  Still,  this  had  no  influ- 
ence in  fstvorably  disposing  the  English  towards  this  object,  but  it 
appeared  evident  that  they  were  moving  onwards  in  their  |iroceed- 
iogs,  in  order, as  it  seems,  being  elated  by  their  first  successful  com- 
mencement, to  make  themselves  masters,  righteously  or  unright- 
eously, of  the  whole  Province,  to  turn  the  Company  out  of  the 
cities,  towns  and  entire  country ;  and  to  reduce  all  New  Netherland 
under  England,  t-o  the  humiliation  of  your  High  Mightinesses,  to 
the  great  Injury  of  the  commerce  of  this  State,  to  the  incalculable 
loss  of  the  Company  and  the  ruin  of  many  inhabitants  in  those 
parts.  For,  iwssiiig  by  the  previous  violences,  of  which  a  full  ac- 
count has  been  given  in  Remonstrances  heretofore  presented  to  your 
High  Mightinesses,  they  sent,  on  the  twenty-seventii  and  twenty- 
eighth  of  July,  one  Captain  Talcott,  with  sixteen  or  eighteen  men 
on  liorselMick  to  the  town  named  Uostdorp,  under  your  High  Might- 
inesses' authority  and  government,  who,  un  his  arrival,  absolved 
the  inhabitants  from  the  oath  of  allegiance  taken  to  the  government 
there,  displaced  the  Magistrates  apixtinted  by  the  Comimny,  ap- 
pointed others  in  their  stead,  and  thus  made  themselves  masters  of 
tlie  town.  Not  content  with  that,  but  procee<llng  in  this  unheard- 
of  coui-se,  the  same  Captain  Talcott,  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  De- 
cember, sent  to  the  town  of  (iravesend,  under  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses'authority,  one  James  Crisp,  to  read  an  address  to  the  liihabi- 
tanta  to  induce  them,  like  those  of  Oostdorp,to  acts  of  sedition,  and

thus  bring  tliem  under  tlie  British  government.  The  intention  wm 
-to  proceed,  for  the  like  object,  to  Flitahing,  Heemstede  and  Kuet- 
dorpand  the  village  of  Gravesend,all  being  places  under  yuur  High 
Mightinesses.  This  was  prevented  by  tlie  arrest  in  Gravesend  of 
the  aforesaid  person  in  very  season,  for,  on  the  twenty-fonrtb  of 
December,  in  the  evening,  one  hundred  and  fifty  English,  on  horse- 
back and  on  foot,  came  into  the  tnva,  surrounded  the  dwellitig  of 
Lieutenant  Stiiwell,  demanded  him  dead  or  alive,  broke  into  th« 
house  and  committed  much  violence.  TIte  Company,  in  considen- 
tion  of  the  close  Hlliance  between  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  utd 
the  States-General,  have  not  dared  to  offer  any  opposition,  until  the 
matter  be  first  communicated  to  your  High  Mightinesses,  and  your 
assistance  and  direction  be  invoked,  which  the  Directors  aforesaid 
hereby  request.  Praying,  moreover,  that  your  High  Mightinesses, 
in  consideration  of  the  unrighteous  acta  of  violence  committed  by 
the  English  against  the  Company,  would  be  pleased  to  adopt  tbe 
most  suitable  and  effectual  measures  in  tbe  case. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES-GENERAL. 

Thursday,  20"  December,  I««i 
Read  at  the  meeting  the  Hemonstrance  of  the  attending  Direclots 
of  the  West  India  Company  of  tlieae  parts,  respecting  the  boundarj 
in  New  Netherland,  and  the  wrong  done  them  by  the  English  n»- 
tion.  Which  being  considered  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  tbe 
aforesaid  Remonstrance  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Meas"  Huj- 
gens  and  otliei  their  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  for  the  aSaira  of 
the  West  India  Company,  to  examine,  investigate  and  report. 


FREEIX)MS  AND  EXEMPTIONS  GRANTED  BT  THE 
BOARD  OF  THE  NINETEEN  OF  THE  INCORPO- 
KATED  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY,  TO  ALL  PATROOX.*, 
MASTERS  OB  PRIVATE  PERSONS  WHO  WILL  PLANT 
COLONIES  IN  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

I.  Such  membei-s  of  the  said  Company  as  may  be  inclined  to  setlk 
a  Colonie  in  New  Netherland,  shall  be  permitted  to  send  in  (It* 
shiiKj  of  this  Company  going  thither,  three  or  four  persons  toin- 
si)ect  the  situation  of  the  country,  provided  that  they,  with  tbe 
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officers  and  ship's  company,  swear  to  the  articles,  so  far  as  tbey  re 
late  to  tliem,  unil  piiy  for  pivivisions  and  fur  passage,  going  itnd  com- 
ing, six  trtivers  per  diem;  and  sucli  as  tfeaire  to  eat  in  tlie  cabin, 
twelve  stivers,  and  to  be  subordinate  and  give  assistance  likeothera, 
in  eases  offensive  and  defensive;  aud  if  any  sliijts  be  taken  from  the 
enemy,  they  shall  receive,  pro  rata,  their  proportions  with  the  ship's 
company,  each  according  to  iiis  quality ;  that  is  to  sny,  tlie  colonists 
eating  out  of  the  cabin  shall  be  rated  with  the  sailors,  and  those 
wlio  eat  in  the  cabin  with  those  of  the  Company's  servants  who  eat 
at  table  and  receive  the  lowest  wages. 

II.  Though,  in  this  respect,  shall  be  preferred  such  persons  aa 
have  first  appeai-ed  aud  desired  the  same  from  the  Company. 

III.  All  such  shall  be  acknowledged  Patroons  of  New  Xetherland 
who  shall,  within  the  space  of  four  years  next  after  they  have  given 
notice  to  any  of  the  Chambers  of  the  Company  here,  or  to  the  Com- 
mander or  Council  there,  undertake  to  plant  a  Colonie  there  of  fifty 
souls,  upwards  of  fifteen  yeara  old ;  one-fourth  part  within  one  year, 
and  within  three  teiiirs  after  tlie  sending  of  the  first,  making  to- 
Kether  four  years,  the  remainder,  to  the  full  number  of  lifty  per- 
sons, to  be  shipped  from  hence,  on  pain,  in  case  of  wilful  neglect, 
of  being  deprived  of  the  privileges  obtained;  but  it  is  to  be  ob- 
ser\-ed  that  the  Company  reserve  the  island  of  the  Manhattes  to 
themselves. 

IV.  Tliey  shall,  from  the  time  they  make  known  the  situation  of 
tlie  places  where  they  propose  to  settle  Colonies,  have  the  prefer- 
ence to  all  others  of  the  alisoiute  property  of  such  lands  as  they 
have  there  chosen;  but  in  case  the  situatiiin  should  not  afterwards 
lilease  them,  or  tliey  slioutd  have  been  mistaken  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  land,  they  may,  after  remoustratiug  concerning  the  same  to 
the  Commander  and  Council  there,  be  at  liberty  to  choose  another 
place. 

V.  The  Patroons,  by  virtue  of  their  power,  shall  and  may  be  i>er- 
mitted,  at  such  places  as  they  shall  settle  their  Colonies,  to  ex- 
tend their  limits  four  leagues  along  the  shore,  that  is,  on  one  side 
of  a  navigable  river,  or  two  leagues  on  each  side  of  a  river,  and  so 
lar  into  the  country  as  the  sitnation  of  the  occupiers  will  permit ; 
provided  and  conditioned  that  the  Company  keep  to  themselves  the 
the  lands  lying  and  remaining  between  the  limits  of  Colonies,  to 
dispose  thereof,  when  and  at  such  time  as  tliey  sliall  think  proper, 
in  such  manner  that  no  person  sluill  be  allowed  to  come  witliin 
wven  or  eiglil  leagues  of  them  without  their  consent,  unless  the 
situation  of  the  land  thereabout  ix  such  that  the  Commander  and 
Council,  for  good  reasons,  should  order  otherwise ;  always  observing 
that  the  tirst  occupiers  are  not  to  be  prejudiced  in  tlie  right  they 
have  obtained,  other  than,  uuless  the  service  of  the  Company  should 
require  it,  fur  the  building  of  fortifications,  or  something  of  that 
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sort;  the  command  of  each  bay,  river  nr  island,  of  the  firat  settled 
Colonic,  remaiiiiiiK,  moreovei-,  under  the  aupreme  juriBdlctioD  of 
their  High  Mifuhtinesseti  tjie  States-General  and  the  Codiimdj;  but 
that  on  the  next  Colnniea  being  settled  on  tlie  SHme  river  or  island. 
tliey  may,  in  conjunction  with  the  first,  ap)K>int  one  or  more  Uetw- 
ties  in  order  to  consider  what  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosperity 
of  the  Colonies  on  the  said  river  and  islaud. 

VI.  They  shall  forever  possess  and  enjoy  all  the  lands  lying  with- 
in the  aforesaid  limits,  together  with  the  fruits,  rights,  minerabi, 
rivers  and  fountains  thereof;  as  also  the  chief  command  and  lower 
jurisdictions,  fishing,  fowling  and  grinding,  to  the  exclusion  of  all 
others,  to  be  hotden  from  the  Company  as  perpetual  inheritanre. 
without  it  ever  devolving  aguin  to  tite  Com[>any,  and  in  case  it 
should  devolve,  to  be  redeemed  and  repossessed  with  twenty  guild- 
ers per  Colonie,  to  be  paid  to  this  Comiiany,  at  the  Chamber  here 
or  to  their  Commander  there,  within  a  year  and  six  weeks  after  the 
same  occurs,  each  at  the  Chamber  where  he  originally  sailed  from: 
and  further,  no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  shall  be  iirivileRMt 
to  fish  and  hunt  but  the  Patroons  and  such  as  they  shall  permit. 
And  in  case  any  one  should  in  time  prosper  so  much  as  to  fiwiid 
one  or  more  cities,  he  shjili  have  iwwer  and  authority  Ut  estal*A 
officers  and  magistrates  tliere,  and  to  make  use  of  the  title  of  liis 
Colonic,  according  to  his  pleasure  and  to  tlie  quality  of  the  person. 

VII.  There  shall  likewise  be  granted  to  all  Patroons  who  sliall 
desire  the  same,  veuia  testandi,  or  liberty  to  dispose  of  their  alim- 
said  heritage  by  testament. 

VIII.  The  Patroons  miiy,  if  they  think  proper,  make  use  of  all 
lands,  rivers  and  woods  lying  contiguous  to  them,  fur  and  iluring 
so  long  a  time  sis  this  Company  shall  grant  them  to  other  Patroons 
or  private  persons. 

IX.  Those  who  shall  send  |)ersons  over  to  settle  Colonies,  sLall 
furnish  them  with  proper  instructions  in  order  that  they  may  U* 
ruled  and  governed  comformably  to  the  rule  of  government  niailt. 
or  to  he  made,  by  the  Board  of  the  Nineteen,  as  well  iu  the  polities 
as  in  the  judicial  government;  whicli  tliey  sliall  be  obliged  tirttlo 
lay  before  the  Directors  of  the  respective  Chambers. 

X.  Tlie  Patroons  and  colonists  shall  be  privileged  to  send  tlieir 
Iteople  and  effects  tliither,  in  shi])S  belonging  to  the  Company,  |to- 
vided  they  take  the  oath,  and  iwy  to  the  Com|tany  for  bringinp  owr 
the  T>eopIe,  as  mentioned  In  the  first  article  and  for  freight  of  ll* 
goods,  five  i)er  cent,  ready  money,  to  be  reckoned  on  the  prime  «»<ls 
of  the  goods  here,  in  which  is,  however,  not  to  be  included  such 
cattle  and  implements  as  are  necessary  for  the  cultivation  and  im- 
provement of  the  lands,  which  the  Company  are  to  carry  over  with- 
out any  ren-ard,  if  there  is  room  in  their  ships.    But  the  Patrouus 
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shall,  at  tlieir  own  expense,  provide  and  make  places  for  them,  to- 
gether witli  everything  necessary  for  tlie  sup|)Ort  of  the  cattle. 

XI.  In  case  it  should  nut  suit  the  Company  to  send  any  a]npa,  or 
there  should  be  no  room  in  tliose  sailing  thither,  then  the  snUl  Pa- 
troons,  after  having  communicated  their  intentions,  and  after 
having  obtained  consent  from  the  Company  in  writing,  may  send 
their  own  shipaor  vessels  thither;  provided  that,  in  going  or  com- 
ing, they  go  not  out  of  their  ordinary  course,  giving  security  to  the 
Company  for  the  same  and  taking  on  board  an  assistant,  to  be 
victualed  by  the  Patroons,  and  paid  his  monthly  wages  by  the  Com- 
pany, on  pain,  for  doing  the  contrary,  of  forfeiting  all  riglit  and 
proi>erty  they  have  obtained  to  tlie  Colonie. 

XII.  inasmuch  as  it  is  intended  to  people  the  Island  of  the  Man- 
liattes  flrst,  alt  frnits  aud  wares  that  are  produced  on  tlie  lands  sit- 
uate on  the  North  river,  and  lying  thereabout,  shall,  for  the  present, 
be  brouglit  there  before  being  sent  elsewhere,  excepting  such  as  are, 
from  their  nature,  unnecessary  thei«,  or  such  as  cannot,  without 
great  loss  to  the  owner  thereof,  be  brought  there,  in  whieli  case  the 
owners  thereof  sliall  be  obliged  to  give  timely  notice  in  writing  of 
the  difficulty  attending  the  same  to  the  Company  here,  or  tlie  Com- 
mander and  Council  there,  that  the  same  may  be  remedied  as  the 
necessity  thereof  sliall  be  fouud  to  require. 

XIII.  All  tlie  Patroons  of  Colonies  in  New  Netherlaud,  and  of 
Colonies  on  tlie  Island  of  Manhattes  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sitil  and 
traffic  all  along  the  coast,  from  Florida  to  Terra  Neuf ,  provided  that 
they  do  again  return  with  all  such  goods  as  they  shall  get  in  trade 
to  the  Island  of  Manhattes,  and  {lay  five  per  cent  duty  to  the  Com- 
pany, in  Drder,if  possible,  that,  after  the  necessary  iuventory  of  the 
goods  shipt>ed  be  taken,  the  same  may  l>e  sent  hither.  And  if  it 
should  so  happen  that  they  could  not  return,  by  contrary  streams 
or  otherwise,  they  shall,  in  such  case,  not  be  permitted  to  bring 
Bucb  goods  to  any  other  plHce  but  to  thesedominions.  In  order  that, 
under  the  inspection  of  tlie  Directors  of  the  place  where  they  may 
arrive,  they  may  be  unladen,  an  inventory  thereof  made,  and  the 
aforesaid  duty  of  five  {ler  cent  paid  to  the  Company  here,  on  i>ain, 
if  they  do  the  contrary,  of  the  forfeiture  of  their  goods  so  trafficked 
for,  or  the  real  value  thei-eof. 

XIV.  In  case  the  ships  of  the  Patroons,  in  going  to,  or  coming 
from,  or  sailing  on  the  coast  from  Florida  to  Terra  Neuf,  and  no 
further,  without  our  grant,  slioutd  overpower  any  prizes  of  the 
ennny,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  bring,  or  cause  to  be  brought,  such 
prize  to  the  Chamber  of  the  place  from  whence  they  saiW  out,  in 
order  to  be  rewarded  by  it ;  the  Company  shall  keep  the  one-third 
pnrt  thereof,  and  the  remaining  two-thirds  shall  belong  to  them,  in 
consideration  of  the  cost  and  risk  they  have  been  at,  all  according 
to  tlie  orders  of  the  Company.

XV.  It  simll  be  also  f lee  for  the  aforeaaid  Patroons  to  traffic  aoJ 
tiadf  all  along  the  coaat  of  New  Netheilund  and  places  circum- 
jacent, witli  such  goodsasai-e consumed  there, and  receive  in  relnrn 
for  theni  all  sorts  of  merchandise  tUat  muy  be  had  there,  exiypl 
beavers,  otters,  minks,  and  all  sorts  of  i>eltry,  wliich  trade  the  Com- 
pany reserve  to  themselves.  But  the  same  shall  be  permitted  at 
such  places  where  the  Company  have  no  factories,  conditioned  that 
such  fiaders  shall  be  obliged  to  bring  all  the  peltrythey  can  procure 
to  the  Island  of  Manhattes,  in  case  it  may  be, at  any  rate, practica- 
ble, and  there  deliver  to  the  Director,  to  be  by  him  ship)ied  kithei 
with  the  sliips  and  goods ;  or,  if  they  should  come  here  without  )(i>- 
ing  there,  then  to  give  notice  tliereof  to  the  Company,  that  a  proier 
account  thereof  may  be  taken,  in  order  that  they  may  |>ay  U>  the 
Company  one  guilder  for  each  mei-clian table  beaver  and  otter  skin ; 
the  property,  risk  and  all  other  charijes  remaining  on  account  of  tlic 
Patroons  or  owners. 

XVi.  AH  coarse  wares  that  the  Colonists  of  the  Patroons  Hkk 
shall  consume,  such  as  pitch,tar,  weed-ashes,  wood, grnin,fii^.srill. 
hearthstone  and  such  like  things  shall  be  conveyed  in  the  CoiupauT^ 
ships,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  guilders  per  last ;  four  thousand  weighl 
to  be  accounted  a  last,  and  the  Company's  ship's  crew  siul)  be 
obliged  to  wheel  and  bring  the  salt  on  board,  whereof  ten  lasts  mtkr 
abuDilred.  And,iucaBeof  the  want  of  ships,  or  room  in  the:dii[«. 
they  may  order  it  over,  at  their  own  cost,  iu  ships  of  their  owu,and 
enjoy  in  these  dominions  such  liberties  and  benefits  as  the  Compjui;^ 
have  granted  ;  but,  in  either  case,  they  shall  be  obliged  to  pay,  ovfi 
and  above  the  duty  of  five  per  cent,  eighteen  guilders  for  each  bun- 
dred  of  salt  that  is  carried  over  in  tlie  Company's  ship  . 

XVII.  For  all  wares  wliich  are  not  mentioned  in  tlie  forepv 
ing  article,  and  which  are  not  carried  by  the  last,  there  shall  be 
paid  one  dollar  for  each  hundred  pounds  weight ;  and  for  wiiie». 
brandies,  verjuice  and  vinegar,  there  shall  be  paid  eighteen  guilder 
per  cask. 

XVIII.  TbeCompany  promises  the  colonists  of  the  Piitroonalhit 
they  shall  be  free  from  customs,  taxes,  excise,  imposts  or  any  other 
contributions  for  the  space  of  ten  years ;  and  after  the  expiration  of 
the  said  ten  years,  at  the  highest,  such  customs  as  the  goods  jaj 
here  for  the  present. 

XIX.  They  will  not  take  from  the  service  of  the  Patroons  auy  "I 
their  colonists,  either  man  or  woman,  son  or  daughter,  man-seryanl 
or  maid-servant ;  and,  though  any  of  these  should  desire  Uie  same. 
they  will  not  receive  them,  much  less  permit  them  to  leave  tlit-ii 
Patroons.  and  enter  into  the  service  of  another,  unless  on  coosent 
obtained  from  their  Patroons  in  writing,  and  this  for  and  duriuj;  »^ 
many  years  as  they  are  bound  to  their  Patroons ;  after  the  exvin- 
tion  whereof,  it  shall  be  iu  the  power  of  the  Patroons  to  sendbilliM 
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all  such  colonists  as  will  not  continue  in  their  service,  who  until 
then  uhall  not  enjoy  their  liberty.  And  any  colonist  who  shall  leave 
the  service  of  his  Patroon,  and  enter  into  the  service  of  another,  or 
shall,  contrary  to  liis  contract,  leave  his  service,  we  promise  to  do 
everything  in  our  power  to  apprehend  and  deliver  the  same  into  the 
hands  of  his  I'atroon  or  attorney,  that  he  may  be  proceeded  against 
according  to  the  customs  of  this  country,  as  occasion  may  require. 

XX.  From  all  judgments  given  by  ttie  Courts  of  the  Fatroons  for 
upwards  of  fifty  guilders,  there  may  be  an  appeal  to  the  Company's 
Commander  and  Council  in  New  Netherland. 

XXI.  In  regard  to  such  private  i>ersons  as  on  tlieir  own  account, 
or  otheis  in  the  service  of  their  masters  here  (not  enjoying  the  same 
privileges  as  the  Patroous),  shall  beiucllnec  to  go  thither  and  settle, 
tliey  shall,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Director  and  Council  there, 
be  at  liberty  to  take  up  and  talte  possession  of  as  much  land  as  they 
shall  be  able  properly  to  improve,  and  shall  eig'oy  the  same  in  full 
property  either  fur  themselves  or  masters. 

XXII.  They  shall  have  free  liberty  of  hunting  and  fowling,  as 
well  by  water  as  by  land,  generally,  and  in  public  and  private  woods 
and  rivers  about  their  Colonies,  according  to  the  orders  of  tbe 
Director  and  Council. 

XXIII.  Whosoever,  whether  colonists  of  Patroons  for  their  Pa- 
troons,  or  free  persons  for  ttiemselves,  or  otiiers  for  their  masters, 
shall  discover  any  shores,  bays  or  other  fit  places  for  erecting  fisher- 
ies, or  the  making  of  salt  ponds,  they  may  take  possession  thereof, 
and  l)egin  to  work  on  them  as  tlieir  own  absolute  proi)erty,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  ottiera.  And  it  is  consented  to  that  the  Patroons  of 
colonists  may  send  ships  along  the  coast  of  New  Netherland,  on  the 
cod  fishery,  and  with  the  fisli  tliey  catch,  trade  to  Italy  or  other 
neutral  countries,  paying  in  such  ca-ics  to  the  Company  a  duty  of 
six  guilders  per  last ;  and  if  they  should  come  with  their  lading 
hither,  they  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  to  Italy,  though  they  shall 
not,  under  pretext  of  tliis  consent,  or  leave  from  the  Company, 
carry  any  goods  there,  on  pain  of  ai'hitrary  punishment,  and  it  re- 
maining in  the  breast  of  the  Comiiany  to  put  a  supercargo  on  board 
each  ship,  as  in  tlie  eleventh  article. 

XXIV.  In  case  any  of  the  colonists  si lould,  by  his  industry  and 
diligence,  discover  any  minerals,  precious  stones,  crystals,  marbles 
or  such  like,  or  any  pearl  fishery,  tlie  same  sliall  be  and  remain  the 
property  of  the  Patroon  or  Patroons  of  such  Oolonie,  giving  and 
ordering  the  discoverer  such  premium  as  the  Patroon  siiall  before- 
liand  liave  stipulated  with  such  colonists  by  contract.  And  the 
Fatooons  shall  be  exempted  from  the  piiyment  of  duty  to  the  Com- 
pany for  the  term  of  eight  years,  and  iiay  only  for  freight,  to  bring 
them  over,  two  per  cent,  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid 
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eight  years,  for  duty  and  freigbt,  the  one-eiKbth  part  of  what  the 
same  may  be  worth. 

XXy.  The  Company  will  take  all  the  colonists,  as  well  free  as 
those  that  are  in  service,  under  their  protection,  and  them  defead 
^^iiist  all  foreign  and  domeslic  wars  and  powers,  with  the  toKti 
they  have  there,  as  much  iis  lies  in  their  power. 

XXVI.  Whosoever  shall  settle  auy  Colonie  out  of  the  limits  of 
the  Mitnhattes  Island,  shall  be  ohliged  to  satisfy  the  Indians  fortbe 
land  they  shall  settle  upon,  and  they  may  extend  or  enlarge  the 
limits  of  their  Colonies  if  they  .nettle  a  proportioiiate  auniber  nf 
colonists  thereon. 

XXVII.  The  Patroons  and  colonists  shall  in  p.irticular,  and  in 
the  speediest  manner,  endeavor  to  find  ont  ways  and  means  where- 
by ttiey  may  support  a  Minister  and  Schoolmaster,  that  thus  tbe 
service  of  God  and  zeal  for  religion  may  not  grow  cool  and  be  ni^- 
lected  among  them,  and  they  slialt,  for  the  first,  procure  a  Comforter 
of  the  sick  there. 

XXV  III.  The  Colonies  that  shall  happen  to  lie  on  the  respeetii*e 
rivers  or  islands  (that  is  to  say,  each  river  or  island  for  itself),  shiiU 
be  at  liberty  to  ap;ioint  a  Deputy,  who  shall  give  information  to  tbe 
Commander  and  Council  of  that  Western  quarter,  of  all  things  re- 
la:ing  to  his  Colonie,  and  further  matters  relating  thereto,  nf  whicb 
Deputies  there  shall  be  one  altered  or  changed  in  every  two  yean: 
and  all  Colonies  shall  be  nbliged,  at  least  once  in  every  twelve 
months,  to  make  exact  report  of  their  condition  and  of  the  lands 
thereabout  to  the  Commander  and  Council  there,  in  order  to  be 
transmitted  hither. 

XXIX.  The  colonists  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  any  woolen, 
linen  or  cotton  cloth,  nor  weave  any  other  stuffs  there,  on  pain  of 
being  banished,  and  as  perjurers,  to  be  arbitrarily  punished. 

XXX.  The  Company  will  use  their  endeavors  to  supply  the  colo- 
nists with  as  many  Blacks  as  they  conviently  can,  on  the  conditions 
hereafter  to  be  made,  in  such  manner,  however,  that  they  shall  br 
bound  to  do  it  for  a  longer  time  than  they  shall  think  pro|>er. 

XXXI.  The  Company  promis.'  to  finish  the  fort  on  the  Island  of 
the  Manhattes,  and  tu  put  it  in  a  posture  of  defence  without  deliy. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES-GENERAL. 

Monday,  21"  Januar}'<  1*^ 
Read  to  the  AsKCnibly  a  certain  Remonstrance  of  the  Directors  of 
the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company  of  this  country,tlif 
Commissioners  of  the  Colonie  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  in  Tfew 
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Nether1and,and  tbe  Deputies  from  the  General  Assembly  (Jandl« 
Tergaderinge)  in  New  Netlierland,  containing;  a  continuance  of  the 
complainta  E^ainst  the  unlawful  proceedings  to  which  the  Eiiglit^ 
have,  for  some  time  since,  had  recourse  against  ttiem,  praying  that 
provision  be  made  in  their  premises.  Which  being  considered,  it 
is  resolved  and  conciu<leil  ttiat  tlie  aforesitid  Remonstrance  be  placed 
ID  the  hands  of  Mess"  Iluygens  and  otiier  their  High  Migtitinesses' 
Deputiea  for  the  affaire  of  the  West  India  Company,  to  inspect,  ex- 
amiDe  and  investigate  the  retroaeta;  verbally  to  hear  and  listen  to 
the  Petitioners  or  their  Attorneys,  and  among  the  rest,  Johau 
Tayspil,  Commisfiioner  and  Director  of  the  Colonie  which  the  city 
o(  Amaterdam  hatli  planted  on  the  South  river  in  New  Netherland 
aforesaid,  and  to  report  thereupon. 


RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES^ENERAL. 

Wednesday,  23'  January,  1664. 

Heard  tbe  report  of  Mess"  Huygens  and  other  their  High  Migbt- 
iaegsea"  Deputies  for  the  affairs  of  the  Weat  India  Company,  having, 
pursuant  to  their  resolutions  of  the  20*^  December  last  and  the  21" 
inst.,  insiiected  and  examined  the  iterated  Remonstrances  of  tbe 
Directors  of  the  aforesaid  West  India  Company,  the  Comniisaionei's 
of  the  Colonie  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  in  New  Netherland,  and 
the  Deputies  of  the  General  Assembly  in  New  Netherland,  contain- 
ing a  continuation  of  the  complaints  respecting  the  unlawful  pro- 
ceedings to  which  the  English  there  have,  for  some  time  past,  had 
recourse ;  praying  that  provision  may  be  made  in  the  premises ;  also, 
that  the  retroiicta  be  examined,  the  Remonstrants,  or  their  Attor- 
neys and,  among  the  rest.JohnTayspil,  Commissioner  and  Director 
of  the  Colonie  planted  by  the  city  of  Amsterdam  on  the  South  river, 
in  New  Netherhind,  be  verbally  heard.  Which,  being  considered,  it 
is  resolved  and  concluded,  that  the  Ambassador  to  be  soon  sentto 
reside  at  tbe  Court  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  shall  infer  alia  be 
given  in  command,  there  to  un{e  and  insist,  with  all  eaniestnesH  and 
zeal,  on  the  determination  of  tbe  boundary  line  between  tlie  En- 
glish and  tbe  said  West  India  Company  in  New  Netherland,  for  the 
prevention  of  all  troubles  and  alienations  whicli  otlierwise  are  to  be 
apprehended. 

Secondly.  In  respect  to  the  subjects  of  the  State,  and  in  order  to 
retain  them  meanwiiile  in  obedience,  that  an  act  under  the  Great 
Seal  sliall  be  granted  to  the  West  India  Company,  containing  and 
defining  the  limits  of  New  Netherland,  provisionally,  agreeably  to 
tlie  provisional  Boundary  determined  between  both  governments  in 
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the  year  1650,  and  approved  and  nitilled  by  their  Wigh  MiKlitinesse^ 
on  the  23"  J"ebru«ry,  1&56,  until  further  negotiation  with  the  said 
King;  savingiuid  without  prejudice  to  the  right  which  the  aforesdd 
West  India  Company  claims,  by  virtue  of  its  charter  and  subsequent 
discovery  and  possession  of  New  Nettierland,  to  the  Fresh  river  and 
other  places  situate  there,  without  the  limits  aforesaid. 

Thirdly.  That  all  the  towns  and  places  iying  within  the  limits 
aforesaid,  shall  be  written  to;  both  those  which  have  already  betukeD 
themselves  under  the  authority  of  the  English,  and  such  as  have 
been  notified  so  to  do ;  that  the  former  shall  i«tuni  under  the  obedi- 
ence of  their  High  Mightinesses,  and  the  latter  remain  under  it,  on 
pain  of  incuiTtng  their  High  Hightinesses' indignation,  and  of  beini; 
punished  as  they,  according  to  the  exigencies  of  affairs,  shall  find 
lilting. 

Fourthly.  That  the  aforesaid  unlawful  proceedings  shall  be  com- 
municated to  the  King  by  letter,  with  a  eertoua  request  that  his 
Majesty  may  be  graciously  pleased  to  issue  orders  in  America  at  the 
earliest  moment,  for  the  immediate  restoration  of  the  towns  and 
places  in  New  Netherland  Invaded  by  his  subjects,  within  theafitrf- 
saidlimits,  and  for  the  cessation  of  all  further  usurpations ;  also,  that 
they  regulate  themselves  precisely  according  to  the  aforementinjwl 
provisioual  Boundary, until  as  above,  a  pertinent  Boundary  shall  be 
concluded  and  determined  on  for  those  itarts  between  his  Majesty 
and  their  High  Mightinesses. 


ORDER  CONCERNING  THE  DIVISION  OF  BOUNDABIES 
IN  NEW  NETHERLAND. 

The  l^tates-Geiieral  of  the  United  Netlierhinds,  To  all  who  shall 
hear  or  see  these.  Health : — lie  it  known.  Whereas,  for  divers  and 
weighty  reasons.  We  thought  proper,  in  the  year  1621 ,  to  erect  and 
establish,  in  our  country,  a  company  called  the  West  India  C'orn- 
I)any.  tlirojgh  the  same  alone,  and  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  lo 
resort  and  trade  to  tlie  coasts  and  conntries  of  Africa,  from  the 
Tropic  of  Cancer  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Ho|)e,  and  the  Countries  of 
America,  or  the  West  Indies,  from  tlie  south  end  of  Terra  iVom 
through  tlie  Straits  of  Magellan  awd  La  Maire.or  other  pass^es  and 
straits  situate  thereabout,  unto  the  Strait  of  Angan,  as  well  on  the 
North  as  South  aea,  and  all  islands  tying  on  the  one  and  the  other 
sideandbetwixt  both,  and  extending  to  the  Australian  or  southern 
countries,  and  lying  between  both  Meridians,  including,  in  the  east, 
the  Caiie  of  Good  Hopeand  in  the  west,  the  east  end  of  New  Guinea. 
Granting,  by  tlie  second  article  of  the  Charter  of  the  3'  of  Junr, 
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I621,given  to  them  under  Our  great  seal,  further  and  more  purticu- 
larly,  that  they,  in  Our  name  and  by  Our  authority  rttiy,  within  th» 
aforesaid  limits,  make  and  conclmie  contracts,  treaties  and  alliances 
with  the  Princes  and  Natives  of  the  countries  contained  tlierein, 
erect  Fortresses  and  strongliolds  there,  appoint,  remove  and  dismiss 
Governors,  soldiers  and  officers  of  justice  oecesaary  for  all  other 
rajuisite  services,  for  the  conservation  of  the  places,  the  main- 
tenance of  good  order,  police  and  justice,  together  with  the  promo- 
tiaa  of  trade,  and  others  in  their  places  to  appoint,  according  as  the 
same  shall  l>e  found  proper,  and  especially  as  it  may  best  promote 
ttie  peopling  of  fruitful  and  uninhabited  countries ;  and  the  afore- 
said company  having,  riom  the  beginning,  by  virtue  of  theaforesaid 
cliarter,  in  conformity  with  Our  sincere  intention,  established  their 
papulation  and  colonists  on  the  coast  of  America,  in  the  country 
called  New  Netherland,  notwithstanding  which  some  persons  evil 
disposed  towards  our  State  and  the  said  comimny,  endeavor  to  mis- 
represent Our  good  and  honest  meaning,  as  the  same  is  contained  in 
the  said  charter,  as  if  We  had  privileged  the  Siiid  company  only  to 
trade  within  the  said  limits,  and  not  to  colonize  nor  to  plant  settle- 
meutfl,  nor  take  posssssion  of  lands,  calling  the  company's  right 
thereto  in  question. 

Wherefore  We,  being  desirous  to  assure  all,  each,  and  every  one 
whom  it  may  concern,  of  our  intention  in  the  aforesaid  Octroy, 
hereby  declare  Our  meaning  well  and  truly  to  have  been  and  still  to 
be,  that  the  aforesaid  company  was  and  is  still  empowered  to  estab- 
lish colonies  and  settlements  on  lauds  unoccupied  by  others,  within 
the  limits  aforesaid,  and  particularly  that  the  same  (for  the  presei- 
vatioii  o[  the  right  which  devolved  on  them  in  virtue  of  the  afore- 
said charter,  by  discovery  and  occupation  of  the  Fresh  river  and 
other  places  in  New  Netherland,  situated  more  easterly,  even  unto 
CHpe  Cod,  and  from  Cape  Hinliipen  and  fifteen  leagues  further 
south,  along  the  coast)  could,  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  granted 
Charter  |irovisionally,and  until  further  agreement  on  a  settled 
BouDdaiy  between  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and  Us,  adjust  their 
Umits  conformably  to  the  provisional  division  and  Boundary  con- 
cluded in  America  between  both  governments  In  the  year  1650,  and 
ratified  by  tTs  on  the  a?  February,  1B56,  which  shall  be  as  follows, 
to  wit ;  On  the  main  land  from  the  west  side  of  Greenwich  bay,  be- 
ing about  four  miles  from  Stamford,  and  also  to  run  inland  in  a 
northerly  direction  twenty  miles,  provided  it  approach  not  within 
ten  miles  of  the  North  river.  And  further  on  Long  Island,  from 
the  west  sideof  Oyster  bay  in  a  straight  li.ie  south  unto  the  sea,  re- 
maining by  provision  and  in  conformity  as  before,  the  east  part  of 
the  aforesiiid  island  to  the  English,  and  the  west  side  to  the  West 
India  Couipahy  and  tlie  inliabitants  of  this  country. 

Wherefore  "We  I'equest  all  Emperors,  Kings,  Republics,  Princes, 
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Potentates,  Friends  and  Allies  of  tbie  iState,  or  Neutrals,  to  allow 
tlie  aforesaid  West  India  Company  to  enjoy  and  possess  tlie  afore- 
said limits  in  peace  and  quietness,  wliicli  We  shall  fre«ly  reciprocal* 
towards  them  on  suitable  occasions.  We  further  expressly  sod 
strictly  charge  and  command  all,  eacli,  and  every  [lerson  in  Our 
service,  and  under  Our  obedience,  and  especially  the  inhabitants 
within  the  aforesaid  limits,  punctually  and  precisely  to  n^l*te 
themselves  according  to  the  tenor  of  this.  Our  ode,  without  oppo- 
sition, or  acting  or  allowing  others  to  act  contrary  thereto,  on  pain 
of  incurring  Oar  highest  indignation  and  displeasure,  and  being, 
consequently,  punished  aa  contravenera  of  Our  commands,  accord- 
ing as  the  exigency  of  affairs  shall  demand. 

Given  at  the  Il^ue,  under  Our  great  seat,  the  parapiture  and  aig- 
nature  of  Our  Clerk,  oa  the  23^  January,  1601. 


DIRECTOR-GENERAL   AND   COUNCIL   OP    NEW 

NETIIERLAND  TO  THE  CHAMBER 

AT  AMSTERDAM. 

Honorable,  Wise,  Prt4<lCTil  and  Bight  Honorable: 

We  find  unanswered  by  lis  your  Honors' letters,  the  first  dated 
28'"  of  June  of  last  year,  sent  with  the  goods  shipped  ou  board  the 
Vergulde  Star,  wherein  nothing  further  remains  to  be  answered  tban 
that  the  few  goods  that  vessel  contained  on  tbe  Company's  accousl. 
according  to  the  invoice,  were  duly  received.  To  our  great  inoHi- 
veiiienee,  and  the  greater  disaccommodation  of  the  almost  bate  and 
naked  soldiers,  we  have  seen  nothing  of  the  cloths  and  stuffs  fruai 
Curasao  for  the  clotbingof  this  garrison,  which  were  expected  ac- 
cording to  advice. 

Secondly.  We  received  from  the  South  river,  on  the  22*  December 
last,  your  Honors'  letter  by  the  ship  the  Pwmerlander  £"erQt, dated 
11"  September,  wlierein  you  have  been  pleased  to  communioite  to 
us  the  conveyance  of  that  river  to  the  Worsliipf  government  of  tbe 
city  of  Amsterdam.  The  condition  of  the  conveyance,  viz.,  thai  no 
one  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  trade  there  for  the  future,  liath  excited  iw 
little  commotion  among  the  inhabitants  of  this  city,  aud  no  less,  at 
we  afterwards  were  informed,  among  the  people  there,  both  Dutch 
and  Swedes,  who  have  lived  in  those  parts  a  great  many  years.  God 
grant  that  no  further  troubles  and  commotion  result  therefrom,  for 
reasons  submitted  to  your  Honors  more  fully  and  circurostantiallf 
in  our  long  despatch  dated  23'  August,  and  forwarded  by  the  ship 
Booseboom.    The  present  embarrassing  position  in  which  we  and 
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these  good  people  are  placed,  does  nut  in  any  wise  permit  us  to  in- 
dulge in  any  discussions,  jiro  or  con.,  :ibout  ttie  matter,  but  to  com  - 
ineud  tlie  result  to  the  most  (gracious  God,  heartily  praying  that  it 
may  turn  out  well.  Your  Honora'  order  for  tlie  conveyance  and 
cession  of  that  river  has  l>een  puuctiially  followed  and  obeyed,  cer- 
taiuly,  as  far  as  the  winter  season  liatli  permitted  ;  and  whatever 
deficiency  miiy  Imve  occurred  on  account  of  the  winter,  waa  witliout 
Fail  miide  good  at  tlie  proper  time. 

Shortly  after  this  we  received  your  Honors'  favor  of  the  27'"  Sep- 
tember, dispatched  by  tlie  ship  Slatffn,  wliich  contitins,  for  the  most 
part,  what  you  had  recommended  in  the  foregoing  one  I'esi^ecting 
the  conveyance  of  the  South  river;  but  is  extended  somewhat 
further  by  your  Honors'  speculations  on  the  complaints  of  some 
Xetherland  merchiuits  already,  as  we  are  informed  from  another 
qiiHrter.  referred  to  vour  Honors  and  which  were  to  have  been  re- 
ferrei)  here  also,  in  case  mattersof  greater  importaoce.  the  total  ruin 
of  this  your  Honors'  Province  and  so  many  hundred  families,  did 
])ot  supervene.  That  also  is  the  reason,  then,  of  our  postponing, 
for  the  present  time,  any  answer  to  your  Honors'  letter;  wherefore 
we  do  not  anticipate  nor  apprehend  the  least  diasatisfaction  from 
the  Right  Woi-shipf  ul  government  of  the  city.  Deferring,  then,  this 
and  many  other  mattera  of  minor  concernment  to  a  more  favorable 
titne  and  opportunity,  we  almll,  tobe  brief,  come,  in  process  of  time, 
to  your  Honors',  however  acceptable,  stilt  to  us  critical,  letters  of 
tlie  10"  and  30"  October  of  last  year,  received  some  8  (5.  10  days 
ago  by  the  ship  St.  Pieier,  after  having  premised  some  short  hnt 
nee.iful  information  relative  to  the  continuance  of  the  proceedings 
and  eucivachments  of  the  English  on  this  your  Honors'  Province. 

In  our  last,  by  the  ship  St.  Jacob,  duplicate  wheieof  accomiKinies 
this,  we  have  stated  and  plainly  shown,  among  other  things,  that 
although  we  should  cede  Westchester  and  the  English  towns  on 
Long  Island  to  the  Colony  of  Hartford,  it  would  not  satisfy  the 
latter.  The  proof  and  effect  thereof  manifested  themselves  shortly 
after  the  dispatch  of  our  letter;  for,  some  English  botli  from  the 
East  end  of  Long  Island  and  from  Uravesend,  did  secretly  cross 
over  the  North  river  to  the  Newesings,  lying  behind  Rensseiaers 
hook,  and  there  endeavored  to  purchase  a  tract  of  land,  which  they 
did  afterwards,  contrary  to  our  express  command,  buy  from  the 
natives,  according  to  the  declarations  of  themselves  and  of  some 
Indians,  with  the  Hrm  determination  of  settling  there,  contrary  to 
our  will  and  pleasure,  also,  notwithstanding  the  most  and  best  of 
the  landbadbeenbougbt  audpaldfor  by  usover  10  (li.  ISyearsago, 
as  appears  by  the  aiitbentic  deeds  tliereof  in  existence.  What  we 
have  done  in  opposition  to  those  encroachments,  your  Honors  can 
learn  from  the  Appendix,  N"  .  .  ,and  further  perceive  what  an  un- 
fair demand  the  Indians  shortly  after  made  against  us  for  a  parcel 
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of  land  i-emaining  yet  unsold.  Some  blankets  and  clotha  hail  b»n 
given  them  formerly  on  that  account,  nn  condition  that  they  should 
not  sell  any  land  liei'e  to  othei's  tlinn  your  Honors'  servants,  Kiaeh 
they  promised,  as  appears  by  tbeir  signatures  made  in  Court  in 
presence  of  divers  witnesses.  The  aforesaid  Appendix  [coutains] 
the  declHration  they  made  and  tlipir  subsequent  demand.  It  yniir 
Honors  correctly  consider  these,  you  will  be  able  to  understand  and 
))erceive  from  them  that  it  is  imi>ossible  for  us  to  buy  and  pay  for 
those  still  unpurchased  lands,  unless  therg  be  sent  for  tliat  ptirposr 
nearly  a  cargo  of  goods,  assorted  as  they  ask,  amounting  to  the  sum 
or  about  fl.4,000  for  so  small  a  parcel  of  land,  the  best  of  whicli  lian 
been  already  bought  and  paid  for.  Hence,  then,  is  to  be  inferreil. 
in  addition  to  other  injurious  mii sequences,  how  wickedly  the  Iwr- 
barians  are  stirred  up  against  ua  and  what  injurious  practices  have 
been  resorted  to  by  our  neighbors  to  oust  your  Honors  and  your 
good  subjects  from  this  their  conquest. 

If  your  Honora  will  further  please  to  allow  your  eyes  to  run  ovh- 
the  Appendix  N*  4,  which  is  a  daily  record,  with  the  addition  »( a 
Deduction  and  Remonstrance  of  the  Dutt^h  towns  on  Long  Island, 
and  the  proofs  thereunto  belonging,  against  the  conduct  of  oneC'Hp- 
tain  JohuSchot,Pi-esident,  as  he  styles  bimsetf  or  allows  liinidrlf 
to  be  styled,  of  the  rebellous  troop  of  over  ISOhoiseand  foot,yiiiir 
Honors  will  be  able  clearly  to  conclude  that,  not  content  with  tbe 
English  towns  on  Long  Island  only,  but  coveting  all  Long  Island, 
yea,  the  entire  Province  of  New  Netlierland,  their  intolerable  men- 
aces have  no  other  object  than  to  get  our  blood  and  that  of  our  people 
up,  and  in  a  manner  to  drive  us  to  some  immediate  opposition  and 
resistance,  or  to  have  but  one  of  tlieir  men  wounded,  iraprisnnri 
or  in  any  way  ill  treated,  in  order  therefrom  to  create  a  pretext  to 
fall  with  a  larger  force  on  our  people,  to  plunder  and  despoil  them 
of  all  their  property :  all  which  more  fully  appears  from  the  afore- 
said daily  ivcord  and  pa|>er8  annexed  tberetunto.  We  judge  aduidi- 
cate  account  thereof  to  be  unnecessary,  and  shall  once  more  roerelj 
request  and  beseech  your  Honors  to  be  pleased  to  take  into  serioio 
consideration  what  your  faithful  servants  have  so  re[>eatedl)'  in 
many  and  divers  letters,  for  a  great  number  of  years,  but  especial!)' 
last  year,  by  the  Jtooteboom  and  Bontekoe,  remonstrated,  advised- 
requested  and  prayed  on  tliia  suliject,  and  not  only  your  Honora' 
faithful  subjects,  but  also  your  loyal  subjects,  now  ag:iin  mak« 
known  and  request,  to  wit :  Prompt  and  immediate  settlement  of 
tlie  Boundary,  or  effectual  and  immediate  reinforcement  of  $hi]« 
and  men,  of  such  quality  and  quanity  as  your  Honors,  in  your  luore 
clear-sighted  Judgment,  will  deem  proper,  sullieient  and  fit  tooiiw* 
the  neighbors'  threatening  force.  Otherwise  we  shall  once  mrm 
hold  and  declare  ourselves,  before  your  Honors  an'l  all  whom  it 
may  concern,  blameless  and  guiltless  of  all  further  damage,  miwblef

and  losses  consequent  hereupon,  if  we,  your  Honors'  faitlifiil  and 
obedient  servants,  are  not,  upon  such  reiterated  remonstrances, 
letters  Hud  petitions,  seasonably  secondeil  and  udvised  how  we  are 
to  govprn  and  comport  ourselves,  in  this  critical  conjuncture,  i^^inst 
such  violent  usurpers.  Up  to  the  present  time,  God  be  praised,  not 
;t  drop  of  blood  has  been  shed,  but  little  datunge  done,  and  we  have 
not  been  deprived  of  anything,  nor  lost  a  foot  of  ground  which  an 
equiil  force  cannot  recover  and  retrieve,  if  no  worse  mishap  Ix;  ap- 
prehended or  looked  for.  And  thlH,  then,  alone  waa  and  is  sDll  the 
chief  rcHsoii  why  we  have  exhibited  so  much  patience  in  the  matter, 
certainly  until  we  should  hear  and  understand  from  your  Honors 
what  assistance  we  have  to  hope  and  expect,  under  God,  from  yonr 
HonoiTt,  or  on  your  solJctation  from  their  Higli  Mightinesses. 

We  are  sorely  iwrplexed  by  your  Honors'  two  last  letters  received 
by  the  ship  Si.  /"ietcr,  first,  in  regard  to  not  answering  our  previous 
letter,  transmitted  by  the  ships  Purmerlawler  Kerrk  and  Eyi^keboom^ 
uudor  date  14"  May,  nor  the  last,  dated  23*^  August,  sent  by  the 
ship  Ilooseboom,  both  duly  I'eceived  as  yonr  last  intimates,  your 
Honors  excusing  your  not  answering  them  and  deferring  doing  so 
to  the  next  opportunity,  on  account  of  the  want  of  time.  This 
grieves  and  perplexes  us.  yen,  makes  us  almost  despair  of  any  aid 
ur  assistance,  and  renders  us  utterly  hopeless,  the  rather,  as  the  ship 
Ptrrmerlaniler  Kerck,  by  which  your  Honors,  yourselves,  say  the 
necessary  settlement  of  the  Boundary  has  been  so  re|>eatedly  recom- 
mended, had  arrived  home  about  14  (a}  IS  weeks  before  the  dis|>atch 
of  your  last,  as  appears  by  your  Honors'  letter  bearing  date  27'" 
September,  received  by  the  ship  Slotjn.  And,  in  regard  to  our  very 
long  letter  dated  the  :»"■  August,  which  went  hence  by  t'le  Rooae- 
boom,  it  is  to  be  inferred,  from  a  private  letter  dated  23""  November, 
written  by  a  member  of  your  Honors'  Board  to  the  General  by  the 
ship  St.  Fieter,  in  answer  to  his ;  also,  from  the  report  of  the  i»as- 
sengers  who  have  arrived,  that  the  ships  Hnosebomn  and  Uuklen 
Armt  had  reached  home  ab<nit  7  weeks  before  the  St.  Ptettr  had 
sailed.  During  that  time  some  reinforcement,  were  it  but  i>,3(i  (if^ 
40  men,  as.suredly  some  supplies  of  necessary  goods  and  munitions 
of  war  might  have  been  iirepared  and  sent ;  at  least  one  letter  of 
advice  and  council  been  disjiatched  as  to  how  your  Honoi-s'  faithful, 
forsaken  and  almost  hopeless  servants  and  subjects  should  govern 
themselves  in  this  so  perilous  a  conjuncture,  and  whether  they  had 
to  ex|iect  any  aid,  assistance  and  consolation  to  animate  and  en- 
courage them.  Yea,  your  llonoi-s  certainly  Intimate,  by  your  who 
expressi«ns.  dated  ll"  November,  by  way  of  the  South  river,  per 
the  Purmerlander  Ktrck,  viz:  After  the  conclusion  of  the  i>eace 
between  tliis  State  and  England  bad  prevented  the  English  execut- 
ing, by  force  of  arms,  their  design  as  to  the  conquest  of  New  Netli- 
erland,  which  had  been  disclosed  for  some  years  {)ast,  we  could  for 
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a  long  time  )>erceive  that  they  Imve  resorted  to  other  me»ns,  aucb 
as  creeping  in,  from  which  they  were  cut  ott  by  the  aforesaid  |iea(«. 
&c. ;  as  well  aa  by  the  liingUHge  which  follows,  besides  many  otiier 
expressions  that  your  Honors,  in  addition  to  our  ao  nipeat«d  reisoD- 
str&nc4-s.  sol icitiit ions  and  informations,  have  bad  sufficient  time 
and  notification  regarding  tlie  threats  against  us,  and  what  we  tiad 
certainly  to  expect  from  that  quarter,  and  on  that  account  alone 
was  it  sufficiently  requisite  and  necessary  to  send  some  relief  to 
anxious  and  almost  despairing  subjects,  and  some  advice  to  your 
Honors'  faithful  servants,  whereupon  to  depend  or  whereby  U)  rt^- 
ulate  themselves. 

Of  no  less  importance  and  anxiety  is  your  Honors'  advice  nod 
postscript  regarding  the  secret  expedition  fitted  out  in  Sweden  under 
the  command  of  the  Swedish  Vice-Admiral,  Hendrick  Gerrit9eii,a 
person  well  acquainted  with  the  coast  of  Xew  Ketherland,  inasinueli 
as  he  was  employed  here  in  the  year  1641  witli  the  ship  Atpdmii 
from  Curasao.  And  from  this  consideration,  the  more  important 
is  it  that  what  your  Honors  recommend  and  order  us  about  the  de- 
livery of  the  Company's  cannon  which  consists  of  onlyZ  <a  3  snwU 
pieces  cajiabie  of  doing  put  trifling  execution,  sliould  be  cjuvfuUy 
attended  to  on  the  Soutli  river ;  and  that  th''  warning  of  tlie  city's  ser- 
vants circulated  all  around  both  by  land  and  water  on  the  first  to 
weather,  but  we  are  fearful  it  will  avail  but  little  if  matters  turn 
out  as  your  Honors  advise ;  viz.,  that  there  is  a  Swedish  ship  of  K 
guns  aud  another  of  8  Qi  10,  manned,  in  addition  to  the  custom- 
ary crew,  by  200  and  more  soldiers  who  were  taken  on  board  in 
passing  the  Sound.  If  this  be  as  your  Honors  represent,  'tis  to 
be  feared  that  the  city's  servants  and  colonists  there  will  offer  bot 
feelile  resistauce  to  that  force,  augmented  by  the  Swedes  and  Fin* 
heretofore  settled  tliere  and  recently  arrived  in  the  PuTvurlandiT 
Kerk,  who,  we  are  informed,  number,  in  all.  about  'JIM,  at  least  INV 
able  bo<Hed  and  resolute  Carls;  when  the  latter  are  reinforced  by 
the  other  2()0  and  the  usual  crew  of  the  ships,  because  we  are  already 
informed,  to  our  sorrow,  of  acme  new  troubles  and  dissatisfaction 
between  the  city's  servants  and  the  old  colonists,  which  we,  for 
reasons,  omit  particularizing.  From  the  aforesaid  and  many  other 
circumstances  'tis  greatly  to  be  feared,  in  case  both  those  ships  have* 
designon,or  hereafter  aim  at,  that  river  that,  the  Hon'"'  Compuj 
will  be  dispossessed  of  that  fertile  part  of  New  Netherland,  and  the 
Worship"  Itegents  frustrated  in  the  expenses  they  have  incorred. 
whichmay  the  All  memfulGod  forfend.  In  case  the  unexpected  at- 
tack be  undertaken  and  the  worst  happen,  we  run  the  more  ikuigerof 
ouimalignant  neigliborsof  the  North  being  the  earlier  and  maieen- 
couraged  to  commence  their  int«>nded  machinations  against  us  from 
the  other  side,  esteeming  us  wholly  shut  out  from,  and  abandoned 
by,  all  help  from  Fatherland,  which  the  best  afEected  are  appivtifn- 
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sive  of  iind  others  have  sufflciently  belled  around  in  the  worst  way. 
Yea,  it  excites  in  ouraelves  a  strange  emotion  that  your  Honors  and 
the  Worshipful  Commissi  niters  over  the  city's  Colonie  have  had 
such  long  and  particular  knowledge  and  information  of  this  med- 
itated expedition,  and  did  not,  conjointly,  immediately  and  inntantly 
request  and  apply  to  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  residing  at  Am- 
sterdam, for  a  man-of-war,  sufficiently  powerful  and  fit  to  counter- 
act 80  ruinou!^  a  design ;  the  rather  as  we  have  heretofore,  on  this 
and  similar  occasions,  frequi-ntly  observed  and  clearly  sliown  to  your 
Honors:  Whosoever  is  master  of  the  river  by  wat«r  is,  consequently, 
orsoon  will  be,  master  of  its  weak  fort  and  garrison.  Your  Honors 
bavA  an  instance  of  this  in  your  own  vigorous  expedition  iii  tlie  year 
1655,  in  the  sliip  Waegh,  when  we  were  recommended  and  ordered 
to  recover  possession  of  the  river ;  40  soldiers  were  put  on  board 
tlutt  ship, carrying  34  guns,  the  ordinary  crew  of  which  numbered  be- 
tween 50  and  60  seamen ;  alwiit  150  (u  160  militia  were  added  and 
distributed  among  3  (fi.  4  smaller  craft.  The  object  was  accomplished 
without  bloodstied,  and  the  subject  Is  here  referred  to  merely  in 
proof  of  the  proposition  :  Wlioso  is  master  of  the  river  by  water,  is 
easily  master  of  the  fort,  unless  its  garrison  is  seasonably  supported 
and  relieved  by  an  equal  naval  force.  Tliis  country  affords  no 
means  for  this;  and  consequently  it  is  to  be  apprehended  and  feared, 
should  the  said  Swedish  shijis  come  there  a:id  encounter  nothing 
but  the  almost  crumbling  fort,  tliat  the  warning  already  given  and 
still  shortly  to  be  repeated,  will  avail  them  but  little;  which  may 
God  forbid. 

From  what  is  thus  far  stated,  your  Honors  will  please  to  observe 
how  miserably  we  are  situated  here.  If  we  are  to  be  sur]>rised  on 
the  South  river  by  tlie  Swede,  according  to  your  Honors'  notice; 
troubled  on  Long  Island  by  malignant  neighboin  and  English  vas- 
sals, and  on  the  other  side  by  the  barbarous  Indians;  between  three 
stools  one  falls  to  the  ground,  as  the  proverb  has  it.  In  ifgard  tn 
the  first  warning  your  Honors  gave  us  to  be  on  our  guard,  we 
thankfully  acknowledge  and  sliall  attend  to  it  as  much  as  is  in  our 
power.  An  regards  the  other  advices  and  recommendations,  in 
your  Honors'  despatch,  dated  27*  September,  received  by  the  ship 
Statyn — that  the  lines  and  places  allotted  to  your  Honors  by  tlie 
Provisional  Boundary  concluded  at  Hartford,  must  l>e  maintained, 
and  all  undue  usurpations  and  encroachments  of  the  English  neigh- 
bors resisted,  and  that  the  barbarous  Indians,  of  whom  your 
Honors  write  in  your  last  received  by  the  St.  Pieter,  mnst  now  bu 
utterly  rooted  out ;  you  omit  sending,  on  our  so  oft  repeated  requests, 
any  reinforcements  of  men,  ammmiition,  or  ottier  necessaries  for 
clothine.  This  we  again  earnestly  demand  may  be  done  without 
any  delay  or  postponement. 

We  forgot,  in  tlie  regular  order,  what  ought  to  have  Ijeen  re- 
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marked,  and  appears  more  fully  under  an  NB.  at  the  end  of  Appen- 
dix No.  4.  AmoriK  other  observations,  John  Scbot  stated  and 
said :  "  Ttmt  only  one  wny  and  means  remained  open  to  put  a  sto|i 
to  the  commencement  of  the  English  claims  on  T^ng  Island,  vii.. 
to  see  »nd  come  to  an  agreement,  as  aoun  as  possible,  witb  tlif 
Duke  of  York,  inasmuch  as  he  knew,  for  certain,  that  his  Maj:'stT 
had  grranted  that  Island  to  his  Royal  Highness,  and  that  some  had 
Informed  the  aforesaid  Duko  that  said  Island  could  produce  fearlj 
several  thousand  pounds  sterling,"  etc.  This  statement  of  bis  cot- 
roberates  a  certain  letter  In  form  of  commission,  written  in  favor 
of  the  aforesaid  Schot  to  those  of  Jjotig  Island,  copy  whereof  being 
handed  to  us.  I  have  thought  it  necessary  to  annex  it  to  the  Apgien- 
dix,  N'5. 

If  your  Honon)  wilt  please  to  read  this  through  and  further  lo 
compare  it  with  the  above  Narrative,  you  will  be  able  to  perceive. 
to  your  full  regret,  that  not  only  Long  Island  but  also  the  isUads 
adjacent,  whereof  Manhattans  and  Staten  Island  are  the  neamtt. 
have  been  fully  given  away  by  England's  Majesty,  and  that  he  bu 
ordered  them  to  be  fortiQed  in  his  name,  NB.  for  the  security  o( 
his  subjects  and  to  prevent  the  interdicted  trade,  which,  to  the 
diminution  of  his  Majesty's  revenue,  this  place  carried  on  in  Bar- 
badoes  and  Vii^inia  tobacco,  the  execution  and  enforcing  vihm- 
of  is  deferred  to  the  pleasure  of  his  Migesty's  brother,  the  J>ufceo( 
York. 

Kight  Honorable  Gentlemen.  If  such  palpable  proofs  cannot 
move  you  to  remedy  and  remove  such  pretences  by  eflectiuK  to  tbil 
end,  a  settlement  of  the  Boundary  for  the  comfort  and  relief  of  a} 
many  hundred  afllictcd  families,  the  good  people  will  Bnully  te 
oblige<l  to  submit,  if  not  to  loss  of  life  and  property,  at  least  tu  It 
alripiied  of  their  lands,  cattle  and  movables,  if  they  refuse  to  be- 
come subject  to  the  English  government,  as  is  more  fully  to  be  sem 
from  the  Appendices,  to  which,  for  brevity  sake,  we  refer;  iiid 
thus  ending,  we  shall  commend  your  Honors,  after  cordial  greet- 
ing, to  God's  care  and  protection ;  and  remain

CUAKLES  B. 

1.— You  shall  apply  the  first  article  of  your  Instructions  to  tlif 
Massachusetts  &  whatsoever  else  occurs  to  you  as  proper  to  be  used. 
both  to  those  of  Oonecticot  and  of  Hie  other  Provinces,  as  your  per- 
ticular  directions  to  them ;  our  care  and  afCectiou  being  nlikr  tui 
all ;  and  you  will  therefore  fltt  your  expressions  of  our  grace  iw! 
favour  accordingly. 
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2. — You  shall  take  the  beat  meanes  you  can  to  informe  yo'selves 
of  tlie  temper  of  those  of  Coiiitecticott  both  l>efore  you  goe  to  them. 
and  after ;  tliat  you  may  know  the  full  difference  between  them  a»d 
tlie  Siaiisachusetta,  both  in  their  Civill  and  EcclesiasticHll  estate. 
Web  conceive  tliose  of  Oonecticott  to  contrive  themselves  under  the 
most  rigid  Presbitetian  Government,  soe  that  you  will  find  their 
neiglibors  free  enough  of  their  censures  of  tiiem :  all  of  wliich  you 
will  make  iioe  other  use  of  then  for  your  owne  information  how  to 
govern  yo'selves ;  makeing  tiie  same  declaration  to  them  and  to  all 
y  real,  of  your  flrme  resolution  to  defend  and  maintain  their  Char- 
ter, without  tbe  leiist  restraining  them  in  the  free  exercise  of  their 
religion,  but  insisting  with  them,  as  with  the  rest,  that  all  the  rest 
who  dissent  from  them,  may  have  the  like  liberty  without  undergo- 
ing any  disadvantages  with  reference  to  their  civill  interest  but  that 
they  enjoy  the  same  priviledges  with  the  rest. 

3. — You  sliall  putt  M'  Winthropp  (if  hee  be  still  Governor  there, 
of  whome  wee  have  had  a  good  opinion)  in  mind  of  the  differences 
wtticti  were  on  foot  here,  ui)on  the  pretences  of  those  of  Bliode  Is- 
land, when  heBo1licitedthedis|>atchof  thetrCharter,andtheBeverall 
deliatea  which  arose  thereuiwn  before  our  Chancellor  of  England  & 
befoi-e  persons  appointed  by  him  to  accommodate  the  same, and  that 
the  said  Cliarter  afterward  passed  our  Great  Scale,  rather  uiwn  the 
good  opinion  and  cotifideiice  wee  liad  in  the  said  M'  Winlhropp, 
tben  that  the  differences  were  composed  upon  the  Boundaries  and 
LiniDiits  of  the  severall  Colonies,  and  some  expressions  in  the  said 
Charter ;  Wee  then  declarelng  that  since  there  was  a  difference  in 
matter  of  fact,  between  the  relators,  we  could  make  noe  cleare  de- 
termination of  the  right,  but  that  wee  resolved  to  send  Commission- 
ers into  those  parts,  who  upon  the  place  should  settle  all  differences 
and  pretences  upon  the  Bounds  and  Limits  of  each  Colonic, and  the 
said  iV  Winthropji  then  promising  that  we  aliould  find  the  same 
submission  to  any  alteration  at  tliat  tyme,  and  upon  such  a  visita- 
tion, as  if  no  Charter  were  then  passed  to  them;  which  wee  cannot 
but  expect  at  their  hands. 

4. — You  shall  use  all  jiossible  endeavours,  first  by  private  enquiry 
and  tlieu  by  pnblick  examination,  to  informe  yourselves  of  what  was 
bei-etofore  done  about  the  year  IftW.  from  the  Chiefe  Sachim  & 
other  the  Princes  of  a  lai^  tract  of  ground  about  the  Karragansett 
Bay,  who  as  we  are  informed  did  about  that  tyme  by  a  formall  in- 
strument under  their  hands  and  seales,  transferre  that  their  C'oun- 
trey  to  our  Itoyall  Father,  for  his  protection,  and  became  bis  sub- 
jects ;  which  autheutick  instrument  remains  still  in  the  hands  of 
Samuell  Gorton,  John  Wicks  and  Kaudall  Houlden,who  inhabiteat 
or  neare  Warwicke  in  Hoad  Island.  If  upon  examination  you  find 
this  information  wee  have  received  to  bee  true  and  that  we  have  in- 
deed a  good  title  to  that  territory  ;  You  shall  find  some  way  to  lett 
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those  Sachimst  or  their  hejres  know,  that  wee  have  given  yoii  specbll 
direction  to  examine  any  injuries  done  to  them  by  onrsiibjeets.and 
tliat  yon  are  ready  to  receive  any  informacon  ti.ey  shall  give  you  to 
tliat  purpose,  and  theren|)on  to  doe  ttiem  justice,  and  that  wee  will 
always  protect  them  from  any  oppression ;  A  if  you  have  clearf 
proofe  that  in  truth  these  territoryes  are  transfeiTed  to  us,  you  shall 
seize  u|ion  the  same  in  our  Name,  and  the  snme  tract  of  land  shall

1. — Tiiough  the  maine  end  and  drift  of  yo'  employm' is  to  imf orme 
yourselves  and  us  of  the  true  and  whole  state  of  those  several! 
Colonies  and  by  insinuateing  yourselves  by  all  kind  and  dextrous 
carriage  into  the  good  opinion  of  y  princi pall  persons  there,  that 
soe  you  may  (after  a  full  observation  of  the  humor  and  interest  both 
of  those  in  goverum'  and  those  of  the  tiest  quality  out  of  governm' 
and.  generally,  of  the  people  themselves)  lead  and  dispose  them  to 
desire  to  renew  their  Charters  and  to  make  such  alterations  as  will 
appeare  necessary  (or  tlieir  owiie  benefit : — Yet  you  may  informe 
all  men  that  a  gi-eat  end  of  your  designe  is  the  ijossessing  Long 
Island,  and  reduceing  tliat  people  to  an  entyre  submission  and  obe- 
dience to  us  ik,  our  governeraent,  now  vested  by  our  grant  and  Com- 
mission in  our  Brother  the  Duke  of  York,  and  by  raising  forts  or 
any  other  way  you  shall  judge  most  convenient  or  necessary  soe  to 
secure  that  whole  trade  to  our  subjects,  that  the  Dutch  may  noe 
longer  ingrosse  and  exercise  that  trade  which  they  have  wrongfully 
possessed  tliemselves  of;  tliat  whole  territory  being  in  our  possession 
before  they,  as  private  persons  and  without  any  authority  from  their 
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BUperiorB  and  against  y  lawe  of  Nations  and  tlie  good  intelligence 
and  allyance  between  U3  and  their  superiors,  invaded  and  have  since 
wrongfully  obteyned  the  same,  to  the  prejudice  of  our  Crowne  and 
Dignity,  and  therefore  ought  in  justice  to  be  resumed  by  us,  except 
they  will  entyrely  submitt  to  our  goverment  and  live  there  as  oar 
good  subjects  under  it ;  and  in  that  case  you  shall  lett  them  kuuwe 
botli  by  private  signiflcations  and  treatyes  or  by  any  publicke  decla- 
ration sett  out  by  yi)u  in  our  name,— That  wee  will  take  them  into 
our  protection,  and  that  they  shall  continue  to  enjoy  all  their  poa' 
sessions  (Forta  only  excepted)  and  the  same  freedonie  in  trade  with 
our  other  good  subjects  in  those  parts.  And  as  you  will  need  the 
assistance  of  our  other  colonies  towards  this  reduction,  soe  wee  con- 
ceave  they  will  all  for  their  owne  interest  bee  ready  to  engage  with 
you  herein. 

2.— This  being  the  case,  and  the  prosecution  of  that  deaigne  being 
not  absolutely  in  your"  owne  power  in  respect  of  wind  and  weather, 
wee  leave  it  entirely  to  your  discretion  whether  you  choose  to  goe 
first  upon  Long  Island,  which  seems  most  reasonable  to  design  in 
respect  of  the  troops  you  carry,  or  to  New  England,  resolveing  to 
approve  of  what  you  doe  in  that  iierticular,  lett  the  successe  be 
what  it  will,  and  if  it  plcHse  God  you  have  the  successe  wee  liupe 
for  upon  Long  Island,  you  will  improve  the  consideration  of  the 
benefit  thereof  to  all  the  Colonies,  and  how  much  happier  they  are 
by  oui'  care  in  the  removeing  such  ill  neighbours  from  them,  at  our 
owne  cost  and  chai-ges. 

3.— You  are  to  use  great  dilligence  together  in  the  careful  and 
exact  perusall  of  the  first  and  second  Charter,  granted  by  our  Royalt 
Father  for  the  undertaking  and  settling  those  plantations,  and  any 
other  Charters  which  have  been  granted  to  any  perticular  Colonies 
by  our  father  and  ourselfe,  or  the  late  usurping  powers;  to  Ihe  end 
that  upon  the  full  consideration  thereof,  A  if  any  diBlcuItys  arise 
upon  doubtfuil  or  contradictory  expressions,  you  may  eyther  by  re- 
sorting to  our  Council!  at  Lawe  in  some  iwiuts,  and  to  our  Secre- 
tary of  State  hi  otlier,  receave  full  and  cleare  Infonnation  A  direc- 
tions, and  you  must  bee  the  more  conversant  and  fully  informed  of 
all  contained  in  the  said  Charters  (of  which  you  ouglit  to  carry 
authentick  Coppyes  with  you)  because  y  ground  and  foundation  of 
your  em|>loyment  is  the  exact  observation  of  the  Charters  and  re- 
duceing  to  that  rule  whatsoever  hath  swerved  from  it.  Besides  you 
will  thereby  observe  all  those  clauses  in  the  severall  Charters  which 
are  either  too  short  and  restrained  &  the  enlargeing  thereof  would 
be  for  the  publick  benefit  of  the  plantacoD ;  or  such  other  incon- 
venient ones,  as  for  our  dignity  and  authority  should  be  altered  by 
a  generall  consent  and  desire.  Amongst  which  it  were  to  bee  wished 
that  y  severall  Goveriiours  should  hold  their  places  three  or  five 
yeares  and  that  before  the  midle  of  the  Inst  yeare  three  names  should 
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be  sent  over  and  preseuted  to  us,  that  one  of  them  might  be  chosen 
by  lis  for  the  next  Goveriiouv  which  we  should  as  well  approve  and 
would  be  more  easily  consented  to,  ttieii  the  emitting' the  entyre 
otioiee  to  us. 

4. — You  are  with  the  like  dilligence  and  care  to  pi^ruae  ttie  collec- 
tion of  the  lawes  published  in  those  Colonies  during  the  late  usuriv 
ing  Uovenimeut,  or  at  any  tyrae  before  or  since;  to  the  end  that 
upon  examination  thereof  you  Diay  discerne  both  the  indecent  ex- 
preiisians  and  materiall  and  important  poiiUs  and  determinations 
in  them,  which  are  contrary  to  our  dignity  and  to  the  lawus  and 
customfS  of  this  realme,  and  to  the  justice  thereof;  all  wliich  they 
have  obliged  themselves  to  cancell  and  repeale ;  and  if  the  same  bee 
not  already  done,  you  are  in  the  first  place  to  cause  it  to  be  done, 
especially  and  peiticularly  that  the  oaths  enjuyjied  by  the  severall 
Charters  be  taken,  and  the  administration  of  justice  be  performed 

5, — tiinct;  the  great  and  principall  ends  of  all  those  who  first  en- 
gaged themselves  in  those  Plantacons  in  which  they  have  spent 
much  tynie  and  money,  was  liberty  of  concieuce,  and  the  same  is 
expressely  provided  for  iv  the  tirst  and  subsequent  Charters  as  they 
could  desire  to  be  done,  and  the  observation  and  preservation  there- 
of is  our  very  hearty  pur|)ose  and  determination :  You  ai'e  to  bee 
very  caref  ull  amongst  yourselves  and  with  all  persons  who  have  any 
relatifin  to,  or  dependaiice  upon  any  of  you,  that  nothing  be  said  or 
done,  from  or  by  which  the  people  there  may  thinke  or  imagine  that 
there  is  any  purpose  in  us  to  make  any  alteration  in  the  Chureh 
Guveminent  or  to  introduce  any  other  forme  of  worahipp  among 
tliem  then  what  they  have  chosen ;  all  our  exception  in  that  parti- 
cular being  that  they  doe  in  truth  deny  tliat  IDierty  of  conscience  to 
eacli  other,  whicli  is  equally  provided  for  and  granted  to  every  one 
of  them  by  their  charter :  all  whicli  you  will  And  wee  have  more  at 
lar^e  tak»;n  notice  of  in  our  letter  of  the  28'"  June  1662,  a  coppy 
whereof  is  delivered  to  you,  and  of  which  you  shall  in  due  season, 
and  when  you  are  well  acquainted  with  them,  dextrously  lake 
notice,  and  presse  the  execution  and  observacon  of  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  the  Charter.  And  that  you  may  not  give  any  umbrage  or 
jealousy  to  tliem  in  matters  of  rcligiun,  as  if  you  were  at  least 
enimyes  to  formes  observed  amongst  them,  you  shall  do  well  to  fre- 
quent their  cliurches  and  to  be  present  at  their  devotion,  though 
wee  doe  suppose  and  tliink  it  very  fltt  that  you  carry  with  you  some 
learned  and  discreet  Cliapluine,  othodox  in  his  judgement  and  prac- 
tice, who  inyonrowne  familyes  will  reade  the  Booke  of  Common 
Fruyer  &  perfurme  your  devotion  according  to  y  forme  established 
in  the  Church  of  England,  excepting  only  in  wearing  the  sur])lesse 
which  haveing  never  bin  seen  in  those  countryes,  may  conveniently 
be  forborn  att  this  tynie,  when  Che  principall  busynesse  is  by  all 
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Kood  expedienta,  to  unite  adiI  lecoiictle  persona  of  very  difFennl 
judgements  and  pnictice  in  all  things,  at  least  which  conceme  the 
t>eace  &  prosperity  of  those  t>eopte  and  their  joint  submission  and 
oliedience  to  na  and  our  goverment. 

6.— Since  it  js  very  notorious  that  there  are  not  only  very  greit 
factions  and  animnsityes  in  one  Colony  against  the  other,  bul  in 
one  and  y' same  Colony  betwene  persons  of  different  opinious  in  I^ 
ligion.so  that  it  is  very  probable  all  discontented  persona  will  make 
application  to  you  according  to  their  severall  liumoursand  intfiwi; , 
it  will  conceme  you  to  be  very  wary  in  your  conversation,  that  be- 
ing sent  «H  persons  equal]  to  determine  controversyes  anii>Dpt 
them.  yoTi  may  not  bee  thought  to  enclyne  to  a  party,  or  to  bee 
yourselves  engi^ed  in  their  passions  and  appetite,  and  yon  muit 
principally  guard  yourselves  against  two  sorts  of  people  (till  upon 
the  severall  informations  you  shall  receive,  and  by  your  own  oIbm- 
vationandexperiencpyoucanmakesomejudgnientoftlipiraincerityi 
that  is  not  to  seeiue  too  forward  in  concurring  with  them  iu  whatso- 
ever they  propose.  The  first  is,  they  that  pretend  to  have  agreat  pre- 
judice against  the  forme  of  Religion  there  professed,  and  as  great 
a  leale  for  the  establishing  the  Booke  of  Common  Prayer,  and  it  m»v 
beet  he  Episcopacy  it^etfe,  and  the  whole  discipline  uf  the  Cliureli 
of  England. 

The  second  is.  they  who  will  appeare  soliciteous  to  adyaneeotir 
profflt  and  to  settle  a  present  revenue  upon  the  Crowne ;  which  thet 
will  suppose  may  bee  looked  u)M)n  as  such  an  unquestionable  in- 
stance of  their  affection  to  ns  nnd  our  service,  that  it  will  givf 
them  credit  and  advantage  in  all  their  pretences. 

Tothefirstof  these,  after  you  have  used  them  with  kindnes9e;iftd 
encouragement  to  bee  present  when  they  please  at  your  private  de- 
votions, you  shall  let  them  know  that  you  have  noe  order  from  us. 
(for  many  of  those  overtures  may  l)e  made  only  for  diacovifyrf 
your  intentions )  to  mahe  the  least  attempt,  or  to  encourage  aller*- 
tion  in  the  way  they  proffease  of  religion  ;  for  though  nobody  can 
doubt  but  that  wee  conld  looke  upon  it  as  the  greatest  bleasinf!  fiod 
Almighty  can  conferre  upon  us  in  this  world  that  HeewouM  re- 
duce nil  our  subjects  in  all  our  domains  to  one  faith  and  one  why  of 
worship  with  us;  yet  wee  could  not  Imagine  it  probable  that  a  con- 
federate number  of  |)ersons,  who  seinrated  themselves  from  their 
owne  countrey  and  the  religion  established,  principally  (if  not  onlj 
that  thi  y  might  enjoy  another  way  of  worsliip,  presented  or  de- 
clan  d  unto  them  by  theire  owne  consciences,  could  insnerfiorta 
tynie  he  willing  to  returne  to  that  forme  pf  service  they  had  for- 
saken :  mid  therefore  that  wee  had  been  soe  farre  from  giveingyou 
any  direction  to  promote  or  countenance  any  alteration  in  the  re- 
ligion practised  there,  that  you  have  expresse  order  to  the  contraiy. 
But  if  they  only  insisted  uimu  the  liberty  granted  them  by  Ibni 
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Cliarter,  nnd  that  they  would  provide  peaceably  for  tlie  exercise  of 
tlieii-  religion  in  the  forme  they  best  liked,  without  tTOiihling  or  re- 
proaching those  who  diaaent  from  them,  and  only  desire  timt  this 
libei'tie  of  conscience  might  produce  noe  prejudice  to  them  in  their 
civill  interests  or  relation  to  tlie  Government: — Vou  may  Ittt  them 
know  tImt  it  is  no  more  than  what  wee  have  already  recommended 
lo  the  Governour  and  Councill  by  our  former  letters,  and  wherein 
you  will  doe  them  all  the  offices  within  your  power. 

Butt  even  in  this  jxiint  wee  conceive  you  slumld  i)roceed  very 
warily  and  not  enter  upon  it,  till  you  iiave  made  some  progi-esse  in 
your  lesse  difficult  busynesse;  ;ind  indeed  yon  should  rather  advise 
lliose  wlio  seejue  to  bee  serious  and  liearty  in  that  desire  that  tliey 
cause  it  to  be  first  prD)>osed  and  selt  on  foot  in  the  GeneTHll  Assembly 
that  shall  bee  called,  then  any  way  touched  upon, before  the  present 
Governour  &  Council),  and  promise  them  your  utniost  assistance 
tliere,  in  the  promoteing  any  thing  for  their  ease  wliich  will  not 
evidently  disturbe  tlie  |*Rce  of  the  countrey. 

To  the  second  sort  of  people  whicli  will  be  active  in  many  pro- 
jects for  OUT  proflit  and  lienifltt,  yon  must  not  bee  forwards  too 
nmch,  since  most  overtures  of  that  kiod  are  but  ayrey  imagina- 
tions, &  cannot  bee  put  in  practise  by  our  owne  imediate  iwwer 
HDd  authority,  without  manifest  violation  of  tlieir  Charter  which 
nei>  resolve  tu  keep  observe  and  maintaine. 

Upon  those  discourses  tlierefore  you  shall  declare  that  you  liave 
no  direccon  to  make  any  attempt  of  t  liat  kind,  witliout  there  ap|)eare 
a  good  &  voluntary  inclination  to  tliat  purpose  in  tlie  Generall  As- 
sembly, which  probably  may  find  it  convenient  to  make  some  newe 
desireaand  proposiiDna  to  us  for  tlieir  benefitt,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
may  make  some  grants  and  concessions  to  us;  and  in  truth  it  will 
not  be  rationall  for  you  to  appeare  solicitous  to  make  any  change  in 
the  matters  of  Religion,  or  to  make  any  attempt  to  bring  any 
cliange  to  that  people,  exce|it  both  arise  amongst  themselves  in  the 
Gen"  Assembly,  and  then  you  sliall  give  such  countenance  to  it  as 
you  shall  judge  necessary  for  our  service. 

7. —You  shall  as  soon  as  you  are  arriveil  and  have  delivered  our 
litters  to  the  Governour  and  Councill  prease  them  that  a  Generall 
Assembly  may  be  couv<  ned  as  soon  as  may  t>e  according  to  our  let- 
ter to  them. 

And  liecause  much  of  the  good  wee  expected  from  your  journey 
depends  upon  the  wisdome  and  Qdetity  of  that  Assembly,  you  shall 
use  your  utmost  endeavors  privately,  and  by  those  means  which 
are  moat  proper  and  witliout  offence,  to  gett  men  of  the  best  repu- 
tation and  most  )ieaceably  inclined,  to  I»e  chosen  into  tliat  As- 
:^mbly.  and  then  according  to  the  interest  and  credit  you  have, 
cive  them  all  advice  and  encouvagem"  to  promote  our  service,  and 
then  you  shall  iiiforme  them  of  the  great  affection  wee  have  for 
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tliem,  and  thnt  wpe  looke  upon  them  with  the  same  fotherly  can 
US  if  tliey  lived  in  the  centre  of  either  of  our  kingdomes. 

You  sliiill  ttliew  theui  the  coppy  of  the  letter  and  adresse  made  lu 
US  by  the  (iovernour  aud  Oouneill  afterour happy  returne  into  Eujc- 
land,  and  nf  our  answer  to  that  addresse,  as  likewise  what  wre 
have  now  writ  to  y  Governoiir  and  Oouncill  there;  lill  which  wet 
directed  you  to  communicate,  to  tiie  end  that  wee  may  receive  tbeit 
advir«  and  information  how  wee  may  advance  the  happyness  of  tJMl 
our  iwople.  And  in  order  hereunto  you  are  ready  to  conferrti  with 
them  upon  all  jiertlculars  relateing  to  your  negotiation  or  to  tbe 
end  there<if,  and  aoe  you  are  to  belmve  yourselves  towanis  tlieoi  as 
you  fuid  may  must  conduce  to  the  end  of  your  employment. 

8.— Besides  the  generall  dist>OHeiiig  that  peo|ile  to  an  entyre  sub- 
mission and  olwdience  to  our  Kovernm'  which  ia  their  owne  great- 
est security  in  respect  of  tbelr  neighbors  and  leading  them  to  a  tie- 
sire  to  renew  their  Cliarters,  wliich  in  many  respects  ought  to  bee 
desired  by  them;  there  are  two  iwints  wee  could  heartily  wish 
should  be  KHined  upon  them. 

The  first  that  wee  may  have  ( as  wee  expressed  before )  the  noati- 
nation  of  the  Govemour,  or  approbation. 

Tlie  other,  that  the  Militia  should  ))ee  putt  under  an  officer  nom- 
inated or  recommended  by  nn;  and  it  may  bee,  if  they  will  con- 
sider their  charter,  they  will  not  And  that  they  liave  in  truth,  the 
disposall  of  their  owne  Militia  as  they  imagine. 

But  how  to  approach  to  those  two  points  nee  cannot  tell,  butt 
must  leave  it  to  your  skill  &  dexterity,  after  you  have  enough  con- 
versed with  tliem  and  know  the  principal  leading  men  of  the  srver- 
Hll  partyes.  In  the  meatie  tynne  wee  should  looke  upon  tt  as  a  p<oi 
omen,  if  them  might  see  soe  wrought  upon  at  y'  Generall  AssemWy 
as  that  Coll  Niculls  might  bee  cliosen  by  themselves  for  their 
present  Govemour  and  Collonell  Cartwriglit  for  their  Major  (ien- 

Alt  desicnes  of  prolflt  for  tlie  present  seenie  unseasonable  and 
may  possibly  obstruct  the  more  necessary  designe  u|ion  their  oliedi- 
ence  and  loyalty,  if  they  shall  apprehend  that  it  cost  them  nioiiry: 
soe  that  It  should  not  be  aiTecte'i  farther  (except  the  Generall  As- 
sembly  ajiiH-are  to  have  other  frankiiesae  then  wee  can  reasouaWy 
exject)  then  to  settle  some  anntiHll  tribute  of  y*  growth  of  tbjil 
country,  as  masts,  come,  and  fish,  to  bee  presented  to  ns,  aswas 
intimated  by  the  two  messeiiKors  employed  hither,  to  bee  their  |>ur- 
pose  to  doe. 

9.— In  the  last  place.  Wee  doe  enjoyne  &  command  you.  as  you 
will  answer  to  thecontrary,  to  live  with  entyre  confldenceandkind- 
ness  in  and  towards  each  other,  which  can  only  support  the  credit 
and  reputation  of  your  trust  A  employment.  That  yuu  constaiittv 
communicate  together  what  eyther  of  you  hath  collected  uiwn 
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private  intercourses  or  information  from  i)erticnler  i>ersoiis,  Hnd 
that  thereupon  in  all  your  Councills  you  aeqiiiease  witli  tlie  judge- 
ment of  tlie  major  part  (except  it  bee  expressely  contrary  to  our  In- 
structioDS,  and  in  which  wee  liave  not  left  you  a  latitude  to  doe  ac- 
cording to  your  disci'etion)  and  pursue  it  accordingly,  and  that  you 
are  not  tran^>orted  by  any  private  cnnsidc-ration  of  proltit  or  triend- 
sliip  to  swerve  from  the  right  rule  of  advanceing  our  service.  And 
wee  sliall  be  more  sensible  of  any  error  of  this  kind,  then  of  any 
other  misfortune  ttiat  may  bring  inconvenience  to  our  service  in 
your  employment. 

Our  other  Instiuctions  for  your  procedings  in  tlie  severall  Colo- 
oies  you  shall  comnmnicate  as  you  see  cause,  and  as  you  enter  upon 
the  severall  perticulara,  as  at  your  tirst  audience  you  shall  doe  well 
to  tell  them  that  instead  of  entertaining  them  of  any  discourse  of 
your  owne,  you  will  deliver  them  the  copy  of  your  first  Instructions, 
and  shall  deliver  it  them  accordingly.

Chahles  thelSecondby  theUrace  of  God  King  of  England  Scot- 
land France  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  Ac.  To  all  to 
whome  these  presents  shall  come  Greeting.  IVhei-eas  wee  have 
nweived  severall  Addresses  from  our  subjects  of  severall  Collouies 
ill  New  England,  alt  full  of  duty  and  affection,  and  expressions  of 
loj-aliy  and  allegiance  to  us,  with  their  humble  desires  that  wee 
would  renew  their  severall  Chartersand  receive  them  into  our  favour- 
able opinion  and  protection,  &  severall  of  our  Colonies  there  and 
other  our  loveing  subjects  hnve  likewise  complayned  of  differences 
and  disputes  arisen  upon  the  lymmitts  and  bounds  of  their  sevi-rall 
Chartersand  Jurisdictions,  whereby  unneighbourly  and  unbrotherly 
contentions  have  and  may  arise,  to  Uie  dammage  and  discredit  of 
the  English  inteiests,  and  that  all  our  good  subjects  resideing  there 
and  being  planters  within  the  severall  Colonies  doe  not  enjoy  the 
libertyes  and  priviledges  granted  to  them  by  our  severall  Charters 
upon  confidence  and  assurance  of  which  they  transported  theuiselvea 
and  their  Estates  into  tliosc  i>art3.  And  wee  having  received  some 
aildreiMes  from  the  Create  Men  &  Natives  of  those  Couiitryea,  in 
which  they  complaine  of  breach  or  faith  and  of  acts  of  violence  and 
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injustice  which  tliey  liave  been  forced  to  undergoe  from  our  sub- 
jects ;  whereby  not  only  our  governemeiit  is  traduced,  but  tlie  repu- 
tation and  credit  of  Christian  Iteligion  brought  iuto  prejudice  and 
reproach  witli  the  Gentiles  &  inhabitants  of  those  countries  wbo 
know  not  God,  tlie  reduction  of  whonie  to  tlie  true  knowledge  and 
feareof  God,  iatlie  most  worthy  and  glorious  end  of  all  those  PlauU- 
tioua.  Upox  all  which  motives  and  as  au  evidence  and  manifrata- 
tion  of  our  fatherly  affection  towards  all  our  subjects  iu  tboee 
several)  Colonies  of  New  England  (that  is  to  say)  of  the  ilassa- 
chuselU,  Conecticot,  New  Plymoutli,  Road  Island  and  tlie  Pruvi- 
dence  plantation, and  all  other  plaiitacons  within  that  tract  of  kind 
knowtie  under  the  appellation  of  New  England.  And  to  the  end 
that  wee  may  bee  truly  informed  of  the  state  and  condition  of  our 
good  subjects  there,  that  soe  wee  may  the  better  know  bow  to  con- 
tribute to  the  further  improvement  of  their  happynesse  and  pros- 
perity :  Know  yee  therefore!  that  wee  reposeing  especiall  trust 
and  contidence  in  the  fidelity  wiadome  and  circumspection  of  oar 
trusty  and  wellbeloved  Coll,  Richard  NicoUa,  S'  Robert  Carre  Kd' 
George  Cartwright  Esq'  and  Samuell  Maverick  Esq'  of  our  especiall 
grace,  certaine  knowledge  and  meer  motion  have  made  ordaiord 
constituted  and  appointed,  and  by  these  presents  doe  make  onlame. 
constitute  and  ap|)Oint  the  said  UoU.  Richard  Nicolls,  Sir  Robril 
Carre,  Geoi^  Cartwright  and  }>amuell  Maverick  our  Commis- 
sioners.

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That  we  may  protect  our  subjects  of  our  several  plantations  from 
tlie  iovasioiis  of  their  neifthbors  and  provide  that  no  subjects  of  our 
neigbbtir  nations,  how  allied  soever  with  ns,  may  |x>sse9S  themselves 
of  any  lands  or  rivera  witliiii  our  territories  and  dominions,  as  we 
are  informed  the  Dutch  liave  lately  done,  to  the  prejudice  of  our 
good  subjects  of  those  our  plantations  and  to  the  obstructions  of 
trade,  which,  in  time,  may  prove  very  mischievous  to  our  goinl  sub- 
jects tliere. 

And,  therefore,  we  cannot  but  be  confident  that  when  our  Com- 
missioners have  imparted  unto  you  our  pleasure  in  this  imrticular 
and  the  beneRt  and  advant^e  which,  with  Uod's  blessing,  must 
accrue  to  yourselves  from  the  same  besides  the  preventing  many 
gmwiDfC  inconveniences  to  your  peace  and  pros|>erity,  you  will  join 
and  aJMist  tliem  vigorously  in  recovering  our  rigtit  in  those  places 
now  possessed  by  the  Dutch  and  reducing  them  to  an  entire  obedi- 
ence and  submission  to  our  government.  In  which  case  our  desire 
and  pleasure  is  that  tliey  should  be  treated  as  neighbors  and  fellow 
subjects,  and  enjoy,  quietly,  wliat  they  are  possessed  of  by  tiieir 
honest  industry.

to  submit  at  such  conference,  resi>ectfully  requesting  tliat  your 
High  Mightinesses  may  be  graciously  pleased  to  pay  attention 
thereunto,  and  to  allow  him,  the  Resident,  to  be  furnished  with  a 
wished  for  answer  and  declaration  thereu]>un,as  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses, in  your  profound  wisdom,  shall  deem  most  suitable  for  the 
maintenance  of  just  friendship  and  correspondence  between  both

Nour.e  and  Miohty  Lords  :  The  credentials  of  his  Royal  Ma-

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jesty,  ray  most  generous  Lord, delivered  to  their  High  Mightinnsn 
on  the  26"'  of  May,  have  Bulficiently  assured  their  High  Mightinesaea 
that  his  Royal  Majesty  hath  nothing  more  at  heart  than  to  meditate 
on  the  old  and  reliable  friendship  and  alliance  which  existed  con- 
tinuously between  his  Royal  Majesty's  ancestors  and  their  High 
Mightinesses  for  nearly  time  immemorial,  and  that  consequenlly  hit 
Boyal  Majesty  bath  an  exceeding  great  desire  to  cultivate  mutual 
conAdence  and  corresjiondence,  and,  on  tlie  other  hand,  with  tbc 
conseitt  of  botli  sides,  to  remove  all  whatover  might  be  found  hin- 
dersome  and  injurious  thereto. 

1°  And  whereas,  lu  regard  to  the  so  called  Elucidation  of  tbr 
lately  concluded  Treaty  of  Elbing.  divers  incongruities,  obscuri- 
ties, difficulties,  cout radiations  and  impossibilities  now  and  then 
have  manifested  themselves,  which  give  a  shock  to  the  ancient 
friendship  in  sundry  instances,  his  Royal  Majesty  hath  instructed 
me  to  hold  a  conference  thereupon  with  their  High  Mightinesses  or 
with  you,  Noble  Mighty,  in  their  name,  to  remove  all  such  ohetacles 
tofriendsliip,  and  with  conjoined  hands  to  lift  up  what,  through  tiK 
Iniquity  of  the  times,  may  be  wrongly  introduced. 

Immediately  on  proposing  the  Elucidation  in  the  year  1660,  serious 
debates  arose  thereon  between  the  Royal  Commissioners  and  their 
High  Mightinesses'  Ministers,  and  the  difficulties  and  inconven- 
iences coutained  in  the  aforesaid  Elucidation  were  pointed  out  to 
their  High  Mightinesses'  Ambassadors,  but  as  the  said  Ambasm- 
dors,  at  that  time,  alleged  the  precise  orders  which  tliey  liad  on  the 
subject,  promising  to  make  a  i-eport  of  the  objections,  and  held  out 
a  hope  that  this  State  would  perceive  their  justice,  and  that  every- 
thing would  be  redressed,  therefore,  fully  confiding  in  jastice  and 
such  like  promises,  at  the  time,  we  would  not  intorrupt  the  negotia- 
tions of  friendship  on  that  account,  nor  insist  on  these  objectiooa. 
but  did  proceed  to  the  conclusion  of  the  negotiation. 

Experience  afterwards  demonstrated  the  injury  done  1^  the  Eluci- 
dation to  the  maint«nance  uf  friendship.  His  Royal  Majesty,  in 
order  to  obviate  such  obstacles,  hath  appointed  CommissioDm 
to  treat  thereof  with  Mr.  Heiiisius,  their  High  Mightinesses'  Rcsi- 

Who,  after  holding  some  confei*ences,  excused  hiuaself.  wlien  hii 
Most  Illustrious  Majesty  most  graciously  instructed  me  to  resume 
here  the  conference  tliereupon,  and  by  the  production  of  [»¥gn*nl 
reasons,  to  invite  their  High  Mightinesses  to  revoke  and  nscind  tbt 
aforesaid  obscure,  offensive  and  in  many  placesimpiacticaUeiufror 
Elucidation,  wliereunto  it  is  hoped  their  High  Mightinesses  will  not 
offer  any  olqection. 

2°  Resiw^ting  the  second  point :  TheirHighMightineasesareno" 
again,  as  they  have  heretofore  been,  requested  to  pay  the  subsidy 
promisedbytlie  treaty  of  the  year  1640.    Trae,  indeed,  it  isibatsaid 
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tre&ty  was  directed  principally  against  Denmark,  but  that  article 
has  been  extended  by  tbe  late  treaty  of  Elbingh,  against  all  others, 
and  liis  Royal  Majesty  having  been  since  attiicked  by  the  Muscovite, 
the  Emperor,  Denmark  and  Biandenburgli.the  promised  subsidiea 
must  alao  be  regulated  and  multiplied  by  the  number  of  enemies. 

3°  The  third  point  opposes  the  Dutch  Sound  dues  [Veylgelt), 
which,  being  imposed  on  Baltic  wares  and  trade,  mostly  oppr<^Bsing 
the  kingdom  of  Sweden,  their  High  Mightinesses  were  requested  to 
abolish  the  same,  as  it  was  not  fair  that  one  ally  should  be  thus  in- 
directly aggrieved  by  the  other. 

4°  Furthermore,  I  hereby  hold,  as  renewed,  the  request  of  good 
and  prompt  expedition,  reparation  and  satisfaction  in  the  com- 
plaints heretofore  so  frequently  made,  and  again  repeated  in  regard 
to  tlie  Royal  Swedish  American  and  African  Companyand  tiie  mat- 
ter of  the  Orootjan,&c.  Confldejit  that  their  High  Mightinesses 
will  at  once  issue  orders  for  the  removal  of  all  such  like  unfriendly 
acts.

RESOLUTION  OF  THE  STATES-GENERAL. 

Thursday,  19"  June,  1664. 
Read  to  the  Assembly  a  certiain  Memorial  of  Mr.  Appleboom,  res- 
ident of  the  King  of  Sweden,  and  a  cei-tain  other  writing  exhibited 
with  it  and  addressed  to  Mess"  Huygens  iind  other  their  High 
Miijhtinesses'  Deputies  for  the  aftairs  of  Sweden,  setting  forth,  in 
substance,  the  points  whereupon  he  desires  a  conference  with  them, 
according  to  the  foregoing  resolution  of  the  committee  [resolutie 
annmis^oriaeV ;  the  first,  respecting  the  Elucidation  on  the  lately 
concluded  Elbiiig  treaty  ;  the  second,  the  jiayment  of  the  subsidies 
promised  by  the  treaty  of  the  year  1640 ;  the  third,  the  Dutch  Sound 
dues  {veylgelt);  the  fourth,  and  last,  the  reparation  and  satisfaction 
of  the  complaints  hei-etofoce  made  in  regard  to  the  Royal  Swedish 
American  and  African  Company.  Which,  being  considered,  it  is 
resolved  and  concluded  that  the  retroocla  in  the  aforesaid  respective 
affairs  be  looked  up  by  the  Agent  de  Heyde,  and  when  afterwards 
written  out,  shall  be  lianded  to  the  said  Deputies  of  thetr  High 
Mightinesses,  to  be  used  in  tlie  aforesaid  conference  according  to 
circumstances. 
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KESIDENT  APPLEBOOM  TO  THE  STATES-GENERAL. 

Tbe  undersigned  Resident  of  his  Royal  Majesty  of  Sweden  hatli 
many  years  ago,  and  namely  on  the  22"  Marcli,  nf  the  year  1i^.  hi 
express  command  of  his  Royal  Majesty,  made  known  to  your  Hifb 
Mightineaaes  that  those  of  the  West  India  Compiiny  of  thiscounlry 
had,  the  year  before,  attacked  unexpectedly  and  with  force  of  am:', 
the  Swedish  Colony  planted  on  the  South  river  of  Florida, iu  Amer- 
ica, sacked  their  forts,  expelled  tlieiriniiabitantSHnd  thus  thoroughly 
stripped  tlie  Swedish  t'ompanyof  tlieir  district,  which  theyliad  pur- 
chased on  the  aforesaid  South  river  from  the  natives  and  rigbi 
owners  of  the  country,  and  [(ossessed  oijlimo  jure  et  titulo  several 
year^  in  i)eace.  Whicli  information  and  complaints  have  do(  tnii 
followed,  as  they  ought,  in  justice,  to  have  indeed  been,  by  aoy  sat- 
isfaction or  redress,  at  that  time  nor  since,  nor  up  to  this  momeDt ; 
therefore,  the  aforesaid  Resident  doth  now.  on  further  instmclion^ 
from  hia  most  excellent  Royal  Majesty,  liereby  renew  his  preiiou* 
complaints,  and  consequently  amicably  requests  your  High  Might- 
inesses to  be  graciously  pleased  to  order  tlie  aforesaid  West  India 
Company  to  restore  the  aforesaid  wrested  lands  to  the  Swedish 
Company  in  legrum,  and  reimburse  it  all  losses  and  damages  it  ha^ 
suffered,  and  that  ao  mucli  more  and  the  speedier,  lest  his  Ytoyii 
Majesty's  subjects  may  experience  still  further  prejudice  in  Ihrir 
rights  and  properties,  as  it  was  understood  from  that  side  that  Iht 
said  West  India  Company  of  tliis  country  were  themselves  no« 
questioned  by  others  in  those  parts. 

Aa  thia  will  l>e  conformable  to  equity  and  mutual  friendship  and 
alliance,  so  doth  Iiis  Royal  Majesty  indubitably  expect  it  from  row 
Higli  Mightinesses. 

Furthermore,  the  aforesaid  Resident  doth  also  request  asp*«i; 

and  desirable  answer  on  tiie  points  by  him  now  recently  handed  in 

to  your  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies,  and  whereupon  the;,  wichoni 

doubt,  will  make  a  report  to  yonr  High  Mightinesses'  aaseinbU.

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FURTHER  MEMORIAL  DELIVERED  BY  HIS  SWEDISH 
MAJESTY'S  RESIDENT,  TO  THEIR  HIGH  MIGHTI- 
SESSES,  IN  SUPPORT  OF  THE  GOOD  AND  COMPLETE 
RIGHT  OF  THE  SWEDISH  CROWN  AND  ITS  SUBJECTS 
TOKOVASUECIA.IN  AMERICA. 

Summarily  to  deduce  the  said  right,  agreeably  to  the  said  Resi- 
ileDt'3  Memorials  of  the  22°^  March,  1656,  aiid  27"  June,  1664,  the 
fact  is,  that  the  district  of  Nova  Suecia,  lying  on  the  west  side  of 
the  South  river  of  Florida,  ill  America,  was  not  taKen,  purchased 
nor  bought  from  miy  Netherlaudersor  Hollanders,  to  whom  it  never 
hath  belonged ;  but  fmm  the  Indians  tlieiuselves,  whose  property  it 
waa,  and  at  a  time  when  it  still  lay  wild,  vacant  and  wa3t«^  and  un- 
mliabited  by  any  European  nation.  Which  Indians,  as  the  right 
owners  of  that  country,  delivered  up  and  conveyed  the  same  to  tli^ 
Crown  of  Sweden  and  its  subjects  after  due  purchase  and  treaty, 
and  fixed  and  established  the  limits  thereof  by  erecting  the  Swedisli 
arma,  as  the  same  appears  by  tlie  thereon  executed  documents  and 
acta  signed  and  ratified  by  the  true  owners  and  proprietors  of  those 
lands,  who,  though  Indians,  have  among  themselves  their  form  of 
government,  justice  and  policy,  whereby  they,  after  their  manner, 
retain  each  his  own ;  and  they  being  master  and  lord  of  their  own 
country  have,  also,  consequently,  the  power  to  sell  and  alienate  the 
same  as  they  think  proper.  The  Crown  of  Sweden  having  acquired, 
then,  the  aforesaid  country  by  good  title,  its  possession  thereof  has, 
therefore,  been  lawful,  without  affording  the  West  India  Company 
here  any  pretext  for  saying  that  it  has  been  injured ;  the  intention 
having  never  been  to  disturb  the  same  in  its  property. 

It  appears  by  the  published  maps  of  New  Netherland,  that  the 
aforesaid  West  India  Company  are  in  possession,  on  the  South 
river,  fifteen  leagues  up,  of  a  fort  called  Nassau,  which  fort  will  not 
be  called  in  question  here,  it  lying  on  the  opposite,  or  eastern  bank 
of  the  river.  The  West  India  Company  may  deduce  their  right 
therefrom,  but  said  fort  can,  by  no  means,  give  them  any  jurisdic- 
tion over  Nova  Suecia,  which  is  altogether  separated  from  New 
Jfetherland  by  the  aforesaid  river,and  lies  on  the  west  side  thereof, 
where  the  Crown  of  Sweden  caused  Fort  Christina  to  be  built, 
*hicli  was  tlie  first  fortification  erected  there  after  the  acquisition 
of  chat  district,  where  the  Royal  Swedish  Governor  has  always  duly 
■nalDtaiued  the  respect  and  jurisdiction  of  tiie  Crown  of  Sweden, 
and  even  preserved  good  understimding  and  neighborhood  with  the 
Hollanders  on  the  North  river,  in  order  the  better  to  exclude,  by 
united  action,  other  nations.  It  were  to  be  desired  that  this  union 
continued,  and  that  the  West  India  Company  could  have  been  con- 
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tent  with  what  they  were  possessing.  But  the  said  Compiuiy, 
seeing  that  the  west  bank  of  the  river,  on  Nova  Suecia,  was  the 
best  land,  and  that  the  Swedes  had  purchased  the  same  from  the 
right  owners,  and  tield  this  justo  litulo,  had  recourse  to  divers  ex- 
pedient^ to  obtain  a  foothold  on  tlie  same  side  of  tlie  river,  but 
having  been  informed  by  the  inhabitants  how  far  the  Swedish  limits 
extended,  could  not  well  accomplish  their  purpose,  so  Ioqb  ms  the 
Swedish  Governor  maintAJned  his  right.  They  took  their  residence 
far  down  in  the  Bay  and  acted  with  tlie  Indiana  in  wild  disorder, 
who  would  repel  their  violence  with  similar  violence,  but  were 
unable. 

By  such,  and  no  other  right,  did  the  West  India  Company  aftCT- 
wards,  from  time  to  time,  render  themselves,  more  and  more,  mas- 
ters in  the  South  river,  being,  besides  that,  also,  more  powerful  id 
the  North  river  than  the  Swedes,  especially  as  the  Swedes  had  ei- 
perienced  some  delay  and  inconvenience  in  the  transportation  of 
their  ordinary  garrisons  and  people.  This  gave  the  advantace  to 
the  West  India  Company,  and  they,  pressing  forward  in  Sova 
Suecia,  forcibly  tore  down  the  boundary  marks  and  Swedish  anna 
far  and  near,  and  constructed  a  fort  two  leagues  below  Fort 
Christina,  on  Swedish  territory.  The  said  place  was  afterwards- 
wrested  again  from  them,  but  the  West  India  Company  thereupon 
sending  a  ship  from  Amsterdam  thither,  with  ammunition  and 
troops,  they  had  recourse  to  such  extreme  violence  and  hostility 
that  they  seized  on  the  wholeof  Nova  Suecia ;  stripped  Fort  Christina 
of  all  its  guns  and  ammunition  ;  forced  the  Swedish  Colonists  in 
those  parts  to  swear  fealty  and  homage,  and,  regardless  of  right, 
dragged  everything  after  them,  wherein  they  still  persist,  and 
strengthen  themselves  more  and  more ;  debauching  not  only  tlie 
Swedish  inhabitants  who  happen  to  be  there,  but  even  drawing  and 
conveying  from  Finland  and  Old  Sweden,  additional  inhabitants  to 
be  employed  in  their  service  in  New  Sweden,  as  the  Swedish  peojJe 
are  more  conversant  with,  and  understand  better  than  any  oilier 
nation,  the  cultivation  of  pasture,  wood  and  tillage  land,  fishing, 
hunting  and  fowling. 

His  most  sacred  Majesty  could  not  observe,  without  resentment, 
such  proceedings  and  enormities,  and  hopes  that  they  will  be  re- 
garded by  their  High  Mightinesses  with  such  indignation  that  the 
West  India  Company  of  tliis  country  shall  be  constrained  to  render 
due  restitution  and  satisfaction  in  all  these  premises.  For,  hatb 
the  Crown  of  Sweden  acquired  Nova  Suecia  justly  ?  Was  the  same 
iu  lawful  possession  thereof  ?  Hath  the  West  India  Companyhere 
deprived  the  Swedish  Crown  thereof  by  force  and  violence  'f  Dotli 
the  said  Company  stilt  persist  in  its  injustice  and  wrong  ?  It  is., 
then,  proper  and  highly  necessary,  that  provision  should  at  once  W 
made,  that  the  aforesaid  Company  be  brought  to  reason,  and  rwtore 
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back  what  they  are  unjustly  occupying,  with  indemnity  for  ail 
caused  lossand  injuries,  which  his  most  oacred  Majesty  expects  from 
their  Uigh  Mightinesses  witliout  further  delay.

Which 
being  considered,  it  is  resolved  and  concluded  that  the  aforesaid 
Memorial  shall  be  placed  in  the  handsof  the  attending  Directors  of 
the  aforesaid  West  India  Company,  to  write  down  the  unsettled 
differences  l)etweeu  the  two  Companies,  so  as  to  enable  them  and 
to  b*i  prepared  to  arrange  the  same  in  a  friendly  way. 


COMMISSIONERS       OF      THE       COLON  IE      ON       THE 

DELAWARE  RIVER  TO  THE  BURGOMASTERS 

OF  AMSTERDAM. 

To  the  Right  WorKhipful,  tlie  Burgomasters  of  this  city  Atnslerdam  : 
The  Commissioners  for  the  management  of  the  South  river  in 
New  Netlierland,  having  understood  that  the  designs  of  the  Eng- 
lish were  aimed  not  only  at  the  coast  of  Africa  [as  experience  hath 
certainly  shown),  but  also  at  the  conquest  of  New  Netberiand, 
wliereuiito  they  have  dispatched  3  (a:.  4  ships  with  300  soldiers  on 
board ;  said  Commissioners  are  therefore  troubled,  the  rather,  as 
they  are  not  without  reason  of  opinion  that  your  Worships' Colonic 
on  the  South  river  incurs  great  danger  and  risk  of  invasion,  (or, 
although  from  previous  proceedings  and  frivolous  pretences  of  the 
neighboring  English  in  the  north  there,  Long  Island  and  the  North 
river  will  have,  in  all  probability,  to  bear  the  flcst  shock ;  yet  tis 
sure  and  certain  that  the  Soutli  river  will  not  be  left  unmolested, 
but  will  be  afterivanis  invaded  by  them,  and  the  ratlier,  because 
this  nation  in  that  country  is  possessed  of  one  particular  idea, 
abeo]ut«Iy  maintaining  that,  in  such  CiUie  [which,  God  forefend). 
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they  would  soon  be  forgotten,  because  the  Uolonie  is  esteemed  of 
little  value  by  the  Worshipful  Regents,  as  is  very  expressly  stated 
by  Director  Alexander  d'Hinojossa  in  bis  letter.)  last  received,  the 
summary  wbereof  has  been  communicated  some  days  ago  to  your 
Worships. 

This  imminent  danger  being  then  so  much  apprehended,  the 
Commissioners  are,  under  correction,  of  opinion,  tliat  this  city 
should  principally  be  intei'este^I,  not  only  on  account  of  the  trade 
which  ia  carried  on  from  tliis  place  to  that  conquest  in  general,  but 
specially  of  its  Colonje  on  the  South  river,  which  finally  is  exhibit- 
ing, after  such  a  great  expense,  so  favorable  an  appearance.  It 
being  alleged,  and  this  hope  being  held  out  in  reference  to  the  fer- 
tility of  the  soil,  which  is  capable  of  producing  all  sorts  of  Baltic 
commodities  and  other  foreigji  productions,  that  at  least  10,0(10 
ske|>els  of  wheat  were  to  be  expected  here  from  thence  within  two 
years,  after  which  it  will  increase  and  improve  moreand  more  every 
year,  and  tlierefore  will  realize  an  annual  profit  of  several  thousandj. 
which  can  also  be  seen  from  the  aforesaid  aimimary  of  the  Director's 
letters. 

And,  as  we  are  informed,  that  the  Directors  of  the  West  India 
Company  have  ali-eady  requested  your  Worships' favorable  recom- 
mendation to  your  Deputies  at  the  Hague,  to  the  end  that  ttiey  be 
maintained  against  such  designs  of  the  English  on  tbut  country, 
and  assisted  by  at  least  one  ship  of  war  and  a  good  number  of 
soldiers,  the  Commissioners,  out  of  respect  for  the  interest  wliieh 
your  Worships  have  in  common  therein,  considered  it  their  duly 
hereby  to  second  the  aforesaid  Company,  and  accordingly  retiiiect- 
fully  to  request  your  Worships  so  to  direct  this  matter,  that  so 
trifling  an  aid  may  be  granted  by  the  State,  in  order  to  prevent  euch 
inimical  designs,  and  consequently  to  preserve  a  conquest  of  such 
appearance.

Moreover,  is  presented 
a  Memorial  of  the  Coniniissioners  for  the  management  of  the  South 
river  in  New  Netbcrhtnd,  in  substance  that  tlie  above  mentioued 
assistiince  may  be  facilitated  and  effected  for  tlie  protection  of  the 
conquests  there  and  preservation  of  this  city's  Colonic,  according 
to  both  the  aforesaid  Memorials  enregistered  in  Muniment  Register, 
E.,  fols.  1  and  2.  Which  being  considered.  Mess"  Joan  de  Poll, 
iPieter  Cloeck,  Dr.  Gillis  Valckenier  and  Dr.  Frans  Reael  are  re- 
quested and  appointed  to  examine  the  aforesaid  Memorials,  and  to 
report  their  opiuioiis  and  advice  thereon.  Saviiig  this.  Mess",  the 
Deputies,  are  authorized  and  instructed  to  attend  to  and  promote 
the  business  which  shall  be  transacted  at  the  Hague  in  this  case, 
and  to  communicate  the  result  thereof  to  this  Board.

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Nortb  River  belonging  to  the  New  Netherlands,  and  since  that 
three  more  are  arrived,  by  wliat  order  or  pretence  is  yet  unkuovu 
to  U9,  and  having  rec°  various  reports  concerning  tlieir  Arrival 
upon  this  Coast,  and  not  being  iipt  to  entertain  any  thing  of  preju- 
dice intended  ag"  us,  Have  by  order  of  the  Oomander  in  Chief  of  the 
New  Netherlands  thought  it  convenient  and  re^iuisite,  to  Send  tli« 
Worsp"  the  Bearers  hereof  (that  is  to  say)  the  Worsp"  Jolin  Declycr 
one  of  tlie  Chief  ConnelU,  The  reverend  John  Mega)K>lensis  Minist' 
Paule  Leendel  vandergriat  Major  of  this  Town,  and  have  joined  w"

Right  Wokthy  Sirs  :  I  rec"  a  Letter  by  some  worthy  Persons  in- 
trusted byyou,bearingdatetbei5  Aug"  desiring  to  know  the  mtent 
of  the  approiich  of  the  English  Friggotts,  in  return  of  w"  I  tliink  it 
lit  to  let  you  kuow,  That  his  Ma'"  of  Great  Britaine  whose  riirht 
and  Title  to  those  parts  of  America  is  unquestionable  well  knowing 
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how  much  it  derogates  from  his  Crown  and  Dignitie,  to  Suffer  any 
Forraigners  how  near  soever  they  be  Allyed  to  Usurp  a  Dominion 
and  without  his  Ma""  Boyal  Consent  to  Inhabit  in  tlioae  or  any 
otiier  his  Ma""  Territoryes,  hath  Comauded  me  in  his  name  to  re- 
quire a  surrender  of  all  such  Forts,  Towns  or  Places  of  strength 
which  are  uow  possessed  by  the  Dutch  under  your  Comands  And  in 
his  Ma""  Name  I  do  Demand  tlie  Town  aeituate  upon  the  Island 
commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Manhatoes  witli  all  the  Forts 
thereunto  belonging  to  be  reniier'd  unto  his  Ma""  Oljedienee  and 
protection  into  my  hands.  I  am  further  Comanded  to  Assure  you 
and  every  respective  Inhabitant  of  the  Dutch  Nation  Tliat  his 
Ma"' being  tender  of  the  Effusion  of  Christian  Blood,  doth  by  these 
presents  Confirm  and  Secure  to  every  Man  his  Estate  Life  and  Lib- 
erty, who  shall  readily  submit  to  his  Government.  And  all  those 
who  shall  oppose  his  Ma*"*  gracious  intencon  must  expect  all  the 
Uiserys  of  a  Warr,  w'  they  bring  upon  themselves.  I  shall  expect 
your  Answer  by  these  Geutlenien  Coll :  George  Cartwright  one  of 
his  Ma""  Com"  in  America,  Capt  Rottert  Needham  Capt  Edward.

Mt  Lords:  Your  1"  Lre  unsiiKnedof  H  Anpniat  together  with 
that  of  this  day  signed  according  to  form  being  the  1"  of  Sept,  have 
been  safely  delivered  into  o'  hands  by  yo'  Deputies,  unto  whicli  we 
shall  say :  That  the  rights  of  his  Ma"'  of  England  unto  any  pie  at 
America  hereabout  amongst  the  rest  unto  the  Colonya  of  Vii^inia, 
Maryland,  or  otheni  in  New  England  whether  disputable  or  not  is 
that  vr"  for  the  present  we  have  no  design  U>  debate  upon,  but  that 
bis  Ma"'  bath  an  undisputable  right  to  all  tlie  Lands  in  the  North 
Iiarts  of  America  is  that  w*'  tlie  Kings  of  Frauce  and  Spain  will  dis- 
allow as  we  absolutely  do  by  vertue  of  a  Oomission  given  to  us  by 
My  Ix>rds  the  high  and  mighty  States  Gen*"  to  be  Governo'  GeD"" 
over  New  Holland,  the  Isles  of  Cura^o  Bouweriea  Aruba  w"  their 
Bppurtences  &  dependencies  bearing  date  26""  of  July,  16*6 :  as  also 
by  vertue  of  a  Grant  Sc  Comi; on  given  by  my  s^  L'^  of  high  aiid 
mighty  States  Gen*"  to  the  West  India  Company  in  the  year  1621:  w" 
as  much  power  and  as  Authenitique  as  hia  s'  Ma*"  of  England  hath 
given  or  can  give  to  any  Uolony  in  America  as  more  fully  appears 
by  the  Patent  and  Oomission  of  the  s"  Lords  the  States  Gen*"  by 
them  signeii  registered  and  Sealed  w"  their  Great  Seal  W*  were 
showed  to  your  Deputy's  Coll:  George  Cartwrlght,  Cap"  Robert 
Needham,  Cap'  Edward  Groves  and  Mr  Tho'  Delavall,  by  w*  Coid- 
ission  and  patent  together  (to  deiile  frankly  w"  you)  and  by  divers 
Lres  Signed  and  Sealed  by  our  said  Lords  the  Stjitea  6en*°  directed 
to  several  persons  both  English  and  Dutch,  lohabitii^  the  Towns 
and  Villages  on  Long  Island  (which  without  doubt  have  been  fr»- 
duced  before  you  by  those  Inhabitants)  by  w"  they  are  Dvclar«d  A 
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Acknowlediied  to  be  their  Subjects  w*  expi-esa  Coinand  tliat  tliey 
continue  faithful  unt«  tliem,  under  penalty  of  incurring  their 
utmost  Displeasure,  vr^  makes  it  appear  more  clear  than  the  Sun  at 
Noonday,  That  yc  first  foundac6n  viz' :  That  the  right  and  Title  of 
his  Ma'"  of  Great  Britain  to  these  parts  of  America  is  unquestion- 
iible|  is  absolutely  to  be  deiiyed.  Moreover  it's  witliout  dispute  & 
Acknowledged  by  all  the  World  that  our  Predecesso"  by  vertue  of 
the  Comission  and  Patent  of  the  s'  Lords  tbe  States  Gen*"  have  w"' 
fiut  Coiitroul  and  peaceably,  The  Contrary  never  coming  to  our 
loiowledge)  enjoyed  Fort  Orange  about  40  or  50  years,  tiie  Manhat- 
tans about  41  or  42  years,  the  South  River  40  years  Ik  and  the  fresh 
water  river  about  36  years.  Touching  the  Second  Subject  of  yo' 
Lre(viz':)hi9  Ma"'  liath  Comanded  ine  in  his  name  to  rec|uire  a  Sur- 
render of  all  audi  Forts,  Towns  or  places  of  Strength  w"  now  are 
possessed  by  the  Dutch  underyo''Cdmand,  We  shall  Answer  that  we 
are  so  Confident  of  the  Discrecon  &  equity. of  his  Ma''' of  Great 
Britain  that  in  case  his  Ma'"  were  informed  of  the  Truth  w'"  is  that 
the  Dutch  came  not  into  these  provinces  by  any  Violence' but  by 
vertue  of  Comissiim  from  my  Lords  the  States  Gen*"  first  of  all  in 
the  year  1614:,  1615:  and  1616:  up  the  North  river  near  Fort 
Orange,  where  to  hinder  the  Invasions  and  Massacres  comonly 
committed  by  ttie  S:tvages  they  built  a  Little  Fort,  and  after  in 
the  year  1622 :  and  even  to  tliis  present  time  by  vertue  of  Comission, 
and  Grant  to  the  Governo'  of  the  West  India  Company,  and  more- 
over in  the  year  1656 :  a  Grant  to  the  Hono"'"  the  Burgo  Mast"  of 
Amsterdam  of  the  South  river  Insomuch  that  by  vertue  of  the 
aboves^  Comission  from  the  High  and  Mighty  States  General  given 
to  pfwns  Interested  as  afores'  and  others  These  provinces  have  been 
Governed  and  consequently  enjoyed  as  also  in  regard  to  their  first 
Discovery  un interrupted  possession  and  purchase  of  the  Lands  of 
the  princes  Natives  of  the  Country  and  other  private  persons 
(though  Gentiles)  we  make  no  doubt  that  if  his  s"  Mat"  of  Great  Brit- 
nin  were  well  informed  of  these  pass!^e.s  he  would  be  too  judicious 
toGrant  such  an  Order,  principally  in  a  time  when  there  is  so  straight 
a  Friendship  and  Confederacy  lietween  our  s"  Lords  and  Sujierio'  to 
trouble  us  in  the  demanding  and  Summon  of  the  places  and  Fort- 
resses W*  were  put  into  our  hands,  w"  order  to  Maintain  them  in  the 
name  of  the  said  Lords  the  States  Genet*"  as  was  made  to  apjwar  to 
yn'  Deputys  under  the  Names  and  Seal  of  the  S'  High  and  Mighty 
States  Gen'"  Dated  28"  July  1646:  Besides  wliat  hath  been  men- 
tioned there  is  little  probability  that  his  s''  Ma"'  of  England  ( in  regard 
the  Articles  of  peace  are  printed  and  were  recSmended  to  us  to  ob- 
serve seriously  and  exactly  (by  a  Lre  written  to  us  by  our  s''  Lords 
the  States  Gen"")  and  to  cause  tliem  to  be  Observetl  religiously  in  this 
Country)  woftd  give  Order  touching  so  dangerous  a  De.iigne  being 
also  so  apparent  that  none  other  than  my  a"  I»i-ds  the  States  Gen"' 
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have  any  right  to  tliese  provlucesand  consequently  ought  to  ComBnd 
iind  Muintain  their  Subjects,  »nd  in  their  absence  We  the  Governor 
Gen* '  are  obliged  to  MaiutAin  their  rights  and  to  repel  and  take  re- 
venge of  all  threatenings  Injustice  Attempts  or  any  force  whatscr 
ever  that  shall  be  C&mitted  against  tlieir  faithful  Subjects  and  In- 
liabitants  It  being  a  very  considerable  thing  to  affront  so  niigbty  a 
State,  although  it  were  not  against  an  Ally  and  Confederate.  (Con- 
sequently if  Ilia  s"  Ma'"  (as  its  fitt)  were  well  informed  of  all  th»t 
could  be  spoken  upon  this  subjects  he  would  not  approve  of  what  ex- 
pressions  were  menconed  in  your  Lre  wliich  are,  That  you  are  C6- 
manded  by  his  Ma''"  to  demand  in  his  name  such  places  and  Fort- 
resses as  «re  in  the  possession  of  the  Dutch  under  my  Governm'W" 
as  it  appears  by  my  Oomisaion  before  menconed  was  given  me  by 
my  Lords  the  High  and  Mighty  States  Gen'"  and  there  is  less  ground 
in  the  express  demand  of  my  Governm'  since  all  the  World  knows 
that  about  three  years  agow  some  English  Frigutts  being  on  the 
Coast  of  Africa  upon  a  pretended  Comission  they  did  demand  cer- 
tain places  under  the  Govemm'  of  our  s"  Ixtrds  the  States  Gen*"  ta 
Cape  Vert,  river  of  Gambo  and  all  otlier  places  in  Guyuy  to  them 
belonging  Upon  w'""  our  s''  Lords  the  States  Gen*"  by  vertue  of  the 
Articles  of  peace,  having  made  appear  the  s''  Attempts  to  his  Ma"* 
of  England,  they  rec*  a  favourable  Answer  his  Ma"'  disallowing  all 
such  acts  of  Hostility  as  might  have  been  done,  and  besides  gave 
order  that  restitution  sho'd  be  made,  to  the  East  India  Com|iany  of 
whatsoever  had  been  pillt^^  in  the  s^  river  of  Gambo,  and  like- 
wise reistored  them  to  tlieir  Trade;  Which  makes  us  think  it  neces- 
sary that  a  more  express  Order  should  appear  unto  us,  as  a  sufflcient 
Warrant  for  us  towards  my  Lords  the  High  and  Mighty  States 
Gen""  since  by  vertue  of  our  s'  Comission  We  do  in  those  proTint«s 
represent  them  as  belonging  to  them  and  not  to  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  except  his  s'*  Ma"'  U[ion  better  Grounds  make  it  appear  to 
our  h"  Lords  the  States  Geu'"  against  w-"  they  may  defend  thnn- 
selves,  as  they  shall  think  Btt.  To  Conclude  we  cannot  but  declare 
unto  you  though  the  Govern'  and  Com'  of  his  Ma"'  liath  divers 
times  quarrelled  with  us  about  the  Uomids  of  the  Jurisdiccon  of  the 
High  and  Mighty  the  States  Gen'"  in  these  Ptes,  yet  they  never 
questioned  their  Jurisdiction  itself.  On  the  Contrary  in  the  year 
1650,  at  Hartford,andthelaat  year  at  Boston,  they  Treated  with  IB 
upon  this  subject,  w""  is  a  sufficient  praof  that  his  Ma"°  hath  never 
been  well  informed  of  the  Ecjuity  of  our  Cause,  Insomuch  as  wv 
canot  imagine  in  regard  of  the  Articlesof  peace  lietween  y  Crown  of 
England  and  the  States  Gen'"  (under  whom  there  are  so  many  (Sub- 
jects in  America  as  well  as  Europe]  tliat  his  s'  Ma'"of  GreatBrittain 
would  give  a  Comission  to  Molest  and  Endamage  the  Subjects  of  my 
said  Lords  the  States  Gen""  especially  such  as  ever  since  5(t,  *)  «Dd 
the  latest  36  years  have  quietly  enjoyed  their  Lands.  Countrys,  Foits 
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&  Inheritances,  And  less  y"  Uia  Subjects  would  Attempt  any  Acts  of 
Hostility  or  Violence  against  tlieni ;  And  in  case  tliat  you  will  Act 
byforceof  Armes  We  protest  and  declare  in  tlie  Name  of  our  a' Lords 
the  l^tiitea  Gen*"  before  God  and  men  that  you  will  Act  au  unjust 
Violence  and  a  Breach  of  the  Articles  of  peace  so  solemnly  Sworn, 
agreed  upon,  and  ratifleii  by  his  Ma""  ot  England  and  my  Lords  the 
iStates  Gen*"  and  the  rather  for  that  to  prevent  the  Shedding  of 
Blood  in  the  Month  of  February  last  we  Treated  w"  Cap' John  Scott 
(who  re|)Orted  he  had  a  Comission  from  his  s''.  Ma"")  touching  tlie 
Limits  of  Long  Island  and  concluded  for  the  space  of  a  year,  tliat  in 
the  meantime  ttie  Business  might  be  treated  on  between  the  King 
of  Greiit  Brittain,and  my  Lords  the  High  and  Mighty  States  Gen"' 
And  affuui  at  present  for  the  hinderaTice  and  preventon  of  all  Dif- 
ferences and  tlie  Spilling  of  Innocent  Blood  not  only  in  tliese  parts 
but  hIso  in  Europe  We  offer  unto  you  a  Treaty  by  our  Deputy  M' 
Cornelius  Van  Ruyven  Secretary  and  Receiver  of  New  Holland, 
Cornelius  Steenwick  Burgomast'  M'  Sam"  Megapolenais  Doctor  of 
Physick  and  M'  James  Cnussan  heretofore  SherilTe.  Aa  touching 
the  thr«itsin  your  conclusion  we  have  notliing  to  answer,  only  that 
we  fear  notliing  hut  what  God  (wlio  is  as  just  aa  merciful)  shall  lay 
upon  tis,  all  tilings  being  in  his  gracious  disposal,  and  we  may  as 
well  be  preserved  by  him  w*  small  l-'orces,  as  by  a  great  Array  w*^" 
makes  us  to  Wish  you  all  happiness  and  prosperity  and  recomend 
you  to  his  protection

DUCING OF  DELAWARE  BAY,  AND  SETTLING  THE 
PEOPLE  THERE  UNDER  HIS  MA"«  OBEDIENCE. 

When  you  are  come  near  unto  the  Fort  w"  is  iKissessed  bjlhe 
Dutch  you  shall  Send  your  Boat  on  shore  to  Sflmon  tlie  (Jovemor 
and  Inhabitants  to  yield  Obedience  to  hia  Ma""  as  the  Rq(litful 
Sovereign  of  that  tract  of  I^nd  And  let  him  and  tliem  hnov  thai 
his  Ma'"'  ia  gracionaly  pleased  that  all  the  Planters  shall  enjoy  their 
Faniis,  Houses,  Lands  Goods  and  Chatteils  w"  the  same  Priviledges 
and  uj  on  the  same  termes  W"  tliey  do  now  iKtasess  them.  Only  that 
tliey  Change  their  Masters,  whether  they  be  the  West  India  Com- 
jMiny  or  the  City  of  Amsterdam.  To  the  Swedes  you  shall  remon- 
sti'ute  their  happy  return  under  a  Monarcliicall  Govemm'  and  bis 
Ma''"  good  inclinacoii  to  that  Nation  and  toallMen  whosliallcoiqily 
w'"'  Ills  Ma"*"  Rights  and  Title  in  Dela  Ware  w'*out  force  of  amx^ 
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Tliat  all  the  CaQoQ  Armea  and  AmuDicon  w"  belongs  to  the  Gov- 
emm'  Bliall  remnin  to  his  Ala"". 

That  the  Acts  of  Parliam'  aliall  be  the  Rules  of  Future  Trading. 

That  all  People  may  Enjoy  Liberty  of  Conscience. 

That  f(ir  Hix  Months  next  ensuing  the  Kiiiie  Magistrates  shall 
continue  in  their  Offices,  only  that  they  and  all  others  in  Autliority 
must  take  the  Oath  of  Allegiauce  to  his  Ma""  and  all  pubUqiie  Acts 
be  made  in  bis  Ma""  name. 

If  you  find  you  canot  reduce  the  Place  by  Force,  nor  u)>oii  these 
Conditions,  you  may  add  such  aa  you  Hnd  necessary  upon  the  place, 
but  if  tliose  nor  Force  will  prevail.  Then  you  are  to  dispatch  a  Mes- 
senger to  tiie  Governor  of  Maryland  with  this  Lre  to  him  and  re- 
quest his  Assistance,  and  of  all  other  English  who  live  near  the 
Dutch  Plantations. 

Youi  flrst  care  (after  the  reducing  of  the  place)  is  to  Protect  the 
Inhabitants  from  Injuries  as  well  as  Violence  of  the  Souldiers 
which  will  be  easily  effected,  if  you  Settle  a  Course  for  Weekly  or 
Dayly  Provisions  by  Agreem'  w'"  the  Inhabitants  vr"  shall  be  Satis- 
tied  to  tlieni  either  out  of  the  Profltta  Customs  or  Rents  belonging 
to  their  present  Ma8t«r,  or  in  case  of  necessity  from  hence. 

The  Laws  for  tlie  present  cfinot  be  altered  as  to  the  Admiuistra- 
con  of  RiRht  and  Justice  between  Partys. 

To  My  Lord  Baltimore's  Soun  you  shall  declare  and  to  all  the 
English  concerned  in  Maryhmd,  that  his  Ma"'  hath  at  liis  gi-eat  Ex- 
pense Sent  his  Ships  and  Souldiers  to  reduce  all  Foraigners  in  those 
parts  to  his  Ma""  Obedience,  and  to  that  purpose  only  yon  are  Em- 
ployed, but  the  Reduction  of  the  Place  being  at  his  Ma""*  Expence, 
youbaveOdmandstokeeppossedsiojithert^offorhisMaticsownbelioof 
and  right,  and  that  you  are  ready  to  join  with  the  Govern'  of  Mary- 
land upon  his  Ma"**  Interest  in  all  occasions.  And  that  if  My  Lord 
Baltimore  dotb  pretend  right  thereimto  by  his  Patent  (which  is  a 
doubtful  Cas6)  yon  are  to  say  that  you  only  keep  possession  till  his 
Hn""  is  informed  and  satisfied  otiierwise.  In  other  things  I  must 
leave  to  your  discreccon,  and  the  best  Advice  you  can  get  uiwn  the 
place.

entire  without  imbexlement,  with  all  their  papers,  bills  of  lading  or

Articles  nuule  and  aifreed  ujxm  the  Si"  day  of  Sept^mbtr  I664  in  Fort 
Albany  belireen  OkgeAando,  Shanarage,  Soachomighta,  Hatha- 
mackas,of  1/  Maqttis;  Anatceed  (Jonheeherat  Tewataerany,  A*Aa- 
noondah,  Sachamukaa  of  llie  Si/nicks,on  the  one  part;  and  Co''>i«il 
Oeorge  Cartioright,  in  the  behalf  of  Colfmell  Nicolh  Gowrn'mr  under 
his  Royil  Highnesae  the  Dvke  of  Yorke  of  all  hw  ttrritoryti  i« 
America,  on  the  other  part,  aafollotneth,  tit' ; 

1.  Imprimis.  It  Is  agreed  that  the  Indian  Princes  above  named  and 
their  subjects,  shall  have  all  such  wares  and  commodities  from  tlie 
English  for  the  future,  as  heretofore  they  had  from  the  Dutch. 

2.  That  if  any  English  Dutch  or  Indian  (under  the  proteccoo  o( 
the  English)  do  any  viTong  injury  or  violence  to  any  of  y*  sM 
Princes  or  their  subjects  in  any  sort  whatever,  if  they  complaine  to 
the  Govemo'  at  New  Yorke,  or  to  the  Officer  in  Cbiefe  at  Albany,

3.  That  if  any  Indian  belonging  to  any  of  the  Sachims  aforesaid 
do  any  wrong  injury  or  damage  to  the  English,  Dutch,  or  Indians 
under  the  protection  of  the  English,  tf  complaint  be  made  to  y" 
Sachims  and  the  person  be  discovered  who  did  the  injury,  then  the 
peiiun  so  offending  shall  be  punished  and  all  just  satisfaccon  shall 
be  given  to  any  of  His  Ma**  aubjects  in  any  Colony  or  otlier  English 
Plantacoii  in  America. 

4.  The  Indians  at  Wamping  and  Es^iachomy  and  all  below  the 
Manhiitana.  as  also  all  those  that  have  submitted  themselves  under 
the  protecton  of  His  Ma'""  are  included  in  these  Articles  of  Agree- 
ment and  Peace ; 

In  confirmacon  whereof  the  partyes  above  menc&ned  have  herunto 
sett  their  hands  the  day  and  yeare  above  written 

GEORGE  UARTWRIGHT. 
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These  Articles  following  wer  likewise  proposed  by  the  same 
Indian  Princes  A  consented  to  by  Colonell  Cartwriglit  in  behalfe 
of  Colonell  Nicolls  the  25*  d«y  of  September  1664. 

1  That  the  English  do  not  ussist  tlie  three  Nations  of  the  Undiakes 
PiDRekooks  and  Pacamtekookes,  wlio  murdered  one  of  the  Princes 
of  the  Maqiies,  when  be  brought  raiisomesA  presents  to  them  upon 
a  treaty  of  peace. 

2  That  the  English  do  make  peace  for  the  Indian  Princes,  with 
the  Nations  down  the  River. 

3  That  they  may  have  free  trade  as  formerly. 

4  That  they  may  be  lodged  in  houses,  as  formerly, 

5  That  if  they  be  beaten  by  the  three  Nations  above  menconed, 
they  may  receive  accommodftc6n  from  y*  English. 


COL.  NICOLLS  TO  THE  SECRETARY  OF  STATE. 

Fort  James  in  New  Yorke 
tiiis  day  of  October  1664. 

Right  Hon*'":  Since  my  last  by  Capt.  Hill  andCapt.  Groves  here 
is  arrived  Capt.  Hyde,  to  whose  more  ample  relation  of  the  reducing 
Delaware  Bay,  I  must  referre  to  selfe.  My  instructions  to  Sir  Rob' 
Carr  tooke  the  effect  which  was  deaign'd,  for  by  a  distinct  treaty 
and  agreement  with  the  Sweedes  first  and  then  with  the  Dutch 
planters  and  Burgers  to  secure  their  estates  and  libertyes,  the  Gov- 
emouT  was  disarmed  of  their  assistance  and  left  to  defend  his  in- 
considerable fort  with  less  than  50  men,  and  though  he  was  per- 
emptory upon  as  good  if  not  better  articles  then  were  granted  here, 
yet  nis  defence  was  not  tiie  same,  for  the  foot  company  being  landed 
under  the  comand  of  Lieu'  Carr  and  Ensigne  Stocke  without  de- 
murring upon  any  ditSculty  Stoim'd  the  fort  and  gain'd  it  without 
tiie  loase  of  a  man  though  the  Dutch  flred  three  volleys  upon  them; 
of  the  Dutch  only  thirteen  were  wounded  and  three  since  dead. 
Within  the  fort  a  considerable  cargo  is  found  and  some  part  plun- 
der'd,  but  I  feare  the  rest  is  in  hucksters  hands,  for  though  S'  Rob- 
ert Carr  stayed  aboard  the  Guinney  whilst  his  Souldy"  tooke  the 
fort,  he  came  early  enougli  to  the  pillage  and  sayes  tisbisowne,  being 
wonn  by  the  sword ;  but  by  his  favor  I  know  such  accompts  must 
not  bee  given  to  His  Majestie,  and  1  shall  thisweekemakea  jouniey 
hither,  to  dlsixjse  thereof  to  his  Ma""  service  and  not  to  private  uses. 
And  I  cannot  but  looke  upon  It  as  a  great  presumption  in  H'  Robert 
Carr  who  acted  there,  or  at  least  ought  to  have  done,  as  a  private 
Captain  to  assume  to  himself  tite  iwwer  not  onely  of  appropriating 
the  prize  to  himselfe,  but  of  dis|iosing  the  confiscations  of  liouses 
farmes  and  stocks  to  whom  he  doth  thinke  fitt,  not  converting  them 
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to  themaiiitenanceof  the  aoiildyent, whose  neceasitjes  there  ueso 
great  that  many  of  tliem  are  runn  from  him  into  Mary'iiiiil-  lo 
which  inconvoniencea  some  S[ieedy  remedy  must  beeKiven.  Beeidei 
that  by  S'  Robert  Carr's  absence  His  Maj""  comission  cannot  tee 
pursued  in  tlie  severatl  Colonyes  of  New  England,  unlpss  1  should 
leave  New  Yorke  and  thereby  put  to  liazard  the  security  of  all  it 
onc«,  contrary  to  the  opinions  of  Colonel  Cartwriglit  M'  Maverick 
and  all  the  reason  which  God  hatli  given  me.  Forwe«doeconcuiR 
that  wee  came  to  serve  His  Maj'^  and  not  our  owne  euds.  The  beU 
ter  to  explaine  the  authority  which  S''  Robert  Carr  doth  usurpe.  1 
have  enclosed  the  comission  wee  gave  him,  and  a  grant  which  bee 
hath  made  to  Oil)'  Hyde.  I  do  most  humbly  recomend  to  yourcoo- 
sideration  liow  few  hands  wee  have  to  justify  what  wee  liaveguin'd 
to  His  Maj''**  obedience,  and  no  present  maintenanceeitlier  to  officer 
or  souldyer,  but  such  as  I  either  take  ujion  creditt  or  pay  for  out  of 
my  owne  moneys,  which  I  brought  out  of  England  for  my  private 
use  and  beneiitt. 

By  this  expresse  sent  with  Capt.  Hyde  it  will  appeare  that  I  had 
a  just  confidence  in  my  last  of  the  successe  against  the  Dutch  in 
Delaware  Bay,  wherein  Capt.  Uyde  had  a  considerable  share  and  'a 
best  able  to  make  the  narrative,  or  resolve  such  questions  as  shall 
bee  ofFer'd  necessary  to  the  settlement  thereof. 

In  disctiarge  of  my  duty  I  cannot  but  repeat  over  againe  the  im- 
portance of  employing  inei*chaiits  shi|is  with  a  great  proportion  at 
merchandize  suitable  to  the  trade  with  the  Natives  and  Iwth  Enic- 
lisli  l>utch  and  Sweedes  inhabitants  of  New  Yorke  and  Delaware 
Bay,  otherwise  His  My'""  expences  in  reducing  them  wiU  not  turn* 
to  any  account,  only  that  the  Dutch  have  lost  tlieir  former  trade, by 
which  also  many  thousands  of  His  Ma'"*  subjectes  in  Virgini* 
Maryland  and  New  England  were  furnisht  with  necessayres,  and 
will  not  know  liow  to  live  without  speedy  care  be  taken  from  Eug- 
laiid.  It  is  a  businesse  of  great  conceme  to  His  Ma''  that  aome 
considerable  merchants  should  joyne  their  stocks  and  dispatclishiie. 
that  they  may  arrive  here  in  March  or  April  at  the  furthest.  For 
the  loss  of  Delaware  falls  ui)on  the  towne  of  Amsterdam,  wbu 
bought  the  plantation  from  the  West  Indya  Company  and  being 
proud  and  powerfull  may  probably  joyne  with  the  same  CoDi|«iiy 
next  Spring  to  recover  wliat  they  have  lost  this  A  utumne.  which  is 
the  whole  trade  of  Toliacco ;  whereat  our  "neighbors  of  Maryland 
are  ill  pleased,  whose  affections  are  much  brib'd  by  their  trade  with 
the  Dutch  and  indeed  in  some  sort  overawed  with  so  powerfull  ■ 
neighbour  as  the  towne  of  Amsterdam  would  have  provol  in  asbott 
time ;  which  was  the  grejit  motive  of  the  resolution  to  reduce  Dela- 
ware, thereby  to  assure  this  place  for  His  Royall  Higlmesse.  I  t»ke 
it  for  granted  that  niy  Lord  Baltimore  will  much  more  soUicite  His 
Ma"  to  give  up  Delaware  into  his  Lonl"^'  hands  then  hee  was  solici- 
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tons  to  t»ke  it  from  the  Dutch,  and  that  his  Lord"'' will  make  afaire 
pretence  to  it  by  hia  pattent :  But  I  hope  tliat  Hia  Ma"  will  either 
looke  upon  hia  pattent  for  Govemour  as  forfeited  by  act  of  Farlia- 
mentror  trading  with  the  Dutch,  or  at  least  so  much  of  his  |)attent  ns 
hath  been  reduc'd  at  His  Majesty's  eliarge.  All  which  considera- 
tions are  humbly  submitted  to  His  Mil'"  wisedome,  as  also  that  in 
case  ( whether  by  invasion  or  insurrection )  the  Dutch  may  here- 
after attempt  to  recover  either  Xew  Yorke  or  Delaware  from  His 
Ma''"  obedience,  that  His  Ma"''  will  enjoyne  all  his  Colonyes  none 
excepted,  under  severe  penaltyes,  to  resist  and  ex])ell  all  such  for- 
eigners out  of  these  His  Majesty's  tcrritoryes.  The  very  repute  of 
such  a  coroand  from  Hia  Ma"  will  deterre  the  Dutch  from  designes 
of  that  nature,  or  at  worst  render  them  ineffectual!. 

With  the  advice  of  Colonel!  Cartwiight  and  M'  Maverick  I  shall 
depute  Capt.  Robert  Needham  to  comand  at  Delaware  Bay,  till  Hia 
Ma""  pleasure  is  further  knowne,  hoping  that  Hia  Ma"  will  ap- 
prove of  what  is  done  here,  as  so  many  effects  of  the  loyalty  and 
obedience  of

The  Directors  of  the  General  Incorporated  West  India  Company 
of  this  country  having  received  your  High  Mightinesses'  special 
letter,  dated  15"'  of  August  last,  to  communicate  to  you  information 
respecting  a  certain  Memoir  of  Resident  Appelboom,  say  in  obedience 
thereto  that  they  have  laid  before  you  already,  in  the  year  1656,  in- 
foimation  on  the  complaints  made  by  the  above  named  Resident, 
on  the  22"^  March  of  that  year,  and  then  communicated  to  your 
High  Miglitinesses  that  the  Incorporated  West  India  Company  of 
this  country  hath,  in  tlie  year  1626,  taken  iwssession  of  tlie  South 
river,  situate  in  New  Netherland,  in  the  Northern  part  of  America, 
35— Vol..

and  said  possession  having  been,witli  consent  of  thenntivesof  tbat 
country,  peaceably  and  quietly  continued  until  tlie  year  163H,  wlien 
some  private  inhabitants  of  tliis  State,  forgetting  tlieduty  tliey  owed 
their  Fathtrland,  engaged  themselves  to  some  subjects  of  theC'ruwn 
of  Sweden,  and  tliua  combined,  succeeded  in  obtaining  a  commisinn 
from  tlie  aforesaid  Crown,  by  virtue  whereof  they  did  settle  do*n 
together  on  the  above  nientioned  South  river,  in  the  name  of  a 
Swedisli  Company,  notwithstanding  divers  protests  of  the  servants 
of  the  aforesaid  West  India  Comjiany,  which  they  minded  so  httk. 
that  they  not  only  have,  from  time  to  time,  usurped  more  and  mon 
land  and  grounds,  purchased  and  occupied  for  many  years  by  said 
West  India  Company,  but  usually  comiwrted  tliemselves  in  sudi 
wise,  that  the  trade  for  the  inliabitants  of  this  State  was  spoiled, 
navigation  obstructed  and  divers  iKtuweries  and  plantations  at  once 
ruined ;  which  aforesaid  proceedings  of  the  Swedisli  Company, 
though  of  themselves  intolerable,  yet  have  tliose  of  the  West  Indut 
Company  been  unwilling  to  oppose  by  force,  in  order  to  avoid  giving 
any  occasion  for  difficulties  between  both  nations.  But  that  «» 
not  the  intention  of  the  aforesaid  Swedish  Company,  which,  desi;n<' 
ing  to  make  itself  master  of  the  entire  South  river,  and  being  em- 
boldened by  the  patience  and  peaceableness  of  the  aforesaid  Wral 
India  Company,  did  indeed  dare  to  put  its  scheme  into  executioa 
in  the  year  16.14,  in  violation  of  the  law  of  nations,  for  when,  in  the 
month  of  May  of  that  year,  a  new  Governor  came  there  with  some 
people  to  the  South  river  on  the  part  of  the  aforesaid  Swedish  Com- 
pany, he  immediately  seized  the  fortressesof  thisState,stnp|iedtbe 
West  India  Company^s  soldiers  of  their  arms  and  drove  them  away 
and  compelled  the  people  to  swear  allegiance  to  him,  or  to  leave. 
This,  coming  to  the  ears  of  the  Director-General  of  the  aforesaid 
West  India  Company  residing  in  the  city  of  New  Amsterdam,  be. 
on  the  first  opportunity,  caused  restitution  thereof  to  be  demanded. 
But,  receiving  nothing  but  menaces  in  return,  he  finally  could  not 
help  resenting  the  received  wrong.  Accordingly,  in  the  year  Itioi, 
he  departed  with  his  forces  for  the  said  South  river,  aud  again  it- 
duce<l,  under  the  obedience  of  this  State,  what  it  had  so  unjustlj 
been  robbed  of.  And,  as  it  is  sutliciently  ap|>arent  therefrom  thii 
no  impro])er  proceedings  were  resorted  to  by  the  West  India  Com- 
pany, it  therefore  trusts  that  your  High  Mightinesses  will  perceive 
that  these  complaints  are  renewe<l  after  a  lapse  of  eight  years  toon, 
for  form  sake,  and  because  the  Company  were  seized,  justly  or  un- 
justly, of  alt  sides,  tlian  because  it  hath  committed  an  injustice, 
and  will  accordingly,  from  the  above  named  grievances  excuse  the 
Company,  which,  having  ceded  to  the  city  of  Amsterdam  all  >\s 
right  on  the  South  river,  doth  no  longer  possess  the  place.

1. — That  all  the  Bui^ers  and  Flanters  will  submitt  tlieinselves  to 
his  Maj""  authority  without  niakiiig  aoy  resistance. 

1— That  whoever  of  what  nation  soeverdutli  aubmit  to  liis  Maj"" 
authority  shall  be  protected  in  their  Estates  real)  &  persoaall  what- 
soever by  his  Maj""  Lawes  and  Justice. 

3.~That  the  present  Magistrates  shall  be  continued  in  their  offlcea 
and  Jurisdiccous  to  exercise  their  Civill  power  as  Tormerly.

of  Manhatans  and  other  adjacent  jiiaces  under  the  coniand  of  the 
Dutch  in  America  unto  His  Ma""  obedience  ;  and  whereas  the  said 
Richard  Nicolls,  Geoi-ge  Cartwriglit  and  Samuell  Mavericlt  in  pur- 
suance (if  his  Ma*^  instructions  have  nominated  and  appointed  S' 
Robert  Carr  Kn'  to  bee  sole  and  cheife  comander  &  disposer  of  the 
affayres  in  the  behalfe  of  His  Ma''  of  Great  Brittaiue,  uf  Uelatnue 
Bayand  Delaware  River  witli  all  the  lauds  t  hereunto  belonging:  Now 
the  said  S'  Robert  Carr  Kn'  having  reduced  the  said  place  Jk  plarM 
by  force,  witli  the  assistance  of  tlie  said  Capt.  Hugh  Hyde  Esq.  and 
Capt.  TJiomas  Morley,  and  for  divers  other  good  causes  and  consid- 
erations done  aud  performed  by  the  said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas 
Morley,  have  granted  and  confirmed*  by  these  presents  doe  give 
grant  and  confirm  unto  tlie  aforesaid  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas

To  have  aod  to  bold 
for  them  aud  their  heyrea  for  ever,  and  also  for  the  said  Hugh  Hyde 
to  have  full  power  for  to  erect  aud  establish  a  Court  Leete  and  bim- 
selfe  to  bee  Lord  of  y  same  manno'  &  court,  with  all  riglits  privit- 
edges  and  profllts  and  f  reedomes  whatsoever  to  a  Lord  of  a  Mannu' 
may  or  can  )iro|ierty  belong  (Royall  mines  excepted)  The  said  Hugh 
Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  for  themselves  their  heyrea  executor 
Administrato'  and  sssignes  dotli  promise  i^iivenaiit  to  and  with  the 
said  S'  RobertCarrKn'hissuccesso'orsuceesso"  that  they  for  them 
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tlieirheyresorassignsBhatl  not  act  doe  siifEer  or  permit  to  bw  acted 
or  done  any  thing  contrary  to  the  customary  lawes  of  this  place 
,  aforesaid.  And  the  said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  each  one 
for  themselves  doe  promise  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  tlie  said 
H'  Robert  Carr  Kn'  that  they  or  either  of  them  tlieir  lieyrea  or  as- 
signes  shall  and  will  plant  and  stock  the  said  raanno'  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  planted  or  stocked  within  six  yeares  following  the  date 
of  these  presents.  And  the  S'  Robert  Carr  Kn'  dotli  fnrtliei'  cove- 
nant to  and  with  the  said  Hngh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley,  that  hee

unto  His  Ma""  I>eputy  Governor'  or  Govenio"  which  are  or  shall  be 
according  to  the  law  anil  custome  of  the  place  aforesaid.  And  the 
said  S'  Robert  Carr  Kn'  dotli  further  promise  and  covenant  to  and 
with  the  said  Hugh  Hyde  and  Thomas  Morley  that  their  lieyres  and 
asalgues  shall  quietly  ixissesseand  enjoy  all  y  abovementioned  prem- 
ises. And  furtlier  it  is  covenanted  and  concluded  that  if  the  said 
land  be  not  stocked  and  inhabited  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the

SIR  ROBERT  CARR  TO  COLONEL  NICOLLS. 

Dbllawarr  Fort  Octob  y  13*  1664 
Hon""  Sir  :  After  a  long  and  troublesom  passage,  p'longed  by  y 
ignorance  of  y  pylatea  and  sholeness  of  water,  we  arrived  the  last 
day  of  September  att  Dellawarr,  passing  by  y  fort  W'out  takeing 
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notice  each  of  the  others,  the  better  to  sattisfle  the  Sweede,«hA, 
notwithatandiiig  tlie  Dutches  pswHsions  to  y  contrary,  were  soone 
our  friiids.  Afterwards  I  held  a  parley  w*^  y*  Dutch  Burguis  and 
Governo';  the  Burgiirs  &,  townesmen  after  almost  three  dayes  |«^ 
ley,  consented  to  my  demanda;  but  y  Governo'  and  soldier;  tlto- 
(tether  refused  my  ppoaicons.  ^Vliereuppnn  I  landed  my  soldiers  on 
Sonday  morning  following  &  conianded  y  Hhtpps  to  fall  downe  be- 
fore y  Fort  wi'*n  muskett  ahott,  w""  directions  to  fire  two  broade- 
sidesapeaceuppony'Fort,  tlienmy  soMiers  tofall  on.  Whiclidone. 
ttie  soldiers  neaver  stoping  untill  they  stormed  y*  fort,  and  soe  niD- 
sequeutly  to  plundering  ;  the  seamen,  noe  less  given  to  that  spoH«. 
were  quickly  Win,  &  have  gotten  good  store  of  booty :  so  tliBl  in 
such  a  noise  and  confusion  noe  worde  of  c&mand  could  be  heard  fnr 
sometyme ;  but  for  as  many  goods  as  I  could  preserve,  I  still  keqie 
intire.  The  losse  on  our  part  was  none;  the  Dutch  liad  tern 
wounded  and  3  killed.  The  fort  is  not  tenable  although  14  gunns, 
and  w'^out  a  greate  charge  w***  unevitably  must  be  expended,  hen 
wilbee  noe  staying,  we  not  being  able  to  heepe  itt.  Therefore  what 
I  have  or  can  gett  shalbee  layeil  out  upon  y  strength n in g  of  Ibe 
Fort.  Win  these  2  dayes  Enaigne  Stock  fell  sick  soe  that  I  could 
not  send  him  to  you  to  i>erticulerise  all  tilings,  but  on  lus  recovery 
I  will  send  him  to  you.  If  Providence  had  not  soe  ruled  that  T«f 
had  not  came  in  as  we  did,  we  had  been  necessitated  to  acquitl  v* 
place  in  lesse  then  a  moneth,  there/being  nothing  to  bee  had,  biit 
what  must  be  purchased  from  other  places  w'"  traide  of  good  w- 
compt,  of  W"  for  y*  p'sent  wee  have  to  sattisfie  our  wants  I  hav*  al- 
ready sent  into  Merryland  some  Neegara  w^  did  belong  to  y  UIc 
Governo''  att  his  jilantatiou  above,  for  beefe,  pork,  come  and  salt, & 
for  some  other  small  conveniences,  w''  this  place  nffordeth  nrt- 
The  cause  of  my  not  sending  all  this  tyme  to  gyve  notice  of  oar  suc- 
cess was  the  falling  of  y  Indians  from  their  foimer  eivillity,  the j 
abuseing  messengers  that  travell  by  land,  since  our  arrivall  hete. 
tliough  noe  way es  incensed  by  ns,hutexa.spti'atedbysomeDutctiMid 
there  own  Inclinacons,  that  80  of  them  came  from  y  other  side,  wherr 
they  inhabitt,  and  soe  stmng  tliey  are  there  that  noe  christian  n-tt 
dare  venter  to  jdant  on  tliat  side;  vi"-  belonges  to  y  Duke  of  Yorlie. 
They  stayed  here  3  nights;  wee  used  tliem  civilly,  they  pteiiding 
they  here  came  to  settle,  but  since  are  returned  w*out  doeing  any 
liurte.  Wee  l)eg  yo'  endeavou"  to  assist  uas  in  y  reconeiacon  of  y' 
Indians  called  Synekees  at  y'  Fort  Feixania.  and  y  Huskclianoes 
hei-e,  they  comeing  and  doeing  vyolence  both  to  heallieu  and  Cliris- 
tian,  and  leave  these  Indians  to  be  blamed  for  itt :  in  soe  much  thai 
W'in  lesse  than  6  weekes  severall  inurthei^  have  bin  cflmittHl  and 
done  by  those  peo|»le  ui>on  y  Dutch  and  Sweedes  here.  Lett  nice 
beg  y  favor  of  you  to  send  Mr.  Allison  and  Thompson,  the  one  forr 
reedifying  of  y  Foit,  y  other  to  fix  our  armes,  there  being  nut  any 
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but  what  ia  broake  or  uofixed.    Yo'  Hono''  shall  have  a  further  ac- 
compt  by  y  next,  uDtil  w^  tyme  and  ev«r  after  I  remayne 
Yu'  CaithfiiU  and  obliged  Serv'

1  rec''  tbe 
puckttt  witli  the  severall  letterii  it  other  enclosures  froui  tlie  State, 
viz'  Che  Cupit^e  of  hes  &  resolucuns  of  tlie  ^1"*  of  Uetub.  lui  also  ot 
the  24""  &31'''<lito.  all  W"  doe  coniplaiiie  of  the  takhigof  CalwCorso 
aswell  as  of  New  Netherlund  &'  Amongst  W"  also  there  whs  [»] 
Justilieutuir,  upon  His  Ma'-'"  supposicon  concerning  tlie  hifiiictiou 
of  the  IV  Arcleof  the  Treaty,  written  in  Dutcii,  whereof  also^I  am 
promised  a  copie  in  French  by  tlie  uext. 

Ill  pursuance  of  the  said  oriiers  I  did  at  my  audience,  W"  was  yes- 
terday towards  the  eveniii);  about  4  of  tlie  clocke  deduce  at  large 
^aine  those  grievances  of  the  injuries  violences  &  outrages  com- 
mitted by  tlie  English  against  tlie  subjects  of  this  State,  as  also  of 
tilt  other  incoiivenieuces  &  wrong  interpretaeona  W''  Ilia  Ma''  had 
made  of  the  words  of  their  11.  M'  orders  &c  To  W  Ilia  Ma"' 
answered  that  be  had  welt  observed  perused  &  examined  all  the 
reasons  and  arguments  transmitted  in  writing  by  their  II.  M'  as 
abto  what  had  bin  at  large  by  me  deduced  thereupon,  and  that  he 
bad  already  given  order  for  answers  to  be  drawne  to  them  all,  but 
ttiat  by  reason  the  s**  reasons  &  arguments  were  so  copious  and 
voluminous,  tbe  s''  answers  could  not  hitherto  be  gott  ready  and 
perfected ;  yet  nevertheles  that  they  would  be  ready  very  suddainly 
&  that  then  tliey  should  be  sent  me. 

And  forasrooch  also  as  I  pro|)ounded  to  His  Ma''  tbe  2  last  iioints 
recouieuded  by  their  H,  M"  about  Cabo  Oorso  and  New  Netherlands 
being  taken  in  an  hostile  manner  by  the  English  from  tbe  West 
India  Comp*  His  Ma"  said  that  he  bad  had  both  in  writing  &  by 
word  of  mouth  a  full  and  larga  relacon  of  all,  but  that  the  matter 
was  s<)  prolix  that  all  could  not  be  well  remenibred,  but  that  he 
would  summarily  answer  by  word  of  moutb  these  3  points,  viz'  that 
w"  bath  bin  formerly  complayned  of  aliout  Cabo  Verd,  that  he  had 
formerly  declared  that  that  action  was  done  beyond  his  knowledge, 
that  he  would  inforine  hiniselfe  thereof, and  that  then  according  to 
the  merite  of  the  case  he  would  cause  such  redresse  &  justice  to  be 
done  therein,  as  should  appertaine;  with  which  provisional!  aus  we  re 
their  II.  M'  ought  alHO  to  have  taken  provisionall  satisfaction,  that 
he  could  not  doe  otherwise,  nor  could  there  be  done  more  according 
to  the  order  and  rules  of  justice,  esieeially  in  such  a  case  as  this, 
that  be  dotb  graunt  that  the  s''  action,  as  it  was  done  without  his 
knowledge  &  order,  ought  to  be  looked  upon  as  an  evill  action  in 
itselfe  and  to  meritt  addresse  &  correction ;  but  yet  that  his  people 
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ought  aliio  to  be  heard,  that  so  it  may  be  knowne  what  reasoos  had 
muved  them  to  doe  the  same,  aiid  then  to  doe  justice  thereupon, 
according  to  tlie  exi;;ence  of  the  case. 

Tliat  in  order  tliereuntn  Cap'  Holmes  had  bin  expected  at  hnnie 
alKtut  2  nioiitha  since,  and  that  he  could  not  imaRine  what  may  be 
the  cause  of  tiis  so  long  stay,  fearing  tliat  some  disaster  or  otlier  is 
befallen  him  at  sea,  w''  he  should  be  sorry  for,  both  for  this  A  sev- 
erall  other  reasons.  And  His  Maj''  added  these  words  somewhat 
resolutely  and  eagerly — "  bvl  I  eannnl  admitl  (/lol  any  body  elt  ghall 
undertake  lo  doe  justice  over  my  subjects  or  to  carve  out  tlieir  incne  re- 
dresse  as  I  see  their  H.  M'.haveunilertaken  to  doe  by  their  ingtrvelHoa 
given  ti>the  Comanderin  Clieife  of  the  Jltele  bound/or  Ouiny" :  repeat- 
ing the  very  words  of  tlie  s*  instruction.  Which  being  by  me 
answered  in  the  Ix-st  mauner  and  forme  with  reasons  &  arguments 
from  myselfe.  aswell  according  to  the  .luatiflcatoir  afores"  i'.  His 
Mu''  was  ]ileitseil  further  to  declare  that  he  could  not  understand 
the  s^  Wirds  to  be  any  otherwise  then  afores'  but  yet  that  he  would 
(breaking  off  from  all  other  reasons)  give  hisanswere  to  all  particu- 
lars in  wiiting,  as  is  said  liefore,  w^^  tie  would  suddainly  send  me. 
And  as  to  what  was  insisted  upon  by  me  concerning  Cabo  Cor«o, 
Hia  Ma"  said  that  it  was  done  with  his  knowledge  4  liy  his  urder, 
as  being  a  business  w'**  [iroi^rly  belongs  to  the  English,  and  that  the 
ground  was  theirs,  &  that  they  had  also  built  ujKin  the  same,  and 
that  the  same  was  afterwards  taken  from  the  English  by  the  Nether, 
lands  West  India  Comp'  and  by  them  only  sometliing  more  built 
upon  the  same;  that  they  had  not  had  possession  thereof  much 
above  four  yeares,  &  that  the  English  will  justify  and  demonstrate 
their  right  to  all  this.  Wliereupon  I  having  replyed  that  this  (under 
favoure)  was  not  the  right  way  even  by  His  Maj""  owne  wnrdes  as 
above,  to  cutt  out  tlieir  owne  redresse,  and  that  also  it  is  directly 
contrary  to  the  ti-eaty  made  &  to  W"  His  Maj"  returned  severall 
reasons  againe  too  long  to  set  duwii  here.  And  so  His  llaj"  de^ 
clared  u)ioii  the  memoriall  afores''  (breaking  of,  as  it  were  from 
further  reasons)  that  lie  would  answere  it  by  writing.  And  as  ta 
what  concerneH  the  Remonstrance  of  the  business  of  New  Nether- 
land,  he  said  also  that  tliose  lauds  tielonged  to  hij  jurisdiction,  and 
that  they  lay  amongst  the  rest  of  his  other  lands  in  those  iiarts,  and 
so  have  also  from  the  beginning  bin  occupied  by  the  Engli;^i,  &  the 
Netherlands  nation  were  only  admitted  to  come  live  and  S"ttte 
tliemselves  there,  without  that  ever  there  was  any  autliority  or 
power  given  or  graunted  to  the  Netherland's  West  India  Comp*  or 
any  other.  Whereupon  1  having  also  replyed,  even  asof  CuboCorao 
as  above,  that  the  Netherland's  nation  having  now  for  So  years  to- 
gether had  liad  <|uiet  possession  in  tliose  parts,  that  the  same  caunot 
nor  uuglit  not  in  cequity  or  reason,  tn  be  taken  from  them,  that 
therefore  His  Maj'-' would  pleasetoexaminethis  matter  rightly  and 
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justly,  &  iKCordingly  make  due  redresse  for  the  same;  as  their  H. 
M'.  uccordiug  to  his  kuowii  aud  renowned  justice  could  expect  noe 
liase.  'Ih  w^  Hit  Maj''  returned  again  tu  btfore  "  /  aka'.l  cause  an 
aiisiwre  of  all  to  be  made  ih  loriling  w''  skalbe  su'ldahdi/  given  g(M," 
Whereupon  I  tooke  an  occasion  to  say  (seeing  that  Hia  Mnj"  was 
desirous  with  this  to  bre  ike  off  from  this  discourse)  that  these  ac- 
tions would  turiie  to  noe  other  end  but  a  wideninf;  of  tlie  breach 
tH^tweene  butli  Nations,  &  that  it  was  to  be  feared  further  niischeifes 
would  arise  thence.  His  Maj''  was  pleasetl  to  fall  uito  the  reasons 
formerly  by  me  menc6ned,  saying  that  this  biiBiness  [meantug  the 
equippages  under  0|)dam  aswell  as  those  dessigned  for  Guhiy)  was 
not  first  tiegun  by  him,  but  by  the  Netherlaiiders  (saying  "  Hol- 
landers ")  that  he  ever  liad  bin  a  lover  of  peace,  nor  that  he  yet  de- 
aired  a  warre ;  yet  iievertheles  that  he  could  not  omitt  to  defend  and 
maintaine  his  subjects  in  tlieir  rights:  saying  moreover  that  he 
vould  not  tell  what  more  to  say  thim  to  referre  himselfe  wliolely  to 
tbe  answere  promised  as  above  and  y^  if  their  H.  M'  hnd  any  thing 
to  desire  further  of  liim,  that  he  would  be  ready  at  all  times  to  take 
and  receave  any  papers  they  sliall  have  to  offer.  After  W°  w"  my 
due  cotnpliinent  &  promising  to  cause  the  sfl  Justificatoir  to  be  de- 
livered to  his  hands,  and  praying  that  it  might  be  by  him  rightly 
apprehended,  I  tooke  my  leave  of  His  Maj''. 

I  was  once  thinking  to  have  then  and  there  delivered  the  s''  Jiis- 
tificatoii.  as  it  was,  hut  in  regard  that  the  French  translation  was 
not  yet  come  &  that  there  hath  l)een  noe  time  to  doe  it  here,  &  for 
that  I  am  iiromised  the  same  thence  with  the  first,  1  thought  best 
Co  make  use  of  s'  provisional!  promise ;  assuring  their  H.  M*.  that 
1  shall  not  bee  wanting  in  my  endeavours  to  execut*  their  further 
commands  both  as  to  this  and  all  other  m'ltters. 

H.  M*.  re»oluc5n  of  the  31*  of  Octob'  laat,  these  are  not  only  sent 
by  the  Ordinary  I'ost,  but  also  by  an  expres^ie.  as  also  (God  willing) 
I  intend  tu  send  His  Maj'"  answere  in  writing,  so  soune  as  1  shall 
have  receaved  the  same. 

As  to  the  ordinary  tiewes,  there  is  at  present  but  litle,  only  that  the 
lleete  under  Prins  Robert  lyes  wind  bound  sljill  at  Portsmoutli.from 
whence  be  is  fully  resolved  to  sett  sayle  assoone  as  the  wind  shall 
serve,  in  prose<;ution  of  his  voyage  (tiot withstanding  that  there  is 
somediscontentamongst  the  i>eopleal>out  bad  and  decayed  provisions 
w^  his  lleete  is  served  with,  and  that  also  they  are  not  well  pleased 
with  the  service,  esiiecially  those  W"  are  bound  forGuiny;  but 
liaving  altered  some  of  the  jn-ovisions  and  punished  some  that  were 
refractory,  all  is  reduced  to  good  order  againe.)  I  cannot  therefore, 
for  want  of  time,  enlarge  any  more,  referiug  myself  to  their  H.  M'. 
Ire.  wherein  according  to  order  I  have  sett  downe  the  constitution 
of  shipping  here,  and  all  that  deiiends  thereon.     Ilerewitli  &'.

My  Lo^MyiitBtuiitoyo''Lo''wasof  the  10"  Instant, accon)|«Di«d 
with  a  triplicate  of  the  Irfis  sent  hence  the  7"  ditii  by  the  ordinary 
post  aswt'l)  as  by  an  expresse.  Since  I  liave  receaved  the  dupli- 
cates of  their  H.  M".  lr&  *  resolucoiis  of  the  24""  of  Octob.  taken 
upon  the  first  remonstnuice  of  the  Directors  of  the  West  lodU 
Comii*  complayning  of  the  actions  used  by  th«  English  hy  the  taking 
in  and  making  themselves  masters  of  New  Netherland;  w^  wen 
sent  me  only  for  my  informacon.  There  was  also  another  dnplicatc 
of  the  lies  &.  resolucon  with  some  other  lepers  of  the  31"'  of  UcU>b. 
afores"  upon  the  said  complaints ;  also  another  duplicate  of  ttte  In 
&  resolucon  of  the  31'°  dito,  with  an  authentycq  copie  in  Dutcli  of 
the  Justiticatoir  made,  whereunto  is  annexed  a  copie  in  French  to 
be  delivered  to  his  MaJ". 

In  pursuance  of  the  s'  last  i-esolucon  (since  that  His  Maj"  bad 
already  lieen  spoken  of  this  affaire,  as  I  wrote  in  my  s*  Ire  of  the  7* 
instant,)  having  desired  Audience  with  His  Maj"(w"'  wasappoioled 
yesterday  in  the  evening  almut  4  of  the  clocke)  1  did  againe  at  my 
introduction  make  a  re|)etic6n  of  my  former  arguments  at  my  list 
audience  W"  were  chiefefly  concerning  the  taking  of  Oabo  Corso 
and  New  Netherland  and  to  desire  redresse  for  the  same,  as  aba 
repeating  the  amicable  &  reasonable  offers  made  on  the  part  of  tbeir 
H.  M'  towards  the  reiwracon  and  satisfaction  of  the  damages  pre- 
tended by  the  English  forasmuch  as  they  may  be  found  to  be  jnsl 
and  reasonable;  in  which  they  have  endeavoured  to  come  up  to  Km 
Ma'-'  in  all  res|>ects,  so  farre  as  in  reason  cau  be  expected  of  then, 
for  the  conservacon  of  the  good  amity  and  correspondence  and  the 
due  observance  of  the  last  treaty  made,  w*  their  H.  M"  ever  will 
remayne  by,  as  they  have  sulticiently  made  it  appears:  and  lb*t 
their  H.  M"  being  informed  that  Uis  Maj"  seemed  to  have  takm 
some  discontent  concerning  some  words  sett  downe  in  the  Instruc- 
tions given  to  the  Comaiider  in  Chlefe  of  the  ships  designed  tot 
Guiny,as  if  the  same  should  have  bin  contrary  to  the  s*  treaty,  that 
notwithstanding  all  this  had  bin  fuUy  answered  by  me,  in  conO- 
dencetliat  thereby  satisfaction  might  be  tak<!n,  that  yet  nevertbt- 
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les  Hia  Maj"  beyond  all  expectation  did  seeme  to  remayiie  by  his 
former  opinion;  that  therefore  tlieir  II.  M'  liad  tbought  fitt  to 
make  a  concept  of  a  JusTiFiCATora  to  be  delivered  to  Ilia  Maj" 
not  doubting  but  that  His  Maj"  would  have  given  place  to  and 
taken  satisfaction  &om  the  s'  reasons  according  to  his  usual]  dis- 
cretion. And  after  that  the  contents  of  the  s*  .lustiflcatoir  was  by 
me  verbally  deduced,  and  having  added  what  els  was  needful  (at 
the  same  time  delivering  over  the  same  W''  then  was  also  by  His 
Maj''  accepted)  he  said  as  foUowetli ; — "  I  know  very  well  what 
"satisfaction  could  hitherto  ever  be  obtained  there  and  what  hath 
"bin  offred  towards  the  same,  but  the  effects  thereof  could  never 
"yet  be  seene;  yet  they  declare  they  will  stnnd  by  the  Treaty,  and 
"yet  they  doe  quite  contraiy,  as  by  given  orders  w"  are  repugnant 
"to  the  same,  as  I  have  said  before,  &  shalbe  more  clearly  demon- 
"atrated  by  myanswere  w"""  I  have  ordered  to  bedrawnent)  in  writ- 
"ing  and  W''  shall  in  a  few  dayes  be  delivered  unto  you.  In  the 
"mean  time  'tis  observed  tliat  still  more  and  more  shipping  are 
"making  ready  to  putt  to  sea,  so  soone  as  the  wind  shall  serve. 
"Hut  be  it  knowne  that  if  tliey  doe,  that  my  lleete  shall  not  stay 
"at  home,  nor  tiience"  (speaking  of  the  ships  bound  for  Guiny.) 
All  w'''  being  by  me  answered  with  such  fltt  reasons  as  were  fitting. 
His  Ma''  did  somewhat  eagerly  &  interrupting  me  of  my  discourse, 
say,  "  I  cannot  make  any  other  interpretacon  of  the  words  in  the 
"orders  aforea'  than  what  I  have  formerly  said  "  (falling  u|>on  tlie 
discourse  of  tlie  Netherlands  equipages)  "viz'.  I  could  liave  also 
have  brougiit  a  greater  number  of  ships  to  sea"  (naming  4U  saile) 
"  if  that  I  would  have  fallowed  the  desires  of  the  people ;  but  I  have 
"bin  willing  tosliew  myselfe  inclinable  to  peace  in  all  re3])ects." 
To  w"  I  having  againe  replyed  in  due  forme,  and  having  lai<I  before 
His  Majv  the  said  effects  of  the  aenister  rencounters  vr"  are  to  be 
feared  and  the  bad  consequences  thereof  w"  ought  with  all  ear«  and 
circumspection  to  be  prevented,  to  avoid  all  further  breaches  be- 
tweene  both  nations:  His  Maj''  was  pleased  to  returne  againe  as  he- 
tore,  that  lie  was  not  the  occasion  thereof,  as  not  having  Hrst  begun 
this  worke.  And  forasmuch  as  I  preceive  that  all  froioer  reasons 
of  discontent  were  repeated,  ex  abruptu,  as  it  were,  &  that  all  the 
arguments  I  alleadged  1 1 lere* against,  seemed  to  have  noe  iilace,  I 
did  once  more  assure  His  Maj''  of  their  H.  M'.  speciall  &  intire  in- 
clination for  the  continuance  of  the  mutuall  good  corre3|X)ndence, 
W"  since  the  reducement  and  establishm'  of  this  State  liath  ever, 
and  without  any  interruption,  betweene  both  Nations  bin  maln- 
tayned,  and  whereof  also  the  good  fruit  on  both  sides  have  abun- 
dantly hitherto  bin  enjoyed;  (w'  matter  I  did  extend  to  the  most 
highest  praise  of  the  English  Nation)  and  that  therefore  and  for 
many  other  reasons,  all  possible  meanes  ought  to  used,  wlierehy  the 
difterences  betweene  ttoth  nations  might  be  removed  and  all  further 
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breaches  prevent«d-,  whereunto  as  His  Maj"  is  prayed  most  earnest- 
ly to  contribute  all  on  his  parte  that  so  their  H.  M'.  also  are  abso- 
lutely encliaed  to  declare  their  good  iDClinationa  towards  the  same. 
To  w^  His  Maj''  (as  seeming  to  make  some  diversion  of  discourse) 
said.tliathelciiew  not  what  to  say  more  hereunto  then  what  he  had' 
said  before,  &  that  he  had  caused  his  answere  to  be  drawne  u|i  in 
writing  w^"  should  be  seut  me  in  a  few  dayes,  and  tliatif  incase 
their  11.  M>.  had  any  thing  to  proiwund  to  him,  that  he  would  te 
allwaies  ready  to  heare  them.  Whereupon  I  preceiving  that  His 
Maj"  seemed  willing  to  leave  off  from  all  other  discourse,  t  did, 
after  due  compliment  and  earnest  recommendacons  that  His  Ms'' 
would  please  to  apprehend  all  things  rightly,  take  my  leave  of  HU 
Maj". 

There  were  many  other  discourses  repeated  tliere  w^  still  tended 
to  the  same  effect  as  I  have  wrote  foimerly  w^  therefore  I  shall 
omitt  to  sett  downe  here,  but  His  Maj"  still  seemed  to  remayne  dis- 
satisfyed  in  so  much  that  I  could  not  perceave  that  His  Maj^  was 
pleased  to  take  any  content  in  all  what  was  said,  but  in  general!  in- 
ferred all  to  the  answere  W"  is  to  be  given  me  in  writing.  Here- 
with &'.

Att  a  gen"  meeting  of  Deputies  from  y  severall  Plantacoosof  tlut 
Colony  It  was  agreed  y'  a  letter  should  be  p^iared  and  sent  to  in- 
forme  Yo*  Houo'  of  y  great  wrong  and  injury  this  Colony  have  suf- 
fered from  y<  Dutch  at  Delaware  Bay,  about  14  yeares  agoei  being 
violently  repulsed  w^  great  damage  out  of  theire  just  purchase  and 
possession  there ;  for  we  had  purchased  a  great  tract  of  land  on  r* 
one  and  y'  other  side  of  y  Bay  or  River  and  a  idantaeon  faegmi  by 
sundry  psons,  &  a  trading  house  set  np ;  w^  y*  Dutoh  pillaged  and 
bomt and soe wholly destroid  y'  designe  at  y' tyme.  Two or3 y«r» 
afterwards  a  new  attempt  was  made  and  a  vewell  sent,  w*  was  tlieo 
alsoe  stopt  at  the  Manhatoes,  and  sundry  of  y*  principal  psoas  im- 
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prisoned  by  the  Dutch  Govern'  soe  y'  nothing  y'  way  hiith  ever  bin 
atLempted  since,  although  y  Indians  of  wliome  we  purchasetl  y 
land,  doe  still  owne  onr  right  &  miicli  desire  y'  coming  of  tlie  Eng- 
lisli.  But  tliua  mucii  only  to  acquaint  Yo'  IIouo'  w'  is  fintlier  in-

Sir  :  Tour  Hon"  very  agreeable  answer  to  our  letter  came  safely 
here  to  band  &  I  learu  from  it  tlwt  Your  Honor  is  sorrj-  for  my  loss. 

If  Your  Hon'  would  please  to  console  me  therein,  it  can  be  done 
by  the  restitution  of  my  lost  Estate,  and  could  I  get  it  back,  I  am 
resolved  to  live  under  Your  Honor's  Government ;  yea,  on  the  same 
conditions  that  I  had  from  the  city  of  Amsterdam— to  cultivate  the 
land  in  company  for  our  mutual  proBt,  sliould  this  be  more  advan- 
tageous to  Your  Hono'  and  more  serviceable  for  the  South  river 
than  that  I  should  now  quit. 

Meanwhile  should  Your  Hon'  incline  thereunto,  the  answer 
sbould  be  sent  me  to  Oapt  Thomas  Hauwel's  in  Marryland  where  I 
shall  still  remain  2  or  3  months.  81iould  these  not  be  accepted  by 
Your  Hono'  I  would  hereby  respectfully  request  you  to  send  me  a 
letter  under  Your  Hon"  hand  to  his  Highness  the  Duke  of  York,  in 
order  that  I  may  take  occasion  to  apply  in  London  to  liis  Iligiiness 
aforesaid  on  the  subject.

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Sir:— I  am  heartily  sorry  tliat  I  caonot  give  you  a  further  ac- 
count of  His  Majesties  affaires  here,  then  what  I  liope  you  have  re- 
ceived by  Captain  Hugh  Hyde  from  Coll.  NicoUs.  Since  all  the 
plantations  both  ot  the  Dutch  and  Swedes  ujion  the  South  River 
were  nxliiced  under  tlie  obeilienr«  of  His  Majestie  in  Octol>er  last. 
Xr.  Maverick  and  my  selfe  have  had  notlting  to  doe  but  observe 
His  Majesties  conimauds  in  visiting  the  English  Colonic :  but  we 
have  not  had  power  to  doe  anything  ;  for  together  he  and  I  cannot 
net  without  a  third  man  though  each  of  us,  single,  may  act  with 
Uolonell  Njcliulls ;  but  he  is  detained  at  New  York  with  tlie  afiaires 
of  his  government,  and  S'  Rnljert  Carre  cannot  be  perswaded  to 
leave  Delaware  as  yet.  And  if  theyahould  not  bespared  from  their 
governments  the  next  spring  {«"•  I  fear  they  cannot)  we  sliall  be  in 
a  great  straight.  We  shall  soon  have  spent  that  little  which  Mia 
Majestie  liatb  allowed  ua,  and  aa  to  my  own  particular  I  have 
neither  credit  here  to  take  up  money  nor  an  estate  in  England  to 
repay  it  with.  If  the  Dutch  will  doe  aafthing  to  regain  those 
places  W"  we  have  taken  from  them,  it  is  much  more  probable  that 
they  will  attempt  it  in  the  Spring  then  this  winter.  Tlie  proba- 
bility that  they  may  do  so,  will  be  an  argument  strong  enough  lo 
make  that  seem  reasonable,  w*'  I  fear.  Our  greatest  work  lyes  in 
this  jurisdiction,  which  is  3O0  miles  from  New  York,  and  Delaware 
above  100  milett  away  l)eyond  that,  W  is  too  great  a  distance  for 
any  to  be  at  from  their  charge  in  time  of  danger. 

Sir,  it  is  my  duty  to  acquaint  you  with  this  and  to  acquiesse  in

Caft  Breedoxs  Janu :  25*  IWt. 
Sir  :  I  have  delivered  your  lettera  to  Mr.  George  Tyle,  the  master 
of  the  Successe,  who  ia  tliis  day  gone  to  Nantasquet.    I  have  writ- 
ten by  him  to  S'  Henry  Bennet  and  M'  Mariek  to  my  Lonl  Cban- 
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cellor.  The  day  before  I  gott  hither  Capt.  Breedon  liail  sent  you 
some  letters  brought  by  Mr,  Wtuder  and  Captain  Scarlet,  out  of 
England,  W"  tlie  Dep.  Governor  and  the  Major  Gen"  refused  to 
send.  Of  the  messenger  tliat  went  we  hiive  not  yet  heard,  though 
he  went  from  hence  December  13*  The  Pilotts  who  went  with  us 
to  the  Manhattans  are  none  of  them  iiayd  :  2  of  them  have  reteived 
some  fayr  woi-ds,  but  Coles,  (who  came  from  Fiscatoque  with  Cap. 
Hill)  an  absolute  deiiyall,  becaus  he  was  not  pressed  by  their  au- 
thority :  to  whom,  (in  his  great  necessity,  liaving  lately  lost  his 
vessell  l>y  storm)  I  have  payed  £10,  upon  tlie  account  uf  tjeing  pilotl, 
I  hear  that  Major  Gen"  Leveret  liath  luceived  £34  from  the  coimtry 
for  the  chaises  iie  was  at  in  entertaining  you  at  Boston,  and  tlie 
country  is  made  to  believe  tliat  we  have  put  them  to  jESOO  cliarge 
already,  &  that  we  entend  to  exact  IJ"  for  every  acre  of  land,  and 
£3000  a  year  besides,  and  to  abridge  them  of  their  greatest  privi- 
ledges.  liberty  of  tlieir  consciences,  and  many  such ;  w'^  M'  Maver* 
ick  heard  of  amongst  ids  friends,  in  every  place  where  he  hatli  been 
in  this  jurisdiction.  They  have  admittetl  for  freemen  tliree  or  four 
men  who  are  not  meuil)ers  of  their  Olmrcli,  that  by  it  they  migitt 
evade  the  King's  letter  in  that  poynt.  Their  underhand  dealing  to 
get  petitions  made  to  themselves  for  mayntaining  the  government 
as  it  Is  at  present  established,  and  ttieir  private  soliciting  for  voyces 
against  the  next  election,  give  me  just  caus  to  be  jealous  of  their 
loyally.  But  tilt  you  or  S'  Robert  Carre  come,  here  can  be  nothing 
done.  This  day  Cap'  Uudtoti  and  others  liere  in  Boston  i)etitioned 
to  us  to  write  to  the  Governor  of  Road  Island ;  w'"  we  have  done ; 
and  by  tlieir  messenger  venture  this,  w*"  perchance  from  thence  or 
by  Connecticote  may  ftnd  a  passage.  They  lay  claim  to  some  land 
in  the  Narraganset  country,  and  have  set  upa  hous.  Those  belong- 
inf;  toBoad  [aland  have  pul I'd  it  down,  as  they  did  once  before,  and 
one  of  these  men  told  us  tliat  if  we  did  not  determine  it  next  spring, 
he  verily  thought  it  would  cost  much  blood  before  next  summer 
was  ended. 

If  this  letter  speed  well  and  meet  not  with  a  frozen  passjige,  I 
hope  it  may  prevayl  with  you  to  come  to  Boad  Island,  as  early  as 
the  season  of  the  year  will  permitt,  where  we  shall  have  much  busi- 
nesse,  as  to  be  liere  in  a  convenient  time  before  the  Ueneralt  Assem- 
bly; and  after  that  we  may,  with  tlie  least  inconvenience  goe  into 
the  Eastern  parts  to  determine  the  limits  of  those  Patents.  M' 
Maverick  and  myselfe  are  Ixitli  of  the  opinion  that  this  will  he  the 
beat  way  for  the  doing  of  that  W^"  we  are  entriisted  with,  and  tlie 
rediest  way  to  dispatcli  that  w"  we  can  doe. 

It  is  most  rationall  that  you  may  be  better  spared  from  New 

York  before  May,  then  after ;  for  if  the  Dutch  should  have  any 

designe  either  to  regain  or  to  devast  that  place,  they  cannot  well  he 

expected  sooner  then  May ;  or  if  they  should  have  no  such  desine,

Although  Wee  oji- 
not  doubt  but  that  upon  the  knowledge  you  have  of  the  miny 
wrongs  and  injuryes  which  we  and  our  subjects  have  suffered  from 
those  of  the  United  Provinces  and  the  constant  evill  mii.d  Ihej 
have  born  to  the  wellfare  and  prospeilty  of  our  plantations  abrtad, 
you  have  been  soe  careful!  of  those  under  your  command  or  care, 
as  to  put  them  into  a  more  then  ordinary  posture  of  defence;  yrt 
because  the  indignities,  spoyles  and  affronts  they  have  done  iti 
have  encreased  lately  to  such  a  height  aa  leave  Us  (aft/^r  aoe  msoy 
demands  and  frequent  instances  made  by  us  unto  the  Stales  Geiier> 
all  for  satisfaction )  without  hope  of  other  redresse  or  reparwon 
then  what  wee  can  acquire  by  the  law  of  armes;  which  they  bxn 
soe  notoriously  begun  upon  us  on  the  coast  of  Guinny,  De  BuillKr 
being  sent  thither  with  twelve  shipps  of  warre  to  destroy  all  our  in- 
terest in  those  parts,  and  (as  Wee  have  cause  to  suspect)  in  his  le- 
turne  to  invade  all  our  shipping  hee  can  meet  with  and  assanit  oar 
Islands  and  Plantacons  in  New  England  and  all  other  our  PUi>U- 
cons  and  Colonies,  And  understanding  further  that  a  consideraUt 
number  of  private  men  of  Warre  are  now  preparing  in  HolUnd  to 
bee  sent  towards  our  s"  PlantAc&ns,  to  seize  and  doe  all  the  vinleDct 
they  can  there ;  Wee  have  thnught  fit,  out  of  our  princely  care  and 
regard  to  the  safety  of  that  and  those  other  places  soe  remote  finn 
ufl,  to  require  you  to  use  all  possible  diligence  for  their  aecurity.  bj 
causing  forts  to  bee  built  in  all  necessary  places,  &  by  all  otbM 
means  which  you  shall  find  most  expedient;  and  Itecause  boim 
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skillful  persons  here  have  reiiresented  to  us  the  necessity  of  tner- 
chaDts  sliipps  to  bee  L»led  near  the  shoare  and  fasts  carried  to  the 
sboare  from  whence  forta  and  small  shot  may  easily  defend  them, 
and  likewise  that  all  such  ahipps  which  shall  come  thence  t>ee  en- 
joyned  to  aayle  in  considerable  numtters  for  their  common  security 
and  that  then  and  even  during  their  stay  there  it  will  bee  fit  some 
of  the  most  experienced  OSlcers  have  authority  given  them  to  com- 
mand the  rest ;  Wee  have  thuuglit  lit  hereby  to  authorize  and  im- 
power  you  to  doe  therein  what  according  to  this  or  any  other 
emergencies  shall  appear  to  you  to  bee  most  for  the  safety  of  our 
Islands  and  navigacon  of  our  merchants.  Further,  that  in  other 
matters  relating  to  the  jurisdiccdns  of  our  most  dear  brother  the 
Duke  of  Vorke  our  High  Admirall  &',  you  observe  such  orders  and 
direccons  as  you  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  him,  whom 
Wee  have  commisslonated  to  grant  letters  of  Marque  and  generall 
Keprizall  against  the  shipps  goods  and  subjects  of  the  States  of  the 
United  Provinces;  conformable  to  which  our  will  and  pleasure  is 
that  you  take  and  seize  the  shipps  vessells  and  goods  belonginK  to 
the  B*  States  or  any  their  subjects  or  inhabitants  within  any  their 
territories,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  judgement  and  condemnacon 
according  to  the  course  of  the  Admiralty,  and  Laws  of  Nacous.  And 
tbeae  our  letters  that  you  communicate  to  all  our  Forreigne  Flanta- 
cons  next  adjacent  to  you,  by  sending  copies  to  the  respective  Gov- 
eniours  thereof,  to  whom  wee  liave  also  written  to  the  same  effect, 
our  pleasure  being  that  with  all  care  and  applicacon  possible,  they 
anne  tliemselves  against  the  dangers  which  threaten  them  in  this 
conjuucture  from  such  an  enemy,  and  proceed  according  to  these  our 
direccons  and  such  as  they  shall  receive  from  our  s"  most  deare 
brother.  Assuring  them  and  all  our  loving  subjects  in  those  parts, 
that  Wee  sliall  not  be  wanting  on  our  part  on  all  occasions  to  help 
and  succour  them  to  the  utmost  of  our  power  and  to  contribute  all 
possible  means  for  the  security  and  improvement  of  their  trade  and 
Comerce  in  all  our  Plantacons.  Andsoe  weebidyouforewell.  Given

Right  Hon'''':  I  should  Vie  very  sori7  to  givey'  L""  the  least  cauw 

of  offence  for  any  neglect  of  mine;  I  could  not  foresee  nor  pre^^enl 

the  losse  of  my  lettei-s  in  the  Elias.    The  Martin  carried  the  foil 

accounts  to  my  Lord  Ctiancellour  and  M'  Coventry  of  all  niatler» 
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contained  in  mine  to  yo'  L^""  except  onely  those  inclosed  papers,  the 
origiiialls  whereof  were  then  reniittcd  to  y  L"  wherein  yo'  L''  wOl 
finde  by  w'  degrees  and  steps  the  business  of  the  surrender  was 
managed,  how  farre  I  was  single  in  the  treaty,  and  the  conclusion 
tliereof  inana^ed  by  tlie  Commissioners  appointed.  The  reason 
why  those  of  Boston  and  Conecticot  were  join'd  in  the  treaty  was 
because  tlioae  two  Colonies  should  hold  tliemselves  the  more  en- 
jtaged  with  us,  if  the  Dutch  had  beene  over  confident  of  their 
strength,  and  it  upon  ttieir  conclusions  I  comitted  an  erronr  in  con- 
senting, I  hope  it  is  very  pardonable.  Since  the  Guyney  fregiitt  I 
have  wrote  one  more  to  yo'  L'''',  but,  in  earnest,  tlie  uncertaine  con- 
veyances of  letters,  first  from  hence  to  Virginia  or  Boston  and 
tiience  by  strange  hands  into  England,  gives  me  much  dixcourage- 
ment.  This  i-uniis  tlie  same  adventure,  for  we  have  had  no  ship  or 
the  least  stipplits  directly  out  of  England,  since  the  surrender, 
which  hath  brought  the  sonldiei'S  and  planters  into  vety  great  wants 
of  meane  necessaries:  thougli  I  will  still  have  liopes  that  a  place  of 
this  importance  will  fall  into  due  consideration  with  His  Ma'^'  and 
B.  II'.  I  hope  tlie  first  ship  of  supplies  will  be  accompanied  with 
His  Ma""  commands  also  relating  to  Delaware :  'tis  pitty  that  place 
stiould  be  neglected,  for  ttie  trade  will  be  quite  lost,  and  all  the 
planters  uiwn  the  River  goe  naked  if  not  supplyed.  At  present  all 
their  provisions  and  maintenance  for  a  foot  Company  are  sent  upon 
ray  accompt ;  Sir  R.  Carr  wiis  persuaded  in  the  beginning  of  Feb- 
ruary, to  remove  thence,  and  hath  ever  since  followed  His  Ma'" 
Comission,  whereof,  and  of  the  whole  transactions  in  the  Colonies 
an  accumiit  is  sent  to  y'  !/"■  by  Coll.  Cart w right,  who  I  suppose  may 
be  now  at  sea.  I  liave,  according  to  His  Ma""  comand  sent  a  copy 
of  his  Ma""  letter  to  each  Colony;  they  have  much  lesse  cause  to 
apprehend  De  Ituyter  than  the  privateers,  and  this  (ilace  dotli  not 
apprehend  either  or  both  ;  for  we  have  no  ships  to  loose,  no  goods 
to  plunder  but  a  ragged  soit  of  a  fort  put  into  the  best  posture  of 
defence  possible,  well  fitted  with  cannon,  no  want  of  ammunition 
for  the  present,  and  as  many  souldiers  as  will  not  loose  His  Ma"" 
interest  but  with  their  owne  lives. 

This  being  the  present  state  of  our  condition,  zive  me  leave  now 
to  congratulate  the  long  merited  lionour  which  report  sayes  His

[Frm^menl.]  I  must  now  descend  to  the  particular  occasion  of 
giving  Yon  R'  H>  this  trouble,  wherein  My  L''  Berkely  and  S'  G. 
Oarterett  are  concern 'd,  who,  (I  know  also)  will  be  eo  just  to  mee 
as  to  have  mee  excused  for  manifesting  cleerly  my  knowledge  to 
Your  R'  H'.  About  IQdaies  past  Cap:  BoUen  shews  mee  a  letter 
from  my  L"  Berkeley  and  S'  G.  Carterett  and  therewith  a  grant 
from  Your  R'  II'  to  them  for  all  the  lands  to  the  West  of  the  Hud- 
sons  River  as  more  fully  may  appeare  in  the  said  graunt,  wlierein 
is  comprehended  all  the  improoveable  [>art  of  Your  R'  H'  his  Pattent 
and  callable  to  receive  twenty  times  more  people  than  Long  Island 
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and  all  the  remaining  Tracts  in  Your  R'  H"  his  patent  in  respert 
not  niiely  to  the  qunntity  of  the  I^iid  but  to  the  aea  Const  ud 
Delaware  River  the  fertility  of  the  soyle  the  neishbourliood  to 
Hiidsons  River,  and  lastly  the  faire  hopes  of  Bich  mioes,  to  tk 
utter  discouragement  of  any  that  shall  desire  to  live  under  Your 
R'  H"  his  protection.  In  short,  I  hold  myself  oblig'd  to  give  Yonr 
R'  11'  tliia  account  upon  certiiine  knowledge  having  exactly  cou- 
sidered  and  preferred  the  advance  of  Your  R'  H'  his  reputation  and 
interest  in  those  parts  above  all  considerations  or  obligations  wliat- 
soever,  and  formy  Icldiifsse  1  can  at  last  but  begg  pardon.  Keitber 
can  I  supjHise  that  My  Lord  Berkeley  or  Sir  G,  Carten-tt  kiiowbov 
prejudiciall  such  a  graiint  would  prove  to  Your  B'  H",  but  I  rousl 
charge  it  upon  Cap'  Scott  who  was  bonie  to  worke  mischeift  as 
farreas  hee  is  credited  or  his  parts  serve  him.  This  Scot  (it  seems! 
aim'd  at  the  same  patent  which  Your  R'  H"  hath,  and  hatb  sinct 
given  words  out  that  hee  had  injury  done  him  by  Your  B.  H". 
whereiipon  he  contriv'd  and  betrayed  my  L*  Berkeley  and  Sir  G. 
Carterett  into  a  designe  (contrary  to  their  knowledge)  of  ruinii^ 
all  the  hopes  of  increase  in  this  Your  R.  II"  liis  territory,  which  lie* 
hath  fully  compleated,  unless  i'our  B'  H"  take  farther  order  herein.

Farre  be  it 
from  mee  to  aggravate  any  thing  beyond  tlie  bounds  of  a  falthfuU 
servant,  for  when  it  may  conduce  most  to  Your  R.  H.  his  serviM, 
I  shall  as  freely  surrender  up  all  parts  to  Your  R.  II'  bis  pteasuie 
as  it  becomes  me  to  doe.  I  presume  farther  to  propose  a  bettor  and 
a  more  entire  tract  of  Land  worthy  of  great  consideration  to  My 
L''  Berkeley  and  Sir  G.  Carterett,  which  is  that  part  of  Detawiuv 
Biver,  which  is  reduct  from  the  Dutch,  if  it  is  not  already  disponl. 
if  soe  than  that  my  L"  B.  &  S'  G.  C.  may  have  a  hundred  thousand 
acres  all  along  the  sea  coast,  which  is  a  most  noble  Tract  of  land, 
but  it  will  c(«t  them  20000'"  before  it  will  yield  a  penny,  and  their 
cliildrens  children  may  reap  the  profltt,  great  have  beene  the  abuses 
of  fiilwe  reimrts,  whereof  I  am  now  fully  satisfied,  and  yet  I  hope  In 
render  a  satisfactory  account  to  Y'our  R.  H*  by  word  of  moutli, 
when  it  shall  please  Your  R.  H'  to  give  mee  Liberty,  and  that  your 
nffaires  heere  are  upon  such  a  foundation  as  will  not  be  shaken  l^

My  Loud  :  After  a  long  expectation  of  His  Jla'"  further  direc- 
tions towards  the  settlement  of  Delaware  River  for  whicli  I  heare 
Dot  of  any  patent  yet  graunted,  till  W"  time  it  must  and  hath  re- 
mained under  my  cai-e  and  to  my  great  charge  with  all  the  incon- 
veniences whicli  usually  attend  on  the  want  of  necessaryes  to 
soiildjers  &  the  little  probability  of  paying  the  arrears  to  all  the 
poore  officers  and  souldy"  in  this  expedition,  after  the  full  pei- 
formanre  of  the  worke  to  which  they  wera  imployed,  unlesse  His 
Ma*"  will  most  gratiously  looke  up  [on]  us  as  men  devoted  to  act  & 
suffer  whatever  is  possible  for  his  sei-vice,  in  which  wee  have  uow 
spent  two  full  yeares.  This  exi>resse  will  come  to  your  Lop"  hands 
by  M'  Stocke,  to  whom,  as  recomended  first  by  your  selfe,  I  gave  a 
colours,  &  next  for  his  owne  meritts  I  have  made  him  Comissary,  in 
both  which  capacityes  hee  hath  served  His  Ma""  faithfully  &  pru- 
dently ;  to  whose  report  I  may  referre  your  Lo''  and  Bhort«n  my 
discorse  of  the  scituation  &  interest  of  that  Kiver,  well  knowing 
that  my  Lord  Baltimore  can  never  make  good  his  pretences  within 
twenty  miles  of  any  |>art  of  the  River  by  the  lines  mentioned  in  his 
patent ;  and  that  His  Lo"  may  not  mislead  His  Ma'"  with  many  and 
faire  wordes,  1  take  the  boldnesse  to  offer  that  in  all  patents  where 
the  variation  of  the  comiwsse  in  point  of  latitude  is  not  expres't,  a 
reall  and  strict  difference  may  bee  justly  argued  and  i>roov'd  to  the 
variation  of  a  degree  &  a  halfe  in  these  parts  from  England.  My 
Lord  it  hath  pleased  His  fioyallHighnesse  to  grant  by  indentui-e  to 
my  Lord  Berkeley  and  S'  George  Carteret  (amongst  other  tracts  of 
inevitable  prejudice  to  this  Colony)  all  the  East  side  of  Delaware 
Hiver.  My  humble  conception  &  certaine  knowledge  directs  me  to 
informe  Yo'  Lo"  that  by  the  unskillfullnesse  of  the  informers  the 
West  side  of  Delaware  River  now  seated  with  Sweeds,  Finns,  and 
Dutch,  is  30  crusb'd  between  tlie  I>ord  Baltimore's  Patent  on  y 
West  side,  and  the  Lord  Berkeley's  indenture  on  the  East,  that  the 
jiresent  inhabitants  cannot  possibly  subsist  in  so  narrow  a  compasse. 
In  dischaige  of  my  duty  to  His  Ma'"  I  cannot  but  informe  Yo'  Lo" 
that  if  some  course  bee  not  taken  to  rectify  these  gi-eat  mistakes, 
New  y  orke,  Delaware  and  the  Lord  Berkeley's  interest  will  destroy 
each  other;  but  if  His  Ma'"  &  His  Royall  Highnesse  shall  thinke 
fitt  to  graunt  to  the  Lord  Berkeley  S'  George  Carteret  and  their 
associates  all  that  tract  of  land  to  the  West  side  and  East  side  of 
Delaware  Kiver  wliich  was  recovered  to  His  Ma""  dominions  from 
the  hands  of  the  Burgemasters  of  Amsterdam,  which  was  twenty 
miles  distance  from  eacli  side  of  the  River,  I  make  no  doubt  but 
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that  h11  interests  will  bee  fully  preserved,  and  tmth  plantera  nod 
trade  flourish  in  tlmt  &  thi»  Colony. 

My  Lord  an  to  the  generall  inUrest  of  tliis  His  Ruyall  lli(;linefiw 
his  Colony,  I  have  wrote  to  His  Royall  Highnease,  my  Lori  Chan- 
cello'  and  M'  Coventry ;  yet  in  r^ard  the  inhabitants  (at  least  three 
partA  of  foure)  beinK  Dutch,  (though  now  His  Ma""  subjects  aa  na- 
tive English)  have  beene  seated  here  divers  yeares  as  a  factor^',  and 
their  estates  as  well  as  relations  interwoven  with  their  conespood- 
ents  and  friends  in  Holland,  unlesse  His  Ma*^  pleaseth  to  graunl 
them  some  extraordinary  infranchisement,  the  sudden  interruption 
of  their  factory  w"  Holland  will  absolutely  destroy  all  the  present 
inhabitants,  who  (setting  aside  the  innate  love  to  their  country  in 
this  time  of  warre  after  so  sudden  a  change)  will  proove  better  sub- 
jects then  wee  have  found  in  some  of  the  other  Colonyes,  and  with 
a  moderate  permission  both  for  time  and  trade,  will  support  Um 
government  better  than  can  be  reasonably  expected  from  new  comm 
of  o'owne  nation,  who  at  first  (as  we  find  by  experience)  arebtowne 
up  with  large  designes,  but  not  knowing  the  knaclie  of  trading  bert 
to  differ  from  moat  other  places,  they  meet  with  diacourageuieiits 
and  stay  not  to  become  wiser.  My  Lord  by  these  enclosed  p^Kn 
the  copyes  of  onr  transactions  at  Bneton,  the  originalls  whereof 
were  sent  and  taken  with  Colonell  (ieoi^  Cartwright,  HisMi'^ 
will  read  the  sophistry  of  the  Massachusetts,  untill  such  time  as  wm 
did  presse  them  to  a  positive  obedience,  and  then  they  do  unmaike 
themselves.  Wee  did  parcell  out  His  Ma"^  instructions  to  g»iiie 
one  point  after  another  from  them,  &  did  deliver  them  in  writing, 
with  a  promise  from  them  to  cause  the  whole  to  be  printed  for  the 
information  of  the  people  ;  but  they  neither  have  or  will  puliltib 
any  parts  of  the  whole,  except  their  furious  Proclamation.  Tbey  A 
all  the  other  Colonies  are  at  a  stand  to  see  what  reproofe  His  Ma"" 
will  send  over,  for  we  heare  that  Colonell  Cartwright  was  put  atbore 
in  8paine  and  I  hope  hath  beene  so  happy  as  to  give  His  Ma"  a 
particidar  verball  account,  for  hee  is  well  able  to  make  an  exact 
relation,  Sir  Robert  Carr  is  now  here  and  transmitts  divers  other 
pEipers,  of  later  transactions,  to  Yo'  Lo".  M'  Mavericke  is  stUI  at 
Boston  with  some  few  of  his  old  friends.  Though  Sir  Robert  Can 
for  private  ends  did  not  answer  the  just  expectation  frooo  hira,  yet 
hee  hath  upon  better  consideration  serv'd  His  Ma"^  in  following  lui 
comission  ever  since  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  faculties ;  whereof 
Colonell  Cartwright  hath  had  experience. 

I  dare  not  presume  to  Qnd  out  a  way  to  bringe  downe  the  phdfid 
the  Massachusetts,  because  the  matter  is  long  since  before  His  Mi~ 
yet  to  mee  it  is  evident  that  the  scituation  of  this  place  (with  the 
premises  thereunto  relating  considered)  will  withdraw  in  short  time 
moat  of  their  trade  hither,  where  I  have  begun  to  sett  up  a  srbooir 
of  better  religion  &  obedience  toGod&  the  King,  from  which  tmall 
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be^nniDga  a  reformation  may  proceed,  if  it  shall  please  God  to 
tdesse  mj  eudeavo". 

My  Lord  I  must  heartily  begg  yo"  favo'  tliat  a  speedy  considera- 
tion bee  taken  of  the  necessityes  both  of  the  soold*  and  countrey. 
For  myselfe  I  am  utterly  rniii'd  in  my  small  estate  and  creditt,  &, 
wLicb  is  worse,  without  vei-y  great  supplyes  I  shall  not  bee  able  to 
secure  or  make  an  honest  defence  of  His  Ma""*  interest,  should  wee 
bee  attack't  by  a  foraln  force.  In  which  case  I  tookeso  much  tryall 
the  last  yeare,  of  our  neighbo"  of  Conecticott,  that  I  cannot  de|>end 
upon  any  better  hands  than  those  few  which  I  brought  with  mee, 
who  are  ali^o  dispers't  into  foure  garrisons,  the  nearest  is  a  hundred 
miles  distant  from  the  center,  tlie  second  a  hundred  and  lifty  miles, 
the  furthest  two  hundred  &  nfty  miles.  My  ignorance  made  mee 
bold  to  undertake  so  great  a  charge,  which  will  become  a  much 
wiser  man  and  of  a  more  plentifull  fortune.  To  this  discourse  I 
shall  onely  adde  that  the  Cdmissionera  have  neither  money  nor 
creditt  left  to  follow  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  from  place  to  place, 
but  now  ride  at  anchor  till  the  storme  of  their  necessities  is  blowne 
over  by  H  is  Ma""  favourable  supply. 

My  Lord  I  heare  that  the  Privateers  of  Jamaica  have  taken  sev- 
erall  islands  from  the  Dutch,  which  are  open  and  not  defensible 
places,  and  afforded  tliem  good  store  of  booty,  but  they  iiave  left  a 
piece  of  service  of  the  greatest  consequence  and  ditHculty,  which  is 
Curazaw,  and  if  His  Ma'**  should  nut  cause  that  place  to  bee  taken, 
the  thome  will  bee  still  left  in  the  foot  of  all  those  Leward  Islands, 
wj)ich  may,  by  Ilis  Ma""  positive  order  either  to  my  Lord  Wil- 
loughby  or  the  Govemo'  of  .Tamaica,  l>e  remoov'd.  To  that  Island 
all  the  negroes  from  Guinny  ai-e  brought,  and  sold  to  tlie  Genoveses 
who  are  facto"  for  the  Spanish  Merchants.  Were  y°  Dutch  driven 
from  thence,  their  trjide  in  Guinny  would  not  bee  halfe  so  consid- 
erable as  it  is,  and  the  Spanyards  would  soone  court  tlie  Royall  Com- 
pany with  pieces  of  Eight. 

I  hope  Yo'  Lo"  will  give  a  favourable  interpretation  to  my  good 
meaning  for  the  informations  of  some  may  bee  hyassed  w""  private 
interest ;  mine  are  merely  to  serve  His  Ma",  wherein  the  i)erform- 
auce  of  my  duty  will  excuse  my  weaknesse  :  all  w"  is  long  knowne 
to  Yo'  LoP  however  you  have  beene  pleaa'd  to  place  me  in  a  quality 
(wherein  I  shall  endeavour  to  remaiiie)  of  being 
My  Lord

Thai  the  Comission  Officer  shall  imdertake  to  provide  all  sorts  of 
Provissions  for  the  whole  Garrison  at  the  rate  of  Sfl  V  Day  rii" 
wholesome  Bread  Beare  Pork  Pease  or  Beef  that  no  just  Comiilaisl 
be  made  of  either. 

Tliat  the  Souldiers  (so  farr  as  conveniently  they  may)  be  Lodged 
In  the  Forte  &  keep  y-  Stockadoes  up  in  defence. 

That  the  Civill  Governm'  in  the  reapecti\'e  Plantations  be  con- 
tinued till  further  order. 

That  to  prevent  all  Abuses  or  Opposicons  in  Civill  Magistrates  so 
often  as  Complaint  is  made  the  Comission  Officer  Cap  Carre  sball 
call  the  Scout  w'''  Hans  Block,  Israel  Holme  Peter  Rambo  Pelrr 
Cock  Peter  Aldrick  or  any  two  of  tliem  as  Councellors  to  AdviM 
hear  and  determyn  by  the  major  Vote  what  is  just  Equitable  & 
Necessary  in  y  case  or  cases  in  question. 
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That  tlie  same  Psons  also  or  aiiy  two  or  more  of  tliem  be  called  to 
Advise  and  Direct  what  ia  best  to  be  done  in  all  cases  of  difficulty 
W  may  arise  from  the  Indians,  and  to  give  their  Council!  &  Ord" 
for  the  Arming  of  the  several  Flantacons  and  Planters  who  must 
obey  &  Attend  their  Siimons  upon  sucli  Occasion. 

That  Two  Thirds  at  leant  of  the  Souldiers  remayn  constantly  In 
or  about  New  Castle  at  all  howres. 

That  the  Fynes  for  Premmires  A  Llglit  Offences  be  executed  w"" 
raoderacon,  though  it  is  also  iiecessarj'  that  ill  Men  be  punished  in 
pxpmplary  maner. 

That  the  Comission  Officer  Cap'  Carr  in  the  Determinacon  of  the 
Chief  Civill  Affairs  whereuiito  the  Temporarj-  foremenconed  Coun- 
cellors  are  ordained  shall  have  a  Casting  Voice  where  votea  are 
Equall. 

That  the  New  Appointed  Councellors  are  to  take  the  Oath  to  his 
Royal  nighness. 

That  the  Laws  of  the  Governm'Establisht  by  his  Royal  Highness 
be  Showed  and  frequently  Com unicated  to  the  said  Councellors  and 
all  others.  To  the  end  that  being  therewith  Acquainted,  the  prac- 
tice of  them  may  also  in  convenient  time  be  Established  w*'  con- 
duceth  to  the  Publique  Welfare  and  Comon  Justice. 

That  no  Offensive  Warr  be  made  against  any  Indians  before  you 
receive  direceons  from  the  Governor  for  your  so  doing. 

That  in  all  matters  of  Difficulty  &  Importance  you  muat  have  re- 
course by  way  of  Appeale  to  the  Governour  and  Councill  at  New 
Yorke.

ing Strong  Liquors  to  the  lodyans  Vou  are  therefore  by  these 
presents  Authorized  to  Convene  as  many  of  those  persons  who  are 
joined  w"  you  In  Comission  for  the  Management  of  the  Civill 
Affaires  and  with  their  Advice  to  give  all  necessary  Rules  and 
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Orders  for  the  ?ood  Govemmen'  both  of  Christiana  and  Indians 
And  because  both  those  Murth'  und  the  restraining  of  the  Indians 
from  Li'iuors  will  fait  into  Deliberation  what  you  shall  u|>on  dis- 
course w''  the  Indians  Concllide  to  be  the  best  for  those  Plantarooi 
must  be  reinitted  hither  and  sliall  be  Confirmed  as  if  we  had  been 
present  at  the  tntnsaccdn.

the  same,  yet  in  regard  that  many  others  being  concerned  Vith  him 
in  that  insurrection  might  be  involved  in  the  premmire  if  the  rigor  of 
the  lawfibould  be  extended,  A  amongst  them  divers  simple  A  ignorant 
people  :  It  is  thought  litt  &  Ordered  that  the  said  I^ng  Finne  diall 
be  publickly  and  severely  whipt  &  Stigmatiz'd  or  branded  in  Che 
face  with  the  letter  (  R )  with  an  Iiiacriptton  written  in  great  Let- 
ters and  put  upon  bis  Breast  That  he  received  that  punishm*  for  at- 
tempting Rebellion,  after  which  that  he  be  Secured  untill  lie  can  be 
Sent  &  Sold  to  the  Barbadoes  or  some  other  of  those  remote  plan- 
tations.

Tlie  occasion  of  the  prcaeiit  Slefting  ie  the  Letter  brought  from 
M'  Toms,  by  Peter  Alricks  alxiut  the  murder  of  two  Cbriatiiina 
(Dutclimeii)  killed  by  some  Indians  at  the  Island  Matiniconk  in 
Delaware  river. 

Peter  Alricks  being  present  relates  to  the  tnitli  of  tlie  Miinler, 
n[)ou  which  he  is  Examined,  He  Saitli,  the  whole  Nation  of  th»  In- 
dians of  wliom  tlieSe  Murderers  are,  consiats  of  about  5^l,  or  60  Per- 
sons. All  the  Miacheifs  committed  in  Delaware  these  7  Years  by 
Murder  and  othei'wise,  are  said  to  be  done  by  them. 

The  Indians  their  Coufeilerates  (  as  it's  supposed  they  will  be  if  a 
Warr  follow)  with  this  Nation  of  the  Murderers  may  be  about  a 
Thousand  Persons  besides  Women  and  Children. 

TheKamea  of  tlie  Two  Murderers, are  Tashiowyeam, and  Wywa- 
annattamo. 

Peter  Alricks  Declares  that  two  of  the  ^Jaggamores  of  the  Nation 
of  the  Murderers,  promwed  their  best  Assistance  to  briiid  in  the 
Murd*er8,  or  procure  them  to  be  knockt  ith'  head,  if  it  might  be 
Allowed  by  y*  Governor. 

Many  other  Indiaus  that  he  met  upon  the  road  did  very  much  dis- 
allow the  Murder,  and  were  very  soiTy  for  it,  and  offereii  their  As- 
sistance against  them  likewise,  only  the  diiHculty  was,  that  there 
were  Seven  of  these  Indians,  Men  of  the  sanie  Stock,  that  if  tlie  two 
shou'd  be  Seized,  the  other  Five  wou'd  seek  to  be  revenged.  So  it 
was  uusafe. 

Diveis  other  Discourses  between  him  and  the  Indians  ho  related 
as  to  this  matter.  The  pr«i>osaltohave  the  murdrersdeatroy'd  was 
to  cause  a  Ihinticoyto  beheld,  and  in  the  midst  of  tlieir  mirth, 
that  then  one  shou'd  be  hij-ed  to  knock  them  ith' head.  This  by 
the  Sachem.  Peter  Alricks  saitli,  the  jirojier  Time  to  set  ui>on  this 
Nation  of  the  Murderers  ia  within  a  Month  from  this  Time,  for 
after  that  they'l  break  off  their  keeping  Together  in  a  Town,  &  go 
a  bunting,  so  be  separated  and  not  to  be  found,  but  now  the  I>auger 
is  of  their  Destroying  the  Corn  anil  Catt'e  of  y  Cliristians.  The 
occasion  of  the  murder  ia  aaid  to  be  tliat  Taahiowyeans  Sister  dy- 
ing, he  exprest  great  Grief  for  it  and  said  the  Manetto  hath  kill'd 
my  Sister,  &  I  will  go  and  kill  tlie  Christians,  so  taking  another  w" 
liim  he  went  and  exnmted  tliis  Itarltiirous  Fact. 

The  next  meeting  Agreed  to  be  at  Elizabeth  Town. 
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At  a  Council  held  o(  Fort  James  in  New  York  bi/  the  Gitftmm  </ 

tfifse  hi»  Boyal  Highneav  his  Tcrritorits  and  the  Qocemor  nf  X<it 

Jersey  tlie  25"'  day  of  September  1671. 

UpoH  ConHideration  liad  of  tlie  Barbarous  Murder  coniitted  bv 
some  Indiana  on  tlie  East  aide  of  the  Delawnte  River  upon  2  Chris- 
tians at  Mutiiiicouck  Island,  It  is  mutually  resolvfd  and  concludt^ 
on  as  follows. 

That  Thomas  LewiB  now  bound  \vitli  his  Sloop  for  Newcastle  in 
Delaware  River  be  stay'd  from  his  intended  voyage  for  the  sjiace  of 
3  or  4  dajs,  when  M'  Peter  Alricks  and  M'  Henry  Courtnrier  will 
be  ready  to  go  w"  liira.  That  in  y'  meantime  some  Gen*"  instruc- 
cons  be  drawn  uj)  for  tliem  to  take  along  w"  thein  in  order  to  >' 
managem'  of  Affairs  thei-e  in  tills  p'sent  Juncture  of  time. 

The  Govern'  of  New  Jei-sey  &  Cap'  James  Carteret  { tlien  also 
present )  being  desired  that  they  wou'd  give  Order  for  a  Geii*°  As- 
sembly to  be  cidl'n  in  y'Governm'  (according  tbeir  Constitution 
upon  all  Emergent  Occasions)  so  as  to  have  an  Ace'  of  their 
Strength. &  to  know  their  read ine^  if  occasion  shou'd  require,  and 
how  farr  they  will  be  willing  to  contribute  towards  the  Prosecutioii 
of  a  Warr  ag'  the  Indians  ;  Tliey  very  readily  gave  their  Conseut 
thereunto,  and  promise  to  do  it  w"  all  Expedition. 

That  a  General  and  fi-equeiit  Correspondence  be  kept  tietween  the 
2  Govenmi"  upon  all  occasions,  moi-e  particularly  at  tliis  prwenl 
time,  and  that  nothing  be  done  in  this  Business  about  the  Prosecu- 
tion of  the  Indians  witlioiit  a  mutual  Advice  and  Consent  of  Uitli 
the  Governors,  unless  upon  some  extraordinary  opiwrtonily  «' ' 
may  present,  where  some  advantage  against  the  Enemy  may  sud- 
denly be  taken  before  notice  can  be  given.  That  in  the  meantime 
Henry  the  Loaper  who  brought  M'  Tom's  Letter  from  Pelaware 
about  the  murther,  ]x  forthwith  disiuitcht  back  thither  agaiu, 
with  all  Answer  thereunto.

Sept*m :  26"  1S71. 
M'  Tom  :  I  rec'  yo'  Lre  of  y '  lo'"  Sept'  1671 :  by  Hendrick  Loaper, 
■wherein  you  give  me  an  Acco'  of  the  Barbarous  Miuder  of  t  Cliris- 
tians  on  Mantuiicock  Island  t)y  the  Neighbour  Indians,    I  must 
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coDfesK  I  was  much  sturtled  at  tbe  Narrative,  &  the  rather  in  reK&rd 
Cap'  Carr  Imd  given  me  lately  so  full  an  ^Vssuraiice,  that  all  things 
betwevu  joa  and  the  Indians  were  so  firmly  Settled,  that  there  was 
hardly  any  room  left  for  any  Distrust  or  Jenlousy  of  them,  iH-twixt 
yuu  andthem,  much  less  that  so  suddenly  after  they  shou'd  break  out 
into  these  unheard  of  Cruelties  and  villauous  Murthers,  which  as 
tlieir  Crimes  have  no  Parrelel,  so  I  am  assured  the  Vengeance  of  God 
will  never  forsake  us  till  we  avenge  the  Blood  of  y  Inocent  on  y" 
Contrivers  Heads;  Had  my  Directions  been  bravely  and  vigorously 
followed  by  you  in  the  last  sad  accident,  I  doubt  not  but  it  wou'rt  liave 
prevented  this,  &  pray  God  this  Sin  be  not  hkid  now  to  your  charge. 
1  shall  by  this  cMiveyance  transuiitt  but  little  to  you  in  I'egard  I 
kuow  uot  how  and  wheu  it  m:\y  arrive  you,  but  1  reserve  my  more 
aiu;>le  Instrnc&is,  W"  I  will  Send  by  I'eter  Alrick,  who  to-morrow 
will  iiubarque  in  Tom  the  Irishman ;  Uowever  if  this  arrives  you 
fint,  I  wou'd  have  you  to  jiretermitt  no  Time,  but  to  bethink  how 
a  Warr  may  Iw  prosecuted  on  these  Yillaiues ;  And  in  regard  it  will 
require  sometime,  till  all  Things  Ire  brought  iu  order  to  the  best  Ad- 
vantage of  compassing  our  Design,  1  thiuk  it  rei|uisite  that  all  the 
Frontier  scattering  Plaiitatdns  be  ordered  {mediately  to  thrash  out 
or  remove  all  tlieirConie,aslikewise  their  Cattle,  that  so  they  may 
receive  tlie  less  damage  by  the  effects  of  the  Wurr  w'''  will  ensue; 
Next  that  none  (ou  |iaiu  of  Deatli)  presume  to  Sell  any  Powder,  Shot, 
or  Strong  Wat«rs  to  the  Indians,  and  tliat  in  themean  time  you  cairy 
(if  pi-actictible)  a  seeming  Complacency  witti  that  Nation  by  either 
Treaty  or  Tratick,  that  so  they  may  have  the  less  mistrust  of  our  in- 
tended Desigues,  but  if  it  can  bs  so  contrived  that  that  Nation  will 
either  Deliver  up  tlie  Murtberera  toyou  or  llieir  Heads,  you  have  tlien 
liberty  to  Assure  that  Nation  of  no  Distiu:bance  till  1  am  aciiuaiuted 
tlierewitb.  The  Governor  of  New  Jersey  and  Cap'  James  Carteret 
are  acquainted  with  all  our  itesolutions,  who  this  day  reiiaii's  from 
hence  to  his  own  Govenuit'  to  Settle  ail  Thiugs  in  Order  to  the 
bringing  those  Villaines  to  Condign  Punishni'.  lie  is  very  hearty 
and  zealous  in  that  Affair,  and  I  am  assured  we  may  de|)eiid  on  u 
handsome  and  considerable  supply  and  assistance  from  him;  1 
charge  you  let  me  hear  from  you  on  all  immergeut  Occasions,  &  be- 
Uiiuk  yourselves  of  [irosecutiug  a  Warr,  and  tliei'efore  make  the  l»at 
preiiarations  in  order  to  it ;  If  a  good  Work  wei'e  thrown  about  Ma^ 
tinicock  House,  &  that  stregthnedw"'aconsiderable  Guard,  it  wou'd 
be  an  admirable  Frontier,  &  from  thence  we  might  proceede  to  an 
Execution  when  all  things  are  in  readiness  thereto;  I  am  sorry  to 
hear  Cap'  Carr  is  so  ill  as  you  relate  bim.  I  hope  he  may  in  some 
reasonable  time  recover  Strength  enough  to  follow  tliis  Affair,  w''' 
if  at  tills  time  1  had  not  tw  many  different  and  consideraltle  Affaires 
to  disjialli  you  shou'd  uot  have  i-eceived  a  Letter  from  me,  but  my 
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own  Person,    1  have  nothing  more  nt  present  to  add  but  to  a»ure 
yoQ  that  I  am  your  very  alTectianate  Frieiiil.

having  advised  w'^  the  DuplicHte  (W"  I  send  you  liere  encloae<l)  I 
find  little  Additions  to  be  affixt ;  And  therefore  till  I  i-eceive  (nsher 
Information  from  you,  you  may  guide  yourselves  by  those  rnles  I 
tlien  iireHcribed.  liut  in  regard  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  *  the 
Cotnicil  at  this  distance  to  direct  you  punctually  in  this  AITair  huw 
you  shall  steer  yo*  Course,  we  must  therefore  reserve  that  to  vo^ 
prudent  Managery  In  w*  I  wou'd  have  you  always  to  take  dfliher- 
ate  Advise  from  the  Comiasaries  before  yon  i)ut  in  practice  any  of 
your  intende<l  Designs,  and  be  sure  on  all  occasions  to  advertise  mi- 
of  your  Motions.  I^et  not  the  ]>eople  flatter  themselves  w"  any 
hopes  of  an  Accomodation  in  patching  up  a  present  peace,  for  the 
perfldiouB  ilealing  of  the  former  Sachems,  has  now  sufficiently 
Awaken'd  a,'  Englisli  Hono'(w'"'I  hoiwwill  never  be  sullyedf  to 
bring  them  to  a  full  Satisfaction  for  that  Christian  Blood  so  lately 
spilt. 

The  Govern'  of  New  Jersey  is  stept  into  the  Work,  And  in  onJer 
thereto  lias  now  called  an  Assembly,  the  good  effects  whereof  by 
the  next  you  shall  more  largely  understand,  in  the  meantime  omit 
no  opportunity,  and  if  you  can  find  such  an  advantage  on  tiK 
Enemy  as  (in  all  humane  probability)  you  may  promise  yo'selves  a 
good  Success,  In  God's  name  prosecute  it,  and  U(m1  bless  you.  We 
have  had  an  Indian  or  two  from  those  [larts,  whci  declare  y'  that 
Nation  is  in  great  appi-eliension  of  us,  &  look  on  themselves  as  lost. 
They  have  tampered  W  some  other  Nations  to  assist  them,  but 
have  been  totally  refused.  My  Service  to  all  o'  Friends,  4  fail  not 
to  let  me  bear  frcan  yon.

Upon  serious  and  mature  Consideracon  of  what  hath  been  re- 
turned by  the  Officers  of  Delaware  in  Anawe'  to  the  late  Orders 
sent  thither,  concerning  the  barbarous  Murder  cdmitt«d  by  some 
Indians  on  theEaat  side  of  that  River  upon  twoCliristians  at  Mati- 
niconck  Island,  It  is  Resolved  and  concluded  upon  as  follows. 

Inp'^:  That  the  present  Season  of  the  Year  is  not  a  fitting  Time  to 
Cmnence  »  Warr  W"  the  Indians  who  shall  take  part  W"  the  Mur- 
derers, as  well  for  the  Reasons  given  in  writing  from  the  Officers  at 
Delaware,  hs  for  other  causes  debated  in  Council ;  so  that  the  pres- 
ent intended  Expedition  thither  is  ileferr'd  until  a  more  convenient 
Opportunity.  Tliat  in  the  mean  time  all  Endeavoures  be  used  by 
Persons  in  Autliority  in  Delaware  to  have  the  Murderers  brought 
in  either  dead  or  alive, for  the  Accomplishing  whereof  if  any  reward 
shall  be  proposed  or  promised  by  the  said  Officers  for  the  bringing 
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tliem  in,  the  same  shall  be  punctually  made  good.  And  for  tliat  it 
may  so  hapi>en  that  the  Malefact"  bj'  some  Stratagem  or  otherwaj-a 
may  be  taken  alive,  a  Oomission  shall  be  fortlmith  gntnted  bj  tiis 
Royal  Highness  tiovern'  &  herewith  sent  em))owerhig  and  authoriz- 
ing the  Officers  and  Magistrates  who  shall  therein  be  named  to 
bring  them  to  condigne  Punishm'  by  putting  the  s''  Jlurderers  to 
Death  in  the  most  publick  and  Shameful  m£uer,  that  may  be,  so  to 
strike  a  Terror  and  Consternation  in  the  rest  of  the  Indiajis  wbo 
shall  see  or  hear  of  tlie  same. 

8.  Whereas  some  Resolutions  and  Ordei-B  have  been  lately  made 
at  Delaware,  of  their  Intentions  to  retire  into  Towns  for  their 
better  safety  and  Security  against  the  In.lians  in  case  of  a  Warr. 
thes'resolutiousare  very  well  approv'd  of ;  And  ItiaOrder'd  tluit 
at  their  best  and  soonest  Convenience  they  be  put  in  Bxecncoa  ac- 
cordingly. 

4.  Tiie  like  resolution  proposed  as  to  >fatinicock,  and  it  being  a 
Frontier  place,  it  is  also  Aloned  and  approv'd  of,  and  shall  be 
done  at  the  first  convenient  time  and  season. 

5.  It  is  also  Ordered,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  Xewcaf^tle,  and 
parts  adjacent  ujkhi  Delaware  river  lie  digested  into  several  Com- 
pauiea  as  the  Towns  and  Number  of  Men  will  permitt ;  And  uiwn 
return  of  the  Names  of  the  Officers  that  shall  be  chosen  amongist 
them  to  have  the  Comntand  of  such  Companies  they  shall  have 
Comissiona  for  their  respective  Employments  under  Iiia  Ma""  Obe- 
dience. In  the  mean  time  those  Officers  that  shall  be  chosen,  are 
to  Act  and  proceed  with  Allowances  till  they  be  confirmed. 

fl.  That  every  Person  that  can  bear  Armes  from  16  to  Of)  years  of 
Age,  be  always  provided  with  a  convenient  proportion  of  Powder 
and  Bullet  fit  for  Service  and  their  mutual  Defence,  upon  a  Penalty 
for  their  Neglect  herein  to  be  imposed  by  the  Comission  Officers  in 
Comand  according  to  Law. 

7.  That  the  Quantity  or  proportion  of  Powder  &,  Shot,  to  be  ad- 
judged competent  for  each  person,  beat  least  One  Pound  of  Powder 
and  Two  Poand  of  Bullet,  And  if  the  Inhabitants  in  the  river  shall 
not  befouud  sufficiently  provided  for  with  Armes,  his  royal  Highness 
Governor  ts  willing  to  furnish  them  out  of  the  Magazine  or  Stores. 
they  being  Accomptable  &  paying  for  what  they  shall  receive  to  the 
Governor  or  his  Order. 

8.  That  tlie  Places  where  the  Townships  upon  the  river  shall  be  k^t 
be  appointed  and  Agreed  upon  by  the  Schoiit,  Cdinissai^es,  &  Uie 
rest  of  the  Ofllcers  there,  accordingly  to  their  Propoaal  sent,  as  also 
where  Block  Houses  and  Places  of  Defence  shall  be  erected  as  well 
In  the  Town  as  in  tlie  river. 

9.  That  all  former  Prohibicons  of  Selling  Powder  &  Amunition  to 
the  Indiana  under  what  penalty  soever,  be  suspended ,  or  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Officers  as  they  shall  see  occasion  until  further  Order. 
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10.  That  no  Com  or  Provissions  lie  transported  out  of  Delaware, 
nnles  that  vr"  is  already  onboard,  or  intended  to  be  shipt  in  the 
sloop  of  Thomas  Lewis  {now  in  tliat  river)  for  the  w'""  he  shall  have 
a  apeciiil  Licence  or  Permitt,  until  furtlier  Order. 

11.  Tliat  the  Officers  &  .Magistrates  at  Delaware  be  tiei-eby  im- 
ponerd  &  autliorized  to  treat  w"  the  Neighbour  Indians  of  tlie  Hwa- 
quehanos  or  others  to  join  togetlier  against  the  Murden'rs  ami  such  as 
sliall  harbour  tliem  or  take  their  jiart,  if  occasion  sliall  require,  &  to 
promise  ttiem  sucli  reward  as  they  shall  think  At.  Provided  it  be 
done  with  great  privacy  and  cautiou,  so  that  no  sudden  Jealousy  be 
given  to  tlie  persons  intended  to  be  prosecuted  or  their  Confederates. 

12.  And  Lastly  that  the  aforerecited  Officers  and  Magistrates 
upon  all  emergent  occasions  do  take  care  by  all  means  that  shall 
present  as  well  as  by  Expresses  to  give  an  Ace'  hith<-r  of  what  from 
Time  to  Time  shall  liaiipeu  there  in  relation  to  this  matter  w^  said 
Expresses  and  Messengers  shall  be  well  and  duly  8atislied  lor  their 
l>atns  and  trouble.

Whrrbas  there  hath  been  lately  committed  a  barbarous  and 
horrid  Murder  upon  the  persons  of  2  Christians  at  Matiniconck  Is- 
land in  Delaware  River  by  two  Indians  well  known  in  those  parts, 
for  the  which  they  have  deserved  Death,  &  since  several  ways  and 
mennes  have  been  &  still  are  Ordered  to  be  endeavored  for  the  ap- 
prehending &  taking  the  said  Murderers  alive  (if  possible)  the 
which  may  suddenly  happen,  &  it  being  not  thought  safe  to  keep 
them  in  prison  so  long  till  notice  thereof  be  given  hither,  but  rather 
that  speedy  Justice  and  Execution  be  done  upon  them;  1  have 
therefore  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  my  Cuuncel  thought  lit  to  Au- 
thorize and  apiioint,  it  by  these  presents  do  Authorize  &  ap- 
point the  present  Officers  and  Magistrates  in  Newcastle  and  Dela- 
ware River,  or  any  four  of  them  to  be  a  siwcial  Court  of  Oyer  Jt 
Terminer,  to  Call  the  s^  Malefactors  before  them,  &  if  by  proof 
or  Confession  tliey  shall  lie  found  guilty,  tlmt  they  receive  the  Sen- 
tence of  Death,  forthwith  to  be  put  in  Execiition,  And  for  wh.it 
they  or  any  four  of  them  shall  lawfully  Act  and  do  in  prosecution 
of  this  my  C6mission ;  this  shall  be  to  them  or  any  of  them  a  suffi- 
cient Warrant  &  Discbarge.

Fort  Jaues  the  10*  November  16TI. 
Cap'Oarb:  ThebackwardnesHof  the  Inhabitants  i a  Delaware, 
has  put  a  stop  to  the  forwardness  of  those  in  NeW  Jersey  who  were 
ready  with  a  handsome  party  to  liave  stept  in  the  Work  to  bring 
the  Murderers  to  Condign  punishment.  And  truly  I  was  much 
ashamed  to  see  such  an  Infant  Plantation  to  out  strip  us,  who 
should  have  been  rather  an  Example  to  others  then  to  follow  them, 
especially  having  the  Countenance  of  a  Garrison  to  boote,  &  jou 
the  priucipal  Officer,  what  Acco'I  shall  give  to  his  Royal  Highness 
of  this  Remi8snt?9s  I  know  not,  other,  but  to  lay  the  blame  where  it 
justly  is  due;  For  you  to  receive  the  Duke's  pay  constautly,  4  the 
Appearance  of  Soldiers,  and  to  let  the  Fort  run  so  universally  to 
decay,  &  not  employing  them  in  the  Reparacons  when  tikey  did  no 
Duty,  is  but  just  a  jici-fect  Reut-Charge  to  the  Duke;  For  it  is  not 
reasonable  that  bis  Hoyal  H'  should  be  at  y'  Charge,  only  to  Allow 
you  a  Sallary,  A  Soldiers,  and  no  Fruits  appear  of  their  Labour  X 
Industry;  Tisotherwisesoat  Albany,  which  Garrison  in  no  respect 
exceeds  yu"  and  yet  Salisbury  with  his  Meu  have  made  shift  to  re- 
fortify  that  place  very  secure ;  Besides  the  Inhabitants  not  somuch 
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as  digested  intoany  Military  Form,  nor  half  of  them  Armed,  though 
you  have  had  finually  Monitors  of  the  Jlurthers  comitted  on  your 
Inhabitants;  Believe  me,  this  Remissness  will  one  day  be  eall'd 
upon,  and  how  you  will  Answer  it  you  beat  know,  though  I  fear. 

What  hath  now  been  concluded  on  will  be  brought  to  you  by 
Peter  Aldrick,  to  which  I  expect  a  punctual  compliance  at  your 
peril.  I  intend  early  in  the  Spring  to  be  with  you,  by  which  time  I 
hope  you  will  contrive  it  so  tiiat  the  Murderers  may  to  brought  in 
dead  or  alive,  and  likewise  the  former  Murderers  of  the  Woman  & 
Children  at  the  Parde  Hook,  something  must  be  done  considerably 
to  wipe  off  that  Stain  of  yo*  Remissness,  or  I  canot  now  determine 
what  Penalties  ma;  ensue,  I  have  both  formerly  and  now  trans- 
mitt«d  all  the  Insolency  of  the  Indians  to  his  Royal  Hif^hnesse, 
whose  Answ'  I  expect,  till  wlieu  I  say  no  more  on  that  subject.  I

About  11  days  since  that  M'  Alrick  came  from  New  Yorke,  the 
Indians  desire  to  speak  w"  us  once  more  concerning  the  Murtherers, 
whereupon  they  Sent  for  me  to  Peter  Kamtors,  where  coming  they 
39— Vol.  V. 
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faithfully  promised  within  the  time  of  six  days  to  bring  in  the  Mur- 
derers dead  or  alive,  wliereupoii  they  sent  out  two  Indians  to  the 
Stoutest  to  bring  him  in,  not  doubting  easily  to  take  the  other,  he 
being  an  Indian  of  little  Courage;  but  the  least  Indian  getting 
knowledge  of  the  design  of  the  t^acliems  ran  to  Advise  his  Fellow, 
&  advised  him  to  run,  or  else  they  shou'd  be  both  killed;  who 
Answered  him  he  was  not  ready  but  in  the  Moniing  wou'd  go  with 
t)im  to  the  Magues,  &  advised  him  to  go  to  the  next  House  for  fear 
of  suspitioD,  which  he  did.  and  the  two  Indians  coming  to  his  House 
at  Xight,  the  one  being  his  great  Friend,  he  ashed  him  if  he  wou'd 
kill  him  who  Answered  no;  But  the  Sachems  have  Ordered  you  to 
dye,  whereupon  he  demanded  what  his  Brothers  said,  who  Answered 
they  say  the  like ;  Tlien  he  holding  his  hands  before  his  Eyes  said 
Kill  me:  whereupon  this  Indian  that  comes  with  Cockee  shot  him 
with  two  Bullets  in  the  Breast,  &  gave  him  two  or  three  Outta  w"  a 
Bill  on  the  head,  &  brought  liim  downs  to  Wickakee  from  whenre 
we  shall  carry  him  tomorrow  to  Newcistle,  there  to  hang  him  in 
Chains ;  for  which  we  gave  to  the  Sachems  iive  Match  Coats,  W 
M'  Aldrick  paid  then,  when  the  other  Indian  heard  the  Shott  iu  the 
night  naked  as  he  was  he  ran  into  the  Woods,  But  this  Sarhrm 
promised  to  bring  the  other  aiive;  for  which  we  have  promised  th<-m 
three  Match  Coats.  The  Indians  brought  a  great  many  of  their 
Youngmen  with  them,  A  there  before  us  they  openly  told  tliem, 
tliat  now  they  saw  a  Begining,  &  all  that  did  the  like  shou'd  be 
Serv'd  in  the  same  mSner, They  promis'd  before  them  &  ns,y'  if  any 
other  Murther  were  comitted  by  the  Indians  upon  the  Christians,  y" 
they  won  'd  bring  the  Murderers  to  us :  How  to  believe  this  we  know 
not,  but  the  Sachems  seem  to  desire  no  Warr,  We  have  promised 
them  y'  yo'  Hono'  will  be  over  in  the  Spring,  &  y"  when  yo'  Hono" 
comes,  yo'  Honor  will  bring  over  Thirty  or  Forty  Horse,  w"  they 
need  not  fear,  for  y'  yo'  IIoiio'  will  not  trouble  thera  if  they  hold  thf 
Peace,  but  enter  into  a  Treaty  w"  them,  The  Stoppage  of  the  Letter 
caused  y'  yo'  Hon'  had  not  Tidings  by  Tho'  Lewis.  I  shall  not  now 
give  yo'  Honor  any  further  trouble  at  present,  untill  further  Occur- 
euces  but  remain  H'  Hono*^

to  go  over  in  this  Juncture  of  time :  not  knowing  how  the  Young 
Men  of  the  Indians  stood  effected ;  He  always  living  by  the  Christ- 
ians; Tlierefore  we  sent  one  of  tlie  greatest  sachems,  (by  name 
Colecociim)  to  Secui-e  him  and  the  Letters.

M'  Ton :  The  welcome  News  of  y  succes  of  the  Indian  Affnir  in  y 
Parts  came  safely  to  my  hands  by  Cokee  by  whom  I  return  this,  * 
withal  not  only  my  approbation  in  what  you  vi"-  y  C^misaarys  have 
Acted,  but  likewise  my  Tli»nks  to  you  ull  for  pushing  of  it  to  that  is- 
sue, vr"  if  not  vigorously  performed  wou'd  have  rendered  the  remedy 
more  hazardous,  if  not  desi^rate,  I  very  well  like  your  resolution 
of  hanging  up  the  Villians  body  in  Chains,  and  I  doubt  not  but  the 
Novelty  of  it  may  produce  good  Effects  to  restrain  y  ExorbJtancya 
of  any  Indians  from  y  like  attempts.

First.  The  Petitioners  are  allowed,  until  further  order  from  our 
Jjords  Princiimls,  free  trade  and  commerce  with  Christians  and  In- 
dians, the  same  as  given  and  granted  to  all  other  inbabitftnts. 

2*  A  person  shall  be  appointed  Commandant  over  the  South  river 
who  shall  be  authorized  to  enlist  10  («  .  12  men  on  our  account, and, 
furthermore,  to  summon  every  sixth  man  fi-om  among  tbe  inhiilM- 
tants  of  that  river,  and  to  order  a  fort  to  be  built  in  the  most  suit*, 
ble  place,  such  as  the  Commandant  shall  judge  necessary  for  tbr 
defence  of  said  river. 

3^  The  Commandant  shall  api>oint  a  iiei-son  to  collect  all  debtsdiir

said and  Ills  Serene  Highnesa  the  Prince  of  Onmge,  togetlier  witli  the 
Hon"'  Mighty  Patroona  of  this  country:  that  I  will  maintain  and 
aid  in  maintaining  the  Ueformed  Religion;  to  tlie  utmost  of  my 
power  supiKjrt  and  help  to  Biipport  the  riglit  of  said  Patroons  in  this 
country,  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  administer  and  help  lo 
administer  goo<l  law  and  justice,  and  furttier  so  govern,  comport  and 
beliave  myself  in  tliat  office  as  a  faithful  Sellout  and  Commander  is 
bound  to  do.

Art.  1.— The  Sheriff  and  Magistrates  shall,  each  in  his  quality, 
take  care  that  the  Reformed  Christian  Religion  be  maintaiueil  in 
conformity  to  the  Synod  of  Dordrecht  witliout  permitting  any  othfr 
sects  attem[>ting  anything  contrary  thereto. 

2.— The  Sheriff  shall  be  present,  as  often  as  iNWsiWe^at  all  the  ru«-i- 
ings  and  preside  over  the  same ;  but  should  lie  act  for  himself  a 
party,  or  in  behalf  of  the  rights  of  the  Lords  Patroons  or  of  Juslicr, 
he  sliall,  in  such  case,  rise  from  his  seat  and  leave  the  Bench  and  in 
that  event  he  shall  not  have  any  advisory  mucli  leas  a  coucludiDf 
vote,  but  the  oldest  !!^chei«n  shall,  then,  preside  in  bis  place. 

8.— All  cases  relating  to  tlie^Police,  Security  and  Peace  of  the  ln- 
habitants ;  also  to  Justice  between  man  and  man,  shall  be  fin^i 
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determined  by  the  M^^trates  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  Tillages,  to 
the  amount  of,  and  under,  sixty  tlorins,  Beaver,  without  appeal :  In 
case  the  auni  be  larger  tlie  aggrieved  party  may  appeal  to  tlie  meet- 
ing of  the  Sheriff  and  Cuimcillors  delegated  from  the  villages  subject 
to  his  juriadictiun,  for  which  purpose  one  person  shall  be  annually 
appointed  from  eaci)  village  wlio  sliall  assemble  in  the  most  con- 
venient place  to  be  selected  by  them,  and  wlio  shall  liave  |)ower  to 
pronounce  final  judgment  to  the  auouot  of  B.  240  Beavers  and 
thereunder.  But  in  all  cases  exceeding  that  sum  each  one  sliall  be 
entitled  to  an  appeal  to  the  Governor-Ueiieral  and  Council  here. 

4.~'In  case  of  inequality  of  vot«s,  the  minority  shall  submit  to  the 
majority  ;  but  those  who  are  of  a  contrary  opinion  may  have  it  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  but  not  divulge  It  without  the  meeting  on 
l»ain  of  arbitrary  correction. 

o. — Whenever  any  eases  occur  in  the  meeting  in  which  any  of  the 
Magistrates  are  interested,  such  Magistrate  aliall,  in  that  instance, 
rise  and  alisent  himself,  as  is  bereint^efoi'e  stated,  in  the  2^  article, 
of  the  Sheriff. 

6. — All  inliabitants  of  the  abovenamed  villages  shall  l>e  citable 
before  said  Sheriff  and  Sehepens  or  their  delegated  Coimoillors  wlio 
shall  hold  their  meetings  and  courts  as  often  as  tiiey  shall  consider 
requisite. 

7. — All  criminal  offences  shall  be  refened  to  the  Govern or-Genei-a I 
and  Council,  on  condition  that  the  Sheriff  !«  obliged  to  apprehend 
the  oftendera,  to  seize  ^nd  detain  them  and  to  convey  them  as  piis- 
onera  under  proper  safeguard  to  the  Chief  Magistrate  with  good  and 
correct  informations  for  or  agninst  the  offenders. 

8. — Smaller  offences,  such  as  quarrels,  abusive  words,  threats, 
fisticuffs  and  such  like,  are  left  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Magis- 
trates of  each  particular  village. 

9. — The  Sheriff  and  Schepensshall  have  power  to  conclude  on  some 
ordinances  for  the  welfare  and  peace  of  tlie  inhabitants  of  their  dis- 
trict, such  as  laying  out  highways,  setting  off  lands  and  gardens  and 
in  like  manner  what  appertains  to  agriculture,  observance  of  the 
Sabbath,  erecting  churches,  school-houses  or  similar  public  works. 
Item,  against  flgliting  and  wrestling  and  such  petty  oReuces,  pro- 
vided such  ordinances  are  not  contrary  but  as  far  as  is  imssible, 
conformable  to  the  Laws  of  our  Fatlierland  and  the  Statutes  of  this 
Province ;  and,  therefore,  all  orders  of  any  importance  ehall,  before 
publication,  be  presented  to  the  Chief  Mi^istrate  and  his  approval 
thereof  requested. 

lU. — The  said  Sheriff  and  Scliepens  shall  lie  bound  strictly  to  ob- 
serve and  cause  to  be  ol>served  the  Flacaiils  and  Ordinances  wliicli 
shall  be  enacted  and  published  by  the  supreme  authority,  and  not 
suffer  anything  to  be  done  against  them,  but  cause  the  tran^essoi-s 
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therein  to  be  proceeded  against  accordiDg  to  tlie tenor  thereof:  anil 
further,  promptly  execute  such  orders  as  the  Governor-General  shall 
send  them  from  time  to  time. 

11.— The  Sheriff  and  Schepens  shall  be  alsoobliged  to  acknowleilz^ 
aa  their  Sovereign  Biilers,  their  High  Miglitinesaea  the  Lord  Sbtf>- 
General  of  the  United  Netherlands  and  his  Serene  Highne^  tlir 
Lord  Prince  of  Orange,  and  to  maintain  their  sovereign  jurisdic- 
tion, right  and  domain  over  tliia  country. 

12. — The  selection  of  all  inferior  officers  and  servants  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Sheriff  and  of  the  Schepens,  tlie  Secretary  alone  n- 
cepted,  shall  b^  made  and  confirmed  by  themaelvea.

And  whereas  1  have  conceived  a  good 
opinion  of  the  integrity  prudence  ability  and  llttnesse  of  Major  Kd- 
mund  Andros  to  be  employed  as  my  Lieutenant  there,  I  have  there-

in  all  things  according  to  y  tenure  of  His  Ma"*  Letters  Patents. 
And  y  said  Edmund  Andros  Esq'  to  observe  follow  and  execute 
such  orders  and  directions  as  he  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  frmn 
myseife.

JVeio  Yi/rk  and  my  ndjnif  terriUrriea  in  Anurica. 

1 . — You  shall  together  with  these  Instructions  receive  a  copie  of 
His  Ma"  Patent  for  granting  unto  Mee  Ixing  Island  and  some  part 
of  ye  Continent  adjacent  by  W"  you  will  see  how  far  y' territoiy 
doth  extend  w"  is  coraitted  to  your  chnnige ;  besides  such  other  ac- 
cessions as  have  been  gained  by  annes  w'  are  not  agreed  by  Treaty 
to  lie  surrendered, 

2.— When  you  shalbe  arrived  at  New  Yorke  yon  shall  take  potws- 
sion  thereof  in  my  name  from  those  Dutch  who  have  lat^-ly  enled 
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themselves  there  and  are  oblidged  by  y  .  .  .  Article  of  His  Ma", 
last  Treaty  of  Peace  W"  y  Stiites  GeneniU  of  y  United  Provinces 
to  surrender  it  in  y°  same  conilicon  that  it  was  at  y  time  uf  y  pub- 
lication of  y  said  Treaty. 

S.— Being  possessed  of  New  York  (and  in  verttie  tliereof,  of  y 
territoryes  thereunto  belonging)  yoii  shall  by  all  iiossible  meanes 
satisfy  y  inliabitants,  as  well  Natives  as  Straun^^rs  as  English  that 
your  iutention  is  nottodisturbethem  in  their  possessions,  but  on  y 
contrary  that  yo'  comeing  is  for  their  proteccon  and  benefltt,  for  y 
encouragement  of  Planters  and  Plantations  and  y  improvement  of 
trade  and  cumerce,  and  for  y  preservacon  of  religion  jiistice  and 
equity  amongst  you. 

4.— And  y  better  to  perswade  y  Inhabitants  of  y  sincerity  of  yo' 
intencona  herein,  you  are  in  y  flrst  place  to  take  care  y' a  strict  dis- 
cipline be  kept  among  y  Sold"  and  Offlcera  und'  yo'  C6mand, 
severely  punislting  any  disorderly  or  debauched  proceedings  among 
tliem,  thereby  to  avoyd  all  cause  of  Complaints  from  y  Inliabitants 
and  at  y  same  time  to  iuvite  y"  by  yo'  example  to  live  sol)erly  and 
discreetly  in  theire  severall  vocacoiis. 

5.— Ydu  are  not  to  molest  or  vex  any  person  of  y  inhabitants 
there,  upon  pretence  of  their  haveing  lately  dealt  treacherously  in 
assisting  Eveson  or  his  iwrty  in  takeing  y  Fort  or  In  giveing  him 
intelligence  of  y*  condicon  thereof,  thereby  to  invite  him  to  the  at- 
tempt (except such  i>erson  having  oftendedshall  prove  to  be  an  Eng- 
lishman, in  w*''  case  onely  you  are  to  proceed  against  him  to  y°  for- 
feiture of  his  estate,  or  aa  y  law  shall  determine)  l)nt  if  you  shall 
find  any  of  y  Dutch  (or  oth^r  forreigners)  inhabitants  have  been 
active  in  y  matter,  you  shall  take  care  to  observe  them  more  circnm- 
apectly  hereafter,  and  if  they  be  posted  in  any  place  of  strength 
where  the  continuance  of  ))ersons  of  donbtfull  affections  may  be 
dangerous,  you  shall  by  all  lawfull  means  induce  them  to  remove  to 
other  places  .is  l>eneficiall  to  them  but  less  hazardous  to  y  publick 
safety. 

6. — You  are  to  dispose  of  y  sold"  und'  yo'  comand  according  as 
you  judge  Attest  for  y  security  of  yo'  go vernm',  takeing  special] 
care  of  y  Forts  of  New  York  and  New  Albany  as  being  places 
upon  W-  {in  a  manner)  wholely  depend  y  safety  and  trade  of  y 
wbole  country. 

7 — You  shall  give  all  manner  of  encouragement  to  planters  of  all 
Nations,  but  especially  to  Englishmen,  to  come  and  settle  und' Yo' 
govemmen'  and  yon  shall  assigne  them  lands,  either  of  the  un- 
planted  of  of  such  planted  lands  as  shalbe  conitscated  from  time  to 
time,  by  the  crimes  and  convictions  of  tiie  former  possessors,  or 
shall  escheate  to  Me ;  makeing  this  difference,  that  such  as  shalbe 
settled  in  lands  formerly  planted,  be  obliged  to  certain e  services 
(gratis)  for  y  ease  of  y  govemm',  beyond  what  y  others  are

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oblidged  to,  and  if  you  can  reserve  out  of  y*  confiscated  lands  and 
others,  sulHcient  for  y  mnintenHiice  of  y  governem',  you  sball  doe 
good  service  in  applying  tlie  rents  of  them  to  that  use. 

8. — Your  next  care  must  be  to  settle  y*  Publique  Faym"  and  impo- 
sitions, and  the  course  of  justice  for  determining  all  diffei^iCM 
amongst  tlie  Inhabitants  and  others  und'  yo' jurisdiction.  Fory* 
Publique  Payments  iu  leguanl  upon  y  best  enquiry  that  can  be 
made  here  into  y  stats  of  trade  in  tliose  countryes  and  y*  cauns  y* 
may  have  been  most  efficient  in  y  delay  of  those  improvem"  w*  it 
hath  long  been  hoped  might  be  made  therein ;  it  seems  necessary  to 
malie  some  abatem"  in  y*  customes,  aswell  to  encourage  thoae  vbo 
are  already  settled  there,  as  to  invite  others  [especially  flia  Ha* 
subjects )  to  traflicke  and  inliabitt  W*  you ;  therefore  it  will  be  con- 
venient that  ycin  have  these  Rules  following : 

Huki  established  for  y  Vustomts  at  New  York. 
Forraigne  goods  imported  to  New  York  are  to  pay  as  foUoweUi. 

1.— All  G(mk1s(  except  such  as  are  here  particularly  rated  ]Bhi|qNd 
in  Engl''  or  in  any  of  the  English  Plantations  when  imported  into 
New  York,  are  to  nay  Two  p'  Cent  ad  valorem ;  but  if  it  shall  ap- 
peare  tliat  any  ship  came  from  any  other  country  to  England  w"  > 
cai^  of  goods  and  twing  her  Customes  there,  proceed  thence  for 
New  York  w"  y'  said  cargo,  y"  the  goods  of  such  cargo  to  pay  Ten 
p'  cent  ad  valorem. 

All  those  goods  goeing  up  Hudson's  River  to  pay  Three  p*  Cent 
ad  valorem  over  and  above  y  Two  p"  cent  at  importocon  at  Sew 
York. 

2.— Salt  ( except  it  be  for  y  fishery )  at  importacdn  to  New  Yoifc 
to  pay  Three  p'  Cent  ad  valorem  and  nothing  more  at  goeing  npy 
River. 

3.— Wines  from  any  Port  to  pay  Ten  shillings  p'  Butt  of  Pipe. 

Brandy  and  other  ^piritts  to  pay  fifteeue  shillings  p*  Hogshead. 

Rum  to  pay  six  shillings  per  Hogshead. 

All  those  liquors  goeing  up  Hudson's  River  to  pay  y*  same  ntea 
againe  at  goeing  up  y  River  as  they  paid  at  comeing  into  N'e« 
York. 

Goods  of  the  Country  comeing  into  New  York  are  to  pay  as  fol- 
loweth  viz' 

1.— Beaver  p'  merchandable  skin  to  pay  one  shilling  three  pence 
p'  skin.  All  other  furra  skins  and  Peltry  to  pay  proportionaUl 
to  Beaver. 

2. — Tobacco  of  y  growth  of  y'  place  if  it  goes  for  England  to  pay 
two  shill.  p'  Hogshead ;  but  Tobacco  of  y  place,  if  it  do  not  gin 
bond  to  come  for  Eng'  according  tn  y  Stat,  of  25  Bs.  Oar.  2.  is  t» 
pay  in  Tobacco,  one  peny  p*  weight. 
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8.— All  ftoods,  both  of  y  country  and  Correigne  gooda  to  he  und' 
y  same  regulacdn  and  paym"  in  Delaware  Eiver  as  in  Hudson's 

Lastly. —These  Rates  to  hold  good  for  three  yeares  to  comence 
from  y  arrival!  and  publication  of  y"  at  New  York. 

Provided,  neverthelesse,  y'  all  utensills  such  as  spades,  axes, 
plowshares,  shovells,  and  such  like  as  shalhe  ueceseary  and  imployed 
about  y  improvem'  of  Plantations  shalbe  exempt  from  y'  paying 
of  three  p'  Cent  ad  valorem  at  their  going  up  the  River. 

In  what  relates  to  other  payments  of  Publique  nature,  such  as 
are  excise,  benelitts  from  a  publique  Weigh-house.merketts,  port- 
duties,  pilotage,  fines,  ameraciam"  &°  or  soe  many  of  them,  or  such 
like  as  upon  enquiry  you  shall  find  have  been  used  and  gathered  by 
Coll.  Nichulls  and  Coll.  Lovelace,  you  are  by  some  temporary  ord'  to 
continue  fur  six  or  twelve  months,  which  you  may  after'vards  renue 
for  6  or  12  months  more  (if  in  y  interim  you  shall  not  have  received 
ord"  from  me  therein,  declareing  y'  yo'  intention  is  to  send  to  me ; 
but  in  the  mean  time  it  is  of  necessity  y  they  continue  their  pay- 
m"  and  by  y  means  it  is  probable  they  will  more  cheerfully  sub- 
mitt  to  any  part  v"  shall  seeme  greivous  to  y'  whereby  you  will 
have  y  more  time  to  settle  all  things. 

As  to  y  course  of  justice  you  are  to  take  care  y>  it  be  adminis- 
tered w^  alt  possible  equality  w'N)ut  regard  to  Dutch  or  English  in 
their  private  concernes,  it  being  my  desire  as  much  as  may  be,  that 
Huch  aslive  under  your  govemm'  may  have  as  much  satisfaction  in 
their  condicon  as  is  possible,  and  y'  W'out  y  least  appearance  of 
partiallity,  they  may  see  their  just  rights  preserved  to  y°  inviolably. 

And  as  to  y  formes  of  Justice,  I  tl|ink  it  best  for  you  to  put  in 
execution  such  lawes  rules  and  ord"  as  you  ftnd  have  been  estab- 
lished by  Coll.  NichoUs  and  Coll.  Lovelace,  and  not  to  vary  from 
them  but  upon  emergent  necessities,  and  y  advice  of  yo'  Oouncell 
and  the  gravest  &  experienced  persons  there ;  and  if  any  such  alter- 
aeon  be  made,  that  it  be  only  temporary  for  a  yeare,  and  if  it  be  not 
confirmed  by  me  within  that  time,  then  to  be  utterly  voyd  at  y  end 
of  that  yeare  and  of  noe  force  at  all,  as  if  such  alteracon  or  new 
law  never  had  been  p'mitted.  1  therefore  rec&mend  to  you  to  con- 
tinue y  Courts  of  Justice,  as  they  have  been  established  and  used 
hitherto.  And  aa  to  y*  choice  of  Alagistrates  and  Officers  of  Jus- 
tice, I  must  referr  y'  to  yo'  prudence,  w''  when  you  shalbe  upon  y 
place,  will  best  direct  you  to  those  persons  w"  have  most  reputacon 
both  tor  their  abilities  and  integrity,  and  for  those  reasons  most  ac- 
ceptable to  y  Inhabitants.  But  you  are  not  to  mike  any  officer  for 
above  one  yeare  or  otherwise  y"  during  pleasure. 

9.— You  shall  not  lett  to  farme  any  part  of  y  pub  lique  impositions 
or  revenue  for  above  one  yeare,  if  it  shalbe  found  fitt  to  ^noe  it ; 
of  w"  as  yett  can  be  made  noe  judgment. 
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10. — For  your  better  prosecuteing  these  InatruccSris  and  better  (d- 
v&nceing  y*  good  of  y°  place  &  territory  w*'  I  have  comitted  to  jo" 
trust  and  care,  you  shall  choose  to  yo'  selfe  of  y  most  prudent  per- 
sons inhabiting  w"'in  yo''  govemm'  a  Councell  consisting  of  such  > 
number  as  you  shall  Qnd  convenient,  not  exceeding  the  number  ot 
Ten,  W  whom  you  shall  consult  upon  all  extraordinatj  occasions 
relating  to  my  service  and  y*  good  of  y  country ;  who  shall  b<M 
their  respective  places  dureing  my  pleasure,  ( unless  they  shall  for- 
feit y*  same  by  some  crime  rendering  them  unworthy  thereof )  w' 
Councello"  as  allsoe  y  Magistrates  and  all  persons  in  places  of  hene- 
fltt,  before  they  tenter  upon  the  execucon  of  their  oflices,  shall  take 
y  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  His  Majesty  and  of  that  fidelity  to  my 
Belfe,  as  alsoe  y  peculiar  to  his  office. 

11.— You  shall  pennittall  personsof  what  Religion  soever,  quietly 
to  inhabitt  Win  y*  precincts  of  yo'  juriadiceon,  w^out  giveing  j" 
any  disturbance  or  disquiet  whatsoever,  for  or  by  reason  of  their 
differing  opinions  in  matter  of  Religion ;  Provided  they  give  noe 
disturbance  to  y  publique  peace,  nor  doe  molest  or  disquiet  otben 
in  y*  free  exercize  of  their  religion. 

12.— In  assigneing  lands  to  new  Planters  you  shall  as  nere  as  yoa 
can  observe  the  rules  and  propositions  given  to  planters  by  those  at 
New  England  and  Maryland,  thatsoe  at  y  least  Platitera  may  have 
equsllFuconragtm'  to  plant  W°yo' precincts  as  in  any  other  neigb- 
boring  colony ;  in  w"  you  are  to  reserve  some  rent  to  Me,  y  piopor- 
con  whereof  must  be  left  to  yo"  discretion  upon  the  place  and  dis- 
course with  y  Planters.  And  you  shall  take  what  care  you  can  U 
settle  a  good  correspondence  W"  y'  neighboring  English  Plaittacoat 
as  well  those  of  New  England  as  those  of  Maryland. 

13.  You  are  to  send  me  by  thelirst opportunity  a  Map  w^yeiaet 
description  of  y  whole  territory  und'  yo'  govemm'  W  y  sevetaS 
Plantacons  upon  it,  and  also  y  Fortiflcationa  where  any  be.  And 
you  are  likewise  to  send  Me  a  list  of  all  y  officers  employed  undet 
you  in  y  govemm'  together  with  all  publique  chardges  and  y  reve- 
nues, w"  y  probability  of  y  increase  or  diminucon  thereof  on* 
every  head  or  article  of  yo'  list. 

14.  You  are  to  take  y  best  advice  you  can,  and  to  transroitt  an  Ae- 
eount  to  Me  of  y  most  easy  and  speediest  meanes  to  lessen  y  cliardge 
of  y  governm'  w'^out  weakening  or  hazarding  it ;  that  soe  by  ds- 
grees  I  may  reape  from  thence  some  advantages,  in  retume  for  f 
great  expence  and  trouble  1  have  been  at  in  protecting  that  Cotony. 

15.  When  opportunities  shall  offer  tbemselfes  (as  t  am  infotnied 
they  frequently  doe)  for  pui-chaseing  great  tracts  of  land  forMefraa 
y  Indians,  for  small  sum€s ;  you  being  upon  y  place  can  beet  jodge 
of  y  convenience  or  prejudice  may  arise  to  Me,  either  in  embn(»- 
ing  or  decUneing  those  opportunities:  and  therefore  I  refeir  y  par- 
ticular wholely  to  yc  discretion  W*  y  advice  of  jo*  CouncelL 
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16.  In  case  of  your  death  (w°^  God  forbidd)  mj  will  and  pleasure 
Is,  tbat  Lieu'  Antbuny  Brockholes  shall  succeed  you  in  j*  governm' 
of  NewYorkeLonglslandandyrestofy'landsund'yo' trust  and 
caie,and  y' he  put  In  execucdn  these  instruccons  in  y*  same  manner 
as  yo'  selfe  miKht  or  ougbt  t«  doe. 

17.  Lastly ;  notwithstanding  any  clause  or  article  in  y*  body  of  y* 
laws  of  New  Yorke,  to  y*  contrary,  All  Warr",  writs,  executions, 
&'  shalbe  continued  to  run  in  y°  Kings  name,  as  hath  been  practized 
by  Coll.  Nicholls  and  Coll.  Lovelace.

And  wliereas  out  of  y*  good 
opinion  I  conceive  of  you  I  have  thouglit  fltt  to  constitute  and  ap- 
point you  to  be  Captaine  of  y  said  Company  of  Foot  Soldiers  con- 
sisting of  one  hundred  men  besides  Officers,  These  are  therefore  to 
will  and  require  you  to  take  into  your  charge  and  comand  the  said 
Company  as  Captaine  accordingly  and  duely  to  exercise  the  said 
Officers  and  soldiers  thereof  in  armes  and  to  [use]  your  best  care  and 
endeavoui's  to  keep  y"  in  good  ord'  and  discipline.  Hereby  willing 
and  commanding  them  to  obey  you  in  all  things  as  their  Captaine. 
And  you  likewise  to  observe  and  follow  such  ord'  and  directions  as 
yon  shall  from  time  to  time  receive  from  my  selfe.  And  for  soe  do- 
ing this  shalbe  yo'  warr'.

Cap'  Cant  well  I  have  rec*  both  yo"  of  the  30"^  November  and  S"-  of 
December, of  yo'  having  tiikeu  possession  of  the  Fort, and  of  theMag- 
istratesbeingaetledinNewcastle.asalsouptheriverandat  the  Whore 
Kill,  being  present  yo'  self  in  the  several  places,  and  am  very  glad 
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to  hear  y'  ye  people  are  generally  so  well  Satisfled  w*  the  change,  k 
of  the  likelihood  you  tell  me  of  Newcomers  to  Settle  in  those  Parts, 
I  thank  you  for  yc  care  and  diligence,  in  putting  in  execution  my 
sev'  Orders  as  above,  &  da  Allow  of  yo'  Entertaining  a  Man  fortbe 
Fort,  &  taking  up  a  Barrel  of  Powder  &  Shot,  as  you  mention :  Yoo 
may  assure  the  Magistrates  &  Inhabitants  in  those  Farts,  that  con- 
tinuing in  their  Duties,  I  shall  not  be  wanting  in  any  thing  fit  for 
me  in  my  power,  for  their  further  encouragem'  and  protection,  un- 
der his  Boyal  Highnesse  Govemm',  which  that  I  may  do  the  better, 
I  am  resolved  (God  Willing)  to  make  a  Journey  to  you  myself,  in 
the  begining  of  the  Spring,  In  the  mean  time  you  may  give  such 
New  Comers  as  desire  to  continue  there,  any  reasonable  Quantity 
of  Lands,  not  dispos'd  of,  or  settled  in  Time,  according  to  their 
capacity  and  Number  of  Hands  they  shall  bringfor  Clearing  it;  doe 
regard  being  had  to  the  late  Warr,  &.  former  Undertaken!  to  be  pre- 
ferred ;  The  Quantity  of  Lands  to  be  dlspos'd  of  to  each  person,  I 
must  leave  to  your  Discrecoii,  referring  you  to  the  Custom  of  the 
Place  and  Neighborhood  but  suppose  forty  or  Fifty  Acres  may  be 
sufficient  for  a  Head  of  Age  to  improve  it,  least  we  run  into  former 
Errors  of  giving  greater  Tracts  of  Land,  than  Improved,  to  the 
hindrance  of  others;  And  till  my  Arrival  or  Order  do  further  em- 
power you  to  be  Surveyor  for  the  whole  Kiver  and  Bay :  As  to 
yo'  apprehension  of  some  People's  removal  to  the  East  side,  I  sup- 
pose None  of  any  note,  will  be  hasty  therein.  The  Proprieto"  not 
being  agreed,  &  tho'  some  have  obtained,  others  have  no  Grants  yet, 
from  his  Royal  Highness,  so  that  tis  tiot  like  to  come  into  oae 
Hand :  As  to  what  you  write  to  Mr.  Nicolls,  concerning  execution 
upon  Cap'  Oarr's  Estate,  1  can  add  nothing  to  my  Pi-oclaujatlon,  w*  I 
think  doth  sufficiently  confirm  altlegal  Judicial  Proceedings,  and  is 
ButiicieBt  Authority  for  all  Persons  concem'd,  as  well  as  for  iH 
Officers  and  Magistrates ;  As  to  the  Militia  I  do  not  think  to  make 
any  Alterac6n  until  I  come,  seeing  no  Necessity  for  it;  To*  Lien- 
ten'  in  yo''  absence  having  Fower  to  Comand,  &  the  Ensign  being 
Absent  the  Eldest  Serjeant  may  do  that  Duty,  or  be  made  EnaiEn 
upon  Occasion.  And  for  the  Whore-Eill  the  number  is  as  yet  too 
little  for  a  Company,  but  if  it  be  Necessary,  you  may  nominate! 
Lieuten'  who  may  chuse  Serjeants,  &  comand  there  till  furtbn 
Order ;  You  have  done  well  in  Sum6ning  the  Indians  to  demand 
Justice  upon  the  Murder  of  D"  Roades,  w'  I  pray  prosecute  in  the 
best  means  you  can,  y'  it  may  be  effected  ( if  possible )  Wout  Win, 
if  not,  let  me  hear  from  you  very  early  in  the  Spring,  y*  I  may  take 
Order  in  it,  *  supply  you  accordingly.

The  same  for  Delaware  Eiver  ex- 
cepting Peter  Alricks  the  Haylill,  he  having  proffered  himself  to  the 
Dutch  at  their  first  coming,  of  his  own  Motion  and  Act«d  very  vio- 
lently (83  their  Chief  Officer)  ever  since.  The  Constables  and 
Overseers  of  Long  Island,  Staten  Island,  West  Chester,  and  Parta 
Adjacent,  that  were  at  the  same  time  to  be  restored  in  like  m£ner. 
AU  other  Magistrates  and  Officers  upon  Long  Island  &c  to  ceaae.

M'  Richard  Betty  to  take  Account 
of  the  great  Excise  since  the  Dutch  quitted  the  Place,  and  to  have 
the  Charge  of  it  till  further  Order,  and  upon  all  occasion  Thomas 
Sbar[>e  to  be  his  Assistant.  They  to  be  accomptable  to  the  Deputy 
Govemo'  there  for  t)ie  present.  Captain  Tho :  Chambers  to  be  as 
formerly  Justice  of  Peiice  at  Esopns.  M'  George  Hall  to  be  Schout 
there.  Captain  Edward  Cantwell  formerly  Sheriff,  to  be  Schout  or 
Sheriff  of  Delaware.  M'  Win  Tom  to  lie  Secretiiry  or  Clerke  there. 
Ordered  that  Cap'  Cantwell  and  M'  Tom  be  authorized  to  take  po»- 
sesaion  of  the  Fort,  CSnon  and  all  other  fctoi-ea  of  Warr  of  New- 
castle, or  any  part  of  Delaware  River,  for  his  Maty  pursuant  to  the 
Articles  of  Peace  and  to  remain  in  the  Comand  thereof  until  fur- 
ther Order.  That  Cap'  Cantwell  &  M'  Tom  have  an  Order  to  re- 
ceive  the  CJuitt  Rents,  and  all  other  Duties,  whether  Customs  or  Ex- 
cise aa  formerly  was  Establisht  before  the  Dutch  coming  to  this 
place,  and  for  Customs  it  ia  since  Establisht  hy  his  Royal  High- 
ness, and  to  return  to  me  a  due  Account  of  the  State  of  all  other 
Matters  relating  to  the  Revenue  by  the  Arat  Convenience.

Caf"  Cantwbll  ;  Yo"  of  the  20*  I  rec*  yesterday,  to  which  I  gave 

you  an  Answer  the  same  hour,  by  Cap*  Kregiers  Sloop,  then  ready 

to  Sail,    This  is  by  your  own  Express,    Tliat  I  have  enquired  Into 

the  Buisnees  of  After  Cull  &  c&not  And  that  there  is  any  more  in  it, 

42— Voi,.

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then  an  Indian  drinkiDg  himself  dead,  at  a  Hotiae  near  Baritaii's 
River,there  being  three  more  with  him,  very  rude,  which  frightn^d 
very  much  the  Woman,  her  Children  Ac.  Man  (her  Husband  being 
absent  at  Woodbridge)  nor  did  they  know  of  the  said  Indians  Death; 
who  was  (as  I  am  told)  found  dead  in  the  Woods  So  that  I  doubt 
this  is  rather  a  pretence,  then  a  real  Cause  of  their  keeping  off,  and 
refusing  to  comply  with  our  just  demands,  concerning  the  Murder 
of  Doctor  Rhodes  and  his  Man,  Yon  have  done  very  well  to  give 
Notice  all  over  the  River,  to  be  uiwn  their  Guard ;  But  think  yoo 
wiU  do  well  to  proceed  no  further  against  them  {U  it  may  be  avoided] 
untill  I  come  when  {I  hope)  we  may  accomodate  all,  or  take  such 
effectual  Courses,  as  shall  be  Advisable  &  fit  to  bring  them  to  reasoo: 
You  do  not  say  any  thing  of  an  Indian ,  who  I  hear  had  lately  liis 
Ribbs  broke,  by  an  Inhabitant  in  the  River,  of  w"  he  dy'd,  wbirh 
if  so,  may  be  a  great  cause  of  their  present  Actings,  But  if  the  Ms- 
gistrates  have  done  their  Farts,  in  Examining  and  doing  Juaticv 
therein,  as  the  case  might  require,  there  can  be  no  more  expecUd, 
otherwise  if  any  such  thing  hath  hap|)eu'd,  &  the  ProeecutioD  ne- 
glected, be  sure  it  be  done  effectually  without  delay,  ttiougb  notde- 
manded  by  the  Indians,  or  though  they  shou'd  have  comply'd  before 
this  comes  to  yon,  I  thought  to  have  begun  my  Journey  to  you, by 
this  Time,  but  my  not  being  very  well,  the  Spring  very  backvarls.

Salisbury  (whose  stay  here  hath  proved 
much  longer  than  he  expected  or  desii-ed)  I  am  to  acknowledge  to 
you  the  rec'  of  sev'all  of  yo'  letters,  and  that  I  .thall  doe  by  answer- 
ing every  particular  iks  well  as  1  can. 

Yours  of  the  h"'  June  last  mencous  tlie  acai-city  of  provisions  w' 
you  impute  to  tlie  want  of  salt;  this  I  hope  wilbe  uoe  longer  soe. 
in  regard  by  takeing  of  the  duty  on  salt,  that  bath  now  aU  the  in- 
couragement  tis  cajmble  of  in  it's  importacon  to  you. 

Tis  certaine  that  whilest  the  Act  of  Navigacon  stands  in  the  w^r. 
it  cannot  i>e  obtained  to  have  ships  trade  directly  from  Holland  to

Vour  rayseing  the  value  of  p.  i  is  what  I  am  not  Me.  to  Judge  of, 
but  I  am  told  by  M'  I>ebiviil]  that  he  thinks  thf  y  may  well  beare  6'. 
e-*,  Tliiaislussin2leopinion,but  you  certainely  upon  the  place  are 
the  best  judge,  yet  I  supimse  you  remember  in  generall  that  the 
rayseiug  of  any  money  in  a  country  far  above  its  IntriDsicke  value, 
is  a  certaine  way  of  debaseing  the  Couiodityes  of  tliat  Country ;  and 
therefore  a  kind  of  imi>overii»liing  it. 

As  for  Connecticut  Colony  you  uiay  be  asHured  we  shall  enter 
Caveats  to  pv<rveiit  y  }>assing  to  them  any  New  grantu  or  priviledges 
till  His  R"  H''  be  lieard.  And  this  leads  me  to  take  notice  to  you 
of  yo'  late  proceedings  w"'  tliera  (which  ia  indeed  the  main  thing 
conteyned  in  this  and  yo'  others  letters  of  the  28"  June  last)  and  to 
adde  to  what  you  will  see  in  his  Ho"  H*  letter  somewhat  that  hath 
occurred  to  me  on  discourse  w"  tlie  D''  Councell  at  law  touching 
the  state  of  that  Case.  On  the  Dukes  part  you  alledge  that  the 
l>uke  is  intitled  to  all  that  the  Dutch  had  in  those  parts,  and  that 
his  Patt«nt  doth  expressly  containe  those  i)laces  claynied  by  you  (I 
distinguish  not  his  )»attents  for  the  latter  if  it  did  convey  a  new 
right,  yett  most  certaiiiely  it  conveys  not  any  territoryes  but  those 
w"'  he  had  befor«)  and  that  the  Pattent  of  Connecticut  ia  soe  un- 
certainely  bounded  that  it  may  as  well  extend  to  all  as  far  as  Vir- 
ginia as  to  what  they  now  claynie.  On  tlie  other  side  it  ia  said  to 
be  proved  that  they  had  iwasession  of  all  or  most  they  now  enjoy, 
before  the  Dutch  were  ex))elled  from  New  Yorke,  and  that  their 
Fatteut  must  be  understood  to  be  voyd  wliolely  if  it  did  not  entitle 
them  to  the  very  iMwells  of  their  country  cont«yned  in  that  Ritteut, 
and  w'"  they  were  actually  in  possession  of  at  the  iHisaing  thereof. 
That  tlieir  Pattent  was  prior  to  the  Dukes  and  soe  i^onllnned  in 
all  their  posseasion,  the  Duke  at  y'  time  haveing  noe  pi-eteiice  at  all, 
and  the  latter  Pattent  not  being  of  force  to  destroy  ttie  former,  and 
that  Com"  appoynted  by  the  King  in  (64)  settled  y  Boundaryes  by 
vertue  of  an  authority  under  the  Great  iSeale,  w^  thougli  never  con- 
firmed by  the  Duke,  yett  was  assented  to  by  bis  Lieut.  Govenr  who 
sure  would  not  have  yielded  to  it,  if  His  R"  II"  right  had  beene 
cleere  in  y"  poynt. 

Upon  the  whole  you  will  see  that  His  Roy"  11"  is  willing  things 
sliould  rest  as  they  are  at  present  but  he  is  not  sorry  you  have  re- 
vived  this  clayme  because  possibly  some  good  use  may  be  hereafter 
made  of  it. 
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The  Dutch  Ambassador  M'  VaD  Beuningen  hatb  put  in  a  mnno- 
rialt  into  my  hands,  setting  forth  that  some  of  the  Dutch  complaine 
yon  impote  on  them  the  Oaths  of  Alliance  and  Fidelity,  and  irill 
not  declare  as  the  late  Govern'  did  (and  as  the  articles  of  Burrewi' 
to  Coll.  Nicholls  he  saythe  import)  that  they  should  not  be  oblidged 
to  beare  annes  against  the  Hollanders.  He  therefore  pray'd  they 
might  have  the  Oaths  in  as  large  a  sence  as  was  agreed,  or  els  Imt? 
to  transport  themselves  and  estates.  I  have  by  his  R"  H*  approha- 
tion  returned  him  this  answer :— That  I  know  nothing  of  any  such 
declaracon  und'  the  hand  of  any  preceding  Gov'  and  that  the  only 
article  of  y'  kind  amongst  those  of  the  surrend'  to  Coll,  Nicholls 
(which  I  observe  in  a  copy  with  me)  says,  tliey  shall  not  be  presspd 
to  serve  in  war  ng"  any  nacSn  whatsoever,  w"  doubtless  was  meant 
of  pressing  (as  we  press  seamen)  and  not  to  exempt  inhabitants  from 
beareiiig  their  proporcon  of  the  charge  in  the  militia,  or  from  coo- 
tributeing  all  they  can  to  y  conidn  defence  of  the  Country :  and  that 
whosoever  pleased  might  witlidraw  himselfe  and  his  effects  or  estate 
freely  from  thence,  when  he  pleased,  (taying  his  debta  and  provided 
he  hati)  not  first  incurred  the  penaltyes  the  law  inQIcts  after  a  tei^l 
tryall  for  any  offence.  And  in  conclusion  I  gave  liim  a  copy  of  two 
paragraphs  in  yo'  letters  (y  laal  of  the  34*  October  last)  wlierein  he 
sees  all  I  know  of  that  matter.  This  I  suppose  may  give  satisfac- 
tion, hnt  if  not,  and  that  he  make  any  farther  instances.  I  shall  then 
desire  that  the  partyes  may  gett  hither  authentique  coppyes  of  pro- 
ceedings from  New  Yorke,  if  a  reference  to  you  (by  way  of  review! 
be  not  sufficient. 

But  ui>on  this  occasion  I  think  it  not  unseaaonable  (though  1  bt^ 
lieve  it  not  necessary)  to  put  you  in  mind  that  it  is  his  B"  High' 
inlencons  to  have  all  persons  whatsoever  treated  with  all  humanity 
&  icentleness  that  can  consist  witli  the  honour  and  safety  of  yo*  gov- 
governm'  to  tlie  end  y'  where  the  laws  doe  inflict  a  punishment  it 
may  seeme  ratlier  for  example  to  deterr  others  from  the  like  erim«. 
then  to  afflict  the  party  punished,  except  where  his  malice  appearw 
plainly  to  aggravate  his  offence. 

I  know  nothing  like  a  project  that  I'me  fonder  of,  then  the  hopei 
you  give  me  of  setting  up  a  fishery  at  Long  Island,  w^  I  believe 
would  I*  the  most  acceptable  and  tlie  most  beneficiall  improvem' 
that  can  be  thought  on,  as  well  by  the  numt>er  of  hands  and  ship- 
ping it  will  employ  as  by  the  great  concourse  of  people  it  may  draw 
to  his  R"  H"  territoryes. 

I  think  I  have  formerly  told  you  tiie  value  of  the  timber  bmught 
hither  in  the  ship  Castle  frigott ;  it  is  £400.  But  at  the  same  time 
the  Duke  (laid  of  the  wages  of  theofflcersand  seamen  in  all  £800.  and 
I  feare  is  yett  likely  to  j>ay  for  all  the  victualling  w"  I  gueffie  msy  ie 
£6(»0.  SoeasbythisAcc'reckoning£I300cargo(beaide8  what  you  liadi 
y*  Duke  wilbe  out  of  j  ui-se  £2300  on  this  exiwdition  for  the  repiw- 
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seesingNew  Yorke:  whichlsbouldb«heartilygladtoseeinafarre 
way  of  being  reimburaed  to  him. 

As  to  yo'  tboughts  of  bounding  the  Dukes  territoryes  Northwards 
by  Canada,  you  will  doubtless  doe  well  to  looke  upon  tbem  alwayes 
as  being  soe  bounded,  tbe  Dutch  having  ever  claymed  &  never  lost 
the  possesion  of  tiie  same,  and  when  any  occasion  shalbe  to  take  out 
»New  Pattent  (be  it  upon  the  better  adjusting  the  Boundaryes  with 
Connecticut  or  otherwise)  then  care  wilbe  liad  of  fixing  this  north- 
erne  limitt. 

Tlie  like  I  may  say  to  you  as  to  Delaware  Colony,  though  it  seeme 
of  more  necessity  than  the  other,  but  it  wilbe  good  you  send  us  tlie 
distinct  markes  and  boundaryes  of  those  parts,  as  well  as  any  other 
that  you  think  ought  to  be  expressed  in  a  Pattent  [«"•  you  may  beat 
doe  by  people  upon  the  place  who  are  acquainted  therewith)  and 
then  we  shall  have  the  encouri^em'  (at  least)  of  goeing  bett''  in- 
structed to  take  out  our  new  Pattent. 

It  may  possibly  be  of  use  hereafter  and  therefore  I  desire  you  will 
send  as  good  an  acC  as  you  can,  what  townes  or  territoryes  on  the 
West  side  of  Connecticut  River  were  actually  under  the  governm' 
of  Connecticut  Colony  in  April  1662 :  that  being  the  time  their  Pat- 
tent beares  date. 


SIR  JOHN  WERDEN  TO  GOVERNOR  ANDROS. 

Sir  :  Since  my  last  to  you  wlieii  Capt.  Salisbury  went  hence,  I 
have  rec'  divers  from  you,  y  frcMJiest  whereof  bears  date  y  21.  May 
last,  and  omittingthose  partsof  yo''  lr£s  w'  are  narratives  of  y'  pro- 
ceedings of  y  Indians  &°  I  shall  as  nere  as  1  can  answer  the  rest, 
whereto  you  seeme  to  expect  it  from  me. 

But  by  y  way,  I  may  owneto  you  y' forbidding  y*  sale  of  powder  to 
any  Indians  except  y  Maquas  (whose  friendship  w""  you  is  necessary 
to  be  preserved)  is  very  well  looked  on  here,  since  though  our  neigh- 
bours Christians  deserve  small  courtesy  from  us,  yet  still  theire  be- 
ing Christians  makes  it  charity  for  us  not  to  furnish  theire  enemyes 
w'"  y  opportunityes  or  meanes  to  hurt  y° 

I  am  giad  to  lieare  y  Dutchmen  have  willingly  submitted  at  last, 
and  taken  y  Oath  of  Allegiance  as  tendered ;  and  I  supposed  as 
much  Ijefore,  for  I  have  never  heard  more  of  y  matter  from  y" 
Dutch  Ambassad'  since  y'  first  paper  of  w'"  I  gave  you  an  ace' 

Both  from  yo'  selfe  and  M'  Dyre  in  Aug''  (75)  or  thereabouts,  y 
ace'  we  had  of  y  Customes  and  other  revenue  of  New  Yorke,  put 
us  in  hopes  of  future  advantages  more  y°  I  perceive  are  like  to  be 
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conRrmed  to  us  when  y  acC  comeB  stated,  w=»  you  promise  'ere 
long.  Tlie  only  comfort  remaliieing  is,  y'  if  y  present  cliarges  or 
losses  be  soe  givat  by  reason  of  y  war  among  yo'  neighbours,  wlieu 
y  is  ended  we  shall  presume  on  better  things.  But  such  as  it  is,  1 
believe  it  will  give  some  satisfaccon  if  your  G^n"  ace'  (and  W 
Dyre's)  he  constantly  sent  us  once  a  yeai-e  at  least ;  his  iustruccois 
ordering  him  to  give  it  in  accoiilitigly,  or  oftner  if  you  thinke  fttt. 

You  are  desirous  of  his  R"  High"  cdmaiids  toucliiiig  y  Vice  Ad- 
miralty in  those  jwrts,  but  you  doe  not  explaiiie  in  what  particuUra 
you  meane.  If  it  be  as  to  y  Boundaryes,  I  cannot  say  more  y  t*- 
ferr  you  to  those  of  yo'  governm'  it  selfe ;  for  though  His  R"  High- 
be  Admirall  still  of  nil  his  Ma"  forreigne  Plantacons,  yett  y'  Patteut 
of  Admiralty  I  thinke  is  dated  before  yo*  govern'  was  in  Etiglisli 
hands ;  soe  as  proiwrly  his  R"  High"  can  derive  noe  authority  in 
those  countreys  or  seas,  but  according  to  y  Hniitts  of  the  latter  Pat- 
ient, by  W'  he  holds  y  same  from  tiie  Crowue.  And  in  pursuance 
of  y'  latter  Pattent  you  have  doubtlesse  act  in  pursuance  of  joor 
instruccons  in  as  Hciple  man^r  (liaveing  already  y  Dukes  Gen"  cooi- 
miBsion)  as  he  himselfe  might  doe  if  he  were  upon  y  place. 

And  as  for  the  Delaware  Flantac&n,  I  thinke  I  have  already  told 
youy  his  R"  High-*  is  not  advised  here  to  Passe  a  Pattent  singly  for 
y ;  but  when  there  shalbe  occasion  of  leneuing  or  altering  his  oilier 
Pattent  for  N.  Y.  (either  for  the  better  ascertaineing  tlie  Boundaijra 
or  for  any  other  causes)  then  it  wilbe  a  fltt  season  to  insert  Drla- 
ware  into  y  same  graunt  and  in  the  interim  it  wilbe  conveuient  y' 
you  send  us  y"  projier  boundaryes  thereof,  especially  takeiug  care  tu 
have  y"  large  enough  y'  way,  y'  noe  other  English  claime  a  rigbt, 
and  w*^  respect  to  such  consideracous  as  may  make  us  hope  for 
most  improvem". 

I  siiall  see  by  discourse  w"  M'  Le^e  or  some  other  of  y  officers 
of  the  Ordenance  what  may  be  done  in  ord'  to  furnish  you  w^  some 
of  those  small  guns  you  mention,  of  300  weight  or  thereabouts,  for 
Hmall  boates,  and  now  his  R"  High"  is  pleased  tu'agree  y'  you  buy 
such  a  small  vesseil  (w'"  a  decke)  as  you  say  is  needfull  and  may  be 
litt  both  [for]  river  &  sea,  in  hopes  it  may  be  a  eountenauce  to  you, 
and  of  good  use,  especially  against  such  Masters  of  Vesaells  as  sliall 
be  refactory  within  your  Forts,  But  his  R"  High-  would  have  you 
make  y  charge  thereof  as  little  as  possible,  viz'  2  or  3  men  at  niosl, 
and  then  upon  occasion  you  may  clap  in  souldiera  &'  as  is  dayly  used 
here  at  Gravesend  and  else  where  at  many  of  y  Kings  forts. 

I  have  lett  his  R^  H"  know  of  Capt.  Bellopps  desire  to  part  »• 
his  com"  of  2*  I.eiuetenant  under  you ;  but  y  Duke  is  not  pleased 
to  give  way  unto  it  by  any  means;  yett  saylh  in  regard  he  hath  for- 
merly served  y  King,  lie  would  have  you  let  him  continue  still  in  f 
employm',  provided  he  demesne  himselfe  as  he  ought :  bnt  if  yon 
find  he  doth  otherwise,  anil  y'  you  should  judge  it  necessary  to  put

him  out,  y  y  Duke  would  have  you  put  in  C»pt:  Saliabury  In  hie 
roome,  and  a  comissioii  will  in  y'  case  be  sent  to  him  upon  jour  no- 
tice hithev. 

The  story  you  tell  me  of  a  small  vesscll  from  Bofltnn  ends  well  in 
regard  you  say  y'  Master  was  bouisd  to  answer  his  cojitempt  at  New 
Yorke ;  but  Mr  Dyre  writes  me  word  of  one  GrilHn  y'  at  Virttinia 
was  by  his  nieaiieH  bound  to  answer  his  contempt  (in  y"  like  nature) 
in  England,  v"  putts  uh  to  play  an  after  game  here  (besides  some 
other  consideracons  vf"  I  need  not  insert:)  wliere.ifl  if  y'  caution' 
had  been  used  to  make  y'  {lartyes  answer  in  N.  Yorke  wbetisoever 
after  a  judicial)  proceeding  in  your  governm'  tltey  should  appeiile 
hither,  it  would  be  farr  easyer  to  justify  his  R"  High"  rights,  y"  it 
is  in  y'  other  ease  to  vindicate  y'"  from  ye  arts  and  wiles  of  seafaring 
men. 

You  may  please  to  gett  M'  Dyre  observe  y  caution  (where  he  can) 
y'  soe  you  may  the  better  preserve  y=  rights  of  your  Port. 

And  since  I  am  upon  y' subject  it  isnot  impertinent  to  it  if  laddu 
thus  much  further  in  relacon  to  Sir  (leorge  Carterett's  Colony  of 
New  Jeraey,  y'  la,  that  I  have  acquainted  his  R"  High"  with  what 
M'  Dyre  writes  to  me,  about  his  late  bickering  w"  Capt.  Carteret 
for  not  letting  a  Present  passe  &',  and  tliougii  small  matters  are 
hardly  worth  y  notice  esjiecially  where  Sir  George  Carterett  him- 
tu-lfe  is  concerned ;  (for  whom  the  Duke  tiatli  much  esteeme  and  re- 
gai-d,)  I  doe  not  find  y'  y  Duke  is  at  all  inclined  to  lett  goe  any  part 
of  his  prerogative  w^"  you  and  your  predecess"  iiave  all  along  con- 
stantly asserted  in  his  bebalfe ;  and  soe,  though  at  present  in  respect 
to  Sir  Geo :  we  soften  things  all  we  may  not  to  disturbe  his  choller 
(for  in  trutli  the  iiassiou  of  his  inferio''  Uflic"  soe  far  infects  him  as 
puts  him  on  demands  w°"  he  hath  noe  colour  of  riglit  to)  I  verily  be- 
heve  should  his  foote  chance  to  slip,  tliose  who  succeed  him  must 
be  content  w'"  lessw  civility  y  we  shew  him  in  y  point,  since  y"  we 
should  exercise  y  just  authority  hia  R"  High"  hath  witlinnt  such 
reserves,  as  though  intended  but  favours  now,  may,  if  confirmed, 
rebound  too  much  to  y  prejudice  ot  yu'  Colony.  You  will  reserve 
what  t  say  in  y  jian^raph  to  your  selfe,  and  lett  M'  Dyre  and  Capt : 
Billopp  know  what  relates  to  y"*  as  you  judge  fltt.

After  Cull,  I  think  it  something  strange  y'  at  y  writing  of  y'  for- 
mer Letters  of  y  ll'"  &  16"'  w""  I  rec*  by  M'  Osburn,  neither  you  nor 
the  8'' Osborne  in  his  Journey,  should  have  heard  nothiikg  of  It;  This 
is  to  let  you  know  y  the  20'*  Instant,  three  of  the  Nevisans  Saoke- 
makas.  were  here  w  "■  me,  &  about  Thirty  of  their  I'eople  w"'  them, 
itnd  did  not  only  Conclude  a  Peace  w"  them,  but  they  did  also  En- 
f^ge,  neither  to  Ilarboui'  or  have  any  thing  to  do  w"  any  other  In- 
dians y'  shouM  hap)«n  to  l)e  our  enemies,  &  [larticularly  those  beyond 
them  :  Now  upon  tlie  Rec'  of  this  last  L"  of  yo',  I  have  advised 
w^  my  Councel,  and  sent  to  Govemo'  Carteret  to  desire  him  to  Send 
by  Express,  to  the  Indians  to  know  y  truth  of  y  Murther,  &  if  so, 
by  whom,  the  Maimer  &  Cause,  w'"out  deciareing  any  further  In- 
tent, &  give  me  a  present  Answer,  As  also  y'  he  will  give  Order  for 
Horses  for  our  Journey  to  Delaware,  to  be  ready  at  furthest,  the  last 
Instant,  about  w"  time  I  tl^nk  of  Setting  oui  from  hence,  though  I 
had  not  intended  till  the  4"*  of  the  next,  &  sliall  (as  afore)  come  by 
the  way  of  the  Falls,  when  you  may  Meet.onTuesday'^  4'"orif  you 
shall  be  there  sooner,  &  think  good,  may  come  on  towards,  or  to 
Mill  Stone  River  as  you  propose :  In  the  mean  time  I  think  there 
needs  no  further  Order,  but  y'  you  Itwk  to  yo'selves,  &  give  no  just 
offence,  or  cause  of  Suspicion  to  the  Indians ;  But  as  to  James  -San-

litm,  pray  let  tbeir  be  as  little  Noise  or  talk,  of  the  Indian  ConcHns

S' :  I  writ  to  you  lately  by  a  Ketcb  of  this  Place,  giving  you  ui 
Account  of  my  Return  from  Albany,  and  State  of  Things  here,  and 
of  my  eng^Dg  Maques  and  Slnuekes,  not  any  ways  to  injure  aajr 
Christians  lo  the  Eastward,  and  particularly  in  your  Farts  South- 
ward, iu  their  Warrs  with  the  Suaquebanna's,  but  others  appreheud- 
ing  it  would  be  difficult  to  Restrain  those  People,  especially  Young 
Men,  wtien  so  far  abroad,  and  Opportunities,  I  did  endeavour  to  be 
rightly  Informed  of  Tliiogs  relating  to  that  Warr,  and  found  that 
the  Susquebannahs  being  reputed  by  the  Maques  of  their  OfEspring, 
that  they  might  be  brought  to  some  Peace,  or  concorporate  again, 
and  so  take  away  the  occasion  of  those  Mischeifs  or  Inroads,  ttou^ 
I  find  still  the  Siuneques  wholly  adverse  to  it ;  desireing  their  Ex- 
tirpation ;  but  bearing  now  of  Indian  Troubles  w°^  bath  lately  occa- 
sioned raiseing  Forces  in  yo'  Parts,  I  have  Sent  this  Bearer  Express 
to  wait  on  you  herewith,  And  if  it  be  by  the  Maques  or  Siuneques 
again  to  offer  you  my  Service  according  to  my  former  and  this  Let- 
ter, which  I  hope  and  beleive  may  be  effectual,  if  taken  in  TiuK, 
And  therefore  pray  your  Answer  and  Resolves  as  soon  as  may  be : 
And  if  you  think  good  would  desire  some  from  the  Susquebannu's 
to  come  to  me  as  soon  as  can  be,  that  so  I  may  Order  Matters  ac- 
cordingly. We  are  (I  thank  God)  very  quiet,  not  tbe  least  Stir  or 
Attempt  on  any  Fart  uf  the  Govemm',  However  have  made  all  fit- 
ting Preparation  for  all  Events.

Resolvetl,  That  M'  Feimick  having  no  Order,  which  if  he  had, 
ouglit  to  have  been  brought  first  and  Recorded  here,  is  not  to  be  re- 
ceived as  Owner  or  Proprietor  of  any  Land  whatsoever,  in  Dela- 
ware, but  to  be  us'il  civilly  paying  all  Duties  as  other  his  Katies 
Subjects  in  those  Parts,  and  if  he  or  any  of  the  Persons  that  come 
with  him  desire  Land  to  the  Westward,  that  their  be  Assigned  them 
fitting  Proportions  as  to  others,  and  due  Return  made  of  the  Sur- 
veys, 

As  to  any  priviledge  or  Freedom  of  Customs  or  Trading  on  the 
EAst  Shoare,  none  to  be  allowed  in  any  Case  to  the  smallest  Yeasell, 
Boat,  or  Person. 

The  Magistrates  and  Cheif  Officers  are  to  be  very  careful  that 
there  be  no  Abuse  comitted  on  the  Eastern  Shore,  under  any  Pre- 
tence whatsoever  contrary  to  the  above. 

As  to  Customs  Newcastle  to  Pay  but  as  New  York,  Two  V  Cent; 
&c  But  above  the  Towne  or  any  other  Place  on  the  Bay  or  River, 
Except  Whore  Kill  to  Pay  the  Addicon  of  Threef  Cent :  aa  V  Regu- 
lation.

However  I  pray  be  just  to  them  on  all  Occasions,  and  kind  to 
Renewickam  in  particular  m&ner,  who  shall  not  loose  for  his  Con- 
stitncy :  By  Cap' Cregier's  Sloop  I'le  supply  you  w'"  what  is  fit  for  a 
Garrison  in  yo'  Towne  at  this  Juncture  for  Security  of  yo'  Parts, 
and  would  have  you  take  Order  for  removing  the  Block  House, 
at>out  the  middle  of  your  Towne  above  it,  into  the  Place  I  showed 
you  when  there,  so  to  Comand  both  Ends.

have  already.

Hook, near  Newcastle  in  Delaware  River,  liath  preferr'd  a  Petition 
uiito  me  settii^  forth,  that  bavinft  heretofore,  in  the  Time  of  the 
Dutch,  received  great  Damage  in  liia  Come,  by  M'  W™  Toms 
Horses,  by  Reasou  of  his  insulflcient  Fence ;  It  was  Ordered,  ihnt 
M'  Toms  Laud  there,  should  be  Sold  in  Vendue,  which  said  Order 
being  not  effected.  The  Petitioner  since  the  Restoration  of  the  Eng-

S— Having  stayed  three  days  at  St.  Marys  at  most,  w*w*  to  Ac- 
quaint the  Deputy  Governor  at  your  first  coming,  (unless  upon  same 
extraordinary  Occasion, detained  by  him)  you  are  with  our  witbont 
a  dispatch,  to  re imir  back,  &  stay  at  N:  Castle  till  further  Order,* 
give  me  an  AcC  of  your  Journey  A  Proceedings ;  And  so  from  time 
to  time  of  all  Transactions,  during  yo'  Stay  in  the  River. 

4. — You  are  to  be  very  carefull  to  prevent  all  Interlopers,!^ paltry 
Irregular  Traders,  contrary  to  Law,  and  the  priviledges  of  the  In- 
habitants of  this  City,  and  NewCastle. 

6. — You  are  to  keep  due  Accounts  of  all  Things  belonging  to  the 
Customs;  As  also  of  all  other  Pubiick  Revenuee,  in  the  River  and 
Bay,  and  to  return  an  Account  thereof,  every  three  Months,  and  a 
General  Aeco'  of  all,  at  y*  Year's  end,  or  yo'  return. 
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6.— The  SuBcnbSnes  are  to  be  used  friendly,  and  aome  of  tliem  (rs 
many  aa  will)  to  come  to  me  in  this  Place,  for  w"  all  freedom  an 
furtliertuice ;  Letting  tliem  also  know,  that  it  is  their  Rood  Hearts. 
not  Ricliea  thnt  1  mind  or  value,  therefore  need  not  trouble  them- 
selves for  Presents :  But  you  «re  to  let  them  know,  that  tbo'  they 
shall  receive  no  harm  from  the  Governm'  I  will  not  now  undertak 
to  Secure  them  from  others  where  they  are;  And  therefore  such  as 
shall  not  come  in,  will  do  well  to  be  vigilant  on  their  Guard  'till 
they  can  be  well  Assured.

Sm:  Ilia  Royall  High'  luiveing  beene  pleased  to  write  to  you 
himselfe,  leaves  little  of  moment  for  me  to  tell  you  in  returne  of 
yo"  of  y  1"  and  8'"  Nov'  last  past ;  only  your  Ires  furnish  me  w* 
these  following  particulars  besides  those  touched  by  his  Roy"  High*'. 

first,  as  to  y  gen"  ace'  you  have  sent  to  S'  Allen  Ajisley,  I  see  by 
y*  ballaiice  thereof  to  y  1"  Octoljer  (76)  Ilis  R"  High"  was  creditor 
£126.  .12.  .7i,  w"  gives  some  hopes  y'  ye  Duke  may  in  time  liave  some 
returnes  for  his  exiwnces,  since  already  y*  reC  come  to  equall  y 
puyments.)  But  truly  I  thiiike  you  doe  very  wisely  to  make  M' 
Dyre's  paym"  be  as  frequent  as  you  can,  for  though  he  be  sensible 
of  tli«  error  he  hath  beene  in  by  givfing  creditt  in  y  cuatomes,  (w"" 
he  excuseth  from  former  practice  and  y  want  of  ready  money )  soe 
probably  would  not  venture  todo  the  like  hereafter,  yet  y' very  prac- 
tice of  frequent  reckonings  is  of  greate  use  to  make  men  just.  But 
truly  1  thinke,  both  by  y  manner  of  his  writeing  and  esjiecially  by 
y  respect  he  shews  to  you,  M'  Dyre  meanes  very  honestly  to  y  Duke, 
and  therefore  deserves  your  kindnesse  as  far  as  consists  w'"  the  se- 
curity of  the  Revenue. 

It  is  sf  ill  his  Royall  H"  pleasure  y'  you  doe  nothing  further  at  y 
time  touching  your  bounds  towards  Connect icutt.

if  Insisted  on  by  tlietn.  iiave  proved  an  eqnitable  plea  afptinst  us)  [ 
beleeve  a  time  may  com«  either  n))on  a  regulacoii  of  matters  in  N'ew 
England  w°  His  Ma"*  sliall  please  to  take  y*  into  his  coiisiderai'oa 
or  some  other  way,  w°  his  Roy"  High'  may  without  scruple  thuike 
it  convenient  to  insist  on  all  those  rights  ;'  were  intended  liim  bj 
his  Patent  from  y  erowne.  But  as  for  y'  Xorthenie  Bonuds  there 
is  noe  questiiu  but  tliey  have  alwayes  beene  esteemed  to  ex(«nd  hs^ 
as  y*  Lake  (or  River  of  Canada)  and  the  French  have  noe  coulour  to 
pretend  right  of  conquest  from  any  of  their  invasions  there,  unless 
they  had  such  possession  before  y  Dutch  wei'e  settled  in  Albany, 
whicli  I  believe  is  nothing  soe. 

Touching  Delawaitlhaveulready  told  you  ^' John  King's  opisioo 
in  it,  but  least  y'  failed  comeiiig  to  your  liands.  I  shall  repeate  il 
here:  viz'tliat  unlessthe  Duke  had  some  other  patteiit  to  pasac.and 
till  then,  it  is  not  worth  his  while  to  passe  a  pattent  only  forj" 
colony,  by  reason  he  is  already  possessed  of  it  as  an  appendix  to  New 
Yorke  gayned  by  your  predecesa",  whose  footsteps  you  foUuw  and 
whose  autltority  is  derived  to  you  in  as  ample  manner  as  they  bad 
it.  Nevertheless  if  you  come  for  Englnud  this  next  autuuiue  we 
shall  see  whan  can  he  further  done  to  secure  and  settle  y'  colony, 
w*  I  must  coufesse  I  should  be  glad  were  confirmed  in  the  Dukes 
possession  by  a  better  title  y°  this,  w"  indeed  to  an  ordiuarj'  pera<Hi 
would  not  be  very  secure. 

I  had  almost  forgottto  tell  you  that  1  could  give  noe  encouragem' 
to  y  wife  of  M'  Phillii)S  in  her  desire  to  buy  a  Dutch  ship  in  hopw 
to  make  her  free ;  on  y  contrary  I  diswaded  her  from  it  all  I  could, 
by  reason  of  y  strict  orders  of  late  prohibiteing  any  of  those  prsc- 
tices  though  frequent  heretofore.  And  the  Customers  are  \aj 
strict  in  opposeing  all  such  indeavours. 

Thus  I  have  touched  what  at  present  occurs  to  me.  News  I  pre- 
sume you  have  from  other  hands ;  the  greatest  now  talked  of  bere 
is  y  meeting  againe  of  y  Parliain'  y*  21"  instant.

Bretuukn  :  Wee  are  come  here  from  the  R'  Uono'^-  the  L'  Pro- 
prietary of  Murylatid  tii  treat  with  the  MacquiHs,  the  Oneydes,  the 
Onnojidxges  &  Cojages  about  the  seu"  mischeifs  done  to  us  this  lust 
summer  in  Maryland  &  Virginia  by  some  of  their  Indians,  but 
wee  Hre  vciy  glad  wee  haue  noe  such  thing,  to  aay  to  you,  But  on 
the  contrary  do  acknowledge  that  you  haue  faithfully  kept  and  ob- 
serued  the  Peace  made  \>  Coll.

Cattif  &  IIoKgs,  robbed  our  Houses,  and  at  tnst  most  cruelly  killed 
Bonie  of  his  Mat'  Christian  subjects  whereby  we  were  justly  pro- 
voked to  haue  made  a  warr  upon  you,  and  dispatched  away  oar 
Troops  into  your  Country  to  haue  reuenged  the  seuemll  Mischeib

A.ntuf  That  tliese  Belts  were  after  the  ffasliion  of  a  Pledge  to  the 
Answer  of  what  they  liad  spoke  to  us,  w'''  was  but  a  beginning  to 
what  they  had  further  to  Kty. 

The  Agents  having  satt  a  long  time  bid  them  (the  Interpreters) 
tomoue  tlie  Indians  to  what  furtherthey  had  to  say  to  their  Propo- 
sitions, and  witliall  to  iicqiiaint  them,  that  it  was  a  matter  of  great 
moment,  worth  their  serious  Consideration  ;  Peace  or  Warr  might 
depend  upon  it,  and  were  willing  they  might  take  more  time  think 
of  itt.

But  now  that  w"  lyes  heavy  upon  our  hearts  is  the  Blood  of  our 
people,  yet  that  you  may  see  wee  thirst  not  after  much  blood,  wee 
demand  only  the  Captain  or  Cheif  Commander  of  tliat  Troop  thftt 
murdered  our  people,  W°  we  certainly  know  to  be  an  Onnondagee: 
When  you  haue  performed  this  nee  haue  no  more  to  say,  then 
ffreiudship  do  glue  50  guilders  zewant  to  each  nation. 

'lh<  Onnoml'igea  Answer — Tackanten  nondi  Speaker 
There  is  a  payment  demanded  of  us  for  th«  plundering  &'  wee 
stiall  bring  the  Payments  here  tlie  next  summer  when  the  Indian 
corn  begins  to  grow  hai'd,  and  shall  Huquaiut  our  Indians  therewitti 
and  send  for  some  out  of  Maryland  to  receiue  the  same  here ;  Con- 
cerning the  two  murders  committed  in  your  Country  do  say  ttiat 
both  the  cheif  commanders  are  killed,  the  one  by  the  Kitchtt^ies  In-  * 
dians,  and  the  otiier  liy  tlie  PLscatowayes,  and  do  giue  3  Bevers,  w** 
is  an  obligation  to  bring  the  payment  here 

The  Macquesg  Answer — Oiiianne  Speiiktr 
Wee  haue  understood  that  satisfaction  is  demanded  for  the  rob- 
bing &  pluudringin  your  country,  wee  are  poor,  and  haue  but  Uttle, 
neither  hatli  our  people  had  any  hand  in  the  mischief  done  in  your 
country,  for  wee  alwayes  forbid  our  Indians  to  do  any  harm  when 
they  go  out ;  and  thu'  wee  are  not  Indians  that  take  many  Berers, 
do  promise  nevertheless  to  giue  30  or  40  Bevers  to  the  peice,  to  make 
up  the  500  tliat  are  demanded,  and  bring  them  here  to  this'place,  do 
giue  a  Belt  of  peak  15  deep. 

Ihe  Oiieydeg  Ajismer — Tekanista  pendacquo  Speaker 
Wee  shall  pay  the  next  summer  the  500  Bevers  demanded  for  the

Hearken  you  Agents  of  My  Loi-d  Baltimore. 
Wee  eng^e  ourselues  with  the  other  nations  aboue  spfcyfied  to 

bring  tlie  iiayment,  as  is  demanded  next  summer  you  must  not  think 

long  for  wee  must  go  fair  to  (etch  the  Bevers,  and  that  in  danger 

of  onr  Hues    do  giue  2  Bevera. 
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The  third  Propmitiun  of  the  Agent*. 

The  Bevers  wbicb  you  haue  promised  for  tbe  robbing  and  plun- 
dring,  done  in  our  Country  wee  are  content  to  acc«pt.  and  do  nom- 
innte  and  appoint  M'  Riclutrd  Pretty  &  M'  Johannes  Windall  our 
Agents  to  receine  the  same  for  us  in  Corleirs  house;  As  for  the 
Blood  of  our  people  wee  can  nott  easily  permitt  it,  but  hoping  that 
this  may  bea  warningtoyou.and  for  that  do  assure  you  that  the  two 
warr  captaines  are  dead,  or  otherwayes  you  would  liaue  delivered 
them  up  to  us,  and  by  reason  wee  are  told  you  are  good  suhjects  to 
our  King  in  this  government  wee  will  for  this  time  to  throw  u  cover 
over  the  blood  tliat  hath  been  spilt,  to  bide  it  from  our  eyes,  upon 
condition  that  for  the  future  yon  keep  your  Indians  out  of  our 
Countiy  for  doing  tlie  like  evill  to  us  or  any  of  our  Neighbouring 
Indians,  W"  if  they  attempt  to  do,  you  must  not  expect  to  see  us 
come  bereagain,  but  that  wee  will  uncover  the  blood  tlmt  hath  been 
spilt,  and  itt  shall  appear  as  newly  spilt  upon  the  ground ;  wee  will 
fall  upon  you,  and  wee  doubt  not  but  the  great  and  just  God  will 
deliver  you  into  our  hands,  who  liaue  so  basely  shed  our  blood  with- 
out a  Cause;    Do  glue  as  pledge  a  Roll  of  Duffles  to  each  uatiun. 

If  any  of  your  Indians  are  gone  into  Virginia  or  Maryland  i^(ainst 
the  Christians  or  the  Piscatoway  Indians  or  any  other  than  our 
neighlxir  Indians  that  you  forthwith  send  out  messengers  to  call 
them  back  again :  Do  glue  two  &tts  of  Rum  to  each  Nation. 

Wee  are  told  that  some  Christian  hath  stirred  you  up  to  make  war 
upon  the  Piscatoway  Indians,  and  promised  to  deliver  them  up  to 
you  :  If  it  be  so  wee  desire  that  you  will  tell  who  they  are ;  Do  glue 
3  Rolls  of  Tobacco  and  some  pipes  to  each  nation. 

Wee  do  renew  the  Peace  for  the  Piscatoway,  &  all  our  ffriend  In- 
dians and  on  their  behalf  do  gine  a  Bunett  of  Zewant  or  Peak  of  SO 
guilders  to  each  nation. 

The  Cajouges  Anavier. 

1. — Wee  thank  you  heartily  that  you  haue  covered  the  blood  and 
that  you  haue  spoke  so  well,  now  it  is  no  easy  thing  tu  beginn  a 
warr  for  you  could  not  then  cultivate  or  improve  yo''  land  in  peace, 
and  we  shall  take  care  that  on  both  sides  the  sun  may  shine  over  us 
in  peace :  Do  glue  3  Beavers. 

2. — You  have  told  us  that  the  Blood  is  covered  for  vr"  wee  thank 
you,  and  do  undertake'  to  perform  all  what  you  demand  of  us,  wee

8.— Wee  haue  understood  that  wee  are  to  fetch  back  our  Indians, 
that  are  out  a  fighting  upon  the  Coast  of  Maryland  &  Virginia  «« 
engage  toi>erfonn  itt,  not  only  to  call  for  them  home  and  send  them 
back  but  shall  take  the  Ax  quite  out  of  their  hands,  and  not  onlf 
throw  away  the  A:(,  for  then  our  Children  might  chance  to  see  itt, 
but  shall  bury  itt,  that  our  posterity  after  us  may  never  see  itt ;  Do 
giue  a  Belt  of  16  Deep.

and  take  the  Ax  out  of  the  hands  of  ail  our  Indians,  as  weD  asoor 
Brethren  that  haue  spoke  now.    Do  giue  2  Bevers. 

5.— .Since  the  gentlemen  haue  so  earnestly  enquired  of  us  wlat 
Christians  haue  stirred  us  up  to  fight  ag"  the  Piscatoway  lodiam 
wee  should  nott  haue  told  itt  if  you  had  nott  made  so  sharp  enqoirr. 
wee  do  say  that  about  2  years  ago  a  troop  of  ten  Oneydes  were  at 
tlie  house  of  Jacob  Young  who  s"  unto  them,  what  do  you  here  so 
few  in  number,  you  may  get  some  mischeif;  but  go  home  and  fMeh 
an  army  of  yo'  people  and  warn  mee  ten  or  twelve  dayea  before  w» 
shall  all  be  at  arms  and  then  destroy  them  imd  deliver  tliem  into 
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your  hands  for  wee  suffer  great  damagee  by  these  Indiana  because 
you  make  warr  upon  them  in  our  Country,  whereupon  he  presented 
us  with  a  RoU  of  DuS[l]e8. 

The  Macquess  Speaks. 

1.— Wee  are  poor  &  haue  not  much  many.  The  Ax  w^  Maj' Pin- 
chon  (for  New  England)  and  we«  haue  been  buryed  in  the  ground 
in  this  house,  remaines  bo  (&  wee  do  not  look  out  any  more)  that 
way  to  go  a  fighting ;  Lett  this  also  be  buryed  in  the  ground  and 
wee  do  Immbly  pray  the  Agents  of  Maryland  &  Virginia  that  the 
Blood  may  uever  be  seen  any  more. 

The  Uacquess  Speaker  acquaints  all  the  Indians  that  Wowler  [a 
Macquess  Indian)  goes  now  to  Maryland  to  be  interpreter  there,  and 
do  desire  of  the  Agents  that  hemayl)e  well  used:  Do  giue  a  Belt  of 
Peak  16  deep.

Dear  Sir  The  beginning  of  the  last  month  I  writt  to  you  and  tliere- 
in  gave  you  my  acknowledgem"  for  y'  ubiigeing  Irfi  of  the  e*""  of  7ber, 
wherein  you  very  kindly  assured  methat  nothing  would  l)e  concluded 
by  the  Council!  witliout  hearing  me  or  my  Agents,  and  that  if  I  came 
overlii  the  Sprtngyou  beleeved  I  should  find  that  businesof  Delaware 
undetermined.  I  hope  (and  by  your  favour  I  p'sumS  to  assure  my 
selfe,  that  I  may  be  heard  in  person  afore  the  Lords  of  the  Uouncilt 
will  proceed  in  a  matter  of  that  conceme  to  my  interest  here,  and, 
w*  gives  me  stiU  the  greater  confidence,  I  shall  have  liberty  to  ap- 
pear in  person  to  make  out  my  right  to  Delaware,  is,  that  my  father 
in  life  time  and  since  his  decease  I  have  petitioned  His  Royal  High- 
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lies  for  a  bearinic  of  that  matter;  but  His  HigbnesB  bis  greats 
affau'eB  did  not  afford  time  for  it  whilst  I  was  in  EngUod ;  so  that 
aiiice  I  Bought  for  a  hearing  of  that  business,  so  far  as  w^  good  man- 
ners l>ecame  mo  towards  His  Uighnes,  it  would  now  be  aomeW  baid 
that  ill  my  absence  I  shonld  be  concluded.  S*  it  is  a  matter  of  that 
importance  to  me,  that  I  dare  not  comitt  the  maimgem'  of  it  to  tlie 
befit  Agents  I  can  procure  to  act  for  me  in  my  abeence ;  therefuie  I 
earnestly  recommend  to  y'  kindnes  that  you  will  continue  moveing 
for  some  time  to  be  given  me  for  my  appeareing  in  person  at  the 
Council!  Board ;  where  I  hope  to  l>e  the  latter  end  of  May  next,  and 
shall  then  cleer  all  things  so  as  may  fullle  aatisfio  tbe  Lords  of  Hit 
Ma""  moat  hon'"'  I'rivy  (Jouncil,  of  my  right  to  Delaware,  Uiat 
part  I  meane  W"  lyeth  to  tlie  Southward  of  y*  degree  of  40  Nortli- 
eriy  latitude.  And  if  my  unkind  neighbour  W"  Penn  or  bis  Agents 
are  able  to  make  out  that  tliere  were  Dutch  seated  at  Delaware 
afore  my  )>attent  for  Mai7l'*wasgranted,(w°^  will  be  souiewh' hard 
to  provti)  I  will  then  maxe  it  plainly  appeare  that  such  Dutch  were 
Uflurpers,  and  were  utterly  disown'd  by  the  States  of  Holland.  Of 
this  1  have  uudenfable  testimonies,  such  as  M'  Penn  will  not  with- 
stand, and  possibly  I  shall  then  be  able  to  produce  some  thing  under 
Fenn's  liand  to  the  same  purpose.  S'  1  am  so  well  armed  and  pro- 
vided with  proofes  of  this  kind,  that  I  onely  bc^  a  peraoaall  busuiag, 
and  that  you  will  become  a  Solicitor  for  me  therein  is  the  favour 
and  kindness  I  b^  at  y'  hands,  w^  I  will  gratefully  owne  as  be- 
comes one  that  already  is

GERRIT    VAN    SWEERINGEN'S   ACCOUNT    OF   THE 

SETTLING  OF  THE  DUTCH  AND  SWEDES  AT 

THE  DELWAARE. 

21ie  relation  of  M'  Garrett  Kan  Suwn-inffeH  itf  iht  CUy  of  S  JTariet 
concemin(f  hit  knoa>leAgt  of  the  MOieing  ef  Dtlatoare  Bay  awi 
Jiiver  to  y  Southward  of  tA«  40"  Dtyru  (^  Jfot-them  lotitwdc  fcjr  the 
Dutch  and  Suedes  (  VufJ 

In  the  yeare  1648,  the  Dutch  haveing  had  bad  succene  in  thf 
North  River  from  whence  tbey  had  tdn  driven  by  the  New  Engbuxl 
men,  they  resolved  to  looke  towards  the  Soutb,  and  baveing  infor* 
■nation  of  that  River  otherways  called  Delaware,  formerly  boogU 
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by  one  Mtmheer  Godiu  from  the  Indiana,  a  sloop  was  fitted  out 
with  3ome  ea,Tgoe  to  tinde  witli  tlie  said  Indians  of  that  river. 
Tliey  landed  first  at  a  place  called  by  the  Indians  Siconescinque 
where  they  fuund  out  a  Ci-eeke  navigable  for  a  sloop,  as  I  was  in- 
formed by  those  that  had  been  acquainted  with  these  men  tliat 
landed  there. 

These  men  or  traders  came  asboare  with  their  goods,  where  they 
traded  with  the  Indians  t  frequenting  soe  much  with  y'  Indian 
women,  till  they  gott  the  country  dutyes,  otherwise  called  the  pox, 
and  soe  they  named  that  place  Whore-Kill,  that  is  in  England  the 
Whores  Creek.  Whereupon  they  returned  liome  and  ventured 
againe  a  second  time  with  a  considerable  Cargoe ;  but  remenibring 
(aa  I  suppose)  how  they  had  i>een  served  at  the  Whore-Kill,  they 
went  some  tea  or  twelve  mile  higher,  where  they  landed  againe  & 
traded  with  tlie  lodiaos,  trusting  y'  Indians  to  eome  into  their 
stores  Hslioare,  and  likewise  aboard  of  their  sloope  drinking  and  de- 
bauching with  the  Indians  till  they  were  all  at  last  barbarously 
murdered,  and  soe  that  place  was  christened  with  their  blood  and 
to  this  day  called  the  Murderers-kill  that  is  Hnrderers  Creeke. 

About  tlie  years  1660,  as  neere  as  I  can  guease  they  made  a  third 
voy^ei[itotherivwofDeIaware,aud  there  cast  Anchor  at  a  point 
ueere  the  mouth  of  Delaware  river  called  Bontges  buoke,  but  mis- 
likeing  that  place  tbey  went  higher  up  and  cast  anchor  at  the  sand 
point  now  called  Newcastle;  there  they  perceivetl  some  foure  or 
five  English  families  were  seated  about  nine  miles  lower  on  the  East 
side  of  the  River  called  Elsingburg,  which  English  men  were  sup- 
posed to  oome  from  Maryland  or  Virginia. 

There  is  noe  doubt  but  the  Dutch  much  misliklng  this,  they  re- 
solved to  goe  up  the  Biver  as  high  as  they  could,  and  there  landed, 
setting  up  a  post  ^  ^  with  the  markeof  the  West  ludiaOompany 
in  this  niannerH/\/^by  wliicli  marke  they  claime  their  title 
to  that  river.  ^  Whereupon  by  comfind  from  the  Generall 
of  theManadoea,  theybuilt  afort  on  the  sand  point  where  they  first 
lauded  after  their  mishap  in  tlie  Bay ;  this  fort  being  soe  built  for 
their  security  against  the  ludiausand  Christians, one  Andrew  Iludde 
being  the  chiefe  man,  some  times  Secretary,  sometimes  Command- 
ant, and  at  others  times  nothing  atall,  being  according  to  behavior 
tum'd  out  and  put  in  againe,  according  to  pleasure ;  which  p''son  I 
knew  very  well,  and  have  heard  him  and  others  discoune  of  what 
bad  happened  and  past  in  his  time. 

In  this  maimer  they  lived  a  long  time  without  any  goverm'  till  . 
neere  the  yeare  1652,  when  the  Sweedes  did  fttt  out  a  fly  boate  with 
considerable  cargoe,  with  another  small  vessel!  filled  with  freemen 
and  soldiers,  w*  a  Govemo-'  called  Manheer  Prince  and  Tounker 
I*>pBS7i  besides  a  foctor  Henric  Heugan  and  Jacob  Mwanson,  who 
were  to  trade  with  the  Indians. 
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Upon  their  arriveall  in  Delaware  tbey  askt  leave  of  the  Dutch  to 
refresh  themselves  with  water  to  which  the  Dutch  yeilded  not  imag- 
iDiiiK  they  had  any  designe  upon  that  place ;  but  the  Sweedes  have- 
ing  got  ashoare  made  y  Dutch  qultt  their  pofiaessions  and  were 
turned  to  their  shift,  as  before.  And  then  the  Sweedee  with  a[s] 
little  right  as  the  Dutch  bad  done  before,  poBsmt  tbemselvee  of  that 
River;  they  haveing  thus  lost  the  South  River  as  they  bad  afore 
lost  the  North  River,  the  West  India  Company  being  very  poore  and 
noe  wayes  able  to  encounter  the  Sweedes,  they  resolved  upon  a  pro- 
test, which  they  made  ag'  the  Sweede  for  dispoasesseing  tbeni  of 
their  possessionBi  which  the  Sweede  little  reguarded. 

Afl«r  this  the  Company  stated  their  case  to  the  citty  of  Aiaatei- 
dam ;  the  Citty  being  full  of  money  doth  resolve  to  assist  the  said 
Company  iu  order  to  restore  them  to  their  former  possessions. 

In  the  yeare  1654  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  did  cnose  a  ship  to  be 
fitted  out  with  thirty  six  grente  gnnns,  being  called  theWsefch.and 
manned  accordingly,  whereof  was  comfinder  Cap*  Koning,  which 
said  Cap'  and  other  officers  I  knew  very  well,  and  had  relation  of 
some  of  them  what  was  past  at  that  time.  The  Sweedea  in  the 
meane  time,  being  interlopers,  keepe  a  trade  with  the  Indians :  the 
Govemo''  going  to  Sweedland  left  bis  son  in  law  Papagij  ihe  Kover- 
ment,  and  the  fort  at  the  Saudpoint  which  they  took  from  the  Dutch 
being  very  inconsiderable,  was  enlarged  by  them  and  called  Cassa- 
meirs,  and  another  fort  huilded  Ave  mile  higher  was  called  Christina. 

The  head  of  Cheeeiieake  Bay  in  Maryland  waa  not  att  that  time 
seated,  and  soe  the  Marylanders  did  not  much  take  notice  either  of 
the  Sweedes  or  Dutch,  tbey  looking  upon  them  both  to  be  onely 
traders  and  soe  here  to  day  and  gone  to  morrow ;  there  being  noe 
navigacou  or  road  betwixt  the  bead  of  the  Bay  and  Delaware,  by 
which  meanes  the  Marylaudere  could  be  informed  of  the  proceed* 
ings  of  the  Dutch  and  Sweedea,  Afterwards  the  Company  repoosen 
themselves  with  the  assistance  of  that  frigatt  called  the  Wa^fa, 
which  y  Citty  of  Amsterdam  had  sent  to  that  purpose. 

In  the  meane  time  arrived  a  ship  from  sjweedland,  and  beMreing 
the  Dutch  had  got  their  former  possessions,  tooke  a  greate  many 
Indians  on  board  theire  ship  upon  the  decke  in  sight  of  the  Dutch, 
and  soe  without  any  hindrance  past  by  the  fort  Casimer  of  which 
the  Dutch  had  possession  and  from  whence  they  might  have  sunck 
the  Sweedes  ship,  but  that  they  were  afraid  of  killing  the  Indiana 
then  on  board,  in  that  manner ;  for  both  the  Nations  aswellKweedea 
as  Dutch  did  strive  on  both  sides  to  please  and  not  to  disoUige  the 
Indians,  in  conslderacon  of  the  trade  upon. which  they  wholly  de- 
pended. 

TbeSweeds  ship  sailed  up  as  high  as  Tenacum  hideing  themselres 
in  a  creeke,  therefore  is  called  to  this  day  the  Scbuyl-kill  in  EuftUsh 
Hideing  Creeke.    The  Sweedes  yeilded  themselves  up,  most  of  tbetr 
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Officers  went  liome  except  their  0»p*  iind  Lieuten'  Henryc  Ileugen 
their  factor  mid  Heer  Lawi'ence  their  priest;'  all  which  persons  I 
knew  very  well  &  have  had  aeverall  times  a  full  relation  of  what 
was  done  in  those  dayes;  the  soldiers  reniaineing  in  tbe  country  as 
inhabitants  amongst  tlie  Dutch  \iha  together  made  a  considerable 
number,  &  soe  became  as  it  were  a  Colon;  or  a  Cdmon  Wealth. 

The  Companj'  being  soe  indebted  to  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  as 
to  the  setting  out  of  a  man  of  warr  in  reduceing  the  Soutli  River 
into  theire  possession  agaiiie,  tliey  were  resolved  to  make  sale  of 
their  said  title  unto  the  said  Citty,  which  likewas  was  required  from 
the  other  side  ;  soe  both  parties  were  soon  agreed,  the  Oomiiany  be- 
ing rid  of  their  uncertain  title,  did  not  onely  pay  their  debt,  but  is 
supposed  had  money  to  boote. 

In  fine  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam  were  made  Lords  and  Patmns  of 
that  Colony  in  Delaware  River,  whereof  I  myselfe  have  had  a  p'usal 
of  some  papers  concerning  those  matters. 

A  Sliip  called  the  Prince  Itlaurice  was  provided  to  goe  to  the  said 
Colony,  a  Goveriio'  and  Councell  appointed,  and  a  Company  of  sol- 
diers consisting  of  about  sixty  men  put  aboard,  and  I  myselfe  was 
made  Supra  Cargoe  over  the  said  ship  and  goods,  there  t>eing  to  tlie 
number  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  souls  aboard  tlte  said  ship,  which 
sailed  out  of  the  Texell  the  25"  day  of  December  1G56 ;  Tlie  said 
passengers  comeing  into  Delaware  in  a  ship  called  the  Beaver,  hired 
at  New  Yorke,  after  the  ship  Prince  Maurice  was  lost.'  This  was 
the  25"  day  of  Aprill  1657.  when  we  toke  possession  of  the  fort  now 
calledNewcastle,  and  the  soldiers  uf  the  West  India  Company  quit- 
ted the  same. 

After  this  Cap*  Criger  being  comanded  to  goe  for  Maryland,  then 
called  by  us  Virginia,  upon  the  Isle  of  Kent  the  11'"  day  of  Septem- 
ber 1657.  he  returned  i^lne  and  reported  that  the  English  Governo' 
was  ['paring  to  come  over  to  Delaware.  Whereupon  good  watch 
was  kept  and  the  fort  putt  into  repaire  and  likewise  the  freemen  of 
the  towne  kept  to  their  duty.  The  English  desisting  from  theire 
designe  wee  had  no  repulse  from  that  side. 

Toe  Governo'  and  Ministers  of  State  in  Maryland  comeing  to  un- 
derstand that  the  Dutch  and  Sweedes  encreased  in  Delaware,  that 
they  began  to  make  Settlem*  there,  and  that  in  time  it  would  be  a 
hard  matt«r  to  remove  them  or  make  them  sensible  that  they  were 
within  the  p'cincts  of  Maryland,  which  hadnot  been  much  reguarded 

>  RBT.  LAWBUtCB  CquUiIB  Losbnidb  one  to  tbc  IteUwsra  iiwiit  ihe  rear  isso.

HlaUrenuone 
ut  EDUIdenble  trlula  and  troublea',  for  ■  record  of  vblcb,  B«e  Bfnard'i  Annali  nf 
Ptantj/lvanta. 
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before  hy  the  Officers  of  Maryland ;  for  in  my  opinion,  the  oonsid' 
ered  the  Dutch  and  Sweedes  nnely  aa  traders,  not  havelng  any  setled 
goverm'  or  Govemo'  before. 

Now  in  the  years  1659  deputyes  were  sent  from  Maryland  to  tbe 
town  of  New  Amstell,  I  myselfe  being  then  one  of  tbe  Councell  uid 
Coraisaary  Generall  for  the  Citty  nt  Amsterdam  in  that  place.  Tlie 
Deputies  were  Coll :  Nathaniell  Uty,  Maj'  Samuell  Goldsmith  md 
M'  George  Uty,  with  severall  persons  of  note  in  Maryland  Jacob 
Young  being  then  Interpreter.  Coll :  Uty  then  produced  his  letters 
of  credence,  signed  (Jusias  Fendall)  and  the  protest  wbs  read  and 
signed  (Phillip  Calvert)  wherein  was  sett  forth  (see  neeie  as  I  can 
remember)  the  injury  done  to  tlie  Lord  Baltemore  by  their  untaw- 
f  uU  and  forcible  po8.session  kept  by  them  of  those  partes  in  his  Lo** 
Province;  and  that  his  I^o'' against  his  will  should  beforct  t«  use 
the  extremety  of  armes,  if  that  parte  of  his  Countrey  was  not  de* 
llvered  up ;  some  copyes  of  records  tending  to  his  Lo^  purpose  were 
produced ;  what  they  were  I  catinot  now  remember.  Whereupon 
the  said  Deputyes  were  dismist,  and  upon  tbe  same  day  a  rumor 
went  all  the  towne  over,  that  Major  Goldsmith  at  a  house  of  Mar* 
garett  Davies  a  Scotch  woman  did  publiquely  proclaim  to  our  in- 
habitants, att  least  to  those  that  were  there  p'sent,  that  alt  land 
thenceforth  was  to  be  taken  up  under  a  Patent  from  my  L'  Balte- 
more,  and  the  land  taken  up  already  was  to  be  held  under  him  by 
the  same  authority:  which  was  very  ill  taken  by  us  and  wee  re- 
solved to  atopp  those  hott  proceedinfcs ;  but  upon  considerations  and 
other  reasons  wee  past  it  by  for  that  time. 

Agalne  in  the  yeare  I66h  did  appeare  att  Amsterdam  in  Holland, 
Cap' JiimesNeale,beinga  person  deputed  from  the  Lord  Baltimore, 
protesting  in  the  name  of  Cteclllus  Baron  of  Baltimore  in  &  maDuer 
and  fonne  as  afore  tbe  Deputyes  had  done  att  Delaware. 

The  Company  was  sitting  then  in  the  new  West  India  House  In 
Amsterdan),  where  the  said  James  Neale  did  appeare  and  protest  by 
Notariall  act,  of  the  wrong  done  to  his  Lordship  by  their  ministen 
of  State  in  America,  by  usnrpeing  and  unlawfully  possesaeinga  con- 
siderable part  of  his  province  of  Maryland,  especiallj'  tluU  p«rt 
which  was  called  by  the  name  of  Delaware  Bay,  demanding  not 
onely  the  reatouracon  of  the  said  terrltoryes  soe  unjustly  deteioMl 
with  satisfaction  also  for  the  injury  his  Lo"  hath  susteined  tlieteby. 
The  West  India  Company  retumes  a  proud  answer  sayeing  they 
posnesse  the  same  by  Renerall  octeroy  granted  to  them  by  the  Stat«a 
of  Holland,  that  they  were  resolved  by  vertue  of  the  same  oct*ng" 
to  defend  their  just  and  lawfull  title,  with  such  meanes  as  God  and 
nature  bath  put  into  their  hands,  and  other  circumstances,  as  uuy 
appeare  by  the  same  instrument ;  Wbii:h  copy  of  protest  was  wot 
to  us  att  Delaware.  Whereupon  weedidresolveto  quit  the  Wbow- 
kill,  thinking  it  better  to  quitt  that  place  then  to  run  tbe  luaard  of 
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weakening  New  Amstell.  The  Eaglish  then  came  out  of  Maryland, 
from  a  part  now  called  Somersett  County  and  drew  neere  the  Wtaore- 
kill,  tradeing  with  the  Indians.  Whereupon  it  was  reported  that 
the  said  English  men  began  to  build  and  settle  in  that  parte  of  the 
country.  The  Citty  ot  Amsterdam  thereupon  did  send  us  expresse 
ordera  t«  protest  t^ainat  th«  said  Knglish  men,  and  in  case  tbey 
would  not  remove  then  to  compell  them  by  force  of  arms.  All  thia 
while  wee  stood  upon  our  defence  asaibst  Maryland. 

A  Commender  and  sixtene  men  were  sent  to  the  Wlioreliill  to 
tiike  posseaaioii  againe,  but  another  resolucdn  was  taken  a  short 
time  utter  to  call  the  said  soldiers  back,  and  see  the  Whorekilt  was 
left  againe.  The  Citty  of  Amsterdam  hereby  was  very  much  di?. 
couraged,  and  did  absolutely  incline  to  leave  and  abandon  the  said 
Colony  as  appeared  by  their  writeings  and  scarcenesse  of  goods  & 
provisions  they  did  send  in.  Whereupon  I  myselfe  was  deputed  for 
Holland  for  a  whole  yeare,  resideing  tliei«,  to  remonstrate  y*  condi- 
tion of  the  said  Colony,  aud  to  eucourasie  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam 
to  goe  on  with  their  deslgne ;  which  att  last  they  uodertooke  by 
new  resolution,  charging  us  strictly  not  to  omitt  in  makeing  a  di- 
vision betweenethe  English  neighbors  and  us  to  the  end  they  might  ' 
not  receive  nny  repulse  from  that  side,  as  may  appeare  by  their 
owne  letters  written  to  the  Govemo'  and  Councell  att  Delaware. 
To  which  end  they  ordered  us  to  build  a  fort  upon  Bitten  Island,' 
neare  where  they  did  tliinke  the  division  might  be;  yet  notwith- 
standing that  division  not  to  be  absolutely  conclusive,  but  provision- 
tOly;  for  wee  did  not  intend  to  contest  with  Maryland  about  my 
Lord  Baltimore  his  patent  reaching  to  the  fortifith  degree  of  lati- 
tude, but  at  randome,  soe  neere  as  wee  could  agree  to  dmw  a  line 
betweene  the  two  governments,  wee  being  informed  that  the  Scliuil- 
kill  did  lye  under  forty  degrees  fa rre  alwve  Delaware  towne.  I  my- 
selfe could  never  beare  them  speake  to  what  d^ree  they  p'tended, 
when  I  was  that  whole  yeare  in  Holland,  neither  did  auy  such  thing 
appeare  in  any  of  their  letters;  onely  agree  with  your  neighbors  in 
Maryland,  for  feare  of  opposlcon  from  that  side. 

In  the  yeare  1664  arrived  Coll.  Niclaa  set  out  by  his  Ma"'  where- 
upon the  fort  and  country  was  brought  under  submission  by  S' 
Robert  Carr  as  deputed  with  two  shippa  to  that  intent.  S'  Robert 
Carr  did  protest  often  to  me  that  he  did  not  come  as  an  enemy,  but 
as  a  friend,  demanding  onely  In  frleudshipp  what  was  y'  Kings  right 
in  that  country.  Tliere  was  taken  from  the  Citty  of  Amsterdam 
and  the  inhabitants  thereabout,  one  hundred  abeep  &  thirty  or  forty 
horses,  fifty  or  sixty  cowes  and  oxen,  the  number  of  betweene  sixty 
and  seventy  n^roes,  brewhouse,  stillhouse,  and  all  materialls  there- 
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unto  l>elonging.  the  produce  of  the  land  for  that  yeore,  as  corse 
ha;  3c'  were  likewise  si^ized  by  S'  Hobert  Carr  for  the  use  of  the 
King  and  likewise  the  cargoe  that  was  unsold,  and  the  bills  for  what 
was  sold.  They  also  gott  In  their  custody,  being  all,  to  tbe  ralao 
so  neere  as  1  now  can  remember  of  foure  thousand  pounds  sterling, 
likewise  amies  powder  and  shott  In  a  greate  quantity,  four  and 
twenty  greate  gunns  were,  the  greatest  part,  transported  to  New 
Yorke.  The  Dutch  soldiers  were  taken  prisoners  &  given  to  the 
mere!  1  ant -niHU  that  was  there,  in  recompence  of  his  service,  and 
into  Virginia  they  were  transported  to  be  sold,  as  it  was  credibly 
reported  by  Sir  Robert  Cans  officers  and  other  persons  there  liveing 
in  the  towne.  All  sorts  of  tooles  for  handicraft  tradesmen  and  all 
plowgeer  and  other  things  to  cultivate  the  ground  which  were  in 
the  store  in  great  quantity,  as  likewise  a  Saw  Mill  to  saw  pbuike 
ready  to  sett  up,  and  nine  sea  buyes  with  their  iron  chaines,  grest 
quantities  of  pliisicall  meanes  besides  the  estate  of  Govemo'  De- 
Ixinissa,  and  myselfe,  except  some  household  stuffe  and  a  negroe  I 
gott  away  and  some  other  moveables  S'  Robert  Carr  did  permitt  me 
to  sell. 

Coll :  Nicklus  understanding  what  H'  Robert  Carr  had  gott  att 
Delaware  tooke  all  againe  from  the  said  Sir  Robert  Carr  when  the 
said  Coll :  came  there  againe  in  p^n  (as  I  was  informed)  being  npon 
the  way  for  Maryland. 

Tliere  was  likewise  a  boate  dispatched  to  the  Whorekill  and  tbtat 
plundered  and  tooke  possession  of  all  effects  belonging  to  the  Citty 
of  Amsterdam,  as  alsoe  what  belonged  to  the  Quaking  Society  of 
Plockboy  to  a  very  naile,  according  to  letter  written  by  one  of  that 
company  to  the  Citty  of  AQist«rdnni,  in  which  letter  complaint  was 
made  that  the  Indians  at  the  Whorekill  had  declared  they  never 
sold  the  Dutch  any  land  to  inhabit. 

I  have  omitted  what  past  in  the  yeaie  16Sfi.  when  severall  of  the 
Dutch  came  away  from  Delaware  and  sheltered  themselves  under 
the  government  of  Maryland,  some  under  ptence  that  they  could 
not  getttheirltveing  there,  and  others  that  we  had  noe  right  or  title 
to  the  land  wee  Inhabited,  as  t  suppose  they  conjectured  by  the 
difference  there  was  betweeue  Maryland  &  Delaware.  I  myseife 
went  to  Maryland  to  demand  those  p'sons  backe  againe  from  the 
Lieutenant  GeiieraU  of  that  Province  and  from  the  Chancello' 
Phillip  Calvert,  with  whom  I  spoke,  but  could  receive  noe  satiahc- 
tion  as  to  my  demand.

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EvTuif^Ust  by  us  iu  Oouncill  to  him  administered,  deposetl)  and 
saith  tliat  what  is  herein  liefore  contelned  and  declared  to  be  of  hia 
onne  knowledge  is  the  truth  of  hia  knowledge  and  well  kiiowne  to 
him  to  be  in  manner  aa  is  sa^tt  downe;  and  what  else  herein  before 
conteined  and  declared  to  be  the  report  or  rumor  of  those  times  waa 
Indeed  received  by  him  as  such,  from  good  credible  and  sulflcicnt 
p'aons,  to  be  the  dealeings  and  transactions  of  those  times  in  man- 
ner and  forme  as  is  herein  before  sett  downe ;  to  the  truth  wliereof 
he  said  Garratt  Vansweerlngen  hath  hereunto  sett  his  hand  the  day 
and  yea  re  abovestiid.

AbHract  of  the  Pntposallg  of  the  Onovndagea  and  Cayontgea  Sackima 
at  JTeio  Ytirlee  S.  Augvst  I6S4. 

That  the  English  will  protect  them  from  the  French  otiierwise 
they  shall  loose  all  the  Beavor  and  hunting. 

That  thpy  have  put  themselves  and  their  lands  under  the  Protec- 
tion of  the  King,  and  have  given  Susquehanah  River  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  New  York  of  wliich  they  desire  it  may  be  a  Branch, and 
under  which  they  will  shelter  themselves  from  the  French. 

That  Pen's  people  may  not  settle  under  the  Susquehanah  River. 

They  have  putt  them  selves  under  the  King  and  give  two  Deer 
Skinns  for  the  King  to  write  upon  them,  aud  put  a  great  read  Scale 
to  them,  that  they  put  all  their  lands  under  His  Ma''  and  no  other 
Goveniment  then  New  Yorke. 

They  desire  these  proposalls  may  be  sent  to  the  King  with  a  Belt 
of  Wampum  peeg  and  another  small  Belt  for  the  Duke  of  York. 
And  they  give  Col.  Dungan  a  Beaver  to  send  over  this  Proiwsall.

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And  my  Lord  KfBngbani  is  desired  to  take  notice  that  Penn's 
agents  would  haue  bought  thn  Susquehanah  River  of  tliem,  but  they 
would  not,  but  fastned  it  to  the  Government  of  New  York. 

That  being  n  free  people  uniting  them  aelues  to  the  EnKlish,  it 
may  be  in  their  power  to  ^ive  their  land  to  what  Sachim  they  please. 


FROM  GOV.  DURGANS  REPORT-1684.  , 

The  ti>ree  lower  Oountya  of  Pensylvania  have  been  a  depeiideoc; 
on  this  Place,  &  a  great  many  of  the  Inhabitants  persons  that  re- 
moved thither  from  this  Govfirmt.  and  I  doe  not  beleive  it  wa,i  liis 
Mat"  intention  to  annex  it  to  Pensylvania  nor  to  have  it  subject  to 
the  same  Laws,  it  being  the  Kings  own  Land,  the  doing  whereof  by 
M'  Fen  there  has  been  of  great  detriment  to  this  Place  io  liindrins 
the  Tobacco  to  come  hither  aa  formerly,  for  then  there  came  two 
sblpps  for  one  that  comes  now ;  Beaver  &  Peltry  taking  up  but  small 
Stowage  in  Sliipps 

And  indeed  it  were  in  my  opinion  very  necessary  for  the  advan- 
tage of  this  Place  and  increase  of  his  Maty  Revenues  that  it  were  see 
ordered  that  the  Tobacco  of  tliese  Countrys  may  bee  imported  hither 
witliout  paying  there  the  duty  of  one  Peuy  ii'  Pound,  and  then  «w 
should  not  bee  at  such  atreights  for  returns,  their  Trade  would  mocb 
increase  and  this  Place  become  a  Mngaztn  fur  the  Neighbouring  Pro- 
vinces, &  care  taken  that  the  Tobncco  be  duly  returned  to  England 
whertaa  now  a  great  part  of  it  goes  another  way  and  soe  its  very 
necessary  that  the  Collector  of  this  Place  should  be  Collector  of  that 
River  for  the  enumerated  commoditys.  And  wee  will  have  soch 
regard  to  the  advantage  of  tliis  Port  that  wee '1  suffer  noe  fraud  to 
bee  committed  there  nor  noe  Tobacco  to  be  exported  but  what  goes 
either  directly  for  England  or  this  Place 

Besides  wee  find  the  contrary  to  bee  very  inconvenient  in  this  that 
whereHS  formerly  the  damnified  Tobacco  wliicli  citme  from  tbence 
not  Gt  for  England  wee  made  up  in  Rolls  &  sent  y  same  up  the 
River  to  the  Indians  who  in  exchange  gave  in  Beaver  &  Peltry,  tot 
want  whereof  his  Mat"  Revenue  here  is  much  impaired  inas  nwcli 
as  the  Indians  are  therefore  forc't  either  to  Plant  the  TobacA)  theot- 
selves  or  to  goe  where  tliey  can  be  furnished  with  it,  &  there  carry 
their  Beavor  and  Peltry  (they  t)eing  of  that  temper  that  they  had 
rather  want  clothes  than  Tobacco)  by  which  means  bis  Mat^  Rev- 
enue sustains  a  double  loss,  one  in  the  ten  Per  cent  such  Tobuvo 
pays  Custom  up  the  River,  &  the  other  in  the  Custom  of  such  Bea- 
ver and  Peltry  as  the  same,  would  |iroduce 
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Further  it  Pensylvanift  bee  continued  as  by  Charter,  running  five 
degrees  to  tlie  Westward  it  will  take  in  the  most  of  the  five  Nutiona 
that  1;«  to  the  Westward  of  Alliany,  and  the  whole  Beaver  ft  Peltry 
Trade  of  ttiat  Place,  the  consequence  wlierenf  will  bee  the  Depopu- 
lation of  tliis  Governm'  for  the  jieople  nuist  follow  the  Trade.  Those 
Indians  &  the  people  of  this  Government  have  been  in  continued 
peace  &  amity  one  with  another  these  Dfty  years.  And  those  Indi- 
ans about  forty  years  agne  did  annex  their  Lands  to  this  Governm' 
&  have  ever  since  constantly  renewed  the  nanie  with  every  Governor 
that  has  beea  here  botli  in  the  time  of  the  Dutch  &  the  English  and 
in  particular  to  myself  who  have  given  them  largely  in  considera- 
tion of  tlieir  lands  •  And  I  am  certainly  informed,  that  they  have 
declared  they  will  goe  and  live  on  y  other  side  of  the  lake  than  bee 
under  any  other  Goverm'  on  this  tliau  ours.  Endeavors  have  been 
used  (tlio  to  noe  imrpose)  to  p''anade  some  of  our  Traders  who  speak 
the  language  to  goe  and  live  uiton  the  Susquehanna  River  tho  I  can- 
not yet  find  out  by  whom  this  has  been  made 

The  Ave  Indian  Nations  are  the  most  warlike  people  in  America, 
&  are  a  bulwark  between  us  &  the  French  &  all  other  Indiana  they 
goe  as  far  as  the  Soiith  Sea  the  North-West  Passage  &  Florida 
to  Warr.  New  England  in  their  last  Warr  with  the  Indians  had 
been  ruined,  had  not  S'  Edmund  Andros  sent  some  of  those  Nations 
to  their  assistance  And  indeed  they  are  soe  considerable  that  all 
the  Indians  in  these  parts  of  America  are  Tributareys  to  them.  I 
suffer  noe  Christians  to  converse  with  them  any  where  but  at  Al- 
b«ny  and  that  not  without  niy  licence. 

Since  I  came  here  the  people  of  Boston  have  sent  them  presents  in 
acknowledgement  of  their  favor  and  friendship.  And  I  was  forc't 
to  go  with  my  Lord  Efflngham  to  bury  his  hatchet  and  theirs  which 
Is  their  way  of  mitking  peace. 

I  have  sent  heivwith  what  the  Nations  that  conquered  the  Sus- 
qneliannasdesiredof  theKingin  my  Lord  EHinghams presence  And 
I  beleive  it  to  be  of  dangerous  conse<|uence  if  denyed. 

This  Government  has  always  been  and  still  is  at  a  great  charge  to 
keep  them  peaceable  &  annexed  to  this  Government  which  isof  that 
moment  that  upon  any  occasion  I  can  have  three  or  four  thousand 
of  their  men  at  a  call 

I  cannot  beleive  that  ever  it  was  the  Kings  intention  to  grant 
away  soe  considerable  a  part  of  this  government  wliicli  has  been  bo 
long  appropriated  to  it  &  even  the  people  think  it  as  a  part  of  them- 
selves aod  would  he  much  troubled  at  a  se|)aration  from  soe  good 
and  ancient  neighbours  that  at  first  of  their  own  free  wills  became 
soe  and  have  ever  since  continued  with  such  constancy  to  desire  and 
maintain  a  mutual  friendship  and  correspondence  If  therefore  his 
Maf  were  pleased  to  have  a  line  run  from  41d  and  40m  in  Delaware 
River  to  the  Falls  upon  the  Susquehanna,  and  to  let  M'  Pen  keep 
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all  below  that  it  would  be  sufficient  for  lilm  the  bounds  below  it 
being  conjectured  to  contain  more  than  all  England  besides  the 
lower  Countyy  which  is  near  upon  100.  miles  trom  ttte  Cape  up  the 
Biver ;  And  in  breadth  naore  than  thirty  miles,  aa  ia  genenly  be- 
leeved 

To  preserve  the  Bearer  &  Feltry  Trade  for  this  and  Albany  uid 
to  bee  an  encouragement  to  our  Beever  Hunters  I  desire  I  may  liave 
Older  to  erect  a  Campagne  Fort  upon  Delaware  in  41d  40m ;  another 
upon  the  Susquehanna  where  his  Uaf  shall  think  fit  M'  Pens  bounds 
aball  terminate.  And  another  at  Une^a  near  the  Great  Lake  in 
the  way  where  our  people  Koe  a  Beaver  bunting  or  tr>tding  or  any 
where  else  where  I  shall  think  convenient  it  being  very  necessary  for 
the  support  of  Trade,  maintainiug  a  correspondence  with  the  fur- 
ther Indians,  &  in  securing  our  right  in  tbe  country  the  Freocb 
mitking  a  pretence  as  far  as  the  Bay  of  Mexico,  for  which  they  have 
no  other  ailment  than  that  they  have  had  ponaession  tikis  twenty 
yeare  by  their  fathers  living  so  long  among  the  Indians  They  have 
fothers  still  among  tbe  five  Xations  aforementioned,  viz,  the  Ua- 
quaee,  the  Sioicaee,  Oayouges,  Uneidea,  and  Unondagues  and  have 
converted  many  of  them  to  the  Christian  Faith  and  doe  their  utmost 
to  draw  them  to  Canada,  to  which  place  there  are  already  6  or  700 
retired  and  more  like  to  doe,  to  the  Great  prejudice  of  this  Govern- 
ment if  not  prevented.  I  have  done  my  endeavors  and  liave  gone 
BO  far  in  it  that  I  have  prevailed  with  the  Indians  to  consent  to  come 
tnck  from  Canada  on  condition  that  I  procure  for  them  a  peece  ot 
Land  called  Serachtague  lying  upon  Hudsons  river  above  40  miles 
above  Albany  and  there  furnish  tiiem  with  Freista

We  Christina  &c.  make  known  that  the  bearer  of  this  Captain 
Jacob  Powelson  with  the  vessel  under  his  command  named  Fieden- 
burgh,  laden  with  men,  cattle  and  other  things  necessary  for  tbe 
cultivation  of  the  country,  designs  departing  from  Holland  U 
America  or  the  West  Indies  and  there  establishing  himself  in  tbe 
country  called  New  Sweden;  we  therefore  beseech  respectively  and 
amicably  all  monarchs  and  republicsortheirofficers  and  servants  to 
whom  the  said  captain  may  address  himself,  and  request  of  thai 
and  expressly  command  our  own  subjects,  to  [Wrmit  freely  and  witb- 
out  obstacle  to  pass,  the  said  vessel  with  all  the  petaous  and  eveiy 
other  thing  which  may  beon  board;  and  according  to  circumstaneH 
to  permit  him  to  return  to  his  country ;  we  promise  to  act  in  like 
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T  and  as  is  becoming  to  others  ;  our  subjects  must  fulQl  our 
express  vlU. 

Given  under  our  Bojal  seal  and  count«rsigned  respectively  with 
the  proper  hand  of  our  Guardians  and  administrators  of  the  King- 
dom of  Sweden — day  and  year  above  written.

We  malce  known  to  you  by  these 
presents,  that  we  have  granted  and  permitted  to  our  very  dear 
Gothart  de  Rheden,  Mr.  De  Horst  and  Fenlund  &c.  to  him  and  those 
interested  with  bira,  to  send  to  New  Sweden  two  or  three  vessels, 
laden  with  men  cattle  and  other  things  necessat}- for  thecultivatiou 
of  the  country,  to  establish  themselves  on  the  North  side  of  the 
South  River  aud  to  there  found  a  Colony.  We  announce  to  you 
likewise,  that  we  have  accorded  to  tliem  a  grant  and  privilege  witli 
several  other  rights.  What  we  exact  from  you  is.  that  you  place  no 
obstacle  to  tlieir  project,  and  moreover  for  your  own  advant^e  and 
common  safety  that  you  be  with  tliem  upon  good  terms.  We  have 
also  the  gracious  intention  of  sending  you  from  Gottenbui^,  next 
spring,  if  it  pleases  God,  one  or  two  vessels  with  all  sorts  of  provi- 
sions ;  and  to  detail  to  you  more  fully  our  views  and  intentions,  ac- 
cording to  which  you  will  have  to  conduct  yourself  in  both  cases.

but  to  employ  my  exertions  to  procure,  as  occasion  presents,  what- 
ever will  be  most  advantageous  to  her  Majesty  and  the  crown  of 
Sweden,  and  moreover  not  to  suffer  any  opportunity  to  pass  of  send- 
ins  to  Sweden  all  information  whicli  may  be  useful  to  her  majesty 
and  the  crown  of  Sweden  ;  and  in  this  and  all  other  things  which 
her  majesty  may  deign  to  confide  to  me  and  order ;  to  fulfil  always 
exactly  her  orders  as  a  faithful  subject  oiiglit  to  do — with  all  tlie  in- 
telligence and  exactness,  of  which  I  am  capable— the  wliole  faith- 
fully &  without  delay.

QUEEN    CHRISTINA'S    GRANT    AND   PRIVILEGE  FOB 

THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A  NEW  COLONY 

IN  NEW  SWEDEN. 

Nykopino,  Jan'y  24, 1640 
We  Christina  Ac  make  known  by  these  presents.  Our  dear  Mr. 
Henry  Hochhanmer  and  others  int«rested  and  in  company  with 
bim,  having  humbly  represented  that  hy  means  of  the  gnint  and 
privilege  whicli  we  granted  them,  they  had  tlie  intention  of  estab- 
lishing a  new  colony  in  the  country  of  new  Sweden ;  after  having 
maturely  weighed  the  circumstances  of  this  affair,  not  only  we  ap- 
prove tlieir  design  but  also  we  wish  to  second  it  and  in  order  to  fa- 
cilitate its  execution  we  grant  them  special  concessions  and  the 
following  privileges : 

Ist. — We  concede  by  these  presents,  and  grant  to  them  permission 
to  cause  to  depart  from  Holland  at  their  expense,  under  our  royal 
protection  and  in  our  name,  two  or  three  vessels  with  men,  cattle 
and  other  things  necessary,  which  from  the  commencemeTit  they 
have  designed  to  transport  from  thence,  for  the  purpose  of  Uiiiding 
them  below  Fort  Cbristlna,  on  the  north  side  of  South  River  and 
there  to  take  by  their  agents  as  well  of  this  side  of  the  river  as  of 
the  otlier,  as  much  lan<l  as  is  necessary  for  their  project,  to  put  tlie 
lands  under  actual  cultivation  in  tlie  s|>ace  of  ten  years,  in  such 
manner  however  that  they  shall  limit  their  possessions  at  least  to 
four  or  Hve  German  miles  froni  Fort  Christina. 

2d.— But  if  the  country  which  at  first  they  shall  have  chosen  does 
not  suit  them,  they  may  without  any  obstacle  choose  tmother; 
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which  nevertheless  shall  only  be  done  with  our  expreae  consent  or 
that  of  our  Governor  in  that  countt?,  to  the  end,  that  no  person  re- 
ceive dami^re  by  it. 

3d.— The  poaaesBion  of  all  that  they  may  thus  occupy  by  virtue  of 
the  first  or  second  articles,  shall  be  Kuaranteedtothem  by  our  royal 
authority  and  never  shall  any  thing  be  taken  from  them  by  us,  eitlwr 
from  them  or  their  descendants. 

4t1i.— All  within  their  district,  be«dee  the  fruit  of  the  snrfaoe, 
minerals,  rivers,  springs,  as  well  as  the  woods  and  forests,  the  fiib, 
the  chase,  even  that  of  the  birds,  the  establishments  upon  the  water, 
the  wind  mills  and  every  other  advantage  and  utility  which  the; 
find  established  or  may  be  estsblished,  shall  remaiu  for  ever  to  them 
and  tlieir  descendants  as  allodial  and  hereditary  property,  &  they 
shall  only  pay  to  us  and  to  our  successors,  as  an  acknowledgment  ot 
oursovereigntypernnnurothreeflorinsof  theempire  for  each  fomily 
established  upon  their  territory. 

6th. — We  grant  in  like  manner  to  them  the  right  of  exercising  in 
their  district  higli  and  low  justice,  of  founding  there  cities  and  vil- 
lage's and  communities,  with  a  certain  police,  statutes  and  ofdi- 
nances,  to  appoint  magistrates  and  officers,  to  take  the  title  and 
armsof  their  said  colony  or  province;  itbeingunderatood  that  they 
and  their  descendants  shall  receive  of  us  and  our  successois  that 
jurisdiction  and  those  royal  rights  as  an  hereditary  fief;  and  that 
they  must  conform  themselves  in  this  case  toall  which  concerns  the 
ordinary  justice  of  flefa. 

6th. — As  in  all  we  reserve  for  us  and  onr  successors  to  the  thrcMie, 
sovereignty,  and  what  depends  uixm  it :  and  especially  appeals  to 
usandourgoveruorsestablishedby  us,  nurwillia,  that  the  statutes 
and  ordinances,  which  they  intend  to  establish,  should  be  commu- 
nicated to  our  said  governor,  and  presented  for  his  approbation  and 
confirmation,  in  order  to  discuss  and  execute  with  him  all  which 
may  most  contribute  to  the  advantage  and  welfare  of  the  whole 
country. 

7Ih.— As  regards  Itetigion  we  are  willing  to  permit  that,  besides 
the  Augshuig  Confession ,  the  exercise  of  the  pretended  reformed 
religion  may  be  established  and  observed  in  that  country  :  in  sncfa 
manner  however  that  those  wlio  profess  the  one  or  the  other  reli- 
gion, live  in  peace,  abstaining  from  every  useless  dispute,  from  all 
scandal  and  from  all  abuse.  Tlie  jiatrons  of  this  colony  shall  be 
obliged  to  support  at  all  times,  as  many  ministers  and  scboolmasteis, 
as  the  number  of  inhabitants  shall  seem  to  require ;  and  to  choose 
moreover  for  this  [>ur|>o8e,  pei^ons  who  liave  at  heart  the  conversion 
of  thepsgan  inhabitants  to  Christianity. 

Sth.— It  is  also  granted  to  the  iiatrons  to  establish  In  this  colony 
all  sorts  of  industry  and  manufacture,  to  engage  in  all  commeice 
and  trade  in  the  country  and  out  ot  it,  as  also  to  go  with  their  ves- 
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wlA  and  can7  on  trade  witb  all  tbe  coast  of  tlie  West  Indies  and 
Africa,  belonging  to  potentates  with  wliom  we  are  not  at  war,  as 
well  as  in  the  rivers  and  bays  wliich  belong  to  them ;  not  otherwise 
nevertheless  than  with  vessels  and  yachts  which  buve  been  built  In 
New  Sweden — and  our  desire  is  for  tlie  advantage  of  their  expedi- 
tions to  lend  them  all  the  aBsistance  which  depends  upon  us. 

9tb.— For  all  the  merchandize  which  tbey  shall  cause  to  be  trans- 
ported from  New  Sweden  into  the  countries  of  Europe,  the  depot 
sbiidl  be  Gottenburg.  It  shall  not  however  be  required  of  the  mer- 
chants to  pass  the  sound,  if  they  wish  to  go  to  some  other  part  of 
eur  kingdom.  As  to  foreign  ports  which  do  not  depend  upon  the 
crown  of  Sweden,  it  shall  not  be  permitted  to  them  to  ent«r,  except 
En  case  of  absolute  necessity ;  and  in  this  case,  they  shall  be  no  less 
required  to  repair  to  Gottenburg  afterwards,  there  to  shew  the 
reasons  which  compelled  tbem  to  enter  a  foreign  port,  to  pay  duty 
on  the  merchandize  which  they  ahull  have  siild  elsewhere,  and  to 
equip  their  vessels  anew ;  and  we  wish  that  all  shall  conduct  them- 
selves in  such  a  manner  that  there  accrue  no  damage  to  the  revenue 
heretofore  granted  and  made  to  the  commercial  Company  of  New 
England  to  which  they  must  conform  themselves. 

10th.— We  exempt  also  by  these  presents  the  said  patrons  and  the 
colonies  sut^ect  to  them  for  ten  successive  years,  from  all  impost, 
duty,  excise,  and  every  other  contribution  and  charge,  whether  real 
or  personal,  of  wliatever  name.  They  shall  only  pay  as  is  men- 
tioned in  the  4th  article,  the  thi«e  florins,  ou  the  goods  and  mer- 
chandize which  shall  be  transported  into  our  states;  and  If  these 
goods  and  merchandize  are  again  exported,  they  shall  be  then  free 
from  the  duties  of  the  custom-house  usual  in  the  kingdom ;  at  the 
same  time  they  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  which  we  grant  to  our 
other  subjects. 

Ilth. — At  the  end  of  ten  years  ail  tliat  has  been  decreed  by  the 
preceding  article  witli  respect  to  the  customs  of  our  kingdom  shall 
remain  in  force,  and  at  the  same  time  they  shall  pay  in  New  Sweden 
S  per  cent,  on  all  goods  which  shall  enter  there  or  carry  away  &  as 
the  expense  for  the  wages  of  officers  necessary  in  the  country,  for 
the  support  of  fortresses  and  other  indispensable  fortifications  must 
be  derived  from  the  Customs ;  they  cannot  refuse  to  assist  for  that 
object  by  other  contributions,  according  to  the  necessity  as  the  time 
and  circumstances  shall  require,  to  the  end  that  we  may  have 
greater  reason  tosecure  to  tliem  and  their  posterity  tranquillity  and 
safety. 

l^h.— We  desire  beside  tliat  they  shall  take  special  care  that  it 
shall  not  be  [lermitted  to  any  person  of  the  colony  to  take  either 
man  or  woman,  domestic  or  servant  from  tbe  service  to  whicli  tbey 
are  bound  to  their  master,  nor  tu  take  into  tbelr  service  any  person 
who  before  the  time  fixed  by  his  engagement  has  of  his  own  authority, 
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left  hia  service  without  express  peimiseion  of  his  former  master,  and 
on  this  point  the  Governor  is  specially  authorized  to  support  the 
master  in  his  riglits. 

13th. — We  pennit  &  grant  by  these  presents  to  the  under-written 
masters  of  vessels  to  send  everywhere  in  the  ocean  for  (tab,  their 
vessels  built  in  New  Sweden.  It  is  also  permitted  to  them  to  con- 
duct and  sell  the  Ash  which  they  shall  have  taken,  not  only  to  all 
quarters  of  the  W.  Indies,  but  also  if  convenient  to  them,  to  all 
places  sit  uat«d  on  thestreighto  of  Gibraltar  and  upon  the  ilediter- 
raneAn  sea ;  upon  condition,  however,  that  the  whole  he  first  duly 
declared  and  registered  by  our  agents,  that  the  customs  he  paid. and 
that  there  be  no  fraud,  and  moreovef  that  they  observe  exactly  all 
that  is  directed  in  article  9  in  res])ect  to  tiie  depot  of  Gottenburg, 

]4th.— In  case  any  of  the  said  patrons  or  their  descendants,  hap- 
pen hereafter  to  discover  in  the  country  above  described,  any  min- 
erals, precious  stones,  coral,  chrystal,  marble,  a  pearl  fishery,  occa- 
sion for  making  salt  or  other  like  things— those  who  discover  tbem 
are  at  liberty  to  work  them  with  consent  of  our  governor ;  and  he 
shall  enjoy  without  any  charge  during  ten  yeara  the  whole  produc« 
of  the  discovery ;  after  ten  years  have  passed  he  shall  in  preference 
to  all  others  be  maintained  and  protected  in  said  possession,  with 
the  obligation  to  pay  to  us  per  year  a  certain  annual  sum  to  be  then 
determined. 

15th.— We  take  by  these  presents  the  said  patrons  and  their  Colon; 
under  own  special  protection,  and  we  are  disposed  to  defend  Uiein 
and  protect  them,  at  all  times,  andas  much  as  in  our  power,  against 
all  attacks  as  well  as  to  watch  over  their  interests,  and  to  procure 
by  all  means  their  well  being  as  well  as  that'of  all  our  faithful  sub- 
jects. 

JOth.— On  the  contrary  they  will  be  held,  they  and  iheir  descend- 
ants not  to  be  wanting  in  those  things  which  they  owe  us  and  if  we 
shall  have  war  with  any  king  or  republic  to  take  as  much  to  heart 
the  interests  of  our  faithful  suljieGts  as  their  own,  to  lend  us  their 
assistance  and  co-operate  as  much  as  time  and  circumstances  will 
permit  for  the  preservation  of  our  states,  and  of  their  own  pros- 
l)erity.  We  desire  moreover  that  they  and  their  posterity  be  always 
exempt  from  enrolments  and  from  compulsory  military  service. 

ITth.— We  exempt  in  like  manner  the  said  inhabitants  of  New 
.Sweden,  as  well  as  their  ))osterity,  from  all  confiscation  of  property; 
and  we  desire  thSt  fines,  whatever  may  be  the  offence,  do  a<A 
amount  to  more  than  100  florins  of  the  Empire  or  40  Rix  Dollars ; 
and  we  reserve  to  ourselves  every  other  species  of  punishment  ac- 
cording to  the  quality  of  the  offence. 

18t1i.^-And  as  the  said  patrons  think  of  transporting  into  said 
country  in  a  few  years,  a  more  considerable  number  of  men  uul 
beasts,  and  several  other  things  necessary  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
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earth,  the  construction  of  houses  and  the  founding  a  city,  they  are 
iwrmitted  not  only  for  ouce,  but  even  severai  times,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  articlee,  to  transport  tlietn  directly  fi'om  Holland, 
each  time,  however  with  our  knowledge  and  special  permission, 
more  particularly,  as  always  the  equipments  were  ordinarily  made 
at  Gott«nburg.  For  more  ample  conHrmatlon  of  all  this,  we  have 
caused  to  be  affixed  to  this  letter  our  private  seal,  and  we  have  rati- 
fied it  by  our  proiier  signature  and  that  of  our  respective  guardians 
and  administrators  of  the  kingdom  of  Sweden.

To  OUT  beloved  (md  Lieges,  riretting — We  make  known  to  you  espe- 
cially, that  Gotliard  de  Rhedere,  Sieur  De  Horst  and  Vreeland  So 
his  associates,  a  long  time  since  besought  us  to  give  them  a  grant 
and  privilege  to  found  a  Colony  in  the  country  of  New  Sweden,  as 
is  no  doubt  well  known  to  you  ;  however,  that  after  having  delib- 
erately weighed  this  business,  we  have  caused  to  be  sent  them,  this 
privilege  in  due  form— but  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  these 
persons  should  give  us  for  guaraiity,  a  counter  obligation ;  we  have 
required  that  the  said  privilege  witli  the  other  original  tetters  which 
thereto  belong,  be  sent  you  with  this  injunctioi)^  that  for  guaranty 
thereof,  you  requireof  the  said  persons  a  similar  counter  obligation 
— we  send  you  the  form  of  said  obligation.  You  will  do  us  a  favor 
by  completing  it  still  further ;  and  moreover,  to  endeavour  that  the 
words  "  BO  far  as  regards  the  state  of  New  Sweden"  be  excluded : 
more  especially  as  their  new  obligation,  even  without  that,  signifies 
no  other  thing,  as  their  other  obligations  and  duties  towards  tlieir 
country  remain  in  full  force.

PLENARY  POWERS  TO  JOHN  PRINTZ,  GOVERNOR  OF 
NEW  SWEDEN. 

Stockholm,  Augst.  16, 1A42. 
We  Christina  &c  Sx.  Make  known  that  several  of  our  faithful 
subjects  having  com  men  ct^  vUiting  tlie  coasts  nf  the  West  Indies; 
and  having  purchased  in  form  and  having  already  occupied  a  con- 
siderable part  of  that  country  which  they  have  named  New  Sweden : 
in  consequence,  as  their  laudable  project,  the  navigation  which  they 
have  undertaken,  and  the  cultivation  which  they  are  disposed  to 
make,  cannot  but  increase  and  facilitate  commerce,  to  give  them 
more  vigor  and  extent  not  only  we  have  approved  their  design  and 
taken  the  countiy  and  ita  inhabitants  under  our  royal  protection, 
but  again  to  favor  and  to  strengthen  the  work  which  they  have 
oommenced,  we  have  given  to  the  country  aind  inhabitants,  oursob- 
jects,  a  Governor,  and  have  named  as  we  do  here,  by  virtue  of  this 
letter  patent,  our  very  fAithful  subject,  the  above  named  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  of  cavalry,  John  Printz,  for  Governor  of  New  Sweden— 
and  also  according  as  he  is  bound  to  us  and  the  crown  of  Sweden, 
he  engages  himself  to  administer  and  govern  said  country,  and  to 
defend  its  inhabitants  t^ainat  all  violence  and  foreign  attachment, 
and  to  preserve  abo^e  all  tliat  country  in  safe  and  faithful  hand*. 
Also  be  must  preserve  amity,  good  neighbourhood  and  corr«^Mmd- 
CDce  with  foreigners,  with  those  who  depend  upon  his  government, 
and  the  natives  of  the  country ;  to  render  justice  without  distinc* 
tion,  so  that  tliere  shall  be  injury  to  no  one— and  if  any  penon  be- 
have himself  grossly,  he  must  punish  him  in  a  convenient  manner 
and  as  regards  the  cultivation  of  the  country,  he  must  in  a  liberal 
manner  regulate  and  continue  it,  so  that  the  Inhabitants  may  de- 
rive from  it  their  honest  support,  and  even  that  commerce  may  re- 
ceive from  it  a  sensible  increase— as  to  himself,  be  will  ao  conduct 
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in  his  goveninient  as  to  be  willing  and  able  faithfully  to  answer  for 
it  before  God,  before  ua  and  ever;  brave  Swede,  regulating  himself 
by  tlie  instructious  giveii  to  him. 

For  thise  causea  we  order  by  these  presents  in  general  and  par- 
ticular all  those  who  see  them,  and  especially  to  all  the  colonists', 
who  are  our  subjects  and  those  of  the  crown  of  i^weden,  who  are 
established  and  live  In  New  Sweden,  to  acknowledge  the  said  John 
Printz  iu  the  quality  of  our  Governor  in  the  said  country,  to  obey 
him  and  respect  him  in  every  thing  which  he  may  order  for  our 
greatest  advantage  and  that  of  our  kingdom.  Such  is  our  will  and 
every  person  must  conform  as  is  his  duty  and  with  all  his  power. 
In  faith  of  which,  &c.

We  Christina,  make  known :  Having  judged  It  suitable  &  neces- 
sary to  confide  to  our  trusty  John  Printz,  formerly  lieutenant  Col. 
of  Cavalry,  the  government  of  New  (Sweden,  and  the  said  John 
Priutz  having  accepted  it  in  good  will: — andalsobavhigin  him  the 
greatest  confidence,  that  according  to  his  duties  he  will  be  duly 
faithful  to  us  and  to  the  crown  of  Sweden,  he  will  seek  to  favor  and 
procure  our  advantage  and  that  of  the  crown  ;  aa  also  that  of  the 
Navigation  Company  (who  have  undertaken  this  navigation,  and 
haveboiight  the  country)— that  if  there  was  anydamage  tofear,  he 
will  take  notice  of  It  in  time,  and  avert  it  as  far  as  possible ;  and 
that  moreover,  lie  wilt  watch  over  all  that  shall  be  commanded, 
[weAcribed  and  confided  In  a  special  Instruction.  In  consideration 
thereof,  we  secure  to  him  an  annual  compensation  and  support  as 
loiig  as  he  shall  remain  in  said  service.  Twelve  hundred  silver  Dol- 
lars; and  as  long  as  he  shall  remain  in  the  country  he  shall  draw 
regularly  these  12U0  silver  Dollars  from  the  revenue  which  exists 
already,  or  which  shall  be  regulated  hereafter — and  this  salary  shall 
commence  to  be  paid  to  him  from  the  1st  January  1642.    Our  C'oun* 
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sellors,  of  the  Chamber  and  of  Finance,  our  Treasiirais  and  all 
others,  to  whom  it  belongs,  must  regulate  themselves  accordiuK 
hereto.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  JOHN  PRINTZ,  GOVEHNOR  OF 
NEW  SWEDEN. 

Agreeably  to  wbicli  her  majcHty  our  very  gracious  Queen,  wishes 
Sr.  John  Print?.,  Lieutenant  of  Cavalry,  and  now  appointed  Gover- 
nor of  New  Sweden,  to  regulati'  himself  during  hia  voyage  towards 
said  country  and  when  he  shall  have  arrived  there,  &c. 

Stockholm,  Aug.  15, 1042. 
I.  , 

As  some  aubjecta  of  her  majesty  &  the  crown  of  Sweden  have  un- 
dertaken some  time  since  to  visit  the  coasts  of  the  West  Indies,  and 
as  already  they  have  had  the  good  fortune  of  conquering  &  pur- 
chasing a  considerable  portion  of  territory,  &  of  there  establishing 
commerce,  eq>ecially  with  the  design  of  extending  the  jurisdictino 
&  sovereignty  of  her  majesty  A  the  ci-own  of  Sweden,  aDd  have 
called  that  country  "  New  Sweden  ;"  her  majesty,  after  having  ex- 
amined &  judged  that  this  voyage  which  tliey  had  projected  and  ex- 
ecuted, was  not  only  laudable  and  reasonable  in  itself,  but  also  that 
it  would  attract  more  respect  to  her  majesty  and  the  crown  of 
Sweden,  and  procure  for  them  in  time,  really  greater  advantage  and 
strength— her  majesty  therefore  in  order  to  favor  this  euterpriae 
and  to  aid  those  who  have  particii>ated  in  It,  has  furnished  tbeoi, 
for  the  continuation  of  this  important  trade,  and  for  securing  sod 
strengthening  the  establishments  already  commenced  in  New 
Sweden,  and  fortheubtaining  this  laudable  end,  two  vessels  to  make 
the  voyage,  the  one  named  the  Stork,tlie  other  the  R«nown,  as  also 
several  other  necessary  resources,  under  the  orders  of  a  Governor, 
whom  hermajesty  has  provided  with  full, convenient,  and  sufficient 
power— has  appointed  to  this  station  Lieutenant  Colonel  John 
Printz,  and  has  judged  proper  to  give  to  him  the  following  iostntc- 
tiona— 
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II. 

The  Governor  of  New  Sweden  must  first  and  withont  delay,  as 
the  said  vessels  have  already  sailed  for  Gottenburg,  depart  hence 
and.direct  his  course  by  land  in  such  manner,  that  he  may  )«  able 
to  arrive  by  the  first  opportunity.  Beiu);  arrived  at  Gottenburg  he 
must,  in  tiie  best  manner  be  is  able,  and  esi>ecially  ngreeably  to  the 
special  regulations  which  the  company  shall  have  been  able  to  make, 
aid  them  in  disposing  and  ordering  every  thing,  and  as  far  as  re- 
gards him  and  those  under  his  orders,  to  arrange  things  in  such  a 
manner,  that  he  may  be  able  to  depart  with  the  vessels  and  be  at  sea 
m  the  month  of  September  next. 

III. 

But  before  or  aa  soon  as  the  vessels  leave  Gottenburg,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  Governor  with  the  Captains  and  the  persons  wlio 
usually  form  his  council,  should  deliberate  upon  t|ie  nature  of  the 
wind  and  other  circumstances,  and  decide  whetlier  to  direct  his 
course  to  tlie  north  of  Scotland,  or  through  the clianuel  which  sejw- 
rates  France  from  England. 

IV.     ■ 

On  the  pa.ssage  and  during  all  the  voyage,  he  must  take  care  that 
the  captains  and  crew  discharge  their  duties  at  sea  witli  fidelity  and 
exactness,  and  in  all  occurrences  of  any  importanceand  which  merit 
reflection,  he  must  ask  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  above  per- 
sons whoordinarily  form  tlie  council  of  vessels;  and  if  there  pisses 
any  thing  worthy  of  remark,  he  must  note  it,  by  keeping  a  joni-nal 
or  exact  protocol,  and  send  us  a  copy  of  it  by  every  opportunity. 
V. 

When  (should  it  please  God,)  the  Governor  shall  have  arrived  at 
New  Sweden,  he  should  take  care,  that  the  frontlersof  the  country 
of  which  our  subjects  have  Uiken  possession,  extends,  by  virtue  of 
ttie  cunti-act  with  the  savage  inhabitants  as  legitimate  proprietaries, 
from  the  borders  of  the  sea  to  Cape  Henlopen,  in  returning  south 
west  towards  Uodyns  isay  and  then  towards  the  great  South  river 
BH  far  as  Minquas  kill,  where  is  constructed  fort  Christina  and  fi-om 
thence  again  towards  South  river,  and  tlie  whole  to  a  place  'vhicti 
the  savages  call  Sankikan,  which  is  at  the  same  time  the  place  where 
are  the  last  limits  of  New  Sweden.  This  district  or  this  extent  of 
counti7,may  be  in  length  about  30  German  miles;  but  as  to  the 
width  in  the  interior  of  the  country  it  has  been  stipulated  and  de- 
creed in  the  contracts  that  the  subjects  of  her  majesty  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  navigation  company  may  take  as  much  of  the  country  as 
they  wish. 

VI. 

Seeing  that  in  the  year  preceding  (1641),  several  English  families 
to  the  number  of  about  60  persons  established  themselves  and  began 
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to  build  houses  and  cultivate  the  earth  in  other  places,  viz :  on  the 
Eastern  side  of  said  South  river,  near  a  small  river  named  Ferken^ 
kill ;  the  said  subjects  of  her  majesty  and  the  members  of  the  com- 
pany,  have  witli  tlie  intention  of  attracting  to  ttiem,  the  Engliah, 
bought  from  the  savages  who  inhabited  the  country,  all  the  said 
western  part,  from  the  mouth  of  the  great  river  to  Cape  Hay  and 
even  to  another  small  river,  NarratisenkslcUl,  the  whole  extending 
about  12  German  miles,  comprising  therein  even  Ferkens  kill, above 
menlioned.  The  Governor  ought  to  maintain  this  contract  of  pur- 
chase inviolable,  and  with  force,  and  thus  to  attract  these  English 
families  under  the  authority  and  power  of  her  majesty  the  crowu  of 
Sweden ;  since,  according  to  report,  they  show  tliemselvea  auffi' 
cieiitly  disposed,  but  it  may  be  imagined  that  they  are  willing  to 
submit  tliemselves  as  a  free  people,  to  a  sovereign  who  can  defend 
and  pTot«ct  them,  believing  themselves  able  to  increase  in  a  abort 
time  to  the  number  of  several  hundreds.  But  although  these  may 
be  reasons  why  the  Governor  seeks  to  subject  the  English  to  the 
jurisdictionof  the  crown  of  Swedeu,  yet  as  her  ma]eflty  judges- that 
it  will  be  Ijetter  and  more  advantageous  for  her,  for  the  crown,  and 
for  those  interested,  to  be  able  tti  disembarrass  themselves  of  it 
honestly,  and  for  them  to  leave  the  country,  her  majesty  leaves  it 
to  the  discretion  of  Gov.  Friutz  to  endeavor  to  obtain  this  point, 
and  for  it  to  work  under-hand  as  much  as  possible,  with  good  man* 
ners  and  with  success. 

vir. 

It  is  not  now  a  subject  of  doubt,  that  the  Dutch  West  India  Com- 
pany, endeavours  and  wishes  to  appropriate  to  itself,  the  portion  of 
land  where  the  English  are  established,  and  certainly  also  all  the 
eastern  part  of  the  great  South  river ;  and  so  much  the  more  as 
their  fort  or  redoubt  Kaasau,  which  is  now  occupied  by  about  90 
men,  is  not  very  far  from  the  eastern  side  of  this  river.  Since  they 
make  no  pretentions  to  all  the  western  part  of  the  said  South  river, 
and  consequeutly  of  all  that  of  which  our  subjects  are  in  possesBioQ 
—Imagining  that  by  their  fort  Xaasau,  they  have  acqoiied  and  re- 
served the  possession  of  all  the  South  river,  and  of  all  the  country 
situated  ou  both  sides  of  said  river :  It  ia  for  this  reason  that  tbey 
have  protested  against  the  subjects  of  her  majesty  for  comineoclDg 
to  occupy  and  cultivate  the  eurth,And  as  much  as  poaaible  tbey 
have  never  been  willing  to  permit  and  grant  to  our  subjects  to  as- 
cend the  South  river  before  their  fort  Nassau:  consequently,  tbe 
Governor  will  comport  himself  as  is  agreeable  towards  the  members 
of  the  Dutch  West  India  company,  and  represent  to  them  with 
mildness  and  moderation,  that  her  majesty  and  her  subjects  hare 
only  had  in  this  matter  a  reasonable  and  just  intention ;  that  is, 
that  they  only  sought  and  that  tbey  now  only  seek  to  open  a  free 
communication  for  commerce,  that  the  subjects  of  her  n   '       '    ' 
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bought  in  due  form  from  the  leffitimateproprletorsof  the  soil,  that 
which  they  pos^jesaed  ;  and  had  commenced  cultivating  it,  and  that 
thua  they  could  nut,  without  tlie  greutest  injustice,  act  against  lier 
mi^esty  nnd  her  subjects,  nor  trouble  them  in  their  possessions.  If 
the  said  Dutch  Company,  contrary  to  all  hope,  show  any  hostile  in- 
tentiona,  nothing  would  be  more  pro|>er  than  to  be  upon  guard, and 
to  tiiink  of  tlie  means  of  repelling  force  by  force  as  far  as  possible, 
as  circumstnnces  will  ))ermit.  As  we  cannot  here  judge  of  such 
things  as  niton  the  spot,  her  majesty  leaves  to  the  discretion  of  tlie 
G»vernor,  to  seek  first  to  i-emove  these  disagreements  l^  mildnesa 
and  representation ;  but  if  that  does  not  succeed,  to  act  with  vigor 
BO  as  to  cause  her  majesty  to  be  rea|>ected  and  those  interested,  and 
to  procure  their  advantage.  But  if  these  unfortunate  events  do  not 
happen,  aa  we  hope, and  the  suhjectsoflier  majesty  are  not  troubled 
in  their  lawful  imsaessiona,  the  Governor  must  then  maintain  amity 
and  good  neighborhood  with  tlie  said  Dutch  at  Fort  Nassau  and 
with  those  who  are  established  higher  up  the  North  river  at  Man • 
hatan  or  New  Amsterdam ;  and  in  like  manner  with  the  English 
who  inhabit  Virginia,  and  not  to  interfere  with  that  wliicb  they 
actnally  possess — especially  because  tlie  English  of  the  frontiers  of 
Virginia  have  already  commenced  to  procure  for  thesubjectaof  her 
majesty  in  New  (Sweden,  all  sorts  of  necessary  provisions,  and  have 
even  offered  to  cause  these  to  come  at  a  reasonable  price— to  supply 
our  demandi  whether  of  cattle  or  of  grain ;  ttie  Governor  therefore 
must  seek  to  continue  this  correspondence  commenced  witli  the 
English— leave  to  commerce  a  free  and  uncontrolled  course,  and 
manage  tlie  interests  and  advantage  of  her  majesty  and  subjects. 

VIII. 
As  to  tln«e  of  the  Dutcli  nation  who  liave  gone  to  New  Sweden 
and  are  tijere  established,  and  under  the  protection  of  her  majesty 
and  the  crown  of  Sweden,  and  who  have  for  commandant  Jist  de 
Bogard,  the  Governor  must  after  the  contents  of  the  grant  and 
privilege  which  her  majesty  has  given  to  their  principal,  evidence 
all  good  will  and  good  fellowship  to  tliem  and  their  governor ;  but 
at  the  same  time,  must  see  to  it,  that  on  their  part  they  fulfil  the 
conditions  stipulated  in  the  privilege  which  has  been  granted  to 
them,  and  also  obey  the  order  which  has  been  signified  to  them  this 
year ;  that  being  es(Rl)lished  too  near  to  fort  Christina,  (as  report 
says  they  are  distant  from  it  only  3  miles,)  they  must  abandon  said 
place  and  occupy  one  more  dist.mt  from  the  Fort — however,  her 
majesty  leaves  to  the  good  pleasure  of  the  Governor  and  his  local 
knowletlge  to  decide,  if  after  notice  taken  of  the  conduct  of  these 
Dutch  and  of  the  situation  of  the  place  which  tliey  occupy,  he  ought 
to  leave  tliera  quietly  there,  or  make  in  this  respect  the  dis[>osition 
and  arrangement  which  he  may  find  most  useful  and  most  advan- 
49— Vol.  V. 
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tageouB  to  her  majesty  and  to  the  meoibers  of  the  Navis^tion 
Otimpan;. 

IX. 
The  Governor  will  treat  with  much  humanity  &  mildness  the  na- 
tions bordering  upon  all  the  other  side,  and  will  see  tliat  neither 
violence  nor  injustice  is  done  them  by  the  people  of  her  majesty,  nor 
by  those  of  the  iiforesaid  subjects;  but  on  the  contrary,  he  most 
labor  on  all  occasions,  that  these  savage  people  be  instructed  in  the 
Chrbitiaii  religion  and  tbedivlneservice,or  civilized,  well  regulated, 
happy,  and  as  auch  to  be  free ;  he  mnst  particularly  dispose  them  to 
it  and  endeavor  to  bring  them  to  believe  that  be  (the  Governor)  and 
all  the  people  under  bis  orders  are  not  come  into  the  countrj  to  do 
them  any  evil  or  injustice,  but  ratlier  to  procure  for  tbem  that  of 
which  tl>ey  have  need  in  order  to  live  reciprocally  in  common  and 
to  sell  and  elichnnge  provisions  afiainst  other  things  which  they  have 
and  from  which  they  know  not  how  to  derive  any  pruflt.  The  gov- 
ernor must  therefore  take  care,  that  the  people  of  her  niajesty  and 
those  of  the  company  wlio  trade  with  the  savages,  fumiab  them 
with  the  things  they  require,  at  lower  prices,  than  .those  they  re- 
ceive from  the  Dutch  of  Fort  Nassau,  or  from  the  English,  their 
neighbors:  so  that  they  may  by  this  means,  disengage  tbeio  from 
these  people,  and  accustom  them  more  to  our  subjects. 


As  to  the  place  of  residence  of  the  Governor,  her  majesty  Ipstm 
It  to  his  disposal  to  choose  it,  according  as  he  may  judge  that  afUn 
may  there  be  continued,  and  that  his  residence  may  there  be  estab- 
lished in  the  most  convenient  mantier.  The  Governor  will  chooK 
a  place  suitable  for  building  a  fortress,  either  at  Cape  Henlo)ien .  or 
at  that  named  "James'  Island,"  or  in  any  other  favorable  position 
which  may  present  itself;  and  before  any  other  consideration,  he 
must  )>articularly  pay  attention,  that  by  such  a  fortress,  tlie  Soutb 
river  may  be  shut,  if  it  is  possible,  or  commanded  by  said  fortress: 
likewise,  if  it  can  be  found  without  too  much  trouble,  there  to  trace 
a  convenient  port  where  the  vessels  of  ber  rnxjesty  and  of  her  sob- 
jectsmay  be  in  safety,  and  even  pass  the  winter  there,  if  necessity 
require  it, 

XI. 

If  the  Governor  does  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  so  great  haste 
in  fortifying  a  new  place,  and  that  he  can  protect  himself  with  fort 
Chriafina,  he  ought  so  much  more  seriously  to  hasten  agricultnir. 
to  engt^^  the  people  to  give  themselves  to  it  with  xeal,  applying 
themselves  especially  to  sowing  enough  grain,  so  that  the  people  un- 
der his  orders  may  derive  from  it  what  is  neceesary  for  their  supinrt- 
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XII. 

Afterwnrdshe  must  turn  his  itttention  to  the cultureof  Tobacco, 

and  allot  to  it  a  certain  number  of  laborers, ao  th<it  tlie  culture  of  it 

may  increase  more  and  more,  that  all  the  vessels  wtiicli  go  to  tliat 

country  may  bring  back  a  great  quantity  of  it. 

XIII. 

In  order  tliat  the  flocks  of  sheep  and  cattle  may  be  better  treated 
and  more  conveniently  divided,  the  governor  must  principally  take 
care  to  procure  a  good  race  of  all  tlie  species ;  and  besides  those 
which  shall  be  sent  from  hence,  he  will  cause  to  be  bought  from  his 
neighbors  the  English,  those  of  which  he  shall  have  most  need — he 
will  afterwards  divide  them  among  those  who  pursue  agriculture 
under  such  conditions  and  in  the  manner  which  he  shall  find  most 
favorable  to  those  interested  with  him. 

XIV. 

Among  other  things  &  before  all  he  must  direct  his  attention  to 
the  sheep,  in  order  to  Imve  a  good  species,  and  afterwards  seek  to 
establish  as  many  sheepfolds  as  he  can,  so  that  in  future,  a  consid- 
erable portion  of  good  wool  may  be  seut  here, 
XV. 

He  must  also  endeavor  to  support  in  good  condition,  as  much  as 
possible,  the  trade  in  peltries  with  the  Indians,  to  have  an  inspec- 
tion, and  in  order  to  prevent  all  fraud,  to  establish  commissaries, 
and  so  provide,  that  iier  mitjesty,  her  subjects  and  those  interested 
in  the  company,  may  expect  good  returns  for  their  cargoes— lln ally, 
he  must  take  good  care,  that  no  person  whosoever  be  permitted  to 
trade  in  peltries  with  the  Indians ;  but  tliat  this  trade  be  done  iu 
the  name  and  on  the  account  of  the  company  by  the  agents  ap- 
pointed for  this  purpose. 

XVI. 

As  to  the  advantages  which  the  countiy  may  procure  in  future, 
time  and  opportunity  will  bring  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Governor 
upon  tlie  spot,  particularly  as  New  Sweden  has  the  same  climate  as 
Portugal,  it  is  supposed,  that  u|)un  the  sea  coast  manufactures  of 
salt  may  be  established ;  but  in  case  the  heat  of  the  sun  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  procure  a  [lerfect  salt,  they  may  however  regulate  by  it  the 
smallest  quantity  of  salt  water  which  may  be  congulated  by  the  fire 
without  much  trouble  or  much  expense.  The  governor  must  more- 
over pay  attention  to  it,  and  make  the  trial,  and  if  it  Is  possible,  set 
to  work  and  execute  it. 

XVII. 

And  as  almost  every  where  in  New-Sweden  they  find  vines  and 
grapes>wUd,  and  as  the  climate  appears  suitable  to  the  culture  of 
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the  vine,  the  Governor  must  pay  attention  to  it,  and  he  will  be  aUe 
In  a  little  time  to  pmctice  this  culture  and  all  that  depends  upon  it. 

XVIII. 
ne  must  also  cause  all  places  to  be  examined  iu  order  Ui  know  if 
there  are  to  he  found  tliere  any  metals  or  minerals,  and  if  he  per- 
ceives tliat  there  are  any  to  send  here  a  [)articular  account  of  them 
and  to  wait  from  henc«  for  ulterior  orders. 

XIX. 

As  to  the  superfluous  wood,  the  Governor  must  reflect  and  ex- 
amine how  and  in  wtiat  manner  we  ma;  derive  profit  from  it  ti)  the 
advantage  of  tlie  country  ;  and  especially  wimt  use  we  may  expect 
from  the  oak  and  nut  trees;  as  it  may  be  possible  to  send  a  (lood 
quantity  as  ballast ;  we  must  also  try  if  tlie  nuts  by  pressure  may 
not  furnish  oil. 

XX. 

The  Governor  must  give  attention,  how  and  in  what  place  fish- 
eries may  be  established  in  ordertoderive  advantage  from  tliemand 
upon  the  above,  gain  every  information,  especially  as  according  to 
a  report  they  may,  with  proflt,  at  certain  times  in  the  year  establish 
tlie  whale  fisheries  in  Godyn's  Kay  and  its  neighborhood— be  must 
have  his  eye  upon  this  object  and  send  here  an  exact  accouut  of 
what  he  shall  obtain  in  respect  to  it  as  well  as  witli  respect  tootlter 
things  of  the  countiy  and  announce  wliat  hopft  we  may  have  In 
future. 

XXI. 

Tlie  Governor  must  also  carefully  inform  himself  if  there  is  in  the 
country  sufficient  nourishment  and  convenience  for  their  raising* 
large  quantity  of  silk  worms  and  of  pursuing  tlieculture  of  •tilb  and 
if  he  observes  and  finds,  that  any  advantage  may  he  derive*)  f  rum  it 
—he  must  consider  how  be  may  make  a  good  establishment. 

XXII. 
As  to  wliat  relates  to  a  good  cultivation  of  the  countrj-  and  which 
we  cannot  so  exactly  detail  here,  her  majesty  desires  to  refer  it  to 
the  fidelity,  jirudence  and  zeal  of  tlie  Governor  recommending  to 
him  seriously  ami  principally  to  seek  in  all  the  service  of  her  ma- 
jesty and  of  the  crown  of  Sweden  and  to  maintain  her  sovreignty,  as 
also  the  advantage  and  profit  of  those  interested  in  the  preservation 
of  New  Sweden,  every  species  of  culture  possible  a  good  traffic  in 
the  productions  of  the  country. 

XXIII. 

But  above  nil  that,  what  ever  regards  the  police,  government  and 
Justice  must  l>e  done  in  tlie  name  of  her  majesty  and  of  the  crown 
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of  Sweden,  since  the  country  enjoys  the  protection  of  her  majesty 
and  of  the  crown  an:l  as  the  crown  has  the  greatest  interest  in  the 
preservation  and  cultivation  of  ttie  said  country  and  in  tlie  com- 
merce wlilch  results  from  it— It  is  not  possible  to  give  here,  at  so 
great  a  distance,  perfect  and  detailed  instructions  on  guvemment 
but  we  must  leave  to  thediscretion  and  intelligence  of  the  Governor 
to  make  after  the  knowledge  he  may  have  of  the  country,  such  ar- 
rangement and  regulations  aa  he  may  judge  the  times  aad  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  country  require.  At  first  and  until  affairs  shall  be 
better  established  the  Governor  may  make  use  of  his  own  seal,  but 
with  great  form,  in  at]  the  contracts, correspondence  and  other  acts 
which  he  shall  dispatch. 

XXIV. 

lie  will  deside  all  controversies  according  to  the  laws,  customs 
and  usages  of  Sweden  and  in  all  other  things  he  will  adopt  and  fol- 
low all  the  laudable  manners,  customs  and  usages  of  the  kingdom 
of  Sweden. 

XXV. 

He  will  have  power  to  bring  to  ol)edience  and  order,  by  necessary 
and  convenient  means  tlie  mutinous  and  refractory  ))ersons  who 
will  not  live  in  peace ;  and  he  may  punish  great  offendei-s,  if  he  Hnds 
any,  not  only  by  imprisonment  other  proportionate  punishments  but 
even  with  death  according  to  the  crime  and  if  he  can  seize  the  crim- 
inal ;  but  not  otherwise  than  according  to  the  ordinances  and  legal 
forms  and  after  having  sufficiently  considered  and  examined  the 
affair  with  the  most  noted  jwrsons  such  as  the  most  prudent  as- 
sessors of  Justice  that  he  can  And  and  consult  in  the  country. 

XXVI. 
Before  all  the  Governor  must  labor  and  watch  tliat  he  renders  in 
all  things  to  Almioiity  God,  the  true  worship  which  is  his  due, 
the  Glory,  the  praise  and  the  homage  which  belong  to  him,  and  take 
good  measures  that  the  divine  service  is  [lerformed  according  to  the 
true  confession  of  A  ugsburg,  the  council  of  Upsal  and  the  ceremo- 
nies of  the  Swedish  church,  liaving  care  that  all  men  and  especially 
the  youth  be  well  instructed  in  all  the  parts  of  Christianity,  and 
that  a  good  ecclesiastical  dicipline  be  observed  and  maintained. 
With  respect  to  the  Dutch  colony  which  resides  and  is  established 
in  the  country  of  her  majesty  and  of  the  crown,  the  Governor  must 
not  disturb  what  has  been  ordained  in  the  aforesaid  grant  of  her 
majesty  with  regard  to  the  exercise  of  the  reformed  religion. 

XXVII. 

As  to  wliat  cannot  here  l>e  written  tlie  Governor  must  comport 

himself  as  becomes  a  faithful  patriot  and  observe  with  the  greatest 
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care,  the  best  intelligence  and  with  ureat  zeal  all  that  concerns  bto 
charge ;  regulating  himaelt  by  what  majr  have  been  commimicaUd 
viva  voce  and  as  to  what  has  been  granted  him  for  servants,  at- 
tendants and  suite,  it  has  been  communicated  to  him  in  a  special 
note. 

XXVIII. 
Finally  her  majesty  grants  that  the  term  of  the  Governor  be  for 
three  years,  and  that  after  this  term  shall  be  expired  It  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  the  siiid  John  Printz  to  return  here,  after  the  nectasary 
arrangements  shall  have  been  made  forgiving  to  him  a  succeesoror 
viceroy  in  hia  place ;  if  the  said  John  Printz  af  t«r  that  desires  to  be 
contiaued  in  the  same  charge,  he  maybe  ^ain  appoint«d  Governor 
according  as  the  advantage  and  service  of  her  majesty,  of  the  crown 
and  of  those  intei-ested  require.

LETTERS  PATENT  IN  RELATION  TO  TIIE  STATE  OF 
NEW  SWEUEN. 

Stockholm,  January  20, 1648. 
We  Christiana  &c,  Ac, 

Make  known  that,  although  our  Guardians  and  administrators  of 
the  kingdom  and  government,  did  In  1642,  decree  and  assign  for  the 
state  and  support  of  the  government  of  New  Sweden,  of  the  garri- 
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son  under  its  orders,  and  others  in  its  emploj,  two  millions  six  bao- 
dred  and  ninet^n  Rix  dollara,  to  be  collect«d  each  year  ftxim  the 
excises  upon  tobacco,  yet  as  it  has  been  subsequently  found  that  tl»e 
said  excises  amounted  ordinarily  but  to  one  half  of  tlie  aforesaid 
sum,  we  have  therefore  judged  it  proper  to  grant,  and  do  permit 
and  grant  by  these  letters  patent,  that  the  Company  of  the  South 
may,  for  the  State  as  aforesaid  of  New  Sweden,  and  for  the  support 
and  payment  of  those  in  their  employ,  retain  and  require  the  third 
of  the  excises  of  our  Crown  upon  all  conflscated  tobacco,  as  also, 
whatever  proBt  the  fines,  imposed  for  the  contravention  of  our  pro- 
hibition against  the  importMtion  of  tobacco,  have  already  yielded, 
or  which  may  in  the  future  arise  from  the  violation  and  insidious 
eluding  of  our  ordinances  against  the  secret  introduction  of  tobacco 
into  our  kingdom  or  ourgreatDutchy  of  Finland.  And  as  we  have 
examined  and  found  that  the  said  excises  upon  tobacco  have  not  in 
1641, 1A42, 1&4S.  1644  and  1645  been  appropriated  to  the  prescribed 
state  of  New  Sweden  according  to  the  resolution  aforementioned, 
but  tliat  they  have  been  employed  for  other  purposes  of  the  Crown, 
and  especially  for  the  construction  of  the  Chateau  of  Stockliolm, 
and  that  in  the  mean  time  the  state  of  New  Sweden  has  been  sop- 
ported  by  otherrevenuesoftlie  Company  of  the  South  ;  we  will  and 
agree  that  the  aaid  company  require  and  receive  from  the  Counsel- 
loTS  of  our  chamljerof  the  kingdom,  whatever,  on  their  account, 
the  company  aforesaid  have  advanced  and  have  not  liad  refunded. 
In  case  the  aforesaid  excises  upon  t«bacco  and  the  flnes  arising  from 
the  secret  introduction  of  tobacco  are  insufficient  to  furnish  the 
necessary  sum  for  the  annual  support  of  the  state  of  New  Sweden, 
we  have  decided  and  willed  that  the  deficit  he  made  up  from  the 
other  resources  of  the  Crown ;  but  if  the  excises  ujwn  confiscated 
tobacco  with  the  fines,  are  more  than  sufficient  to  supply  the  amount 
required  for  the  support  of  New  Sweden,  the  overplus  shall  be  n- 
turued  and  deix)3ited  in  the  chamber  of  revenue  of  the  CYown,  each 
year  an  exact  and  clear  account  of  it  being  presented  by  the  Book- 
keepers of  the  company,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  our  cliamber  of 
accounts.  Finally,  whereas  the  Company  of  the  South,  in  order  to 
facilitate  and  continue  its  commerce  in  New  Sweden,  is  desirous 
that  a  pjirt  of  all  the  manufactures  of  Uolland  arriving  at  Gotten- 
burg,  should  be  transported  to  New  Sweden  ;  we  have  ngnxi  and 
resolved  tliat  such  merchandize  as  shall  come  from  Holland  for 
transportation  to  New  Sweden,  and  which  shall  not  be  landed  in 
Sweden  to  be  there  sold,  may  pass  without  payinft  duty,  as  well  as 
the  tol>acco  and  furs  which  come  into  this  kingdom  from  New 
Sweden.  But  the  tobacco  sent  by  the  Company  to  Holland  shall  be 
subject  to  a  duty  according  to  the  tariff.

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ORDERS  OF  THE  UOLLEGE  OF  COMMEBCE  CONCERN- 
ING FREEDOM  OF  TRADE  TO  NEW  SWEDEN. 

Considering  thut  the  Country  posst>ssed  in  America  by  tlie  Com- 
pany of  the  South,  and  to  which  the  name  of  2{ew  Sweden  hHsbven 
given,  ought  to  be  more  extensively  settled,  and  rendered  secure  by 
a  stronger  force,  in  order  to  protect  tlie  subjects  and  to  extend  tlieir 
Navigation  and  Commerce,— the  general  College  of  Commerce,  has 
judged  it  gooA  and  pro]>er  for  the  present  and  until  it  sliuU  be  otiier- 
wise  ordered,  to  accord  to  each  oue  of  lier  majesty's  subjects,  wlio 
will  ssiil  for  New  Sweden,  iu  tlieir  own  vessels,  tlie  liberty  of  trad- 
ing upon  the  River  of  the  South,  and  in  the  interior  of  the  country, 
as  well  with  tlie  Savages,  as  with  the  Christians  and  the  Company 
itself ;  of  ascending  and  descending  the  said  river  witliout  paying 
any  longer  duty  or  tax,  on  condition,  however,  they  pay  an  indem- 
nification of  two  per  cent,  upon  all  merchandize,  according  to  a 
reasonable  valuation.  And  if  they  imixirt  the  merchandize  they 
may  procure  by  trading  in  the  said  river,  upon  Swedish  vessels,  into 
any  part  belonging  to  her  Majesty,  they  can  tliere  land  and  sell  the 
same  exempt  from  ail  duty  and  charge.  But  it  shall  not  be  per- 
mitted to  foreign  vessels  to  trade  upon  the  said  river  with  the  Sav- 
ages or  with  any  others,  but  with  the  company  alone. 

in  consideration  of  the  premises  we  declare  that  it  is  permitted  to 
all  subjects  of  her  majesty,  to  establish  on  the  lands  a|ipertaining  to 
tbe  company,  as  many  colonies  as  they  may  be  able  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, to  keep  the  said  lands  and  to  employ  tliem  in  plantations  of 
tobacco  or  in  any  other  useful  manner,  during  certain  years,  of 
franchise  and  under  good  conditions.  But  any  one  wlio  has  pur- 
chased fi-om  tlie  savages  particularly  a  portion  of  land,  or  has  had 
the  Siime  from  tlie  company  at  a  just  price,  and  has  thereon  estab- 
lished cultivators,  he  shall  i)ossess  the  same  fof  ever  with  alt  the 
allodial  franchises  customary  in  this  country  ;  with  tliis  exception, 
however,  that  no  one  shall  establish  himself  in  those  places  where 
the  Oumpauy  have  reserved  cei-taiu  hinds  fur  culture  as  aforesaid. 
It  is  therefore  certified  in  the  name  and  on  tlie  part  of  her  majesty, 
to  all  such  as  would  attempt  in  New  Sweden,  the  trade  or  cultiva- 
tion as  above  described,  eitlier  that  they  shall  be  comprehended 
within  the  company,  iu  relation  to  which  a  furiher  grant  will  l>e  de- 
livered, or  that  they  shall  be  maintained  in  the  liberty  which  has 
been  accorded  to  them.  It  is  necessary,  however,  to  observe  that  if 
any  oue  demands  possession  of  a  tract  of  land,  he  can  only  obtain 
the  same,  according  to  the  orders  of  Goverimient,  and  that  he  will 
be  required  to  submit  to  all  the  just  and  civil  laws  of  the  country.

His  duty  will  consist  principally  in  performing  with  zeal  and  fidelity 
all  the  duties  that  appertain  to  a  Captain  of  the  navy,  in  endeavoor- 
ing  to  procure  every  species  of  advantage  to  the  benefit  of  her  ma- 
jesty and  of  the  Company  of  tlie  South,  and,  should  he  by  the  gtsoe 
of  God,  arrive  in  New  Sweden,  to  superintend  carefully  the  con- 
struction of  vessels,  in  order  that  they  be  faithfully  and  dilig«?ntly 
built.  In  addition  to  which  he  wO)  execute  suitably  in  the  above 
and  all  other  things  (conformably  to  the  instructions  he  has  re- 
ceived,) the  orders  of  the  governor.  In  consequence  thereof  he 
shall  annually  receive  from  the  company  such  support  as  his  capacity 
of  Captain  will  entitle  him  to,  and  in  the  future  he  may  count  with 
certainty  upon  the  favor  of  her  majesty  for  recompense,  and  to  ob- 
tain (by  the  promotion  of  the  Company)  a  more  elevated  employ- 
ment.  We  therefore  require,  as  it  is  proper,  tliat  the  Governor 
receive  the  said  John  Amundspn,  in  tlierankof  captain  in  the  navy, 
and  duly  support  him  in  the  charge  which  to  him  is  confided,  and 
promote  him  hereafter  according  as  his  good  conduct  and  thecoune 
of  events  shall  render  proper.  In  faith  of  which  we  have  onrwlvei 
signed  these -presents  and  have  caused  to  be  i^xed  to  them  the  or- 
dinary seal  of  the  General  College  of  Commerce.

RESOLUTION  FOR  JOHN  PBINTZ,  COMMANDANT  OF 
NEW  SWEDEN,  CONCERNING  HIS  RETURN. 

Upsal,  December  12, 1653. 
Cbrihtiana,  &c.    Health,  dx. 

Governor  John  Printz  :  We  have  learned,  partly  from  your 
letter  to  ourself  and  partly  by  the  relation  of  your  son,  how  greatly 
you  desire  to  return  to  yourcountry.  We  should  willingly  consent  to 
your  desire,  considering  that  nfter  so  long  a  continuance  in  that 
country,  we  can  readily  imsgiue  that  you  may  have  become  tired  of 
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it.  But  in  reflecting  on  the  Kood  services  you  liave  heretofore  ren- 
dered to  us  and  to  the  crown,  both  we  and  tlie  company  would  ex- 
tremely regret  your  immediate  departure,  before  we  can  malie  the 
best  arrangements  in  regard  to  your  successor,  and  for  the  govern- 
ment of  tlie  country ;  we,  therefore,  perceive  with  pleasure  that 
your  a^e,  health  and  happiness  are  such  as  will  permit  you  to  remain 
some  time  longer,  until  we  shall  be  able  to  make  the  necessnry  ar- 
rangements in  relatioit  to  the  said  subjects.  If,  however,  this 
should  be  imposing  too  much  upon  you,  and  our  service  will  be 
equally  well  i>erformpd  by  those  whom  you  may  leave  in  the  coun- 
try, you  are  at  liberty  to  return  home.  Previous  to  doing  which 
you  are,  however,  to  place  the  afFaint  of  the  country  in  such  order 
as  that  your  departure  sliall  not  cause,  either  to  us  or  to  the  com- 
pany, prejudice  or  dumage.  Tliese  aud  other  things  we  iiave  speci- 
fied to  the  Commissary  of  our  College  of  Commerce,  John  Rysing, 
whom  we  have  named  to  assist  you  in  your  operations.  And  as  you 
will  learn  whatever  we  have  judged  proi^r  to  be  obsei-ved,  from  the 
memoir  that  we  have  sent  by  the  above  named  Commissary,  we  have 
sufilcieutconfldeuce  in  your  ordinary  zeal  and  fidelity  to  rest  assured 
that  you  will  neglect  nothing  of  what  you  conceive  useful  to  our 
service  and  advantage,  as  well  as  to  those  of  the  company.  All  this 
we  will  remember  with  pleasure,  and  recomi^nse  accordingly  you 
and  yours.  Recommending  ourselves  and  you  to  God,  &c.  &q.

ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  THE  COMMERCE  AND 
NAVIGATION  OF  NEW  SWEDEN. 

Given  at  UPSAL,  March  16, 1654 
We  Cliristianna,  &c.  make  known  that  it  is  our  royal  will  that 
the  countries,  kingdoms  and  provinces  which  nre  under  our  domin- 
ion, be  cultivated  and  populated  to  as  great  an  extent  as  is  possible; 
and  the  country  (wssessed  by  us  in  the  West  Indies,  being  well 
adapted  to  tillage,  therefore,  in  order  that  those  of  our  subjects  and 
others  who  desire  to  establish  themselves  in  the  said  country,  de- 
nominated New  Sweeden,  and  who  will  recognize  our  jurisdiction ; 
or  those  of  our  subjects  who  now  iuliabit  the  said  country  oi;  the 
other  provinces  of  our  dependencies  proixaing  to  trade  with  the 
country  aforesaid,  may  find  more  cause  for  encouragement,  and  in 
that  manner  the  country  be  more  improved  and  cultivated,  as  well 
in  reference  to  navigation  as  to  commerce:  We  grant  to  all,  as  we 
now  do  by  this  letter  patent,  the  privileges  and  franchises  as  follows : 
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1.  Whoever  Bhall  purchase  a  portion  of  land,  whether  of  the  com- 
pany or  of  the  imtives,  and  shall  recognize,  aa  a  subject,  our  iariv 
diction,  lie  aliall  enjoy  the  laud  thus  purchased,  him  and  his  heirs, 
as  a  per|>etual  jiosaession.  with  every  allodial  franchise,  and  with 
the  asauranee  eitlier  of  being  included  in  the  company,  or  of  pre- 
serving, otherwise,  all  the  franchises  hereby  granted  to  him. 

2.  Alt  of  our  subjects  who  have  paid  a  duty  in  Sweden  or  in  tbe 
provinces  under  our  dominion,  shall  be  exemjtt  from  all  duties  oq 
arriving  in  New  Sweden,  and  the  goods  tliey  may  bring  with  tbem, 
shall  pay  only  2  \)er  cent,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all  duties  either 
in  Sweden  or  in  its  dependencies.  They  shall  besides  have  the  privi- 
lege of  trading  with  the  natives  themselves.  Let  all  whom  it  may 
concern  regulate  themselves  accordingly.  We  recommend  especi- 
ally to  our  Governor  in  New  Sweden  aforesaid,  as  well  as  to  tbe 
custom  bouse  officers  in  this  kingdom  and  its  provinces,  not  to  con- 
travene this  ordinance  in  any  manner,  now  or  liereafter.

We  Charles  Gustavus  &c.  make  known  that,  whereas  for  many 
yeai-8  past,  there  have  been  given  and  published  many  and  various 
resolutions  and  ordinances  in  relation  to  the  importation  and  com- 
merce of  tobacco  in  this  kingdom,  and  as  particularly  in  tbe  past 
year,  1653,  it  has  been  resolved  and  decided  to  suppress  and  abolish, 
the  privileges  granted  to  a  certain  company,  fortbe  monopoly  of  tbe 
said  commerce ;  and  thus  to  give  full  and  entire  liberty  to  any  ooe 
who  may  think  proper  to  carry  on  the  same ;  in  consequence  of  the 
divers  complaints  and  inconveniences  which  have  resulted  thepe- 
from,  and  particularly  as  tlie  tobacco,  considered  in  itself  is  a  mer- 
chandize which  is  necessary  to  the  comfort  of  no  one ;  and  for  which 
each  one  ought  to  suppress  and  restrain  hia  unaccountable  tHSte ; 
and  as  we  have  just  reason  to  stop  and  forbid,  rather  than  to  permit 
and  facilitate  the  commerce  and  importation  of  tobacco ;  yet,ade^ 
rooted  custom  having  so  far  spread  itaelf  that  in  our  kingdom  tbe 
people  very  generally  purchase  and  make  use  of  tbe  tobacco ;  It  bas 
appeared  to  us,  to  be  dangerous  to  suppress  and  forbid  entirely  tbe 
importation  of  the  same ;  but  we  have  rather  desired  to  devise  means 
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by  which  to  render  the  commerce  Ja  it  to  contribute  to  the  public 
good.  In  cuuaequence,  after  having  examined  carefully  the  import- 
aoce  of  these  motlvea  and  reasons,  we  haye  judged  it  proper  to  re- 
strain the  liberty  granted  heretofore  for  the  commerce  in  and  im< 
portatlon  of  tobacco,  according  the  same  exclusively  to  tlie  com- 
pany of  America  under  certain  conditions.— Hoping  that  by  this 
means,  not  only  New  Sweden  will  be  able  to  support  itself  and  pros- 
per, but,  also,  that  our  nation  will  have  greater  opportunity  and 
facility  for  accustoming  itself  to  the  navigation  and  commerce  of 
America,  and  that  It  will  endeavour  to  improve  itself  in  the  same. 
We  therefore  will,  to  authorize  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  the  said 
company  to  the  end  aforesaid,  according  to  it  and  its  dependents  the 
said  privilege  with  all  franchise  and  immunity,  so  that  no  one  what- 
ever shall  dare,  much  less  have  the  power,  or  permission,  under  any 
pretext  whatever,  to  bring  in  or  to  cause  to  be  brought  into  the 
kingdom,  into  the  Grand  Duchy  of  Finland,  Carelie,  Kirgersmary, 
Uottland,  Holland  and  Jempetland  any  portion  of  tobacco,  secretly 
<w  openly,  either  to  sell  for  his  own  use ;  this  right  being  reserved 
solely  to  the  company  of  America  and  its  dependents.  If  any  one 
in  contravention  of  this  ordinance,  shall  import  from  the  smallest 
quantity  up  to  20  pounds  of  the  same,  and  is  detected  therein ;  for 
the  flist  offence  he  shall  lose  all  the  tobacco  thus  imported  or  which 
shall  be  found  in  his  possession ;  and  pay  in  addition  a  fine  of  40 
marks  of  silver ;  for  the  second  offence,  80  marks,  and  for  the  third 
double,  and  so  on  for  every  offence.  But  if  any  one  shall  import 
any  quantity  exceeding  20  pounds,  he  shall  pay  a  fine  for  every  such 
pound  20  Bunsticks,  of  silver,  and  the  tobacco  so  imporled  shall  be 
confiscated  for  the  company  as  aforesaid,  agreeably  to  the  privilege 
which  has  been  accorded  to  it.  We  order,  therefore,  to  the  treasurer 
of  thekingdom,  to  the  council  of  commerce,  toour  Grand  Governor 
of  Stockholm,  to  our  Governors  General,  and  to  those  of  the  prov- 
inces ;  to  our  Administrator  General  of  the  Customs— to  the  Burgo- 
masters and  councils  of  cities,  as  well  as  to  the  inspectors  of  the 
frontiers  and  to  all  others  in  employ  whom  this  may  concern,  to 
oversee  attentively  the  execution  of  the  said  decree;  permitting  no 
oue  in  any  manner  to  infringe  the  same  :  and  giving  full  aid  to  the 
members  of  the  said  company,  to  its  servants  and  envoys  in  the  exe- 
cution of  this  ordinance ;  under  pain  of  incurring  disgrace  with  us.

Be  it  Ksown  :  Whereas  there  bath  been  delivered  unto  us,  bj 
order  of  the  Directors  of  the  Incorporated  West  Company  at  tbe 
Chamber  at  Amsterdam,  the  Extract  of  the  Articles  of  Agreement 
hereafter  set  forth,  made  and  concluded  at  Hartford  in  Cooitticot, 
tbe  nineteenth  of  September,  XVI'  and  fifty,  relating  as  well  to  the 
Line  of  Division  between  New  Netherland  and  New  England  as  to 
other  matters,  in  tbe  words  following, 

Extract  of  the  ArlieUe  of  AgreemetU  made  and  concluded  at  Hart- 
ford, situate  in  Conitluxtt,  the  19^  September,  leso,  between  the 
Arbitrators  of  the  Hon"'  Commissumers  of  the  UnUed  UoUmiet  and 
Petrua  SttOfvesant,  Director  of  New  Netherland. 
With  respect  to  the  Boundary  line  between  the  United  English 
Colonies,  and  the  Dutch  Province  of  New  Netherland,  we  agree 
and  conclude  as  follows: 

1.— That  on  Long  Island,  a  line  drawn  from  the  westemmoet 
part  of  Uyster  bay,  and  thence  in  a  direct  and  straight  course  to 
the  sea  shore,  shall  be  the  Boundary  between  the  Dutch  and  Engiiah 
on  Long  Island;  the  Eastern  part  for  the  English,  and  ttte  western 
part  for  the  Dutch. 

2— The  boundary  on  the  Mainland  shall  begin  on  the  west  side  of 
Greenwich  bay,  being  about  four  miles  from  Stanford,  and  tlience 
run  inland  in  a  northerly  course  Twenty  miles,  provided  it  shall  not 
come  within  ten  miles  of  the  North  river ;  after  that  as  it  shall  be 
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agreed  upon  by  the  two  Governors— i.  e.,  of  the  Dutch  and  New 
Haven ;  and  'tis  agreed  that  the  Dutch  shall  not  at  any  time  hf  re- 
after  build  any  houses  wltliiii  six  miles  of  the  said  line ;  tlie  inhabi- 
tants of  Greenwich  to  remain  until  further  order  and  consideration 
under  the  government  of  the  Dutch. 

3, — The  Dutcli  shall  hold  and  occiipy  the  land  at  Hartford  which 
they  now  actually  possess,  knovn  by  divers  marks  and  tokens,  and 
all  the  remaining  lands  on  both  sides  of  the  Fresh  river  to  belong 
and  remain  to  the  English  there.  And  it  is  in  like  manner  agreed 
that  the  aforesaid  Boundary  both  on  the  island  and  mainland  shall 
be  observed  and  kept  inviolate  both  by  the  United  English  Colonies 
and  the  Dutch  Nation,  without  any  further  extension  or  trouble  on 
either  side,  until  their  be  a  final  coiiclu^on  determined  upon  in 
Europe,  by  the  mutual  consent  of  both  the  States  of  England  aud 
Holland. 

Jieapeeting  Fugitives. 
It  is  agreed  that  the  same  method  shall  be  observed  between  the 
United  English  Colonies  and  the  Dutch  Nation  in  this  country  of 
New  Netherland,  i^freeably  to  the  eightli  Article  of  the  confedera- 
tion between  tlie  United  Englisli  Colonies, in  that  case  provided. 

Concerning  the  proposition  of  a  closer  union  and  friendship  be- 
ween  the  English  and  the  Dutch  Nation  in  these  parts,  especially 
against  a  common  enemy:  We  judge  it  to  be  worthy  of  good  con- 
sideration by  tlie  United  Colonies,  and  in  like  manner,  desire  it 
may  be  communicated  and  recommended  to  them,  that  a  resolution 
therein  may  be  ta^en  at  the  rext  annual  meeting  of  the  Oommis- 
sionera.  And  in  testimony  of  our  uuatiimous  consent  to  the  fore- 
going several  conclusions,  have  we  signed  tliese  with  our  own  liaiids, 
this  Dlneteenth  September,  Auno  XVI'  and  fifty.

That  the  climate  there  is  very  mild  and  healthy,  entirely  agree- 
able to  the  constitutions  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  country,  also  by 
nature  adapted  to  the  production  of  all  sorts  of  Eastern  fruits  and 
cro|»,  iiesides  the  couvemency  of  Trade  which  daily  increases,  in 
divers  respects,  both  with  the  Natives  of  those  parts  and  the  neigti- 
boring  English. 

Tiiat  in  order  to  maintain  the  aforesaid  acquisition  and  to  leap 
the  fruits  thereof  in  their  time,  wliat  is  particularly,  yea  soleJy  n- 
quired,  is,  that  it  be  properly  peopled. 

That  such  population  cannot  be  sulHciently  promoted  by  the  Com- 
pany on  account  of  its  unfavorable  circumstances,  and  it  is  conse- 
quently desirable  that  thegovemment  of  this  City  could  be  induced 
to  expend  annually  for  some  time  a  certain  amount  of  money  in  the 
conveying  over  and  transportation  of  people. 

That  such  people  should  be  provided,  exclusive  of  passage,  with 
one  year's  support,  (the  voyage  included)  after  which  they  would  be 
in  a  condition  to  maintain  themselves. 

Tliat  the  Company  will  assign  to  such  people  sufficient  and  suita- 
ble land  1  and  in  case  the  Regents  of  the  City  conclude  tltat  those 
people  should  settle  on  the  South  river,  where  the  soil  is  richest  but 
the  population  smallest.  Fort  Caeimier  can  be  placed  provi|ionally 
in  the  hands  of  the  City  for  better  defence  and  security. 

That  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  the  transportation  and  sup- 
port of  the  aforesaid  people,should,afterthelapse  of  a  certain  time, 
be  made  good  by  them  in  installments,  or  else  by  the  payiuent  ao- 
nuully  of  a  reasonable  tax. 
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For  the  payment  ^hereof ,  the  laod  assigned  to  each  shall  be  mort- 
gaged to  the  City,  and  no  one  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  country 
except  on  payment  of  what  he  bad  received. 

That  the  aforesaid  expenses  of  transportation  may  be  provision- 
ally somewhat  diminished  in  case  it  could  be  resolved  to  charter  the 
ships  hence  thither,  and  on  arriving  there,  to  set  them  up  for  freighf 
and  loading,  with  which  the;  might  return  here. 

Secondly.  Conceniing  the  improvement  of  the  Company  in 
general. 

Divers  points  on  that  subject  were,  in  the  year  1654,  submitted  to 
the  Supreme  Ooveniment  of  this  country,  copy  whereof  Is  hereunto 
annexed,  to  the  end  that  your  Honors  may  see  bow  far  existing  cir- 
cumstances will  permit  the  undertakiug  of  the  one  or  the  other. 

That  in  addition  to  the  abovementioned  points,  the  reductioa  of 
the  Island  of  St.  James  is  highly  important;  this  can  be  accom- 
plished with  a  very  small  force  ;  such  is  also  proper,  in  order  to 
bring  the  entire  Coast  of  Guinea,  again,  under  this  City. 

It  would  be  equally  advantageous  that  the  Company  be  relieved 
of  the  Train  bands  which  liave  served  with  the  Military  in  Brasil, 
and  consequently  that  orders  be  issued  that  the  one  and  the  other 
be  paid  by  the  country. 

Finally  and  lastly,  that  the  respite  provisionally  allowed  by  the 
State  imtil  the  eighth  day  of  their  Great  Mightinesses'  present 
term,  may  he  continued  for  some  time,  as  otherwise  the  Dii'ectors 
would  be  put  to  such  inconvenience  lu  their  administration,  that 
they,  in  the  long  run,  cannot  resist.

That,  In  brief,  it  had  been  proposed  and  as  it  were  concluded  in 
the  Conference,  that  in  ease  people  enough  were  sent  from  this 
country  thither,  all  tlie  pntducts  that  come  at  present  fnHn  the  Bal- 
tic, masts  inclusive,  could  be  found  and  raised  in  New  Netberland. 

That  all  the  lands  the  Company  iwssess  there  had  been  purchased 
from  the  Indians  or  Inhabitants,  under  pr<^r  and  voluntary  con- 
veyance executed  before  the  Supreme  Magistrates  there,  according 
to  the  Deeds  thereof  remaining  with  them,  90  that  they  owned  tboae 
lands  juMo  tUvio,  both  as  regards  tbe  aforesaid  Indians  and  all  oths 
circumjacent  Europeans. 

That,  also,  the  administration  of  New  Netberland,  as  far  as  tbe

ship  to  the  roadstead  before  Fort  New  Amsterdam,  on  tlie  Island 
of  Manbuttaiis,  in  order,  after  delivery  of  our  letters  and  exhibition 
of  his  commission  to  the  Director  there,  that  the  aforesaid  ship  may 
be  discharged  and  all  the  goods  and  merchandise  nn  board  may  be 
brought  out  of  her  into  the  Company's  wareliouses  at  said  place, 
when  the  aforesaid  Skipper  or  Factor  shall  be  free  again  to  remove 
them  in  order  to  sell  them  within  the  district  of  New  Netherland, 
New  England  and  Virginia  and  to  do  with  them  as  he  shall  deem 
good  and  proper,  according  to  the  invoice  or  bill  of  lading  here. 
Further,  ttiat  he  shall  be  bound  to  come  back  with  his  said  ship  and 
the  full  return  of  the  aforesaid  exported  goods  and  merchandise,  or 
should  any  part  of  said  return  be  left  behind,  he  shall  be  bound  to 
have  it  brought  to  this  country  to  the  place  he  sailed  from,  In  order 
that  it  be  all  discharged  and  brought  into  the  aforesaid  Company's 
warehouses  here, and  to  pay  thereon  to  the  Company  aforesaid  eight 
per  cent  in  kind  or  ad  vahrrem,  at  the  choice  of  the  Company,  and 
that  in  like  manner  exclusive  of  the  permits  and  convoy  hereinbe- 
fore mentioned,  and  the  state  duty  of  four  stivers  imposed  on  each 
beaver.  And  as  regards  the  Tot>acco  which  the  aforesaid  Skipper 
may  have  traded,  or  received  as  freight.  In  New  Netberland,  Eug-

Heard  the  report  of  Mesa"  Van  der  Capelle  to  Ryssel  and  other 
tlieir  High  Mightinesses'  Deputies  for  the  affairs  of  the  West  India 
Company,  having,  pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  12"  instant, 
investigated  and  examined  the  letter  of  the  Committee  of  Directors 
of  the  respective  Chambers  of  tlie  W^t  India  Company  represent- 
ing the  Assembly  of  the  Nineteenth  convened  at  Amsterdam,  dated 
the  10"  instant,  together  with  some  appendices  in  answer  to  their 
High  Miglitinessea'  despat^^h  of  tlie  1"  ditto,  and  consequently,  in- 
formation and  advice  on  tlie  Petition  and  Papers  presented  by  the 
presiding  Chamber  of  Amsterdam  to  their  High  Mightinesses  to 
obtain  their  approbation  and  ratiflcation  of  the  Conditions  entered 
into  by  that  Chamber  with  the  Burgomasters  of  said  City  of  Am- 
sterdam for  the  planting  of  Colonies  in  New  Netherland.  Which 
being  considered,  their  High  Mightinesses  have  thanked  the  Gentle- 
men of  the  Cbmmittefi  for  the  trouble  they  bave  taken,  and  it  is 
further  Resolved  and  concluded,  hereby  to  approve  and  ratify  the 
aforesaid  agreement  or  conditions  entered  into  by  the  abovemen- 
tioned  Chaniher  with  the  Burgomasters  of  Amsterdam,  all  never- 
theless saving  and  without  prejudice  to  the  right,  jurisdiction  and 
possession  of  the  Colonies  heretofore  given  out  in  the  aforesaid 
countries  and  of  the  property  purchased  in  said  district;  with  this 
understanding  also,  tltat  whensoever  there  sliall  be  in  that  place 
two  hundi-ed  families  or  thereabouts,  a  preaclier  and  consistory 
shall  be  installed  there  without  any  expense  to  tiie  Company.

t«r8,  have  made  out  an  e8timat«  and  calculation,  and  considered 
the  number  of  eoldlera  neceaaary  in  our  opinion  for  the  occupation 
aforesaid,  to  be  a  Company  of  60  strong,  under  one  Captain,  Lieu- 
tenant and  Ensign,  &c.,  in  order  to  impose  thereby  greater  respect 
on  the  natives  and  neighbors  in  those  parts.

In  case  your  Worshliie  may  conclude  on  choosing  and  acc«ptiDg 
both  these  persons,  in  aforesaid  quality,  'twill  be  necessary  then  to 
instruct  them  immediately  to  look  up  soldiers  and,  leat  the  enlist- 
ment thereof  consume  too  long  a  time,  as  the  season  is  quickly 
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passing  nnd  therefore  cannot  permit  of  it,  we  are  of  opinion  tlmt  tlie 
drum  ought  to  be  Mat  for  tliem,  in  order  that  they  may  be  sent 
away  by  the  end  of  this  month.

EESOLUTION    OF   THE    COMMON    COUNCIL  OF 
AMSTERDAM  ON  THE  PRECEDING  REPORT. 

Extract  of  the  Setolvtions  of  tfie  Common  C^iunctl  of  the  Citii  of 
ArMterdam. 

4  November,  1656. 

The  Burgomasters  have  further  informed  the  Council  that  their 
Worships  had,  in  the  promotion  of  the  New  Netherland  business, 
considered  among  other  things:  In  what  manner  Fort  Casimir, 
which  is  situate  on  tlie  South  river  and  is  conveyed  to  this  City  by 
the  West  India  Company  and  destined  to  be  tlie  first  abiding  place 
of  the  new  Colonists,  should  in  future  be  guarded  and  defended 
against  foreign  attack,  as  the  present  Garrison  is  to  be  removed 
thence  by  said  Company,  and  quartered  in  other  of  their  forts  lying 
higher  up  on  said  river,  and  that  their  Worships  had  principally 
taken  into  consideration  these  means,  to  wit :  To  send  over  60  to 
70  Boorafrom  tbeGultck  country  and  surrounding  nt-ighborliood, 
who,  by  the  daily  quartering  of  soldiers  are  not  much  Itss  qualified 
for  war  than  they,  in  order  to  mount  guard  on  certain  conditions 
and  penalties,  and  to  attend  to  agriculture  the  remainder  of  the 
time ;  or,  else,  a  certain  number  of  soldiers  to  garrison  si)eciaUy 
said  Fort. 

Then,  tlieir  Worships  considering  that  theee  means  would  be  a 
source  of  more  or  less  expense  to  the  City,  had  resolved  before  pro- 
ceeding therein,  to  request  the  advice  and  orders  of  this  Council. 

Which  being  considered,  and  tlie  maintaining  of  soldiers  or  of 
those  who  perform  such  duty,  being  adjudged  one  of  the  most  funda- 
mental requisites  for  tlie  security  of  many  embryo  cities  and  towns. 

It  is  unanimously  resolved  and  concluded  hereby  to  request  and 
authorize  the  Burgomasters  to  act  in  the  premises,  as  they  may  con- 
sider most  advantageous  to  the  projected  Colonies.

3b  the  Sigh  and  Mighty  Lords  Statea-Otntral  of  the  United  Xether- 

High  AND  Miqhtt  Lords:  Peter  Stuyresant,  Iat«  Director  in 
New  Nellierland,  acknowledges,  with  all  possible  thankfulness,  that 
you.  High  and  Mighty,  have  been  pleased,  by  your  resolution  dated 
17""  April,  to  grant  your  Petitioner  communication  of  the  Obeerw 
tions  the  Directors  of  the  Chamber  at  Amsterdam  of  the  West  India 
Company  have  been  pleased  to  make  on  his  Report  respecting  the 
loss  and  surrender  of  New  Neitierland  to  the  English,  exhibited  to 
you.  High  and  Mighty,  and  the  aforesaid  Directors  six  months  be- 
fore. Although  the  latter  do  not  contradict  the  statements  in  hii 
Ret>ort  nor  deny  the  want  of  provisions,  powder  and  other  addooed 
causes  why  and  whereupon  the  loss  and  surrender  followed,  yet  an 
attempt  is  made  in  the  aforesaid  Observations  to  destroy  the  state- 
ment, though,  in  the  Petitioner's  opinion,  sufficiently  proved  Lj 
the  necessary  documents,  as  if  the  Petitioner  and  Council  had  not 
used  due  exertions  to  supply  the  place  with  one  and  the  other.  For 
the  refutation  tliereof,  and  for  more  correct  information  tberenpon, 
the  Petitioner  finds  himaelf  under  the  necessity  to  add  the  foUowing 
aa  an  Answer  to  the  Remarks  and  Observations: 

First,  in  regard  to  the  Observation  on  the  Want  of  proviaions. 
The  Directors  say  that,  from  the  fruitfulneas  of  the  soil,  it  is  im- 
possible for  tlie  place  to  have  been  short  of  provisions,  since  nooe 
have  ever  been  sent  lience  thither.  It  cannot,  nevertheless,  be  un- 
known to  the  Directors,  from  tlie  books  of  acconitts  sent  over  to 
them  every  year,  that  I  have  been  divers  time  obligated  to  draw, 
tltough  not  from  Holland,  yet  from  New  England,  any  quantity 
the  garrison  required.  In  addition  to  the  account  books,  this  can 
be  proved  credible  witnesses;  among  the  rest,  by  the  Commissary 
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of  provisioDB  bimself.  But  if  I  bave  been  necessitated  hitherto 
frequently  to  do  this,  as  'tis  said,  yet  can  it  neither  be  denied  nor 
gainsaid  that  New  Netherland  is  bo  fertile  that  the  country  in  some 
Heasons  Jiath  exported  provisions  to  other  places,  yea,  even  to  Hol- 
land. But  in  1663,  in  consequence  of  the  Indian  massacre  and 
bloody  war,  and  the  continued  troubles  with  the  English  on  Long 
Island  and  otiier  inconveniences,  the  harvest  was  so  poor  and  scant, 
that  we  and  even  those  of  the  Colonic  of  New  Amstel  were  under 
the  necessity  of  sending  to  New  England  for  corn  and  other  pro- 
visions. Admitting,  however,  that  the  fertility  of  the  country  was 
such  as  never  to  necessitate  us  to  import  provisions  either  from 
these  parts  or  from  New  England,  but  that  we  could  always  subsist 
within  and  of  ourselves,  and  supply  the  stores  from  the  inhabitants; 
which  abundance,  however,  the  Province  frequently  could  never 
attain,  in  consequence  of  the  ao  numerous  invasions  and  massaci'os 
on  the  part  the  Indians  within,  and  the  continual  vexation  of  the 
neighbors  without;  yet  the  presupposed  impossibility  of  any  dearth 
or  scarcity  would  not  thence  follow,  seeing  that  here  as  elsewhere 
the  loss  and  surrender  of  divers  cities  and  places  have  been  hastened 
through  want  of  provisions. 

But,  continue  the  Directors,  bad  a  scarcity  of  provisions  even 
existed,  the  government  did  not  take  sufficient  care  to  victual  the 
place  in  time,  in  which  case  they  must  be  held  to  be  as  culpable  as 
if  it  had  been  surrendered  to  the  enemy  fully  provisioned.  Without 
paying  any  attention  to  what  the  Petitioner  hath  proved  to  the 
contrary  in  hia  Report,  tlie  Directors  endeavor  to  impute  to  the 
government  Its  loss  and  neglect. 

First,  say  they,  I  myself  admit  that  the  stores  were  well  supplied 
the  entire  summer.  The  Report  delivered  in  does  not  intimate  this 
in  such  positive  terms,  but  says;  passably  well,  in  comparison  with 
previous  years;  giving  additional  reasons  why  they  were  not  better 
stocked,  such  as  want  of  credit  and  cash.  But  admitting  it  to  be 
as  the  Directors  presuppose,  yet  it  cannot,  from  that,  be  concluded, 
much  lees  prnved,  that  I  have  been  guilty  of  any  of  this  neglect  to 
keep  the  stores  as  well  supplied  aa  possible.  The  contrary  was 
demonstrated  and  proved  in  the  Report  by  two  certificates  of  Ser- 
geant Hermen  Martens  van  den  Bosch  and  Dirck  Loten,  Commia- 
sary  of  stores,  both  of  whom  are  in  this  country.  These  witnesses 
prove  that  the  aforesaid  Sergeant  was,  in  the  months  of  May,  June 
and  July,  sent  three  or  four  times  with  goods  and  letters  of  credit 
to  New  England,  to  purchase  provisions  both  for  the  Island  of  Cur- 
asao and  our  garrison.  The  government  of  the  city's  Colonic  on 
the  South  river  did  also  send  thither  Peter  Alrichs,  its  Commissary, 
to  procure  cattle  and  provisions  for  that  Oolonie-,  a  palpable  token 
and  proof  that  no  supplies,  certainly  not  enough,  were  to  be  ob- 
tained in  New  Netherland. 
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Secondly.  Th«  aforesaid  Directors  say,  tite  Petitinser  a<±tio«- 
ledges  tliat  the  scarcity  was  specially  created  by  the  sendinK  of  a  M 
of  provisions  by  the  MuKch,  and  accuse  him  on  that  accoant  of 
neglect  and  seemin);  imprudence,  inasmuch  as  he  had  had,fally 
three  weeks  before  the  dlsitatch  of  the  aforesaid  vessel,  specific  tid- 
ings, of  the  frigates  which  had  mastered  the  place. 

The  Report  presented  to  you,  Illnfitrinus,  HiKh  and  Mighty,  and 
in  the  Hrst  place  to  the  Company,  intimates,  on  this  subject,  not 
that  the  scarcity  was  created  solely  and  speciAcHlly  by  the  sending 
away  of  a  portion  of  provisions  to  Curnfao,  bnt  that  it  was  partially 
occasioned  thereby;  presupposing  that  otber  additional  reasons 
could  be  addncwd,  and  not  the  least  among  the  rest,  that  about 
14  (n\  16  days  before  the  arrival  of  the  frigates,  there  arrived  and 
came,  in  the  ship  Oideon,  between  8  and  400  half-starved  Kegroes 
And  Negresses  who  alone,  exclusive  of  the  garrison,  reqoired  OM 
hundred  skepels  of  wheat  per  week. 

Now,  regarding  the  second  member  of  this  subject;  Presumed 
neglect  and  apparent  Imprudence,  because  I  had  allowed  the  sblp 
Mwch  to  sail  with  some  provisions  to  Cara^ao ;  inasmuch  ns  I  bad 
specific  intelligence  of  the  frigates  three  weeks  before  the  dispatdi 
of  the  aforesaid  vessel,  therefore  ou^t  I  not  to  have  strinied  my- 
self of  any  necessaries.  The  Directors'  letter  of  the  21"  April,  to 
which  he  appeals,  is  not,  in  any  wise,  an  excuse  for  so  doing,  since 
it  was  not  wTitt«n  therein  that  the  frigates  would  not  come  to  sur- 
prise him  [bnt  to  advise  him],  according  to  all  reports  which  were 
abroad,  without  assuring  him  of  anything;  moreover,  the  Director 
and  Council  aforesaid  most  expressly  write  by  liters  of  the  Zl" 
April,  that  they  there  are,  for  a  surety  and  a  certainty,  infonned 
to  the  contrary,  and  that  the  Company  whs  misinrormed. 
High  aod  Mighty  Lords. 

The  above  is  either  not  understood  according  to  the  precise  truth, 
or  erroneously  misinterpreted  by  the  Directors.  Therefore,  afford- 
ing some  semblance  of  neglect  and  want  of  care,  do  I  find  myself 
neeessitated  to  explain  this  matter  somewhat  more  circumstan- 
tially, and  to  inform  you.  High  and  Mighty,  of  the  true  state  of  the 
case,  and  to  commit  the  decision  thereupon  to  your  High  Mighti- 
nesses' more  profound  wisdom. 

First.  What  the  almvementioned  Directors  advise  ns  on  the  21' 
April  is  copied,  in  the  Report  delivered  in,  word  for  word  from  their 
letter,  which  does  not  contain  a  word  about  rumors  which  were 
bruited  abroad,  but  of 

"News  we  receive  from  England,  according  to  which  his  Majraty 
of  Great  Britain,  who  is  disposed  to  bring  all  his  dominions  under 
one  form  of  government,  both  in  Church  and  State,  hath  taken  care 
that  Commissioners  are  at  present  ready  in  England  to  repair  to 
Kew  England  to  install  Bishops  there  tlie  same  as  in  Old  England. " 
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And  a  little  farther  on : 

"ThediviHion  of  the  BoundaryiSolong  essayed,  begins  now  also 
to  assume  anotiier  aspect,  partly  in  consequence  of  our  efforts,"  etc. 

We  submit  to  your  Uigb  Mightinesses'  most  wise  and  discreet 
Judgment  wtint  encouragement,  if  uo  assui'ance  at  least  wliat  hope, 
aervanta  residing  so  far  off  can  draw  from  such  and  atmilar  ex- 
pressions. The  Directors  say  that  they  did  not  assure  us  of  any- 
thing, but  merely  advised  us  of  the  reports  that  were  prevalent; 
the  Director  and  Council,  on  the  contrary,  write  most  expressly  by 
letter  of  the  21"  April,  that  they  are  positively  and  certainly  ad- 
vised otherwise,  and  that  the  Company  was  misinformed. 

On  examioiug  and  reading  over  the  copies  of  the  letters  written 
about  this  time,  in  answer  to  those  of  the  Company,  we  And  no  such 
expressions.  'Tis  not  probable,  yea,  'tis  impossible,  that  we  should 
have  positive  and  certain  intelligence  contrary  to  theirs,  seeing  it  is 
confessed  that  we  received  the  Company's  letter,  written  on  the 
21"  April,  for  the  first  time,  by  the  ship  Eendraeht  in  the  last  of 
July,  about  three  weeks  before  the  arrival  of  the  English  fiigates, 
and  I  was  unable  to  answer  this  letter,  and  consequently  did  not 
make  use  of  any  such  language. 

Kegarding  what  the  Directors  further  say,  that  I  had  specific 
news  of  the  frigates  full  three  weeks  befora  the  dispatch  of  the 
Musch,  with  provisions  to  Cura9ao:  The  preciseuess  and  ceitaiiity 
of  these  news  can  be  inferred  from  what  the  Director  and  Council 
first  wrote  to  the  Directors  under  date  ID'"  June,  per  the  ship  Vos, 
and  on  the  i""  of  August  per  the  ship  Tronic;  tiie  last  in  answer  to 
theirs  of  the  21"  April,  whereof  the  extract  reads  word  for  word  as 
follows : 

"  We  are  informed  by  the  last  letters  and  advices  from  Old  En- 
gland, received  at  Ifoston,  In  New  England,  by  divers  siiips,  that 
the  affairs  between  our  State  and  the  King  of  England  do  not  look 
altogether  peaceable,  but  appear  about  to  terminate  in  a  rupture. 
If  this  should  be  the  case,  which  God  forfeud,  we  will  not  doubt  but 
your  Honui's  will  endeavor,  through  the  Hight  Worshipful,  tlie 
BuTKOmiisters  of  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  and  their  recommendation 
and  letters  to  tlieir  Higli  Mightinesses,  to  have  us  seasonably  and 
at  the  earliest  moment,  seconded  by  men  and  ships-of-war.  Witli- 
out  such  and  effectual  assistance  (the  power  and  help  of  God  being 
unlimited),  'tis  impossihle,  according  to  human  calculatiun,  to  exist 
here  against  such  menacing  and  exasperated  neighbors,  who  ex- 
ceed us  in  numbers  and  strength  more  than  10  to  une,"  Sea, 

By  the  ship  IVouro,  wliich  sailed  about  8  weelu  after  the  ship  Vob, 
the  Directors'  last  received  despatch  of  the  21"  April  was  ansnered 
on  the  4"  of  August,  as  follows: 

"Concerning  tlie  sequel  of  your  Honors'  letter,  and  your  ex- 
pressions that,  according  to  the  news  which  you  received  from  Old 
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England,  Englimd'a  Majesty  is  inclined  to  reduce  all  his  doniinioni 
to  one  form  of  government  in  Church  hdiI  State,  and  to  tliHt  effect 
some  Commlasionera  ('twte  divulged  here  that  2(qj.S  frigates  pro- 
vided with  men  and  ammunition)  lay  ready  in  England  to  repair  to 
New  England,  and  there  to  install  Bishops  as  in  Old  Englacd ;  and 
what  your  Honorsfurther  conceive  foi' our  encouragemeDt  and  that 
of  your  inhabitants,  we  shall  not  for  the  present  debate,  much  less 
gainsay,  but  rather  wish  and  hope  that  if  it  contribute  as  well  to 
the  advantage  of  God's  church  as  to  ours,  it  may  fall  out  according 
to  your  advice  and  meaning.  Meanwhile,  we  cannot  omit  com- 
municating to  your  Honore  on  this  head  what  we  were  informed 
here  about  the  matter,  partly  to  convey  by  the  annesed  Declarati<Mi 
N°  X.,  more  fully  to  be  learned  by  your  Honore  from  the  Skippers 
and  passengers  who  are  going  over,  that  the  design  of  the  aforesaid 
frigates  and  soldiers  is  directed  rather  against  Long  Island  and  this 
your  Honors'  conquest,  than  to  reform  New  England." 

When  these  extracts  from  our  answers  are  compared  with  the 
Directors'  letter  of  information,  impartial  people  will  be  able  to 
judge  what  intelligence  they  had  from  Old  England,  which  lay  so 
near  them,  and  we  had,  so  far  from  there,  from  a  third  and  fourth 
band  ;  whence  it  can  reliably  be  inferred  how  unjust  the  alle^tion, 
tliat  they  did  advise  us  simply  of  reports  that  were  prevalent,  bnt 
that  we  very  expressly  write  under  date  of  the  21''  April,  that  we 
were  positively  and  reliably  advised  to  the  contrary  and  that  the 
Company  was  mi  sin  formed. 

The  abovementioned  Declaration  N°  X.  was,  according  to  the 
Petitioner's  recollection,  a  vertwl  statement  of  one  Thomas  Willet, 
an  Englishman,  of  what  lie  had  heard  regarding  the  English  frigates. 
He  contradicted  this  his  declaration  14  (a,.  18  days  after,  not  only 
before  the  Director  and  Council,  but  in  piesence  of  divers  individ- 
uals, some  of  whom  are  here  and  can  testify  to  the  fact ;  statingand 
roundly  declaring  that  now,  in  the  last  of  July  to  wit,  other  news 
had  reached  New  England  from  Uld  England  by  the  last  ships,  \iz. : 
that  by  Ambassador  Gogh 'a  arrival  in  England,  things  were  greatly 
changed  ;  that  the  frigates  were  again  unloaded  ;  that  Oommis. 
sionei^  were  nominated  and  appointed  to  agree  with  the  said  Am- 
bassador  about  the  Boundary  betweei»  New  England  and  New 
Netlierland.  The  Skipper  and  passengers  of  the  ship  Eendrae/it, 
arriving  about  the  same  time,  concurred  for  the  most  part  in  the 
above  accounU,  stating,  among  other  things,  that  they  had  crossed 
tbe  channel  in  May  last,  and  had  not  heard  of  the  slightest  diffi- 
culty between  England  and  our  State,  but  that  everything  was 
quiet,  and  rested  on  the  hope  of  a  good  agreement.  Divers  private 
letters,  yea, even  the  Directors'  abovementioned  general  letter  dated 
21"  April,  received  as  stated  by  the  Emdvadit  in  the  last  of  July, 
substantially  and  circumstantially  concurred  also  in  those  repre- 
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sentations.  Therefore,  the  flrat  reports  did  not  excite  any  appre- 
hension nor  obtaiu  credit  with  either  the  Director  and  Council  or 
any  one  else.  This,  then,  being  shown,  not  by  anger  and  unjust 
presumptions,  but  by  the  real  circumstance  and  truth  of  matters, 
the  Petitioner  submits  to  your  High  Mightinesses'  censure  and  judg- 
ment whether  neglect  and  palpable  bad  care  can  and  ought  to  be 
imputed  to  him,  because  be  bad  permitted  the  little  craft  the  Jfusch 
to  sail  and  depart  with  provisions  for  Curasao,  where  they  were  so 
much  required  ;  the  rather,  when  it  is  known  that  the  Director  and 
Council  did,  on  the  first  reports,  detain  the  aforesaid  little  vessel 
more  than  three  weeks,  fully  laden,  and  did  not  allow  her  to  depart, 
as  is  said  and  can  be  proved,  until  tlie  first  reports  were  contra- 
dicted and  every  one  had  believed  and  admitted  the  contrary. 

But  the  Directors  say,  furthermore  i  Supposing  that  the  little  craft 
bad  sailed,  according  to  hiBownadroissioiithegrain  crop  was  nearly 
in  the  barn ;  nay,  'tis  certain  that  all  the  tarns  were  overflowing 
with  grain,  bo  that  he  had  time  enough,  on  learning  the  arrival  of 
the  frigates,  to  have  the  grain  hauled  in  and  threshed,  whereby  tlie 
want  of  proviaionis  within  would  iiave  been  prevented,  He. 

It  is  answered.  That  the  Report  handed  in  by  the  Petitioner  inti- 
mates that  the  Director  and  Council  interposed  the  leas  objection  to 
allowing  the  little  vessel  to  sail  to  Curasao,  in  consequence  of  the 
favorable  appearance  of  the  harvest  and  because  the  grain  was,  as 
it  were,  between  the  barn  and  the  Beld.  Everybody  knows  that  the 
climate  of  New  Nether  land,  resembling  nearly  the  climate  of  this 
country,  the  harvest  there  is  later  than  here;  that,  therefore,  the 
grain,  being  between  the  Held  and  the  bam,  was  not  all  boused 
and  stacked  \  certainly  there  was  not  the  least  appearance  and  iiossi- 
bility  of  fetching  tlie  grain  from  over  the  river  and  bringing  it  in 
the  fort.  And  though  it  had  been  possibly  brought,  which  would  lie 
in  small  quantity,  assui-edly  there  was  no  convenience  in  the  fort  to 
bouse  and  thresh  thegraiu  still  in  the  sheaf.  In  addition  to  alt  this,  the 
Petitioner  went, on  invitation,  to  the  Colonie  Rensselaerswyck  and 
the  village  of  Ueverwyck  by  the  advice  aud  consent  of  the  Council, 
as  shown  by  tlieir  letter  written  on  the  IT"*  August  aud  sent  in  hia 
absence  to  the  lion''*  Directors,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  some 
necessary  orders  there  against  the  invasions  and  massacre  recently 
perpetrated  by  the  Northern  Indians.  Therefore,  not  being  present 
when  positive  intelligence  of  the  arrival  of  the  English  frigates  was 
received  in  New  Netherland  from  New  England.theneglect,  if  any 
there  be,  is  not  to  be  imputed  to  liim. 

The  Hon""  Directors  next  add ;  The  aforesaid  Director  himself 
endeavored,  after  the  English  frigates  had  all  arrived,  to  have  some 
cattle  conveyed  thence  to  the  South  river  under  aconvoy  of  lilsol- 
diers.    This  information  liaving  been  sinisterly  communicaled  to 
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the  Hon.  Slrectora,  is  denied,  and,  tberefore,  unworthy  any  a 
Nevertheless,  its  hlaehood  may  be  inferred  from  the  following: 

Peter  Alrlcks,  the  city's  Commissary,  was  sent  as  early  as  May  to 
the  Hanhatans  from  tlie  city's  Colonie  of  New  Amat«l  to  purcbase 
some  provisions  and  cattle.  These  were  not  to  be  bad  in  New  Netb- 
erland;  accordingly,  having  bought  up  in  June  and  Juiya  tot  oC 
cows,  oxen  and  sheep  in  Nuw  England  and  on  the  East  end  of  Long 
Island,  he  had  in  the  absence  atid  before  the  return  of  the  Petitioner 
from  Fort  Urauge,  conveyed  tlie  greater  portion  of  them  across  the 
North  river  from  Long  Island  to  Neuweainks,  distant  the  one  from 
the  other  about  2(a.&  leasaes,  and  for  the  security  of  tJie  aforesaid 
cattle  put  them  under  the  care  of  some  farmers  and  farm  sf^rvasts 
and  a  few  soldiers  from  the  Colonieof  New  Amatel.  Being  engaged 
shipping  those  which  were  atill  at  New  Utreciit,  and  intending  to 
send  and  drive  them  all  together  over  land  to  the  South  river,  he 
was  allowed,  previous  to  my  dei>arture  fo>'  Fort  Urange  and  before 
anytldng  was  known  of  tlie  frigates,  a  guard  of  10  ^ .  12  soldiers  U> 
aid  iu  convoying  his  people  and  cattle  and  iu  defending  them  against 
the  NeuweainckDe  and  otber  Indiana.  Meanwhile,  before  all  the  cat- 
tle had  been  shipped  over,  auil  before  the  said  Alricks  had  obtained 
one  of  the  men  he  bad  asked  oF  tlie  Council,  the  English  frigates 
arrived  and  came  to  anchor  in  the  bay  before  New  Utrecht  on  tbe 
Zi'''  aud  ^S^^  of  August ;  attacked  ttie  sloop  in  which  the  transporta- 
tion was  effected;  took  possession  both  of  tbe  cattle  already  sent 
across  and  of  those  still  remaining  at  New  V^i'^'il^-  ^^  ^bis  ac- 
count. It  was  Impossible  to  have,  or  allow  any  cattle  to  be,  escorted 
by  12  men,  although  said  Alricks  had  requested  it, and  no  such  thing 
was  done. 

Bnt  about  this  matter,  out  of  wliicli  the  Petitioner  presumes  this 
sinister  story  hath  taken  its  rise,  the  only  thing  that  is  true  is^thaC 
the  aforesaid  Peter  Alricks  did  endeavor,  in  the  night  of  29^  and 
30'"  of  August,  to  convey  55  (g  .  60  Negroes  and  Negresses  overland 
to  the  South  river,  because  he  uould  nut  procure  any  provisions  or 
means  of  support  for  them  in  New  Amsterdam,  all  sui^Iies  having 
been  cut  off.  This,  however,  was  not  attempted  with  any  escort  of 
the  Hun.  Company's  soldiers,  but  with  2(a.  3  of  bis  own  or  the  city*s 
servants,  as  can  be  seen  by  the  Journal  or  Day-book,  dated  80^  Au- 
gust. 

Finally,  the  Hon"'  Directors  conclude  the  subject  of  the  acarcity 
of  provisions  and  say :  The  want  of  cash  cannot  avail  here,  inas- 
much  as  the  necessity  whs  so  great  that  the  fanners  must  fain  sell 
tlieir  grain  on  credit  and  would  also  have  done  so  had  the  Director- 
Uener.il  and  Council  re<iueste<J  it,  which  they  did  not  do. 

Were  Uirck  Ixiten,  the  Commissary  of  provisions  at  present  in 
Amsterdam,  beard  on  this  |M)int,  lie,  with  many  others,  will  he  aUe 
and  uecessiUted  to  testify,  that  both  tbe  Council  in  the  Petitioner's 
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abeence,  and  the  Petitioner  himself  after  his  return,  did  cause  the 
farmers  on  tlie  Island  of  Manhattan  to  thresh  as  much  as  possible 
without  intermission,  and  did  not  request  tliem  to  do  so  on  credit, 
but  for  ready  means,  in  order  the  better  to  encourage  and  stimulate 
them  to  thresh.  But  all  the  others  on  LonK  Island  and  on  the  North 
river  being  efTectuHlly  cut  off  from  us  by  the  arrival  of  the  frigates 
and  tlieir  excursions,  and  the  farmers  being  forbidden  to  furnish  us 
any  supplies  on  paiu  of  having  their  property  burnt,  what  the  few 
farmej-s  on  Manhattans  island  could  thresti  out  was  daily  required 
for  the  scanty  support  of  the  garrison  and  about  three  hundred  Ne- 
groes wl)o  came  to  be  a  burthen  to  us,  before  the  arrival  of  the  fri-  ' 
gates;  so  tliat  on  this  {loint  neither  time  nor  opportunity  was  lost. 

And  in  this  matter  of  scarcity  it  remains  still  to  be  considered, 
that  during  the  brief  period  of  the  frigates,  as  already  stated,  we 
were  cut  off  from  all  supplies  in  the  city  of  New  Amstei-dam. 
scarcely  any  bread  was  to  be  obtained  of  tlie  bakers  for  ready  money, 
as  miglit  improved  by  many  and  divers  affldavitsof  people  who  were 
there  at  the  time  and  are  now  in  Holland,  which  also  obliged  (as 
stated)  Peter  Alricks,  the  city's  Commissary,  to  hazard  the  most 
part  of  his  Negroes,  who  were,  nolens  volena,  and  at  great  risk,  3 
days  l>efore  the  arrival  of  the  frigates,  sent  off  in  separate  gangs  to 
be  dispatched  to  the  South  river  as  he  could  not  procure,  in  the  city 
of  New  Amsterdam,  any  bread  or  other  provisions  necessary  for 
their  scanty  subsistence, 

2.  Begarding  the  secpnd  point— Want  of  munitions  of  war :  The 
quadrennial  account  exhibited  fli-st  to  the  Company,  afterwards  to 
your  High  Mightinesses'  Assembly,  shows  the  quantity  sent  in  the 
last  four  years ;  how  expended,  and  that  there  are  not  over  900  Iba. 
in  tlie  fort ;  scarcely  as  much  in  store  In  the  city  of  New  Amster- 
dam, two  thirds  of  which  was  old,  spoiled  and  unfit,  ns  the  above 
rendered  account  of  powder  aforesaid  proves ;  therefore,  the  Hon. 
Directors  were  not  ignorant  of  the  want  norgainsaid  it,  but  in  their 
Observations  say : 

First.  That  all  the  requisitions  for  powder  ever  made  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  New  Xetherland,from  first  to  last,  were  fully  honored 
and  received. 

Secondly.  That  Alexander  HInnlossa  of  the  city's  Oolonie  on  the 
Soutli  river,  did,  in  July,  1664,  offer  seasonably  enough  all  his  gun- 
powder, consisting  of  more  than  S,000  lbs.,  with  all  necessaries, 
himself  and  all  his  people  as  a  reinforcement,  without  the  aforesaid 
Director  and  Council  having  been  willing  to  accept  the  aforesaid 
offer. 

Ttiirdly.  That  the  Director  himself  did  not  secure  the  gunpow- 
der on  IxKtrd  the  ships  lying  before  the  fort ;  therefore  the  blame 
attaches  to  the  aforesaid  Director  and  Council  for  liaving  so  small 
a  supply. 

5a-VoL.  V. 
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Foiirtlily.  Theyconclude  that,  from  the  refusal  of  tlteu 
and  further,  because  qo  sufHcient  requisitions,  tbis  plea  cannot 
exculpate  liiiu  from  the  charge  of  neglect,  and  is  propablr  put  fqrtb 
only  as  a  pretext  that  lie  had  performed  his  bouuden  duty. 

Most  Illustrioua,  High  and  Migbty  Lords. 

W'liat  regards  the  first  and  last  points,  viz.,  whether  all  the  requi- 
sitions ever  made  by  the  government  of  Mew  Netherland  up  to  the 
last,  have.beeii  honored  and  received,  and  whether,  on  the  coDtmry, 
no  sufficient  requisitions  have  been  miide,  would  appear  as  cleat  as 
the  aun  at  mid-day,  if  your  High  Mightinesses'  weighty  occupation! 
would  permit  the  slightest  supervisiou  and  exiuuination  of  the 
letters,  warnings,  supplicatory  petitions  and  entreaties,  which  may 
be  considered  almost  innumerable,  that  have  been  sent  to  and  maJe 
on  tlie  Directors  by  every  opportunity  offered  by  sailing  vetwls; 
yea,  also,  sometimes  by  way  of  Viiginla  and  New  England.  But, 
not  to.tre-pass  too  much  on  your  High  Mightinesses'  urgent  occu- 
pations, I  find  myself  under  necessity,  in  order  solely  to  vindicate 
myself,  and  not  to  accuse  any  one,  to  submit.  High  and  Mighty,  to 
your  speculation  and  most  profound  judgment,  only  a  few  out  of 
tlie  multitude  of  facte. 

In  the  year  1653,  when.  Illustrious  High  and  Mighty,  your  Repub- 
lic had  fallen  into  the  perilous  war  with  Protector  Cromwell,  and 
the  same  calamity  threatened  us  and  all  the  good  people  of  Xeir 
Netherland  with  direst  ruin,  and  our  multitudinous  remonstratic«s 
and  entreaties  seemed  to  have  little  effect  on  the  Hon*^  Companj, 
we  found  ourselves  under  the  necessity  of  sending  a  personal  dele- 
gation to  the  Hon*^  Directors,  to  which  end  we  deputed  hither  in 
the  last  of  June,  by  the  ship  £iiin!7/(,  Allert  Antony, Schepen  of  the 
city  of  Mew  Amsterdam,  through  whom  we  made  urgent  applica- 
tion for  assistance  and  other  necessaiies,  particularly  6  (a .  U.tiQD 
lbs.  of  powder,  3  fe .  4  light  frigates,  one  good  gunner  and  some 
men.  Being  informed  by  report  that  tlie  ship  Elbingk  bad 'been 
taken  by  the  English  or  sunk,  we  renewed  and  repeated  our  request 
on  the  3''  January,  1654,  in  tlie  following  words : 

"We  have  dwelt  longer  than  we  intended  on  this  subject,  in 
order  to  afford  your  Honors  a  f  lill  and  perfect  understanding  of  tbe 
perilous  position  in  which  we  and  tlie  whole  country  ure  placed, 
thereby  to  move  you  and  those  to  whom  you  will  be  pleased  to  coiii- 
municate  tliis,  to  a  more  efficient  and  more  speedy  relief.  If  your 
Honors  do  not  forward  this,  and  it  fail  us  contrary  to  hope,  ve 
declare  ourselves  before  the  whole  world  gi'iltless  of  all  injoiki 
wliich  will  befall  us  and  our  nation  in  this  Province.  We  have 
advised  your  Honors  per  the  ship  Elbingh,  with  what  we  liope.  with 
God'sblessing,  to  defend  our  trust,  viz.,  3  (a.  4  light  frigntes,  3  ^a . 
400  good  soldiers  and  train  bands  only  for  a  year  or  a  year  and  a 
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half,  6  @.  8.000  lbs.  powder,  some  hand  and  side  arroa,  pioneers' 
tools,  necessary  cargoes  fur  clothinf^  for  the  garrison,"  &C. 

In  order  not  to  fatigue  your  High  Mightinesses,  we  must  leave 
tlie  Directors  to  prove  wliether  tiiese  requisitions  were  complied 
with,  and  what  was  the  result  of  such  iterated  written  and  verbal 
entreaties.  As  far  as  the  Petitioner  recollects,  there  were  scarcely 
OS  many  hundred  potmda  of  powder  as  there  were  thousands  in  the 
requisition  temperately  made  out  on  that  occasion ;  neither  soldiers 
nor  train  bands,  nor  even  one  frigat«.  So  that,  had  the  good  God 
alone  not  afforded  relief  by  the  intervening  peace,  we  should  have 
l>een  then,  as  now,  utterly  conquered  and  ruined,  for  want  of  tiie 
required  necessaries.  We  had  then  neither  gunner  nor  artilleryman 
to  atrend  to  tlie  firing,  for  whom,  nevertheless,  we  hod  frequently 
npplied  and  written,  as  appears  by  the  aforementioned  and  sut)se- 
quent  letters,  dated  27*  July,  I65i.  and  the  following  extracts: 

"  16c6.  Dated  12""  November.  In  the  general  lett«r  'twas  foi^t- 
ten  to  lay  before  your  Honors  the  scarcity  and  great  want  of  gun- 
powder, the  petition  of  all  the  villages  and  Colonies  to  be  supplied 
by  us  with  that  article  for  wampum,  beef,  pork  or  grain  ;  we  have 
accommodated  the  people  out  of  your  Honors'  store  as  much  and  as 
loug  as  was  possible  and  the  means  in  the  store  allowed.  The  dis- 
tribution of  powder  to  the  Commonality,  in  the  great  necessity  of 
last  year,  on  account  of  the  unexpected  encounter  with  the  Indians, 
together  with  what  was  tequiied  to  be  given  to  those  barbarians  fur 
the  ransom  and  release  of  the  poor  Christian  prisoners,  hath  dimin- 
ished our  stock  to  that  degree,  that  we  find  not  above  two  thousand 
weight,  good  and  bad,  in  store.  The  current  rumors  of  new  trou- 
bles render  us  circumspect  in  allowing  the  Commonality  any  more 
powder ;  this  occasions  great  complaints,  in  regard  of  which  we  have 
been  desirous  to  request  your  Honors  to  send,  by  the  first  ships,  a 
supply  of  i)owder  both  for  the  magazine  and  the  Commonality." 

What  little  result  followed  the  above  ap[)1ications  is  further  to  be 
deduced  from  tlie  reiterated  requisition  for  a  supply  of  gunpowder 
made  in  the  following  years,  1657  and  1658,  tirot : 

Under  date  13'"  August,  1657,  "The  general  complaints  both  of 
the  Burghers  and  outside  people,  that  they  cannot  be  accommodated 
with  powder  or  lead  requisite  for  their  household  and  self-defence, 
in  exchange  either  for  wampum  or  agricultural  produce,  have  ren- 
dered it  necessary  for  us  annually  to  supply  every  Uurgher  keeping 
watcii  and  ward  in  his  turn  with  two  pounds  of  powder  for  the 
wat«h,  and  in  addition  to  that,  one  pound  of  powder  quarterly  for 
his  household,  on  paying  for  the  same.  And,  since  the  magazine  is 
hei-eby  much  decreased  and  weakened,  we  continue  our  request  that 
your  Honors  would  please  to  supjrty  us  by  every  opi>ortunity  of 
ships,  bearing  in  mind  that,  as  it  is  an  article  of  contraband,  it  can- 
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not  be  obtained  in  this  country  either  froui  ua  or  from  the  Bnig- 
hei's.andtliatthe  want  of  it  luust  cHusean  utterruiuof  theplac«." 

Un  the  23'  July,  1658,  tlie  foregoing  request  for  gunpowder  and 
tlie  necessity  tlierefor  were  repeated  and  aeain  renewed  in  almost 
tlie  same  words.  It  is,  among  other  things,  stilted  on  folio  60  of  the 
Booli  containing  the  copies  of  letters : 

' '  AVe  have  considered  it  necessary  to  give  your  Honors  seasonable 
notice  liereof,  and,  at  the  same  time,  again  to  request  your  Honors 
to  he  pleased  to  supply  us,  by  every  ship  that  sails,  with  as  much 
powder  and  lead  as  this  and  other  circumstances  demand,  to  the  end 
that  no  mishap  nor  further  damage  may  be  brought  upon  us  uid 
your  Ilonors'  conquest  in  time  of  need.  Whilst  writing  tliis  there 
is  t'oiuid  in  store,  including  old  and  new,  good  snd  l>ad,  about 
3.6tHJ  lbs.  and  about  1,600  lbs  of  musket  halls." 

It  would  he  altogether  too  tedious  and  long  to  iosert  here  all  the 
annual  petitions  for  powder  which  were  sometimes  repeated  two 
and  thi'ee  times  a  year.  Not  to  trespass  too  much  on  your  11^ 
Mightinesses' patience,  this  subject  is  concluded  with  the  follow- 
ing: 

In  tbe  year  1662,  when  Hartford  Colony  received  its  newly  ob- 
tained Patent,  wherein,  as  we  were  informed,  the  entire  Province 
of  New  Xetherlaud  was  included,  and  therefore  new  encroach- 
ments and  invasions  were  apprehended  from  that  quarter,  in  conse- 
quence of  expressed  menaces,  we  represented,  on  the  17^*  of  Septem- 
ber, the  scarcity  of  powder,  and  made  a  request  for  5  Q  6,O0D  Db. 
in  the  following  words: 

"  Should  any  hostilities  occur  or  happen  here  or  elsewhere,  we 
should  immediately  fijid  ourselves  at  a  loss  for  good  powder.  We 
have,  as  yet,  about  2,600  @  3,000  Itis.  altogether  in  store,  but  as  the 
most  part  is  already  some  years  old  and  damp,  we  could  not,  in 
time  of  need,  rel}  on  it.  We  shall,  therefore,  humbly  request  your 
Honors  to  let  us  receive  9  good  quantity  by  the  earliest  oiqmrtuDitj 
and  annually  afterwards,  in  order  to  have  as  much  ssS@  6,000  lbs. 
of  good  powder  constantly  in  store,  in  which  case  we  shall  send  the 
old  powder  back  to  be  made  over  again." 

Herein  then  'tis  to  be  remarked,  first :  that  the  small  quantity  of 
powder  being  old  and  musty,  became  less  and  worse  in  the  two  fol- 
lowing years.  How  few  pounds  of  powder  have  been  sent  on  such 
reiK'ated  applications  I  scarcely  dare  to  state  for  certain,  in  order 
not  to  disgust  any  person,  much  less  deceive  your  High  Mightinesses. 
Certainty,  'tis  to  be  concluded  therefrom  that  all  the  requi^tioos 
which  necessity  dictated,  were  not  complied  with,  sent  to  us  nor 
received.  This  could  be  demonstrated  and  proved  even  to  a  pound, 
if  the  Petitioner  could  again  obtain  a  copy,  or  get  a  aigtat,  of  the 
account  of  powder  abovementtoned  exhibited  to  and  placed  last  Uc- 
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tober,  with  other  documents  and  vouchera,  in  tlie  hniids  of  the 
Mess"  Van  Ommeren  and  the  other,  your  High  Uightinesses'  Depu. 
ties. 

Now  in  regard  to  the  charge  that  the  Director  and  Council  re- 
fused to  accept  the  offer  of  more  than  5,000  tbs.  of  powder  made  liy 
the  city's  Director,  Alexander  Hinniosaa.  and  neglected  to  secure 
the  powder  on  board  the  ships  lying  before  the  fort.  How  shame- 
fully  and  wrongfully  the  Directors  have  been  imposed  on  in  this 
matter,  may  appear  from  the  following  facts : 

In  the  year  1663,  the  Director  and  Council  found  themselves  in- 
volved in  a  very  dangerous  war  with  the  Indian  barbarians.  An 
earnest  application  was  made  on  the  17"  September,  of  the  previous 
year,  1662,  for  5  (n  6,000  lbs.  of  good  gunpowder.  A  quarter  of  this 
not  having  lieen  sent  and  certainly  not  received,  they  found  ttieni- 
selves  exposed  to  the  great  risk  of  being  entirely  out  of  )>owder  in 
a  short  time,  as,  in  consequence  of  the  continuance  of  this  ruinous 
war,  there  were  not  in  store,  at  tlie  oiiening  of  the  year  1864, 200  ftis. 
of  powder  fit  to  be  used  with  small  arms.  They,  therefore,  in  the 
month  of  February,  requested,  from  the  said  Director  HinuiossH,a 
loan  or  the  sale  of  6  (n-  600  lbs.,  of  which,  as  can  be  proved,  to  the 
best  of  the  Petitioners  recollection,  by  the  account  of  powder  above- 
mentioned,  not  more  than  20U  lbs.  were  sent  in  the  following  April 
or  last  of  marcli,  accompanied  by  an  apology  in  writing  for  not  be- 
ing able,  at  that  time,  to  spare  any  more. 

In  July  following,  the  Director  and  Council  being  informed  by 
one  Tomas  Willet  that  current  reports,  even  in  written  letters,  had 
reached  Boston,  in  New  England,  that  4  frigates  had  been  Atted  out 
In  Old  England  to  conquer  New  Netherland,  they  advised  the  afore- 
said Dii'ector  Hinuiossa,  by  the  first  opporttmity,  of  what  had  been 
beard,  so  as  to  put  him  on  his  guard,  with  a  request,  at  the  same 
time,  for  assistance  in  powder.  The  Petitioner  does  not  know 
whether  said  Director  Hinniossa  sent  an  answer  and  made  an  offer 
in  consequence,  and  declares  that  it  was  never  shown  to  him ;  for 
the  reports  dying  away  shortly  after  and  Ving  (as  already  state<l) 
contradicted  by  their  author,  Willet,  himself,  viz. :  that  other  news 
had  been  received  by  ships  which  had  arrived  more  recently  in  New 
£ngland  from  Old  England,  to  the  effect  that  in  consequence  of  the 
arrival  of  Ambassador  Gogh  in  the  latter  country,  things  had 
clianged,  the  frigates  were  unloaded  and  the  soldiers  again  landed ; 
your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  did  thereupon  depart,  in  the 
beginning  of  August,  to  the  Colotile  Reusselaerswyck,  being  re- 
quested and  required  to  do  so  by  the  Commissaries  of  that  place  in 
consequence  of  some  new  troubles  whicli-broke  out  there  with  tiie 
Indians ;  as  is  to  be  seen  by  the  letter  of  the  Director  and  Council 
dated  the  5"  of  August,  and  the  letter  of  the  Council  alone,  dated 
the  IT"  of  same  month.    And  the  Petitioner  can  affirm  that  he  had 
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no  knowledge  of  the  receipt  of  any  letter  or  of  any  offer  havinK 
been  made  before  his  departure,  which  was  on  the  6**  or  T^  of  snid 
month. 

Such  being  the  case,  and  the  Directors  having  been  incorrectly 
Informed  that  the  ofFer  of  more  than  5,000  lbs.  of  powder  and  of  hb 
pei-son  aod  people  had  been  made  by  Director  Hinoiossa,  'tu  alao  an 
error  and  an  untruth  that  the  Director  and  Council  have  refused  to 
accept  such  ofFer,  which  It  is  incumbent  on  the  informer  to  prove 
either  by  letter  from  the  Petitioner  or.  In  his  absence,  under  the 
Imnds  of  the  Council ;  but  he  will  never  be  able  to  prove  it,  as  it 
had  never  been  refused.  Renc«  the  unjust  wrong  to  be  drawn  from 
the  alx>ve  request  for  aid ;  for,  to  make  application  and  reject  the 
invited  offer  are  contradictions.  'Tis,  therefore,  with  all  dne 
reverence  and  submission,  referred  to  your  High  Mightinesses'  most 
wise  and  discreet  judgment  who  are  to  be  censured  and  blamed  in 
the  premises ;  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  and  the  Council 
of  New  Netlierland,  or  the  malicious  accuser,  de  Hinniossa  him- 
self, for  the  reason  that  he,  on  receiving  information,  did  not  send 
the  offered  powder  and  all  the  other  necessaries  seasonably  in  Jolf, 
for  which  very  good  and  suitable  opportunities  offered  that  month: 
first,  by  the  sloop  belonging  to  one  Dirck  Smith,  which  arrived  from 
the  South  river  at  the  Manliatans  a  few  days  before  your  Peti- 
tioner's departure  for  the  Colonic  Rensselaer8W7ck ;  or,  by  the  »liip 
St.  Jacob,  which  sailed  from  the  South  river  in  the  last  of  July  or 
beginning  of  August,  and  arrived  before  the  city  of  New  Amster- 
dam, in  the  Petitioner's  absence,  on  the  IS"^  ditto ;  as  appears  by 
the  Council's  letter  written  on  the  following  17"  to  the  Directors 
and  sent  by  the  Vcrguld^n  Arendt. 

After  the  return  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  from  the 
Colonie  Kensselaerawyck,  which  was  on  the  24"  {a  2Sf^  August,  it 
was  impossible  to  send  for  the  powder,  as  the  English  frigates  ar- 
rived within  Sandy  Hook  on  the  following  day  :  impossible  also  to 
receive  any,  as  all  the  approaches  by  land  and  water  were  imtoe- 
diately  blockaded  by  the  English,  who,  on  the  28",  captured  the 
sloop  Princes,  employed  by  Peter  Alricks,  the  city's  Coomiissary.to 
convey  a  lot  of  purchased  cows  and  sheep  fram  Long  Island  to  the 
Niiuwesiucx,  and  with  it  also  tliose  which  had  be«n  alFe«dy  sent 
across.  Some  of  the  city's  servants  and  free  colonists  saved  them- 
selves by  flight.  A  day  or  a  day  and  a  half  after,  the  English  took 
the  sloop  of  a  brother  Zealander,  employed  also  by  said  Alricks  to 
convey  and  send  some  of  his  Negroes  overland  to  the  South  river 
on  account  of  want  of  provisions,  so  that  there  was  not  the  slight- 
est ap)iearance  or  opportnnity  to  send  or  receive  any  iuformatioo, 
much  less  gunpowder.  By  water,  the  river  was  closed  ;  by  land,  tbf 
unincumbered  traveler  with  great  difficulty  found  a  tedious  and 
troublesome  passage  over   mountains,  rivera,  hiUs,  creeks  airi 
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siramps.  From  tbis  circumstance  it  is  easil;  seen,  that  'twas  im* 
possible  to  make  any  application  for  and  impossible  to  receive  tbe 
presumed  offered  gunpowder. 

Next,  in  regard  to  tlie  like  presumption  in  tliia  matter :  That  the 
Director  and  Council  liave  not  secured  the  powder  on  board  the 
shiim  lying  before  the  fort,  which  would  have  supplied  any  existing 
want.  On  the  examination  in  tbis  case,  which  the  Director  and 
Council  caused  to  be  instituted  at  the  earliest  su^estion.as  to 
what  quantity  of  gunpowder  was  on  board  the  ships,  scarcely  one 
thousand  weight  were  to  be  found  in  tbe  three  vessels,  viz :  in  the 
ship  the  0(d«on,  according  to  the  declaration  of  the  Skipper  him- 
self, 13(n'.  14  kegs  of  50  lbs.  for  14  (^ .  16  small  iron  gana  (gotelin- 
gtnj;  in  the  flyboat  Eendr^  cAf,  armed  with  ID  or  12  small  iron  guns, 
7  kegs  of  50  lbs. ;  in  the  ship  St.  Jacob,  arrived  from  the  South  river 
10  (n  .  12  days  before,  not  fifty  lbs.,  and  her  pilot  declared  (the  Skip- 
per having  died  at  tbe  South  river)  that  he  liad  reiwatedly  asked 
Director  Hinnioasa  for  two  @,  300  lbs.,  to  be  paid  by  exchange  in 
Fatherland  or  by  peltries  on  the  spot,  but  could  not  get  a  pound. 
Besides,  it  is  a  thing  without  example,  to  strip  shii>s,  having  so 
small  a  supply,  of  their  ammunition.  The  Director  and  Council  must 
afterwards  have  subjected  themselves  to  great  complaint  and  re- 
proach if  those  vessels  would  have  been  taken  yi  consequence  of. 
liaving  lieen  stripped  of  so  small  a  quantity  of  powder.  We  must 
again  refer  to  your  High  Mightinesses' wise  and  discreet  opinion, 
and  submit  to  your  judgement  what  neglect  or  want  of  care  has 
been  committed  in  this  instance. 

In  the  following  Observation,  the  Directors  say :  Although  the 
Burghers  were  not  strong  enough  to  defend  the  city,  and  not  will- 
ing to  do  so  through  fear  of  being  plundered,  the  fort,  and  not  the 
city  only,  was  intrusted  to  him ;  if  the  Burghers  were  unwilling  to 
fight,  he  was  bound  to  consider  that  a  capital  fortress,  provided 
with  180  brave  soldiers  and  24  pieces  of  artillery,  as  the  fourth  point 
intimates,  ought  not  to  have  been  surrendered  without  making  some 
defence,  but  that  he  was  bound  to  defend  it  to  the  utmost,  and 
abandoned  the  Bui^hers  rather  than  the  entire  country. 

Illustrious,  High  and  Mighty  Lords,  willingly  will  I  again  sub- 
mit myself  on  this  point  to  your  High  Mightinesses' judgment  and 
censure,  if  the  country  could  be  preserved  by  abandoning  the 
Burghers  and  defending  the  fortress  which,  in  regard  to  its  condi- 
tion and  weakness,  bare  of  such  neceasaiy  requisites  as  jKiwder, 
lead,  provisions,  water  and  train  bands,  and  so  great  away  from 
assisti»nce,  could  not  be  held  a  week,  yea,  possibly  three  days;  if  the 
Burghers  and  city  wherein  the  fortress  stood  could  be  protected, 
much  less  the  extensive  country,  whose  good  inhabitants,  long  be- 
fore this  time,  neither  we  nor  our  predecessors  have  ever  been  able 
to  defend,  as  we  ought  and  their  necessity  frequently  deniauded 
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Sfcainst  the  threats,  daily  invasions,  encroacbineDts  and  intrusiona 
of  the  Eufflish. 

Yet  will  I  readily  acknowledge  that  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  a 
falllif  111  servant  to  spare  neither  life  nor  limb,  blood  nor  treasure, 
.  but  to  hazard  all  and  employ  every  means  that  can  be  used,  in  case 
he,  by  their  risk  and  loss,  hoped,  expected  or  looked  forward  to  tlie 
slightest  advantage  for  the  maintenance  and  preservation  of  the 
country  or  of  one  place  in  it.  But  being,  as  can  he  seen  by  the 
above  statement,  destitute  of  sucli  necessary  requisites,  without  bope 
or  expectation  of  any  assistance,  the  entire  Commonalty  Arst,  as 
proved  by  their  Remonstrance  dated  .  .  February,  previously  dis- 
patclied  to  tlie  Uon""  the  Directors,  and  by  their  Petition  and 
Protest  exhibited  to  the  Director  and  Council,  proposed  to,  and 
afterwards  obligied  the  Director  and  Council,  in  order  to  prevent 
greater  loss  and  the  total  ruin  of  the  Burghers,  to  consider  what 
WHS  best  for  the  preservation  of  the  poor,  despairing  and  nearly  de- 
serted Commonalty,  and  most  justifiable  for  us  before  God  and 
your  High  Mightinesses,  in  accordance  witli  the  lesson  of  the  All- 
wise:  What  King,  about  to  go  to  war  against  another  King,  doth 
not  first  sit  down  and  think  wliether  he  be  able  with  ten  thousand, 
to  meet  him  that  with  twenty  thousand  cometh  against  him  {Luke, 
XIV.);  it  being  evident  that  our  force  was  inferior  to  that  of  the 
approaching  enemy,  conjoined  with  those  whoae  threats,  actual  in- 
vasions and  intrusions  committed  not  half  a  year  before,  we  were 
unable  to  withstand  or  prevent,  and  they  besides  were  expecting 
daily  from  New  England  not  only  two  but  fully  10 1^  one. 

Regarding  the  capital  condition  of  the  fort ;  provided,  as  'twu 
said,  Willi  24  pieces  of  artillery  and  with  180  brave  soldiers,  in  whkb 
number  must  be  included  those  who  were  left  at  the  Esopus  and 
Fort  Orange.  The  accusation  of  its  rash  surrender  apparently 
aeems  to  be  exaggerated.  The  defence  and  preservatiou  of  his 
honor,  to  be  prized  alxive  all  the  treasures  of  the  world,  presses  and 
forces  your  High  Mightinesses' servant,  without  intruding  bbme 
to  any  one,  to  say  and,  if  necessary,  to  prove,  that  the  fort  w!u, 
time  and  again,  declared  and  adjudged,  in  full  council,  to  be  unten- 
able by  (leraons  more  experienced  in  war  than  your  High  Higbli- 
nesses'  Petitioner  (among  others,  by  our  first  Councillor  and  Fiscal, 
N.  de  Sille],  who  is  better  versed  in  offensive  and  defeustve  siege 
operations  under  your  High  Mightinesses'  discreet  goverment  than 
your  humble  servant;  judging  therefrom  that  it  could  be  reduced 
by  500  men  In  less  than  thrice  24  hours,  which,  according  to  the 
limited  knowledge  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  servant,  was,  in  fact, 
feasible  for  the  following  reasons: 

First.  The  fort  is  situate  in  an  untenable  place,  where  it  ku 
located  on  the  first  discovery  of  New  Netherland,  for  the  purpom 
of  resisting  any  attack  of  the  Barbarins  rather  than  an  assault  of

European  annn,  having,  within  pistol  shot,  on  the  Nortli  and  North- 
easterly sides,  hifther  ground  than  that  on  which  it  stands,  so  that, 
not  withstanding  the  wall  and  works  fmwagie)  are  raised  the  high- 
est on  thiit  side,  people  standing  and  walking  on  that  high  ground 
can  see  the  soles  of  the  feet  of  those  on  the  esplanade  and  bastions 
of  the  fort,  wtiere  the  view  is  not  obstructed  by  the  houses  and 
church  in  it,  and  by  the  gabions  on  the  wall. 

Secondly.  The  fort  was  and  is  eiicompasBed  only  by  a  slight  wall, 
2(n.  3  feet  thick,  backed  by  Course  gravel,  not  above  8,  9(ifi.  10  feet 
high  in  some  places.  In  others  higher,  according  to  the  fall  of  the 
ground. 

Thirdly.  It  is,  for  the  most  part,  crowded  all  round  about  witli 
buildings  better  adapted  for  a  citadel  than  for  defence  against  an 
open  enemy ;  the  houses  are,  in  many  places,  higher  than  the  walls 
and  bastions  and  render  these  wholly  exposed;  most  nf  the  houses 
also  have  cellars  not  eight  rods  distant  from  the  wall  of  the  fort,  in 
.some  places  not  2  Qc .  3,  and  at  one  point  scarce  a  rod  from  the  wall, 
so  that  whoever  in  master  of  the  city  can  readily  approach,  with 
scaling  ladders,  from  the  aforesaid  houses  the  wall  of  the  fort,  which 
is  unprovided  with  a  wet  or  dry  ditch;  and  also,  if  need  be,  run  a 
mine  from  the  so  close  adjoining  cellars  and  blow  tlie  place  up. 

Besides  tliis,  the  fort  was  and  is  without  either  well  or  cistern. 
Previous  to  this  time  it  was  hastily  provided  with  20  (a;.  24  water 
barrels  or  pitched  casks  removed  from  the  ships  and  filled  with 
water.  Hence,  then,  'tis  to  be  deduced  how  easy  'twould  be  to  re- 
cover it  back:  how  difficult,  nay,  impossible,  for  us  to  defend  it. 
For,  the  houses,  beiug  built  of  wood  so  close  under  the  fort,  they 
must  Arst  be  torn  down,  or  else,  for  want  of  time,  burnt  to  the 
utter  ruin  of  the  Burghers  aud  not  without  ditnger  to  the  church 
in  the  fort,  which  is  roofed  with  shingles ;  the  soldiers'  baiTacks, 
also  built  of  wood,  may  likewise  be  set  on  fire.  Certainly,  the 
ground  outside  being  higher  than  that  within,  they  can  lie  easily 
fired,  and  in  that  event  the  Burghers,  so  many  women  and  children, 
who,  between  one  and  18  years  old,  amounted  to  fully  12  (a-.  1,300, 
would  be  under  the  necessity  of  seeking  their  retreat  and  support 
in  the  little  fort,  whose  plane,  from  wall  to  wall,  is  less  tlian  150 
feet  in  length  and  breadth.  I  shall  submit  it  to  the  most  wise  and 
discreet  judgment,  Srst  of  you,.  Illustrious,  High  and  Mighty,  (uid 
afl«rwards  of  all  impartial  men,  what  confusion  would  these  have 
caused  in  case  of  Are  or  storming ;  or,  supposing  the  best,  how  long 
could  these  and  the  military,  so  many  Negroes,  botlt  free  and  slave, 
-  and  other  additions  coming  in  from  without,  be  supported  with  so 
little  water  and  provisions,  and  further  leave  you  U)  judge  what 
result  was  to  be  ho|>ed  or  ex|)ecte<l  by  us. 

4.  The  Hon""  Directors  say,  in  continuation,  that  it  was  impos- 
sible for  us  to  know  whether  we  should  not  be  relieved  on  an  early 
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day,  and  that,  Imd  we  properly  acquitted  ourselves,  their  High 
Mightinesses  would,  without  doubt,  have  ordered  the  fleet  under 
Lieutenant- Admiral  de  Buyter,  passing  New  Netherlaiid  about 
eight  mouths  after,  to  touch  at  and  relieve  the  place. 

The  latter  part  of  this  point  requires  little  or  no  answer.  We 
did  not  know  that  Lieutenant -Admiral  de  Ituyt«r  was  sent  to 
Guinea,  and  tlmt  he  was  to  return  along  the  coast.  We  were  still 
more  ignorant  of  their  High  Mightinesses'  intention  to  expect  it : 
althougli  we  might  have  been  so  ordered,  it  was  impossible  for  us 
to  ol)ey,  even  if  the  fleet  could  have  reached  us  in  8  weeks;  had  it 
done  so  even  iu  H  months,  the  recapture  had  followed  as  easily  as 
the  reduction. 

It  could  certainly  and  sufficiently  be  deduced  from  the  latest  re- 
ceived letters,  from  previous  experience  and  neglect  to  answer  such 
numerous  Remonstrances,  complaints  and  given  warnings,  that  no 
aid  of  ships,  whereon  alone,  as  I  had  heretofore  repeatedly  demon- 
strated, the  maintenance  of  New  Netherland  depended,  was  to  be 
exiiected  or  hoped.  The  despatches  List  received  gave  us  not  tbe 
slightest  hint,  mucli  less  promise  of  assststance  either  in  men,  ships 
or  ammunition,  but  rather,  as  lieretofore  frequently  stated,  encour- 
agement and  hope  of  a  final  agreement,  by  meand  of  a  settlement  of 
the  Boundary,  which  then  began  to  assume  quite  a  different  aspect 
to  what  it  formerly  had.  Proof— their  despatch  written  from  Am- 
sterdam, and  dated  21"  April,  1664,  and  received  by  us  in  the  last 
of  July. 

In  regard  to  previous  experience  and  frequently  repeated  earnest 
remonstrances  and  warnings,  it  has  been  already  stated  that  noth- 
ing resulted  from  the,  application  in  the  year  1653  and  1654,  pending 
the  war  with  protector  Cromwell,  when,  by  personal  delegation  and 
beseeching  letters,  we  entreated  an  aid  of  3  (a  .  4  frigates.  3  (a  .  400 
soldiers  and  train-bands.  On  the  21"  March,  in  the  following  year, 
16-55,  we  have  shown,  as  appears  by  fol.  120  and  121.  of  tbe  Letter 
Book,  that  whoever  by  water  is  master  of  the  river  will  be  iu  a  sliort 
time  master  by  land  of  the  feeble  fortress;  in  1656  (folio  1-51),  assist- 
ance and  support  were  again  requested,  and  'tis  there  stated  that  it 
was  imp«>iisible  to  defend  tlie  country  and  fort  against  any  naval 
armament  except  by  an  equal,  or  nearly  equal  force :  and  again  on 
the  12"  December,  of  the  same  ycar^tliat  we  could  not  withstand 
the  threats  and  encroachments  "f  the  English  unless  reinforced  by 
men  and  ships ;  that  otherwise,  it  would  fare  with  New  Netherlaiid 
as  it  did  with  St-  Tliomna,  Angola,  Brazil  and  other  of  the  Hou'* 
Company's  possessions. 

O  the  29"' X'"',  1659,  stated  tliat  an  English  frigate  of  22  guns  had 
come  on  and  was  annoying  the  coast,  and  had  captured  two  of  our 
traders.    Un  that  occasion,  we  requested  a  defensive  craft  suitable 
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for  cle»ring  the  rivers  and  preventing  such  like  pill&gea  and  annoy- 
aiireH. 

1661.  Sent  full  advices  that  urgent  solicitations  were  made,  as 
«e  were  informed,  in  Old  England  for  3  (a\  4  frigates  for  tlie  reduc- 
tion of  New  Netlierland ;  by  that  opportunity  solicited  two  or  tliree 
frigates,  and  again  demonstntted  and  earnestly  protested  tliat, 
otherwise,  it  was  impossible  to  defend  the  place. 

In  the  year  1662  especially,  in  very  lengthy  and  complaining  let- 
ters dat*^  the  8*  of  January  and  U"  May,  and  in  the  succeeding 
year,  1663,  on  tlie  23*  August  and  lO"  November  (being  joined  on 
the  last  date  by  the  entire  Commonalty),  did  we  represent  the  dan- 
ger and  peril  of  the  country  generally  as  well  from  the  English 
neighbors  as  from  the  Barliarians,  and  most  humbly  besought  help 
in  men  and  ships,  protesting,  at  the  same  time,  that  the  eniire 
country  was  lost;  that  the  good  inhabitants  would  be  obliged  to 
abandon  it  or  submit  to  another  govei-nment.  Time  and  the  result, 
particularly  the  not  answering  this  and  simUar  applications,  could 
assure,  ceitainly  might  probably  convince  ns,  that  no  relief  was  to 
be  hoped  or  expecteil.  Moreover,  'tis  remarkable  in  this  connec- 
tion that  the  Hon''"  the  Directors  in  their  despatches  of  the  16"' and 
SO"  October,  of  the  year  1763,  only  9  (<!'.  10  months  before  tlie  En- 
glish frigates  came  in  search  of  us,  expressed  themselves  very  feel- 
ingly in  regard  to  the  intolerable  invasions  and  usurpations  as  well 
of  the  English  as  of  the  Barbarians,  and  advise  and  make  known  to 
us  that  two  ships  were  fitted  out  and  equipped  in  Sweden  under 
Vice-Admiral  Hendrick  Gerritsz!  Zeehelm,  which,  coming  out  of 
the  Sound,  had  taken  2U0  soldiers  on  board,  it  being  very  apparent, 
with  a  design  against  the  South  river  of  New  Netlierland ;  proof, 
their  own  letters,  Nevertlieless,  on  this  critical  occasion,  not  ft 
ship  was  sent  to  our  relief,  notwithstanding  we  had  so  frequently 
solicited  and  warned  them  that  it  was  Impossible  for  us,  in  case  of 
any  hostile  fleet,  to  preserve  the  fort,  much  less  the  country.  They 
have  a  notorious  and  palpable  example  and  proof  of  this  in  their 
own  expedition  in  the  year  1655,  which  we  were  recommended  and 
ordered  to  execute  with  a  man-of-war  called  the  Waag,  carrying  32 
iron  pounders  and  140  (^  .  150  men,  including  sailors  and  soldiers, 
to  attack  and  incorporate  all  the  Swedish  Forts  on  the  Soutli  river, 
and  how  quick  the  i-ecommendation  was,  through  God's  blessing, 
executed  in  less  than  12  days,  without  firing  a  shot  or  striking  a 
blow.  From  the  one  and  tlie  other  the  supposition  is  sufBciently 
conclusive— Whoever  is  master  by  water  is,  in  short,  master  of  the 
forts.  And  if  tlie  Hon""  gentlemen  had  thought  well  to  reinforce 
us  with  one  or  two  simihtr  ships  on  our  and  the  accompanying 
warnings,  requests  and  supplicatory  letters,  and  on  the  Hemon- 
strance  from  the  Commonalty  shortly  after,  tlie  said  misfortune 
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would,  without  doubt,  not  have  overtakeu  us  and  the  good  inhab- 
itants. 

6.  Th«  last  arKiiroent  (continue  the  Directors)  is  indeed  the 
weakest  and  altogetlier  unworthy  of  coDsideration  to  wit :  Even 
had  lie  been  subjected  to  no  constraint,  uevertlieleas  the  Proii-ince 
would,  by  this  war.  have  been  reduced ;  'twas  his  duty  to  defend  it 
until  that  time  had  arrived,  etc.  How  far  this  interpretation  quad- 
rates with  the  presumption  of  your  High  Mightinesses'  servant, 
and  how  far  the  Hon''''  Directors'  couclusion  agrees  with  his,  must 
be  referred  to  your  illustrious  High  Miglitinesses' decisicn.  Our 
presupposition  being  conditional,  from  the  Diinor  to  the  major,  that 
without  a  reinforcement  in  men  and  sliipe,  so  frequently  asked  but 
never  arrived,  we  could  not  oppose  the  attempts  and  acts  of  the 
English  neighbors,  who  ai'e  10  to  our  one ;  and  if  the  four  aforesaid 
frigates  should  not  come,  these  neighbors  would  then  have  dbpos- 
sessed  and  jure  belli  driven  na  away.  This  they  had  endeavored  to 
do  in  time  of  profound  peace  through  the  entire  of  1663  and  in  1W4, 
up  to  the  very  moment  of  the  arrival  of  the  frigates. 

What  now  regards  the  conclusion,  wherein  the  Hon"*  Directors 
say  that  the  Governor  and  CoimcU  did  not  take  sufficient  care  of 
Staten  Island,  hut  abandoning  it,  quitted  tlie  Block-house  witliuut 
removing  the  cannon ;  the  enemy  being  there  not  a  gun-shot  from 
the  fort,  they  were  allowed  to  occupy  and  reduce  the  whole  with  oO 
men  without  tiring  a  gun. 

In  ex|)lanation  and  for  the  better  understanding  hereof,  it  ought 
to  be  known  that  Staten  Island,  which  is  said  above,  not  to  be  a  gun 
shot  distant,  is  situate  full  two  leagues  from  the  fort.  It  is  inhab- 
ited only  on  the  South  side,  Iwhind  the  hill,  and  consequently  out 
of  sight  of  the  fort,  by  10  (it  12  men  but  so  and  so  able  to  bear  anns, 
who,  in  order  to  be  protected  against  a  sudden  attack  of  the  Savages, 
did,  about  a  year  ago,  erect  a  small,  stigtit  wooden  Block-bouse, 
about  18  («  211  feet  square,  in  the  centre  of  their  houses,  which  were 
slightly  constructed  of  straw  and  clapboards,  and  tmrrowed  from 
one  Cornells  Steenwyck  a  small  piece  capable  of  discharging  a  one- 
pound  ball,  and  from  the  Director  and  Council  a  little  iron  swivel ; 
its  garrison  consisted  of  6  old  soldiers,  unfit  to  accomjiany  the  othera 
against  the  Indians.  Tlie  aforesaid  Block-house  and  hamlet  stood 
within  sight  of  Najeck,  where  the  frigates  lay  at  anchor,  not  a 
league  from  the  ships,  and  'twas,  therefore,  impossible  to  relieve  it 
or  to  convey  shot  from  there,  unless  people  could  face  the  English 
with  an  equal  naval  force. 

Secondly.  The  Hon''''  Directors  say,  that  whilst  the  enemy  were 
not  yet  in  sight.  Deputies  were  sent  from  the  city  and  fort,  and 
thereby  an  occasion  was  afforded  for  an  offer,  tliat  if  the  place  were 
voluntarily  surrendered,  each  {person  should  keep  his  own;  the 
Burghers,  in  coiiaequeuce,  behaved  badly. 
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The  sending  of  Deputies  was  requested  by  the  Burgomaaters,  who 
were  associates  of  tlie  Director  aiid  Uouncil  in  Bucb  critical  circum- 
Btancea,  according  to  furnished  instruclions ;  and  granted  aiid 
deemed  neceasary  for  pregnant  reasons,  in  order  to  ascertuin,  by  that 
means,  the  strengtii  and  rating  of  the  shiin ;  what  they  were  doing 
behind  the  point,  without  sliowing  tliemselves;  what  accessions 
they  were  daily  receiving,  and  particuJarly  the  behavior.  In  this 
conjuncture,  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  villages  of  Breuckelen.Mid- 
wout,  Amerafoort  and  N.  Uytrecht,  through  which  our  delegates 
must  pass.  In  regard  to  the  implied  accusation,  that  the  enemy 
was.  by  sending  of  the  delegation,  afforded  an  occasion  tor  making 
the  offer  that  eacli  one  should  keep  his  own,  it  Is  to  be  considered 
and  noted  that  the  Chiefs  of  the  English  frigates  had,  on  their  first 
arrival,  full  three  days  before,  ere  our  Deputies  were  sent  thither, 
dispatched  iiroclamations  to  the  aforesaid  Dutch  and  other  villages, 
and  tliereiu  promised  and  offered  that  every  one  should  retain  his 
own  and  remain  unmolested,  on  condition  of  voluntary  and  quiet 
submission  to  England's  Majesty ;  tlireatenlng  and  protesting  tiiat, 
otherwise,  the  misfortunes  of  war  would  overtake  them.  These 
proclamations  and  divers  copies  thereof  were,  on  the  first  and  second 
days,  sent  over  to  the  Manhatans,  divulged  abroad  among  the 
Burghers,  and  submitted  to  the  Director  and  Council ;  as  ap])ears 
clearly  on  the  Journal  that  was  kept, and  could  be  abundantly  proved 
by  various  trustworthy  witnesses.  Uence,  the  manifest  groundless- 
ness of  the  above  presumption,  viz:  tliat  the  sending  the  deputa- 
tion afiorded  an  opportunity  fur  making  the  above  proposition. 

Thirdly,  say  the  Directors :  two  frigates  were  allowed  to  pass  the 
fort  without  a  sltot  being  fired  at  them ;  yeA,  Fiscal  de  Silta  did,  by 
order  of  the  DIrector-Ueneral,  turbid  any  firing.  Your  High  Migliti- 
nesses'  servant  is  ignorant  of  what  Fiscal  de  Silla  bade  or  forbade 
tlie  soldiera,  and  declares  he  neither  forbade,  nor  ordered  tbem  to 
fire  or  not  to  fire ;  that  leaving  the  Fiscal  witli  about  50  soldiers  in 
the  fort,  he  marched  with  the  remainder,  about  100  men,  out  of  the 
fort  into  the  city,  in  order,  if  the  English  would  attempt  to  land 
here  or  thi^re,  to  hinder  them  as  much  as  possible ;  that  the  Petitioner 
did  not  command  nor  order  the  gunner  to  fire,  was  owing  to  this 
circumstance,  viz :  It  had  befen  unanimously  agreed  and  resolved 
on  the  Petition  and  Protest  of  the  Burghera,  that  we  should  not  be 
the  first  to  begin  hostilities  and  bloodshed.  This  was  observed  and  f 
put  into  practice  by  ourselves  lieretofore  in  the  attack  and  conquest 
of  the  Swedisli  forts  on  the  Sktuth  river,  andappruved  of  at  the  time 
by  the  Hou"°  Directors. 

Fourthly,  say  the  Hon"'*  Directors :  Further  to  discourage  the 
Burghers,  tbe  aforesaid  Director  went  contrary  to  all  reason  to  the 
City  Halt  to  communicitte  to  the  mass  of  the  citizens  the  promises 
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fl  of  the  Kngtiab ;  that,  therefore,  he  cannot  be  gniltkn 
of  the  s[editioiis]  Remonstrance. 

How  incorrectly  are  the  Hon"*  the  Directors  again  infomwd  on 
this  point,  and  how  grossly  has  the  Petitioner's  going  to  the  City 
Hall  been  misconstrued,  will  appear  at  all  times  on  hearing  any  im- 
partial person  who  has  a  knowledge  thereof  and  is  in  Amsterdam. 
From  the  Journal  which  was  kept,  it  is  clearly  to  be  seen  that  the 
BurKhers  had  bad  sufficient  knowledge  and  communication  of  the 
menaces  and  promises  of  the  English  ou  the  second  day  after  the 
arrival  of  the  frigatts,  both  from  the  farmers  of  Long  island  and 
the  scattered  proclamations  setit  to  the  Burghers  as  well  af>  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  aforesaid  island  fully  S(a4  days  previous,  as  ap- 
pears on  the  Journal  and  before  your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner 
was  under  the  necessity  of  goiiigto  the  City  Hall,  the  cause  whereof 
was  as  follows : 

We  had  already,  a  day  or  two,  heard  that  CominiseioDen  from 
Boston,  Hartford  and  Plymouth,  in  New  England,  had  come  with 
some  people  to  the  English  General.  Nicols.  These  Commissioners, 
Vin  number,  two  from  each  Colony  aforesaid,  wliethersent  by  Gen- 
eral Nicolsorof  their  own  motion,  or  iiistructed  by  their  Princi- 
pals, did,  on  the  4"  September,  come  in  arow-boat  nitba  wblteUag 
to  the  city  wliaif  in  front  of  tlie  public  store,  whence  they  were  im- 
mediately conducted  to  the  nearest  tavern,  whither  1  went  with  the 
Council  and  two  Burgomasters  to  greet  them.  After  some  coniidi- 
ments,  they  declared  that  tliey  had  come  to  offer  us  and  all  the  in- 
habitants in  the  King's  name,  fair  conditions,  and,  in  case  liteae 
were  not  accepted,  to  excuse  themselves  for  any  mischief  that  may 
follow,  it  being  tlieirbusiueEs,HBtiiey  had  been  ordered  by  England's 
Majesty,  and  were  therefore  obliged  to  assist  General  Kicols.  It 
would  draw  this  to  a  very  great  lengtli,  were  we  to  repeat  all  the 
speeches  and  answers  which  i>as9ed.  John  Wintbrop,  the  Governor 
of  the  colony  of  Hartford,  one  of  the  abuveiiamed  Commissioners, 
banded  before  lea vinga  sealed  letter,  which  your  High  M  ightinesau' 
Petitioner  took  and  oi^neU  after  their  departure  in  the  Coimcil 
Chamber,  and  read  to  the  Council  in  the  presence  of  the  two  Bur- 
gomasters. It  contained  nothing  either  in  substance  and  words  ex- 
cept what  was  verbally  proposed.  A  short  time  afterwards,  the 
aforesaid  Burgomasters  returned  to  the  Council  Chamber ;  requested 
copy  of  said  letter  to  communicate  it  to  the  other  members  of  their 
Court.  The  request  was  for  reasons  refused.  The  petitioners  de- 
parted greatly  disgusted  and  dissatisfied,.  When  they  retired,  it  was 
resolved  to  dfstroy  the  aforesaid  letter.  In  order  thereby  to  prevent 
its  communication.  Shortly  after  the  greater  portion  of  the  Borgh- 
era  assembled  at  and  around  the  City  Hall ;  whether  of  their  own 
accord  or  on  invitation,  the  Director  and  Council  were  ignorant. 
Suddenly  the  work  at  the  setting  of  the  palisades  on  the  land  side 
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of  the  city  stopped,  when,  soon  after,  tbree  of  the  principal  Biirgli- 
ers,  not  belonging  to  the  Government,  presented  themselves  at  the 
Councii  Chamtier,  requesting  most  earnestly,  and  not  without  im- 
plied expreasions  of  worse  and  more  evil  disposed  Inclination,  copy 
of  the  letter.  No  reasoning,  not  even  the  excuse  and  exhibition  of 
the  destroyed  and  torn  tetter,  being  listened  to  by  tbem,  your  Iligli 
Mightinesses'  Petitionei-  was,  by  resolution  of  the  Council,  obliged 
to  ge  to  the  City  Hall,  not  as  ia  supposed,  to  discourage  the  Bui'gti- 
ers,  nor  to  communicate  the  threats  and  promises  of  the  English, 
which  was  unnecessary,  since  they  were  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
thera,  both  fiom  the  previously  sent  proclamation,  or  seemingly  in- 
deed from  tbe  reports  of  the  Bui^mastere,  who  were  present  in  the 
forenoon,  when  the  above  related  conversaiiun  pHSsed  and  the  sealed 
letter  was  delivered  to  tlie  Petitioner ;  but  on  tlie  contrary,  to  en- 
courage and  appease  the  Burghers  and  to  bring  tbem  back  to  work. 
'Twonid  only  serve  greatly  to  extend  this  auil  to  excit«  much  dis- 
gust, were  1  to  detail  here  the  discourses  wliicli  passed  at  tbe  City 
Hall ;  the  disrespectful  remarks  of  several  persons,  tliat  the  Re- 
monstrances and  complaints  tbey  had  made  were  not  deemed  worthy 
of  any  notice,  nay,  not  even  of  the  slightest  answer,  which  I  was 
obliged  to  listen  to  and  patiently  to  bear.  All  agreed  in  this  :  that 
tbey  required  a  view  and  copy  of  the  letter;  that  it  was  impossible 
to  defend  the  place,  and,  though  they  might  be  able  to  protect  tliem- 
selves  for  one,  3(a.  i  days,  yea,  for  as  many  weeks  or  montlis,  which 
'twaa  impossible  to  do ;  yet  in  all  that  time  no  relief  was  to  be  hoped 
for  or  expected,  seeing  that,  to  resist  so  many,  was  notliing  less 
than  to  gape  before  an  oven.  Fearing  that  a  mutiny  might  bieak 
out,  I  returned  back  to  the  Council  Uliaiuber,  reporting  my  ex|)eri- 
ence,  and,  considering  that  tlie  Burghers  bad  suHicient  knowledge 
through  tlie  Burgomasters  of  wbat  bad  been  said  or  written,  in  or- 
der to  obviate  lurther  mischief  and  to  prevent  all  a|ipearance  of  mu- 
tiny, it  was  resolved  to  bring  togetlier,  as  well  as  possible,  the  pieces 
of  the  torn  letter.  This  was  done  by  Fiscal  do  Silla;  and  Bayard, 
the  clerk,  who  understood  the  English  language,  made  a  copy  o(  it, 
which  lie  delivered  to  the  Burgomasters.  Submitting  further  to 
your,  Illustrious,  High  Migbtiuesses'  most  profound  and  discreet 
sentiment  whether  anything  islierein  done  amiss,  and  whether  your 
High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  can  tlience  be  considered  guilty  of 
tbe  Burgiiers'  Remonstrance. 

Finally,  the  Directors  say  and  conclude  :  The  foreign  force  con- 
sisted only  of  four  little  frigates  and  a  few  military,  so  that  the  gar. 
risou  which  marched  out  was  stronger  than  that  which  marched  in. 
In  regard  to  the  Admiral's  ship,  wliich  was  the  Ouinea,  it  carried 
30  guns,  mostly  twelve-pounders;  the  rest  eights  and  sixes;  the 
Vice-Admiral,  tbe  Klias,  carried  i'i  guns  on  deck  and  8  in  the  hold ; 
the  Rear-Admiral,  18  guns ;  the  other,  which  was  a  transport,  14  (^i 
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16  guoa.  Tbe  statemeat  tbat  the  garriBon  which  marched  out  wm 
strongev  than  the  one  that  marched  in,  is  an  absolute  falsehood. 
Three  effective  compaiiiea — one  the  Governor's,  one  Colonel  Cart- 
wricht'tt,  one  Robert  Carr's,  the  smallest  90  (oi  100  men  strong, 
marched  first  into  the  fort,  and  another  company  was  poeted  at  tbe 
city  gates  and  Town  Hall.  Besides  these  which  came  over  in  tbe 
ships  from  Old  England,  there  remained  the  New  England  troope 
and  particularly  those  from  the  east  end  of  Long  Island  and  tbe  six 
English  towns  situate  within  the  borders  of  New  Netherland,  our 
most  bitter  enemies,  who  were  kejit  togetlier  at  The  Ferry  opposite 
the  city,  pursuant  to  the  C»pitul>itiun,  because  the  Burghers,  from 
previously  expressed  threats  and  perceptible  attempts,  were  more 
apprehensive  of  being  plundered  by  them  than  by  tbe  others.  Then, 
granting  that  tlieirigates  were  as  small, and  tlienumberof  soldiers 
as  few  as  the  Direutora  are  pleased  to  think,  it  has  api<eared,  from 
the  statement  and  declaration  of  the  English  themselves,  at  the 
time  and  subsequently,  that  they  had  brouglit  with  them  from  Old 
England  over  one  thousand  effective  soldiers  and  sailors  in  tbe 
aforesaid  four  frigates,  exclusive  of  the  reinforcements  and  addi- 
tion from  New  England,  the  east  end  of  Long  Island  and  the  Eng- 
lish  towns  belonging  to  us. 

Amounting,  as  this  force  did,  according  to  the  declaration  of 
many,  to  nu  less  a  number  than  the  first,  no  stand  could  be  mfide 
against  it  by  the  Company's  few  soldiers  without  the  assistance  of 
tlie  Burgbera  and  farmers,  although  the  frigates,  sailors  and  soldiers 
had  beetihalf  as  many.iuasmuch  as  the  Company's  servants  bad  no 
assistance  nor  relief  to  expect  from  any  quarter,  whilst,  on  the  con- 
trary, the  English,  reinforced  from  places  round  about,  as  already 
staled  in  our  immediate  vicinity,  would,  like  the  beads  of  the  Ser- 
pent Hydra,  Imve  grown  more  numennons  the  more  they  were 
lopped  off,  from  day  to  day  Furthermore,  it  remains  still  to  be 
considered  in  this  connection,  as  we  have  hereinbefore  stated  time 
and  again,  and  have  shown  by  the  expedition  which  tbe  Company 
sent  against  the  8outh  river.  Whosoever,  by  ship  or  ships,  is  master 
on  the  river,  will  in  a  short  time  be  master  of  the  fort ;  and  of  this 
it  is  remarkable  that  the  Directors  sent  us  in  the  year  1666  a  ahip- 
of-war  called  the  Waegh,  of  Amsterdam,  carrying  32  (o  34  guns,  W 
sailors  and  50  soldiers,  merely  for  that  expedition ;  ordering  your 
High  Mightinesses' Petitloiier  to  retake,  with  that  force  and  tbe  few 
soldiera  that  were  then  in  New  Netherland,  being  about  TO  (it-  80 
men,  not  only  Fort  Cusamir,  but  altto  the  other  Swedish  forts.  God 
conferred  such  a  blessing  on  the  work,  that  'twas  executed  in  lees 
than  12  days,  without  Hring  a  gun  or  any  bloodshed.  After  the  ter- 
mination thereof,  it  was  manifest  and  foimd,  that  tbe  Swedes  were 
somewhat  stronger  on  that  river  and  in  tbe  torts  than  those  who 
were  carried  thitber  to  reduce  tbem.    Tbe  cause  of  their  loea  and 
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theretMouof  their  surrender,  were  then  the  same  asonrsuow;  that 
they  Iiad  no  relief  nor  succor  to  expect  from  an]r  quarter,  and  we, 
on  the  contrary,  in  those  parts, could  receive  from  New  Amsterdam 
Rreater  reinforcements  ttian  they  In  men  and  shlpe;  yea,  the  Peti- 
tioner would,  from  bis  knowledge  and  experience,  dare  assert  and 
pledge  his  peraon  and  all  he  poasesseB,  that  the  city  and  fort,'how 
strong  soever  this  may  be  thought,  could  be  reduced  and  captured 
in  lesa  than  12  days  with  such  a  number  of  frigates,  iaod  forces  and 
seamen  as  then  came  before  them,  if  a  superior  reinforcement  in 
men  and  ships  did  not  arrive  from  elsewhere  during  that  time.  This 
is  not  to  be  presumed  for  divers  reasons,  wherewith,  as  they  are  for- 
eign to  this  subject,  I  dare  not  encumber  your  High  Mightinesses' 
more  weighty  affairs,  but  rather  break  off.  In  case  your  High 
Mightinessea'  Petitioner's  written  Rei>ort  respecting  the  loss  of  N . 
Netherland,  with  the  annexed  documents  in  support  of  the  same, 
delivered  more  than  eight  months  ago,  and  then  placed  In  the  hands 
of  the  Hon*^  M.  Van  Ommeren  and  other  your  High  Mightinesses' 
Deputies,  with  this  his  written  answer  to  the  Observations  made  by 
the  Hoii*^  the 'Directors,  shall  be  examined,  he  confidently  trusts 
that  it  will  appear  clear  enoi^h  therefrom  that  the  loss  of  this  coun* 
try  could  not  be  avoided  at  the  time  and  under  the  circumstances; 
and  more  clearly  whenever  your  High  Mightinesses'  weighty  occu- 
pations will  admit  of  the  examination  of  the  multitude  of  lettera, 
complaints,  remonstrances  and  protests  made  from  time  to  time 
and  sent  to  the  Hon*^  Directors  both  by  your  High  Mightinesses' 
servants,  the  supreme  government,  and  the  subaltern  Magistrates; 
yea,  by  the  Commonalty  themselves  now  and  then,  principally  in 
the  years  leesand  1664.  Your  High  Mightinesses'  Petitioner  hum- 
bly re(|uest8  you  to  take  these  letters,  remonatrauces  and  rendered 
warnings  into  consideration,  together  with  tbiu  bis  answer  and  first 
delivered  report,  and  the  documents  thereunto  belonging. 
Which  doing,  etc.,

REPLY  OF  THE  WEST  INDIA  COMPANY  TO  EX- 
DIBECTOR  STUYVE8ANT. 

7b  the  Honorable  ifighly  Lords,  their  High  Xightinestts'  Deptaitt 

for  the  Affairs  of  the  Went  India  Company, 

On  the  first  of  November,  1665,  the  Directors  of  the  Incorporated 

West  India  Company  of  this  country  submitted  to  their  High 

Mightinesses  their  Observations  on  the  Report  made  in  writing  to 

their  High  Mightinessee  by  Peter  Stuyvesant,  late  Director-General 

63-VoL.  V. 
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of  ^ew  Netherland,excuBinf;  the  scandnlous  surrender  of  the  afoie- 
said  considerable  country  tuid  Province.  Those  Obeervations  beitiK 
communicated  by  their  High  Minthtineeses  to  the  aforesaid  Stuy- 
vesant,  he  desired  to  lay  further  remarks  before  their  High  Mighti- 
neases  in  Answer  to  tlie  Observations  aforesaid.  Your  HonoTaUe 
Mightinesses  having  again  required  the  opinion  of  the  Company 
thereupon,  it  will  accordingly,  in  ot>edience  to  your  orders,  and  u 
briefly  as  possible,  demonstrate  in  the  following  the  bad  foundatiim 
and  paltry  excuses  contained  in  the  aforesaid  writing,  to  the  ead 
that  your  Honorable  Mightinesses  having  seen  it,  may  diapoee  as 
you  think  &t  of  the  said  Stuyvesant,  or  of  the  prosecution  to  be  in- 
stituted against  him  fortlie  scandalous  surienderof  the  country  and 
Province  of  New  Netherlaod,  as  aforesaid. 

The  Company,  then,  will  first  of  all  premise  that  nothing  is  U>  be 
found  in  the  Olieervations  submitted  by  it  to  their  High  Mighti- 
nesses on  the  i"  of  November,  1665.  in  any  way  admitting  the  Wast 
of  provisions  and  munitions  of  war  mentioned  in  the  aforesaid  Stuj- 
vesant's  Beport  attd  further  Answer,  and  upon  which  the  surreiider 
of  New  Netherlandisforthe  most  part  justified.  But,  on  the  con- 
trary, that  the  Company  ignores  tlie  aforesaid  want,  inasmuch  >s  it 
hath  no  other  knowledge  thereof  than  from  the  Report  made  and 
letters  written  by  the  LMrector-General  and  Council  to  the  Com- 
pauy ;  and  for  that  reason  it  expressed  a  doubt  in  those  Observl- 
tions  of  the  aforesaid  want ;  then,  further  shows,  by  reasons  there- 
unto applicable,  that  even  had  such  scarcity  existed,  it  was  caused 
by  want  of  foresight  and  inexcusable  carelessness ;  and.  in  regard 
to  the  last,  hath  pointed  out  to  their  H^h  Mightinesses  some  con- 
siderable opportunities  improperly,  or  rather  knowingly,  neglected 
by  the  aforesaid  Director. 

Again,  observing  this  order,  and  first  taking  up  the  Want  of  pro- 
visions :  The  Company  will  once  more,  in  good  faith,  plead  ignorance 
of  there  having  been  an  insufficient  supply  of  provisions,  since  it 
cannot  imagine  tliat,  in  a  country  so  productive  as  New  Nether- 
laud,  any  scarcity  should  exist  in  a  year  of  such  abundance  as  tliat 
of  1664,  when,  according  to  the  declaration  of  the  Director-t^neral, 
made  in  his  letter  written  to  the  Company  on  the  10^  of  June,  16M, 
even  the  distant  lands  in  and  around  the  Esopus  which  could  be 
mowed  and  sown  in  the  year  1663,  only  at  great  peril  and  cost,  on 
account  of  the  war,  were  as  productive  and  wore  as  promising  an 
appearance  as  if  they  had  been  plowed  and  sown  in  the  fall :  and 
the  spring  planting  of  tlie  year  1664  having  been  blessed  by  God  Kitb 
a  fructifying  and  abundant  rain,  a  good  and  blessed  hardest  was  «i- 
pected.  The  aforesaid  Company  trusts  tliat,  unless  said  Stuyvesant 
shall  further  prove  the  aforesaid  scarcity,  your  Hon'*  MightineesH. 
paying  attention  to  the  declaration  heretofore  extisct«d  froin  the 
aforesaid  Stuyvesant's  letter,  will  not  be  satisfied  of  the  Want  of 
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provisions,  notwithstanding  he  assume  in  his  favor  the  badness  of 
the  year  1663  ;  because,  in  regard  to  the  crop  of  1664,  it  must  be  re- 
marked tliat  the  Director  and  Council  write  in  their  letter  of  tlie 
16*^  September,  1664,  that  they  allowed  the  grain  of  the  year  16S3  to 
be  exported  in  May  and  July  because  the  new  crop  was  already  har- 
vested ;  therefore,  the  unproductiveness  of  the  year  1663  hath  occa- 
sioned them  no  scarcity.  'Tis  true  that  Stuyvesant  produced  a 
declaration  of  Commiasary  Loten  and  Herman  Marten,  who  assert 
that  the  store  was  very  poorly  supplied  at  the  time  the  frigates  ar- 
rived. But  this  is  no  proof  that  there  was  not  a  sufficient  stock  of 
provisions  in  New  Netherland  to  supply  the  store.  This  ought  to 
be  proved,  since  there  can  be  noquestion  here  respecting  the  condi- 
tion of  tlie  store,  but  whether  tliere  had  not  been  provisions  enough 
to  supply  it  a  little  liefore,  and  on  the  arrival  of  the  frigates  in  New 
Netherland.  This  can  easily  be  detennined  from  Stuyvesant's  let- 
ter aforesaid.  And,  as  provisions  were  plenty  in  New  Netherland, 
the  Director  cannot  reap  any  benefit  from  any  declaration  respect- 
ing the  condition  of  the  store,  as  it  could  have  been  sufficiently  well 
stocked.  This  will  be  more  fully  shown  hereafter,  and  the  argu- 
ment done  away  with  which  he  seems  willing  to  make ;  that  other 
places  in  opulent  countries  are.  in  fact,  lust  by  scarcity.  That  does 
not  apply  to  what  is  set  forth  in  the  declarations  aforesaid  respect- 
ing the  efforts  which  said  Director  did  have  made  in  New  England 
to  purchase  provisions,  since  the  Company  is  not  aware  of  the  ex- 
istence of  any  necessity  for  sending  to  New  England  for  provisions, 
when  it  is  admitted  that  they  were  in  the  course  of  exportation  at 
the  same  moment  from  New  Netherland  in  other  ships;  for,  the 
Director  and  Council  declare  in  their  despatch  of  the  16"  Septem- 
ber, 1664,  that  they  had  permitted  the  exiiortation  of  the  old  grain 
in  the  Mwck  to  Curasao  and  in  the  GtkruyiU.  Hert  to  this  country, 
whenever  the  new  had  been  all  harvested.  The  aforesaid  exporta- 
tion of  provisions  was  therefore  injudicious  or  the  result  of  some 
speculation,  whereof  the  Company  is  ignorant ;  and  the  aforesaid 
declarations  cannot  prove,  in  the  face  of  such  plain  expressions  in 
the  aforesaid  despatch,  that  those  messengers  were  sent  to  New 
England  because  provisions  were  not  to  be  had  in  New  Netherland. 
Uf  still  teas  weight  is  the  statement  that  the  servants  of  the  city  of 
Amsterdam  have  sent  to  New  England  for  cattle,  inasmuch  as  they 
absolutely  did  so  rather  to  procure  cattle  for  agricultural  purposes 
and  not  for  slaughter  and  consumption,  as  is  n-ell  known  to  the 
aforesaid  Stuyvesant.  and  can  be  effectually  substantiated  by  the 
city's  late  Director,  Alexander  d'llinjossa,  if  needs  be. 

Proceeding  now,  agreeably  to  the  proposed  arrangement,  to  show 
that  [no]  scarcity  of  provisions  existed  in  the  city  and  store  (which 
alone  is  the  question  here,  inasmuch  as  it  is  clearer  than  niKin-day 
that  there  was  no  scarcity  in  the  Province  of  New  Netherland),  the 
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Company  will,  in  order  to  eschew  lepetitinosand  for  brevity's  sake, 
persist  la  the  position  taken,  in  Its  previous  Observations ;  and  to 
ex|X)se  the  flimsy  Defence  of  the  abovenamed  Stuyvesant,  say,  fur- 
ther, that  there  ia  not  the  least  foundation  for  what  he  sets  forth 
both  generally  and  particularly  in  his  Defence,  viz. :  that  he  bad 
not  timely  notice  of  the  designs  which  the  English,  and  especially 
the  aforesaid  frigates  might  have  had  against  New  Netberland,  and 
that  the  Company  had,  on  the  contrary,  as  he  gives  out,  informed 
him,  from  tiiis  place,  that  the  English  had  no  intention  to  use  vio- 
lence aguinst  New  Netherland.  For,  it  is  true  and  certain  tliat,  in 
order  that  he  might  victual  the  place  and  fort  of  New  Amsterdam 
and  keep  it  victualed,  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant  was  warned  time 
enough  from  here  and  from  New  England,  of  the  apparent  difficul- 
ties between  this  i^tate  and  the  English,  and,  more  particularly,  of 
the  equipment  and  approach  of  the  aforesaid  frigates :  and,  not  only 
did  the  Director  aforesaid,  in  the  despatch  addresed  to  the  Ckno- 
paiiy  under  date  the  10^  June,  1661,  plainly  state  that  the  latest  in- 
telligence from  Old  £ni(land,  received  by  divers  ships,  as  many  as 
seven  in  number,  which  arrived  in  Boston,  had  agreed  in  reporting 
that  the  differences  between  this  i^tate  and  the  Crown  of  England 
might,  indeed,  come  to  a  rupture;  but  also  gave  advice  in  the 
dexpatch  of  the  4*^  of  August,  1664,  addressed  to  the  Company  and 
Appendices  sent  therewith,  of  the  special  approach  of  the  frigates, 
and  that  he  had  knowledge  of  the  fitting  out  of  the  aforesud 
frigates,  and  that  the  expedition  was  got  itp,  let  the  Cou.pany 
imagine  what  they  pleased  to  the  contrary,  against  Long  IsUndand 
the  Province  of  New  Netherland  ;  and  that  he,  therefore,  being  veiy 
circumspect  and  anxious,  would  take  good  care  to  keep  the  military 
together,  to  raise  the  fort,  to  provide  it  with  gabioria,  and,  farther- 
more,  make  use  of  all  possible  resistance.  Furthermore,  the  atoK- 
said  Director  protested,  in  the  despatch  to  the  Company  written  <« 
the  16''  of  tijeptember,  1664,  that  he  wasldistincUy  and  [u^cisely  ad- 
vised and  knew  two  years  before— these  are  his  own  words — of  (be 
fitting  out  and  preparation  of  those  four  frigates  against  this  place 
not  only  in  England  but  also  from  New  England.  And,  finally,  be 
himself  asserts  in  his  aforesaid  Answer  (Nader  beriduj,  that  be  al- 
ready knew  and  had  written  over  in  the  year  1661,  that  api^cations 
were  made  in  England  to  obtain  those  frigates  and  to  reduce  New 
Netherland.  Much  less  was  the  contrary  written  from  this  side 
with  so  much  assurance  that  be  might  rely  on  it;  for,  it  will  be 
found,  on  examining  the  letter  to  which  he  appeals,  that  it  doa  not 
contain  a  word  about  the  fitting  out  or  approach,  or  intention  of 
the  tour  frigates,  but  merely  mentions  the  report  of  the  Kii^  of 
England's  design  to  reduce  the  New  England  government  to  tbe 
same  form  in  Church  and  State  as  that  of  Old  England,  in  tbe  hope 
that  the  New  Englanders  settled  around  New  Netherland,  having 
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no  inclination  to  the  aforesaid  Eccleaiasticul  order,  would  not,  here 
af t«r,  endeavor  to  do  us  as  mucli  damage  as  formerly ;  encouraging 
him,  thereby,  to  recover  what  the  English  had  taken  from  the  Com- 
pany. Not  a  word  more.  The  aforesaid  Director  seems  to  Imvtt 
construed  this  into  a  notmcation  of  the  frigtttes ;  and,  therefore,  in 
his  Answer  to  the  aforesaid  letter  dated  the 21"of  April,  written  in 
Vew  Netherland  the  4"  August,  and  not  the  21"  April,  as  wm 
erroneousl3'  stated  in  the  Company's  Observations,  he  considers  the 
aforesaid  advice  untrue,  discussing  the  arguments  which  he  thought 
went  to  Justify  the  aforesaid  Company's  letter,  and  giving  reasons 
to  the  contrary  from  other  sources,  which,  he  says,  are  to  be  con- 
sidered  most  reliable,  and,  accordingly,  will  prepare  for  resistance. 
This  can  be  more  fully  and  circumstantially  seen  by  the  Extract 
from  the  aforesaid  despatch ;  from  which  and  from  the  Extract  of 
tlie  letter  dated  10"  June,  compared  with  the  Extracts  inserted  by 
said  Stuyvesant  in  his  foregoing  writing,  you.  Noble,  Mighty,  will 
be  able  also  to  perceive,  first:  Tliat  tlie  strongest  expressions  in  the 
aforesaid  despatch  are  omitted  in  Stuyvesant's  aforesaid  writing, 
with  a  view,  as  it  seems,  to  make  his  defeuce  the  easier;  and  that, 
notwithstanding  he  questions  the  possibility  of  his  having  answered 
the  Company's  despatch  dated  the  21"  April,  yet  the  Answer  is 
found  in  the  aforesaid  letter  of  the  4"*  of  August.  He  first  denies 
this  and  then  quotes  and  inserts  the  Answer,  himself,  not  20  lines 
further  on ;  a  true  and  remarkable  sign  rather  that  he  hath  lost  his 
way  in  this  matter  than  that  the  Company  had  decided  according 
to  passion  or  wrong  presumptions ;  as  he,  with  little  respect  for  his 
late  employers,  seems,  in  his  aforesaid  letter,  to  think. 

Under  all  circumstances,  the  aforesaid  Director  had  so  magnified 
in  divers  letters  the  actions  of  the  New  Englanders,  their  |>ower  and 
progress,  and  wrote  especially  that  the  entertained  apprehensions 
for  New  Amsterdam,  so  that,  in  his  letter  of  the  lO"  November. 
1668,  he  was  evidently  fearful  of  the  loss  of  everything  that  people 
possessed.  It  behoved  him,  therefore,  even  had  heexpected  no  new 
force  from  Old  England,  to  have  kept  the  place  supplied  with  all 
necessaries,  saying  in  his  letter  of  the  last  of  February,  1664,  that 
the  English  on  Long  Island  were  aiming  at  the  whole  country, 
which  was  not  strange,  since  the  President  of  the  rel>el1ious  troop 
had  notified  him  to  that  effect,  particularly  stating  that  the  Duke  of 
York  was  sending  some  frigates  to  reduce  New  Netherland,  as  a|>- 
pears  by  the  voucher.  And  lastly,  the  aforesaid  Director  was,  in 
all  the  Company's  despatches,  expressly  charged  and  commanded  to 
be  on  his  guard,  so  that,  as  already  stated,  he  cannot  plead  that  he 
had  not  received  any  warning. 

And  herewith,  consequently  at  once  fall  all  grounds  of  excuse 
based  on  the  want  of  seasonable  advice  ;  and,  first  of  all,  the  strip- 
ping of  the  store  by  the  dispatching  of  the  Musch  to  Curasao,  it  be- 
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ing  lieretofore  shown  that  the  sending  of  the  afot«said  little  vcskI 
on  the  authority  of  the  Company's  letter  of  tlie  21"  April,  1664,  was 
unwairnntable,  siui^e  about  the  time  that  she  railed,  viz.,  on  the  29" 
Juiy,  the  letter  to  the  Company  was  prepared  and  dispatched  5  daya 
afterwards,  namely  4'°  AuKust ;  from  the  reading  of  which  letter, 
it  is  plain  enough  that  tliey  were  fully  informed  of  the  cominK  of 
tlie  English  frigates  and  not  devoid  of  anxiety  ;  and  that  the  Di- 
rector and  Council  did  not  believe  the  first  intelligence.  That  let- 
ter al-o  explains  everything  that  the  said  Director  says  conceming 
Mr,  Willet'a  subsequent  declaration  and  the  inferences  drawn  there- 
from, just  as  if  the  company  had  mentioned  tliat  declaration,  be- 
cause they  in  New  Netherland  had  alone  received  the  information 
thi-ough  the  aforesaid  Willet,  whilst  it  was  transmitted  to  the  Com- 
pany only  as  a  specimen  of  the  intelligence  received  there  and  ad- 
duced by  it  as  such,  and  not  with  a  view  to  make  the  truth  thereof 
de|iend  on  the  aforesaid  declaration,  since  theabovementioned  letter 
of  tlie  4"  of  August  throws  so  much  light  on  the  information  com- 
municated to  the  aforesaid  Director,  that  nothing  more  is  required 
to  convict  him. 

Secondly.  Herewith  falls  the  excuse  be  makes,  that  the  farmen 
were  constrained  by  the  English  not  to  convey  any  grain  into  the 
fort,  and  tliat  the  said  English  bad  everywliere  cut  off  the  com- 
nmnication,  so  that  grain  could  not  be  conveyed  across  the  river; 
for,  having  been  warned  in  time,  they  ought  not  to  have  waited  the 
arrival  of  the  frigates,  but  have  employed  the  interval  between  the 
4"  of  August,  when  the  aforesaid  letter  was  writleu  to  the  Cora- 
pHiiy,  and  the  arrival  of  the  fr^tes  to  provide  themselves  with 
grain,  aud  not  delayed,  as  he  has  done,  until  the  enemy  was  at  the 
door. 

His  further  representations  hereupon  are  very  ridiculous,  such  as 
ttie  lateness  of  the  season  there;  secondly,  the  grain  not  being  all 
boused  ;  thirdly,  that  there  was  no  place  in  the  fort  to  store  much 
less  to  thresh  it;  fourthly,  that  be  set  the  farmers  on  the  Manhat- 
tans to  thresh,  but  that  it  was  of  little  avail.  In  answer  to  the 
first,  it  is  well  known  that  the  harvest  in  New  Netherland  is  earlier 
tlian  in  this  country ;  for  it  appears  even  by  the  letter,  also  signed 
by  the  Director  aforesaid  under  date  16"^  September,  1664,  that  the 
grain  was  all  harvested  but  not  threshed,  and,  by  his  own  report, 
that  it  was  removed  from  the  field.  To  the  second,  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  put  the  grain  tlrst  in  tlie  barn,  fur  it  could  be  drawn 
from  the  field  and  provisionally  brought  into  the  city.  To  the  third, 
tliat,  under  such  circumstances,  all  places  must  serve  as  threshing 
floors,  all  men  as  farmers  and  every  stick  a  flail.  To  the  fourth,  in 
justJQcation  whereof  he  produces  a  declaration  from  the  formers 
dwelling  on  his  own  Bouwery,  he  ougiit  to  blush  to  let  people  see 
by  the  aforesaid  Declaration  that  the  farmers  on  the  Uaohattans, 
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being  busy  with  the  harvest,  eould  not  attend  to  threshing,  and 
therefore  must,  including  the  Director's  servants,  be  induced  to  do 
such  work  by  prompt  payment,  just  as  if  there  should  have  been  any 
difficulty  in  forcing  them  to  it.  Under  all  circumstances,  it  whs 
not  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  that,  if  it  could  be  of  no  avail, 
seeing  that,  after  so  many  warnings,  the  opportunity  which  existed 
previous  to  tlie  arrival  of  the  frigates,  was  thrown  away.  And  if 
tbe  English  frightened  the  fArmerB  with  threats  of  burning,  he 
ought  to  have  constrained  them  by  similar  menaces  to  furnish  him 
supplies,  and  in  case  of  neglect,  at  once  to  have  made  an  example ; 
unless,  as  is  very  probable,  the  Director,  some  Uouncitlora  and 
Clergymen  being  interested  in  Bouweries,  would  not  approve  of 
such  .a  course,  through  fear  that  their  Bouweries  would  lilcewise 
have  to  suffer  in  return.  This  is  truly  a  matter  that  the  Company 
cannot  think  of  without  pain,  seeing  that  the  Province  evidently 
failed  to  be  supplied  or  defended,  in  order  that  private  farms  should 
'  not  be  destroyed. 

Thirdly.  Equally  unsound  is  the  very  silly  excuse  given  by  the 
aforesaid  Stuyvesant  for  bis  abscence.  He  says,  that  he  set  out  on 
the  31"  of  August  for  the  (Jolonie  Kensselaers  Wyck  to  provide 
against  the  invasions  and  recently  committed  massacre  of  Korthern 
Indians,  and,  therefore,  was  not  present  when  positive  intelligence 
was  received  of  tbe  arrival  of  tbe  English  frigates  in  New  Nether- 
land.  For,  the  Director  using  sucb  expresBions  in  his  letter  to  the 
Company  on  tbe  4*"  of  August,  respecting  tlie  approach  of  tbe  Eng- 
lish frigates,  ought  not  to  have  quit  tbe  fort  a  couple  of  days  aftor- 
wards,  to  attend  to  matters  of  minor  importance,  leaving  the  Cap- 
ital, meanwhile,  unprovided  with  everything,  to  fall  a  prey  to  tbe 
approaching  and-  expected  enemy.  And  if  the  scarcity  could  have 
been  prevented  by  his  presence  and  good  care,  as  it  is  shown  that 
it  could,  so  is  it  to  be  imputed  to  no  other  cause  than  his  un- 
seasonable visit  to  other  places.  For,  the  Company  is,  moreover, 
well  informed  that  the  aforesaid  journey  to  the  Colonie  Kenselaers 
Wyck  was  undertaken  more  from  habit  and  to  attend  to  private 
affairs,  than  on  other  account,  since  those  of  Fort  Orange  and  the 
Colonie  Benslaers  Wyck  being  alarmed  by  the  Northern  Indians 
killing  some  cattle,  had,  on  the  14'"  of  July,  requested  only  advice 
and  counsel  from  the  said  Director,  who  satisfied  tbem  by  an  an- 
swer on  the  IT"  following  in  tbe  matter,  without  his  visit  having 
been  either  necessary  or  request«d,  so  far  as  it  has  as  yet  appeared 
to  the  Company.  His  sojourn  there  from  the  6*^  or  7*"  of  August  to 
the  24"  or  25",  when  he  returned,  can  easily  sliow  that  private 
affairs  must  have  detained  bim  there,  since  he  might  have  given  all 
his  orders  in  a  day  or  two,  and  be  was  absent  3  weeks  and  would 
have  remained  longer  away  had  he  not  been  called  home,  whereas 
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his  visit  to  tlie  General  Court  at  Boston,  8  days'  jounie)'  from  New- 
York,  consumed  ooly  one  month. 

Fintilty,  the  aforesaid  Stuyveaant  says:  Tliat  the  scarcity  of  |)ro- 
visions  was  caused,  amonK  other  things,  by  Che  arrival  of  the  ship 
Qideo*  with  between  three  and  four  hundred  Negroes.  Truly,  also, 
a  flimsy  excuse.  For,  besides  the  number  not  being  so  large,  ooe- 
fourtli  of  them  had  been  delivered  to  the  iMcei  of  the  city's  Colonie 
on  the  South  river,  who  took  his  departure  with  them  for  the  South 
river  tliree  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  frigHtes,  because  lie  saw  tbe 
shape  tilings  were  taking  In  New  Ketherland  and  around  tlie  itov. 
ernment;  and  the  remainder  were  sold  shortly  after,  so  that  he  had 
not  to  provide  for  them.  In  any  event,  had  he,  as  already  shown, 
made  provisions  seasonably,  and  as  he  was  bound  to  do,  the  afore- 
said Negroes  would  not  have  caused  any  scarcity,  which  conse- 
quently, is  again  to  be  Imputed  to  his  neglect. 

As  tiie  Company  mentioned  the  late  transaction  of  AIrigh,the 
city's  officer,  in  regard  to  the  cattle  purchased  for  tbe  South  river  ' 
and  seized  by  the  English,  simply  to  show  that  Stuyvesant  had  also 
neglected  the  opportunity  to  supply  himself,  and  as  it  does  not  con- 
tain anything  essential,  tbe  Company  will  not  say  much  in  refuta- 
tion of  the  story  he  relates,  except  only  that:  It  ought  t"  have  been 
thought  of  before  the  frigate  had  arrived,  when  it  would  have  beoi 
of  greater  service. 

Want  of  ammunition  being  represented  as  thesecond  fundamental 
cause  of  tlie  surrender  of  the  aforesaid  fort,  city  and  Province  of 
New  Nethcrland,  the  abovenamed  Company  will  also,  in  good  faith, 
plead  ignorance  of  that  want ;  yea,  will,  on  the  contrary,  assert  that 
it  is  informed  for  certain  that,  it  there  bad  not  been  a  sufiBcieot 
supply  in  store,  a  very  considerable  quantity  of  gnnpowder  would 
be  found  among  the  Burghers,  and  particularly  at  Fort  Orange  and 
the  Colonie  Benslaers  Wyck  among  the  traders;  yea,  that  full  600 
lbs.  alone  were  in  the  hands  of  a  certain  person,  a  merchant  at  Fort 
Orange,  who  declared  that  his  supply  was  very  small  compared  with 
that  of  other  traders.  The  reason  of  this  is,  that  as  tbe  trade  at 
Fort  Orange  for  Beaver  and  other  peltry  must  be  carried  on  cbielly 
by  means  of  gunpowder,  and  as  the  trading  season  was  then  at  its 
height,  an  ample  supply  of  the  article  had,  no  doubt,  been  laid  in  bj 
each  trader,  who,excluBiveof  what  is  kept  in  store,  always  have  had 
a  well  stocked  public  powder-house  to  draw  on  in  proper  Limes  and 
circumstances.  Besides,  also,  Ave  thousand  pounds  in  the  bauds  of 
the  city's  Director,  d'Uinjossa.  on  tbe  South  river,  and  what  was  in 
the  private  ships  at  anchor  in  front  of  the  city,  without  being,  in  any- 
wise, subject  to  the  excuse  those  of  Fort  Orange  gave  the  Dii«ct*tr  on 
the  14'°  July,  ie&4,  when  be  requested  gunpowder  of  them ;  for  tlwj 
only  say  that  they  bad  need  of  their  powder,  on  account  of  Ute  acar- 
city.    And  sucb  was  the  case,  only  because  tbe  aforesaid  traders 
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would,  at  all  timee,  be  iinwilHnB  to  deprive  themselves  of  powder, 
even  thougli  holdflig  a  large  quantity,  on  a  simple  request,  if  do 
f uTttier  constraint  was  to  follow,  in  order  not  to  be  deprived  of  tbetr 

'Tie,  indeed  true  tbat  tbe  aforesaid  gunpowder  was  not  to  be 
found  in  tbe  store;  but  bere,  again,  is  to  be  considered  what  efforts 
tbe  Director-General  batli  made  to  provide  a  supply.  And  flrst,  to 
procure  gunpowder  from  Fort  Orange.  Oq  this  point,  nothing  else 
is  found  than  simply  tbat  be  bad  writtpn,  on  tbe  8^  of  July,  1664, 
for  assistance  in  powder,  to  those  of  Fort  Orange  and  the  village  of 
Beverwyck,  who,  on  the  14"  of  July  following,  in  a  long  letter  on 
other  matters,  answered,  saying  ouly  tbat  they  had  a  very  small 
supply.  Tbe  aforsaid  Director  remained  satisfled  with  this,  when, 
rather  than  to  be  content  with  such  excuse,  be  ought  to  have  sent 
somebody  express,  in  such  an  important  matter,  to  Fort  Orange  to 
ascertain  tbe  truth  of  tbe  abovementloned  scarcity,  well  aware  that 
'  gunpowder  is  found  always  and  in  abundance  among  traders,  especi- 
ally on  the  opening  of  the  trade  with  the  Indians,  and  being  an 
article  of  conti-aband,  that  it  was  concealed  as  much  as  possible. 
This  was  of  somewhat  greater  importance  than  tbe  needless  and 
inexcusable  Journey  which  he  took  to  those  places  on  tbe  6"  or  T'^ 
of  August,  when  be  could,  indeed  by  bis  presence,  have  ordered  tbe 
public  powder-house  to  be  opened  and  inspected,  and  have  the  bouses 
of  tbe  private  traders  searched,  wbicb,  also,  ought  to  have  been  done 
in  tbe  city  of  New  Amsterdam.  And  there  is  no  doubt  but  more 
powder  would  have  been  discovered  than  he  had  need  of,  as  already 
stated.  But  people  were  satisfied  and  lay  waiting,  as  it  were  asleep 
and  with  open  arms,  for  the  enemy. 

Respecting  tbe  opportunity  afforded  by  the  gunpowder  in  tbe 
hands  of  Alexander  d'Hinojossa,  the  city's  Director  on  the  South 
river,  the  Company  stated  that  Director  d'Hinjossa  offered  his  pow- 
der, consisting  of  5,000  lhs.,Beasonably  to  Director  Stuyveaant, and 
that  tbe  latter  refused  it.  The  truth  or  falsehood  of  this  will  be 
sufficiently  established  by  those  whom  your  Hon'^  Mightinesses 
may  resolve  to  instruct  to  prosecute  said  Stuyvesant,  since  tbe 
aforesaiii  d'Hinjossa,  either  out  of  regard  for  tbe  aforesaid  Stuy- 
vesant, or  for  other  reasons,  cannot,  it  appears,  be  induced  by  the 
Campany  to  make  a  voluntary  declaration  on  this  subject,  whereunto 
the  Company  will  refer.  In  order,  then,  to  be  done  with  the  long 
story  which  said  Stuyvesant  fortifies  with  divers  reasons  and  argu- 
ments, we  pass  over  whatever  be  produces  to  prove  that  he  liatb  not 
refused  Director  d'Hinjossa 's  offer;  for,  that  was  not  what  bhe  Com- 
pany's Observations  alleged,  but  indeed  that  he  did  not  accept  it, 
which,  it  appears,  be  did  not  even  attempt  to  do ;  and  we  merely  say, 
that  be  does  not  show  that  said  d 'Hinojossa  bath  refused  him  the  ))ow- 
der  (wbicb  he  ought  to  have  proved  if  he  could  clear  himself  on  this 
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point),  but  mei-el;  produces  a  note  he  wrote  in  July,  and, as  he  sub- 
stantiaUf  Hays,  receiving  noanswer.icave  himself  no  further  trouble 
about  the  matter,  prosecuting  his  needless  journey  to  Fort  Oniug« 
when  lie  might  better  have  deapiitc))ed  somebody  express  to  Di- 
rector d'Hinojoasa  than  to  have  K^ne  in  |>erBon  to  Fort  Orange,  it 
being  of  very  little  importance,  as  he  could  not,  at  all  events,  send 
for  the  powder  on  the  arrival  of  the  friRatcs.  For  brevity's  sake, 
then,  the  Company  will  only  repeat  what  it  liatb  remarked  in  regard 
to  the  proviaione,  viz:  that  having  sufficient  advice  and  notice  <A 
the  coming  of  tlie  English  frigates,  he  ought  to  have  embraced 
every  op[)ortunlty  and  not  waited  for  their  arrival. 

The  aforesaid  writing  having  stated  that  the  powder  on  board  the 
ships  and  in  the  city  was  of  little  moment,  the  Company  will  not 
enlarge  thereupon  but,  properly  speaking,  come  at  last  to  what  is 
principally  to  be  remarked  in  this  scarcity,  to  wit :  That  the  Director 
hath  not  sent  here  for  a  sufficient  quantity  of  gunpowder  in  order 
to  huve  a  supply  at  a  proper  time,  since  the  Company  knew  nothing 
of  tlie  state  of  the  store,  and  the  aforesaid  Director,  wheoever  in 
want  is,  agreeably  to  the  order  usually' observed  in  all  foreign  pos- 
aessions,  in  the  habit  of  sending  over  a  list  of  all  sorts  of  oeceesa- 
ries,  according  to  Which  the  Company  is  in  the  habit  of  r^ulatlng 
itself.  If  he  make  no  requisition  for  powder,  or  an  insufficient  one, 
the  greatest  blame  is  to  be  imputed  to  him,  should  a  scarcity  after- 
wards occur.  This  is,  indeed,  the  principal  point,  and,  therefore, 
his  defence  must  turn  somewhat  hereupon ;  for  all  that  goes  before 
can  come  into  consideration  only  in  case  he  had  performed  his  duty 
in  the  premises;  and  his  duty  not  being  discharged  therein,  no  at- 
tention ought  to  be  paid  to  the  rest.  Stuyveeant's  entire  defence 
rests,  then,  on  this  point:  That  he  generally  did  always  transmit 
sufficient  requisitions,  quoting,  for  that  purpose,  divers  letters 
written  between  the  years  1652  and  1662,  in  each  of  which  he  made 
requisition  for  a  good  quantity  of  powder.  This  the  Company  does 
not  gainsay.  In  like  manner,  Siuyvesant  must  admit  that  powdear 
was  sent  on  the  aforesaid  requisitions,  accordii^  to  the  urgency  of 
the  circumstances.  But  indeed  that,  as  all  these  requisitions  do  not 
come  into  consideration,  being  made  years  before  this  last  attempt 
of  the  English  against  the  Company,  tlie  investigation  must  be  re- 
stricted to  what  the  aforesaid  Director  did,  in  the  year  1663.  con- 
sider the  condition  of  the  store  to  have  l)oen,  when  the  encroach- 
ments of  the  English  and  their  menaces  were  so  far  advanced  that 
he  with  such  loud  exclamations,  so  earnestly  wrote  to  the  Company 
respecting  the  critical  state  of  the  Company's  possessions  and  his 
apprehension  for  them.  Then  it  will  be  fonnd  that  the  said  Di- 
rector did,  in  November,  1603,  at  the  time  the  last  Petition  was  SHit 
hither,  when  he  had  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  maga- 
zine, of  the  apparent  aUenation  of  the  English  and  of  the  oommg 
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of  the  frigates,  as  proved  by  the  tetter  to  the  Company  dated  10^ 
November,  ISttS,  and  what  further  has  been  hereinbefore  produced, 
make  a  requiBitioii  for  only  1  ,:aw  Ibe.  of  gunpowder,  lie  being  appa- 
rently of  the  opinion  that  with  that  quantity  he  had  a  autllcient 
supply,  as  appears  by  the  requisition.  He  seems  to  be  ashamed  to 
state  this,  as  in  his  foregoini;  writing,  he  )>egin8  at  the  year  1653, 
but  not  continuing  to  the  year  1663,  stops  short  at  the  year  1662,  in 
order  not  to  expose  hia  guilt.  Tlie  requisition  for  1,200  Itis.  of  gun- 
powder, which  was  made  in  Noveml)er,  1663,  was  received  here  on 
the  29'"  Decerabev  and  complied  with  by  the  first  ships  sent  hence 
in  the  spring  of  the  year  1664,  and  the  Director  aforesaid  received 
the  article  by  those  sameships.  Your  Honors  will  lie  able  to  discern 
hereby  whether  it  be  uutrue  that  the  Company  hath  fully  complied 
with  even  the  last  requisition,  and  whether  the  aforesaid  Director, 
receiving  what  he  lastly  demanded,-CHn  accuse  the  Company  and 
acquit  himself  because  the  supply  is  found  to  be  inadequate,  or 
whether  he  is  not  wholly  to  blame  if  the  English  found  him  without 
a  supply  of  powder,  as  he  had  not  made  a  sufficient  requisition. 
Which,  being  evidently  false,  the  abovenamed  Company  will  only 
annex  the  last  requisition  hereunto,  and  request  that  it  may  be 
compared  with  the  Fowder-account  pi-oduced  hy  him,  as  it  will 
appear  therefrom  that  he  had  received  the  powder,  and  the  truth  of 
the  aforesaid  wilt  h%  further  substantiated  thereby. '  And  herewith 
concludin;;  this  point,  we  shall  merely  add,  that  more  economy 
might  have  lieen  observed  with  the  powder  than  has  been  practiced, 
especially  when  people  in  the  last  extremity  did  not  hesitate  to  Hre 
ofl  the  sixth  i>art  of  all  the  powder  In  the  fort,  to  salut«  the  English 
Commissioners.  But  State,  it  appears,  must  be  kept  up  and  the 
Englishman  admitted  inside. 

Hence  it  is  clearly  manifest  that  either  the  aforesaid  places  have 
been  well  supplied  with  provisions  and  ammunition,  or  that  the 
failure  thereof  is  t«  lie  ascribed  to  no  other  person  than  the  Director-  , 
General ;  and  accordingly,  also,  the  consequences  which  followed 
from  the  knowledge  of  the  aforesaid  scarcity,  principally  consisting 
of  what  the  Director  aforesaid  is  urging  in  his  Beport ; 

To  wit :  The  third  point  of  his  defence— the  Unwillingness  of  t)ie 
Bui'gtiers  to  defend  the  city— since  all  the  world  sulficiently  knows 
what  zeal  they  had  exiiibited  to  protect  their  property ;  working 
with  all  tlieir  might  at  the  defence  of  the  place,  until  the  want  of 
provisions  and  ammuuition  was  instilled  into  their  minds  by  the 
government,  and  the  enemy's  strength  represented  to  be  much 
greater  than  it  was  in  fact,  and  moreover,  security  for  their  private 
property  had  t>een  given  by  the  English,  in  case  of  surrender ;  and 
finally,  until  the  two  frigates  passed  the  fort  unobstructeil,  when 
their  courage  began  to  fail  and  the  idea  of  surrender  gained  ground, 
on  perceiving  the  intention  of  tlie  government  after  it  had  permitted 
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the  aforesaid  frigatea  to  pass  freely  the  fort  unimpeded ;  altboagfa, 
under  all  circumstances,  it  is  auOlcieiitly  shown  in  the  Observations 
aforesaid,  that  the  unwillinKneas  of  the  Burghers  to  fight,  cannot 
be  any  excuse  for  him,  inasmuch  as  it  was  his  duty  to  defend  the 
fort.  Sucli  being  his  apprehension  also,  he  endeavors  to  defeod 
himself  by  saying,  that  the  fort  was  declared  untenable  and,  at  any 
event,  even  were  it  maintained,  that  the  whole  Province  oould  noi 
be  preserved  thereby.  He  submits  in  confirmation  hereof,  foor 
reasons,  which  convict  rather  than  acquit  him,  as  will  be  most 
clearly  proved  to  your  Hon'*'  Mightinesses  in  the  following,  since 
all  that  he  alleged  of  the  untenableness  iif  tlie  aforesaid  fort, 
might  have  been  remedied  and  cared  for  by  a  good,  upriglit,  faith- 
ful and  provident  Director,  before  the  English  had  arrived  there; 
as  the  Company  had  recommended,  instructed  and  commanded, 
by  repeated  despatches,  but  in  vain.  For,  as  refmrda  the  Br«t 
and  second,  concerning  the  condition  of  the  fort  and  the  rampart 
and  wall,  'tis  indeed  true  that  the  fort  was  at  first  constmcted 
to  resist  the  incursions  of  the  Barbarians;  but  'tis  also  true, 
that  it  was  afterwards  so  strengthened  by  a  rampart  «ud  an  earthen 
wall,  that,  if  kept  in  good  condition,  it  need  not  fear  any  asstalt 
from  European  arms.  In  any  case,  it  should  not  have  been  con- 
structed so  w^k  as  to  require  its  surrender  to  the  enemy  with- 
out firing  a  gun  or  striking  a  blow,  it  being  remarkable  in  aU  Stuy- 
veeant's  complaining  and  other  letters  that  no  mention  was  once 
made  of  the  bad  condition  of  said  fortress.  This  omission  was  not 
without  a  reason.  As  he  had  been  expressly  commanded  to  put  it 
into  a  posture  of  defence,  by  complaining  he  would  liave  shown 
that  he  had  neglected  to  perform  his  duty  in  the  matter  of  obeying 
issued  orders;  preferring  to  incur  excessive  expenses  of  late  yean 
fur  the  embellishment  of  the  city,  by  the  construction  and  erection 
of  very  costly  stone  buildings  (tteenie  vxrkenj  rather  than  bring  the 
fort  into  a  state  of  defence,  to  enable  him  in  due  time  to  resist  the 
enemy ;  for  no  affidavits  will  be  produced  that  said  fort  could  not 
have  been  brougiit  into  a  defensive  condition ;  so  that  it  has  either 
tieen  neglected  by  the  aforesaid  Director  or  not  found  to  be  so  un- 
tenable as  he  represents.  The  declaration  of  Fiscal  and  Councillor 
Silla  avails  nothing;  he  hath  sufilcienty  demonstrated,  by  all  his 
actions,  that  he  was  resolved  not  to  ofter  any  resistance;  much  less 
have  the  declarations  furtlier  produced  on  this  point  by  the  afore- 
said Stuyvesant,  for  reasons  aforesaid,  any  application,  becaase  they 
refer  directly  only  to  the  damage  to  the  Burghers,  and  consequently 
merely  refer  to  the  state  of  the  fort ;  showing  sufBciently  that  the 
defence  of  the  aforesaid  place  would  not  have  been  acceptable  to 
them ;  they  therefore  depreciate  the  said  fort  as  much  as  possible. 
The  Company  is  sufficiently  assured  that  Jacob  Backer,  the  Direct- 
or's brother-in-law  and  one  of  the  deponents,  has  been  Mie  of  the 
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most  active  in  discouraging  the  Burghers,  saying  everywhere  that 
it  was  as  impossible  to  resist  the  English  as  to  touch  the  lieavens 
with  one's  hands.  Thirdly,  he  allies  that  the  fort  was  encom- 
passed round  about  by  houses.  Truly  a  poor  reason  and  still  weaker, 
that  he  could  not,  on  account  of  the  damage  to  the  Burghers,  re- 
solve on  pulliug  them  down,  as  the  Company  on  its  Observations 
hath  demonstrated,  ought  to  have  been  done.  For,  here  was  no 
longer  any  question  of  profit  or  loss  to  the  Burghers  who  had  aban- 
doned the  defence  of  the  city.  The  defence  of  the  fort  only  must 
be  looked  to,  even  thougli  all  ttie  tiousea  liad  to  be  pulled  down ;  for, 
the  fort,  and  consequently  occupation,  once  lost,  the  State  and  Com- 
pany lost  everything.  But  'tis  here  again  to  be  regretted  tliat  the 
Compnny  was  served  by  men  who  preferred  to  save  their  own  prop- 
erty, which  tliey  bad  gained  in  the  Company's  employ,  tlmn  to  ob- 
serve their  oath  and  honor.  The  aforesaid  Director  would  have 
easily  enough  resolved  upon  the  pulling  down  of  the  aforesaid  build- 
iugs,  were  it  not  that  Couucillors  and  Clergymen  were  desirous  of 
saving  their  houses  lying  next  the  foit;  for.  witen  the  question  of 
resistance  or  fighting  was  under  dclilxirHtion,  it  was  openly  stated 
in  Council,  that,  if  people  should  Bglit,  the  Commonalty  must  have 
a  promise  that  the  Company  will  indemuify  every  one  who  would 
suffer  loss  of  house  or  goods;  aud  tliat  none  of  the  Directors  would 
thank  any  man  who  may  lose  an  arm  or  a  leg.  'Tis  a  matter  of 
little  moment  that  the  Burghers,  when  tlieir  liouses  would  be  pulled 
down,  should  be  obliged  to  retire  into  the  fort,  and  Chat  their  wives 
and  tittle  ones  could  not  dud  shelter  there ;  for  be  ought  to  have 
known  that  those  who  could  not  be  accommodated,  ought  to  have 
looked  out  for  a  place  of  safety  and  retim  there,  as  Secretary  and 
Councillor  \'an  Ruyven  took  care  to  do  for  liis  wife,  whom  he  sent, 
with  other  women,  not  to  be  troubled  about  them  as  he  said,  to  the 
English,  tliey  being  friends.  This  appears  by  the  certificate.  The 
aforesaid  Director-General  ought  to  have  known  that  he  was  not  a 
Militia  Captain,  but  a  servant  of  the  Company  and  Commandant 
of  its  fort,  and  have  followed  the  example  of  man;  other  Command- 
ants whotiave,to  the  utmost,  defended  fortheir  masters  the  strong- 
holds intrusted  to  them,  even  through  the  cities  may  he  all  reduced, 
and  did  not  suffer  themselves  to  be  moved  by  the  Hattering  tongues 
of  Preachers  and  others  who  were  troubled  about  their  private  prop- 
erty, without  regarding  the*  interest  of  the  State  and  Company.  The 
last  consideration  on  tlie  weatuiees  of  the  aforesaid  fort,  he  founds 
on  the  numljer  of  its  enemies.  But,  having  spoken  hereof  in  tlie 
last  of  tliose  observations,  the  Compauy  will  refer  thereto  and  leave 
the  said  Director  to  answer  what  is  coutained  in  the  aforesaid  depo- 
sition, namely ;  that  the  force  before  the  fort  was  not  considerable 
enough  to  overcome  it ;  and  again  only  say,  to  put  him  to  shame, 
that  'tis  not  true  that  they  were  unable  to  resist  the  encroachments 
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and  incursions  of  the  New  Englanders  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the 
frigates,  but  that  people  (notwithstanding  iterated  orders)  neither 
would  nor  dared  offer  oppositioD.all  through  fear  thHt  hereortbeie 
they  might  tie  injured  iu  their  bouweries ;  the  fact  being,  by  all  re- 
ports, that  this  entire  mob  of  ill-armed  rebels  was  not  otie  faimdml 
and  flttjr  strong,  and  that  their  leader  was  not  commissioned  b;  any 
one,  and  consequently,  if  opposed,  would  not  have  received  assist- 
ance from  any  quarter. 

Tile  further  excuse  that  there  was  no  cistern  in  the  fort,  sounds 
very  strange  to  the  Company,  who  now  hear  the  fact  for  the  first 
time.  Yet,  when  looked  into  more  cloeely,  and  the  eye  is  cast  on 
tlie  situation  of  the  place,  'tis  true  that  close  by  the  fort  was  a  well 
of  water  which  could,  with  a  little  trouble,  be  conveyed  into  the 
place.  But,  besides  this,  the  fort  might  have  been  furnished  with 
water-liarrela,  as  the  ship  Otdemi  alone  could  supply  plenty  to  stock 
the  fort  for  three  months,  exclusive  of  tliose  which  still  remained 
in  the  city. 

The  fourth  point  was :  that  they  had  no  hope  of  relief.  This  is 
spread  out  so  broad,  as  if,  for  this  reason  alone,  the  place  oiigbt  not 
be  defendeil.  On  this  point  the  Company  will  merely  persist  in 
what  is  stated  in  its  observations,  and  accordhigly  submit,  tliat  it 
could  not  know  what  the  aforesaid  Director  also  might  say  if  no  re- 
lief should  arrive.  In  all  cases,  he  was  not  at  liberty  to  surrender 
such  a  ]>tace  without  striking  a  blow,  especially  so  long  as  it  was 
not  really  attacked ;  for,  as  regards  relief,  they  did  not  know  what 
help  would  arrive  from  Fatherland,  Itecause  the  Company's  Ust 
letters  had  assured  them  of  immediate  assistance  or  a  settlement  of 
the  Boundary.  Consequaiitly,  the  one  or  the  other  being  to  iiappen. 
he  ought  not  to  have  adopted  so  rash  a  resolution.  Besides,  the 
Company  h»s  as  much  cause  for  positively  asserting  that  the  Eng- 
lish, on  seeing  the  Director  putting  himself  in  a  posture  of  defence 
and  having  the  courage  to  repel  tliem.  would  not  have  attacked  (he 
place,  as  the  Director  for  saying  timt  no  relief  was  at  hand.  And 
for  the  preceding  reasons,  the  Company  will  pass  over  the  long  de- 
tail which  the  Director  makes  in  his  aforesaid  writing  of  other 
events  in  the  foregoing  years,  as  both  irrelevant  and  imnoat^rial. 
and  once  more  conclude  on  this  |>oint :  That  he  ought  to  have  waited 
until  he  saw  the  enemy  commence  the  attack  before  he  resolved  on 
the  surrender  of  the  place  for  want  of  assistance. 

lie  is  unable  to  answer  the  Observation  which  the  Company 
mooted  iu  its  last  argument,  except  by  a  question :  Whether  the 
Company's  interpretation  quadrates  with  what  he  pre«up[iosea,ai)d 
if  the  Company's  conclusion  agree  with  hisV  To  which  the  Coin- 
will  Sity,  that  it  hath  not  attempted  to  intrepret  his  presumption, 
but  to  prove  that,  even  though  it  were  correct,  yet  he  had  not 
performed  his  duty  and  consequently  his  conclusion  was  moot  no- 
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founded.  Even  admitting  it  to  be  true  that  the  English  without 
any  reinforcement  from  Old  England,  were  stronger  than  he,  and 
therefore,  when  reinforced  b;  a  latter  body  from  Uld  England,  so 
mucli  the  more  able  to  reduce  New  Netherland  under  English 
autliortty,  and,  from  all  appearance,  in  case  of  war.  New  Neth- 
erland  was  to  be  conquered  by  the  Englisli ;  yet  it  did  not  follow 
that  tht  aforesaid  place  must  be  surrendered  ou  that  account,  but 
on  the  contrary ;  and  this  Is  the  Company's  conclusion : 

It  ought  to  have  been  defended  until  the  English  had  reduced 
ft  by  their  overwhelming  force.  And  hereupon  the  Company  will 
willingly  abide  by  your  Hon"  Mightinesses'  decision.  But  as  the 
aforesaid  Stuyvesant  cyphers  everywhere  so  amply  the  greatness  of 
the  English  force,  and  relies  ou  it  in  divers  places,  the  Company, 
therefore,  will,  on  this  occasion,  lay  before  your  Hon""  Mightinesses 
its  experience  and  observations,  from  which  twill  be  found  that 
even  his  above  stated  suppoaition  Is  false.  In  order  .to  show  dis- 
tinctly the  true  state  of  the  above  mentioned  force,  let  us  consider 
tbe  strength  of  the  New  England  Englii^h  and  that  of  the  English 
reinforcement  which  came  from  Old  England.  As  reganla  the 
former,  the  Director  will  never  prove  that,  previous  to  the  arrival 
of  the  English  frigates,  those  of  New  England,  both  foot  an<l  horse, 
numbered  any  more  than  1.50  men  ;  nor  tliat.  by  the  arrival  of  the 
English  frigates,  the  aforesaid  troop  became  stronger,  or  numbered 
more,  than  84  foot  and  50  hoi'se.  According  to  the  rei>orts  of  those 
who  bad  any  knowledge  of  tbe  matter  and  came  into  the  city,  and 
especially  according  to  the  assurance  of  the  inhabitants  of  Midwout 
who  came  into  the  city  on  the  4''  of  September,  the  New  England- 
ers  were  not  more  than  the  aforesaid  S4  foot,  quartered  in  Amers- 
foort,  and  SO  borse  at  Midwout,  having  no  knowledge  of  any  other 
accession.  And  this  alo.e  is  what  must  be  considered,  and  not  liow 
many  people  are  in  New  England  and  how  many  in  New  Nether- 
land,  because  the  H  ew  Englanders,  Ijeing  farmers  and  planters,  did 
not  stand  prepared  to  commence  the  war,  but  would,  without  duubt, 
have  met  the  Engl ish ,  frigates  with  tlie  same  answer  the  Dutch 
farmers  gave  Director  Stuyvesant  when  he  made  a  requisition  on 
them  for  every  3^  man— howbeit  the  New  Netherlunders  were  thor- 
oughly resolved  to  come  up  altogether,  in  order,  when  the  thii-d  man 
was  called  OH,  not  to  leave  the  i-est  tothe  mei-cy  of  the  English,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  exaggerations  of  the  aforesaid  i^tuyvesant  re- 
specting the  approach  of  the  English  from  New  England— for,  the 
Company  knows  sulHciently  well  what  cannot  serve  him  as  an  ex- 
cuse, that  he  hatli  no  information  in  the  world  save  his  own  imag- 
ination, and  having  sent  no  person  out  for  information,  hath  laid 
hold  of  those  rumors  which  ap))eared  to  him  most  plausible,  in  or- 
der to  surrender  the  place.  For.  the  cowardice  of  the  Burghers 
mostly  proceeded  from  the  circumstauce  that  the  boors  ou  the  aCore- 
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said  Stuyresant'B  bouwerie,  having  been  to  the  English  G«neTal  for 
a.  sateguEml  for  the  Director's  bouwerie,  came  and  reported  that  tbe 
English  were  full  aoo  strong,  wliich,  had  good  spies  been  aent  out, 
would  have  been  found  to  be  false,  and,  on  the  contrary,  that  the 
English,  who  had  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  frigates,  did  not 
number  more  than  150  strong,  witbnut  there  being  any  appeanoee 
of  a  reinforcement.  Now,a8regards  the  second  force,  which  came 
from  Uld  England,  tbe  aforesaid  Director  never  can  prove,  in  bbe 
course  of  his  whole  life,  that  it  numbered  more  than  four  frigates 
of  the  following  rates :  One  of  36,  one  of  30,  one  of  16  and  the  fourth 
of  ten  guns,  the  heaviest  being  twelve  pounders;  nor,  that  more 
than  thiee  companies  of  soldiers  had  come,  viz..  General  Xicols', 
Colonel  Cart  Wright 'a  and  jSir  Carr's,  making  together  about  250 
men ;  nor  that  on  board  the  aforesaid  4  ships  were  there  more  thaa 
180  matrosses.  Were  the  aforesaid  Director  disposed  to  obtain  re- 
liable information  hereof,  he  could  have  had  plenty ;  but  be  took  no 
information  on  tbe  point.  The  Company  is  well  informed  that  one 
Isaackde  Foreest,  having  been  released,  with  a  wounded  soldier,  by 
the  English  on  the  SI"  of  August,  tbe  soldier  was  not  examined, 
but  rather  the  aforesaid  Foreest,  who,  greatly  exaggerating  tlie 
English  force,  was  believed,  and  that,  on  the  4**  of  September,  some 
persons  being  in  the  city  from  Amersfoort  and  Midwout,  sufficiently 
divulged  and  affirmed  that  the  number  of  the  English  was  as  anaU 
as  is  above  truly  stated.  This  is  also  to  be  inferred,  from  the  fact 
that  the  aforesaid  frigates  could  not  carry  a  thousand  men ;  every 
<me  conversant  with  navigation,  knowing  well  the  capacity  of  a  toig 
at  10  and  one  of  16  guns,  and  that  the'  aforesaid  ships  have  bad  iu 
all  400  men  on  board,  which  number  sufficiently  incumbered  them. 
The  Company,  therefore,  plainly  asserts  (and  'tis  also  the  truth) 
that  all  the  rhodomontades  of  thousands  and  thousands  of  men  have 
nothing  sul)stantial  to  cover  them,  and  were  fictions,  with  which 
men  have  deceived,  first,  the  people  yonder,  and  now  would  wish  to 
impose  on  your  Hun"°  Uightinesaes,  had  not  tbe  truth  been  made 
manifest  after  the  surrender  of  the  fort,  when  the  English  (as  the 
Company  reasserts  and  proves  by  certificate),  did  not  have  the  cour- 
age to  look  at  the  Company's  garrison  marching  out,  whilst  rage, 
which  possessed  the  men  for  having  abandoned  such  a  fortress  with- 
out striking  a  blow,  had  so  far  carried  them'away,  that  tbey  wouM, 
without  doubt,  have  attacked  the  English  in  tbe  open  field,  who 
(the  Company  repeats  and  defies  proof  of  the  contrary),  maicbed  in 
with  only  two  companies,  scarcely  or  hardly  as  stroog  as  those  which 
marched  out,  viz.,  Nicols'  and  Carr's  companies,  each  In  three  di- 
visions of  three  files  eacb,  tbe  first  and  last  of  which  marched  5,  tbe 
centre  4,  men  abreast,  being  therefore  168  men  strong ;  the  third 
comi>any,  under  Cartwright,  being  the  remainder  of  all  the  troops 
tliat  came  from  Old  England,  lay  at  The  Ferry  until  the  ship  Oidm* 
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had  Bailed  with  the  Company's  garriflon,  when  it  went  llrat  to  Fort 
Orange,  through  fear  that  if  it  left  sooner,  the  Company's  soldiers, 
seeing  themselves  as  strong  as  the  others,  would  have  made  an  at- 
tack on  the  Fort.  To  prevent  this,  the  aforesaid  Stuyvesant  took, 
also,  good  care  that  the  soldiers  should  not  be  furnished  with  pow- 
der, which  was  intrusted  to  Captain  Kreyger  until  they  would  sail. 
Wherewith,  coming  tu  the  conclusion  drawn  by  tlie  Company  in 
in  its  Observations,  wliicli  consists  of  acts  of  omission  whereof  the 
Director  has  been  guilty,  it  will  pass  over  the  Arst,  second  and  fourth, 
which  are  hereinbefore  equally  answered  in  the  last,  and  the  remain- 
der are  not  of  much  importance,  consisting  only  of  nets  that  ar« 
susceptible  of  a  favorable  as  well  ns  of  an  unfavorable  interpreta- 
tion, according  to  particulars  of  history  and  circumstances,  all 
which  the  Company  cannot  find  exactly  conformable  to  the  truth ; 
observing  only,  uu  the  second,  that  it  rould  not  perceive,  from  the 
Report  of  the  Commissionera  who  were  deputed  to  the  English, 
that  they  n^ere  sent  to  collect  information  ;  and  on  the  fourth,  tliat 
'tis,  indeed,  true  that  the  English  had  given  a  promise  of  freedom 
to  all  the  vilhiges,  and  that  such  was  known  in  the  city,  which,  how- 
ever, did  not  know  that  the  English  would  treat  it  in  this  manner 
until  the  letter  had  been  communicated.  But,  coming  to  the  third : 
Is  it  to  be  wondered  at,  that  such  a  poor  defence  was  made '(  for  he, 
himself,  admits  that  he  had  neither  ordered  nor  forbad  fliing.  In 
truth,  whether  this  becomes  a  Director-Geueral  or  not,  the  Com- 
pany need  not  add  any  more ;  It  only  aaya,  that  'tia  an  action  that 
never  can  be  palliated  in  a  Director-General,  to  stand  between  the 
gabions  looking  at  two  hostile  frigates  passing  the  fort  and  the 
mouths  of  20  pieces  of  cannon,  several  of  tliem  demi-cartoons,  and 
not  give  an  order  to  prevent  them,  but,  on  the  contmiy,  lend  an  eat 
to  Clergymen  and  otlier  craven-hearted  people,  pretending  that  he 
WHS  wishing  to  order  fire,  yet  will  allow  himself  to  be  led  in  from 
the  rampart  between  the  Clergymen,  and  then,  for  the  first  time, 
give  himself  any  trouble  after  the  frigates  have  passed,  when,  for 
thefirst  time,  be  will  march  forth  to  prevent  alanding.  The  excuse 
be  gives,  that  it  was  resolved  not  to  commence  tlie  first  act  of  hos- 
tility, is  a  very  poor  one;  for,  the  English  bad  committed  all  acts 
of  hostility,  carrying  oft  the  city's  cattle  and  the  boat  in  which  the 
slaves  were,  taking  one  of  the  soldiei-a  who  was  with  them,  prisoner 
after  be  had  been  wounded,  capturing  Claes  Yerbraeck's  sloop,  af- 
terwards taking  Isaac  de  Foreest  prisoner,  forbidding  the  farmers 
furnisliing  supplies,  firing  shot  at  the  Si.  Jucob'i  boat,  and  lastly, 
summoniuK  the  city  and  foit,  in  order  to  save  the  shedding  of  blood, 
and  committing  many  otlier  acts,  too  many  to  be  here  related ;  so 
that  there  was  do  difficulty  to  answer  them  in  the  same  manner. 
The  ir.stance  with  which  he  supports  the  above  cited  resolution,  la 
not  applicable  in  the  present  case ;  for,  in  that  the  Company  being 
54-VoL.  V. 
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the  aggressor,  'twas  considered  beat  to  receive  an  attack  first  and 
then,  being  constrained,  to  defend;  it  liitd  rather  ttiiit  do  attack 
hud  been  made  »nd  the  place  tieeii  left  at  peace.  Tbe  two  caaes  be- 
ing different,  tbe  reasoning  cannot  apply. 

Tlie  Company  considers  all  those  Observations,  heretofore  sub- 
mitted, amply  sufficient  to  convict  tbe  aforesaid  Stnjvesant  of 
neglect.  But  tbe  two  folloning  points  having  been  afterwards  laid 
before  the  Company,  whereof  it  had  no  knowledge,  it  will  submit 
tbem  to  your  Hon'^Mightinesaea,  and  then  cloae: 

To  wit :  ftrst,  When  tbe  first  frigate  had  previously  come  alone, 
the  Director  sent  for  the  Captain  of  tbe  ship  Oidton,  to  aacertaio 
whether  he  was  full;  determined  to  attack  herf  Tbe  skipper  de- 
clared, Yes,  whenever  he  should  be  supplied  with  some  soldiera  and 
munitions  of  war.  The  Director,  having  it  in  his  power  to  employ 
not  only  that  ship  but  also  the  others,  yea,  when  requested  by  Sec- 
retary Van  Ruyven  to  do  so,  would  not  consent,  and  shamefully 
berated  and  abused  the  aforesaid  Secretary  for  such  advice,  wher«- 
by  the  whole  English  design  would  have  been  easily  broken  up. 

tiecondly :  the  English  having  committed  all  acts  of  hostility  pos- 
sible, the  aforesaid  Dii'ector  did  not  take  into  consideiation  that 
they  bad  come  to  Tlie  FeiTy  with  only  two  companies,  very  tired 
and  feeble,  and  that  their  ammunition  being  also  conveyed  there, 
the  finest  opportunity  in  the  world  presented  itself  to  determine 
whether  they  could  not  be  attacked  there,  in  which  case  the  ammu- 
nition and  all  could  be  set  on  fire.  The  night  afforded  sufficient 
opportunity,  and  the  military  was  strong  enough  for  this  exploit, 
and  no  doubt  tliey  would  be  seconded  from  tbe  Dutch  villages,  but 
this  with  other  opportunities  waa  allowed  to  slip,  in  order  not  to 
give  ofTenco  to  the  English. 

The  Company  now  believing  that  it  has  fulfilled  your  Hon™ 
Mightinesses'  int«ntion,  will  only  again  say,  in  conclusion,  that  tbe 
sole  cause  and  reason  for  the  loss  of  tbe  aforesaid  place,  were  these: 
The  Authorities,  and  the  chief  officer,  Ijeing  very  deeply  interested 
in  lands,  bouweries  and  buildings,  were  unwilling  to  offer  any  op- 
poaitiim,  first,  at  the  time  of  the  English  encroachments,  in  order 
thereby  not  to  afford  any  pretext  for  firing  and  destroying  tbeir 
properties;  and,  having  always  paid  more  attention  to  tiieir particu- 
lar affaiis  than  to  tlie  Company's  interests.  New  Amsterdam  waa 
found,  on  the  arrival  of  the  Engliali  frigates,  as  if  an  enemy  it'as 
never  to  be  expected.  And,  finally,  that  tbe  Dli«ctor,  first  follow- 
ing the  example  of  heedless  interested  parties, gave  himself  no  other 
concern  than  alMut  the  prosperity  of  bis  bouweries,  and,  when  tbe 
pinch  came,  allowed  himself  to  be  rode  over  by  Clergymen,  women 
and  cowards,  in  order  to  surrender  to  tbe  English  what  he  couM 
defend  with  reputation,  for  the  sake  of  thus  saving  their  private 
properties.    And  the  Company  will  further  leave  to  your  Hon"" 
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Mightinesses'  good  and  prudent  wisdom,  what  more  ought  to  be 
done  in  this  case,  hoping  that  you  will  take  care  that  the  remem- 
brance of  such  examples  in  future  shall  not  serve  as  a  precedent  or 
a  justification  to  others ;  as  the  examples  of  Brasil  and  Angola  were 
made  by  this  Director  so  incorrectly  and  unjustly  to  apply  to  his  de- 
fence. Which  doing,  &c.

Whereas,  some  Englishmen  of  Maryland  have  driven  tfae  sub- 
JectB  of  this  government,  In  a  very  strange  and  cruel  manner,  from 
their  dwelllnga  and  by  burning  the  Bame,  ruined  thoee  people, 
whereby  many  are  doubtless  stripped  of  all  means  of  support,  there- 
fore have  I  deemed  it  necessary  hereby  to  proclaim  and  make  known 
that  means  shall  be  provided  for  feeding  and  8U[^>ortiiig  all  such 
refugees,  both  Dutch  and  English,  who  will  repair  hither,  with  a 
certiflcate  from  Commandant  Alrigs  that  they  have  so  suffered; 
and  in  order  that  bucIi  cruel  tyranny  may  be  prevented  in  future, 
and  the  good  inhabitants  secured  f4pilnst  it,  tis  necessary  to  insti- 
tute good  order,  therefore  are  all  Inhabitants  of  the  South  river  of 
New  Netherlond  required  and  commanded  in  case  any  enemies  be 
discovered,  to  repair  forthwith  to  such  place  as  Commandant  Alrigs 
shall  deem  most  necessaty  tor  their  more  effectual  protection,  and 
the  greater  damage  of  the  enemy ;  whosoever  shall  contravene  these 
or  be  found  n^ligent  herein  shall  be  considered  a  perjurer  and  pro- 
ceeded against  as  it  is  usual  to  deal  with  such  peraons.

New  Yorkb  on  Manbatans  Island  in  America  Dec.  31. 1660. 

Hon'*  Sir  :  There  goeing  a  vessell  directly  from  this  Port  bound 
for  England  and  so  for  Holland  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  pay  you  my 
acknowledgmen"  in  a  line  or  two.  It  is  but  two  or  three  dayes  since 
M'  Boone  arrived  by  the  way  of  Virginia  who  made  us  all  glad  in 
bringing  the  good  newes  of  yo'  health  &  welfare ;  The  Scotch  shipp 
wee  baue  so  long  expected,  &  that  you  please  to  msntion,  is  not  yet 
arrived,  but  proliably  will  not  bee  much  longer  from  us,  if  it  please 
God  shee  be  safe. 

Here  is  nothing  of  newes  worthy  the  imparting  to  yo"  honor,  alt 
things  are  quiet,  onely  there  was  a  silly  intention  of  an  Insurrection 
amongst  the  Finns  at  Delaware,  but  the  Ringleaders  being  sur 
prized  by  the  officeTS  there,  tlielr  designe  was  broken ;  They  pre- 
tended an  Expectacon  of  some  Swedish  Ships  to  come  and  reduce 
that  place.  It  was  the  Governors  pleasure  to  send  mee  there  to  make 
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Enquiry  Into  the  matter,  from  whence  I  returned  thf  beginning  of 
CbilBtmas  weeke,  some  fewe  daya  before  I  came  to  Delaware  Af 
White  the  Surveyor  Gen"  of  Uaryland  had  beene  there  to  lay  clayme 
to  all  the  West  aide  of  Delaware  River  as  belonging  to  the  Lord 
Baltimore,  They  had  sent  persona  also  to  exercise  their  Jurisdiction 
at  the  Hoare  Kill,  but  none  either  there  or  in  Delaware  River  will 
sabmit  to  it,  until  the  matter  be  decided  in  England,  which  you  are 
to  intimate  will  bee  in  some  short  Tyme.  The  Govemo'  hath  sent 
the  Original]  Clayme  made  by  M'  White  now  for  England  &  by  the 
next  intends  to  remitt  the  whole  proceeding  about  the  Finns.
